He omitted no¬ 
thing in his Round worth obferving, becaufe his only Bufinefs was to fee and be 
/^form*d ; and being a Man of Learning as excellent natural Parts, he had 
'all the a 'Avatnige ; of taking good Obfervations, and delivering "'em fohtely, which 
common Traveliersgenerally want. He was a DoClor of the Civtl Law, winch 
fufficiently evinces hts Ltorning ; and ashe.tells us, befides his natural Curio- 
ft), was further mov*d to Trazel by Crojfes and Misfcrtums he met at home. 
Neither did he go as a Vagabond trujiing to Tor tune, hut well provided with 
Many to make htm acceptable in all Parts, and gain Admilt.%uce where others um 
der worfe Circumfances could not, ]\ or docs he cidf gii e ajud/c/ous Account 
of what he faw, which is performed by way of Journal, but touches upon all 
Antiquities delivered by the befl Authors, of Countries, Cities, and other 
Places and Things of Note.

Pii^s,at^z, Bazatm, Diu, and other Places', as alfp whit is fubyeH to Idolater sf 
and qyl^ko Mahometan Princes ; moft lively reprefents to the imagination 
the wonderful Pagod of the JJland Salzetc j not only de^ribes^ but eives all 
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the<£uts the choice Fruits^ and Trees thaq hear them ; Md excellently informs 
us of the Superftitions and Cuftoms of thojfe Gentiles, Whence the Author 
ventures by land to the Great MogxxVsCamp, to acquaint us thoroughly with 
that Princes Ferfon^ Progenitors, Prapices. Wealthy Strength, ^nd all other 
Particulars, This done he proceeds on his Toyage ly Sea towards Chinz •, in 
his way dslivers the heft Accounts of thofe Countries he paft by in a V9yagh^' 
a thottfand Leaguesy which are no lefs than the rich the 

golden Cherfonefus, or Peninfula of Malaca, the viji fjlands of Sumatra 
and Borneo, with many fmall ones, ^d the powerful Kengala, 

Siam, Pegu, Conchinchina, Tunqum; &e. till he com^to Macao, the' 
firjt Lana of China, where begins 

The fourth Volume which mentions every place great or fmall he pafs*ih' 
through in thsa vaft Empire, eurioujly fets down the diftanees, deferibes all 
he faw on the Roads, and aU Cities as they deferve, as alfo the Rivers, Lakes, 
and Mountains, and particularly the great Tartar Wall, the PortuguefeV 
City of Macao, and all that relates toit\ andthe manner of Travelling to the 
Court of Peking. He diftinguifftes ingenuoufy between what he faw and con- 
fequently writes of his own knowledge, and what he had from others, which 
Jltll he took upon good Authority and mentions it for the Jaiyf^Ciibn of the,. 
Reader. Having had the honour to fee the Emperor he i^tes all that Ce¬ 
remony, and what he knew of the Palace as an Ey e-witnefs,* the reft as he 
received 4t. The manner of the Emperor* s going abroad he had from others, 
but fd curious as the Reader cannot but like it. Other things as the Religion 
of China, the laft perfecution of Chriftianity, the Amiquiites of the Em¬ 
pire, Government, Courts, &C. are collected, but cunoujly and well grounded. 

The fifth Volume treats very particularly of all that is to be known concern¬ 
ing the (lands, and then follows an exalt journal of his long and

Silver of feparating the Gold from the Silver, of the conditions upon svbtcb all 
Perfons hold their Mines, and of the royal Mines, are most fwgular and curious. 
In jbort, ft is one of the moft complete Works of this nature, and there¬ 
fore 1jball not need add any more in commendation of it, for it will fuffici-

W E R E It always in the 
power of cruel and un- 
ftcady Fortune, with 
whom wd are daily to ilruggle, to re¬ 
duce us to a niifcrablc and wretched 
Condition; and could not a wife Man, 
by bearing upagainft itslnjuricsand Af- 
faults, open hiaifelf a way to a more 
peaceable State of Life; our condition 
would certainly be too rigid and un¬ 
happy; and the great Work of that 
all-wife Artificer, who drew us out of 
nothing, appear the lefs perfed and va¬ 
luable. Yet it often happens, that 
wc arc much in the wrong when we 
complain of Fortune; becaufe when Ihe 
icems molt averfe to us, Ihe then ot- 
icn forwards us, to undertake feme wor- 
tliy Eiiterprize, and helps to raife us to 

S lcgrce, obliging os, through 
to penorm good aftd noble 
This may be plainly evinc’d 
ole courfeof my Lire, which 
interwoven with fuch ftrange 
»that the very remembrance 
crrifics me; and yet to them 
the feeing of fo many Cdun- 
Vol. IV. 


tries, the failing vaft Seas, and if 
it may be allow’a me to hope for any, 
the Glory of thefe unpolifh’d Lines. I 
cannot deny, bnt that it was my natural 
CurioiityandOefire of Travelling about 
the World, (tho* often difappointed) 
that made me undertake the Voyage of 
in the year 1583. whereof 1 af¬ 
terwards printed only the firit Volume; 
but it is as certain, that 1 had no other 
rcafon to undertake this other dange¬ 
rous and pamitil Voyage, but the un¬ 
juft Ferfecutions, and undeferved Out¬ 
rages I was forc’d to endure. 

Being therefore rcfelv’d to fet for- 
-wyd, not regarding the loving Perfua- 
lions of Friends, vii^ho made an Argu¬ 
ment of the Diftemper 1 labour’d un¬ 
der, to divert me from ray purpofc; 
and.having provided ail Neceflaries, i 
took my leave of them, and particular¬ 
ly of the Gounfellor Amato Danio, of 
the Judge of the V'icaria D. Jofeph Cha¬ 
ves^ now a Counfcllor, of F. Alonfo JUJL 
Knight oitMalta, and of Dr. Laaren^^ 
Sofidalari. This done, without farther 
delay, 1 embark^l on $0^dayt!hs

t)f J/Jws, I <593. on a FelkCa of N^fies, to 
carry me into Calabria, in order to go 
over from thence into the LtvAut. 

Having fail’d 50 Miles, v/c landed at 
Night on the SnOre of Amalfi fo call’d 
of a City of that Name, which owes its 
Foil ndarion to certain Families of Romtws^ 
who Jailing towards Consiaatiftoplc, a- 
bout the year of our Lord 829. and find¬ 
ing in this place a fafe Harbour, after 
a dreadful Storm at Sea, flay'd here to 
build it, and fettled their Abode. Nor 
do I think it at all flrange, as fomc do, 
that they ihould build it in fo craggy 
a place among fuch ftcep Rocks ^ when 
1 conlidcr, that in thofe Times, when all 
Italy was infefted by barbarous Nations, 
every one endeavour’d to fix hinifclf in 
the flrongcft place he could. From 
that time forward it was govern’d as a 
Commonwealth, till Times changing, 
and the Emperors, having loft 

that Kingdom, this City became fubjeft 
to Barons. At prefent it is a Demefn 
of the Crown, and beautify’d with 
many curious Strudures, crefted by 
fcveral Families on account of the 
wholfbmncfs of the Air. 

. ^The Spamjl} Nation owes the Difeo- 
very of a New World, and the Fortu- 
gites that of the Eail-Jndies, to FUvio 
C'iaja^ a Native of the City of Amalfi^ 
as being the inventcr of the life of the 
I.oadftone, without which they could 
never have ventur’d out fo far into the 
vaft Ocean, to difepyer unknown Em¬ 
pires, nor have found any method to 
ilccr their Ships fb regularly through 
tlie boundlefs Waves of the Sea. A- 
rnalfi is allb famous, becaufc a Citiren of 
it ivas Founder of the Noble Order of 
S. John of Jerufdemy OX Malta ; but a- 
l)ove all, for prefervlng in its Cathedral, 
which is an Arebbifhop’s See, the Body 
of the glorious Apoftle S. Andrew^ 
brought thither from Cmfiaminople. 

The Weather proving unfit for Sea 
on Sunday the 14th, we fet out on Mon¬ 
day the 15th, and having fail’d about 
40 Miles, near Night-fall, put into the 
Point of Ltcofa, formerly call’d Ltuh^ 
fta, where we found very bad Entcr- 
cuinmentat the Inn. 

Tuefdt^ 1 5 . putting to Sea again, we 
fail’d 36 Miles to PaUnuro, a place fb 
call’d from Palinarnsj Pilot to Eneat, who 
is faid to have dropp’d into the Sea near 
this Shore, and fwimming to Land, to 
luve been kill’d by the Inhabitants. Here 
a wretched Inn not becaufe 
Ahere Was any want in the place, but 
L'l^canfe our was atompound made 


lip OB an excellent Thief, and a bafe 
Codk.j 

Running 40 Miles farther, on Wed- 
tiefday 17. Wc put into a’Town 
on a Rock, at the foot of vaft high 
Mountains, where we were forc’d to 
continue Tb«r/^ 18. by rcafbnof the 
foul weather. Fridt^ I9. we advanc’cl''' 
as far as Paola, where the Inn was no¬ 
thing better than mac of Palinnro. The Peold 
chief thing this City can Waft of, is its 
j»iiig the place of the Bj(rfh of S. Francis^ 
the Founder of the Mdmms^ and where 
he wrought his greateft Wonders. As 
to other particulars, it has good Build- ' 
ings, and a Caftleou the Eminence that 
commands it. 

Saturday 20. we fail’d 60 Miles, and 
came betimes to Pizjio^ a Town fcated Town. 
on a Rock almoft flat at top; whence 
there is a delightful ProIJ)eft along the 
pleafant Shores of the noble Country of 
Calabria^ and upon the open Sea. I 
flay’d there SmdMyii. at the requeft of 
Frieuds, but Mond^ 22* taking leave 
of them, went aboard the Veflel, and 
having run 30 Miles, arriv’d at theCi- 
ty Tropea, fcated after the fame manner city, 
as Pizi,o. The Nobility there have the 
privilege of acting in a diftinft Body 
from the Commonalty in publick Af¬ 
fairs. 

Having flay’d here Tutfday 23. upon 
fomc bufinefs; on Wednefday 24. we cut 
acrofs the Bay, and having fail’d 24 
Miles, ended this fliort Voyage on the 
Shore of Gioja. Having landed my Bag¬ 
gage, 1 caus’d it to be carry’d pn Horfts 
to the Town, a Mile dillaut, where I 
continu’d all Tharfd^ 25. to reft my 
fcif, being weary of the Sea. 

Fridt^ 25 . my Brother Dr. John Bajp- 
tlfl CemelUt a Man of an exemplary Life, 
and moll innocent Behaviour, came to 
meet me from Redicina, bringing Horfes 
with him, and would needs have me 
fpend thofe few days I had, to provide 
Ncccllaricsfor my Voyage at his Houfe. 

1 thankfully accepted his kind offer, and 
on Saturday the 27th, wc went together 
to Redicina, which was 10 Miles diftant. 
Several Pcrfbns came on Sunday 28. to 
bid me welcome, and wifh me a good 
Voyage. Monday ap. I went out a 
fhooting,^the Country being plain and/ 
full of Game; and would have done tb/ 
fame the two following days, iiadi ubt 
been employ’d in providing for dw ^oy- 
age,yeton Thttr/da^p the 2d of JuMl w.ait 
out upon the Plains of Gioja^hj^ had 
the pleafure of killing fbrae pKafants. 

The Air of the place being bad\ I re-

^593.* . Confidering with ray fclf whnt un- 
t/ry^ eitpefted Dangers and Accidents raight 
happen.iu fo long a Peregrination, on 
SMurdity 4.

ConteffionpfmySins, and, tho’unwor¬ 
thy , receiv’d the ^leiled Sacrament j 
praying to'^bd to bring me home lafe 
from the dif{ft’*;lt Undertaking I had in 
hand. 1 fiiall not ftay to mention the 
tears and tender Embraces at parting 
with my Brother, as not knowing whe- 
ther he Ihould ever lee me again: To 
Icircn His Grief, 1 told him, 1 intended 
only for the Holy Land^ and thence to 
return- ai Toon as polfible j tho’ at the 


lame time I had ablblutely feiblv’d not 
to fettle till I had taken a view of Chi- 
HAy and could be an E^e-witnels of lo 
many Fables ai are deliver’d to us,among 
fome few Truths. 

I let out on Monday 6 . to Embark at 
Patmif il Miles diftant, and came thi¬ 
ther before Noon *, where 1 was gene- 
roufly Entertain’d by John dAiiuino^ a 
Gentleman of that Town. Then difmiC- 
ling James Romeo ray Steward {who came 
out of kindnefs to bear me Company) t 
Embark’d on Tuefday the ych for Mefina^ 
and having croft’d the Narrow Streight, 
failing In ail I4 Miles, arriv’d in that 
City before Night. Jofeph Lacquanti^ a 
Gentleman of Rofarno^who was Marry’d 
there, entertain’d me at hisHoufe.

T he City MeJJina-, formerly call’d 
Zancle^ is feated in the Province 
Ot f^aldemone^ in tlie Eaftern part of the 
Illand of Sicilyy and in 39 degrees and 
12 minutes of Latitude, it is reported 
to have been built by the Giant Zancioy 
in the year of the World 1435. and that 
it was join’d to Italyy as well as the reft 
of Sicily. Its Figure is long, by rcafpn 
of the Hills that furround it, and has the 
iineft Harbour in the World for capa- 
cioufneft and la'fcty, and for its delight¬ 
ful Shores, cmbcilifh’d above a Mile in 
length, with ftatcly Palaces uniformly 
built, the curious Iron Balconies being 
all of an equal height. Here the Ships feem 
to ride feciire in the Arms of the Earth, 
their oppolite Element, the Anchoring is 
ib very good which makes me adimrO 
that Taverniery lib. i.zpar. cap. 13. who 
reckons C'04, ConStantinoplcy and Toulony 
the belt Ports of our Continent, Ihquld 
make ho account of that of 


which is lb far from being inferiour to 
any of thole above-mention’d, that it 
may be call’d the prime Mart of EurepCy 
and aneceilary thoroughfair to all Parts 
of it.

The Churches are 
beautiful enough, the Palaces magnifi¬ 
cent, the Streets wide ^ the Ladies beau¬ 
tiful and witty ■, the Air temperate, the 
Soil Fruitful, the Suburbs large, and 
the Sea may be call’d a Pond, contain¬ 
ing all forts of Filh to pleafe the Appe¬ 
tite. In Ihort, City is plentifully 
furnifli’d with all that can be delir’d for 
Food, Cloathing, and Delight, and the 
more for the Neighbourhood of Calabriay 
which continually affords it a molt plea- 
ling Profpea of its rich and fruitful 
l ands. It has ever been Loyal to its 
King, and the Inhabitants ready tolervc 
him with their Lives and Fortunes -y and 
if of late years forae of its Natives, of 
reftleft Spirits, and lovers of novelty, 
incufr’d the Royal Difplcafurc, the 
crime of a few, and the corruption of 
part of the Members, is not to lay a 
blemilh upon the whole Body, and in- 
ifcd the other Members; fince thole be¬ 
ing cut bfi^ as rotten Limbs, and the 
part t^t was tainted being cauteriz’d, 
the evU has been not only retriev’d, but 
ablblutely abolilh’d.

This 
did not daunt me, but enquiring at the 
Cuftom-Houfc, was inform’d that the 
Tartan was gone to jdU, to load with 
Wine; and therefore not thinking fit to 
lofe any time, for as much as the loft of 
my Equipage would quite break off my 
intended Journey, I went that fame day 
aboard a Feluca, bound for Agufiay ta¬ 
king a fliort leave of Lacquanti and his 
Wife. 

We ftil’d with a fair Wind through 
the famous and dangerous Streights of 
Mcjfintty diverting my Melancholy by 
catting my Eye towards the left, upon 
the delicious Gardens of CotoM* and 
gio, and cowards the right on the beauti¬ 
ful Drommoy a Suburb of Meffna, which 
Itretches out for fercral Miles in pleaftnt 
Country-Houfes and Gardens j men up¬ 
on the Village of S. St^emoy and upon 
S. Placidoy a Monaftcry of BcnediSincs, 
(bated on an Erainency, which by reaibn 
of its advantagious Situation, was the 
caufc of many bloody Frays between the 
French and SpanUrdsy in the laft War 
of Mejfina. Keeping my Eyes ftill 
fix’d upon the Land, in expeflation of 
finding the Tartan, I obfcrv’d Brigeiy 
FerMtUy Giampileriy la ScalettOy jiitalOf 
Aliy Fiame di Nifiy Savacoy and other 
Villages (bated near Che Sea-iidc. The 
Tartan was clofe np in AUy but the Ma* 
tter of the Felucca, to lave putdng me 
aihore, faid it was another, and there¬ 
fore continuing our Voyage, not with¬

mag’d , efpccially the Dwellings of the 
Soldiers. The City lay to the along 
the Hill, and had a good port, defend¬ 
ed by 4 Forts. 

Going aboard another Vcllel, I came iirmptt 
in the Evening in fight of Siracafa , 
or ZaragozAy a City that had fufier’d 
much by the Earthquake. As far as I 
could perceive from the Sea, it is com* 
modioufly feated, with a large Chftle 
on the South, and a Fort on we North. 

Here we were feiz’d with much fear, 
feemg the Boat of a Vellel which we 
thought to be a Turk coming aboard us, 
inlbmuch that we ran aihore to defend 
our (elves under the Ihelcer of the neigh¬ 
bouring Rocks ^ and, in ihort, we obli¬ 
g’d the Boat to make away; which ic 
feems belong’d not to Pirates, but to 
the Town of Trapam. 

That Night we could not advance 
much, and therefore on Friday the lotn 
lay in fight of the Qty Note, deltroy’d 
as well as the rett by the j^rthqualm. 

At Night we lay at the FiflieryofC^ 

Tt^drty where I had Salt-Filb preieoted 
mb for my Voyage. Here the AUkeft 
Galliot and Brigantine, that ^rd the 
Channel, were at Anchor, but they

The Church of St. John has three 
Hies, the middlemoft of them Arch’d, 
as arc the 1 2 Chappels on the lides. The ^*‘'*f“*

nowned Great Mailers Cottonier^ and 
Gregory Carajf 'a of the Race of the 11 - 
lullrious Princes of Roceella. As for 
the Divine Service, the Church is wcU 
fupply’d with Chaplains of all Nations, 
who devoutly recite the Divine OJ£ce 
in the Choir every day. 

Friday 171I1. was a happy day for me, 
the Tartan that had my Equippage a- 
board arriving at Noon, and delivering 
me from the apprehenlion that fny Tra¬ 
vels would end at Media.

The common Coin is of Braft, and 
of high value, for changing a Zccchinc 
(a piece of Gold worth Eight Shillings) 
they gave me but fix pieces of Brafs for 
it, valuing each of thefe Pieces at four 
Taris, three whereof make a Crown i a 
falfo Coiner here would make a vaft 
profit. 

Saturday 18th. I went to foe the Al- 
bergo de Italia^ or Jiuli.vi Houfo of En¬ 
tertainment, wlicrc there is a Tabic for 
the poor Knights of that Country •, but 
there arc few that will come to this 
hungry Table, becaufo the Order al¬ 
lows but two Sicilioft Taros a head for 
their Expcncc. The StnnSurc is ftate¬ 
ly, and of late cmbcllifii’d by the Great 
Mafter Carajj'a. Not far from it is the 
AlbergOf or Inn of CaJHle, and Portugal. 
Thence 1 went to foe the Churches of 
the Je/uits and Dominicans^ and another 
of the Souls in Purgatory, which arc all 
but iudiflereut Fabricks. In my way 
home I went into the Polverifta , a Pa-‘ 
Jace of the Order, little inferiour to 
that of the Great Mailer, which islet, 
being divided into levcral Apartments. 
Below it I faw another, call’^ DeOa Ca- 
\maretta, a retiring place, where the 
Ri^ghts that arc pioiilly given, live in 
Cocinfiunity, paying a yearly Stipend, 
and apply tbcmfclves to godly Excrci- 
fos. 

Hie Hof- TlJC Hofpital of MAta^ is one of the 
;itai. famouftft in Europe, as well iu regard, 
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the fick arc forv’d by Great Crolfos and 
Knights, and all in Plate; as for the 
good Order obforv’d, notwitliftanding^ 
the great number of Sick. Before it is 
a great Court, and on the fides a Noble 
Apothecary’s Shop. Going up there is 
a fmall Gallery with iLk I’erfons, and 
luch another oppofite to it-, but going 
down, there is another of a vaft length, 
with a great number of Beds on both 
fides, as there are in the other two Arms 
that form a Crofs, the Chappcl for Di¬ 
vine Service riling in the middle. This 
Hofjfical is fo well ferv’d, that many 
Knights when they are fick go into it 
to be cur’d. 

Sunday lotli, the great Croffos were 
at high Mals, in long Garments of black 
courlc Stuff, with wide Sleeves, but 
fhoic, hanging under the Paffion Em¬ 
broider’d on a Scarf of black Silk, the 
end whereof is ty’d to the Sword Hilt. 
The Great Mafter wore the fame, ha¬ 
ving bcfidcs, a Purfc by his fide as Al¬ 
moner. Behind the great Crolfes, fate 
on twelve Benches, the Elders and Com- 
mcndarics, and below them on the fides 
the Knights, of whom there was a great 
number. On the left of the Great Ma¬ 
fter, were the Officers of the Palace; 
that is, the Receiver, the Mafter of the 
Horfo, the Chamberlain, and others, 
who fate on a plain Wooden Bench, but 
they wore the fame Habit as the Great 
Croffos. The Maft was fung by the Pri¬ 
or of the Church, • The chief place next 
to the Great Miller was taken up by 
his Nephew, who flitc on the firfl feat 
of tlic Great Croffos (as he did at ail 
other Ceremonies) clad after the French 
fafluon. He alone, after the Great Ma¬ 
iler, kifs’d the GoQsel, and fo m.ide 
his Offoriiig, having had the Pax given 
him, and been incens’d before the Great 
Crofles. I was told, that the great 
Croffos, when they fate in Council, 
wore another Garment with longer 
Sleeves, like that worn by the Senators 
of F"enice. 

After Mafs I went to foe the Great 
■-jilaj^cr Dine. The Table was fpread 
fijthe great Hall near the Canopy, un¬ 
der-which was his Chair of Crimfon 
Velvet, and four otltersof Leather low¬ 
er at the end.

Alexandria.^ or Scandcria^ as the Tuth 
call it, was Built by Alexander the 
Great, according to the form drawn 
by Dinocrates ; 322 Years before the 
Birth of Chrift, and in the Latitude of 
30 deg. 58 min. It is fcated on the 
Shore of the Mediterranean^ on a Sandy 
Ground, and is longer than it is broad. 
The Old City is much difinhabited, and 
the antieat Spot ferves to prelerve the 
Rain Water tor the ufe of the Citizens. 
The new City is but ill peopled, ftrctch- 
ing along the Shore two Miles in length, 
and half a Mile in breadth^ and it would 
have been reduc’d to a worfe conditi¬ 
on, and perhaps utterly abandon’d, by 
realbn or the unwholfomenels of the 
Air, had not the convenicncy of its Har¬ 
bour and free Trade, which makes it 
the chief Mart of the Levant., brought 
thither the Commerce of all the Medi~ 
terranean., and Ocean, becaufe of the 
convenient Carriage of Goods brought 
from the Indies up the Red Sea, and of 
thole Eiypt it felf affords. It was for¬ 
merly a City 15 Miles in compafs ; It 
was reduc’d to the miferable, ruinous 
condition it is now in, by falling under 
fcveral Matters, and enduring many 
bloody Sieges \ but above , by the 
HDcttriiftion made in it by Antoninus Ca- 
racalla, who fill’d it with Blood and 
dead Bodies, not to mention what Max- 
imilianut Herculeiis did to it. 

Many Learned Men flourilh’d in Al- 
exand ia, bred op in its llniverlity 3 and 
it produc’d many glorious Martyrs for 


confeffiug our Holy Faith. And were 
there nothing clfe, its former Antiqui¬ 
ty appears by fo many Obelisks, Pillars, 
and other publick SiVudurcs, the re¬ 
mains whereof are to befeea to this ve¬ 
ry day. 

That lame day, I went about out of 
curiolity to view the Modern Buildings, 
in which I found nothing great, nor a- 
ny thing remarkable in its Market pla¬ 
ces , there being in its Baz.ar or great 
Market, only two Rows poorly cover’d, 
and vvrctclicd Sliops on both lidcs j and 
the Inhabitants arc not in all above,

Firft, we pafled by two Villages, and 
after Sailing to Miles by Mrir^cl, feat- 
ed on the liland ; then by M/tthubus on 
the right, and Deffin on the left, then 
by SAmfeir on the' right, and Figar op- 
polite to it; higher up by Semths on 
the left, and Zendlgon on the right, all 
large 7 ’owns on the River, not to men¬ 
tion, other Villages. Here, they lay, 
the belt Sid Ammomack in the World, 
is dug by realbn of the danipnels of the 
Soil, and Camels pifs; but this rcafon 
is of no weight, there being no want 
of Camels throughout all Afia, and yet 
no Sal Ammoniack. 

This Arm of the River we fpeak of, 
is about a quarter of an Italian Mile o- 
ver, in fome places more, in Ibme Icfs; 
the Stream gliding fo gently, that with 
two Sails abroad, we ran feven or eighty 
Miles an houragainll the Current, lb 
that it is delicious Sailing along it in 
good Company. 

The River Nile , or Abanchi (which 
in the Abijftne Language lignifies Father 
of Rivers) or Tacuiy as the Ethiopians 
call it, proceeds from two Lakes, or 
Pools, in the Kingdom of Gayamoj fub- 
jeft to the Emperor of Abijfima, one of 
them call’d Zambroy and the other Zai¬ 
re^ whence crofling that Kingdom, Etbi^ 
opiay and other Countries it runs down 
to fertilize Egypt , and lofes it felf at 
lall in the Mediterranean. The Water 
is muddy, but when fetled, very good 
to Dria£ 

The Arm of the River we Sail’d up¬ 
on is winding, lb that there is no know¬ 
ing how many Miles it is from Refeto 
to Grand Cairo, becaufe it is not gone 
by Land, but fome reckon 150 Miles. 
We had a good Voyage, the River be¬ 
ing then at fullcft. Modern Authors 
alTign two Reafons for the Inundation; 
One is the conftant Rains, which in 
Ethiopia begin with April, and continue. 
5 Months, the other the many Lakes, 
Pools, and Rivers in the Country, which 
being fwell’d, communicate their Wa¬ 
ters to the Nile. They fay, the River 
begins to Iwell, when tl^ Sun enters 
Cancer \ it is highelt in Augufi, and de- 
clin%J^ September , fatning the Soil to 
ifi^'#iiegTee, that the Husba^id-men 
arc YdriM very often to qualify it with 
S&ili); were they not fo lloathful, they 
iiight gather two Harvefts in a Year. 


The common Maps divide the Nile in¬ 
to fix Branches, and make the greatefl; 
of them to run by Alexandria. In my 
time, I faw none but the two here men¬ 
tion’d. This miftakc may perhaps pro¬ 
ceed from the fcvcral Cuts made nom 
the Nile, when it overflows the Coun-' 
try; which is a necellary evil, becaufe 
in the upper Egypt it ne^> 4 lains, and 
in the lower, only thr<» “Months in the 
"Vxar, which are December, January and 
Aiarch. 

The lame Wind continuing fair for 
us, and all our three Sails being Ipread, 
tho’ the Veflel crack’d, between Noon 
and Sun-fetting we run about do Miles, 
leaving on the right Fex, Selmih, MitA» 
ecuirafed and Edfuch, and on the left 
Atfluh, Sumgrath, and Mecas, all great 
Towns. At Night the Wind fell, and 
the Nile which before ran high like the 
Sea, grew calm; fo that we made little 
way, but always in fight of well-peo¬ 
pled Villages on the Shoar. There were 
no Crocodils to be feen, becaufe they 
never come down below Grand Cairo, 
tho’ the Water be one or two Pikes 
length deep, which is not lb at all times; 
for in the Winter the Voyage lafts eight 
or ten days, by reafon of the ihallow- 
nefs of the Watw, and fometimes they 
arc forced to lighen the Boats to go 
forward, and the Country People ufe 
other Inventions to Water the Land. 

The Turkifh Diet is continual Pe¬ 
nance ; for the common Suftcnance, e- 
ven of thofe that are well to pafs, is a 
fort of ill-made Bread, Garlick, Oni¬ 
ons, and four Curds; and if they have 
a little boil’d Mutton, it is a great Feaft 
among them. Pullets and other Fowl 
are utterly baniih’d the Table, tho’ in 
that Country they are very cheap. The 
honeli; Capigi far’d no better; ^t a Ja^ 
nizjsry his Companion, being lefs feru- 
pulous as to the Obfervance of the Atl- 
coran, having fps’d a Bottle of Wine, 
I carry’d for my own ufe, brought it to 
a finall quantity, asking for Drink eve¬ 
ry moment; and therefore I to encreafe 
the little that remain’d, order’d my Ser¬ 
vant to put Water to it, and by that 
means was deliver’d from the importu¬ 
nity of the Infidel, who afterwards did 
not like it, &ying. It was weak.

Gardens and Houles of Pieafure. Nor 
far from it is the Illand before-menti¬ 
on’d, where they meafurc the incrcafe 
of Nile. Along the Banks of Caire, 
there is always a number of Boats loa- 
den with Corn, much better than ours, 
brought from the Kingdom of which 

lignifi^es happy Country, belonging to 
an jirabian MahomeuvK Prince, tributa¬ 
ry to the Great Turk. Thele Boats per¬ 
form their Voyage in 22 days, but with 
Ibme trouble, becaule of the Crocodils. 
Oppofite to this Great City, on the left 
fide of the Nile is another call’d CIza, 
the Head of a Government, and famous 
for the Houles of Pieafure, built there 
by the Mamalake Princes. In the Vil¬ 
lages about Caire, the Andss ufually 
hatch Eggs in 14 Days, placing them in 
a Room, and making a Fire in the mid¬ 
dle during which time, they take care 
to turn them now and then,. that they 
may receive fufficient heat. 1 would 
have gone to fee this, but was told they 
did it in Lent. 

Afterwards 1 went with fhe aforefaid 
Fathers into the Holy Houfe, in which 
the BlelTed Virgin dwelt feven Years, 
with the Infant Jefns, and St.Jefeph, 
when they fled the cruelty of Nerod. 
This is within the Church of the Coptis ; 
going, down nine fteps, near the left fide 
of the jpiioir, fupported by thifee Pil¬ 
lars oa the right, and fouc on the left, 
%vbich make three little partitions. In the 


middleraoll, about four Spans from the 
Ground, they Ihow a hollow in the 
Wall, where bur Lady lay with her In¬ 
fant. In the apartment on the right, is 
the place where S. JoJeph lay, and in the 
hollow of the Wall on the left, another 
little place, where atfirftour Saviorfr 
relied, when he came into the GroL 
There is allb a Hone, oi»(which they 
lay, the Blellcd Virein^wafli’d, and a 
'i;tonc Table on wh^^they eat; They 
allb Ihow’d me a great piece of Timber 
and a Nail, which they laid was of No- 
dh Ark. I went to fee the Crwl Church 
behind it, which is not large, and has 
but one Altar in the Choir, near which 
afeending eight fteps, in the high part 
of the Wall is the feat of their Patri¬ 
arch. At this Altar, the Priefts fay 
Mals, in the Old Egyptian Language, 
whereof they uaderftand little, or no¬ 
thing, they arc fo ignorant. Not far 
olF is tlie Font, made like a Well, into 
vyhich they let down the Water, Bap¬ 
tizing the Females So Days after they 
arc horn , and the Males 40, and 
Ibmctime alter they Circuracife them 
both. 

Having heard Mafs, I mounted myAls 
to go home with the two Spani^ Fathers. 
By the way 1 obferv’d. That Old Caire 
in former Ages was a great City, its 
Ruinsextending many Miles in Compafs. 
I allb took notice of the Aqueduds, 
which convey the Water of N'dc into 
the Bafl'ds Caftle, drawn with Engines 
out of the Stream, as of a wonderful 
Thing, as well bccaufc of the htight of 
the Arches, as for the diftaucc of three 
Miles.

count of the Chriftians Devotion, as 
for the Infidels fake ^ as I was told by 
the Father Cups of the Houfe of the , 
Francifeans ^ who fhew’d me a great 
piece of the Wood of it in the Choir ot 
their Church. 

The fecond City was call’d Aamts^ 
which was the fame that Pharaoh gave 
to Jofefh and his Family. The tliird 
was Aiifrin, built by Mcfiin Son to Ham^ 
and Grandibn to Noah. The tourth was 
call’d Bubrillofi^ built in Honour of and 
nam’d by an Idol call’d Ahrillou^ whofe 
Temple was near Old Calre^ and at pre- 
fent there is a Chriftian Church in the 
lace. The fifth was Memphis, deftroy’d 
y the Mahometans, under the Emperor 
Heraclius, and afterwards rebuilt by tlje 
name of Tefilar, that is Vidtory, na-v 
Old Cairt. 

The New One, as we were fa} ing lies 
nothing of the Greataeft or Magniri- 
ccnce of the Old (which according to 
the Traditions we have, conftfted of the 
aforefaid Cities) being built, as is re¬ 
ported by Kahara, the Wife of a Sara¬ 
cen King, from whofe Name it was af¬ 
terwards corruptly call’d Caire, through 
the Ignorance of tht'People. 

Maillet the French Conful, a Pcrfon of 
known Virtue, and Born in Champagne, 
fcvcral times offer’d me Lodging and 
Diet in his Houfe, which at firft 1 civilly 
refus’d i but he repeating it two or 
three times with Tokens of Affedkion: 

I accepted of it, and began that fame 
Saturday to partake of his Kindnefs at 
a plentiful Table. In the Afternoon 1 few 
a Dead Body carry’d by, on a high Beer, 
and feveral Priefts went by Singing, and 
Women Howling. They fey, That up¬ 
on the like Occafions, thofe that arc well 
to Pafs kill Cows, Sheep and Lambs, 
and give the Flelh to the Poor. Nor 
fhould this fecni ftrangc, Jince fo much 
Charity is pradlis’d there towards Birds, 
to whom at Caire a certain quantity of 
Corn is given daily upon a Tower, 
being a Legacy left then by a Maho¬ 
metan. 

Sunday i6. in the Morning, I went 
* tofee the Caftlc, which is in tl^c higheft; 
part of the City, taking along with me 
•the two French Fathers,’ * the Jetoipi In¬ 
terpreter, aadthQ tame janizary. Being 


all mounted on lufty Afles, we began 
to ride through the Cir.y, follow’d by 
the Infolent Scofi's of the Aradss, who 
now and then pull’d the Fathers by tbcir 
Cloaks. After palling by feveral BazArs 
or Markets, we came into a wide Street, 
which is rare in Coirs-, and in which 
there were good Houieyand Mofehs. 

Then into a huge Pla^^ice as big as 
^tlie breadth of the G^lc of Naples, in 
which there wer^ Jwo great Mofehs, 
about it good Shops, and Mountebanks 
in the middle. Two Gates at the end 
of this Place led into the Caftle. We ^he Ca- 
entred at that on the Right Hapd, and ftie. 
pafllng through three others, few a round 
high Wall, like the Cupula of a Church, , 
but open at the top, where they told 
me was the Divan, or Tribunal where 
Jofeph gave Audience there is nothing 
clfc valuable but only 38 large and high 
Pillars of Marble. Going further up 
from tliis Court, through two other 
Porticos, 1 went into a plain Square, 
oppofitc to which there are two Gates, 
that lead into another Court, through 
which they go to the I'ower, where the 
publick Treafure is kept for the Pay of 
40000 Janizaries, that are ever to be in 
the Kingdom. They fuffer no Man to 
go into it, nor into the Apartments of 
the Aga of the Janizaries and the Baffa, 
which are adjoining to the feme Place. 

Having obtain’d leave, at the Price of 
a Accchine, of the Bap, to fee Jofeph's 
Well-, we went out again at the two 
Gates, and going up a Way on. the Lcfr 
hand, in the higheft Ground of the Ca- 
llle Eaftward, found four 0 .\en near the 
Well, which turning a Wheel, drew up 
the Water with Ropes of a vaft length 
in Earthen Vcflels. I went down with a 
Light, to the firft Landing place on fteps 
all cut out of the Rock •, there I found 
four other 0.ven, two whereof by turns 
work’d about the Engine to draw up the 
Water from the bottom of the Well in¬ 
to a Ciftern, made for that purpofe in 
that place, whence the Oxen above af¬ 
terwards drew it up. I caus’d a lighted 
Torch to be thrown in, to obferve the 
depth, and after it Cords to meafure 
it. By what I could perceive, it has 
two even tides, but it is not quite Iquarc, 
two lidcsbeing 22 Foot each, and/ 
the other two of 15. As for the depth, 
it is 141 Foot from the Mouth to that 
retting place, where the fccond Oxen 
were, and as many more to the Spring, 
being in all 2B2 Foot. The fteps in 
many places are vi'orn out, and in others 
clogg’d with Dirt, by the continual goy 
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ing np and doVvn of Oxen j and for the 
r moft part they are uneven and broken, 

and therefore having begun to count 
them, I forbore continuing that trou¬ 
ble ^ however there may be about 154 
^teps down to the fiift refling place. 
From the fecond Oxen to the Spring, it 
is no wider than for the Wheel of the 
Engine, anlhmcafuring it, I found two 
hdes of 12 Fo^Ond the other two of 
four. The niofij/onderful thing in this 
work, is its being cut out of a hard Rock, 
not only tlie Well, but the flcps to go 
down to it, which in fomc places are 7 
Foot jri length, in others five. The 
Wall between the Stairs and the Well 
is j)v inches over, or little more. Some 
fay, this Well was made by Jofiph the 
and their rcalbn is, bccanfc there 
v/as lio filch City in the time of the 0- 
tlicr joffphy whole it is generally bclivc- 
ccl. However it is, if the nioit recei¬ 
ved Opinion be true, it was dug about 
the year of the World 2298, after the 
Flood 642, and before the coining of 
(thrift i 6 c( 5 , from which time to this 
year is 3390 years. Corning out of 
tlic Well, i went to divert my dimm tl 
fight by the River of the City, which 
is all difeover’d from the Caltle 3 and 
to enjoy the Noble Profpecl of an infi¬ 
nite number of flatcly Mofehsy and fomc 
Squares, and particularly a large Plain 
in the midft of the City, cover’d wiUi 
the Waters of the Xalic. 

1 he Caftle wc fpeak of, is a little 
City, atouc three or four Miles in com- 
paPi 3 but as to the Fortification, there 
is none Modern, that can make any 
long Defence. 1 he Towers arc old, 
and the Walls ruin’d in many places, 
and without the nccelTary Cannon 3 fo 
that a few Shot would lay it level. I 
fhould rather call it a heap of diforder- 
ly Houfes, than a regular Fort. 

At my return I met a Beer, on which 
was a green Covering, or Pall held up 
at the four corners by four Mahometan 
Priefts, carrying as many Banners of the 
lame colour in their hands. I asking 
the qucllion, they told me that was the 
covering or Pall of a Tomb of one of 
tlicir.Wo»w» or .religious Men, which 
they carry’d about to beg Alms. 

Being defirous to fte IbiUt Palace of 
any one of the great Men of the City, 
the Interpreter coududed me to that 
(^Ibrahim 3 but the Owner of it, 
who then commanded in the ifland of 
CanMay being abfcntwc law only a part 
of it. His Steward receiv’d us courtc- 
ouQy in the Gallery, giving ns Coffee, 
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Sherbet, and ’Tobacco to Smoak. A 
Stair-cafe bn the left hand of the En¬ 
trance, all cover’d with Vines, form’d 
in the Nature of Pyramids y led to this 
Gallery 3 where was the Sofuy cover’d 
with Mats and fine Carpets, as was that 
in a Room adjoyning, and in both of 
them abundance of Cufhions to lit down 
after the Eallern manner. I was will¬ 
ing to Ipend Ibme time in the Gal¬ 
lery, to enjoy the cool Air,''and the 
Proljieft of the Court and Garden,wh’ch 
wasfet out with Vines, Ciprefs, Palm, 
Orange, and other forts of Trccs. Next 
I law fomc very good Rooms, corioufly 
Painted and Gilt after the Falhion of the 
Country, with very fine Perftan Carpets 
on the Ground. In the Court which 
was very Large, there were beautiful 
Deer .and wild Goats grazing. 

Thence wc went to fee the Admirals 
Palace, who is Superintendent of the 
Caravan of A/fcw, and was at chat time 
^broad with it, whicli conlilled of above 
.0 Pilgrims .an Employment 3 that 
yciJds .about 100000 Crotvns3 for the 
Grand Seignior allows 1000 Zecchinesy a 
fay whillt the Journey lafts. The Court 
jcfbrc tliis Palace was larger than the 
ocher 3 in the midll of it, under a large 
while Mulberry Tree,was a Sofa to take 
. the Air 3 there was alfo a white Goat 
of Meccay beautiful enough to behold, 
iviih Hair as foft as Silk. The Goats 
of Grand Caire differ very much from 
them, for they have Ears like a Hound, 
and Hair like a Grey-hound 3 the French 
for their beauty carry them into France. 
Here 1 know not for what rcafon they 
would notallow us to fee the LodgingS3 
and therefore not to keep the Conful in 
fulpcncc, who cxpcdlcd me to Dinner, 
with all the Religious of the French 
Houfc, I return’d home. 

Monday 17th. 1 went betimes four 
l.eagues from Caire Eaftward, to fee an 
Obelisk Handing in the place call’d U 
MaterUy in a Garden call’d the Garden 
of Balfam ; Within it is a Fountain, at 
which there is a Tradition that the 
BlelTcd Virgin refted, when fhe came 
into Egy^t with the Infant Jefus and S. 
Jofephy in the Ihadc of a great Tree 
chat was hard by, which was long 
preferv’d through Devotion, as was laid 
above. 

Not far from tliis Garden, Hood for¬ 
merly the Anticnt Hierapoluy or City 
of the S«n 3 the firft the Divine Suif of 
Jufficc enlightncd by his prefence,whep 
he entred F.^\t. I faw fome remains 
of its Antiquity, particularly the abovc- 
G men- 
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mention'd Obelisk , which is three Foot 
Cemelli. and a half in breadth, and 58 in height, 
1693. with Hiereglyhicks^pat on ell the four 
fides, as may appear by the following 
Cut.

Returning a good pace on our Afles 
toward the City, I came in time to fee 
the Entry of the j^ga tUmet , who 
brought the Baffa a prclcnt of Boots, 
Saddle, and Breeches from the Grand 
Seignior, which denotes, that he is foon 
to depart, and another fucceed him in 
the Government. The Ceremony was 
after this manner. The Aga was lirft 
receiv'd in a Garden without the City 
by the CbiagUy Lieutenant, or Deputy 
of the BaJfaj who they faid, was a craf¬ 
ty Knave-, and having ftay’d there a few 
days to furnilli himfelf with Necclfa- 
rics, he afterwards made his folcmn En¬ 
try. Before him went little Drums 
and Trumpets, after the Country Faflii-| 
on, beaten 3 :nd founded by Men orr 
Horfe-batk, and 200 Soldiers well cUd 
and mounted. Then follow’d two Per-f 
foils, one of whom carry’d the Scimitar,' 


the other on the left, in a Bafon covered 
with Silk, the Breeches of red Cloth, 
call’d Stuffy and the Boots j after them 
follow’d 100 Janizjtries on foot, weU 
clad in green and red Cloth, with their 
great wide Caps hanging down on tlieir 
Backs, held up on the Fore-head by a Sil¬ 
ver Plate a fpan long, curioi^y wrought. 
Laftly came the Aga , ^ji^ing the Or- 
t^man Emperors LaP^von his Brcaft, 
and the clsiaga, antA(j|er them two 0- 
ther IToops of Horfe, like the lirft, clad 
in Red, and marching two and two, 
fome of them having Clubs hanging on 
their Backs, cas’d at the end with Silver, 
to denote they were Officers. All this 
Company went to the Caftlc, where the 
Bajfa cxpe<fted them, and thus the So¬ 
lemnity ended. 

We return’d home through the Mar¬ 
ket-place of Enaxia , or of Brafs, and 
other Bazarsy where we few rich Shops 
of foveral forts of Rarities, brought 
thither to fell from fcvcral-Parts of the 
World y and befidcs in the City, there 
are exccilent Silk Weavers, who weave 
curious chin Silks for the ufe of the 
Country. 


CHAP. V. 


An Account of what "the Fnthersy James Albani, and Jofeph, Mary of Jeru- 
falem, Francifoans, and Miffioners farv in their Travels in the upper 
Egypt, or Thcbaida.

I T being rare in Europe to meet with 
any good accounts of the Kingdoms 
and Countries of Afriek , I thought it 
would be acceptable to the Reader, to 
give him a relation, which is not my 
own, but deliver’d by F. James Albani, 
and F. Jofeph Mary of Jerufalem , born 
in Palefiiney and bred up at Rome, both 
Miffioners to Grand Caire in the upper 
Egypt, to whom full credit may be gi¬ 
ven, becaufe they either few what they 
write with their own Eyes,, or elfo they 
learn’d it of the Arabsy of whofe Lan¬ 
guage they are abfolute Matters. 

Thefe Religious Men fet out from 
Grand Caire, with the Prclident of the 
Hofpitiutn, or Houle of the Francifeans , 
on,the4th. esiMay idpi towards Bulac, 
a C^y but two Miles from GoreWeft- 
wa^d, which they fey, was built by one 
tpia , there look’d upon- (.s a God. It 
is al^uttwo Miles in length, one ia 


breadth, and contains above 50000 
Souls j is foated on the River Nile , and 
there being nothing remarkable in it. 
the Fathers after a Ihort ftay, took 
Boat to profocute their Voyage. AbouE 
Nightfall, they came to a place call’d 
Qjcrcdfih , or Crifopelis ; but (he Wind 
being fair they would not ftop there, 
fo that about break of day the 5th. they 
were near Bujfic, a very antient City, 
formerly call’d Olfos in the Coot an Lan¬ 
guage, ligiiifying a high place. At 
night they came to HermopaUs , which 
in the Greek imports the City of Mereu- 
ry, anticntly the greateft on the Bor¬ 
ders of the lower Theboida, where there 
are ftill many Ruins of former Build¬ 
ings ', at prefent the Arabs call it Benif- 
cuf: Abulfede believes here flood a ^ 
mous Temple of Mercury, embracing a 
Statue of Venm, and that it flood un¬ 
der the Government of the Greehy but .

A noij^blf, a Dew , call’d Bocraa , or dropping, 
WeH. through the Interceflion of St. Michael 
the Arch-angcl, fent that Night by 
God tb Itir and blefs the River ^ and 
they are the more confirm’d in this Opi¬ 
nion , bccaufe they fee the River fwcll 
from that time forward: For this rea- 
fon the Cofti Chrifl ians throughout the 
Kingdom, celebrate the Feaft of St.Afi- 
ihail with great Solemnity, in their way j 
the Ceremony is thus: On the 14th. at 
Night, their Bilhops, and the Cadi of 
ihe^ Country go thither, and Hop up, 
and fcal the Well. The next Morning 
the Bilhop having faid M.ifs, they again 
go to open it, to inealiire the Water, 
and by the greater or lels intrcalc of it, 
they judge of what there will be in the 
'iV< 7 r, aiid confequcntly of the plenty, 
or fcarcity of the Year. This Mugxian 
we have fpokc of, having done woiider- 
ful things tnrongh his Knowledge of the 
Secrets of Nature, was by the ignorant 
Multitude plac’d among the number of 
their Gods \ creeling a Statue to him 
over the* Weil, which was adorn’d by 
the Natives for aco. lideiablc time. 

Being pafs’d H^jel-artdf^ the Fathers 
came to very uncouth Mountains dole to 
the Banks of Nde. At the Foot of one 
of theft Mountains call’d Giebal-eUheir , 
that is, the Mountain of liie Bird, arc the 
Ruins of the City Siribis^ which they 
will have to be built by the Magician Si- 
ribio\ and that over one of its Gates, 
there was an Idol of that Name. They 
further affirm, T hat the Magician by 
his Art ftt up a Bird on the top of the 
Mountain, which in a fruitful Sealbn 
turn’d his Head towards the River, and 
in time of fcarcity towards the Dcfcrt 5 
and that when any Invafion of Enemies 
was at hand, it turn’d towaids that part 
from whence they were to come, clap¬ 
ping its Wings, and crying very loud 
Hto give the Citizens notice. At prefent 
Ihcrc is a Monaftcry of Cefti Monks in 
_ this place. Ten Miles from it is a City 
<ni"Krbiif- Aiimeleben-eehafri », and many o- 

■/? Cuj. ther Ruins of vaft Cities, where the 
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Arabs have their Dwellings, being pla¬ 
ces inacceffible to any but them. 

On the dth. of May , they ame to Anlvofo 
Sachiel-mafaf that \%*Mo[es\ Wellj near City, 
which, towards the Eaft-fide of Thebaic 
da, is Ammftlis, a moft anticnt City, 
and of great Renown, as may appear by 
its Ruins, and vaft Pillars \ one of which 
is not much lefs than Fompey\. In this 
City, Dioclefan M artyr’d 160000 Chri- 
ftiaiio; and Neftonns was confin’d to 
it, by order of the Jirft Council of Efbe¬ 
fits. 

Further on, they faw the Cky ofMeL msBeni 
lani^ and went thence under an impene- City, 
trablc Mountain, ftill along the River, 
where the Boats are in great danger, the 
Channel being (hallow, and all Rock ; 
and from thence forward they began to 
fee Crocodils. 

At Night they came to the Foot of Aht^ia 
the Mountain Ahafede , or Apitd-finem , MounUiB 
as the Romans call d it, once famous for 
being Inhabited by many great Magici¬ 
ans and Mafters in the Art of Negro- 
linancy, who afterward? began to fail 
under the Grecian Monarchy, and had 
there placed Idols, particulariy one they 
tail’d OJeos. Eppt afterwards falling 
under the Dominion of the Romans, they 
call’d this Moontain Apnd-finem, becauft 
, of the Wonders and Prodigies feen on 
it, holding it in great Veneration. Some 
will have it that King Pharaoh brought 
the Magicians from this place to work 
their Wonders Bffore Mofes. T he Chri- 
ftian Faith afterwards increafing, it be¬ 
gan to be Inhabited by Holy Fathers 
and Hermits, living in ftveral Caves 
dug out of the Rock, which infpii e Drad 
and Devotion in the Minds of fuch as 
fee them. The Latitude here, is 37 
deg. 2 min. 

Five Miles further Weftward, is a mrrqfi- 
City call’d Marrojaluk, and on the Moun- tot dif 
tain that over-looks it, call’d the Green 
Mountain, flood the Monaftery of £/- 
ma-harrach where there is a Tradition 
that the BIclTcd Virgin, her Son, and S* 

Jofeph ftay’d Ibme time. 

Thence tliey went to the Gty Afiil, 4/?#/ ci< 
formerly call’d Bubafias, ftated on a vaft ty. 
high Mountain, antiencly inhabited by 
Holy Anchorites , wboft Caves are ftill 
to be feen. Near to it, there were two 
other Cities, the one call’d Doroncht, of 
the name of a Goddefs; the other Sci~ 
olb, where there arc ftill many Antiqui¬ 
ties to, be fcen. Here the beat of the 
Sun is lb violent, that the Franks have 
much difficidty to endure it, and ^e 
Journey is dangerous be^oft of Thieves,

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rvA-O who every Night fwim over to plunder 
Gemcili. the Boats. 

1093. Going ftill forwards they law Auri- 
tifcb, or the City oi' where there 
Mritifch gj-g anticiit Strafturcs ruin’d. The 
Bllhop of this plate fublcrib’d to the 
Couadl of Cdcedon. 

GkM-ef On the 11 til. they came to Glabel-ejfa- 
fa-hire hare , that is, the Mountain of Negro- 
Mountain. raancers, tomicrly call’d //u, of thcGod- 
defs of tiiat Name, to whom the Peo¬ 
ple of the middle 1 ‘bebaida us’d to oHcr 
CJrccn 1 caves of fcvcral Ibrts, and made 
fundry Sports after the Egyptian man¬ 
ner. I'he Statue of this Goddefs of a 
prodigious bignefs, is Hill to be feen 
half bury’d in the Ground, at the en¬ 
trance into a Cave. The Egyptians be¬ 
lieve, there is a great Treafure under 
it, which the Negromancers have often 
endeavour’d to dig up, but all in vain. 
On the top of this Mountain is a Cave, 
in which they fay, there lives a Viper, 
as long as a Mans Arm, which winds 
it felf about the Necks of the Turks that 
go to vilit that'iilace, which they efteem' 
molt Holy, without doing them any 
liarm^ and Perlbns of credit in other/ 
Cafes report. That it has been fcvcral' 
times cut into 4 or 5 pieces, and always 
joyii’d again by means of the Devil, l.ct 
him that plcafes believe it. Under this . 
Mountain, the Fathers ftood expos’d to 
intolerable heat till Evening, rclliug at 
Night, about the fame place in danger 
of I'hicves. 

Lahti, Ee- The next day being the 12th. for 
naviiljzni of Wind, they drew the Boat to 
F.r«Ciiics. fQQj. Qf another dreadful Mountain, 
under which is the City Labta. I'cn 
Miles from it is another deltroy’d, call’d 
Benavidy which in the Copti Language 
fignifies, Houfe of the Stars, bccaufe the 
Inhabitants worlhip’d the Stars. Pro¬ 
ceeding further, they came to the anti- 
ent City Fm, in the Copti L.anguagc call¬ 
ed Saupi , and in the Creek CrocodilopoUs, 
the vail Ruins teftify its antient great- 
nefs. 

. After many Sufferings and Hardfhips, 
g^Afiolh the Fathers arriv’d at Aclmirn^ by the 
C-.tifs. Creeks call’d Oxyrittgyj ^ a City of the 
middle Thebaida^ aniicntly a Bilhop- 
rick, as may appear by the Afts of the 
Council of Confiantinople , Dorolhms Bi- 
Ihop of this place fubferibing to it. This 
wai/£he fecond City built in Egypt ^ by 
theThilofopher Hermes, in the Eaftern 
Delert. Thence they went to unother 
qird Afiolh antient as the. 9thcr i its Bi- 
*?ho]is ColofiriHsAndrew having been 
prefeut at the ^oncil of Cdudan. Here 


they found the l.atitudc to be 26' deg. 

4 min. Ten Miles liom this City the 
Fathers entred into a long Valley, where 
there arc Caves, and little Monaftcrics 
on the Alountains, in which there once 
liv’d Holy, Keligious Men, and whidj 
llir np Devotion iji the moll llony hearts. 

Here they Hay’d two Days and a Night 
to vifit them, and admij^lie narrow 
l^ornjitorics and fnf^^^^lls cut out of 
the hard Rock. Tfi^- they Travell’d 
9 Miles along the Valley, and law a 
Spring gulh out of the folid Rock,whicIi 
is call’d of the Ablffme Mofts, a Holy 
Hermitage in pall Ages. Hence they 
advanc’d 18 Miles further a-foot, and 
found a l.,ake they call Bircbel-Elban ^ 
furrounded with plealant Trees, where 
there were allb fundry C.ives, Hermi¬ 
tages, and Iblitary Dwellings, fomc 
whereof run a quarter of a Mile into the 
Rock. The biggcll Cave had a large 
F.ntrancc, adorn’d with CrolTcs, and o- 
thcr devout Works. Thcfc Holy pla¬ 
ces draw Tears from the Faithful, fee¬ 
ing them ferve as Racptacles to infa¬ 
mous filthy Men, addidted to Negro- 
niancy. 

The I'athers returning to the Entrance Miiopcih 
of the Vale, profeeuted their Voyage, 
and after advancing fomc time Well- * 
ward, arriv’d at the City MafeU, in 
former times call’d Nalopolis, where 
there arc many antient Monaftcrics, and 
other Strudlures to be lecn, now ruin'd. 

Going forwards they came to the City 
Crege, but before they arriv’d at it, they 
faw the Air cover’d with i.ocnfts, as 
big as Wheat-cars, which come from 
Nubia, and do much harm in the Coun¬ 
try. Grege is 10 Miles from the Nile, 
for which realbn they were forced to 
Travel by Land on Camels. Here the 
Fathers were entertain’d in the Houle 
of a Chriftian, whither many other 
Chriftians of the Country came, very 
deliroiis to be inftrudlcd, and therefore 
proiKjs’d fcvcral Doubts concern ing the 
Catholick Rites, theChurch, and 
Pope. They remain’d very well plea- 
fed and convinced by the delcreet an- 
fwers of thole Religious Men, who were 
well vers’d in their Language -, laying, 
they had never bear’d fuch found Do- 
dlrine and not having leen fuch a Ha¬ 
bit before, they were never latisfi’d with 
beholding it. F. Jofeph being in a Ghri- 
ftian’s Houfe, and F. James without, thf 
Officers came to apprcliend F. James, 
on account of the Tribute, F. Jofeph rc- 
prov’tfthcm, but it avail’d nothingj but 
when'te was gone half way, he was/ 

rclcu’d 
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CVA.O rdlu’d by fame Chriftians of the Coun- 

Gemelli^ try. 

They continu’d at Gre^e till the 20th 
oi May^ and fetting out on the 21 ft. the 
Mibeii^ lame Chriftian fornifli’d them with all 
Towns. Neceflaries for their Journey, and bore 
them company to the Boati but finding 
it was gone, gave them two Afles, and 
made two oft|iis Servants condud them 
to Pardisl fix diftant. At Pari^ 
they took Boat(|^nd fetting forward 
with a fair Wind, came to the Town 
o(Elbclia»i, where the Maftcr of the 
Vellcl ftay’d to mend it. Sailing thence 
and coming to the Ifland of the River, 
they law a Crocodile 6 or 7 fadom long. 
At night they came to the Foot of wild 
Mountain, call’d Eltareg, where they 
were forced to continue that Night for 
want of Wind. 

The next Morning being the 22th. 
they advanced to the other little Ifland, 
where they found two other frightful 
Crocodils, and continuing their Voyage 
under dreadful Mountains altogether 
unpcoplcdjflill met with more Crocodils. 
About Night-fall they ftopp’d at a place, 
where one JoJeph was bead of the ^rabs. 
Their Provilion being quite Ipent, they 
'lown. Hay’d the 23d. at a I'ovvn call’d Difne^ 

■ and fent a Turk to buy a Medine^ that is 
about fix penniworth of Bread j but 
finding none they went away faffing. 
Some jirabs coming along Road 
to plunder them, they put them to flight 
with their Shouts. 

Dtndin Next they came to the antient City 
City. "Dundara^ being the third built by Her¬ 
mes the Philofopher, in which was a 
Magnificent Temple, with many Sta¬ 
tues, and ftately Strudures all ruin’d. 

^ Palling thence, they came to Comic or 
in the middle Thebaidoy three 
Miles from whence the Egyptians had a 
I’ort on the Red Seoy now call’d Chojeir, 
Port on whence in Pharaoh's time they traded to 
:hc ^cd- India y and part of There they 

t*"* lay that Night in great fear, bccaulc 
. three Robbers came fwimraing, and 15 
upon tlic Land to clap another Boat a- 
board theirs, but they kej)t them off as 
they had done the others with their 
ihoiits. 

On the 24th. the Maftcr of the Boat 
went about to gather his Paflage Money, 
and the Fathers being ftill aboard, the 
Judge of the Country came with an Of- 
'^cer, to enquire who they were, and 
what they went about. He feeing a dif¬ 
ferent fort of Garment, fufpeded they 
were Religious Mcn,and therefore would 
not bcpacify’d, laying, they mrilranks 


that came as Spies, whilft their Sultan 
was making lb great a llaughtcr o( Turks. 

'I he Fathers pleaded the beft they could; 
but the Judge ftill Vcplying, that they 
were come in that habit ro carry on their 
Deceits; order’d the Mailer of the Boat 
not to depart without his leave. A 
Chriftian of the Country, the reft of 
the Inhabitants being Ji^aljomct::,:s y in¬ 
terpos’d with the judge, laying, the 
Eranb were come with him, 10 viiit 
the Clinrches and Monafteries of the 
Chriftians, and that wJicn they had per¬ 
form’d their Vilitation, he himfelf would 
fee them back. Yet this did not Ikisfic 
him, but he would needs fend fome Per- 
Ibns with the Fathers, to enquire into 
their proceedings. They feeing no 0- 
thcr way to rid thcmfclvcs of this tro::- 
ble, produced a Letter ot i ccommcirJr:- 
tion tlicy had Ironi the Secretary ot the 
chief of the Arabsy which the Judge ha¬ 
ving read,and receiv’d ilx A/(dines,hc W"'’- 
appeas’d, bring able to get no more of 
the poor Fathers'. 

Si.Y Miles further, tnifring into the CvOviC] 
npjrcr Tkbaiday is the antient City of tr!' 
the Coptiy from which not only the Na¬ 
tion of the Lopti y but all Egypt took 
name. This Metropolis Jiad a Trade 
in the Port aforc-niention’d, and was 
feated in 26 deg. of Latitude, and 62 of 
Longitude; Strabo fpcaks of it thus. 

Next to the Temple of VemiS , is that of 
llis ; and then thofe they call Typhonnia, 
and the Cut thaPVuns to Coptus, a Town 
common to Arabians Egyptians .• Then 
follows the Ifthmus running out into the Red 
Seoy near the City Berenice, which tho' u 
has no Port , yet has convenient places of 
Entertainment y bccaufe of the ncarnefs of 
the Jfihmus. Philadelphus is faid to be 
the fsrfi that open'd this way with his Army'y 
when it was deftitute of Watery and ercUeel 
Inns as well for foot Travellers as Camels:^ 
and that he did Jo , becaitfe it was difficult 
failing on the Red SeOy more efpecially from 
the upper part of it. Experience has jljfirw, 
that this was ej great ndvantagc'y and now 
all the Indian, Arabian , and Ethiojiian 
Commodities brought up the Avabidll Gulphy 
are convey'd- to CoptUS , the mart of thife 
Goods. ^ Aof /hr/rojM Berenice, is the Port 
fl/’Muris, which Gty has an Arfenaly or 
place for building of Ships. Not far from 
Coptus is the City 0/Apollo ; fethat there 
are two CitieSy which jhitt up the Ifihmus on 
both fides ; but Coptus , and the Port of 
Muris^arr now the chief. The Blfhop 
of this City of Coptus went to the Coun¬ 
cil of Epbrftisy as raav aPDcar by ?ts 
Afts. 


Pro- 
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Proceeding on their way, the Boat 
CemelU. was forc’d to flop till midnight for want 
1593. of Wind, in a difmal uncouth place j but 
the Wind c-oraing^up fair again, they 
^sborTt arriving at lafi: after many 

City/ * Sufferings at the City Kno, or Cosberbir, 
which they lay was Apollo’s City, and 
one of the greatefl: on the Banks of Nile. 
They could not go any further for want 
of Wind, and the Men trying to tow 
along the Boat with Ropes, were not 
able to endure the heat of the Icorch- 
ing Ground againft their Feet^ and 
therefore being half parch’d with the Sun 
they turn’d back to put in with much 
iJiftnir. labour at Night to the City Naccadt. 
City. The Fathers being come thither, went 
to the Bifliop’s Houle almolt familh’d, 
having been Ibmc time without Provili- 
onsj and producing the Letter of Re¬ 
commendation they had, diredied to him, 
when they thought to make amends for 
their palt Faffing, they had a wretched 
Sapper of a little Cake, and lair Water 
to refrefh them. Here many doubtsf 
were propos'd* to them concerning oiw 
Holy Faith, to which they gave excel-' 
lent Anfwcrs, the Bilhops in thofe parts, 
beingvery ignorant. The City is beau-i 
tiful, antient, .and abounding in Mona- 
fteries of Cepti Chriffians. 

On the zptb. having hired another , 
Boat of a Chriftian, they fet out for Af- 
fun. The Wind blew fo hard, that 
they were three times in danger of be- 
, . ing caff away; and aftfcrwards coming 
about againft them, they lay Ibill. Then 
■ towing the Boat with Ropes, they came 

' was in palt times call’d Luchfo^ or light, 
and built on the Ealt-lidc of the River, 
in honour of an IdoU but in procels of 
time, another Idol being fet up, it was 
call’d Luchferem^ that is, two Lights, or 
elfe had the name for being compos’d 
of two Cities. In it, belldes the re¬ 
mains of noble Strudtures, there are to 
be feen two Pyramids, each of them 40 
Spans about, and all the four lides full 
of Hieroglyphicks. There are allb, before 
the Gate of the Old City, two Idols of a 
prodigious bignefs, of which all from the 
Shouldiers upwards being broke down, 
what remains is 21 Spans high, the Shoul¬ 
ders are 12 Spans in breadth, the Ears 
5 Spans long, and three and a half broad. 
Tl^ Statues might have remain’d whole 
llilT,^ad not the Natives gone about 
to bveak an Urn they had on theirJHeuds, 
hoping to find Ibme treafure in it. The 
Murble they are made of,' Is wonderful 
bright, and a mLxturc of Gold 


fomewhat greenilh, all of a piece. The 
Chriffians conducted the Fathers into 
the City , Ihowing them id Pillars of ’ 
ieveral pieces, but 47 Spans about, and 
further on a great iqnarc building, com¬ 
pos’d of 100 Pillars, 37 Spans about. 

Hence they went to a Temple of IdoU, 
cover’d with vaft great Stones, each of 
which was thirty Spans bmg, nine in 
^rcadth, and iix in 

Having lecn this, '^:y were eonduft- Ci^, 
cd to the City Cit^^ow inhabited by , 

Arabs. In the four principal Streets of 
it, they law abundance of Idols in the 
Ihapes of Bucks, Goats, Camels, Lions, 
and Bulls. Going into the Old City, 
they found the Gate of it of an extra¬ 
ordinary height, and fix Rods in breadth, 
all of large free ftonc, with Hicrogly~ 
phich covet’d both within and without, 
and the Walls being fallen, this flood 
ftill. Further on they found a wonder¬ 
ful Theatre, cncoiapalTed with a Wail 
of vaft great Stones curioufly carv’d, 

14 Spans thick, and of a proportionable 
hciglith. In the nudft of it is the place 
for the Shows, almoft a Mile aboutj 
hemm’d in by Ux Rounds, making in all 
about 200 large Pillars, adorn’d with 
Hieroglyphicks, each of them 150 Foot 
high, with a Capital, on which five Per- 
fons may fit at their cafe. In tliis The¬ 
atre fome Chriffians and Arabs livc^ and 
becaufe of its ftrength, the Robbers, 
when purfu’d by the Bafa^ retire to it. 

In tlie lame City is a Lake of green Salt 
Water, not colour’d by corruption, but 
as they will have it, by ArtMagickj nof 
is it known whence it Iprings, or whi¬ 
ther it flows •, but it fwells as the Nile 
grows fmall, and finks as that River ri- 
fes. What is more,dirty Linnen put in¬ 
to it immediately turns white: They 
fay, it had formerly a hard Stone bot¬ 
tom in all parts, being a quarter of a 
Mile about. 

At a fmall diftance from the Lake, is 
another parcel of Pillars, which in times 
of Chriftianicy was a Church, tliere be¬ 
ing ftill the Piftures of Our Saviour, the 
Blcfl'ed Virgin and Angels, to be feen 
painted after the Grecian manner. They 
call this place Sameavenegium , that is, 

Harry Heaven, becaufe the Roof,through 
certain holoc, artificially reprefents fe- 
veral Stars, and Signs of the Zodiack; 
at pre/ent it ferves the Arabs for a Sta¬ 
ble. 

In another place, there are two Obe¬ 
lisks of a very great heighth j the Pe- 
deffal of one , of which is 75 Spans a- 
bouc, that of the other 40 half way bu- 

ry’d 
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ffilo the Ground; Hear to v^hich there 
lemeUi.-’^c two Others of the fame make and 
.*^ 93 * Bigncis) but thrown down by niisfor- 
tunes of times. Not far offi there were 
two Idols of the fineft Marble, 14 Spans 
high, Oil Colums of Porphipr, of,a pro¬ 
digious bignefs, which led into a Street, 
cover’d with flat Stones, 3<J Spans long, 
and 12 in brea«^rh, all over cover’d with 
Hicroglyphicks fupported by a ^ 

Wall of Stones of^jfincrediblc bignefi. 
As they were going to Ice another par¬ 
cel of Pillars, they found in their way 
another very large Idol of curious Mar¬ 
ble i and being come to the place they 
delign’d*, faw 150 Pillars 60 Spans a- 
jboiit, but made of fcveral pieces, and 
100 Spans in height, bclides the Capi¬ 
tals, on which 100 Perfons might Hand. 
At the entrance into this Struftnre,there 
were two Idols of the lame hlai ble, lit¬ 
tle inferiour to Porphiry, and of fuch a 
iiiojiltrous bignefs, that the very Foot 
was eight Spans long. A few paces fur¬ 
ther, is a Fort or Calf le, where entring 
at a Gate, and going up /fairs, they 
came into a great open place, with fc- 
vcral Rooms about it, and as many more 
above them, in three other apartments. 
Clofc by this Caftle is a way under 
Ground, that leads to the Nile and City 
UafMimusy on the Weft fide, now call’d 
Medinalht^H. In this City, there arc 
alfo many remains of Temples and The¬ 
atres. There is alfo a fmall Lake that 
fills when the Nle incrcafcs, and links 
as it decreafes, near to which, there are 
two Idols fo big, liiat they are dilcern- 
ablc 10 Miles oft'i one of them by the 
Country People is call’d Samulay and 
the other JDamula. 

The Fathers having taken fbmc rdft 
in the Houfe of a Chriftian, fet forward 
again with much fear of Robbers, and 
a violent heat of the Sui^ and at two of 
the Clock in the Morning came to the 
City Licothiy now call’d Armmty re¬ 
nowned for many Temples, and great 
Strudlurcs, bclides Statues and Colums. 
It was once the feat of a Bifliop, and 
Velufcianus one of thofe Prelates, was at 
the Council of Efhefus\ S. Epiphanius al¬ 
fo makes mention of him. Oppoiite to 
this City, in a fmall Ifland made by the 
NtUy there are daily feen hfindreds of 
Crocodils, of feveral forts. 

The ne.vt Morning atSun-rifing, they 
•«^ls’d by the City Democrat , built by 
an antient Philofophcr of that name; at 
prefent it is call’d DmeUrat. On the 
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31ft. they caifjc to the Village of Afony 
three Miles diftant from the River ,• oil 
a Hill, where the Houf^s are meanly co¬ 
ver’d with Mats, fo; v ant of better Ma¬ 
terials. Clofe by is the City of L*ton*y 
now call’d Afne , under the Tropitk of 
Cancer ; the Country about it is a con¬ 
tinual Oven to Earopeaas , not us’d to 
fuch violent heats. 

On the firft of Jme , they went with 
a Letter from the Bifliop of Nacadcy to 
find a Chriftian, whofc name was Marcy 
to carry them to fee the Alonaftcry built 
ill the Plain four Miles from S. Helena y 
where DlocUfian put to Death 450000 
Martyrs, and of the Invocation of the 
Holy Martyrs, now inhabited by feme 
Religious Alen; but they were difliiadcd 
from going thither by a chief of the 
Arahiy call’d alfo Mxrcy bccaiifc at that 
place, there was a Judge, who was an 
Enemy to Franks y and would either put 
them to Death, or Imprifbn them, and 
therefore not being able to pcrfoim 
tseir holy dcfigii, they rcfolv’d to re- 

rn. 

Having taken a /mail Boat that was 
obt of repair, it loon fill’d with Water, 
which oblig’d them to return to the Ci¬ 
ty. Going aboard again, being call’d 
by the Owner of the VelTcl, who bad 
repair’d it, they found the Men fo wea- 
kned witlifafting UticiiTRamadan or Lent, 
that they could not row; wherefore F. 
Jofephy and one Waterman falling to 
the Oars, row’d ifRc Boat to the afore- 
mention’d City Armanty 40 Miles from 
Asjuriy forbearing to Row at Night 
through wcarinefs. In the Morning F. 
jofeph fell to the Oar again, with the 
fame Man, and they labour'd fo hard, 
that at Noon they came to Naccade. 
There they went to vilic the Bifhop, but 
found him not at home; yet he return¬ 
ing with fix Copti Priefts, receiv’d them 
with his ufual civility. After Supper, 
with the Brfhop’s leave, they press’d 
feveral ^icftions about Religion; and 
tho’ their ignorance was convinc’d by 
the Fathers Learning, yet they would 
not fubmir, but /aid they would the next 
day produce their Arabick Books, which 
did not avail them, for thofe very Books 
ferv’d the more to confound them; yet 
they would never give over nothing talk¬ 
ing to the purpofe. After which, the good 
Fathers return’d down the /ame River 
to their JHefpitium , or Houfe at Grand 
Caire. '

643 Foot. The Entranie is oii tltc 
North-fide, about the fourth pait of its 
height, but not in the middle or the 
Hoiizontal iJnc; for there arc 315 
Foot towards the Eaft, and 327 towards 
the Weft. I'here is but one Way 3 
Foot and a half wide, and 4 Foot high,

The other nine Pyramids, excepting 
only one, which is equal to the laft Ijx)- 
ken of, are all little, or of a middle 
lize, butdifiering in Workmanibipy and 
fome of them are very beautiful com¬ 
pos’d of Stones of a prodigious great- 
nefs, fuch as fetm impolTible to be placed 
tlicre by art on Man. 

The Arabia Hiftorians and Writers An Art' 
arc of Opinit)]^ That thefe Pyramid^ Fat- 
were eredfed By a x^in g of Egypty whom 
Name was Sauridj ^00 Yeats before the 
O Flood, 
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roOo Flood, aid they intermix their Account 
Cemielli. with lb many Fables, that they lofe the 
itfo?.. little Truth they deliver. They write 
that this King having had a Vilion, 
wherein it appear’d to him that the 
Earth was turn’d ujilide down, that Men 
lay ftretch’d out with their Faces on the 
Earth, and that the Stars fell fi ora the 
Firmament; he was much terrify’d, but 
kept it fecrct. After this he faw the 
Stars fall from Heaven in the fliapes of 
Birds, which ferv’d as Guides to Men 
to Condudi them into two great Moun¬ 
tains, by which they were afterwards 
crulh’d, and the Scars darkned. Being 
frighted at this Villon, he brought to¬ 
gether 130 Soothfayers, or Sorcerers, 
from all parts of Europey among whom 
was the famous Adinton^ and declaring 
his Dream to them, they guefs’d and 
foretold, that there would happen a 
mighty Deluge, which would endanger 
drowning the Country of %ypf, and 
that this would come to pals within fomo 
Years. The ^^iug hem ing this, order’d 
ihefe Pyramids to he built, and Ibmc' 
conveyances under Ground, to turn a-f 
way the Water of Nile into the Prod 
vince caWd A IJeida, in the mean while 
conveying all his Wealth into the Pyra¬ 
mids. When they were finilh’d, he* 
caus’d them to be cover’d with rich Silk, 
and celebrated a great Fcalt, all his 
Subjefts rclbrting to it. They tell ma¬ 
ny other ridiculous Fjbles, and among 
the reft the Ceptis write a pleafant One 
in their Books, viz^ that under the great 
Pyramid there is an infeription of this 
Purport. 

kr/»f Saurid h4S built the Pyramids in 
time, &c. and has finijh’d them in fix 
Tears. Whofeever comes after him, or be^ 
Iteves himfelf sts poxeerfiU as he, let him 
undertake to deftroy them in 600 Tears ; 
thd* it is eafier to pidl down a StrHd;ure than 
to EreSl it. He covered them with Silk, 
let another try to cover them with Adofs. 

When the Caliph Almamom came in¬ 
to Eppt, he had a curiolity to fee what 
was Ibut up in thefe Pyramids; and tho’ 
the thing was reprefented to him as 
imprafticablc, yet he with Fire and Vi¬ 
negar, and Iron Tools, temper’d after 
a particular manner, over-came all dif¬ 
ficulties. In Ihort, the Entrance rhat is 
ia the great Pyramid was his Work, 
and b* found in a migbiW thick Wall 
fuch^a Treafure, asmadebood the cx- 
pence of opening it. ThVy allb found 
a fquare Well, and D^.)fs)on all four 
fiefes, which led into/ certain Vaults, 
where there were dead Bodies wrapp’d 


up in Clothes. Towards the top otlfie • 
Pyramid, they fell upon a Stone, 
which was the Statue of a Alan, with h' 

Gold Plate on his breaft fet with Jew-' 
els; a Sword of a great value^ ai^ on 
his Head a bright Carbuncle, as big 
an Egg. Under the Stone there were 
Charaders, which no Man in the World 
could explain to him. They add, that 
i after Almamom op^’d^that way, many 
went in, whereof fiQple dy’d, and this 
is the fabulous account the Arabian- 
Writers give. ' ' 

The truth is, That thefe Pyramids The true 
w’crc built to ferve for Sepulchers or ^ 
Tombs, as Strabo and Diodorus affirmi 
and is made out by the Tomli«. to.jbe 
feen in the biggeft of tliem, whether it 
be of Cheophos, as Herodotus Writes, or 
oiChemis, Diodorus affirms. And tho* 

Arifiotle fays, the Kings of Egypt un¬ 
dertook to raife thefe Strudures to ex- 
ercife their Tyranny; and FUny, that 
they did it to fhew their Power, and to 
keep their Subjedls employ’d, that they 
might not think of revolting ; Never- 
thclefs the principal end of tliem was to 
ferve as Sepulchers, and preferve the 
Bodies for a long time; fw they believ¬ 
ing, that the Souls would continue fi> 
long with the Bodies, as thefe continu’d 
entire, not to inform, but to keep them, 
as their firft Habitations; they therdbre 
us’d all poflible means to prederw cheat 
from Corruption, by Embalmmg and 
Placing them in fiicb famous Strudhires. 

Nor have they been altogether difap- 
pointed in their Defign, fince their 
Bodies have been found whole, and 
found after lying two or three ehoufiind 
Years. Which mov'd Plato, who was 
13 Years in Egypt to conclude firom it 
that the Soul was Immortal. 

Thofe good Kings built the Pyramids 
in that fiiape, that they might laft the 
longer, becanfe the t^s doe not prefs 
the bottom, nor the Kaan cannot Da¬ 
mage them; tho’ fbme fay they made 
them Co, to reprefent the Figure of their 
Gods. Yet it is believ’d, and with feme 
Reafbn, That the Egyptians from the top 
of them made their Aftronomical Ob- 
fervations, and fctled their Year. 

The Steps of thefe Pyramids being 
made of fend Stone well Poliflfdt 
dorus and Herodotus are of OpinioUk they 
were cut in the Mountains of Aksdsis, 
which are beyond the Delta. Heroektu^- 
further believes. That fuch vaft Ston<» 
were drawn up by Wooden En^es 
placed on the firft to raife ;faem 
to the fecond. But Di^vrus feys^ That 
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^sA/nu^ Engines not being yet invented at 
6 ’f«»e#j-<B 3 t time, there was a mount of Earth 
i<J93. ’ raifed of fuch a height as was rcqoilite, 
and the Stones being drawn up to it, 
they were then let to rundown towards 
the Struftufe j which can never be fwal- 
low’d by any Man that has not a Gretk 
Fancy. 

We purpofely forbore feeing the o- 
thers that were iifl^icr off, being abovt 
30, flatter’d abofiit^hcDcfert, and were 
Ijl • led by the Arabs to fee the Wclis or 
Sepulchres of the Mummies, which thofc 
covetous Barbarians keep conceal’d to 
get Mqny of the b'mnks. In fliort, they 
irould have ao pieces of Eight of us. 

of Opinion, That the Mum- 
'^es’are found up in the Deferts of A- 
rabiay and that they arc the Bodies of 
Pco|)le Stified and Bury’d in the Sand 
when the South-Winds blow ^ but they 
are much deceiv’d, for they are no other 
but the Bodies of Ancient Egyptians En- 
balm’d. There arc many of them 
found in Caves under Ground, near the 
Ruins of the ancient Memphis^ wliLh is 
all hollow above and below. The way 
into thoft Caverns is through Iquare 
Wells, fo contriv’d that a Man may go 
down putting his Feet into Holes on 
the oppolitc iidcs Thcfc Wells arc cut 
in a foft white Stone, found all about 
thole Parts, after going a Fadom deep 
in Sand; nor arc they all of a depth, 
but the fhalloweft of them is 42 Foot. 
At the bottom of them are fquare open¬ 
ings, anflaPaflagc 10, or 15 Foot long, 
which leads into fquare Arch’d Rooms, 
each lidc of them being ^ 5 or 20 Foot 
in length. By each of them is a Stone, 
on which the Embalm’d Bodies lie, fome 
of them in Chefts or Coffins of black 
Mulbery-Tree i others in Tombs cut 
out in the fame Stone ihap’d like a Man 
with his Arms ftretch’d down by his 
lides. There is generally found under 
the Tongue of thefe Bodies a Plate of 
Gold, weighing about two Pilloles; 
and therefore the Arabs deface all the 
Mummies, which they afterwards fell to 
the MAsomttans^ and they to Chriftians, 
tho’ fometimes they find nothing. Near 
the Heads of thefe Mummies there arc 
Idols found, and the ihapes of Birds at 
their Feet. On the Walk there are 
Hicrogliphickscut, which perhaps ferv’d 
for Epitaphs, and befides there are in 
-^ach Room feveral Sepulchres of Chil- 
ilren and others. Going down each of 
thefe Wells, there are feveral Rooms 
and Caves, haymi; a Communication 
from one to antPl^t without any other

Light but what comes from the Mouth 
of the Well. 

Going down into,one of thefe, we 
found a Room 10 Foot fquare, cut, as 
has been faid before out of the Stone j 
about it were Tombs of Perfons of Qija- 
lity, and on the Floor, of Servants. 

There were in it but two ordinary 
Mummies, which I believe had been 
lately put in by the Arabs to get Mony. 

They were fwath’d like Children, and 
laid in two Cherts of Muibcry-Trcc very 
thick and folk!, in.wliich there were feme 
little Figures in Chalk, kept by me to 
this Day, with a Skull Embalm’d that fell 
to my feare ^ being good as they fiiy for 
Wounds, and feme billcinpers. 

The Egyptians Embalm d thefe Bodies, The vjj 
I mean tliofc of I’ei fenn of Note, rip- ‘J' ’ 
ping up their Bellies with a very fliarp 
Stone 5 then taking out their Bowels, 
waffl’d them with Wine, and drawing 
them through an Aromatick Powder, 

^fill’d them w ith pure Myrrh, Caflia, and 
other Sweets, without Frankincenfe, and 
putting them again into tlbe Body clos’d 
•it up. This done, they laid the Body 
in Niter, and left it there 70 Days, after 
fwhich they walh d it again, and wrapp’d 
it clofe in Linnen Swaths, which they 
lAnointcd on the outlidc with a fort of 
Gum, which they made ufe of inftead 
of Salt. Thefe Bodies they plac’d in 
Cherts or Coffins of black Mulbcry- 
Tree, courfly hew’d tothe fhapeof Man, 
or Woman, as ffiey are daily found in 
thofc Caves. 

Being come out of the VV’ell, the A- . » - 
rabs conduced us to fee a Labyrinth, jinUi. ^ 
where the Ancients bury’d Birds. We 
went down a narrow Paflage into a 
Room, out of which we crept on our 
Bellies through a Hole to certain ways 
where a Man may walk well enough up¬ 
right. On both fides of them there are ‘ 

Urns, in which the Birds were bury’d j 
there is now nothing in them but a lit¬ 
tle Duft. Thefe ways are cut out of a 
Ifitrous Stone, and run feveral Miles, 
like a City under Ground, which they 
call a Labyrinth. 

At Night we return’d to Grand Caire^ 
my fhare for the Expence of this fhorc 
Journy amounting to four Zeahincs, 
that is 32 Shillings.

CHAP. VU. 

The Author comimes his Trafvels to Terufalem. 


M Onheur Senovit Maillet having in¬ 
vited me to be at the Fcafts of 
5 . Louis, with all the fre/ich Merchants, 
would not have me depart upon any 
Account; but I having refolv’d to leave 
Grand Cairo, return’d Thanks for all 
the Favours fo gencroufly bellow’d on 
me during my Stay there, and prepared 
to fet forwards. Accordingly on Friday . 
the 21 ft I wenf to Bulac, which is but a 
Mile diftant. By the way I met the, 
Funeral of a Turk of forae Note, with 
a great Turbant on his Collin. Priefts 
of the Mo/ch went before Singing, and • 
his Women follow’d Weeping on AlTcs. 
Many of thefe Ceremonies ought to be' 
perform’d in a Day to fitisfie the De- 
fires of the Mahometans •, for they lay, 
that it being dear Living in coniparilbn 
of former Times, whgi they might buy 
30 Eggs or 2 Pigeons, or a Fowl for a 
Penny, and therefore now a Plague were 
neceflary that the Survivors might live 
the better. 

I imbark’d on the MU before Noon 
for Damiata, and running down the 
Stream without Sails got into the Arm 
of the River that pallbs by that City. 
To fay the Truth, I Ihould not have 
made it my Builnels to go to this Place, 
had not the Ships bound for Mecca been 
gone three Weeks before from the Port 
of Sues ', for 1 ihould have imbark’d A- 
board them, to take a Ihort cut to the 
£afi-Indies, as the Conful bad Advis'd 
me, whereas the way I was now going 
vifeis very tedious. 

Saturday 22d, we continu’d our way 
ii&ith our Oars, becaufe the Boat was 
fmall. This Arm of the River towards 
Ddmata is not lb full of Water as that 
of Rofete which is the feaibn it often 
happens that the Boats bwreaibn of the 
lhallownels are Hop’d foH|»erai'Months 
near the ^a without b^g able to get 
out. Thfre are Dawlings enough a- 
long the BanHs^f Branch of the Ri¬ 


ver, but not lb large as thole on the 
way to Ro/eto. w. 

Sund^^ 23d, we Arriv’d at I>amiat»^ 
within an Hour after Day, having run 
108 Miles; yet we Hay’d in the Boat 
till the Cuftom-Houfe was open'd, and 
were clear’d without that ftrifrneft us’d 
in Italy. 1 took up my Lodging in the 
Houfe of a Maronite, Procurator to the 
Religious Houfe at Caire, to whom 1 
was recommended by the Father Prefi- 
dent, bccaule at Damiata there were no 
Religious Men, nor Q>nful, or French 
Merchants. 

Damiata is feated on the right fide of nmim 
the MU, in 30 degrees of Latitude. City, 

It is ill Inhabited by realbn of the un- 
wholfomnefs of the Air, and is not a- 
bove half a Mile in length, and as much 
in breadth; yet becaule of the conveni- 
ency of the Port, and Shipping oftj it 
is much Relbrted to, and has, a vaft 
Trade. Not very far from it Eaftward 
on the top of Mount Cafius, is the 
Tomb of Pompey repair’d and beautify’d 
by the Emperor Adrian. 

1 endeavour’d immediately to inform 
my felf, whether there was any conve- 
niency of Veflels bound for Jaffa, or 
Jofpe, and being told there was one rea¬ 
dy at the Mouth of the River, I would 
not flip the Opportunity, laying in at 
once all the neceflary Provifion for the 
Voyage, and particularly of excellent 
dry’d Rows of Mullets which are there 
extraordinary cheap. As I pals’d by 
the Cuftom-Houle, the Janizary demand¬ 
ed a Zecchine for my Permilfion to Im- 
bark; but 1 telling him 1 was a French- 
Man he waf forced to be fatisfy’d with 
the third part of a Crown. This hap- 
ned to me becaufe there was no Conful, 
and the Jewifh Interpreter would not 
fpeak one word to my Advantage, for 
fear of being Baftoinado’d; and when i 
would have had binivgp/our Miles down 
with me to the Veflel, p be my Inter¬ 
preter 
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with the Msiftcr, he refus’d it, 
me go alone at the pifcrction 
■*of the Water-Men whom 1 did not uu- 
derftand. Thefe prefcntcd me to the 
Guftomer of Hisbs on the right iide of 
the River, who took no Duty of me, 
becaufe I carry’d nothing but Provifions. 
But a Black of that Place, not willing 
to let flip fo fair an opportunity of 
Cheating, feeing mt^lone, and withouti 
any Body to Hand by me, Hopp’d me, 
demanding a ZeecUne for my Liberty 
to Pals, an'd tlio’ 1 anfwer’d it was not 
his Due, and that 1 would Write to the 
Conful at Caire, to complain to the 
BMjfa', yet he continuing Polltive in his 
Demands, bid me Pay firft, and then 
’^vrflre* at Pleafure •, nor did he Defift, 
tho’ I ofier’d to go back to do as I faid. 
I'hercforc not to let flip the opportu¬ 
nity, which once lolb I nniH have ftay’d 
foine Months for another, (as happen’d 
to a Religious Man, the Mouth of the 
Harbour being choak’d up with Sand,) I 
turn’d again and gave the Black two

Setting out about Evening that lame 
Sunday 23d, we Sail’d all Night w'ith a 
fair Wind, and Coafting along a fandy 
Defert Country on Monday 24th, with 
the fame prolperousGale arriv’d at Jafa 
an Hour after Night-fall, having run 150 
Miles. I had no other Difturbance by 
the way, but the continual Cries of thole 
Barbarians^ who are but little skill’d in 
the Art of Navigation j for tho’ they 
have learn’d it of the Chriflians, and 
therefore ufe the fimc Sea Terms, yet 
they arc not fo Expert at it.

M Onficur Benovit Maillet having in¬ 
vited me to be at the Feafts of 
5 . LouiSj with all the French Merchants, 
would not have me depart upon any 
Account i but I having refolv'd to leave 
Grand Caire, return’d Thanks for all 
the Favours fo gcneroufly bellow’d on 
me during my Stay there, and prepared 
to let forwards. Accordingly on Friday. 
the 21111 weruc to Sidac, which is but a 
Mile dillanc. By the way I met the, 
Funeral of a Turk of Ibrae Note, with ' 
a great Turbant on his Coffin. Priefts 
of the Mofeh went before Singing, and' 
his Women follow’d Weeping on A lies. 
Many of thefe Ceremonies ought to be' 
perform’d in a Day to fatisiie the Dc- 
lires of the Mahometans ; for they lay, 
chat it being dear Living in comparifon 
of former Times, whep they might buy 
30 Eggs or 2 Pigeons, or a Fowl for a 
Penny, and therefore now a Plague were 
necellary that the Survivors might live 
the better. 

I imbark’d on the Nile before Noon 
for Damiata, and running down the 
Stream without Sails got into the Arm 
of the River that paflbs by that City. 
To fay the Truth, I Ihould not have 
made it my Bufinels to go to this Place, 
had not the Ships bound for Mecca been 
gone three Weeks before from the Port 
of Sues i for I Ihould have imbark’d A- 
board them, to take a Ihort cut to the 
Eafi’Indies, as the Conful had Advis'd 
me, whereas the way I was now going 
was very tedious. 

0 Saturday 22d, we continu’d our way 
With our Oars, becaufe the Boat was 
linall. This Arm of the River towards 
Tlamiata is not lb full of Water as that 
of Rofete \ which is the iealbn it often 
happens that the Boats bw realbn of the 
lhallownels are Hop’d for.(»^al 4 donths 
near the Sea without bWngi able to get 
out. Thfre are OiKeflings enough a- 
lohg Che Bankiof this Branch of the Ri- 


ver, but not lb large as thole on the 
way to Refete, . 

Sunds^ 23d, we Arriv’d at Damiatu ' 
within an Hour after Day, having run 
108 Miles; yet we Hay’d in the Boat 
till the CuHom-Houle was open'd, and 
were clear’d without that Hrifrnefr us’d 
in Italy. I took up my Lodging in the 
Houfc of a Maronite, Procurator to the 
Religious Honfe at Caire, to whom 1 
was recommended by the Father Prefi- 
dent, becaufc at Damiata there were no 
Religious Men, nor Conful, or French 
Merchants. 

Damiata is feated on the right fide of Dmidtt 
the Nile, in 30 degrees of Latitude. City. 

■ It is ill Inhabited by realbn of the un- 
wholfomnefs of the Air, and is not a- 
bove half a Mile in length, and as much 
in breadth; yet becaufe of the conveni- 
ency of the Port, and Shipping ofi^ it 
is much Relbrced to, ana has, a vaH 
Trade. Not very far from it EaHward 
on the top of Mount Cafms, is the 
Tomb of Pemyey repair’d and beautify’d 
by the Emperor Mrian. 

I endeavour’d immediately to inform 
my felf, whether there was any conve- 
niency of Vefiels bound for Js^a, or 
Jofye, and being told there was one rea¬ 
dy at the Mouth of the River, I would 
not flip the Opportunity, laying in at 
once all the ncceflary Provifion for the 
Voyage, and particularly of excellent 
dry’d Rows of Mullets which are there 
extraordinary cheap. As I pafs’d by 
theCuHom-Houfe, the 74m£4>y demand¬ 
ed a Zecchine for my Permiffion to Im- 
bark; but 1 telling him I was a French^ 

Man he waS forced to be fathfy’d with 
the third part of a Crown. This hap- 
ned to me becaufe there was no O>afol, 
and the Jeieifh Interpreter would not 
fpeak one word to my Advantage, fof 
fear of being BaHqnado’d; and when 1 
would have had hini^o/our Miles down 
with me to the Veflel, p be nay Inter¬ 
preter 
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prei;^ with the Mailer» he refus’d it, 
me go alone at the Dircrecion 
iof the Water-Men whom I did not un- 
derltand.

The Walls are not 
jlrong, nor have they any Badions, but 
fmall Towers, without Cannon, or a 
Ditch, except on the Weft-fide, where 
it is not very deep.

The Fathers had been (hut up feveii 
Months by reafon of the Plague, which 
had rag’d all about them •, and the Chrir 
dians being to be admitted to theBlcfied 
Sacrament, within a few Days, the time 
was anticipated for my fake. Hereupon 
all the Faithful went on Su»d^ 30th to 
hear Ma(s at the Fathers Church, where 
I oblerv’d that the Women there do not 
cover their Faces, with a Mask, like the 
Egyprimts, and all their Body is wrapp’d 
in a white Sheet, wearing on their Head 
a Tudtmtt, that is, a Cap with fcveral 
Points. An Infant was Baptiz'd, and the 
Father chofe me for God-father. 

About Evening 1 went to vifit the Mount 
Holy Places, attended by a Father ap- Ciivarj. 
pointed for that purpofc, and the Inter¬ 
preter of the Monaftcry. Fivft wc went 
to Mount Calvary, and afeending many 
Steps, entred into a fmall Church, itip- 
pos’d by the Greeks to be the Place where 
Abraham, by Order from God, would 
•have Sacrific’d his Son Jfaac. A few 
Steps further is a dark Vault, formerly 
St. Peters Prifbn, and the Turks dill make 
u(e of it as fuch. 

In another Greek Church, which was 
tonce the Houfc of Zebedee, they (hew 
the Place, vfhSTQSt,John Evangellft, and 
St. James's Sons were I 3 ora -, and behind 
• it the Apartments that belong’d to the 
Knights of the Holy Sepulchre. Then 
we pafs’d through a midling Arch, which 
they call the Iroiy 3 ace, through which 
Sc. Peter, when deliver’d out of Prifon, 
event out of the City with the Angel. 

Not far from thence we came into St. 

Mark’s Hoa(e, where they (ay St. Peter, 
when the Angel left him, withdrew to 
meet the rc(t the Apoftles -, who arc 
faid to have there begun to Baptize in a 
Stone Font, ftill to be feen: At prefent 
this Place is a little Church of Sirians. 

At a fmall Diftance is the Honfe where 
St. Thomas liv’d, which now is a Mofeh, 
and the Houfes of the three Marcs, of 
Geoghas, of James, and of Salome, into 
which there is no encring, bccaufe they 
arc Inhabited by Turkip Women. Far¬ 
ther on cncring into a fpacious Court, 

1 faw the Church of Sc. James, with a 
good Monaltery Inhabited by 50 Arme- 
nian Fathers. There arc two great 
Gates to theChurch, which is fupported 
by four large Pillars^ making a Square, 
and three Ifles, I laid with good Marble.

intring the City again, wewentdowrt 
towards^ the lower Part, and pafs’d 
through a Garden under the Arches of 
fche Temple, where die Virgin Mary was 
prefented by her Parents. It was once 
a Church call’d of the Prefentationy with 
a Monaftery of Nuns*, but is now a 
Mofehy where the Turks keep their young 
Daughters to be Educated under the 
Tuition of certain Matrons, till they 
are Marriagable. The StruSure is Mag¬ 
nificent, being Built of very large fmooth 
Stones, the leaft of them being four 
Spans ^uarc j and by what could be dif- 
ceni’d going under it with a Light, the 
Clnirth IS large with feven Out-lets, 
compos’d of the fix Orders, each of 
which has three Pillars. 

Going along the Bazar, or Market, 
we came to the Gate call’d Spechfa, 
through which Ghrill entred when he 
went to the Temple, and Difputed with 
the Doc'lors. The Blefled Virgin entred 
at the fame when Ihc came to prefent 
the Child Refits in the Hands of Holy 
Simeon, and there it was St. Peter heal’d 
the Paralitick. This leads to long and 
lofty Arches that run to the Temple of 
Solomon, abfolutely forbid being feen by 
Chriftians. 

Monday the laft Day of Jngufi, I 
went to fee the Hofpital of St. Helen, 
which is really a great Struaure. It was 
Built to Lodge the Pilgrims that vifited 
the Holy Places. For which purpofc 
there are fcveral long Galleries, and 
there ftill remain feven great Cauldrons, 
in which they drefs’d Meat for the Poor. 
The Turks now do the lame, giving 
Alms forae Days even to Chriftians. 

Going on near the Gate of Cedren, 
now call’d St. Stephen^ I was Ihewn 
the Pifeina Probatica, or Pool of Btthtfda, 
where our Saviour Heal’d the Man that 
had lain 38 Years under his Diftemper. 
It is 100 Paces long, 60 in breadth, and 
40 in depth, all made of good Stone. 
In the upper Street is the Houfe of the 
Thar I fee, where St. Mary Magdalen 
pour’d forth her precious Ointment on 
the Feet of our Lord, walking them 
with her Tears, and wiping them with 
her Hair •, by which means (he obtain’d 
Pardon of her Sins. In Memory where¬ 
of there is adjoining to it a devout 
‘Xhappel of the Invocation of the fame 
Saint *, tho’ the Houfe is Inhabited by 
Turks. Near the fifme Gate of St. Ste¬ 
phen, adjoining to»ihc Wall of the Qty, 
IS the Houle m Sc. jfnne, where the 
Vol. IV.

Blefled Virgin was Bury’d, which is 
flerv’d by our Cacholicks -, there I heard 
Mals, Celebrated by two Fathers of SC. 

Saviours. Without the Church on the 
llight istheGrotte, or Cave, where our 
•Saviour fwcated Blood. It was enlarg’d 
• and made more lightfome, that it might 
contain a greater Number of Chriftians) 
and becaufe (befides the inconveniency) 
it feem’d lefs Dc^nt to go into it from 
the Garden of Gethfemani, through tliat 
narrow Hole our Saviour went in at, 
the Door was made which lerves, now, 
the other being Ihut up out of Refpeft. 

There ftill remain in this Garden of 
Gethfemani 8 Olive Trees, which as they 
fay, arc fprung from thofe that were 
there when our Saviour Pray’d) the 9th 
having been Burnt by the Turks. There 
is alfo the Place where the BlelTed Vir¬ 
gin, was, whilft St. Stephen was Ston'd) 
as alfo where Ihe left her Girdle to St. 

Thomas. In other refpefts it is no fruit¬ 
ful Place, being for the moft part bare 
Rock) but there are excellent Figs, 
whereof I eat as many as I could, the 
Fathers inviting me fo to do, becaufe 
the Place belongs to them, through die 
Charity of an EngUJh-Mun, who toughc 
it of a Mahometan to give it to them. 

Returning to the City, I went along 
the dolorous Street (which begins at Pi- Houfe, 
l<tt’s Houfe, ^d ends at Mount Calvary) 
the faflie w/v our Saviour Ijals’d with 
the Crofs ch.Ws Back.

Under it is a dark Room, now made a 
Stable, in which Our Lord was Crown’d 
with Thorns. Going up to the top of 
the Houle, 1 took a full view of StU- 
f»0»’s Temple. 

This Temple was built by that King, 
with an incredible charge, in the fpace 
of eight years, laying out on it, not 
only his own exceffive Wealth, but al¬ 
io the rich Spoils his Father had taken 
from his Enemies. 1 will forbear fpeak- 
ing of its Glory and Magnificence, bc- 
caule Holy Writ fpeaks of it at large, 
and lhall only by the by hint at the ma¬ 
ny Calamities it fell under at IcveraL 
times. Firlf,, 5 e/Qfc, King of rob’d 

it of all its Ornaments, being afterwards 
rellor’d by King Jo/ias-, in the i8th year* 
of his Reign, it was again utterly fub- 
verted by the Impiety of King ZedechiA 
oh ; who went not unpunilh’d for hist 
wickednels, being taken Prilbner by^ 
Nebuchodnexxjiry and his eyes put out, * 
after he had feen his wretched Sons cut 
in pieces. Being again rebuilt, Zntio- 
chut the Son of Selmvffi plunder’d, and 
prophan’d it; and being Hill rellor’d, 
tho’ not to its firft Iplendor, it was de- 
ftroy’d by the Emperor 77 t«i, and the 
whole City lubverted in the year of 
Chrift 71. Atiaft Adrian the Emperor, 
on its Ruins, erefied a Temple to Jupi¬ 
ter, after he had fubdu’d the rebellious 
Country of Jury ; not to mention other 
vicillitudes, this wonderful Strufture 
has run through lince thofe times, lb 
that it is now quite anodier thing than 
what it was. 


Brick, till where the Cupola beoi^ 
which is of Lead, which clofes it 
tifully. Adjoyning to the Temple bn 
the Eaft-fide, is an open Gallery, fop- 
ported by fmall Pillars, where they fay, 
there is a Stone brought from Mouttf: 

Olivet, on which Our Saviour UpM 
when he alcended into Heaven. I could 
diftover nothing elfe at that diftance, 

Ifor the Turks put to Death all Chrifti- 
ans that go into it, or oblige them to 
renounce their Faith. 

Oppofite to Pilat\ IS HereePs Houle, 
tho’ all late built, and little of Antiqni- i&rod’s 
ty to be feen in it; yet we went io at a Palace, 
little door, the firfl; being fliut, near 
which is a fmall Arch, where <^ijr Re¬ 
deemer Hood, before he was carry^tf in¬ 
to HeroiEi prefence ; and going up, we 
faw the Court of Jullice, like a little 
Hall, where he was examin’d by Herod, 
and not anfwering clad in a white Gar¬ 
ment, and fent back to EUat. 

In the Square is the Arch that fup- _ 
ported the Balconey, or o])en Gallery, ^here ** 
where Pilot Ihew’d him to the People, chriftwas 
laying , Behold the Alan ; and there is fliew’d. 
no doubt of its being the lame, becaufe 
the Stones worn by Time teftifie itsAn- 
tiquity. 

Further on is the door, through which 
the Bleflcd Virgin palfed to meet Our vvhere 
Saviour, not being able to come the cbrift 
Street'way becaufe of the Throng; and fell, 
feeing him fall down under the weight 
of the Crols, Ihe fainted ; for which 
realbn, the Church that now Hands in 
that place is call’d of the Swooning. 

There they lay, Simon Cwenem help'd 
to carry the Crofs. A few paces fur¬ 
ther, is the little Houfe of Laz.arus, and 
further fiill that of Dives, built on 
Arches, under which, there is a tho¬ 
roughfare. In this the Governour * 
lives, in Pilots the Buffo, and in HeroePs 
one Mufiopho a Turk.

What I cmnld obferve from the afore- 
laid place, is a large Square a Mile about, 
with 12 Gates.

deftroy’d ; and which they told 
file wasdo Miles iong,and i 5 in breadth, 
and'its Wj^er very ftinking. "^hey al¬ 
fo fhew’d ftc at a diftanceaiother Moun- 
tiiin, caljd of the Quafemncy where 
Chriil fafed 40 days. 


the City, is Jeremiah’s Dungcon, which 
is a double Arch’d Pool, in which they 
fiy, that Prophet Rood up to the Neck 
in Water. All thefe places arc feen at 
the cxpence of a few Medines, or Six¬ 
pences, becaufe the miferablc condition 
of thofc Arabs makes them be fitisfy’d 
with a little. 

Tliurfday 3d. the Father Procurator 
lent me his Horfe to go to Bethlehem y 
ordering two Interpreters and three 
Fathers to bear me company. We could 
not get out of the City betimes, becaufe 
the Turks kept the Gates Ihut, by rea- 
fon of the Prayers, the Grand Seignior^ 
had order’d to be fiid every Thmfde^y 
for the good fucc^fi of the War; the 
which being ended, and the Gates o- 
pen'd, we went on, fccxng near the Ci- 
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tth^ehtC% Bath, enclos’d with high

Two Miles from Jerufalem , on the 
left, is a Fig-Tree, in the very place 
where the Oak was planted, under 
which the Virgin Mary refted with thij 
Infant Jeius, when Ihe came to prefent 
him in the Temple. Oppofite to it, 
but a Mile from the Road, on the top 
of the Hill, is a Tower, where they 
fay. Sc. Sims0» dy’d. Further on, in 
the nirdft of the way, is a Cillern, near 
which, the three Wife Men law the 
Scar aiiaiii, and on the right of the Road, 
a few Paces from it, there appear two 
Walls Handing, which, as they fay, 
belong to the Houfc wlicre the Prophet 
Habakkak was, when the Angel carry’d 
liii]i to Babylon., to give Food to Daniel 
in the '.ioii’s Den. At a fmall diltauce 
is the plicc where EUm the Prophet 
rc]lcd, vv leii he fled the Pc lccution of 
Jci.ahcly a plain Proof whcicof, is the 
print of his Limbs left in the hard Rock 
on the right hand of the Road. 1 he 
Greeks in memory hereof, have built a 
Monaftery clofe bv on the left, under 
the fluTie Title, where they celebrate 
the Divine Office. 

Further ftill on the right, there is 
ftill Handing part of the Wail of the 
Tower where Jacob rcHcd, when he 
came out of Mefopotamia j and the re¬ 
mains of the Sepulcher of his Wife Ra¬ 
chel, who dy’d there, are half a Mile 
further. 

Before wc came into Bethlehem , we 
took notice of the CiHern, of whofc 
Water, David having a defire to drink, 
yet afterwards refus’d it, becaufc his 
Commanders pafs’d through the midH 
of the Enemies Army that lay about it, 
with great danger of their lives to fetch 
it for him. At laft, after 6 Miles rid¬ 
ing, we came to Bethlehem , and reHed 
our fclves in the Monaftery of the Ca- 
fucins. 

ietNcbem. R^thlehem , the moft glorious City in 
the World, for the Birth, not of Ben¬ 
jamin, but of the Saviour of the World, 
isfeated in 31 deg. of Latitude j thinly 
Inhabited, and by very few Gatholicks. 
Being feated on a |)lcaiant Hill, it en¬ 
joys an excellent Air, fo that St. Paula 
the Roman had much reafon to choofc 
it for her place of al)odc, and dy’d there 
in the year 404. The chief Church of 
this City, reftor’d not long fince by the 



Greek religious Men 
is one of the beft in 
five Iflcs, made by 

Marble Pillars, ten in a row, in all 40 j 
befidcs which there arc ten in the 
Choir, which is enclos’d quite round 
with a Wall. The Pavement is hand- 
fome, and the Roof of a proportionable 
height. The Monaftery has a good 
Garden, and convenient Lodgings, in 
which 12 Religious Men Jive. They 
have another fniall Church , Dedicated 
to St. Catherine, pav’d with good Mar¬ 
ble of the Country, which they made 
ufe of, before they recover’d the great 
Church. The Greek Fathers li.ivc aJfb 
their Church and Monaftery adjoyning 
to the great one, feparate from that of 
the Armenians, which is near to the 
great Gate, with a way into our Church, 
that they may have the conveniency of 
w'orfliij)piiig the Holy Manger, and the 
place where Onr Saviour was born. 

There is a Dcfcciu to this happy, and 
moft venerable place, out of the Choir 
of the great Ciiurch, down two oppo- 
Jitc Stair Cafes of 16 fteps each. 

The very place of the Nativity, at place of 
the end of the Cave, is cover’d with Our Savi- 
a great Marble Stone, in reverence to . 

I it, on which a Star is cut j and they ufe 
, to fay Maft, as on an Altar. The Man¬ 
ger is adorn’d the belt it could be, with 
three Pillars, one in the middle, and 
the others at the ends. In the Angle, 
a ftep lower, ar« two other fmall Pil¬ 
lars of an equal bignefs, between which, 
is a thing like a Manger, of Marble, 
with a little fpace in it, big enough to 
hold an Infant and oppofite to it is the 
Stone, on which the Blelled Virgin late, 
with her Sou in her Arms, when the 
wile Men came to adore him. This lit¬ 
tle Cave is all become black, and une¬ 
qually cut out in the Rock. On the 
Weft-fide it has been a little enlarg’d, 
that it might contain the Faithful j the 
Floor is Pav'd with a Marble, and all 
the place breaths Sauftity and Devo¬ 
tion. 

From the little Church of St. Cathe- 
rine, there is a dark Defcent of 24 fteps innocents, 
cut in the Rock, to a Cave, where ma¬ 
ny of the Holy Innocents were bury’d, 
that were (lain by Herod -, and an Altar 
ereded in honour of them.

In the feme great Church, defeending' 
four fteps, is the place where Our Savi¬ 
our appear’d to St. Mary Ma/daien like 
a Gardiner, but cover’d witfi a round 
Marble out of refpeef. Still proceeding 
along the firft Arch’d Way on the fide 
of the Church, which on that fide has 
two Ifles : there is a delcent of three 
fteps into the Priibn, where Our Lord 
was kept, whilft the Croft was prepar¬ 
ing ; it is a dark Arch’d Chappel, fiip- 
ported by fmall Pillars, which divide it 
into three Ifles. Turning back towards 
the left, there arc two holes, where 
they fey, Chrift fell: And going on to 
the fecond Arch’d Way, behind the 
Greek Church, is the Chappel of Longi¬ 
nus^ arch’d like the reft, meanly adorn'd, 
and polTeft’d by the Greeks , as is that 
of the Prifon. Clofe to ft is another 
Chappel, with the place where the 
Soldiers divided Our Saviour’s Gar¬ 
ments, kept by the Armemsms. On the 
feme fide, there is a delcent of 30 fteps 
to the Chappel of St. Helen , which is 
bigger than the reft, with a good Cu¬ 
pola, fuj^rted by four Pillars, which 
on the fi«s leave two fmajl IflcI; where 
pn the leit, is the Chappel of the good 
^hief, kept by the jirmenians: On the 


Croft, with two Altars, a great, and 
a little one. Under the 4th. Arch,there 
are five Stones, which denote the place 
where Chrift was ftripp’d, belonging to 
the Catholicks, as docs Our J .adies Chap- 
pel , clofe by it, to which there is a 
Door from witliout. There it was, the 
Blefled Virgin and St. John ftood, when 
Chrift looking on them from the Croft, 
feid. Woman, behold tly Son', and to St. 
John, Behold thy Mother. On the feme 
Mountain is the Dwelling of the Greeks. 

Dcfcendiag from Momt Calvary, we 
went into a Chappel, kept by the Greeks, 
call’d Adam’s Chappel, becaule there 
they fay, our firft Parent’s Head was 
found. On the right of the door, is 
Baldwins Sepulcher, and on the left, that 
of Godfrey of Buttoigne, Brothers. There 
is another, they fay, is Melchifedecks 
but 1 know not what ground they liave 
for it. 

OppoCte to the great Gate, is the 
Stone of the Holy Anointing, on which 
Our Redeemer was Anointed. It is of 
white Marble, eight fpans long, and 
four broad, enclos’d within Iron Bani- 
fters. Below it, is a place kept by 
Armenians, mark’d on the Pavement by 
a round Stone, where Chrift’s Friends 
ftood to oblerve where he was bury’d. 
All thcfe places are lighted by feveral 
Lamps, aid I vifited them in this or¬ 
der, in Procefllon with the Fathers. 

The Chappel of the Holy Sepulcher, 
is about 24 fpans in compaft, in the 
midft of the Chnrch, with a little Cu¬ 
pola, fupported by 12 final! colums. 
Entring into it, at a littlerdoor, there 
appears by the light of 17 finall Lamps, 
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IWEtburn day and night, the Stone the 
Ccmelli. remov’d from the mouth of the 

A 
narrow hole gives a paflage into the Sc- 
|)ulcher,**W’hidi is Sfpans iquarc, where

b^hree holes on the top to let out the « 
Smouk, yet the place is exceOlvc hot,

'continually. Both this, and the Orato- 
‘ry that contains it, are all hung within 
and without with Silk. The Coptis have 
their Chappel adjoyning to tlic back part 
of it; oppolitc to which (firll: palling 
through the Chappel of the Sirians, and 
then through a Way cut in Rock) are 
to be feen the 7 'ombs of Nicodcmits^ and 
'joftphof AmnAtljca ^ cut out at length 
in the Stone; bclidcs that, which the 
latter caus’d to be made for himfclf, in 
imitation of Our Saviours. 

Then 1 went up thcltairs near the place 
of Chrift’s Fricjids, to the Chapjjel of 
the A^mcniafis, and faw them fiy .Mafs. 
The Pricll had on a Cope, with a Collcr, 
like that of the Habit of the Thcatins^anA 
a long Cap on his Head. He came out 
into the Chappel, with a fmall Chalice, 
cover’d withaVail;fcvcral Silver Horfc 
Bells the People there prefent had in 
their Hands gingling, bccaufe they are 
not allow’d there to ring others Bells; 
but inflcad of them, they make ufe of 
a piece of Wood 12 fixaiis long, which 
upon occalion, they beat with a Woo¬ 
den Mallet. 

The Plate that has been given by lb 
nwny Kings and Princes to the Holy Se¬ 
pulcher, is kept bury’d, for fear of the 
Turkic nor do they fhew it to any Pil¬ 
grim; but the F. Guardian did me 
this Ipccial Favour, by ordering it to be 
taken up, which the Sacriftan was un¬ 
willing to do. This rich Church ftnffi 
conlifted of a lamp of about 300 Pound 

J eight, lent thither, by Philip the 111 . 
iig of Spain a Crofs, Chalice, and 
)ft coltly Vellments, the Gift of the 
- jiiofl; Chriltian Lewis XIV. King of France^ 
other Vellments adorn’d with Gold, 
Pearls, and precions Stones, fciit by 
•icing Philip the II. and other ^hrillian 
Princes; a Chalice by Queen Catherine 
of England., and lix Candicllicks, four 
Flower-Pots, and a Silver Croft, given 
by the City of Mejfina , in memory of 
the Letter, which thofe People very- 
ly believe was Writ to them by the Blcf- 
led Virgin: The Feftival whereof they 
celebrate with great pomp, on the fe-

Th^'reeks aifo Open’d to me their ^ 
Sa>mm Sanihrum, where I worlhipp’d 
fome precious Rclicks; as an arm ofS. SMaorm^ 
Mary Majrdiden ; a great piece of the 
Holy Croft, and S. John Baptill’s Scull. 

Bclidcs this, I law' fevcral Boxes, Cen- 
fors, aud other Vcflcls ail of Silver, fuch 
as they ufe in their Ceremonies, and a 
Wooden Croft of wonderful Workman- 
Qjip, carv’d by a Greeks with filch fmall 
Figures, that it requires a Microlcopc 
to dilcern them ; as alfo fonic excellent 
Pidlures, drawn by Candiots and Mufeo-- 
vites. 

Over this Holy Place, a Mahometan 
Santone has his Dwelling ; not lb much 
to guard it, as to receive the Mony paid 
for opening of it: and therefore on Mon» 
day 7th. alter liaving perform’d my De¬ 
votions in the Holy Sepulcher, I made 
him open me die door to go out. I went 
diredlly to S. Saviours^ vvEcre I w’as 
Ihcw’d the curious and artificial Lamp, 
font by the Commiilary of Naples^ worth 
14000 Crowns ; and the Copy of the 
Holy Sudarium^ or Pidlurc of Our Sa¬ 
viour, Imprinted on the Cloth where¬ 
with Che Holy Woman Feronica wip’d 
lift Face, fent by the Duke of ^avoy. 

It is fit the Reader be inform'd, that 
theft Holy places were many years fince 
feiz’d upon by theif/rfL; but after a 
long Trial before the Divan atConlian- 
tinopir^ they were rcllor’d to the Capu- 
ciffi; t\K Mavqnh de Chateauneuf ^ his 
Molt Chrillian Majefties Embaflador to 
the Port, particularly fupporting them 
for 12 years together, with the allift- 
ance of B. Dominick of Ruizjtval a Bifcai^ 
ner^ a Perlbn of admirable Capacity, 
tho' a lay Brother. In memory of which 
Benefit, thofe Fathers have put down 
the Marquefs in their Table of MalTes 
for Benefaftors, immediately next to 
the Crown’d Heads. Thus ftven MaC- 
fes being fung every Week in the Holy 
Sepulcher; the firll is appointed for the 
Pope, the fccond for the Emperor, the 
t hird for the King of Spain^ the fourth 
for the King of France^ the fifth for the 
King of Poland f the lixth for the Re- 
pnblick of Venice ^ and the feventh for 
the Marqueft de Chateauneuf. 

To return to the bufineft in hand; 
this Country is moll holy and worthy* 
of all Veneration, as having bccn/ju ink- 
led with the moll precious Blood of Our « 
Saviour; but on the other fide it is to

CHAP. IX. 

The Attthor*s return to Alexandria the fame waj he erne. 


I Return’d before day to S- Saviour’s 
Church, where the Reverend Father 
Guardian gave me his Biefling in his Pa¬ 
triarchal Veftments; and then came ,to 
my Lodging to wi(h me a good Jourriy, 
with many Expreffions of tender Afle- 
dion, and with him the Father Procura¬ 
tor General, both of them prefenting 
me with Chocolate, and Ibrae devout 
Gifts; and to comp 4 eac their kindnels, 
caus’d two Malles to be faid, one in the 
Holy Sepulcher, and the other on Mount 
Calvary^ for the happy fuccefs of my 
Voyage. 

Getting on Horle-back without Beth¬ 
lehem Gate, with only the Guard of the 
Muletier, whom there they call Macca- 
roy 1 took along Seremah^s Road, and 
met with no trouble till I came to that 
Mountain, where two Pealants, who 
obferv’d me at a diftance, would have 
me go CO them. I flopp’d till my Miec- 
caro came up, who had ftay’d behind 
to eat Figs (whereof as allb of Grapes, 
Olives, and Poraegranats, there is great 
plenty on the Neighbouring Hills) he 
being come, had a quarter of an hours 
difpute with the PcaLnts. They feeing 
1 had a red Coat on, thought 1 was Ibme 
Merchant loaded with Money, and had 
a mind to rob me; as I, tho* ignorant 
of the Language guefs’d by their Ali¬ 
ens, lb that the Mucearo had enough to 
do CO perfwade them, I carrj’d no Mo- 
, ny, whil’ft I fretted to fee my felf in a 
Country, where two naked Men durft 
impofe upon me. 


But I far’d worfe in the Village of 
the good Thief, where a wretched bare¬ 
footed Fellow ran after me, call’d to me 
to ftay, till the Receiver of the tribute, 
or duty, who was his Mafter, and an 
jlrab came up. I obey’d, and he being 
come, began by ligns to demand Money 
of me, tho’ the Maccaro had already 
pay’d the Duty, becaulb he allb by my 
habit, cook me for a Merchant. Ha¬ 
ving told him I had none about me, be- 
caule I had left it at Rama\ .he fell to 
fearch me, beginning at my Breeches, 
as being excellently skill’d in the Art of 
Robbing; and finding 1 had none,would 
have me promifetopay him a Piaftre at 
Ramay or elfc he would carry me away 
Prilbner to the next Mountain. To a- 
void this danger, I promis’d what was 
not his due, and he came puntlually to 
receive it, but 1 made the Muletier pay 
it, who had undertaken for 28 Piaftres, 
to clear me from all fuch Impolicions, 
and carry me to Jaffa upon his own 
charge. 

By thefc PalTagcs, any one may judge 
how little Juftice is to be had in thole 
Countries, lince the Tax-gatherer rote 
lb openly, and without controul: Nor 
is this to be admir’d at, becaule the 
People of chat Nation are naturally, or 
through cuftom lazy, and therefore love 
to live by robbing, without taking the 
pains to ciD the Ground. Befides, if 
any of them would labour, he Ihould 
not reap the Fruit of it, and therefore 
there are continual IcufBes between the 

Conn- 
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Coj^try People and the Arabs ^ who 
ifenulU. "tfei^always ftealing their Corn. One 
1693. (day, before I came to Bethlehem^ ieven 
Arabs and three Country Men had been 
wounded in a Fray. There are mortal 
Enmities among the Arabs themfclves, 

. Arne being of the white Banner, and 
'tome of the red, which is the cauie that 
many of both Parties are kill’d daily. 
Tnus both Arabs and Peafants live a* 
wretched life, lying on the bare ground, 

^ and feeding on a little Bread, without 
*any other Food, becaufe they cannot 
always meet with Franks to rob. After 
the Tax-gatherer had left me, I put on 
a (curvy black Garment of the Mnccaro\ 

. that my own might not call Thieves, 
and made, haft to Rama. Being come 
thither, I flay’d all [i'ednefday 9th. ex- 
peding the convcniency of fome Cara¬ 
van to Jaffa. 

Thnrfday 10. I pay’d the vilit to fome 
Chriltian Maronites of note that had 
been to fee me. Friday inh. I went 
with fome Fathers to the Holy Places 
about Rama. Saturday 12th. we law a 
Cavalcade oi Arabs with Pipes carry¬ 
ing two Children to be Circumcis’d, 
which Ceremony ended in a plentiful 
Treat of many Dilhes of Pilau j that is. 
Meat boil’d with Rice. 

Sunday 13th. 1 fet out after Dinner 
for with a Caravan of Arabs., and 

came thither at Sun-fet. The Mmcoto 
would have me give him another Re¬ 
ward, belides what he had from the Cu- 
itomer, bat I would not hearken to 
him. Tile vifiting of the Holy Places, 
cofl me 70 Crowns of our Money in 
all. The poor and difablcd Pilgrims, 
who cannot go up to Jtrufdem., gain all 
the Indulgences of the Holy Land at 
Jaffa., as if they had vilited it, and 
from Jaffa return into Europe. 

1 im bark’d on Monday 14th. with a 
fw. fair Wind, and failing all Night, ar¬ 
riv’d on Tuefday 15th. at the antient 
Ptoltmais, now call’d St. John of Acre , 
^oftiy ruin’d and void of Inhabitants. 
Jl went to the Monaflery of the Francif- 
f tans., where 1 was furnifh’d with nccef- 
iaries to go to Nazareth. 

IVedne/day 16th. I fet out with an In¬ 
terpreter, and got into Nazareth about 
' Evening, the days Journey •being 25 
Miles. Thurfday 17th. I perform’d, my 
Devotions, worfhipping the Holy Place, 
where the Angel fainted the Blelled 
Virgin, ferv’d by the Capueins, who re;- 
ceiv’d me with much civility and aSe- 
dion. Briday i8tb. having vilited fome 
other devout Neighbouring Churches, I 
Vol. IV. 


return’d to St. John f Acre, ii being 
imprafric^le for Filglims to go hirther 
to fee GMee, and </ther Holy Places 
for fea^f the Ardss. 

Saturday iptfa. there was no conveni- 
enCjTro Boats, and therefore I departed 
on Sunday/ the 20th. after Noon. That 
Night we were becalm’d, but Monday 
21 ft. made much way, yet came not to 
jfffa till Tuefdry 22th. Wednefday 23d. 

I bargain’d for my Pallage to Damiata, 
aboard a Saick, that was returning thi¬ 
ther, and imbark’d on Thurfday 24th. 
to return to Alexandria , where 1 had 
left my Equipage. 

Friday 25th. the Wind prov’d fair, 
and fb continu’d till midnight, but came 
about alraoft in our Teeth on Saturday 
26th. Sunday 27th. it blew brisk and 
fair, fb that on Monday 28th. we arriv’d 
at the Bogafi, or mouth of the River of 
Damiata, near which St. Lirmis King of 
France, after taking that City, caus’d 
a Fort to be built, which is Hill to be 
Teen. I took a Boat to carry me to the 
City, and tho’ I cndeavourlS to Ihun the 
knavery of the Black of Hisba , yet I 
could not fhun die Janizaries , who ex- 
adted half a Piaftre for fufleriog me to 
pafs, and then fearch’d my Portmantue 
for the Duties of the Cuftom-houfe. 
f I thought I fhould have a good Nights 
reft, in the Houfe of the Chriftian Ma- 
ronite, who is Procurator to the Religi¬ 
ous of Jerufalem but it was my misfor¬ 
tune to pafs it milth worfe than I had 
done the four laft at Sea, becaufc of 
fome fmall Night Infefrs tWe were in 
the Room; and of a black Woman, 
who being in Labour clofc by, cry’d 
out all Night as if fhe bad been poflef- 
fed. 

I refblv’d in the Morning to com¬ 
plain to the Cuftomet againft StUm the 
Black, who had extorted two Piafires 
more chan his due: He anfwer’d me, 
he had no power over him, but that I 
might acquaint the Baffa of Caire with 
it. The Boat being ready to depart, 
I was oblig’d to go aboard it with the 
Cuftomer, who went the frmc way, 
left I fhould let flip that opportu¬ 
nity. 

Wethefdsy the laft day of the Month, 
we Sail’d with a fair Wind up the fime 
Branch of the Kiver Nile, before de- 
fcrib’di and on Thurfday the ill. of O- 
blober,/wc run up the River. The Cu- 
ftoraer was pleas’d to live two days with¬ 
out eating any Meat, becaufe there was 
never a Jew there, who with a Knife| 
without any blemifh might kill ibme

Frid/^ the 2d. of OBober, wdUrriv’d 
at SHbac, and that being the <H^hc 
Boat was to fet out tor Refetoy rtJlfiy 
went out of one VclTel into another, 
running down the Nile , which had 
drown’d all the Country. I faid before, 
and lay it over again, that a Chriftiaii, 
who Travels in the Holy 

Land, muft arm himfclf with patience, 
and be deaf, bccaufe Chri/lians arc e- 
qually hated by Turks and Arubsy and 
mull: take abundance of Affronts from 
them both ^ for very often a naked Scoun¬ 
drel, that has not Rags to cover him, 
has the impudence to Icoff at grave Peo¬ 
ple. The other mifehief is, that they 
think all the Franks are Philicians, and 
therefore, tho’ they be in health, will 
have them feel their Pulfc, which I was 
forc’d to do, to avoid fome greater 
trouble,knowing I Ihould not be thank’d, 
for it. 

Saturdiy 3d. the Wind was contrary, 
lb that we made little way j the lame 
on Sunday 4th. Through the negli¬ 
gence of the ignorant Sailers, the Bark 
run a-ground, and they were forc’d to 
unload it to get off, and then load a- 
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gain, which took up a great pans,^ 
the day; but the Wind coming up 0?, 
we arriv’d at Refite about Sun-letting* • 
Mendujf 5th. I irabark’d for Alexandria , 
and Landed there before Night.* In that 
Port, 1 found a French Veflet-ready to 
Sail for Leghorny with whom, if I would 
have return’d into Chriftendom, I flioul^ 
have ended this curious Voyage in thw 
Months and a half *, but being relblv’dl 
to go on into the Halt, I flighted that 
oj^rtunity. On the other fide, being , 
inform’d there were Ibme Veflels at. 
Bichier ready to Sail for Confiansinnley 
I made it my bufinels to have a pafuge 
aboard them, wherein I was muth for¬ 
warded by the civility of ArrigoCrimau, 
a Merchant of MarfeiUes , who during 
my whole ftay at Alexandria y very af- 
fedionately labour’d to clear me from 
any trouble at the Cuftom-Houfe. 

Tuefday dth. I got a Letter writ to the 
Aga of Bichiery to procure my paflage 
aboard one of thofe VelTcls. Tuefday 
7th. I went about to take my leave of 
the Conful and Merchants. Thurfday 
8th. Monfieur Crimau treated me with 
all that the Country a/Ibrds; and Friday 
pth being to depart the next day, I 
Supp’d at theConuil MonliearT4w^«nB% 
with all xhe French that dieted there. 


CHAP. X. 

Of the Religioffy Governmenty Cuftoms^ Habits^ Fruity and 

Air ^ Egypt. 


B Efore I depart Egypty it will not be 
araifi, but rather very advantage¬ 
ous, and delightful to the Reader, if 
after thefe Particulars, I give fome ge¬ 
neral account of the prelent State of 
that Kingdom , which has fuller’d lb 
many Revolutions: Firft, under the 
Yoke of the Pharaohs y and lince from 
time to time under the Ptolomeys , Ro- 
mansy Agartnes of Arabia Felix y and 
Turks y who are now pollels’d of it. 
The Chrillians of the Country call £- 
gypt Maffir , the Turks Mi\fvr , and the 
yews Eretftnijraim. It is bounded on 
the North by the MeSrerraneany on the 
JEaft by ArAsia and the Red Sea j on the 
South by Abiffinia and Nubia , and on 
the Weft by the Defects, and^ingdom 
of Barca. It is generally divided into 
‘three parts, which are Bahriy or the 
lower Egy^y Fbfianiy or the middle 


Egypty and SAdy or the upper Egypt, 
The lower contains all the Ipace be¬ 
tween the Sea and CAre, being that 
which the Antients call’d DeltUy becaule 
the Arm of the NiUy and the Sea that 
bounds this part make a Triangle,which 
is the &me as the Greek Letter Delta j 
and the chief City of this lower Egy/^r 
is Alexandria. The middle Egypt is 
bounded by the Village of Gixjsy anir 
MomfAoty and its principal City is CAre. 
The upper Egypt , otherwile call’d The-> 
bAdUy has for its chief City Afnuy or 
Jfnty formerly Syenty built on the Banks 
of Nile.

An Account of the moft Remarkahle 'things the Author fern in the Iflmds of 
Rhodes, 6'taachio and. Scio, und in the City of Smirna. 


T H E Boat beijig ready, I went 
Aboard it on Satmrd^ the loth 
of OEloher^ being Bound for 
Pichier^ where I Arriv’d about Noon, 
and gave my Letter of Recommendation 
to the jiga of the Caftle, who fpoke to 
the Rais., or Mafter of the Veflel for me. 
Being agreed about myPaflage, I caus’d 
my Baggage to be put Aboard the Ship, 
which was under Sail, and began to 
make way within two Hours, with a 
fair Wind, which lafted all Night. I 
pafs’d it indificrently, becaule thefe fort 
of Veflels, call’d Londrns., have the Poop, 
Deck, Gang-ways, and Malts like a 
Galley, only they have one little Malt 
and Sail more. 

The Wind continu’d hir'Smday nth 
till Noon, but after that it began to 
blow lb hard, and contrary, that it 
oblig’d the fearful Mailer and Sailors to 
turn back. Thus on Mend^ nth, we 
came again into the Fort of Alexandria 
at tvyo in the Afternoon, and going A- 
Ihore, went to pay my Reljpedts to 
Monliear Tamborin, who»oblig’d me to 
lily in his Houfe, where he and all the 


Bench often drank to my good Voyage, 

Tftefday 13th, we Sail’d again with a 
fair Wind; but when we had run 40 
Miles, the Mailer, who was better skill’d 
upon Rivers than at Sea, out of a vain 
Fear, flood about again for Alexandria, 
tho’ neither the Sea ran very high, nor 
the Wind was very boiilerous. Being 
fenfible of his Miftake, he flood his 
Courfe again, but we had not Sail’d far, 
before Fear and Ignorance brought him 
about again, and we put into the Port 
of Pichier on Wednefds^ 14th. It Was a 
Torment to me to fee my Voyage re-^. 
tarded by his Folly, and would have 
given any Mony to be Aboard a Chri- 
llian Ship to be out of the Hands of 
Scoundrels. 

Ihwrfday 15th, there was as dreadful 
a Storm b^ Sea and Land, as was ever 
known in Italy in December. Biday 
idth it Rain’d hard, by which it appears 
they arc much deceiv’d, who think the 
Sky is clear all over in Winter j

’ Sail 5 and at length, ThurfdM 22d, the 
Xmu or Matter, encourag’d by other 
Veflels, that Ihew’d him it was fafe go¬ 
ing to Sea, crept out of his Hole. The 
Wind blew lb brisk and favourable mat 
Day and Friday 23d, that our Veflcl 
carrying three Sails, left three Saicks a 
Stern 3 and Saturday 24th, before Noon, 
we happily Arriv’d at the Port of Rhodes, 
having run 500 Miles in 47 Hours. 

Xhides. The City Rhodes, once one of the 
mott flourilhing in Jfia, is in the Lati¬ 
tude of 35 Degrees. It maintain’d it 
lelf a long time as a Commonwealth, 
gaining ib much Reputation by Sea, that 
the Emperor Antoninus Pius doubted not 
to Decree, That the Pretentions of one 
Eudemon (hould be decided according 
to the Laws of the Rhodians. But this 
City afterwards falling under the Do¬ 
minion of leveral Princes, was at latt 
granted by Emanuel, Emperor of Cw- 
I Jlantinofle, to the Knights Hofpitallers 
of St. Jdin, who had been Expell’d the 
Holy Land. The Knights being in Pof- 
fellion, fortify’d thcmlelves, and de¬ 
fended it bravely in the Year 1444. 
againtt the Sultan of E^pt. In the Year 
1480. under the Empire of Mahomet II. 
they held out a Siege of three Months, 
by the Valour and ConduA of the great 
Matter Ambujfon ; but afterwards in 
1522. after a vigorous Defence made 
by Adam the great Matter, the Ifland 
fell under the Dominion of SoUman 

y. 

rtf City, i leated on the Eatt-fide of 

the Ifland 3 part on the Plain, and part 
'on the Hill. It is three Miles in com- 
patt, the Streets are wide, ttrait, and 
well Pav’d} and in the midtt of the 
mcatett is a row of white Marble Stones 
from one end to the other.* In this 
Street are to be feen the Lodgings of 
the Knights of St. John, and the Pal- 
lace of the great Matter.

Continco| affords, fbld at a fery cafie 
fate. M the Buildings it appears to 
have l^n in the Hands of Chrittians, 
their Magnificence being nothing dimi- 
nifli^by the Brutality pf the MAiome^ 
tans, who have not abolilh’d the Anti¬ 
quities ; and the Arms of the Knights 
of Jerufalem are every where to be fcen, 
even upon the Artillery. 

After hearing a Greek Matt on Sunday 
2yth, I walk’d about to fee the City, 
which is a good Fortrefs; for belides 
being ail round furnifli’d with good 
Cannon, it has a treble Wall, and two 
Ditches, and on the Cattle fide three. 

The Gates on the Land fide are live 
but three of them fhut, and two open, 
fecur’d by fcveral Works and Draw- 
Bridges } and to the Sea there arc two 
more. The Inhabitants are Turks and 
Jews } for all the Greek Chriftians, being 
the greater Number, live in the Suburbs 
and Country Houfes about it, which 
• yield a picalant Profpedf amidft the Gar¬ 
dens and Vineyards. The Turks drive 
them all out of the City on Friduy, to 
lay ihcir Prayers at Noon with the 
Gates Ihut, punilhing thole feverely that 
do not make hattc out, when the Signal 
is given. 

, Mondsy 2tfth, I went to fee the great Palacob 
Matter’s Palace, feated on the higheft 
part of the Hill, which at prefent ferves 
for aPrifon, and Dwelling-Place of two 
Chams of little Tatttary, depos’d out of 
Jealoufie, and kept perpetual Prilbners 
by the Great Turk } to the end, that if 
he who Rules, behaves himfclf amifs, 
one of the Prifoners may be fet up in 
his Place, and he fucceed the other in 
the Prifon. 1 faw nothing Curious in it, 
but only a great Strudure which the 
Turks fuller to run to Ruin, without 
taking care to Repair it. The Church 
of St. John adjoining to the laid Palace, 
is now the chief Mofek 
I laid before, the City was encom- 
pafs’d by three Walls, and as many 
Ditches} 1 mutt now add, that it has as 
many Ports for fccurity of its Ships and 
Galleys. That which ferves the Ships 
is defended by the Battion St. Elmo with 
Ten Piacs of Cannon, which allb ferves 
for a Light Houfe.

THtfday 27th, I went to fee the French

on’d Cham, who was to pafs by to the 
Mofeh. At laft he appear’d with a Train 
of twenty Followers, Clad after the 
'I'ltnar manner j he was of a good Sta¬ 
ture, and had only a Blemilh in his right 
Eye. 

The Ifland of Rhodes, formerly call’d The 
Ofihfa, AJieria and tAEthrea, and by o- 
ther Names, is 140 Italian Miles in 
length. The Climate is Temperate, and 
Flcaiant^ the Soil abounding in Fruit 
and Wine, but produces not Corn e- 
nough, but is plentifully fupply’d out 
of Natolta, which is but 20 Miles dillant 
from it on tlie North-lide. Formerly 
there were feveral Dtics in it, now re¬ 
duc’d to Villages; as FUerno, Lyndo, 
the Country of the famous Statuary a- 
bovc-incntion’d, Bafilica, Cat^via, and 
others, inhabited by wretched Greeks, 

Jews and Turks. 

My continual Inftanccs to the Reds, or 
Maker, prevail’d with him at length to 
leave his Fair, and fet Sail on Saturday 
the lak Day of OEleber ; but we had 
fcarcc Sail’d two Miles, before he re¬ 
turn’d, the Thoughts of her perhaps 
carrying him away. Befides thefe tefe 
Turks and Greeks are afraid when they 
perceive the Wind rife, and aO. with 
fuch Diforder and Noilc, that the^, 
know not themfelvcs what they are a- 
bout; fb that Ten Chrikians are more'*' 
ferviccable at Sea than Fifteen Turks. 
Sunday the 1 k of November, I did my 
Devotions in the Creek Church, and ib • 
Monday tile 2d, Tuefday 3d, a Stuck eo- 
tred the Port with a Company of Soldi¬ 
ers bound for Confiantineple. 

Wednefday 4th, as 1 was walking, a 
Turk call’d to me to go into his Houle, 
but I fearing the Penalty of being im¬ 
pal’d kept on my way. Thurfitn 5th, 
a Sicilian told me the Turks iid^ded 
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XVA^. raj/for a Spy, and therefore advis’d me 
OmtUi. to uie care they did not make me a 
idp3. .Slave; it being tnePradice there toufe 
B'Mihs fo upon flight Pretences; as had 
hapned^he Year before to four Irmh- 
Men, vfllQipme from Napoli di Rmania 
it the lame time the Fleet lay before 
VMtOi and were made Slaves in Rhodes^ 
tf^Q Pretence that they were Spies. 
'Hiis troubled me, and the more bccauftf 
I had forgot to get a Pafs from the 
Brench Conful, feeing I had TravelJ’d 
, through the Holy Land witliout being 
molelted by the MJaometans. Fndoj 
<fth, being the Day of Prayer, and I 
not having taken notice of the uflial Sig- 
na4 perceiv’d when it was too late, 
that the Gates were (hut; therefore 
there being no going out, I hid my felf 
for fear in a Tower, where had the 
’Turh found me, 1 had certainly been 
taken, and fecor’d as a Spy. Perceiving 
what Dangers 1 ran, 1 fpent &\\ Saturday 
Peeking out fome other Vcflel to carry 
me out of Rhodes^ but it was ray Misfor¬ 
tune to find none.

Thurfday 
12th, Ae could not weather Cape Ow, 
the j/ind being in our Teeth; which 
cOlidnu’d Friday 131 Ii, but growing Cal¬ 
mer, we with Difficulty put into the 
Ifland Stanchioy too Miles diftant from 
Rhodtty three Hours before Night, having 
all the way Coallcd along the Contiuenc 
of Natolia. 

StaiJchiOf Statjcoy Stingo znd Stancu^ or stmhie 
according to the Antients Merepe and Ifland. 
Cw, is a Jongiffi Ifland, on the Eafl, 
looking towards NatoUa, from winch it 
is parted by a Streight of fix Miles. It 
is famous for having brought into the 
World the famous Painter Jpelles^ and 
the renowned Phyfician Fifypocrates^ who 
is faid to have become fo Ixarncd by 
reading the many Tablets brought to 
the Temple of Efedapius in this Ifland; 
becaufe all that recover’d of any Diftcm- 
per, were oblig’d to leave an Account 
’ in Writing, in the Temple, of the Me¬ 
dicines that had Cur’d them. 


SW<*y 8th, I heard Mafs in the Greek 
Church, with leave of the Superior. 
Monday 5th, a B'ench Tartan arriv’d in 
the Port, but prov’d to be bound for 
Qf/wwi, fo that It was not for my turn. 
Tuefday lothj another came in, carrying 
four french Merchants from Seyde to 
Smirna, who courteoufly offer’d me my 
Paflage, advifing me to bring my Equi¬ 
page, and lie Aboard the Veflel my 
felf, becaufe I was in danger of being 
made a Slave by the Titrksy as they had 
been inform’d by Capt. Sanfon^ a Rene- 
gadoof Marfeilles^ and Vice-Admiral of 
the ArgkrNcffcl loft in the Port. Ac¬ 
cordingly 1 carry’d my Equipage, and 
went to lie Aboard that Night, paying 
the Matter of the firft Veflel the full we 
had agreed on for the whole Voyage. 

Thus after fo long a Stay, I fet out 
on Wednefday about Noon. There were 
Aboard the Tartan^ belides the four 
>j#rmjb-Men, feven 7«rib, and the Aga 
I of Stydcf who had quitted the Tmrki^ 
' Ship, becaufe of the Ignorance of the 
Owner. What I obferv’d in thefe Bar- 
bariantj was, that they had laid afide 
the foolilh Fiercenefs and Arrogance 
they Praftife Aboard their qwn Ships, 
where they feek all Occafions to wrong 
a Chrifldan *, and it was a great Satisfa- 
dion to me to lee them Aboard our 
Tartan, as quiet as Lambs; not ventur¬ 
ing to their Prayers in Publick, for 
fear of being Laugh’d at Having Sail’d 
20 Miles, we pafs’d by the Ifland Scimo.

Going affiore to fee a wonderful Tree, The City- 
as alfo the City, I took notice it was 
feated near the Sea, on a rifing Ground, 
and defended by good Walls, and a

It 
has no Port, but an open Road is all the 
ihelter the Ships have.

About it 
there are good Gardens and Vineyards, 
which produce excellent Wine. The 
wonderful Tree is a Plain, by the Turks 
call’d G»or, ftanding within the City 
between the Cattle Gate, and the Sazar^ 
or Market-Place. It is moft certain 
there is not the like of it in Europe ; 
for 4.000 Men can ftand under its Boughs, 
which are held up by 35 Props, or lit¬ 
tle Pillars, under which there are two 
Fountains, apd feveral Benches fix’d, to 
take the Air.

our Arrival, three Sail departed thence, 
after taking a Saiciy leaving a quantity 
of Wood on the Shoar, which our 7 'ar- 
ta» took aboard. Monday icJth. the 
Wind continuing contrary, the Seamen 
went about the Rocks gathering Shell- 
Fifli; and having given the Aga of Sey- 
de a Sea'llrcbin, that Brute put it to 
the Fire to Roaft, as if it had been a 
Filh: And to fay the truth, he ftiew’d 
himielf like a Beaft, in his Words and 
Anions, and wore a Beard like a Con¬ 
jurer, or rather lik* a he Goat, bred 
wild on a Mountain. 

Ttufday 17th. we Ciil’d three hours 
before day, but had litttle Wind, ib 
that by Noon, we had much ado to pals 
the Streight, between the Illands Soma 
and Forni : After Noon it frelbned, and 
we ran under a Top-fail to Sdoy where 
we arriv’d at Night, after running 130 
Miles, the computed diftance, between

jfrt Ifland Ethaliay according tofome, was the 

firft name of this Illand,afterwards call’d 
Scicosy or rather Scirosy from an antient 


near the Port; which tho’ on the Land 
fide it have a broad deep Ditch, with 
two Bridges and Gates, yet has fuch 
weak antient Walls, and lb bare of Out¬ 
works and Cannon, that they can make 
but a few hours re^nce. In one An> 
gle of the City towards the South is an¬ 
other Fort with 10 pieces of Cannon, 
and another in the middle, lately rais’d 
on the Ruins of a Greek Church. 

The Port is large, but not fafe, the th,. w 
bottom being foft, lb that the Anchors 
have no hold ; in the midft of it, is the 
Light-houft for tlie conveniency of Ships 
that come in by Night. In this Port, 
lie the five Galleys of the Ifland, com¬ 
manded by as many BtgSy to whom the 
Grand Seignior allows 12000 Crowns, 
for the charge of each of them. 

Conlidering the iinallneft of the City, 

40000 Inhabitants is a conliderable 
number, moll of them being Chri^ns, 
as well Latinsy as Greeks. For this rea- 
Ibn, there are alfo two Bilhops, one a 
Catholick, who has about 50 Priefts 
under him, and the other a SchifmaticL%

of Mafiick, It is one of the chiefeft in 
the Arcbifels^o^ and of thole call’d Cy¬ 
clades y being 80 Miles in compafs. On 
the Nordi of it, is the Ifland Meteli»y or 
Mytileuty on the Eaft NatoUaJnofoi which 
it k feparated by a Channel 3 Leagues 
wide, call’d the Streight of Cipo Biun- 
yCOy or the White Cape, and on the South 
the Ifland Naccaria.

He, after fay¬ 
ing three jMafles one Morning in Scio , 
of an Aagiifiinian Friar, became a A/i*- 
hometan ^ but afterwards repenting, de- 
fir’d the Conful to contrive his eltape 
into Chrijlendom. This was a matter 
that requir'd much management, be- 
caufe he was kept in the Bajfd\ Houfe, 
who perceiving fomething of his change, 
lecanfe he delay’d being Circumcis'd, 
lad caus’d him one Morning to be cut 
>y force, telling him, if he fled, he 
hould at leaft carry the mark with him 
;o Italy. The caufc of this misfortune 
vas, that he leading an ill Life in his 
Drder, and the Superior intending to 
punilh him, he fled to .

being refus'd, in defpair he turn’d Ma- 
'lomeian. From that time forward, he 
always did the Bilhop ill Offices with 
the Ba^a, fallly accufing him of Iwld- 
VoL IV.

the Mahometan Religion was a cheat, 
and their Prophet an Impoflor, who 
led Souls to Hell. A great multitude 
flock’d about him, hearing thefe Words, 
and fotne underftanding Italian , ran to 
acquaint the Bajfa , who order’d the 
Friar to be brought before him, in the 
mofl abulivc manner, as was perform’d, 
tholb Barbarians breaking the Crofs. 
Being brought, he ask’d him, whether 
he wW mad to behave himfelf after that 
manner ? B. James told him, he was in 
his right fcnles, and had been mad when 
he embrac’d fo infamous a Religion. A 
Court was held after this, and tlic Jrt cnch 
labour’d with the Cadi to fave his Life, 
or at leaft that he Ihould be put to an 
ealie Death ^ and the Cadi ofibriiig to . 
pardon himprovided he would own 
what he did, w'as in a fit of madnefs, 
the good Man would not do it, but cx- 
pefted Death with an iinparalleird Rc- 
Iblution. Being therefore led in the 
beginning of July in his Shirt and Bree¬ 
ches to the Gate of the Seraglio^ the Ex¬ 
ecutioner ftriick him with the back of' 
his Scimiter, to terrific and make him 
unfay what he had faid •, but not pre¬ 
vailing with a fecon4ftroke, he at lafl 
ftruck off his Head, hacking the dead 
Body, which being bought by the French 
for 50 Tiafires, to be bury’d, was put 
into Lime to lave the Bones, but the 
place being open’d after three Months, 
it was found as frelh as it was bury’d, 
not fo much as a Hair being dropp’d off 
his Beard. This was told me, by Mon- 
lieur Rifera^ and other French Merchants, 
who were eye Witnefles to it j and be- 
caufe all the Chriflians of the Eafl have 
celebrated his Feftival, I thought fit to 
make mention of it, for the Informa¬ 
tion of thofe who have not heard of 
it. 

Friday 2oth. the Wind blew fo hard, 
that the V'cffds in the Harbour were 
forc’d to drop another Anchor, which 
lafled zWSamrdsy 2ifl.

I walk’d about the City, with the Con-

Jo make the Maftick, they give a gaih 
in fome parts of the Trunks whence, 
from the beginning of till the end 
of June^ that Liquor drops down on the > 
Ground; and therefore they endeavour ' 
to keep the place very clean to gather 
it. They fay, there is good Turpen¬ 
tine made in the fame Ifland, but 1 did 
not foe the Tree. Then we went three 
Miles from the City, to foe a Rock near 
the Sea, in which there was a Seat cut 
in the middle, and others about it,which 
they told me, was Homer's School but 
I never read tliat Homer taught. 

'i hc Partridges arc fo tame in Scio, 
that they feed about the Fields in Sum- i>ar- 
mcr, and at Night return to their Ma- tridges. 
fler’s Houfo, upon thecal! of a Whiftlc, 
as was Ihcw’d me in a Village we tame 
through, in our return home. 

I had refolv’d to go from Scie to Co«- 
pantinoplcy aboard another Veflcl; but 
Moniieur Riper a, who deliver’d me from 
the danger I was in at Rhedesj would not 
confent, faying, it was better forme 
to go to Smirna to take my Pals, and 
continue my Voyage thence j becaufe if 
I went Aboard Turks or Greeks again 
without a Pals, I might eafilyfoc made 
a Slave in any Ifland of the Archipelago^ 
where there were no French ^ which be¬ 
ing alfo told me by the Gonful, I alter’d 
my Rcfolntion, and took the good Ad¬ 
vice tliey gave me, and the fooncr be- 
caufo the Winter being well advanced, 
and the Voyage 500 Miles, 1 might have 
lain fome Months by the way. 

I embark’d with the fame Company 
aboard the fame Tartan^ on T ttefdM 24. 
and the Wind being fair, foon left thq^ 

Land of Cuchimel on our right hand j but j 
near the Ifland Spalmatore^ the Wind' 
fiil’d us, and therefore we advanc’d but '' 
little that Night, between the Conti¬ 
nent and tiic liQand, which is inhabited 
by Turks pd Greeks.

pccially the XanceUbi , cover’d with 
Lead -y and that of the Amunimsy where 
the Caravan of Ver^a fets up; where 
fofa Dutch Piaftroy or little more, a 
Man may have a Room without a Bed 
for a Month, and live luitable to his 
Pilrfe. 

Smirnay Lamlray Lamiresy or Sarchi- 
ftia, is feated in 38 deg. of Latitude,

It is thought to have been 
Founded by the Amazjansy in the Year 
of the World 3203, or by TheJeuSy as 
others will have it.

There being an antient Caftle, in the 
upper part of the City, faid to be built 
by the Emprefs ffeleny I went to fee it 
on Saturday 28th. Being upon the Hill The Ca- 
that commands the City, 1 obferv’d on fhe. 
the left hand, an antient Strucfure,which 
they laid, had been the Palace of the 
Grech Council, when Smirna vvas the 
Metropolis of lonUy and the lefler AJia. 

Going into the Caftle, at the great Gat^ 
towards the City, I found on the left 
hand, a Statue, of half the Body of the 
aforclaid Emprefs, and under it fome 
Turkijh Charaders, with a Marble Tomb, 
and by it an antient Church, converted 
into a Mo felly but all ruin’d, and fovc- 
ral Marble* Pillars lying about the 
Ground. Clofe by, there is a Dcfcent 
into a place under Ground, in which 
there are 24 ^aft great Colums that fup- 
port certain Vaults; the bottom of it 
being vvell Pav’d, lhe#s it was a Ciftern 
for the ufc ofthe Caftle. The comp^ 
of the laid Caftle is almoft a Mile, in 
the nature of an Amphitheater, with 
fix plain Towers next the City; the o-*

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cliers on oppofite fide ^epg ruin d. 

O'meU/. Within this Ipacc, there lie njany Stones 
I6p3. mid Pillars atout the Ground, which 
ihew there were feveral Dwellings 
within it. They fay, St. Sotyc^pw was 
expos’d to be devour’d by Lions^ the 
Iquare place of this Caftle. 

Coming down a-foot from the Hill, 
i faw a very antient Fabrick, which 
feems to have been a Fort of the Old 
Citywhereof on the North-fide, Ibrae 
fraall part of the Walls remain, which 
Time has not yet dcmolilh’d. The New 
City is all open.

F Ryday t ith, the Weather being fair, 

1 took leave of my Friends, and bar¬ 
gaining for my PaOage Aboard a Turkifl) 
Veflel call’d a Chiamberf Imbark’d on 
Saturday at Night, paying for a Cabbin 
a-part, that I might be le|»rate from 
thole Scoundrels. About midnight we 
Sail’d with a fair Wind. 

5 Way 13th, two Hours before Sun- 
fet, we found our felvesoppofiteo), and 
lyvo Miles from the Fortrefs of FoagUy 
Teatcd on that Point of Land, which is 
on the Left, entring the Bay of Stnirnuy 
which is 40 Miles in length, and this 
Iccurcs the Entrance into the Port of 
that City, ftanding at the bottom of the 
‘Bay. ThisF<im'4 is fmall, bit wall’d, 
and defended by a Caflie. We arriv’d 
at MetelUn about Night, and Landed 
there, having Sail’d 80 Miles. 

MettlUny or Mtylency anciently known 
by the Names of Lesbos, Homme and 
Maearioy is call’d by the Turks MediUiy 
and is 350 Miles in Compafs. No Ifland 


in the Archipelago is more famous; for 
it was the Country of Pittacus, one of 
the feven wife Men of Greccey of the 
Learned Sapphoy of Arion the Mulician, 
and of other renowned Men. The 
Metropolitan City is feated on the N. 
E. fide, on a Rock, which butting into 
the Sea, makes two feveral Ports. That 
on the Eafl-fide ferves for the Galleys, 
and there were two in it; the other for 
all forts of Ships. They arc both de¬ 
fended by a Caftleon the Hill,, and ano¬ 
ther Fort at the foot of it, looking to¬ 
wards the Wefl.

To con¬ 
clude, we Arriv’d at the City Calif oU 
befoie Sun-fet, it being 30 Miles fiom 
the two Caftles. I admir’d the won¬ 
ders of Nature in Sailing through this 
Streight, for in fome Places it is but 
three Miles over, in others ten, and in 
the vvideft thirty, ftrctcMng 300 Miles 
in length to the Black Sea, and much 
differing in all Parts where its Waters 
have a rapid Courfi;. 

Being Landed, I went to the French 
Vice-Conful’s, to procure Ibme Me way 
^f Travelling to the Court of Adria- 
nople. He would not permit me to 
Lodge any where but in his own Houfe 3 
which I willingly accepted, rather than 
lie on the Ground in a Coffcc-Houfc •, 
there being no Xany in Gallipoli. He 
gave me an excellent Supper, and good 
Bed, which I had need of, having had 
five bad Nights at Sea ; but he being a 
and R^bi, and conlequently Learn¬ 
ed, and a punftual Obferver of the /*- 
brew Siipcrllitions ^ 1 could not conform 
to his Pharllaical way of living, as to 
the manner of Eating. He would ne¬ 
ver allow me to cut the Bread with my 
own Knife but with his ^ and what made 
me Laugh moft was, that he made no 
other ufe of thofe Knives he cut the 
Meat with; and they were all to be 
fpotlels. As for my Journy, he laid, if 
I had Arriv’d one Day fooncr, I might 
have gone with a Janixatry^ who carry’d 
fomc J^etters from the King of France 
to the Embaffador, deliver’d to him by 
a French Captain, who was corac from 
Marfeilles in 24 Days; however he 
would ufe all his Endeavours, to get 
me a fccurc Paflagc ; fince I had refas’d 
to go Aboard the laid Veffel to Confian- 
tinople^ being very dcllrous firft to fci:

We left Bdoyr^ a 
great Town behind us, having Rode 14 
Miles, and lay that Night at Cane^ the 
fame number of Miles further. The 
Xans^ or Caravanferas in Tnrky^ arc no- 
tliing but long Stables, in the midft 
wiicreof the Horfes ftand, and on the 
lidcs fomewhat higher, their Mafters, 
who are to provide thcmfelves with 
Meat, and Drefs it. There is this Con- 
vciiiency in it, that a Man is not Im- ' 
pos’d upon by his Holt, as is done in 
Ckriftendom ; for the Lodging is given 
Gratis., being Legacies left by TurkSf 
for the good of their Souls. A Jani¬ 
zary that came afoot Affifted me in all 
I wanted, making my Bed with Mats, 
and keeping a Fire all Night to warm 
the cold Room. True it is, I could not 
Sleep for his Prating and Smoaking with 
three Spahies his Friends. 

Sunday 20th, wc took Coach before 
Day, and Travell’d a plain Road thro 
a cultivated Country ten Miles to the 
Village of JuUgia-Muffurma^ after which 
wc entred many Mountains cover’d with 
fmall Trees fit for nothing. Having 
drove eight Miles of this way, we came 
again into the Plain, and went fevea Miles 
further to reft at Malgara. 
iidgtrt This is a City feated at the foot of a 
'•'ty* Mountain, containing about 10000 Souls 
Turksy Armenians and Gretksy under the 
Government of a Baffa, to whom 300 
Villages about it are Subjed. Here are 
foven Mofehs cover’d with Lead \ and a 
large Place enclos’d with fix Cupdasy 
which ftrves for an Exchange, or Bazar 
of the richefl; Commodities. Had it not 
^cn for the Mountain, we had that Day 
Travcll’d forty Miles, for the Bdgarian 
kept his Horfes to a round Trot. But 
I not being us’d to fit after the Turkish 
falhion, with my Legs acrofs like a Sai¬ 
lor, fuller’d much in that Coach without 
Seats, and fo contriv’d that any Euro¬ 
pean would have found it very uncafie. 
At Night wc lay as before, for nothing, 
in a Xany otCaravanfera with our Horles.

Monday 21ft, we fet out an Hour be¬ 
fore Day, Travelling over a plain Coun¬ 
try but little cultivated, and at the end 
of twenty Miles, came to the Village of 
ArmanUy and going twenty Miles further, 

Ray’d at Night in the Village of Cafun- 
chiuori ; near which is a famous Bridge a ioiig 
witn 154 Stone-Arches two Miles in Bridge, 
length, over the River and Morals of 
Coghine. This River is as wide as the 
Vmurno of Capua, in the Kingdom of 
Naplesy and its Channel being too fmall, 
it often over-flows. 

Turfdayii^y I Walk’d over the Bridge, 
and thought its Stru( 9 ture as remarkable 
as ks length. Then we advanced four 
Miles along a deep Chalky w'ay, where 
the Horfes had much Difficulty to Draw. 

It being Night, and feeing the Bdgariauy 
who would go no further, talk in Pri¬ 
vate with a Janizary, made me fufpeft 
fome Treachery , but the Janizary fee¬ 
ing me with my Gun in my Hand went 
his way, and we at break of day conti¬ 
nu’d our Journey with a Caravan of Ca¬ 
mels. Wc met feveral Companies of 
Janizaries, in 30 Miles wc had to Tra¬ 
vel, the way all along good, and the 
Country little cultivated for want of 
People, and at laft came towards E- 
^vening to Adrianeple. 

Orcpfity Orefiey or Vifeudama in for- Jirien^U 
mer times, now in bur Language Adri- Gty. 
anopUy from the Emperor Adrian , and 
in the Turkiflj Adfine , is feated in 43 
deg. of Latitude. It ftands in fb plea- 
fant a Country, that Amurat the Turk¬ 
ic Emperor, leaving Burfa , remov’d 
his Imperial Court thither, and fome 
of his Succeflbrs continu’d it, fo that it 
was not only fwpportcd, but the num¬ 
ber of its Inhabitants increas’d: Itscom- 
pafs is between 7 and 8 Miles, includ¬ 
ing the old City and feveral Gardens. 

There is nothing beautiful in it, tibe 
Houfes being low, built of Wood and 
Clay, and Ibme of Brick, and the Streets 
fo dirty, that a Man muft wear Boots 
in Winter; fo that it looks more like 
a great Village than a City. There is 
no doubt buj the Ottoman Emperors have 
made it much more Populous, as appears 
by the increafe of its Buildings j for the 
old City where they Dwelt before the 
taking of Confiantineple was much lefs. 

1 told In the compafi of its Wall, froni 
the Strudurc call’d AU Bafa, to the 
Gate of Magnajtapjiy that is, the Gase of 
theRivSr, only 24 Towers, Ibmeftand- 
ing, fome fallen, and very near to onp 
another, which ffiews the fmallncls of 
the Place. The reft of tht Wall being 
^ H 2 &Uen, 
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fallen, the T'trks take no care to Re¬ 
build it, and fo leave all ^dn/imple 
open. 

Several Waters encompafs the City; 
but the chief of them are the three Ri¬ 
vers Tungia^ over which there are three 
Stone-Bridges, Jlrda and Merici^ and 
there are fomc Hills that command it 
on the Eaft-lidc. Jt is Inhabited by 
Crechf Jews^ Afmtnians^ Turks, Tala-

IVednefds^ 23d, I went to pay my Rc- 
foefts to the French Amballador, who 
Liv’d beyond the Bridge and Village of 
Jenimaret, two Miles from my l,odging, 
and near the Grand Signior’s Seraglio, 
call’d by the Turks Serrs^ovaji. He re¬ 
ceiv'd me very Courtcoufly, and oficr’d 
me his Protedion, which I had need of 
in that baibarous, and falfo Country. 
After Dinner 1 went to foe a wonderful 
Exchange, half a Mile in length, call’d 
AU Bajfa, taking the Name of the Foun¬ 
der. It is a vaft Arch with fix Gates, 
and 355 rich Shops on both fides, fnr- 
nilh’d with all forts of rich Goods, in¬ 
cluding thofo that arc under the Arch of 
the great Gate. Thcfo are kept by Twhs, 
Jews, Armenians and Greeks, who pay 


Un rounded with Bannifters below. All 
the Pavement is cover’d with good Car¬ 
pets, and from the Arches hang five 
great Iron Rings, or Branches with a 
vaft multitude of I ,amps after.thcir fa- 
fhion. In the midft of the Mofeh was a 
great fouare Scaffold rais’d eight Spans 
above the Ground, and enclos'd with 
Wooden Bannifters, as I fuppofc, for 
the Alullah, or Mahometan Prieft, near 
which was a Fountain. The other En- 
clofure or Tribune, which belongs to 
the Grand ^^ior, on the right or the 
principal Nich, which we Ihould call the 
high Altar, is enclos’d with Lettices, 
and eight S^ns above the Ground. On 
the left was a handfome Stone Pulpit; 
and oppofitc to it foveral little Chairs 
for the Adullahs. The Cuyulas wc have 
fpoken of are cover’d with Lead, and 
look glorious when the Sun fhines on 
them.

Thefc 
Shops allb pay two Puijires a Month to 
the Owners, and half a one to the afore- 
faid Mofeh hchigiumij by Grant from the 
Grand Signtor. It w'as almoft Noon, and 
1 heard a dilagrccable ibrt of Muflek 
ibunding in this rich Place, and a mnl- 
titude of Tarh anfwer it in a barbarous 
manner, and askuig the Jew what it 
meant, he told me they were praying 
for the Grand Signior. Ad joi ni ng to this 
Exchange, are the Shops of the Silver- 
fmiths and Goldfmiths 10 a long cover’d 
Street. 

VccerfaiPs After Dinner I went witlvthe Jew to 
MoTcL the Mofeh of Vccerfali, without being 
hindred by four Mi^ahs that were pray¬ 
ing in it. This has only one Court or 
Cloifter about it, out of which three 
Gates lead into the Mofeh, where is a 
Gallery fuftain’d by twelve good Pillars 
of green Marble j belides fix white ones 
bigger than the others, which arc before 


the aforelaid Gates. The Roof is co¬ 
ver’d with fifteen liaadlbme Cupulas Lead¬ 
ed over. At the four outward Angles 
of the Mofeh, are four high Towers of 
Frec-ftone, and in the inidft of the 
Cloifter a curious Fountain for the Turh 
to Walli in. On the inlidc it has five 
Cufutas, four at the Angles, and a great 
one in the middle held up by two great 
Columns, all painted with ArMckChd- 
raders. In the middle many Lamps 
hang, according to their Cuftom, and 
on the left of the Nich is a Marble Pul¬ 
pit -, and op the right a high Tribune 
enclosM with Letticcs for the Grand 
Signtor, and another on the left clopj 
to the Pillar, but without Lcttices. 

The Floor was cover’d with good Cai - 
pets. 

Thencc 1 went to view the Grand vificrWh' 
Vifierh Palace •, where I foinid nothing 
fuitable to his great Poft, but oiily a 
convenient Dwelling after the Turkfn 
falhion. We went firft into a great 
Court, in which were the Stables and 
Officers belonging to them. We pafs’d 
out of that into another, in the midft 
whereof was a Fountain, and feverai 
Perfons on Horfe-back, who attended 
that great Minifter. At the Front of 
this Court was a long Soffa, or Place a 
little rais’d, where many Pcrlbns flood 
expeSing Audience. We could not go 
into the Lodgings, and therefore turn d 
back. • 

By the way we met a Bride condlift¬ 
ing to her Bridegroom. Fifty Turks 
rode on Horfe-back two and two, and 
after them came the Bridegroom on the 
left, which is the upper Hand among 
the Turks ; then follow’d the Bride in a 
clofe Coach, with two others following 
for State. A little further I met the 
French Amballador going home upon a 
Dun Horfe, follow’d by eight Footmen, 
clad in Red, two Gentlemen in Blew-, 
and four JanizAries all a-Foot.

After Dinner, 1 went 
to fee a great Vaulted place, a quarter 
of a IMiJe in length, and cover’d with 
lead; fioin one lide whereof, there is 
a t’all&gc into another, 50 Paces long, 
where are all the Shooemaker’s Shops, 
who pay the Hire to the Mefch of Sul¬ 
tan Selim, near which they ftand. The 
Day being fair, and the fii ft time the 
Sun had appear’d lince my arrival,! went 
again into this Mofch,to fee whether the 
Tower on the left had allb the three 
wonderful Stair Cafes, as I feid, 1 law, 
in that on the right, and the better to' 
fee the bignelsof the City from its high 
top. The Keeper of the Gate, for a 
few Paroi's, carry’d me up to the third 
Story, where all three Stair Cafes end, 
which are winding, and have 252 Steps 
each. But there is this difference, that 
the firft and fecond, which lead to the 
firft and fecond Stories, run up quite to 
the third; but the Stair-cafe on the 
right, leads only to the third Story, or 
wonderful Strufturc,*and anfwerable to 
the Grandeur of tlic Founder : The o- 
ther two Towers have but one Stair- 
cafe each. 

Going on Monday 28th to fee the 
Dervu dance at the Muradie, 1 found a 
a dead Horfe by the way, and abund¬ 
ance of T ^trks ftriving who fhould cut 
The Mil- the beft bit out of him. The Muradie 
ride, is a Monaftery of Turkijh Monks, feated 
on a Hill within the City. Coming up 
to it, 1 found a fmall Mofeh, before the 
Gate whereof, there were five Leaded 
Cupula’s, fupported by five Pillars. Ta¬ 
king off my Shooes, as I had done at the 
other Mofehs ; and going in without any 
hinderance from ilic Turks ^ as they do 
in Eppt, 1 found two places Rail’d in on 
the ndes, for Perfons of Note. On the 
right of the Niche was a Clofct, enclos’d 
with Lettices, eight Spans above the 
Ground, which they told me, was for 
the Grand Seignior. On the left, was 
the Pulpit <» Preach in, and twci, others 
on the lidcs of it, four Spans high, and 
nwde like a Iquare Beer, without any 
coveriiig,where th aMul/ah ufesto Read, 
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fitting crofs Leg’d. Eight Spans above 
the Ground, the Wall was all crufted 
over with fine Tile, the Pavement cd 
ver’d with Carf^ts, and abundance ol 
Lamps hanging in the middle.^ ^ 

Thence I went to fee the Dwellings 
of thefe Religious Men, which are about 
the Mefch', and then into other Apart¬ 
ments, where I found abundance of Poor, 

*who receiv’d as Alms, Plates of boil'd 
Rice, with a little Meat and Bread, 
which is diftributed every Monday and 
Thurfday, thefe being call’d Days of* 
turning round. After the Midday 
Prayers, the Superior, with thei^Dtrvi- 
ces, or Religious Men, went from the 
Mefch, to a Room near by, in the raidft 
whereof was a Iquare Scaffold, three 
Spans above the Ground, and enclos’d 
with Banifters, four Spans diftant from 
the Wall, in which fpace fcvcral Turks ■ 
fate about. Ten Steps led up to ano- 
thcr Scaffold along the Wall, with a 
Clgfet boarded up, in which fix of eight 
Devotees that went in, play’d on Pipes, 
and beat Drums; one Sung, and ano¬ 
ther, when the Mufick ceas’d. Preach’d. 

At phe upper end of the Room, thci e 
v#e|e two Chains bare, fix Spans above 
the Floor; the Superior fate down in 
one of them, and in the other, an old 
Man, clad in red; at whofc Feet fate 
another old Man, clad in Green, like 
the Superior, and the other Dervices a- 
bout the aforefaid Scaffeld on the in- 
llde. 

Their Habit is not fix’d, for every 
one of them wears what Cloth, and co¬ 
lour he pleafes; but their Caps rauft be 
of white Wool, lhap’d like a Sugar 
Loaf; but the Superior, and two old 
Men wore a Border, like the lower part 
of a Turbant about it, and a Towel a- 
bout their Necks. 

One of thofe that were upon the up- A MatO’ 
per Scaffold , began the Ceremony of Ce 
turning round, to a doleful Tunc, like 
that we ufe to Sing, the Lamentations 
of the Prophet Jeremy , in the Holy- 
Week ; after which, the Superior made 
a Ihort Speech, or Sermon, expound¬ 
ing a Book, out of which, a Dervice that 
fete by his lide, read two and two Ver- 
fes with much Gravity; the Religious 
Men in th6 mean while harkning with 
great Submiffion, their Heads hanging 
down. This Expounding lafted half an 
hour; after whi^h, the Superior came 
down from his Chair, and fate down on 
a Carpet crofs Leg’d, after the Turkift 
fafiiion. The Dervice began again to 
Sing from the Scaffold, and to read in 
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a little Book in the fame doleful Tone; 

CtemeUi. when he had done, the Pipes were play’d 
1593 ? on, and Drums beaten^ to which the 
Superijpr, and his Companion clad in 
Grecji , danced after a ridiculous nian- 
•jner. Then the eight Dervices ftood up, 
and palling by the place, w here the Su¬ 
perior Iiad late down again, made a low 
bow to him,which the Superior returnjd, 
Handing up, and then fate down again. 
After this, the eight Religious Men took 
olF their upper Garment, and remain’d 
with the under one, which was clofe, 
like a Petty-coat, and a Ihort Jacket o- 
ver it. In this Habit, they pafs’d one 
after another before the Superior, and 
making their obcifancc to him, began 
to turn round, with their Arms fpread, 
.and their bare Feet, one upon the 
other i fo tliat I wonder tiicy did not 
fail. This painful Dance was regula¬ 
ted, according as tlie Muiick play’d 
qukk, orQow, and lalled halt a quar¬ 
ter 01 an hour. This ending at a cer¬ 
tain Sign given, the Superior flood up, 
uiui iTi .de a bow to the mad Dervices, 
vvi;o the fame in humble man¬ 

ner: aftei wuich, they began the fecoad 
turn, wnich lalled the lame time, with 
like bowing at the end. Then the third 
began, and ended in the fame manner. 
After which, the Superior walk’d for¬ 
ward gently with his old Companion, 
into the middle , and turn’d clcrcrly 
round upon one foot, as his Dervices had 
done; the Fringe that hung down from 
his half Turbant, giving him the more 
Grate. Among them was an Old Man 
above 5 o Years of Age, who I admire, 
did not drop down with Giddinefs. 
During this fourth turning, the Inftru- 
ments play'd, and one of the eight that 
were above, Sung \ and it ended with 
the ufual bowing. I'hcn an old Man 
lead, 1 know not what, in a Rook, and 
the Superior repeated it, all the Com¬ 
pany anfwering with a frightful Accla¬ 
mation, and the Dervices withdrew af¬ 
ter killing the Superior’s Hand. 

I return’d home in the Evening, ha¬ 
ving flay’d fo long to fee this I'urkift 
folly, like the turning of Staggs in rut¬ 
ting time i and the Boards witli the con¬ 
tinual life of it, Ihine like Marble. 1 
found fomc Bundles of Cloaths before 
my Chamber Door j and enquiring of 
my Landlady what they were j flic told 
me, they belong’d to a Turk, juft come 
from Conftantinofls. Ill the mean while 
came Monficur rancleve, who had pro¬ 
vided that Lodging for me, and told 
me he had words with that Tnrk, who 
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came very faucily to put me out of my 
Chamber, to take it for himfelfj faying, 
he was a jiift Man, and cf a good Reli¬ 
gion, and I of a b.ad one, and an Infi¬ 
del, and therefore he ought to be pre^ 
ferr’d j and the more, bccaufe he JiacI 
Jain there ocher times. ra»cleve an- 
fwer’d. That the Room had been taken 
fora Frank, .who would never bear with 
his Infblencc, and therefore he might 
provide dfewhcrc; but the Turk per- 
filling in his impertinence, left his Bag¬ 
gage at the Door, and was gone in a 
rage to the Cadi, to make good what 
he had faid. Hearing this, I flmt the 
Door, and expeded his coming; and 
accordingly he return’d witbiii an hour, 
and knock’d at the Door three times, 
but I would not open it, and font hiiii 
away with a flea in liis Ear. He feeing 
I was no more conqilying than the Cadi, 
who would not conceni himiclf with the 
Fiaaks , took lip that Night under a 
Pciit-honfe, open on all fidcs, and vio¬ 
lently cold, the Weather being Froily, 
and the Snow lying three Spans deep; 
where his Companion, and he being 
pierc’d with cold, fpent the Night,barn- 
ing Fire to warm one fide, whilft the 
other Froze to the Boards. I hearing 
them often blow the Fire, could not for¬ 
bear Laughing, to think that the Man 
of the good Religion bad fo wretched 
a Night of it, and he of the bad, lay in 
a good Room ayd Bed. At break of 
Day, the Turk went away half ftarv’d. 

Tuefday 29th, I went a (hooting to 
the Village of Caragafehi, Inhabited by 
Greeks : Palling over the River Tungia, 
that runs clofe to the Eaft-lide of the 
City, on a Bridge of Arches, by the 
Turks call’d Jenichiupri, that is, the new 
Bridge; and 100 Paces beyond it, the 
River Merid, on a Wooden Bridge,and 
the Marih on another. Thefc two Ri¬ 
vers meet half a League from the City. 

I had little Sport; the Jew that went 
with me being better at his Tongnethan 
at Sporting. 

IVednefday ;;otb, I was kept in by the ciaw 
Snow and Cold, but on Thurfd^ 31th oiTmiuy^ 
went ouc,‘ and had the good luck to 
meet the Osam of Tartary , riding on a 
Dun Horfc from the Seraglio, to his Pa¬ 
lace, in a Village fix Miles from Adria- 
naple. He was of a proportionable Sta¬ 
ture, brown of Complexion, and of a 
fierce Countenace; but about 80,Years 
of Age. He was clad in Green, and had 
on his Head a Carpas , or Cap of the 
lame colour, after the Tartar Falhiob; 
on which two upright Feathers were 

fil’d 
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fix’d, which crofs’d one anoUier ar the 
Ce^ffi. top. Twenty Servants on IJIorfe-back 
i6^. follow’d him, well clad afeer their raan- 
nei'i belidcsas many niorefcntby the 
Grand Vizier to do him honour. 

•riie Friday thz firft oi January 1694, bc- 

Gnand ing a Feftival Day among the Turks ^ 
Seignio>-. I went before the Seraglio , to fee the 
Grand Seignior go abroad. Four Ba¬ 
ft angis a Horfe-back went before, car¬ 
rying Red Clotli to cover the Clofet, 
or Tribune. Some time after, it being 
about Noon , 20 Chiasts appear’d on 
Horfe-back, after whom, came 14 If- 
doglianSy or Pages of the Grand Seigni- 
oi-s, and 10 great Men of the Court, all 
on HorJe-back, and lallly the Coach, 
attended by 12 Obadafeis^ or Gentlemen 
of the Bed-Chamber ^ 12 white and 
black Eunuchs on Horfe-back, and fe- 
veral Baltagis a-foot ^ near the Mofeh , 
there were about 400 'ja,iiz.aria in 
Arms. The Grand Seipnior was in 
the fame Coach, I mention’d bcfoi c, and 
came out of it,,at the Gate ot tlie 
call’d Miixadia , near the Seragho. I 
took notice he bad a Silk Vtfl on, of a 
pale Red, like a wither’d i^ofej his 
Cap was adorn’d with fniall black Fea¬ 
thers, on the ends whereof, there were 
fmall white and red Spots, which look’d 
very handfbme; upon the edge of the 
Cap, there were large Diamonds, fet 
together in a Jewel, like a Pyramid, 
on the fidcs whereof, ,thcre hung feve- 
ral little Gold Chains, faftiied behind. 
Being lalutcd by the People, he return’d 
it civilly, bowing liis Head low. After 
him, came the Sektrar out of the Coach 
(contrary to the praftice of Omftendom^ 
where the Mafter comes out lalt) car¬ 
rying the Scimitar. Prayers being end¬ 
ed, which laltcd an hour, 1 law him 
come out of the Mofeh , with the lame 
Attendance; but he had not the Cap on, 
which he had given to a Servant, but 
a Green Turbant, with the lower part 
White, and another Yellow Silk Veil-. 
When he was in his Coach, the Peo¬ 
ple falutcdhim on both fidcs; and when 
he was pafs’d, all the Jamxjtries , and 
Lords of his Retinue, went away about 
their bufinefs, without accompanying 
him. 1 have diliindly fet down his 
manner of going abroad upon two le-

'I liofc that w'car the white Cap not 
very long, nor ending fliarp, but refeni- 
bliiig the Ducal Venetian ^p of Main- 
teuai.ee, are call'd Halvagi ; and among 
them thofe that are particularly Em¬ 
ploy’d in the Kitchin, have the peculiar 
Name of Aragis^ 01 Xaccis^ over whom, 
as allb over all the reft of the Hdvagis^ 
the Kifargi-Bofei has full Authority; 
yet every Kitchin has its Supervifor 
call’d Aragi-Bafci ; belides the Muchek- 
Bnnrij who piovides all Things nccef- 
fary for’the Kitchin and Tables, even 
of Ambafladors, according to the Or¬ 
ders he receives from the Grand Vi- 
Jier. 

Hiflikr- The Haftaler-Agafi is Head of the 
Infirmary, and takes Notice of all that 
goes into, or out of the 5 rr^l<o ; but 
above all takes care chat no Wine be 
brought in. All this great Number of 
People (which fometimes according as 
the Sultan is inclin’d, may amount to 
10000, but are not at prefenc above 
3000) are Born of Chriftian Parents, 
and taken in War, or forcibly by the 
Baffa's in the conquer’d Provinces to fend 
them as Prefencs to the Grand Signior. 
He choofes out the Handfomeft to Di- 
Itribute them among the Seraglio's, and 
have them brought up to thd Adahometan 
Law, and Exercifes, dividing them into 
two Ranks; one of the Azamoglans be¬ 
ing the ableft for Service, fuch as Bdta~ 
gis, Halvagis, and Bofiangis ; the other 
of the better fort defign'd tor the great- 
eft Employments of the Empire, call’d 
Jfcioglans, in whom beiidesForm, a good 


promifing Wit is requir’d. They are 
bred very carefully and ftriftly, palling 
through four Rooms they call Odas, 
where they are Taught noble Exercifes, 
fit for Perlbns that ai e to Serve lb great 
a Monarch, and to have the Title of his 
Pages and Gentlemen. The white Eu¬ 
nuchs arc their Mailers, who Treat 
them with Severity, and Beat them Cru¬ 
elly for the leaft Fault; fo that they 
mull have much Patience to get to the 
fourth Chamber, where the bell of them 
are with certain hopes to rife to the 
greateft Employments in the Emjn're. 

Tho’ they arc to be of Chriftian Parents, 
yet the Capi^Agi, or Great Mailer of 
the Seraglio, does not fail to put in 
fome Sons of Turks that are promifing 
Lads. 

There are allb in the Seraglio about 
5, or 600 Maidens, either taken in 
War, or for Tribute of the Provinces, 
or feut as Prefents by the Bajfa’s, for 
. the Sultanas Plcafure, who now and then 
withdraws from the heavy^Care of Em¬ 
pire to Divert himfelf in "their Apart¬ 
ment. 

Before we leave the Seraglio, it will 
not be amils to lay Ibmething of the 
Bajfa’s ; becaule they are not only cho- 
fen from among the Jfcioglans, but make 
up the beft part of the Emperor’s 
Court. 

B^a is an honourable Title common 
to all great Men at the Port, who are 
Diftinguilh’d by their Employments ; 
but the four chiefeft of them are the 
Vifier-Afem, or Grand Vifier ; the C4t- 
macan, Govcrnour of Conjlantino^e ; 
the Baffa of the Sea; and the Aga of 
the JanizAries. Thefe are of fuch great 
Authority, that they fometimes Depofe, 
and raife Sultans to the Throne, as 
hapned to the Emperors Mujfapha and 
Ofman ; the latter of thefe being put to 
Death in Prifon by an Executioner; yet 
thefe, fome great Men, arc liable to the 
Emperor’s Difplcafure for fmall Offences, 
who takes not only their Heads, but 
their Goods from their Children, tho’

The Ckmeggi-Safciy tho’ he Lives A- Ckmeggi- 
broad, has tlic Key of all the Bread that BjJH. 
is Spent in the Seraglio. 

The chief of thofc that receive the 
Taxes is call’d Caragi-Bafeiy who toge- 
ther with the Cuttomcr and chief of the 
Merchants, is to furnilh Mony for the 
Publick Expence, as Occafion requires; 
the Grand Signior being no way oblig’d 
to make ufe of his private Treafure. 

This is a Tax of five Ducats a Head 
paid by every Chrittian, except Branksy 
and every Jevt refiding in the Levant j 
but the Armenians pay leis than the 
Jews. 

The Great Maphti is the Head of the OAupMl 
Mahometan Religion, and Interpreter of 
the Alcoran ', but the Turks confounding 
civil Government with Religion, the 
Muphti and Cadi are inditterently look’d 
upon as Men of the Law, as if there 
were no dilTerence between Lawyers, 
and Divines, for which realbn the Muphti 
very often ^ives his Opinion in Civil, 
and criminal Caufes. Hence it is that 
there is no Ecclefiattical Superiority a- 
mong them, and that there lies no Ap¬ 
peal from the other Muphtfs to the great 
one ‘y as allb that he is not Superior of 
the Imansy or Prietts i every one own¬ 
ing only his own Superior. In other 
Particulars the Great Muphti of Confim-

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ti»ople is Rcfpedfced by all Men, as fol- 
lowing the Grand Smiior’s Court, which

CHAP. IV. 

The Author's Journey to Conftantinoplc. 


B Eing tcfolv'd todcjiart iox Confian- 
tinoplc, I took my leave of tlie Ba¬ 
ron de Chatcauneuf, the Fremh Ambnll't- 
dor, a Perfon excellently Qualify’d, as 
appears by his Adminiftration there, 
having prevail’d with the Sultan not to 
make Peace, as he was follicited •, ob¬ 
tain’d the Reftauration of the Holy Pla¬ 
ces in Jeritfdem to the Catliolicks, after 
the Greeks had been long Poffcfs’d of 
them; and brought the Grand Slgnior 
to oblige the Baf t of Grand Caire to 
take but Three per Cent, for all Goods of 
the Traders of MarfeiUes, whereas Ot 
thers pay Twenty, and to reftore what 
had been receiv’d over. 

Having hir’d two Horles for me and 
my Man, at five Ducats a Piece, I fet 
out for Confiaatinople on Mondhty 4th, 
with a fmall Caravan of forty People, 
and having rode twenty Miles through 
Plains cover'd with Snow, lay at the 
Village of Hapfa, in a Carvanfera among 
our Bcafts. 

TiteJlLty ^th, I fufier’d more than I 
had done in fix Months Travels before •, 
for fetting out before Day, we rode 
•over Snow and Ice, through a Country 
partly Hilly and i«rtly Plain, ^ill I was 
Froren a Horfe-back, and had no feel¬ 
ing in my Hands or Feet. After twenty 
Miles riding, we pafs’d through the 
great Village of Bala, and over a good 
Stone-Bridge ■, and at the cad of fifteen 
Miles more, fct up in a great Town 
call’d Bergaft, where there is another 


Stone-bridge of many Arches over the 
River. At Night the Janizaries had 
a long Difeourfe concerning the War in 
Hungary, faying, the Germans flicd much 
Blood ot the Mufidmans, and that their 
Soldiery was Difeourag’d feeing fo much 
Slaughter. Here I obferv’d, that as the 
French call the Place where Paffengers 
lie Giffe, fo the Turks give it the Nume 
of Cunac. * 

Tiic great Snow that fell on Wednef- 
day 6Lh, and what lay on the Ground 
before, would not permit us to Travel 
above fifteen Miles, and we lay that 
Night at the Village of Calefiron. Set¬ 
ting out betimes on Thurfday 7tli, we 
could Travel but twenty Miles, to the 
Village of Chiorla, by rcalbii of the fame 
impediment of Snow, the Horles not 
being able to draw their Feet out of 
it. 

Friday 8th, we got into a Country 
better inhabited, but the Soil nothing 
better j and having pafs’d by Ibme Vil¬ 
lages in ten Miles riding, we came to the 
Shore of the Streight, along which we 
continu’d our Journy all the Day, to the 
Village of SivirU, where we pafs’d at the 
end of twenty Miles more. This Vil 
lage is large, and has a little Port, and 
a famous Bridge of 32 Arches ovci fije 
River and Morafs. On the Hill t» 11 “ 
is anothef Place enclos’d w ith a vt* y 
antient Wall, which appc.irs to have 
been Built by the Creeks, by an old In-, 
fcripiion found there in their LangUi^SN

'.^ifS-A>^ Wc made no long Stay here, feeing the 
yfiemeUt. Way clear of Snow, and the Road good, 
but riding lix Miles further, came to the 
Village of Burgadm^ on the Bank of the 
fame Streight. 

Saturday pth, at fifteen Miles end we 
pals*d through Check-mangi a., a fraall 
Village ftill upon the Streight. Here is 
a good Filliery, for the Streight makes, 
a little Bay eight Miles in Compafs, like 
the little Sea of Taranto^ and there are 
four Stone-bridges over it. The People 
there Ihut up the Mouth of it, which is 
about a Mile over with PalUjados, and 
then go in at the Gap left in the middle 
with a wooden Houft, to take the Fifli, 
which is the Rcafon there arc three o- 
ther little Villages upon the Bty. Eight 
Miles further wc pafs’d over another 
Bridge Built upon an Arm of the Sea, 
as convenient as the other for Filhing 
for running a great way into the Land, 
it has a great Quantity of Fifh, and is 
the caufc there are fcveral Villages about 
the Country. 

Sunday roth, having Travcll’d ten 
Miles further, part Hill, part Plain, 1 
came at length to the famous City of 
Confiantinople. Thcncc after contenting 
the Catergiy or Owner of the Horfes, I 
went to O’alttta to feek a Lodging -, but 
the Inn kept there by a Fre«c%-Man be¬ 
ing full, I was forced to make the belt 


Ihift I could that Night upon the Boards 
in a Greek^s Houfe. In this fliort Journy 
I found not the Civility, Tavernier U'y 
I. F. I. Chap. lo. Pag. ii8. fpeaks of 
in his Defeription of the Car'avanferas of 
Perfia and Turky where he i^plegsVl to 
write that from Belgrade to Confiantmo- 
pUy a Traveller and his Horfe has his 
Charges born by the Overfeer of the 
Caravanferasy who does it out of a Le¬ 
gacy left by a Founder departed, and 
that in the Morning there is nothing to 
do but Thank him and be gone, with¬ 
out putting Hand to Purle; for I was 
ib far from finding this Entertainment, 
that it coll me two Carlines ( about a 
Shilling ) every Night to get Boards to. 
keep me from the Dirt on the.Ground ; 
and as for Eating, I far’d as I pleas’d, 
as all the reft did for their Mony. 

Monday 11 th, i took a Room in the 
hench-\AM\\ Inn, paying half a Ducat 
for my 5clf, and a quarter for my Man. 
We Eat well enough at a round Table ; 
and 1 being half Starv’d, as having found 
nothing good upon the Road, nor any 
Convcnicncy to Drels it, did Eat hear¬ 
tily, whereat a Captain of a French Vef~ 
lei admiring, he turn’d to his Compa¬ 
nions, and laid. This Man Eats like a 
Devil, thinking 1 did not underftand 
French. 


CHAP. V. 

The Defeription of Confiantinople, and its Greafnefs, as alfo of the 

Grand Signior’s Seraglio. 


Conflami- ^^OnflantinopUy at prelent the Metro- 
nopie Ac- t polis of the Ottoman Monarchy, 
•rnb’d. vvas known to the Antients by the name 
of Pyzjtnuum ; but the Emperor Con~ 
fiantin the Great having beautify’d it, 
and repair’d the Harm done in it by 
^le.vander Severusy forlakiug Rome made 
it the Seat of the Empire; and as a per¬ 
petual Memorial would Irave it call’d 
iVirip Rome , and the Province of Thraecy 
in which it is feated, Romeliay or Romona, 
After his Death this Nm Rome took the 
Name of ConfiantimpUy and for Brevity 
that of Polisy that is. City, like the Old 
RomOy which per Excellentiamy was call’d 
So that the Greeks o£ RomeUay 
when they would Exprefs, they were 
,gojng to ConJiamine\ New City, us’d to 
.«f tJp erltsavy Eis ten Potiity that is. 


to the City, whence it is fuppos’d came 
the other Corrupt Name of Stampoly 
or Stamboly now given it by the Tvrks. 

It is advantagioully feated on the 
Streight of the Black-Sea, once call’d 
Bofphorus Thraciusy in 42 Degrees of 
Latitude. Its Shape is Triangular, and 
the Sea which walhes two lides of it 
makes there the fineH Port in Eurooey 
beyond all Difpute. The Angles of this 
Triangle arc call’d Fedistday or feven* 
Towers f Serray-ovafiy or SerragUo j 
and the Gate oi^gevaffaeo-capfiy towards 
the Point of the Bay, or little Streight 
of Chitena. ’Tis true, the lides are not 
equal, that between the feven Towers 
and the Seraglio, being much longer 
than the others , and that between the 
Seraglio, and the Point of the Streight

Air and Soil afford. Within its Cora- 
pafs being twelve Miles, or rather fif¬ 
teen including the Seraglio and its Gar¬ 
dens, arc contain’d about a Million of 
Souls *, it bci.ig the moll populous City 
in Earepc^ next to Pa>is. The Hoiifes 
arc low, bci'igBuiltof Wood, orWood 
and .Mud, and therefore very fubjeft to 
Fires. 

The Royal Mofehs are noble Stru- 
fiurcs, as arc the other puldick Build- 
in;;i, and the Palaces of great Men .\fag- 
nificent. There arc rich and graceful 
Bavi. r, or Markets fiiitablc to the Great- 
nefs of the City •, and fcvcral Fountains 
of good vVatcr, biought from far in 
Jo ig Aqueduds, to ferve all Parts. The 
Sttccts are narrow and crooked, and 
tho’ Pa /’d, not to compare to ours in 
Italy It abounds in good Fruit all the 
Year as alfo in Fi!h, Flefh, excellent 
Bread, and all an Epicure can defire, at 
very reafoiiable Rates. This City was 
the Theatre of Religions Controvcrfies 
betwixt Catholicks and Hereticks, ac¬ 
cording to the Inclination of the Empe¬ 
rors and Enipercfles j and therefore tour 
general Councils were Celebrated there j 
the firfl under Pope in the Year

Iht Grand Signier has two Seraglios 
in this Metropolis ^ one in the midit of 
it call’d the old Seraglio^ where Maho¬ 
met II. Liv’d, after taking the City by 
Afliiults on the third Day of Pentecofiy 
in the Year 1453. and there every new 
Grand Signior ftiuts up his Predccefibrs 
Women. The other call’d the Great 
. Seraglio^ is that where the Sultans re- 
fidc, when they are in ConfianttnopUt be¬ 
ing in the Eaft part of the Gty, water’d 
on two lides by two Streights; that is, 
the great fide by the great Streight, 
running out of the White to the Black 
Sea, and the other by the little one, 
made by the Waters of the great one 
running up the Country fix Miles to- 
Vol. IV. 


wards the fre.Oi Water of Chitana, It 
is enclos’d by a Angle Wall with old 
Towers, thofe towards the Sea Iqiiare* 
and thofe towards the City round, where 
the Atamoglaiss keep Guard to hinder 
all Perfons Approaching. The Sultan 
has Built a Summer-Houfe to take his 
View all round upon one of the Towers 
that looks towards AJiay whither he of¬ 
ten reforts to Divert himfclf. Tlicre is 
nothingRcgular in the inwardStruiiturcs j 
but only confufe Apartments, and G.jr- 
dens oil its uneven Ground planted with 
Cyprelles, and ocher Trees 5 but the 
Leading of the top, and the gilt Mna- 
resy or Turrets, yield a noble Prol])e(fl, 
as alfo the Mofeh within it, cfpccially 
when the Sun Ihines on them. Towards 
the Sea there arc fonic Galleries, on the 
outfide cas’d with Marble, and within 
Painted and Gilt, where the Grand Sig- 
nior takes the Air, wlien he conics ro 
Divert himfelf with Fifhing. On that 
.Point wh ch looks towards Scutarcty 
there are fe\ cral Pieces of Cannon in a 
row on the Ground to feciire the Place j 
and on tnc fide of the little Streight 
there lie fcvcral Barges prettily Gilt, 
for the Service, and Divcrlion of the 
Snltan. Belidcs the many Gates all a- 
bout, the three princijial Ones are thofe 
on the fide of St. Sophiay which lead 
to three fpacious Courts. In the firll 
on the one fide are the Apartments of 
the Azjtmoglansy and on the other fide 
the Infirmary of the Slaves of the Sera¬ 
glio. The fecond Court has Cyprefs- 
Trees planted in the middle, and the 
fidcs arc taken up with the Kitchius of 
the Seraglio y the Stables, the Divan y 
which is a large Room where the P'ifiery 
and other Counfellors meet toCoufult 
about ASairs of State, the Hafnay or 
1 reafiiry-Chambcr, where Taxes and 
Revenues are laid up, and on the other 
fide the Odesy or Lodgings for the Jfdt 
oglans. In the third is a great Hall 
where the Grand Signior gives Audience 
tothc AmbalIadors‘of Princes that come 
to the Port j which is the fame as the 
Sultans Court Further in arc the Oda- 
lichcy or Apartments of the Maiden 
Slaves, kept for the Emperor’s Picafurc j 
whither none may Pals but the Eunuchs 
that ferve them.

It may be boldly 
Aflerted, 1 hat the Wit of Man could 
not choofc out a better Situation in the 
World i the lame Place at the fame time 
affording the Delights of Euroft, and 
the Pleafures of Afia, for when the Eye 
is glutted with the Sight of the beauti¬ 
ful Plains of RtmeUa, it is but looking 
about beyond the Streight into 
and after lamenting the Ruins of Calces 
dotty it is re-created on the fruitful Soil 
of Scutarety cover’d with a regular 
Wood of Cyprefs-Trees, improv’d by 
abundance of Fruit-Trees to plcafe the 
‘ Pallate at all Scafons, and Peopled from ' 
many Villagos along the Streight. Which 
Prolped extends twenty Miles to the 
Black Sea, where Pomftyh Pillar was 
Erefted, which is now' no more, but 
there are Trees of a prodigious biguefs 
on the Sea-fliore. Then looking again 
upon Europey which by reafon of the 
winding of the Streight feems to join 
to j^/ty it. is curious to behold many 
confiderable Towns both on the Hills 
and Villages. The..firft that appears, 
is Bifritttfi y then the Villages and Cities 
of Sottdachy Topanay Calatay Peray Afa- 
^•tpfiy Carachioyy Cajfm-Bajfoy Tar fan ay 
Divananay and Afeuy y befidcs many mag¬ 
nificent Palaces and Gardens of Bafa\ 
and great Men of the Country, on the 
Hilte, and on the Banks ot the little 
Streight. Hence it is, that coming from 
the Sea, the Eye is as it were diftraded 
with fuch variety of Profpea, and 
knows not where to fix; for the nearer 
the Velfcl approaches on the Water, the 
more the ^enes change, and new ones 
appear. 

Gdttdi GalatA being look’d upon as a Suburb 
of ConfimtittopUy as being but half a 
Mile diftant, which is the breadth of the 
nar row Streight, it is not to be parted 
firom its Metropolis. This City long 
pollels’d by the Republick of Genoay has 
excellent Buildings within the compafc 
of two Miles its Walls extend. Its Si¬ 
tuation is part Plain and part Hill, on 
the top whereof is a ftrong «nd high 
Tower, by means whereof the Repub- 
kept the City eight Years, whole 
s are Hill to be iWa on die Walls.

Be¬ 
fore the Front is a Porch, where the 
Mahometan Women fbmetimes go to 
lay their Prayers. To conclude, the 
Strndure is fo prodigious, and the Wall 
of it fo thick, that it leems to have 
been built for a Fort, rather than a 
Church. 

Tombs. Befides the Dwellings of the Imatts, 
about the laid Mofeh, there are on the 
left fide, feparate from the Body of it 
Tombs of fevcral Sultans along the en¬ 
clos’d Church-yard. The firft is of Afo- 
homtt, the fecond of Selim, the third of 
jimurat, the fourth of his Children, 
which were about 120; and the fifth, 
next the Mofeh of the Sultans Muftapha, 
and Ibrahim. Thefe Tombs are made 
like Cupulas, Leaded without, and Paint¬ 
ed within, after the Country Falhion ^ 
as the Walls without are cas’d with 
ordinary Marble, and within with a finer 
fort, and fine Tiles, The Ground is 
cover’d with good Carpets, and in each 
Tomb two great Flambeaux weighing 
about 300 Weight in Wax each, with 
a great Turbant on them. Within them 
are bury’d their Wives, Children and 
Brothers j but the Sultans and Sultanejfes 
Tombs, are bigger than thole of their 
Children, which have no Turbantson 
them. There are Jmans, or Priefts ap¬ 
pointed to look after all thefe Sepulchers. 
One thing peculiar, I obferv’d in S. So¬ 
phia, which is, that no Women being 
allow’d to go into the other Mofehs, in 
this they may enter, if they are not fa- 
tisfy’d to pray in the Porch. 

Sultan Sar Friday 15 th, I went to fee Sultan Ha- 

net’s met’s Mofeh, in the jdfmedian, ox Hippo- 

Mofeh. drome. For beauty , it exceeds S. So- 

phia, but is not fo large, and it Ihews, 
nocbft was fpar’d about it. The great 
Cupola of this Mofeh , (for they are all 
built after the fame Falhion, and fuftain- 
ed fonr large round Pillars,)cas’d with 

fine Marble, of feveral Colours-, beau¬ 
tiful to beholdand <here arc fonr 
finall er at the four Angles. By the great 
.rai^s, there are other thick Marble 


well enough wrought at the three fides. 

The firft place, or Church-yard, is en¬ 
clos’d with ordinary Marble, and there 
arc feveral Doors to it, with Iron fteps. 

On both the outfides of the Mofehytherc 
are two Galleries, adorn’d with feveral 
hundreds of fmall Pillars, worthy the 
Obfervation of curious Perfons, and a- 
long them feveral Fountains for the 
Turks to wafli them, they being of O- 
pinion, they thus cleanle both Body 
and Soul from all filth. 

There arc alfb three Gates, that lead 
' out of the firft into the fecond Court, 
or Church-yard -, on the lides whereof, 
arc 20 Marble Pillars, that hold up the 
Arches of 20 Leaded Cupulas. All the 
Ground is laid with Marble, with a great 
Fountain in the middle. There are fix 
other handlbmc Cupulas gilt at the top^ 
three on each fide of the Mofeh. In all 
thefe Mofehs of Conflantinople, and Adri- 
aneple, befides the apartments of thofe 
that ferve them , there arc others for 
poor People, who are there iiiftrudcd 
in Virtue, and maintain’d out of the 
Revenues of the Mojeh. 

Saturday idth, in a place near St. So¬ 
phia,! few feveral Lions, Tigers, Wolves, 
and Foxes, which arc Ihewn, paying a 
few Paras. 

Next I went to fee the Atmedan, or ^ 
place where the Soldiers exercife, fb meian, 
call’d, becaufe it was formerly the Hip¬ 
podrome, or place of riding Horfes, m 
the time of the Greek Emperors. In 
the midft of it, on theGtound, are fix’d 
three Serpents, twining about with their 
Mouths open, at the end of the Coil, 
a good piece of Workmaafhip, remain¬ 
ing from theChriftian times, of which 
Writers tell many Fables. Lower than 
that, is a tali Obelisk, almoft confum'd 
with Age \ and on the other fide, a Py¬ 
ramid ereaed on four round Pillars of 
Brafs, a fpan high, on a Pedeftal made 
of one Ibuare piece of Marble, and writ a Pynr 
all round in Latin, and Greek Letters; mid. 
but it is very difficult reading of three 
Latin Verfes, a great part of it ^ing 
bory’d in the Ground; the Verfes are 
thefe:

It is not lb large, or high as 
Oeofatra's Pyramids at Alenandria j for 
the Foot is not ilx Spans Iqaare, and the

This 
Market, is a place enclos’d, with many Trees in 
the middle, and many Walks or Galle¬ 
ries about it, under which the Slaves 
and the Sellers are. The manner of 
felling them is odd j for after praying 
for the Grand Seignior, the Seller holds 
the Slave, that is to be fold by the end 
of a C'loath and on the other (ide, the 
Crier goes Proclaiming the price. He 
that has a mind to buy, uncovers the 
Slave’s Face, and feels him or her, in fe- 
veral parts of the Body, as we do in 
buying Horfes or Ailes. 

the Bif- Hence I went to the Bifdfien, a place 
jiflen, cover’d, where there are many Rich 
* Shops, in which they fell all the richelt 
things to Cloath and Arm a Gentleman, 
asallb Horfe Furniture; all the Arms 
being gilt, and the Furniture Embroi¬ 
der’d and cover’d with Jewels. The 
Arch is fuftain’d by eight Pillars, leav¬ 
ing three long Walks a-crofs the mid¬ 
dle, to which there are four Doors from 
the fides. Not far from hence is the 
’IteJear- Sarfei, where there are Walks full of 
Tables, with good Shops, afibrding all 
things a Man can defire. 

"r^vai’ in my return, I pals’d through the 
Validaxan , which is a large Square en- 
, clos’d, about which, there are many 
Shops in the iirlt floor, and in the fe- 
cond above it. This Stmflure was e- 
redled at a vaft Expcncc, by the Mother 
of Mahomet the IVth, and the Revenue 
of it aifign’d for the maintenance of the 
Mofeh built by her. 


before 1 took Boat to return to Ga- The 
ImOf I law the yanifarchi ^ on the Shoar 
of the Streight. This is a Scru<^urc * ■ 
confifting of two long Arches, in one 
of which, there are fevcral Drugfters 
Shops, and in the other Linnen Dra¬ 
pers. This is commonly the firlt place 
in the City, where the Plague breaks 
« out, bccaufe it is very moift, and the 
Drugs make the Air unholfome, as has 
been found by e.vperience in the late 
Plagues. 

Sunday ijtb^ after hearing Mafs, I c„7,w. 
went again to Conftantinople, to fee the Mofeh. 
Celebrated Mofeh of the Favourite 5«/- 
Mother to the Emperor now Reign¬ 
ing, and to Mahomet the IVth. in the 
firft Court, or Church-yard,is her Tomb, 
and thofe of her Sons, btought thither 
from Adrianople. Its Cupula is fiipj^ort- 
cd by four Pillars, in the Intervals, be¬ 
tween which, there are rows of Marble 
Columns, orderly difpos’d, and all the 
.Walls crufted with Marble, and til’d. 

There is a way to go all round the Mofehy 
under the Arches; on the Angles where¬ 
of, there are other handibme half Cu¬ 
pulas. In a Word, the Eye can behold 
nothing more beautiful, either for fim- 
metry or coftlinefs; as well on account 
of the Marble, with which the Ground 
is laid, and then cover’d with Carpets; 

As for the rich Lamps hanging in the 
middle, at the end of it, is a good Mar¬ 
ble Tribune, or Clofet for the S«/r4H, 
who goes thither up a noble Stair-cafe, 
and through a cover’d Gallery in the 
firft Court, and behind the Mofeh. On 
the left of the Niche, is a Marble Pul¬ 
pit, as allb a beautiful Gallery about it, 
adorn’d with curious Pillars. 

In the firft Court, which is enclos’d, 
there are fevcral Dwellings for the /- 
mMf, or Priefts that ferve the Mofeh , 
with Fountains and Trees in the midft 
of it. There are three Doors out of 
this firft, into the lecond Court or Cloi- 
fter; in which there are about 20 Co¬ 
lumns of good Marble, and about 28 
l.eaded Cupulas on all the four fides. 

The Mofeh on three fides, has three 
Gates wrought with Brafs, and two 
beautiful high Towers gilt at the top, 
at the cod of it.

Carpets, and the place lighted with 
Lamps. A (lately Marble Gallery a- 
dorns both lides of the Mofih j behind 
which, at the fide 'of the Mche , is a 
round Chappel, cmbellilh’d with good 
Marble, and the Pavement cover’d with 
Carpets, where is the Tomb of SoUmatr, 
and others of his Family. In the inner 
part of the Chappel, is a row of Pillars 
of fine Stones, and without it a row of 
Banillers. The Tombs, as I obferv’d 
elfewhere, are cover’d with Silk, Tur- 
bants lie on them, and there are great 
Flambeaux at the fides.

Particularly the 
Dntch Emballador, who takes great de¬ 
light in Shooting of Pheafimts, which 
are to be found at Belgrade y fix Miles 
from the Qty, had w^ brought him, 
that if he went thither any more, he 
would caule him to be haug’d before 
the Gate; he was therefore cry’d up as 
the dreadfulled Man in the World. For 
this reafon, I defir’d the French Conlul 
to appoint a Janizjerj to go along with 
me, which he refus’d to do, laying, it 
would expole him; for if the Cdmacam 
offer’d me any afiront, it would refieft 
upon all the Nation, and therefore I 
(hould take care how 1 went to Cenfiaa- 
tinoflcy for 1 fiiould certainly be thrown 
into Goal. But, fince I was Travelling 
the World out of curiofity, I would not 
for any danger omit feeing one of the 
prime Cities of Europe, and therefore 
1 continu’d to go every day. The French 
Emballador us’d all his endeavors to 
have the Caimaeam depos'd, but (bund 
it difficult, becaule he was imported 
by the Sultanefs , and the chief of the 
bkek Eunuchs; tho* he was an Enemy 
to the Grand Vizer, to whofe Orders 
he gave little Deference. They call’d 
him Oddicosy a name given him by Ma¬ 
homet the IVtb, when he forv’d as u Bd- 
tagiy becaufe he was a good Horfeman. 
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Tuefd^ 1 pth, 1 hir'd a Boat, and went 
'CtmeUi. over into CTolfing a Streight of 
two Mil^, which runs from the black 
Sea to the DardantUy and Landed at 
_ Seutaret. This is a great open Village, 

* fiat«n)art in the Plain, and part on the 
Hill, but pleaiantenough, efpeciallyin 
Summer, becaufe of the Greens and 
good *Fruit Trees it has. There ar^ 
good Bmxats, or Markets in the plain 
parL 

Lesnder's Then I Went to fee Leanderh Tower, 
Tower, call’d in the Turhjh Tongue Chifculap., 
feated in rke midft of the Streight, on 
a plain. Rock, loo Spans Iquare, which 
tho’ fo fmall, and in the midlt of the 
Sea, has frelh Water. I found nothing 
remarkable in it, but only a few Ptdre- 
roes, and 8 pieces of Cannon, level with 
the Water. It is fabuloufly call'd fo by 
t\scTurks, for being the Ptifon of Hero, 
Miftrefr to Ltander, who fwam over to 
her, from the Like where now the Se- 
raolio Hands, every Night but if wc . 
believe onr Poets, and particularly O- 
vid, this hapned at the CaHles of Sefius 
and Abydus. Returning home, the 
Stream carry’d us near the Point of the 
Seraglio, whence wc return'd along the 
Shoar of the Streight. 

Areeiht Wednesday 20th, I went to the place 
and Hmtr of Aaret-Bazjtr, to fee the famous Pil- 
rius'i Pfl- brs erefted, in honour of the Emperors 
Arcadins , and Hemrins. The PedeHal 
is made of eight pieces of Marble, be- 
lides the Bale, which is bigger and f^are. 
The Pillar is made of feveral pieces, on 
which there arc fmall Figures cut in 
half relief, which to me feem’d to re- 
prefent a Triumph, being like the Work 
of Trajan’s Pillar at Rome. It is almoft 
gone to ruin, and they have put three 
Iron Hoops about it, to prevent its fall¬ 
ing. It is hollow within, and there 
was a winding Stair-calc to go up to the 
top of it 9 there being a door at the 
foot of it, and another fmall one upon 
the Capital, round which, there was 
room to walk. Twelve Spans higher 
is another Capital, where the Column 
ends. Having a mind to go in, I found 
the Stair-cafe Hopp’d up with abundance 
of Stones, nor could I take its licighth, 
bccaufe of the jcalons temper of the 
Turks, and ftverity of the^aimacam’, 
but as near as I can gucH, it may be 147 
Foot high, as Peter GioUo obferves. 
AnA^ue- Thence I went to fee the Aquedud, 
call’d Chemer. It is about half a Mile 
long, on many Arches of Brick, fome- 
tknes one upon another, to raife them 
to the heighth of the Water. They 


tbld me, that three hours Walk from 
the City, at the place they call Ante- 
chemer, there are a greater number of 
Arches, better made, and larger. 

7hurfdM2i&, [went to fee Maho- 
i»«s Molch, which differs little or no- jSS. 
thing in StruQure from the rcH 9 and 
therefore 1 will not be more particular 
concerning it. Behind the Mofih, in a 
plain round Chappel, is the Tomb of 
Sultan Mahomet the Founder. 

All the way I went that Morning, was 
among Houfes and Streets, confum’d by 
the laH Fire, which has oblig’d the 
Turks to live in Wooden Baracks, from 
the place call’d Aretet-Bazjir, as far as 
Chemer, or AdahomePs Molch. For ft- 
veral Miles along the Streight, there 
was nothing to be feen but difmal Me¬ 
morials of the Fire, and the fame in the 
place, call’d Zughure-Tstchfei, where they 
were re-building. 

After Dinner, I went to the Fifir- vifir-Xan. 
Xan, a great Iquare Building, full of 
Shops above and below, where they 
Print Stuffs. Ne.n to it,* is a Pillar of 
Red Marble, of feveral pieces, 60 Spans 
high, on which Conjtamiae let his own 
Statue, which in procefs of time fell 
down. The PedeHal is enclos’d with 
a Wall, and the Greek Letters on its 
Capital, tcHifie it was Ercfted in the 
year 440. Time has decay’d it, and to 
prevent its falling, they have ftrength- 
ned it with 12 Iron Hoops. It has this 
peculiar beyond tfife other Columns, that 
there are about it eight Cordons, or 
Wreaths of Stone running up to the 
top of it. 

I proceeded to the Atmedan,or Hlppe^ ibrtbms’s 
drome, to the Seraglio, or Palace built Palace* 
by Ibrahim’Baffa, Son in Law, and Fa¬ 
vourite to the Emperor SoHman the II. 
where they told me, there were 600 
Rooms, which I could not fee the En¬ 
trance, being forbid. It is feated on 
one Ude of the aforeiaid Square, which 
is made ufe of upon publick Sports, as 
for Skirrailhes and Games at the Circum- 
cilion of Ottoman Princes, and the Grand 
Seignior comes to this Palace to fee 
them. ' 

Friday 22th, having bear’d Mafs be¬ 
times, I pafs’d over to Confiantineple, to 
obferve the compafs of its Walls B . - 
ginning next the Streight, and 
out at the Gate of Egri’CapJi, o the 
black Gate, 1 went towards chat 0i A- 
gevaJfarf‘CafJ!,c\oCe to which the Strdighc 
runs 9 then turniQg back along the Land- 
lide, I went about the Wall, on a way 
Pav’d with Flint, which goes rmil 

Peffin^ 
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Faffing by five Gates on this fide, I la(v 
Cemelli. near that of jidriamfle call’d Edritne^ 
Capfit the Place where iht Turks made 
0 ''V^ the Breach, at which they entred, and 
took the City. Coming to the great 
Streight, which at the Point of the S^- 
ra^Uo ftrctches out a fmall Arm, I went 
in at the leventh Gate, call’d Tedicda^ 
or of the feven Towers, there being no 
more on the Land-fidc. 

The feven The Place properly call’d the feven 
Towers. Towers is at a fmall diltance, and is a 
Prilbn for Prifoners of State, whom the 
Sulia-t will not put to Death; aud to 
keep iloffages. I had the Cnriolity to 
go into the firlt Co’irt, and as far as I 
could ohferve, it is like a fquarc Caftle 
with feven l owers in it Leaded, where 
there are good Apartments for Prifo¬ 
ners. The Air is wholfomc, and good 
to difpel Melancholy. In the Mutiny 
that hapned in 1648, the Soldiery in¬ 
cens’d againlt Ibrahim their Sultan^ drew 
him from the Seraglio to the feven Tow¬ 
ers, and there Strangled him. 'fhe Sul¬ 
tan Ofman dy’d in tlie lame Place, aud 
the fame fort of Death, upon another 
Mutiny in 

The Revenues of Aibfehs that are any 
thing confidcrable ate alfo kept in thefe 
/even Towers; fome of them being 
worth above 100000 Crowns a Year. 
This Treafure is kept to make War up¬ 
on Chriftians, in defence of their Inw; 
nor date the Turks put it to any other 
Ufes. On the outfnie, I law a Door 
flint between two T owers, near which 
there were Angels nnd Saints cut in the 
Marble in half Relieve, which Ihew it 
was Built by the Chriftians. 

The Walls of ConflautinopU next the 
Streight are in fome Places fallen down; 
the Part that remains ftanding has Tow¬ 
ers on it at equal diftances. On the 
Land-fide, there are fmall weak Towers 
after the antient manner, with a fhallow 
Ditch, before which there is a Wall 
Breafl-high for Musketiers. 
ftinpafs Continuing my Walk round within 
B the Cl- the Ggtg of Yediculay there being no 
** going on the out-fide but by Water, I 
came to the Seraglio ; an<i proceeding 
from thence along the Streight, I made 
the Tower or Round at a moderate rate, 
in four Hours; fo that I look upon Cen- 
' fiMttiftople to be twelve Miles in com- 
pafs, as was faid before, befidcs three 
Miles the Seraglio makes, which in ail 
is fifeeen. By the. way I faw the Mofeh, 
and Sepulchre of Sultan Selim. * 

the Gate of j^i-Capfiy are the

lace, whereof a part towards the City 
is ftill ftanding. It app^rs to have 
been a large Strudture; but Handing at. 
the end of the City, it is rather to be 
fuppos’d to have been a Houfc of Plea- 
fure than any other*, becaufe tc^v^- 
looks all the Streight, and fiefh W^ers j 
and that his Refidcnce vyas near St. So- 
phiay where there arc remains of Pillars 
^nd Marble about the Garden of the 
Seraglio. In this Palace of Conflantine% 

1 was told, a Youth feven Years before 
that time found a Diamond among the. 

Rubbifh, which he Sold for,^bout three 
Pence or a Groat Englijhy next it was 
parted with for about two Shillings; 
and the Stone being good, Sultan Maho¬ 
met then Reigning, came to hear of it, 
who Bought, and had it Cot, when it 
was tbund fo large and fine, that it was 
valu’d at above 100000 Crowns. 

After Dinner I return’d to Cohfianri- TheF/qui' 
nople to fee the Efqui-Serrayy that is, the Serraj/. 
old Habitatioii. Fhis is a Royal Sera- 
glioy where all the Women arc kept up 
that have forVd former Sultaasy as was 
laid before, whence they never come out 
unlefs Marry’d to fome Baffd's. This 
Place is enclos’d with a Wall 24 Spans 
high for two Miles in compifi, within 
which are the Lodgings, and Gardens 
for thofe Ladies DiV'. rfion. There is no 
going into it, tin. .lau being guarded 
by Janizaries and Capigis. 

Near the Ef^ui-odoloTy or Street of the Scefade- 
Cefede-Bafei, 1 went in to fee the Mofeh 
of Scefade-giamifiy Built by the Son of a 
Sultan. About it is a noble Court, with 
fevcral Buildings for Imamsy with three 
Gates leading to the fecond Court, or 
Cloifter, where there are about fixteen 
Marble Columns that fuftain 22 Cupulah 
all Leaded. In the middle is a curious 
Fountain, the top whereof is held up 
by little Marble Pillars. There are three 
Doors to the Mofehy whofe Cupula Hands 
on four large Columns; for the reft 
there are the Tribunes, Carpets and 
Lamps as in the others. Having feen a 
Sepulchre, which they told me was Ibra¬ 
him Bajfa% I went out, and feeing o- 
thers in my way, Curiofity led me again 
into the firft Court; where in a Chapel 
I obferv’d two Tombs of Sultans with 
Feathers i(| their Turbants under Silk 
Canopies, after the Turkijh Fafhion. As 
I was going out to view the reft, 1 met 
a Janizaryy who call’d me; but I fear¬ 
ing to be Robb’d, being fn a Iblitary 
Place, and having forty Zecebines about 
rne, made hafte away, and perceiving 
him Purfue, began to ran out of the 

Place. 
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Place. Til/ ^mixjtry feeing one of his 
Cotnpanioifs call’d one to him to flop 
• which he did, there being no way 

for me to Efcape. Thefe T«ri/ having 
feared, and found nothing about me, 
lid-toe to the Efqm-edtUr, which was 
clofe by, and fringing me before a Man, 
whom I fuppos’d to be an Officer, ac¬ 
cus’d me as a Spy. He examin’d me iif 
good It/tliany and I told him I was come 
out of Curiolity to fee the Tombs. He 
’^rcply’d there was no feeing of them, 
’becaufc o^e extraordinary Jealoufy of 
the Turks^nt that he Excus’d me this 
time a» being a Scrauger, who knew not 
the Cullora of the Country, and warn’d 
me to make hafte to Galata^ and return 
no mo'"e to Conjiantinople j as allb to be 
Lhanktul to the lurk that fet meat Li¬ 
berty. I thought 1 had feen ray Angel 
Guardian, who deliver’d me out of Pri- 
fon i and doubtlefs he was fome Jtalian 
Renegado, for he fpoke the Language 
better than my felf. I accordingly made 
hafte back to Galata, which I had fear’d 
1 fhould not fee in fome Days; fo dan¬ 
gerous is Curiolity among Barbarous 
People. 

In my Return, I pafs’d through the 
Qliarter call’d Fener^ and went into the 
Church and Houfe of the Greek Patriardi. 
The Church is narrow and low, with 
five Arches on each fide, which divide 
it into three Ifles, and has a few Silver 
Lamps hanging in it. On the l,eft is the 
Patriarch’s Seat, afeending four Steps, 
on the Right Hand going in is a piece 
of our Saviour’s Pillar, three Spans high, 
about the fame ihicknefs, and Red and 
White. 

Saturday 23d, I hir’d a Boat, the Day 
being fair, to Divert my felf on the 
Streight. It is much Plea&nter being 
on it, than on the Foflipo at Naples^ for 
it is to be enjoy’d at all times of the 
Year, and the Profpeft is better by rea- 
Ibnof the View of CottfiMttir/opley where¬ 
of we have fpoke before. I went along 
as far as the Villages of jifacapfiy Cara- 
chioy, Cujfun-Bafiia., and Tarfena^ where 
the Galleys arc. Going Afliore, 1 had 
the Curiolity to fee them Building Gal¬ 
liots, Brigantines, and other Vcflels un¬ 
der fourteen Arches. There were five 
Galleys finilh’d, and the Keels of three 
others*, befides fix large Galliots, which 
they told me would foon be Launch’d 
to ferve on the Danube in the Hmga- 
rian War. Clofe by was the Captain 
Ba^a'% Houfe, water’d on three lides by 
the Streight, and handlbmly Built. At 
a linaU diftance, on the top of a Hill,

near the Shore was the Village of Diva- 
nana. There were allb in the lame '. 
Water twenty Men of War Built in the 
Black Sea, the biggeft of which carry’d 
feventy Guns; and that being Friday^ 
which is the Turkijh Holiday, they had 
all their Colours Abroad. There are 
along the Shore above forty cover’d Ar¬ 
ches, and as many open for the Service 
of the Ships and Galleys. The Water 
is fo deep that they ftep Alhore from a- 
ny Vellel upon a Flank. 

Proceeding further in the Boat, I law semf- 
thc famous Palace and Garden of Sen/^- BtHfiid 
Badifcia^ on the Streight, adorn’d with palace- 
many rows of Cyprefe-Trees, and abun¬ 
dance of Lctticcs in the Galleries ^ and 
cmbcllilh’d with fuch variety of Colours, 
that it, in a manner obliges the Eye to 
behold it. At a great diftance, ail the 
way inhabited, appears the Village of 
Afeuy^ where the Streight turns away 
to the Right, growing narrower towards 
the River. For this realbn the three 
Miles they reckon from Salata to this 
Village, by Water, are not only De- 
liglittui on account of the Beauty of this 
Shore 3 but allb for the other oppofite 
to it where Confiantimple ftands, and for 
the many noublc Houfes on the Water, 
even without the Gate of Jevafere-Capfi^ 
and its Suburb Juph. The Water four 
Miles from Gal^a is frclh, by rcafon of 
the River that runs from Belgrade into 
the Streight. Seeing that River run 
fniooth, 1 caus’d the Boat to go on, 
leaving on my Right a Wooden-Houfe, 
well Gilt and Painted upon the Water, 
built to take the Air in Summer 3 and 
pairing under a Stone-Bridge three Miles 
further came to Chitana. This is a Place 
that has but few Houfes, but of Curio- 
lity, bccaufe of a Machine there is on 
the River, which turning a Wheel, 
blows five pair of Bellows belonging to 
fo many Forges, to melt the Iron, which 
is thence convey’d to the Moulds to calb 
Bombs for the War. There being no 
going further, becaulb of a Fall the Ri¬ 
ver makes down the rugged Hills, I 
turn’d Back.,

The Author's Voyage to Smirna. 


D Efigning to go by Land into Perfia 
with the Caravany I refblv’d to 
return to Smirna by Sea *, which John 
and David Menery French Merchants of 
Marfeillesy and the latter Conful of the 
Nation iinderftanding, they both of them 
very civilly offer'd me my Piiflagc Aboard 
the ship call’d the Jupitery Commanded 
by Captain Durany of the laid City of 
Marfeities. The lame Offer was made 
me by Captain Sereni of the lame City, 
aboard his Veffel call’d the Swallow ;

I Thank’d them all, and accepted of 
the Kindnefs Aboard the firft that Ihould 
happen to Sail; but perceiving on Wed- 
nefday 27th, that they were uncertain 
when they fhould Sail; for fear of lo- 
ling the Opportunity of the Carwoany 
which I fear’d would fet out very foon, 
I refolv’d to go Aboard a Turkipt Chi- 
ambery that was Bound for Smirna. Ha¬ 
ving laid in my Provifion, we let Sail 
with a fair Wind on Tharfdsy 28th; but 
fcarce had we run thirty Miles before 
the Raisy or Mafter, according to their 
Cuftom, came to an Anchor in an open 
Road, on the fide of NatoUa. 

Friday 29th, we weigh’d three Hours

Sunday ytli, alter Dinner wc had the 
ufualVilit of the Cuttomcr, and jani- 
zjtry, who taking an Account of all there 
was Aboard the Ship, ask d me whither 
I was Bound, and whether I had a Pafs. 

1 anfwer’d, I was Bound for Smirna, and 
the Conful had fecn ray Pafs. 

Monday 8th, the Weather was not fit 
to Sail, but the Sea growing Calm on 
Tuefday 9th, we fitf out in the Morning, 
and lay that Night at Tenedos. Tho’ the 
Wind continu’d fair on Wednefday loth, 
the Rais would not Sail, and it coming 
about afterwards againft us, we were 
trac’d to continue there wliilft itlaft- 
ed. 

Thurfday 10th, we all went Alhore, 
and I took up my Lodging in the Houfe 
of a Greek, where there were alfo two 
French-Mca, and two Fenetians •, one 
whofe Name was Pad, and the other 
his Wife, in Man's Apparel call’d Clare. 
Friday 12th, w'c all went to Divert us 
two Miles from our Place of Abode 
for the Country Air, and found all Parts 
well cailtivatpd with Vineyards j lb that 
Alufeadine Wine is there fold for two 
Para\ the Oka, and the more ordinary 
Sort cheaper, but they are both light 
Wines, fit to drink at Meals. 

Saturday 13th, we Din'd at a Creek 
Priefts, who gave us a good Dinner for 
our Mony. Simds^ 14th, wc heard Matt 
in the Sreek Church, whither all the 
Chriftians of the Country rclbrted. At 
laft, Monday r 5th, we Sail’d, being in* 
Company four oac Stuck, ands 
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a Lo»dya but ours being the bcfl: Sai- 
Cemetii. ler outftrip’d the others, and came firft 
1(594. to the Streight of which the o- 

thers could not enter, the Wind chang¬ 
ing upon them. 

VVcheld our Courfe all Night, fothat 
Tne/day i( 5 th, at break of day, vve were 
in light of Bcia'^ which we entrcd,with 
much tacking, the Wind being a-hcad 
of ns. Going alhoar, I hir’d two Hor- 
fes for a Piape ^ to carry me in the 
Morning by l .and to Smirna^ which was 
40 Miles diftant \ confidering I might 
perhaps fpend much time by Sea, bccaufe 
the Weather was bad. A Storm blew 
at Night, but the Sea grew fo calm in 
the Morning, that they fent word be¬ 
times, they were ready to depart. 

Foeii Wednefday 17th we fet out early. Go- 

Town. ing out of the Harbour, 1 obferv’d a fma 11 

Caltlc, with nine pieces of Cannon le¬ 
vel with the Water. A Baffa would 
have built another on a fniall Iflaiid, a 
Mile diftant, but Death prevented him. 
The Town 0^ Facia is linall, Wall’d, and 
has two Gates, and an excellent H.ir- 
bour, fit for great Ships ciofe under flie 
Wall. The Wind continuing fair, we 
arriv’d at Smirna in the Afternoon, ha¬ 
ving fpent 21 days in this tedious Voy¬ 
age ; for a Chriftian may deftroy him- 
fclf, unlcfs he be arm’d with Job\ Pa¬ 
tience, among the Turks y who always 
ufe the afronting Words, Nafi Nafiiy 
' and Giaur and a Man has not always 

the command of his Palfion. This their 
Prefumption proceeds from their be¬ 
ing in their own Country, and Superi¬ 
or in Power, clfe they would not dare 
talfnefs of to fpcak. Therefore it is convenient, 
thecreeks. that a Chriftian, as much as may be, a- 
void going aboard a Turkijh Vcfle 4 for 
tho’ there be more Greeks than Turks a- 
board, yet the firft are worfe than the 
latter, and bear the lame hatred to Ca- 
tholicks 1 befides that in matter of Trade, 
they are greater Cheats, and Knaves 
than the Tttrks themfclvcs. The Arme¬ 
nians y tho’ Schifinaticks, have not fo 
great an averlionj but rather endea¬ 
vour, wheufoever occalion offers, to do 
Catholicks all the fervice they can j as 
1 have often found by e.vpericnce. For 
this reafon, on Thurfday 18th, I took 
a Room in the Xan of the Armenians , 
where the Caravan of Perfia puts up. 
Rooms are there cheap, but without 
any Furniture. 

'' Friday ipth, my Friends di<f me the 
fcononr to vifit me. ^Saturday 20th, I 
"pin’d with Monficor Rifera. Sunday 
4 ith, being Shreve-Smday y the Dutch 



day. Tlie Fn^lijh Co.nHil did the fame on 
Monday 22tli, and feveral French went 
thither mask’d and unmask’d; tbe,^a^- 
between the two Crowns no way ob- and^att* 
flrufting the fair CorreQ)ondencc be- flighted, 
tween them in a ftrangc Country; and 
fticrefore they faid, at Sea they would 
have fought and done their Duty, but 
that they ought to be Friends in a , 
ftrangc Country. In Ihort, during thofe , 

Days of Shrove-Tidcy they met.together 
40 at a time, Frenchy Englifhy and Dutchy 
drinking merrily in the Neighbburing 
Villages, and among them the Sons of 
the French and Englijh Confuls. The 
fame, as 1 mention'd before, was pra- 
ftis’d at Confiantinople , between the 
Dutch Emballador, and Mr. Mener the 
I'icnch Deputy. Perhaps other Nations 
would not be able to conceal their Aver- 
lion, and behave themlelves fo nobly. 

In other refpefts, thefe En-pp and Dutch 
Miuiftersare lb little regained by the 
Turksj that they pi'oteft none but their 
own Country Men (as they fcvcral times 
refus’d me) knowing that the Turks do 
not value them. On the contrary, the 
French rcfufe their Proteftion to no bo¬ 
dy, not even to F’enetiansy who conti¬ 
nue in the Levant , when the Repub- 
lick, and Grand Seignior are at War. 

Tuefday 23d, being the laft day of 
Shrove-Tidcy about three hours in the 
Night, there hapned an Earthquake, a Farth- 
very frequent misfortune at Smirna -y quakes, 
and it was repeated on Wednefd^ 24th 
Afternoon , with the lame violence. 

Thuffday 25 th, I w ent a Shooting among 
the Vineyards, where there are abund¬ 
ance ofThrufhes, and Woodcocks. Fri¬ 
day z6th at Night, the Earthquake re¬ 
turn’d twice, but not lb violent. 54- 
turday z-]ihy 1 pay’d vilits to Friends, 
and Sunday 28th went out of Town 
with other Europeans to take our plea- 
furc. 

Monday the firft of March y I was 
brought into the ftrongeft Trouble that 
could poftibly happen to a Traveller. 

1 was Suminon’d before the French Con- 
ful, by one Brancaltone of AnconUy Mar- 
ry’d to a, French Woman, who would 
perfwadc me I was not my own felf j 
but one John Maffacueva of Mettina. 

This Brancaleone had receiv’d fome 
Goods in the Name of that Mefftnefe , 
for which he had given an Authentick 
Receipt; and he alledging, that theCu- 
ftom-houfe of S«»V»4 had feiz’d and ibid 
them, would have me cancel the Inftru- 

ment. 
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ment, fb it ftems was I to his Cre¬ 

ditor, Tor undeceive him, I told him 
my Name and Country j and he not cre¬ 
diting me, I writ fome lines, that he 
nlght,compare my Hand with the Mef 
fMefe% and put that Notion out of his 
Head. . 

Tuefd^ytijr 2d of Jlfarch arriv’d a nu-^ 
merous e^avan from Perfia^ of no* 
ftatcly Camels, loaden with fine and 
courfe Silk; but the Merchants durft not 
fet out withfb fraall a Company for fear 
of Robbcj^ which oblig’d me to take 
other Metres 5 mydeligu of Travel¬ 
ling thtough Natalia being dilappoint- 
cd. The miftakc of the Anconefe made 
good Sport in Smirua. Werinefd^ the 
:^d, a Friend came in the Morning to 
.•iupiaint me, that he Hill pcrlilled 1 
ihoiild cancel the Inilrument, and chat 
there was no perfwading him 1 was not 
the A/efftnefc-, and thcrcfoic he would 
again Summon me before the Conful, 
being fatisfy’d I fhould be Imprifbn’d, 
if I did not comply with what he dc- 
lir’d i his Wife having great Influence 
over the Conful, who could not deny 
him fb rcafbnablc a Requeft-, and the 
more, bccaufe fbme faid, 1 was very 
like Majfacueva, and only differ’d from 
him in my voice. This gave me Ionic 
trouble, and I knew not what to do, 
l)ccau{c 1 had no Protedfion but the Con- 
ful’s. Therefore on Tburfday 4th, I 
fpokc to Monfieur Rif era , to fee what 
method might be taken to undeceive the 
Anconefe there being no reaibn that I 
to rid my fclfofi hat encumbrance,fhould 
Peifbnate another Man, and cancel an 
Inflrumeut I was not concern’d in. He 
told me, he was his Friend, and there¬ 
fore he would not be concern’d in it, 
and the more, bccaulc he faw the Con¬ 
ful had undertaken the buHncfs. To 
conclude, Rranedeom not latisfi’d with 
feeing my Hand, Summon’d me, onfW- 
dtty 5 th, a fccond time before the Con¬ 
ful, perfilling that I fhould difeharge 
him, he being fatisfy’d I was John Mt\- 
ftcitcva. The Conful added. This Man 
docs not demand any Money of you, but 


only that you difeharge him, and there¬ 
fore you mult not deny fo realbnable a 
demand. 1 could have run my Head 
againft a Wall hearing them talk thus i 
confidering lie was fo much miftaken in 
a Man he had dealt with, which is fome- 
vvhat more than a racer acquaintance, 
and that no Writing of mine could dif¬ 
eharge him. The Conful blufh’d fee¬ 
ing me fret, and tell him 1 was not tlie 
pretended Mtjfinefs \ but if he in con- 
icience could prefs me to do fo falfe an 
adt, 1 would do it, there being no other 
way to ellapc that trouble j lince I had 
declar’d to him 1 was a Doftor of the 
Civil Law, and delir’d him to call fbme 
Learned Jefuit to cxainine me. Bran- 
caltont rcply’d, I might have ftndyVl 
fiiice that bulincfs hapned. At length 
not knowing how to decide the matter, 
he went out, leaving me and the Amo- 
nefe to wrangle, and bidding us agree 
among our felvcs. The difputc held 
‘till Night, the Debtor conrending that 
1 was the Mcjfwefc,, iho’ lie heard nic 
talk a dificrent i,anguagc. At length I 
told him, I have none of thofe Writ¬ 
ings you ask of me ^ for 1 have receiv’d 
none iince I came out of Europe ; come 
to my Lodging and fcarch my Baggage 
and Writings, which perhaps will con¬ 
vince you. Taking Monlieur Ripei-a a- 
long, and coming to my Chamber, 1 
open’d my Trunks before them. Bran- 
edeone began to feajch my Baggage and 
Writings whilft I fretted, and turning 
often to him faid. Ton give me fuch a 
fahjcH to inftrt in my Adanuferipts, as has 
not hapned to me in aU my Travels^ nor per¬ 
haps has any other Traveller met with the 
like. Brancaleonc anfwer’d, Indeed it 
is a mighty matter to make Jo many Words 
about. Night coming on in this tedious 
troublclbme fcarch j and they having 
fcen feveral Authcntick Writings Seal’d, 
which 1 could not have counterfeited; 
he was at laft latisfy’d, and went his 
way, leaving me in my Chamber to rc- 
flcdl on the fctange Accidents a poor 
Traveller is fubject to.

In the Turkljh Dominions there are not 
above one i^wo Towns to be met 
with in ^JgfSys Journy ■, and therefore 
Travelled muft take up with the Con- 
veniency of the Xans or Caravanjtras. 
'And here 1 remember that thofc Barba- 
ntutf ufe the Words Nafi NaJiCy which 
fignifies to^efe ones Father and Mother, 
and Giaur^ to make their Horfts go the 
fafter, which fame Words they ufe to 
. Affront Chriftians whenfoever they meet 
them. Prdvifions are not very dear on 
the Road, feven Eggs being fold for a 
Para, and a Hen for ten j good Winter 
Melons for two Para^s a-])iccc, and as 
much Bread as will ferve a Man a Day 
for the fame Price. 

Saturday 13th, we mounted betimes, 
and riding 33 Miles in Eleven Hours, 
over Mountains cover’d with Snow and 
Ice, ve came to AGndoyr a, palling along 
a Oufo-way of Flint, three Miles from 
the Xan. This Place, and eight other 
fmall ones are feated in a Plain, enclos’d 
with Mountains, much like that of j 4 pu- 
lia, in the Kingdom oi, Naples, and re- 
lembies it in goodnefs of Soil. 

At Sun-rifing, on Sunds^ 14th, we 
continu’d our Journy over wretched 
Mountains, and having Travell’d 33 
Miles in 11 Hours, came late to Sufe- 
greli, a Place of few Thatch'd Houfes, 
near a great River, with two ftately 
Xm2s. This Day was unlucky to me, 
for ftaying behind to Shoot, and then 
putting on my Horlc apace, he fell four 
times with me in the Water, and I was 
well waffl’d. 

Monday r5th, we held on our way 
through a Plain, but dirty Country, in- 
Ibniuch, that going about to make all 
the Day’s Journy without Baiting, as is 
ufual, many of the Horfes Tir’d, fo that 
we could ride but fifteen Miles in five 
Homs to the Village of Hiermurgia, 
(Where there being no Xan, we were 
forced to Lodge in Turks Houfes. As 
weerofs’d the River, the Horfe that car- 
ry’d my Baggage fell, and wepit all. 

Tuefday i 5 th, having rode 15 Miles 
in 6 Hours along a dirty Way, we came 
to Luhi», where wc ought to have lain 
the Night before, had it not been for 
the bad way which oblig’d us to fend 
the Horfes unloaded by Land, and the 
Baggage by Water againft the Stream, 
.paying a Ztcchim for the Boat. 


Lubat, by its V.'^alls and Towers ap- Luket 
pears to be an antient City. There has City- 
been a great Stone-Hi idgtt over the Ri¬ 
ver, but the Turks let u nm to Ruin, 
and go over in a Ferry, of five Jews 
that were going with tltc Caravan for 
Burfa, or Brujfa, as the Turks Pronounce 
it, the Tax-gatherer made one a Prifor 
• ner, becaufe he had not the Billet to 
flicw he had paid the Hcad-Mony, or 
Tribute, which is four Zecchims tox a 
Rich Man, two for others not fo well 
to Pafs, and one for the Poor. 

Wednefday 17th, wc fer out in a Boat 
upon the aforclaid River, which is aliout 
a quarter of a Mile over, and runs our 
of a Lake, or Pool, through which wc 
afterwards jiafs'd ia light of the fmall 
Villages of Caragaei, and Bulstgnat, for¬ 
merly Wall’d, as appears by the Ruins. 

After fix Hours, in which time wc run 
24 Miles, wc Landed near the Village 
of Nacilar, where the A-fideticrs expeft- 
«d us. Loading the Horfes, wc advan¬ 
ced fix Miles further in two lioois, and 
refted at the Cunac of HajJan-Aia-chioy, 
where we found no Xan, but .j fmall 
Stable, all on a Floor, too little to con¬ 
tain all the Men and Bcafts, and yet we 
were not above twenty Pcrlbns, moft 
of the Company having left us at Sufe- 
grtli, to go to Sardac, and thence to 
Gallipoli, and fo to Adrianople. The 
great Xan was at Taatale, two Houis 
Journy further. 

'Jhurfday i8th, v?c fct out again be- 
fore Day, and riding 18 Miles ia fix City. 
Hours, came to Burfa, or Prufa. I'his 
City feated in 41 Degrees, 40 Minutes 
I .atiende, is at the Foot of the Moun¬ 
tain Olympus, which the Turks call Gef- 
chifdag, or Refchifdag, and alua-Tolay- 
dag. Some fay it was Built by Hanni¬ 
bal, after the Vidlory obtain’d by the 
Romans over jintiochus ; others by King 
Prufias, in the Year of the World 3279, 
and that it was the Court of the antient 
Kings of Bithynia, before it was fubdu'd 
by Orcanes the 2d Orfcw(»»Emperor,iathe 
Year 1300. It was firft a Bilhop’s See, 
and afterwards a Metropolis, which Ho¬ 
nours it did hot lofe when it fell under 
the Barbarian Yoke, for it was the Ot¬ 
toman Court, before they took Confian- 
tinople •, aud rightly confider’d is nothing 
Inferior to it •, for befides that levcral 
Sultans have refided in it, and many 
Princes of the Ottoman Family are there 
Bury’d, ij has as great a Trade, and mbre 
plenty of Silk, becaufe of the vaft Quan¬ 
tity brought out of Soria, and all the^ 

Eaft, which is there wrought, and fome 

with 
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with Gold and Silver to Trade into £«- 
Cemellt. rope. On the back of it, as was faid, 
1694- is Mount Olympus^ whence the River 
Rhiiidaats flows, which pafles Bithynia 
from the lcner;^4, and is the greateft 
of all thofc that fall into the Propontis. 
The Mountain is vaftly high. Barren 
at the top, and always cover’d with 
Snow \ in the middle Part it abounds 
with* Pomgvanates ^ and at the Foot, 
where molt of this famous City is Built, 
there arc molt delicious Gardens j but is 
nuich dilgrac’d by the prodigious Num¬ 
ber of mojiftrous Serpents it breeds. 
The Turks call this Mountain Caloyeren- 
erony becaufe of the Monafterics there 
are on it. BurC* was the Country of 
the famous Phyfician Afclepiades \ and of 
Dion Prufmsy call'd for his Eloqucnee 
Chryfofiomusy who left ten Books he had 
writ of the Virtues of Mexander the 
Great, and eighty Orations in Greek. 

This City, which for its Baths may 
be call’d the Pozzuolo of BithynUy as to 
its Plan is irregular, and a nicer con u- 
fion of Buildings ^ for being fcated Eaft- 
ward at the foot of two Mountains, 
making a Figure like an Arm bent, part 
of it ifands high, part in the Vale, and 
part on Cliffs. On a high Rock appears 
the Grand Simor’s Palace, where the 
Ottomans refidcd a long time, enclos'd 
with a good double Wall, with Towers 
at proper Dilfanccs ^ but all goes to 
Ruin, through the carclefnefs of the 
Turks. Another PaVt of the City Hands 
on the fide, and at the foot of another 
high Mountain, or rather an Arm of 
that before mention’d, which over-tops 
the Caflle, and has a curious ProfpeiH 
of the Country, planted with Vines for 
ieveral Miles about, and adorn’d with 
pleafaot Gardens, and populous Villa¬ 
ges -y fo that in Summer the Gentry and 
Citizens go over to Divert themfelves 
at Bagarbafciy which is a great Plain 
watered by a plentiful Spring of good 
Water, running down from the Moun¬ 
tain to fupply fevcral Quarters of the 
City. 

^ntinning to take a view of the 
Parts of this noble City, find to begin 
at the Caftlc, or Seraglioy 1 law firft the

Xan of Efihiengiy I took a Jew to Ihcw 
me the City, but as we were going to 
the Caflle, he was fent N^Goal by the

to the fo much fam’d Baths, half an 
Hours Walk from the City. Going in¬ 
to the firll, call’d in tbe^TurkiJh Lan¬ 
guage Capligiay which li^feifies a hot 
Place, I found in the firll Roont, which 

• had two CupolaSy a good Fountain of 
cool Water ^ here they Strip, there be¬ 
ing Sofa's round about to fit, and lay the 
CloEths on. There are two Doors out 
of it to the Bath. On the Left is a Room 
to lie in, for fuch as will Hay all Night, 
and other convenient Places with hot 
Fountains, and a cold One. Still fur¬ 
ther on there is another Room, the Roof 
whereof is like the others, cover’d with 
a Cupolay with Vent-holes for the Heat 
to Evaporate, with a Fountain in the 
middle, and three little ones Luke-warm 
on the fides. Further Hill on the Right 
is a very little Room with three other 
Springs of Water, and two on the Left. 
Thence they go into the Bath, which is 
Round, cover’d with a Ctpola full of 
Vent-holes, and feven Spans deep, two 
pair of Stairs to go down into it, and 
about it feven Springs of hot Water. 
When I went there were many Titrkt 
who Swam, Walk’d, and Shav’d them- 
fclves. When I had wafli’d, and had my 
Back rubb'd with a Woollen-cloth, not 
being able to endure the Heat, I went 
out, and was Shav’d by a Turk in the 
fccond Room. This Water comes fo 
hot from the Mountain, that it foon 
boils an Egg, and were it not Temper’d 
with other cold Water, no Man would 
bring his Skin out of it. The Women’s 
Bath is a-part, but near the Men’s *, on 
Mondays the Women come into the 
Men’s Bath, and the Men may go to the 
Womens. A Stones throw from it is 
another Bath call'd ChiuchiurtU, or the 
Sweating^lace, and its Water is very 
difierent from that of the others, being 
good againft old Aches. I went into 
the firll Room, and found it like the o- 
thers, with a Fountain of cold Water, 
and Places to fit. I went thence into a 
Room, about which there were fix Foun¬ 
tains of Water intolerably hot, and as 
many in another dark Room y whence I 
went very hot into the Sweating-place, 

where

the Groulii^. The StruSurc of this is 
not fo Beautiful as that of the great one, 
which is all Pav’d with Marble of feve- 
tm Colours. 

Thence I mounted a very fteep Afcent 
to fee the ^ragUo^ which Tavermer 
reckons a^wffg tne bell: next to thofe 0^ 
Canfian^fle^ and AdrianogU. 1 found 
it as ordinary Palace very ill Built, and 
• all go^c to Ruin 5 for they told me the 
•S/diotts had not come to it for 35 Years 
j)aft i bn^ *Mahomet IV. having been 
there qt the beginning of his Reign. 
Formerly, as has been laid, Burfa was 
the fettled Aboard of the Sultans^ and 
therefore there are five Tombs of them 
bui y’d in the Mofeh of Amur at Beg^ and 
three others of Sultaaeffcs and their Chil¬ 
dren, after the fame Model as thofe of 
Adriample-, and Confiantinoflcy but not 
fb rich in Marble. 

Friday 19th, the Jew led me three 
Miles from the City towards Montagnuy 
to the Bath of Efchi-Capligiay or the old 
Bath, where is the third mineral Water 
different from the other two, and good 
for Aches, and other Diftempers. Go¬ 
ing in, there is a large Room with two 
Cupcla% and a Fountain in the middle, 
as at the other Baths j and palling thro’ 
it into another Room, in the midft of 
it is a Fountain of cold Water, and two 
on the lidcs, of hot. Within that is the 
Place wher e they Bath, pav’d with Mar¬ 
ble, and fix Spans deep, with five large 
Conduits of hot Water about it. This 
yields but little Profit, bccaufe many go 
in for nothing j but the great one of 
CapligiOy the Grand Signior Farms out 


for 800 Piafires a Year j and a Lord on 
whom the Sultan has beftow’d it, makes 
a conliderable Revenue of the other. 

The mineral Waters run out of the 
Bath of Efthi-Capigliay into another lit¬ 
tle Bath in the Village of CivheriCy for 
the Service of the Inhabitants. 

After Dinner, I went to Bugarbafeiy 
to fee the Dervifes turn round, the Jew 
that had been apprehended by the 1 ax- 
gatherer, going with me. This mad 
Devotion was perform’d in a good Room, 
after the fame manner as was deferib’d 
at Confiantinoplcy and Adrianople ; only 
with this difference, that here they take 
but three Turns, omitting the fourth 
in which the Superior Ihould Dante. 

In my way back to the Xariy 1 went vu-gkm 
in to fee the Mofeh of VU-giamiy that Mofeb. 
is, the Great one. T here is this Singu¬ 
lar in it, that in the middle of it there 
is a great Fountain cncompafs’d with 
Banifters ^ they fay it is very Antient,- 
, and Built by the firft Sultan that came to 
Burfa. 

To return to the City, it is Govern’d 
by a MoBy or Cadiy who is chang’d eve¬ 
ry Year; but a Baffa has the Command 
of the Country, and muff; not reftde in 
Burfa. Its Air is not very wholibnie, 
as being feated at the foot of high Moun¬ 
tains cover’d with Snow, and near to 
Moraffes and* Waters, fo that every 
Morning it is cover’d with Fogs tifing 
from them. Provifions are not Dear, 
for there is Plenty of good Flefli, Bread, 

Filh, and excellent Fruit, whereof I 
Eat much, and that rare at fuch a time 
of the Year, and good frclh Grapes, 
Melons, Apples, Diefhuts, Hazlenuts^ 
and the like.

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They life Circumcifion, which they 
perform, when their Sons are feven or 
eight Years of Age, and can dilUnclly 
fpWk tliefc Words in the TurkiJhTon^aCy 
There is but one only God Mahomet is 
bis Prophet^ and jipoftle-^ and this is their 
Profellion of Faith. But there being no 
mention of Circumcifion throughout the 
whole Alcoran^ they fay, they ufe it in 
imitation of Abraham ^ whole Law is 
rccommetidcd to them by Mahomet. 
They believe the Alcoran was brought 
to Mahomet at fcvcral times to the Ci¬ 
ties oi Medina aiid Atecca., becaule the 
Jem and Chrlftians had corrupted the 
Holy Scripture and Divine Law. 

The Alahometans arc allow’d to have 
four Marry d Wives at once, and as ma¬ 
ny Concubines as they can keep^ but 
they may difinifs thefe Wives when they 
plcafe, only paying what was agreed 
on in the Mar.rimonial Contraft , that 
they may Marry again at plcafure. The 
Women before they Marry again, arc, 
ol)li,!;’d to Itay till it appears they are 
not With-ChikU tbit is, four Months, 
Slid Widows ten Nights more. The 
J-lu^banlls arc oldig’J to keep the Chil¬ 
dren they have by tiicir Slaves and 
Wives, they being all counted equally 
Ligitimatc. He who has put away one 
Woman three times, may not Marry 
her again, unlefs another'Marry her firft, 
and be Divorc’d from her. 

They have Mofehs, Colleges and 
Hofpitals with goal Revenues, as al- 
fo Monallerics of Dcrvices, who are 
Religious Men, who lead an E.vcmplar 
Life, under Obedience to their Supe¬ 
rior. 

They have allb another fort of Vaga- 
lx)nd Religious Men, call’d alfo Dervi- 
ces, who are Clad like mad Men, and 
Ibmctimes go Naked, and fbrac of them 
flalh their Flelh in fcvcral parts of their 
Body. Thus they are look’d uj^n as 
Saints, and live upon Alms, which no 
Body refufes them. Thefe Men may 
take up and Marry when they plcalc. 

They do not believe that Jefus Chrifl 
is God, or the Son of God, nor in the 
moll Blcfled Trinity, but only fay that 
Jefus Cliri/l is a great Prophet, Born of 
Holy ylLtry., who was a Virgin before 
and after her Delivery, and that he was 
Conceiv’d by Infpiration, or by a Divine 
Breath, without a Father, as Adam was 
Created without a Mother. That he 
wai not Crucify’d, but that God took 
hjfn up to him into Heaven, in order to 
ftml him back u])on Earth, before the 
^end of the World, to confirm the Law 


of Mahomet, and that tbb Jews thinking 
to Crucific Jefus ChriR, &ucify’d ano¬ 
ther that was like him. 

They pray for the Dead ; invoke their^ 

Saints, to whom they pay great Honour^ 
but believe not in Purgatory, and mi^iy 
of them think that the Souls and Bodies 
remain together, till tl^ great Day of 
Judgment. 

The Turks have a great"Y«^eft for 
the City of Jerufalem, as the Place where 
many Prophets were Born but that is. 
Extraordinary which they jay toMtcca^, 
where their falle Prophetwas 
Born, and to Medina, where he was Bu- 
ry’d j for which realbn they dall it a 
Holy Land, and perform many Pilgri¬ 
mages to it. 

They ufe no Bells in their Molchs as 
has been laid ellewhere but at the 
Hour of Prayer the Priefts go up to the 
top of the Towers, at the Angles of 
the Mofehs, and call the People with 
loud Cries. It is alfo forbid them to 
Difputc about Religion, and if they arc 
oblig'd by any Body to anfwer, they 
mull do it with their Weapons, and not 
with their Tongues. 

As for their Manners they arc altogc- Thdr 
thcr Barbarous, Rude, Haughty above Mannera 
any other Nation, Deceitful, given to i'll 
Lav.inefs, Covetous, Ignorant, andEne- ‘ ’ 
mies to Chriflianity. Nor is the Go¬ 
vernment any better than their Manners, 
for their Trials are very fbort, and fub- 
jeft to tlie Corruption of falfe WitneC- 
fes; Caufes being carry’d by thofe that 
give moll, not by them that have molt 
Right i and this becaufeall Imployments 
in the Ottoman Empire being Venal, all 
Minifters make it their Bufinefs to Rob, 
and Opprcls the People, to repay the 
great Sums of Mony they have taken up 
at excelfive IntereR of the Jews, and 
reimburfe the vaR Expence they have 
been at. But were their Laws obferv’d, 
they would appear agreeable to thole 
of Nature; for among Criminals they 
Condemn a Thief to be Hang’d; a Mur¬ 
derer to be Beheaded; an Ofrender in 
matter of Religion to be Burnt ^ a Trai¬ 
tor to be dragg’d at a HorfesTail, and 
then Impal’d ", and if a Man has cut ofiT 
anothersLimb, or Maim’d him, he is as 
our GviULaw dirtds to fuffer the fame 
Pcnaltys. Perlbn Conviiled of Perjury 
are led through the City in their Shirts 
on ARcs, with their Faces to the Tail, 
which they hold in their Hands, their 
Faces daub’d, and on their Shoulders a 
parcel of Guts, and other Rinking Gar¬ 
bage j then they are Burnt on the Cheeks 

and 
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v%A>0 and Forehead, aad are incapable of ever 
^eme^. being Witncfes again. 

Their Executions are fpeedy j for in 
criminal Gales, every G^’, tho’ but of 
a Uttle Village, has no Superior to whom 
dftre lies any Appeal; but if be is not 
a Lawyer by ProfelHon, the Alleflbr 
mult Subferibe-'to the Sentence before it 
can be EjaCuted, tho* he were one of* 
the Prime Bajfa\ of the Empire. 

In civil Caufes, both Parties being 
• heard,/and the Witnefles briefly Exa¬ 
min’d,’^and Writings produc’d, they are 
oblig’d td^.ilide all Controverlies with¬ 
out dcl^y. Matrimonial Contracts are 
made before the Cadi^ who often judges 
, of the Validity, or nullity of Matrimo¬ 
ny i for as has been laid elfewhere, the 
Mobometans do not diftingiiilh between 
Religious and Secular Caufes, and pals 
themfelves indilTerently from Eccleliafti- 
tal to lecular Employments, and the 
contrary. But Avarice makes the Mu- 
fulaian Judges utter Strangers toRealbn 
and Jullicc % which is the caufc that the 
i.,aws feidom take place j and if feverai 
Chrilliaus, whom they Hate, Ihould 
happen to kill a T urky when one of them 
is Executed, the reft buy their Pardon 
of the judge and Kindred of the Dead 
Man to whom it belongs to Execute the 
Sentence. 

Soldiers. The Janixj$riest who are the ftrength 
of itbeir Armies, are arm’d with Muf- 
kets and Scimitars. The SpMs or Horfc 
carry Bows and Arrows, Swords and 
Piftols. The Soldiers have Lan¬ 
ces, Axes, and javelins. They make 
ule of Cannon, as Chriftians do. In 
Battle they obferve no Order, which is 
the main Point, repoling all hopes of 
’ ■ ViSory in their Numbers. They Charge 
the Euemy with great Fury to break his 
Order, and make hideous Cries as they 
Fight j but if they meet Oppolition the 
firft and lecond Onlet, they dare not 
give a Third, but fly fo precipitately 
that no Authority of Officers can ftop 
them. 

Rfvenue. It is hard to give an Account qf the 

Great Turk’s yearly Revenues, becaufc 
they ariling out of many Kingdoms in 
jdjia., Europe, and Africk, as allb out of 
the Spoils of the wretched Bajpfs, and 
other Minifters of the Empire, are not 
always the fame. Every Man that ob¬ 
tains an Employment is oblig’d to make 
the 'Emperoifa great Prefent; as for 
Inftance, the Bajfa of Grand Caire can¬ 
not give left than half a Million for that 
Poll, and as much to the chief Sultanu’s, 
the Mufti, Grand Fizier, Cmmacan, 


and other Perlbus in Favour, who arc 
to Proteft him. If he has not this Sum 
of Mony of his own, he rauft borrow 
it of Friends, or of the Jews at Cent per 
Cent Intereft. Nor is the Sultan fatisfy’d 
with what he receives at ftrft of the 
Baffa but when he has paid bis Debts, 
and begins to grow Ricii, l;e fends him 
by a Meflengcr a Prefent of a Veft, a 
Sword, and Daggci-, which the Receiver 
is to return with ten times the Value, 
and if he does it not, another fatal one 
is fent him tonfiftiug of a Battlc-Ax, 
or Sword, a Token that he Hands not 
well in the Emperor’s Favour, and that 
if he does not endeavour to Aj'peafe 
him, he will loon lofc his Head a 
barbarous Policy pradlis’d by tlie Otio- 
man Princes, to make themfeives rt- 
fpeded, by fucking the very Blood of 
their Subjefts. 

It is not only tliefe, to appearance, 
free Gifts, that help to fill the Sultans 
•Cofiers, but when the Bajfa’s, or other 
Minifters Die, they owniijg they hold 
all they have of his Bounty, he feizes 
all their Goods, and becomes foie Heir, 
iho’ the CliiJdren are Born of his own 
Sifter, It were nothing if he Hay’d dll 
they dy’d a natural Death j but the worft 
of it is, that fcarcc a Year pafles but 
he takes off th^Heads-qf fcuxteihat chink 
themfelves much in his Favour, and this 
on very flight Occalions, or perhaps on¬ 
ly to fecure their \Ycalth. Befides this, 
ail the Subjeds of that vaft Monarcliy 
pay three in the Hundred of all they 
have -, not to fpcak of the Duties and 
Impofidons for taking Pofleffion ot their 
Inheritances. And were there nothing 
elfe to Ihew for it, we have a fufficient 
Argument of the vaft Wealth of the 
Ottoman Princes in the prodigious Sums 
they muft have to maintain lb many 
Garrilbns in Europe, jifia, and Africk, 
and leveral Armies at the lame time a- 
gainft Chriftian Princes. 

The Habit of the Twks is long, the ., 
under Garment reaching down to the 
Ankle, the upper a little fhorter, with 
dole Sleeves, all generally of Red, 
Blew, or Gi^en Clom. On their Heads 
they wearTurbants of the fame Cloth 
made clofe, and wrapp’d about with fc- 
veral rounds of fine White Linncn, or 
Silk, Their Breeches arc long, and al- 
moft ferve for Hole and Socks, thefe 
being few’d to them. Then they,put

In the Iflaad of Candia he 
fought with various Succefe. tie was 
at 1 ill Murder’d by his rebellious Sub- 
jcifts, who not long before had kill’d 
the Grand Elzier, this was in the Year 
1648. 

Mahomet the Fourth, came next to rnahmet 
the Empire at hxteen Years of Age. He the 4tli. 
tho’ fo Young continu’d the War with 
the Venetians, without ever giving Ear 
to any Accommodation till in the Year 
1672, he had made himfelf Maftcr of 
Candia, the Metropolis of that ifland 
after which he concluded a Peace, the 
Venetians continuing Pofleft’d of feme 
Places in the fame Ifland. Growing wea¬ 
ry of the long Peace with the Empire, 
at the Perfwalion of his Prime Minifter, 
he made War on the Emperor, laying 
Siege to in 1683, with a formi¬ 
dable Army of 300000 Fighting Men j 
and after fome Weeks vigorous Attacks 
reduc’d it to fuih a Condition, that it 
muft have fallen into his Hands, had it 
not been reliev d by the powerful Pobfi 
and German Armies, wliich rais’d the 
Siege, with tne Defeat of the Ottoman 
Forces. This prov’d the Ruin of the 
Turks,vihQ the following Campaigns loft 
Buda and all Hungary. The Souldiery, 
and Mupbti imputing all thefe Loffes to 
the Unfortunate Mahomet the Fourth, 
they Depos’d and Imprifon’d him, and 
his two Sons andthe 
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firft 34, the other 11 Years of Age.

The Author's Voyage on the Black Sea to Trabczond. 


H Aving recover’d my Liberty, as I 
fiid above, which coft me 45 Via- 
Jins, laid .out in a Veil of Brocard 1 
gave the Captain Bajfa ■, I imbark’d on 
WedncfJ.ay 7th, aboard a Saick, belong¬ 
ing to a Kms, or Maftcr, call’d Agi~Mu~ 
Jlapl'a, thinking every liour an Age till 
1 goL oiit of chat to me unfortunate Ci¬ 
ty. 1 lay aboard that Night, beeaulc 
iny 1 .aiidlo! d uiiderftauding I had been 
I’rifoncr ia the Bath, would not enter¬ 
tain me any longer, looking on me as a 
daijgi-i ons Man. ManmlHy^ThHrfday 8th, 
\vc tlid not Sail, bct.Tiife the Rais had 
Bulinels, and I went alhore to vilit the 
Holy Sepulchres. Good-Friday 9th, I 
Din’d with Moniieur Afener, bid him 
Adieu, and thank’d him for all Favours 
receiv’d. Holy-Satiirday loth, I per¬ 
form’d my Devotions, and took leave of 
Friends ; and Sunday 1 1 th, being Eafler- 
Day in the Morning, the Saick ieft the 
Port of Cosifiantinofle in filth hailc, that 
I had not time to hear Mafs. Having 
run nine Miles to the Village of Cregni- 
Chipy, the Rais put in there for Water, 
and’contiuu’d there all Day, the Wind 
coming up contrary. 

Aionday i3th, we fet out with little 
Wind, which afterwards turning to a 
dead Calm, the Saick was tow’d by its 
Skiff, and at lafl was drawn with Ropes 
from the Shoar as far as Vmuriar, five 
Miles diflant. Going up here to the top 
of the Hill, to fee the Mouth of the 
Black Sea i as I came down, a Turkifi 
Shepherd ask’d me, why I went thither, 
;ind iindci [landing by Signs, that he faid 
I was viewing the Country 9 my lafl 
Sufferings having taught me Experience, 
i made haftc aboard the Saick. Tuefday 
13th, the Wind coming up fair, we 
Sail’d at break of Day, and two Hours 
after entred the Black Sea. All the way 
between the firfl and fccond Callles, the 
Shuars of the Streight arc no lefs Popu¬ 
lous and Plcafant than thofe from Con- 
Vo!. IV. 


fiantinepu to the firfl; for on the fide 
of Natalia are the Villages of Cahgnia, 
Gbucli, Erigerli, Ihlces, and Cavach y 
and on that of Romeha, Sttgni, fifu?ni- 
Choy, Tarahia, Buyitcb-dare, and SanUr-, 
with good ricafiirc-Houfcs and Gardens 
between them, which make the Prolpedt 
of them agreeable. 

The fccond Cafllcs are worfe than the 
firfl, for that on the fide of Europe lias 
but two little lowers on fhc Plain, and 
very weak Curtains j and the other in 
Afia near Cavach, is a Iqiiarc Tower, 
both without Cannon. On the toj) of 
the Hill, half a Mile diflant, llond a 
Caflle, whofc Out-wot ki icaGi’d tp the 
other, butits .:dl,liiiii’(L ^ 

On both the op;v-jrtre Pomts oTVhc 
Streight there arc 1 igh.r-Ho' icr, and 
fmall Dwellings. ! .c.v, that, oa the 
fide of Remclia ovt u icock, is the 1 e- 
mainder of the PedcUal of Pompey's Pil¬ 
lar. 

We made but little way on Wtdncfday 
14th, the Wind being contrary, but ft 
coming up fair on iharfday 1 yth, we 
coaflcd along Natalia, and at Night 
were oppolitc to Ergelt, where is a good 
Port, a rarity in the Black Sea. The 
fame Wind continuing till two Hours in 
the Night, thofe drowfy Brutes furl’d 
their ^ils, and making fall the Helm 
laid them down to Sleep, leaving the 
Saick to rock upn the Waves. 

The fame Wind blew again on Thurf- 
dayt 6 th, carrying us about twelve Miles 
an Hour, Md at Noon came up with 
the other ^ick that made the lame Voy¬ 
age with us, and carry’d above i 
Soldiers and Servants of the Bafa of 
Trabexjtnd, who was .gone before with 25 
of bis Family in fix fraall Felucca's, car¬ 
rying with hio) fix Horfes, beiides as 
many mojeaboafd the Said. The Coun¬ 
try that appears along the Se.j, is raofl 
Mountainous, and abounding in Cheft- 

nuts, Ha; le-nuts, and Apples, to fur-’

GemtHi. bouring Provinces. 

1594. SMHfduy 17th, the Wind came up 
direftly contrary, fb that we had much 
ado to put into Cape Simpef for frefll 
Water. Weighing betimes on SW<*y 
Morning, we pafs’d in light of the City 
Sindfti leated on the Eaftermoft part of 
a Point of Land, with a hi^h Mountain 
near it. A thick Fog which held till 
Evening, hindred our View of the plca- 
fant Coaft. So the Storm that rofc was 
the caufe we made little wajr in the Day, 
blit the Wind coming fair in the Even¬ 
ing, we advanc’d conliderably till Mid¬ 
night. 

Monday 19th, a great Rain fell, after 
which the Wind was fo fair, that we 
made a great Run the Night following. 
The fame Wind and Rain continu’d 
Titefday 20th, which fet us very forward. 
The Sajfd’s Family was wailfd from 
Head to Foot •, and I admir'd the Pati¬ 
ence of the Tarks^ who rather than give 
a Zecchine for.a Cabbin, are rontent to 
be expos’d to the Weaker, like lb ma¬ 
ny Beafts. In other Refpeds they were 
Perfons of good Behaviour, who Con¬ 
vers’d with me Civilly, both dnring the 
Palfige, and my ftay at Trabezarid ; nor 
was I wanting to fliew them more Cour- 
fiiaice.«ufc of their 
Friendfliips if 1 had need and pirticu- 
larly to recover my Baggage out of the 
Hands of the Rais Lej^tr. 

The fame Rain and rough Sea con¬ 
tinu’d ail Night, and Wedntjdsy 2ift till 
Noooj carrying us within three Miles 
of Trabeiand', but there it fail’d, and in 
the Evening was contrary, fo that we 
were forced to have the Saick tow’d by 
its Skiff I ftill blefs’d the two Crowns 
and a half I had given for my Cabbin, 
for I could not have endur’d the Wea¬ 
ther *, but he that hir’d it to me, at lall; 
rais’d a Knavilh Ontroverfy, asking 
more than we had agreed for before the 
Interpreter, and Monfieur Mater. Vet 
I fatisfy’d him with a fmall Matter, not- 
withftanding he had found out twoT4r- 
tar falfe Witnedes, who depm’d they 
had heard me make the BaVgain as he 
faid. \ 

All the Baffa’i Retinue lAay’d aboard 
that Night; but I, who long’d to be out 
of the Tarkijh Territories, w«it4dhore 
* immediately, and to the little Hoffitittm 
the'3f^/rr had fotled there within three 
YearSj'^r the conveniency of their Mif- 
Itoms. irhere I found F. yiUot Supferior 
yf the MilBoff’^f Armenia^ with three 
Companions, and the Donumean all clad 


after the Armmiaa Falhion. They were 
very glad to fee me deliver’d out of 
Prilbn, and lafc arriv’d after three Days 
Storm, and a Voyage of 900 Miles. 

And cerminly we had Perifh'd, but that 
the EniHtte Sea, whofe Grcomference il 
5000 Miles, its length 1100, and the 
breadth 200, and where moff 400, is 
not fo boifterous as the open Sea, as 
fome pretend. 1 alfo found my Equi¬ 
page recover’d by the Fathers, and car- 
ry’d to their Houfe, which compleated 
my Joy. 

The Fathers told me whht ehey had 
fuffer’d during their Voyage. Imbark- 
ing aboard the fecond StUck^ as was faid 
before, they were carry’d to Vnia^ 500 
Miles foom TrAamd, coming whence 
in fmall Boats they were in danger of 
being Loll ^ and at laft they were taken 
up for the Tribute, and put into the 
Hands of the Mailer of the Boat, for 
him to give an Account of them to the 
Receiver at Trafrexaudj to decide whe¬ 
ther the French ought to pay or not ^ 
and this becaufe they fallly alledg’d. 

That their King had broke the Peace 
with the Grand Signior \ but the Gadi 
declar’d they were not oblig’d to Pay. 

That Night, out of excels of Joy we 
Drank together Merrily, congratula¬ 
ting our Safety, and forgetting pall 
Su^ings. 

Trabeiuttd, by the Turks oil’d Tara- rrthe^l 
baffauf is feated in the Latitude of 42 city. 
Degrees, on the utmoll Bank of the 
Black Sea, and at the foot of a Moun¬ 
tain, Aat looks towards the North. Its 
whole Circumference is but a Mile, but 
its large Suburbs make up room for 
20000 Inhabitants. It is an Archiepif. 
copal See, and Metropolis of Caftadocia, 
a Province between the lelfer jifia, and 
greater Armmia. When the Empire of 
Omfiantinefle was dellroy’d, the Creeks 
cbofe this Place for the Seat of their 
Empire, but it was not lailing for the 
Family of Lafcari having Reign’d there 
200 Years, that is from i 25 i. till 1460, 
at length in the Reign of Davids it was 
taken and dellroy’d by Aiahemt the Se¬ 
cond, Emperor of the Turks. At pre- 
ient they call it the head the Pro¬ 
vince or Jenich.

CHAP. III. 


The Author^s yournej to 

T VcJthty 27, 1 fet out after Dinner, 
with the aforefaid Fathers, and a 
good Carava;/. After four Hours of 
Mountain and Dirty way, wc lodg’d at 
the high. Caravanfera of OregUii, where 
wc lay in the open Air, with the Noife 
of the great River clofe by, and of 
Wild Dogs that run about the Moun¬ 
tains in Troop". 

Wenf.lay zSth, At break of Day we 
proceeded on our Journey Icafurly over 
dreadful Mountains, and having Tra- 
veird 24 Miles in nine Hours, Ray’d at 
the Cariivmjfr.i of lb conveni¬

And a few fteps further. Come along' 
you who do not give a Fenny » vthereas we 
come upon the Alms of France ; and 1 *m 
yodll give all you are worth to be 
at home again. As he repeated thefe 
words, I fmil’d, and the more to tempt 
him, laid. Do you think that coming to the 
Adiffion in the Levant, is like taking a 
walk in the Tuillerics at Par is, or at Mon- 
licui s/W(Wf.? To .avc my fell the pains 
I would not alight, but vvciit up a 
. HorJic-back, in daj)gcr of breaking my 
Neck down rhofo dreadful Rocks. We 
dclcendcd 4 Miles of craggy w’ay to the 
Caravmjera, wliicli takes Name from 
that iMouuiaini after Trar'dling 24 
Miles in 11 Hours. Friday 30th, we 
went down a more cafy way, but very 
long bccaufe of its w’inding about the 
Mountain which abounds in Fir, Beech, 
and Nut-trees. Then we pals’d over 
the 3d Stone Bridge near a Mountain, 
at the foot whereof we entred into a 
way under Ground, to come to a Cara- 
vanfera at the Other lidc. After riding 22 
Miles in 10 Hours we lay at Night in the 
Caravanfera of the Village ofCiumis-Xane, 
that is. Silver Houfe, becaule of the ru¬ 
ins of this Metal there are in that 
Neighbourhood, where the Country 
produces plenty of Apples, Hazle-nnts, 
and bad Wine. Here we had but an 
ill Night of it. 

Saturday the firft of May, after fix Mines, 
Hours riding, wc pafs’dby a Gold Mine, 
where they did not work becaufe it was 
Ipoil’d by the inundation of the River, 
and at a finall diftance thence by one of 
Silver. The Natives told me there were 
many more of Lead, and Copper, which 
is therefore very cheap among the Tu,ks, 
who have all forts of Utculils of it Tinu’d 
both wiihie and without. Thence wc 
pafs’d by Cuvans, and after Travelling 
20 Miles in 10 Hours, Night coming on 
lay at Bala.vor in the Houle of our G*-. 
tergi or Muleticr. "I’his Village is 
feated in an excellent and fruitful Plain. 

I cannot decide whether the Houles arc 
Caves or Stables jfor they are dug out of 

the 
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the Earth, which ferves as a Wall, 
-JlmtB. with great Beams lay’d acrofs above, to 
i/?94 -^pport the Roof which is Of Earth alio, 
and even with the Roads they ride on. 
They leave a large gap in the middle 
to let in the Light, not regarding that 
all they do within, can he lecn through 
it. Men and Bealls lodge together in 
them; lb that I was forc’d to fpeud 
that Night in fuch good Company. I 
was much pleas’d in this Counii y at their 
trah^e ©vens to bake Bread and tor other ufes. 
wens.* They make a Trench t' lcc Spans deep 
in theGrotmd, Plailler d with plain Mud, 
with a fipall hole for the Flame. Mak¬ 
ing a Wood fiiC in it, they fallen an 
IrOi. acrofs the Mouth, aud to that aiio-

Poi'= im-y llai.d and boil on it. This 
tuitisio v'J toi ti e conveniency of the 
perlbn liiat drcllcs the Meat.

The Village bein/ for the moll part 
inhabitated by A .nemans, they all 
mentm Crouds to oar Stable, tobein- 

llfufted in the Divine Mvlleries byF. F'il- 
lot. He had icar.) d the iiriwrmjw Lan¬ 
guage pcrlcilly to tl purpole; and in¬ 
vented a Game like liMt of the Goofe, to 
make them the beuc. icnictrbcr thofc 
things, calling it a game of Devotion, 
bccaufe the faid Mylleries were Piinted 
on it. 

1 was not a little edify’d to lee what 
Pains thofe good People took to get room 
in our Stablc,calliug one another to hear 
the Word of God, which lalled till 
Night. The Harvcll in Afta is great, 
and the Labourers but few. Did a Mif- 
fioner Hay in this Place but a few Weeks 
he would draw all the People out of the 
darkuefsof. Herefy^ fo ealily are they 
brought to own their Error. The Je- 
fuits apply thcmfelves very zialouflyto 
this good work in many parts of the 
TarM and Perfian Dominions ^ fuffer- 
ing the Affronts and Ourrages of the Ma¬ 
hometans with Hcroiek Patience, having 
been fevcral times perfecuted and ex- 
pell’d by them. They arc inaintain’d 
out of Revenues fet apart for this purpofe 
inE'onee. 


Ac Night came a Chiaasj who was 
halining the March of the Afian Troops; 
bccaule they advanc’d flowly, to beat 
Rel^ade at the end, rather than of the 
beginning of the Campaign; This put 
ns to a great deal of Trouble, for at 
Midnight he took two of our Hoifes for 
his owii Ulc i and in the Muruing we 
'were at a lols, the Caravan being ready 
to fet out, and no other Hot fes to be 
had in the Village. Thereto: e that we 
might nor be left a prey to iiobbcis or 
Jvhisirtes wc made die hdlf loads whole 
o.iesi and fo a Ho ic lemain’d quite 
light to ride by turns all day, and this 
made amends for the joy of the forego¬ 
ing Night being Sunday the 2d, when 
we Hipp’d raei ; ily and had a pleafant 
time of ic, in remembrance of the per- 
fecution fiiffcr’d by the jefnits at Arze- 
rum a, ; d ^ ahetjoud Oil that day C WoY Cars, 
as was laid neforc. 

However ciuouruging one another, 
wc fet out like Pilgrims on Munday 3d, 
following the Caravan through a plain, 
and well cultivated Country. The ft- 
fuits would not make ufe of the Horle, 
but like the Apoflles travell’d all the 
day aroot, K Ddmafuts Hill calling upon 
the Gentlemen de Propaganda to corn.c 
and Ice him walk. The Dominican 
Father and I r'' 
Country bcingluilof Pigeons, and Mal¬ 
lards, I Ihot ma^! H y; a?, both a Foot and 
a Horfe-back, to cue gts.at admiration 
of ihzTurks^ who could not hit onej 
which made F. F'iBot fay I was one of the 
Kingof s Huntfmen, fenttoferve 
the King of Pe jia in that employment. 
After travelling 12 .Mile in fix Hours, 
we pafs’d through the Suburb, into the 
Ciry Btihurty where they pay a quarter 
of a Ducat Toll for every Horle. 

This City is feated on a Rock, 
wall'd, and furnilh’d with but a few 
pieces of Camnn. Good woollen Car- 
pc^s made there are fold cheap.

Erxjerim is feated on a long Plain, un¬ 
der high Mountains, at the end of th^ 
Plain 30 Miles long, and 10 in breadth. 
Its Walls are two Miles in compafs, and 
are double, but not fin’d with Earth, 
.or Ramparts. About it is an indifie- 
renc Oitih, and feveral Towers at con¬ 
venient Diftances, with (mall Pieces of 
Cannoh, fuch as they call Falconets, lb 
chat on the out-iidc it looks much like 
Cofijlantirioplc. At the Eaft-end is a Ca- 
ftlc and a Fort, for the Aga of the Ja- 
mzariesy both of them commanded by a 
Hill, and a Tower on it, whence the 
Enemy may be difeover'd at a great Di- 
llance. Near this Caftlc is the Armt^- 
vUn Cathedral, much decay’d, except¬ 
ing two Towers built of Brick. There 
arc three Iron Gates to the City; at that 
call’d of Taitris^ there lie on the Ground 
twenty good Pieces of Cannon j the reft 
being broke up to be carry’d to Confian- 
tinofle. The Houles, as allb thole in 
the Suburbs, for the moft part inhabited 
by Armenians arc low, and made of 
Wood and Mud \ the Streets narrow, 
and iinpav’d; and the Bazjtr^s mean; 
but it is fo Populous, that there are in 
the Suburbs only zz Caravanferas for the 
Caravans of Ptrfta. The Air is very 
Cold, by reafon of the Snow lying con¬ 
tinually on the Neighbouring Moun¬ 
tains ; but it is not fo bad for the Eyes 
as Tavernier pretends; but this makes 
the Fruit ripen very late, for which rea¬ 
fon it is firft brought out of Georgia^ 
and were it not fupply’d from the Vil¬ 
lages about, it would be Icarce. Yet 
Provifions arc very Cheap, for a Penny- 
rvorth of Bread will lerve a Man a Day, 
and he may buy almoft thirty Pounds 
of Bisket tor a Carline., or Six-pence; 
five Eggs for a Tornefe, or Penny, and 
a Hen for five, and lb other Things 
proijortionably. All this Plenty pro¬ 
ceeds from the fruitfulnefs of the afore- 
laid Plain. But, as 1 was told. Corn 
does not ripen in lixty Days, and Barly 
in forty,* ( according to TavA’nierh Ac¬ 
count) for whilft I was there, they 
were adually Sowing to Reap in Sep- 

•temher. 

The River Euphrates has its Springs 
in a Mountain call’d Aphrae, or Mingel, 
fix Hours Journy fiom Erzerumj where¬ 
fore the $prings of this River, accord- 
Vol. IV.

T Vefday 18th, the Fathers Dalma-

opy, I, took our Fliglit out of the City after 
Midnight, like the Jfraelites pcrlecuted 
by Pharaoh. Near break of Day the 
Cuftom-houfe Officers came out of a 
Tent to ftop us fix Miles from the Ci¬ 
ty but {hewing them the Cuftomers 
diftharge and giving them a Rny, which 
is a quarter of a Neapolitan Ducat, they 
Ictus pafs^ notwithftanding my Mule- 
tier, who was a Georgian, falling out 
with an Armenian belonging to thofe 
Officers, had bufleted him very well. 
Three Miles from thence my Horfe ftart- 
ing threw me; and with the fall broke the 
Stock of my Gun, which I*could put 
but into an indifferent pofture to ferve 
rac by the way. All the Country wc 
•traveli’d over that Day was plain, and 
much refcmblingtbe plain Apulia in the 
Kingdom of Naples. They were aftu- 
ally lowing, tho’iliey had not Plow’d.

Having aofs’d a great River about the 
Evening, we went to take up our quar¬ 
ters at the Village of Axa, our Catergt*& 
place of Birth,in whofe Houfe wc lodg'd; 
having in 8 hours travcll’d 20 Miles, out 
of the common way of the Caravan, 
which always pafles through the little 
but beautiful Cdftle of Hafan-kale,ka.t- 
ed on a Hill, and 4 Miles diftant from 
the aforclaid Village, where a Rup or 
quarter of a Ducat is paid for every 
Horfe. We were lodg’d in the Mule- 
tiers Houle, and had an excellent Supper, 
becanfe thc^ place is plentiful of Provi- 
fions; four Pigeons being Ibid for five 
Ternefts, prfivcPencce. 

WedneJ^ 19th, a Janizary eroding Mortci 
the Road'would make us return to the aftions. 
Fort to pay a certain duty, and with 
much difficulty we perfuaded him to re¬ 
ceive itJ without giving us the trdublc 
of goitra back to the Fort. Twelve 
Miles fiinhcr we had a worfe rc-encoun- 
ter, thrcfcgh the fault of the Mnlctiersj 
Ox who 
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wh^would take a Road not usM by 
'emelli. Caravms. The Officers of thcCoftoin- 
id94* houfe of Solifei, and of the Bridge of 
Scio-ban-»Hpriy feeing we did not take 
the way of the Bridge, came up and 
commanded us to go with them, as far 
as the Village. Being willing to buy off 
this Trouble, they ask’d us % Piajtresy 
but feeing we fcoff’d at ther Impertinent 
demand, they began to fly for fear of 
being beaten. W'c on the other Hand 
fearing fomething worfc might befall us, 
thought it better to overtake them and 
Compound for two Piaftres. 

The fruitfulncfs of the Soil, makes 
Provifions there worth little or nothingi 
and the more bccaufc the Natives live 
upon fourMilk, Cakes inftcad of Bread, 
and Water. Having travell’d 28 Miles 
in tea Hours, w e came to the Village of 
Korafony where another of our Catergis 
was Born, on the left of the River A- 
raxesy which runs from the Foot of 
Mount Mittgol into the Caff Ian Sea. The 
Houfesof This Village are under Ground 
like thofc of Salaxor. 

Thin fday loihy being Alcenlion day, 
wc ftaid in that Village to pleafe the Ca- 
ttrgi. One fent by the Cuftomcr, came 
home to view my I'runks, and fee the 
Tafcare of the Cuftom-houfe of Erx.mim. 
He took nothing i but a Nazyr that 
came with him, feeing wc had no Pafs 
came again at Night, and would have a 
Piaftre by way of compofition, which 
the Cnftomer did not*approve of. It is 
moft certain the poor Franks every where 
fuller through the avarice of the Turksy 
but in fome places a fmall matter con¬ 
tents them. The Women of this Vil¬ 
lage cover their Faces, almolt after the 
manner of Tgyfty with little Plates of 
Silver, worth about a Carline of Naples, 
which move prettily with their Heads; 
and they wear two rows of Buttons on 
both fides their Veits, with other little 
Silver Plates. 

Frydryxi&y we travcll’d eight Miles 
of Mountain way, and halted on the 
Bank of a River, where our Catergis 
would walh thcmfclves, that place a- 
bounding in Mineral Wattfrs. Going 
thence wc met with three '^nizjiriesy 
who pretending they bclong’ji to the 
Poll-tax-gatherer, would havl us pay 
that Duty. Wc refufing to pay it on 
’ account of our fiViMaw, they wr«ild make 
us turn back y and therefore tho’ iwe were 
ftronger, we were forc’d to gb« a Pi¬ 
aftre to be rid of them. Ml about 
^efc Plains there were curiJjus wild 
hillpsy which would be much valu’d in 


Eurffe. ’ We lay that Night at Mifing- 
hirty a Village in a Valley at the foot of 
a Rock, on which is an antient and al- 
moft ruin’d Cafflc. Here tho’ there 
were many ChriftianSj yet wc lay in the 
open Field. The Natives to get fome¬ 
thing gave ns to underftand that bat a 
few days before the Rogues on the 
Mountain had robb’d fbme Travellers. 

The Fathers and one Coggia Abram born 
at Erzyrumy being put into a fright at 
this news, would needs take four Men 
along to convoy us. 1 was latisfy’d they 
were Spies, and worfe than Thioces, and 
that they had no good Arms, yet that 
they might not think I kept off out of 
covetoufiiels, I condclcended to pay my 
fhare of five RnpSy we gave them, which 
is a Ducat and a quarter. 

For the more leenrity, we travelfd by 
Night, through Woods of Pine-trees, 
and over ftcep Mountains the nefts of 
Robbers; two of whom meeting us had 
.not the Courage to make any attempt.

Thcfe being as 
great Thieves as any in the World, fee¬ 
ing it was day, demanded their Pay be¬ 
fore we were out of the Wood. F. Dal- 
mauHs refufing, becaufc we were not yet 
out of danger, one of them threatned 
to run him through with his Spear; which 
made me perluade him to pay, rather 
than indanger his Perfon. When they 
had receiv’d the Mony, they ftay’d be¬ 
hind, without regarding their Duty, for 
we had ftill two Miles to go through the 
Wood. We had advanc’d but a few 
Heps to get out of it, before twelve 
Men, Ibme afoot and ibme a horleback Danger 
appear’d before us, at light of whom my of Rob- 
Catergi drawing near me, faid. Crafty or 
Thieves,and ask’d for one of my Piftols, 
but I would not give it him. Our company 
was in a confternation, but above 
the reff, who tho’ the Night before 1 
had fix’d his Gun, that be might help 
to defend us in cafe of need ; yet chow 
rather to truft to his Horfes heels, with-, 
out regarding the Shame of running away, 
than hazar’d his Life,by Ihewing Courage. 

The frighted Fathers and 1 being left 
to oppofe the Robbers, I alighted with 

my 
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my Gans and Piftols in a readiora j Jti^d 
Cemelli. leaving them a Horfc-back wich bad Pi- 
1594.^ .ftols, and without Powder polled roy 
C/^V^felf on the Left, behind fome Rocks, 
waiting under Covert to fee what the 
Rovers would do. They being badly 
Arm’d, and fome of them only with 
Staves, tho’Twelve in Number, would 
not ftand the Teft, but turning off, weni 
up the Mountain, leaving the Way free 
to us. The Tnrks Extoll’d my Behavi¬ 
our, and the Fathers much more, who 
.■fromjthat time forward us’d in jeft to 
call m^^raon-Bafei, or Captain of the 
fmall Caravatt. 1 was fo inrag’d againll 
the Run-away Coggia^ that as a Punifh- 
ment of his Cowardice, 1 would have 
left his Goods to the mercy of the Rob- 




bili^ but at the Requeft of the JeMs^ 
1 funir’d them to be carry’d on. I»ing 
out of the Wood, we relied our Horfes 
in a Plain, near which there was good 
Paftnrc, and a Village of Kurds. Three 
Hours after we fet forwards a good Pace, 
and went to lie at the Village of Co- 
having Travcll’d that Day 35 
Milw in 10 Hours. This Place was in¬ 
habited by Arnttniam, who dilturb’d us 
with their Sick, to get fome Medicine 
of the JeJuitSy who carry feveral lores j 
wliieh hapned to us wherefbever we 
came. All the way beyond the Moun¬ 
tains, which made one half, was an e.^- 
ccllent Soil, but untill'd for want of 
People. 


CHAP. VI. 


A fjort Deferi^tiOH of Kars, and the Continuation of the Author's Journji 

to the Frontiers of Perfia. 


S Vndsy zi< 3 iy having Travcll’d twelve 
Miles in five Hours, we came to the 
City Karsy the frontier Town of the 
Turkijh Dominions, and lodg’d in a C<i- 
r(TVanfera in the Suburb. 

l^rsCw}. Kars is a Large, but not Populous Ci¬ 
ty, tho’ there be plenty of Provilions, 
and very Cheap, feated in a moft fruitful 
Plain, and 78 Degrees 4 Minutes of 
Longitude, and ^2 Degrees 40 Minutes 
of Latitude. The reafon of its being 
fo ill inhabited is, becaufe being on tlu; 
Frontiers, it has fufFer’d fbmetiraes by 
the Perfiany and fbmetimes by the Otto- 
mm Arms j being no fooner recover’d 
from the one, than it Iras fallen again 
under the other, as has hapned to many 
other Places, which have been ruin’d by 
the Perfians for eight or nine Days Jour- 
ny. Kars is a fufficient Tellimony to 
Pofterity of the Behaviour of the Per- 
fans in taking of ftrong Holds ^ and 
how dreadful the ftrokes of their Scimi¬ 
tars are to the Turks. 

LexU.Gco- But to rctum to the Bufinefs in hand. 
graph Phil. Kars is fcatcd in Turcommia. Its lhape 
is long, looking towards the ^outh, and 
two Miles in coinpaft, on the fide of a 
fifing Ground. Its two Walls arc of 
Earth, with fmall Towers, two Gates, 
and as many Bridges on the fide of the 
River and Suburb. The Fort which 
Hands on the Rock^ is iuacccllible on 
that fide next the River. In it is a good 
Garrifon, oat of which every Night a 


Detachment of forty Horlc goes to flour 
the Country on the Frontiers. The 
Houfes by rcaibn of the thinuefs of the 
Inhabitants are more like Dens, made of 
Timber and Mud. For 130 Years laft 
pafl, itoce Subjcdl to the Ottoman Em¬ 
pire, it has always been Govern’d by a 
Bajfa'y rather out of Jealoufy bccaufe it 
is a Frontier, than bccaufe the greatnefs 
of the Place deferves it. 

In Compliance to the Catergi, we 
flay’d there all Monday 24tli. The Geor- 
giatty would have all the Mony for the 
Journy paid him here, whereas the Cu- 
llom is to pay at the Journies end j and 
we refufing, he flood in it, that he would 
go no further. We were forced to get 
the Armenian Cuflomer to oblige him 
to go y or elfe we would have provided 
our felves otherwife at his Expencc. 
But the Cheating Armenian made us pay 
for his Kindnefs; for whereas his Duty 
was half a Piafire a loaded Horfc, he 
demanded a Zecchincy and with much 
Difficulty took a Piajhe. 

Having agreed with theCuflora-Houfe, 
we proce(;ded on our Journy on Tuef- 
ds^ 25th, * taking as a good Omen four 
Guns thitjTurks fir’d on account of the 
Solemnity of their Bairamy their Fall 
of Kam^n being ended; which* re- 
joyced th?l Hearts of the poor Country 
People, fi ping themfclves deliver’d from 
the hardf|iip of working on the Faft-' 
Day, anc watcliing to Eat at Night. All 
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tRKV Day riding over thofe cxcel^irft fa])l the River of Kars. There 
Oe,w//t. pia'uis, we met levcral Troops of Kurds arc ftill to be feen the Ruins of feveral 


16P4. vvith their moveable Houfes on Oxen, 
with Panacls on them. 

Tiie 'rhclc People live like Beafts, and are 
fo Brutal, that they wander about all 
the Year, feeking good Palture for their 
Herds, living upon the lame Food as 
they do. After riding thirty Miles in 
ten Hours, wc lay in the Village of Cfe- 
uLif conlilting of but a few Caves. Here 
the Infolciit Catergi began again to rc- 
fufe going any further, unlefs he were 
pjid his whole Due; and we did no¬ 
thing but Wrangle from Morning rill 
Night. I had much ado to forbear beat¬ 
ing of him, for fear of bringing my felf 
into further Trouble. 

'Aii-hjgji We fet out late on W'ednefday 25 th, 
and were not a little mov’d to Compaf- 
lioii !)/ the way to fee !<> many Places 
dclhoy’d by the Wars, whofe Rubs 
j’L' hew th. ir former Greatacfs j and 
part;'- il.uiv' the City Anikagae^ fix Miles . 
from the ■"‘'THii• V iilagc. ‘'it was found¬ 
ed or. an -td.’'' cjgious, tho’ Marlhy 
Groaad, by a King of Armenia of the 
fame Name. A good part of its Walls 
arc ftill ftanding, near the Eaft-fide, 
whereof runs the River Arpafuy^ which 
riling in the Mountains of Mingreliuj 


Monafteries, two whereof are almoft 
entire, which they fky were fwnded by 
Kings. 

Going on at a diftance, we diver’d Mount 
the high Mountain Arms. 

Ark is faid to have refted. llien we 
entred upon a Valley, on which there 
were feveral Things like Piramids fcat- 
ter’d about, made by the Water in 
Stone, very Flealknt to behold. Next 
we pafs’d by the Fort of Anafisy,, the. 
laft Ganifbn of the Turks^ Iwled on a 
Reck after fuch a manner, that it needs 
no Wall on three fides ; but only on 
that where the Entrance is. Within it 
there is a good Garrifon, and without 
a Village, where a Rupy or quarter of a 
Neapil.tan Ducat is paid for every Horfe 
that nalfes. In this lame Valley we pafs’d 
a Bridge over a River which parts the 
Ottoman and Perfian Empires. As loon 
as 1 got to the further fide, I alighted 
to kifs tl.c Ground i had fo long wilh’d 
for, that I mighi deliver’d from the 
Frauds of the lurks. What hapned to 
me from that rime forwards, lhall God 
willing be deliver’d in the lecond Vo¬ 
lume. 
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H E Pofleflion of thofc Things 
we have long delir’d, produces 
, Satisfaaion, 

that it makes us forget paft Sufierings, 
and difpofes us willingly to undergo 
fuch as arc to follow. This hapned to 
me at my entring upon the Perftm Do¬ 
minions, for the Pleafure of it made me 
not think of a tirefome Afcent we had 
to Climbs and taking Heart now I was 
in a Country, where more Honefty was 
Praftis’d, I with good Cudgelling made 
the Cater^is go on, who would needs 
then at an improper Scafon ftay to reft 
their Horfes, having advis’d me but juft 
before to be upon my Guard, becaufc 
thcTwriiijh Garrifon us’d to make Ex- 
curfions on that fide. 

lift vil- After ten Miles riding, wc met a 
of multitude of Kurds imeamp’d 111 Tents 
'tie- (which they fet up in a Moment, fixing 
a Pole in the Eartli, with a great Wheel 
aj the top of it, to which other crooked 
Staves are faftned to bear up the Tcnt)^ 
they cxadled half a Pisiftre a Horfe of 
us for padiugi for in Ptrfu it is not 
ufuai to open Trunks, but to give fomc- 


thing according to the Quality of the 
Perfons. Having refted, and fed out 
Horles, we went on a very Stony way, 
and having in all Travell’d 28 Miles 
that Day in ten Hours, the chief Mtde- 
tier fet up at 7 Wf«, the firft Village of 
Perjia. In this Place was a good Church 
for the ufo of the Chriftian Armenittns^ 
who are the beft part of the Inhabitants. 
On the high Altar are the Pidures of 
the Holy Apoftlesj but it is now gone 
to Ruin, as is another near it. Having 
taken up our Lodging in the Houfe of 
a Chriftian, as we had done all through 
Armtnie^ that is Subjeft to the 7 «» 
zl^enahiettOf or Preacher, but 

to look to, a Rude ignorant Clown, came 
to Vifit us, who fcei^ one of our Hor¬ 
fes Sick, fell to blelliDg of Water for 
him, croffinl k, mumbling fome Words, 
and makingjugly Faces, and throwing a 
Needle k three times, in the mqjt 
SuperftitioJs manner imaginable. To 
this Villagetehey bring on Oxen, with 
Pannelson hem, abundance of Stone- 
Salt, whici they cut out of a Mountain 
a Day’s Jovfny from thence. 

In 
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Ui thefe Fields I faw a cariour^nJ 
Cemclh. rare 'Fjpwer, which any Italian Prince 
ii)5)4. would perhaps give a cdnliderablc Sum 
of Mony to have in his Garden. The 
A curious Qf j(. ,5 jjQj above lialf a Span long, 
ower. whereof thefe are three white 

Flowers ftanding upright, like a Plume 
of Feathers, and three other Purple ones 
hanging down in a Triangle, with a lit¬ 
tle black Rofc in the middle, and three 
others of a brighter Colour, twining a- 
boiic the atbrcniid Flowers. 
ngbit- Tbiufday 27LI1, at break_ of Day we 
miajht fet out again, and after riding 24 Miles 
Chui-cli. nine Hours came to the three Chur- 
clics, call’d by the Armenians Eghiamia- 
/e-.v, that is, Only Son, which is the 
name of the chief of them. This, as 
their Hiftories tell us, was Built 3C0 
Yeui s after the coming of Chrift^ and 
they add, that when the Walls were as 
I'ii'h .-IS fi Man, the Devil in the Night 
ilcilroy'd all they Built by Day ; but 
that at lafl: jefus Chrift appearing one 
Night, t!ii Devil could no longer on- 
ilnict the 'building of liie Church. It is 
tltviieaccii to S'.iu afge, to whom the^^r- 
ineniiVis [)ay a great Veneration. With¬ 
in, the Strudurc is in the form of a 
Crois, with a Cupula in the middle, 
under which they fhew the Stone, on 
which they fay our Saviour appear’d to 
St. Gregory , much honour’d by them. 
There arc three Doors into it, and all 
' the Pavement is corn ’d with good Car¬ 

pets. It has three Altars ^ to the high 
one there is an Afcent of four Steps, 
and near it on the right fide is the Pa¬ 
triarch’s Chair. There arc fix Steps up 
to the Altar on the right Hand, and 
three to that on the left, with each a 
Patriarchal Chair againft Mafs is folcmn- 
ly Celebrated at them. On the out-fide 
there arc four fmall Towers at the four 
Angles, in one of which the Bells arc, 
and the Standard of the Croft every 
where fet up \ which is hot permitted 
by the Turks on any Account. 

I he Mo Clofe by the Church is thcMonaftery, 
naftery. where the Bilhop and Fathers refide, 
with an excellent Garden in the middle. 
The Patriarch’sApartments are over the 
firft great Court, where the Fountain 
is \ through which they go into the fe- 
cond, which with its Archf'S ferves on> 
ly for a Caravanfera f<w Pi'.grims \ for 
tlic Monks go through anWher Court 
ahd lah||r Gate to theirt Cells and 
Church. The whole Piacr is ^clos'd 
with high Mad Walls, within which 
/ tompaft there are fevcral Vineyards and 
Gardens.

that not very long (ince, he had theboid-

The 2d Monaftcry, with the Church The 2d 
dedicated to S. Cagana^ is a Musket ihot Mona- 
from .the firft..

Death with the 40 Maidens ^ as the Ar-^ 
rneniaus relate. 

The flriidure of the Church is like 
the other, but Icfs. There is hut one 
AUur, with the Body of an .Heretical 
Armenia y wliom they cill a Saint, un¬ 
der it. " 11 .ac .TIC two oti'.it Tombs 
without, oiic 0.1 c.ach lidc of great 
Gate. As for tlu .Mona/lcry it li;>> s 
fmall Gloiftcr, witii a Garden, nrdCciis 
for a fewMonkSjWho look to a fmali num¬ 
ber of Ignorant IdlcCountiy People. 

The 3d Monaftcry a Mile and u half ,dMoQa- 
from thefe, is very fmall, and dedicated ftery. 
to 5 . Rerima. There is but one Altar 
in the Church, which has three Doors, 
and good Vineyards and Fields belong¬ 
ing to if, as well as the others. The 
Armenians that go out or return to Rer- 
fiay ule generally to ftay three days at 
thefe Churches, to perform their De¬ 
votions, and receive the Patriarch’s Blef- 
ling. 

This Plain of Erivan is very fertile. Plain ef 
and full of Vines and Fruit-trees y as Envtn. 
alfb abounding in Wheat, Rice, and o- 
ther Grain y and this bccaufe the Na¬ 
tives improve it, making ufcofthe Wa¬ 
ters of the River Araxesy which runs 
a-croft it, bcfidcs fcveral other Rivulets *, 
and levelling the Ground with a long 
Rowlcr drawn xvith a Rope by one Man, 
and help’d forward by another, with a 
Handle. Hence it is that when the Corn 
is ripe in Perjia they arc fowing in 
Turky. 

Moufit Ararat is but S Miles from thefe 
Monufteries. A conftant Tradition dc- . 
liver’d down toourDays,will have it that 
JVoafe’s Ark refted on it. AftlieFootof 
it runs the River AraxeSy and rifes ano¬ 
ther large Mountain, but fmall in refpedt 
of Mount Araraty of which wc lhall 
fpeak hereafter. 
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That Night I lay in the grek^oija- 
Oemlli. fiery, and Fryd^^ 28th, in the Mora' 
1594. ing vrent into the Church, to fee about 
70 Priefte officiate in two Rooms in the 
midit of it. 3 Hours after we continu’d 
our journey to Erivaa on a good Road, 
and pairing by many Villages after ten 
Miles riding, came to that City. 1 took 
a Room in the only Caravtui/ttrs there 
was in the Suburb, to avoid troubling 
the JefuitSf who did not live like the 
Jtdims. 

En'Xi- ’, prefent City of ErivM was built 
City. ’on thA^oins of another of the lame 
Name, in the longitude of 64. degres, 
and 20 Minutes, and 42 degrees, and 
15 Minutes of latitude. Next the Ri¬ 
ver Za»gUi it is feated on a Rock, and 
the other parts on the Plain. Its whole 
circumference is but a Mile, with a deep 
Ditch, a double Wail, and Baftions of 
Earth, fubjed to be beaten down 
with Cannon, and wafh’d away with the 
Rain. Nor are the Hoiifes any better, 
rn i Inhabited only by a few Traders, and * 
the Garrilbn. It has three Iron-Gates j 
and but a few, and thofe fmall Pieces 
of Cannon. The Hazjtr is indiHercnt. 
The Palace of the Cham or Governor 
fronts the River, and is as great as Earth 
can make it. 

TheMint. SMurdtn 29th, I went to fee the 
Mint, where the Silver and Brafs is 
Coin’d ’, there being no Gold Coin in 
Ferfia^ but what little is made at the 
King’s Coronation, which is either fcat- 
ter’d among the People, or given to 
thofe that have deferv’d well. The 
Perfians Coin their Mony after this 
fafhion. Having placed the Metal in a 
trench, with Coals and Wood over it, 
they melt it by the blowing of two pair 
of Bellows; they call it into long flips, 
which they afterwards beat out into 
Plates i others cut it out and others 
make the pieces round, others weigh, 
and others hammer them fmooth, af¬ 
ter which they are Stamp’d by force of 
Men. 

_ SwJrfy 30tb, I went to take the Air 

Bridge. Bridge there is over the aforeiaid 

River, conlifting of good Arches, near 
which under the fhadc of thick Trees, 
there are fmall Rooms for the diverfion 
of the Cham^ to whom the Government 
of the City is worth full 2oodbo Clowns 
a Year. This River comes from a Lake 
call’d GigMHm, 80 Miles dillantfrom £- 
•rivan, and falls into the Arsxes^ run¬ 
ning 3 Leagues off on the South fide, 
pie Mmd^ the laft of the Month, I 
iubnrb. walk’d about to 1 m the Suburb, or ra- 
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thcr the Inhabited .Country, becaulbyiil 
thc-tpany Farms and Gardens itcoatjdhs. 
le ts 20 times as big as the CityJnoft 
of th? Traders, apd all the Atfuficers 
anT! Arnunitm^ living in it. There is 
an excellent Batar and Mtidan along 
the Qty Wall ^ but there is an infinite 
number of ruin’d Houfes, by reafofh)f 
the continual Wars betwixt the Turks 
and Ftrfians^ which have reduced the 
City and Country about it, to a deplo¬ 
rable condition. The whole compafs 
IS about 10 Miles, for the molt part en¬ 
clos’d with a work thrown op of Earth, 
and by the neighbouring Hills, which in 
ume of War, might much endammage 
the City. ^ All this Ipace produces ex¬ 
cellent Wine, and abounds in delicious 
Fruit, belidespicafant Poplar, andWil- 
low-trces. 

From Tocat to Tmris the Country is 
for the moll part inhabited by Chriftians, 
who get their living by Silk works, and 
other Trades i faccaufe of the continu¬ 
al Paflage of the Caravansj which carry 
Silk from a Province neap Erivan^ and 
other Commodities of Perfia. It is in¬ 
credible how great an income thefe Ca¬ 
ravans bring to the King j becaufe the 
Cuftom-houfe being nothing levcre, for 
no Bales of Goods are open’d, the Mer¬ 
chants are willing to refort thither with 
the belt Commodities they can, pay¬ 
ing but fome fmall duty to the Officers 
on the way. 

Tat/day the firl|; of not to lye ‘ .; 
idle at Erivariy I hir’d a Horfe to go SS 
with fome others into the Country, to ' 
the Church of Kiekart. I came thither 
after 8 Hours riding, and foundaMona- 
ftery of Armenians cut out of the Rock, 
whereof the Pillars are made that fop- 
port the Church. According to their 
Tradition, the Spear that pierc’d our Sa¬ 
viour’s fide, is preferv’d in this place; 
which they lay was brought by St. Mat¬ 
thew, Near this Church is a Lake, and 
five other Monaftefics of Armenians. 

As foon as I came to Erivan I hir’d 
HOfles for Tattris^ for 10 Ahajjis a piece 
(every Abaft is worth about 38 Grains 
and a half of NafUs Money, that is, two 
Shillings wanting threepence) butun- 
derl^ding the Road was notlafe, viras 
fatistf d to Hay for Company.

I was left alone c.\- 
pos’d to their Knavery, and they ask’d 
me 20 Abaffis for my tlorle, whereas 
the Armenians pay but twoorlhrcc, and 
I had much to do to content them with 
Iliac. They ufc none fo ill as they do 
•the Franks^ who mult give them what 
they will have for fear of foine afiront, 
they being infolciit in the highclt de¬ 
gree. It may therefore be truly faid 
that Nak-civan is the molt troublcfomc 
Vol. IV.

In the new City, there is but one long 
and narrow Street, with one good Bafary 
and four large and c::cclknt Caravanfe- 
raSf for the convcnicncy of the many 
Caravansy that of necclfity muft pals 
that way. The Suburb is fmall, with 
Hoofes built like Caves. Near the City 
is a great Brick-building, above 70 
Spans high, and Oftangnlar, ending like 
an Obeiisk. The entrance is through a 
great Gate, within which, there arc 
winding Stairs up to two Towers, that 
are on the fides, and have no Commu¬ 
nication with the Obelisk. I'hcy lay it 
was erefted by Tamerlany when he went 
to Conquer Pfr/rf: The City and Coun¬ 
try is govern’d by a Cham. 

Finding my felt in the Power of fuch 
bafe People as the P4rfrfrj,or Guards,who 
threaten baftinadoing at the &me time 
they demand their Toll, 1 endeavour’d 
to % the Iboaeft I could.

Having therefore hir'd two Horfes for

Znlfa 
at prcfent may be faid to be altogether 
dihnbablted, bccaufe Sci»-Abas the firit, 
kijtg of ftrfi*., tranfplanted all the In¬ 
habitants to new Zdfa in the Province 
of CdlM, and to other Places, that 
they might not be left expos’d to the 
continual incurfious of the Turks-, yet 
what remains of it nnder Barren Rocks, 
on the left of the Araxes, fufficicntly 
demonftraics, it was no very conlider- 
ablc City, being a heap of Mud, and of 
Caves under Ground. The two 
ftras built by Cog^ia Nazjtr an Armenian, 
one on the one lidcof the River and the 
other on the other, are alfo ruin’d -, and 
therefore only a few Armenians live 
, there, bccaufe but a Mile from thence

River. tween two Mountains is not narrow but 
deep, being fwcH’d by the Water of that 
River, whfeh three Miles from thence 
we forded four times. It is thought to 
bp the lame that Alofes and the Holy 
Scripture call Cuban, which Springs in 
the Tcrreftrial Paradice, bccaufe it has 
its Rife in the fame Mountain, and at 
a fmall diftance from Euphrates, the one 
running Ealk and the other almolk Weft. 
The Boat to Ferrry«over the Araxes is 
ill Built, and worfc managed, having 
only two Oars to bear it up, fo that 
when it comes to the further fide, the 
rapid Stream carries it a Musket Ihot 
lower than it ftiould go, aqd then itmuft 
be lal’d up with a Rope. The Ferri- 
mcn have half an Ahaffi a Horfe, and 
there is one appointed by the Rattar 
of Nak-Civan, who delivers a Letter 
feal’din Token that the Doties are paid, 
which if it were omitted, they would 
oblige them to pay again -, fo bale 
and deceitful is the Officer, and be that 
employs him. There was formerly a 
Stone bridge, afterwards broke down by 
the King of Eerjta. Having pafs’d the 
Araxes, WQ rode 14 Miles further in 4

The Village is large 
or rather a Wood of Houles, by realbu 
of the Trees and Gardens among them, 
which hinder the light of the Mud-bou- 
fes, at any diftance. It is fcated in an 
excellent fruitful Plain, three Miles in 
length, and two in breadth, with jku 
ny more Villages about it. l^r?^ is a 
great noble Caravanfera , with four 
Towers at the four Angles, and a 
curious Spring of the beft Water I e- 
ver tailed out of Itdy. Four Miles 
Ihort of this place , 1 was met by 
the Rattar, or Guards of the ways. 
Thcfe are more to be fear’d than Rob¬ 
bers, becaiifc under colour of their em¬ 
ployment they rob fccurely, being arm’d 
, with knotty Clubs (a Weapon common 
to both Noble and ignoble in Perfia) like 
Banditti, and they cheat Franks more 
than any other Peoplc,cxadlicg what they 
pleafe of them without rclped to the 
Natpre of the Commodities -, and bccaufe 
they do not open the Bails, they will 
Iiave as much for a parcel of Rags, as 
for the Richdl Jewels in the World. 
The common Duty is 5 Abafis a Horfe, 
but they are fcarce latisfy’d with all a 
poor Traveller has. 

Friday I ith, before day weentred up¬ 
on a Mountainous Road, at the end 
whereof we met the other Rattars of 
Schiachit, who take an Asajfs a parcel. 
After riding 10 Miles in three hours, 
we pafs’d by the excellent Caravanfera 
of Jamghet, well built of Brick, with 
four Towers at the Angles, and big e- 
nough to hold an hundred Peribns. Ha¬ 
ving travelPd as many Miles more over 
a landy Plain, we came to the City, or 
rather Forreft of Stfiana-, for there are 
lb many Trees, and delicate Gardens a- 
bout it, that the Houles cannot be leen 
till a Man is upon them. Having ftay’d 
there two Hours, we traveled 18 Miles 
further in fix Hours, and came to Tauris 
an Hour before Night. By the way I 
faw a Hill on which they told me Amu- 
r4?’s Arm]j incamp’d in the Year 1538, 
when he befieg’d, took and burnt this 
City.

I 
obferv’d there were among the Konfes 
fcvcral Corn-Fields, as well as Orchards. 
There arc allb in them fcvcral Tombs, 
fome round, and others in other lhapes, 
ending lharp at top, and cover’d on the 
out-lidc with excellent black and blew 
Tiles, full of Cliaraftcrs, and Arabick 
Letters. Returning to the Mouaftcry, 

I met a Man a Horle-back, with a Tur- 
bant after tlic Turkip Falhiou, a Fea¬ 
ther on the Forehead, and on the lides 
two upright Horns of Tin fix’d to the 
Turbanc, between which flood up a 
thing lhap’d like a Cilinder, cover’d 
with red and blew Silk.

1 fiw there two indiffefei^ 
t^ij^ns with Almond, and Apricop 
IrefefL whereof there is great plcitty in 
Tauris^ and leveral forts of Rofes. In 
one of them was a fmall Apartment^ to 
take the Air in Summer: Having given 
the Gardiner a Gratuity, 1 went on to 
Jake a better View of the Mofeh of Of- 
mania, which is the bell in Tanris, and 
the Perjians let it go to Ruin as Polluted 
and Heretical; bccaufe it was Built by 
the Sunnis, who are Followers of Omar, 
as was laid above. This Structure is ofindniu 
Iquare, and the Front of it over the Fiofib. 
great Gate, to which there is an Afoent 
of eight Steps, is curioully wrought, al- 
moft like Mofaick of curious Blew, Pur¬ 
ple, black and white Tiles, with two 
high Towers clofing above like a Tur- 
bant, cover’d with the like Work, but 
rais’d. Within there are winding Stairs, 
but that on the left was half beaten 
down by Lightning. The Mofeh with- 
id is adorn’d with curious Painting, af¬ 
ter the Moarip Falhion, and with Ci¬ 
phers, and Arahick Letters in Blew, and 
Gold. The Gate of the Mofeh is not 
four Foot wide, but all of one piece of 
Tranfj;)arent white Stone, 24 Foot high, 
and 12 in breadth. Here is a Mftake in Note. 
the Author mentioning tm feveral breadths 
which I know not how to reconcile, the ReO/- 
der may judge of it. The Cupola is 34 
paces Diameter, with the fame fort of 
Work within, icarcc,Co be out-done by 
the curious Pencil. It is fopporied by 
12 Marble Pillars within, and by 
without, which are very high, and each 
of them fix Foot iquare, with Niches on 
the out-fides to leave the Shooes, as is 
Praiflis’d by the Mahometans. About it 
is a Rail with Doors to go from one fide 
to the other. There is a way round 
three parts of it, for the fourth leads 
to another leis Cupola, but more Beau¬ 
tiful, and Gilt. The Pavement is of 
bright Marble, like that of the Front, 
and the Pillars are cas’d with it eight 
Spans from the Ground. This Cupola 
is curioufly adorn’d about with a fort 
of Violet colour Work, fet off* with 
Flowers of Gold ; and the Pavement is 
two Spans lower than that of the firft. 

The out-fide of the great Cupola is co¬ 
ver’d with g^en Tiles, with finall white 
Flowers, ani the other with white Stars 
on a black Ground, which arc Plea&nt 
to behold. / Within the Mofeh on tile 
left Hand, ai a Walnut-Tree Seat rais’d 
upon fix Steps leaning againfl the Wall 
of the firft Cupola; and on the right 
' another 
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aaotlier of the Himc fort, bat better 

Gemtlit. '^Jk'orkraanfliip. About it is a fmall Rail, 
1694. 14 Steps lip to it. On the Sou^v^' 

iid^'fcJiere are two great Tranfpa^X 
Stones, which look red when the Sun . 
fliincs on them. This they fiy is a fort 
of jitabafierj made by the petrifying of 
the Water, a Day’s journy from Tan- 
ris^ where it loon hardens in a Ditch. 

It is much Efteem’d by that Nation, who* 
place it on their Tombs, and make Cups 
and other Curiofities of it, which they 
])icleuc as a Rarity at Jfvahm. All Peo¬ 
ple unanimoufly affirm’d it was petrify’d 
Water; denying that pofitively which 
Tavernier Ipeaks of at the Caravanfera 
above mention’d. 

On the other fide of the Street, op- 
poiite to this Mofeh, is Itill Handing the 
Front of the Palace of the Great Prieft, 
or Schec-Imany artificially Built of leve- 
ral colour’d Stones. 

Heathen In my Return home, I went to fee 

lemples. two Heathen Temples, call’d W4-SrJbi- 
agtrety that is, MaHcr and Scholar. 
They arc ^ both of them at a diHance 
from the Street. That on the left, com¬ 
ing into the City, is the leaft, and 
Square, with two great Gates, and 30 
Windows about it. The Cupola which 
had been Round, was fallen. The Tem¬ 
ple on the right is of the fame Strudlure, 
but much bigger. Between the great 
Gate and the Ameidany there are two 
vaft Pillars Handing, which appear to 
have fupported another Temple near 
the other two. The Fronts are of the 
feme Workmanfhip before mention’d ; 
but the Strudture, tho’ very thick, is of 
good Brick, and fo antient, that it can¬ 
not laH long. 

Two Musket-lhot further is the curi¬ 
ous large Front of a Mofeh of the lame 
Workmanfhip, going to Ruin. Going 
in (leaping over the Marble of Morto- 
faUy) there appears a fine large Garden 
full of ftveral wrts of Trees and Flow¬ 
ers ; at the end whereof there are ibnie 
great Fabricks, which they lay belong’d 
to an old Pagan Temple, call’d Alufiian- 
Taghiy which had two Gates on the fides, 
and one in the Front. There is alfo a 
great Square enclos’d with good Brick 
Walls, which ferves upon publick Re¬ 
joy cings.

This River as well as that be¬ 
fore mention’d, after crofling the Pro¬ 
vince of Ghilan^ where they are both 
of them drawn out into fevcral Tren¬ 
ches to water the Corn, run down to 
the Cafpian Sea. The Villages about 
this Mountain pay nothing to the King, 
Decanfc they belong to the Mofeh of Ar- 
devils where there arc fomc Tombs of 
Kings of Perfia^ and that of Sda-Sofi 
accounted a Saint, for which reafon all 
the Perfians go thither in Pilgrimages. 
That Mofeh has 80000 Crowns Re¬ 
venue, diftribiited among the Poor, and 
the Priefts belonging to it. Not far 
from the aforefaid Bridge is a Rock a- 
part from the reft, where there appear 
fbme remains of ancient Fortifications, 
and of a Caftle on the Top. The 
Bafci told me a Woman had built that 
Fort, flie whilft fne liv’d being polTcfs d 
of the City and Places about the Moun¬ 
tains, which could never be taken from 
her becaufe of the narrow PalTcs on the 
Hills. Having travell’d 33 Miles in 11 
Hours through a barren Country, a- 
bounding only in Liquorice anjl Thieves, 
we Wlted before Noon at tho Caravan^ 
fera ot Si»~Mdava^ feated on'a Moun¬ 
tain* with feven well built J*owers, 
which at a diftance make it look like a 
Caftle. There were abundance of Par¬ 
tridges all about, but- as hard as Stones, 


and they but a Stranger to verj 
Trouble. ^ 

The Rattars having Intelligcmcc fent 
them by the Odabafei^ or Ovcrlcer of the 
Caravanfera came in the Evening, but, 
feeing the durft not demand 

the Duty^ but asking liira leave to 
pradife their cheating Power upon 
me and Mdadyy^ he chid and lent them 
away. 

iVednefday 23d, about Night we con¬ 
tinu’d our Journey, and about two Hours 
after began the uliu! Rain witii Tlnin- 
der diul Lightning. ] Hours before 
day wc pal>’d by the C.ifavanjcraoX ^ar- 
cefma, well built of Brit k, with four 
Towers at the tour Angles, So we 
Traveird 15 Miles in five Homs and a 
half through a barren Country, and un¬ 
fit for Plowing. Having refted an Hour 
and a half we advanc’d 25 Miles further 
in 7 Hours and a half, and tame at laft 
in the Morning, to the Village of Nuh^ 
ba, where we unloaded the Beafts in 
the Caravanjera call’d NUhbe. To a- 
void fo often repeating the fame thing, 

1 muft obferve once for all, that the 
Caravanferds in Pfr/w, are all built with 
Brick, after the &mc Model, and arc 
Large and Magnificent •, but fo uniform 
and well proportion’d, that they arc 
not inferior to the beft Struftures in£«- 
rope. About the Court are the Rooms 
for Travellers, who if they will not put 
their Horfes into the large Stables, which 
are behind, may tye them before their 
Rooms to a Stone with a hole in it, plac’d 
there for that purpofe. In the Stables 
over the Mangers, there are Niches for 
the Muletiers or Grooms to lie, who na¬ 
turally love being there better than clfe- 
wherc. This Caravanfera of Nichbe has 
four Towers at the Angles, and an ex¬ 
cellent Front, whereon a long piece of 
fine Marble, the Founders Name and 
Quality is writ in Arabick Charafters 
for thcfe Caravanferas are commonly* 
built by Rich Perfons for the Benefit of 
their Souls. The lower part of the 
Scruflurc is of white and red Stone, 
mi.x’d like Marble. Ha- 
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Having retted the remaining part of 
(iemelli. Thurfday 24tb, vre fet out before Mid- 
^ / 694.. night by the Light of a Lanthorn, which 
'i/'vSS was not fo clear but that we went our 
of our way twice, which we afterward^ 
found out by the natural Brightnefs of 
the ferene Air. Having Travell’d 24 
Miles in eight Hours through an uneveh 
Country, we came to Zangm^ a large 
Town, but Dirty, whofc Houfes were 
ill Built with Mud, and in no Order. 

> But there arc excellent Gardens with 
^•Vafiory of Fruit and Flowers, as alio 
Trees tor Fuel, planted by the Induttry 
of the Natives (a Rarity in that part 
of the Country, where there is not a 
Tree to be feen all about to fhclter a 
Man ) and with that Wood they give 
the Fire fomc nobler Matter to feed on, 
it being generally made of the Dung of 
their Bcalts. What 1 mott admir’d, is. 
That tho’ there was fuch Icarcity of 
Trees, yet the Gentry and Country 
People all carry’d Clubs in their Hands, 
which they call Ajm. 

Wc thought to have gone on that 
firae Day to Snltar,ia^ but coiilidering 
the Horfes had the Day before Travell’d 
forty Miles and better, and to five Ex- 
pofing our fclves to the Sun, we alter’d 
our Minds, and ftay’d in a CofTee-Houfc, 
where wc retted all Friday 25th, enjoy¬ 
ing the frelh Air all the while by the 
noife of a cold large Spring which rifes 
in the midft of it, preferring our Stay 
here before the good Caravanfera at Z»»- 
gan. The Rattars came to the Coffee- 
Houfe, but durtt not demand any thing. 
After Supper wc mounted, ten Turks^ 
and two of the Kings Soldiers joyniug 
Ub. We Travell’d without a Lanthorn 
through a plain dry Country, the Sky 
being Bright, and palling by the little 
Caravanfera of Difa^ at the end of nine 
Miles, at break of Day on Saturday 25th, 
after Travelling fifteen Miles further wc 
came to Sultania. 

S"hme This City was formerly fevcral times 
City. the Court of the Kings of Perjia i and 
the grciit Structures laid Level with the 
Ground, make it appear that it would 
Hill be one of the bell Cities in the 
Kingdoif, had it not been deftroy’d by 
its own Kings, and not by Tamerlan. 
There ftill remain the Ruin* of three 
Mofehsf wbofe Cupola’s and Towers

^ lours. One of them has the two front 
* Towers ftill ftanding, but without the 
tops by rcafon of their extraordinary 
height. 


Sultania is feated i)i a Valley, vv-liolc

W’e fiiould not b.ivc ta¬ 
ken the way of Sultania., but am^th'-'r t wo 
Miles fioni it on ili.. l-J;, ..here is the 
ufual Caravanfera tox the Caravan of Ifpa-- 
han. We came this way bccaufi the 
Jus-Bafei had fomc Bnlinefs. The Rat¬ 
tars came to t s to play tlieir part, and 
went fii fl to MaUchy, who to avoid pay- 
ingfeign’d himfelfa andinqui- 

tiiig alter me, told tl.tu. 1 was a Fank 
that wc.nt to Jfi’ol^an to ferve the King. 

Hearing this a:/, jccing us with the 
Bajii, a Perfon in Auii.ority, they rook 
our VVoids. The fiiue Man fiv’d me a 
7 Oman, which is worth nineteen Crowns 
of JSlafles-, which was the film a Servant 
of the Kings Meflcnger demanded to pay 
all the Rattars their due. 

That fame Day wc fet out two Hours 
after Night, having firll fitted the Jus- 
Bafcis Servants Piftols, for tear of Rob¬ 
bers. We travell’d all Night through a 
plain Country well cultivated, without 
meeting any fufpiclous Perfon j but had ' 
there been occafion we mull: have buji*:^ 
fmall Fort to plant a Faicogpsr one of the 
Kings Souldiers that wifwith us carry’d 
inftcad of a Musket. For my part 1 
could fcarce lift it from the Ground, 
nor can I imagin how he could fire it. 

After three Leagues riding we paft’d by 
the Caravanfera o( AUah-hu^er, and then 
by that of Talife, and having travell’d 
twenty eight Miles amidft Mountains in 
ten Hours, came on Sunday 27th, to Ha- 
bar. We ihould have pafs’d through 
the Village of Xerandera, but took this 
way for our convenicncy.

Kings of Perfia j as alfo that of Stdi-

long Square (with Shops on both lidcs, 
and a Caravanfera next the River) over 
which is an Inftription in Gold l.cttcrs 
containing the Praifes of Scia-Abas the 
Second. This leads into a longilh Court, 
looking more like a Garden, bccaufe of 
the many Pine Trees there arc along 
the way, and this way is alfo enclos’d 
with two low Walls, to fccure the Ro- 
fes, and other Flowers in the middle. 

On the right Hand, coming into this 
Court, there are fmall Rooms, where 
the Poor Eat their Allowance of Rice, 

Flelh and Bread daily given them for the 
Alms of the Mofih, according to the In¬ 
tention of the Founder. There are o- 
ther Rooms for Debtors who are not 
able to Pay, to retire to, who are alfo 
maintain’d by the Mofeh to the great 
Lois of the Creditors, who can expeft 
no boneft Cora|K)(ition from thofe that 
Live free Coll, without any Care.

1 found the Mojeh was an Odo- 
gon, with eight little Doors; in the 
iniJil tvis the Tomb of Sidi-Fatima., 
Gr 1-iCl-Djughter to Mabomtt, made lb 
DirpiO"oi tionably big to the fmailnels 
oi the Mojlh, that tiicrc was Icarcc 
••t>o;n caoagii to pals between it and the 
Wall. 

rum-Cz This Tomb is Square, cover’d with 

Tomb. a rich Pall of Silk and Gold, and round 
Silver Burs about it, fixteen Spans long, 
placed like Lattices, with Nobs of the 
lame Metal, where they Grofs one ano¬ 
ther ; and many Silver and Gold Lamps 
hanging about. From the Pavement of 
the Aiokh, up to the top of the Co¬ 
lumns, that fupport the Cupola, there 


Going up three Steps ftill on the right sda-soffi 
of the Mofeh, and palling thi-ough two Tomb. " 
Doors, i came into a Ihtcly Hall (over'd 
with Carpets, and tlicuce tlirongii ano¬ 
ther Door to ti'.c Lotn!) of Scia Sofi. 

It is like an Altar four ^^panl above the 
Ground, and cover’d with Cloth of Gold. 

The Room is Arch’d u iih lour Doors 
on the fidcs, o;ic of which i- finit, and 
anfwcrs to the Ton'!) of Sidi-Fatima-, 
another leads ro a little CloilLcr, and 
the fourth to the Tomb of Sck-A'mc That oi 
the Second. This Tomb is cover’d with Aba, 
,a red Silk; the Place is round, with 
fmall Niches in the Wall for Ornaniciic, 
and good Girpcts on the Ground (as in 
the other) and about it great Books for 
the Mullahs to Read. The Walls arc 
all garni/h’d with Geld and Blew, and 
Tiles of feveral Colours handfomly 
plac’d after the Fafhion of the Country. 
Returning thence 1 faw another good 
Mo/ch near this. 

The Fartars of Am are not fo Rude 
as in other Parts, for they took nothing 
of me. In thisCit^ there is a Mint, bur 
they did not Coin when I was there. 


CHAP. IV. 

T/ae a4utJ!rar continues his Journej to Ifpahan. 


W E departed the City with the 
found of Drums and Trumpets 
that were heard from the Meidan, or 
Market, or Square, that lame Day be¬ 
ing the id of ^uly, about Sun-fetting to 
continue our Journey. After riding 
twelve Miles in four Hours, wc came 
to the large Village of Kafum-Abad, 
and reft in one of the five Caravanfird’s 
there arc in that Place. 

Saturday 3d, wc fet out witli the Day 
on a Sandy Way, and very Barren, which 
laded fix Hours, and fifteen Miles to the 
Caravanfera of Abfcirim, that is, frefli 
Water; becaufe there is a Ciftern for 
the ufe of all the Caravanferd's, there 
being never a drop of Water for five 
l.cagiics about; fo that by the way we 
Vol. IV. 


found a Dog dying for Third, occafion’d 
by a hot Wind that Blows there, and 
alniod takes away ones Breath. 

We fet out again towards Evening 
that fame Day, and at five Miles didance 
pafs’d by the little Village of Sinjin, and 
eight further by that of Naffar Abad, 
quite dedroy’d ; but Ihcwing the Ruins 
of good Buildings, where we reded a 
while in the open Air, till Sunday 4th, 
at break of Day : When departing 
thence, we came two Hourwb^tc 
Night to the City Cafeian, after nduig 
twenty Miles in eight Hours. The Soil 
for only \hree Miles about the City was 
fit for Tillage. 

The City Cafiian is Govern’d by a cfisis 
Cham, like Korn, and is but tittle or City.

Caravanfera’% within the City, arc^ not 
Built for the pood of the Souls of the 
Departed, hut for private interefl;, eve¬ 
ry Body piiring four Abnjfu a Month, 
ov i'cnr Caj bis a Night.

Wrought-Silks, 
on which account an infinite Number of 
Merchants refort to it from hdia^ and 
other parts of Afia.

Cardens, jjrook ruiisY..tniigh, and divides one of 
thefe Gardens ^ and along it there arc 
orderly Rows of Pines, and other Trees 
of fcveral Sorts, wholb Variety is plea- 
fing to the Eye. About the Garden 
there are alfo two Ranks of Cyprefs and 
Pine-Trees, making a delightful Shade 
with their never fading Green, The 
ether Garden nearer the City has alfo 
abundance of Water, and the Trees 
planted in the fame Older, by which 
it appears how much tlie Perfians ex¬ 
ceed the TrtrX'i in Ingenuity. The King’s 
Houfe ( which like all the reft is a San- 
dluary tor Malcfaftors) has an indiffe¬ 
rent Front of Tiles of fcveral Colours, 
according to the Fafhion of the Coun¬ 
try, and good Lodgings within. Before

fhiods the Soldiers wore on their Heads \ 
for forac had Turbants, others plain 
Caps, others Plumes of fcveral forts, 
and others had a perfed Cilindcr in the 
middle of the iame Cloth of the Cap.

That fame Sutiday wc proceeded on 
our journey, and going out of Cajaafs^ 

1 pcrcciv d the Soil was nothing better, 
than what we had I'ravell’d over from 
Ao/m thither. Among oilier Mifehiefs, 
there blew fucb a hot Wind, that it 
oblig'd me now and then to lay a wet 
Haiikcrchicf uj)on my bare Skin. After 
riding tw'clvc Miles in four Hours, we 
came into Valleys, and then alcending, 
refted fome tin e in the Caravanfera of 
Gianr~Abad^ well enough Built in thole 
folitary Mountains. Six Miles thence yy notable 
we came to the Pools made by Scia-Abas gathering 
the Second, King of Perfia^ the better of Water, 
to fuppiy Cafeiau with Water in Sum¬ 
mer, in cafe the Rivulet that runs thro* 
it fliould not fiifiice, and yet it is not 
very final 1 . They fay he had them made, 
bccaufc finding once the City defcited 
by the Inhabitants for want of Water, 
he promis’d to remedy that Evil, and 
fooii after caus’d a Wall above too Pa¬ 
ces in length, 30 in thickncls, and 50 in 
height, to be Built between two Moun¬ 
tains, to keep in the Rain-Water in 
Winter •, and afterwards diftribute it as 
need requir’d, through feven Sluices 
there arc in it. They (hew a Houfe 
dole by, whither they lay the King went 
to forward the Work. 

Monday 5th, riding lix Miles by break 
of Day, wc rcltcd a while at the Vil¬ 
lage of Co»f, feated amidlt the Moun¬ 
tains, whjf,h have not a Foot of fruitful 
Land. But the Valley in the midft of 
them makes amends, with the plenty 
and goodnefs of all forts of Fruit grow¬ 
ing in its Gardens ( which are wall’d in 
with Stone) caus’d by the plenty of 
Water, tho’ they do not ripen fo foon. 

The Nuts are Excellent, and there is 
fuch Plenty of them, that they fuppiy

Being eager to fee Ifpahan , we let 
out bctimes^'ihe next Day, and riding 
fifteen Miles in five Hours law the ruin’d 
Village of Mcamr% then advancing 
twelve Miles in four Hours we pafs’d by 
the poor Caravanfera of Aganari ^ and 
ftill continuing our Journey with Horfes 
the dry barren Ground, 


choice of the Carmtitesj tnc jefaits^ and 
French Capuclns ; and at lalt 1 clblv’d to 
take up with the I'ortugues Fathers of 
S. Attgafiin\ as well to learn iheiiTiin- 
guage, which is much us’d in Jndia and 
China •, as becaufe theirs being the firft 
Nation that fetlcd in thofe Farts, they 
are much eftcem’d by the King. They 
receiv’d me with extraordinary Civility, 
giving me the beft Apartment they had 
in two arch’d Dormitories that compolc 
their Dwelling. Thcfe Arches are cu- 
rioufly Painted with Blew and Gilt after 
the Country Falhion, and' look inro a 
fine Garden Artificially divided into 
Squares for fevcral Ibrts of Fruits and 
Flowers. 

The Church tho’ ftnall is Beautiful, as 
are the Sacrifty and Refedory, the Stru¬ 
cture being very good. The Fathers 
liv’d well enough, having the beft Meat

CHAP. V. 

The Defeription of Ifpahan, euid the mofi remarkable thi/tgs m it. 


'WSpahan, SpJsan, or Spahon in the Per- 
Cityr JL Tongue, is feated in 90 degrees 
ot Longitude, and 32 and 40 minutes 
of Latitude, in the Province of Hierac, 
formerly a part of the antieiit Kingdom 
of the Parthians. Its a large and fertile 
Plain, is enclos’d ou three lides, like an 
Amphitheater, by a ridgc of Mountains, 
ten or twelve Miles diftant from it. It 
is believ’d to be Built on tDc Ruins of 
the antienC HecatompoUs ; but it plainly 
appears to have proceeded from the U- 
nion of two fmall Villages, the one call'd 
.1/(6 da Hay-deri-dey-derti , tlic other Gnybare- 
Cnvdiict JHfamet-Ilay', for which rcafon to this 
t/iflar, Pay there are thcfe two contending Fa- 
wb. ifpn- Qf Uay-dffri, and Hamet-Uay, and 
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their Difputes fometimes end in Bbws. 

Yet the Perfume fay it was formerly 
call’d Sipahan, but diat Tamerlan after- Tavern, 
wards fubduing thofe Countries, tranf- 
poling the two firft Letters, call’d it Jf- 
pahan. Their modern Authors ftill write 
it IJfahan ibnietimes. Whilft the Kings 
of Ptrfia kept their Court at Casbw, and 
Suftania, Jjpahan was no better than a 
Village^ but the Kingdoms of Lor and 
Ormns being afterwards unPf^ ^ the 
Crown, Scia^Abas remov’d his bear irii- 
ther for the conveniency of its Situation.! 
being invited by the fruitfuincfs of 
the Stoil, water’d by fo many Trenches 
drawn from the River Sanderu, and fup- 
plying moft of the Houfes in the City.

On the South-lide at fix Miles diftance 
is another Mountain, on which may be 
feen the Ruins of a Caftle, where they 
fay Darius flood to fee the fccond Battle 
jilexander fought with the Ptrfians. 

Jfpahan has lO Gates, call’d Der Toexi^ 
Gates* Dcr-Dext, Der-Mafi^ Der-Lombuny Der- 

Daitlet , Der-Mod'bac , Der-Ajfan-Na- 
baty Der-Herrumy Der-Seet-Hamedeymy 
and Der-Guibare •, which are fmall, ill 
made, and cover’d with Iron. The 
Keys are kept by particular Officers; 
but the Walls being down in feveral 
Places, there is free entrance by Night 
on all hdes. 

The Streets are narrow, crooked, 
Streets, uneven, and many of them dark by 
reaibnof the Arches that cover the Ba- 
zarsy and ferve to walk dry in rainy 
Weather from one Houfe to another. 
Did not the wholefomnefs of the Air 
make amends for the;, negligence of the 
■^ople, the Dirt of the Streets would 
W^^many Dillempcrs. At certain 
dillanceTnK.xa..^arc Sinks ihut in Sum¬ 
mer and open in Winter, to give paf- 
fage to the Water into the Shores un¬ 
der Ground; belides there is a Trench 
before every Houfe to throw out their 
Filth, which the Gardiners take away 
to manure the Ground. Another great 
inconvcniency is the Duft in Summer 
and Dirt in Winter, there being no 
pav’d Streets throughout all Perfa ; and 
tho’ there be Perfons appointed to wa¬ 
ter them three times a Day, yet they 
only do it in the Meidany and other 
Places where rich Merchants live, who 
are able to pay them. The lame is done 
with the cold Water others carry in 
Skins, within Sacks full of Ice, to give 
gratis to any that will have it, they be- 
Jgg. ^aj^. out of the Revenues left for 
'iyt charitable Purpofe, by Ptrfians de¬ 
ceas’d. 

Ad 4 ;^to this the filthy Cutlom of 
caflii^ ^t dead Beads into the publick 
Places^! as allb the Blood of thofe the 
Batchers kill, and that the Ptrfians eafe 


with only Ibme Bricks dry’d in the Siy’ 
intermixt at every four Spans. The 
higher they rife, the narrower they 
grow, elfe they could not bear their 
own weight; and bccaufc thefe Walls 
ealily moulder away, they only flop the ‘ 
gap with a little Morter, and they are 
terrafs'd at the Top. Tho’ the Stru- 
dlure is fo bad, yet is cofls much Mony; 
every Dauber that makes the Walls be¬ 
ing allow’d eight Carlhiesy that is, three 
Shillings and lix Pence; and the Labou¬ 
rers about three Carlines , near eigh¬ 
teen Pence. 

The general form of the Hotifes, is Houfes. 
to have a Portico in the middle with a 
Fountain, or Ciftern of Water. On 
three of the lidcs there are Windows 
at the Top to receive fufficient Light, 
underneath fmall Arches to rake the 
cool Air, and rows of Rooms with Lat¬ 
tices curioufly painted at the Windows, 

Further in there is generally a great 
Room, where there arc Qjiilts and Pil¬ 
lows IhifF’d with Cotton to fleep on. 

The Ground is all cover’d with good 
Carpets fuitable to the duality of the 
Owner. The Palaces of great Men ftl- 
dom exceed two Floors, and on the four 
fides of the Portico have two arch’d 
Rooms to each, all adorn’d with Arabi¬ 
an Painting of feveral Colours. In Ibme 
Rooms built for the Women, there are 
commonly Lattices of Wood well Pain¬ 
ted, or of Marble cut through with Glals 
in the holes. The Roof, as 1 faid before 
is after the Neapolitan Faihion, and in 
Summer they lie upon it becaufe of the 
great Heat. It is made of Earth mix’d 
with Lime and bruis’d Straw, and with 
Bricks burnt with Fire, and they are 
very careful in Winter not to let the 
Snow lie long upon it, for fear of pref- 
fing it down. 

The Ptrfians put their bell Furniture Fumituie. 
in thofe Rooms, where they receive Vi- 
fits, in all the reft there is nothing of" 
value. The Floor being cover’d with 
Carpets, they lie on it, being latisfy’d 
with a Quilt under and Blanket over 
them.

I)afs. 

Thence I went to fee the Dutch Com¬ 
panies Houle, where I found James 
Norghcamer their Agent fnooting I'urtle- 
Doves in the Garden, which was delici¬ 
ous for its Fountains and curious rows of 
Trees. After we had drank merrily, 
he Ihcw’d me a dozen Horfes and Mares, 
the fineft any Monarch in the World can 
be Malter of, as well for Mettle, as for 
the curious Spots of Icveral Colours, 
not inferior to the fiiicfl: Figure, nor 
could a Painter colour them to more 
Perfedion. Thence he led me to fee 
his little Houle of Sport, where he had 
ten Hawks fit for all forts of Birds, and 
Bcafts, with Servants to look to them j 
a cuftom they have learnt from the Per- 
fians^ whofc greateft delight this is. He 
liad fcvcral Pipes of Gold and Silver fet 
with jewels tor thofo to fmoke in that 
came to bear him company, by his Filh- 
pond. In (hort, he liv’d great in all 
Refpefts. 

Pryday pth, the F. Prior of the bare¬

and Ifpahan, during the Dinner of nioi!: 
exqiiiiitc Varieties ■, the Pope’s and the 
Poltjh Emballadors, and tiie Archbifliop 
of Iffahan doing me the Honour to 
drink my Health firft. Not to trouble 
the GuefI s, it was left to the laft to 
drink the Pope’s Health ftanding, as all 
did, every Man holding a g'cat Nofegay 
in his Hand, w: ich went about. 

Both going and coming, we pair’d ...rh 
through noble Bazars, and . .ough the 
Street of Sciarbach, lb call’d bccaufc 
both lides of it are Ihut in by four Gar¬ 
dens of the Kings, and in the Fcrfian 
Tongue Sciar is four, and Bach a Cia'- 
den or Orchard. Jt begins at a deli¬ 
cate Pleafure-Iioule with Galleries cu- 
rioufly painted, which have a Commu¬ 
nication with the Royal Palace, and this 
way the King comes out when he goes 
to Zulfa to divert himfelf, or to other 
Gardens. It runs a Mile in length to 
the Bridge, and vs a Muskct-lhot in 
breadth. The Water runs along ti^ 
middle of it in an handfomc C<iV*i'‘of 
Stone, making four gr/*TiS*rools in this 
length. On the lides there are two or¬ 
derly rows of Cinar Trees, which are 
like the Plane, within the Walls, and 
two without, under which there are two 
pav’d Paths, each of them four Foot 
wide and as high above the reft of the 
way, for People to walk in the (hade 
free from the Horfes. Hither the Per- 
fans come in Throngs to divert them- 
fclves*, fmoaking, or eating Fruit at fc- 
veral Shops, neatly built along it. Short 
of the Bridge this way is cut by a Branch 
of the River of Saaderic, which runs 
parallel to another, made after the fame 
manner. To go to Zulfa, the Bridge 
over the fame River Sanderic or Rutcu- 
ria, mnft be pafs’d.

Gates, one call’d JU-Capi^ the other 
Duulct-Citna^ near the Mei'dan on the 
WcH hde of it. That of jila-Capi leads 
into a long Walk, where there arefmall 
Rooms for the Crimi.ials that retire thi¬ 
ther, as to a fate Sandtuai y. 1 lie King 
cannot refule to hear their Complaints, 
perhaps of Wrongs done them by his 
MiniHcrs, becaufe being thcie, they 
think thcmfclvcs midei the fhelter of 
his Mercy. At the end ol this Lane or 
Way is a Gate call'd H«l., on the T hre- 
ihold whereof i' a round Stone, held in 
great Veneration by the Perfimf. Over 
it is a great Iquaie Balcony with the 
Roof nobly Gilt and Painted, and fup- 
ported by twenty Wooden Pillars a- 
dorn’d after the lame manner. Al)out 
it hang Icveral Pidfures of Eitropems 
with Dilhes in their Hands to flatter the 
Princes Humour. In the middle of it 
is a delicate Fountain, to which the Wa¬ 
ter is convey’d with much Labour and 
Ingenuity. This Place is open on three 
fides, and on the fourth is the Royal 
Throne \ bccanle ho ulcs to come thi¬ 
ther to fee all the publick Rejoycingsor 
Sports in the great Square. Tlie moH 
diverting is that of the Arrow, the King 
cauling a Gold Cup to be hung to a Tree, 
which is given as a reward to Mm, who 
Riding a full fpeed, when he is paH the

Along before 
tbefe two Gates there are no Pieces of 
Cannon brought from Omnz^ when it 
was taken from the Fortuaues', but they 
arc all Falconets, except nine midling 
Pieces. Beyond this ufclefs Front of 
Cannon is a Portico, which leads to the 
back Door of the Palace, call'd Der-mod- 
kack., or the Gate of the Kitchin, thiough 
which all Provilions arc brought in. 

Near it is the great Treafirer’s Apart¬ 
ment, who was then a white Eunuch, 
who has the Keys of the great Ti eafurc, 
which is never touch’d but when the 
Crown is in the nemoH want, there be¬ 
ing another Apartment for the Souldi- 
ers Pay. Only the Revenues of Gar¬ 
dens, Caravanferasy and other Scrus'fures 
belonging to the King arc put into the 
great Freafury. And it is here to be ob- 
ferv’d, That Taxes and Impolitioiis be¬ 
ing forbidden by their falfe Prophetj 
the Mithomttaa Princes think the Mony 
rais’d by them wrongfully got, and 
■ therefore do not lay out a Farthing of 
it for tlicir Table, but make ufe of the 
Revenues of their Gardens and Houfes. 

The great now reigning is fo 

icrupulous in this point, that he will not 
maintain himfelf upon bis Revenue;but 
tho’ he is above 80 Years of Age makes 
Caps himfelf, and prefents them to the 
Cham , who whether they will or no 
mull pay twenty or thirty thoufand 
Crowns a piece for them.

Arches fecra to vie ia Beauty with the 
Pavement, which is cover’d with the 
richeft Carjxts the Country affords. 

In the middle of the Square or Mar¬ 
ket-place, from the Tree of the Arrow 
to this Mofeh they fell Wood and Coals j 
from the Mofeh to the Bell, old Iron, 
Horfe-furnitures, Carpets and other 
Things, but all of them at fecond Hand j 
thence to the Mofeh of Sceck-hft^atta, 
they fell Fouls, Pigeons, Meat ready 
dreft. The reft of the Square towards 
the Palace is quite clear and without 
Shops, bccaufe the King comes thither 
Ibmctimes to fee Bulls and other wild 
Bealls baited. But there are Mounte¬ 
banks and Merry-Andrews that repair 
thither to impofe their Nonfenfe upon 
the ignorant Multitude, and divert them 
with tlicir Fopperies *, and the Peafants 
on Fryday^ which is their Feftival, come 
to fell their Fruit, and the labour of the 
reft of the Week. On the infide along 
the B.tz.ar there are Shops where they fell , 
red Leather, Skins to carry Water un¬ 
der the Camels Bellies, and other things 
made of Leather. Hard by there are 
Shops that fell Bows and Arrows, and 
others of Drugs and Spice. Then in 
the Caravanferiis there are in this great 
Square, Onthe South-fide, that isfrom 
the Mofeh to the Eaft Angle, they fell. 
Saddles, Bridles, and all Horfe-furniture ; 
from the Mofeh to the Weft Angle, arc 
Bookfellers and Book-binders. The Weft 
fide, from the North Angle to the Pa- 
>^e, is taken up with People that fell 
CTaft Baubles brought from Nuremberg 
and f'enice. Between the two Gates of 
jiga-Cafi and Daulet-Cnna ^ there are 
wretched Armenians who make Rings, 
and cut Seals on common Stones. From 
the Palace to the South Angle, all the 
Arches ferve for Coffee-Houfes where 
they fmokc^ for befides the noble Prop¬ 
ped which is like an Amphitheater, tb^e 
is a great Fountain of Water in the mid¬ 
dle , where the Perfians fill the Bottle 
they have to their Pipes, that the Smoke 
may come the cooler to their Mouths. 
I'his Place being very much frequented, 
the Dervices repair to it Morning and 
Evening to chatter till they foam at the 
Mouth, for fome fmall reward they af¬ 
terwards receive from the hearers. 

> The Armenians have the Shops in their 
little Caravanfera near the Mtidan^ not 
fa^from the lamons founded 

by the Mother of Sela^Ahas the Second. 
This has t wo Floors, a great ?ond> in the 
middle, and Gates at the four Angles, 
wliidi formerly led to four other Cara-- 


vanferas, but at prefent there are only 
two. ' 

It is to be obferv’d that tho People are 
not receiv’d gratis in thefe Caravsmferas, * 
of Royal Foundation, yet they are pre¬ 
ferable to the others for the fecurity of 
me Goods; for if any thing happens to 
He loft, the Keeper of them is accounta- 
Hle for it; as alfo for all Commodities 
trufted outand enter’d in his Book, with 
the Names of the Buyers and Sellers. 

On this account the Sellers pay two in the 
hundred, and the Keeper is oblig’d to ' 
recover the full Price. Befides the Me(^ 
dan is well guarded at Night (as ^rc all 
the other Bazars) by Perfons kept in pay 
for that purpofe; tor tho’ the Traders 
Shops and Chefts be well lock’d, yet the • 
things of fmall Value and great Balk are 
left in the open Market-place, cover’d 
with a Tent. 

From the Angle form’d by the North 
and Weft fides there is a Paflage into a 
great where they fell I imien and 

Shooes. Thence is a way into a greater, 
where they fell all manner of Braziers 
Ware, and Saws, and there live the Dy¬ 
ers ; at the end of it is an excellent Ca~ 
ravanfera where they fell Musk and red 
Leather. 

On the North fide there are Scimitars, 

Tongs, and other Inftruraents of Iron 
and Brafs, and before the Gate fevcral 
forts of precious Stones. Over thefe 
Shops is a long Gallery fupported by 
Pillars, where every Night there is a 
difplcafing Cojifert of Fifes, Drums , 
and other Inftruments, as has been laid 
of other Cities; within it there arc 
Rooms for the chief of the Mufick. Op- 
pofitc to it in this Place there are two 
Pillars feven Spans high, and the fame 
diftance from one another, to play at 
Mall a Horfe-back, which is done ftrik- 
ing the Ball a Gallop to drive it between 
the two Pillars. 

The Gate before mention’d leads to 
fome Arches where they fell rich Cloth 
of Gold and Silver, Silks, and Indian 
Stuffs. The Eaft fide of the Mofeh to 
the North Angle, is taken op with Shops 
of all forts of fmall Works in Silk. From 
thence to the South Angle there are T«r- 
ners, and People that beat Gotten, and 
in the Porticos there are Smiths, who 
make Nailcs, Horfe-fhooes and the like. 

Going home I pafs’d by the Cattle, iiieCi 
which is near the Houfe of the French ftlc. 
CapHcins, and adjoyning to the South 
Wall of the Town. It is two Miles 
in*Compafs; for within it there are Ba¬ 
zars^ and the Dwellings of the King’s 

Slaves 
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Slaves, who are voluntary Renegadoes, 
Semtlli. only tor this Honour, and their Mainte- 
1(594- nance. It is twice as long as.brbad, and 
1 /vn;* altogether Dcfcncclefs; its Icurvy Tow- 
'ers being of Earth, as is all the Wall. 
Here the King keeps all the Rarities he 
Uuys, or are lent him as Prefents by thi 
Governours of Provinces and Stran-, 
gers. ’ 

Sttndiy 18 th, I went to hear Mafs at 
the Chutch of the Bare-foot Carmelites, 
to repay the Vific to F. Elias, Biihop 
Elc‘t of Jfpahaa. Monday I 9 tb, I went 
d^iiin to the Meidan, to lee the Divan^ 
JUgi Sciarter, or Foor-nian run in order 
to Ik admitted to Serve the King. He 
had 0.1 a pair of fliort open Breeches, as 
our Foot-men wear, with three Plorfc- 
helts luagiii’g down from his Wafte. 
Hi.- Thighs and Legs were N.ikcd, and 
Anointed with a fort of Greafc to pre¬ 
vent VVearinefs as formerly thofe that 
E.vcuisd in the Gymrnafia, Anointed 
tlicmicivcs with Oil. He run from the 
Gate of AU-Capi, to a Stone on the 
Mountain tlirce Miles from the City. 
He was to run it feven times without 
Eating, but only Drinking ; every time 
taking up a little Flag plac’d % the 
Goal, and then, if found fit to be iho 
King’s Sciatter, he was admitted. The 
Te fidu Nobility generally keep many 
of liicra foi Grandeur. 

Di(F(;rcnce h» the mean while, Stephen the l^en- 
betwam ablet, v\ ho was Independent of the Ba¬ 
the Aime- trialch, with four other Bilhojis, not 
lum. cealing to contrive againll the remain¬ 
der of the Gatholick Miflioners at Zalfa-, 
it pleas'd God that another rert-abiet, 
whole Name was John, rais’d a furious 
Pcrfccutiou againlt him. This Man had 
been Arch-bifhoj) of Zulfa, but being 
depriv'd of his Dignity by Stephen, he 
became a Catholick and retiring to 
jilacapi, with one of his Religious Men 
(relying on the Protection of the former 
KaUnttr of Zulfa, who was baome a 
Mahometan ) accus’d him of having Books 
againlt Mahomet. His Hoiifc being 
fearch’d, two Books were found, one 
of them Printed fifty Years before in 
the Armenian Language by another Ste- 
then a Zert-abiet, containing many Re- 
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proaches againlt the Mahometan Reli¬ 
gion. The Matter being Examin’d, and 
the Bodk Interpreted by a Renegado 
Armenian, in the Prcfencc of the NabAs^ 
and the Sceik-lejhn, or Axond, two Per- 
fpns Tranfcribing it into the Perfian 
Tongue ■, Stephen was Condemn’d to be 
Burn'd alive; notwitliftauding he urg’d 
before the Court, that the Book was 
Compos’d by anoilier Steplnn, a Poliflf 
Vtrtabiet at Jfmaiz.cn, and tliat the Other 
Manufeript was falfify’d by the Infor¬ 
mers. The King, who liad no good 
Opinion of thofe Ecclefiallical Judges, 
would not fulfer the Sentence to be Ex¬ 
ecuted ^ all the City being in E,xpc(3:a- 
tion to fee that Criminal pat to Death, 
knowing how Rich the Arch-hilhop 
was, it was always ray Opinion, Thi: 
by the help of his powerful Friends he 
would favc his Life, which did not only 
prove true, but moreover inftcad of 
being Punilh’d, he leceiv’d from the 
Qiiecn-Mother, the CAant, or Veft of 
‘ Honour •, with Orders to his Acciifcrs 
to return to ZAfa, under, bis jnrisdi- 
flion, or to Live with the Franks, if they 
were Catholicks. 

Tuejday zotli, in the Evening I law a Wed- 
the Nuptial Ceremonies us’d in Perfia, ding, 
a Man and Woman both Slaves that 
l,iv’d near our Houfe being Marry’d. 

When they had eaten their Bellies full 
of Pilau at the Bridegroom’s Houfe, a 
great Company of Men and Women, 
mofi; of them wit^ lighted Candles in 
their Hands, it being then Night, wciy. 
to receive the Bride. Half an Hour al¬ 
ter, Ihc was Conduded between two 
Women cover’d with a white Linnen 
Cloth from Head to Foot, which made 
them look like Gholls. After them fol¬ 
low’d many other Women, and then 
Men, one of whom carry’d a great Wax- 
Candle worth ten Crowns. The Bride¬ 
groom very Unmannerly went out but 
four Steps from his Houfe to meet the 
Bride. This is the Cuftom among the 
poor People j but among the better Sort 
thefe Ceremonies are perform’d a Horfe- 
back in great State, and abundance of 
lights fet up in the Streets they are to 
paJTs through. 
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CHAT. VII. 

The F«wr4/^Scia-SeIemon, KJ>fg <f Perfia ; the Sacrifice of Camel ; the 
Original^ Marriages^ Tunerds^ Rdigion, and Hahit of the Goris. 


Wf Ednefday 2\% it was known a- 
Oemtlli. YY broad that the King was fallen 
Sick, or rather grown worfe of his con- 
tinual Apopicftick Fits, occafion’d by 
the King WO much Wine. Being with good Rea- 
of Te 4 X Ion apprehenfive of his Lire, on Thurf- 
and hi-, day 22d, he order’d 3700 Tomans to be 
Charity, diltributed among the Poor •, and Or¬ 
ders to be fent to all the Governours of 
Provinces to rcleafe all the Prifoners in 
the Kingdom. 

Friday 23d, I Din’d with the Direftor 
of the Datch Company, who was extra¬ 
ordinary Civil to me; and Saturday 
24th, 1 went out a Shooting, and kill’d 
abundance of Doves, whereof there are 
valt Numbers about the Country. Sun¬ 
day 25th, going to hear IMaft at the 
Barc-foot Carmdites, I was inform’d by 
F. Eliasj riiat the i'ert-abict^ by bis 
great Power had dilajipointed ail the 
Endeavours of the Catholicks, for Re- 
cftablifliing their Million ih Zul/a. Mon¬ 
day 26th, having nothing to do, 1 went 
out to Divert me with the Prior, and 
other Fathers of our Houfe. Tuefday 
27th, the News was fpread abroad that 
the King was in his Agony. Wednefday 
28tb, F. FAias came to Vilit me, and to 
ssdl me, that there being no hopes of 
llcdrcfs in their Affair, they mull have 
all that had happen’d authentically At- 
telled, in order to obtain Letters of 
Recommendation from all the Chriftian 
Princes in Europe^ to the Court of 
Perfia. 

The King Thurfday 29th, the King’s Death was 
Dies. made Publick about Noon, the Eunuchs, 
and Kilar-Agafi, or chief of the Slaves ap¬ 
pearing with their Garments rent, which 
is the Mourning us’d among the Perjtans ; 
upon which News the Saper-Selar ran 
fo hallily to the Palace, that his Horfe 
fail’d him, and he broke his Leg. The 
Body was remov d the fame Day to the 
Garden call’d Bag-fce-hd-Sultan ; where 
it was waffl’d in a Fountain by the Caful- 
Bafci. This Man is the chief of the 
Walhers of the Dead, who never Ex- 
ercifes his Office, but when the King 
Dies, and has for his Reward 50 Tomans., 
and the Cloaths, with all that is found 
upon the King, even to the Carpet'that 
covers him. After he was waffl’d after 
tlic Mahometan Falhion, he was laid in 


i 

a Room ftrctch’d out on a Carpet, to 
be carry’d thence to Korn, to the Tombs 
of his Anceftors. The Phyfician that 
had attended him in his Sicknefs, was 
apprehended to be put to Death, or Ba- 
nifti’d; according to the Cuffom of t^ 

Perf an Court, to keep the Mahometan 
Phylkians in Awe. But it was reported 
this Man would be kept a Prifoncr for 
Life. It was alfo reported, That as the 
King was Breathing his Laft, being Ex¬ 
horted to make a good End by the Ax- 
ond, who is the fecond Judge in Reli¬ 
gious Affiiirs •, he fent to the Nabah their 
High Priell for a Cloth to wrap his Bo¬ 
dy in, faying he would carry nothing 
that belong’d to this World. 

All the while till the Coronation of Alms, 
the New King, a Thoiiland Cangaris, 
or great Diffics of Pilau were diftributed 
out of the King’s Kitchin, with as ma¬ 
ny of Sweet-meats to Mullah% and 
poor People, for the good of the Dead 
Man’s Soul. , 

Scia-Selemon Dy’d at the Age of 5 3 , Why this 
when he had Reign’d thirty Years. He King 
was Exalted to the Throne by the Name chang'd 
of Scia-Sefi the Second, but afterwards 
falling dc^crately Sick, he chang’d his 
Name as follows. It is the Cuftom of 
Perjia, that when the King falls Sick, 
all the prime Men, and Governours of 
Provinces lend a great quantity of Gold 
G)in in a Bafon of the lame Metal, fet 
with jewels. This is wav’d over the 
King’s Head three times, faying thefe 
Words, Patfeia hafeena carbon olfon ^ that 
is. This Mony is Sacrific’d for the Health 
of the King’s Head. If the King reco¬ 
vers, it is given to the Poor, with 0- 
ther Gifts of his Servants j if he Dies, 
it is put into the lYeafury. The Ar¬ 
menians allb fend their Mony, but the 
lame Words arc not Spoke, only, Pa- 
rafad'duk ; that is, Delign’d for Alms. 

The King being nothing the better for 
all thefe Prefents, the three Phyficians 
that Attended him were ill Us’d •, as if 
it had been in their Power to Cure him 
immediately. The others therefore fear¬ 
ing they Ihould fare worfe, perfwaded 
the King, that the Caufe of his Sicknefs, 
was the Aftrologcrs not knowing how 
to chufc a lucky Hour for his £.xaltatioii 
to the Throne, and therefore it was rc- 

quifite 
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roV-/n quifitc he fliould again take Poflellion in 
<hmelli. a more favourable Minute, and change 
1694. his Name. The Persians having much 
l^aich in fuch Fopperies, the King ealily 
gave Ear to their Advice; and the A- 
ftrologers and Phylicians having chofen 
a fortunate Hour, a Day was apjioiated 
for the New Coronation. But it being 
unlawful for the King, according to the ' 
Mahometan Superftition to perform this 
Adtion, without he had firft overthrown 
,and c.vpcird fomc wrongful Pretender, 
oi^llfurpcr of the Crown j he caus’d a 
O'ori to be Apprehended, who faid he 
was D^cuded from the antient Stock 
of the Ruftan\ who were Sovereigns 
of Perfia and Parthia^ and to be plac’d 

• Oil the Tiiroiic on his Back againft a 
wooden Image. Then he caus’d all the 
great Men to come to Honour him as 
their lawful King, till the fortunate 
Hour v/as come, and as foon as it did, 
that very Moment an Officer with his 
Scimitar cut off’the Head of the wooden 
Image, and the Con ran away; after 
which the King arcended the Throne, 
v.Ms lalutsd by the Nobility, girt on bis 
Scimitar, aiid put the Soji^, Cap on 
his Head, which arc the Ceremonies of 
taking PofTcIlion of the Crown among 
the Ferfiam^ changing ^is Name of So^ 
for that of Seleman. From that time the 
Aftrologcrs lofl: the King’s Favour, and 
the Phylicians regain’d it. 

TJie Scia’Seleman was Born of a Georgian 
Kinsi^’s Woman, and having led his Life before 
c;nii.ity, he came to the Crown, cither among 
r II* ’'ft'* Women, or Black Eunuchs he could 

* learn nothing but Cruelty or lalciviouf- 
nefs. Giving way to his bloody Genius, 
he at firft govern’d with too much Rigor 
and Severity, whereof what he did by 
one of his Concubines is no fmall £x> 
ample. It being the Cuftom, tho’ unfit 
and barbarous, for the Kings of Perfia 
to Marry their Concubines to mean Per- 
Ibns, contrary to the Pradtice of the 
Oitomafihf who beftow them on the 
I’rimc Rajfa\ Scia-Selcman gave her he 
Lov’d belt to a Gozjor, or Waflier; but 
the great Love he bore her prevailing, 
he took her away again into the Aram^ 
fending her Husband, by whom Ihe then 
had lix Children, aw'ay upon fonie ho¬ 
nourable Employment. The g:ing one 
Day out ot Curiolity, or rather Jealou- 
fy, ask’d her, which of the two fhe 
Lov’d beft; and fhe anrwering boldly, 
her Husband, becaufe with him flie Ijv’d 
in God’s Grace \ the King in a Rage, 
order’d her to he call into the River 
Love prevail’d over his barbarous Incli¬ 


nation, fo that Execution being delay’d, 
he inclin’d to forgive her, as it did fome 
Mouths after, when he order’d her to be 
Burn’d alive j fo that file is ftii! Living 
in the Aram. 

He continu’d this Severity for fevcral 
Years, putting to Death mri-iy great 
Men of his Court upon very llight Oc- 
cafions; but afterwards addkliug him- 
felf altogether to Dt unkennel;;, an:! the 
Pleafurcs of the Aram, he fo abfohsrcly 
loft his Authority, that he had nothing 
left ^ but the bare Name of a King j 
leaving the whole Charge of the Go¬ 
vernment to Jl/irza-Tahsr, the I’t ime 
nuerj who had gain’d the full i’iacc 
in his Favour. This Man was the great- 
eft Thief ill the World, and not re¬ 
garding his great Age of eighty Years, 
bccaufe he found hiniR-lf ilrong in Dod v, 
he niiiidcd nothing but who hid mo!i, 
and Ibmcdmcs would lloaj) lb low as to 
take a Crown. 1 hey fiid, that being 
^onc Day .ask’d by the King how many 
’children he had, lie aurwer’d, he did 
not remember their Numbci'; but that 
he would go home, and write tiicni 
down. He rofc to this high pitch of 
Preferment by the King’s Eking fomc 
Verfes he made. 

Among other Extravagancies com- HisDrun- 
mitted by this King through cxccffive kennel's. 
Drinking, it is reported, 'I'hat Aihbar, 
the Son of the Great Mogul (who fled 
under his Protection from his Father) 
being in Prefence anong many Perfian 
Noble Men, he laid his Hand to his 
Sword to Wound thofe great Men, and 
had done it, but that they fav’d them- 
fclves by Flight. Some time after he 
ask’d Achhar, what he thought of that 
Action; who wifely anfwer’d. That lie 
was very Abfolute in his Throne. He 
allow’d this Prince twelve Tomans a Day, 
befidcs his Houfc, and all NccelFaries 
for his Stable. 

When lie was fometimes prefs’d to stupidity, 
make War upon the T wk, the Oppor¬ 
tunity being fo favourable, that a bet¬ 
ter could never be badhe anfwer’d, 

That having once confented to make a 
Peace, he was not to break his Faitli. 

His Friends ftill urging that, neverthe- 
lefs the Turk, when he had ended the 
War with the Chriftians, would begin 
again with him; he inconfidcrately an- 
fwer’d, he fliould be latisfy’d, as long as ^ 
he had Jfyahan left him. Thcfc Thoughts 
were infus’d into him by his prime Mi- 
nifter, who was look’d upon to be of 
the Turkijh Soft, and by fbme Coiinfel- 
lors, who were of Opinion, That when 

the 
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the Chi ilTian Princes had deftroy’d the 

Gcmdl:. Turks, iliey would not forbear falling 
1694.. upon others. 

O’Stnj Yet he was at War with Suboan Coli- 

Fraud. cau. King ot the Vsbecks, and to his 
great Lofs, for the following Reafon. 
That King’s Brother being to go to 
^fecca with the Qiiecn, and a Retiane 
of 3C00 Tartars-, Scta-Selemon, in the 
firfl: place would not allow above 200 
of them to come into Iffahan and af¬ 
terwards having a Casket of Jewels left 
in his Cuftody, to be reftor’d when 
thoie Princes return’d j knowing the 
Qiicen came without her Kinfman, who 
Dy’d by the way, he made her go by 
the way of Sciras, and not through If- 
fakvi, without ever reftoring her Jew¬ 
els. 

i-riday 30th, 1 return’d to the Mcidan, 
to lee the Preparations for the Funeral, 
and found a great Multitude of Poor in 
the King’s Mofeh, to devour the Pilau 
given them tor the good of the Dead 
Man’s Soul. I Din’d with the Folip} 
Ambairador,* who invited rnc to be one 
of his Company, when he attended the 
New King, which was very acceptable 
to me, that I might fee the Palace. 
That Night, being chofen as fortunate 
by the Aftrologers, at feven of the 
Clock the Cloth was to be cut for the 
King’s Coronation Robes. 

Funeral. Saturday, the lall Day of the Month, 
all Perfons were forbid departing the 
City till the King was Proclaim’d. I'he 
j^iiibafladors were confin’d to their Hoii- 
ies, and the Mo^uPs Son had Guards fet 
upon him. Sunday the ill of Au^up, 
after Noon, the Dbfequies were per¬ 
form’d. An hundred Camels and Mules 
led the way, loaded with Sweetmeats, 
and other Provilions, to be given on the 
Road to a thoullind Perfons that Ac- 
company’d the Body. Then came the 
Body in a large Litter, cover’d with 
Cloth of Gold, and carry’d by two Ca¬ 
mels, led by the Naxjtr, or King’s Stew'- 
aid. On the Sides went two Servants 
burning the molt precious Sweets in two 
Fire-pans of Gold, and a muititude of 
MalUlo’s, faying their Prayers in a very 
Noify manner. Next follow’d another 
Horfe-Littcr cover’d with red and green 
Cloth, to ferve in cafe the firft Ihould 
break, and then all the great Men of 
the Court with their Garments Rent, 
and a Foot, e.xccpt the Atmath^Dulet, 
who was permitted to Ride, becaufe of 
his great Age. Whcrcfocver^ic went 
there were heard Lamentations, and a dif- 
mal Noife of the Subjects j the Company 


ftill laaeafing, till they came to be ten 
Thoufand. He was carry’d a Mile from 
the City to the Garden of Bax-Sofi- 
Mirzjt, whither I went to lee him. I 
found him in the lame Litter encom- 
pafs’d by Mullah’s, under a great Arch. 

Not long after the Kilar-A^afi came to 
idiftribute Pilau to thole that were to at- 
•tend the Body which, when they had 
Eaten, they fet out about half an Hour 
after Nighi^ to carry it to Kom, with¬ 
out any Order, but in Confuiion •, ha¬ 
ving taken off" the Camels ufual Tra]^ 
pings, and Dock’d the Horfos Tails. 

They laid, that as they pals’d t^’rough 
the Villages, the Pealants would tome 
out to meet them, and would cut their 
Flelh in a barbarous inaunct in Fokcu 
of Grief. 

Monday id of Auguft, being the Feaft Sacrifice 
of the Porcitincdar, 1 perform’d ray De- of 
votions. The Sacrifice of the Camel be- 
iug to be perform’d on Tuefday 3d, I 
mounted betimes to go fee it and paf- 
Jing by the Deroaa’s Houfe, law abun¬ 
dance of People waiting to fee the 
wretched Beall that was Condemn’d to 
Death, come out. In Ihort, within an 
Hour we faw it led in a Collar by two 
Executioners, and the Dtroga after them. 
Following the Crowd out of the City, 

I took notice of the ftately Bridge, 
call’d Sciras, over the River Sandtru. 

It has 33 good Arches, and on them 
high Walls of colour’d Bricks, leaving 
a great Space in the middle, with a co¬ 
ver’d Gallery, and narrow Paths on the 
lides towards the River. At lall wc 
came to a great field call’d MujfaUa, 
where there were abundance of Tombs 
of Turks, Built after fcveral manners. 

Here tying the Camel’s I,cgs, he was 
ftretch’d out on the Ground and the 
Deroga putting on a Sop’s Cap (which 
is round above, with a Horn in the mid¬ 
dle, and a little Label hanging behind 
like that of a Biihop’s Miter) Aruck him 
with a Spear then an Executioner cut 
off" his Head with an Ax, to prefent it 
to the King. The four Qiiarters were 
divided among great Men, and the reft 
to the Multitude, who almoA kill’d one 
another to get a Bit. The Solemnity 
had been greater, but for the King’s 
Death. I faw this fame Camel pafs by 
three Days before with three Children 
on his Back, and two things like Salvers 
beating before him, a great Company 
of Vagabonds following, fome arm’d - 
with Hatchets, and fome with Lances, 
who led him from Houfe to Houfe to 
get Mony. This Ccrcraony is perform’d 

every 
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every Year by the PerfUns^ in Memory 
CetielU. of the Sacrifice Abr^am would have 
1694. offer’d, which they iay was of Ifmatl, 
UTV^ qnd not of Jftac^ and that God fent him 
f^Camel inltead of his Son, and not a 
Ram. Every one that can get it, Eats 
that Day of the GamePs Flefh with much 
Devotion j killing in their own Houfes 
Sheep, Lambs, and abundance of Fowl, 
to Solemnize the Feftival, theChriltians 
Eat not of thefe Creatures, becaufe of 
the fuperftitious Words they utter when 
they Kill them. 

Then 1 went to Zdfa^ to fee the Houfe 
of the JefuitSj and by the way in a 
Field, law the Tombs of,the Armtnimt^ 
well enough Built. The Jefuits Church 
. was well contriv’d, fmall and corioufly 
painted after the Fafhion of the Coun> 
try. They have an excellent Garden 
and Vineyard, and will in time be very 
well to pafs, if the ren-abiet will let 
them go on. 

Village of A French Jefitit conduced me hence 
the Ooris. to fee the Village of the Garisj by fome 
Writers reckoned among the Suburbs of 
Jfpahgn. It is one long Street about a 
Mile long, without any way into it but 
at the ends, and one in the middle. It 
is adorn’d with two rows of green G- 
W4r Trees, and two Trenches of Wa¬ 
ter. 

their Some of the Coris led me to their 
Temple Temple Built in the form of a Croft, 
and Fire, and Arch’d, with Windows in the lower 
part of the Wall, cover’d with Lattices. 
There was no Altar in it, and but one 
Lamp hanging in the middle. Afcend- 
ing fix Steps, they ihew’d me in a 
Room adjoyning to the Temple, their 
Fire, which they feed with Wood, and 
Ibmetimes Burn on it the Fat of the 
Sheeps Tail. If any of them happen to 
let the Fire go out in their Houfes, they 
muff; go to Light it at the Temple, and 
therefore they arc very careful to keep 
it in. 

Thefe Goris Live upon Tillage. Tho* 
Ignorant, they believe in one only God, 
the Creator of all Things. They ho¬ 
nour, but do not adore the Fire, as 
fome Write, in honour of the Fire, 
from which Abraham elcap’d unhurt, 
when he was into it by Order of 
a King of ihs Cddees (thefe People 
Boaftiug that they are Dcfcendfed from 
Abraham, and the ancient Kings of Ptr- 
fia) according to thofe Words of the 
M.Fire. jeripture, Gen. 15. v. 7. / am the Lord 
God, who broaght thee out «>/ Ur of the 
Caldces. So that Tavetnier is much mi- 
ftaken, when he fays, that this is to be 


underftood of Abram-jE.braimz.er-Atencht 
their Prophet, who was preferv’d from 
Fire. 

Their Marriages are after this manner. Theirx 
The Couple being come before the Prieft, Marriaj|c:. 
he before Witneffes receives the Con- 
fent of both Parties •, then he walhes their 
Foreheads, muttering certain Words, 

• after which they may not be Divorc’d 
without a lawful Caufe. They walh the 
Childreji that arc Born a few Days after 
in Water, in which abundance of Flow¬ 
ers have been Boil’d, their ignorant 
Priefts praying over it. 

They are very careful to Kill all un- Religion, 
clean Creatures, there being a Day in 
the Year appointed, on which Men and 
Women go about the Fields killing the 
Frogs. They drink Wine, and cat 
Swines Flelb, but it mull be bred by 
themfelves, and not have eaten any 1 liing 
unclean. They abllain but five Days in 
the Year from eating Flcfn, Filh, Buuer 
and Eggs; and three other Days they 
Eat nothing till Night. Befidcs they 
have thirty Fcllivals of their. Saints. 

When any of them Dies, they carry paaerals 
him out of the Town or Village, to a 
Place wall’d in near the Mountain. There 
they tic the dead Body ftauding upright 
to a Pillar, (there being many for the 
Purpofe) feven Spans high ; and going 
to Prayers for the Soul of the Pcrlbn 
Departed, they ftaud till the Crows come 
to Eat the Body j if they begin with the 
right Eye, they Bury the Body, and re¬ 
turn Home Joyfnllyj looking on it as a 
good Omen •, if they fall upon the left 
Eye, they go away Diiconfolatc, leaving 
the Body unbury’d. 

Their Habit does not differ from that Their Ha- 
of the other Per/tan Peafants. The Wo- hit. 
mens is very Modeft, they wearing a 
Petticoat after the Italian manner, and 
under it Breeches and Shoes after the 
Perfim Falhioo. About their Heads they 
wrap a piece of Stuff* made of Silk and 
L.innen j and on their Back hangs ano¬ 
ther very large one, which does not on¬ 
ly cover all behind, but the Breaff; too, 
being ty’d under the Chin. Their No- 
fes are boar’d to wear a Gold or Silver 
Ring in them, ibmewhat fmaller than 
tliat the Artdf^s uie. 

As I return’d to Zdfa, an Armenian 
fliew’d me a Clock of a new Invention. 

It confifted of a Wheel hanging by two 
Threads faftned to the Spring, and mo¬ 
ving regularly between two pieces ^of 
Wood* b^ means of fome Contrivance 
within, ihew’d the Hoar. 


CHAP 
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CHAP. VIll. 

The Deferfption of the Colonj of Zulfa, *»d of the Keligious Rites of the 
, Armenians. 


oxGiolftt, is near the 
Jr ^ .} Village of C 7 m, and two Miles 
and naif from Jffahan, the River Sandern 
Zttifi Co- running betwixt them. It is a new Co¬ 
lony. lony of Armtn'ums^ who abandoning the 
old one of the fame Name, fettled here 
by Command of Scia-Abets the Great, 
when the War was hotteft between the 
Turks and Ferftans. It is three Miles in 
Length, and nine in Compafs, by rea- 
fon of the great Gardens in it; fo that it 
looks more like a Wood than a City. 

The The Houfes are bandfome within, tho* 
Streets, of Mud without, the Streets neater and 
ftraiter than thofe of Jfpahatt^ with long 
Rows of high Guar Trees on the fides, 
and a Trench of Water in the middle 
full of good Crabs. Here I mull not* 
omit the nptable Jell Ibme irmib-Men, 
Inha )itants of Zuljdy told me, had been 
put upon Tavernier^ in relation to thefe 
Crabs. He being at Dinner about forty 
Years Cnee, with Monfieur DtfttiU, 
highly commended the Crabs j and the 
other being a pleafant facetious Man, 
laid to him, There are better now than at 
any ether time, becattfe they feed upon white 
Mulberies. And perceiving the lilly T«- 
vernier was curious to know further, 
how they came to* Eat Mulberies, that 
he might Write it down he added. 
That thofe Crabs about Sun-fet came 
out of their Holes near the Trees, and 
climbing them, fed upon white Mulbe- 
A Trick l ies all Night, and then at break of Day 
put upoB return’d to the Water; and therefore 
Tmmier. Gardiners in the Night (hook the 
Trees, and gathering a good quantity 
of them, carry’d them to Sell in the 
Market. This Story told as a Jell was 
tom. t. fwallow’d by Tavernier, and writ down 
4 * as Truth, which is an ImpoCtion upon 
P. 423. otlicrs as Silly as himfclf. All this was 
told me by the faid Monfieur VEfteiles 
Sou, by an old Armenian, and by three 
French-Uen, who. knew him at Zidfa. 
By this we may judge of the Troth of 
the reft of his Stories Cnee he was fo 
Credulous in a Thing fo improbable. 
The Ferftans arc fo far from Eating, 
that they have an extraordinary Aver- 
fion for them. 

Civil Go- As for the Government of <he ^^me* 
vemment. nians at Zdfa, the King caofes Juftice 


to be rigoroufly Adminiltred among 
< them in criminal Cafes; and for the Ci¬ 
vil appoints a K/denfer, or Judge of 
that Nation, who rates what they are to 
pay to the Exchequer. Theft are at 
prefent the richeft SubjeSs of the Na-' 
tion, become lb by the Mony lent thrtn 
at firft by Scia-Abas the Firft, and by 
the great Trade they have thrd'oghoot 
the World, but more efpecially in Silk; 
befides they are fo Frugal both in their , 

Houfes and Travelling, that the Mouy 
Hourly incrcafts in their Furfes. 

In fpiritual Matters they arc govern’d TheSpiri- 
by an Arch-bilhop, who is Indq)endei]t 
of the Patriarch, and has four lufiragan 
Bilhops. That Stephen we have before 
made mention of, relying upon this his 
Independency, made a Trade of felling 
the Sacraments and Burials, openly with¬ 
out any Shame, by that means heaping 
together fome hundred Thoufands of 
Pieces of Eight. 

Befides their own, the Armenians t 
fpeak the Perfan and Turkifh Languages. 

And there are two forts of the Arme¬ 
nian writ with different Charafters; that 
is, the Learned for the Clergy and Re¬ 
ligious Worlhip, and the Vul^r for the 
other People. 

Not to fpeak of the Bare-foot Carme- 
lites, Expell’d, as was faid before, there ners. 
were JeftUts and Dominicans in Ztdfa ; 
but a very fmall Number of two or threo 
in a Houfe, being fcarce enough to fay 
the Divine Office. As for Catholicks 
there arc very few, and fewer Children 
inftruflcd in the Catholick Religion, for 
as loon as the fTtrt-abiet bears of any, he 
Excommunicates the Parents; v/ho ra¬ 
ther chan be Expos'd to the Fury of the 
Multitude, arc forc’d to take away their 
Children. 

The Armenian Women are very Beau- Women, 
tiful without any help from Art. They 
cover their Heads with a line white 
Clpth ty’d under the Chin. All their 
Hair is made into one Trefs, which hangs 
on their* Back in a Velvet Bag; the 
richer fort wear Gold, and Jewels like 
the reft of the World. 

Wednefday 4th, I Hay’d in the City. Amenita 
and going to hear Mafs in an Armenian ' ‘ 
Church, found but one Altar. The 

Choir 
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Choir was five Steps higher than the 
Gmelli. Ifle, and both Parts cover’d with good 
Carpets. The Mafs was iaid by the 
y^rth-bifliop, ferv’d by two Bilhops, as 
beacon, and bub-deacon, and during it 
there was a great Number of Candles 
Lighted on the light fide of the Altar. 
Alter reading the Gofpel, the Clergy 
began to Ring fome fiiiall Bells fafined 
to the ends of Staves five Spans long, 
and both Lay-Men and Church-Men Sung 
to that Noife. When the Bread was 
• Confccrated, one of the Bilhops took 
ti>s Chalite out of a little Window, and 
carrying it about the Altar, plac’d it 
thereof frying finiie Piaycrs. Then 
the PrieJt uki.ig it up, with the Bread 
on it, turn'd to the i cople (who Pro- 
llratiiig theivdlivcs on the Ground be¬ 
gan to heat their Breafts) laying. This 
is the Lord that ^ave his Body and Blood 
for us. Then lutaing again to the Al¬ 
tar, he receiv’d the Bread alone, dipp'd 
in the Wine ^ and going down to the 
bottom of the 'I].hoir with the Bread and , 
Chalice in .•i> Hands, faid thice times, 
Commu- the People as often repeating it. 1 con- 
nion- jefs^ / iiilleve that this is the Body and 
Blood 0 ; the Sen oj Cod., roho takes away 
the Sins oj the Worldf and who is not only 
our Salvation-f hut d/i Mankinds. This 
done, he Communicated with Bread, 
dipp’d in the Wine the very Children 
of two or three Years Old-, notconli- 
dcring they might call: it out. They 
put no Water into the Chalice, giving 
for their Realbn, T hat our Lord when 
he Conftitnted the Sacrament drank it 
Pure. The Bread is Unleaven’d, and 
the Prieft makes it the Day before, of 
the bignefs of onr Wafers. 
tea*. In Lent they do not Receive, and they 
lay only one Mafs upon Sundays in a low 
Voice, the Pricll not to be feen, and 
only the Golpcl and Creed are Read a- 
loud. They do it in the lame manner 
on Adaunday-Thurfd^f and then ail that 
will may Communicate y but molt of 
them life to do it at the Mafs which is 
laid on Holy-Saturday, before Sun-fet- 
tiiigi after which they may Eat Oil, 
Butter and Eggs. 

Mtdicr, On Eajter-Sunday another Mals is laid, 
Itill in a low Voice, at which they give 
the Communion, and then all are allow’d 
to Eat Helh, fo it be Kill’d that fame 
Day. Before all their four princi})al 
Eealts, which are Chrifimasj the Alccn- 
^ fion of our Lord, the Annunciation of 
.^.'Cwr^e. the Blefled Virgin, and St. George\ they 
have eight Days Fait, during which they 
are not to taftc Flelh, Eggs, Fifli, Bui- 
Vol. IV. 


ter or Oil. They have Ib great a I 3 c- 
votion for St. George^ that Ibme of them 
will be three, and others five Days with¬ 
out Eating any thing. 

When any one has a mind to make 
his Son a Church-Man, he carries him to \ 
the Prielt, who faying fome Prayers puts 
the Cope upon him. This Ceremony is 
to be perform’d fcveral times in Ibvcral 
Years j after the fourth, if the Youth 
will not become a Monk, he may Mar¬ 
ry, and if Ihe happens to Die, aiid he 
will take another, he may not be made 
a Prielt. When he is eighteen Yeats of 
Age, the Ceremony is perform’d tl;c 
fevciith time, and he is coiidiicTcd in all 
the Priellly Veftniciits by a Bilhop, or 
the Arch-bilhop himfelf to the Cliurth, 
where he mult Jiave fcrv’cl a Year be¬ 
fore. Priefts may not E.ic or Drink v\ ith 
their Wives five Days befoic laying 
Mafs, and five Days after ^ and both 
they and the Monks arc to fpend the firlt 
five in the Church, without touching any 
Food with their Hands, and for the other 
five they mull Eat nothing but Eggs, and 
Kicc boil’d in Water and Salt. 

The Arch-bilhop’s l,ifc is very Au- Arch-bi- 
Here, for Ibme of them Eat Filh, and fliops« 
Flelh but four times a Year, and all die 
reft Roots and Herbs, They, and all 
other Church-men and l.ay-mcn have fix 
Months and three Days Fall in the Year, Fafting. 
during which time they Eat nothing but 
Bread, and fome raw Herbs -, the La¬ 
bouring People at heft feeding on Gar¬ 
den StiilT boil'd .with Salt, and with 
Nut-Oil if they will j as for Flelh they 
Eat none in the moft dangerous Diftcm- 
pers. 

The Sacrament of Baptifm is Admi- Baptifm. 
nifter’d on Sund^^ iinlcfi there be im¬ 
minent danger of Death before, and is 
done in this manner. The Infant is 
carry’d to Church by the Midwife, where 
after the Prieft has faid fome Prayers, 
he is dipp’d Naked into the Water, and 
deliver’d to the God-father. Then the 
Prieft putting together two Cords, one 
of red Silk, the other of Cotton (to fig- 
nify the Blood and Water that came 
from our Saviour’s Side) ties them about 
his Neck, and then Anointing his Fore¬ 
head with Holy Oil, lays, I Baptisie thee 
in the Name of the father^ of the Sony 
and of the Holy Ghofi ; Anointing all the 
excream Parts of the Body, ftill repeat¬ 
ing the lame Words. When the Bap- 
tifin is over, the God-father goes ou^ 
of th^Church with two lighted Candles 
in his Hands, and the lafiiic on his 
Arms, and carries it to the Mother’s 
T Houfey 
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fs.A-0 Houfe, attended by fevcral Mufical In- 
Cemelli. ftrumcnts ^ where having receiv’d her 
i5p4. thanks he kifles the Top of her Head. 
As for the Name they give the Child 
that which falls out on the Day in the Ca- 
lendar^ or clfe the next to conic. Then 
they make a plentiful Entertainment, 
according to the Peoples quality, to 
which all the Kindred and Friends, and 
all the Prieifs and Monks of the Parilh 
arc invited. They that will lave this 
charge which is very great, pretend the 
Child is like to dye, and baptize it on a 
Week Day. The trouble is greater 
when Women are deliver’d within the 
Fortiiighc before Chrifimas^ for then ^e 
Cliriftuing mull be put off till that which 
is our third of 'January^ they following 
the old Account without the alteration 
of the ten Days. Then they creft three 
Scaflblds cover’d on the River Sanderu, 
and a fort of Altar on the middlemolb 
of them and on Chriftmas Day in the 
Morning before Sun riling, all the 
menian Clergy of Zdfa being there with 
their Veftments, Crolles and Banners; 
the Crofs is 'thrice dipp’d in the River, 
throwing in holy Oyl every time j then 
having fiid the Baptifmal Prayer, the 
Prieft plunges the Infant into the cold 
River Water, with the iifual fort of 
Words and other Ceremonies. 

1 /-*«! The holy Oyl they ufe is not of Olives, 
^ but of feveral Flowers, (Specially of the 
Flower of Paradice, by them call’d Be¬ 
lt fan-Taghe) and other Sweets. It is 
Blefs’d on the Eve of fiie Nativity of our 
bicffed Lady , and then* the Patriarch 
diltributes it throughout Eurofe, Afitf 
and Africk. 

^ . Being invited to a Wedding that was 
nanuges. on Thm-fdtn the 5th, I 

went thither betimes, and ftay’d to Din¬ 
ner with the Redor of the Jejiats. Then 
being lent for we went to the Bride¬ 
grooms Houfe, where there was a great 
number of bis Kindred and Friends. He 
mounting a Horfeback with a ^reat At¬ 
tendance went to receive the Bride, who 
being allb mounted on a Horfe richly fet 
out with Jewels j they went together to 
the Church, follow’d by abundance of 
Kindred a Horfc-backwith lighted Flam- 
boys in their Hands. They alighted be¬ 
fore the Church and went up Ibeight to 
the Altar, where Handing clofe Face to 
Face, the Bilhop read in a Book that 
.refted on their Heads,', and having re¬ 
ceiv’d/heir Confent ®ve them his Blef- 
ling with the noife of Drums and other 
barbarous Inffruments. Then having 
heard Mafs, they return’d in the fame 
Order. 


It is to be oblerv’d that the Armemnns 
marry their Daughters very Young and 
almolt in their Infancy, for fear the King 
ihould take them into the Aram, Th& 

Mothers generally make the contrad;" 
and then acquaint the Fathers with it. 

When it is concluded, the Bridegroom’s 
Mother goes with two aged Women 
.and a Priell; to the Brides Mothers, and 
gives the Ring from her Son j loon after 
he comes, and is blcfs’d by the Priell 
together with the Girl; and then they ^ 
all drink merrily. After this Betroath- ‘ 
ing, the Bridegroom is oblig’d ev^y 
Year at Eafier to fend the Bride/: Gar¬ 
ment fuitable to her quality. When 
they are to celebrate the Nuptials, the 
Husband’s Father fends aMeal three Days 
before to the Mother in Laws Houfe; 
where the Kindred on both fides meet, 
the Men in one Roomand the Women in 
another. The next Day the Bridegroom 
lends the Bride a Garment, and then goes 
to receive that the Mother in Law gives 
• him, or the eldeft Kinfwoman, who is 
allb to put it on the firft time. 

When an Armenian dyes, the Afordl- pnnerals. 
feiri, or walherof the Dead takes a Vef- 
lel of holy Water out of the Church, 
and pours it into the Pool where the Bo¬ 
dy is to be walh’d, which done he takes 
all he had on, and puts him on a white 
Shirt and other Linncn, all new, lowing 
him up belides in a new Sack. Then the 
Priells accompany’d by all the Kindred 
with lighted Candles in their Hands, con¬ 
vey the Body to the Church, before the 
Altar, and a Priell having laid Ibme 
Prayers, thw place the Candles about it, 
and leave it fq all Night. In the Morn¬ 
ing, after laying Malsit is carry’d before 
the Archbilhop’s, or Bilhop’s Door, that 
he may lay the Lord’s Prayer for the Soul 
departed. This done it is carry’d to the 
Church-yard, the Bilhop and Priells ling- 
ing fevcral Prayers by the Way, till it 
is lay'd in the Grave. Then the Bilhop, 
tatog up a Handful of Earth throws it 
on the Corps, laying thrice. Erom 
Earth thou camefl, and to Earth thou fialt 
return ., remain there till the coming of 
our Lord. Then they fill up the Grave. 

When the Kindred and Friends return 
home they find a good Dinner, made 
ready, and among the richer fort they 
treat the Friells and Monks for {even 
Days. 

When a Bilhop dies, belides the afore- 
faid Ceremonies, after Mals they put a 
Paper into his Hands, with thele Words 
writ on it. Remember that thou camejt 
from Earth, and fhdt return to Earth. If 
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a Slave dies, his Mader writes on. fuch a 
CimellL piece of Paper, that he is not dirpleas’di 
(6^94. he flioaid have his Freedom, and tha^ 
^e gives him his Libeicy. If any jQnc 
kills himfclf, they do not carry him out 
at the Door of the Houfe, but break 
down the Wall and bury him without a- 
ny Ceremony. 

On the Eve of the Fcaft: of the holy 
Crofs, both Men and Women go to the 
Church-yard with good Proviiions, and 
, fpend all the Night there, lamenting a 
\^ilc, and then Eating and Drinking 


merrily ^ and there is ho poor Body in 
the City that omits doing this. 

to conclude this Chapter, I fey, the 
Armtnims firmly adhere to their ancient 
Cuftoms and the ChrUtian Faith, not* 
withdanding the infinite Pcrfccutions 
rais‘d againlt them by the Maijometims. 
Very few of them have imbrac’d the 
Aiahometun Keligioiif blinded by Intcreftj 
for the Renegado is put into poflenion 
of all his Kindreds Goods, and even of 
his Fathers, who mud afterwards live 
upon his Sons courtelie. 


CHAP. IX. 

The Coronation of Scia-Oflen, fi&e Mangeles, or Audience aftermrdsgiven 

to the Ambajfadors and Nobility, 


T Hc Hour the Adrologcrs thought 
fortunate for the Crowning of the 
th'> Kinss new King drawing near, on Frydt^ < 5 th, 
Coionati- he put out an Order that all who had any 
on Shops in the Bazars Ihould fet up Lights 
before them, and day there till Midnight, 
upon forfeiture of twelve Tomans. I 
had the curiufity to go about at Night 
to fee thefe Lights with a Vtrfan Lord \ 
and having walk’d about feveral Streets 
found nothing extraoi dinary, there be¬ 
ing only Tallow Candles burning in the 
Shops, without any Fireworks, or Wax- 
Flambcaus. The Bazars Ihow’d well, 
rather for their length than the number 
of Lights. This I fuppos’d to be becaufc 
the Perfiaas rather fear than love their 
King, and therefore it is not drange 
that the fame Day Scia-SeUm dy’d there 
were publick Weddings kept in Ifpahan. 
1 thought I Ihould have fecn fomething 
great in the Meidan^ the place being fo 
proper for it, but was difappointed. 

Whild they expefted the happy Hour, 
wc went in at the Gate or Alacafi. 
Within it are two large Arches, which 
fupport a great Struflure ieveral Stories 
liigb j cfpecially the lecoud of them, o- 
ver which on the left Hand is the Hall 
whither the Vizier^ tlie Nababy and the 
jixofid came to adminider Judice on the 
Days appointed. 

Going further in along an uncover’d 
Way but Wall’d on both lides, with 
Arches along them,isa Pond bf Water; 
on the left is the Door that leads to the 
Garden, where the dead King’s Body 
, was wad’d, and on the right the Rooms 
of thofe that have taken Sanduary, and 
both thefe Doors were guarded by Sojir, 
who pray’d for the King.

Taking the opportunity of the Night TheKing* 
I went to fee the King’s great yt/oyiw, it mfik 
being forbid to go into it in the Day. A 
* great Gate cover’d with Plates of Silver 
leads into the fird Arch, which has 0- 
thers on the fides making a Semicircle, 
and all of them make the way into the 
Cloider. There is a curious Bafon or 
Fountain of Stone, and a double rank of 
Pillars about, with Rooms on the fird 
Floor for the Mullachs and other inferior 
Officers to live in. Oppofitc to the a- 
forclaid Gate, there are three beautiful 
Doors to go into the Mofeh. All the 
outfidc of the StruSure hitherto de- 
ferib’d of the two Towers without, and 
of the two joyning to the Mefcb^ is a- 
dorn’d with Bricks, or Tiles artificially 
Colour’d, as is us’d in Ptrfia. The five 
I lies the Mofeh is compos’d of are adorn’d 
with Gold and Azure. In the middle- 
mod which is the larged, is the C«dk/<c 
fupported by four very great fquarc Pil¬ 
lars. Thofe on the fides which are low¬ 
er, reft on thick Columns of free Stone. 

Two great Windows give light to the 
Mofeh i they are plac’d in that part of 
the Wall of the middle Ifle, which is 
higher than the fide Arches. At the 
end of the Mofeh is a good Jalpar Stone 
fix’d in the Wall, eight fpans high and 
four in breadth. There were no Lamps 
hanging, as is us’d by the Turks •, but 
there were good Carpets on the Gtound, 
and on the left of the Niche the Pulpit, 
with curious Stone-fteps up to it. 

Being weary of walking through lb 
many Bazars., we went under the Bell, 
on the North fide of the Meidan, into 
a Cofiee-Houfe, diverting our felves 
with fraoaking till the Fortunate hoar 
T i was 
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was come. In tlie mean white a foolilh 
CemeUi. Mullah iltctilg down virithodc an tipper 
1694. Veft and Turbant, very gravely began a 
t>7VX» Speech in commendation of Seld-^dt 
the Great, and of Scia-S(tfij extolling 
their Actions and Conquefts. He grew 
fo hot in his Pancgyrick, that he cfy’d 
oot like a Madman, and roar’d like a 
Bull, foaming at the Mouth, clpeclally 
when he mention’d any particular Ex¬ 
ploit, the Hearers applauding him by 
clawing their Hands, and Pipes. This 
confuHon lulled two Hours, after which 
the Mullah went about gathering an 
Alms ot one or two Cafbis a Head, arid 
carry'dofT two Abajfts. 

The 1 he hour the Aftrologers thought 
■King’s Tn- aufi)icious being coDie,which yet was un- 
.luguiari- lucky by rcafon of the Rain, about half 
ail Hour after Midnight, there was heard 
an ungrateful found of Drums, and 
Trumpets, playing to Scia-Ojfm^ then 
feated on the Throne; and in this mean 
manner was the Coronation of fb great, 
a King Solemniz’d. It is, to fay the 
I'ruth, improper to call it a Coronation 
of MJjomctan Kings, bccaufe they ulc 
no Crown, and this Ceremony is only 
receiving tlic Homage of the Nobility. 

They faid that the King being advis’d 
to take the Name of ScU-Ifinaely an- 
fwer’d. Why, have hot I a name of my 
own ? At the perfuafiOn of the Axond 
he confirm’d the donative of \ ^000 To¬ 
mans granted by his Father to the Sub- 
jeds, but never palA 

, Saturday 7th, the new King prohi-

A Rich Sunds^ 8cb, the Son Of the G. Mogul 
frefenr. fent the King a Fifehesy Or Prefent of 
20C00 Tomans value, confiftiug of ari 
Elephant, a Silver Ciftern, and a great 
Gold Basket fet with Jewels, made like 
thofe the Per fans carry Fruit iri. 

The King At length the King appear’d in Pub- 
his Gene- lick on Mundsn pth, clad in Red, having 
firfb genertiuuy diftributed 2000 rich 
Garments among the NobUity,and Cour¬ 
tiers, according to their fcveral qualities. 
P„ni(h- . Tuejdey lotb, two Wretches were 
inenr. * fallen drinking of Wine, and tho’ they 
pleaded Ignorance of the Edift, they 
were dreadfully beaten in the *Mttdany 
the Nails of their Toes dropt ofi^ 
^d they loit much Blood; and yet they 


laid it was a Merciful Punilhraent, in rc- 
ard of the Fellows ignorance, and 
mplicity. 

Underltanding OR We^tfds^ itth; TbeHab 
that the King made the MdngtUsy that ®f 
is, gave Pubiick Abdience, and an En- 
tertainmeiit over and above, I went to 
. the PoMs Ambalfador, and With him to 
the Palace. We eiitred at the Gate of 
Alu-Ga^y with the ufual difplea/ing har¬ 
mony, and afccriding four fteps found 
the room of Audience Waslongifli, with • 
the Roof well painted and Gilt, fjjp- 
ported by 40 Pillars. The Icng'jfi of 
this Hall is divided into three parfti each 
a ftep higher than the other, for the 
Mobility to ftand according to their 
Rank and Quality. On the 3d alcent 
Rands the Royal Throne rais’d but two 
Spans above the Floor, and eight Foot 
Square. We found the King fitting on a 
brocard Cuihion, and leaning his back 
againR fuch another. On hisfides Rood 
ten Eunuchs, holding bis Pipe, Scimi- 
ter, and feveral other things. In this 
lame part of the Room, ten Spans from 
the King, Rood the Amath-Dulety the 
Kilar-Agajiy the Curfi-Bafeiy the Safer- 
felar, and other great Men. In the mid¬ 
dle part of the Room Rood the C^amt 
or Governors of Provinces, and the 
Kifil-Bdfcisy or Military Officers. In 
the lower part were thole that play’d on 
feveral Barbarous inRruments. 

When the Pope’s and PoUp Ambafla- 
dors came in, the Mtmndary or Matter 
of the ceremonies made them bow their 
Foreherids to the Ground, and the fame 
when they were before the Throne. 

Then the King made a fign for them to 
fit, and they were plac’d among the 
Osamsy as were we of their retinue. 

Whilft the Dinner was getting ready, 
the King was inform’d by the Amatis- 
Dulety who they were, and what brought 
them into Perpd. 

About an hour after the Table was TheDin- 
cover’d after the manner 6f the Countryj ner. 
that is, every Body fitting crofs-legg’d, 
each had a piece of Silk laid before him, 
with a Skin over it. Firft came feveral 
forts of Fruit, and Sweat-meats in Gold 
DiOics. Then three great Bafons of 
Pilauy red, white, and yellow, cover’d 
with Pullers and other Flelh, which was 
dittributed in Gold Plates. I being at 
the Ambafladors Table, eat no Pilauy 
becarile I cannot endure Butter, and 
therefore tatted only fome FruitTeafon’d 
with Sugar or Vinegar. The King had 
the lame Dyet on a Table cover’d with 
Cloth of Gold. All Perfons eat their 

Meat 
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Meat in baft:, becaufe the Feaft was bnt 
Cemlii. fhort after the manner of the Levant. 

1594. They drink a great deal of Limonade, 
IbA Role-water with Sogar-candy. 

After dinner about noon, the Audi¬ 
ence was difmifs’d, and every aoe went 
his way. When the King ftood up, I 
obferved, he wore a long Garment of a 
Gold colour, with a Girdle and Tnrbant 
ThcKing. after the PerfiMt manner with a rich Jew¬ 
el of Diamonds in it. He was abontiy 
•Years of Age, rather Short than Tall, 
his^ye-brows thick, his Complexion 
fair 7 a<jd his Beard black. 

Subles As went ont, the PoUp AmbalR- 
and Hor- dor was pleas’d to Ihow me the King’s 
fei>- Stables and Horfes. There were no¬ 
ble Creatures^ with Gold Troughs be¬ 
fore them, and great Pins or Nails of 
the fame Metal about to tye them by 
the Feet, as is the cullom of Perfia. We 
did not mind to fee the reft bccaufe it 
was then late, but were told there were 
in all 1500 Horfes, as well for the King’s 
Service (for whom two are to itand rea¬ 
dy laddled every day) as for the Ladies 
in the Jramt the Eunuchs, and other 
Courtiers. By the great Gate there 
were allb Lions ferv’d in Gold, like the 
Horfes. 

Having waited on the Ambadador to 
his Houfc, as I was returning to the 
Monallery, I met a great Multitude of 
Horfemcn going off. Moll of them to 
Ihow they were the King’s Officers had 
a little Drum hanging to the Pummel of 
the Saddle, and the rim of it Silver, 
which they beat when they want to be 
aided and aflifted in Bufineft of the 
King’s. 

Mint Thnrfdi^ 12th, I wcnt to fee the Mint 
of near the Houle of the £«- 

gltp. Here they Coin Aitmudys^ 

and SoVfyr, after the lame manner as at 
Tattris and Erivan. Pryd^ 13th, I only 
din’d with F. Elias \ and Satnrds^ 14th, 
went a Shooting, and brought home a- 
bundanceof Pigeons. 

The Gar- 15th, the Prior and I with all 

•len. the Fathers went out of Town to fee 
the Garden of Bach-Xofch-mriHy where 


the Kingufes to divert bimfclf when he 
is to undertake a journey, till the for¬ 
tunate hour appointed by the Affrolo- 
gers for him to let out. Short of it 1 
law a good Mofeh^ with the ufual Or¬ 
nament of colour’d-bricks, but the Tow¬ 
ers threatned Ruin. In the Garden we 
found great variety of Fruit, but not 
very good becaufc of the thicknefs of 
the Trees, which ftarve one another. 
There is a little Brook enclos’d within 
a Canal of. Stone, and in the midll: of it 
a little Summer Houle for the King. 
This Strufturcconlifts of a great Square 
Arch, with a Fountain of good Marble 
in the middle and four Doors on the 
fides. Near the four Angles at the bot¬ 
tom, there arc four little Rooms, and 
eight on the upper-floor. 1 he Arches 
are all Gilt aud Painted with Figures 
drinking, or Women fhowing all their 
parts naked through Tranfparcnt veils. 
On one lideof the Garden is a little y^- 
enclos’d with high Walls, and a 
fmall Garden in it. Ail the Houfe con- 
lifts of one large Hall, four little Rooms, 
and a Gallery indiflerently furnilh’d, as 
is all the reft. 

Mutiday 1 5 th, at Night, F. Emamel 
M jiugufiimaa made his eicape privately, 
in order to go to Rome to do Pcnnance 
for his offence. He being Vicar of the 
Monaftery four Years before, had fqnan- 
der’d a great deal of Mony idly, and 
therefore fearing the Anger of his Supe¬ 
rior, turn’d Mahomttatt, to the great 
Trouble of a\\ tht PortHgitefesy taking the 
Name of Ajfan-Cnlibech, 

The King having been Ihut up in the 
from his Infancy, it was known on 
Tsufday 17th, that they taught him to 
ride in the Garden, that he might ap¬ 
pear in Publick. This is the Pblicy of 
the Perfian Court, contrary to the Pra- 
diccof the reft of the World j for even 
the greateft Men are kept ignorant, 
whether there is a Succeffor to theCrown 
or riot ^ the Eunuchs keeping the fecret 
inviolably , and having the care of 
the King’s Children in the Womens 
apartment. 


•CHAP. X. 

Of tU Royd G^itn of Sarafabtt, ond the Attdiense of Leave given the Papers 

and Kjttg </PoiandV Amhajfadors, 

Strifaba WfEdnefds^ 18th, I went to Zsdfa, Way. 'the King goes to it from the 
Gwden. Y V and as I return’d law the Garden Gardens of Jfpahan over a Bridge of 14 
of Sarasitbati which is on one fide o(f the Scone Arches, (upon the River Sanderu) 

op- 
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oppofitc to which, on Zalfa fide, is a 
Cemlli. Gallery, whofc Roof is fupported by 20 
1594. wooden Pillars Gilf, wncre the King 
t-orv; when he is taking his Plcafore receives 
Am^fladors. In it are the fame Divi- 
fions as in the Hall at Jfyahatt^ a fine 
Fountain, and 3 Rooms behind the Roy¬ 
al Throne. It has alfo Communication 
with another Gallery towards the Gar¬ 
den. 

In this Garden there is a thick Wood 
of Fruit-trees of feveral forts j a Stone 
Canal, with little Fountains in the mid¬ 
dle, and two great ones at the ends; 
and a little Houfe built after the fame 
Model as that in the Garden of Bach- 
Xofih-Oma. The is clofe by the 
River with fmall Rooms, without any 
thing valuable about them. • 

Having no more to fee after Dining, 
on Tlmrfday ipih, with the Direftor of 
the Dutch Company, I went on Bidty 
20th, to vifit the Superior of the French 
Audience Co^neris. lift, theP«//^ Ain- 

ol Leave, baflador fent betimes to know whether 
1 would go with him ro his Audience. 
Knowing it was to take his leave, and 
being curious to fee the cuftoni us’d 
there, I drefs’d my felf immediately, and 
mounting a Horfe-back went to the Am- 
balladors, with my own and the Priors 
Servant. We ftay’d an hour for the 
Matter of the Ceremonies, and 5 Hor- 
fes the King ufed to fend, and then we 
mounted, the Ambaffidor honour’d me 
with the next place to himfclf. The 
Train confided of 19 Perfons afoot, 
arm’d with Muskets, of 20 a Horfe- 
baf K, and others, in all to the Number of 
60. We alighted at the Gate of Ala- 
Capi, where we found four Tygers, fe¬ 
veral Lions, and 4 Elephants, two great 
and two linall ones, cover’d with Cloth 
of Gold, all in a row. The Elephant 
preiented by Heibar the G. Moguls Son, 
which had been firft given him by Scia- 
SeUmm, had a great Silver feat on his 
back, as is ufual for tbofe Creatures to 
carry. Having pafi’d through the firft 
and fecond Arches, a place was ap¬ 
pointed us to ftay till the time of the 
Audience. This place was two Spans 
higher than the other floors, and co¬ 
ver’d with good Carpets. In the inner 
part fate the Ambaffador of the King 
of the Imans, an ArA/^ whofc Kingdom 
is near Mccca^ and came to pervade 
the Perjian to make War with the Jiaan 
of ^iafcMt in Arabia Felix. On the op- 
pofite fide was the Armenian the Pope’s 
Ambaflador, and the Provincial of the 
D^itncans.t with another Friar. In 
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another Arch on the right, lat, after a 
barbarous manner, the Embail^dor of 
the King of the Vibeks with his Rq- 
tinne. Whilft we were here, the 
mily of Hecbar ^afs’d by, being about 
40 Peribns clad in Silk and Gold, with 
their little Turbants, after the Indimi 
Fafhion, made of the finett Silk, the 
King having fent for them. 

1 lie Kings of Ptrfia ufe to give Am- 
bafladors four Calates y or rich long 
Gowns at their firft and laft Audiences,, 
whereas the Turk gives them only a^e 
firlt j but the Pohp) Ambaflador 
one that Morning, bccaufe he Had re¬ 
ceiv’d the four in the Reign of Scia Sele- 
mouf when he was difmils’d by the At- 
math-Dtdet. Now chat difniifling having 
taken no effeft, by rcafoii ot the King's 
Death, and other Caufes already men¬ 
tion’d, I thought it not confbnant to 
the Generofity of fb great a King, to 
reckon upon thole he had given before. 

That he had was of Cloth of Gold, af¬ 
ter the Perjian manner j an upper Veil 
of Pearl Colour Silk, with Gold Stripes, 
made like a Cope, and a Tui bant, and 
Safh of Silk and Gold, and long Sleeves. 

The King had lent Hecbar a Prefenc 
worth 3000 Tomans ; tliat is 2000 in 
Gold and Silver, and icx)o in Silks, with 
12 Garments \ but that Prince excus’d 
himfclf from going to the Audience, till 
40 Days after the late King’s Death, and 
that his Beard was grown, which he had 
cut a little in token of Grief. 

The Popes Ambaflador had three Gar¬ 
ments j That he wore was of Cloth of 
Silver, the upper Veft of Cloth of Gold, 
and the Saih and Turbant of Silk and 
Gold. The other two the Dominicans 
wore were as rich, but of other Colours. 

The Vsbek Ambaflador had his Gown or 
Caflack of Cloth of Gold flower’d, and 
the upper Veft, call’d by the Perfstms Ba- 
laptfe^ of Cloth of Silver. Two Per¬ 
ibns of his Retinue wore the other two 
Garments given him, which were of dif¬ 
ferent Colours. But his Turbant was 
after his Country falhion, fmall and fnarp 
at the Top with a black Feather in the 
middle. 

After we had been above an Hour in 
this indecent Place, hemm’d in with Ser¬ 
vants and^Footmen, at length the Audi¬ 
ence began by the Ambaflador of the 
King of the tmans , who was clad in his 
own Cloaths after the Twhjh falhion, 
having had no Calata or Garment given . 
him. After him we went into the Gar¬ 
den, about fifty Paces from the Arch 
where the Audience was, but were fain 

to 
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toftay a while by a Fountain before we 
CetmUi, were introduc’d to the King. This Gar- 
(,.1594. ^cn is about fifty Yards fquare, and has 
fonr Allies making aCrofs, adorn’d witli 
tail Cinttr Trees. On the fide adjoyning 
to thcTakr-Tevile, or Hall of Audience, 
is a curious Fountain, about twenty Spans 
in length, with a little rais’d Place in the 
middle for the King and great Ones to 
Hand cool. At the end of the Fountain 
which reaches to the Hall, there were 
two great Silver Vellels. In the adjoyn- 
ihg Alley two hundred Toffeis or MuT 
ketifti^f the Kings were drawn up in a 
Rank j^me Giarci or Executioners with 
Clubs on their Shoulders; at the end 
whereof was a Globe cover’d with Silver, 
call’d Tepus ; and then fome Softs, who 
had the lame fafliion’d Caps as the O'iar- 
cis, but differing from them in that they 
were cover’d w ith Silk. Under the Wall 
of the Hall flood twenty Horfes with all 
their Furniture adorn’d with great Dia¬ 
monds, Rubies, Emeralds and otlicr 
Stones of great Value. The Stirrups 
were of malfive Gold, and the worft 
Saddles cover’d with Cloth of Gold, with 
Nails of the fame Metal. 

The Audience Chamber was not the 
fame we were in before, being a great 
Room joyning to the Garden, as has been 
laid, the Walls of it Painted and Gilt, 
and adorn'd with Looking-glalTes, as 
were the four woodden Pillars which Hip- 
ported a fmall Scaflbld. In the midfi; 
was a Fountain, and at the end as it were 
a great Niche or Gofet, containiilig the 
Royal Throne fourteen Spans fouare. 
On that fide next the Garden feveral Mu- 
iicians fat on Carpets playing upon vari¬ 
ety of Inftrumcnts, whillt others fang 
after a barbarous Manner. We afeend- 
ed from the lirll part of the Room where 
theie People were^ to thefecond, as was 
delcrib’d in the other Hall, where leav¬ 
ing us, the Ambaflador was led by the 
right Arm by tht Memottditr, and by the 
left by the Efcics^sfi-Bafci, who is ^eat 
Porter, or Maftcrof the Ceremonies, 
up to the King. His Majefty fate on a 
Cufliionupon good Carpets, and had two 
other Brocard Culhions at his Back. A- 
bout him flood many Eunuchs, as was 
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mention’d in the other Hall. When the 
Ambaflador came within fix Paces of the 
King, he let his Hands on the Ground, 
bowing down his Forehead almoft to the 
Pavement. When he flood up again the 
jitmath-Dnlet came before him, and cak¬ 
ing a Letter out of a Gold Bafon that 
was at the Kings Feet with other Letters 
and abundance of Flowers, deliver’d it 
to the Ambaflador, who with great Sub- 
milfion laid it on his Head. Tiien the 
Memotidar and Mailer of the Ceremonies 
took it and plac’d it on his Turbant, that 
it might be wcUfecn by all People. 1 he 
Letter was cover’d with Cloth of Gold 
as is us’d among the Eaflern Nations, 
two Spans in length, and proportiona¬ 
ble in Breadth. Having receiv’d the 1 ,et- 
tcr,. and Compliment of leave by the 
Mouth of the Amatb'Dttht, he made 
fuch another Obeifimee as he had done be¬ 
fore, and was by the fame Officers i econ- 
dufted down to the Garden. 

^ The Pope’s AmbalTadors went in next, 
and we flay’d in the Garden till he came 
out, that we might all go away toge¬ 
ther ; fince being difniifs’d we were not 
to flay to the King’s AiangeUs or Din¬ 
ner. Befides the great Letter for the 
Pope, bis Ambaflador had a final] one 
for thcRepublick of V'enice. 

Returning home, with the admira¬ 
tion of the Ettro^ttms who law thofe 
Letters on the Turbants, the Tohfh Am¬ 
baflador honour’d me with his Table, 
which was much better, than the ill 
drefi’d Pilau the others were eating at 
Court, tho* in Gold difhes. At this 
fecond Audience 1 took better notice of 
the King. He was tender and of a puny 
Conflitution, had a little Face, beauti¬ 
ful Eye-brows, black Eyes, and a black 
but ihort Beard. He had on a Gown of 
red Goth of Gold, with a fhort veil o- 
ver it of a Gold colour, without Sleeves, 
call’d in the Perfutn Language Cur £; on 
the right fide of his Turbant he wore 
a Herons Feather upon a jewel of 
rich Diamonds. 

Smdfjf 22d, I bear’d Mafs at the 
Barc-foot Carmelites, which was all I did 
that day worth reraembring. 
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CHAP. 1. 

The Doleful Pejliv/U kept by the Perfians for the Death of Haflan, 

and HoiTea. 


Tk yJT Ond^ 2^3d, the new Moon of 
Cemelli. |\/1 Augufi appearing, began the 
1694. miich fpokeu of, and lamen- 

table FeiUval the Perfians keep for the 
Death of Ha/fanj and Hojfen., the Sons 
of Hdij who were kill’d by Omar, near 
Bagdat. During the ten Days it lafts, 
every Square is let out with Lights, and 
a long black Banner is flying abroad, 
near which a Mullah gets into a high 
Pulpit to Preach, making the hideoufeft 
Noife in the World. All the Inhabi¬ 
tants of that Quarter go to hear him, 
clad in Silk red and blew Gowns, in to¬ 
ken of Sorrow *, after filling their Bel¬ 
lies with all forts of Fruit the Seafon 
afibrd?. The Women, who in all Coun¬ 
tries arc of the fame Temper, yield the 
Afullatj^i gicat Profit, giving them Mo- 
jiy, Swear-meats, and Rofe-water to 
cool them when they are heated with 
Prcachitig. 

Till the laft Day of the doleful Fc- 
Ihival, hy the Perfians, {:a\Yd jdfeiur, or 
Mourning is over, no Turhean appear 
in Publick, without great danger of his 
Life.*' I my fclf law one on Turfday 


24th, who had been Ballonado’d to 
Death, were it not for his Nimblc- 
nels in ihuttiug hiralelf up. What they 
did on Wednefday 25 th, was Ridiculous. 
They made a Figure of Straw wound 
about with Cords, fet it on an Afs, and 
carry’d it all about the Town, beat¬ 
ing it ^ Ibmetimes calling it Omar, and 
Ibmetimes Ahumargian, his Companion. 
At laft in a hellilh Rage they kill’d the 
poor Afi, and in that one Maulkin of 
Straw burn’d both the Murderers of 
their two Holy Youths; which found me 
fomething to Laugh at on Thurfday 25 th, 
with the ArabalTidor, and P. EUas. 

Fridsy 27th, after Dinner 1 went to 
Zulfa, to Vifit F. Boucher, Superior of 
the defats Million. Returning home 
through Sci^bachKoaA, or Street, I met 
the King riding to Sarafabat Garden on 
a Bay Horfe, with Furniture of a vaft 
Value in Gold and Jewels. He was clad 
in V^lolet colour Silk, and was attended 
by at leaft a thoufend Horfe betweiyi 
Gentlemen and Soldiers, befides a hun¬ 
dred Foot, as may appear in theadjoyn- 
ing Cut. 
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W hcncvcr the King goes Abroad, ten 
(/emelli. Horie go half a Mile before co clear 
1^94. the way ", but when he is co carry his 
Women with him, they riding a Horfe- 
' 4 >ack, and Bare-fac’d, Proclamation is 
made two Days before for all Men to 
be out of the way, and not prefume to 
be feen in that Street upon pain of 
Death, which is executed without Mer> 
cy. 

Aplearant To this purpofe they tell the good 
Poiliigei Fortune of a Ck)uncry-Man, and the ge- 
* nerons Goodnefs of Scia Selemon. The 
Fealant was coming out of the Country 
witt^is Afs loaded with Peaches, and 
meeting une.vpeftedly in the Street, or 
Road of Sciarbach, with the King, and 
. having no Place to Retire to, he fell 
hit on his Face upon the Ground, with 
his Eyes (hut. Sda-StUmon perceiving 
the i>oor Man’s Simplicity, and being 
well pleas’d with it, commanded him 
to rife. His Fear was fo great, that he 
(carte could he jierfwaded to obey the 
child Comm liid, and the King turning 
to his Women, bid every one of them 
take fome of the Peaches, and give the 
Pcafint a Zecchine. This done, he or¬ 
der’d him to take which foever of tliofb 
Women he lik’d for his Wife; and 
thus, tho* at firft he was (hie, he went 
home with the fiueft Woman in Perfia^ 
and his Porfe full, to his Cottage, whence 
he came out alone, and Poor. 

SAtmday 28th, the Portugutfe Fathers 
where I Lodg’d, celebrated the Fcllival 
of Sc. AAgufiitt^ at which the Pvlijb Am- 
balTador, F. Bias, and fevcral, Religi¬ 
ous, and Freach’Mcn were prefent, and 
were treated at a plentiful Dinner. 5 wn- 
day 29th, 1 went to fee E Raphael, Su- 
jicrior of the Capmns of Jfpahan, who 
ever fince the Reign of Scia-Abas the 
Second, ferv’d as Interpreter for the 
Letters, and to the Ambafladors of Eu¬ 
ropean Princes. He was about eighty 
Years of Age, and had rclidcd 47 at 
J/pahaa, which made me fjiend feveral 
Honrs with him, to be inform'd in the 
Al&irs of the Perfian Empire ^ asknow¬ 
ing nd Man could give a better, or 
truer Account. Tavernier in his Tra¬ 
vels through Perfia, often fpcaks of this 
Voi. IV. 


Religious Man. Mondic/ 30th, I viliced 
James Norghcamer, Diredor of the Dutch 
Company, and Din’d with him, the time 
of my Departure now drawing near. 
Tuefday 3 ill, I Din’d with the Amcalla- 
dor, to whom I was much oblig’d. 

Wednefday the ift of September, being ffaf .v's 
the Fellival oi Hafan, snaHoJfcH, call’d Fcftival, 
by the Perfians Catl, that is, Murder; 
the King made a Mangeles, or Enter¬ 
tainment over the Gate of A<uapi, at 
which all the Nobility and AniiA.iiadors 
were prefent. 1 'he Hoifcs and wild 
Beafts were rang’d in order before the 
Palace, as they had been the tim^ be¬ 
fore ; and all rl e Meidan was clear’d 
from Shops, to niukc room tor above a 
thouiand Horfes belonging 10 Uiolc great 
h^en that were come to the Fealt. Se¬ 
veral Proccfllons from all Parts of the 
Town began to enter the Meidan be¬ 
times. They arry’d Pikes of a vaft 
length, with Banners f.iftncd to them, 
and Horfes loaded with the Arms and 
•Turbants of their fuppos’d Martyis, 

(inging doleful Verfes to the Noife of 
two Bafous beaten at the lame time, and 
Dancing in a very Ridiculous manner. 

Some carry’d the Images of tbofe very 
Martyrs on Beers, Dancing about them; 

Others carry’d two Childien ty’d on a 
Camel, as if they were Dead, with two 
faddlcd Horfes led by, on wliich were 
the Arms or Weapons us’d, as they 
thought, by thofe Children, who Dy’d 
at nine, or ten Years of Age. All ihcfe 
Proceflions pafs'd before the Gallery 
where the King was, thofe blind People 
beating themfclves feverely, to icprc- 
fent the Murder the more lively. Many 
of them made nothing of going home 
with their Heads broke, or even of 
Death it lelf^ becaule they arc fully 
perfwaded that wholbevcr Dies in that 
Confulion, goes diredlly to Heaven j 
the Gates thereof being open all thofe 
ten Days for Mahometans. Many of the 
loofe People imitating the fuperilitious 
Companies beat one another, and cut 
their Flclh cruelly. The Owners of the 
Shops had cool Water ready to give to 
thofe that were Thirfty, in memory 
of the I'hirft Hafan and Hojfen endur’d, 
after their Father Mali was wounded. 
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CHAP. II. 

Of the Religion^ MarrUges and, of the Perfians- 


YN the Perfian Dominions there arc 
CemeUi. A-fahatnetans.^ Pagans^ or Goris^ Jews^ 
1694. Chrijiiaus, jSrmemans thatfollow Nejlori- 
l/'VV? «/, A^ekhites, Afanichees^ Pranks^ and 
Cathoiick Annemaus ^ but the prevailing 
Religion is tlic Atahometany tho* dific- 
ling trom the Turks concerning the 
true Succcllbrs of Alabomet. The Sun- 
msy cr O malls lay, that Abubaker was 
iininediatc Succellbr to Adabomety as his 
Vicar y he was fuccecdcd by Omary O-

* Son in Law lo Alubomety whofe Suctef- 

Ibrs have propagated their Religion *by 
the Sword more than by Rcafon, and 
therefore the followers of this Sed arc 
not allow’d to difputc, but to maintain 
it by force of Arms, as was faid before. 
P*rr, wRc- The Sclaysy or tJaUsy which arc the 
ligion. PirfuittSy cwWxhcTuiks Rejefisy or Hcrc- 
ticks, and ablior the Names of Abuba- 
kcTy Oifiiiry and Ofruauy laying they u- 
forp d the Inlicii'aiicc due to Haliy Ada- 
bot/icPi, Nephew and Son in Law. They 
count after him twelve Prophets, or 
high Priclh, and beginning at liali the 
Son of Abufaleby they give the fecond 
Place to Hajftrty cldcft Son of Hah •, the 
third to Htiffen his fccond Son, who dy’d 
at Babylon in the Place call d Hirbday 
kill’d by the Sunnii in defence of liis Fa¬ 
ther’s inheritance, and therefore the Per- 
fuins keep his Auuiverfary. The fourth 
they Fry was Imonzjn-el-Abedin y the fifth 
A-fahomet el-Baker‘y xX^cUxthJafor-ekSca- 
deky who brought up the barbarous 
Cuftom in Perfiay that whofoever turns 
a Aiabometan becomes Heir not only to 
iiis own Family, as was faid above, but 
even to his Grand-Father y which is the 
rcalbu that fomc covetous Armenians em¬ 
brace Aiahometamfmy and fo their Bre¬ 
thren follow their Example rather than 
lofc their Inheritance. The feventh Suc- 
ccilbr \sa.s Mufa-KatzJmy the eighth A~ 
li~el'Rcz.~^y\\’hQk Tomb is &t AlafkdyHnd 
honour’d as nuich as AdahomePs-y the 
XiXiWh Adahomct-cl-'^lHed ‘y the tenth Hali~ 
el Hadiy the Eleventh I-Jontn^ekAskeri-y 
and the twelveth Mubemanet-d Adohadi^ 
Sabed-Zaman , concerning whom the 
Perfians believe as we do of Enocy and 
Eiiasy and therefore they leave in their 
Wills Houfes ready furnifli’d, and SW' 
blcsfull of Horfes, for him to make nfe 
of them when Saeb-d-Zaman , that is, 
the Lord of Time fliail cell him. Thcfc 


Horfes are kept without doing any Ser¬ 
vice, upon the Revenues left 10 that Pur- 
pole, and the Houles flint uyj. 

The Nabab is Head of their Religion; TheAtuiua 
which dignity is worth 14000 Tomans a 
Year. In public!: be takes place nc.xt to 
the Atmatb-Dulet oriirimeMiniftcr, and' 
difpofes as he plcafes of the I,eM«ies 
left to Adofehsy which always tur^o his 
Profit. There is no difference betwixt 
the Perfian Nabab and Tttrkijh great Aduph- 
tiy but that the former may pafs from . 
religious to civil Employments, which 
the latter may not; and therefore it has 
often been feen that the Nabab or Sedre 
has been made Atmath~IMct. He has two 
Judges under him, call’d the Sceik or 
Axondy and the Cafiy who decide all re¬ 
ligions Matters, grant Divorces, and .ire 
prefent at Contrads and piiblick Acls; 
appointing their Deputies v,x all the 
Cities of the Kingdom. 

He that calls to Prayers is call’d Pifeb- 
namazy whom the Turks call Iman-y but 
the Perfians do not cry out to tall to 
Prayers from the top of rlic Towers, but 
from the Cupula or Roof of tlic Alokb. 

The Dodors who are every Prydry to ^^3 -; • 
expound the Alcorariy arc call’d AdullaL y 
and by the Turks tiodgri.ts. . 1 helc arc 
moft compleat Hypocrites, for they al¬ 
ways walk gravely, talk ferioufly, and 
when they meet any Body feem to pray; 
laying a Cloth on the Ground, and upon 
that a Stone or Clod of Earth brought 
from Meccay which they kift row and 
then. This fuperffitious Relick is us’d 
by all the Perfiansy as arc allb certain lit¬ 
tle lilver Pipes ty’d to their Arms with 
ibme Sentence of the Akoran in them, 
or fuch like Triflle. 

The Perfians like tJie Turks believe, p, 
that after they arc biiry’d, two Angels, Bdkt. 
the one call’d Anacbiry and the other 
Adonebiry comc and raife them to life as 
far as the Waff, to examine them what 
Good and Evil they have done; and ufe 
them Well or III accordingly, till Sahab- 
ekZamany or the l.ord of Time comes, 
who will kill Dedgar y or Antichrill, 
whofe Followers (hall go to Hell, and if 
repenting they turn back two Horns (hall 
grow out of their Heads y after this im;;^ 
mediately will follow the Refurreftion' 
of the Fleffi, which they call Adaavedet- 
//ariif, the Souls anti Bodies uniting to go 
before the great Jvdgc. But they Ciy all

r\.A^ Men muft pafs the Bridge of Pvlferaty 
(/mtOi. which is iharper than a Knife ^ and that 

1594. the Muffalmans will pafs as nimble as 
Birds, and the Infidels at firft ftep 
will fall under the Bridge; where there 
is a River of Fire and abundance of De¬ 
vils, who have Hooks to draw them in y 
which Opinion is fo fixt in the Hearts of 
the Ptrftans^ that if any Man denies ano¬ 
ther what is his dne, he prefently fays, 
he will meet him at the Bridge of Pelfc~ 
and laying hold of his Garment 
will not let him pafs till he is paid. 
'Wjcy believe the Porter of Heaven, 
whu^ they call Rufvan^ will open the 
Door to them, near the great Fountain, 
call’d Kofer\ where their Prophet will 
give them to drink of that Water, out 
or a large Ladle i and that then they 
ihaii have a great nutiibcr of beautiful 
Wcinen, treated piir])ofcly for that end, 
and delicious Meat of fevcral Taftes \ but 
tlui the Enjoyment of the Women lhall 
not proceed beyond Imbraces and Kifles, 
and the Meat fliall digeft in odoriferous * 
bweat!-, wiLhoiit turnmg to Excrements, 
as it docs in this Woilcl. Thefe Follies 
wcic a great Divcilion to me, when I 
was ill the Company of a Ptrfian Lord, 
and had thefe Queflions put to him. 
raradkf 1 hey fay their Womeu lhall be in Hea* 
ofVvomen ven in a pla.v apart from the Men, and 
to this purpuic iltePrioi of the Moualle- 
ry told me, that feme Portuguejes being 
much importun’d by a Aiuilah to become 
AUhvmetau:. , he uling this Argument, 
that unltfs they profels’d his Faith they 
would not go to tlie true Heaven, but 
to ihutfcparatcjilace where the Ptrfian 
Women vvcic y theyanfwcr’d they would 
be llitisty’d to Ire there, and fo they 
fliak’doff ihc Mullah. He being after¬ 
wards rejn ov’d by the Cadi for his Folly, 
defended himlclfby faying, that another 
Paradicc would be made for the Wo¬ 
men, that they might not be among the 
Chriftians. 

vlfa. The Pcrjtaas Marry their Children ve¬ 
ry young. They are allow’d by their 
Law four lawful Wives at once, one of 
which is the true one and chief, and call'd 
'/.aua-Codefi., the others they call Motha. 
Bclidcs they may have as many Concu¬ 
bines as they will and can maintain, ta¬ 
ken from the quarter of the Whorts who 
are call’d Cwpe, which is in Ifft^an known 
by the name of Baz.arneuchty which pays 
a duty to the King. They are taken for 
a certain time, and the Contrad made 
before a Judge. When the time is ex¬ 
pir’d they arc to continue chaft forty 
Days, to fee whether they are with Child. 
Vol. iV. 


I’hey may alfo makeufb of their Sla ves 5 
and the Children born of cither of them 
are counted legitimate, as to inherit j 
but with this difference that the Females 
have but half the Portion of the Males. 

The Perfians are fo amorous, that 
fometimes to Ihow their Love, they 
brand their Arms witli red hot Irons, 
like Beafts; perhaps to exprefs that no 
Torment is fb great as that they eirdurc 
in their Mind. A Perjian Lord, my 
Friend, took a pride now and then in 
Ihowing me feveral liich Marks of Love 
he had on his Arms, made for the Love 
of a Concubine, on whofc account he 
was perpetually at variance with his 
Wife. 

Before the Wife is carry’d liomc fiic 
has her Cloatlis fent her, and the Hus- "ag,es 
band appoints her Portion. On the 
Wedding-Day, or rather the Night, the 
Bridegroom goes to letch her, attended 
by his Kindred and Friends u Horfe-back, 
with lighted Flambeaux and is met by 
her half way, with the like Retinue of 
Women, who carry the Brides Apparel, 
with Mulick of Drums, and Trumpets. 
Being come to the Bridegroom’s Houic, 
a Mitltah reads the matrimonial Contrail, 
and having perform’d the Nuptial Cere¬ 
mony, the Women divert themfelves 
the reft of the Day in one Apartment, 
and the Men in another. This puts me 
in mind of Tavernier’s millake, who 
Tom. 1. Chap. 18. p4^c7i9. fays, 7 'W 
if the Bridegroom iyts promis’d an e.vtra- 
vagant Portion to gain the Bride, when fhe 
comet, he Jims the Voor, faying he will not 
take her at that price, and will not receive 
her unlefs an abatement is made and a new 
Contra^ ftgn’d. For fcvcral Perfians of 
quality told me there was no fach thing, 
but that in fuch cafes tne Bride’s Parents, 
or Kindred undcrftaiiding how impofli- 
ble it is for the Husband to make good 
his promifi;, moderate it-, or clfe the 
Judge does it that the Man may not be 
begger’d. If in procefs of time they 
happen to difagree, the Woman de¬ 
mands her dower call’d Tilac-, and being 
agreed to part, they go before the Cafi, 
or Efcec-Jpn who is the Doitor of the 
Law, and in his prefence they dillblve 
the matrimonial Knot, and remain free. 
This may be done three times i after 
which the Woman cannot be receiv’d 
again, unlefs ihe has firft been taken by 
another and put away. The Husband 
may put her away the fecond Day, giv¬ 
ing her flie Tilac -, and this is us’d a- 
raong all the Mahometans. F. Francis of 
5 . J^eph, once Prior of the Monaftery 
U2 wher^ 
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where I lay-told me a comical Paflage 
CemeUi. that happened at Bajfora whilfl: he redded 
1594. there, as the King of PortugaCs Envoy. 
Y' An Arabian Lord falling out with one of 
Sto^ ib// Wives, gave her the Tilac^ but Love 
making him foots repent, and there being no 
having iStr till fie had been with another, he 
•looked out fur the opportunity of fame Stran¬ 
ger to He with her. This being told the Tur- 
kifh Bafla who was very amorous, he caus'd 
a Stranger he lighted on to be richly Qad, 
and fent him to the Arab as it were about 
fame ether Affair. He feeing an opportuni¬ 
ty offer'd of bringing about his defgn, after 
inquiring into his Condition, gave him an 
account of his amorous Difiemper, and how 
he might be cur'd by his means. The Place 
and Time being agreed on without any diffi¬ 
culty, upon promife of perpetual fecrecy*, 
the Stranger got the Woman into his Hands 
and immediately deliver'd her to the Bada, 
who put her into the Aram. Use Stranger 
was never heard of again, and the deluded 
Arab could never recover his Woman, 
Habit. As for the Perfian Habit the Cobayas, 
or Vefts before mention’d, reach down 
below the Knee, and have ftreight Sleeves 
down to the Hand Wrift. They do not 
uie Buttons, but knot them with Rib¬ 
bons under the left Arm, and under the 
right Hip. Perfons of Quality wear it 
of Silk, or Cloth of Gold, with a Silk 
SaOt that has Gold Flowers at the end of 
it; and over that another of Silk and 
extraordinary fine Woollen, which cofts 
more than if it were Cloth of Gold. 
They wear Shirts of colour’d Silk, or 
of Cotton of feveral Colours; as alfo 
Breeches which reach down to their An¬ 
kles, andclofc, for they wear no Draw¬ 
ers. Their Turbant is made of very 
fine Silk of feveral Colours, embroider’d 


with Gold and Silver at the Edges, and 
Hands up like a Fan upon the Forehead. 
Thefe Turbants arc very heavy , and 
ibme of them have fb much Gold about , 
them, that they coft feven or eight hun-* 
dred Crowns of our Rlony. Upon the 
Veil fome wear a loole Doublet, or 
Waft-coat, without Sleeves call’d Curdi, 
in Winter lin’d with Sables, or little 
Lamb-Skins, brought from the Province 
of Korafan, curioully curl’d. In the hard 
Winter they add a long Woollen Robe 
down to their Feet, with long Sleeves, 
wove all in a Piece to keep out thej^n 
the better; but Ibme Perfons of ^ali- 
ty wear them of Engllfi Cloth, or Cloth 
of Gold, lin’d with Ermins; they be¬ 
ing very extravagant in their Expeiircs. 
At their Safla hangs a Dagger, which 
they call Cangiar, and the Nobility fome- 
tiraes has it^ fet witli Jewels. Their 
Hofc arc all of a width ; fome wear 
them of Cloth of Gold, or Woollen 
Cloth, better Shap’d ; but the Pcafimts 
wrap courfe Cloth feveral Times about 
their l.egs. Round the edge of their 
Socks, towards the Ancle, they few a 
Piece of Leather, that it may not be 
torn by the Shagrine Shooes. Thefe 
are made like our Slippers, with a (harp 
Iron four Fingers high under the Heel. 

The Perfian Women diffor little in 
their Habit from the Men; for their 
Vefts arc made open before, reaching 
but half way the Leg, and their Sleeves 
come down to the Wrift. On their 
Head they wear a little Cap, adorn’d 
with precious Stones, if they be People 
of Quality, from which a Veil hangs 
down behind, together with their Tref- 
fo, their Breeches and Stockings arc 
like the Mens. 


CHAP. III. 

Of the Civil Government, the Manners, and Funerals of the Perfians. 


I N Perfia jufticc is done with Brevi¬ 
ty and Severity, without fo many 
Conncellors and Sollicitors, as are us’d 
in Europe. The CUsarns, or Governours, 
have the Adminiftration of it in the Pro¬ 
vinces ; and they appoint a Derega, or 
Criminal Judge in every City, wno has 
under him an Aatas to execute his Or¬ 
ders. Befidcs the King appoints a Di- 
vaniBeghy and a Kalmster, who is to look 
that the Subjedis be not opprefs’d by 
the Cham. 

.Murderers are puniVd fpeedily and 
with Rigor, for the Divan Beghy deli¬ 


vers them up to the Parties aggriev’d, 
and they leading the Criminal to the 
Place of Execution, put him to Death 
with their own Hands, as they think fit. 

It is allow’d to compound for Mony, 
but it is fo dilhonourable to forgive the 
Wrong (VI that Account, that this is 
feldom or never pradis’d. 

High-way-Robbers can exped no . 
Mercy, and arc Pnni(h’d feveral ways. 
Sometimes they hang them to a C uncls 
Saddle, with their Head down, and then 
rip open their Belly. Sometimes they 
immure the Criminal up to the Neck, 

and 
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rsj^ and leaving him a Pipe in his Mouth for 
Qcmelli. his laft Comfort, let him dye in that 
1694* miferable manner j fo that fome Body 
palling by in Compalfion cuts off his 
*Head. Some are baited with burning 
Bacon, and then their Flelh cot in pieces 
anddiltributedabout the publickPlaces; 
befides many other Torments horrid e- 
ven in the Relation. ’Tis true thefc 
Robberies feldom happen on the Roads, 
becaufe of thegCard kept by the Rattm\ 
but when they do, the Cham of the Pro¬ 
vince is oblig’d to pay the value of what 
vC'ji Hole, after four Months and ten 
Da^ allow’d him to find the Rob¬ 
ber. Some Chams pay immediately, that 
the Complaints may not come to the 
" King’s Ear.. 

Ihicva. As for Thefts in Cities, the Criminal 
is ty’d by the Feet to a Camels Saddle 
(as was fiiid before) and his Belly being 
ripp'd up, he is fo carry’d about the pub- 
lick Places, the Cryer proclaiming that 
the King has punifli’d him for fuch an Of¬ 
fence. After this round, if he be not * 
yet dead, they bang him up at the next 
Tree, and when he has expir’d they bury 
him. 1 here is alfo particular Care taken 
to punilh all Inlblcncics committed inTa- 
verns, Stews, and other publick Places. 


As for what concerns PrQvifions, there Price fet 
is a Methefeh, or Supcrintendcjit of them, “ 
with four Affiftants, who every firlt Day 
of the Week lets the prices of all things, 
by Weight, not Mcafurc. If any Mai’ be 
taken felling but a Farthing dearer, die 
common Punilhment is to put on him the 
Taktehlas, which is a Cap with a fmali. 

Bell hanging to it, and lead him about 
the City, as if he were whip’d; after 
which he pays a Fine, and is Baftonado’d 
on the Feet. 7 he weight of grofs 
things, as Wood and the like, is call’d 
Buttimanjixid is about twenty five Pounds 
of ours.

Having fjioke of the Perfian Govern¬ 
ment, it will be proper to give an ac¬ 
count of all the Chams and Aiders the 
King fends into the Provinces, that the 
Reader may form fome Notion of the 
vail extent of that Empire. A Perfian 
Lord my Friend, nobly born, and actu¬ 
ally in the King’s Service, whofe Beha¬ 
viour was his greatelt Recommendation, 
with much difficulty procur’d me the 
following Lift out of the Royal Ar¬ 
chives.

Manners The Manners of the Terfians differ 
nf the ranch, and arc quite oppolttc to thofc 
rerhins. Qf- Turks-.) for they arc Civiliz’d, 
Meek, Peaceable, Modeft, Grateful, 
Generous, Enemies to Fraud, and Lo¬ 
vers of Stra.igers. They bear no Ha¬ 
tred, like the Turks, to the Chriltian 
Habit and Name, but arc Courteous 
and Affable to them fo that every 
Man may be cloath’d as he plcafes, and 
cither Ride or walk a-foot along the 
Streets without danger of being ScolTd 
atj nor are they for bid wearing Green, 
as in Turfy. Among other ufual cour¬ 
teous Expreflions among them, they 
commonly fay : I Sacrifice or Devote my 
Self to your WiU. I wifit the yuppies of my 
Eyes might oblige you to tread on them ; or, 
I am your Slave, it is your part to com^ 
mand me, &c. When Perfons of equal 
Quality meet, they Salute one another 
ffu’ctMig their Right-Hands, and at the 
time lifting them up to the Ct own 
ot Tlicir Heads, in Token of Love and 
Eiiecffi \ to Superiors they lift up their 
Hjiid to the Head, and then lay it on 
the Stomach, Bowing. On great Fcfti- 
vjls r!',. V Vifit, wilhing one another ma- 
nV or thofc happy Days-, and great Men 
receive thefe (Jomi)limcnts in their 
Houfes from their Inleriois. 

King’s Every Man makes his Court to gain 
rn-r-iit, the Favour of the great Ones, to ob- 
tain Ibmc Employment of the King -, 

* cfiicclally to ca- rv the Calaat to Chams 
of {Provinces, who they are fure will 
iiiikc tlicin a great Prefent. • Evory 
Uj.im, vviicn lie receives this Prefent 
from the King, goes fix Miles out of 


the City into a Garden, to meet the 
MelTcnger, attended by the chief No¬ 
bility and Officers of the Country, with 
fevcral Mulical Inftrumeuts. As loon 
as ever he fees him at a diftance, he 
Bows, and kneels down to pray for the 
King’s Health. When he has done 
Praying, the Meflcnger puts the Calaat 
on him, which at molt is a Garment of 
* Silk and Gold, and Ibmetimcs in I'okcn 
of greater Afedtion, there is added a 
Salh and Turbane. Being thus clad, he 
goes to the King’s Houfe, follow’d by 
the People, there he killes the Thrc- 
Ihold of the Door, and prays again, 
and then goes Home, to make a noble 
Entertainment for the prime Nobility, 
for joy of the Honour receiv’d. 

The Perfians viinkat Injuries, to wait perfim 
an Opportunity of being Reveng’d. reven^uL 
They arc great Flatterers, ambitious of 
Honour, and cafy to be perfwaded, lb 
that the Catholick Miffioners could with 
great cafe prevail with them to imbrace 
our Faith, were the free Excrcifeof the 
Million allow’d in Peifia among the Na¬ 
tives. I remember i feveral times faw 
a Perfian Lord, whofe Houfe was always 
open to the Augufimian Fathers, kneel 
in the Church, to hear the Divine OlEce, 
with more Devotion than the Catho- 
licks themfclves -, and reprove others 
who did not make their Obeilance to 
the Altar and yet he was a Adakome- 
tan. 

Theyfcldom Play, becaufe Medsomet 
forbid it. They do not ufually divert 
themfclves with walking, like the Euro¬ 
peans, but fitting after their manner to 
enjoy the purling of Ibme Stream, or 
the Pleafure of a Garden. The Men 
never Dance, but there arc Women 
whole Trade it is, that arc hir’d on 
Fcftivals.

When they have had to do with their 
Women, they go to wafh at the Bath, 
which they may do till two Hours after 
Su'tiiling, the reft of the Day being 
for Women. 

They wear no long Beards, like the 
Beards, but thofe that belong to the Law, 

now and then clip it with Scifars. The 
Co'iirticrs and Soldiers fliavc, leaving 
long Whiskers, and under the lower 
Lip a patch like a Swallow’s Tail hang¬ 
ing, to make their Countenance more 
Honourable or Dreadful. Old Men Dye 
it Black, which holds fcvcral Days. 
Other Youths pull out the Hair of their 
Cheeks to have their Skin look fine.

They 
take it even to the quantity of half a 
Dram, which an Eiiropsan could nor

* which makes them Pale, Cold, and worfe 
than Mad. They ufe much Coffee ; and 


ti- They give much Credit to fuperffiti- 
ous OblVrvations ^ and tlieretbrc if two 
Friends Ihouid happen by chance to 
touch Feet, they believe they fhall fall 
out, and therefore each of them imme¬ 
diately takes the other lovingly by the 
Hand, and then each lifts his own up 
to his Head. They look upon it as an ill 
Omen to meet with any melaucholy Per- 
fons, when tlic New Moon is. In fliort 
they are fo much addided to Superftiti- 
on and Divination,, that they never go 
about any thing but at the Hour apix>int- 
cd by the Aftrologcrs, who arc look’d 
upon as Oracles by them. Therefore 
no Man neglcds buying the Almanack, 
or Tacutmy which fets down what Time 
is lucky to put on their Cloaths, go to 
the Bath, Purge, and do other Things j 
as alfo whether the Year will be fcarce 
or plentiful, Difeafes and Wars. 

They ufe a Sort of Divination by 
even and odd Numbers, like Geoman- 
<:y. I havefeen the very Women make 
Tiidgmcuts of Things to come, upon 
Plates on which the Planets and fi.\'d 
Stars of the firft Magnitude were en- 
grav’d. 

They Circumcifc their Sons very 
young, like the Turks j and rfake bar¬ 
ren Women fwallow that part which is 
cut off, as an excellent Remedy againft 
Barrennefs. 

T he Ptrfiitis have no Surnames, but 
f.iy fucb a One the Son of fuch a One. 
They give learned People the honoura- 


another J.iquor to m.ike them Merry, 
call’d Koknar. They go to the Shops 
where it is Sold, or Koh/ar-koneSy and 
after drinking a great deal, do tlie molt 
ridiculous Adions in the World, jear- 
ing and abullug one another ; when the 
Strength of the Liquor is over, they 
arc as good Friends again, as if nothing 
had hapned. 

In Eating they qfc no Spoons, but 
only for Liquids. They do not Drink and “ 
till they have done Eating; and for both Drinkins. 
ufes have Vefl'els of Copper and Earth¬ 
en-Ware, bccaufe the Laws forbid Sil¬ 
ver. The King at his Table is ferv’d 
in Gold. 

In other Refpeds they arc Tempe¬ 
rate. The poor People arc fatisfy’d at 
Noon with Aaeriy which is Bread and 
Curds, Sold in Skins, and with Fruit 
according to the Seafon; at Night they 
cat Pilau. The Gentry and richer Sort, 
cat roaft Meat and Pickles; putting a 
whole Sheep or L,amb into a little Oven, 
hanging over a great Difh of Pilauy that 
the Fat may drip into it. The poor 
People, if they will, buy it at the Ta¬ 
verns, bccaufe of the Scarcity of Wood 
there is in Jffohan. The Bread would 
be excellent were it Bak’d after the 
European manner; but the Dough flat¬ 
ted like a Cake, being put into a dip¬ 
per VcfTel made hot, it can never be 
good. *

Then all the great Men go to wifli the 
King a happy new Year, and fend him 
Ibmc exquilite Cuiiolity, or at leaft f^e- 
netian Gold Crowns, which the abfent 
Qj.tms arcalfo oblig’d to do. The Nobi¬ 
lity Cloath all their Servants and Slaves, 
borrowing Mony if they have it not, 
that they may not make an ill Omen for 
all the Year that is to follow; and this 
Conceit is fo deeply rooted in their 
Minds, that there is no Wretch but en¬ 
deavours that Day to be Clad all new 
from Head to Foot. There is bcfidcs a 
great cxpence in Eating and fending Pre- 
fents to Ft irnds. 

Learning. The Perjiaas being Lovers of Learn¬ 
ing, they have their Colleges, or MtdrtSy 
where the Sciences are taught. Here the 
Students have only their Lodging, and 
the Mudrts or Matters expound to them 
thofe Books they R&d. They arc par¬ 
ticularly addicted to Poetry, and have an 
excellent Genius for it. They have choice 
jirabick Books, fome of them tranflated 
into thtPerfian Tongue, but all written, 
they having no Prefs; and in a curious 
Charafter, tor they Write well after fc- 
veral manners, cither in Cipher or other- 
wife. Some value themlelves upon wri¬ 
ting eleven feveral forts of Hands, or 
Charafters, which they make ufe of ac¬ 
cording to the Bufinefi in Hand, or 
Court they have to do with. The firft

The Perfian is of it felf Barren in 
Words, and therefore borrows many 
from the ArabUky which is the Language 
of the Learned, and in ufe for all Sci¬ 
ences. But at Court the King himfclf,' 
always Ipeaks Turkifiy as the Great 
gd does PtrfiuH at his. The Kings of 
rixjipor and Colconda ufed the fame Lan¬ 
guage before they were made Prifoners 
by the Great Mogd. 

The beft Handicrafts valfpdian are the Handy 
Silk Weavers, Ibme of whomingenioufly crafts, 
ftick Flowers with Gum on their Stufe. • 
They allb work well in Steel; because 
this Metal, which formerly went fern 
Golconday where the beft is, to Damaf- 
tusy is now cirry’d all to I/pahofty where 
they now Temper as well as at Damaf- 
c«i, with Vitriol. Their wot ks in Sha¬ 
green .^nd earthen Ware, arc nothing 
vvoifc; the beft of which come ftoiu 
the Country about Kerman y and arc 
white both within and without, but do 
not grow Hot fo foon. Ou the other 
. fide the Silver and Goldfmirhs do no¬ 
thing to the purpofe; and Carpenters 
worfe, having no other Tools, but a 
pittiful Saw, an Ax, a Hammer, a Chi- 
zeJ, and rarely a Plane. 

The greateil Trade in Perfia is that SUk. 
of Silk of the Province of 6 'L 7 «», and 
other Places. The Dutch buy abundaute, 
and what remains they weave, part 
whereof is alfo fold out of the Kingdom. 

Befidcs this the Piftaches of Ca.bin and 
Almonds of rexJ bring a great deal of 
Mony into Perfia ; as does the Shagreen, 

Turh Leather, dry Fruit, and painted 
Stum, the Dutch carry to the Inditsy Ja~ 
p4Hand Lurope'y and tire Camels, Horfes, 

Mules and Lambs that go iuio TurJ^ and 
other parts. 

The Women in Perfia are extraordi¬ 
nary Beautiful, becaufe they are brought Women, 
from the Provinces of Circaftay Men- 
grelia, and GeorgUy and from the Fron¬ 
tiers of Poland y Mufeovyy and Great 
Tartary ; and this by way of Trade, the 
Perfians befides their Wives, and hir’d 
Women, buying Slaves to keep in the 
Aram. White and Black Enuchs keep 
them in their Apartments ; and go a- 
broad with them to keep off the Peo¬ 
ple. In the Streets they go cover’d 
w itb a long Cloth, fo tlut they look like 
Ghofts. • 

When any Perfian is very Sick, they . 
light feveral Fires on the top of the 
Houfe, to give the Neighbours Notice, 
that they may Pray for his Health. 

When be is Dead, they make dreadful 
Cries aud Howling ; efpcciaUy the Wo¬

mania, with a defign to put them to 
Death upon the firft Opportunity. But 
ic was the good Fortune of thofe Wret¬ 
ches, that when he came into the Qty 
Ardevil, he found a Sceik, whole Name 


was jEdar, who liv’d with the Repu¬ 
tation of Saniftity; and growing Fami¬ 
liar with him, he not only granted him 
the L.ives of all thole Captives, but the 
Dominion over them. The good Aidar 
having obtain’d this, provided for them 
the beft he could, and gave them their 
Liberty to return home; in ifiemory of 
which Benefit thofe People ever conti¬ 
nu’d moft; Ai^^ionate to him, and all

Some 
1694. are of Opinion that this Man was Blind i 
but the Truth of it is, That his Eyes 
were weakned by a red hot Iron his Bro¬ 
ther caus’d to be held to them, the hrit 
Day he came to the Crown •, which Cu- 
ftora continues to this Day among his 
Sch-Abis. Sncoellbrs. After MMjomet., Scia-Abas 
the Firft, his Son, Reign’d, and was 
call’d the Great, for his extraordinary 
Wifdom and V’alour, with which he ex¬ 
tended the limits of the Empire, Con¬ 
quering the Kingdoms of Lar^ Ormnz.y 
CMiddiavy and other Cities and Provinces. 
Of many Sons he had only Sofi-Mirzji 
liv’d, who having got a So:i on a Slave; 
the Grandfather grew fo Fond of the 
Grandfon, and fo Averfe to his own Son, 
that he order’d a great Man about the 
Court to put him to Death. Yet after- 
w'ards feeing his Head he lamented Bit¬ 
terly, fci/’(l all the Goods of him that 
Executed the cruel Command, and gave 
them to him he had before Banifh’d tor 
refuling to Obey it. From that time 
forward, the King's Sons have always 
been kept in the Ai-am. Scia-Abas Dy’d 
about the end of the Year t(S28, having 
Reign'd forty Years ^ and Order’d, that 
after his Death the Crown Ihould De¬ 
volve to Scia-Sefiy his Grandfon, which 
w'as perform’d by the General of the 
Army, and the reft of the great Ones. 
Scia-Soli. Scia-Sofi coming to the Crown, could 
not at firft give any.Specimen of his Va¬ 
lour, as well bccaufe he was yet a Child, 
as by realbn of much Opium given him 
by his Grandfather to Stupify him. The 
firft notable Aftion he did was at Cas- 
hitty where he order’d the Head of AU- 
Culican (a Man chat had deferv’d well 
from the Crown, as having in the Reign 
of Scia-Abas Conquer’d the Kingdoms 
of Lar, and Ormuz) and of three of 
his Sons to be cut ofE Then making 
his Entry into Ifpahan, he did the lame 
to feven principal Minifters of his Court, 
whom he had drawn to the Palace with 
fair Words, and ferv’d the Queen-Mo¬ 
ther in the fame manner ^ ib abfolute is 
the Power of thofe Monarchs, and lb 
ready the Obedience of their Subjefts. 
Some may perhaps imagine that the 
People at the fight of thofe Heads would 
enquire into the Caufe why they were 
cut.of!^ and blame their King’s Cruelty; 
but^e beft of it ^ That aU the Peo* 


pie in the Meida»y without any further 
Confideration laid, Siwe the King has vr- 
der‘’d thefe Dogs to be cut to Deathy it is 
a Sign they delv’d it. Scia-So^ Dy’d in 
the Year 1542. of hard Drinking. ' 

His Son Scia-Abas, the Second, fuc- ScU-jttu 
ceeded him, having been kept at Cas- 2. 
biny fo that he did not make his folemn 
Entry into Ifpahauy till the i>egiiining of 
the enfuing Year 1643. He Reign’d 
21 Years with the Reputation of a Va¬ 
liant, and Noble Prince; but fo addi-. 
fted to Drunkennefs, that one Day be 
caus’d three of his Women to be ^n’d, 
bccaufe they refus’d to Drinlc more 
Wine. He dy’d of an Inflammation caus’d 
by that Vice in the City Telizeny and 
the Year 1664. 

TJic great Men that were then at 
Court immediately fent the General of 
the Musketiers, with the diief of the 
Aftrologcrs to carry the News to bis 
Son ; who tearing his Garments that 
Moment in token of Grief, fate him 
dowii ;it the Door of the At am. Then 
a Lord ai^pointed for that purpofe draw¬ 
ing near girt on his Sword, faying, a 
Slave of his had obtain’d fo great an 
Honour. Then the Kiisg put on the 
Sofi\ Cap, which is wide at the top, 
with twelve Gathers in memory of their 
twelve Prophets, and fomething like a 
Cilinder, half a Spaa long, and cover’d 
with the fame Cloth. Then abundance 
of Drums and Trumpets founding, the 
People ran into the Mtidany every one 
crying out, Patfda-Sal-ameUk ; that is, 

1 Salute thee Emperor; which is all the 
Solemnity of the Mahometan Corona¬ 
tion, as has been laid clfcwhere. Not 
long after, falling Sick, by the Advice 
of the Phyficians, he chang’d his Name, 
and took that of Scia-Selemon ; as we 
have related at large in the foregoing 
Book. He dy’d on the 2pth of July 
1694, whilft 1 was at Jfvahan ; exprefly 
forbidding his Son to Pradke the an- 
tient but cruel Cuftom of their Family, 
of putting out their Brother’s Eyes with 
red hot Irons. 

Scia-Ojfen afeended the Throne on the SiiiMah 
6 th of Attgufiy that fame Year, at the ‘ 

Age of twenty Five ; and tho’ hitherto 
he has fulfill’d his Father’s Command, 
yet he wijl not fail in time to Blind his 
Brothers 'and Nephews, according to 
the antient Cuftom; if he does not put 
them to Death.

T he Prime Poft in the Perfiaa 
Court is that of Atauuh-Ddetf 
Who is like the grand Vixier in Turly. 
Ail the Affairs of the Kingdom run 
through his Hands, and he contrary to 
the Turkt difpatches more Bufinefs with 
the Pen, than with the Sword; nor is he 
fo fubjeft to go to the War, or to lofc 
his H7ad for the lealt Mifcarriage. But 
lie is to take the proper Meafures to 
Govern well, and not propofeany thing 
to the King that may diliplcaic him. 

The next great Officer is the Nazjtr, 
who has charge of all that is prefented to 
the King. 

The next is the Mether who is a white 
Eunuch, waiting always in the Bed- 
Chamber, and about the King’s Pcifon, 
with fcvcral Handkerchiefs in a Purfeto 
liipply him when he wants. 

The Mir-akor-Jiafet has charge of the 
Stables, which are alfoa Place of Refuge, 
and lakes care that the King’s Horfes be 
branded on the left I ,cg, to know them 
from others; and that none of 40000 
Souldiers the King keeps be milTuig. 

The great Mailer of the Game is 
call’d Mirfeikur. He looks to the Haw ks, 
and has under him all the Officers that 
belong to the Hunt. 

The Segon-Bafei has charge of the 
Dogs, and other Beafts for Hunting, and 
is fubordinatc to ilic Mirfcikar. 

The Sindar-Bafei is Head of thofc that 
keep the Saddles, and hold the Stirrup, 
when the King gets a Horfeback; he is 
alfo call’d OzAngu-curfifei. 

The Kebifci-curjifd carries the King’s 
Sword. 

The Or 'me-eurfifei carries the Bow and 
Arrows. 

I'he Secretary is call’d P^akauaviz.. 

The Kaf-nudar-BufeU is in the nature 
of a Trcafurcr, that keeps all the Mony 
in the King’s Coffers. 

The great Steward is call’d Jgati- 
Bafii. 

The Kings firll Phyfician is call’d Ka- 
kim-BaCc!y by whofe advice the others 
arc receiv’d. • 

The Matter of the Ceremonies or In- 
trodudor of Amballadors is call’d Aiih- 
mander- Bafci. 

Aienagem-Bafcif is the Chief of the A- 
ttrologcrs, by whom, as I fa id before 
the King is rul’d in all his undertak- 


Thc Divan-Beg^ is fupreme Judge Ijoth 
in civil and cTiminal Affairs, and has his 
Court in the King’s Houfe. He is Judge 
ofAppeals from allProvinccs in the King¬ 
dom, and receives Informations againit 
the Chamsy and other great Men. 

The Deroga is under the Divans Beg. to 
whom all appeal that arc wrong'd by him. 
He punilhes Thieves and fiich that arc 
guilty of Capital Crimes. 

The Sofragi-Bafei is he that lays the 
Cloth of Gold on the Carpet before the 
King. 

’The Sdraci-Bafei is to provide the 
Kings Sellar with Wine. 

The A4cfca!ciar-Bafci is chief of tholc 
that carry Flambcai.v. Ilcfiirnifficsthc 
Court with Wax-candies; and t.akcs care 
.that the Gold Lamps in iIic Royal Hall 
lie ftipply’d. To him belong all the 
Fines laid on thofc that play at Cards 
and Dice, whicharc forbid by their 1 aw. 

The Kavergi-Bafd has charge of the 
Coffee and Rofe-watcr. 

The Giara-Bafd is the Surgeon, who 
Bleeds and Shaves the King’s Head. 

7 he Cafigi-B.tfd is head Porter. 

The Meledegiar-Bafd keeps the King’s 
Cloth, and has care to deliver it out to 
the Tailors to mal;e his Cloaths. 

The Geledar-Bafci^hChhf of the Foot¬ 
men. 

The Mirab is the Overfecr of the Wa¬ 
ters, whogetconliderably by the Coun¬ 
try People, bccaufc it is his Bulinefs to 
diftribute the Water for Watering the 
Fields. 

The Zegher-Bafd has Power over all 
thole that work Carpets with Gold and 
Silver, and Cloth for the King’s Houf- 
hold. This is done in the Place call’d 
Karkron, where they alfo make Scimiters, 
Bows and Arrows, Silver Rings, becaufe 
the Mahometans may not fay their ufual 
Prayers with Gold Rings on their Fin¬ 
gers, and they Paint in Miniature on a 
fort of Vernilh made of Gum Maftkk, 
and a Mineral OyJ, found not far from 
SdamaM on the Caff ion Sea. 

The Nakkafce-Bafd is Head of thefe 
Painters or Limners. 

The Negear-Bafd is nothing bntithe 
Chief of the Kings Carpenters. * 

The j^nbardar-Bafii keeps the Grain 
and other Provilions for the Kings own

The fccond is ot the 
Corfds or Kejelbafcis^ that is, red Head, 
becaufe formerly they wore red Caps, 
who make a Body of 22000 good Souldi- 
ers ^ their Gcnctal is cjll’d CurJli^Bafa, 
and has about 15000 Tomans Pay. The 
interior Cflkers among thefe Souldiers 
arc the Mimhajds , who command a 
thoufand Men, the Jitsbafcis a hundred, 
and the Ombajus ten, every Souldier has _ 
i <i Tomans a Yeai Fay. The third fort' 
is of the Gdams, or the King s Slaves, 
who for the molt pait arc Georgian Rc- 
ucgadocs, or of other Nations, who 
reckon that Slavery a great Favour, for 
the allowance of five, or at moft eight 
Tomans a Year. Their General is calfd 
Gular-Jgafi. They are arm’d with Sci- 
miters, Bows, Arrows, Coats of Mail, 
and Head-pieces. The King fomciimcs 
gives them good Employments for their 
Lives, and fometimt's when they behave 
thcmfelvcs well they are continu’d in 
their Sons, lo they be Men vrhen their 
Fathers dye. The T«yi«%icompofc an¬ 
other Body of 50000 Men. Thcle are 
Peafants, who fight with Musket and 
Stimiter, and have four or five Tomans 
pay. They being generally very ill diC* 
tiplia’d, the Chams of the ftveral Pro¬ 
vinces make them excrcifc every three 
Months. Their General is call’d 
gi-Bafei. 

Guards. The £/cei-.^f^is Commander of two 
thoufand Kefultd/ci^ or the Kings pecu¬ 
liar Guards, newly brought up, who car¬ 
ry fuch a heavy Musket that it looks 
more like a Falconet. 

Artillery. The TapigTBafd is General of the 
Artillery, whereof the Fcrjtans have (bme 
fmall Stock, but only in the frontier Pla¬ 
ces; for we faid before they have no 
figkiug Ships, and thofe Veflels they 
* nialp ufe of on the Gulph of Perfia and 
Cajpian Sea againlt the Vsbeks and Kd- 
muks are very ill provided. • 

TheCtsms The Chams or Governors of Provin¬ 
ces, and all the Officers of the King’s 


Houlhold are chofen from among the 
CorfeiSf or Csdams^ becaufb they are well « 
Shap’d, Brave, and of good Countenan¬ 
ces, which the Perfians are not, for if, « 
they have any of thcle Qualifications it 
comes to them by the mixture of Blood 
with the Georgians^ or fome ocher Na¬ 
tion dwelling on the Cafpan^^ or Black- 
Sea; and therefore the King bimfelf, and 
the great ones endeavour to get Children 
by fome renegate Georgian Woman. This 
Employment of the Chams is one of the 
belt a Man can wifli for, becaufe they are ‘ 
fear’d and honour’d like lb manyjjittle 
Kings. Their Revenues are fefon or 
eight thoufand Tomans a Year, and they 
continue a long while iinlefs they be 
found guilty of fome heinous Crime. ' 

’Tis true at the Norm or beginning of 
the Year they mull make the King a con- 
fiderablc Prel'enc; and every one be at 
the whole expence of his Kitchin for a 
Week. Thofe Provinces where the 
King has takenaway the Title ofChamSf 
to fave ihc ufelcfs expence of his Reve¬ 
nue are under Governors call’d jijfefs. 

Now follows thelccond Rankot thofe ThfjVit fr F 
Officers, who have the charge of Religi¬ 
on, adminilter Julticc and infped Ac¬ 
counts, and as in Temporals the Atmath- 
Ddet is the Chief, lb in Spirituals the 
Ndsab or Sedre fits as Supream with two 
inferior Judges, the one call’d or 
Axond, and the other of whom we 
have faid enough in the Chapter coocern- 
ing Religion. 

The Building of every A/»/e^fcisdircdJ:- 
cd by its Momeveli ; and every Ahfih 
has a Movazjen to call the People to Pray¬ 
ers from the Top of it, the Words he 
lays when lie cries out to them in his 
Language are. There is bset one only Cod 
and Mahomet is his Prophet. 

In the Chamber of Accounts call’d jf^uemue. 
Defter-Kone^ the Kings Patrimony runs 
through the Hands of the Mofo^ and 
Marndek. Thefe value the King’s Farms, 
molt of the Land in the Kingdom being 
his, and they let them out Yearly, or for 
Lives to private Perfons; receive all the 
Rents, and enter into their Books all the 
Expenccs on inferior Officers. This 
Chamber has its particular Derega, to 
punilh thofe that defraud the King. 

By thefe feveral Employments and 
Officers, Vvery Man may guefsbowmuch 
the Perfian Court exceeds any ocher of 
the Eail, in Splendor and Magnificence j 
without my taking the pains to tfaew it, 
which would perhaps be ofifeufive to the 
Reader. 
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CHAP. vn. 

The Author^s Jourmj to Scir^. 


F . Braneit of St Jofe^, had perfwa- 
dcd me feveral times to Travel 
with him to Rome bat finding me folly 
relblv’d to go on to Indofim^ he thought 
fit to take the lame Ck>urie. He there- 
fore hir’d twelve Mules of a Ciarvattar 
of Seiras, for us and our Baggage, and 
we fct out two Hours after Night, on 
Wtdnefdi^ the I ft of September ; f. Fran- 
cis, F. Confiantine Ot the Holy GhoJtj 
both PortH£Mefe jdaguftiniansj F. Severi¬ 
nus of St. JoJevh^ a Barc-foot Carmeltte 
of Naples^ and 1 . All of us taking our 
Leaves of the other Fathers with tender 
Afteftion. 

Being out of Ifpahan, and its Neigh¬ 
bourhood, wc held on our way by 
Moon Light, and Travelling nine Miles 
in four Hours, through a plain but bar¬ 
ren Country, tame to the little Village 
of Spaneca , where we were forc’d to 
Lodge that Night in the Mud Caravan- 
fera^ and to ftay all Thurfday 2d, for 
the Load of Wine, left at the Dwcl- 
ling-Houfe of the Dutch, through the 
carelefnefs of the Ciarvattar. In this V il- 
lagc King Sda-Abat gave many Lands 
to a Perfitm Nobleman in Exchange for 
the two Villages of Ifpahan, taken from 
him when he remov’d his Court from 
Seiras. They lay -that Lord was lb pow¬ 
erful, that the King difmounted when 
he pafs’d before his Houle j but I will 
not Vouch for the Truth of it. I ha¬ 
ving kill’d a great many Pigeons, and 
the 1 .oad of Wine being come by Noon, 
wc Supp’d merrily at Night. 

Then mounting an Hour after Sun- 
fet, wc Traveird 24 Miles in ten Hours 
to the Village and Caravarfira of Mauser, 
fuficring much by the Cold and Wind. 
Here of onr own free Will we gave the 
Rattars four Abajfts, hut would give no¬ 
thing to two Wretches that guarded the 
way in the Mountains. The Caravan- 
fera here mention’d was half a Mile 
from the Village, Built twelve Years 
before that time bjr SciaSelemon, and 
truly the Strufture is Magnifi<j;nt, be¬ 
ing of good Brick, adorn’d with long 
rows ot Trees, and the Game about it 
preferv’d for the King. 

Having relied all Frid^ 3d, we fct 
out at the fame Hour as the Day be¬ 
fore, and after lixteen Miles riding in 
fix Hours, through a barren Country, 


came to the little Mud City of Cumuf- 
cia, leated in a fruitful Plain abounding 
in excellent Fruit. Wc ftaying here 
all Day the Fourth, I Diverted my felf 
with ihooting of Pigeons. The Kna¬ 
very of the Ciarvattars was the caufe 
of our Travelling by Night, bccaufc 
they Slept by turns on their Alles, as 
found as if they had been in Down Beds, 
nothing concern’d that we loft our 
Sleep. To remedy this Evil, 1 rclblv’d 
with F. Francis, to threaten to Beat 
them, if they ever Slept again upon the 
Afsfor then they would certainly Tra¬ 
vel by Day. They taking no Notice of 
the Warning given, had good Correfrion 
that Night, being taken in the Fadl; 
pnd from that tin;c, as w-c had forefeen 
they began to Travel by Day. 

Saturday therefore we let out two 
Hours before Night, and Riding lixteen 
Miles in li.x Hours, over a barren Coun¬ 
try, flopp’d at the Caravanftra of Maf- 
fur-Bek , near which there were two 
Country Houfes. Sunday 5th we took 
our Journy about the fame time after 
Travelling ten Miles pafs’d in the Night 
by the little Village of Aunahat, where 
befides the Caravanfera is an Earth Fort, 
made by the King. » Advancing as ma¬ 
ny Miles further wc took up at the good 
Caravanfera of Tyefacas, leated on the 
bank of the River tho’ the other dwel¬ 
lings are leated on the Rock , and in 
fucb manner, that the place is fuppos’d 
to have been formerly a Fort. Here 
we found better Bread than at Jfpahan, 
the Inhabitants being all well to pafr. 
That Night tbt Ciarvattars were allow’d 
to Sleep on their Afliih Bed,' in reward 
for their Expedition the Day before. 

Monday 6tb, we departed at the lame 
time, and Travell’d 32 Miles in twelve 
Hours, through Valleys naked of all 
Trecs, and expos’d to Robbers; for 
which realbn Scia-Abas Built the Fort of 
Giambet, in the mid way, where there 
is a Garrilbn ftill kept. At break of 
Day we came to the Caravanfera of the 
Village of Dighirdu ; but finding it ta¬ 
ken up were forced to lie in a ruifa’d 
Houfe, or rather a Stable, with Ilur 
Beafts. Nothing troubl’d us but watch¬ 
ing to ride by Night, and being difturb’d 
with Flies in the Day; for we every 
where found plenty of Provilions at rca-

CHAP. VIII. 

A Brief Deferiftion of the City of Sciras. 
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B Eing come at laft to Sciras, we were 
cjitei tain’d iji the Houfe of the Fa¬ 
thers of S. Terrfa, F. Amadeus, a PiVw- 
omefe, the Supci ior receiving us with 
very coiirrcous Expteffioas. 

Sciras is fcated in the Latitude of 28 
Decrees, 44 Minutes, and 85 of Lon- 
gittlUc, in a delightful Plain enclos’d 
with plcafant Mountains. Coming from 
Jfpahan, there i'' a way twelve Miles long 
pav’d with Flint regularly alcending 
to the narrow Path cut out of the Rock, 
which is the Palfige into the City. This 
Way is adorn’d by a lofty Portico, which 
can be (hat again It Euenrics, and de¬ 
fended by a few Men •, and for a coufi- 
dciable fpace the Walls of the Gardens 
joyning to it, being all Built alike, tho’ 
belonging to fcveral Owners. Among 
them is a great Potrf all of Stone, in 
which formerly there were Boats to take 
the .Air. 

Some will have it. That Sciras took 
its Name froin the Perfian Word Scire, 
which iigirihes Mud, becaufc of the great 
quantity of Wine made about it. As 
allb that all the Plain it Hands on was 
in former times a great Lake j and that 
after the DeHrudlion of Petfepelis, the 
Inhabitants thereof, filling it, fettled 
their Habitation thetc; rounding the 
New City. This they are the more in¬ 
clin’d to believe, becaufc in fbmc Parts 
of it they have found large Iron Rings, 
like thofe they tie Boats to on the 
Shore. 

The two raofl valuable Things in Sci¬ 
ras are Wine, and Women, whofc 
Beauty is fb extraordinary, that it ferves 
inftcad of a Portion. Therefore crafty 
Mahomet had good caufe, as fome fay 
not to go into it on any Account, for 
being fenfible of his own Weakneft, he 
knew it might put a greater Hop to his 
Via cries, than Capua did to Hemmbal\ 
Vol. IV. 


I cannot decide whether the Gardens 
of^ Sciras are more delightful to the 
TaHc, by reafon of the variety and 
excellency of their Fruit j or to the Eye 
for their long rows of Ciprefs-Trees. 

Thus the Mud Houfes being hid by their 
Green at a diHance, it looks more like 
•a Wood than a City, being fifteen Miles 
about, too great a compafs for 20000 
Inhabitants. 

There are excellent Bazjtrs cover’d Commo- 
with long Arches ; and better Squares, ditics. 
Caravanferas, and Mojehs, Here they 
make Glaiics, cut Criftal indi^rently 
for fcveral Ufes, dreft Leather, and 
print Silks. Abundance of Mony comes 
to the City for dry’d Fruit, Wine, Rofe- 
water, Oranges without Seeds, and Fruit 
pickled in Vinegar, wherewith it Ap¬ 
plies not only all Perfia, but Indofian 
from the Ports of Bander-Abafi, and 
Bander-Condo. 

In the Mint of this City they Coin Govem- 
Brafs, but feldom Silver. The Govern- ment. 
ment of the Province whereof Sciras is 
Metrojrolis, is one of the belt in Perfia, 
its Jurisdidion exteodiug towards Ifpa- 
han, as far as the Village of Afpas,y9bkh 
is five Days Journy for a Caravan. 

Tuefday 14th, I went to fee two Gar- TwoCstf 
dens fallen to the King by Forfeiture, deu. 
The Firft is under the Hill call’d Di/- 
gitfci, from which flows a River that 
runs through the midft of the Garden. 

I found not only the Palace, but the 
Trees were all decay’d, and that the 
Water ferv’d the People of Sciras for 
whitening of Cloth. On this lame 
Mountain is a very ancient Stmdure, 
which appears to have been formerly a 
Fort, tofefve which there is a Well of - 
a vaft depth dug in the Rock. * 

The other Garden is on the left Of 
the Road, coming from Jfpahan. This

CHAP. IX. 

The Defeription of Darius’i Pdace^ and other Ruins ^Perfepolis. 


T HO’ many, with realbn, are of 
Opinion, there is nothing in the 
Woi Id more wonderful, or to be ad¬ 
mir’d by curious Perfons, than what 
fiill retpains of the magnifcence of the 
ancient Rome \ yet there are Ibme that 
afiii m all this is nothing if compar’d with 
the Pyramids of Egypt, and the Works 
of JUx^inder the Great, that laft to this 
Day. P t thofe who have trarclVd fur¬ 
ther do niuiutaiu thar neither the Roman . 
nor Egyptian Antiquities, nor the Sttu- 
dlures of Ah-vandc.' the Great are to be 
conipai <f ro 'he Ruins of PerfepoUs, and 
among tiic rol to Pannsh Palace. A 
juftifyable Cmiolity therefore prevail¬ 
ing upon me, on Wednefday i ^th I hir’d 
two Horfes, for my Self and my Servant, 
for three Abaffu a Day, and fetcing out 
rode 20 Miles before 1 came to the Ri¬ 
ver ai^ Bridge of Polixan. In this place 
there were Rattan, but Civil, and not 
Troublelbme to Travellers like thofe of 
Taaris. Then leaving the Mountains 
we travell’d a marlhy Road, and at fifteen 
Miles end an Hour before Sun let, we 
alighted at the Caravanftra of the Vil- 
liageof Mirxafcon, half a League diftant 
from Ddrias’s Palace. 

The Carvanfedar, or Keeper of the 
Caran/anfera inquir’d of my Servant what 
brought me thither, and knowing the 
Caufe of my coming iaid to him, if your 
^ftcr can read an Inftription, there is 
in the Palace, he will find a great Trea- 
fure ', but if he cannot, aflure him that 
when he goes into a certain Grot he will 
remain there Dead. The Armenian be¬ 
ing frighted at theft Words, when I 
was going on Thnrfday i 5 th in the Morn¬ 
ing to fee that Antiquity, ftt himfelf fo 
pofitively not tp go with me, that I 
had enough to do to get him at leaft to 
ft^a Mile from the Place to look to the 

To come to the Point, this va|l Fa- 
bfcick isatthe Foot of a high Mountain, 
that.oimqoks a Plain above thirty 
Miles in^&gth, and twenty in Breadth, 


where the famous PerfepoUs is fuppos’d 
to have ftood. The Front of it looks 
towards the Weft, and is 500 of my 
Paces in Length •, the North Side 400, 
the South 250', on the £aft it has the 
Mountain inllead of a Wall, its Shape, 
as may appear by the Dimenlions, is ir¬ 
regular, and may be compar’d to a For- 
trefs \ for tho it has no Towers, as was 
us’d when it was built, yet it has on e- 
very Side ftvcral Angies at certain Di- 
ftances, unifoimly difpos’d, and may 
be call’d half Baftions, according to the 
true Rules of Military Architefturt. 

The Stones it is made of are of a prodi¬ 
gious Magnitude, and it plainly ap¬ 
pears they were dug in the neighbouring 
Mounuin, as well becaufe of its near- 
nefs, as becauft they make the top of it 
plain, and equal with the Palace. The 
Walls of the firft Floor ftill Handing, 
are crufted over with Black Marble, 
and in Ibme Places 10, in others 20, 
and in others 30 Foot high. 

On the South Side outwards there is jg. 
an Inlcription cut on an empty Space rcriptioa. 
15 Spans long, and 7 broad, in fuch a 
Charader, that there is now no onder- 
ftanding Perfbn in the World that can 
make any thing of it. It is neither Cal- 
dee, nor Hebrew., nor Jhrdbiei, nor Greek, 
nor of any of thofe Languages the Learn¬ 
ed have Knowledge, but only Triangles 
of ftvcral Sorts, ftverally plac'd, the 
various placing whereof perhaps form¬ 
ed. divers Words, and exprefrd Ibme 
Thoughts. The moft receiv'd Opinion 
is, that they are Charaders of the an- 
ticni Goris, who were Sovereigns of 
Perfia-, but this is not eaiily to be made 
out, the Goris themfelves l^ing at pre- 
fent verjk ignorant as to their Antiqui¬ 
ties, and unfit to give any Judgment of 
fuch things. 

The great Stair-caft of the Palace is 
on the Weft Side, but not juft in the 
middle, being a little towards the North 
on the Side of the Village of Mrxafcan, 

It parts into two, each of which has the 

WaU 
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Wall on the one Side, and a Bannifter 
of the iame Marble on the other. Both 
of them are of the fame Workmanlhip, 
«and in the midlt of each is a Iqaare 
Landing Place, as broad as the Stairs, 
to reft, and then turning to fneh ano¬ 
ther, it leads up to the hrft Floor; (b 
that the Stair*(^ makes three Qparters 
of a Circle *, and it alcends two oppo- 
ilce ways, that is, on the right and left 
circularly up to the firft Floor, as was 
faid above. 1 cannot think any Words 
can exprefs its Magnificence; for if we 
regard the breadth, it is of 30 Foot, if 
the eafineis of the Afeenc it is fuch that 
there are 95 Steps to rife, 22 Geome¬ 
trical Feet. The Stones are 30 and 35 
Spans long each, and of a pioportiona- 
blc depth, lb that fix or (even Steps arc 
cut out of one Scone ; and if it hapned 
to break in any Place, it was fo artifi¬ 
cially mended, that the Iharpelt Eye can 
fcarce find out the Joynt; and hence it 
is chut thofe who are lefs undcrilanding, 
think thofe Stairs arc cither made of one 
Stone, which would be irapoflible, or 
clfc cut out of the Rock. Befides, both 
the Stairs and Walks, are of a Sort of 
Black Marble, fb hard, that it has with- 
ftood the Injuries of Time for lb many 
Ages, and preferves the Memory of fo 
wonderful and rare a Work. 

From the ^uarc landing Place, where 
the two Stair-cafes cud you go into a 
Portico of White Marble, 20 Foot wide. 
The Architrave is now fallen ; but by 
the Pillars ftill ftanding it appears to 
have been built with fuch Art and Ma- 
ftery, that it will be hard to find the 
Remains of any Roman Strudurc to 
compare with it. On it are carv’d in 
Bafs Relieve two Beafts, as big as Ele¬ 
phants, holding out their Heads, as if 
they look’d at the aforefaid Stair-cafes. 
They are either fbmc odd Fancy of the 
Workmen, or clfe fome Hiero^lyphick 
of the Antients to exprefs the Empires 
of the Modes and Perjians, the Bodies 
being like Horfes ; the Feet and Tails 
of Oxen, long, and turning up like a 
Lions. 

Twenty Spans further upon the fame 
Line, arc two fluted Columns with their 
Capitals and Bafes, of a whicifh Stone, 
but fomewliat inclining to Red. Their 
height befides Capitals and Bales is about 
70 Foot, and fb thick, that three Men 
can fcarce fathom them, every one of 
them having 40 Flutes, each 3 Inches 
over. At a like diflauce ftreight for¬ 
ward there arc twoothcrPilafters, neat¬ 
ly carv’d like the Firft, only with this 
Vol. IV. 


diiifo*eace, that the Bealls carv’d on the 
latter have Wings and Men’s Heads 
looking towards the Mountain. Over 
each or thefe Columns there are three 
Inicriptions in the lame Charader, mak¬ 
ing in all Twelve. 

Beyond this Portal, or Hall, for fuch 
the Order of the Columns and Pilaftcrs 
feem to make it, on the right Side is 
fuch another double Stair-Cafe, leading 
to the upper Chambers. It is narrow¬ 
er, being but 25 Foot broad, aiidlhort- 
er than the Firfl, but incolhiparably more 
Beautiful and Stately; for on its Walh 
and Parapets there is fbmething carv’d 
in Bafs Relieve, like a Triumph, confin¬ 
ing of a great Train of People infeveral 
Parcels, finely clad, carrying fome Ban¬ 
ners, and others Gifts to olfcr. At laft 
comes a Chariot drawn by fever al Horfes, 
with a little Altar, out of the middle 
whereof a Flame rifes. This might up¬ 
on good Grounds be faid to be fome 
Proceflion for Sacrifice, for we know, 
and particularly from Herodottu, that 
the antient Perjians ador’d the Fire; and 
that the Kings carry’d it along with 
them in a flately Chariot when they 
went to War; and perhaps thole 1 feid 
were Ofierir^s, are Caskets of Perfumes, 
which the ingenious Carver Feigns arc 
carry’d before it to burn now and then. 
On the other fide are carv’d wild Beafts 
fighting, and among them a Lion and a 
Bull are done to the utmoft Perfcaion, 
their Fierccnels being fb lively repre- 
fented, that it feems to make Nature it 
felf Blufli; and this the more becaule 
the hardneft of the Stone has preferv’d 
the moft curious Workmanlhip. 

Ac the top of this fecond Stair-cafe 
is a fquare Place, encompafs’d with Co¬ 
lumns, whereof only feventcen are now 
ftanding, tho’ by the Pedeftals it ap¬ 
pears there were an Hundred; and Ibme 
of thofe left want the Capitals. But 
they are fluted, and of one entire Piece 
of white and red Marble, Ibme fixty, 
others feventy Foot high, and twelve 
of them as thick about as thofe before 
mention’d. But that Row towards the 
Plain, and the two towards the Moun¬ 
tain, arc more ordinary than the others. 
They fay thefe fupported the Temple 
of the Sun, and not without Ibme ihow 
of reafbn, but nothing can be affened 
becaule of the Ignorance of the , 

as to their Antiquities. ^ 

On th^ lame Floor, clofe by the laid 
Columns, is a place 50 Foot^oare, en¬ 
clos’d with Walls 5 or 7 Foot thick ; 
where formerly there were many Rooms, 
y 2 or 
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of a much finer Marble than that hither- 
Gemelli. to defcrib’d, and fo wonderfully carv’d, 
1694. that 1 inull; have fpent many Days to 
take a fall View of the Figures, and 
whole Months to draw them. There 
are four Doors into this Place, c.vcellcnt- 
ly carv’d, and adorn’d with the moll 
curious and beautiful Foliage imaginable, 
and in Ibme Places Inicriptious in the 
fame Charafter bcfore-mcntion’d. On¬ 
ly the Walls of thefc Chambers arc now 
llanding, being 24 Foot high, all the 
Arches being gone to Ruin, and the 
Floor full of the Stones fallen down, 
and of excellent carv’d Marble that a- 
dorn’d it in Ibmc Places. The Win- 
. dows look’d into the Court, or upon the 
firft Floors and there arc feveral at fmall 
diftances three Foot wide, lix Foot high, 
and three Foot from the Ground. 

Which way foever a Man turns his 
Eye on this fetond Floor, left Handing 
in fpight of the Malice of Time, there 
appear feveral Figures cut in Bafs and • 
half Relieve. Particularly in a Place fif¬ 
teen Spans Iquare , Jiear the aforclaid 
Parcel of ColniTUis, which appears to 
have been in t!ie nature of a Hall. I law 
Men Carv’d fighting with Lions, or 
holding Unicorns by the Horn; or clfc 
Hood with Knives in their Hands like the 
antient Roman Gladiators^ ready to kill 
the wild Beads they held in their ftrong 
and brawny Anns. In other Places 
there were Princes, as it were in Tri¬ 
umph attended by a numerous Train. On 
two oppofite fidcs were two Figures of 
Giants on each •, in other Places Princes 
fitting giving 4 ndicncc to Arabaflldors, 
or elle moving under large Umbrclloes. 

On the South fide Wall left Handing, 
which is the higheH part of that Floor, 
befidcs feveral Stones lying al>out the 
Ground, there are Hill to be fecu Princes 
carry’d in Chairs, with Courtiers by fliad- 
ing them with Umbrclloes. There arc 
other Statues with Vcflels in their Hands, 
and Men leading Creatures like Rams, 
which doubtlefs exprefs fomc proceflion 
for Sacrifice. Not far off on a PilaHcr 
of the fame black Marble, is an Inlcrip- 
tion in the fame Charadlcr, and another 
on fucb another Stone •, which I oblcrv- 
ing, and remembring thole 1 had leen 
before, began to confider with my felf, 
bow eafily humane Judgment is miHaken, 

' andpow dificrent things happen to what 
Man propofes to himfelfi for whereas 
the Author thought by means^of -thofe 
Inlcriptions to have etepiz’d his Memo¬ 
ry with Poftcrity, which the beauty of 
the Work well deferv’d, yet quite the 
contrary we fee is fallen out. 


In the inner part, and txaftly in the 
raidH of the Palace, is the Amphithea¬ 
ter for the Ihows of wild BeaHs, and 
other Sports, as plainly appears if I an% 
not miHaken, by the Figures cut in half 
Relieve in feveral parts of it, which are 
of Men fighting with wild BeaHs with 
Knives in their Hands, and others wreH- 
ling with Lions. There are allb Princes 
fitting with Truncheons in their Hands, 
or walking under Embrellocs. Other 
Figures have Vcfiels in their Hands, o- 
thcis Spears, and fomc play on fiich a 
Pipe as theGod Pan is Painted with, con¬ 
fining of levcn Reeds, orderly joyn’d 
together. It is pofliblc all thefe Figures 
might be placed there barely for Orna¬ 
ment, but the Situation and Natm cof the 
Plate iijdinc me to believe it ferv’d for 
Shows, as was faid before. This Stru- 
<Hurc h not above fifty Paecs of mint? 
Square, and Hands on the EaH-fidc, as 
do all thofe hitherto defi rib’d. 

Before wc proceed fpitlicr, it is to 
be obferv’d, that bclklcs the raic De- 
lign and Workmanlhip of all thole fi¬ 
gures here fpoken of, they arc very 
remarkable for their variety of Habits j 
for fomc have long Beards down to the 
WaHc, and the Hair on the other Side 
fo Ihort, it fcarce touches the Neek i 
others have a flat round Cap on their 
Heads, and their Garments down to their 
Heels, Wide, full of Gathers, juHlike 
the Gowns of the Senators of /''mice , 
and with fuch wide Sleeves that they 
hang down to their Knees, and on their 
Feet they have fomething like wooden 
Sandals, orCloggs. Other Figures dif¬ 
fer from thefe only in the Eyes, which 
they have fomewhat higher over theFore- 
head. Others have Ihorter Hair and 
Beards, and taller Caps. There are al- 
fo Servants carrying Poles with Horfe- 
Tails faHncd to them to drive away the 
Flics. But the molt remarkable thing 
of all is, that among fo many hundred 
Figures as are in that great Strudlnre, 
there is not one of a Woman; and next, 
the hardnefs and brightnels of the Mar¬ 
ble, which Hands as if it were newly fi- 
nifh’d without the leaH decay, and yet 
what is mccriy a Miracle in Nature, it 
has continu’d three thoufiind Years, for 
we cannOw allow it lels Antiquity tiian 
that of the AJjirian Monarchy, or at IcaH 
of the Median ; tbo fome think thofo 
Habits much ancienter, but without any 
good Ground. 

Afocnding a Musket foot towards the 
Mountain there is a Front thirty Foot 
Square cut on the Rock it felf, with Fi¬ 
gures 
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rvjv^ gores of wyte Marble ftt in it, but flat* 
Cemelti. ter than thofe already mentioned. On 
. 1694. the uppfr part is a Man ftanding, with a 
O'S^^gBowin his Hand, looking on an Idol 
’ that has a human fiody, and monftrous 
Feet, carry’d in Triumph. By him is a 
Fire burning in a fort of a Trough, and 
a Globe carv’d; under it are Menfupport- 
ing this Mafs with their Heads and Hands 
lifted up, and below that fevcral Crea¬ 
tures. All thefc Figures of Men have 
llioit Hair and long Beards; and wear 
a fort of Caps they call Cawefc, like thofe 
the T/<rAx wear, but without any Border 
like the Turbant.

Two Musket fhots further South¬ 
ward, onthefamci.ine and Rock, is an¬ 
other Frontifpiece like the laft, with fuch 
Figures, and fuch an Arch under it, with¬ 
in which inftcad of one there are three 
Separations, with each of them a Tomb 
cover’d with the fame Stone, but with¬ 
out any Water in them. 

An hundred Paces without the Palace 
Southward, is a Column ftanding, like 
thofe before mention’d, whofc Bale is the 
Rock it felf; but it is no eafie matter to 
Judge what was the ule of it. 

The PerfiMs call all this wonderful 
Work hitherto deferib’d Celmoaar , or 
the forty Pillars, for Cel lignifics forty, 
and Monar a Pillar ; and tho’ there are 
now but twenty ftanding, it is to be fup¬ 
pos’d there were forty when they gave 
it thcName,and that fince then they either 
fell with Age, or wcrccarry’d away for 
fomc other Structure. Some looking 
F.vidrin b.atk for fabulous Originals, (Iiy this 
)'x. fw fl;;. built by Perfent the Son of jnpitcr 

-j. Pjij.p, from whom the Per fun Na¬ 

tion took its Name. 

Others arc of Opinion theft arc the 
Ruins of a famous '1 cmplc built by Aha- 
ftents^ at the foot of a Mountain which 
ran into the ancient fer/fpobV; others will 
h.ivc it to be Ditrlns^s Palace, but can¬ 
not fay which of them, by rcafon of 
the Antiquity of the Tradition ; and 
their Opinion being the nioft probable, 


we will follow it with the lame uncer¬ 
tainty. In fhort, obfeping thefe Marble 
and jafper Stones, with the Cgns of Fire 
on them, which by reafbn of the liard- 
nefs has only fpoil’d the beauty of the 
Face, 1 call’d to Mind what antientHifto- „ „ .... 
rians have left written, that Alexander XivtT° 
being once Drunk, fet Fire to Darinsh verf Tom. 
Palace, at the inftigation of Thais his 2. p 172. 
Concubine, wJio thus thought to Revenge 
the burning of Athens her Country by y'j, 
Xerxes and Darius. Al^ander comnm- vrbi'hus'. 
ted this Folly about the Year of the v rafe- 
World 3724. but the uncxcuftblc Na- 
lives have done it fevcral times fince. 

None that have feen fuch beautiful and Cun.riu 
ftatcly Remains of venerable Age, will ^Ms- 
doubt of tiic great Antiquity and ftlagui- 
fitcnce of the City of Perfffolis\ foriho 
holy Writ and prophane hiftories give 
us only an account of the aniient Ninhe 
and Babylon.^ yet it is not to be fnppos’d 
there may not be others more ancient; 

• bcfidcs that the precious and aloioll ever- 
lafting Rclicks of Celmmar and the City 
Perfepolis are lb far in theEaft, that they 
have b^i little frequented by Europeausy 
and uiiinown to anticnc Hiftorians, lb 
that they could not give that account 
which the frequent refort of Strangers 
has fince communicated to the learned. 

A good inftance hereof we have in the 
City Memphis, which was not inferior ei¬ 
ther to Ninive OT Babylon, either for An¬ 
tiquity or its Fame throughout the 
World, byreafonoF the long and never 
interrupted Race ot its Kings; and yet 
what great account do ancient Hiftorians 
make of it ? And were it not that Eu¬ 
ropeans now often travel into Egypt and 
relate Wonders of thofe vaft Pyramids, 
which after all are only mighty heaps of 
Stone, and rather fliovv the Power and 
Wealth than the Ingenuity of the Foun¬ 
ders, who would conceive fo great an I- 
dca of them, as now generally we do? 

Now were Perfia as much frequented by Ambsfade 
Europeans, how would the Remains of de Ctr. de 
this truly Royal Palace be e.\toird, where ^dvode 
Art feems to have done its utmoft to fur- 
pafs Nature, in the delicacy of the Car- ^ 
ving; and Nature infurnilhinga proper 
Matter for fuch noble Work ? For my 
part 1 am of opinion it ought not only 
to be rcckned as one of the feven Won¬ 
ders of the World, fo much talk’^of ifxic.Geoo 
by the Antients; but that there nei per muerrar 
is, nor ever was a Wonder in the WOTld v.Perfepo- 
to compwe to it.

Ho’ F. Frmcis was indifpos’d, 
either by realbn of the ill Air 
1594. of 5 oV4j, or fomc other caujfc 

unknown, and not in a condition to tra¬ 
vel ^ yet to get away from f. Amadem^he 
hir’d other Bcafts, and on SMurday 18th, 
having loaded our Luggage, we began 
our Journey about an hour after it was 
Night, without any Supper. 

We travcll’d all Night, and Hay’d on 
Sun^y 19th, at the Village of Baghun^ 
which Hgnihes Gardner, 30 Miles from 
Sciras. The common days Journey was 
to BAfAgi ro Miles fliort of this, but we 
ad vane d as far as Bagbun, becaufe it 
was our new Ciarvattar'i Town.

make a ridiculous Sermon, for an Alms 
of a few Gaz.es. The Road we travel! d 
was amidft Fields of Rice, where I law 
the firft Dates, aijO then Barren to the 
Caravanfera of Aiokak in all 25 Miles, 
and 8 Hours ridtng. Abundance of Par¬ 
ti idges, caOiC ta|'iely to the Caravaujera 
dooi, to feed on the Corn the Mules 
dropt. At this place begins the ufe of 
Ciftcrns, and continues to Congo^ becaule 
there arc few Brooks, and the Rivers 
arc Salt, as running through Sait Fits. 
There arc two Caravanferas at Mokak j 
the new and the old, which wants but 
little repair, and yet the Mabomttans 
ncgle^ it, they are ib incliu d to new 
Strudurcs. 

SatHrday 25th, we fet out again about 
noon, along a good Road, and riding 30 
Miles in to Honrs, when we crofsd 
fcveral fniail Biooks, we came to the 
City Gta, on. This City looks more like 
a Wood, becaule its Houfes aie fcat- 
tcr'd amoiig abundance of Palm-trees, 
which yield a coulidcrabie prohe with 
their Dates, being the bell in Vtrfta. It 
is feated in a Sa.idy Plain, cncompafs’d 
with high Mountains ^ and cho'fmall has a 
V.uer with ample Juiiiciidioa. '1 he 
Gai dens arc plcafanc, ocing water’d by 
the neighbouring Bio6ks, and have plen¬ 
ty of good Fruit, or Oranges, Grapes, 
and McJocotoons. The Houles are not 
ainils, many of them being of Lime aud 
Stone, which is rare in Perfia^ where 
they are generally of Mud. By the way 
I kill’d abundance of Partridges, thole 
Plains abounding in two forts of them ; 
the one like ours in Itdy’, and the other 
abont the bignefs of a (^ail, with the 
Feathers of the colour of a Hawks 
bread. 

Sunday 25 th, we reded in a Noble Ca- 
rovanferay well built, near Cearon. Here 
at Dinner 1 found a roaded Line of a 
Gazelle very good Meat, it being as ten¬ 
der as the Veal at SorrentOy in the King¬ 
dom of Naples 'y and of a very fragrant 
Iccut, thole Creatures feeding on St. 
Jjfflfcw’s-wort, and other fwcet Herbs the 
riei^hin Perjia are cover’d with. They 
havAa Head like a Sheep, with Horns 
half 4 Span long, and the Body and 
Hair like a Goat; they live on th*^ Moun¬ 
tains, whi^ being generally bare of 
Grafs, they come down in the Night 
to Graze on the Plain, as was faid in the 
firdpart. 


Monday 27th, we procee^ on our 
Journey betimes j and havinjforce tra- 
veli’d 5 Miles on the Plain, Bton to 
climb deep Mountains for 20 Twiles to^ 
the Carauanftra of Ciartalk. That day 
I law fuch Muliitudesof Partridges, on¬ 
ly of the European Ibrt, feeding on the 
Plain and Road, that I believe 1 never 
beheld the like. 1 did not go a dep but 
1 law fwarms of them, and kill’d about 
20 on the Ground, without any trouble ^ 
and might have had many more, if I 
would, for they are not much frighted 
and only fly a little way, and alight a- 
gain. 1 alfo law abundance of CarzeUes. 

Bchdes 1 met fcveral Perfian Pcafants, Pfr^« 
who woreafmallCap of white Felt, cut Pcafants- 
on the two oppofite lidcs. Thefc tho* 
poor, ai e well manncr’d, lincere, honed 
aud fimplc y tlio’ they love Mony as well 
as the Tutksy they ate not fo falfe, and 
fuch Enemies to Chi ill ians, nor fo haugh¬ 
ty, being civil to Franksy in falutiugand 
viliting them. 

We fet out late on Tuejday 28th, and 
riding 20 Miles in 7 Hours, over Hills 
and Plains, came to the Caravanfera of 
Maujety clofe to which was an excellent 
Orchard of Palm-trees full of Dates, as 
alfo of Orange and Limoii-trees, but 
not well look'd after. I'he Caravanfe¬ 
ras continue all this way to be well built 
bccaufe of the convcnieitcy of 1 inibcr^ 
and fo docs the ufe of Cilteins. 1 ra¬ 
velling 25 Miles in 9 Hours all along the 
Plain, Oil IVednefday 29th, we came to 
the Village of Benaru. Five Miles Ihort 
of this place we pafs’d by the Caravan¬ 
fera of Dedombay near a little Village, 
but did not Ifay there, becaufe it was 
not a Caravans days Journy, or a Man- 
zJl as the Per pans call it. Tvvo Musket 
fliot from it along the lidc of the Moun¬ 
tain, appear’d the Ruins of many dwel¬ 
lings, and the Wall of a ruin’d Fort, 
which kept the Fafs through the Moun¬ 
tain. 

A few Miles Eaftward, of Benaruy is 
the Mountain Darayy all of black Stone, Mountain 
from which dillils the precious and much ofBal&m. 
applauded Balfam, improperly calld 
Mummyy which tho’ at firlt liquid, be¬ 
comes as hard as Gum, foroewhat black- 
ifb, and is good to knit broken Bones, 
apply’d h6t. Its ei^dls are wonderbil; 
for if a 1 eg or an Arm be broken, there 
needs only to place the Bones right, and 
anoint the part with the Balfam made hot, 
and liquid, and then bind it; and after 
24 Hours the Leg or Arm will be as weU 
as it was at hrlt. This Mountain is 
guarded by the King’s Order, and the fe¬ 
nders

' 1694. Trough,Xfftb which it drops and con- 
goals,. a»d fend it to the King. To 
())revent any Fraud it is Tent Sciifd up 
by them \ becaufe this Mummy is well 
known, and of great value in Arabia and 
Europey and there are but forty Ounces 
gather’d in a Year. There are other 
Mountains in Perfia that dillil Baliam or 
Mummy, but none fo good as this. 

ThHrfjay, the lad of Sept embery wefet 
out late from Benaruy and had a bad 
Road, both plain, and up hill and down, 
ail Stony •, and riding thirty Miles in 
eleven Honrs, we came to the Village, 
and famous Caravanfera of Belt. There 
were Rnttart about the Mid-way, to fc- 
ciire the Road, but not lb Infolent as 
ihofe of Taitris *, for if they have an 
Abajfi given them they take it, and if 
not they arc not Troublcfomc. 

Fridayy the lit of October, riding 
twenty J^les over barren Mountains, 
in feven Hoars, we flopp’d at the C4- • 
ravanfera of Panttel ; leaving the Vil¬ 
lage aijd Caravanfera of Dactty five Miles 
fliorr of it 

ItrCttv. Saturday id, we Travell’d twenty 
Miles in feven Hours over Mountains 
and craggy Rocks, and then arriv’d at 
Lary the Metropolis of the Kingdom of 
that Name. This City is feated in a 
Plain befet with Mountains, and at a 
diflancc looks more like a Village, it 
has fo many Trees, and particularly 
Palms about it* The HoufeS are of 
Mud Walls, and Built under a Hill, on 
the top whereof is a Fort, whereof 
fcarce the Walls are left Handing, and 
fome fmall Towers at proper dillanccs^ 
fb that tho’ it has no Cannon, this Fort 
much refembles that of Buda. In Lar 
there is an c,>iccI 1 cnt arch'd Bazjtry con- 
filling of four Rows or Walks in the 
form of a Ciofs, in the midll whereof 
is a Cupola. T here is alfo another good 
one with Shops for feveral H.indicrafts 
and I'radefnien, and near it is a fpaci- 
ons Square or Market-Place, all enclos’d 
with Buildings. The City being fob- 
jed to much Heat, they make on the 
top of the Houfe a Work liitc a Chim¬ 
ney, with fbmc Funnels fo contriv’d, 
that any little Wind gets in underneaibj 
and fomewhat cools the Rooiti. 

The Kiuer of Larh Jurifdidion is 
very large, extendiog as far as Coi^Oy 
whither he fends his Deputy. They 
that will Imbark at Lar have two ways 
CO the Sea, the one by Bander-Cengoy 
and the other by Bander-Abaffi.

' Sunday 3d, we rode 15 Miles in the 
ipace between two Mountains, and came 
in five Hours to the Caravanfera and 
Village of Nimba. 

Monday e^l\\y F, Francis growing wdrle, 
we were f$irccd to flay in this Place, 
to lend to Lary for a CaggiAtay whic!^ 
is a thing like two Chairs us'd in the 
Levanty on Mules or ^mels, to carry 
lick Perfons, or Wom^. Tuefday 5th, 
came the Ceuergi of the faggiabay but 
too late, fo that we did^ot let out till 
Wednefday Ridinf over naked 

Mountains and Valleys, we came in fe¬ 
ven Hours to the little Caravanfera of 
Kermuty twenty Miles from Nimba'y 
there we Bought a Number of live Par¬ 
tridges, for about five Pence a-pfece. 
^Thurfday 7th, we Travcll’d through 
a Plain ftrewd with many Villages, & 
fifteen Miles; and then proceeding fif¬ 
teen Miles further over a rugged Moun¬ 
tain, l,odg’d at the Village and Cara¬ 
vanfera of Anoe y a gentle Rain held us 
feveral Honrs on the Road. 

Friday 8th, wc Travell’d twenty Miles 
in feven Hours through a plain Country, 
and Lodg’d at the Village and Caravan¬ 
fera of Scicogiy always advancing South¬ 
ward, as we had done ever fince we left 
Jfpahan. The Swallows in chefe Parts 
arc of an aih Colour. 

Saturday ptb, after nine Miles riding 
over the Plain, we had eighteen Miles 
among fuch dreadful rugged Mountains, 
that in fome Places there were Walls 
Built along the Road, that the Caravans 
might not tumble down head-long. Our 
Days Journey was nine Hours, and we 
came to Lodge at the Village and Cara¬ 
vanfera of Bafiak 'y all the way through 
a dry barren Country, which flarcc pro¬ 
duces fome few Dates for the Sullenance 
of the Poor near the Places inhabited, 
and Barley, whereof they make Cakes 
as thin as a Wafer. In this Caravanfera 
I receiv’d a Letter from the Prior of 
the Auguftinians at Ifpotjon, in which 
he gave me an Account that the New 
King had already began to break the 
fevere Law he had made againft Drink¬ 
ing of Wine y and that his Subjefh fee¬ 
ing him often Drunk, made no Difficul¬ 
ty of following his E.Yample. The Prior 
inform’d me. That among other Extra¬

For this Re.dbn the 
Portugntfrs are better look’d upon at 
fiMidtr-Congo^ than any other Nation, 
and have alniolt as abiblutc a Command, 
as if they were in Co.*, not only over 
tlicir own Subjedts, but all Chriltiaus 
who pals that way. 

The Profit At firft they receiv’d half the Duties

The Coramillioner 
allb gives Fades to Aiahometans to Sail 
the Indian Sea in Safety ^ and Sells the 
Priics taken by Ponuguefe Ships. The 
King allows each of thefe Officers fifty 
Tomans Salary, five Servants paid, and 
their Dwelliag-Houle. Bolides 28 To¬ 
mans to the Fadfor for Lodging of Stran¬ 
gers \ but he that was there in ray Time, 
being very Sharp, put moft of it in his 
Pocket.

Scia-Abas car- 
ry’d away the Cannon of the Fort to 
Jjpahaity and they arc to be Ren, as was 
faid above, bq^bre the Palace, will) the 
Auftrian Arras on them , as is on fome 
others of Iron at liander-Congo. Some 
credible Perfons told meA That the Per- 
'fearing the Portugue/\ fhould ag.iin 
Poflefs thcmlelvcs of that IlR^'dom, dill 
keep the Arms and Ammu^ion, to rc- 
ftore them wlicn this fliall fiappen, Ic'b 
to be oblig’d to pay an extravagant Piitc 
for them. This does not well agree with Note- 
what was faid juft before^ that all the Can¬ 
non mas carry'd awity. 

Bander-Congo is icated in 16 Degrees Bsnder- 
of latitude. It is a meet open Village Congo 
on the Sea-Sborc, the Houfes for the 
moft part of Mud W'alls , and only a 
tew towards the Sea of Lime and Stone. 

It is govern’d by a Deroga, appointed 
by the Tizier of L<tr, to w'liom he is 
Subje.ft. When I was there, the Sti- 
bandar afted both as Cuftomer and De- 
roga. He Farm’d the Cuftoms of Ban- 
der-CongOy Cameron and Bander-Erricoy 
of the King at 20000 Tomans a Year. 

This is not to be admir’d, for Bander- 
Congo is a Place of much Trade j abun¬ 
dance of Ships continually relbrtiug thi¬ 
ther from IndUy Adecca, Bajforay Ara¬ 
bia FeeliXy and other Parts, loaden with 
rich Commodities ■, and abund;mce of 
Caravans coming by Land, which carry 
the Coramotlities intoj and out of Perjia. 

This is the Reafon the Place is inhabited 
by very rich Merchants, become fuch in 
a Ihort time, becaule tliey get Cent, per 
Cent, in every Commodity they fend to 
India. 

But the greateft Trade is tliat of Pearls Pearls in 
taken about the Ifland Babareny and all thcGulph. 
about the Gulph of Perjky being the 
belt in the World. They are Bought 
very Cheap in the Lump of the Filher- 
meu, to be Sold afterwards Dear, fingle 
when they have been pick’d, and match’d 
by putting them through Copper-Plates 
full of Holes of feveral Sizes, to mea- 
fure their Magnitude •, feparating thofe 
that are true Round from thofe that are 
not, and the moft Oriental from thofe 
that are iU Colour’d, or Spotted. Then 
the Arabs with wonderful Dexterity 
bore the very leaft of them, iu fuch ma;*-' 
ner chat the Eye can Icarcc diftern the 
Hole, which the belt Artift in Ei^ope 
cannot do. 

The manner of Buying the Pearls a- Way of 
mong thofe Infidels is alfo very ftrangc. 

They ^ 
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They ftand all round with the Goods 
Cemclli. they have to Sell in the middle ^ when 
1694. every one has.view’d, and conlider’d 
them, the Seller covers his Hand with a 
Cloth, and touches the Hands of the 
Buyers, putting a Price upon his Com¬ 
modity by Signs j if he Grafps all his 
Hand, it fignincs 1000 \ if he only tou¬ 
ches the Palim^of his Hand 500; if a 
Finger 100 j /f only the firft Joint of 
the Finger'*^ The Buyer anfwers what 
he bids by tft: fame Signs i fo that none 
of the Compafiy can know what is offer’d. 
If he agrees not with the firft, he goes 
on to the ne.xt, and fo on ^ and ii ask¬ 
ing too high a Price, he comes to agree 
with none \ he begins again lowering, 

. ti:l they come to a Conclufion. After 

this, the Broker joyning the Buyers gnd 
Sellers Hands, gives a Stroke on them 
with his open Hand, and that binds the 
Bargain, as if it had been made by word 
of Mouth. 

Exceflive The Profit made by the Pearls is fuf- 

Heat. ficicntly countervail’d by the inconve-' 
niency of living in this Place. The 
Air is not only unhealthy, bnt lb hot 
in Summer, that it is not only Difliculr 
for Men to endure the Violence of it; 
but even the Partridges, and other Birds 
hide themfelvcs in Trees to get Ibme 
Ihelter. The mean Sort go quite Na¬ 
ked, only covering thofe Parts Modefty 
will not allow to be fecn; thofe that 
arc well to Pafs wear an Extraordinary 
thin Silk; and botl> thefe and the others 
have that kind of Contrivance, we men¬ 
tion’d fpeaking of the City Lor, on 
the tops of their Houfes, to Cool them. 
Yet I was told the Heat was greater at 
Bander-Abajft and Cameron^ Icatcd in 92 
Degrees, 45 Minutes of Longitude, and 
25 Degrees 30 Minutes of Latitude; 
and that the Air there is ftill worfe by 
reafon of the South-winds blowing off* 
the Sea; tho’ it does not Rain there in 
Winter above three or four times, and 
chat at moft does not laft above an Hour. 
Ncverthelefs both at Bander-Cengo^ and 
Strange Bander-Abajft^ a fort of Worms, like 
Worms, fmall Sinews, or Fiddle-Strings, twen¬ 
ty, or thirty Spans long breed in the 
Mufcles of the Body, which moil: be 
drawn out by degrees, rowling them 
upon a Stick; for if they happen to 
break, they caufe great Swellings citt 
come out again, and ibme Peribns 
ha^ had them a whole Year. Some 
thilfk them to be bred by the Air, and 
Water; but they are miftaken,ir.for ibme 
Strangers have been there a confiderable 
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time, and Drank the Waw, and yet 

have had none of them j^hence it is 

rather to be concluded to pi^b^ed from a 

Diipoficion of the Body and-^umours, 

which arc not affeded in all Peribns a-V 

like by outward Things. 

Both in Congo and Gomvron^ they ule water. 
Water kept in Cifterns, which mull: 
needs be Hurtful; for thofe few times 
it Rains, the Air is very Foul, by rca- 
ibn of the Exhalations the Earth fends 
forth, which infedt the Water. We muft 
not omit here to take Notice, to the* 
greater Glory of the Divine Providence, 
that in the Ifland Tomhamar^ twenty 
Miles diftanc from the Continent of ZV' 
fia, and nine Miles in Compafs, there is 
not one drop of frelh Water, and yet 
there are abundance of Gazelles^ Beafts 
before deferib'd, which, as 1 was told 
by creditable Perfons, when they want 
Drink, go down to the Brink of the 
Sea, and fetting their cloven Foot exad- 
ly on the Edge of the Water, fuck it 
up that way. 1 cannot perfwade my 
felf, that the Water pafling between 
the Hoof ihould ib ibon loie its Salt- 
neis; bnt I do not deny it may become 
lefs Preceptible. Thofe that had been 
Eye WitneiTes of this Secret in Nature 
could give me no further Account of it. 

Congo has no Harbour, but only a jhe Port, 
iafe Road ; that Point of Arabia Feelix, 
which forms the Perfian Gulph breaking 
the Fury of the Eaftern Ocean. When 
the Day is fair, the oppolite Coaft of 
Zulfar is to be leen, the diftance being 
but forty Miles. A Fort that defends 
this Coaft is but thirty Spans Square, 
furnilh’d with four Iron Guns, caft by 
D. Confiantin de Noronha^ when hc was 
the King of Spain’s Viceroy at Goa ; it is 
hemm’d in by the Sea only in the Morn¬ 
ing, the Tide then coming up. Taver¬ 
nier is much miftaken, when he lays,

Water for great Ships, and that all the 
Trade is etGomron, tor I have feen For- 
tnguefe Veflels there of lixty and Ibvcnty 
Guns, and other large ones belonging to 
Mahometans: And I know further, that 
only the Dutch, and EngUJh reftirt to 
Gemron ; whereas all other Nations, are 
willing to go to Congo, becaufe of the 
Liberty they enjoy under the Fortuguefi 
Power afid Protedion. 

The Inhabitants are about 10000 inhabi-

menians, who enrich the Baxjtrs with 
their well furnilh’d Shops. 
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Of tpe Pet^l Fifberjy snd other remarkahle things in Bander Congo, and the

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H aving given an account of the rich 
Trade of Pearls, it is proper 1 
mould fay fonieching ol the matinei and 
fcdibu of filhing tor them.

Tathom Water, abundance of Boats fol¬ 
lowing it f.om Morning till Noon. E- 
very Bon li<s a Diver who goes down 
to the Bott' m, with a Stone of lix Founds 
v.ci.’.ht ty d to his gicat Toe, and he 
ty’d under the Arms with a Rojicfaftned 
to the Head of the Boat. He dives im¬ 
mediately to the bottom by the help of 
the Stone (which as fbon as down he 
flips off and is driwn up by thofe in rfae 
Boat) and then as hft as he can he fills a 
Net, that has an it on King about the 
Mouih to keep it open, with Oyflers. 
When he can Hay no longer for want of 
Bu jtli, he makes a lignto'nis Compani¬ 
ons with the Rope ty d under his Aims, 
and they with all pollifalc ipeeddraw him 
up^ which is fcveral times repeated for 
the fpacc of tcti Hours. The Oyflers 
remain at the b.)ttom with a Rope ty’d to 
them, to be drawn up at Icafure. Some 
of them hold Oyl in their Mouths to flay 
the longer under Water, and (cc better 
at the bottom by letting fall a d'op now 
and then. After Noon having drawn up 
their Oyflers all the Boats go alhorc with 
a fair Wind that comes up from the Sea. 
They take no caic to open them, bccaule 
they gape of thcmfelvcs as they diy, no 
Body caring for the Fifh, which is ill tail¬ 
ed. The jioorcr fort fell the Pearls im¬ 
mediately for a fmall matter; bur thole 
tha» do not want keep all till the filhing 
Seafon is over, and then fell them all to¬ 
gether to JHan.'antjtid Moors. Thcfe af¬ 
terwards cull and fell them Icverally, by

* Pearls arc bred in the Shells by the Dew 


that fals from the Sky; and that there is 
never any moietlun one m a sl.ell; bc- 
caufe they are fix'd at lea* ten .aJio.n 
under Water, wfaithtr no^Jow can pe¬ 
netrate ; and as for the nrmb'Vt iic’ c have 
been feven or eight Pearls jpund m one 
Shell, tho’ not all or a lize, but Ibme 
bigger, Ibme Icls. They ai e bred in the 
fame nature as Eggs in the Belly of Birds, 
the biggeft always advancing neareft the 
Oiifice, the fmall ones remaining at the 
bottom to obtain their Pcifvdtion; and 
even' fo it is with tl e Pear Is, the lai gelt 
being for moll and the Idler flaying bc- 
biiid till 1I1C7 come to their toll growth. 
Nor are ihttc Pcrmls in all of theiu, for 
fcveral Oyflers have none. 

. Tiler e at e Pear Is taken in fcveral parts 
of our Coutiiicut, b it the moll v.dirable, 
that is, the taireif and fa. ightell at e thofe 
of the afbrclaid lllaud of Baharefiy and 
the Coall or Cata(a in Arabm Fahxy be- 
caule few of them are yellow, or milha- 
pen. The yeilownefs Ibmetimes pro¬ 
ceeds from the Merchants, fometimes 
leaving the Shells fourieen or fifteen 
Days to open of ihemfelves; fo that fjme 
of them in this time loling their Water, 
Rot, and their lufedlion difcolours the 
Peat 1 . Oil the other fide they leave them 
to open of themfelves, b xaufe Ihould 
they do it by force, the Pearl might be 
damag d or broke. 

There ate fomc allb taken in Japariy 
but neither (hat Nation, nor the Chmefes 
valuing Pear Is, they do not follow the 
Filhery, or take care to feat ch the Sands 
where they lye for the moll part. There 
ate very oriental ones found in the Phi^ 
lippine Illands in Ihallow Water, and c- 
ven at the Mouths of the Rivers; but 
the Natives are not covetous of Pearls, 
nor of the Gold there is in the firrae Ri¬ 
vers ; but being addiiJled to their cafe, 
think it Wealth enough to have a Di(h 
of Rice IroiTd thick, like a Pudding at; 
Noon, and another at Night. Belides 
they fay that Ihould they feek after them, 
either the Parilh Prieft or the Alcalde 
would take them away, and the otbrr' 
would become their Enemy, bccaufe they 
had not wherewith to fatisfic them both. 
In theft Ulands the very Shcls are bright¬ 
er than ia other Parts.

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A vaft number is. taken all along the 
Cojft of CaUferma-^ and more efpecially 
from Gipe ^Lncar to Cabo Blanco^ or 
white Cape, by t\\tIndians czVi!^Aicssdos. 
Tilde wander about naked like brnte 
Beafts, without Tilling'^ Sowing, but 
feeding on the Fruit, Roots, and Ottle 
the Country afibrds. I'licy open the 
Shels with.Fi/i to eat the Filh, and by 
thatmear.s fi/jil the beauty of the Pearls. 
I'he Spanid aJfo Fifh front Cape Com- 
enfes j.s flir * ^lapnlco , but the Pearls 
are tor the nioft |iart of a dusk Lead Co¬ 
lour and il! Shap’d, fo that they will be 
little valu’d by the ingenious Earopean 
Ladies ^ but the Mexican Women have 
their Necks, Ears, and Arms cover’d 
with them ^ nor regarding their Bright- 
ncls, lb they have them cheap, and the 
Strings and Bracelets of them be weigh¬ 
ty- 

On the Coall of Peru and Panama^ 
there are largo ones, fome having 
been found bigger than that call’d JL/i 
Peregrina, but they are not fo well co- 
Jourd as r!ie Oriental; bat arc all mi- 
fliapcn, Black, ii:id of a Lead Colour, 
by reafon of tlic ill Dotcom where they 
breed, fometiines but one or two Fa¬ 
thom deep. 

Formerly there were good Pearls 
found in the Ifland Margarita , both 
I/arge and well Colour’d \ but at pre- 
fent there are few^ bclidcs the Filbcry 
is broke olH A few arc allb taken at 
Santa-Marta and in other Iflands, but of 
110 Value. 

Fdaving faid enough concerning the 
Pearls, it is tit I fhonld give the Rea¬ 
der an account of other remarkable 
Matters in thefc Parts. In the fir ft place 
it is to be obferv’d, that all the Water 
about Baharen being brackilli, and ill 
tailed i Strangers who are not us’d to 
drink it, as the Natives arc, there 
being no better to be had, not even 
on the Continent, caufe freft Water to 
be taken out of the bottom of the Sea, 
a League from the Ifland. Four Men 
go oiitT in a Boat, two whereof Dive 
down into the Sea, with Veflcls dole 
llopp d at liicir Girdles, when they 
touch Groiiiul they unftop their Vef- 
llls, which being fill’d with the Wa¬ 
ter, that is fwcet for two or three Foot 
dibp VC the Ground, they ftopthem a- 
gaki, and makiiig a fign with a Rope, 
a! a drawn up by the other two in the 
BoaC. ^ 

Their way of building Boats in Cbw- 
^0 is alfo lingular i for inftcad of Iron 
Kriils, they ufc fome Pins of Cane, 


or Bamboo ; and for the reft they join 
the Boards together wifKTacktlircad , 
and little Lines made o^^Ihes. In- 
ftead of Anchors they mafe nfe bf.n 
large Stone bor’d through j and for OSrsV 
of a Pole with a little round Board 
ty’d at the end of it. Pdday 15 th, 1 
faw Icveral Watermen at work about 
a new Boat, like fo many Taylors. 

Satmday idth, I pay’d the Vifit to 
Jofeph Pereira de jisjevedo the Porttt- 
Coramiflioner. Sunday i7tb, Male 
was very Iblcmnly fung in the Church 
of the Auguftinians with the Gates o- 
pen, as if it had been in Chiiftendom. 

Monday 18th, walking abont the Buxidt 
I met fome Arabs accounted rigid Ob- 
fervers of the Mahometan Law j they * 
were asking an Alms in a Shop of Ba¬ 
nians j and to get the more and that 
quickly, clapt burning Coles into their 
Mouths, as if they had been Cherries. 

1 was told they did it by the Afliftance 
of the Devil, to whom they had given 
tlicmfelves up, being Sorcerers j and 
that this was only done in Appearance, 
and a deceit of the Sight. But 1 really 
faw them take the Coles and put them 
in their Mouths. 

When I return’d to the Momiftcry, others 
I law two mumping Arabs pafs by, beattbeir 
who for a fmall Alms beat their Brealls fclvesfor 
as hard as they could, with an Iron 
Pin a Span long, the Head whereof 
weigh’d at leaft eight Pounds, and yet 
did therafelves no harm, tho’ the In- 
ftrument was fit to drive through a 
Wall. How this came to paft they 
beft know, and the Devil that teaches 
them ^ but this 1 know, that theft,Cheats 
and Sons of Perdition would not fuf- 
fer another to ftrike them with the 
fame Pin j for then perhaps the Charm 
would have fail’d them. 

Four Dutch Ships being under fail at Anidola- 
Comron, we fent away an Exprefs to trousFc- 
get a Pallage aboard them, but he ftival. 
came too late, they being already gone 
for Batavia. That lame Night the 
Idolatrous Banians^ to honour the Fe- 
ftival of their Divali^ who they 
lay took a Fortreft, began to ftt out 
their Houfts, and Shops both with¬ 
in and without with rich Hangings, 
and Lights. This Feftival lafts three 
Days every Year in Memory of the fa¬ 
bulous Vidory, and taking of the For- 
treft ^ and they all ccaft from Labour. 

1 went that lame Night toftcit, and was 
receiv’d with much Civility by thofe ^ 
Idolatrous Merchants, they fprinkling 
my Fate with Rofe-water when 1 came 
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in, 8$ is Qs’d in the Bait, rnaJung me 

• Cemelli. lit in the chief Place, and treating me 
^<^94. with Tuvn Sweetmeats as the Country 

* ipvx; afford^ ' Not long after Women Dan- 

* ccrs ot Syndi came out to Cteoce, as a 
Prelage of u good Feafi; to the Mer¬ 
chant. They were Clad fome after 
the Indian and fome after the Perfian man¬ 
ner, and fang in both Tongues. Thole 
that were in the Perfian Garb wore 
a Veil of llrip’d Silk, down half way 
the Leg, but wide at bottom like a Pet¬ 
ticoat, under chat they had long Bree¬ 
ches down to their Ankles, with a Sil¬ 
ver Edging about them for Ornament. 
Both their tiugers and Toes were let 
out with abundance of Gold and Silver 
Rings,. and Dy’d with Imma or red 
Earthy as the Teeth, the inhde of the 
Eyes and Forehead were with Black. 
On tiieir Heads they had fmall Caps of 
a fine StuflT between Silk and Linncn, 
wrapp’d about i under which their long 
Trclles hung down to their Waftc; a 
long Red or Yellow Veil cover’d their’ 
Backs, and coming about fell before 
the Shoulders, fiefides their double 
Pendents, tliey bad a chick Gold Ring 
run through between their Noilrils, 
and other Jewels hanging and Ruck to 
their Foreheads^ but 1 thought that of 
the Nofe the molt painful Ornament, 
bccaufe they had a Gilt, or Gold Nail 
ftruck quite through the upper part of 
the Note where the Bridge rifes, which 
tliey thought an Ornament, and to us 
Europeans was a Deformity. About 
their Necks they had Gold CoUars, 
Necklaces of Pearls, according to what 
each could afford, and fine Bracelets 
on their Wrifts. la thb Dreft they 
began to Dance gravely, to the noile 
of a Dram and two pieces of Metal, 
which fonnded very loud, together with 
the Horfe-Bells they wore on their 
Feet. Then they went on with a- 
bundance of immodell Motions and Po- 
ftures; fnapping their Fingers as we 
do CaRanets very gracefully, and now 
and then intermixing Singing with their 


Dancing. To lay the truth I was lb 
well pleas’d, that I would fee it more 
than once, and from leveral Dancers, 
that went about from one Room to an¬ 
other. 

Tuefdayj^th^ Sadlingfour Horfes that a,, anti- 
had been receiv’d as the King of Per- ««ruin’. 
tugaPs Tribute, by the Porutguefe Oifi- town, 
cersj the F. Vicar, Confiantincy the 
Fador of Bajfora and \ w'enc out three 
Miles fromihc Town ward, and 
three from the Sea, to lee a very anci¬ 
ent Fort call’d CaUUfiony or rather a 
Rrong City once built by a King of Prr- 
/?4, oil the Top of a high Rock. It is 
three Miles in Compafs, and there is but 
one narrow Rcep way to come to it; 
there is never a Houfe Raudin? at pre- 
fent, l ime having ovtnhiowurht n: al4 
for by what I could pe.ccivc by the Ru¬ 
ins they have been many Ages decay¬ 
ing. There arc Rill to be fccu tlie 
Tombs of Mahometans y ai.d a Miiu’d 
Moj'chy but nothing moie proves its an- 
lient Splendor than ilircc hundred good 
and large Ciflerns, moR of which are 
full of Earth and few of Water j of 
which we drank with Sweetmeats we 
carry’d, and found it well taRed. 

Wednefday 20th, hapned a flrangc un¬ 
fortunate Accident. The Scihmdar be¬ 
ing offended at two rich Arabian Mer¬ 
chants, took the opportunity of their 
going to his Houfe to vilit him, to give 
them CoRce according to CuRom-, but 
Poifon’das they fajj there, with Powder 
of Diamonds. One of them drank it, 
the other out of good Manners gave it to 
the ScibandaPi Unkle; both of them 
drank their Death in the CoRce j tor 
the next Night they went out of this 
World with their Bowels rent in Pieces; 
the Scibandarh Treachery being at the 
lame time in Ibme meafure puniih’d by 
bis own Poylbn. It was not known 
what became of the Servant that pre- ^ 
par’d the murdering Potion; but it 
was laid he had caus’d him to be kill’d 
that he might not difeover the Truth.

The day ben g 
aFeftival, 1 faw fcveral lianiam make 
three low Bows to her, touching the 
Ccrcmo- Ground with their Fore-heads. Their 
flics. Devotion towards iier is fo great, that to 
this day they very carefully preferve her 
Houle at Din a Fortrefs of the Pmu- 
guefes. Befldes the Brachmans their 
Priefts, every Morning colour the Fore¬ 
head and Ears of this talfl* Deity, with 
a dye of an Orange colour, made of 
Sandal, red Earth, and Cows Pifs; 
which they alfo receive with great De¬ 
votion (as Catholicks do the extreme 
Unftion) that the Devil may kiiow 
them i it being their culfom to Sacrifice 
to him, bccaufe he is wicked, for fear, 
fooncr than to God chat is good, for 
Love. Night and Morning they go 
down to the Shore, and having ador’d 
the Sea, throwing in forac Rice to feed 
the Filh, carry fbme of that Water 
home, to fjirinkle the Face and Ears 
of all the Family. The Men wear a 
Gold Ring through their Nofes, but 
Icfs than the W'omens. 

22d, I din’d at the PortHguefe 
Coramiinoners. Saturday 23d, I went 
a {hooting with the Father Vicar, and 
wc kill’d forae Partridges. Sunday 24th, 
the Feaft of our Lady of the Rofary, 
which had been put off till then for want 
of Priefts, was celebrated in the Church 
of the Auguftinians.

In 
ihort it was perform’d among Maheme- 
tans^vfi^ the fameSoIemaity as is ufual in 
ChriftM^om. Mendt^ a Moorish 


Vcflelfrom Seratte, arriv’d at Bander- 
Cmgo. 1 hey fail on the Indian Sea, at 
certain fix’d times j that whiclCis proper 
to fail from Bander-Ahajfi an<i '^^andn- 
Cengo, is from the middle of uOober,'^ 
till the end of April. Two fevcral Cur¬ 
rents run along the Straight between 
thefe two Ports, and meet at the Point 
of the Ifland Ktfcimt^ within the Bay. 

Tuefday 26th, F. Sanfeverino of Naples., 
went away for Gomron, about fbme af- 
faii*s of his Order. 

Wcdnefdi^ 27th, we rode out with 
the F. Vicar, to fee Mullah-Mamet’s Oaracn. 
Garden j Mullah in the Andtian 
1 ongue, is a learned Man. It was 
fiiull but curious, and the beft about 
CoHgo. In it there are abundance of 
Pm apt an Fig-trccs, Grapes, Oranges, 
and many Indian Plants, by the Portu- 
guefes call’d Palmeiras , which bear the 
Coco-mits. There was alfo another Tree 
call’d Badamasy which produces a fort 
^ of Fruit like Almonds, and grows a- 
* bout the Gulph of Perfia, as well as in 
India. 


After Mid-night, all the Idolaters 
both Men an Women, went apart to L 
wafh themfelvcs on the Sea-Shore, the 
Brachmans preaching to the Men, and 
their W jves to the Women. It is per¬ 
haps fomc fuperllitious cuftom they ob- 
ferve of wafhing every Month,upon fuch a 
certain day of the Moon j for before the 
wafhing there is a general Faft, cither 
as prepatory to it, or becaufe they 
think to cleanfe thcmfolves of all their 
Sins. 


Walking out of Town on Thurfdi^ 
28th, 1 met a or Pthiopain, extra¬ 
vagantly clad like a Fachir, or Strowlcr • 
that is, with a Cap on his head, all fet 
off with Feathers at the rop, and with 
Shells about the Border ; and a Girdle 
with about 2000 Goars hoots hanging 
to it, and jingling like fo many Bells j 
in this ridiculous Habit, did he walk 
fo gravely, that it was Plcafant to fee 
him.

Fryds^ 29th, I went to the Houfe of oi 
certain Banians, to fee how they match’d pearls* 
the fcveral Sizes of Pearls. They firft 
fliake them through a fort of Brafs Cul¬ 
lenders, much after the manner as we 
make fmall Shot j and then fcveral 
Youths jflek the round from the mifha- 
pen, and the clean from the foul. There 
is 30 per cent, profit, in carrying them 
but to Sitratte-, and therefore the Cu- 
ftom-houfe is lb fharp, that they fcarch 
all that go thither to the Soles of their 
Shooes, and their fccret Parts, to find 

Pearls. 
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rvA-o Pearls. And yet for all this fcmity 
Cemelli. the Caftomers are often cheated by the 
Merchants, who lay out 50 or 100000 
.Crowns rc Ottfiy in this noble Cotnmo- 
* dityy^Q(l ch^t wichont any lofsof timei 
by realbn of the great quantity there is 
to fell, and their goodnefs. 

Satard^ ^othi iateacNi|ht, thef«r- 
iuguefes privately brought in a Cow to 
be kill’d and divided among them j be> 
caufe the Deroga will by no means fuf* 
fer a Creature fo highly honour’d by 
the Gentils, to be ilaughter’d in Pub- 
lick, and they pay him conliderable 
fums of Mony from time to time, on 
this account. And this is the reafon 
they generally eat, very bad Mutton, or 
Goats hefli. 

Smday' the lafl: of OBoher^ Mafs was 
vcryfolcmnly fung in our Churchy there 
was a great rcibrt of Chriftians; as 
there was on Mmday the firft and Tnef- 
2(1, Of NovemberM^tducfday 3d, there 
was a plciirifulcatcrtainment at the Mo- 
nalicry all the PortugHcJe Officers of 
Co> 7 gi) dinin.; there ^ but I took more 
Plf;*r-e aftiootiugon Thurfday the 4th, 
with t/ic A 4Ltui oi Jiajfara. 

fytd/ey ^th, an EngUfii Vellel came in¬ 
to the dar!)our to cake in loading for 
Sitratte. 1 'he heat was fb violent on 
Saturday the <Sth, that I could not for¬ 
bear at Night having my Bead carry’d 
up to the top of the Houib, to lye there 
a.rcr the Country faihion*, for at Congo 
and about the Gulph of Perfa^ the Na¬ 
tives moft of the Year, lye either in 
their Courts, 'or on the tops of their 
Houfes built like thofe in Nafles, com¬ 
monly call’d Afiratci^ that is, flat Roofs 
All their Bed is only a corded Bed-fted, 
with a thin Qpilt under, and another 
over them. 

Sitndj^ 7Ch, we had Ibme of the Coun¬ 
try Mufick in our Church, which was 
not altogether ungrateful to the Ear. 
Monden 8th, I din’d with and was well 
treatccl by Jofe^ Pereyra. Tue/day ptb, 
a Moorijh Woman came to our Church 
to have the Gofpel of St. John read to 
her,tocurehcrofaFeveri and they told 
me they had known feveral Perfons 
cur’d by their Faith, in that Holy 
Gofpel. 

IVednefdeg 10, we diverted our felvcs 
on the Sea. Thurfday nth, an expreis 
came from Ifyahan^ and confirm’d all was 
faid before, concerning the permiffion to 
drink Wine •, and that the new King 
drank as hard as his Father had done^ 
Friday 12, I walk’d along the Sea fide 
with the F. Vicar, and cook notice chai;

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there was great plenty of Game. 
tnrdey 13th, there arriv’d a great Ship 
from Bafora to load for the fneUes. Sun- 
day i4tii, Mais Solemnly fnng ia 
our Church, many Mahometans relbtt- 
ing to it, to l^ourMyftenousCeremo* 
nies. Monday 15th, a good entertain¬ 
ment was given in the Mouaftcry ^ the 
fame on Tuefday i 5 th at the Coniuiillion- 
ers, this being fome diVerlion for being 
detain’d in that place, yfedke/day I’j, I 
hadthefatisfadfion tofeeV^e Dance of 
Moorijh Women, who interraixt it now 
and then with finging in their Language, 
as was laid before. 

The Engbfh Vellcl being ready to 
Sail, F. Francis and F. Conjtantine^ who 
had agreed for their Pailage aboard, pre¬ 
par’d for their Voyage on Thurfday i8tb, 
and Frieh^ iS>th, and then on Sunday 
20th, went away to Ban'der-Abafs in or¬ 
der to Sail thence to Suratte. This they 
did for fear of being made Slaves by the 
Moors of Mafcate^ who were then at 
, War with the FortuguefeSf and bad 14 
Men of War in that Port. The caufe 
of this War was, becaufe the Town of 
Mafcate, having once belong’d to the 
King of PortHgd, the ArAss h^ revolt¬ 
ed from them 45 Years before this time, 
and chofen a Sovereign of their own call’d 
Imamy who did not only extend his 
Dominions up the Country, to the) 
great prejudice of the neighbouring 
Princes \ W alfo along the Gulph of 
Perjia, from CaiJC Kos-Mgate to Catifa^ 
being 500 Miles alpng the Shore. He 
aifo took from the Portuguefes the Fort 
of Pattif near MonAas, and fix’d his 
regal feat at Naxjtra. Ever fince thefe 
two Nations have been at War, and 
commited Hoftilicies at Sea ; both 
their Fleets continnally feeking one a- 
nocher to fight, tho’ the PertugHefe has 
always come off viQoiious, with the 
Total deftrudion of the other. They 
have Ibmecimes treated about Peaee, 
but could never come to any conclufion^ 
becaule befides a yearly Tribute the 
Crown of Portugal demands liberty to 
build another Fort near Mafcate, to 
keepaGarrilbu there and Fa<ffory. 

Thus I was left alone, to the diila- 
tisfadion of F. Brands, who endeavour’d 
to perfoade me to continue ray Voy¬ 
age to the Indies with him. I had refblv’d 
to Imbark aboard a Moorifi Veflel qf 
Gibera, which was to land eight Hcflcs, 
receiv’d by way of Tribute from the * 
Kingof^Per^4 at Damam. Several rea- 
Ibns induc’d me to go aboard this Ship 3 
the fixft becaaie k was ready* and the 
A a 2 Bn^P* 
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EngUj}t VelTel not yet loaden *, but was 
Cemelli. to go to Bander-^ba^i to lade there, 
1 694.. which could not be donqwkbout Tome lofs 
of time. Thefecond, becaufc the Afoarj 
were in Peace withalI]S]ations, andthe 
E»£liJ!t at War with the vf/vwi, who 
lay ill wait to fall upon them about Su¬ 
rat, in which cafe 1 rauft have jMrhaps 
fled to fome placx 1 had no Inclination 
to go to. The /lird and laft, becaufe 
1 knew the\Ciiponi-Houfe of Surat to 
be very feverrton account of Pearls, as 
was laid before, and therefore I ihould 
have met with much Trouble. All 
thefe Inconveuiencics being avoided a- 
board the Moorijh Vcllcl, 1 thought bet¬ 
ter to go in it for Damam, a City be- 
. longing to the Portuguefes. I fjwke to 
Jofeph Pereyra to agree for Mine and 
my Mans Falfagc (which accoiding 10 
the ufual rate wonld have been a '/®- 
man for me and thiity Abajfu for him) 
but he very gcncroufly got it me for 
nothing •, further clelii ing the Mailer of 
the VclTel to alFord me all convenitney, 
which he willingly did, as Handing in 
need of his Fricndfliip. Tho’ 1 never 
delign’d to be carry’d gratis, yet I 
thought fit to accept of ‘the Commif- 
fioncr’s favours, but defigning to make 
the Maftcr fome return for his Civility. 

!. Sunday 1 1 fl, Luis Mtndeca, formerly the 
King of PortugaCs Faftorat BaJfora,vi9nt 
away for Comron to overtake F. Fran¬ 
cis, and go with him to the Indies. 
Monday 22d, I fpent in Shooting, and 
kill’d fome Partridges. Tuefday 23d, I 
prepar’d for my Voyage, which being 
near at Hand, the Commiflioner was 
pleas’d to give me fome diverlion at 
his Houfe, lending for 3 Women dan- 
Perfm cers. Their Veits were all lac’d open 
dancers, before, and with long clofe Sleeves, 
ty’d under the Breall with Ribbonds, 
after the Country falhion, and bound 
about the Waft with a lilver Girdle 5 
under it they wore long Breeches, like 
thofe above deforib’d. On their Heads 
they had little Caps clos’d at top with a 
Ribbond and two Clafps, from under 
which there hung down behind a long Silk 
Veil, like a Nuns. They had only Glals 
and Silver Bracelets about their Wrifts, 
and others made fall above their Elbows, 
at which hung two Silk firings with 
TolTcls of beaten Silver. Their Eye- 
iids were dy’d black, for Ornament, 
and they had fcveral fpots of the fame 
colour, about their Faces; under the 
Eye-brows, on the Chin, and IJiofc, and 
fome on the Checks like Patches. Their 
Hands and Feet were colour’d with yel¬ 


low, to add as they thought to their 
Beauty. At their Nofes, which were 
bor’d, hung Rings with two- Pearls on 
each fide; and between the Noflrils were 
bigger Gold Rings which reacl^'“d6wij 
to their Mouths. Their Hair made into 
feveral Trefles hung down their Backs, 
except two Locks, which falling upon 
their Cheeks, were cy’d under the Chin, 
as it were to bridle it. Abroad they co¬ 
ver therafelvcs with a piece of Stuff of 
feveral colours, and their Faces with a 
traofparent Veil. The Arabian Women 
wear black Masks with little clafps pret¬ 
tily Order’d. The Floor being cover’d 
with Carpets, they began their dance, ift 
all three, and then two, to the Muiickof 
Pipes, Flutes, Drums and four Tabors. 

It wouUl be tedious to give an account of 
their feveral grave motions, and the 
winding of their Bodies and Arms, which 
they fometimes reach’d down to the 
Ground. When they had all fungawhile, 
the youngeftftood up, with fome fmall 
Horfe-bclls about her Arms, and danc'd 
alone, clapping her Hands on fcveral 
parts of her Body regularly to make the 
found more agreeable, cutting Capers, 
and making ftrange motions with her Bo¬ 
dy to provoke laicivioufnefs, and laugh¬ 
ter. Then the 2d, perform’d the fame 
withabettcrGrace; and laftly fhe danc’d 
with the lame adions, and motions to 
the found of two great Horfe-bells, like 
thole our Mcifengers Mules wear, which 
fhe jingl’d artificially enough. 

Whilft we were thus diverting our 
fclves with the Commillioner, a Meffcn-*^ 
gcr came from the Deroga, or Gover¬ 
nor of the City, to defire in bis Name 
he would do right to a Moor, who had 
fome Mony due to him from a Ptrfian, ^ 
that was Servant to the Fador of Bajfora, 
This made me obftrvc what refped was /«• 
given to the Portuguefes, allowing them 
to exercife the fame Jurifdidion, as they 
have at Goa, not only over their Sobje^ 
and other Chriftians, but even over the 
Mahometans that ferve in the Fadory; 
and beJides the Power of Imprifoniug at 
Congo to batlinado Msdtometans, who 
being fummon’d by the Commiflioner, 
do therefore make their appearance be¬ 
fore him as pundually as they do before 
the Derega. The Freneit themfelves 
have not^lb much Authority in the Ports 
of Turfy. 

Thurfday 25th, there hapned a great 
Fray between thcScibandarsQPasxn, and 
t\\cArtAs, on account of a ieizureof Ta- 
bacco; two of the former being dange- 
roufly wounded.

The Juthor^s Voji^e to Damam, in Injofian. 


r>J^ A LL Things being in a mdinefs, 
CemelU. £\ the NicotU, or Captain of the 
1694. Veflbl came, on Frid^^ 25 tb, to Order 
me Aboard, and therefore in the Even¬ 
ing I caus’d my Equipage to be carry’d 
« diredly Aboard from the Monailery, 
without being fearch’d by the Cuftomer j 
but a Moor dropt a Cloak-Bag on the 
Strand, and wetted ibrae of my Qoaths. 
Then I went Aboard with the Captain; 
where 1 found all the Provilions 1 had 
Occaiion for, laid in Generoufly by the 
Portu^utfe CommilTioner. 

A„i<m Safiing that fame Evening late, we 
Kland. arriv’d on SatHrday 27th at Angon^ to 
take in frclh Water ^ which is not al¬ 
low’d to be done at Congo^ left the Na¬ 
tives flioold want By good Luck we 
found the Cifterns dry, which oblig’d 
us to take it in the neighbouring Ifland 
of JCefcimi, two Miles diftant Angon 
is not Inhabited, becaufe it was Burn’d 
down by a Fortugnefe General, in Re¬ 
venge for the Perfidioufiaefs of the In¬ 
habitants. 

Kerdmi Whilft they were labouring Diligent- 
Wand. ly to take in Water, which was fome- 
what Brackilh, on Sund^ 28th, I went 
a Shooting, the liland abounding in all 
forts of Game, both Four-footed, and 
Feather’d. On Monday 2.9th,^ 1 went a- 
bout to fee the iQand. It is longilh, 
ftretching out a great way towards 
der^ Abaft *, its Compafs is about ninety 
Miles. The Soil produces Grapes, Figs, 
Dates, and other forts of Fruit for the 
fupport of the Natives j but their great- 
eft Suftenance is Filh, for they dry abun¬ 
dance of Pilchards in the Sun, which 
they take there, and in the Ifland of A»- 
goHf to feed upon all the Year. There 
are good Pearls found about both thefe 
Iflands *, but the Natives love their Pil¬ 
chards better, as being taken with more 
lafety, and left trouble than thole Jew¬ 
els.

Wtdaefday the ift of Decemberj we Omur 
Sail’d betimes with a fair Wind j fo that Wa^. 
on Thurfds^ 2d, we left the Ifland Rec^ 
cat where the Poruignefes formerly had 
a Fort, aftern betimes, and paG’d in 
light of tlie Ifland of Orrmz^ This fmall 
Ifland is at the Mouth of the Gulph of 
Perjta, two Spaaijh Leagues from the 
Continent. Within its compafs of three 
. Miles, there grows neither Tree, nor 
Herb, being all over cover’d with good 
white Salt, which renders the Soil quite 
barren. It has no frelh Water but what 
falls from the Clouds, and is gather’d 
into Cifterns, for the ufo of the Garri¬ 
fon. The Sand is valu’d, becaufe it iS 
very Black and Bright as alfo the red.

Foreheads. In this Ifland, before the 
PortHguefes Conquer’d it, there was a 
City, where the King of Lar rcfided, 
being Sovereign of jt. 

Friday 3d, we lay off the Mountain Empioy- 
of Dabot in Arabia Foelix \ becaufe the mentand 
Wind being contrary, we rather loft Civility 
than gain’d Ground. Towards Evening 
we advanc’d as far as So4r, or Mafcate, ^ ’ 
ftill in light of the Mountain Kumumenek 
in Perfia. At Night it blew a Storm, 
which on Saturday 4th, turn’d to fo fair 
a Wind, that it carry’d us out of the 
Streight into the fpacious IneUan Ocean 
but ftill in light of the Continent. In 
the mean while, the Moors chief Em¬ 
ployment was to Colour their Eye-Lids 
every Day, with a certain black Oint¬ 
ment, good, as they laid, to preferve 
the Sight i to pluck the Hairs off their 
Beards with Nippers, where they would 
not have them grow, and Die the Nails 
of their Hands and Toes with red Earth.

It flew tor about a .viusket Shot above 
the Water, and then dropr, the little 
Wings not being able to fupport its 
Weight of tea, oi t..'clve Ounces. He 
leaves his . atural Element to fjve his 
Life i l)Cca:.l’e the Abtms^ ox Dorado^ as 
the Feiii'^ttcjh call it, continually pur- 
fues to (levoiii it. This Dorado Filh that 
Lives by dclfroying another, is of a 
blcvsifh Colour, well Tailed, and big 
cuou!;,ii to ferve four Men. 

Wtdnefday 15th, the Storm grew fo 
violent, that wc were in ibme Danger, 
and in the Afternoon it Rain’d harder 
than it had done the Day before, which 
lalfing all Night, wetted thofe under as 
well as above Deck. The Moorifij Wo¬ 
men in the Poop wept bitterly, as did 
their Husbands witlionr, calling upon 
their fdlfe Prophet Mahomet to deliver 
them from iinpciiding Death. 

Thurfday i 5 th, the Wind came Fair, 
and the Sailers thought they diHover’d 
at forty Miles diftance the Continent of 
Giafih^ part of the Dominion of the 
Balttccos. We held on our Courfe along 
it i but tho’ the Ship made good way, 
wc could fcarcc regain what we loft the 
Day before, much Icfs difeover the Lund 
of Coader, we hop’d to fee in the Even¬ 
ing. Our Misfortune was, that we had 
an ignorant Pilot, who Sail’d by guefs, 
without knowing what he was to do, 
his Bufinefs at Conoe having been Selling 
of Tabacco. By this we may judge how 
barbaroufly the Moors \8t in other Ga¬ 
fts, fince they commit their Lives and 
Eftates in a Ship to a Tahacconift, This 
Conlideration made E Francis refufe to 
go with us, tho’ much Courted by the 
Mailer of the VelTel The Captain 
pert Giving the Ignorance of the Pilot, 
who knew nothing of hisBnlincfs, came 
in lofty Terms to tell me, he had ftood 
again for the InSes for my Sake, and 
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therefore 1 fliould fee whether the Vef- 
fcl held her Courfe. I told him it did 
not, and that the cdd^Pilot having fwai- 
low’d Op/am all the Da^ ttLatjd more 
Stupidity to that proceeding froh^pld 
Age, lowering thic two Top-Sails, ft^d 
all Night for the Land, wliidi w'as the 
way to be certainly loft on feme Rock, 
and therefore, if lie had \not\u mind to 
Perilh, he muft Tack abci^t, »nd (land 
out to Sea. 1 his he 01 dc?\d r J be done 
immediately, hoi/liiig his main Top- 
Sail, and Foi'C-Sail, and then pray’d me 
to llaiid by the Compafs, as being now 
fcniible of the Tabacconiil’s Ignorance, 
and imagining I was well Skill’d in Na- 
vigauon. Being equally in Danger with 
the Moorsy and toncerii’d for the Safety 
of the Ship, tho’ not niiich better Skill’d 
than* the Tahacconift, I thought fit to 
comply with the Niceday or Captain, 

Handing fometimes by the CompaF, and 
ordering how we fliould Sail. Belidcs, 
i made the Men handle their Anns when 
aiiy Vcflel appear'd, that we might not 
be loft through tlicir Ignorance and 
Cowardize. Thus upon every Accident 
they call’d for the A^a Gamtiliy believ¬ 
ing as being an Eareptany i muft under- 
ftand every Thing (fo great an Opinion 
they have of us) but I underftood as 
good as nothing, and did nothing all 
Day but Steer to the South-ward \ leav¬ 
ing the Employment at Night, when I 
could not lofe my Sleep, to the dull 
Tabacconift, who loft at Night all we 
gain’d in the Day. Thus, tho’ the Day 
before we had five Sails Abroad, and a 
fair Wind, yet on Friday 17th, we found 
our Selves in the lame Place we were in 
eleven Days before; a Plague thofe are 
fubjedl to, who Sail in ADoriJh Ships. 

Making way in the Day, we came up 
with the Lands of Arabiay Fijpmimelony 
Settalauy and C/«r»4, of the Kingdom 
of Syndiy under the Dominion of the 
Great Mo^Ay about the firft part of In- 
dofian. 

The fame fair Wind continuing on idolatrous 
Saturday 18th, we made much way, be- Ccremo 
cjufe the Ship was light, and wc had " 7 * 
fix Sails Abroad ; the NIcoda taking no 
more Notice of the fearful Pilot, lince 
I advis’d him to make all the Sail he 
could, when the Wind was Fair. At 
the fight of the New Moon, that had 
caus’d the aforelaid Storm, all the Moors 
in the Vcflel in the Evening made their 
ufual Prayers and Adorations to her, 
after the manner of the Idolaters, with 
their Hands open before their Eyes. A 
Gun was fir’d for Joy, and all of them

1694. Sunday i otb, khe Wiad continu’d Fair, 
but there^was little it. Monday 20ch, 
it wds contrary, foUhat we made no 
way. Tn^fdt^ 21 ft, i^as fuch a Calm, 
that 1 loftyill hopes of keeping Oirifi- 
mas Alhorc ^ and I had fuch a Contelb 
with the lilodj; who made no way by 
Night, that I would meddle no more 
with Ste^irin;^the Ship. IVednefday 22d, 
the Wind it'as Fair, but lb little of it, 
that wc could not make much way; but 
on Tijn/day 23d, it frclhned, and held 
all Night, and Friday 24th ^ yet we could 
not diftover the Continent, and I have 
the Satisfadion of keeping Chrifimas-Eve 
Afliore. 

Saturday 25th, fb great a Day for the 
Redemption of Man, the Sea appearing 
cover’d with thofe Weeds the Rivers 
carry down into the Indian Sea, wc be¬ 
gan to hope wc flioiild loon dilcover 
Land; and calling the Lead we found 
eighteen Fadom Water. 

Sunday 26 th, we began to lee Ibmc 
Snakes of the Colour of thole we call 
Cervoni, drove out by the Rivers into 
the Sea; and calling the Lead, we found 
no bottom, which made us begin to fear 
Sands. About Evening, a contrary 
Wind ftarted up, and difappointed our 
Hopes of feeing Land on Monday 27th. 
But before Sun-riling, on T uefday 28th, 
the ignorant Sailers and Pilot began to 
fancy they law the l.and and Fort of 
Diu^ which runs further out into the Sea 
than any other. Upon this joyful News, 
the Captain, according to the Moorijb 
Cuftom, treated all the Sailers with Cac- 
ciaro, that is, black Kidney-Beans, Rice, 
and Lentils all Boil’d together. They 
Eat this Indian Food, dipping their 
Hands into a Dilh of melted Butter, and 
then filling it with the Cacciaroy and lb 
cramming their Mouths. Since we ima- 
gine our Selves in light of it is not 
improjjer to leave the Moors to their 
foon fading Pleafurc, and Acquaint the 
Reader, That this Fortrefs is feated in 
a fmall Ifland very near to the Conti¬ 
nent and Bay of Cambaya. Its Port is 
capable of large Ships. The Caftle Hands 
on the top of a Rock, with only a nar¬ 
row Path to it, cut out of that very Mals 
of Stone *, fo that a (ingle Man may de¬ 
fend it. This Rock is all about Preci¬ 
pices, and has no other high Ground 
to Command it ^ for which realbn the 
Conqu^ of it coft the Fortuytuefes more 
Blood and Treafure, than all ihcir other 
Conqudb in India ^ but they ought to 


fpare nothing for the gaining of it, be- 
caufe it is a Check upon all Ships that 
Sail the Indian Ocean. The City is on 
the Continent, not far from the Fort, 
and Inhabited by Chriftians^' Mahoue-^ 
tans and Gentils. Its LiHrties Extendji . « 
four Miles along the Sea-Shore, till the 
Place where they pals the River Bran- 
cavaria. It Borders on the two King¬ 
doms of Guzaratte and Camb/^a, both 
Subjed to the Mogul. When Badurj 
King of Cumbaya Bcficg’d this Place, 
D.Nuno d*Acuna, Covernour of Goa^ 
came to Relieve it, and not only rais’d 
the Siege, but kill’d the King , Ihewing 
at once the Strength of the Place, and 
V'alour of the Portuguefes. Acuna en- 
tring the City Diu, in the Year 1535, . ^ 
found an old Man of 335 Years of Age, * 
who liad a Son of 90. He had chang’d fui Age. 
his Teeth three times, and bis Beard .^s 
often grew Grey, after having been 
Black. He begg’d of D. Nuno, a Pupio 
a Day, worth about five Carlines of Na¬ 
ples, Icfs than half a Crown EngUfli, tel- w 
ling him, King Sultan Badur had allow’d ^ 
him lb much ; but the Generous Portu- pjg. *,5 
guefe inftcad of one, aiiow’d this InMan Hf. Dm 
phenix three, in refpea to his venera- <<• 
ble Age. They lay, all the Accounts 
he gave, agreed perfedly well with the 
Hiftories of his Times, tho’ he could vtrgei.i 
not Read.

F. Hiacinth de Dios Cells 
us further. That this Indian Noah was 
firft a Shepherd in in 1230, and 

carry’d S. Francis over the River on his 
Back, who for his Reward gave him a 
pair of Beads; there are Icveral Parti¬ 
culars that may render this Opinion the 
more improbable -, but the chiefeft, that 
wc never read S. Francis was in JnSa. 

Thence the old Man went to Din, where

Voyage. All the Sailers rejoye’d, and 
the Merchants much more, as thinking 
their Lives and Ellates in fafety; and 
the Ignorant Pilot, vainly puff 'd up with 
Pride, for hav'ing brought the Ship fafe 
to India^ Went about with a Sheet of Pa¬ 
per ill his Hand, to enter what the Paf- 
Ic.ip.is promis’d to give him as a re- 
w .idtoi his tarej but coming to ask 
wiijt I would give, I faid, I would give 
notlJiig i for he rather deferv’d to be 
Pii ii!h d chan re warded \ being through¬ 
ly fatisfy’d the Land we law, was not 
that he imagin’d. The lame day dilio- 
veriug a large Bark, the Arab Soldiers 
of our fuail Vcflel had a falfe Alarm j 
a netting of Robes was made on the 
prow, to cover them, and our ten finall 
Guns were loaded,but Night drawing on 
we loft fight of her. T he Pilot was tor 
furling the Sails to come to an Anchor, 
but 1 prevail’d with the Captain not to

This furpri- 
wng News terrify’d mej and perceiving 
the Moon m our Boat, [ufpkted the o- 
thers were Sa»galo PyfatesA and only 
perfuaded us that was t^ place it was 
not, that they might carryais o^ with¬ 
out any trouble, the Sanganos border¬ 
ing on the Kingdom of OuzAratte. I en¬ 
deavour'd to perfuade tbem for our fafe- 
ty to cut the Rope that iicld us, and 
make away to our Vc.Iel. They an- 
fvsTr’d It was too late, ai.d fiiould per- 
tcctlycaft our Hives away, if the others 
hapned to be too fwife for us, as they 
rauft be, having a better Boat and more 
Oars to retch us up. There being no 0- 
thcr remedy, we fulfer’d our felves to 
be led away like fo many Lambs before 
the Commander of the place. He re- 
cciy d us not ill, as we fear’d, but with 
civility; giving us leave to take in Wa¬ 
ter, whereof we had much need. It 
was brought us in the darkeft of the 
Night, by thc-Country Women in ear¬ 
then Veflels, one upon another. They 
cover’d all their Bodies, and Heads with 
long Garments like Smocks of Silk 1 in 
their Ears they had Gold Rings, and a- 
bont their Arms others of Glafs. No¬ 
thing could be fecn of them but their 
Feet and Faces. 


Coall is inlefted with Pyrates. Fridt^ 
being thelaft of the Year 1^94 wc were 
becalm’d not far from Land. 

Satardity the firft of tlie year 1^95, 
drawing near to the Shore upon the mi- 
ilakcn notion, that wc were on the 
Portaguefes Territories, the Boat was 
lent oil to diflovet it.

N ever was Traveller better 
pleas’d, after enduring many 
hardlhips, .for a confiderable 
time in far diftant Countries, in being 
fafely reftor’d to his native Soil, enjoy¬ 
ing the conapany of deareft Friends, and 
relating what he had feen ; than I was 
at ray Landing in Jndoflan, which made 
me forget the Toils of my troublclbme 
Voyage. If it be extraordinary delight¬ 
ful to feed the Ears with the Relation of 
what precious things Nature has be- 
ftow’d on that wealthy Country, for the 
cafe of humane L.ife you may judge 
how great a fatisfa£tion it was to me, to 
be upon the fpoc where I might adtually 
fee and be acquainted with them.

The Cattle is no better, having 
four Towers but no Ramparts, but ei¬ 
ther coming from Sea or Land it mutt 
be pafs’d by to come at the City. The 
.sGovernor of it only commands the Gar- 
rifon Souldicrs*, the City being go¬ 
vern’d by a Nababf who receives the 
King’s Taxes throughout the whole Pro¬ 
vince. The private Houfes are built 
with Mod mixt with Cows Dung, and 
fmall Brolh-wood broke ^ there are not 
above a dozen good oiies belonging to 
French^ EngHfif Dutch and M*&orattan 
Merchants. Ncvcrthclels Swrattt is the 
prime Mart of India^ all Nations in the 
World Trading rhither, no Ship failing 
the Indian Ocean, but what puts in there 
.to Buy, Sell, or Load; forinthc Portof 
\jnattty there is a Trade not only for 
an forts of Spice, and among them for 
Ginger, but of very rich Gold and Silk 
StulTs, of very fine Cottons and other 
Commodities brought thither from re¬ 
mote Parts. There are fuch rich Mer¬ 
chants, that they can load any great Ship 
out of one of their Ware-Houfes. 1 may 
lay without enlarging, that ail the rich 
Silks and Gold Stulls curioufly wrought

Bu^ibrgot t'ne 
fi le Mullins of Csanbayoy am tbe Curio- 
iities made iu the raott valuable Agate 
th.it is brought into Furapg. 

Cambaya the Metropolis of that King- 
doin was a large and iich City, whiltt the 
Pmuratfes were pollels’d or it, Baroche 
and Saratte’y for this brave Nation go-. 
vern’d it well enough, the Gate being 
ttillttanding that People made for its fe- 
curity; but after they abandon’d it and 
retir’d to the Sea it lott much of its 
Splendor and Magnificence; for the Vef- 
fels Anchor twelve Miles from it, and 
cannot come up to the City but with the 
Flood; which is lb violent and fwift 
that a Horfe can fcarcc outrun it. For 
this rcalbu the Ships often do not go up, 
becaufe they mutt do it againft Wind, to 
check the violence of the Tide that drives 
fo iinpetiioufly. 

Barofee above mention’d is famous for Ttarofee 
its cvcellent white and ftain’d Calicoes, city, 
as alfo for Ginger, and the belt Market 
for its Commodities is at Saratte ten 
Miles dittanc from it. Its Port is the 
River, which falls into the Sea fifteen 
Miles lower, up which fmall Barks can 
go with the Tide. 

1 purpofely omit to mention particu¬ 
larly fo many Countries, which like Ri¬ 
vers to the Sea convey all their Wealth 
to SatattCy becaulc of the good Vent 
they find for it there ; this being a mat¬ 
ter well known to Earofeans. But there 
would be a much greater Refort, were its 
Port better, and that the Veficls when 
they have run fix Miles up the River, 
were not forc’d to lye at SiuAy ten 
Miles from the City; whence and whi¬ 
ther Commodities are convey’d inimall 
Boats.

The molt 
wonderful thing was to fee a Man who 
turn’d round upon a Caue, held up by 
another on his Girdle^ and wiiat molt^ 
amaz’d me was that he who fupported ’ 
the Cane went on without putting his 
Hands to guide it, and he that was on 
the top of it did not helj) himielf with 
his Hands neither, and yet the Cane or 
Bamboo was thirty Spans high. At hQ: 
after giving two skips in the Air he 
lighted on a very high Beam, fix’d to 
t^t purpofe j 1 know not how he could 
do all this without fome fupernatural 
Alllllance.

The Soil 
is cultivated by Chriftian, Mahometan, 
and Pagan Pea&nts, inhabiting the Vil¬ 
lages thereabouts. They keep the Gar¬ 

dens always Green and Fruitful, by 
Watering them with certain Engines; 
lb that the Gentry allur’d bv the cool 
and delightful Walks, all nave their 
Pleafure Houles at Cafabo, to go thither 
in the hotteft Weather to take the Air, 
and get away from the contagious and 
peltilendal Dileale call’d Carasua, that 
ufes to infed all the Cities of the Nor¬ 
thern Coaft. It is exadly like a Baba, 
Vol. IV. 
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and lb violent that it not only takes a- 
way all means preparing for a good 
End, but in a fe^w Hours depopulatys 
whole Cities, as witnels, Suratte, Dy 
mam, Bazaim, Tana and other BLai, 
which often fuffcr under this Calamity. 

In this Territory |f Cafabo I faw the 
Sugar Canes prefs’d qctween two great 
w^en Roulers, turn’d about by Ox¬ 
en,'Whence they came out thoroughly 
Iqueez’d. Then the Juice is boil’d in 
Cauldrons, and being fet out to cool at 
Night in earthen Vcilels it haidens into 
white Sugar. 

Thttrfday 3d, I went to vilit the Image 
of our Lady De los Remedios, ftanding in 
a Parilh Church belonging to the Domi^- 
nicans, ou the Road to Cafabo. About 
five Years fince this Church was Burnt 
by Kaeagi, a Gentil Subjedt to the Great 
Mogul, who with a great Multitude of 
Outlaws, and four thoufand Souldiers, 
went about like a Rover, Plundering 
and Burning Villages. Thence 1 went 
to fee another miraculous linage of our 
Lady da Merce, in a fmall Church 
founded and ferv’d by an Augujtinlan. 
who did the Office of Curate. 

Eridi^ 4th, 1 law the Church of the 
Jefititt, in India call’d Pasdiftas. It is 
richly Gilt, not only the three Chap- 
pels, but the Walls and Arch 3 but the 
Workmen knew not how to make tha\ 
rich Metal fhew it felf to the belt advafPV 
tage.

The Houfos are 
fcattcr’d on both fidcs of the Mountains, 
on the top whereof is the Palace of the 
Lord of the Village. I went thence up¬ 
on the Streight to the Village of Deins, 
belonging to the Nans of S. Monica at 
Goa,6 Milesdiftantfrom BaeMm: F. Bd-

ward an AHgufiinian Procurator to 
Gtme/ll thofe Nuns , receiv’d me into his 
Hdufe on acrountof a Letter ofrecom- 
mcndatioa I had from the F. Vili- 
tor. 

being hot and dry, F. Edwordhraaght 
out two Citron Peels preferv’d ; and 1 
without coiifidering eat one and drank 
a great Glafs of Water; but he after¬ 
wards offering me the other, I call’d 
to mind, 1 had fwaliow’d down Ibme 
, Hiindicds of Pifmires, which cover’d 
the faid Peels, and perhaps diflodg’d 
the Souls of fo many dead Idolaters re- 
lidiiig in thofe little Bodies. I there¬ 
fore refus’d the other with Thanks, 
defiriag him to keep that Sweat-meat, 
which was as old as the Village, to 
treat fome other Gueft; bccaufc I 
would not upon any account be guilty 
again of fuch a Slaughter of Ants. At- 
A Church fecfrcihmcnt 1 went to the 

inaltock. Village of Menopojfer^ a Mile diftant, 
to fee a Church under Ground, former¬ 
ly a Paf^od cut in the Rock, on which 
Hands the College and Monaltery of the 
Fravcifians. It isa ico Spans long, and 
in Breadth thirty. The lide Wails, as 
has been laid arc of the natural Rock, 
and only the Front is made by Art. 
Clofc by is another Pagod cut in the 
Rock, formerly ferving for their Ido¬ 
latrous Worfhip. 

The Church and Monaftery are like 
.nil the reft in India. Five Religious Men 
live there, to whom the King of Por¬ 
tugal allows 200 A'lurais of Rice, all 
which they give to the Poor, except on¬ 
ly as much as ferves for their own fuftc- 
nance. One of thefe Fathers docs the 
Clfice of a Curate, in the Village of 
C/?//{, two Miles diffant, and has a good 
dwelling there. On the Mountain near 
the ftid College is another Hermitage, 
with a Chappcl. 

Returning to F. Edward told 
me, that tho’ he hud us’d all his endea¬ 
vours he could not find Men to carry me 
in an Andora^ for his People were fled, 
and there were no others at Monopoffer^ 
by which perceiving that the Father was 
an Exception of the general Civility of 
the Portugucfcj I was forc’d to take up 
with an ill Houle. 

Monday 14th, the Owner w|jo was a 
brought me the Horfc very late, 
bccaufe none of them goes out of his 
Houfe, till he has perform’d his Idola¬ 
trous Ceremonies, and thinking to take 
fome little Meat before I fet out, good 
fjrariug f. FJward told me the Bread was 
not come yet; and I anfwering 1 would 


lend to buy ibme, he reply’d it was not ’ 
yet bak’d j and 1 might dine in a Village 
half way. Defiring liim further to ap¬ 
point Ibmc Pealant to Ihew me the Pa- 
godt bccaufe the G’w// 7 kncw not the way 
well, he would neither fend a Country 
Man, nor one of his »rvauts; where¬ 
upon 1 let out in Danger of lofing my 
way for want of a Guide, travelling on 
a Mountain full of Monkeys, 7 ygers. 

Lions, and other wild Bealls and veno¬ 
mous Creatures. Coming to ihe Vil¬ 
lage, whore I defign’d to cat, I found 
nothing but a little Rice half boil d in 
fair Water ; the place conlilling of on¬ 
ly four Cottages in the thiikcii of the 
Wood; fo that I went ci; falling. By 
the way 1 met lirangc Birds." Some 
were Green and as big as a Tlu ulb, and 
Sang very well; others bigger, black 
as Velvet, and with valt long Tails; 
others Red and Green; fome Black and 
Green, as big as a Turtle-dove, and ma- 
4iy more never fecn in Euref>e\ there were 
alfo an innumerable company of Parrots, 
and Monkeys, and Apes, with very long 
7 ails leaping from 7 Tee to Tree. 

After riding eight Miles thro* the 
thick Wood, wc knew not where the 
Paged was, or what way to take to find 
it. It pleas’d Providence, we hapned 
to meet with fome naked Pagan Wo- ' 
men, carrying Loads of Wood, who 
put us into the Road. Being come 
the Foot of the Rock,! was worfcpu/zl’d 
for want of fome Body to hold my Horfe, 
the Idolater being to guide me through 
the Labyrinth of fo many Fagods. At 
lall I tbund a Pealant wandring about 
the Mountain, and giving him the Horfc 
to hold, 1 climb’d the bare Craggy 
Rock with the Idolater, at the top 
whereof on the Eaft lide the great Pa¬ 
god is hewn out, with other fmall ones 
by it. 

The firft piece of Workmanlhip r/fviron- 
that appears, confifts of two large vl 

himns, 2 Spans high, the third mlrt god. 
of them from the bottom upwards is 
fqu.are, the middle part Oftanguiar, 
and the top round. Their Diameter 
is fix Spans ; they are fifteen Spans di- 
Hant from one another, and each of 
them eight from the Rock, which is 
cut after the lame manner. Thefe 
Columns fupport a Stone Architrave 
forty four Spans long, four in thick- 
nefs and eight in breadth; cut like the 
reilout the fame Rock. Thefe 3 
Porticos lead into a fort of Hall or 
PalTage Room, four Spans long, cut 
in the fome Rock. At the end of it 

are 
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|N,^A>nare three Doors, one fifteen Spans 
CemeUi. high, and eight in Breadth, which is 
i695.t.the middlemoit, and two others four 
Spans fquare on the fides, which are 
the way into a lower place. Over thefc 
Doors is a Cornifh four Spans broad, 
of the feme Stcbe ; over which thir¬ 
ty Spans above Ground, there are 
other fUch Doors, or Windows cut in 
the Rock. At the feme height, 
there are little Grots, or Dens, fix 
Spans high, of which the middlemoit 
is the biggefi. Thirty four Spans a- 
bove the Ground, in the feme place 
is fuch another Grot, it is no eafy 
matter to conceive what the ufc of all 
this was. 

Advancing ten Paces towards the 
Right, I few a fort of Grot, open .on 
two fides, twenty four Spans in length, 
and fifteen in breadth, over which was 
a round CuftiU fifteen Spans high, and 
ten wide, with a fquare Cornife, like 
that about the Grot. Here there is an.

ther fide there are i 5 Figures, all fit¬ 
ting with both Hands on their Breafes, 
and the feme Caps j one of them feefns 
to be feperior to the refe, becaufe there 
are two Figures ftanding by its fide, 
and two Children above. 

At a fmall diitance Northward is a 
little Grot eight Spans fquare, and 
in it, as it were a Bed of the feme. 
Stone, four Spans broad, and eight 
long. On the other Frontifpiece is a 
Statue fitting on its Legs, after the 
manner of the Eaft, with the Hands to¬ 
gether on the Breall \ and another ftand¬ 
ing with the Branch of a Fruit-Tree in 
its Hand, and above a wing’d Infant. 

Beyond the Grot, and on the feme 
Front, which runs/ fixty Spans with¬ 
in the Rock, there are two Statues fit¬ 
ting after the feme manner, their 
Hands plac’d the feme way, with Co¬ 
nical Caps on their Heads, and two 
like Servants ftanding by them. 

On the ferae fide is the Famous 


Idol cut in the Rock, in halt Relieve, 
which feeras to hold fomething in its 
Hand, but what it is docs not appear. 
The Cap it has on, is like that of the 
Doge of y'enice. By it ftand two Sta¬ 
tues in a fubmiflivc Pofture, as if they 
were Servants. They have Conical, 
or Sugar-Loaf Caps on. Over their 
Heads are two fraall Figures,* like the 
' 5 ^ngels we Paint in the Air; below two 
little Statues, holding their Hands on 
a Stair, and two Children by their fides, 
with their Hands put together, as if 
they pray’d; on their Backs is fome- 
thing like a piece of Wood. Clofe by 
is another round Oifida all of one Stone, 
and fhap’d like the other, but the top 
of it is broke. Both this and the o- 
ther are luppos’d to have been Sepul¬ 
chres of the Ancient Geatilsi but there 
is no Ground to make this out, no o- 
pening appearing to pot in the Bodies 
t)r Afhes j but on the contrary it is vifi- 
they are not hollow within, but on¬ 
ly '^ut without, in the fhape of Oifu- 
las. About this fecond, there are 4 
great Figures Carv’d in half Relief, hold¬ 
ing in the left Hand fomething like a 
Garment, and the feme fort of Caps on 
their Heads, with fmall Figures at their 
Feet, and 2 above. Oppofite to them, 
there are three little ones fitting, and 6 
other large ones, and 3 of a midling Size 
ftandi^all cot in the Rock after the 
fe^>lMmner: But that in tj;ie middle, 
wMielidemns to be the Idol^ its left holds 
a Tfee with Fruit on it. On tlieo- 


Pagffd of the Canarin. The Entrance to 
it is through an opening forty Spans 
long, in a Wall of the feme Stone, 
fifty Spans lohg, and eight Spans thick, 
on which there are three Statues. 
On the right Hand before you go 
into the is a round Grot, a- 

bove fifty Spans about, in which round 
the Wall, there are many Statues 
fitting, and fome ftanding, and one 
on the left, is bigger than the reft. In 
Che middle rifes a round Cupula, cut 
out of the feme Rock, like a Pillar of 
the feme Stone, ^ with feveral Chara- 
ders carv’d alioiit it, which no Man 
can ever explain. Going into the firft 
Porch of the Fagod, which is 50 Spans 
iquare, there are on the fides two Co¬ 
lumns 60 Spans high, with their Capi¬ 
tals, and fix Spns Diameter. On that 
upon the Right Hand coming in, 
there are two Lions, with a Shield 
by them \ on the ocher upon the left 
two Statues. Beyond th^ Columns 
at the entrance of a Grot, on the left 
there are two great Statues ftanding, 
and looking at one another. Still 
further in are 2 vaft big Statues on the 
Left, and one on the Right of the 
Door, all ftanding, with feveral lit¬ 
tle Statues by them, only within the 
l^ce of that Porch \ for going into the 
adjoyning Grot, which is 24 Spans 
fquare, there is nothing worth oblerv- 
ing. On the right Hand, where the 
Lions are, there are no Statues, but 
two large Velfels upon coavenient Pe- 
deftals. Hence 
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Hence there are three equal Doors 
Gmelli.\ thirty Spaus high, and eight broad, but 
1695/ that iu the iniddk eren with the Floor, 
thole ou the fides five S[3ans above it, 
intb another plain Place. Here there 
are four Culumns twelve Spans high, 
ftanding ou the Rock it (eli^ tetwoen 
the five Windows chat give Light to 
the tagod.

In this Place on tne lidcs, bc- 
lides feveral fmall Figures, there are 
two vaft Statues of Giants ftandiiig, a- 
bove twenty five Spans high j Ihewing 
thfit riglit Hands open, and holding a 
Gannejc in the left, on their Heads the 
laiiic Caps; a..d in their Ears Pendents 
alter the Ina'mn Falhion. 

At the Entrance of the great Gate of 
the which fittecii Spans high, and 
ten in bicidch, ihive arc on the Right 
four btatn. s ilaiidi.ione of which is a 
Wonun holdi .g ■ Flowe. in her Hand; 
and twel' c of .^1 Icfs, bme fitting and 
foinefijiidi.. , with thci: Hands on their 
iitciiib, ail i I'omctlii.j^: iu them.

caufe their Rooks arc llarce at Naples ; 
but they it is certain are well acquaint- / 
ed with it, the Viceroy theinfelves 
lometimcs coming from Goa to fee it • 
yet It is raoft likely tlfcy could never 
diftover the Truth.

All that has been hitWrto Defcrib’d 
is Cut in the very Rock, without any 
Addition to the Statues, or any ti.iug 
that may be patted. But on the Floor 
of the Fagod there are feveral hew’d 
Stones, which perhaps ferv’d for Steps 
to fomc Strudure. 

Coming out of the Pagod^ and afecn- 
ding fifteen Steps, all cut in the Rock, 

I found two Clltcrns ot Rain-Witer, 
good to Drink; and as many Steps a- 
boyc that, aGiott fixrcea Spans fquare, 
and a great one further on with much 
Water Handing in it. Mounting twen¬ 
ty Paces higher, I found another Giotc 
twenty SjJai.s fqnare, which led to ano- 
ijier of the fame Oimeiilions, and that 
into one of twelve. In the firft was a 
riling Window with Steps to it cut in 
the Rock, with two Columns near a 
Imal] Ciltern. 
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of arc Women, with large Kings about 
their Ancles of the lame Stone, and lix- 
tcen little Statues on their lides, fbme 
fitting, fonie itandiiig, and fome with 
their Hands on thei* B'cafts, as was 
faid before. Over the laid Door there 
ate other two great ones, and as many 
oppoiite to them, with three little ones 
ftanding. On the left Hand within is 
another InEiiption in the fame Lhara- 
dfer: Over the Arch of this I )ooi is a 
Window foitv Spnis wide, which is the 
width of the Parody with a Stone like 
an Architrave in il c middle, fupported 
on the inlidc by two Odtiugular Pil¬ 
lars. 

The Paged is Arch’d, forty Spans in 
breadth, and oiie Hundred in leuitth, 
and rounded at the cud, bclides the tour 
Coliinis at the Entrance, there are thir¬ 
ty more wirhia, which divide it into 
three Hies; fcvciitccn of them haveCap- 
pitals, and Figoi C'>of Elephant'- on them, 
the reft are Oa-angular and PI lin. The 
fpacc between the Columns and the 
Rock, that is, the breadth of the lide 
Ifles is fix Spaus. At the end of the 
Pagodf there is a fort of roimd*Cnpola, 
thirty Spans high, and lixieen of my 
Paces about, cut iu the faihc Rock, but 
not hollow withiu. 1 believe it ferv’d 
for fome ufc, which we being Ignorant 
of the antient Ciiftoms of thofo Times 
cannot guefs at. 1 know not what Judg- 


At a fmall diftance from thefe Grotts 
is another Paged, with a handfome plain 
i'lace before it, and little Wails about 
to fit down, and a Ciftcrn in the mid¬ 
dle. Five-Doors cut iu the Rock lead 
into the firft Arch; and between them'* 
Odangular Pillars; all but the 
middle Door are two Spans alrove the 
Ground. On the tides of this Atch, 
whole length is the breadth of the Pa- 
god, that is, eight Spans, there are on 
the left feveral Statues fitting, like thofo 
above mention'd, and others on the 
right ftanding. All about the Fiontif- 
piac there are many fitting and ftand¬ 
ing , no way different from the reft al¬ 
ready Dcfaib’d. Then there are three 
Doors to the Paged, that in the middle 
twelve Spans high, and fix in breadth/ 
the two on the lides ten Sp.ins high, at^ 
four broad. The Paged is fixty Swtas 
fquare, no way proportionable, being 
but twelve Spans high. On both the 
tides, and over the Entrance there are 
above 400 Figures great and fmall carv’d, 
fome fitting, fome ftanding, like thofo 
before fpoke of; but two on the right 
bigger than the reft are ftanding, as is 
that in the middle of the Frontifpicce, 
which is of the biggeft Idol; and ano¬ 
ther on the left in the fame Poftnre; 
but all worn with Age, which deftroys 
every thing. On both fidcs there arc 
two Grotts fourteen Spans Iquarc, with 
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a low Wall within two Spans above the 
Ground. 

Going up ten Steps further North¬ 
ward is a Grott, and within that ano¬ 
ther lefs. On the right is another like 
it, with anothto little on within it, in 
which is a lowyWall like thofe before 
mention'd. The great one is about twen¬ 
ty Spans in length, and ten in breadth j 
the other ten Iquare, and all of them 
with fmall Cifterns. On the right fide 
is another of the fame bignefs, with two 


fmall Pillars before it, two little Grotts, 
and thiee Dfterns, one on the right, 
and two on the left*, and another ad¬ 
joining to it, with another within it, and 
a Ciftern of the fame Dimenfions of the 


other. It is likely thefe were the Dwel¬ 
lings of the Priefts of the Pagod^ who 
there led a penitential Life, as it were 


in a Pagan Thtbaida, 

Defeendiug horn tliat great height, 
fifteen Steps cut in the Rock, there is 
a little Pagod^ with a Porch before it 
thirty foot fqiiare, which leads into it 
through three Doors, between which 
there arc two fquare PiJafters. On the 
left Hand there arc four Statues j two 


fitting, and two Ids in the middle Hand¬ 
ing. On the right Hand a little open 
Grott, and another Pagoda with a Ci¬ 
ftern before it, the way into which is 
firfl, through a Door ten Spans in 
height, and fix in breadth, into a Room 
twenty Spans fquare \ which has on the 
right another very dark Room twelve 
Spans Iquare, which makes the Pagod 
fomewhat Dark. In the midft whereof 
is a round Cupola of one Iblid Piece, fif¬ 
teen Spans high, which is the height of 
the Paged. Defcending fifty upright 
Steps, there is a plain Space cut in the 
Rock, which is not very hard, and eight 
Odfangular Columns twelve Spans high, 
which leave nine Intervals to alcend hve 
Steps that lead into an Arch. In this 
Jlace on the left fide, which is ten Spans, 
IG a great Idol fitting Bare-headed j two 
oKjer great Statuee Handing, and Ibme 
fm^ll ones i on the right fide two other 
St'Jtucs fitting, and two Handing, be- 
lidcs many little ones about them. Then 
the way into the Pagod is through three 
Doors, twelve Spans in height, and fix 
in breadth, with two Windows over 
them. The Pagod is too Spans in length, 
fifty in breadth, and ten in height. A- 
bout it runs an Arch eight Spans broad, 
with ten fquare Columns. Herg are four 
Rooms, or Grotts, twelve F6ot Iquare; 
liciides feven in tl^ Front, and left fide 
of the Pagodi where the CiHern is *, 


all which I luppos’d to be Rooms for 
the Priefts of the Temple, in the Nicho 
of it, which is ten Foot Iquare, is a 
great Idol fitting, with two Statues ftapd- 
mg, and another fitting on the left, Sy 
which alfb there are two Statues Hand¬ 
ing, and feveral imall Figures in half 
Relief about it. Alcending ten Spans 
over againft it is a little Grott, fupport- 
ed by two fmall Columns, ten Spans 
high. There is a Door ten Spans high, 
and four in breadth out of it into a 
Room, or Grott fixteen Spans iquare, 
and thence into another of twelve, where 
there is a large Idol fitting, holding his 
Hands on his Breaft. 

Then delcending twenty Steps there 
is a plain Space, whence four Steps on 
the left lead up into an Arch, where 
there are four Pilafters twelve Spans 
high, the Diftances between which are 
the way into three little Rooms cut in 
the Rock. Twenty Steps lower there 
arc other Grotts cut in the Rock, with 
filial] CiHcrns, but for what ufe cannot 
be imagin’d, unlefs we fuppofe ail thefe 
Cavities were Dwellings of the Idola¬ 
ters. It is only reported. That this 
wonderful Wprk was made with a vaft 
Expence, by Alexander the Great, who 
was of the lame Religion. 

Delcending from the high Rock, I 
mounted a Horfe-back, with a good 
Stomach, having fafted that Day againft 
my Will, and made hafte away to latis- 
fy Hunger. By the way 1 law abundance 
of Monkeys, and Apes, and being a- 
bout to kill one, the Pagan pray’d me 
not to Hurt them. Near the Road were 
two Palm-trees, rifing out of the Trunk 
of one great Tree five Spans, and Ipread- 
ing abroad their fruitful Branches. 

Near the Village of Canarin, which 
gives its Name to the P^od here dc- 
fcrib’d, is a Rock i oo Paces about, with 
feveral Grotts and Cifterns under it, 
which might formerly be Dwellings ; 
the ancient Gentils aftei^ting to have their 
Habitations in Rocks, to lave the Ex¬ 
pence of Materials in Building. On the 
Eaft fide before the largeft Grott is a 
great Idol fitting, with his Hands a-crofs 
on his Legs. 

Returning to Deins, 1 met F. Edward 
of Sc. Antorn walking. He inftead of 
getcing*nie lomeching to Eat, began to 
Dilcourfe after an odd manner; inquir¬ 
ing concerning Particulars of the Pagod", 
but I left him to Prate by himlelf, itel- 
liug him it was not time to Talk upon 
an empty Belly.

After eighteen Miles Sailing, we pafs’d 
by the Ifland and Foit of Bombaiip, 
fcated on the Point of the lHand of Sal- 
zctc, being about nine Miles in length, 
and little Icfs in breadth Nine Miles 
further, I faw another fmall Ifland, or 
Rock as big as Ntfida., at Naples j and^ 
on it a Fort, with fome Dwellings of 
Savagis, wlio being at VVar with the 
Grca‘t Moguls arc continually in A<ftion 
againlt the Sydi, and Garrifon of the 
Fort on the Continent. This Sydi is 
a Black Subjeft to the Great Moguls 
who, has given him the Government 
of the Country between Bombaim and 
Chaalj to defend it againft the Invafions 
df Savagij for which purpofe he main¬ 
tains 2000 Horle and Foot at his own 
Coft. Thefe two Forts in the Ifland, 
and on the Continent are call’d Vndrin^ 
and Canderin. 

- Tmfday 22d, after Sailing nine Miles 

Anchor’d oppofitc to the 
City and Fortrefs of Chad. It is leaf¬ 
ed on a Plain, fix Miles from the Sea, 
on the Bank of a River, which at Flood 
will carry any Ships up to the City. 
It is enclos’d with good Walls, and o- 
ther Works, and furnifh’d with excel¬ 
lent Cannon. A Fort call’d El Morro^ 
fcc^rcs the Entrance of the Harbour, be- 
ing\uilt by the PortHguefe, in the Year 

de I'vnis. 1520^ on the Hill by their General Se- 
queir^ with leave of the Tyrant ASi- 
z.ani;^iie who granted it upon Condi¬ 
tion they (hould bring him over three 
hundred Horfes at reaibnable Rates out 
of Perjia , or Arabia , becaufe of the 
Scarcity of them there was in India, to 

Mtffa. Serve him in his Wars againft Hidalcan. 

Hifi. M.tjafi, Governour of Diu, hearing what 

Ub. 8. the PortM^efe were doing, lent fifty 
Sail to OHfrnft the Building of flic Fort, 
which Se^ira by his luduftry had al¬ 
ready made Tenable. The Fleets had 


fevcral Engagements, but always with 
Lofs to the Turks, fb that at laft they* 
went back Dilabled. Afterwards the 
Portuguefe made themfclves Mafters qf 
the City with Eafc. Its Territory docs 
not Extend above fix Miles in length;. 
on the South it borders on Savagi, and 
on the North with another Fort belong¬ 
ing to the Sydi. 

IVednefday 23d,-it was late before we 
Sail’d, waiting for fome Veflels of Chad j 
and the Wind failing, made but little • 
way. The Calm continu’d Thurfday 
24th, and we were oblig’d to lie clofe 
by the Coaft of Savagi, who is a mor¬ 
tal Enemy to the Ponngnefe. This S«- 
vagi, whom his Subjefts call which 

fignifics petty King, isfoPoweifuI, that 
he maintains War at one and the fame 
time with the Great Mogd, and the 
Portugnefes. He brings into the Field 
50000 Horfc, and as many, or more 
Foot, much better Soldiers than i\kMo- 
gds for they Five a Day upon a piece 
of dry Bread, and the Mogd s will March 
at their Eafc, carrying their Women, 
abundance of Proviiions, and Tents, fo 
that their Army looks like a moving Ci¬ 
ty. The Baja, as to his Religion is an 
Idolater, as arc moft of his Subjedts. 

All the Coaft from Chad to Goa, for 
the fracc of 250 Miles belongs to him, 
and from thence to f^i/apor, he has fe¬ 
vcral Forts, moft of tncra among in- 
acceflible Mountains, belides Cities and 
Towns, defended both by Art and Na¬ 
ture. 

This Prince’s Dominion is but of a savagi, or 
late Date, for it began in SavagPs Fa- Afg/a. 
thcr, to whom fuccecdcd Sambagi, his 
Eldcft Son, who was afterwards kill’d 
in Battle by the Great Mogul’s General, 
and fo Ramrao now Reigning, afoended 
the Throne. Savagi firft rais’d his For¬ 
tune by Serving under the King of Col- 
conda ', then having gather’d vaft Wealth, 
and foouring the Country with a great 
Number of Men like an Out-Law, he 
feiz’d fome Places belonging to the King 
of yifapor, and fortifying themielves in 
them among the Mountains, at length 
gather’d a mighty Army, then making 
War on the Mogd, the Pmugutfes, and 
other Princes his Neighbours, heufurp’d 
all he now^ftands Poflefs’d of. They fay 
he was Born in Tma, a Subjeft of the 
King of Portugal, ana kept Shop there. 

But Ramrao pretends he is Defoend^ 
from Rajapeurs, and endeavours daily 
enlarge his Dominions, along the Coaft 
of Vndrin, and Candrin, as fiir as the 
Bay of Gdat, belides what he has up 
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the Land. His Subjeds are Robbers 

OewtS. both by Sea and Land, that being the 
Pay he allows them, and make it dan-

it is not to be done without a good Con¬ 
voy i for being to pals by their Forts, 
they run out in fmall Boats well Man^d, 
and Rob Friends and Foes, becaule, as 
has been laid, their King gives them 
leave. Nor is the Voyage fafe on Ac¬ 
count of the Malahars. 

MMdars.* Thclc are Pyrates of leveral Nations, 
as Moorsy Ctmilsy Jexvsy and Chriftians, 
and fall upon all they meet wkh a great 
number of Boats full of Men. Their 
large Country reaches from Mount Dtl- 
hty (bordering on the Kingdom of Ca- 
nartiy ever govern’d by a Queen, and 
never by a Man) to Madrafta^atany a 
confiderable City and Fort. They Live 
under (cvcral Monarchs, among which 
the molt Powerful is the Emperor Za- 
moriy and the King’s of Tmory Porcay 
and others. Thclc People take poor 
Paflengers, and left they Ihould have 
fwallow’d their Gold, tho’ they have no 
need of it, give them a Potion, which 
makes them Digeft all they have in their 
Bodies, which done, they learch the 
ftinking Excrements to find the precious 
Metal, i was very much afraid of the 
Malabar Receipt, having never taken 
any Purge, and therefore thought belt 
to expeft the Convoy.

Houle coming to yilit that I was in;

G OAk feated in the Latitude of 
fifteen Degrees, and twenty Mi¬ 
nutes, and 104 of Longitude, in an 
Illand nine Leagues about in the River 
Afandovay which fix Miles below it falls 
into the Sea. It ftretches two Miles in 


length along the Channel upon uneven 
Ground; being but half a Mile broad. 
It is under the Torrid Zone, which the 
Antients thought Inhabitable, by rea- 
fon of the excelfive Heat of the Son 
but Providence, which has difpos’d all 
Things in the belt manner, has quali- 
fy’dit with continual Rains, which fall 
fb ^entifully from Jancy till SeptembtTy 
oyOSobeTy that the great Floods dam 
up the Harbour, and obftruft Naviga- 
uonbelides the Skies being darkned 


whole Weeks with the thick Clouds. 


When the Rains ceafe atSun-rifing, the 
Heat is intollerable ^ and therefore it is 


uoft violent in Aprily and Ms^y whpb 
he Sun is in the Zenithy and the Rains 
re not vet heenn. \ 


Alfonji de AlhuqHtrquey took Goa from 
Hidakany without Blood-ihed, in thb 
Year 1508, a Dominican Father fetting 
up the Standard of our Holy Faith. /A- 
ddean afterwards Re-took the City, 
but in 1510, MnqHerqee recover’d it^ 
again, with the Slaughter of 7000 Bar¬ 
barians, and Built a Fort there, as he 
did at Mdaca, which was loft in 164.1. 
Then confidering the goodncls of the 
Country, and commodious Situation of 
the Place, he conftituted it the Metro¬ 
polis 
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polls of the Pmimefe Empire in India, their Race by degrees became lighter 


L/cmeUi. '] o Elrablilh fiis Mafter King Emannel in 
tlic Po/leflionl by gaining the Love of 
the Snbjefts, fce moderated the Tribute 
they paid to f± dale an •, and to Breed up 
Soldiers for thaWars, be contriv’d that 
the Indian Maids fhould be Baptiz’d, 
and Marry’d to the Pma^urfes ; that 
the Indians might be united to his Na¬ 
tion by Affinity, and there might be no 
need of bringing frelh Supplies flill out 
of Portugal^ to the Depopulating the 
Kiiigdom. Coa^ the Center of all the 
Par titanefe Conquclls, grew in Wealth 
and Renown, being become the Key of 
all ti)c Trade of the Eaft, and the thief 
hlart of India. This plainly appears 
by the compafs of its Walls, which Ex¬ 
tend full four Leagues, with good»Ba- 
iTions, and Redoubts^ which from the 
Church of the Aladre de Deos.^ or the 
Mother of God, run along for twelve 
Miles to the Powder-Houfe, pafling by 
the Gallics of St. Blafc.^ and St. James-}, 
a Work of a vail E.xpence •, as are the 
others next the Channel, which divides 
the Doiniiiion of the Mogul, from that 
of Portugal, beginning at Fort St. Tho¬ 
mas, and ending three Miles oll^ at that 
of St. Chriftopher. It may be objedted 
that thefe lall Fortificatians, were rais’d 
to defend the Borders, as is true, but the 
»firft Walls were made to no other purpofe 
but to defend, and intlofe the City, as 
the Marquifs de Vdla Ferdc, the Viceroy 
inform’d me, when 1 enquir’d into ir, 
thinking that City did not Hand in need 
of fuch large Walls. But it is certain 
the City is not now what it was for¬ 
merly •, for the great Lollcs the Portu- 
guefes fiillain’d, whilll their Forces were 
employ’d in War at home, made their 
Trade decline, and impair’d the Wealth 
and Grandeur of the City to fuch a de¬ 
gree, that it was reduc’d to a miierable 
Condition. 

Inhabi The Houlcs arc the belt in India, but 
rants of aV^ piefcnt it does not contain above 
Cm. zefyzo Inhabitants of fcvcral Nations, 
Haoits, and Religions. There are feweft 
of the Portuguefes, who go over with Em¬ 
ploy ments, and then Marry and fettle 
there y bccaufe the Indiem Women, by 
realbn of the ill Qualities of thole Born 
India, chufc rather to Marry a poor 
^PortHgnefe Soldier, than a rich Country 
Man of their own, tho’ Born of PortHguefe 
Parents. The Meftizjos arc more nume¬ 
rous j and thole are fo call’d that arc 
Born of Pormguefe Men, and Brachman 
Womenj whom they marry’d after re¬ 
ducing Goa ; and tho’ the Canarine Wo¬ 
men were Black, yet marrying Whites, 


Colour’d. About the fourth Part of the 
People are Mdattas, that is. Born of 
Whites and Blacks. 

The Canarines are cs black as Ethiopi- cmarinf 
ans, but have long Hair, and good Fa¬ 
ces. Many of them, both in Goa, and the 
Illandsare Priefts, Lawyers, Attorneys, 
Scriveners, and Solicitors, and very Di¬ 
ligent in the Service of their Mailers.

notwichilandiiig the narrownefs of the 
.place there arc Moiiaftcrics of ?cfuits,Do- 
tni'fticans, of S.'john de D.os, bcliJes the 
chief Chinch and that of tlie Mlferi- 
co’dia. The Mcrclundizc brought to 
this Port by the Ships of the Company, 
are bought at a fer Price by the Royal 
Faftory •, which afterwards fends them 
to Chilimani, the Mouth of the River 
of Senna, running three hundred Miles 
along the Coail in Galiots and fmall 
Vcflels, becaufc of the Flats. From 
Chilimani, the Goods are fent up the Ri¬ 
ver againft the Stream in Almandies or 
little Boats, which are ten Days going 
np, and but five coming down. It is 
very dilficult going up for thofc that

places for Two hundred Miles jlong the 
Coaft; as alfo the Iflands of Goa, Sal- 
zete, Hordes, , and othm; 

the fmall City of S. Thomas, the King- 
d|ms of Cochin and Calicut, and the 
lland of Ceylon. 

JT Further on towards Oma, they made 
thcmfclcvcs Matters of the impor- 


abovc cent. per. cent, fo that the Pertu- 
gnefes may be faid to have another India 

in Africk. ■'/ 

Senna is a little Town on the j^fght 
Hand of the River, inhabited 
Portimefe Families, who make/ 
pnlous enough by the great 
of Blacks they keep. Thefc Till 
Ground, and dig in the Mines, and 
that means maintain their Matters inftead 
of being kept by them. The Dommicatts 
and other Miflioners, when they return 
from this place carry aWsiy Gold,in Ingots 
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and Plates, fo great is the Plenty of it, 

erpecially a Atonths Journey up the 
Country, wh|re they fay the Beafts 
Shooes arc fet>v^ with Gold Nails, as 
was faid elfcwlsre. 

On the fame (salt, fifteen Days jour¬ 
ney from Moiiambi^ue, the Fortugnefes 
have the fort of Zofda^ the firft Place 
they difeover in this part of Africk^ as 
alfo the fmall Ifland and Fort of Mom- 
baza. 

In jirabia Falix the Ponugnefes once 
had the important Place ot Mafcate , 
and its Dependanccs j the Kingdom of 
OrmitZf the Iflands of Rcccay Kefdmi, 
and others in the Perfian Gulph ^ 
where they made the Ifland of Baharem 
Tributary, as alfo the confiderable Ci¬ 
ty of Bajfora , which ftill pays five 
Thoufand five Hundred Crowns and a 
Horfc yearly Tribute to the King of 
Portugal j befides two Zecchines a Day 
for the fubliftcnce of the Portnguefe's 
Fador; but whenfoever their Fleet, docs 
not appear powerful in the Gulph the' 
Mahometans reful'e to pay. 

They alfo made themfclvcs Matters 
in the Kingdom of Canara of the forts 
of Onor^ BraxMor^ and Cambolin-, in 
the Country of the Naires of the Cattles 
of Cananor., Caranfanor., Palepor, and 
Cotton j and of the Fort of Manor on the 
Ifland of that Nan)e. 

in the Ifland ot Ceylon, of feven Pro¬ 
vinces (or Carolas, as the Indians call 
them) three were brought under the 
Portttguefes Dominion •, with the rich 
Country of the Cinnamon , and the 
Forts of Calamrre, Columho, Cilau, Ja- 
fanapotan, Trichil, Mall, and BatticsUl 
and this by the latt Will of the King 
of jicota, who was Sovereign thereof. 
The Dutch with the alfittance of the 
neighbouring Kings afterwards made 
themfelvcs Matters, if not of all, at 
leatt of a confiderable Fart of the faid 
three Provinces.

dom of Madui e i Tambulin in the King- 
d(>ra of Bengala , and Macajfar in the 
Kingdom or chat Name. So that be- 
ing 3 ccome formidable to all the Prin- 
edioS Afia, they had made all the Coun¬ 
try auout Tributary ; and being Sove- 
3 «ci^os of that vatt Ocean by means of 
■^their mighty Fleets, no Ship of any 
Nation whatfoever could tail thole Seas 
without their Leave and Pafs; leizing 
the Ships aod Goods, and^Imprifon- 
ing the Men for prefuming to Sail 
without their Frotedtion. This Au-

thority the Portuguefes, tho weak, ftill 
txcrcife over all Ships of Moors i^nd 
Gentils for the Europeans are gofr 4 i^' 
bove it. Thefe Conquetts gain’d at 
the Expence of many Lives, and witii 
the effufion of much Blood foarce latt- 
ed an Age and a half; for the Dutch 
falling into the India Trade, inttead 
of extending their Conquetts among lb 
many Iflands and Kingdoms of Maho¬ 
metans and Pagans, they only Kobb’d 
the Portuguefes of what they had gain’d 
with fo much V^alourmaking this 
ungrateful return to a Nation, which 
with fo many Dangers and Sufferings, 
taught and lecur’d to them that tedious 
Voyage. 

Another caufe of the decay of the 
Portuguefes Power in India, was their 
Couqueft of Brazil ■, for finding there 
moic Profit, they flighted India, and 
ucglcdcd to fend thither fufficient Sup¬ 
plies to preferve what they had, much 
lefs to make new Conquetts. This is 
fo certain, that the King of Portugal 
was fovcral times in the Mind abfolutc- 
ly to abandon it, which had certainly 
been done, had not the Miflioners 
made him fenfiblc, that if he did fo all 
the Chrittians of chofc Countries would 
again fall into Idolat^ry and Mahometa- 
nifm. 

If we look upon what remains to the 
Portuguefes at prelent in India, it is vc- Dj^inK 
ry inconfiderable, and inttead of being of row 
Profitable foarce pays its own cliarge. in 
At Goa they have the fmall Ifland of 
that Name, with thofc of Salzete, 

Bardes, Angediva, and others. On the 
Northern Coatt the Fortrefles of Da- 
mam, Bazjtim, and Chaul -, in the King¬ 
dom of Guzjirattt the City of Diu. Near 
China the Iflands of Timor (abounding 
in Sandal) and Solor -, and the Colony 
of Macao, Subjed to the Emperor of 
China. In Africk, Angola, Sena, Sofa- 
la, Mozjtmbiejue and Mombaxji', many in 
number, but of no great value. Thofe 
that envy the Honour of the Portu¬ 
guefes aforibe their Ioffes to their want 
of Zeal for Religion, and their not ner- 
fitting long in the propagation of it 
for they fay that the Portuguefes entring 
InSa with the Crucifix in one Hand and 
the Sword in the other, finding much 
Gold, \hcy laidafide the Crucifix to fill 
their Pockets and not being able to 
hold them up with one Hand they were 
grown fo heavy, they dropp’d toeir 
Sword too. Being found in this Poflkire 
by thofc that came after, they werc\;,- 
fily overcome. This is an cxcellenr 
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contrivance of ill Tongues^ but the 
chi^ caufe of their Ruin was their hav> 
ingrmade fo many Conqnefts fo &r oi- 
vided from one another; and next the 
War at home, which obRruded the re¬ 
lieving of India. 

All that remains under the Pmagntfes 
Dominion from the Cape of Good Hopt 
in Africk, to the City or Macao in Chinas 
is Govern’d by a Vice-Roy, with the Ti¬ 
de of Captain General, who rclides at 
Goa as the Metropolis of In£a. There 
are iix , and fometimes eight Deftmhar- 
gadores^ or Judges that attend the Go¬ 
vernment, as a fovercign Court or Coun¬ 
cil, who wear a Gown down to their 
Heels over a CalTock of the fame length, 
the Gown with wide Sleeves down half 
way their Arms. They wear GoUUas 
aaci huge Periwigs after the French Fafhi- 
on. The chief Court thefe Gown-Men 
fit in is call'd a Relacaon^ which admi- 
iiillers Jeltice in Civil and Crindnal Ca¬ 
fes ; having Power over ail Miiiifters, 
and tries all Appeals brought from any 
Parts of the Dominions. The Vice- 
Roy lits as Chief of this Court under a 
Canopy; the Gown-Mcn fit on Benches 
plac’d on the plain Floor. The Council 
da Faceuda, is like the Court of Exche¬ 
quer, where one of the Gown-Mcn fits 
as the Viceroy’s Deputy. 

There is the Matrkula-Ctneral^ the 
rrocm ador-Mor-dos-Contos^ and the Com- 
niitteeof the new Company of Traders. 
Thefe have put in feveral Suras to carry 
on the I'rade of Mozjembi^He^ Momhaca^ 
AlacMj and other Farts of the Portn- 
gutits 1 )ominioiis; and have the Privi- 
ledge t!i.i(. none (hould Trade but they, 
beunlcthey pay the Salaries of theGo- 
vernours. 1 he V iccroy and Archbiihop 
])ut in many thouiand Pardaos into this 
Company, to encourage others to do the 
like; but it can fcarce lalf long, becaule 
the Stock is but fmall. The profit is to 
be divided every three Years. 

The Liquifuion is much refpeded and 
dreaded by the Chriftians at Goa^ and a- 
bout it; us is the Archbiihop, or Pri¬ 
mate. 

The V’iccroy goes by Water in a Bal-- 
lon^ or Barge row’d by twenty two 
rincs^ with Trumpets before him, and 
fits on a Velvet Scat, with feveral of 


his Domefiicks about hha' When he 
lands hp is carry’d in .r Sedan by four 
Men. He has a Guartf of ten Horle, 
and feveral of the Gei^i and Officers 
attend him in Palanchini!!^^ 

Tho’ the PertugmJ Dptnhiion® be 
fmall; yet the King apjfeifi^c*'Ci.-; Ge¬ 
nerals who have very litrle a^ntige be- 
fides the Honour. One of them is caii d 
of the GuJph of Ormuz, and commands 
four Ships; another of the North, who 
is like a General over all thofc Towns, 
and refidcs at Bazaim ; another of Sd~ 
zjtte, who commands in that Ifiand; one 
of China , who commands only in the 
Town of Macao-, one in the Iflaiids of 
Timor and Solor ; and laftly one of Goa, 
who has the care of the Channels, that 
no Perfon may come in or pafs by from 
the MoguPs Country. And this becanfc 
it is a difficult Matter to fcciivc the Paf- 
fage between fo many finiiil Ulnirls; for 
bclides tliofe ''i Gua, Bai desmid Salz^te, 
there are, iiut of Charon, where are 
two Villages, tlie Noviciate of the Je- 
fuits, and a Pari/h of Seculars; Divar, 
or Narva with three Villages, where 
the Seculars have the Cure of Souls; 
Capon, belongiiig to the Nuns of 5 . Mo¬ 
nica ; Cembargiva, and Juvari belonging 
to the Jefuits ; S. Stephen, where there 
is a Fort, Village and Parilh of Seculars; 
the fmall Ifland of Emanuel Lobo de Sil- 
vtira, with a few Houfeson it; that of 
Emanuel Motto , which is the Stews of 
Goa, being inhabited by Dancing- 
Whores; and laftly the (mail Illandof 
Dongarin belonging to the Auguftinians. 
Thefe for the moft part abound in Palm 
or Coco-Trees, under which the Cana- 
rines aad CtntiU build Cottages to live in; 
lb that every Palm-Tree Grove looks 
like a little Village. They lay die 
Breath of Man makes the Palm-Tree 
more Fruitful. 

Not only the Viceroy but all the Of¬ 
ficers Civil and Military, and Church- 
Men have fufficient Allowance from the 
King to maintain them handfomely. 
The Viceroy’s Salary is 30000 Pardaos, 
which are the third part of a piece of 
Eight. The Archbiihop \ 2000; thc^f- 
ficers of the Inquilition, CaoonsnMo- 
nafteries, and Parilhes a Comr^nfw'- 
but aU the Tithes beloogto thei 
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T muH; not bethought ftrange that, 
_ being to^aJf of the Fruit and Flow¬ 
ers of fo vaft a Country as Indefian , I 
(hould bring it in immediately after 
bccaule all thofc forts, which are found 
in the feveral Parts of that Traft, being 
to be had about and even ibmcthac 
are not elfewliere j it is proper we ihould 
give an account of them betore we leave 
that City. 1 will endeavour to explain 
their Pormguefe Names the belt I can, 
and add the Cuts of them, that they may 
appear the plainer to the Reader. 

To begin then by the Palmer a de Co~ 
cosj or Coco-Tree, the firll Place being 
due to that Plant which is molt beneficial 
to Man: It is to be conceiv’d that this 
Tree fits out and loads a Sliip for Sea, 
without borrowing any think ellewhere. 
Of the Leaves, which fome of the Peo¬ 
ple on tliat Coaft ufe inllead of Paper, 
they generally make Sailsj of the Wood 
the Veflcl: The Fruit, which is well 
known in £urope^yiclds Meat and Drink, 
and a good Commodity j befides its out¬ 
ward Cafe or Rind fteep’d in Water is 
Spun to make all necelTary Cordage for 
a Veflcl, tho’there arc fome forts of it 
which they eat like other Fruit. This 
firft Rind, when Ripe is yellow; the 
Shell which is hard, makes Dilhcs to 
drink Chocolate and for other llfes. 
Within it is a white Pulp or Nut flick¬ 
ing round the Shell about half an Inch 
thick, which tafts like an Almond. In 
the midft of it is a clear Water very 
good to drink. Of this fame Fruit they 
make feveral forts of Sweetmeats, and 
Oyl, both to Burn and Eat for want of 
Olives. Cutting a Branch of it and 
putting the end into a Veilel, the moi- 
fture that (hould feed the Not runs into 
it and is call’d iVtV/i, and Sara. The Ni~ 
ra is white and fweet juft of the tafte of 
the l.iquor made of the Grapes, by put¬ 
ting.

‘ This Sara Diflill’d makes Wine, and 
when it decays Vinegar; but tho Diftil- 


ling being feveral times repeated it be¬ 
comes a ftrong Water: Boil’d it turns 
to Sugar, and they ufe it as I.eaven to 
their Bread. Prefling the Pith of the 
Tree they draw Milk out of it, as wc 
do from Almonds, to Boil Rice, and 
for feveral other ufes. This Fruit keeps 
the Year about. Thus the CWo-Trccs 
yield the belt Revenue in India^ becaufe 
the Country docs not produce much Rice, 
Cotton, or Corn. They grow ftrait to 
lixty Spans in height, of an equal thick- 
nefs from the Bottom to the 7 op. '] he 
Indians ufe them for T imber to build 
their Houfes, and the I .cavcs to tover 
them, or to burn. 

The Palm , or Date Tree in Ivdta 
bears no Fiuit, but they draw Alra, or 
Sura from them. There arc feveral o- 
'ther forts of them that ycild little Fruit. 

One they call Palmeira clc 7 rv«;/<?/;«,whofe 
Fruitis ripe in J hh isfin.illcr than 
the Coco, the outlidc Kind to make 
Ropes black; and full within of the 
lame fubltance as the other Cocos. £- 
very TranfoUn bears three little Coco- 
Nuts in a Triangle; the Pulp whereof 
prefs’d yields a cold white Water. This 
grows as high as the Coco-Tree, but is 
thicker of Leaves, which grow like a 
Broom, and produces Fruit but once a 
Year, whereas the other does four times. 

This Tree alfo affords Nira and Sura^ 
both of them naturally cxccflive Cold. 

The Palma de Coco de Bttgios, or fl.c «.. . 1 
Monkey Coco-Tree, has Boughs like Bugks. 
large Difeiplines. Of the Fruit they 
make curious Beads, becaufe the Paters 
have a natural Work on them, than 
which nothing more curious could be 
made by Art. There are other Palm- 
Trees inthat do not bear, and the 
Indians run up and down them by the 
help of a Rope ty’d alxiut the Tree, and 
the Man fo nimbly that none can believe 
that has not feen it. 

The Arequtira^ or Areea-Tx^ts is like jifics 
the Palm, but flcndcrer and not fo high. Tree. 
It bears a fort of Fruit ncceiniry for 
chewing with the like a Nutmeg 
and cnclo^d in a Cafe or Rind, like that 
of the Coco-Nut, and on a Bough as 
thick of them as that which produces 
Dates. This Fruit is gather’d four- 
five times a Year. 

The Bgueira^ or Fig-Tree is a Plan^' 
as foft as a Bulriilh, as thick as a Man’s 

Thigh, 
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Thigh, and between fifteen and twenty 
spans high, with Leaves above a quar- 
K Broad. It is generally believ’d there

being not only big enough to cover what 
fliould be hid, but to make a fmall 
Cloak for their Nakednefs. The Indi~ 
MS ufe them for Oiihes, and have new 
ones every Meal \ others for Paper to 
Write on. It bears Fruit but once, for 
when it has produced Jixty, leventy, and 
'fomedmes a hundred Figs on a Branch, 
they cat down the Plant and a young 
Sprout grows out again. But there are 
two forts of them. Thofe that are a 
Span long, and about the thicknefs and 
fhapeof an Egg, are call’d Figos de afar, 
or roafting Figs; and theft are as fwcet 
as a wild Fig, and very nourifiiing, be¬ 
ing eaten roaltcd with Cinnamon and Su¬ 
gar. The Pulp or Flelh within is white 
and red, with Tome fmall tender black 
Seeds, which are alio eaten. They are 
gather’d green, and ripen and turn yel¬ 
low in the Houfe, like Winter Melons. 
The other fort is call’d Figesdf Orta, or 
Garden Figsj theft are fwceter, berter 
tailed, and eaten Raw, but not lb large 
as the others, tho’ they have the fame 
Seeds.

The Beteleira is a tender tlant like Betef 
Ivy, which runs op a Sci(±. its Leaf is Plant, 
the delight of the AJiaMch jVfor Men 
and Women, from thu Prineb to the 
Peafant delight in nott^ng more than 
chewing it all Day in Company; and 
no Vifit begins or ends without this 
Herb. Before it they always chew the 
Areca above deferib’d, that the coolnefs 
of this, as they lay, may temper the heat 
of the others and they lay a little dif- 
folv’dLime on the BetelAtaf to colour, 
and foften its biting TaKe. It Ipendsnot 
lb well in any part of AJia as in the Phil- 
lippine Iflands, where the Areca is loft 
and eafieto chew, and the Betel extraor¬ 
dinary good. ThtSpaniards make a Com- 
pofition of both Herbs with Lime, which 
they call Buyo^ and carry it in curious 
little Boxes, to chew it every moment a- 
broad and at home. The Betel makes 
the l.ips fo Fine, Red, and Beautiful, 
that if the Italian Ladies could they would 
purchafe it for the weight in Gold.

and Hardfliips I muft meet with in Tra¬ 
velling over rugged Mountains, and a- 
mong Pagan and Mahometan Princes; 
yet I held my firft Purpofe, and refolv’d 
to venture upon it whatfoever hapned. 
la order to it, 1 hir’d a Begarine^ or 
Canarine of St. StefhcHy a Village near 
Goay to carry my Provifion for fomc 
Days, and Utenlils for Drefling of Meat; 
being furc to find nothing by the wmy; 
and bccaufe he Spoke not the Language 
ot the Moguls, I took a Boy of Gelcen- 
da ; who, bclides his Mother Tongue, 
had Icarn’d PonugHefe, to be ttiy Inter¬ 
preter there.

Wall on the Channel, paffing at the end 
w- fpur Miles, by the fort of St. Bta/i, 
Ffz in 
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on which th^e are eight Pieces of Can- 
CemtB. non \ and /two iMilcs further, by the 
Caftle of^^t. yiww, where there are 
V/'YVI twelve Guns, liere (hewing the Go- 
vernour my Pals, he gave me Leave to 
crofs the Channel into the Coun¬ 
try. 

We (fay’d a long while in a Cottage 
belonging to the Guards, there being 
neither Man nor Bealt to be found, to 
carry the Baggage of an Armmian^ and 
a Moor that had joyn’d me. At lalt, 
feeing Night drew on, we forced fome 
Gentils of the Village of Artdnn to car¬ 
ry them. There being nothing to be 
^ught in this Place, the Armenian^ 
and the Moor made Ibift with a little 
Rice half Boil'd, and lb little of it d)at 
the Grains fwam on the Water, which 
afterwards ferv’d them for Drink. T 
pafs*d the Night under Ibme Coco-Trees 
without Sleep, becaufe of the great 
Noife of Drums, and Cries of the Ido¬ 
laters, who Celebrated the Fealf of Si~ 
minga^ at the faH Moon. 

SaturtL^ 5th, before we (et out, the 
Armenian and Moor fili’d their Bellies 
with Cachiari ^ which is a Compolition 
of Rice, Kidney*Beans, and Lentils 
Pounded and Boil’d together, as was 
faid, at the end of oar fecond Part. For 
want of Bealls to carry my Luggage to 
Tonda, which was twelve Miles olF, I 
took three Gentils \ and was forc’d a- 
gainlt my Will to make u& of a Cudgel 
upon them, becaule they will never do 
good Service either for fair Words, or 
Mmiy, but run away as foon as they 
can *, and on the other fide, when 
Thralh’d, they will Load themfelves like 
Afles. 

The Sun was Co hot, that at very Ihort 
Diftances we were oblig’d to Reft, and 
Reftelh us with Melons, and Fruit of 
the Country. At Mttrdol it took us up 
much Time to Eat a Jacca, which was 
fo large, that a Man could Icarce carry 
it. The Idolaters would Eat none of it, 
for they will not Tafte any thing that 
is Cut by us, tho’ Starving for Hunger; 
and I was told (bme of them had been 
ib Obftinate, as to continue five Days 
without Eating on this Account. 

A ftgoi. In this Village of Mardal^ there is a 
famous Tagod. The way into the Court 
(Jrover a cover’d Bridge of three Ar¬ 
ches, up to which there are two Stair- 
ca/^. On the right of this Court is an 
o£Na|i^arStmdare, confiftingof (even 
Rounds of fmail Columns, with hand- 
jfiMne Capitols, and little Windows in 
rhe Intervals, one of which ferves for 
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a Door. They lay this was Built to put 
Lights in on the Fcftivals of their Idols, 
as was the ocher Place, like it, on tliq, 
left, not yet finilh’d. About the Porch, 
and before the Arches of the aforcTaid 
Bridge, there are feveral Shops; but all 
is gone to Ruin iince the Mogul has ta¬ 
ken that Country from the King of 
fapor, on account of the Wars with Sa- 
vagi. The Fagod is at the further end 
or the Court. The firft Room is like a 
little Hall, longer chan it is broad, the 
Roof fupported by fix fmall wooden Co¬ 
lumns on each fide, curiouily carv'd with 
Figures on them, about them there are 
low Branches to fit down. Within it is 
another Room, like the lii ft, but Icfs \ 
and farther on upon the right is a little 
Room curiouily painted, with feveral 
Figures, which have on their Heads, 

Ibme of them Pyramidal Caps, and o- 
thers a Crown like that the Pope wears. 
There is allb a Figure with four Hands, 
two whereof hold a Staffs one a Look- 
ing-GIafs, and the other refts on its 
fidej by it Hand Women with five Vef- 
ftls on their Heads, one upon another. 
There are befides feveral Monfters, 
Bealls and Birds \ as Hying Horlcs, Cocks, 
Peacocks, and others. The Pagod Hands 
oppofite to the Door in a little dark 
round Room, at the Foot of a fmall 
Tower, where there is a carv’d Stone 
cover’d like a Tomb. There is a wind¬ 
ing Way on the out-lidc up to the top 
of the Tower, and to the Chambers of 
the Idolatrous Priefts. On one fide of 
the fecond Room I mention’d, before a 
little Door Hood the Bier they ufe to 
carry their Idol in Proceffion. On the 
fame fide is another Pagod Ihut up, with 
a Ciftern before it, cover’d with a C«- 
pula^ and has a fmall Room in the mid¬ 
dle. Behind the aforelaid Parody is one 
of thofe Trees they call of the Banians^ 
and under it the Bath, or Pool, with 
large Stone-Heps about it for the Gen¬ 
tils to go down, and wafli them of their 
llnclainnels. 

^ Setting forward again, after Travel¬ 
ling a long time over Mountains and 
Plains, 1 came late, and very weary to 
Fcnda. There I found a fmall Camp of 
the MogA^i Forces j and among them 
Francis de Miranda^ Born in the Illand 
of Salxare, w 1 »o receiv’d me very Civil¬ 
ly.

of the King’s Revenue of PoriiU, and a- 
bove 700 Villages, who has 7000 Rou- 
fiies a Month, and 1000 Hotfe under him, 
wTmfe Pay is a Rettpie a Day, he was to 
t«ke PoflefGon of the Giovernment of 
the lower Fort of Fondaf aad of the 
Office of Siif>4, of that Territory, which 
among us is like a Major Generaland 
this becaufe the true Governour had fent 
Tome of his Soldiers to BichioUn^ to com¬ 
mit Ads of Hoftility againft the Divan, 
lb that there had been Men kill’d and 
wounded on both fides. Ech-Ufeanpani- 
Sid>a refufing to Obey, unlcfs he were 
firlt Paid what was Due to his Soldiers, 
and the more, becauie the Divan had 
no Commiffion from the King, but on¬ 
ly a Letter of Advice from his Solici¬ 
tor, therefore the two Parties conten¬ 
ded, and threatned one another. The 
Divan now faid he would drive him out 
of his Fort with the Cannon from the 
upper i when on Smdi^ 6th, about 
Sun-fetting there was heard a confufed 
Noife of Drums and Trumpets, fuch 
that 1 taking it for a warlike Sound, 
laid hold of my Gun, but it was for the 
coming of a Meficngcr fent by the King, 
who brought the Divan a Veft, and Com- 
milfion for both Empl(^mcnts. 

Seven Hundred Horfe and Foot ftood 
at their Arms before the Divan^s Tent, 
and two Companies of fixtcen Gentils 
each Danc’d confiifely to the Sound of 
Drums, Fifes, and Trumpets. It being 
then a fort of Carnaval thofe People 
oblerve every Year for five Days, they 
went about like Mad-men, in red Vefts, 
and little Tnrbants of the fame Colour 
call’d Chiras, throwing red Dull: upon 
all they met to Die them *, as we ufe a- 
niong us to do with black Duft. 

The Divan, who was a Grey Headed 
old Man about Sixty five Years of Age, 
mounted a Horfe-luck, with a pair of 
Kettle-Drums a Horle-back before himj 
and follow’d by a PaUnkine, another 
pair of Kettle-Drums on a Camel, and 
a medley of Horfe and Foot naked, who 
went in a Diforderly manner, like fo 
many Goats. They had feveral Colours, 
fomc of Calico, with a Trident on them, 
and fomc of Silk, with Ptrjian Chara- 
flers and Flames in the middle, all car- 
ry’d by Foot Soldiers. The Divan be¬ 
ing come to a Tent, er^ed*for that 
purpofe near a Mofeh, two Musket-lhot 
from his own, he aUghted, and after 
pafling fbme Compliments with the 
Kyig’s MciTcnger, and Perfons of Note 
t!iat were with him, put on the Qiira 
himfelf on his Head, wbilft the Meflen- 


ger held the Salh to him. I Then the 
latter took a Veft, or Garmelt of green 
Silk, with Gold StripesJ and\put it on 
the Divan, and then two Sai^ about 
his Neck, his Scimitcr hanging by his 
Side. The Divan laid his Hand on the 
Ground five times, and as often on his 
Head, in Thankfgiving to the King who 
had Honour’d him with that Prefent. 

Then fitting down, his Friends and 
Retinue came to Congratulate with him, 
and fome to Prefent him with Ronpits, 
which he gave to the Mcllenger, but 
they were very few. They call this 
Prefent Nat^ar, that is, a goodly Sight j 
and the Cuftom is deriv’d from the Co¬ 
ronation of Kings, when the Noble Men 
prefent a great deal of Gold Coinand 
ibme Pieces weighing above three Hun¬ 
dred Ounces, to Rejoice the Mogul that 
Day, who fits on a Throne ftudded with 
Jewels of an cxcelfive Value. When 
the Solemnity was over, the Divan 
mounted a Horfe-back ’, and alighted a- 
•gain by the Pool near the Mofeh j where 
fitting on a Carpet with Pillows at his 
Back, he diverted himfelf with the Sing¬ 
ing, and Mufick of the Mask’d Gentils. 

I was told this Honour coft him 20000 
Roupies (each of them worth fix Carlines 
of Naples) which he lent the Secretary, 
who had pafs’d the Commilfion in the 
King’s Name •, for he never writes to 
his Subje^s. For all this the Suba would 
not deliver up his Poft, but keeping 
PolTeillon of the lower Fort, (aid it was 
all Counterfeit. 

The City Panda is made up of Cot- Pmdt CF 
tages, and Mud Houfes feated in the ty* 

* midft of many Mountains. The Fort, 
which is alfo of Earth, and govern’d by 
the Si^a, has a Garrifon of about 400 
Horfe and Foot, and feven final] Pieces 
of Cannon.

Francis de Tavora, Viceroy of Goa, Be- 
fieging it twelve Years before this time 
with a Body of 10000 Men, in a Ihort 
time made a large Breach in it. Savagi, 
to whom it belong’d, coming to the 
Relief of it with 120&0 Horfe, oblig’d 
the Viceroy to raift his Siege, and draw 
offi Then he went over to the Ifland 
of Sdzjete, St. Stephen, and Others near 
Goa •, and having Plunder’d and Burn’d 
feveral Places, carry’d many Hundreds', 
of the Natives Captives into his own’ 
Country r and making them carry the , 

Stones of the Fort tlut had been pc- ti« 
molilh’d to the top of a Hill two Miles pec Fort.) 
from Ponds South-ward, built the fmall 
Fort now ftanding, calling it Mardon- 
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jf4r, that i» the Fort of Valiant Men. 
"j'his Caftld is Iteld for the King, by a 
Garrifon^pf Men, under a Kilidar^ 
or Cafteilan, s^ho has 200 Roupies a 
Month Pay, aflign’d him out of certain 
Villages. It being a Place held upon 
Oath, he may not upon any Account go 
out of the Gate. 

The lower Fort, and Country depend¬ 
ing on it, taken from Sava^i by the 
Great Mogul, is govern’d as was laid 
by a Suba, or General of the Field, who 
receives the Revenue of above 700 Vil¬ 
lages, being therefore oblig’d to Main¬ 
tain a certain Number of Soldiers; fo 
that he Dreins the poor Country People, 
making a few Cottages Ibmetimcs pay 
I'houlands of Roupies. 

Monday 7th, 1 few the difmal Spefta- 
cle of a wretched Pagan Woman, the 
Kindred of her dead Husband had ob¬ 
tain’d at the Price of great Prefents from 
the Saba, to be Burn’d with the dead 
Body, according to their wicked un¬ 
merciful Cuftora- In the Afternoon the 
Woman came out well Clad, and adorn’d 
with Jewels, as if flie had gone to be 
Marry’d, with Mufick Playing, and Sing¬ 
ing. She was attended by the Kindred 
of both Sexes, Friends, and Brachman 
Priells. Being come to the Place ap¬ 
pointed, (he went about undaunted, ta¬ 
king Leave of them all after v/hich Ihe 
was laid all along, with her Head on a 
Block, in a Cottage twelve Spans fquarc, 
made of fniall Wood wet with Oil, but 
bound to a Stake, that (he might not 
run away with the fright of the Fire. 
Lying in this Pofture, chewing Betelle, 
(he ask’d of the Standers by, whether 
they had any Bufinefs by her to the o- 
ther World ; and having receiv’d feve- 
ral Gifts, and Letters from thofe Igno¬ 
rant People, to carry to their dead 
Friends, (he wrapp’d them up in a Cloth. 
This done, Oat Brahman, who had been 
Encouraging of her, came out of the 
Hut, and caus’d it to be Fir’d j the 
Friends pouring VelTels of Oil on her, 
that ihe might be the foonei; reduc’d to 
Alhes, and out of Pain. Brands de 
Miranda told me. That as foon, as the 
Fire was out, the Brachmans would go 
gather ail the melted Gold, Silver, and 
Cq^er. This barbarous ASion was 
^jcnorm’d a Mile from Fonda. 

When I return’d to my Tent, the 
Camp had a falie Alarm, on account of 
one A/aar’s cutting of another’s Nofe. 
Some GentUs fled upon the Mountains, 
and fo did Miranda, leaving all he had 
Miind, .and 1 endeavouring to perfwade 


him to (lay, lie anfwcr’d, l',c muft do as 
the reft did. Taking my Gun, Powder 
and Ball, 1 (food uiidcr a Tree ro dcr. 
fend my fell. Mlrand(\\ Cook in tiie 
mean whilel^aiigh’d at liis Mailer’s Cowc-' 
ardite, fiying, li’hat a brave Soldier ihe 
Mogul has, 10 allow him two Roupies and 
a half a Day : Ij he flies now no Body 
purfucs, what will he do when he flees an 
Enemy ? Here 1 law them drink the juice 
of an Herb they call Banghe, which, 
mix’d with Water, llupifies like Opium. 
To this purpole they keep it in Glafs- 
Rottles of a violet Colour, made on the 
Mountains of Cates, in the Mogul's, Ter¬ 
ritories, and in China. 

There being no other conveniency of 
Carriage all the way 1 was to go, but 
on Oxen, I Bought a Horfe at Fonda for 
lixty Roupies. Having got a Pafs from 
the Bacbei, that 1 might not be flopp’d 
by the Guards on the Frontiers ■, and 
leaving my Gun to be fent to O'oa, that 
I might not be made Prifoncr by Sava- 
gi's Men, I fet out on lueflday 8th, and 
Travelling eight Allies came to Chiam~ 
pen, a Village of a few Mud Houles, 
with a Fort of the feme (brt. Here 1 
caus’d Ibmc Meat to be Drefs’d, but 
my Porter going about to take a Fig- 
Leaf to make life of inflead of a Oilh, 
after the manner of India, the Heathen 
Woman to whom the Fig-Tree belong’d, 
and the reft of the People, who came 
to her Alliflance, made Tuch a Noile, 
that we were forc’d to depart. We 
Travell’d through Woods, as we had 
done before, and at lafl getting out of 
them, crofs’d over an Arm of the Sea 
in a fraall Boat, and enircd the I'crri- 
tory of a Fagan Prince call’d Sonde kira^ 
ni-karaja, l.ord of fomc Villages among 
the Alountains, but Tributary and Sub- 
jed to the Great Mogul, being oblig’d 
to Serve him in his Wars. At the end 
of two Cojfles ( each Cojfe is two Italian 
Miles) we lay at the Village of Kakore, 
confiding of a few G>ccagcs under the 
Arch of a Paged. At the upjier end of 
it, under a finall Cupula, was a thing like 
a Chamber-Pot of Copfier, on a Stone 
Pedeflal, with a Uizor like a Man’s Face 
of the feme Metal nail’d to it. Perhaps 
it might be an Urn containing the Afhes 
of Ibme Hero of theirs. In the midlt 
of the little Cupula hung a fmall Bell, 
and without many fmall Lights. 

At Night, Troops of Monkeys came 
leaping from one Tree to another ’, and 
ibme of them with their young Ones^fo 
dole hugg’d under their Belly, that tho’ 
we threw many Slones at them, we' 

could 
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could not fetch down one j nor did they 
fly any further than from one Tree to a- 
i<S 9 S- nocher. The Inhabitants of thefe Vil- 
lages being for the moft part Centils 
(ftr in hdia there is fcarcc a Mahome¬ 
tan among fifty Men, they feed them and 
take care they fhall not be kill'd •, fo that 
beijig grown Tame they walk familiarly 
in the Villages and even in the Houfes. 
There are fuch incredible Stories told of 
thcfc Creatures, that it is no wonder 
Ibmc blind Philofophers Ihould allow 
Bcaits fomc fort of underftanding. All 
the Gijres and Blacks along the Coaft of 
Mot.iintb.quc ill A/ick are of this Opini¬ 
on, fayii.g they do not fpcak, becaufe 
they will.j.'ot woik. 

A story of lathe Ki.idom of Canara a Baboon 

nbaboon, taking a kiiid a-fs ro a Woman, did fo 
infclt I'lcr faihei s Honfc, breaking all 
he found inici that not knowing what 
to do, they at lad pci mitted him to have 
carnal Copii Jut ion with licr, and ever af¬ 
ter to b.ivc ti ec acLCls to iicr. A Portu- 
gaefr liupncd to paf. by that way, and lie 
at Ni_:iit in the Hoiifc, where 

feeing a p,. cat B.iboon tome in, and make 
fiicli a diltui bance, he inquir’d into the 
meaning of it. The young Woman’s 
Father anfwcr'd with a ligh. This Crea¬ 
ture has taken away my Daughter’s lio- 
Dour, and makes all this noife when he 
docs not find her at home. The Portu- 
j^ue!e reply’d , Why do you not kill it? 
The Peafant faid he was a O'emily and 
that the Ciucen being of the fame Religi¬ 
on would j.'unifii him fevcrcly fliould he 
do it. 1 he Partagite'e without making 
more Woids of if, waited till the Beaft 
came in, andfliotit, and the Idolater be¬ 
ing afraid to be pnnilh'd, he carry d it 
himfelf out of the Cottage and biiry'd it. 
The Portnguife was requited tor this 
kinduels with a great quantity ot Rice, 
as he himfelf told me filceen Years after 
it bapned. 

Another. F’. Canfin writes that a Ship being call:

Brazil having had to ,dcf witS a Baboon, 
and conceiving, Ihe wa^delim’d indue 
feafon of a Child with all the urabs of a 
Man, but hairy, and tho dumb it did all 
it was commanded. The Dominicans 
and Jefaits had hot difputes about this 
Creature whether it ought to be baptiz’d 
or not, and at lalt they concluded in the 
Negative, becauft begot by an irrational 
Sire; and that had the Father been a 
Man, and the Dam a Baboon it might 
have been Baptiz’d. 

D. Antony Machado de Brito, Admiral * fourth, 
of tSxcPortngmfe Fleet inj told me, 
that one of thcll* Creatures continually 
trotibiing him, and breaking all it found 
ill the Kitchiii, he once to be even with 
it,, order’d a Coco-nut to be put upon the 
Fire, which fort of Fruit the Moukies 
are moft greedy of, and hid himfelf to 
fee how tlut Beaft would take it with¬ 
out burning his Paws. The cunning 
^Creature coming at the ufual hour and 
‘finding its beloved Food on the Fire, 
look’d about and feeing a Cat by the 
Cliimncy held her Ficad in his Month, 
and made ulc of her Paws to take off the 
Coco-nut, and then cooling it in Water, 

Eat it; the Portagatfe laughing to fee 
the Cat mewing about all Day with the 
Pain it had been put to. 

The Monkeys being fo greedy of Coco- 
nuts has taught the Indians how to catch rakeMnn- 
them. They make a hole in the Shell, keys, 
into which the Monkey runs its Paw, and 
not being able to fetch it out full of the 
Nnt, rather than quit the hold it fuffers 
iefeif to be taken by thofc that lye in 
wait for them. Nor is that true which 
is reported, that if one of them be kill’d 
in the Field the reft will fall upon him 
that kill'd it^ for when I made one fall, 
the reft fled. 

Wednefday pth, I fet out through thick 
W'oods, and travelling eight Coffes came 
to tfie foot of the Mountain of Balagati, 
where 1 found the Guards and other Cu- 
ftom - Houle - Ofliccrs fo fond of other 
Mens Goods, that they took twelve Roa- 
pits for two firings of Pearls. Having 
climb’d the Mountain for eight Miles a- 
mong dreadful thick Woods, 1 came to 
the fecond Guard and Cuftom-Houle, 
where they took a Roapie without exami7 
ning further. There being no dwelliilg 
to be found, I lay all Night in the thick- 
eft part of the Wood (wherein /adia • 
diflers frqm Perfia, which is bare of Trcc) 
after travelling twelve OJfes, that is 
twenty four InSan Miles. 

Thitrf- 
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ThHrfdf\oOR^ the fetout three 
GemelU. Hoars beprc Dav, and I went along 
1595. with it 0 r the more fafety. This Boja~ 
ta Vfis-d Caravan of above three hundred 
A Cara- Oxgjj loaded with Provifions for the 
Oxm Camp at (74/^4/4. The Woods we pafs’d 
through abounded in Fruit, quite dific- 
rent rrom any in Europe. There were 
fbme not unpleaiant and among the refi; 
onefbrt they call Gdard, which tafts 
^ j like an European wild Fig, and Grows 
and Ripens without any Bloflbm at the 
Body of the Tree. That Day I law Ibmc 
wild Hens, which I had never fcen before, 
with a Crcfl: and Feathers that inclin’d 
to black. At firfl: 1 thought they had 
been tame, but was afterwards unde¬ 
ceiv’d, there being never a Houfe for 
many Miles about. Having travell’d 
fourteen Cojfpj, we came two Hours be¬ 
fore Sun let to the Village of Bombndi, 
belonging to the fame Prince Kirani \ 
where tjio’ there was a Guard call’d Chi- 
aruci, they t(K)k nothing of me j perhaps, 
becaulc the Chief of it was not fo Barba¬ 
rous as the reft. 

The Road I travell’d on Frid/^ nth, 
was through more open Woods in which 
there were Iron Mines. Having gone 
eight Cefes we came to the Village of 
C^amkan , where there was a Market 
and Cuftom-Houfe kept by the Gemils, 
who learch’d my Luggage. I lay four 
Cojfes further at Sambrani. In this place 
relides the aforemencion’d Prince Sonde~ 
Kirani-karaja in a Fort made of Earth, 
encompals’d withWalls ftven Spans high. 
The Village is nothing better than the 
reft of that Territory, but it has a good 
Market or Bazar. The Prince makes 
three Leeches of Roupies, that is 180000 
Neapolitan Crowns a Year of this only 
Village i by which the Reader may judge 
how cruelly the Idolaters and Mahome¬ 
tans oppreft the People with heavy 
I'axes. 

Setting out late on Saturday nth, af¬ 
ter four Miles travel we came into the 
MoguCs Territories. Having pafs’d the 
Prince Kiranis laft Guards on the Road, 

I retted till Noon near the Fort of the 
Town of jilcd\ but being ready to let 
forwards was inform’d, the Road I was 
to go was infefted with Robbers, and 
therefore I refolv’d to ftay for the Bejs»a. 
At this place there was a Paged, and in 
it an Idol with a human Body, but the 
' Face of a Monkey, and a vaft long Tail 
winding about to the top of Jits Head, 
with a Itetle Bell hanging at the end of 
it. One Hand was on its fide, and the 
other lifted up as it were to ftrike. They 


call it the Auiniating Monkey, becaule 
according to the fabulous Traditions of 
thofe People, he once fought with much 
Bravery. When I perceiv’d no Body 
took notice of me, I us’d to break all tlie 
Idols that came in my way; efpecially 
thofe the Pealants, that conduced the 
SojatayCsrry*d hanging about their Necks, 
wrapp’d up in a Cloth, which were of 
Stone, ill ihap’d, and weighing 1 Pounds. 

Sunday 13th, I let out four Hours be¬ 
fore Daywirhthe Ci>-4V4»of Oxen, and ■ 
at the end of fix C^es came to Kancre a 
Village confining of a few Houfes, where 
I Din’d. Then 1 went five long Coffes 
further and lay at the Village of Etchi, 
which tho’ made up of Cottages has ex¬ 
cellent Land for Tillage and Sport; the 
Stags and other Game feeding about 
tamely. 

Mend^ 14th, fetting out early with 
another Bojata, at the end of five Cojfes 
all the way a fertile Soil, I flopp’d at 7 ik- 
U a fmall Town defended by a Foi t of 
Earth, and after Dinner proceeded to 
the little Village of Onor. 

Tnejday 15th, I travell’d five Cojfes 
through a Country full of green and de¬ 
lightful Trees to a City made 

up of Mud Houfes and enclos’d with a 
low Wall; but has a good Fort of Lime 
and Stone on a Hill. After Dinner I 
went two further to Betche a Wall’d 

Town, where I lay. 

It is far different travelling through 
the Country, than thro' Pe^ta ungin/f 

or Turky, for there arc no Beafts for car- iwf 
riage to be found, nor Caravanftras at 
convenient diftances, nor Provifions; 
and what is worie there is no fafety from 
Thieves. He therefore that has not a 
Horfe of his own muft mount upon an 
Ox, and befides that inconveniency, muft 
carry along with him his Provifion and 
Utenfils to drefs it; Rice, Pulfe and 
Meal being only to be found in great 
Towns inhabited by the Mogdjlans: At 
Night the clear Sky will be all a Mans 
covering, or elfe a Tree. Add to ail 
this the great Danger of Life and Goods, 
by reafon of the Excurfions Savs^i’s Soul- 
diers make quite as far as the Camp at 
Gdgala. Befides, the Moguls themlelves 
arc fuch crafty Thieves, that they reck¬ 
on a Traveller’s Mony and Cloaths their 
own; and they will keepalong with him 
many Dap till his fecurity gives them an 
opportunity to Rob him at their cafe. 
Sometimes one of them will pretend to 
be a Traveller that is going the lame 
way, and bears a Stranger company, that 
he may Rob him with more fafety; fmr 

when 
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when he lyes down to fleep the other ar- 
Geme^» tilicially lets down a nooie from the top 
1595 * of a Tree, and drawing him up a little 
way flips down to dive into his Parle. 
Hhd not very powerful Motivesjprefs’d 
me forwards to lee the Court of lo great 
a King, I fliould not ealily have expos’d 
my felf to lb many Dangers and Hard- 
fliips. ’Tis true that excepting only this 
of fykfor, which is continually harafs’d 
with Wars, the other Kingdoms fubjeS 
to the Grej» Mogul are not lb inconveni¬ 
ent for Travelling; elpecially about S«- 
rattoy and jimudabuty where necellaries 
for Life are to be had.

After Dinner I went five Cp/« further 
to the Town of Muddely feated on the 
left hand of a River, a matter of great 
C^nfideration on a Road where 1 fome- 
times drank Water rauddy’d by the Cat¬ 
tle. There is a Mud Fort, as are the 
Walls of the Town, nor do the Cotta¬ 
ges of the Natives deferve better Forti¬ 
fications. As I was getting off my Horlc 
I fell fo violently upon my fide ti.rt 1 
cquld not breath for a quarter of an 
hour, and was in fome danger of Death *, 
I was ill of it many Days after, tho’ 1 
Blooded, and us’d other Remedies.

it. Thefe Generals command every one 
his own Troops, without being fubor- 
dinatc to another;, only obeying a Lieu¬ 
tenant of the Kings, when he is not

The Ab- who receives the King’s Orders, to 
good communicate them to the Generals. 

fenricc. Hence it is that they being lazy and un- 
difciplin’d, go upon fervice when they 
pleafe, and there is no great Danger.

CemtB. Silks and Cloth of Gold. Finding the 
1695. King in one of thele Rooms, fitting af- 
ter the Conntry manner, on Rich Gar- 
]fcts, and Pillars Embroider’d with Gold, 
Having made my Obeifiince after the 
Mogul Falhion, 1 drew near, the fame 
Chrifliian being my Interpreter. He 
ask’d me of what Kbgdom of Eitrafe 
1 was, how long I had been come thence, 
where I had been, and what I came to 
, his Camp for, whether I would lerve 
him, and whither I defign’d to go ? I 
anfwered accordingly, that I was a 
Neapoliun, and came thence two Years 
before i during which time I had fcen 
the Grand Signior’s Dominions, 
ana the Perjjan Monarchy, that I was 
now come into his Camp, only out 
of cm iofity to fee the greateft Monarch 
in as his Majcfty was, and the 
Grandeur of his Court and Array ; that 
I ihonld have reckoned it a great Ho¬ 
nour to ferve him, did not affairs of the 
greateft Importance call me home, after 
iccing the Empire of China. He then 
ask’d me concerning the War betwixt 
the Turk and European Princes in Hun¬ 
gary, and having aufwer’d to the beft of 
my Knowledge, he difmifs’d me, the 
time of the Publick Audience drawing 
near. I return’d into the fecond Court, 
enclos’d with painted Calicoes, ten 
Spans high all about. Here on the fide 
next the King’s apartment, the Tent to 
give Audience in, was fupportcdbytwo 
great Poles, 1 >eing cover’d on the out- 
fidcs with ordinary red Stuli^ and with 
finer within, and fmall Taffiita Curtins. 
Under this Tent was a iquare place,* 
rais’d four Spans above the Ground, 
enclos’d withfilverBanillers, two Spans 
high, and cover’d with fine Carpets. 
Six Spans further in the middle was ano> 
thcr place rais’d a Span higher, at the 
Angles whereof there were 4 Poles, 
cover’d with filver reaching to the top 
of the Tent. Here flood the Throne, 
which was alfo fquare, of gilt Wood, 
three Spans above the reft ; to get up to 
it there was a little filver Footftool. 
On it there were three Pillows of Bro¬ 
cade, two toienreon the fides, and one 
at the back. Soon after the King came 
leaning on a Staft* forked at the top, fe- 
veral Omrahs and abundancePof Cour¬ 
tiers going before him. He had on a 
white Veft ty’d under the right Arm, 
according to the fafhion of the Maho* 
metans, to diftioguilh them from the 
Gentils, who tye it under the left. The 
Gra orTarbont of the lame white ftufi^ 
Vol. IV. 


was ty’d with a GoldjlV^b/pn which an 
Emeraud of a vaft liignefs, Yppear’da- 
midft four little ones. He^had a Silk 
Salh, which cover’d the CatariHv Indian 
Dagger hanging on the left. His Shooes 
were after the Mowi^ Falhion, and his 
Legs naked without Hofe. Two Ser¬ 
vants put away the Flyes, with long, 
white Horfe-tails \ another at the fame 
time keeping off* the Sun, with a green 
Umbrello. He was of a low Stature, 
with a large Nole, Slender, and Hoop¬ 
ing with Age. The whitcnels of 1 ) 1 ? 
round Bear’d, was more vifible on bis 
Olive colour’d Skin. When he was 
feated they gave him his Scimirer, and 
Bnckler, which he iay’d down on his 
left fide within the Throne.Thcn he made 
a fign with his Hand for thofc that had 
btifincfs to draw near; who being come 
up, two Secretaries Handing, took their 
Petitions, which they deliver’d to the 
King, telling him the Contents, I ad¬ 
mir’d to fee him liidorfc them with his 
own Hand, without Spedlacles, and by 
his chcarfui fmiling Countenance feera 
to be pleas’d with the employment. 

In the mean while the Elephants were Review of 
review’d, that the King might fee what the eIc- 
condition they were in, and whether 
the Omrahs, they were committed to, 
manage them well. When the Comaccia 
(that is he who rides them) had unco¬ 
ver’d the Elephants Crupper, for the 
King to view it, he made him turn his 
Head towards the Throne, and ftrik- 
ing him on it three times, made him 
do his Submiffion as often, by lifting 
up and lowering^ down his TrunL 
Then came Scudarnt Son and Grandfon, 
who having twice made their Obeifance 
to the King, each time putting their 
Hand to the Ground, on their Head, 
and on their Breaft, late down on the 
firft floor of the Throne on the left. 

Then AxAm-Scia the King’s Son coming 
in, and making the lamefubmilTions, he 
late down on the fecond Step, which we 
faid was rais’d above the other. Theft 
Princes wore filk Veils with Flowers of 
ftveral Colours, Gras adorn’d with pre¬ 
cious Stones, Gold Collars, Jewels, 
rich Salhes, Scimiters and Bucklers 
hanging by their fides. Thofe that were 
not of the Blood Royal, made three 
Obeilances. 

On the right Hand without the Tent, 
flood 100 Musketiers and more Macc- 
bearers, who bad Clubs on their Shoul¬ 
ders with filver Globes at the Ends. 

Theft were clad in Cloth of ftveral 
colours. There were allb ftveral Por- 
C s T ters 
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On the left of the Tent were the 
Royal Enligns held up on Spears by nine 
Penons, clad in Vefts of crimlbn Vel¬ 
vet, all adorn’d with Gold, and with 
wide Sleeves, and lharp Collars banging 
down behind. He that flood in the 
middle held a Sun the two on his hdes 
two gilt Hands; next them flood two 
others, each holding two Horfes Tails 
dy’d Red. The other four had the 
S^ars covered, fb that there was no fee¬ 
ing what they held. Without the en- 
clofure of the Royal Tents, feveral 
Companies and Troops of Horfe and 
Foot flood at their Arms ^ and Elephants 
with vail Standards, and Kettle-Drums 
on^them, which were beaten all the 
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time. When the Audience was over, 
the King with'drew in the fame Order 
he came out j fo did the Princes •, fome 
getting into Pdanhnes^ and others 
mounting (lately Horfes, cover’d with 
Gold and precious Stones. The Ottf 
rtihs^ who had Hood all the while, re¬ 
turn’d allb to their Tents, follow’d by 
many Elephants, fbrae with Seats on 
them, and E>me with Colours flying, and 
attended by two Troops of Horfe, and 
two C^mj»nies of Foot. The CattMi, 
who is like a Provoft-Marlhal againll 
Thieves, rode with a great Trumpet 
of green Copper, eight Spans long, car- 
ry’d before him by a Moor a-foot. That 
fboliih Trumpet made me Laugh; be- 
caufe it made a Noife much like that 
our Swineheards make, to all together 
their Swine at Night. 


CHAP. III. 

The Jrtifees, and cruel Trail ices of the Mogul now Kebning^ to poffefs 

himfelf of the Empire, 


E xperience has long fince made it 
Notorious enough, that the SocceC- 
lion of this great Monarchy rather de¬ 
pends on Force than Right \ and that, 
(if it fo happen, that the Sons exped 
their Father’s Death) they at lad De- 
termin the Title of Birth-right by the 
Event of a Battle *, but this Mogd we 
have fpoken of, added Fraud to Force, 
by which he dellroy’d not only his Bro¬ 
thers, but his Father.

Woman. His unruly Pafllon prevailing, 
he gave himfelf up fo entirely to her, 
beyond what became his Age, that be¬ 
ing reduc’d to extream Weaknefs, and 
delpairing of his Recovery, he Ihut him- 
feli up for three Months in the Aram^ 
without (hewing himfelf to the People, 
according to Cudom. He had fix Chil¬ 
dren ; four of them Sons call'd, Dara^ 
or Darius the fecond Sugiah, that is, 
valiant Prince; the third Aurenge Zeb^ 
that is. Ornament of the Throne, and 
the lad Morad Bakfce. The two Daugb-

lightlbiurriiicefs, or Light of Prince!^ 
fes. They take thefe Names, becaufe

The unhappy Dara returning to Agra * 
in Defpair, durft not appear before 
his Father, who, when he took his 
Leave, had (aid to him. Be jure Dara 
never to come into my Sight smlefs Zltlo- 
rieus. Neverthelefs the'* good old Man 
did not omit to fend to Comfort him, 
and allure him of his Afledion. 

Four Days after, Aurenge Zeby and Aut<‘npr' 
Morad Bakfce Came to a Garden a fmall 
League from the Fort of Agra j and 
thence fent an ingenious and irufty £u- ' 

nuch to pay their Refpeds to Sciahge- 
han'y and to tell him they were very 
much troubled at all that had hapned, 
being compcil’d to it by Dara\ Ambi¬ 
tion y but were moft ready to Obey his 
Commands. Sdah-gehany tho’ he well 
knew how eager his Son was to Reign, 
and that there was no trufting to his 
fair Words; yet fhew’d a good Coun¬ 
tenance to the Eunuch, defigning to in- 
trap Aurenge Zeby without corning to 
open Force, as was then proper to have 
done. Blithe, who was thorough skill’d 
in all Frauds, took his Father in the 
lame Snares for putting otf the Vific 
from Day to Day, which bad been a- 
greed upon between them by the Eu¬ 
nuch, fpent the mean time in gaining 
the Afledions of the Omsrahs underhand. 

When he thought Things were Ripe, 
he fent his Eldeft Son Sultan Mahmud 
to the Fort, on Pretence to fpeak to 
Sciah-gehan from him. This bold young 
Prince coming to the Gate, fell with 
his Men that lay in rcadineis upon the 
Guards, and putting them to Flight, 
went rcfolutcly in, and made himfelf 
Mafter of the Walls. Sciah-gehan per¬ 
ceiving he was fallen into the Snare he 
had laid for his Son, try’d to Bribe Sul¬ 
tan Mtdonmd with the offer of the Crown, 
but he, without being mov’d, carry’d 
the Keys of the Fort to his Father, 
who made the fame Governour EVoeer- Tmnrifon^ 
kauy Governour of it. He prefenlly hisFathet 
(hut op the old King with his Daughter 
Begun Saheby and all the Women j lb 
that he could neither Speak nor Write 
to any Body, much left go out of his 
Apartment. As foon as this was done, 
all the Omrahs were oblig’d to make 
their Court to Aurenge Zeby and Morad 
Sakfeey und to declare for the firft of 
them. He being now well EftabliOi’d, 
took what he thought fit out of the 
King’s Treafure; and leaving his Uncle 
Scia-hefi-kan Governour of the City, 
went away with Morad Bakfce in Pnr- 
fuit of Dora.

tVA-^ ' The Day they were to fet ont of 
OtmeVi. grsy MertU Bakfce*s Friends, and partis 
colarly his Eunuch Sda-Ahasy told him, 
Tjiat fince he was King, and Aurengt 
Zeb himfclf gave him the Title of Ma- 
jefty j he (hould fend him againfl; Ddtra, 
and ftay himlelf with his Troops about 
Agra and Debit.

with his Handkerchief, always talking 
to him as King, and giving him the I'i- 
tle of Majefty 3 but as foon as he fiw 
him overcome by the Fumes of Sciras, 
and Cabul Wine, he arofc from Table, 
and encouraging his Brother to carry on 
the Debauch with Aiircan, and other 
Officers there prefent, went away, as if 
he had gone to take his Reft. Morad 
Bakfce, who lov’d Drinking, making 
himfelf Di linker than he was, at length 
fell afleep ^ which was wlut Atretige 
Zeb expefted, in order to take away 
his Scimiter, and Ciemdery or Dagger. 
Then returning into the Room, he be¬ 
gan to upbraid liim in thefe Words, 
Hltat a Sname^ wlut a Dijgrace is this ! 
for a King ns you are to be jo Debauch'd., 
as to muke htmjdf thus Drunk f l^hat 
will the U'orUl Jay of you, and of me f 
Let this baje Alnn^ this Drunkard be 
bound Hands, and Feet, and jimt up to 
Digefi his iVine. 'I'his was immediate¬ 
ly £.xccuted, and Aforad Bakfee's Coni- 
inandcrs being oitended at his Unpri- 
Ibnmenc, Attrenge Zib jiacify’d them 
with Gifts and Pfumiics, and cook them 
all into his Pay. His unfortunate Bro¬ 
ther was (hut up in an Ambri, which is 
a little wooden Houfe they fet on an 
Elephant to carry Women, and fo con¬ 
vey’d to Debit, to the little Fort of Sa- 
lemgher, featcd in the middle of the 
Kiver. 

Having fccur’d Adorad Bakfce, he pur-

lb that Aiahmud in a few Months re¬ 
turn’d to the EiatV’s Camp. Others lay it 
was a Proje^l of Aurenge Zeb\ to fend 
him to his Uncle, to Ruin them both, 
or at lead a fpecious Pretence to make 
furc of him j bccaufe afterwards, be-

Aurenge Zeb having perform’d this 
Work, lent to warn his ocher Son 
tan Aiauim to continue in his Duty, 
unlcfs he would be ferv’d in the lame 
manner becaufe it was a nice Point to 
Reign, and Kings ought to be jealous 
of their own Shadows. Then going 
to Dehli, he began to Aft as King; and 
whilft the Emir prefs’d Siigiedo, who

• Paflage of the River Ganges, he con¬ 
triv’d to get Dara into his Power by 
Fraud, forcing him to quit Guzjtratte. 

He made the Raja Gejfen Sanghe write a 
Letter to tell him, he would fpeak with 
him about a Matter of great Moment 
on the way to ^>4. Dara, who had 
gather’d an indifferent Array, unadvi- 
fcdly came out of Anted-Ab^, and ha¬ 
iled to Afmire, eight Days Journey from 
Agra. Here too late difcovering Cef- 
fen Senghes Treachery, and feeing no 
Poffibility of returning fo foon to Amed 
Abad, which was thirty four Days Jour¬ 
ney diftant, in Summer, with fcarcity 
of Water, and through the Hands of 
Icveral Raja'% Friends to Jeffem he at ^ 
laft rcfolv'd, tho’ he knew himfelf to be fcated a- 
inferior in Forces, to Fight him. In gain, 
this Battle Dara was betray’d, not on- • 
ly by Sda-Navazjtkan, but by all his 
Officers, who fir’d his Camion without 
Bail, lb that he was forced to fly to lave 
his Life, and to croft all tlic Countries 

of 
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Soldiers, who were moft of them Itripp’d 
by the KMysy Peafants of the Country, 
wbo are the greateft Thieves in- J»dia. 
Being come with lb much Difficulty 
within a Day’s Journey of Amed Abad, 
the Governonr, who was corrupted by 
Attrtngt Zebj fcnt him Word to come 
no nearer, for he would find the Gates 
Ihut. Dor* much concern’d at this News, 
and not knowing what to Refolve on, 
he bethought him of a powerful Patm, 
call’d Gion-Kan, whofeJLife he had twice 
lav’d, when Scia'gehan had commanded 
him to be caft to the Elephants for Re- 
l^llion. Him he purpos’d to repair to, 
notwithltanding his Son Sapefee-Kuh^ and 
his Wife’s Diflwafions. Coming thither 
he was at firft Courtcoufly receiv’d but 
the next Morning the falfe and ungrate¬ 
ful Patan fell upon him with many arm'd 
Men, and killing fome Soldiers that; 
came to his Afliftance, Bound him, his 
Wife and Son, feizing all their Jewels, 
Betray’d, and Mony. Then fetting him on an 
Elephant, with an Executioner behind, 
who was to Kill him if he attempted to 
Elcape, he conduced him to the Camp 
at TatabakoTj where he deliver’d him 
up to the General Mirbaba, who caus’d 
him to be carry’d in the fame manner to 
Agray and th^ce to Debit. When he 
was come to the Gate of that City,^ A^ 
rtnge Zeb, and his Council differ’d in 
Opinions, whether they Ihould carry 
him through the City, or not, in order 
to fend him to Covaleory and at lalt it 
was refolv’d to fet him feurvily Glad, 
with his Wife and Son, on a pitiful 
Elephant, and fo carry him through the 
Qty, with the infamous Patan by him. 
In the mean while Aurenge Zeb was in¬ 
form’d, that all the City was Incens’d 
againft him, on account of his many 
Cruelties; and mif-doubting the firft, 
he fummon’d his Council, to Determine 
whether it was better to fend him to 
Prilbn, or put him to Death. Many 
were of the firft Opinion j but PWs 
old Enemies, efpecially Nakim Daud, a 
Ph^fitian, flatteriog the Tyrant's Incli¬ 
nation, cry’d out aloud, it was conve¬ 
nient for the iafety of the Kingdom, 
chat he Ihould Die, and the more be- 
canfe he was no Mufalmany but a Kafery 
' or Idolater. Aurenge Zeb readily com- 
ply’d, immediately ordering fhat Sape- 
fie-KtA Ihould be carry’d Prifoner to 
Govdeofy and i> 4 r« put to Death by the 
Hands cn a SlaTe, call’d Naxjtr. He 


feeing what was coming upon him, cry’d 
out to his Son, fee he comes to Kill me. 

Then taking a Kitchin Knife, he would 
have defended himfclf ^ but the Execu¬ 
tioner fell on, and throwing him down, 
cut off his Head, which was carry’d to 
the Fort to Attrenge TLeb, and he order¬ 
ing it to be put into a Dilh, wafh’d it 
with his own Hands, to be furc it was . 
his Brothers, and when he found it was, 
began to Lament, feying. Oh unhappy 
Man •, take it out of my Sigbty and ict 
it be Bury'd in the Tomb of Humagon. 

At Night he caus’d his Daughters to be 
put into the Seraglio, and afterwards 
fent her to Scia-gehan, and Begum So- 
heb, who defir’d it; and Sapefee-Kuh was 
carrv’d to Govaleor. Gim-Kan was re¬ 
warded for his Treachery but w'as His s... 
kill’d in a Wood as he return’d home, fecurd. 
to prove that Men love the Treafou, 
but hate the Traitor. 

There was none left of DanCs Fami¬ 
ly, but Soliman Scekuh, who was not ea- 
iily to be drawn from Serenagher, had 
the Raja kept his Word; but the un¬ 
derhand Pradtices of the Raja Ccjfen 
Senghe, the Promifes and Threats of Au~ 
renge Zeb, the Death of Dora, and the 
neighbouring Raja's made him break his 
Faith. Soliman underftanding he was 
betray’d, fled over defert Mountains, 
towards the Great Tibet, but the Rnja's 
Son overtook, and ftopp’d him, w ound- 
ing him with a Stone; after whitli he 
was convey’d to Debit, whcic he was 
flint up in Salengber, with Morad Bahfce, 
not without 7 'ears of all the Omrabs. 

Awrenge Zeb perceiving tlierc were 
Poems Iiandcd about in Commendation ruUce 
of Morad Bakfee's Valour, it rais’d fiich kill’d, 
a JeaJoufy in him, that he prefenriy 
contriv’d his Death. Morad, at the be¬ 
ginning of the War had kill’d one Sa- 
jed, li very wealthy Man at Amcd Abad, 
only to Sieze upon what be had. The 
Tyrant made his Sons appear in a full 
Aflembly, and demand that Prince’s 
Head, in Revenge for their Father’s 
Death. Not one of the Omrahs op¬ 
pos’d it, as well bccaufe Sajed was of 
Mabometk, Family, as to comply with 
the Will of Aurenge Zeb, whole Inven¬ 
tion they knew that was. Accot dingly 
they were permitted without any man¬ 
ner of Procels to have Morad's Head cut 
off which was immediately perform’d 
at Gavdeor.

The King 
oi A ac.t.n prcfcntly fent a number of 
tvilv f’lcs or half Galleys with Sultan 
r vr. ,vr, and a ci'/il Auf.ver as to the reft. 

V. auoard with his Women, and 
bcinji b: ought to that King was well re- 
cei V v! ^ but wiicn the Scafon came he per- 
iorm’d not his Word of furniihing him 
.1 Siii.) to go to Mecca-., bat appearing 
eve fXiV more cold to iiim, began to 
tO'ni<i.;!ii Sujah did not vifit him , 
and iho’ Sultan Banche often made his 
Court with great Prefents, yet it avail’d 
nothing. Then asking one of Sultan 
Siijalis Daughters in Marriage, and find¬ 
ing file was not immediately granted him, 
the Barbarian was fb inrag’d, that he o- 
blig’d the poor fugitive Prince to ad a 
dcijicratc Part. He thought with 300 
Souidiers he biought from Bengata^ and 
the afi'iftancc of tiie Mahometans of the 
Coniitry whom he had corrupted to 
break into the Palace, kill all he found, 
and make Iiimlelf King of Arracam but 
the Day before he was to put this in E.\;e- 
cution, the Dclign was dilcover’d, and 
he oblig’d to fly towards Fegn to lave his 
J .ifc, tho* it was impoflible to come thi¬ 
ther by realbnof thevaft Mountains and 
Forrclls he was to pafs through. That 
fame Day he was overtaken by the King’s 
Men, and tho’ he defended himfclf with 
much Bravery, killing a great number, 
yet fo many fell upon him, that at laft 
he was forc’d to fubmit to his Fate. Sul¬ 
tan Banche who w'as not gone lb far, 
made his defence too, but being hurt 
with Stones, and encompafs’d on 111 fides, 
was taken, with two little Brothers, a 
Sifter and his Mother. As for Sultan 
Sujah himlelf there are different Ac¬ 
counts; foraciay he was wounded on 
the Mountains, only four of his Men be¬ 
ing left about him, and that an Eunuch 
having drefs’d the Wound on his Head, 
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he fled acrufii the WooJs; others will 
have it that he was found among the 
Dead, but not perfectly .known; others 
that he was afterwards feen at Majlipa- 
tan’f others near Suraite-y and others in 
fine that he was fled towards Perfia-, fo 
that by reafon of thefe difitMcut Ac¬ 
counts, Aurenge Zeb one Day in jell faid 
that Sujah was turn’d Pilgrim. The molt 
receiv’d Opinion is that he dy’d in the 
Fray, if he was not Jail’d by Robbers, 
or wild Bealls, of which thofc Forrclls 
arc full. After this Diftftcr ail his Fa¬ 
mily was Imprifon'd, and the King took 
his cldcft Daughter to Wife; hire ano ¬ 
ther Confpiracy of Sultan B.mcbe being 
afterwards difeover’d, he was fo i.irag.’d 
that he caus’d them all to be pat 'to 
Ddath, even to her that was his Wife 
and with Child. The IVlen w.’vc put to 
the Sword, and the Women llarv’d to 
Death. 

The unnatural War being thus at an ,, a, r 
tn-d, after it had lafted through the am- tiSot a 
bidonot Rule, among the four Brothers Mshme^ 
from the Year 1055 till 1660. Aurenge tx'i. 

Zeb remain’d peaceable PoJIelTor of that 
vaft Empire; for after fo much Blood 
filed and lb many Enormities committed, 
it was eafie tocaufe himfelf to be declar’d 
King with the confent of all the great 
Ones. The greateft Obftadc he found 
was the Grand Cadi who was to put him 
in PollelQon, and pleaded that according 
to the Law of Mahomet and that of Na¬ 
ture, no Man could be declar’d King, 
whim his Father was yet living; much 
Jefs Aurenge Zeb, who had put to death 
his elder Brother Dara, to whom the 
Crown belong’d after the Death of Ids 
Father Scia-gehan. To overcome this 
difficulty he aflemblcd the Doctors of the 
Law, and told them, that as for his Fa¬ 
ther he was unfit to Rule by reafon of 
his Age; and for his Brother Bar ash 
Death he had caus’d him to be executed 
for contemning the Law, by drinking 
Wine, and favouring Infidels. Adding 
Threats to thefe Reafons he made the 
Mahometan Cafuifts agree, that he de¬ 
fer v’d the Crown and ought to be de- 
clar d King. 1 he C adi ftill oppofing him, 
he was depos’d and another put in his 
Place, who for the kindnefs recci v’d con- 
fonted to all that was requir’d of him. 

Aurenge Zeb accordingly coming to the 
Afeychontheaoth, of OStober 1660. feat- 
ed himfelf on the richeft Throne that “r. 
ever was Iten in the World, being the 
lame that was begun by Tamerlan and fi- 
nilh’d by Scia-gehan, receiving there 
the Homage of all the great Men, as is 
H Ji the 
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/'A Voyage round the 

il'.e iiilloin oi tfic Couimy. Afeerwards 
tiicic was great rcjoycing at Jehariabat 
,d diroughoiit all the Kingdom. 

Auravre-Ztb conlideriiig the hciiioun- 
iic:s ot tile Crimes he had committed tor 
the compaHiiig of his ILnds-, voluntarily 
impos’d oil hiffifclf a rigorousAbftinencc, 
not to cat for the future any VVheaten- 
breud, Fifli, orFlcdv, and to live upon 
Bailey-Bread, Rite, Herbs, Sweetmeats 
and fuch things ^ nor to drink any fort 
of Liquor but Water. 

Amballadors from the prime Princes 
of Jfut and Jfrkk came to his Court to 
Congratulate his Accclfion to theCrowny 
but he was much offended at the Letter 
font him by the King of PerfiUy upbraid¬ 
ing him with the Murder of Dara^ and 
Imprilbnmcnt of ScUh-Gehan.^ as bemg 
Atltions unworthy a MuJhImmi., and the 
Son and Brother of a Mdfulman y andre- 
ilediugon him for the Title he had af- 
fum'd ofthat is, Loidofthc 
World, concluded challenging him in' 
thefe Words, Since you are Jlem-Guire., 

1 fend you a Sword and Horfes that we 
may meet. 

Sciah-Gehan dy’d In the Fort of Agra 
about rhe end of the Year i666. and An- 
roige-Zcb, who had long wifli’d to be 
deliver’d from that continual Reproach 
of his Tyranny, went thither immedi¬ 
ately to fecure all his Father’s Jcvvcls. 
He receiv’d his Siller Begam-Saheb into 
f ivour, bccaufc Ihe having an influence 
over her Father, being his Wife and 
Oaughtcr, had preferv’d to him fo many 
jewels of incredible value, when Sciah^ 
Gcbm offended that he had feat for them 
whilit he was living, to adorn the 
■J lirone lie had ufurp’tl, w'as about to re¬ 
duce them to Powder in a Mortar. Be- 
lides flic had given him much Gold, and 
lit outthc he went into before liis 
catling the Fort, with rich Carpets. 
She was afterwards carry’d in honoura¬ 
ble manner to Jehanabat.^ and there dy'd, 
with fufpitioii of being Poifon’d. 

If we now look back into the Life of 
Scinb-Gchan , wc ftiall find that hc was 
puhi fil’d by the Hand of God as he had de¬ 
fer v’d, for the wrong he had done his 
Nephew liuUki , ufurping the Crown 
from him. 

Gehatighlr King of India Son of Ac- 
bar., anaGrandfoii of Humagion^ after 
having reign’d twenty three Years Peace¬ 
ably,. was difturb’d by the Ambition of 
bis Sons, who thought that Life lafted 
too loug, which obltruftcd their getting 
into Power. The Eldcft rais’d a migh¬ 
ty Army about Labor to poflefs his Fa- 
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ther’s Throne berbre it was his Due ^ the^ 
King to punifli his Prcfumptioii march’d 
agaiulfc him with numerous Forces, and 
defeating his Troops, brought himaw&y 
Prifoncr witli thofe great Men that had 
efpoiis’d his Caufe. Bur being of a mer¬ 
ciful Difpofitioa and unwilling to imbrue 
his Hands in the Blood of his Son, whom 
he could not but love, he was fatisfy’d 
witli holding a Red hot Iron to his Eyes, 
and keeping him in that Condition about 
him^ deligning to raife his Son Sultan 
Bttlaki to the Throne. But Sultan Curom., 
who afterwards took the Name of Sdah 
Gehan, believing that he as fccond Son 
to Gebau Ghh\, oiigl’.t to be prefer’d in 
right before iiis Nephew 5 rcfolv’d to 
leave no means unatcempted to call him 
down and raife liinifelf, without exped- 
ing his Father’s Death. He conceal’d 
his wicked Dcfigii uuder the Cloak of a 
counterfeit Obcclicncc, till he gain’d his 
Father’s good Will^ and when hc 
thought himfelf well grounded in his Fa¬ 
vour, dclir cl lie would give him leave 
to carry his blind Brother into the King¬ 
dom of Vacan , where he was Gover- 
nour •, faying, hc fliould by this means 
take out of his fight a difpicaling Objeft, 
and his Brother would live more Peace¬ 
ably. The King not diving into Curom's 
Delign, confented toit^ but hc having 
got the poor Prince into his Hands, con¬ 
triv’d to make him away in fuch manner, 
that no Man could imagine he had been 
fo cruel as to Poifoii him. This done hc 
chang'd his Name into that of Sdah-Ce- 
ban., that is. King of the World, and 
railing a numerous Army, fet forward 
to make War on his Father, who was jiift- 
Jy pi ovok’d, and the more for his Son’s 
Death. Jebangiur went out in Perfbn 
with a great Strength, againfl the Wick¬ 
ed and Ambitious Curom j but Age and 
Grief to fcchimftlf fo much wrong’d en¬ 
ded his Days by the way, and made it 
eafic for the other to compafs his Oe- 
ligus. However Jehanguir before his 
Death recommended his Grandfon Sul¬ 
tan Bulaki to Afuf-Kan, Generaliffimo of 
his Army, and prime Minifter of State, 
and to all the great Officers, command¬ 
ing them when he was dead, to acknow¬ 
ledge none for their true and lawful So¬ 
vereign but BtUaki-, and declaring SiUtm 
C urom a Rebel, and incapable of Suc¬ 
ceeding in the Throne. Befides he made 
them {wear and particukrly Afirf-Kan, 
that they would never confent that Btda- 
lu Ihonld be put to Death; which he af¬ 
terwards faithfully perform’d, but not 
to fettle him on the Throne, having de- 
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figii'd that for Scia Gehan his Son in 
^Gemelh. Law. The Death of Jthan Gmr being 
known all the great Men acknowledg’d 
the young Sultan Bulaki for their King. 
Two of his Coulins, foon perceiving the 
wicked defign of Afuf-Kan^ were the 
cauie of their own Death, and his loot¬ 
ing the Crown, by dilcovering the Se¬ 
cret to him \ becaufc he being unskill’d 
in the Myftcry of Reigning, ask’d the 
Quell ion of hirafelf, who hav¬ 

ing I’lvorc he would ever be faithful to 
his King, privately contriv’d the Death 
of the two Princes. Then conlidering 
that the King having notice of the Con- 
I'piracy, it was dangerous to defer the 
Kxccution of it, and finding himfclf 
Powcrfal in the number of his Follow¬ 
ers , he gave out that Scia Gehan was 
Dead, and his Body vs'onld be carry’dto 
be Bnry’d at Agra, with the Bones of 
jehan Gnir, as hc had defir’d before his 
i.)cath. He himfclf brought the News 
to Bulaki, perfuading him when it was 
lobe done to go two Leagues out of A^ 
gra to meet the Body, that Honour be¬ 
ing due to a I’rince of tlic Blood tlio’an 
F.iiemy. Sda Gcl.vi tame Iiimlelf in 
difguiic, and when he was in fight of the 
Army near Agra was lay’d on a Beer and 
carry’d as if hc were Dead. All the 
principal Confpirators came with Afuf 
into the Tent, where hc was lay’d, as 
it were to do Honour to the dead Prince, 
and when they faw the young King was 
come out of ^gra, uncovering the Bier, 


they made Scia Gehan Hand up in the 
prcfencc of all the Arnfy, and declaring 
him King with a loud Voice, they and 
all the reft by their example fwore Fealty 
to him. Bulaki receiving this diftnal News 
by the way, being in a conllcrnation had 
no hopes of lafety but in iiying which 
was ealie to be done, bccaure*^ his Ene¬ 
mies thought nor proper to pnrfuc him. 
He wandred about Lidia a long t ime, be¬ 
coming a Facbir', but at Jail tir'd with 
that painful Employmciit hc retir’d into 
Perfia, where he was nobly receiv’d and 
entertain’d by Scia Safi. SuaGeLtnbe- 
ing left without any I'.ival, yet fearing 
the Fadtions there mi >ht be for iJic law¬ 
ful King, by degrees jnir to death all 
thofe that were well aircc'ted to his Ne¬ 
phew i mailing the firft Years of his Reign 
famous for Cruelty. Thus liis being in 
his life time depriv’d of his Kingdom 
by his Son, is to be look’d upon as a juft 
judgment of God, which the longer it 
is defer’d the Jicavicr it falls. 

Tilde arc the Methods of fccuring the 
Throne of Jndojlan, not found out by 
any ill Cuilom of that People, but pro- 
teeeding from the want of good l,aws, 
concerning the Title of Birthright. 
Tlicrcfore every Prince of the Blood 
thinks he has a fuffident Claim to the 
Crown, and expofing himfclf to the cru¬ 
el needfity of Overcoming to Reign, 
fometimes involves an infinite number 
of IJves in his own Ruin, that another 
may be the more fecurcly cftablifh'd.

Powerful. Hedy’d in 1532. 

His Son Homagion, that is, the Fortu¬ 
nate, fucceeded him, who Conquer’d the 
bell and wcalthiell Kingdoms in India. 
Kirkan his General Rebell’d and forc’d 
him to fly to the King of Perfia ; by 
whom being aflifted with 12000 Men 
under the Command of Beitran-Cham, he 
defeated the Rebel, and recover’d his 
Kingdom; then dy’d in 1552. 

After his Death his Son Gelaladin com¬ 
monly call’d Akbar aicended the Throne. 
He Reign'd 54 Years, and dy’d in 1605. 
fince the Birth of Chrill, and 10of 
the Mahometan Epocha^ leaving the King- 
. dom to bis Son Sultan Selim, call’d by an¬ 
other Name Jehan-Cuir-patfia, that is. 
Conquering Emperor of the World; at 
his Death he left four Sons, Sultan Kofru, 
Sultan Kurom, Sultan Peruiz, and Scia 
Daniel, 
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Sultan Kurom fucceeded his Father Je- 
hanGuir, by means of theill Prafticesa- 
bovc mention’d, and was acknowledg'd 
for their Sovereign by the great Men of 
the Kingdom in the Fort of Agra, by 
the Name of Sultan Sciabedin Muhammed', 
but he would be call’d Scia Cehan. Next 
Ip him came A/jj^ge-Zeb alcending the 
Throne of Jnttl 0 n, through ffich cru¬ 
el Pradww. He took the Jjame of 
Aurengedjtj^-Alem-Ghire, That is. Lord 
of the •ippwJd, believing he polTefs’d 


three parts of it. For this rcafon he f 
catry’d as his peculiar Enlign a Golden- 
Globe, and had it in his Seal; and al¬ 
ways tore olF one corner of the Paper he 
wrote on, to exprefs that the fourth part^’ 
of the World was not his. He added to 
his Empire the Kingdoms of Kifapor, 
anAGolconda, the Kings whereof he kept 
Prifoners in my time, part of the Ter¬ 
ritory of Savagi, and of other petty 
Principalities in Indofian. 

Aurenge Ztb labour’d to gain the Re- .... 
putatiou of being a llridl Obferver of the 
Mahometan Law, and a lover of Juftice. ments. 
He had fo dillributed his time that he 
could fcarce ever befaid to be Idle. Some 
Days in the Week he bath’d before break 
of Day; then having pray’d he eat Ibme- 
thing. After that having fpent two 
Hours with his Secretaries, "he gave pub- 
lick Audience before Noon, and then 
pray’d again. This done he Din’d, and 
loon after gave Audience again, when 
follow’d the third and fourth time of 
‘praying. Next he was employ'd in the 
Aflairs of his Family till two Hours af¬ 
ter it was Dark. Then he Supp’d and 
llept only two Hours, after which he 
took the Alcoran and read till break of 
Day. This was told me by feveral Eu¬ 
nuchs belonging to the Court, who 
knowing their Prince was skill’d in 
Negromancy, believ’d he was aflifted by 
the Devil in chat painful Courleof Life; 
elfe he could not have gone through fo 
much fatigue in his decrepit old Age. 

This might ferveas an Example to Ibme 
Princes of Europe, who are fo referv’d, 
that they give Audience but twice a 
Week, and then will not ftay a Mo¬ 
ment to hear their Subjeft’s Grievances; 
as if it were not their duty to liften to 
them with Patience. And it is certain 
the Mogul did not feed on fuch Dainties 
as they do, but on Herbs and Pulfe; 
falling every Day at thofe Years, tho’ 
made of Fleih and Blood like the Europe¬ 
ans. 

After Aurenge Zeb had prelcrib’d him- 
felf this fort of Life, he ceas’d to be 
Bloody as before, and on the contrary Ljfc.® 
became lb mild, that the Governors and 
Otmrahs did not pay him the Doty they 
ought; knowing his Mercy would never 
fufthr hinv to punilh them. Thus the 
Poor were opprefs’d by the great Ones 
without knowing who to have recourfe 
to; becanfe the King when advis’d to 
be left merciful cowards thofe chat tranf> 
grefi’d his Commands, Anfwcr’d, That 
he was no God, that his Miniflers might 
not contradiift him; and that if they roif- 
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behav’d tbcitifelves, Heaven would pu- 
Cemtlli. ni{jj them. A Government far different 
from that of Tiirky, and Perfidy where 
the ftain of Diibbedience is walh’d a- 
^ray with Blood. Thofe that faw but 
into the outfldc, laid, Awrengt TLeb was 
a great Mahometan Saint, who after his 
Death muft be put into the Martyrology 
of their falfc Sedt. But 1 am of Opi¬ 
nion he conniv’d at the failings of his 
Minifters, and Omrahs, that they might 
love the prefent Government, under 
winch they were fuftcr’d to Adt as they 
pleas’d, and conlequciitly there might 
be no way for any of his Sons, to ufurp 
the Throne. 

. On the other fide, to fi^eak the Truth, 

lliiconti- himfelf up in his Youth 

to fcjifual PIeafures,as hisPrcdcceflbrs had 
done tho’ according to their barbarous 
Cuftom, he kept fevcral hundred Wo¬ 
men in tfic Aram,for oflrcxitation. To this 
purpofc they tell us, that he having 
pitch’d upon a W'oman in the Aram to ^ 
lye with him that Nigiic, flic drefs’d her ’ 
fclf the befl: (he could to receive that 
iionour. I he King coming at the ap¬ 
pointed hour into her Chamber, inflead 
of going to bed, feil a reading the Al¬ 
coran all Night. The Eunuch coming 
in the Morning to tell him the Bath 
was ready, as is us’d by the Aiahometans 
after they have had to do with Women -, 
the Woman who had been difappointed 
cry’ti out, there was no need of a Bath, 
becaufe the King had not broke Wind j 
to fignify, he had been at Prayers, rvhich 
if interrupted by Wind, the Mahome¬ 
tans arc to Bath. The King hearing her • 
went away alham’d, the Lady telling him 
that was no Room to pray in; and he 
never after look’d her in the Face. The 
Kings of Jttdojlan are at a vafl: Charge in 
maintaining fo many Women; for they 
have many Thoufinds and Thoufandsof 
Roufies a Year out of the Treafury; 
fome of the beft bclov’d even to a Mil¬ 
lion and a half, which they fpend in 
maintaining abundance of Elephants, 
Horfes and Servants. 

Bcfides Anrenge Zeb'i abflincncc, af- 
for^hi ^ horrid crimes committed. 

Bread. ’ Ids Table was not maintain’d out of the 
Rcvfenuc of the Crown; he fiid that 
Food was not good, which coft the fweat 
of the Subjects, but that every Man 
ought to work for his living. For this 
Rcafon he work’d Caps, and prefented 
them to the Governors of his Kingdoms 
and Provinces; who in return for the 
Honour done them, fent him a Prefent 
of fcveral ThouEmds of Ronpies. When 


I was tliere, his decrepit Agerendring 
him iuable to work, he had reftrv’d the 
Revenues of four I’owus for his Table. 

His expence was but fmall, for a Ve/l 
of his did not cofl: above 8 Roitpies, and , 
the Salh and Cira or Cap, lets. 

The Great MognPs iifual place of Rc- 
fldcQce is at Agra, and fometiraes at 
Dehli, and Lsdjor, in which Cities the 
King is always guarded by an Omrah, 
with a Body of 20000 Horfc, who in- 
camp about thofe Cities, and tliis Guard 
is reliev’d every eight days. But wlicn 
Aurenge who kept al was in the Field, 

was to decamp from any place, wlicrc 
he lay with his Army, a Tent was car- 
ry’d before by a hundred and twenty E- 
lephants, 1400 Camels, and 400 fmall 
Qarts, to be fet up where he was to go, 
and fevcral thoufands of Horfe and Foot, 
went with 70 Elephants to fccure the 
Ground to incamp on. Eight other Ele¬ 
phants carry’d eight Chairs, more like 
Biers, wrought with Gold and Silver, 
or Gilt Wood, and clos’d with Criftal. 

There were three others carry’d by 8 
Men each, in one of which the King 
went, when he did not Mount an Ele¬ 
phant, cfpccially if it rain'd, or the 
Way was dufty. All the great Men at¬ 
tended him afoot; but when they went 
out of Town, and the Journy was long; 
he us’d to command them to Mount a 
Horfcback. 

Awrenge Zeb got fcveral Children. u-.r-hU- 
His cldcft Son, (as we laid elfewherc) 
was Mahmud, who following the Ex- ift Son. 
ample of his Predeceflbrs, in aiming at 
the Crown before his Fathers death, 
proceeded lb openly, towards taking a- 
way his Life, that he thought good to 
prevent him; and accordingly caus’d 
him to be Poifon’d one day, when he 
went a Hunting; and miltrufling be was 
not really dead, when he was brought to 
the Palace, he cruelly caus’d a red hot 
Iron to be run in from the foie of his 
Foot to his Kuce. 

Scialam the 2d Son, by the death of The sd. 
Alahmud, had the right of Eldcft, and 
with it entertain’d the lame Thoughts, 
the other had done, of deftroying his 
Father. To this purpofc he once caus’d 
a great Trench to be dug near Aurenge 
Zeb’s Tent, that he might fall into it, 
as he pafs’d by; but he being told of 
it by an Eunuch, efcap’d death; and put 
the wicked Sciatam into a dark Prilbny 
where ho continu’d fix Years, tho’ 60 
Years of Age, till a few Days before I 
came into the Camp.

the 4th. 1 he 4th Son is call’d Akbar, now 45 
Years of Age, more ambitious than all 
the reft ^ for being fent by his Father in 
the Year 1680, with an Army of 30000 
Ink'll to make W'ar on the /iagia Li-- 
lourr^ who borders on the Kingdom of 
! belojiging !othe/J/<?^«/^ inftcad 
rt‘ i'i.i'.diiiiig him, lie fnflcrcd himfclf to 
be j.ci aided by that Idolater, and by 
fii' oe.- Ambition, to turn his Arms a- 
his own Father. Having thus 
join d his Forces with thofe of Ragia, 
aitaiiift Anrci/gc 7 .ib^ who could nevdr 
have believ’d it, and making a Body of 
70000 Horfc,aiid a competent number of 
Foot,moft of tlicm Ragipun^hc came into 
Afmrcy where his Father was. Here 
wiiilft he refted his Army much fatigu'd 
with the long March, the Crafty Old 
Man hiving no fuflicient Force to op- 
pofe him, had recourle to Stratagem. 
He therefore lent a Confident of his in¬ 
to the Enemies Camp, with a Letter 
diretfted to his Son *, in which he com¬ 
mended his extraordinary wife Con- 
duft in drawing the Idolaters to that 
place, to be all cut off, as had been a- 
greed and that he would advance the 
next day, to put it in Execution. The 
Eunuch had orders to behave himfelf fo 
that the Enemy growing jealous, might 
lecure him, and inrcrccpting the Letter 
rely no more on Akbar. It fell out ac¬ 
cordingly i and tho’ he fwore upon the 
Alcora»y that it was an invention of his 
Fathers to diftraft them, the chiefs of 
the Gentils would never believe him. 
I'hefc jcaloufies kept them fo long em¬ 
ploy’d, that Anrenge Zeb^ as he had ex¬ 
pected, gain’d time to call his 2d Son to 
his defence with a powerful Army, who 
being come up, he defeated thzRaja^nd. 
Akb.ir. He putting himfclf with 4000 
I lode under the Proteftion of Srf/wi'rf, 
a Pagan Roicolet. Anrenge Zeb made 
War lb furioully on the faid Samba^ 
that lie at laft took him Prifbner, and 
caus’d his Head to be cut offj for having 
utter’d Ibme indecent exprefllons in his 
prelcnce. This Man’s ruin was caus’d 
^by Drunkcnncls-, for as he was drink¬ 
ing in his Tent with his Womcn-dan- 
cers, heij^ told by the advaiicM Guards 
that thx^dogdh Army was advancing, 
inftcud of going to Arras, he caus’d 


their Heads to be cut off; laying, they 
would not dare to come where he was 5 
the &me he did by a fecond Ccntincl. 
His Son, whole Head was not lb full of 
Wine, fav’d himfclf with a 1000 Horfej 
leaving his Father behind, who w'as 
carry’d away Pi ifoncr, and not long af¬ 
ter to his Grave. 

Akbar eftaping this Storm went to 
Cod, where the Portuguefes furnilh’d 
him with Ships to go over to Ormus. 
There he was nobly receiv’d by tbc 
Chanty and afterwards by Order of Scia- 
Selemouy then King of Perfia^ attended 
by many Troops of Souklicrs to tlic 
Court of Jj'pahan y where he wascour- 
teoufly entertain’d, and had an allow¬ 
ance to maintain him fuitablc to his 
Quality li as I obferv’d in the 2d Part. 
The Old Man fearing this Son’s Valour, 
us’d Icvcral Arts to draw him out of 
Perjtay but with fmall hopes of Succefs, 
bccaufc Akbar was not fo weak as to be 
enfnar’d by his Father. WhiJlt I was 
at Jfpahany fomc Eunuchs told me, they 
were fent by a certain Omrahy who Go¬ 
vern’d on the Borders of Candalmy with 
a Prelcnt of fcvcral thouland Rmpies 
to this Prince, which he would not ac¬ 
cept, and therefore they were going 
back with the Mouy. They offer’d to 
carry me into India by Land, but I re¬ 
fus’d their kindneft. I was afterwards 
inform’d by others, that this was a con¬ 
trivance of Anrenge Zeby who had or¬ 
der'd the Omraity of whom Akbar liad 
delir’d to borrow Ibme thouland Ronpiesy 
to make him a Prefent of them, and to 
endeavour by fair means to draw him 
into India j which Akbar underftand- 
ing by means of his Sifter, he refus’d 
the Prelent. Anrenge 7.eb took many 
Towns from Savagt for having affiftcd 
tins Prince; and continuing the War, 
had belieg’d him in his Court of Gingi. 
The City is feated between 7 Moun¬ 
tains, each of which has a Fort on the 
top, and can be reliev’d by ways un¬ 
known to the Alogulsy lb that they lay 
before them to no purpofc with 30000 
Horfc and as many Foot. I have not 
bear’d fince I left the Country, what 
was the event of the Siege, which had 
then lafted feven Years. 

Anrenge Zeb's youngeft Sou is Silandar 
now aboht 30 Years of Age, and in- 
feded like the reft, with the contagious 
Diftcraper of Aqibition. Therefore the 
Old Man, tho’ after fubduing the Kings 
of r’ifapoTy and Celconday he had no E- 
nemies left, but Savagiy who is incon- 
fiderable in regard of him; yet fearing 

with 
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^'irli innc-h rcafoii the perverfe Incliua- 
tioa of liis Sons, he had continu’d in 
A)ills in the Field for 15 Years; and 
p.ytienlarly four Years at Oaloala, af¬ 
ter ilefe;)ilii£^ Jkbar. IJe iaid""his Fa¬ 
ther Sriiik-Gemm,! Had not fo much dif- 
trccioii; for he might have learnt by 
pi.i.'iv years Experience, that the Kings 
or InJojldn when they grow Old, mult 
k«p at the head of powerful Armies, 


to defend themfeives againll their Sons. 
Yet I am of Opinion lhat notwitli- 
Ifanding all his precautions, he will 
come to no better end than his Predc- 
cellbrs. All I have hitherto laid coii- 
terning the intellinc Wars between the 
Moguls was told me and affirm’d by fc- 
vcral Souldicrs in the Camp, who had 
been Eyc'witneflcs, and fome gather'd 
out of creditable Authors.

The ;d they call D.'van, and to him 
it belongs to . divide i-hc Ju:^«rs or Fcofs 
among thcO/»ritfo,S«l»dj, and other Com¬ 
manders and to fee they do not op- 
preis the Initabitants of the places com¬ 
mitted to them with too heavy Impo- 
litions. The 4th is known by the name 
of Cvi famon *, who is a Trcafurcr Ge¬ 
neral, ^hat caiifes all the Revenues of 
the Empire to be brought into the 
Treafury, and every Week, lays be¬ 
fore the King what every Province is 
worth, and what it yields, and what 
Mony remains in the King’s Cofiers.

CemeHi. JL are broad heavy Swords, bow’d 
i(S ;5. like Scimitars i and tbofe made in the 
xy^V\j Country, being apt to break, the £»- 
furniflj them with fiich as are made 

* they always wear hanging to their Gir¬ 
dle; Bows and Arrows, Javelins, Pi- 
ftols, Muskets; and Pikes 12 Foot long, 
for the Foot; but molt of the Soul- 
diers have Bows and Arrows. They 
have alfo Cannon in their Cities, and 
Armies.

all other Princes in the World; for he 
pays them not himfelf, but gives the 
Omrahs Jaghirs, that is. Tenures of 
Lands to maintain a certain number, 
as was faid elfewhcre, and this even to 
the Princes of the Blood. 

The Omrahs are divided into Haxjtriis^ 
pegr^of Cubzarih, Panges^ Hechets, Dch-HazA- 
riis, and DuozdehazariiSj of which laft 
fort the King’s Eldeft Son was. Their 
pay is proportionable to the number of 
Horle they keep; bcfides which the 
King allows them a Penlion for their 
own ufe. But they always cheat the 
Souldiers of part of their Pay, and by 
that means grow vallly rich; efpeciaUy 
if they happen to have a good Sfaghir. 
Some are oblig’d to keep 500 Horle, 
and have about 5000 NeafoUtan Crowns 
Revenue a Month. Tis true they fpend 
all they get in Prefents they arc forc’d 
to make the King every year, upon cer¬ 
tain Fcftivals, every Man according to 
his condition; and in keeping fo many 
Women, Servants, Camels, and Horles 
of great value. 

The Number of Omrahs throughout 
Their the Empire is not (ettled, bul they are

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'nddutv generally under 40. They are [M'efer’d 
to the greateft Governments, and chief 
\Pofts at Court, and in the Army; and 
therefore arc, as they themfelvcs lay, the 
Pillars of the Empire. They appear a- 
Vol. IV. 


broad with noble Equipages; forae on 
Elephants, others a Horfeback, or 
on Palankines^ attended by a confider- 
able number of Horle, and by the Guards 
of their Palaces; as allb by abundance 
of Servants, Ibme of whom go before 
to clear the way, others drive away the 
Flies, or keep off the Daft with Pea¬ 
cocks tails, others carry Water to drink, 
and other things. All that relide at 
Court, are oblig’d to go twice a day to 
pay their icfpcdts to the King; that is, 
at ten in the Morning, and about Sun 
fent, in the place where he adrainifters 
Jufticc; or elle they lole part of their 
Pay. They are alfo to Mount the 
Guard once a Week for 24 Hours, and 
that day the King lends them their 
•Meat, which they receive with much 
relpcft, doing the Tajltm three times, 
that IS, an obcyfance after their manner 
towards the Royal apartment, laying 
their right Hand on the Ground, and 
then on their Head. They are alfo o- 
bhgd to attend the King at all times, 
as was faid above. ’ 

Tht Mmfthdars arc Gentlemen, or 
Horfe, who have very honourable Pav 
and IS calM but lefs than thJ 

Omr^s. They are much refpedled in 
the pmp, bccaufe they may ealily rife 
to the degree of Omrahs, and own no 
foperiour but the King. They differ 
from the others in this particular, that 
they are not oblig’d to maintain above 
^ or 5 Horle. As for their Pay they 
have T 50 Roufies a Month, and fome- 
times 700, but inllead of having them 
in ready Mony, they are forc’d to take 
the old Furniture of the King’s Houfe, 
at exceffivc Rates. There is no fix’d 
number of them, but they are more 
than the Omrahs ; there being 2, or 300 
of them very often at Court, belides 
thofe m the Provinces, and Armies. 

The 3d degree is of the Rowzinders, 
who arc alfo Horfe, but paid by the day, Tu 
as their Name imports. Their Pay is 
not inferior to that of the Manfebdars, 
but the Poll is not fo honourable. The 
number of them is very great, and nia- 
ny of them are Clerks and under. 
Clerks. 

The light Horle are Subjefl: to the 
Omrahs, and thofe are counted the beft, 

I i who 
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w'lo l^avc two Horfcs, branded with 
(icmdU. tiicir Omrahi nicrk ou the Leg. Their 
1^9'?. pay- is not fix'd, and depends on the 
gciicrolity of the Omrah^ but they Hand 
ihJ Mogid in acicaft 25 RoHfiesa Month, 
coniidering the Revenues he alllgns for 
thcr maintenance. 

The Foot and Mnsketiers are in a mi- 
Tlie Foot, fcrable condition, forac of them having 
:.o, fome 15, and others ten Ronpies a 
Month. I'hcy carry their Rell ry’d to 
the Miiskcr, which they make but ill ufe 
of, for fear of burning their great 
Cannon. Beard. The Artillery is divided into 
two fjits, the heavy Cannon, and the 
iiglit, as they call it. The heavy con- 
iilts of between 6 a and 70 Guns, with¬ 
out reckoning 300 Field-pieces, fix’d on 
Camels, as Fcdi eroes arc on our Backs, 
'i hc other, 50 or 60 fmall Brafs Guns, 
which are the id fort, are on Carriages, 
with little red Banners, each drawn by 
two Horfes; a third being led by, to reft 
fometirnes the one, and fometimes the 
other. Tho’ the heavy Cannon cannot 
always follow the King, who fometimes 
goes out of the Road, to hunt, or take 
fome other diverfion, the light always 
docs; and when he is near the place ap¬ 
pointed to Incamp, it is fir’d, that the 
Army may know he is arriv’d. All this 
Artillery, efpccially the heavy, is under 
the direftion of Franks^ or Chriftian 
. Gunners, who have extraordinary pay •, 
cfiTCcially the Tmuguefe^ EngUjlj^ Dutch^ 
Germans^ and French., who go from Goa, 
or run away from aboard Ships. Some 
of them formerly had 200 Roupies a 
Monili ^ but now the Molds have learnt 
ibmcwliat of the Art they have lefs. 
I'l-.crc is a General of the Artillery 
whole Pay is a Million a year, out of 
which he is to keep 200 Men. 

As].-!puru Bcfidcs the Mogd Souldiers, there 
are the Strangers, hir’d of the Rajas, 
who fervethe Mogd for very great Fay, 
bringing with them a certain number of 
Rajapurs, and doing the fame Duty as 


the Om ahs do j but with this difference, 
that they will not keep Guard in For is,' 
but in their own Tents, that they may 
not be flint up 24 hours. The Alogd 
keeps them in his pay, as alfo the Patc.-Y-, 
bccaufe they aie Men of Courage^ and 
there arc Rajas that tan raife looco 
Horfe uponoccafion as alfo to low Dif- 
cord and Jealoulies among them, by fa¬ 
vouring one more than another, and by 
that means be the fafer from their con¬ 
trivances, and from the others who are 
not in his Pay. 

The Souldiers of the Country differ ^ 
neither in Offices nor Diftipline from 
that already mention’d, but that they 
never follow the King ^ but every King¬ 
dom keeps its own to fecurc the Frontiers 
againft Strangers, as the Perjians, Oganis, 
Bahtccis and others. 

All Souldiers whatlbver receive their 
Pay duly every 2 Months from the King’s 
Treafurer, except thofe that arc p ’J 
by the Omrahs, as was laid before. Nor 
is there any Danger their Pay fliould be 
kept fiom them j for all People here 
living cither by their Induftry, or by 
ferviug the King (for want of private 
Revenues) if they were not well paid, 
they mult either ftarve, or Mutiny. And 
to lay the Truth, the greateft wonder in 
that Country is to fee lb many thouiands 
live on the King’s Pay. It is not fo in 
Europe, for fometimes Souldiers have 
Ibmcthing of their own j or when they 
want Pay live upon others. 

The number of Troops they laid the 
Mogul kept when I was there mounted 
to 300000 Horfe and 400000 Foot. Part 
of thefc were in the Camp at Gdgda 5 
60000 Horfe and Foot at the Siege of 
Gingi. The third Camp was of 7000 
Horfe and 10000 Foot; the 4th of 12000 
Horfe, commanded at Temala by Aum~ 
Scid% Son the King’s Grandlbn, and the 
reft were diftributed about the Frontiers 
and in Garrifons.

The Manners, Hahit, Marriges and Funerals of the Moguls. 


T Hcre are two Principal Feftivals 
kept in the Court of the Great 
Tlie aio- Mogul, the one call’d Barfgant, the o- 
/i«/s Birth ther td. The firft is on the King’s 
Birth day, or thofe of the Prinocs of the 
Blood, bccaule Bars in the Country Lan¬ 
guage fignifies Year,and Cant a Knot,aad 


tbofe People every Year make a knot in 
a Cord, they either wear about them 
or keep at hom^ to know their 
Age. This Solemnity is kept with great 
Pomp, all the great Ones coimog to 
wilh the King many Happy years with 
Prefents of Mony and Jewels. Sciah Gehan 

was 
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*■ was mightily pleas’d they ihould prefent 

Gemellt.% him with Gold Vcflels fet with jewels, 

• to hold fweet Waters, which he plac’d 

in the Chamber that ferv’d for his lend 
tradiccs. Jt was fet out with l.ooking 
Glaflcs adorn’d with precious Stones, 
and all the Roof fparkling with Dia¬ 
monds. That Day the Mo^ul lits on the 
famous Throne begun by Tamerlan and 
linilh’d by Sciah Cieban. It is all over 
let with Diamonds, Emerauds, Rubies, 
Pcarhand Saphircs; cfjiecially the Pearls 
on the twelve little Pillars, which clofc 
the three lidcs, aic beyond all that can 
be imaEin’d. Then the Roof of it and 
all other Parts is lb orderly enrich’d with 
jewels of incftimablc Value, all found 
v\it!iin the Empire, that fome make the 
Value of it to rile to fitly Millions, but 
in reality it is not to be Valu’d.

jiartiadarly of Cliriliians born at jipa 
and DcUiy w ho had ferv’d there many 
Years, they told me it was a mecr Ro¬ 
mance ^ for not only Aurenge Zeby but 
none of his Predcccflbrs ever weigh'd 
themfclvcs. ’Tis true this Feftival is 
kept in the King’s Houfe •, but they weigh 
Mony, Jewels, and other Things of va¬ 
lue prefented by the great Men and Fa¬ 
vourites, which are afterwards diftribu- 
ted among the Poor with great Solemni¬ 
ty. k is done fome Days after the 
Barjganty either fooiicr, or later, as the 
King thinks fit. 

Defu ipti- The Indians arc well fhap’d, it being 

on of the rare to find any of them crooked, and 

JiiJiMis. like the Europeans. They 

have black Hair, but not Curl’d, and 
their Skin is of an Olive Colour; and 
they do not love White, faying it is the 
Colour of l.cproulie. They wafh often, 
.anointing themfclvcs after it with rich 
(lyls and Oyntments. They live in low 
Ho; fes, with I'rces about them, fbthat 


The I.anguagcs fpoken at Court arc Janwia?;' 
the Arabian and the Perfian. As for andLcam- 
Scicnces they can make no pi ogrefs in 
them for want of Books; for they have 
none but fome fmall raanulcripc Works 
of Arifiotle zxsAAvicenne in Arabick. They 
hold Aftrology in great account, in fo 
much that the King undertakes nothing 
without the advice of his Aftrolo^ers. 

In Phyfick they have but fmall skill,~and 
cure Icvcral Difeafes by Falling. They 
^ alfo delight in Mnfick, for whicli they 
* have fcvcral forts of Inftruments. 

They fpend all they have in Luxury 
keeping a vaft number of Servants, but 
above all of Concubines, Thefe being 
many every one of them ftrives to be bc- 
lov’d above the rclf, uling allm.inncr of 
Allurements, Perfumes .and fweet Oynt- 
inents. Sometimes to heighten their 
Mailers Lulls they give him Corapofiti- 
ons of Pearl, Gold, Opium and Amber; 
or elfo much Wine that he may require 
Company in Bed. Then fome drive a- 


i!..ir Cities ata dillantc look like Woods. 
T here r.rc no Inns for Travellers among 
them as was laid at firft; but in the Ci¬ 
ties ‘arid great Towns they have fome 
Places call’d Sarays, where,Strangers 
may have Ilout'eroom. They ufc Carts 
to travel in (which arc fliut when there 
arc Women in them,) drawn by Oxen, 
^and Affes when the Journey is flioi t. The 
gre.1t Men and thole that arc well to pafs 
arc carry’d upon Elephanrs, ov iaPalan- 
Vol. IV. 


way the Flics, others rub his Hands and 
Feet, others Dance, others play on Mii- 
fick, and others do other things; and 
hence it is that for the mofl: part they 
take the lawful Wifes place; who fit¬ 
ting near her Husband modellly winks at 
this Affront, till ffie has an opportunity 
to revenge hcrfelf. Thelc Women are, 
committed to the cuftody of Eunuchs, 
but it is delivering up the Sheep to the 
Wolves; fo lafoivions are the Women.

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And yet they are excufable, bccaufe the 

O'emelli. Husbands, tho* jhey be Pcafants, lye a- 
part t'lotn their Wives, and only call 
ti)ein when they have occafion. 

The great Men have noble Struftures, 
with feveral Courts, and the Tops of 
rhe Houfes hat to take the Air, and 
fountains with Carpets about them to lit 
and receive Vifits from their Friends. 
Inferiorsfalnte laying their Hand on their 
Head, but Equals only bow their Body. 
In Liieir Difcoiirfc they are modeft and 
civil :i not uiing fo many ailions with 
tl'.eii Hands, nor talking lb loud as fome 
f.!i7cocMs do. The Table is fpread on 
r,:e (jiound without Napkins or Table- 
Cloth i nor do they Drink till they have 
done E iting. Their greateft delight is 
to chew Bede all Day. 

j'lje Veils both of Men and Women 
are narrow towards the Wafte, and 
hang down half way the Lcgi under 
tlicin they wear long Breeches down 
to their Ankles, fo that they ferve for 
Stockins. The Foot remains bare, with 
a fort of 6at Shoocs, like ourSlippcisj 
which are calily llipt off when they go 
into Rooms, to keep them dean, they 
being cover’d with Carpets. They 
wrap a very fine piece of Muflia or 
Calico about their Head, and never nn- 
cover it to do Reverence to Superiors, 
but bow their Body, putting their right 
Hand on the Ground and then on the 
Head, as if they faid they fubmitted 
thcmfelvcs to be trampled on by them. 
They generally wear the Veit and I'ur- 
bant of Cotton, but the Sash is of Silk 
and Gold. 

The Mahometan Women do not ap- 

v\onicn. ppgj. jjj publicity except only the vulgar 
Sort, and the leud Ones. They cover 
their Heads, but the Hair hangs down be¬ 
hind in feveral Trclfes. Many of them 
bore tlicir Nofes to wear a Gold Ring 
fet with Stones. 

Marrioges Tl'.e Aiahometan InSaas Marry very 
Voung, but the Idolaters at all A^es. 
7 hefc lall may not have feveral Wives 
at once like the Mahometans-, but when 
the firll is Dead may take another, pro- 
vulcd Ihe be a Maid, and of the lame 
Rate, OF Tribe. The Ceremony is 
thu?, If they be Perfons of Quality they 
make ihcCavalcade at Night with Lights, 
abundance of People go before making 
a difpicaling Concert with feveral In- 
ftruments, as Pipes, Kettle-Drums, 
Drums as longas a Barrel, and Copper- 
• Plates, which th^y beat. Then follow 
abundance of Children a Horfclfeck, next 
to whom comes the Bridegroom, well 
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Clad and Mounted, with feveral Banians 
about him, with their Veits and Civas < 
dy’d in Zajran, and other Perfons carry¬ 
ing Umbiellos, and Banners^ and hav¬ 
ing taken a round about the City goes to 
the BridcS'Houfe. Here a Brachmah 
having faid ibme Prayers over them both, 
puts a Cloth between tlte Husband and 
Wife, and orders the Husband with his 
bare Foot to touch the Wifes, and then 
the Wife the Husbands, which done the 
Marriage is concluded. When the Wo¬ 
man is carry’d home, the Goods go be- . 
fore, being for the molt part Stulls of 
feveral Colours, and a Cradle for the 
Child that is to be got; all this with the 
noife of feveral Inllruments. Rich Peo¬ 
ple make a Hut before their Houfes, co¬ 
ver’d both iulldc and outfidc with Stufis 
and Carpets, to entertain their GueRs 
under Shelter. Sometimes they treat 
them for eight Days together. 

All the Women ate Fiuitful, which women 
is caus’d by the Air and Provilions, and Vmitfui. 
arc lb call!'/ deliver’d, that fomc of them 
go walh in the River the llimc Day. 

They bring up their Children naked till 
feven Years of Age, nor do they take 
much care to teach them to go, but let 
them tumble about the Ground as much 
as they will, asfoon as they arc Born. 

In Malabar the Women (even tbofc Barbarou! 
that are of Quality and Kings Sifters) Liberty, 
have the liberty to choofe a Man to lye 
with them. When a Naire or Centil is 
in a Ladies Chamber, he leaves his StalF 
or his Sword at the Door, that others 
who would go in may fee the Place is ta¬ 
ken up; and no Man has the boldncfs to Thev.Voy. 
dilliirb liim. Thus there being no pof- 
fibility of knowing who is the father of 
the Child that is born into the World, 
the Succellion is order'd after another 
manner; that is, when one dies his Sillers 
Children Inherit, becaufe there can be 
no doubt made of the Kindred. 

When a Manor Woman has commit- puniflj. 
ted fuch a Crime as to be cxpell'd their mart. 
Tribe; as if a Woman had lain with a 
Mahometan, file muft live for a certain 
time only upon Corn found in the Cows 
Dung, if file will be receiv’d again. 

As to the manner of Burying, themoft Burials, 
ufual is to walh the Body firft in a River, 
or Pool; then born it in a neighbouring 
Pt^od, and throw the Alhes into the 
fame Wa*ter. In feme Places they leave 
them by the River fide. The manner of 
carrying them isalfb different, according 
to the Falhions of each Country. In, 
fbme the Body well Clad, and fitting is 
carry’d with Drums beating, and a long

• 169%. Wood. The Wife who has been that 
while near the Body finging, and cx- 
picfling a defire to Die, is afterwards 
ifound by a Bracbmjtn near the dead Bo¬ 
dy and burnt with it j the Friends pour¬ 
ing Oyl on them tliat they might con- 
fuir.c the faller. 

Ill othci Places the Bodies are carry’d 
cover’d on a Bier to the River fide i and 
after they have been walh’d they arc put 
into a Hut full of fweet Wood, if the 
dcud Perfoii has left Mony to defray the 
ciiarge j then the Woman that is to be 
buriit, takes leave of her Kindred and 
friends, lliowiiig a contcrafi of Death, 
and fits down ill the Hut, bearing up her 
1 : -s!).ind on her Knees. Then reconi- 
menuing hci felf to the Prayers of the 
deiircs them to fee Fircfpec- 
dily. A Barbarous Inhumanity I And 
yet they make a fcruplc of killing Flies 
and Pii'mircs. 

In otiier Places they fill wide deep 
Trenches with combiiftible Matter, 
where laying the Husbands Body the 
Braihmttns call in the Woman, after they 
haveSung and Danc’d. Sometimes there 
are maiden Slaves, that throw thcmfelves 
in after their Mailer to Ihow the love 
they bear him, then the Alhes are caft 
into the River. 

'There a:e other Places where they 
Bury the hi.istiand’sBodies with tlicl.cgs 
acrofs i they put tl-.c U oman into tlic 
famcCJravc, and when they ^avccovcr d 
th 'in up fo the Neck tlv Brucimaus come 
and Hi angle her. Thole wretched Wo¬ 
men '.hat retufc to be Burnt, are to lhavc 
well Heads, and remain Widows all 


their lives \ are defpis’d by their Family • 
and Tribe, becaulc tl^ey have fear’d 
Death, and can never recover their Re¬ 
putation, vvhatfoevcr good AQions they 
do, unlefs fomc young Woman of lin¬ 
gular Beauty Ihould happen to get a fe- 
cond Husband. Yet there are feme that 
tranfgrcfs the Laws of Widovi/!iood j 
and becaufe their Kindred cxpcll them, 
they have recourfc to the Mahomttam 
or Chriltiaiis, forlaking their own Reli¬ 
gion. In Ihort the GxntUs make the 
Widows Honour confift in being Burnt 
with the Bodies of their Husbands, and 
if they be ask’d the Rcafbn they can al- 
Icdgc none but antient Cuftom. 

Since the Mdiometans arc become So¬ 
vereigns of India they do not eafily con- 
fent to this Inhumanity, which the Brach- 
maus would have held up for their own 
Interefti for as was laid above, they who 
alone may touch the Albes, carry off all 
the Gold and Silver the wictched Wo¬ 
man had about her. The great Mo^ 
and other Princes have commanded uie 
‘Govcrnoiirs of their Towns to hinder 
the Pradice of this Abnfc, but they do 
not lb ftridly oblcrve it, provided they 
have conliderablc Prefents made them, 
and thus the difiiculty they find in get¬ 
ting the leave faves many Women the 
Difconour. 

The Mourning us’d by the CtntUs is Moumieg 
Sli.iving their Beard and Head, when a- 
ny Kindred within the third degree Dye. 

The Women break their Glafs and Ivo¬ 
ry Bracelets they wear on their Arms, 
as they alfo do at their King’s Death. 

Having before Ipokc of the Mahometan 
'■Ceremonies it is ncedlefs to repeat it in 
this Place.

They 
are alfo taken on the cold Mountains of 
tl'.c Kingdom of Butany in the Latitude 
of 55 and 60 Degrees, but the greateft 
qn.inticy and the heft c-omes out of the 
Country of the Tartars bordering on 
Cmmy where they make a great Trade 
of it. The Sent is fo ftrong that having 
bought a little at Ptkingy it was fmclt 
at a great diftance, as if niy Portuman- 
tue had been full of it, which caus’d 
ibme difputc with the Cuftomers. They 
fo adulterate it, mixing it with other 
Blood, that when it comes into Europe 
it is not a quarter Musk. 


As for Foul, there are all in India Foul, 
that Europe allbrds, and* many peculiar 
to the Country.

The 
Raj.tSy or Pagan Petty Kings, in their 
Dominions Coin Gold jiieces call’d Pa- 
godsy bccaufe they have a little Pagod 
Itamp’d on them, and tlicfo are worth a 
Zecckne oi Venice. Both the Gold and 
Silver, arc much finer than the Gold of 
the SpaniJJj Piftolcs, and Silver of their 
Pieces of Eight. Foreign Coin is alfo 
current in the Moguh Country; as 
Ztcchinesy by which there is much got.

By rcafon of this lame 
Opimon, they take fpccial Garc of all 
otlw CJrcatures; not only forbearing 
to Eat them, but ufing all means to pre¬ 


vent others Killing them and as was 
faid before, in fome Cities they have 
Hofpitals, where they are at a vaft Ex¬ 
pence in looking after lick Creatures. 

Tho* they aH Profefs one Religion, 
yet they are divided into 84 Setts, or 
Tribes j each of which has its particu¬ 
lar Rites and Ceremonies *, and iome pe¬ 
culiar Profeffion or Trade, which their 
Children never leave, without they 
would be for ever reputed Infamous j as 
I was told by a Bracbman, I lent for on 
purpofe to be inform’d in what relates 
to them.

or the Brashmans, who are ProfeBbrs of the firft 
Learning, aud Priefts of their Religion, Tribe, 
which is divided into ten fcveral Setts, 'o SeRs

Tho’ o- 
ther Tribes are allow’d but one Wife j 
the Rajapoursy as being free Princes may 
have as many as they pleafe Some of 
thefe Rajapours Border on the Lands of 
Goa y for beitdes Savagiy there is Osio- 
tiuy near Daman ; and Gra^ not far 
from Surattty both Robbers, living a- 
mong Mountains, likeBeafts.

\_Htre the Author wants the Name of 
the SeconeQ Thefe Eat all forts of Flefh, 
but Beef; one of them neither Eats 
with, nor Marries into the other *, and 
their Wives when the Husband Dies 
may Marry again. 

There are alfb two Tribes of Sutarsy ^ 
or Timber-Men -y the one call’d Conca- Tribes^ 
nasy the other Guzaratti. The firft Eat 
all forts of Flefh, except Beefthe o- 
thers only Fifli. They do not Marry 
out of their own Tribe, nor do they 
Eat with one another, and the Wi¬ 
dows Marry! 


The Canfarsy or Brafiers, arc allb di- canfars i 
vided into Concanasy and CuzatrattiSy Tribes, 
differing even in their Trade in fbrae 
mcafure, and Eat all Flefh, except Beef. 

But they do not intermix in Marriages, 
or Eat together, and the Widows Mar¬ 
ry again.

Swines Flefh. Their Widows Marry 
again. 

The Malisy or Sellers of Flowers, arc 
another Tribe, that Eat all Things with 
the fame Exception as the laft, and their 
Widows Marry again without any Dift 
honour. 


The Sonarsy or Goldfmiths, are di- 
'^ded into Concanasy and Guiarattisy and 
obferve the fame as the Braziers. 


There is another Tribe of f^aluorisy valuom» 
or Gardiners, who Eat all Flefh, but 
Beef and Pork. They neither Eat with, 
nor Marry into another Tribe j their 
Widows Marry again. 

The Columbtnesy or Peafants make up 
.dolte Tribe. They Eat Flelh with 
the fame Exception, and arc divided in¬ 
to Chodrisy Mataresy Pateisy Routasy Not* 
chisy Moriasy Gorelsy who go a Horle- 
back when they are to be Marry’d, and 
Doblas great Wizards, inhabiting the 
Woods, where they Eat Rats, Lizards, 

Snakes, Moles, and all fortt of Vermin, 
tho’ never lb Stinking. Their Women 
go Naked, only covering their Privities 
with a Leaf. Theie, and other Tribes 
of labouring People do not intermix in 
Marriages, out may Eat together, and 
the Womtfn Marry again.

Dobiis. The Dobits, or Wafliers of Linncn, 
are divided into Concana\ and Ghza~ 
runts. They Eat togcthei, but Marry 
each in their own Tribe, and Eat any 
Flcfh but Beef and Pork. ^ The Wi¬ 
dows Marry again. 

Vilhers. The Filher-nien arc divided into ma¬ 
ny Races, or Tribes, call’d Coles, Ma¬ 
vis, Parabias, zitis, and BirmaJJls, They 
Eat in one anothers Houfes, of all Flcfh 
with the ufual E.vccption, and the Wi¬ 
dows Marry again. 

Sot,Us. The Sotrias make two diftindi Tribes 

the one call’d Sahmkis, the other Coles. 
They neither Eat nor Marry together.

Cintiis, The Tribe of Gamias, who are all 
Traders, Eat nothing but Fifh. Nei¬ 
ther Marry into, nor Eat with another 
Tribe fb that for want of another, a 
poor Man fometimes gets a Wife with 
500C0 Crowns. 

Bihriis Sitratte there are Babrias, Catis, 

and Rajapours, who Eat only Filh, and 
wild Flcfh. They Eat together, but do 
not Marry out of their Tribes. Their 
Wives do not Marry again, but Burn 
themfelves, if they will. 

fjrjfts. , The Farajis, make Sandals like thofe 
of tbd 'Recolets. Eat any fort of Flefh, 
tho^Hjipttcn, Eat together, ‘and inter- 
, mix W Marriages, without any Prohibi- 
Hbn; T)ut their Tribe being reputed vc- 
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ry Vile, they are not allow’d to cutey 
the Floufcs of other Gentils, or touch 
them ; and muft keep at a great di- 
Itance. 

In the Country of the Naincs of Ca^c 
Comori, they arc call'd Polias, and as 
they go along the Sti ects, if they will 
not venture to be Beaten, muft cry Po, 

Po, that the other Gentils may take care 
tlieir very Shadow docs not couch them, 
which would Defile them, and they 
would be forc’d to Wafh. 

This Cuftom makes the ‘'jefmts that 
arc Miflioners there lead a very uneafy 
Life •, for being oblig’d to imitate the 
ways of that Tribe, the better to in¬ 
gratiate themfelves with thofe Barbari¬ 
ans, they arc forc’d to Wafh themfelves 
as many times a Day as the others do \ 
to feed upon raw Herbs i and when two 
Fathers meet in the Street, one adting 
the Naires, and the other , the Polias, 
they keep at a diftance from one ano¬ 
ther, that they may not be fufpefted. 

There is no doubt they Convert very 
many; but abundance of them not bc--^^ 
ing us’d to that Hardfhip, fail into dan¬ 
gerous Diftempers. 

Of all the Tribes here mention’d, on¬ 
ly the Brachmans and Banians are fo 
Prccife about killing of all Creatures \ 
that even thofe that arc Vencraous may 
Bite them without receiving any Harm 
from them \ but the others in this Cafe 
kill them. 

The ^ 3 %*^ ate People of all Tribes, ^ ^ 
who have impos’d on themfelves a moft 
painful fort of penitent Life. Befidcs, 
being continually Naked, fomc of them 
hold up their Arms in the Air, without 
ever letting them down j others hold 
them behind, till in time they cannot 
move them. Some hang themfelves up 
with Ropes j others dole their Mouths 
with Padlocks, fo that they muft be fed 
with Liquids j others run an Iron- Ring 
through their Prepuce, and hang a little 
Bell to it j which, when the filly bar¬ 
ren Women hear, they run to fee, and 
touch him, hoping by that means to be¬ 
come Fruitful, 

The Gentils pay fo great a Refpeft 
to thefe Penitents, that they think them¬ 
felves happy, who can Profticute Daugh¬ 
ters, Sifters, or Kinf-women to their 
Leudneft, which they believe lawful in 
them \ and for this* Reafon there are 
fo many Thoufends of Vagabond RcJbVr 
throughoutWhen the Fd/bW meti 
with Beraghis ( which is another fort of 
Penitents, differently habited, with their 
Hair and Beard fiiav’d ) they Fight def^ 

peratcly^ 
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perately. They never Marry, and Eat 
CemeUi} ia the Houfes of all Seas, except the 
'1695. They go into the Kitchin, and 

take what they will, tho’ the Mailer be 
not at Home. They come together like 
Swine by beat of a Tabor, or at the 
blowing of a Horn, and march in Com¬ 
panies with Banners, Lances, and other 
Weapons, which, when they reft, they 
lay down by their Maften They Boaft 
they are Defended from Revanche’Ram^ 
who wandred about the World Poor 
and Naked ^ and thefe Vagabonds ibr 
imitating him, are look’d upon as Saints, 


and Live a loofe Life, with the Privi- 
ledge of committing any Crime their 
Brutality foggefts. 

Now confidering fo. great a Number 
of Sefts, and fuch variety of Manners, 
which makes it Irapradicable for them 
to be unanimous ia Government, it is 
not to be thought ftrangc that fo fmall 
a Number of Mahmutms Ihonld fubdue 
fuch a Multitude of Gcntils ^ Hnce Oi- 
viiions and Diftord have ever been the 
raoft efficient Caufes in the World to 
overthrow the greateft Monarchies.

They Eftecm 
Ram a mighty Deity, on account of the 
Wonders he wrought whilft Living, by 
means of a Monkey, which crofling the 
Sea at one Leap, Burnt ^rv4ii’s Palace, 
and Leap’d back again, to which pur- 
pofe they tell a long and tedious Fable. 
Among the GoddcITcs they count Ma- 
lachichtj who they fay never refus’d any 
Body that ask’d it, the ufe of her Body *, 
as it Ihc had perform’d fome extraordi¬ 
nary Pennance; and lb a Man call’d Ci<»- 
CmtfurM. becaufe whilft he Liv’d he enjoy’d 

16000 Women. 

Some of them believe there arc £ 1 »- 
ftn Fields, and that in order to come 
thither, a River is to be pals’d, like the 
Styx of the Antients, where they are 
to receive new Bodies. Others are of 
Opinion the World will emi very fi)on, 
after which they lhall Live again, and 
go into a new Country. They all be¬ 
lieve there is but one God, who has 
1000 Arms, 1000 Eyes, and as many 
Feet j not knowing any better way how 
to Explain the Thoughts of his Omnipo- 
tency. They fay they have four Books 
lent them by God, above 6000 Years 
fincc, through the Hands of their Pro¬ 
phet R»m two of which Book! are Ihut, 
and two open-, but that they can only 
be Read by thofe of their Religion.

It is put 
upon Boys of Nine, or Ten Years of 
Age with great Solemnity, but never 
upon Girls. This String or Line is to 
fignify the Unity of God in three Per- 
fons which they call Brama, and 
Mayeff». They will never Eat a Bit 
without they have it on \ and fome of 
them have been known to Fait feveral 
Days, becaufe their Rope broke before; 
they could get another of the Priefts. 

When* any one is to be Expell’d the Brulmm 
Tribe of the Brathmans, Banians^ or how Ex* 
BditgAfilines, for fome heinous Crime,

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rs^A-o they take awa/jhis Line thus. All that 
CerneUi. arc of the Tribe ia that Place meet be- 
1695. foierhc Boto, or Prieflr, and accufc the 
Criminal of fuch a Crime. He replies 
and if his Defence be not good, the 
Boto takes away his Line, wipes off the 
TiU.i, or Colour on his Forehead. Then 
ail tiic Company falls to chewing of Be- 
tcUcj eating of Cbro-Kuts, andfmoak^ 
ing I'abacco, without giving the Cri¬ 
minal any ^ only out of Pity they throw 
him down on the Ground a Leaf of Ta- 
bacco. 

How re- If he defircs to be again admitted into 
cciv’d a- the Tribe, he muft go from Houfc to 
gain. Houd’, begging Pardon and Abfolution 
of thofe that Voted, making them fen- 
iible of his Relignation, and ibothing 
the Beta with the Prefent of a Cow. 
This done, he gives all the Tribe *a 
Treat, who receive him again, and the 
Priclt gives him the Line and TiUa. 
GentiU All the Sedls of GtntUs on this fide 
will not Ganges^ arc very icrupulous as to Eat- 
with ij^g chriftians, and Mahometans, 
° or making ufe of the fame Utcniils. But 

thofe beyond Malaca make no Difficulty 
of it. 

A foolifh T hey are lb Silly, or Ignorant as to 
Opinion conceit a Woman may Conceive by 
of their. eijgth of Imagination; and that tho* 
they are many thoufand Miles diitanc, 
and that for fcveral Years, yet their 
* Wives imagining they Lie with them, 
may become with Child, and therefore 
when they hear of their being brought 
to Bed, they make great Rejoycing. 
ipleafant To this purpofe, R GaUi, Prefeift of 
Paffage, f{je Thtatins of Goa, told me a plealant 
Story. D. Francis de Tavora, Earl of 
ullvor, arriving from Portugal, to be 
Vice-Roy of Indda', News was brought 
that his Wife, whom he left big with 
Child, was deliver’d of a Son. Among 
the reft a Pagan Merchant went to Con- 
gratule him, and thinking to make the 
Vice-Roy a great Complement laid, / 
mjif your Excellency Joy, and hope you will 
have News every Tear of the Birth of a 
Son. This would have put him in a Paf- 
iion, had not fome told him that the 
Idolaters held that prepofterous Opi¬ 
nion. The Women are Happy, that 
can take their Liberty, and make their 
filly Husbands believe they Conceiv’d by 
thinking on them. 

Dying When an Idolater is Dying, his Kin- 
Men. ^<Jred place a Cow near the Bed, and 
make her Tail till Ihe Piffes -, If it rea- 
^ chf Dying Man’s Face, iiTis look’d 
upon aa a g^ Token of his future 
States Otherwife, but particularly if the 


Beaft does not Pifs, the Oblequies arc, 
perform’d in a very Melancholy man¬ 
ner. Befides, they put the Cow’s Tail 
into the Dying Man’s Hand, thinking 
his Soul may go into her Body, in Ihor^ 
they believe every Mari may be fav’d in 
his Religion, and his Setft, fo he exadtiy 
obferve God’s Commandments, and the 
Light of Realbn i which Judgment, tho’ 

Falfe, Ibme Divines would follow, were 
it not condemn’d by the Church. 

The Trial upon fufpicion of Theft a- Tr-al of 
raong them, is by making the Party Theft, 
fwini over a River that is full of Cro- 
codiJs, and if he gets over lafe, he is 
reputed not Guilty. The Naires call 
this the Pailagc of Crocodils. 

Theft Naires are great Wizards, nor j^aires 
do they ever Expofc themfelves to any Sorserers. 
Feats of Arms, without firft confulting 
the Devil. To this purpoft they let 
their Hair fly, and draw Ibme Blood out 
of their Forehead with a Knife •, then 
Dancing to the Mufick of a Drum, they 
' call him aloud, and he comes to Advilc 
them whether they had beft engage their 
Enemy. But when the Enemy repents 
he gave the Challenge, and makes a Sign 
to beg Peace, they ealily grant it. 

Their Women are in Common. .When women ii 
any of them is with her, he leaves his Commott 
Sword and Buckler at the Door, that 
every Body may know the Place is taken 
up and therefore there being no cer¬ 
tainty whole the Children are, they al¬ 
ter the manner of Inheritance, as was 
faid before. But if the Women arc 
found to have to do with Men of ano¬ 
ther Seft, they become Slaves to their 
Queen of Canara. When a Brother 
Marries, his Wife is Common to the 
reft. 

By a Pi iviledge granted them by their security 
Queen, they accompany Travellers forTr^- 
through thofe Parts that arc infefted with vellen. 
Robbers, and if they happen to prefume 
to Rob any Man, they all Meet, and 
Purfue the Felons till they utterly Ejc- 
tirpate them. Thus one Boy with a 
Rod in his Hand makes it lafe Travel¬ 
ling throughout all Canara, tho’ it be 
through Woods, and over Mountains ^ 
and a Traveller for a finall Matter may 
have one from one Village to another. 

The Sqperftition of all the Gemils ia Barbarit 
India, makes them Murderers of their to Infant 
own Children ; for it is their Cuftom 
when the Infrnt will not Suck, to carry 
it into the Field; and there they leav^ 
ft from Morning till Night, in a Cloth 
ty’d up on high by the four Corners, 
that the Grows may peck its Eyes ou^ 
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<VA-^ ^nd this is the Reafbn why there are fo 
I gemelli. many Blind in Bengala. Where there 
1695. arc Monkeys, the Danger is not fo great, 
becaufe they being Enemies to the Crows 
tltrow all their Eggs down from the 
Trees, and hinder their Multiplying. 


At Night the Infant is^ carry Vi Home, 
and if he will not Sack is expos’d a fe- 
cond, and third time in the Field, and 
at laft hated as if it were fome Snake, 
or Adder, and call into the River. 


CHAP. III. 

Of feverd Pagods of the Gentils. 


Variety of 1 Temples or Parods of thefe 

Idols. JL Idolaters, which for the molt part 
arc Round, there are Figures of Devils, 
Serpents, Monkeys, and fevcral Mon¬ 
gers hideous to bciiold. In the Villa¬ 
ges, where there arc not Carvers to cut 
them, they take a Stone lhap’d like a 
Cilmder, or fmall Pillar, colour’d Black, 
and placing it on a Column, adore it 
inftcad of an Idol, offering to it Sacri- 
ffee of Berlc^ Arecca, and other Things 
1 obferv’d in Travelling over difmal 
' Mountains, where the Country People 
had made Choice, fome of a Stone, o- 
thers of a Tree, and fome of an Herb 
for thyr Idol. 

Firftgreat The chief Pageds^ to which they go 

Place of in Pilgrimage are four^ Giagrane^ Be- 
Pilgrl- naruSf AiMura and Tripeti. That of 
Giagrmey is upon one ot the Mouths of 
the River CMigesy where the Great Erach- 
mm, or High Prieft refides. There they 
adore the great Idol Kefora, adorn’d 
with many Jewels. Its Revenues main¬ 
tain all that vaft Multitude of Pilgrims 
that Refort thither, on account of the 
Gonveniency of the River Ganges, waffl¬ 
ing in whole Water they think cleanfes 
them from Sin more than any other. 
Second The Paged of Benants is Built on the 
Piigri- Bank of (Tanges, in the City of the fame 
n»gc. - Name, and there is a Stair.cafc from the 
Door of it down to that River, to Walh 
or Drink. The Vagabond Fakirs carry 
on their Backs VclFels full of this Wa¬ 
ter, (topp’d and fcaPd by the Great 
Bravbmdn, to Tirevent all Frauds, for 
fevcral hundreds of Miles, to be well 
Paid for it by rich People and Merchants 
they Prefeut it to. At Weddings they 
Ipcnd the Value of 500 Crowns of it, 
or more, it being the Cuftom* to give 
n Glafs or two of it about after Din¬ 
ner ; which they drink with as great a 
'’'Gult, as wc fliould do fome rich Muska- 
dine, or Hippocrafs. The Idol is call’d 
Bainmada, held in fuch Honour by the 
GmiU, that as foon as the Paged is 


open’d, the Brachmans fall flat on their 
Faces and fome with vaft great Fans 
go to drive the Elies from about the 
Idol. A Brachman Marks the Forehead 
of all tlie Pilgrims with a yellow Li- 
qilbr. No'Women may go into it, but 
only thofc of one certain Tribe. There 
is another Paged near it call’d Rtfeur- 
das, from the name of the Idol adorn’d 
there. 

’ 7 'he Paged of Mamra is 35 Miles Third Pil- 
froni Agra“ on the Road to Dehli. With- grimage. 
in it is a Place hemm’d in with Marble 
Bannifters, with the Idol Ram in the 
middle, and two others by him ^ and 
both within and without abundance of 
Monfters, fome with four Arms, and 
fome with four Legs; and others with a 
Man’s Head, and a long Tail. They 
carry this Idol upon folcmn Feftivals on 
a Bier, to vifit the other Gods, or the 
River. 

The fourth Paged, is that of Trifeti, 
in the Province of Camatica, on the piigri- 
Cloaft of Cormandel, and Cape Comeri ^ mage, 
it is remarkable for the many Buildings 
and Pools about it. 

In the Kingdom of Blfnaga, there is Bifmse. 
a Paged with 300 Marble Pillars in it. Pagot 
A Portttgitefe Gentleman, who had liv’d 
forty Years in India, and was an Eye 
Witnefs to it, told me, they formerly 
laid out 10000 RoKpies there every Year, 
in making a Cart with eighteen WlK*els, 
on which, when the Feftival of the Idol 
was kept, the Brachmans mounted with 
2CO impudent Women D.'inccrs, skip¬ 
ping in Honour of the Idol. The Cart 
was drawn by 500 Men, and fome Ido¬ 
laters, believing that Death the dired 
Road to Heaven, threw themfclves un¬ 
der the Wheels, and were crulh’d to 
Pieces. Befides, that when the tUng of 
Colconda Poffefs’d bimfolf of that Coun-^ 
try, under the Condud of the General* 

Emir CelhU, he found in that Temple 
an infinite Number of Gold Vcflels, and 
three Diamonds of an ineftimablc Value j 

one 
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one of which the ftid Emir GemU pre- 
Cemtlli. fenced to thcC7^f4t//o^K/ •, and that this 
*<^ 9 S- ^ General advancing into the Country of 
the iV*i/V/7f of Taniaur^ zGtntil, and Ca> 
king the City of that Name, Thoufends 
. of Women threw themfclves into Wells 
on account of Religion. 

Kxmaiicor He told mc further, That near the 
i‘igod. ifland of CeyUn^ there is another fraall 
liland call’d Ramanacory with a p4god of 
the fime Name at the Entrance where¬ 
of is a Trough of black Stone, and in 
it a Statue of Metal, with the Eyes made 
of Rubies; and that the GentiU break o- 
ver it Cwo-Nuts full of Water ; and 
lay Figs there, to Eat them afterwards, 
as if they were Sanftify’d, and Drink 
that Water, as Holy. Within the fur¬ 
ther part of this Pagod, is another which 
they open once a Year; and there they 
adore a Bra 7 .cn Idol call’d Lingon^ which 
is a very lewd Figure, the Parts of Man 
and Woman appearing join’d together. 
Some Gentlls wear it hanging about their 
Necks, out of Devotion, as the God ofi 
Nature. 

Manner cf Gemlls arc oblig’d to go once 

going in ia their Life, at Icalt, in Pilgrimage, to 
Pilgri- one of the four Principal Pagods j but 
mage. the rich go feveral times, carry the 
Idols of their Places of Aboad in Pro- 
cefllon, attended by Hundreds of Peo¬ 
ple, and Brachmans ; who, with long 
Fans made of Peacock’s Feathers, drive 
away the Flies from the Idol lying on 
the Bier. 

Superititi- Three Days before an Eclipfe hap- 
ons at the pens, the Brachmans having Notice of 
Eclipfe. break all the Earthen Veflels, toule 
new Ones afterwards; and run all of 
them to the River to boil Rice, and 
other Things, and throw it in for the 
Filhes, and Crocodils, when they find 
the fortunate Hour is come, by their 
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Magical Books, and feveral Figures they 
make on the Gound with the Noife of 
Drums, and Latten Plates they beat. 

They caft themfclves into the River to 
Wafli whilit the Eclipfe laftsthe Bracff- 
mans attend the richefi; Perfons with 
clean Cloths to dry them, and then make 
them fit down on a piece of Struflure fix 
Spans fquare, daub’d all about with li¬ 
quid Cows Dung, that the Pifmires may 
not run upon it in danger of bebg 
Burnt, whilft they Drefs the Rice, and 
other Pulfc. They cover feveral Figures • 
made with powder’d Lime, on that 
Square with the fame Dung, and then 
lay on two or three final! Sticks of 
Wood to burn feveral Blades of Grain, 
with a great deal of Butter •, and from 
the manner of the Flame to judge what 
plenty of Rice, and other Corn that 
Year will afford. 

The chief Divalisj or Feflivals arc joivttis^i 
two, when the Moon decreafes in OEto- p^irals 
ber^ and when fhe incrcafes in March. Sorcerei 
All thofe Heathen Sorcerers work Won¬ 
ders by the help of the Devil, but par¬ 
ticularly their Jugicrs and TumblciSr" 
who, without all doubt, deceive the 
Eye. They plant the Stone of any Fruit, 
and within two Hours the Tree grows 
up, Blofibms, and bears ripe Fruit. O- 
thers lav the Eggs under the Hen, and 
Hatch them at the fame time *, which 
can be nothing but meer lllufion. But 
I never faw it. 

The Princes of jijta that are Idola- 
ters, are the Kings or CochmehinOf Tan- King * - 
Afff, jirachaa, Pega, Siamt 0fina^ and 
feveral Chams in great Tartary ; in the 
Iflands the King of Jafan^ and CtyUm, 
and fome Royteletsof the Malacco Iflands j 
as alfb all the Rajas in the MogaPs Em¬ 
pire, but of feveral Sedb, fome lefs Su- 
perftitious than Others. 


CHAP. IV. 

The Author continues the Account of what he fm in the Camf ef Galrala. 


H Aving defir’d a Chriflian Captain of 
Agra^ to let me know when an 
emportunity offer’d of feeing the King 
of PyapeTy he fent on Tuefday the 22d 
of Marehy to appoint me to be at his 
Tent in the Morning, that we might 
• go together to the King’s Quarters to 
ffcsfy my Curiofity. I went according¬ 
ly^ and he being ready, we both fet 
out. Being come to the King’s Tents, 


we waited for him to Pafi by, to go 
my his Refpe&s to the Great AUg4. In 
more, within an Hour I faw the unhap¬ 
py Kin^ whofe Name was Sikandery 
come with a handfbme Retinue. He 
was a iprightly Youth 29 Years of Age, 
of a g^ Stature, and Olive colour’df 
Com plexion. Aarenee Zeb depriv’d him 
of his Liberty and Kingdom, as he ^d 
him of Gotemdoy in the Year 1685, up¬ 
on 
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rsJV-O-jon Pretence that he had given Suvagi 
^emelli. Paflage tlirough his Country, which he 
(595. could not have hindred, if he would. 
The true Original of the King of yifa- 
Original Misfortunes was, That the Queen 

King 'of 3 Widow, and without Ciiil- 

vififor's dren, Savagi, who was offended at the 
Misfor- Ki/)g Deceas’d, for having caus’d hisFa- 
tuncs. tiic,- js/air Sava^i^ then Captain of the 
Guards to Die in a Goal, took the Field 
with a fraall Army of Scoundrels 3 and 
foon made himfelf Mafter of the For- 
It efles of Rajafor^ Rafigat\ Crapaten, Da- 
lutlj and part of MaUbar. Some think 
tliat railing the Fortifications of Rajigat\ 
he there found a great Treafure, which 
enabled him to continue the War. The 
Qjiccu finding her fclf in that Condition, 
thought it convenient dr.ring the Mino¬ 
rity of Sikandary wlioni (he had adopted 
for her Son, and bred up in the Doftrin 
of //.i/z, before the King’s Death, to 
make a Peace, tho’Difhonourabic 3 leav¬ 
ing to Savagiy the Gomm y he had Con¬ 
quer'd, yet to hold of iier, and to pay 
^ Isalf the Revenue as Tribute. 

At the lame time Pammach^ who was 
Tributary to the lame Crown, took up 
Arms to lhakc off that Yoke j relying 
on the natural Strength of his Country, 
lying between 27 in acccflible Mountains, 
call’d Settais-pale ^ among which there 
arc Villages, and Lands Till’d by Gen- 
tils of the vile Tribe of Faros. Aurenge- 
Zeb feeing the Forces of the Kingdom, 
amounting 10 30000 Horfe, and as ma¬ 
ny Foot, employ’d againft thefe Rebels, 
he laid hold of the Opportunity, and 
Bcficg’d the City and Caftle of nfapor \ 
which he took after a vigorous Defence 
of three Years, made by Sidi Manfam-, 
a Black, who govern’d during the King’s 
Minority, and carry’d away Sikandar 
Prifbncr, to whom he afterwards allowed 
a Million of Roupies a Year, to maintaia 
him Decently. 

Of the Tanajtia, King of Golconda, who, in 
King of niy Time was fixty Years of Age, had 
Golmii. the fame Misfortune. His General Emir 
Gemla being Dil^iftcd, invited 
Zeb to invade the Kingdom through his 
means. The AmUtious Mogd halted 
thither, but notwitbltanding his Intelli- 
gcodc with the Traitor, could not com- 
pais his Defign j and was forc’d to re¬ 
turn to his Country with Oifhonour. He 
afterwards again attempted the Fortrels 
of Cdconda, but the Befieg’d making a 
'' refblute Defence, and an Army of 70000 
Horfe, and as many Foot keeping 
rtngt-ZcV% Army in the Field within 
Bounds ^ both Sides thought fit to con¬ 


clude a Peace on this Condition, that 
Mahmud, Son to Aurcage-Zeb, flioulci 
take the King of Goki,: 4 a\ Daughter 
to Wife, and receive the Kingdom as a 
Portion, after the Father's Death. 

When the War with Akbar was con¬ 
cluded, Scialarn was fent with a power¬ 
ful Army, to Attack Golconda a-new 3 
but he either tliinking the Gonqueit dif¬ 
ficult, or overcome by Tanafud-!, Pro- 
mifes, to give him his Daughter in Mar¬ 
riage, and Affift him to fecurc liis Fa¬ 
ther’s Throne 3 (b manag’d Aliairs, that 
he obtain’d his Father’s Confent to fettle 
Peace, and tho’ afterwards he receiv’d 
never fo many icpcatcd Commands, 
could never be prevail’d 011 to return 
to the Siege, but calling his Scimitcr at 
his Feet, told him, He was a Mufulman, 
and could not break the Peace he had 
Promis’d to keep. 

Scialarn thus rcfufiilg, Aurenge-Zeb 
march’d in Pcrlbn, after he had Coii- 
^ qner’d the Kingdom of Fifapor, with a 
migiity Army to Befiege Golconda. At 
his firil coming, he fccur’d the Pafs on 
the River, and Bagnagor, where the Pa¬ 
lace was, and th'.ni without flaying to 
Fortify it, by the Advice of the Pr/mks 
he l^ad in his Service, who gave me this 
Relation, he went on to Befiege the For- 
trcR, whither the King was retir’d. 
This being Built with vaft great Stones, 
and encompafs’cl with a deep Ditch, held 
out a Siege of nine Months, tho’ Bat¬ 
ter’d by many Pieces of Cannon, and 
particularly by three Pieces of foch a 
.prodigious Bignefs, tliat each of them 
was drawn by 500 Elephants, and 200 
Oxen, if we may believe what the Sol- 
dici*s told me 3 for they could make 
but a fmall Breach in a Fort that was 
not enclos’d with Walls, but with a 
Rock. At length, want of Provifions, 
and Diftempers that rag’d in the Place, 
bclidcs the Prefents and Promifes An- 
renge-Zeb made, did not only prevail 
with tile Defendants to Defcrt to him by 
degrees, letting thenifelves down from 
the Wall with Ropes in the Night, but 
corrupted the Governour, who fiirren- 
dred the Fortrefs againft the King’s 
Will he offering to pay a Tribute of 
three Millions, and 700000 Roupies, 
which Aurenge-Zeb refus’d, entring the 
Place Vi^orious in the Year leHd. A- 
zamfeU carry’d away the King Prifoiier, 
who having a Collar of ineftimable Va¬ 
lue on* prefented it to liim 1 but his 
Father Jurenge-Zeb perceiving he car- 
ry’d him on an Elepfiaiic, cry’d out to 
him, bccaufe he had not Bound bis Hands 

be- 
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behind him. i'heSon anfwer’d, that be 
GcrncUi. was a King, and he ought to be fatisfy’d 
1(^95. with depriving him of his Kingdom and 
Liberty. Having flint him up in the 
Fort of bolet-Abkd., the Afvgd allow’d 
him a wretched maintenance of 20 Rou- 
pies a day ^ but a Son being Born to him 
ill Prifon, which he never had whilft on 
his I'hrone, in pitty to the Infant Born 
at fuch an unfortunate time, he rais’d his 
allowance to 500 Ronpiesa day. 

Pa»nMchj who had with conflderable 
Forces aflifted the Afe^iU in Conquering 
the Kingdom, was rewarded with death, 
upon very flight jealouiies; which en¬ 
raging his Son, he refus’d to pay the 
Tribute, and retir’d among inacceflible 
Mountains ^ but a few years after, the 


greater Power prevailing, hefubmittedr 
to Pay Tribute, and receive a Govc.r- 
nour appointed by the Mo^hI into his 
Dominions.

1.595. ' Friday the firft of Jfrili after a few 
‘'ty'VSi fioors riding we pafs’d by fome Cotta¬ 
ges, where were the Officers of the 
Suilotn'hoafe and Guards of the Roads, 
who are worfe than 'Phieves. That 
Night we lay on the Mountain, near 
fome little Huts of the Country People j 
of whom I could not buy a Chicken, or 
any thing el(c to fupportme. 

Saturday 2d, we went down the fteep 
and tedious Mountain of Balagati, and 
travc'ird all day through Savagi‘% Coun¬ 
try. 1 i-c Guards, who like Banditti 
lay about the Woods, flopp’d 

me, .n.d by ligus ask’d, whether I could 
Shocf. 0,1 of a .Musket, or uuderflood 
the An 0.’ Ginnici y j and anfwering by 
ligns that I did uot, they at laft let me 
go,f !.i\’ the ?t'vr»^//^,'e^l)ould floptheir 
Pcojdc a: Goa^ bccaiifc I pafs’dfor a Par- 
tugiiefc. Having travel’d a few Miles fur¬ 
ther, wc lay in the field, and liaJ an ill 
Night of it, near a Lake. 

Sunday 3d, being FajUrday, after fc- 
•"sral hours Travelling, we pafs'd by 
the Adoniti's Guards and Cuftoni-houfe. 
'J'herc i w’as again detain’d; not bccaule 
they had any need of Gunners or Soul- 
diers, but to make me pay Toll like a 
Beaft ; at length tome Idolaters telling 
them, the Ponugueft^ who were but a 
Musket Ihot from thence would do the 
fame, they let me go. 

I went away to Tiw, and thence to 
Forts. Michael^ where the Caftellan and 
his Wife perceiving I was lick, would 
notfuffermc to go any further ; but by 
all means would have me be their Gueft; 
fending away immediately to Ptmberpay 
a Farm of the Theatins for a Ballon t or 
Andora to carry me to Goa. 

As the Ballon or Boat was coming, an 
unmannerly Portuguefe Souldicrcarry’dit 
away by force, and there being no An- 
dora to be had, returning thanks to the 
Captain and his Wife, for the favour 
they had fhwe’d me, 1 defir’d tlwra to 
order a Souldier to bear me Company 
to the atbrefaid Farm. They were much 
difplcas’d at the Portuguefe rudenels, and 
caus’d his Captain to punilh him, and 
perceiving I would flay no longer with 
them,’font a Souldier of the Caftlc to 
convoy me; who brought me to P«iw- 
burpa on Monday the 4th at Sud-fetting. 
Here I was very lovingly receiv’d by 
the Faftor, who gave me a good Sup- 
and after it an cafy Bed to reft 
me. 

Tutfday etb, I CTofs’d the Canal in a 
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B^on dr Boat, and return’d to Goa to 
the aforemention’d ^naftery of Fa¬ 
thers in a very ill condition. The Fa¬ 
ther PrefeU feeing me fo lick, told me 
that had hapned becaufc 1 would not take 
his advice; 1 anfwcrd Hen potior tells 
vdnerafdla meis. Both he and F. Hip- 
politHs endeavour’d toiuco.'cr rn; v.-ith 
good Fouls, to which the be L Sauce was 
their kindnefs; and thus i recover'd rny 
flitting Spirits. Wcaknefs jbV ; J me 
on Wednefday 6th to hire four Boesy or 
Porters to carry me in an Andora, lo fee 
what remain’d worth oblcrving in Goa. 
They were all four iatisfy’d with 15 
Pardaosj wliitli are worth lix Crowns of 
Naples a Month. 

Thurfday 7th, 1 went to vilit the Bo¬ 
dy of S. Francis Xaverius^ at the Cliui ch 
of Bon-jeju^ or Good jefus, being tiie 
pfot'cls’d Houle of the ^jefuits. The 
Church is indifferent large and Arch’d, 
but lias nothing of good Arcidtcdlure, 
being more like a great Hall than a 
Church. It has an high Altar, with two 
' on the fides, all well Gilt; and on the 
left a Cliappel where the precious Body, 
of S. Francis lies. It was in a Cryflal 
Coffin, within a.nothcr of Silver, on a 
Pcdeftal of Stone; but they e.Ypcdcd a 
noble Tomb of Porphiry Stone, from 
Florence^ order’d to be made by the 
Great Duke. Since, with the Pope’s 
leave, the Saints Arm was cut oft, the 
reft of the Body has decay’d, as if he 
had refented it; and therefore the Jefu- 
its for nine Years paft, do not Ihcw it to 
any but the Vice-roy, and fome other 
ferfons of Quality. Being told as much 
at my firfl coming to G'«<i, 1 fo far pre¬ 
vail’d, as to have the Vicc-roy ufc his 
Power with the Provincial; and he not 
knowing how to refufe him, would at 
Icaft defer the favour till that Morning; 
Ihcwing roc the Holy Body, with the 
Church flint, cloath’d in its Habit, which 
is chang’d every Year. 

Bridsy 8th, 1 went to fee the Church 
of the Italian Carmelites^ on a pleai^nc 
Hill. Tho’ fmall, it is very Bautiful, 
and Arch’d, as are all the Churches in 
IndiOy with 5 Chappels, and an high Al¬ 
tar, well Gilt. The Monaflery is hand- 
fomc and well contriv’d, with excellent 
Cloifters and Cells, and a delicious Gar¬ 
den, in which there are Chinefe Palm- 
trees which yield a plealing fliade, 
with their low and thick Leaves. 
There are alfo two Cinnamon Trees, „ 
like that of Ceylon. At prcflnt it 
is decay‘d from what it was, before 
the Italian Fathers were coafln’d 
LI by 
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by the King’s Order, becaufc only one 
CemelU. Portmtefe fatherOcannot •take fo much 
I ^P5* Pains. The firft had been again receiv’d 
into Favour, but four of them Dy’d at 
Sea, coming from Pormgd, 

Samrdt^ pth, there being fome Ap- 
prehenHon of the coming of An^ian 
Ships, all the Religious Men and Priefts 
went down arm’d by Order of the Arch- 
biihop to the Fort of Agnada^ to make 
good that Pafs among the Soldiers. 

Sunday loth, 1 ivent to pay my Rc- 
fpeds to the Vice-Roy, who receiv’d 
me very Courteoufly, and Difcours’d 
with me in French about two Hours, a- 
bout News from Ettrofe and and 
when I took my Leave made me very 
civil Offers. 

Monday i ith, theCommadore, a fmall 
Vcffcl, and a Fircfhip Sail’d out of the 
Harbour for the Gulph of Perfia, to 
affifl the King of Perfia againil the Iman 
oiAiafeate^ who, with five Ships had 
Burnt the Portuguefe Faftory, and fcvc- 
ral Houfes ^ robb’d the Cuftora-Houfe, 
and carry’d away four Pieces of Cannon 
there were in the Fort, with the Arms 
of Sfain on them, brought thither from 
Ormus. The King of Perfia had then 
poooo Men ready to lend into Arabia 
FceltXj againft the Jman. 

Vice-Roys There are three Palaces at Goa^ for 
ralaces. the ufc of the Vice-Roy. The chief of 
them, call’d the Fort, near the Church 
of the Theatinsy and Fafeo de Gamdi 
Gate, has the Profpea of the Channel, 
and confifts of excellent Apartments, 
and a Royal Chappcl. In the Hall of 
it are the Pictures of all the Vice-Roys, 
and Governours of Jndiay and in another 
all the Ships and VelTels that ever came 
out of Pmugaly fince the firft Difcovery 
of thofe Countries. In the fame are kept 
the Courts of Judicature, or Exchequer, 
and others, and they Coin Mony, fuch 
Coins. as Pardaos of Silver, and Sc. Thomafes, 
and Pardaos of Gold. The fmall Mony 
is made of a Metal brought from China, 
whfth is neither Copper, nor Latten, 
nor Lead, nor Pewter ; but a Subftance 
dilFcring from them all, not known in 
Enrepe, and call’d TutHnaga, which they 
fay has fome mixture of Silver. The 
Chinefes ufc it to make great Guns, mix¬ 
ing it with Brafs. Of this, as was laid, 
they make a very low fort of Coin at 
Cea, call’d BaxAruccos, 375 whereof 
make a Pardon, whofe Value is four 
^Carlines of Ns^Us •, and yet any fmall 
Matter, or Fruit may be BougJjt for one 
of thele. 

TMF Vice-Roys do not Live in the 
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aforefaid Palace, becaufe of the ill Air, 
but in that call’d Polvereira, or the 
Powder-Houfe, two Miles from it, at ' 
the Entrance of the City, as was faid' 
elfewhere. Being at firft deilgn’d to 
make Powder in, it was not then fit to 
entertain a Vice-Roybut has been en¬ 
larg’d by degrees. The third is the 
Fort of Pangi, near the Fort of Cajpar 
Diaz^ The Vice-Roys have not Liv’d 
in it for many Years paft, and at pre- 
fent the Garrilbii Soldiers are Quarter’d 
in it. . 

Titefday iiih. News was brought of 
the loft of a Ship of the Portuguefe Fleet, 
which had run upon Ibmc Rocks in the 
Port of yarfava. My Armenian Servant 
being Indilpos’d, I Purg’d him with the 
excellent Rhubarb I Bought in Perfia, 
where the beft in the World grows, and 
he was foou well. 

Wedntfday \ 3th, I went with the Fa¬ 
thers to Divert me at the Farm of Pam- 
burpa, and Thurfd/y 14th, enjoy’d the 
good Company of Ibme Friends that 
came thither from C7 o4. Friday i^xh, vie > 
went a walking in the Noviciate of the - 
Fathers of the Society, oppolite to the 
laid Country Houfe. Walking there on 
Saturd^ i6th, I pitty’d lb many poor 
Chriftians and Idolaters, who Live in 
wretched Cottages under theCoco-T rees, 
to make them Fruitful, Man’s Breath 
helping them to bear j without hopes of 
ever removing with their Family from 
the Place where they arc Born, becaufe 
if they go to another Place, their Mailers 
bring them back by force, worfc than 
if they were Slaves. Sunday 17th, after 
Dinner, we went to fee a Farm of the 
Augufiinians dole by, where an ingeni¬ 
ous Father had Built a good Houle, and 
Furnilh’d it handfomly. 

Monday 18th, we went a Filhing on 
the Channel, which does not only a- 
bound in all other Ibrts, but Ibveral 
kinds of Shell Filh, and particularly Oi- 
fters, fo large that the very Fifli of fome 
of them weighs half a Pound j but they 
are not fo well tailed as ours. The Por¬ 
tuguefe ufc the Shells in their Windows 
inftcad of Glafs, making them thin, and 
Tranlparcnt. Tuefdr^ ipth, after Din¬ 
ner, we return’d to Goa. 

Wednefday 20th, two Vcflels •from tadf 
Macao, joaded with Chinefe Commodi- of the 
ties arriv’d in the Portj and Thitrfday Ca^* 

21 ft, I went Aboard one of them, call’d 
the Pumburpa, to fee feveral Rarities it _ 
brought. Frid^^ 22d, I went in an And^ 
dora, to Vilit our Lady del Cabo, or of 
the Cape, Handing on the Point of the 
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Ifland of Goa, where the Brancifcam hare 
Gemelli. « good Chorch and Monaftcry. Here 
.1695. •^jglit overtaking me, I was forc’d to 
lie in the Monaftery, and return’d to 
on Saturdty 23d. 

SaniLy 24 h, 1 heard Mais at the Ait‘ 
guftmians, to vifit my Friend and Fel¬ 
low- r ravbller for feveral Months F.Fran- 
cis of St. Jofcph. Monday 25th, I went 
over to Divert my felf to a little Coun¬ 
try Houle, feaied on the Ifland of Bar~ 
dcs, ivherc on Titefday 25 th, I faw the 
* Convoy of fcvcral Vcllcls return from 
Canara, with a good Stock of Rice, be- 
caufe the Iflands of Goa do not produce 
enough. Wednefday 27th, I took the 
Air ijj a Boat upon the Channel. 

Tj.irfd:.Ay 28th, was the Proceffion of 
Corpus Ch ifii, which is made here with 
niucr> .Solemnity in April, becaule of the 
Sioi nis, and great Rains in ''June. Be¬ 
fore it went a Soldier a Horfc-back in 
brigiii Armour. Then follow’d an Image 
of S:. Geuige in Wood, about which Ibme 
Pcrlbiis in Masks Danc’d ^ and after them 
h.y Cuijons, with fix Silver Maces, and 
:• lailly, 11.x Gentlemen carry’d the Cano¬ 
py* 

Friday 29tli, I Went to foe a Lion 
broir',1 the Vicc-Roy from MozAmbique, 
who 'Mb about to lend it as a Prefout to 
the Emperor of China. And ftiH con¬ 
tinuing to Divert my felf after my late 
Sulforings, on Saturday, the laft of the 
Month 1 faw the Powder-Houfe, where 
they were then aftually making Pow¬ 
der. 

Sunday the firfl; of M.iy, I went to 
the Cathedral to hear fomc indifferent 
Mulick, on .account of the Feflival of 
St. FlnUp and yacob ; and Monday 2d, 
Din'd with F. Francis, being invited by 
him, i)cc.tiire the time of my Departure 
drew near. On Tuefday 3d, F. HippoU- 
tus n/ionte took care to Change what 
Mony I had into Pieces of Eight, bc- 
caufc there is a great deal loft by carry¬ 
ing Gold into Oiina and a Portugutfe 
Merchant well skill’d in that Trade, 
made a finall Parchafe of Diamonds for 
me, they being cheap at Goa. Wednef^ 
day 4th, 1 went wirh F. Salvador CalU, 

F. yifeomi, and the General of Salnette, 
to fpijak to Jerom FafconccUos, Captain 
of the Vcffel call’d The Holy Rofary, 
bound for China. For their Sakes he un¬ 
dertook to carry me j but refufing to 
find me Provifioiis for my Mony, 1 was 
»forc'd on Tlmrfday 5»h, to lay in a Stock 
Tor lb long a Voyage. Frid^ 5 th, I 
Vol IV. 


went to the Church of the Miraculous 
Crofs, to beg of God I good Voyage, 
u 7th diverted my folf on 

the Channel. Sunday 8th, forne Friends 
dm d with me, and Monday pch, I din’d 
with F. Francis, and after drinking to 
my good Voyage, we took leave of one 
another with much Concern. Tuefday 
loth, I went to the Powder-Houfo to 
pay my Refpeas to the Vicc-Uoy, a;.d 
defire him to give me a Letter of Re¬ 
commendation to the General of china. 
He granted it very Civilly, oflvring to 
do me any other Kiiidne/s. 

My Armenian Servant refufing to go 
to China, on Wednefday uth, I Bought 
a Cafre, or Black Slave for eighteen 
Pirces of Eight, and there being a Ne- 
cellity to get a Licenfe to Ship him off! 
bqcaufe we were to touch at Mdaca, 
where the Dutch Hereticks Command, 

I went on Thurfday 12th, to the Inqui- 
fitors to have it Pafs’d. They made a 
great Difficulty of granting it, and dif- 
penfing with the Prohibition they thcra- 
folves had been Authors of •, alledgiog 
that forac Cafres, who had been Shipp’d 
at other times, being taken, had turn’d 
Mahometans. Friday i^th, I took Leave 
of my Friends, the Veffel being already 
fallen down to the Mouth of the Chan¬ 
nel, in order to Sail very fpeedily; and 
Saturday 14th, having return’d Thanks, 
and bid Adieu to the Fathers Theatins, 

1 went Aboard with my Goods. There 
fpeaking to the Captain, to order my 
Equipage and Provifions to be taken A- 
l)oard, he order’d it to be deliver’d to 
the Mafter's Mate, for him to difpofc 
of it as the Pilot fhonld diredV, he ha¬ 
ving undertaken to keep me by the way, 

I putting my Provifion to his. This 
done, I return’d to the Farm of Pum^ 
bur pa, to have the Satisfadion of lying 
Afliore one Night longer. 

Sunday 15 th, I went over to the Ifland 
Charon, whcrc the Novitiate of the Je^ 
flits is, to hear Mafs. Meeting there 
with fbmc Italian Fathers, who were 
Bound for China, Aboard the fame Vef- 
fol, they very Civilly fliew’d me all the 
Houfe. The Church is fmall, and has 
three Altars well Gilt; but the Saaifty 
has curious Chefts of Drawers about it 
made of Indian Wood, varnifli’d, with 
the Apoftles painted on it. The Houfe 
is final], and the Cells for thirty Novi¬ 
ces very little. 1 din’d in the Farm of 
the A^ufiinians, and lay that Night in. 
that of the Theatins. 
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M Vnday i<Sth, the Veflcl being un¬ 
der Sail I went Aboard. To¬ 
wards Evening came Aboard F. Emamel 
Ferreira, a Portugnefe, Miffioncr to Tm- 
chili, who wore a Reverend long Beard; 
F. 'Jofeph Condeni, a Sicilian, going to 
his Million of Cochinchiua, which Fathers 
had been Summon’d to Rome, by his 
HoUnefs Pope Innocent the i ith, becaufe 
they had refns’d to Obey the French Bi- 
Ihops and Vicars Apoftolick in thofe 
Kingdoms, to the great Scandal of the 
Chrittians, who faw the Church-Men 
Excommunicate one another, *and eight 
other Jefnits of fevcral Nations, who 
were going to China -, befides ten others 
who went in the Vcllel of the Merchants 
of Coa, call’d Piimburpa, which carry’d 
the Lion abovc-mention’d. 

The Fathers of the Society arc in 
fuch Efteem and Reputation in India, 
that at Night the Vice-Roy came to 
Vilit thofe that were Aboard the two 
Ships, and ftay’d till Mid-night in thclc 
two Vifits. Laying hold of this Oppor¬ 
tunity, he himfelf recommended me to 
the Captain, telling him, 1 was a curi¬ 
ous Gentleman, that Travell’d only to 
fee the World, and therefore he ihould 
ufe me well. His Recommendation had 
but little ElTecT:, becaufe the Captain, 
who was Bred in China, had quite for¬ 
got the PortHguefe Civility, which 
in all Places 1 found they Pradlis’d 
more towards me, than towards their 
own Country-Men; nor did he value 
another Man's Merit, or Qiialifications. 
As foon as the Vice-Roy was gone they 
weigh’d Anchor, and the Vellels were 
tow’d by fcvcral Paraos, which are long 
Boats with fixty Oars, and Ballons, 
whicih arc fmallcr the City Pilots being 
Aboard, to carry the Velfels beyond the 
Flat, which is before the Fort of Gafpar 
Diaz., near which we lay all Tuefday, 
becaufe the Wind blew hard. 

IVednefday 18th, the fame Wind con¬ 
tinuing, and the City Pilots having no 
hopes it would fall, weigh’d Anchor two 
Hours before Day, and began to have 
the Ships tow’d again by the Ballons and 
Paraos. But the Wind riling, to avoid 
fhe Rock, they both run upon the Sand. 
There being danger that the SHip might 
fplit at the Flood, it being then Ebb, 
every one endeavour'd to carry off his 


Goods, efpecially Mony, and to get it 
Alhorc j and it would go hard with the 
City Pilots, if once the Vellels were 
ftranded, and they did not fly. 1 put my 
Baggage Aboard a Coaftcr, and leaving 
my Slave with my Provilions, went to 
Coa for a new I icenfe from the Inquili- 
tion, to put the Black Aboard the Coa¬ 
ftcr, in cafe the Shi|)s that were ftranded 
fhouid be rendred unfit to perform their 
Voyage ; which I got with fome Diffi¬ 
culty for theReafons above alledg’d. 

Whilft I was ftill at Goa, the Vice- 
Roy gathering abundance of Paraos and 
Ballons, went in Perfbn to get off the 
Vcflcls with the Flood •, which being 
done, they came up again to take in as 
much Water as they had thrown over 
'Board to lighten themfclves. The ho- 
neft Pilot, and Maftcr’s Mate of ou#' 
Ship had allb thrown over the Paflengers 
Provilion and Fruit j but not their own, 
which afterwards they did Eat till they 
were ready to Crack. Taking leave a- 
gaiii of the Fathers Gidli and Fifeomi, I 
return’d Aboard with my Baggage, but 
was not told they had thrown over 
Board three great Baskets of Wine full 
of Mangos, for had I known it, I would 
have provided other Fruit. 

Wc got not out on Thurfday ipth, 
through the Fault of the City Pilots 
but about break of Day, on Frid^ 20th, 
the Wind blowing fair at N. W. our 
Veflcl call’d the Rofary, the Pumbttrpa, 
and four Coafters put out to Sea. The 
Jefuits, as they were the firft that went 
off, fo would they be the kft to return 
Aboard. The fame fair Wind continu'd 
Saturday 21ft, and Sunday 22d. 

Monday 23d, the Pilots by Oblerva- 
tion found we were in the Latitude of 
Cochin. We had great Rains, and ftor- 
my Winds every Day and Night, but 
they did not laft above an Hour. They 
call thclc Tempefts Samatras, from the 
Ifland of that Name. FJoldiiig on our 
Courfe South on Tuefday 24th, the Pi¬ 
lots judg’d we were in tlje Latitude of 
Cape Comori which is like that of Good 
Hope. It is to be oblerv’d that in this 
Place they And a moft unaccountable 
work of Nature ^ which is, that at tlie/* 
fame time it is Winter at Goa, and all 
along that Coaft, it is Summer upon all 
the oppofite Coaft, as far as the King¬ 
dom 
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doraofGofcWrf, and thus in a few Hours 
Cemelli. t they go from Winter to Summer; which 
• 1695. * is experimentally known to be true eve- 
ty'W) ry Day, by the Natives of Madnre^ Ti- 
gr, Tanjmir^ Madrafiafutan^ the 

People of the Notches, and other Pagan 
Princes. 

Wednefday 2^th, making anobfervati- 
on we tbund our felves in the Latitude 
of Cape Gain in the Ifland of Ceilon, 
which was joyful News to all abroad, as 
being then fure they Hiould continue their 
Voyage i for had the South Wind ftart- 
cd up before we reach’d that Place, we 
could have gone no further, but muft 
have run away to Northward, as hap¬ 
pen’d to two Ships of China, which fet 
out in the Year 1593. and put in to refit 
after the Storm, the one at Damam, 
and the other at Bombaim. On the con¬ 
trary being once in the Latitude of Cape 
CM, no Wind could put us by our Voy¬ 
age. Wc were here according to the 
Pilots Computation 600 Miles from Goa. 

The liland of Cedau Ijciidcs its rich 
Cbuiamon , which is carry’d all the 
flaui. World over, has the heft Elephants, as 
was laid above, and a Mountain that pro¬ 
duces Rock Cry Aral, of which at Goa 
they make Button.s, Beads, and other 
Things. 

Thurfday 2<Tth, WC found our felves 
in the Latitude of 6 Degrees oppofite to 
the Bay of Bengala •, and all the Mouths 
of the River Canges running into it, 
whilll: at the fame time the natural Cur- 


Men, ufe when they Jjiave wounded an 
Enemy, to run greedily to fuck the Blood 
that runs. The Dutch are W^icnciles of 
this Cruelty of theirs For they going 
with 5 Ships to fubdae them, and lauding 
800 Men, tho’they were well lutrcnch’d 
to defend themfelves agiiail thofe wild 
People yet they were moA: of them 
kill’d, very few having the good Fortune 
to fly to their Ships. 

Siestr Francis Coutinho General of Siilz.etc 
told me that the chief Motive the Dmh 
had to attempt the ConqucA of chat 1 - . 
fland, was a Report fpread abroad, i.hat 
there was a Well in that Ifland, whofe 
Water Converted Iron into Gold, and 
was the true PhiJofophers Stone. The 
ground of this Rumour was, an Englijb 
Ship putting into that Ifland after adread- 
ful Storm,' where they obferv’d that a 
little Water which an Iflandcr carry’d, 
being fpilt upon an Anchor, that part 
of it which was wet with it, turn’d into 
Gold; and asking him where he had 
that Water, he told them out of a Well 
in the Ifland, after which they kill’d him. 

I can ncichcr affirm nor deny that there 
is fuch a ^Vcll;. but only declare this 
Story was told me by F. Emanud Ferrei¬ 
ra, and by Coutinho a Knight of the Or¬ 
der of Chrifl, before F. Calli at Goa, 
who had alfo heard of it before. No 
Man in Eurofe or jijia can give any more 
certain Account of it, becaufc thofe Peo¬ 
ple have no Commerce with any Nation 
in the World. 


rent of the Water is from South to 
North, that Sea is very rough. This 
made the Ship often lye athwart the 
Waves, and kept us all continually 
watching for fear. This Kingdom of Ben- 
Kingdom. gda is accounted the molt Fruitful the 
Mogd has, by reafon of its Rivers. It 
has a great Trade for Silk, Calico, and 
other Stufli. Finding our felves in this 
1 .atitodc we Rood to the Eaftward, and 
on Friday 27th, were off the Maidive 
Iflands. Saturd.^ 28th, the fame fair 
Wind continu’d, but with the fame Row¬ 
ling. Sunday 29th, the Wind held on, 
and a Sailer dying was thrown over 
Board. Mondsn 30th, we were Becalm’d, 
but Tuefday the laR of the Month the 
Wind came up again, blew harder on 
Wednefday the firft of June , and held 
fair on Thtirfd^ 2d. 

Nhobir PridM 3d, WC wcrc in of the I- 
lOand and fland of ITtcobar , the Wind blowing 
•-uw,uo« frefher. Thislfland pays a Tribute of a 
certain number of human Bodies to the 
Ifland of Andemaon, to be eaten by the 
Natives of it. Tbcfe Brutes rather than 


Saturday 4th, the fair Wind continu¬ 
ing, we came off the point of Achem ; 
where the Malay Sea begins, fo call’d ■d'-hemini 
fiom theMalt^es inhabiting thofe Iflands. 

Achem is on the Eaftermoft Point of the * 
liland Sumatra ; a Country not Govern’d 
by a King, as Tavernier thinks, but al¬ 
ways by a Queen; the Males being ex¬ 
cluded that Inheritance, by the' Laws of 
the Kingdom. Thcic are other Kings 
and Princes in this Ifland, part Mahome¬ 
tans zoA. part Gentils', whofe Subjetfl^are 
near as Barbarous as the People of An- 
dtmaon, particularly the Inhabitants of a 
Mountain call’d Btua, that is. Rock, not 
far from Achem, who Cruelly Play for 
one anochers Lives. When the Game is 
done, the Winner binds the Lofer, and 
Rays all Day for ibme Body to buy him, 
when if none comes he Kills and Eats 
him; as Coutinho told me, who had been 
up the faid Ifland of the Kingdom of A-, 
chem. The Natives firmly believe that if a 
Dying Man eats a roaRed Cuckow he 
fecures his Paflage to Heaven; fo that ic 
is a good Trade to carry thofe Birds into 
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the ifland, which is very Fruitful and 
Gemetti. Rich. Ill it is fSuud much Gold Dull 
1695. (which makes fome fuppofe it to be the 
w/'YN; JurtaCherfonefiis of the Antients) Tin, 
iron, Campliire, Sulphur, white Sandal 
and Pepper. ’ The Dutch every Year buy 
50000 Picos of Pepper, every Pico is 
130 Pounds SfMtflj, which they fell to 
the Moors •, who like it better than any 
other, becaufc being fmallcr, they put 
it into their Pilau whole. The Air of 
the Country is bad, cfpccially for Stran- 
gers. 

Sund.^ 5ih, the Wind fail’d us near 
tiiis illaild, as it always ufes to do \ fo 
that as much time is fpent, by reafon of 
the continual Calm between that Place 
and Malacca^ which are but 250 Miles 
aliindcr, as in 1500 there are nom Goa 
thither, as the Pilots fay. Belides, the 
Calm and the Current is contrary, and 
rather put Ships backward than forward, 
for which reafon we perceiving there was 
too much Water to Anchor, were forc’d 
to draw to Shore, for here we always 
run clofe under it to drop our Anchor, 
that we might not lofc way when the 
contrary Current met us. 

Afeudty (5tb, the Calm continu’d, and 
I lofi i-he Pilots Table, for be would 
not hnd me any longer; and what molt 
vex’d me was, that of thirty Fools 1 
brought from CoUf I had eaten but feven, 
and all the reft were flowna Misfortune 
Travellers arc expos’d to. The Wind 
freftming onTuefday 7th, we fail’d almoft 
due South, and leaving behind the Ifland 
called f/oj Dcffradados^ or of banilh’d Men, 
where the Governours or Achem con¬ 
fine Criminals, we came oppofite to that 
call’d da Rainha^ or the Qiieens \ recove¬ 
ring fifty Miles the Current had carry’d 
us back. But Wednefday 8th, W’c were 
not only Becalm’d, but not being able 
to Anchor, the Stream carry’d the Ship 
fix Miles back. 

Thiirfday 9th, we drew towards the a- 
foi^faid Ifland with little Wind, and 
came to an Anchor late in eighteen Fa¬ 
thom Water, a Mile from Land. Fridi^ 
loth, we weigh’d and dropt Anchor 
three fcvcral times for want of Wind, 
as was alfo done by the Ship Pumburpa 
and an Englijl} Man. Sm urdsy iithj the 
Wind blew frelh betimes, and carry’d 
us forward. We call’d to ibme Md/tyts 
belonging to the Ifland, who were Filh- 
ing, but they would not come; and two 
* that gave Ear to us kept at a great 
diftance for fear. Having given them 
fonieBisketand Veflels to fetch Water, 
they were never feen more. Thefc In¬ 


habitants of the Ifland live worfe than 
Bcafts; and their low Cottages cannot ^ 
poffibly be fecu, becaufe of the thick 
green Trees about them, as is ufual all 
along this Coaft we had hitherto run. I 
was told there were none but Cottages 
at Achem^ and that only the C^een’s 
Palace, Ibc being then an old Woman, 
is of Timber, with a poor Mud Fort. 

Eighty Miles beyond Serra da Rainha, 
or the Queen’s Mountain;, the Current 
is not always contrary, but runs fix 
Hours one way and fix the other. The < 
Heat here is exceflive, becaufc the Storms 
call’d Sumatras and the Rains, which ne¬ 
ver fail in the Bay, arc here rare and 
more gentle. The Wind ceafing on Sun¬ 
day 12th, the Boat was fent a Shore for 
Wood and Water, but found none of 
the latter. 

Monday 13th, we advanc’d as far as 
the Point of Targiapour, where a good 
River falls into the Sea, a Place grateful 
to Sailers, becaufe from thence forward 
the Current is not fo rapid. Tuefday 
14th, we made but little way, firftwith 
the Land and then with the Sea Bricze; 
but wc were worle afterwards, for the 
Wind wholly ceas’d on Wtdnefday i5tb. 
Thurfday i6th it blew very faintly; and 
Friday 17th there was none at all. 

Saturday 18th, we made fbme way in _ . . 

fight of the Ifland Folvereira., but the 
Wind failing, could not reach it till S««- 
eUy 19th, when we lay off it. The Cora- 
pals of it is two Miles, and it has abun¬ 
dance of Trees and a good Biook; but 
no Inhabitants. The next Night wc 
were well walh’d by a great Shower of 
Rain; for at this Ifland the Sumatras be¬ 
gin again and hold to MaUua, never 
failing either by Day or Night. 

Mondty 20th, the contrary Wind hin- 
dred us making much way, but what wc 
gain’d in fight of the two fraall Iflands 
the Pertuguefes call as duos Jrmaasj or the 
two Sifters, becaufe they are near toge¬ 
ther. Tuefday 21 ft, we lay off the I- 
fland Aruj befet with many Rocks, and 
Wednefday 22d,croinng the Streight drew 
near the Continent; fo that on Thurfday 
23d, wc were oppofite to Mount Pulpor- 
felar. Fri^<gr 24th, WC Sail’d along the 
Coaft, which is thick cover’d with Trces, 
and fubjed to a petty King that lives in 
the Woods like a Bcaft. Satstrdty 2$tbj 
wc met feveral Chintfe Barks call’d So- somtsC 
maSf loaded with Rice and bound for >4- w/eYd 
them. They carry’d four Sails made ofr^— - 
Mac, two of them on the fides from the 
main Malt, like the Wings of a Bird

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CHAP. VII. 

An Account df what is worth chfervingat Malaca. 


M Alata is flated on the Southermofl 
^ ^ ^ ^ part ot the Antient Cherfinefus, 

ill 2 IJegrccs, and 20 Minutes Latitude, 
and therefore the Days and Nights, are 
M always equal. The Portnguefe under the 
117&118. Command of their General Abuqutrqe 
took it from the King of /fcor, but not 
without the cxpcncc of much Blood j 
but in the Year 1640, it was taken from 
them by the Dutch, after they had de- 
■ fended it bravely for fix Months. The 
Antients thought Malaca was an Ifland 
by rcalbn of the many Channels running 
acrofs its Land j but the exadlnefs of the 
Moderns, has dillovcr’d this error. 
The Houfes are of Timber, and for the 
nioft part the Walls and Roofs cover’d 
with Mats, but there are fuch abundance 
of Palm and other I'rees all about, that 
ata diftance, it looks more like a Wood 
than a City. It is Inhabited on both fidcs 
of the Rivqr by Penuguefc Oiriftians, 
Gentils of Icvcral Parts, Moors, and 


fuch good Chriftians among Infidels and 
edvimfls. But their heavy Suflerings 
make them wifh for a change of Govern¬ 
ment, and to be under fomc Catholick 
Prince. 

‘Tuefday I* went into the Fort TheFort. 
on the right Hand, entring the Channel. 

It is about a Mile in compafs. '1 here arc 
fix fmall Towers furnifli’dv;ith fufTicient 
Cannon, and a Ditch towards the Sea 
and Channel. The two Gates are one 
towards the River, and the other to¬ 
wards the South Cape. The Govcimor 
of the City commands in it, and has 
under him a Garrifbn of 180 Souldiers. 

In the raidft of it is a rifing ground, on 
which flood the Church and Monaftery 
of the Jefitits, when it was pofTefs’d by 
the Portuguefe ; bat the Dutch pull’d 
down the Dormitories, leaving only the 
Church for their own ufe, and a Tower 
adjoining to it, to put up their Colours, 

Within the fame Fort, was the Church 


Cinnefes , for which rcafon, when the 
Governor puts out any Order, it is writ 
in thofc four Languages, befides Dutch. 
It contains about 5000 Souls, mofl of 
them Portuguefe Catholicks, better in- 
ftrud;cd in matters of Faith, than any 
in Europe-, there being Children 10, or 
12 years Old, thatanfwer toqueflions 
concerning Religion, as folidly as a Di¬ 
vine could do and this bccaufc of the 
continual palling of Milfioners of the 
Society through this place to China, Tun- 
rhin, Cochinchifid and Other parts. But 
the Dutch forbidding them the cxercifc 
of the Catholick Religion , they are 
forced to have it in the Woods, with 
much danger; and to bear patiently 
with the exccllive Taxes laid on them, 
more than the Jews and Mahometans. 
Yet there is no Danger they Ihould be¬ 
come Proteflants, but on the contrary 
fome Dutch have been known to ab¬ 
jure, through the mc.msof their'Wives. 
It was no lliiall comfort to me, to fee 


of the Mifericordia ; but that having 
been Batter’d by the Cannon, fervesnow 
for a Magazine. 

The Climate is temperate, as has 
been laid, and the Soil Fruitful, becaule 
it never milTes any day being water’d by Coco nuts 
a Ihower of Rain. It produces almofl aU 
the forts of Fruit found at Goa-, but the 
Coco-nut, is three times as big. When 
gather’d green they call it Lagna, and 
the Water of it ferves to drink j*but 
when full ripe, it has a Pulp, like an Ap¬ 
ple, tender, and well tafted; which is 
not found in the Coco-nuts of Goa. 

The Durion of Malaca is allb very Fa¬ 
mous, and Strangers when once us’d to 
its fmcll, are fo fond of it, that they can 
not be without it. The Tree is very 
tall, and the Fruit grows out of the thick 
part of the Branches, like the Jacca. 

It is almofl round, and relerabling thc^ 

Fruit of the Pine-tree. When ripe it is 
yellow, with Ibmc Points flanding out 
about it; and the Pulp within foft. 
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rv^'v-o and wbite,and divided into fijc parts,with 
CttneUi. as many Stones,* which when dry, are 
1695. eaten like other Kernels. It finels like 
O'^Y^ a rotten Onion, but has an excellent 
taflc ^ fo tlfit when the nole is once us’d 
to the firft,' the Pallatc is well pleas’d 
with the 2d 

The Maa^ufian a Wild Fruit is very 
i/Lcnguflin- good, round and as big as an Apple, 
with lixftreaks on the top, like a Star. 
When ripe it is yellow without, with 
white divifions within, like Cloves of 
Garlick: Bntfbftandfweet. The Rind 
ponder’d and drank in Water, flops the 
bloody Flux. 

fmbot. The Jamboa is a Fruit, as big as a 
large Melon, and has the Rind, Ihape, 
and colour of an Adams Apple j but the 
quarters of it are like thofe of an Orange, 
and of the fame taRe. There arc 
Whitc,Yeilow,and Red, according to the 
feverai forts of Trees ^ which is like the 
Taftwju deferih’d among the Fruit of Goa. 
JJfM-pijs. d'hc Ajjamf-aja is an acid Fruit, grow¬ 
ing artlie foot of theCanes, good 
to T»itklc, as big as a Walnut, of an* 
earthy tolonr without, and white with¬ 
in, with a Stone in tlic middle. 

The Romania is as big as a green Wal- 
not, cool and good to make the fame fort 
of Sauce. 

Sievt. The Sag^ fo highly valu’d by the 
* Formguefe, is the Root of a Tree, that 
grows on the Coaft, and the Malayes 
' carry to fell at Malaca., wdicnce by rea- 
fon of its goodneis, it is tranfported 
to JneUa^i China., and other places flill 
further dillant. It is rarely well tailed 
made into a Sweet-meat \ it is alfo good 
in Broth, and its clouded Seeds difTolv’d, 
thicken like Clew. 

The Bacciam is a wild Fruit, like a 
Mango, and fharpto make Sauce. 

Micciim. There arc alfo feverai forts of Herbs 
differing from ours, and among the 
Herbs. reft the Gnama and Celada, which tafte 
like boil’d Scllery. 

The Port The City Mdaca gives Laws to all 
tfOiaUca. sWps that pafs the Streight, obliging 
them to pay Anchorage, whether they 
put into the Port or not. Spanijh and Por- 
tHguefe Ships pay 100 pieces of Eight 
each, others Icfs. The Dmch are fo bard 
upon thefe two Nations, bccaufe they 
lay they paid as much, when the ?«r- 
tHguefe were Matters of it. The En~ 
gUjh are not only free from this burden, 
but much honour’d i for two Ships of 
theirs falutiag with 18 Guns, the Fort 
• a^wer’d with i 9 > whereas ourtwo Vef’ 
"Ifte f^luting withfeven, they return’d no 
the Pambarfa, put out the 
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Arms of Portugal, The Port of Malaca 
is very fafe, and has a great Trade from 
Eaft and Weft; and therefore the Ba-^ 
x.ars of the City are furnifh’d with the 
bell Rarities of Jafan, China, Btngtda, 
the Coaft of Coromandel, Perjia, and q- 
tber Kingdoms. 

I faw fuch beautiful Parrots there, p,™«.3 
that a Painter could not draw any thing 
fo fine; Some of them had all the Body 
and Wings red, and the Legs green. O- 
thers, call’d Noros, the Body red, the 
Head black, or dark blew, and the Wings, 
and Legs of a light blew. Others were ' 
of an afh colour, with green Wings. 

And others white, with a yellow tuft, 
call’d Cacamas j and thefe are taken in the 
Iflands of Ternate, Ambon, Macajfar, and 
Java', but they are Icfs tlian thofe of 
America. 

bVednefday 29tb, they fhcw’d me a Cefuareu 
Black Bird they call Cajuares, twice as 
bigas a Turkey Cock, with Bones in the 
Wings, like Whalebone, and the beak 
and feet like an Oftrich. Its Eggs are 
wi<i.(.' and green, and is taken in the 
Ifland of J.rja. 

Tim-jday ioth, I cat a rare Fifh, call'd BiJiis.'t. 
Balanca. Underneath it is like a Crab, 
at top like a Tortoile, and has the Head 
arm’d with a Sword •, boil’d it taftes juft 
like a Crab •, the Male and Female are 
always found coupl’d. Tho’ there are fach 
Rarities at Malaca,it is dear living there, 
a piece of Eight a day being little enough. 

The Dominion of the Dutch, reaches 
but three Miles round the Citybecaufe 
the Natives being a wild People living 
like Beafls, they will not eafily fubmit 
to bear the Holland Yoke. They are 
call’d Menancavos, very great Thieves, 
Mahometans as to Religion, and fuch 
mortal Enemies to the Dutch, that they 
do not only refufe to have any Commerce 
with them, but cut them in pieces, when- 
foever it is in their Power. And this is 
the reafbn, why the Plains of Malaca, 
abounding in Indian Canes, they cannot 
be cut without much precantioo, for 
fear of thofe Barbarians. Their King 
call’d ?<f^«n'‘t^M,hashisRefidenceat Na~ 
m, a Village made with Mats ill put to¬ 
gether, in the thickell of the Wood. No 
better account can be had of their Coun¬ 
try for want of Commerce with thpm. 

Along the lame Coaft, lives another 
fort of half Men, caXPdSs^ttes, Mahome¬ 
tans, as well as the others, in Boats and 
moveable Honfos. They are both Filh' 
er-men and Pirates, along the Coaft} a' 
robuft fort of Men, govern’d by a chief 
tbeycall PaHmujatti, like Banditti.

T Might cafily have gone to Muila, 
GemelU. J[ aboard the Veflel Call’d Po/4r9, which 
I< 595 * tarac into the Port; but I voluntarily 
• let flip that fair Opportunity, being 

defirous to fee China. In order to it, 
going all again aboard the PortHgaefe 
Veflels on Friday the fifft of July ; as 
we were ready to Sail our Voyage was 
retarded by forac Words that pais’d be¬ 
tween the Pilot and Mailer’s Mate. The 
firfl o<^ them went away aboard the 
Ptmburpa , and all the Day, and part of 
the Night being Ipent in fending and 
proving, the Captain would have me 
draw up a torm of Protcftation, to be 
notify’d to the Pilot. He could not be 
pre''*.il d upon to return to the Ship, 
lb th ic we v;ere forc’d to Sail with ano¬ 
ther, after 'ilid-night. 

F^lmnfo Saturday 2d, in the Morning we An- 
River. chor’d, the Wind being contrary j which 
lafting all Sunday 3d, we made little or 
no way. Monday 4th, we run up on a 
Bowling, and found our felves at Night 
oppofite to a great Mountain, over the 
River FermoCo. This is a deep River, 
whofe Source is many and many Miles 
up the Country. On its Banks grow 
abundance of e.Kcellent Indian Canes, 
which the Inhabitants of Malaca cot to 
Trade. Some of them are thick, with¬ 
out any Knot, to ferve for walking 
Staves, and others (lender, and eighteen 
Spans long, which cut are put to many 
Ufes, as to make Bcd-lteads, outward 
Doors, Chairs, Stools, Baskets, Ropes, 
Pack-thread, and Sewing-thread j for 
when fplit thin, the Threads bow every 
way without breaking, and are proper 
to Sew with. 

Tuffday sth, we lay at Anchor, and 
made but little way on Wednefday 6th,be- 
caufe the Wind was contrary. Thnrjday 
7th, the lame Caufe made us lole, ra-^ 
ther than gain Ground *, and it had been 
worfc on Friday 8th, had we not dropt 
Anchor again after weighing. Stuurday 
pth, we were quite becalm’d. Sunday 
10th, the Wind coming up ifretty fair, 
we left the Ifland Palpfon^ and two o- 
ther fmall Rocks a-ltcrn. The firft is 
fo call’d, bccaiife lhap’d like a Fig, for 
in the Malice Unguage Pd Ggnifics an 
Ifland, and Pifon a Fig. 

Monthly i tib, we pafs’d by the Ifland 
Vol. IV. 


Pulcariman^ which, tho’ large, is not 
Inhabited any more than the reft. Theii 
we came to an Anchor at the Month of 
the Streight, before Son-fet, both bc- 
caufe the Wind was contrary, and be- 
caufe we (bunded all the way j for tho’ 
the good Pilots of Macao Sail that way 
twice a Year, yet they never rcraemDer 
any tiling of it. On the left, going 
from Mafacay the Mouth is four or five 
Fadora deep, and lix or feven on the 
right. 

• There are abundance of other Jflands Many 
between and Cape which Hlands 

are not fet down in t’-.c Maps; tho’ 
fome of them are fo large that! they arc 
call’d Kingdoms. Some of them belong 
to the King’s of Jambi, and Paltmbony 
Illands adjoining to Sumatray on the 
Coaft oppoiite to Malaca y where the 
Dutch have a Fadlory, and fome to the 
King of Riooy on tlie right of the 
Streight of Sincapura, all three Kings 
Mahometans as to their Religion, and 
Malayes by Defcent. 

This multitude of Iflands makes abun- The 
dance of Streights, all dangerous to Pafs; Strejghti' 
but particularly that of Sincatura, where 
we were, which yet is molt frequented 
by the Natives, to go to, and return 
fpeedily from Siam, Cochinchina, Tm~ 
chin, Manila, China, Japan, and Other 
Kingdoms of jIJia. The other call’d 
del Govemador, or the Governours, is lb 
deep, that very often there is no An¬ 
choring in it; but being much wider 
than the ocher, the European Ships, that 
is French, Englijh, Dutch, and Others 
ufe it very much. The other Streights 
are call’d of Carven, Durion, Javon, and 
Jkor ; befides many more, which «akc 
Name from the Iflands that form them. 

That of Jkor is only pallable betwi.vt 
the Condnenc, and the Iflands, where 
a long Channel ends, which leads to 
the Metropolis of the fame Name, con- 
lifting of Cottages, and thence to the 
Sea of thcContracefia, or oppofite Coaft. 

The Dutch have a Faftory at that Court 
to Trade for Pepper. 

Tuefeby 12th, we entred the Mouth simipufi 
of the Streight of Sincapura betimes,* Streight. 
which is *3 quarter of a League over at 
firft; but further in wider, tho’enclos’d 
by lb many Iflands, that they are a mcer 
M in Laby-

Labyrinth to Ships ^ whiclfc thofe who 
CemtUi. have not feen it before, think they lhali 
1595. never get .out of feeing Land on all 
iides. ThV fccond Mouth is but half 
ib wide as tjie hrft, but only a Mile in 
length, anq all the dillance between the 
two Mouthikis eight Miles. This nar¬ 
row Paflage & rendred the more dange¬ 
rous by the violent fetting of the Wa¬ 
ter backwards and forwards at Ebb and 
Flood. In other refpedls the Eye is de¬ 
lighted with the beautiful Green of fo 
many Iflands adorn’d with tall and thick 
Trees, which are never left naked like 
ours in Eurofe in Winter. 

Salittts The Madayes^ Call’d Salittes, Live a- 
Mthyes. long this Channel, in portable and Float¬ 
ing Houfes. They dwell on the Water 
in Boats cover’d with Mats, with Canes 
interwoven in the middle to lie on ^ nor 
arc they difturb’d either at their brutal 
Solitude, the ill Air, or the drcadful- 
nefsof the neighbouring Woods. They 
are ingenious at Filhing, which they 
Live on, either Angling, or ftriking 
the leaft: Filhes through with Spears 
made of Bambto. Some of them came 
to oar Ships lide, with their Women 
and Children in their Floating-Houles 
to get Vcffels, Iron, Knives, Tabacco, 
and ocher Trifles, in Exchange for Filh} 
they having no knowledge of Mony. 
They are not latisfy’d if they had the 
value of too Pieces of Eight in Exchange, 
they are fo Miftruftful, Falie, and 
Wicked \ but upon any flight Occafion 
ftrike their Spear in any Man’s Body, or 
clfc a fniall Knife call’d Crifi^ they wear 
by their Side. They arc Subjeft to the 
King of Jkor^ who therefore has a Cu- 
ftom-Houfe for Fifh in the midft of the 
Channel. We came to an Anchor near 
it, by rcafbn of the Calm. 

TheCoaft Wedaefday 15th, we got out of the 
of liw. Streight, leaving behind us on the right 
the Cottages cover’d with Mats, fet up 
on Poles and keeping along the Coafl; 
of /for, where I faid the other Mouth 
of the Channel of that Name was the 
Wind came up contrary, which oblig’d 
us to call: Anchor near that barbarous 
Country. 

The Kingdom of /For, as I faid, a- 
bounds in Pepper, a fort of white Cop¬ 
per the Portugtufe call Qdtin^ Inditm 
Canes, Rice, Arecca^ Coco-Nuts, and 
other Things, which keep up its Trade 
with Qther Nations \ particularly with 
the iJwcb, who therefore ufe all their 
Endcayours to hinder others from re- 
f9^ng thither, allowing no Veffels to 
without the Governour’s 


Leave. The Inhabitants of /For, and 
the Salines wear a Garment to theirf 
Waite \ and from thence down, both . 

Men and Women cover themfelvcs with 
a Linnen Cloth. The Women wear 
their Hair dilhevell’d without Breading; 
but the Men (have their Heads, and 
Beards, only keeping long Whiskers. 

Inlbead of a Turbant, they tie a fmall 
Linnen Rag, like a Fillet about their 
Foreheads. 

Tkurfdiy 14th, the Wind being con¬ 
trary, we Anchor’d off Cape Romania. ' 
Friday 15 th, we Sail’d along the Coaft 
ot Romania \ leaving a long row of Iflands 
on the right, that Sea being all over full 
of them. About Evening we paft’d by 
Pedra Branca^ or the white Rock, lb 
call’d by the Portnouefe^ being a fmall 
white Rock rifing a little above the Wa¬ 
ter, and lb plac’d in tiie middle of the 
Channel, with two others adjoining to 
it, that ic has fplie many Ships that were 
unacquainted with it. 

The Portugaefe told mc. That a BUrphemy 
Country-Man of theirs being to go thaj PunWd. 
way in a Ship of his own, laden with ‘ 
much Gold, and other rich Commodi¬ 
ties ; he was continually asking of the 
Pilot, when they fliould be paft ic; and 
thinking every Hour an Age till he was 
out of that Danger, repeated the Que- 
ftion fo often, that the Pilot grown 
weary of him, faid they were already 
beyond it. Then he diltraded with Joy, 
broke out into thefe execrable Words, 

Tina God cohU not nova make him Poor. 

But he went not unpunifli’d, for the 
Ship loon ftruck upon the white Rock j 
and having loft all, he only lav’d his 
Life to be the more Miferable. 

Satwrday i<sth, holding on our Courle 
with a brisk Gale, we got out from a- 
midft fo many Iflands, which ftretch- 
ing out towards the South, along the 
Streight of Banca^ which is the way to 
Batavia^ left us a clear and open Sea, 
our ^urle being Eaftward. The Wind 
frelhing, carry’d us away from Cape /Fw, 
towards the Ifland Borneo^ which is un¬ 
der the Equinodial. The aforelaid Cape 
Iksr is the end of a long Coaft reach- Vaxmts, 
ing to Bengaloy which afterwards turns 
away, and forms the Contraeofia, of op- 
polite Coaft, as hr as the Kingdom of 
Siantj where there are feveral other Do¬ 
minions, and among the reft that of the 
Patanes, ever govern’d by a Woman, 
like thole of Achenty and Canara. This 
Country abounds in Camphirf Pepper,

Power, he would allow a Church to be 
Built for the tree E-Kcicife of the Chri- 
lliau Religion. Thefe Offers wrought 
no Effl'ft upon the People of Macao, 
as being perfectly well acquainted with 
the changeable Temper of thofe Maho¬ 
metans j i>ut Andreve Coetbo I’isira, Gc- 
Vol. IV. 


ncral of the City having acquainted D. 
Roderick de •Acojla,. Goverq^r of Goa, 
with the Matter; he conflSttd with 
three knowing Pcrlbns, whet^r the 
lettleracnt of fiich Fadlory was for the 
Service of God, and their King; and 
Imder/lariding it would be very Advan- 
tagious, tlio’ the Townfinen of Macao 
fent a Mcflcnger of theirs to Obftruft 
the Performing of it, yet in the Year 
i58p, he gave the nccellary Orders, for 
fettling the Fadory in the Name ol that 
City; enjoining Jofeph Pinheiro, a rich 
Citizen of Aiacao, who was then at Goa, 
to take that Afliur upon him. He ac¬ 
cepted of it to plcafc the Governour, 
tho’ he had always endeavour’d to Ob¬ 
ftruft it. 

Before this was rcfolv’d on, Luis

The Seafon of the Year to Sail for 
Manjar-Maffen being come, tho’ he did 
uoi like this interrupted Method, yet 
4 \e fet out on the 8th of January 1589.

I)jii;.e tiicrc was aboard the Ship, and the 
hiiidrajicc he met with the Year before 
from the at Land i and he fucceed- 
cci (b well, that there began prclcnily 
to l efort to him fomc of the Beajufes from ' 
the iKighbouring Villages fubjcfl to the 
Adahometan King; if it hud been for no¬ 
thing elfe, at Icall to fee their Country- 
iiiun Laurence. Many of them came on 
the loth of March, when he had began 
n nine Days Derotion aboard the Vellcl, 
in honour of S.Jofeph, adorning the 
Ca!nn decently withHangings and Lights. 
The ucaI Day came a venerable old Man, 
with his D.mghter, grand Daughter, and 
an.mticnt Matron to vilitthc Religions 
Man, v/lio had converted his Boat into a 
handfome Houfe and Chappcl, and re¬ 
ceiv’d them very Aficcfionately, ac¬ 
quainting them with the Dclign that 
brought him a Iccond time into fuch 1 c- 
mote and ftrange Parts, which was to 
Ihovv them the way of Salvation, by in- 
ftrufting the m in our holy Faith. I'hey 
were ptcas’d with the Fatuer’s Words, 
and afl'ur’d him he lliould be honourably 
Receiv’d by them all. From that time 
forward more of the Beajufes bci^untorc-' 
I'oi t to the Vellcl, and to tall the good 
Man rheir that is. Grand Father; 

a Name among them of great Honour; 
Convening with him very Familiarly and 
Lovingly, and bringing their Wives and 
DautfliLers, tho’ they were very Jealous, 
to kiis his Hand and Habit in a very mo- 
delt and courteous Manner. *At thcle 
Vihts they always prefented him with 
fome Fowl, a Basket of Rice, fonie 
pieces of fwcet Wood, or a Mat of thole 
they work raoft Curioully ; or elfe 
Herbs, fweet Roots, Wood or other 
Things, and herefofing to take it, they 
left it before his Cabbin, fb that after¬ 


wards he reifeiv’d it rather dilpleale 
them; provWed it was not^ld, preci¬ 
ous Stones, or any thing of y aluc. The 
nine Days Devotion lb happily begun, 
ended with a general joy aid Applanle, 
and what is molt to be adrfr d, even of 
the Moors themfelves; »r a Crofs 20 
Spans high was put into a Bbat, and be¬ 
ing carry’d about the River with many 
Lights, as it return’d to the Lemine or 
Vellcl where the Father relided, was 
fainted by ail the Cannon of two Veflcls 
of Macao. This was follow’d by a Vi- 
licfroin aoAnga, who was Chief or Go- 
vernour of a Village, with all his Fami¬ 
ly; which he made with lb much Civili¬ 
ty and Rcfi>cdt, that the Father thought 
lit to repay it the next Day, attended by 
1*3 VortuSuefes belonging^w the Ship. 
The Governour and all his^eople re¬ 
ceiv’d him in a very folemn Ma*er, with 
Drums bearing and other Mulite of the 
Country, and Dancing, as it itViadbcen 
one of their Kings. The old Anga pro- 
Itrated himfclf on the Ground to kifs 
his Habit, and all the relt. Men, Women 
and Child] en, great and fmalJ follow’d 
liis Example. I'hc good Man receiv’d 
them in iiis Arms to gain their Alfcdion, 
and make wav to their Converlion, to 
which they -^em’d well difpos’d. In 
Ihort, the Anga defir’d to be Baptiz’d 
immediately; protclling he would fol¬ 
low him Dead or Alive, fo powerfully 
the divine Grace wrought upon his Heart. 
He added, that he believ’d that all the 
reft of the Beajufes would give him the 
Refped which was due; and that the 
more to convince him he would go in 
Perlbn to acquaint the Tomangm and 
Damon, two Ibvcrcign Princes in the 
Heart of the Jllaiid, one of whom was 
his Son in Law. it was agreed he ihould 
coinc the next Day to the Lentine, that 
Matters might be rclblv’d on with the 
Advice of Captain Emanuel eP Araujo 
Garces. The Anga being tir'd witlrthe 
Rejoycing after his Tatum went away, 
could not be as good as his Word on the 
24th, but fail’d not to come on the 
25tb, attended as before. F. Antony 
gave him a good Dinner, and fomefmall 
CurioGties of Otstm ; and it was relblv’d 
he Ihould fend by means of the lame An- 
ga IbmePrelcntto TomostgmaaA Damon, 
and becaufc he could not perform the 
Journey without leave of the Mmijh^ 
King, being his Subjeft, the afore- 
laid ^ptaia Emanuel being lb much in 
the King’s Favour, undertook to obtain 
it. The King liv’d in a Village at a con- 
liderable diftance on the River, and

Things of fmall Value, as Flowers, 
Uilhes, Rings, Glals Bracelets and the 
like, in two little Boxes i to which be 
added an embroider’d Pifture of our 
BlclTcd f.ady, and another of S. Caeta- 
TJHs ^ hoping they would touch the Hearts 
of thofe Infidels to bring them into the 
true way of Salvation. The Angtt com¬ 
ing to the Princes deliver’d the Prefents, 
and telling ^F^m theeaufe of his cotfi- 
ing, wasi^eiv’d with fuch Joy, that they 
prefentlj fitted out 100 Gallics and 
raos thcilc were in their Rivets, and a- 
mong tlfe tell: one fourteen Fathom long 
to bring'thcir beloved TVww. This little 
Fleet being come to the Mouth of the 
River where their Dominions ended, 
ftopj)’d there becanfc of the Vl^ar between 
ilic Fcajufes and the Afoors ; and thence 
they difpatch’d the An ^4 with the Moor- 
King’s ErabalTador, who had been 
lent to conclude a Peace with thofe Prin¬ 
ces, to obtain leave to come into the 
River where the Lemine was. Whillt 
the Atiga. was thus employ’d, Damon^ 
who thought every Hour an Age till he 
came to K Amhony^ _ fent a Kinfman of 
his difgniz’d to vilit him, in a little fa¬ 
rm of one Oar i and a few Days after 
fent his Brother with 12 of his Guard, 
to tell him if he thought fit, they would 
go to him inlpight of the A/wr, and 
carry him into their Country, which the 
rood Father did not think convenient. 
Not lonsr after this the A»ga came to F. 
F'emiwigia with a Prclcnt from Damon^ 
conlilling of two curious little Baskets 
otJhdia Cane and Straw Interwoven, 
and foil of fweet Herbs and Roots, bits 
of Eagle-wood and other fweet Woods, 
w hith arc only given to great Men, be- 
caofe of the efteem thole People make of 
them. He alfo told him the Princes were 
much edify’d at his contempt of tempo¬ 
ral Things, and the Zeal heihow’din 
coming to their Country. And that 
they look’d upon it as a fpecial Provi- 
jdence of God ^ for as they came down 
with their fmall Fleet, ‘they f^w a fiery 
Globe on the River, by which they un- 
derftood, he wasfent by God to enligh¬ 
ten them with the Faith. 

Things being in this pofture, a Ru- 
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mour ran among the Moors of Manjar^' 
that the Chriftians had inlinuatcd them- 
fclvcs among the Btajufts with Prefents 
of Gold and Silver, tOj^lTefs themfelvef 
of their Country, which not a little 
obltrudcd their coming in; which the 
Meorifl} King was then ready to confent 
to, that he might by means of the Ta¬ 
tum the better bring the Peace to a Con- 
clufion. But the divine Providence fo 
order'd it, that on the 4th of June at 
Night a Son of Tomangmy and another 
of Damon , attended ""by their Unklcs 
came to the Lentine^ and calling Captain 
Emanuel ef Araujo^ gave him to undcr- 
Ifaud, that tho’ they had waited above 
a Month with much Trouble to them- 
felves, yet they would ftay till his Ship 
Sail’d, that he might not be left expos’d 
to the Infolcncy of theA/wr;, and when 
he was gone would take their Tanm a- 
board their Galleys, wherein bo: h of 
, them an,teeing, one of the Princes .•■;r- 
ncftly defn d a Knife, to niiifr his ; n- 
gagemeat with Blood diawu from :iis 
Arm i and foon aftn: dejarted for icar 
of being furpiiz’d by the Enemy 
At this time came a Coulin of the Sin- 
diwiy the molt powerful Prince among 
the Reajufes^ living in the upper part of 
the Ifland, about Bulinefs of his own, 
who tho’ he had pafs’d through the Do¬ 
minions of Tomangun and Damon., knew 
nothing of what was doing. Being in¬ 
form’d of what had happned when he 
came into the Anga's Territories, he 
went dircftly to the Ship and thence to 
the Lemine to fee E Ventimiglia. He 
there complain’d of the Princes, who 
had not acquainted his Kinfman thcS/«- 
ditm, and therefore he was not come with 
a Prelcnt from him, as knowing no¬ 
thing of his being there j but that never- 
thelefs the Sindum being at Peace with 
the King of Manjary he would without 
any Impediment from the Moors carry a- 
way the 7 atum in his Parao, or in any 
other that was in the River to his own 
Country, or into that of the otlierPrm- 
ccs, provided he would promile after 
fomc flay there, to repair to the 5/W«w; 
who, as foon as he beard of him, would 
certainly come to vifit himj and laftljr 
defir’d the Father not to depart without 
him. * 

On the I oth came 6 otherfiMjayr/upon 
hearit^ the Fame fpread abroad of the 
Tatum, from 1 5 Days Journey diftancc. 
They alfo earneftly intreated him, that 
he would plcafe to go comfort them in 
their Country, after he had been with 
the aforefaid Princes, and were never 
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(XA«iO fttisfy’d for four ^oars together with 
Cemelli. his Hands, and laying them to 
'iiJp^.'/^heir Faces. The Prefent they brought 
vx^z-viwas two Coco Nuts, two fraall Bags of 
^^ce, a little Oyl, three little Bunches 
of fweet Herbs a great hollow Bamboo 
Cane fail of a thing like Butter, which 
they gather from a Tree, and a little 
Wax j for which a return was made them 
in fmall Curiofities of China. 

But the Enemy of Mankind being e- 
ver ready to difturb thofc that employ 
themfclves in the Service of God, for 
the good of their Neighbours j thegood 
Man fuller’d much before he got into 
thofe Countries; becaufe all the People*' 
belonging, to ^cao and particularly 
Emanuel cC Araujo^ endeavour’d to dif- 
fwadc him from that Enterprize, alledg¬ 
ing, that ail thofe frequent Vilits and 
CarelTes of the Beajufes, were Counter¬ 
feit, and only defign’d to bring him to 
an untimely End; and that they could 
not leave a Pcrlbn in fuch Danger, that 
might gain Souls for Heaven elfewhere. 
The pious Man undcrftaiiding by thcle 
Words, and perceiving by other To¬ 
kens, that they intended to obftrud his 
entring the Country, as they had done 
the Year before, he fpoke to the Cap¬ 
tain with fome Rcfentment, laying the 
lofs of thofe Souls to his charge. It was 
no wonder he fhould be fo much con¬ 
cern’d at the oppofition made by the 
Pmuguefe^ fince in a Letter of his he 
delivers himfclf to this elFed. That he 
would certainly have for the prefent deferred 
enjoying the Glmy of Heaven that he 
might ferve in that f'tneyard of our Lord 
till the end of the ITarl/i without any o- 
ther Reward^ than fulfilling his holy Witt. 
I'herefore he look’d upon every fmail 
Accident as a great Obftacle to his En¬ 
trance, which was of fuch Confequence 
for fpreading the Faith in that large and 
unpoliOi’d Country; being refolv’d to 
Dye rather than quit his Enterprize. 

On the 25 of fune the Ship got with¬ 
out the Flat to a Place, where it was in 
a readincls to Sail for Macao', and he 
having laid Mafs, all that were prclcnt 
Weeping, the Captain Emanuel Araujo 
went away to his Ship with 5 Portuguefes ; 
and P*Antony taking leave of them de¬ 
parted to his Million with four Servants, 
which were the Chinefe that had been 
Slave to Luis Hands, Laurence the Beajus, 
a Sailer born in Bengala, and an other 
who offer’d to bear him Company.Therc 
were allb with him two Bcajufes re¬ 
lated to Damon anATomangitn, who com¬ 
ing with four others fent by thofe Princes 


to the Captat, to invi^ hlhwto be pre- 
fent when mey intended tovatifie the 
Peace and Fryendlhip alread^flabliih’d 
with their Blood; ftay’d bfnind to at¬ 
tend the Father. His departure was the 
more remarkable for carryinualOhg with 
him a curious Crofs of incorruptible 
Wood, on the Foot whereJtf the Arms 
of Portssgal were Carv’d in hVff Relieve, 
with thefe Words about them, Lufita^ 
norum Ptrtus, & Gloria. To fignific the 
Zealand great Aftions of the Portuguefe 
Nation for the Exaltation of the holy 
Croft, and Propagating the Gol])el; to 
fulfill the divine Oracle deliver’d in the 
Plain of Ourique to King Alphonfo Enri¬ 
quez., 

Leaving the Ship they rook their way 
towards the River of the Beajafes, and 
coming to the Moflth of ic^cuhc 26th,- 
found there 23 Varuos with H^Mcna- 
board ready to receive them ;| among 
whom was he that had the Cap gilen him, 
.who had always extoll’d the CoiiKe/ic of 
the Portuguefes. Some of thci\ went 
into the fmall Boat to convey it np to 
that in which Datnon and Toman gun 
were, who both afterwards went over 
into that where f. Antony \vas, to caft 
themlelves at his Feet. Tmangun fig- 
naliz’d himfelf in this Aftion; for with¬ 
out ftirring an Inch from him, be ex¬ 
horted two Youths his Sons, and all his 
Followers to imitate him, becaufe they 
did this to their true Lord. Damon be¬ 
ing feated between the Servant of God 
and Tamangun,acyjamted the Company, 
that the Apoitolick Religous Man was 
come from remote Countries, to teach 
them the true and holy Law, without 
which they could not be fav'd; and that 
his Profeffion being remote from all that 
was Temporal, he coveted nothing but 
to put their Souls in the way to Heaven. 
Tomangm and all the reft anfwcr’d with 
an unanimous Voice full of Joy, That 
they ddir’d nothing more, and did pro- 
mife to keep and fecure him with all polh 
fiblc RcfpcA and Honour; and would 
before have ratify'd their Ingagement 
with the Blood of their Arms, had not 
the Father bindred them. Then he de¬ 
liver’d them the holy Crofs, which they 
all Worfhip’d, th be eroded in the 
Church, they promis’d to Build out of 
Hand in their Dominions; declaring 
they would for the future put them- 
felves under the Protedion of the Crown 
of Portugal. After fpending Ibme time 
in fneh uke Convcrlation, they all went 
into Damon*s Parao, feating the Father on 
a Place rais’d above the reft; to which 
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he coiide|^de& the betfer to gain 
their Afici^ions and their ^nls to H(»' 

This wa» the. beginning of the nevT 
MifTion in mrntoy to fettle which F. jIn- 
rM^apply’dhimfeif with foch Zeal, that 
in llx Montm time he Baptiz'd 1800 of 
the Beajnfesl and Luis Bruncis Coutinho^ 
who havingnpent 40 days in their RiTer, 
pierced into the upper part of the IHand, 
declar’d that he found the Children or 
of thofe Seajujesy as well inftrucled in the 
Catholick Religion, as if they had been 
Born in Chrillcndom. 

Now as for what concerns the Ifland 
of Bi-rnco, 240 Miles diftant from Ma~ 
laca^ it is cut acrofs by the Equinodlial 
line, and is 1(^50 Italian Miles in com* 
pafs. The Borders, or rather the Coaft 
all about, i^ -^nnabited by Moors call’d 
Malaysyj^ao having lorded it for many 
Years, /re fully fctled there with Kings 
of theirown j but further up the Coun- 
try P4^i«t^,cairdjBM;«r, prevails and^ 
tho’ Jmua had been 200 Years, difeo- ‘ 
verM'the Preaching of the Golpel had 
not reach’d them till this time, they be¬ 
ing generally look'd upon as Barba¬ 
rous, Wild and unfit for Converiation. 

The Moors are govern’d by feveral 
Kings, the chief of which are thole of 
Manjar or Mayar'tnajfen of SsacadoUf 
b one of whole Rivers there are excel¬ 
lent Diamonds found of Borneo, and 
others. The Beajnfes have no Kings, but 
only Princes and other Chiefs. Thofe 
that are Subjedls to the King of Man^ 
jar or Border upon him, pay a Tri¬ 
bute. 

There arc feveral Ports in the Ifland 
but the moll frequented is that of Matt'- 
jar~maftn, for its Spice, but efpecially 
by the Innabitantsof It Isferm’a 

by a large River of frelh Water, three 
Miles over, and 14 Fadom deep at the 
Mouth. Three days Journey up it, 
there are three little Iflands \ the big- 
elt of them is two Miles long, and the 
VortHguefe have thoughts of building a 
Fort on it, to fettle a Fa&ory there. 
The other two are fmallcr and nearer to 
the I.and^ and confequently not lb fit 
for that purpofe. 

All theCountry isIroitful,and abounds 
in Rice, which is better than any other 
in jifta, and the Fruit, belbes its great 
Plenty, diffecs m Colour, Tafte and 
Bignels from ours in Eurofe. There is 
allb great llore of Caflia, War, Cam- 
phire (the belt in the World; blackand 
white Pepper, call’d Fatian, Gum and 
feveral good Dies. It alio produces ma¬ 


ny lores of Sweet Herbs, Roots of black 
Wood, and another lore chatfmells like^ 
Eagle Wood, and Calumbiub. There ^ 
are valt Wot^s for building of Ships, 
where they allb make much Pitch amk^ 
Rozin for feveral ufes. Metals are flight¬ 
ed, becaufe they know not how to run 
them j but they gather much Gold-dult 
among the Sand of feveral Rivers in the 
Ifland. There are abundance of Birds- 
nefls, well knovyn to thofe that have read 
and to highly valu’d by the Qsimfts, and 
others, that they give 300 Pieces of 
Eight a Pico for them, which Pico is a- 
bout an hundred Weighty being per- 
fuaded they contribute much to the ge¬ 
nerative Virtue, and arc a provocative, 
as being naturally hot. Thefe are no¬ 
thing but Nells built by the Swallows, 
which in India are of an afli Colour, in 
the clefts of fl:eep Rocks j whence they 
arc pull’d down with long Poles by Men 
in Boats. It is like a very fine Palle ^ 
fomc think it is made of the Haver of 
thefe Birds*, othersbefleve it is a Ibrt of 
Clay j 1 have as much of it as may ferve 
curious Pcrlbns to excrcife their Talent 
on. For this fame rcalbn the fenfual 
Chinefet give 40 pieces of Eight a Pico, 
for the linns of Sharks found in thofe 
Seasnbout the Ifland. This is the reafon 
that the Mandarines at their great En¬ 
tertainments fwallow much Gold in a 
few Mouthfuls j becaufe they eat no¬ 
thing but the little finews, as they do of 
Venilbn. 

It exceeds an other Ojuattics, in ra- 
riety of molt beautiful Birds -, and as Beafts. 
for Bealls, there are very Strange ones 
not at all known in Europe. Among the 
rell there is one lb Strange that it mufl; 
not be pafs’d by in lilencc. It is call’d a 
Beajus or Wild Man becaufe it much 
refembles Man in weeping, and other 
exteriour Adions that exprels feme Paf- 
Hons. That which I law was as big as a 
Monkey, and not being able to bear its 
great Belly onitsLcgs,dragg’d its hinder 
quarters on the Ground. When it re¬ 
moves it takes its Mate along, to lye up- 
on, as a Man would do. The Apes in 
this Ifland, are of feveral Colours, feme 
Red, feme Black, and others White, call’d 
Oneas, which are moft valu’d. They have 
a black Life, which from the top of the 
Head tifrns down under their Snout, and 
makes a graceful Ring. F. Salvador Gal- 
U told me be had fent one for a Prefent 
to the great Duke of Tufeany, who cx- 
peded it with impatience ', but that it 
dy’d by the way. There is another 
C^eaenre in the Ifland, that has a Fir

C H A P. X. 

The Author gives an Account of xvhai hafned to hint, till bis Arrival on the 

Coaji ef Cochinchina. 


T O return to the Place where we 
left ofl^ 1 mutt inform the Rea¬ 
der, That the Storm on the xyth would 
not flitter os to draw near the Ifland of 
PuUaory the Pitot would have done; 
butane Wind falling a little on Monday 
18th, we drew near, and that was alii 
for we were altogether becalm’d in fight 
of it. This always flonrllbing and green 
Ifland, which is but five Miles in com* 
pafs, produces more Plenty than any 
other of its bignels of &rtf*Nats, whofe 
Trees grow amidft the Rocks, Artcea, 
Figs, Gamhoyasy Antmas, and Other forts 
of Fruit, which, the Natives Exchange 
fpr Ear^ea Ware. The Mats made 
here are ib very fine and curioys, that 
they are ibid for fifteen, or twenty Pie¬ 
ces of EiejhtiieMd), to make Prefents to 
who pot a great Value on 


them. It is Subjed to the King of Btor, 
from whole Dominions on the Conti¬ 
nent it is but lixty Miles dittant. Near 
PuUaor there are two Rocks, which 
produce good Fruit, and fix Miles from 
It a deio-t Ifland call’d ftdtmon. 

Tuifdsy iptb, the Wind came fair 
with a Sumatra, or Storm of Rain, 
which latted an Hour, as ufiiaL Steer¬ 
ing our Goorle towards fuioeondor, i 6 o 
Mues diltent, we Sail’d through a fet¬ 
ter Sea than we had done during the 
whole Voyage, as being dear of Rocks 
and Flats, and we were not ib much 
tott’d, fo that tho* the VefiTel ran fwife 
we were at our Eafe. 

Tho’ we were ib near the Line in the 
Dog-Days, we felt no^ great Heat^ but 
Q» sne it felt more like SpriM; and 
fbo’ I hid not Provifioni^ and ocher 

Necefla* 
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rs.A>^iNecefldries as I couJd wiflj, yet God be 
•Gtiaeilj^praiid I enjoy’d per fed Health ^ not- 
\ 6 ')k: withilaadiug Ibmc Sailers -were fallen 
’ ✓VVI^ick, as were F. Provann of Ti»ri», and 
a Brother of T Httchin»t however the Soci¬ 
ety does not fuffer their Religious to 
want. 

I'hc fair Wind continu’d all Wednefdiy 
2oth, carrying us a-crofs the Gulph 
of Siam^ into which falls the great Ri¬ 
ver that leads up to that Court, after 
running 120 Miles all the way inhabited 
on both lides *, all the Houfes which arc 
of Wood being rais’d upon ftrong 1 im- 
bers, or Canes ; that the Inhabitants 
wiicn the Floods fwell two Fadom high 
in jingHj}, September and OBober may 
go out at their Windows into Boats, 
and gather ilic Rice that floats on the 
Water. 

Pniomior Tmrfday lift, in the Morning, the 
Illand. W ind came about to the Eaft,bnt at Noon 

as it was bcfo’ c. ’ Fria^ 22d, wc came 
ill liidit of Pnheondor, an Bland belong¬ 
ing to the K ing of Cochinchina, but not 
lniiai)iied •, fojiie CechiftchiMefes repairing 
ibither ar ccJi.iin times of the Year to 
cut Wood, aixl gather the Produd of 
the BLnid, as Ltd.afi Wheat, Figs, and 
Uran.iCs. It is eight Miles long* and 
pjoportionabiy btoad> It was aban¬ 
don’d becatife of the continual Sumatras^ 
or Storms of Rain, no Day ever cfcap- 
ing without a very Violent one, as wc 
found by E.vpeiience. All the Velfels 
Bound for Manila^ ufc to make this 
Bland. 

SMurday 23d, at Siui-rifing, we were 
off the five Hills, the Portugnefes call 
Cinco Cnetgas, or the five Wounds, which 
are lietove the Mouth of the River of 
the King of Camboya^ up which 2+0 
Miles is the MctrojioUs of that King¬ 
dom call'd Pontay-fret. Ships go up to 
it, bccjufo the River at the Mouth has 
three fiidora Water, and feven near the 
City. The Portuguefes call this Mouth 
C.irm^iitjo^ or Crab; and the other two 
near the one of AidM*^ and the o- 
tlicr of PmtUmai^ at which the Barks 
Cmbcyt. of Siam pafs. The King of Camboya 
is Tributary to him of Siam, and ufes 
to ^ange his Court, when he takes 
Pofldlioo of his Crown, out of a vain 
Snjicrftitioii not to Live whetje his Pre- 
dcccilbr Dy’d; which he may eafily do, 
becaufo the Mctroiiolis is worfe than o- 
iher Places, all made up of ill cxintriv’d 
Cottages, cover'd with Mats, or at beft 
with iio irds. Ac prefenc the Kingdom 
is divided between two KrothCTS, one 
of whom keeps in the Mountains, the 
Vol. IV. 
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other in thelaforefaid City. VThey make 
War upon vne another, tM one fup- 
porc^ by the King of Siaml the other 
by him ot Cochmehina. f 

The Iniiabitarics of the Kingdoms of 
Camboya^ Siam, and Pegu, ^ave all their 
Head, leaving fome on tlf Crown like 
that of the iMcndicant I«y-Brothers. 

They pull up their Beards 9 ^the Root 
with Nippers, that they may not grow 
again quickly. Their Colour is like an 
Olive, and they are hard to be remov’d 
from their Tenets ^ for F. Candoni told 
me, I'hat in four Years he Jiv’d at Cam- 
hoya, he Baptiz'd none but a Miller, 
who was Marry’d to aChriltian Woman 
of Cochtnchiria. 

At Smi-fct we were on the Coaft of 0 >mjt 
Champa, the King wherwf, we were 
told, had Ihaken oft' tlie^'. kc of Sub- 
jc'ltion to him of Cecbinchina, '^d made 
War upon him. I 

i'll', fame Day we pafs’d bA the F4- 
• ralhiwn do I'igre, fo call’d by tic pertit- 
gftejes, became feveral Ships oA^^ieirs 
Jiavc been loft there, and among the 
rcit that of Mat there de Brito, who, la¬ 
ving his Life by Swimming, left this for 
a Rule to other Pilots to pafs between 
the faid Rock, and the Continent, but 
not to come where there ate but ten 
foot Waterand when they draw ncaf 
the Faralhaoy in the Open Sea, not t6 
come to fourteen Fadom, but to keep 
on between li.\tcen, and nineteen, be- 
caul'e he was Wreck’d between ten, and 
fburtecu Fadom, where the Rock under 
Water lies. 

Sund^ 24th, we Sail’d with a fair 
Wind along the fame Coaft of the 
Kingdom of Champa, and in ligiit, and 
South of the Bay and Port of that Name-, 
whither Icvcral Nations rcfoit to buy 
Elephants Teeth, Eagle Wood, and o- 
cher Commodities. At the Moiuii of it 
is a Rock, between w hich, and a high 
Mountain the Ships muft in 

Aiatay Language they call that Mountain 
Pandero/i, that is, King, and PtHfifia ; the 
Portugttefts give it the Name or Rabo dr 
jiUcrao, where begins the dangerous 
Channel that ihuit be pafs'd going to, 
and cximing from China. From this 
Mountain, till lilty Miles beyond Pul- 
catan, there is a toncinual row of Flats 
300 Miles in length, where fcvcral Ships 
ate call away cvexf^jtT', tor wliiLh 
reafon Pilots mult uixm their Guaid 
to avoidfthem, and keep always in Ijx- 
teen fadom Water. I'he worft of ir 
is That if any Misfortune happens the 
Cwhinchineft Gallics feize not only the 
N n .?. Goods, 
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Goods, bifi even the very |/eflels, that 
Cemelli. only lofe & fpring a Maft/i and therc- 
ityp?* fore inanylpf them fcour the Coaft all 
the Year, /to gather Wrecks, nor is 
there any Hppe of efcaping them when 
there is a C^m, becaufe they are well 
provided, aid the Cochinchinefes brave 
Men with ^rc-Arras. 

All thii^Tloiintry of Malaca^ Camboyay 
Siam, Oiampa, Cechitichina, and Tunquin, 
abounds in Elephants, of which the Sia- 
mites particularly make a great Trade, 
carrying them by Land to the oppolite 
Coail, and Port of Taiazarim, belong¬ 
ing to the King of Siam, near theGulph 
of Bett^Ja ; where Merchants Boy, to 
I'ranfport them by Sea into the Domi¬ 
nions of Mahometan Princes. 

At Sun-lcp,thc Wind blew fo hard, 
that it be call’d a Storm ^ and 

continuip fo all Night fet us very for¬ 
ward. Monday 25th, we Sail’d with a 
fair Wifd along the Coaft of Coehinchi- 


na', but in the Afternoon we had thc« 
ufual Storm of Rain, with fuch a ftifi'' 
Gale, that had not the Current been a- 
gainft us, we had made much way. Ne^c^ 
vefthelefi about Sun-fet we happily 
pafs’d the true Varela (fo call’d to di- 
ftingoilh it from the falfe one, lying fur¬ 
ther in on the iide of a Mountain, on 
which another Rock rifes a Fadom, and 
is call’d the Paged) for the high Wind 
Kbon abating, the Sea was not very 
rough. 

Tuefday 2dth, the fame Wind conti¬ 
nu’d, and we held on our Cotirfc, ftill 
near the aforefaid Coaft, the Weaker as 
firefli as Spring. However, rooft of the 
Cafres, or Blacks were fallen Sick; 
which they attributed to the difference 
between this Climate, and theirs, the 
firft being like that of Europe. 

Wednesday 27th, we were quite Be¬ 
calm’d. 


CHAP. XL 

An Account of the KJngdms of Tunquin, ani Cochinchina. 


TuKipdn. 


1 Believe the Reader will not be Dif- 
pleas’d, if after a tedious Relation 
ot a Voyage, I Divert him a little with 
Ibrac Account of the Kingdoms of T«»- 
quin, and Cochinchina, off which we now 
lay Becalm’d ; and the more, bccaufe I 
receiv’d it from good Hands, that is, 
from F. Emanuel Ferreira, who liv’d 
there twenty Years, and from two Tm~ 
quinefes he carry’d with him, clad in the 
Habit of the ^ciety; as alfq from F. 
Jofevh Condoni, of the fame Society, who 
iiv’a twelve Years in Cochinchina. 

The Kingdom of Tunqmn is Tribu¬ 
tary to China \ but the Tribute which 
fctrajic-L'"(flea’s conliderable, ever lince the 
Year 1557, has been r^uc’d to a fmall 
acknowledgment of a few Horfes every 
Year. 

The Kingdom of Cochinchina was once 
united to that of Tunqu^, and came to 
be parted as follows.. The Bua, or 
Emperor of Tunquin (call’d Aramu) in 
the Country Language, is fb far from 
Convcrling with Ji|s Subjefts (who may 
not look him ifi’*tlic Face upon pain of 
Death) that he does not Talk with the 
prime Minifters, who Goverfis in his 
ifead ; for he acquaints him with all 
that Occurs by the Mouth of the Eu¬ 
nuchs, and receives his Orders the lame 


way; under Pretence that it does not 
become fo great an Emperor, as he is, to 
meddle with Matters of Government, 
but to take his Plcafure in the Aram, 
amidft his Concubines, and leave the 
Cares of the Crown to others. A Go- 
vernour about 300 Years lince, perceiv¬ 
ing this Cnftom made him an eafy way 
to PolTefs himfeif of the Empire, it be¬ 
ing no hard Matter to bring the Soldi¬ 
ery, and great Men, who receiv’d all 
from him to his Side; ib contriv’d his 
Bullneis, that leaving the Bua the bare 
Name and Shadow of a King, he u- 
furp’d all the reft.

F. Ferreira told me this Bamboo, every 
fifty Years produces a Seed, of which 
the Peafants make Bread.

Colony of Portugurfes, by antient Grant 
of the Emperor, to whom they pay not 
only a yJ.irly Tribute, but Cuflom for 
GoocN^nd a Duty upon every Vcflel 
propmtionablc to its Bulk, tbo’ it be 
r.oi I o.idcd, after the fame manner as 
thofc of tlie Moors, aiid Englljh do^ nor 
cana.iy Boat go in or out, without Leave 
from tl’C Chinefes, who guard the Mouth 
of the Hit hour. 

This little rocky Entlofure of three 
Miles has not Provilions to fubfift a Day, 
ffU. all is brought to it from the Towns 
of the Chintfes, who have fhut up the 
Perts'guefes, as it were in a Prifbn, ha¬

where no Chtnefe is concern’d. The/vwau'ort* 
Political Government is in a Captain^ * 
General, appointed by the King of Por¬ 
tugal, and the Spiritoai in a Bifhop. AU^ 
thefe Officers and Comttiaaders are Main¬ 
tain’d by the City, which allows the 
Captain General a piece of Eight a Day, 
and 3000 every three Years ', 500 to the 
Bifhop, 150 to the Captains, and pro- 
portionably to the Soldiers ', which 
Charge is defray’d by a Duty of 1 en 
per Cent, upon Portuguefe Goods, and ' 
two in the Hundied upon Mony. I'ho’ 
the King of Portugal has the naming of 
the Captain General for this fmall Place, 
yet he does not allow him a faithiug 
Pay. 

Belides theft Burdens this poor City 
lies under, all the Mandarines that come 
from Canton, are to be lodg’d and en¬ 
tertain’d, and this is no fmall Expencc. 

The Vpa, as foon as he came, oidcr’d a 
Cow to be Slaughter’d immediately, for 
‘him to Eat a little, and Eafc his Indil^ 
polition, for as much as the Chinefes look 
upon it as dainty and ilivoury Meat. 

All the Income and Revenue of the 
City and Inhabitants of Macao, depends 
upon the uncertainty of the Sea, for all 
Perfbns whatfoever there apply them- 
felves to Trade i and the Gentry deal 
in their Mony, putting it out to life, 
or fending Merchandize, or Gold Ingots 
to be chang’d into Pieces of Eight aC 
Coa. Tho’ at Macao they have not 
Ground to Sow a handful of Pcaft, yet 
God provides for them, in fuch manner 
that they Live in Plenty enough, all Ne- 
ceflaries being brought them from the 
adjacent Parts, and they make fo much 
of thcmfclvcs, that their Tables arc ne¬ 
ver without Sw'eet-meats, excellently 
made by the Women; and I may truly 
lay 1 never Fed fo well any where as at 
Macao, the Women there knowing how 
to cover a Table for a King, and to 
pleaft any nice Appetite. 

When the Trade of Japan fionrilh’d, Decay of 
this City was foRich, that it could have Trade, 
pav’d the Streets with Silver; but after 
the Slaughter of fo many ChriRiaos, the 
Trade of Nangafacne was quite loR to 
the Portuguefts, it being Death fornny 
of them to be ften in that Port. Thus 
for want of that Trade, the Inhabitants 
of Mocm are fallen into that Poverty 
they now Labour under, having but five 
Ships left of their own to Maiocain all 
the City, and theft do not bring home

On Twfdeg/ went.t0 fee 
a Play Aded after jtlfe CUnefe panner, 
it was reprefenred at the Cod of fome 
of the Neighbours for . their Diverlion 
in the middle of a fmall Square. There 
was a large Stage to contain thirty Per- 
fons.

A fruUlejj Voyage made by the Portuguefes, and Nathes of Maao to Ja¬ 
pan, to RejettU tkmjelves in the Trade lofi in the tajt Perfeention of the 
Chrifiians. 


Chriftiau nP ^ ^ Inhabitants of Macao have en* 
excluded X dcavour'd feveral times to reco- 
fqta, ver their Trade with the Japonefes ^ but 
always inclfocfnally, the latter Obfti- 
nately per filling rather to lofe leveral 
thoufand Crowns due to them from the 
otheis, than to receive them again into 
their Friendlhip, having Sworn by their 
Gods never to admit more Chrillians 
into their Country, and if any come, to 
Butcher them without Mercy. That the 
Chrillians might have no Opportunity 
of getting in under the name of other 
Nations they were advis’d by the Dmhy 
who will have all the Profit to them- 
felvcs, to lay a Crucifix on the Ground 
at the Landing Place, to dilcover whe¬ 
ther any Chrillian comes under a Dif- 
gnife, becaule any fuch will refnle, or 
at leafl make a difiicaity to trample on 
the Crucifi.x to enter Nangafdehty the 
Port of Japan. Thus the hiitfh fettled 
themfelves in the Trade, e.xcluding all 
others perfwading the Japonefet that 
they were no Chrillians, making no 
fcrople for their Intcreft to fi^mple the 
Holy Image of Chrill, which the £w- 
lAi refus’d to do. This i» fo certuiuy 
Vol IV.

He, and the Notaries with the Inter- 
prctcis, went aboaid the Portugueje Vef- 
fel, and concealing his Journey to Ami- 
ato, told the Captain, That the Emperor 
and his Counfcl were not inform’d of 
their coming, but that having acquaint¬ 
ed the Secretary of State with it, he, 
had taken that Affair upon him, bccaufc 
the King could not be fjrokcn to ^ and 
tboetoie they might go their way, c'.i- 
joining flkiii never moie to rctiiin to 
tliorc HLnds upon any Account wi.atfo- 
evcj, fo: tlimichj as at preient they par¬ 
don'd and gave them their Lives in re¬ 
turn for the Kindiicfs they had flicwn 
their Country-Men, whom they carry d 
toNui.g.thuhe but it was never known, 
whether they put them to Death or not.

to take away any Sufpicio.n. Jt'hca they 
rcHoi’d them tlicTictiircs, Beads and 
Croflcs, taken from them when fir ft they 
came to Naf/oa/athc, which they kept 
lock'd up in a Ho.v, bcCdiife of the great 
Averlion tliofe Pcoirlc h ive for the Croft, 
and other Chiiflian Devotions. They 
had ask’d them at their firlWomiug, 
why they bore the Croft in their Co¬ 
lours i to which the Ponuguejes anfwer'd.

The vfn coming out in Publick, 
fate down in a Chair, with a Desk be> 
fore li^, cover’d with Silk, Clad in a 
longj^rroent, to which was faitned a 
great Collar, or rather Hood that hung 
down, and cover'd his Back, and made 
two Wings. Abundance of Inltruments 
and confus’d Voices reibunded for the 
more Grandeur, befides the firing of 
three Chambers, thirty foot Soldiers 
ftanding in a Rank, with feveral Enfigns

on which was a Bag with the Emperor’s 
Letters, bowing down his Forehead to 
the Ground three times, which he re¬ 
peated as often, rifing up every time 
upon his Feet.

On Simd^ 14th, ^ent again Clad 
after the Cbiw^J^'*dn, and took Leave 
of him, aftec^f^nad given me a PaR to 
al) the Cuftdm-Houfes on the Rofd, be- 
canfe I carry’d Goods of Bulk, and a 
Slave. Mendoy lyth, haTUg bdten a 


Boat that had a good Cabbin in the 
Stern, 1 caus’d my Bed »> be made in it, 
and went aboard in the Evening. Ail 
the Night they row’d with the Eylm, 
or Lit which is a particular fort of 
Oar us’d by the Clntttfts^ longer than 
the others, and placed at the Stern, or 
at the fide, fapported by a Pin, or 
bound with a Rope. Several Peribns 
Row with it Oexteroufly, without ta¬ 
king it out of the Water, as other Na¬ 
tions do, but moving it from fide to 
fide, which puts the VeiTcl forwards, 
and one fuch Oar does more Work than 
four others. Where there are Shoals, 
they Ihove the Boats forward with 
Poles. At Mid-night we came to an 
.Anchor. Tuefd^ lOth, early wcSail’d, 
holding on our way through a Channel 
left by the adjacent Iliands. It is true, 
there is another wider Channel more to 
Sea, us’d by great Ships, for by Land 
there is no going beyond Otmfen. Ha¬ 
ving pafs’d by fo many Iflands that they 
feem’d quite to Block up the way, we 
enter’d a River of frelh Water, which 
ftagnated in feveral Places among the 
llUnds, and was at leaft half a Mile 
over. We arriv’d at or 

as the PmHgHtfe Pronounce it, before 
Night. 1 he Iflands, and Country a- 
bout them are Plealant enough, by rea- 
fon of the greennefs ot the Fields and 
Meadows, which might feed mighty 
Flocks, not unlike ApnlUy in Jtdy, but 
we faw none there. Along the 
we met feveral Cuftom-Houfe Officers 
in Boats, who put me to no trouble a- 
bont my Eqnipage, or my Slave, nor 
did they Search our Veflel, and 1 gave 
them in all a Piece of Eight. 

Omtfm U more like a great Village o„r,^ 
than a Oty, having no Wall, and its city, 
low Houles are for the moft part of 
Timber, and Thatch'd. The City it 
ieated in the Plain along the River, be- 
canfe the Qnntfes do not Build on the 
high Grounds, for fear of HnrrncMts,

The Market-Places, or Quarts in it are 
large, with rich Shops, where are Sold 
Cloths, Silks, Calicoes, Drugs, or Spi¬ 
ces, Garments, Provuions, and other 
Things.

Guatds the Channel with nine Vefllls 
well Maim’d. T here are often Barks 
r eady heie co go over to Canton^ becaufe 
thofe who come by Sea an 1 Land from 
Macao^ want Shipping •, but it was my 
Mi fortune then to find none, and I af- 
tei wv.d'i went all alone in a great Vef- 
iel Bound for Seloam, which was half 
way. Going aboard it about Sun-fet- 
ting, the Wind w.as fo favourable, that 
at Mid-nijsht wc came to an Anchor 
near that Place. All the way was along 
a Iliii Channel amidll green Fields of 
Kite, but it is finuller than ours, Red, • 
and Lourfe. 

SeoUm Wedmftiay 17th, I walk’d about to /ee 
Town. ScoUntj and tonnd it a great Wood in¬ 
habited, there being fnch a multitude 
or i rees. The Houfes of Stone, or 
Brick, !)Ut Low, after their manner. 
The compals of the Town was above 
three Miles ^ bcfidcs, there arc fuch 
numbers ot Boats, that they aimofl; made 
anotliev Town. A Mandarine Governs 
here. On li'O oppoiite licle of the Chan¬ 
nel was another City call d Samuj much 
greater, and better Built under another 
Miindarint. Tlii' fccond Boat colt but 
lix Cat lints of Naples, that is, 2 a.

t Way to Thnrfday i8r.h, 1 hit’d anoihcr VclTel, 
.Ctntm. better than the former two, tor this 
had Cabbiiis and Galleries on the tides, 
cover'd with all Conveniences. We fee 
out at Noon for Canton. Several Chi¬ 
neses went along with me, whom I 
found very Obfervant and Courteous to 
me and there was a Cook abaird to 
ferve the PalFcogcrs, who drefs’d Meat 
afret the Chine ft Fafliion. Tho’ the Cur- 
rciit ot the Water was agaiiilt us, yet 
the )Vind being%ir wc made way, al- 
w <ys amidit pleafaiit Fields and Towns, 
bcjutifui J'o.vers every whcrc^appearing 
upon high Mountains, in thefe Rivers 
and Channels there is taken abundance 
of Fiih, Prauns, and the like, but par¬ 
ticularly a vaft quantity of Oifters, of 
whole Shells they make Glafs for the 
Windows. The River we Sail’d upon 


parted into fcvcral granch^off the’ 
right and left, its Waters affoT^m/ffloCe 
People an eafy Communicatioi^ith one 
another, fometimes fpreaduig abroad, 
and fometimes contTS^ing it felf to make 
the way the more difficult At Sun- 
lettiiig we left Lmvan on the right, and 
on the left Citauns, Patavnm, and other 
ftately Places to be feen every two Miles, 
in each of which we faw eight, twelve, 
or fiiceen high Towers, according to 
the bignefs of the Town, but all of them 
large, llrong, and with Loop-holes, pro¬ 
vidently built by the Oiinejis, in cafe of 
any Attack from an Enemy, that the 
Townlinen retiring wdth their Goods,

I went in 
a fmall Boat to theCuftom- Houfe, which 
was kept in a very great Bark, with 
many (ibbiiis in it for the Convcniency 
of the Officers, who feeing the Vpu’s 
Pals, difch.irg’d me, paying only fi^ 
fmill pieces Duty, without opening rajL 
Goods. Foi the Boat 1 paid about fix 
Royals Spamjli, he means Roy ils Plate 
it is thicc Shilliiigs, if Royals Brafsbuc 
two ] I went to the Monalfcry of the 
Spamjh Faihcis, of the Order of St. 
Francis, rcliding upon tlie Million in 
Canton, and in the Snhurb, where they 
have two Churches well adorn’d, main¬ 
tain’d by the charitable Allowance of 
the King of Spain. They receiv’d me 
very Courteoully, not w itliout fome Jea- 
loufy, becaufe mv coml ncvviLV t an unufual 
thing. For thcJ(fRerimd^a«ili^ 
hereof, it isobferv'd. That the 
City of MjMo, by reafon of its Povei^ 
ty having^ielu long without a BiffieJ,

One C//;/jOr Regent over the 
Politicial Government is lupcriour to 
thele Governours, and has two allift- 
ants in the Execution of his Office, call’d 
Vaful and Sa»fk, one of the right, the 
other of the lelt Hand. The Vice-l oy 
call’d Fuyuen^ who Governs the Pio- 
vince, is above them all. Formerly a 
certain Family had this Employment, 
with the Title of Petty Ki.igs, or Roy- 
tclets, but it is ten Yiais fince the pre- 
fent Emperor fupprefs’d that Dignity, 
upon fufpition of Trcafbn, ca.iliug the 
lait of them to have his Head cut ofE 
Over this Vite-roy is a Tjuntv^ or Vi¬ 
car General of two Provinces, who rc- 
- Ikies in one of the two principal Cities, 
or where he pleafes ^ at prcTcnt in Chi- 
Mzjtinju. This Man in tlic Politicial Go¬ 
vernment is fupciior to the Vice-nrv, 
and abrolute in Military Affitirs, for iie 
alone gives Orders to the Souldieiy, 
which the Vice roys have no Auihority 
to do. There is a Ganchiafu in the Pro¬ 
vince for Criminal matters, whoPuuiih- 
es all Climes \ and tor the receiv ing the 
Emperor’s Taxes, there is a Trcalurer 
call’d Puftnfu. For Military Afluirs, 
there are two Generals fiibonlinatc to 
the Tfunroy one of them Comn ands the 
Tartar TroopSy and is cal id Chianaun, 
whole Authority is equal to the Vice¬ 
roys for within the City the Chtnefe 
Kettle Drum, which is a Buis Dium, 
is beaten before him, and has thirteen 
ftrokes given following, as is pradfis’d 
with the Vicc-roy ; the Authority and 
Dignity of Minillers being known in 
Chiaa by the number of Siiokcs. Th« 
other Geueral Commands the Forces of 
the Country for the Guard ol the Citv, 
but is fubotdinate to the Vice roy, and 
call’d Titu. The Generals have Col- 
lones or Zampinsy Majors or Futians, 
Captains or Secupes, and Enligns or Pa- 
^ns under their Command. Ther^are 
in the City other Courts, and in each of 
them fix of tbe fix great Coun¬ 

cils of the Imperial Court, every one 
to difpatch the Afiairs belonging to that 
Council he is of j of them we ihall fpeak 
in its place.

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the aforefaid Priefts. Now 
Cemelli. Years lincc the Prefence of 

1^95. a BilhopViug thought abfolutcly hccef- 
V/’Wf lary, the City of.^Wac^o writ to the 
King of Fmugdy intreating him to in- 
terredc with the Pope, that the City 
might have a Bilhop again, offiering to 
allow him a fuitablc Maintainance. The 
Bilhop accordingly came to Macaoy and 
pretending that Cantotiy and other Places 
in China ffere within his Diocefs, would 
have the aforefaid Fathers to be Subjcdl 
to him, and not to the Vicars Apolfo- 
lick, whom he fnppos’d to be recall’d 
by his coming. But thffc Fathers ha¬ 
ving taken an Oath to Obey the Vicars, 
they fay they cannot be Subjedt to the 
Bilhop, without he (hews the others are 
recaird. Upon this account there are 
* every Diy Summons and Monitories fept 
them, which do not only Dilfracl thofe 
good Religious Men in the Servire of

The Houfes 
are low, either of Stone, or Brick, 
without any VVindowsto the Street and 
almoft all alike, for the Chinefes build 
Jill after the fame Model, and fo the Ci¬ 
ties refcniblc one another. I'hcre ;ire 
lour Princi[)al Gates to the Cities, fa¬ 
cing Eifl', 'iVcfl, North and South, the 
Suburbs taking their Names from them. 
If the City be large there are more Gates, 
but thefe four muft not be omitted, 
'flic Streets .re very loiig and Ifrait, 
the biiojts liwh in Silks, Urtigs, and o- 
thcr Commodities of the Cou.nry, cf- 
petially in the new City, for in the old, 
where the Vicc-roy rclides with the 
Souldiery, and Courts aforclaid, there 
is not muclf^ in other points, the City 
.'int! Suburbs arc one continu’d r>az.ar or 
Fair, tlicrc is fuch a Multitude of 
Shops. 

1 he Vicc-roys and other Minifters Pa¬ 
laces arc big enough,and all upon a Floor 
with their Tribunals, and therefore are 
nothing bcautifnl,bccaufe they arcCourts, 
within Courts, with the apartments and 
Rooms about them, and receiving all 
their l.ight from them. In the old Ci¬ 
ty is one Noble Street, having many 
Stone Arches curioufly wrought.

nefdty the 24th, I went to pay the vilic 
to F, Turemi Shperiour of the Jefuiti, 
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who being a Milaneje^ went ovei^Tthe 
expence of the Crown of Spaj^ by the 
way of Mexico tct ^Manila y^aad lent 
thence to the Million of Temate. There 
he was made Priibner with the Garri- 
fbn by the Duteby who carry’d him to 
Batavia , where having recover’d his 
Liberty, he went over to Mactw under 
the Protedfion of the Crown of Portugal.

H Aving made Provifion of Visual, 
1 went aboard with my two Chi- 
neje Servants, on Fridsy the 26th late, ia 
the^ft Baric, or Packet Boat, fent out 
every three days by the Vicc-roy, to 
give the Emperor an account of all that 
happens in the Province, which only he 
and the two prime Minilters can do. 
For three pieces of Eiglit, I had a good 
convenient Cabbin in that Bark. It fet 
hot out that Night, waiting to be dif- 
Mtch’d, which being done we prefent- 
^Vlet Sail on Saturday^ about nine in 
^ Morning. We went out of the 
great Canal of Cantm^ into another lefs, 
full of Boats, always in fight of Villa¬ 
ges and Country Houles, amidlt green 
Fields. Three hours before Sun letting, 
we came to the City of Fufeim, where 
the Culfomhoule Officer, who was in a 
Boat, only look’d upon the Mailer of our 
Vcllers Pals. The City is two Miles in 
length on both fidcs the Banks, well 
built, but low. The other City (I

Here Night coming on tiic Water-men 
put an end to their Labour, taking their 
reft on the Guard of Xuat.tin. 

Sunday the 28th, wc let out again 
three hours before day, always in tight 
of good Villages and Till’d Grounds, for 
the Chinefes are lb Induftrious, tliai they 
do notonly Till the Plain, but the Moun¬ 
tains, cutting them out in Aftcnis to fow 
them. Before Noon we pafs‘d by the 
Town of Suetan, feated in a Wood of 
Fruit Trees; after which wc palVd by 
another call’d Sinat:^ above a Mile in 
length, both fidcs of the Shore being 
inhabited, and no fewer living on Boats 
upon the Water. We Hopp’d at the 
Guard of Suxytan. Five Men row'd all 
this way. It is very Plealaut T ravel¬ 
ling, both the Green Banks appearing as 
a Mail lies in his Bed. 

Monday the 2pth, before day we held 
on our Voyage, meeting at every four 
Miles the Guards of the Canal, who 
have a great Boat Mann’d with Fire¬ 
locks, and a fmall Gun at the head to 
porfue Robbers} the Emperor main¬ 
taining an infinite number of Souldicrs 
to feciirc all the Roads in the Empire, 
keeping Guards at competent diftances. 
Befides it is very hard for a Robber to 
eftape^ for if he goes into his own 
Country, he will be apprehended, and 
if he would abicond elfewhere it is nor 
pradicable, becaule the Inhabitants of 
that quarter where he would fettle, will 
not admit him, without ten Families to 
]^e bound for him, and they will not do

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,it, nnlefs a Man be well known. At 
•Gemelli^ *'Niglit we lay in the Town of Zin-juen- 
‘<^951 xy^Hy the Walh whereof are a Mile in 
^j^Y^.^iU{)afs. It is Popnlons, has good 
Streets, and Shops, and a Suburb on the 
r igltt-hand Shore of a confiderable length 
abounding in all Things. 

Tttcfdayy the 3bth, the Boat waS 
tow’d along with a Rope, as is ufual, be- 
tatifc the Wind and Stream were con- 
tr.u y. Afternoon we entred between 
Vail high Mountains, which open’d to 
give way to the Canal. They were ve¬ 
ry j)lcalant, green and full of Rivu¬ 
lets, but the Water is not good. On 
the left hand we left a great Paged with 
in.-niy Hoiifes about it, among the green 
Trees, and ierv’d by /fpwtw. Having 
a Mind to cat fomc Fifh (which is not 
fold here, but exchang’d by weight for 
my Cmncje Servants, fet it on to 
boil with a Hen, iliinking to drefs me a 
dii.uynifh, butl threw it into the Ca¬ 
nal. Having pafs’d the narrow of the 
RIonntains, wc lay at Night upon tlie 
(jiiatd of yiyMimt. Here the Chinefe 
IJriMi was beaten all Night, which the 
Ccniiiiel did, to (how his Waichfulncis. 
Wcdiiefday ihz 13th, wc went on thro’" 
]»hccs little inhabited, and fpent the 
Night in the middle of the River. 
'1 hitifday the firlt of September^ the Ca¬ 
nal making its W'ay through the midll 
of Mountains we were fhaded by them, 
and came at Noon to Tmtxyen a fmall 
Account of wall'd Town, with a great Suburb. I 
a tigei. vvent into a Pagody where tliere were 
great Idols fitting with Whiskers, and 
long Beards, in Royal Robes, and with 
Chiiiefe Caps on their Heads, which are 
high, the one half ftanding up above the 
Head. At the Feet of them was a Sta¬ 
tue fomewhat left, fitting after the fame 
manner, but with another fort of Cap, 
and on the lides of this Rood two, as if 
they had been Pages. Without the Pa¬ 
ged was a Statue Handing, which had a 
Pevil’s fiicc, holding a Unce, and on 
ifs left Hand another with a Casket in 
its Hand rcfcmbling an Offering. Fur¬ 
ther out were tWo Horfes fadled, each 
of them with a Groom holding him by: 
the (^heck. There was alfo a great Drum 
hung, and a Brafs Bell like ours, which 
is Rung at Mid-night, and ufual tinfes of 
Prayer. Wc flay’d that Nignt at the 
Guard .and Town of VanfucoH, 

• Frldiiy the 2if, as we pafs’d by a Prf- 
hd cut out of the middle of a high 
7 <otk, the blind Water-men burnt fome. 
Papers, and fet np Lights. The River- 
was windingj and the Boat dravtn with

a Rope made of fmall Canes, ^,<liat we 
advanced but little. Befidey^hc Men 
fpent their time in «<§king^th€ir Meat 
taking it by turns j for they arc fuch 
Gluttons, that they devour their Meat 
twice, firfl raw, and then half drefs’d; 
for one turns and winds it iu his hands* 
another cuts it; one wafhes and ano¬ 
ther looks as if he would fwallow it. 

Their firfl: Meal is at break of Day, and 
fo they continue every hour, nor have 
they any other God but their Belly. 
Saturd^ the 3d, wc lay at Night near 
the Guard Pattu. The heat was trou- 
blcforae, which the Water-men increas’d 
fetting up lights every Night before a 
little Idol, which was within my Cabbin, 
tor which rcafbn 1 fbon put th£B)i^attn« 

Sutul’ay thj ^ftly ^eforV NiR lif?alU we ~ 
came to Scim-chc^u\ aGity encompafs*d scku-choi 
by a weak Wall, four Miles .in compafs, ^City, 
and enclos’d three parts of it by the Ri¬ 
ver. It has good Houfes, and Shopsaf- 
• ter the Chinefe fafhioii. Mond/y the 5th, 
after firing fome Chambers, the Man¬ 
darine of the City came along the Til&ar 
to take the Air. Before him went two 
Men with Brafs Drums, who gave nine 
ftroaks following,two blew Q)lours,twd 
white, two Maces with Dragons heads 
at the ends of them, being the Imperial 
Arms, two Executioners with Staves in 
their Hands, four Macc-bearers, four 
thcr Officers with Red and Black Haiw 
without Brims, and with two PlumeSV 
hanging, who made a noife to give no¬ 
tice to the People. Then came the 
Mandarine in a Chair carry’d by four 
Men, with three Umbrclloeson bis fides. 

Ten Servants with Scimitars follow’d 
him, with the Points forwards inflead. 
of the Hilts. That Night wc lay near 
the Houfes ofTanfuy or Guard of Vyan- 
tan. Tne/day the 6tb, wc coutinu’d in

we continu’d our Voyage with Ipore ex- 
pedicbn, coming at Sua-fee, to Tancay- 
tn i where bccaufc the River cannot Wa¬

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dreir AwU]^ by force io a Bucket, two 
CtmtBi. Men won^ at the Rope \ or elfc 
turning a Wheel jwth tteir Feet, about 
whicb, and anouier is one end of a 
Chain of i^r’d Boards, which paffing 
through a long wooden Trougl^ one 
end of whkh is in the River, raifes the 
Water through it, and is convey’d in a 
Cbannel^ong the Field.

CHAR VI. 

The j^oyage to Nanchianfu, the Metropolis of the Provitsce of Kianli. 


S Vnday the nth, I found my felf fo 
weak, by fcalbn of a loofncfi, that 
1 could not fet out, tho’ the Boat was 
ready. Mpndap the 12th, I wentaboard, 
and the Boat immediately fee out with 
the Stream, amidft vafl; high Mountains, 
the City of Nmgmfu being at the Foot 
round befet^ them. At 
Sun fet w^ a&fhc viilage of S?»- 
sdmim’ mann. r«e/«irty the 13th, getting out of 
the confinement of the Mountains, we 
met many Boats, which were fomc hin¬ 
drance to us, becaule of the narrow ncls 
of the Channel, fo that wc coUld make 
Imtjjttlc way. Yet we came at Night 
to lye at the Town of StHchin, whofc 
Wall is above half a Mile in compaft, 
with a little Suburb on one (klc/ ired- 
vefday the i4Th, three Hours before' 
A.W Night, wc |iafs’d by Nm-can-xien, fcat- 
>./c7/, rd on the left Hand of the River. It is 
a Mile long, With Suburbs on the oppo- 
•flsc Bank-, in Enrape it would be ac- 
^unted a City, but the Chiuejes call’d it 
'aBorough,tho’ encompafs’d with a Wall. 
There are good Shops, and it is Popu¬ 
lous. As we were paffing, a Mmdarine 
went into a fine Boat, cover’d, and 
painted, with the Mulick of Pipes and 
Drums, and firing of fome fmall Guns. 
Ac Night wc lay by at Tanfu, or Guard 
of Simm. Thurfday 15th, we pafs’d 
the Night at Xurnchen, where fell the 
llrft Rain, fince I came into China. 

Friday the idth, we came in early to 
, the City Cancheufa, where as in all other 
'C -ttities of this Empij^ there are very 
A ntient Towers, on tw Hills and Moun¬ 
tains, which the Chinefe^ call Fanta. 
rihey are about 150 Spans,. Oejbout 112 
gpot Righ, fome more. They end at top 
(in a long Stone ent in Knots, and arc 
[' Hexagons, or 03 :ogons. That of this 
I City had 9 Stories, or Cornilhes, and 6 
^indows to every ode to look out on 
jjll lidej. The Chinas vary in Opinion 
jrt to the intpae'df building them; fome 
“fiying tjjPT W^re for Watch Towers, 
placing Ccntinels in them, in *tirae of 
flrcd, to give notice to the Citizens of 
she approach of any Eticnry.

affirm every City built them to make 
their Obfervations in Sooth-fiying i but 
I am of Opinion the main dtfign of the 
Builders, was to beautify the Cities, 
they being for the moft part about the 
Gates, and in fight of thofe that go in. 
I thought to have fet out foon, but the 
ill Ciiftom of China, made me ftay a day, 
for the Cuftoni-houfc Officer to fcarch 
the Boat, who ufes to fearch but once a 
day, two hours after Sun-rifing, fo that 
the Boats which come in later, rauft ftay 
, till the next day. I went to fee the 
Church of the French Jefuits, which is 
finall but well adorn’d, and the Houfe 
convenient for one Religious Man at¬ 
tended hy cighs Servants. I found not 
the Superior at home, he being gone to 
fome Sick Chriftians. The City is feat- 
ed on the Plain of the great Hill, is 
beautiful, and has good rich Shops. 
About it is a Wall, and oppolitc to it 
Suburbs on the further Bank. The Hou- 
fes arc very good after the Country fa- 
Ihion, the Streets well pav’d and ftrait. 
1 plainly perceiv’d whataFolIy I was guil¬ 
ty of in wandering through ftrange 
Countries, with two Chinefe Servants, 
whom 1 neither knew nor underftood; 
yet having refoly’d to go round the 
World, 1 was oblig’d to go on without 
apprehending any Danger or Misfor¬ 
tune that might happen, there being no 
other way of Travelling, if a Man has 
the Cnriofity to fee and obferve things 
himfelf. I would have chang’d my 
Principal Servant in this place, becaule 
he was fotnewhat bold •, but was told I 
mnft bear with him, by reafon I might 
light of another, that might prove 3 
Thief and worfe. 

Saiurdr^ 17th, after the Difeharge of 
three Chambers, the' two MandarinA of 
the Goftom-Houfe came to clear the 
Boats. They late as it were in Judg¬ 
ment under a Baracb, or Shet on the 
River, where there were three Boats 
well cover’d, with two great, and tea 
fmall Colours, at each of which hung 
Horfe-Tails, and Mains dy’d Red.

This Houfe had been Bought 
tour Yc.trs before, nor was there any 
Church Built as yet, but Mals was faid 
in a little Chappel. This City is on the 
left of the River, and large, being a 
League tong including the South Suburb. 
About it is a good Wall, and the Streets 
tiiid Shops arc good. F. Ibanez told me, 
That the Cbixerif Or Mandarine of Ju- 
ftict’ had put out an Order, forbidding 
the Worfliipof Idols, and had but a few 
Days bctorc Baftinado’d five !Bon;cr/,and 
made another Kneel a whole Day in the 
Sun,for not having obtain’d Rain of their 
Idols, as they had Boafted they could. 

Setting one late on iVednefday 21ft, 
we left a good wall'd Town on the right

into that we were upon. Thpi^ight 
we lay at the Guard of Zmehianian. Z’tnchie^ 
Thurfday 22d, we left the Town ot nUn. 
Shiakianxien on the left, where a long shiaklat^ 
Wall begins in the South, and rifiiig up xioh 
a high Mountain, runs along ieveral 
Mountains bare of Trees, and winding 
on the other fide, goes down again ft the 
North, being above four Miles ia length, 
and all to no purpofe, there being no 
Habitation on thofe Mountains. Vet 1 
judg’d that great Structure might be 
made to fliut up the Cattle on the Moun¬ 
tain in time of War. Upon the River 
is an infinite number of Boats, which 
ferve for all forts of Carriage, theBuild-^ 
ing and Hire of them being both Cheap 5 
for they arc made of Planks,

ver'd with Canes carefully fplit, of 
which they alfo make Sails, Cordage, 
and Mafts, China abounding in them, 
ynd there being abundance of Timber 
faftnal together, drawn along this Ri¬ 
ver. Every Man here is employ’d to 
get his Living either on the LanJ’or 
Water, and they apply thcmfclvcs to it 
fo liidnftrioufly, that the very Europeans 
.admire the variety of their Workraan- 
Ihip, and their Inventions for Filhing, Filhing 
for befides all ours, which they ufe, thto 
have others peculiar to themfelves ^ 
for inftance, the making fraall Wood* 
of little Trecs in the middle of the RL 
ver, thus drawing the Filh to theShad^. 
to enclofe them in Walls of Canes, and 
fo catch them. They alfo catch abun¬ 
dance of Birds, which they call iMgzu^ 
and arc Sea Crows 1 thefe diving under 
Water take fmall, and great Filh, put¬ 
ting out their Eyes with their Beaks j 
but they can only fwaliow the fmallell, 
bccaule the Ingenious Chinefes, tic a 
String about their Necks, which will 
not allow them to open to fwaliow the 
larger, aud fo they take them.

Here all the Purcellane is Ihipp’d ofi* for 
the Kingdom, and for Exportation, the 
fmclt of all dbiff4, being that of the Ci¬ 
ty of Jeacheu, in the Province of Kiangfi^ 
vrhich is brought to be Shipp’d here. 
Put it mult be obferv’d. That the Clay 
is brought from another Place to Joacheu, 
after it has been there bury’d almolt an 
Age in fubtcrrancous Wells, bccaufe of 
the Air and Water of that Place •, for 
where the Clay is dug the Work proves 
not lb fine. The Colouring we lee in 
the faid Purcellane is not Superficial, but 
after being laid on is cover’d with the 
lame tranfparcnt Matter. The Wind 
riling again before Noon, we went away 
to Kifikiy a Imall Village on the left of the* 
River, where it fpreads a great breadth, 
leaving many Pools about it. Sunday id, 
fetting out betimes, wc went upon a Ipa- 
cious Lake made by the River, where 
after fome Hours, we left the City Nan~ 
tanfti on the left Hand. It is feated at 
the foot of the Mountains, and tho’ not 
very large is enclos’d with a Wall. The 
North Wind blowing again at Noon, 
wc went afhorc at the Guard and Village 
of Sicftan. The Voyage to Nanking is 
troublefomc in this Scalbn, for the Boats 
do not make above eight Miles a Day. 
Jfo::d.ty 3d, having oblig'd the Water- 
Men to let out by force, the contrary 
Wind oblig’d me to turn back with 20 
other Boats. In the mean while the Oii- 
nefes went about gathering round Peb¬ 
bles in the Sand, to make ufe of in 
Shooting, iultcad of Shot. 

Pucheut or Tuefday ^.th, we fet out betimes, and 
Xucku. pafs’d by the Village of Tacutan', a lit¬ 
tle beyond which Place on a Rock, in 
t!’c middle of the River is a high Pyra¬ 
mid, with a Paged by it. After Noon 
wc came to Fucheuy or Xucheu., as others 
call it, where we were forced to llay, 
to have the Boat fearch’d by the Man-- 
darincy or Cuftomer. This Town is on 
the right of the River, in lhape like an 
Arm, Ihut up by the Rivcr.and Moun¬ 
tains for two Miles. It abounds in all 
Things, has good Shops, and Streets well 
pav'd, and is enclos'd by a Wall, not 
only towards the River and Mountains 3 
but on the ontfide a Wall runs cneora- 
ixtlling the top of the Mountain, and 
tiking in fome Miles of craggy Ground

between the two ends otS-tm Tmt 
This is the firft place in the Pro^ice of 
Nanking. Wtdnefdt^ 5th, afee/a flourilh 
of Mulick, and firing thre^uns, ap¬ 
pear’d the Attendance of theCuftomers 
Mandarines, with feveral Tablets, on 
which were Chinefe CharaSers, carry’d 
by their Officers and Servants, with 
Flags, Maces, and Chains dragging along 
the Ground, and with Umbreftpes, and 
other Enligns of the Country. Above 
fixty Men carry’d them by two and two, 
the Chinefe Drum beating now and then. 
In the midft of this Company came the 
firft Mandarine, carry’d in an open Chair 
by eight Men, and at the end of the 
Procclfion came another of greater Ac¬ 
count in a cover’d Chair, carry’d by o- 
ther eightMfimAs they paft’diheiCOun- 
try, PcopTcheftKiirtlwiUjfe flaming 
Sticks of fweec Corapolitions, fuch as 
they burn in the Pagods of the Idols 
call’d Xian, and kuecliug, bow'd with 
their Foreheads down to the Ground, in 
token of Refpech To fay the Truth, 
the Chinefes in Grandeur, uhl! 
exceed all other Nations, every 
maintaining his Dignity with much E.X- 
pencc. Moft of thel'c h.en here nit.ici- 
on’d are fi.x’d in thole Einj)loymc;its, 
continuing in the Culloin-Houfe, tho’ 
the Mandarine he chang’d, becaufe thW 
are paid by tbc King. Thefe two Man-^ 
darines late ilicni down in a high Gallery' 
on the Brink of the River. The fir^ 
was at the end of ilie Table, and th<J" • 
other at the fide. 'I’licrc were about 
forty Boats to be vilited, which paffing, 
oiic by one under the Gallery, were there 
view’d by the Ciillom-Houre Boat, and 
the Officers in it gave the Mailer’s Name 
to thole above, and i\\c Mandarine Tax’d 
it by Eye according to its Bulk, without 
any further Inquiry. Tlioffi inferior Offi¬ 
cers of the Cuftom-Houfe had a little 
Cloth before their Stomach, hanging a- 
bout the Neck, and ty’d to the Side, on 
which were four Ob/w/f Charaders. The 
Mafter of my Boat, to the end he might 
be Tax’d low, took down all thccov^^ 
ing, leaving only the bare Body qf Ac 
Boat, and covering the Boards that ni?^ 
the Cabbin with Canes. The Cuftomen 
here pays 100000 Lmw, that is, 125000) 
Pieces of Eight for only a ten Month*f 
Farm. The River being very deep b^ 
fore this Town, there is a great FUbey 
manag’d by feveralcunningContrivanceW 
There are Nets ftretch’d oul'iupDa fotfil 
crooked Staves, which they fink, and^ 
draw up by a Poft falhied in tlie Grounds 
In the midft of it is a Well, that the

Cemt: Hi. large t^es a great deal, for the Fifher- 
Man Sle^ in a Cottage clofc by, to 
Jofe no Time. With another fort of 
Nets they take a kind of Fifh that weighs 
abo\re 200 Pounds. The Chinefes call it 
Xmu^H. It is much Fatter than ourTiM- 
nj'Fiih, but hard. The Market is always 
well ftor’d with this and other Ibrts. 

Having got our Diipatch from the 
Cultomer, my Boat alone, becaule it was 
empty, fct out a little before Noon. We 
turn’d it up with the lame North-wind, 
becaufe it was not there fo full againlt 
os, and the River was wide enough, be- 
caufe at XHcheUf the great River Kian 
meets it, after having water’d the Pro¬ 
vince of SHchuettf and running near iV4»- 
ftlf in the^s We «^ere 
benighted a iiraall Place 

ieated in a bending of the River, where 
there is a number of Filher-Men, who 
fit turning a Wheel, with which they 
lower, and hoilt a Net, which they call 
Par^it ; from which they afterwards draw 
the^ilh with great eafe with a Cord, 
making it fall into the Well, where 
they find it Alive at Night. This is a 
troublelbme Journey to an Enrofean^ who 
is not us’d to Eat the Gaimfe Rice half 
boil’d, which among thofe People ferves 
b^th for Bread and Meat \ for they do 
not make Bread of Corn, but only Su- 
' l^ar-Cakes and VermiceUiy which is the 
»afon Corn is fo Cheap, that you may 
''Buy as much for three Carlines of the 
Mony of Naplesy which is lefs than 18 
Pence, as will ferve a Man a Month. I 
caus’d Biskets to be made to ferve upon 
my Voyage, but Ibmeiiimes I wanted, 
and was forced to get my Servants to 
make me Cakes, becaule the Rice ftew’d 
dry, as is us’d there, without any fca- 
Ibning did not agree with my Stomach. 

Xte». Thnrfday 6th, wc pafs’d by the Town 
of Xien, feated at the foot of high 
Mountains, on the right of the River. 
The Wall of this Place allb runs along 
the tops of the Mountains, as has been

enjos’d it for a vaft diftance, ends near 
■ pRiver. A Mile further, in the midft

Ac'Night we took up 
nrters in the Town of Tm-lyn- 


xieny on the right of the River, which, 
tho’ open, has a Wail hard by it two 
Miles in compals, and is a Place to re- 1 
tire to, there being Loop-Holes aboi^t- 
it to make a Defence. Friday 7th, con¬ 
tinuing our Way by realbn of the width 
of the River, we came foon after Noon 
to Xan-kinftty a City on the left or the ; 
River, a Mile in length, and half a Mile 
in breadth. Its Suburb is two Miles in 
length, and has good Houfes, and not 
far from it is another little Suburb after ' 
the manner of a Village. Whaifoever 
is Sold about the Streets, is known by 
the Noife or Sound made without the 
Sellers troubling himfelf to Cry it The 
ianie other Handicrafts do, every one of 
them founding a feveral Infiruroent For 
Inltance, the Barbers carry about a whole 
Shop on a Pole, hanging the Pan with 
the Fire, and the Balbn at one end, and 
at the other a Stool to fit down, and the 
other Neccllaries, and arc known by 
‘playing on a pair of Tongs. So other 
Trades in their feveral ways. Ail the 
reft of the Day we ftay’d at Nankinfinj 
becaule of the Lake of Kiaugfi, wiiich 
the Boats muft go over in good Weather. 

Satutd^ 8tb, we came to the Village of 
Jeuchiakem. Sundajf 9th, proceeding a- 
long between Banks well Peopled, wc 
left the Town of Takien on the right, Tukien. 
which is large enough, and has a good 
Harbour made by a Bay in the River. 

We came late to Vxajhten, a great City, Vxuj^ien, 
on the right of the River, with a good 
Harbour, where the Cuftom-Houfc Offi¬ 
cers fearch’d our Boat narrowly; after 
which we went a few Miles, and lay at 
Night under one of the Banks of the 
River. Mondt^ 10th, the fame Wind 
continuing Boifterous, we were oblig’d 
to ftay at the Town of Zaij^id. Setting 
out early on Tuefday nth, we arriv’d 
four Hours before Night in the great 
Suburb of Nanking. Here the Cuftom- 
Honfe Officers fearch’d our Boat, but not 
over ftridly. leaving taken a Chair, i 
went in it fbm^ Miles to the Houfe of 
Monf^nior d^Argoliy a Venetiany Bifhop of 
Nankingy by whom 1 was Courteoufly 
receiv’d. This Prelate is appointed by 
the Congregation, de frofoganda Sidcy 
with two other reform’d Franeifiansy 
which wer^F. Fraaeis of Lionefay a Pro¬ 
vince of Abruxxjty and F. Ba^ a F"tuf 
tian, who very Charitably ferv’d the 
Chriftians.

They 
fhow’d me a very large Brafs Bell hang¬ 
ing, which was Rung by Hand with a 
wooden Hammer cover’d with a Clofit.

Memoirs caufc a great Ojtt.'cJe L,ord having affifted 
of tiic^ the Tartar Emperor to Eater, and Foflefs 
S:ate of himfeU’ of the Kingdom, and afterwards 
jmcMii. World, and turning Boato, 

13^.'the Emperor Tonle^ above 300 Years 
lince Built that Tower and Temple to 
him as an Acknowledgment. Here are 
two Gates to go in at to a great Court, 
oppollte to which is the firft Pagod, 
with as many Doors to it, afeending 
fomc Steps. Within it is the Statue of 
a Woman Handing, and on her fides four 
CV.^«V,call’d Kinkan^ with Arms in their 
Hands, painted of fcvcral Colours hide¬ 
ous to behold. On the upper part, or 
Jiigh Altar, was an Idol fitting with his 
foot on his Knee, and all his Body of a 
Gold Colour ^ behind whom was ano¬ 
ther Idol of the fame Colour fitting too. 
Going on to the fecond Court, and to 
the third, 1 faw about them the Apart¬ 
ments of the B0VZ.0S, that Icrve the Pa- 
who arc about a Thoniand, and 
X|'c on their Revenues. On the left fide 
\hc fccond Court, or Cloiftcr is ano- 
fther Pagod^ to which there is an A (cent 
^f a few Steps. In it 1 faw the Statues 
)f two wounded Women, Back to Back, 
Ije innermoft ftanding fomewhat higher, 
¥ a Gold Colour, with feveral little 1 - 
^ fiols at their Feet, and about the Patod. 
/■, 5 a the riight Hand, fifteen Stepe led up 
to three Pagods^ in which were many 
Idols and Monfters, with Silk Curtins 
before them. Going on furtlier, at the 


end of the Court is the greater Pagod^ 
all cover’d with Furcellan of fcvcral Co¬ 
lours. They go up to it through a large 
and fpacious Hall, above which is a Porch,, 
which has five Gates into the Temple. 

Here in Niches 12 Spans, or 3 Yards 
above the Pavement on the Front of the 
iiigh Altar at a diftance from the Wall, 
are the idols of three Women of Gold 
Colour fitting, with feveral Infcriptious 
before them, and Vcflcls of Brais of a 
great Value. About the Wall is a great, 
number of IdvOls a-toot and a-horfcback. 

Behind which Front is another Female 
Idol ftanding, aud on one fide of her a 
Drum, which three Men could not Fa- 
dom, and on the other fide a great Brais 
Bell, which is ftruck with a v/ooden 
Hammer. In the firft Court a Play was 
Afted by good Comedians, feveral Fhoa- 
fciids of People rclbrting to fee it, who 
all ftood. There 1 ftaid a little, and 
then went on to fee the Tower, after . 
obtaining Leave of the Bonz.0^ by pay- uc-nui 
ing a few Cbtappas^ a very iiiconfidcrabJc lower. 
Value. It was all of Piiiccllano both 
within and without, YcUow, Green, 

Blue, and of other Colours, with the 
Figures of many fcvcral Idols. It is an 
Odtogoii, and about forty Foot about, 
lias nine Stories, or A]iarcments, divided 
on tbc outiidc by as many Coraiflies cu- 
rioully wrought, and the Top was co¬ 
ver'd with Brafs, aud a gilt Globe on it. 

Every Story has four large Windows an- 
fwering the four (Quarters of tbc World. 

I went up two pair of winding Stairs to 
tlic firft Story, and proceeding from 
thence ro the uppermoft, counted 183 
Steps of a conlidcrabic height, befidcs 
five Steps more, that are without the 
Gate, and there was above the height 
of thofc Steps to the top of the Tower 
from the Place where I was, ib that I 
guefs’d it to be at leaft 200 Foot high. 

There were nine Stories, as has been 
laid -y and in the midft of each of them 
was a Work like a Pilafter to fct feveral 
Idols about it. At the foot of the Tower 
the Wall of it was twelve Foot thick, 
and eight and a half above. The Scru- 
dfurc is certainly Artificial and Strong, 
and the moft ftately in ail the Eaft ;^all 
tbc carv’d Work being Guilt, lb that it 
looks like garble, or any ocher carv’d 
Stone, the Chinefes being wonderful In¬ 
genious at (haping their Bricks in all Ibrcs 
of Figures, by r^lbn of the finenefs of 
the well tem{:«r’d Gay. From the top 
of this Tower (which the Chivefes call 
of Purcellanc) is a Profpeft of all the 
City, and the famous Strudure for Ma¬ 
thematical 
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rsJV«iO theinatical Obfervations, tho* it is a 
^eraelU. League dtllauc. As I was going out of 
1595 .^ the Tower, 1 faw the Bonzos going in 
Sroceflion on their Dcvocion. One went 
before with a fort of Cope on bis Shoul> 
ders, next came another with a black 
Cap on bis Head flat on the fidcs, and a 
Chinefe Crown in his Hand. The Benzjfs 
follow’d by two and two, ringing a lit¬ 
tle Bell with a Hammer, or a wooden 
Inflrumenc, and Singing in a low Tone. 
They went into the lower part of the 
Tower, and fetching two Rounds about 
Aty ador’d the Idols that were in it. 
/Next, they went into the third Court, 

' and into the Pagody which is in the midft 
of their-furthelt Apartments, where the 
chief Idol is like a Bacebusy who lits, as 
if he Laugh’d, There are other Pagods 
and Idols in that Place, which are not 
here let down for fear of cloying the 
Reader. 

f mpgror’i After Dinner, I went to fee the Tomb 

Tomb, of the firft Emperor of the Family of * 
Minciau. It is without the City on a 
Mountain, guarded by Eunuchs, who 
there lead a Religions Life. It conlilts 
of a great Hall haiidfomly cover’d, with 
a Place like a Tribune or Gallery in it, 
where that Emperor’s Pidure is kept 
lock’d up. The Tomb is in a Grot dug 
in the Mountain, and the Entrance kept 
fhut. Monftgnior d'ArgoUy the BiQiop told 
nie, That if 1 flay’d in Nanking till a 
Burying Day, which the Albrologcrs 
pitch upon as fortunate for that Fundlion, 

I fliould fee fcveral thoufand Tombs car- 
ry’d -y for the Gnnefes do not only make 
them ill their Life time of flrongWood, 
and half a Span thick, meafuring them- 
fclvcs in them to fee whether they can 


know by tatting it with their Tongue. 
Nothing is more frequent on the River 
than Boats loaded with thaTFiltb, and 
if a Man has the Misfortune to be catch’d 
among thofe Boats, he’s almott ttifl’d. 
Along the Roads there are convenient 
Places whitened, with Seats, and cover d, 
to invite Paflengers to alight and Eafc 
themfelvcs, there being a great Earthen 
Veflel under it, that nothing Tjiay be 
loft. Tho’ the Chinefes ufe this Method 
to Manure their Land, which is oirct.f>'-e 
to the Nofe, yet their Streets arc not fo 
Dirty as ours in Enropcy by the continual 
palfing of fo many Beafts; for there are 
no Swine to be feen about the Streets of 
the City, or in the Fields, tho’ the Chi- 
nefes devour a vaft Number, 5 or 6000 
bei »«i. Sljiig .hter.’d every Day i^'Nankingy 
befides the Cows ‘ttte'31?oapyEat, and the 
Goats the Soldiers Eat. Private Perfons 
furnifh this mighty Shambles, for there 
is no poor Body but what breeds Swine 
in his Houfe, or Boat, which he fells 
when the time comes 10 j ay the Tfitn- 
leatty or Tribute to the Emperor, orup- 
on any other Exigency; the Flefli of 
them being fo good, that it is given to 
the Sick. During all this time, Monfig- 
nor d' Argoliy and the two Fathers his 
Companions endeavour’d to perfuadc me 
not to go to Pekingy becaufc the 
gaefe Ttfults would nave no European look 
into the State of that Couit, and if 1 went 
thither they would certainly do me fome 
ill Office. 1 anfwcr’d, 1 went not to pry 
into the Affairs of their Miffions, but 
only out of Coriofity to fee that great 
Court, and therefore I fear’d nothing, 
for 1 would go take up my Abode in the 
Convent of thofe Fathers. At length.

No Rice grows in thofe Parts, be- 
caufe of the coldneis of the Climate, 
(which 1 had felt for ibme time, tho’ 1 
wore^ furr Garment, Breeches quilted 
with Cotton, and furr Hofe with the 
Hair inwards) which defed they fupply 
with Wheat, making Bread mix’d with 
Onions chopp'd very fmall, which they 
Bake in the fteam, placing fticks acrofs 
a Kettle that is boiling, to lay the Loaf 
on, which remains as meer Dongb as it 
was at firll:, and lyes as hard as a Stone 
on the Stomach. Other Holts give 
their Gueits thiaCskes of DenghnSSil’d, 
to eat. To make fome amends for the 
want of Rice, theynfe their Taa/a, which 
is boil’d, a Mefs of Kidney Beans, which 
with him is a dainty, for this wretched r 
Sauce they ufe to dip their Meat in. They 
i^ke it of white Kidney Beans pound- 
eo, and made into a Palle, the North a- 
bounding in them ^ they allb make it of 
Wheat, and other Ingredients. 

Wcdntfdty 26th, we eat a bit betimes 
at Kit^-xoy, and about Evening went out 
through the fmall Town ot Zuxien^ 
which has a Wall about it. In the Su¬ 
burb is a large fquare Strudure, and 
within it fcvcral Ptwods with Bo0nz.es. 
riie idols are of lo many Monitrous 
fhapes, that it would be tedious to re¬ 
late the Fables they tell of them. There 
is a good Garden with tall Trees. At 
Night we came to the Town of Tuntaa-- 
tien., having travell’d 30 days. 1 count 
by Miles, and not by Lys, as the Oiine- 
fes do, to obferve the better method j for 
in fome Provinces thofe arc of 260 Pa¬ 
ces, and in others more, or lels. Thnrf- 
day 27th, early, we pafs’d through the 
City Jenkiefvy of the Province of X-f»- 
tHH£. It is feated in a Plain like all the 
reft, for the Chinefes do not build on 
Hills. The Walls extend four Miles 
fquare, and there is a noble Stone Bridge 
^^e din’d in the fmall Town of CmxiOy 
and lay after 30 Miles travel, in the Sub¬ 
urb of the Town of VHtti-fixan-^en. 
The Town is not well peopled within 
i^the Walls which are 3 Miles about, there 
pbeiug Gardens and Fields within them. 

( friday 28th, we retted in the Subnrb of 
<thc Tawii of Tan-pin-kien, and patting 
throiian, found it a Mileanda half in 
length, and a Mile in breadth, but there 
are many Fields and rnia’d Houfes in it 


the rett are of Brick, and Thatch’d. 
The Walls are of Earth. Having rode 
30 Miles, we lay that Nigl.t at Kituxsent 
a fmall Town. Ssturday 25Pt!i, cLc/Ut' 
break of Day, we went through the 
Town of Tungofhiaj cncompafs’d with a 
long Mud Wail, hut ill peopled. Then 
we crofs’d the River Tnngo in a Boat, 
the Bridge being broke, and din’d at 
Tu»‘Chery. That Night we took up at 
Shifinxitn-, having rodc 34 Miles. There 
be ng no Mounuins all this way, to bury , 
the dead on, the Chinefes Plant iqui;e 
fpots of Cyfrus or other Trees in th^ 
Plain, and place the Tomb in the midtt,\ 
covering them with heaps of Earth. At' 
Night there is a Centiuel in the Inn,con¬ 
tinually Itriking two pieces of Wood, 
one againtt another for a lign, which 
makes Travellers not fleep very found. 
Snndsy 30th, we din’d in the Town of 
Simien ^ and then patting tlirough that of 
CautanceH^ which has a Mud Wall, and 
is thinly inhabited, we came at Night to 
ydst’Chi4ent ^ Journey of 30 Miles. 
Monday iiStf betimes we pals’d thtough 
the Town of ChiHxisma^ enclos’d with 
a large Wall, and ill inhabited. Bctbrc 
Noon we din’d in the Town of CujLpo. 
Nc.\c we came to that call’d Futhio., wtii..!) 
by reafon of the convcnicncy of the Ri¬ 
ver, is well peopled within a Wall 3 
Miles in compafs, and better in its Sub¬ 
urbs, where there arc good handlbmc o- 
pen places, and Shops ftor’d with all forts 
of Commodities of the Country, and 
Provilions. We there crofs’d the River 
in a Boat, which isfeldom paid for, the 
Watermen being kept by the City. At 
this River begins the Province of Peking. 
After a Journey of 34 Miles, ivc lodg'd 
at Night in the Town of Linchi-miM. 

In this Journey I found Afles, who when 
they have gone their Stage, will not ftir 
a ftep further, tho’ you beat them to 
Death; juli: as thofe of Sdtmo in Nk- 
fles. 

Tuefday ift of November., an hour af¬ 
ter Sun-riling, we pafs’d through the 
Town of Ktneheu., encompais’d with a 
Mud VVall, in which there is nothing 
handfome but a Tower, there being be* 
lides only 3 few Cottages, and as few In¬ 
habitants. We din’d at Leochimiau'y 
then we law the Town of Fuchenkie, 
which like the laft, has mud Walls and 
Houfes, and is worie than Kinehien. Ha¬ 
ving travel'd 33 Miles, we lay at Night 
in FMchismy, where over the Gate was a 
little Chappie dedicated to the Idol, that 
is Proteftor of the City, which the flb/- 
nefer ufe in all their other Towns. Wed~

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nejilay 2d, early iii the Morning, we 
Ccotc'M. pafs'd a Stone Bridge laid over the Ri- 
r'Sc4. v.T of x\\c'\'o^^\\ Shiale-cheva.

The 
Suburb is good, and a River runs thro’ 
it. The Country Women of the Pro¬ 
vince of Peking^ have a lingular fort of 
Flcad-Urefs different from a!] others; 
for tlicy wind their Hair twifkd toge- 
ilicr, or made into Wreaths about the 
Pole ot their Heads, which they cover 
with a Cap made of black Silk, or of 
Gorton, running a Bodkin through to 
hold it faff. Others make a great Knot 
of it on the top of their Heads, and 
cover it with a thing made like a Difh, of 
Silk and Gold ; to which feme add a 
BijlSii^ or Fillet three Fingers broad of 
SiUTautt Gold about the Head like a 
Forchead-Cloath. The fharpC&jfff^r dif¬ 
fer nothing to be loft, for the Country¬ 
men bctoi c D:iy walk up and down the 
Road witii two Baskets on a Stafl; one 
before, and the other behind them, ga¬ 
thering the Dung of Bcafts to Manure 
their Ground. Others with Rakes made 
of crooked Sticks gather the Straws and 
J,eaves for the Fire, becaufe Wood is 
there very dear. Our Days Journey was 
32 Miles. PruLiy 4th, we went along 
the River of Xninxien, to Dine at the 
Town of Pcatxoy which is well Inhabit¬ 
ed, becaufe of ilte Convcnicncy of the 
faid River. At Niglit we came to the 
Suburb of the Town of The 

Walls of it which arc of Brick are two 
Miles in comp.ilT, the Place well Inha¬ 
bited, as arc the Suburbs, which are 
provided with al!

and their Cuftoms to Perfcdlion, as much 
as the Natives, and Dilcourlbs evjjry 
Day familiarly with the Emperor. Bc- 
fides, if we will believe F. liartoU, who 
will have it that there are 300 Millions 
of Souls in that Kingdom (adding an 
hundred Millions to the Computation of 
the other Fathers of his Society) it mull 
follow of ncceffity, that the great Cities 
rauft make up that incredible Number, 
becaufe the finall Places, tho’ never fo 
many, cannot poffibly contain a conlide- 
rable part of that Multitude, there be¬ 
ing feveral Cities thin enough of Peo¬ 
ple, and many Places unhabited, as wc 
fee in Europe. 

The Emperor’s Palace is feated in the The Fm* 
midft of that great City fronting the peror siv 
Sontb’,-' is the Cuftom of that Coun- 
try, where it is rare to fee any City, 

Palace, or Houfe of a conliderable Per- 
fon but what faces the South. It is en¬ 
clos’d by a double Wall, one within an¬ 
other, and Square. That without is 
iixteen Spans, or twelve Foot high, and 
is of Brick ; its length from the Nofth 
to the South Gate, is two Italian Miles, 
its Breadth, a Mile, and its Circumfe¬ 
rence fix. This Wall has four Gates, 
one in the middle of every Wall, and 
each of thefe is compos’d of three fevc- 
ral Gates, whereof the middlemoft is 
always Ibut, and never open’d but for 
the Emperor, the others are tor all Peo¬ 
ple that go in and out of the Palace, 
and ftand open from Morning till Night, 
except thole on the South lidc, which 
ftand half (bur. Thcfc are guarded by 
twenty Tartars each, with a Comman¬ 
der, and twelve Eunuchs j there being 
3000 Soldiers appointed to guard the 
Gates ot the Palace and City, who keep 
Guard in their Turns, and keep out 
Bonzjos., Blind, Lame, and main’d People, 
and all that have any lingular Deformity 
ill their Bodies. This firft Enclofure is 
call’d Xuan-chin, that is. The Imperial 
VPall. The inner Wall, which immedi¬ 
ately enclofes the Palace, is much higher 
and thicker, made of large Bricks all e- 
qual i and adorn'd with handibme Bat¬ 
tlements. It is an Italian Mile and 
half in length from North to South, and\ 
a quarter and a half in breadth, that is.; 
four Miles and a half about. It has fou> 
great arch’d Gates. Thofe on the Nor^li 
and South fides are treble, as are all thofe 
of the firft Wall, but thofe on the other 
two fiefes are Angle. Over thbfe Gates, 
and the four Angles of the Wall are 
eight Towers, or rather eight Halls of 

aa 
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'all c rciadr^ary bigncfs, and beautiful 
Uc./:cin. htructure, fee off with a red VarniOi 
ftrcw’cl with Flowers of Gold, and they 
arc covc^’c^with yellow Tiles. Forty 
Tan AYS with two Officers Guard the En¬ 
trance of each of thefc Gates, fufFering 
none to go in, but the Mandarh/es of 
the Courts, who Live within the Palace, 
and the Officers of the King’s Hoiife- 
hold i^itopping all others, who cannot 
fiicw them a liVtle Tablet of Wood, or 
Ivory, on wiiich his Name, and the 
Place he to Serve arc fet down, with 
the Ai.tihumuc'% Seal, to whom lie be- 


lonsts. 

This fccond way is cncompafs’d by a 
deep and broad Ditch, all lin’d with 
Freeftonc, full of good large Filh. To 
every Gate there is a Draw-Biidge over 
the Ditch, c.vccpt that on tW^uth. 
Within the great Square between the 
two Walls, there arc diftinft Palaces, 
Round and Square, Built for fcvcral U- 
fes, and Pnrpofcs, being Large and Con¬ 
venient. Within the fime Space on the 
fide, at the Foot of the firft Wall, 
runs a River, with fcvcral Ihong Bridges 
over it, all of jMaiblc, cxxcpt the mid¬ 
dle Arch, where is a Wooden Dravv- 
Bridgc, all the other Bridges in the Pa¬ 
lace being Built after the fame manner. 
On the Well fide, where there is a larg¬ 
er fpacc, is a Pond well ftor'd with Fid), 
above an halia 7 i Mile in length, over the 
narroweft part whereof is a firir Bridge, 
at eith end whereof is a Ttiumplial 
Arch of a beautiful and c.vccllcnt Stni- 
(^tuTC. The remaining fpacc on the Ealt 
and Welt which is not taken up with 
thofe feveral Palaces, nor the Pond, is 
divided into wide Streets, Inhabited by 
Servants, Officers, and Work-men be¬ 
longing to the Imperial Palace. 

In the time of the Chinefc Kings there 
were ten Thoufiind Eunuchs, but he that

now Reigns has fupply’d their Place with 
T artars and Chlnefes of the Province of 
Leaotung^ who out of a particular Fa¬ 
vour are look’d upon as Tartars. Thus 
much for what concerns theoutw'ard pat t 
of the Palace, we mull now fpcak of 
what is within.

the Air, Co dp they more of the Earth. 
For ionranpe, 4Ehe Gate of a Palace 


to the Street, and facing the South, has 
within the Court levcral little Houfes 
on both fides, which lead into another 
Court, through another Gate, oppofitc 
to that which is to the Street, where is 
the iccond Apartment, which runs on to 
the third, and that is larger, ending in 
a large Hall to Entertain Strangers. Nc.vt 
is the fourth Apartment v.'hcrc the Ma¬ 
iler of the Houle Rciidcs, and behind 
that another Com t, .and fifth Apartmenr, 
where the Jewels and bell Moveables arc 
kept. Fm rher on Hill is a Garden, aim 
at the cikI of it the lixtii and lalt Apart-\ 
merit, with a fmall Door in the middle 
of it. On the Eaft and Well fides of 
thefc Courts arc the inferior Lodgings. 

The Servants with their Women and 
Children Live in that which is next to 
the firft Gate the other Courts arc for 
the better fort of Officers, and Offices. 

This is the manner of the Houles of the 
MtmUrhjcs, and otlici wealthy People ; 

/•but thofe of great Lords of flic firft 
Rank, take up more Ground, and have 
larger Apartments, and loftier, anfwcr- 
ablc to their Dignity; all thefe Things 
being regulated by the I ,aws of the King¬ 
dom, which it is a Crime to Infringe. 

7 he Imperial Ajiartmcnts within this impcrlji 
inner I'.nciorurc, call d Chi.iit^ fbine will Aiuit- 
havc it to Ijc Twenty, afligning them menu, 
their particular Names, and Situation ; 
others lay they are Twelve, anfwerablc 
to the Signs ol the Zothack \ .aitl there 
arc tiiore ili.n believe them to ho Nine, 
with as many Coin ts-, every one Writ¬ 
ing by Hcar-fiy, and not by w iiat he lus 
feen i for it is impollible for any 
N'.-r// tq^fee them all, crpeci.ally'tiiat of 
the Women y thofe onlv being, allow’d 
to bt feen, whitli the jcalonly of the 
Eaftcni Nations has made free for fucli 
as receive Audience. I could Dcfcribc i,, p 
them by what another hath deliver’d, 
but 1 refer the curious Reader to him, ‘W- 
not to tire him with I'ranlcribiniT the 
fame Relation. I ffiall only lay, q hat 
all thefe Courts and Apartments arc up¬ 
on a [ ,ine, with great Halls of a < loihit k 
Strufturc, wherein the 1 imber-ivork is 
beautiful enough to behold, a great num¬ 
ber of pieces of Wrought-work advan¬ 
cing one above another in ilic nature of 
Coinilhcs, which looks very bandfbme 
above the Rim of the Roof. The fides 
ot the Comts are clos’d cither by Ihiall 
Lodgings, or Galleries. But when a 
Man comes to the Emperor’s Apartments, 
the Arches fuftain’d on maify Pillars, the 
Steps of white Marble to go up to the 
high Rooms i the Roofs Ihining with 
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gilt Tiles; the Ornaments of Carving, 
Cemelli. Varoifbiag, Gilding, and Painting; the 
i69jt. Pavements, which are almoli; all of Mar- 
ble, or Pnrcellane; and above all, the 
great number of various and ilately 
Lodgings, which com pole the Stru^nte; 
are altogether certainly beautiful, and 
admirable, and look like the Palace of 
a great Prince. The Frtnch Fathers told 
me. That no lefi than two Millions of 
Pieces of Eight would Re-build a Hall 
that had been Burn’d. *Tis true, the 
/Architecture and Ornaments are not ve¬ 
ry Regular, and here is not the Symmetry 
and beauty of the European Palaces. 
EmpenJr’s It is hard to know the number of Coii- 
Concu- cubines there arc in this Palace for the 

bm#s. Emperor’s Pleafure, bccaufc it is very 

great, and not fix’d *, belides that they 
are never ften. They arc chofen Maids 
of good Birth by the Mandarines of the 
Provinces; and being once in the Palace 
have no more Communication with their 
Parents. Their neceflary and continuaP 
Solitude (for molt of them are not 
known by the Prince,) the Pains they 
cake to make thcmfelves known, and the 
Jealoufy reigning among them, make 


them very Miferable. Three of thole 
that have the good Lock to pleafe the 
Prince, are choftn to bear 'the Title df 
Queens, and Live after a difierent man¬ 
ner from the reft, each of them having 
a leveral Apartment, and a numerous 
Court. They want for nothing that may 
pleafe them. Their Equipage, Cioaths, 
and Attendance arc very MaMiBceut. 

Yet they have no ihare in the Govern¬ 
ment, the Chinefes Laughing when they p_ Mega,. 
hear that Princelles among us inherit f. 308; 
Crowns, and faying Europe is the King¬ 
dom of the Women. Tliefe are accoun¬ 
ted Wives, lb that all their Sons are Le¬ 
gitimate, only with'this difference, that, 
thole of the firft arc preferable to the 
others, as to the SuccelTion to the £m- 

Within the inner Palace there is a 
Park enclos’d with a Wall, where wild 
Beafts arc kept for the Emperor’s Diver- 
lion. In it there arc five little Hills, 
indiilerent high, made of the Earth ta¬ 
ken out to make the Ditch and Pond. 

That in the middle is higheft, and th^ 
are the only Hills in the City of Pe* 
kin^. 


A Voyage round the World by Dr. John 
Francis Gemelli Careri. Part IV. 

Containing the moft Remarkable Things he iaw in 

CHINA, 
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CHAP. 1. 

The Prefenting of the mw JQslendar ; the Audienee given the Author bj the 
Emperor of China; and Ceremonies us'd bj the Mandarines upon publick 
Ofcajtons, 


A Servant of F. Grimaldi (whom the 
Chinefes call MUdavijef) came to 
Acquaint me that his Mailer ex¬ 
pelled me, and going iratrfediately I 
found him Clad in a rich Garment lin’d 
with Sables, given him by the Emperor. 
He told me that Morning was a proper 
time ro go with him into the Palace, 
becdtiie he was to prelent the EmperoV 
the new Kalcndar lor the Year lOpO, 


which he bad compos’d in the Chinefey ' 
the Tartar^ the Eaftm-n, and Weftern 
Language. Having thaidt’d him for re- 
membring me, and for the Prelent be 
made me of an Almanack, I mouuted a 
Horfehack, and follow'd him. Having 
pals’d the firll^ Enclofure, in which is 
the Htmfe of the B-emh Jefuitsy we en- 
tred the inner Palace through a great 
Gate guarded by Soldiers, andcroflinga 

great 
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great Court, on the lides whereof were 
(icmelli. t-:iucs of Souldicrs well clad in good 
Order, we went up to the firft Hall, on 
one or the fides, upon 20 Steps of white 
iMarl)le,and into it through the fide Door, 
bccaiife only the Emperor goes up the 
Steps, and in at the middle Door, which 
are Larger and more Stately. 

This Room was very large, fo that 
t*nil of the belidcs the Walls, it was fupported with- 
1'al.icc. ill by Ibme Wooden Pillars, well Paint¬ 
ed and Gilt, as was the Ceding. The 
Walls were of Brick and white Plafter,^ 
the outward Roof was of Purcellanc of 
Tevcral Colours. This led to the fecond 
Court through three other front Gates, 
and two on the fidcs, where on both 
Hands there were Houfes, very bcauti- 
fii 1 to behold. Then was there andtfnt 
10 another Hall like the firft, anofrom 
that through other Courts to the third 
and fourth, this laft exceeding the o- 
ihers in Stru^fure and Colt. Before we 
come into the Court of this fourth Hall, 

F. Grimaldi carrying the Almanack hand- 
Ibfftdy put up in a Casket cover’d with 
Silk, attended by feveral Mandarincsj 
and Perfons of Quality, a Perfon fent 
by the Emperor to receive it, came to 
meet him, and having taken it with great 
Refpefraud Civility, carry’d it in to his 
Mailer. 

F. Grimaldi taking leave of the Man~ 
ditrints that had bore him Company, told 
me, that to the end the Fathers might 
not Suficr by ray coming, it was Con¬ 
venient the Emperor fhould fee me, that 
fo when he came afterwards to know it 
by means of the two Pages, he might 
not be difpleas’d as had hapned before, 
on Account that he was not told of a 
Father of the Society, who came Sick to 
Pekififr to be Cur’d. Therefore he bid 
me Wait, and he would Introduce me to 
His Majcity, teaching me in the mean 
while the Ceremonies I was to Perform. 

In Fine after an Hours ftay, a Servant 
came to bid us Advance j fo we pafs’d 
through four long Courts, hemm’d in 
with Apartments, and L.odgings of fe- 
vcral Structures, furpafling the laft 
^Square Hall, Built upon the Gates of 
Communication. The Gates through 
which we pafs’d, out of one Court into 
another, were of a wonderful Bigneis, 
Wide, High, and well Proportion’d, 
made of White Marble, whereof Time 

fc d worn away the Smoothnefs and 
auty. One of thefe Courts* was di- 
iftded by a fmall Stream of Water, over 
jW'hich arc litlc. Bridges of white Mar¬ 
ble. in fliort the Bcaury of this Palace 
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confifts in a Multitude of Buildings, 
Courts, and Gardens, orderly placed, 
where to fay the Truth, every thing is 
worth obftrving and wonderful. The 
Emperor’s Throne was in the midft of a 
great Court. It afeended Square, the peror’s 
firft Bads being of an extraordinary big- Throne 
nefs, ^dall hemm’d in with Banifters of 
white and very fine Marble. Above the. 
firft Landing Place or Plain, which had 
fuch another row of Banifters about it, 
was a fecond in the lame manner, but 
ibmewhat lefs in compals, and lb it grew 
lefs to the 5th Alcenc or Plain, where 
was an admirable open Room or Galle¬ 
ry cover’d with Gilt Tiles, and fupport¬ 
ed by ftrong Wooden Pillars Varuilh’d. 

In this Place was the Emperor’s Throne. 

Thofe five Orders of Banifters look’d 
mighty Beautiful to my Eye, efpecially 
at that time when the Sun Shining on 
them, they refieded its Rays all about. 

The Emperor was within thatBcauti- How he 
rful Cliamber or Gallery, fitting after f*te. 
the Tartar manner, on a Seffa^ or Floor 
rais’d above the reft of the Room three 
Foot, and cover’d with a large Carpet, 
which reach’d over all the Pavement. 

He had by him Books, Ink, and Pencils 
after the Chinefe maimer, to write. His 
Garment was of Gold colour Silk, Em¬ 
broider’d with Dragons, two whereof 
very large were on his Breaft richly 
Wrought. On his Right and Left, were ^ 
ranks of Eunuchs well clad, and with- “ 
out any Weapons, their Feet clofc to- him. 
gether, and their Arms hanging. 

When wc came to the Door, we ran 
haftily to the end of the Room that was 
oppolitc to the Emperor, and ftanding 
both together, continu’d on our Feet a 
Moment, holding our Arms right down 
by our fides. At laft kneeling, and lift¬ 
ing up our Hands, join’d to our Heads, 
fo that oor Arms and Elbows were of an 
equal heiglit, we bow’d three times down 
to the Ground, then rifing, we fet our 
felves in the fame Pofturc, as at firft, 
and perform’d the fame Ceremony, a 
Iccood, and a third time, till we were 
order’d to advance, and kneel down 
before the Emperor; By means of F. 
Grimatdif he ask’d me concerning the 
Wars then carry’d on in Eurepey *id 1 
anfwer’d to the heft of my Knowledge. 

Then he dsk’d me whether 1 was a Phi- 
fitian, or underftood Surgery and un- 
derftanding that was not my Profelfion, 
ask’d a third time, whether I had ftudied 
Mathematicks, or underftood them. To 
which I anfwer’d in the Negative, tho* 
ni my Younger Years I had got fome lit- 
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tie fmattcring in them. For I had been 
(icmclh. forewarn’d by the Fathers, that if I 
f ^wn’d I uuderftood any of thole Arts, 
or Sciences, he would keep me in his 
Service, and I had no Mind toftay there. 
At length he gave ns our Conge, and we 
retir’d without any Ceremony.

During 
v'i jch lime hy means of the great Froft 
i icre are brought out of the Eallern Tar~ 
r.rry, infinite number of Pheafints, Par- 
rtidges. Deer, Wild Boars, and other 
Bealls, witli abundance of Sturgeon, all 
fo Frozen, that the Bealls will keep 2 
or 3 Moiiths, and the Pheafants thirty

days, and they are fo plcntiflil at that ’ 
time, that a Buck, or a Boar may be 
bought for a Piece of 8, and a Pheafant 
tor a half Royal, and a Partridge for two 
Grams of Naples Mony. From March 
till the beginning of Jme is a perfed 
Spring at Peking with little Rain, bnt 
m 7 /we and Jaly, till the lotli of 
the Rams are plentiful. This Ram is 
ncccflary to walh the Streets of aM the 
mighty Filth that gathers in them, for 
grave Perfons are not afliam’d to eafe 
themfelves in Publick Places. By rea- 
fonof this great Cold, all the Women 
wear Coifs and Caps on their Heads, 
whether they go in Chairs or a-Horfe- 
back; and they have rcafon to do fo, 
tor I could fcarce endure the Weather, 
tho I.worc Icveral Furrs. The worffc 
thing here is the want of Wood ; and 
therefore they burn a fort of Mineral 
dug out of the neighbouring Mountains! 
like the FngliJJ, Sca Coal, which arc 
^oifomc to warm ones fclf by, and there¬ 
fore they only life them in the Kitchin to 
drels viduaisjclioofing rather to bewith^ 
out fire ill their Chambers, and nnra’d 
with Cold. 

My arrival at Peking., gave the 
ty the lame Jcaloufy, perfuading them- 
iclvcs like thole of. Canton, that I was 
font by the I’opc, to enquire underhand 
into all that had hapned in China, on 
account of thcContcll between them and 
the Vicars Apnllolick; and this the 
more bccaufc I was come to Court with¬ 
out the Emperors leave, and without 
tlicir Knowledge. 

IVeHncjday ytli, 1 went in a Chair to 
tw French Jcluits, who live within the ill 
cntlofurc of the Imperial Palace. As 
1 came in at thegrcacGatc, I law a Mul¬ 
titude ot Porters, hanging blew Cloth 
to clofc in the little Allies oppofite to 
the long Court, and broad Way that 
leads to the inner Wall, canfing it to be 
well fwept and clear’d. Asking why - 
they did fo, I was told, that it being the . ■ 

Emprefs, Dowager to litingik' 
the Father of liim now Reigning, all the £mpreb. 
Ladies of the City came to Compl im ent 
her, and therefore all the Paths that led 
to the Court were enclos’d, that they 
might not be leen, and the way was a- 
doni’d as is ufual when the Emperor goes 
abroad. In uiort having been merry 
with the Bench Fathers, as I return’d, 

I faw a number of fine Calaflics, cover’d 
with Damask, and other Stuffs of Silk 
and Gold, in which the Ladies came. 

1 he Fathers told me the Ceremony was 
perform’d after this manner. The Em- 
S s prefs 
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prcft afasefaid, fate oa a high Throne, 
Gemelll. and the Emperor went firft with all her 
i 6 y. Sons to begin the Ceremony, bowing 
ty'VXJ down his' Head, as be knelt nine times 
to tlie Ground. Next came his Wives, 
and Concubines to do the fame ^ next the 
Princes, and Princefl'cs of the Blood, and 
the great Ladies, Mandarines oi the 

Court. This day the Emprefs invites 
the Emperor to dinner, and all that are 
there*; the Emperor eating on a Table 
by himfcif on his Throne. This I deli¬ 
ver upon hcarfay, bccaulc it is not to be 
fecn. 

All the Princes and Mandarines^ who 
are at Court, are oblig’d to perform the 
Em"p?ror ^amc Ceremony on the ift, 15th, and 
on certain 25th day of every Moooi about 5000 
days. of them meeting in the Lodgings, Cham¬ 

bers and Halls, which are on the fidcs of 
the Court, before the South Gate. They 
arc all richly clad, but after fcveral man¬ 
ners according to their Quality, known 
by the fevcral Beads and Birds embroi-r 
der’d on their Garments. About break 
of Day, the Emperor lets out from the 
eleventh Apartment, where he ufually 
refides, and is brought in a Chair by 12 
Eunuchs into the Hall,where he feats him- 
felf on a rich Throne rais’d in the mid¬ 
dle of it. Then an Eunuch kneels be¬ 
fore the Door and fays Fold ^ that is, let 
the Heaven difeharge its Thunder •, and 
prcfcntly the Bell Rings, and the Kettle 
Drums, and great Drum of xhc Palace 
are beaten, and Trumpets and ocher In- 
druments founded, all the Gates being 
open'd at the fame time, except thofe 
in the middle. Whilft the nolle conti¬ 
nues, they all range themfelves on both 
fidcs j that is, thofe of the Blood Roy¬ 
al, and the learned Mandarines on the 
Eaft fide i and the Lords who are not 
of the Blood Royal, and Mandarines of 
the Array, on the Weft fide. Then go¬ 
ing on in this order, two and two, they 
pafs through the Icflcr Gates, which are 
on the fidcs of the greater ; then going 
up the fteps, every one takes his Poft 
according to his Quality, before the 
great Hall in places allign’d to every one 
of the nine Orders oiMandarines^ which 
are writ upon final! Pillars. Being thus 
orderly rang’d on the two fides of the 
Court, facing one another, the noiie of 
the Inftrumencs ceales, and ail is very 
hulht; the Cotais or Cenfors carefully at¬ 
tending, that the Fundion may be do- 
•ly perform’d and every Man do his Du¬ 
ty. Then the Mafter of the C^emonies, 
who ktieels in the middle of the Stairs 
of the great tfell, ipeaks to the Empe¬ 


ror to this effeft. Moft high and pow¬ 
erful Prince, our Sovereign Lord, all 
the Princes of the Blood, and Great 1 ,ords. 
all the Learned and Military MandarineJ 
are here now ready to pay the Duty they 
O'wc you. Then ftundiug up he goes to 
the Eaft fide, and lifting up his Voice a- 
gain, fa) s to them, Pai-pan^ that is, or¬ 
der your felvcs, and immediately every 
one fettles his Garment, and corapofes 
his Perfon. Then he again lays,Sfem»- 
.v/», that is, turn your felves, and they , 
turn rovvards the Imperial Hall. Then 
he bids them kneel down, and fays Keif- 
tea^ chat is, touch the Ground wdth your 
Heads ^ and fo they continue, till he fays, 
Kilaiy that is life. Next he fays, 7 >, 
that is, bow your Arms, joining the 
Hands, and lifting them above the 
Head, then lower them to the Knee. 
Which done, he fays, as you were at 
firft, for the monafyliable Te alone, lig- 
nifics this fort of Oboifa.icc. Having 
perform’d this Ceremony three times, 
they all kneel, and then he cries AVa-r/a, 
touch the Ground with your Heads. 
Tfai-keu-teu^ touch it a fetond rinic; 
Yea-keH-teu^ touch the third time. 1 i.ey 
the two firft times they do it, fay in a 
low Voice F'an-fui^ that is, ten choufand 
years ; but the third time they Qy Kun- 
fai, Fan-fui^ ten thoufand Years, ttii 
thoufand tboufands of Years j for ten 
thoufand Years is the Emperor’s Name. 

This Ceremony being [lerfbrm'd, the 
Mafter of the Ceremonies fiys again, 
AV/at, rife \ Shievenxin^ turn your felves, 
and they turn to one another. Ac laft he 
fays to them, place your fclvcs 

in order, and they return to their places 
in rank and file. Then he kneels again, 
and with the fame rcfpetl fays, Shiaoypi^ 
that is, moft Powerful Lord, the Cere¬ 
monies of this Submifllon due to you are 
perform’d. Then all the Inftrumencs 
ibund again, and the King comes down 
from his Throne, and returns to his A- 
partment. The great Men and Manda¬ 
rines withdraw \ and at the middle Gate, 
take off the Garments of Ceremony, they 
had put on when they came to the Palace, 
which differ from their ordinary Apparel, 
and are much richer *, but muft not be yel¬ 
low, which by the Chinefes is cdunred 
the King of Colours, becaufe like the 
colour df Gold, whicli is the King of 
Metals ^ and therefore they lay that on¬ 
ly belongs to the Emperor, who appears 
in that Habit in Publick with abundance 
of Dragons embroider’d on it.

CHAT. IV. 

The Religions in the Rmfire of China. 


Rtli.'.lon

T Here arc fcvcral Religions profefs’d 
in the Empire of dw«4, according 
to the vaiicty of People in it- To be¬ 
gin with the Emperor, he being a Tar¬ 
tar^ follows the Idolatry of his Nation, 
which as in the main it agrees with the 
Kcligion of the Qnnefes and Japonefes^ 
yet they all difier in Seds, wherein the 
Tartars do not agree among themfclves, 
much left with the Chinefes and Cochin- 
chiuefesy as neither they do among them- 
fclves. This Difiercncc arifes from the 
fcvcral Idols, which every one takes for 
his tutelar God. The Tartars of Great 
Tartary adore a Deity, they call Natagai, 
whoin they Eftcem the God of the Earth, 
and they have fo great a >^eration for 
him, that no Man is wididut his Image 
in bis Houfe j and bcingrplrfwadcd that 
Natagai had a Wife, they place her on 
his left, with little Idols before them, 
as if they were their Children. They 
pay Adoration, and make Obci&nce to 
them, elpedallvwheo thev are going to 


Dinner or Supper, anointing the Mouths 
of the Images with the Fat of the Meat 
that is Drefs’d, and lay fome of their 
Dinner or Supper at the Door, believ¬ 
ing they Feed on it. 

There is a much more Impious, and 11,0 graat 
ridiculous Adoration paid by the Tmars I’rieft, or 
to a living Man, whom they all Lamay 
that is, Grat Prieft, or Prieft of Priefts ^ 
becaufe from him as the Source they re¬ 
ceive all the Grounds of their Religion, 
or Idolatry, and therefore they give him 
the Name of Eternal Father. This Man 
is ador’d as a Deity, not only by the 
Inhabitants of the Place, but by all the 
Kings of tartary, whoownaSubjeftion 
to him in Matters of Religion, and there¬ 
fore not only th^, but their People go 
in Pilgrimage with conliderable Gilts lo 
Adore him, as a true and living Gou. 

He, as a great Favour fliews liimlCit m 
adarknaceof his Palace, adorn u with 
Gold and Silver, and lighted by lemal 
hanging Lamps 5 fitting upon a CuDnon 
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of C! Jth of Gold, on a place rais’d fro^ 
cemelli. the Ground, and cover’d with fine 
i 6 q%. pets. Then they all Proftratcthemfelves 
fiat on the Ground, and humbly kifs his 
Foot. Hence he is call’d Father of Fa¬ 
thers, High Prieft, Prieft of Priefts, and 
Eternal Father j for the Prielh who are 
the only Perfons that attend and wait 
upon him on all Occafions, make the 
funple Strangers believe Wonders of his 
Sanftity. And that he may be thought 
Immortal when he Dies, they feek out 
throughout all the Kingdom for one ve¬ 
ry like him, and having found one, place 
him on the Throne, and by that means 
make all the Kingdom hold it as an Ar¬ 
ticle of Faith (they being all Ignorant of 
the Impofture,) that the Eternal Father 
rofe again out of Hell after 700 Years, 
and has Liv’d ever fince, and will Live 
to Eternity i which is fo deeply Imprinted 
in the Minds of thofc barbarous People, 
that no Man among them makes the ieaft 
Doubt of it, and they Adore him fo , 
blindly, that he thinks himfelf complcat- 
ly Happy, who has the Fortune to get 
the lealt bit of his Excrement, which is 
Bought at a great Rate i believing that 
wearing it atout their Necks in a Gold 
Box, as the great Lords ufe to do, it is 
a fare Defence a^ind all Evils, and an 
Antidote againft all Difeafes j and there 
are thofe who out of Devotion put forae 
of it into their Meat. This living Deity 
is of fuch great Authority throughout all 
Tartaryy that no King is Crown’d till he 
has fent Ambafladors, with rich Prefenfs, 

' to obtain the great Lamars Blcffing, for 
a happy and profperous Government. 
His Refidence is in the Kingdom of Ba- 
rarnola^ or Lajfa., where he aflumes the 
regal Dignity, tho’ he takes nothing up¬ 
on him of the Government, contenting 
himfelf with the Honour, living Quiet¬ 
ly and Peaceably, and leaving the Care 
of the Kingdom to another, whom they 
call Deva^ or Dena \ which is the reafbn 
they lay there are two Kings in Baron- 

'T In BeJunr there is a great Temple 

Umis. within the Palace of thele Religious La- 
ma'%. It is call’d hamoxitn^ that is, the 
Temple of Lama \ and was Built by the 
Father of the Emperor now Reigning, 
out of Policy, and to pleaie his Mother, 
the Daughter of a petty King of the 
Weftern 'tartars^ who was much affeft- 
ed to the Lami^%. On a Hill like a Su¬ 
gar-Loaf made by Hand of great Stones 
carry’d from the Sea, is a round^ower 
of twelve Stories handfomly Built, and 
of a wobderfiil Heighth \ about which 


on the Top are many finall Bells, which 
being fhaken by the Wind Ring Night 
and Day. The Temple is large Built 
in the middle of the Hill on the South 
fide. The Dwellings and Cells of the 
Z.4»M*s are on the Eaft and Weft. The 
Idol on the Altar is like a naked ruftick 
Man, like the God Pnapis of the Anti- 
ents, nor is it ador’d by any but the 
Lamars and Weftern Tman ; the Ea- 
ftern Tartars and Chinefes abhorring it. 
lfivr feveralLama"siaPeki»o, and their » 
Habit is fingular, for they wear a yellow „ 
Miter, a white Gown tuck’d up back- bit, 
wards, a red Girdle, and a Tunick of a 
Gold Colour, and a Purfe hanging from 
their Wafte; fb that their Garment is 
much like that the Apoftlcs are painted 
in. 

The principal Idol they adore in that 
Kingdom of Laffa^ or BarantiUa., is Me- 
nife made of Nine human Heads in the 
form of a Cone j before which they of- 
^ fer Sacrifice, and place Meat to gain the 
Favour of the Idol. They ufe Beads, 
letting one drop every time they fay, 
Memfc^fave us. The Malice and Deceit 
of the Devil has caus’d a horrid and ex¬ 
ecrable Cuftom to be us’d in that King¬ 
dom of Barantula, and that of Tan^ut. 

They chufe a lufty Lad, or Boy, whom 
they irapower at certain times of the 
Year to Kill, with Weapons he has given 
him to that purpdfc, whomlbcver he 
meets, of any Sex, or Condition what- 
fbever. To thole that are lb Slain they 
afterwards pay eternal Honours, efteem- 
ing them moft Happy, as being Sacri¬ 
fic’d to their Goddefs Menipe. The Boy 
arm’d with a Bow and Arrows, and Sci- 
miter, and ftuck round with Banners, 
at a certain tirne appointed by the Devil, 
to whom he is devoted, goes out of 
Doors, like one Diftraded, and running 
about the Streets and pubUck Places, 

Kills whom he meets, and no Oppofition 
mull; be made againft him. In the Lan¬ 
guage of the Country they call him Buthf 
that is, Killer. 

The Mahometatt Religion has alfo made 
lb great a Progrols in China, being 
brought in by theTartars of the greater 
Tartary, who come to Settle there, that 
F. GrimalS told me there were two Mil¬ 
lions of Pe^le that profels’d it. Thele 
cameiothroiIi^^eEaftemT4rv4r/, be¬ 
ing call’d in ^\he Chinefes, to expell 
the Weftern Tanars call’d fherh, whes 
in former A^es Reign’d in Onna. 

The Religion of the Ounefes may be Religtoft 
reduced to three principal Seds. One of tte 
of the Literati, or Learned ', the iecond cbiatles. 

of 
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rvAi.»p of» Lmzm, and the third that of the Com- 
Ce;/ielll. moaalty. That of the Learned is or- 
dain’d, and direcicd to two Principal 
ends, the one the Publick good of the 
Kingdom, the advancement whereof.is 
its whole aim. The other the particn- 
lar Profperity of every Man of them, 
to be procur’d or purchas'd by the Merit 
of virtuous Anions according to the 
diTates of Ilcafon, improv’d and made 
, by Moral Philolbphy, wherein 

they take fo much Pains to advance them- 
feives. And becaufc to honour thofb 
that doferve well (whether it be a debt 
of Nature, as to Fathers, or other Su¬ 
periors, or to thofe who Merit it by Vir¬ 
tue) is very beneficial to the Publick 
the hopes of reward being a great En¬ 
couragement to take Pains; and for as 
much as this is very beneficial to pri¬ 
vate Perfons, Children being taught the 
Love and Refpeft they owe to their Pa¬ 
rents, whom they lb often fee offer up 
at die Tombs of rheir PredecelIbrs,Tears, 
rrefents, the Prayers of Banzesy and 
whatever clfc is proper to honour the 
Duff, and comfort the Spirit: therefore 
all thefe Ceremonies of theirs are Poli¬ 
tical Actions for the good of the living, 
to give tliemgood Inftruftions, and not 
regarding the dead, as if they could be 
bcueficial to them. So that thefe Cere¬ 
monies arc not negledtcd by them, tho’ 
they do not believe the Immortality of 
i,he Soul •, bccaufc, belidcs the Publick 
damage that would enfue, if People 
were us’d to live at all their liberty 
without the check or fear of another 
Life, they would in a great Mcafure 
hurt thcmfclvcs, teaching their own 
Ciiildren not to ufe thofe Exprcffionsof 
Refped and Love to them, which they 
fhould fee them deny their Parents. 

Yet it is true, that the wifer fort 
thinking it intolerable on the one hand, 
to believe that Men and Bealls are equal 
.ns to length of l ife, nay that there fhould 
be Brutes that live longer, fomean Age, 
and perhaps Ibmc more; and on the o- 
ilicr fide not thinking that Immortality 
is tlic natural property of the Soul, but 
a reward of Merit; they have hereupon 
fiyind ont a new fort of Philolbphy, ve¬ 
ry like that of the antient Stoicks, which 
is, that Virtue is a qiial^that partakes 
fomcwiiat of the DivMl^being, able to 
remove all that is coura^ble ont of the 
Soul wliere it refideif, anm conlequently 
the mortal part, and to Subtilize it to 
Itich a degree, that it may no longer be 
in a condition to fuller from that Water 
to which it is united, but not incorporat¬ 


ed,; .and that thus when parted from the 
l 5 oa|, it is united to God, and like a 
Graft fet upon a Tree, has the lame Im¬ 
mortal Life with him. On the contra¬ 
ry, fay tney. Vice, by its natural Malig¬ 
nity and Infeftion, fo corrupts and loads 
theSoal,intangliagit with the Flcfh, that 
it lives by the Flefh, and with the Flelh 
dies, and corrupts. In Ihort thefe L»- 
terati or jleanicd Onnefes arc’ mere A- 
theifts, and believe there is neither Re¬ 
ward , nor Puniflimcnt in the other 
World ; and that the So il freed from 
the Prifbnofthc Body, returns to No¬ 
thing, from which it came, after the 
fame manner as the Wind. And there¬ 
fore they make it their bufincls to have 
the Enjoyment of this World, with lb 
many Wives (which they approve of 
as neceflary for Peopling tlie Kingdom) 
with having the management of the Go¬ 
vernment, and with Riches, which they 
endeavour to gather by unlawful means: 

To fpeak the Truth, it is rather an Uni- 
verficy of Literati^ or learned Men,call’d 
TuciUoy than a Pagan Religion 5 for as 
much as theyhave noTemples,norPriclls, 
norIdols,norSacrifices, nor facred Rites. Thb is a 
The proper Temple of the learned 
is that of Canfuciusj Prince of the Chi- ^ 
nefe Philofophcrs, which Temple by a Affertion, 
Publick Ordinance of the Kingdom, is th:>t they 
built in every City in forae place above have, no 
that where the Schools arc, with extra- 
ordinary charge. I'here his Dilates arc 
written,or clfc hisName on a grcacBoard 
in Golden Letters, withfeveral Statues 
of his Difciples by him, whom the Chi- 
mfes Worlhip as inferiour Deities. Here 
all the Mandarinesy Doftors, and Bat¬ 
chelors, meet every new and full Moon 
to Worlhip,and do Homage to their Ma- 
RcTConfiuius with humble Genuflexions; 
after the lame manner as the ^yEgyptians 
on the firH day of thcMonth 77 jof fo celebra¬ 
ted the Solemnity of their God,Mercary. 

The 2d Sedl is call’d of Litwzjty or The ad. 
of Li-lao-kuny introduced by a Philofb- Sctr‘ 
pherof that Name, who liv’d in the 
time of Confucius. They feign he was 
in his Mothers Womb 80 Years, before 
he was Born; for which reafon he is 
call’d LawzjUythzt iSyOld PhUofopher. He 
teaches, that the Sovereign God is Cor¬ 
poreal, and governs the other Deities, 
as a King does his Subjeds, wherein 
thefe leem to agree with the Stoicks. 

He promifes mighty effcas of Chimi- 
ftry (Whence Ibrae judge him 'to have 
been the Inventer of it) perfuading his 
Followers, that by means of)a certain 
Drink, Men may become immortal. 
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His Difciples alfo attribute to him

GemeUi. Magiek,aad this hellifliArt in a Ihort 
1696. became the only Science of Perfbns of 
^ality, every one applying himfelf to 
it^ in hopes to avoid Death ^ and the 
Women either out of curiofity, or in 
hopes to prolong their lives, gave them- 
fclves up to all manner of Extravagan¬ 
cies and Impieties. Thofc who made 
this pernicious Doftrine, their peculi¬ 
ar Profeffion were call’d Tien-fe^ that is, 
Heavenly Doi'lors j to whom the Em¬ 
perors gave Houles to live in Commu¬ 
nity, and built Temples in Icverai pla¬ 
ces, in Honour of their Matter. The 
Prietts of this Seft particularly employ 
thcmfelvcs in expelling the Devils out 
of Houfes, by means of Exorcifras, or 
faftning horrid Montters to the Walls, 
drawn with Ink, and this with fuch a 
hideous Nolle, that it makes the very 
Devils remove. Thefe naked Fellows 
do allb pretend to the Power of procu¬ 
ring Rain, or fair Weather at Pleallire, 
and of diverting Private and Publick 
Ca amities. This Seft at prefent has 
but few Followers, the other two being 
moft Univerfal. 

The third Sed, is that of the com¬ 
mon Ibrt, or of the Bonzxs^ who have 
Idols, and Deities reprefented in Strange 
and Monttrous figures ^ and among the 
rett thofc two lb Famous throughout all 
the Eatt, viz.. Amida^ and Shiaca. It is 
the Principle of thefe, quite contrary to 
that of the learned, to take no care of 
tite Publick, and only mind themfclves. 
They allow the Soul’s Immortality after 
the Death of the Body, and that it is 
a Reward or Punilhment according as 
every one has deferv’d. They commend 
a lingle l,ifc, and Virginity, lb far as 
to condemn Matrimony at leaft by infe¬ 
rence. And therefore, as there are no 
People of a meaner condition than they, 
fo there are none more Beaftly and A- 
boniiuable for all brutal Filth, and lb 
they mix with one anotfier, worle than 
the molt filthy Animals. 

They tell us this Pernicious Sed, came 
out of Jndoflan after this manner, as is 
found in the Hittories of the learned 
Chinefes. In the Year 55 after the Birth 
of Chritt, The Emperor Mim-Ti^ the 
17th of the 5th Family call’d Han^ 
reign’d in Ooina. The fhape of a holy 
Hero appear’d to him in a Dream, and 
being further perfuaded by the Words 
of qtnficiHS that in the Weft therd was a 
ijoft: not being able to go himfelf, 

%aichim^ and Cuikim his Ambaf- 
ladors, t6 find the Holy Man, and the 


Holy Law. Thefe coming to ar nand, 
not far from the Rcd-fea, and not ha¬ 
ving the Courage to go any further, re¬ 
turn’d with an Idol and Statue of a Man 
call’d / 5 >f, who had liv’d in India 5C0 
years before CenfuciHSj and brought his 
accurfed Religion into China, They 
had been happy and deferved well of 
their Country, ifinfteadof that Plague, 
they had brought the faving Doarin of 
Chrift, which at that time was Preach’d 
by S. Thomas the Apoftle in India. 

The Chinefes embracing this curfed 
Doiftrinc, by degrees fell off from that 
of their Anceftors, which was not al¬ 
together fo Impious, and at length in 
contemning all Religion, arc fallen into 
down right Atheifm. This Matter of 
Idolatry left two forts of Dodrin, the 
one. That all things come from and re¬ 
turn to nothing, which they call the In- 
fei ior Dodlrin, and its followers are 
Atheifts i the other exterior, adapted to 
deceive the Ignorant Multitude! I'iie 
If^rncd, as nas been iaid, tollovv' the firlt 
of thefe, placing all their Happinefs in 
this Life, in the enjoyment of Wealth, 
and many Women, and ruling over the 
People; for they allow the Soul to be 
Mortal. And they are fo fix'd in their 
way, that fome SpaniJIs Miffioners of the 
Order of S. Francis told me, that in a 
diiputc certain Mandarines were not a- 
jhani’d to own, that they neither believ’d 
in God, nor the Idols, but only in Con- 
jitcitts ; but they believe, if they ad jutt- 
ly, God will reward them in this World, 
and punilh them if they do ill. If they 
ever build Pagods., or Sacrifice to their 
Idols, It is only out of Self-intereft to 
obtain their own ends; which if they fail 
of, they foon forfake the Faaods, and 
caftdown the Idols, Punifliing them as 
ungrateful, in not returning the Favours 
bettow’d on them. They will have it, 
that this Matter of the two aforefaid 
Scifh was a petty King, whofe Name 
was San-Ftang^ and his Mothers Mo-ge- 
fiijgiu', who by the means of abundmicc 
of feeming Miracles, drew the Admi¬ 
ration of the People, and endeavour’d 
to be own’d as a God. He dy’d at 79 
Years of Age; and having fettled Ido¬ 
latry in his Life time, endeavour’d to 
promote Atl^sj^ at his Death, declar¬ 
ing chat in all h^c5ifeourfes,hc Ipoke enig' 
matically ; tff^ q things came out of 
nothing,and wouldVeturn to notbing;and 
that there was the end of all our Hopes. 

In this Sea of the Bonzes there feem 
to have been fome Myfteries and Ceremo¬ 
nies of our holy Faith intcrmi.x^, which 
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rvA-o perhaps might be learnt from the Prcach- 
CemetU. ing of the Apoftles S. Thomas^ and^S. 

1696. Burtholomew ^ who fpr^d it towards 
thofc Parts. For they have one God in 
three Peribns represented by an Idol 
with three Heads; a Virgin Mother of 
a God, having her Statue with a Child 
in her Arms; they allow of Heaven and 
Hell, and the enjoyment orPainfuitable 
to the Defcrt; they commend Virgini¬ 
ty, and profefs it \ they ule Falling and 
Pennancci they obferve voluntary Po¬ 
verty ^ they fpeak in praife of forlaking 
the World, and flying to Deferts to live 
in contemplation, or living in commu¬ 
nity in Monallei ies j they pray by Choirs 
reciting fomething after the manner of 
the Rolary \ they wear Prieftly Gar¬ 
ment^ and grant Indulgences. Yet their 
Religion is intermix’d with fo many Fa¬ 
bles and Lyes, that it has fcarce any re- 
femblance left of Chriftianity \ for 
they allow the Tranfmigration of Souls j 
and believe that when any Perfon dies,' 
the Soul continues three days in the 
Country, that it may be try’d by the 
Spirit Tttfun (who is Publickly Expos’d 
and Worlhipp’d on the Roads.) For 
this reafon they repair to the Boozes 
with Mony and Preftnts, carrying them 
Paper for the Clerk, and Mony to Bribe 
the idol, that he may be favourable in 
the Tryal. Thus deceiv’d by the J?«»- 
they offer in the Pagipds feveral Par¬ 
cels of Red, Silver,and Gilt Paper, burn¬ 
ing moft of it, as believing that which 
is Gilt will turn to Gold, and that which 
is Silver’d into Silver, to ferve the dead 
in the other World. After the 3 Day^ 
they fay the Soul appears before the Spi¬ 
rit of the City, whole Name is Chin- 
guao (it bein^ probable that the faid 
Soul has been in the City) who takes In¬ 
formation of what he did in the City, 
within the fpace of 5 Days , during 
which time the Kindred of the Party de¬ 
ceas’d follow the Boozes, that by their 
Prayers they may gain the Judges Fa¬ 
vour, and have the Soul favourably dif> 
patch’d. After thefe Examinations, 
they fay the Soul goes to Hell (whi¬ 
ther, according to their Opinion good 
and bad molt go) and there the Caufc is 
ag^in bear’d over in ten feveral Courts, 
call’d Jen-gHon, the Soul lining feveral 
Days at every one of pMfm, that ac¬ 
cording to the Good ioaEvil, it ap¬ 
pears to have done thwTrkfmigration, 
may be appointed eitner inV> the Body 
of a Man, or Beall. I know not how 
they came at firll by this notion of 
Tranfmigration, or whether they had

‘•'he Druids, who, as Cofar, and luf

and Gold; where Guard being kept, 

Mony mull be given them, as well as at 
the aforelaid Courts, that they may not 
Hop it i for if the Soul falls over the 
Bridge, it remains for ever in the Ri¬ 
ver of Flames, and if whenpals’d over, 
it can find a Flower they call Lienxoa, 
the Fruit whereof is call’d Lmufa^ then 
it will become a Perfon of Wealth and 
Plenty. By thefe Fables, the Bonzes 
get Mony and the Goods of the Poor 
Idolaters; and they arc fo obllinatc in 
their Opinion of Tranfmigration, that 
they lay, the European Millioners, like 
Officers that raife Forces, go to China 
to get Men, and Baptize the Chinefes to 
Tianfmigratc them into Europeans, to 
People our Countries. 

From thefe three Sefrs have Sprung Vaffnnm- 
many others, in procefs of time, and 
an incredible number of Idols, which 
are not only to be fecn in their Temples, 
but in all Publick places. Streets, Ships 
and Honfes^ wherein they alfo imitate 
the t/£gyptians, who were infamous for 
their multiplicity of Idols. There 
were counted to be 480 of the moH fa¬ 
mous Temples, moll frequented for 
their Wealth, Strufrure, and the falfe 
Miracles pretended to be wrought by 
their Idols. In which and the rell 
throughout the Empire , there dwell 
350000 Bonzes that have Patents; and 
if we would reckon thofe that have no 
Patents from Mandarines, they will rife 
to a MiUion; there being within the 
Cityof PehngtstAy, i o66%Bonzjesviho have 
no Wives, and are call’d Hoxam, and Onf, 1. 
J022 Marry’d, as F. MaguUaens writes 
in his Account of Oiina. 

This Multitude of Idols proceeds

The UftPerfecution of the CatholickReligioti ia China, and its happj Refiauration. 


v.rftriiri- IT appears by the very Text of Cou- 
ftinnify in X "'ho acknowledges a fupreme 

i.tei.' ynd fovereign Good, that the antient 
Cij-nefcs knew there was a God. But 
a Stone, or Tomb found in the Year 
1625. in the Metropolis oi Slga»fn^ or 
Samruu^ of the Province of Xenp^ is a 
liinicieiiC I’root that the Catholick Faith 
was introduced and preach'd in that 
Kingdom in the Year 030. by the Sue* 
ccllbi 5 of the Apottics i for the afore- 
laid Stone was fet up in 782. to give a 
brief Account of the Catholick Religion, 
and of the Privileges granted by the Em¬ 
perors in thofe Times to theBilhopsand 
Priells, which are to be Read on the lame.

About the beginning of March the 
Courts were again open, and the Court 
of Rites made a very difadvantageous 
Report under the Petition prefented, 
reviving ail the Edidts which forbid 
the Chinef^' the exercife of the Cln i- 
ftian Religion, and allow’d it only to 
the Eitropram. The Fathers hearing of 
this ill Succefs, went all to the Palace, 
to bemoan thcmfelves with ShiaoUo-jc ^ 
who difmifs’d them with a Promife that 
he wonld Ipcak to the Emperor, that an¬ 
other Petition might be prefented ; the 
Fathers offering to maintain the Truth of 
their Religion. On the 9th the Empe¬ 
ror ask’d the Page how the Fathers did, 
and whether they knew what had been 
decreed in their Caufc. He anfwer’d 
they did, and were come very difeon- 
folatc to the Palace to beg comfort 
from his goodnefi. The Emperor hear¬ 
ing this, laid to thofe about him, 1 
know not what prejudice thefe Chinefe 
Counfellors have againft the Europeans ; 
this is now the third time, ! have ligni- 
fy’d to them it is ray Will, to favour 
them in what they ask concerning their 
Law. I thought the Petition prefent¬ 
ed me a very means to make way for 
granting their Requeft, but thefe oblli- 
nate Men have put me by it, fo that 
difeourfing with the Kolao upon the Re- 
folution of the Court of Rights and Ce¬ 
remonies, I could not perfuadc them to 
have it amended, or moderated, lb that 
I was forced to fign it.

They 
went all four to Macao, to congratulate 
the Father from the Emperor ; and the 
Viceroy of Canton himfclf, by his Ma- 
jeffics Order, went with other Manda¬ 
rines to perform the fame Fiiudf ion, ac¬ 
cording to the cuflom of the Country, 
which is to touch the Ground with the 
head nine times, praying for the Empe¬ 
ror’s Health, with the Ceremonies above 
mention’d. The City of Macao per¬ 
form’d the fame towards F. Grimaldi, fb 
great is the Refpeft paid to the Favour¬ 
ites, and Servants of the Emperor of 
China, not Only by the Subjedfs, but by 
himfelf, who Iwd fent MefTengers three 
times before to welcome the aforefaid 
Father. Thus the very means that were 
to have been the ruin of thcCathoIickRe- 
ligion, by Gods Permifllon, ferv’d to E- 
ffabltlh it the ftrongef. After this hap¬ 
py fuccefs, ail the Fathers, who were 
confin’d in Canton, return’d to their 
Churches, and the Religion before pri¬ 
vately profefs’d in China, and as it were 
by ftcalth, by rcafoa of the Edifts for¬ 
bidding it, is now as pnblickly Preach’d 
as in Europe.

However at prelent they 
arc very much in the Efri[?cror’s Fa¬ 
vour, who gave them a Houfe within 
the aforelaid firft enclofurc, where uuvv 
their Lodgings and Church are build¬ 
ing. 

The 2d Church is in the Eaft quarter 
of the Tartar Gkj, and is call’d Tutantr, 
where F. Sifaro was Superior, who vvelic 
lO be Bifbopat Nanking, F. Antony Tho¬ 
mas of Namttr, a good ;^';^tl1C[nitici.;rl 
being there at prefent, and with him F.

In the third Church relided F. Grimal¬ 
di Superior and Vice Pioviiici.jl, with 
the Fathers Pereira, Rodriguez^ rind Offh- 
tio. It ftands in the fame Ta tar City 
Oil the Weft lide, therefore cailM 
tang, near the Gate Smchimttfn, and is 
Jthc Antienreft and Beft of them all. It 
has three Altars well adorn’d, and a 
good outward Front with two Turreti 
on the fides. The Entperor allows for 
their mainteiiancc fuch a quantity of 
Rice, Oil, Sugar, Spice, Salt, Wood 
(wliich is Icarce in Peking) and other 
things that the French Fathers told me 
it amounted to the value of a ■ oo Le¬ 
ans, or a 125 Fiecfs of Eight Ic c ery 
Father. This and tnc Rent of me 
Shops and Honfes,keeps thei ortugnejc Fa¬ 
thers well enough, without ft.inding in 
need of any Supplies from their Coun¬ 
try. It is not K) with the French Fa¬ 
thers, who live very bare, tho’ they 
have as much allow’d them from France, 
bccaufe it is dear living at Court, and 
tho’ the Emperor fcveral times he went 
to fee them, ask’d whether they want¬ 
ed any thing, yet they out of Modefty 
anfwcr’d in the Negative. It is proper 
here to obferve, that when the Empe¬ 
ror goes to Icc the Portuguefe, or French 
Fathers, they mnft turn ail their Ser¬ 
vants out of the Houfe, and leave all 
the Doors of the Cupboards open, to 
Ihow there h none hid within. 

The Life the Jefuits told me they lead 
there, is very hard and troublelbme, for 
every t^y at Sun-riling, the Fathers 
Grimaldi, Gerbitton and Fmtane are to go 
to the Palace, either to teach the Em¬ 
peror, or to receive his Orders, and 
if any One fails of going any Moi'^ing, 
he is prefentfy fent for, and there "My 
ftay till Afternoon. The other Famers 
are ertrploy’d in making Mafhcmifical 
Itrftrumenfs, mending Clocks, or Wun- 
ning up ana down; fo char F. Grimaldi 

'told 
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C\js^ told me he would willingly change hU 
Gemclli. Life for that of a Gaily Slave, where ’le 
^96. fljould at leaft have fome Hours to rei;^ 
and he further complain’d that the Em¬ 
peror will have the difpofal of all things, 
and even remove the Fathers from one 
place to another, meaning the German, 
whom he brought over, and the Empe¬ 
ror had appointed him to live with the 
French. But he had fufficient caufe to 
complain •, for coming from the Palace, 
on the 25 th of Jane, he fell off from his 
Mule, and his Foot hanging in the Stir¬ 
rup, he was dragg’d two Musket Shot, 
with Peril of his Life, one of his Eyes 
being almoff beaten out, tho’ afterwards 
he recover’d, being cur’d by a Surgeon 
fent him by theEmperor.They do not on¬ 
ly attend the Emji^ror with lb much af- 
liduity, that in Winter their very Hair 
Freezes to their Faces, but the Oiinefe 
Chriftians, for the good of their Souls j 
keeping Chinefe Exorcifts whom they 
maintain, at the Gates of Peking to Bap¬ 
tize Children expos’d, which are thrown 
down before the Gates of the City, and 
are in danger of Death. F. Offorio told 
me, there were about 3000 Baptiz’d in 
a Year, before they are carry’d to the 
Hofpital of Miaa, or a Paeod afllgn’d for 
bringing of them np^ ana he added fur¬ 
ther that there were above 40000 ex¬ 
pos’d every Year, whereof many thrown 
into the common Shore, are ftarv’d to 
Death with cold. 

Chriftans There are about 200000 Chriftians 
in Chine, throughout the Empire of China, ferv’d 
by Miflioncrsof feveral Orders, who to 
fpeak the Truth arc much oblig’d to 
the Jefuits in Peking, who in all Perfe- 
cutions have ftood up againft the Ma¬ 
lice of the Mandarines in defence of the 
Fathers, who are Ipread about the King¬ 
dom looking after their Churches. Nor 
could any other Order maintain itlelf, 
as the reform’d Franciscans and Million- 
ers of the Clergy, own’d to me; be- 
caufe to pleafe the Emperor, it is re- 
quihte they ihould know how to do e- 
very thing, to compole their Almanack 
in three Languages, with the motions 
of the Planets, and moft coniiderable 
Starsto oblerve EclipleSj and' make 
all forts of Mathematical Inftruments, 
asalfo to mend Clocks, and Diftill Wa¬ 
ters, becaule the Chinefes love; the £«- 
ref eons for their own Intereft. And thus 
, sllimiinon is kept up, not only of the 
"F^ers of the Society, but of 16 Spa-

for the Rich Men, and Mandarines do 
not become Chriftians, becaufe they will 
not quit their many Wives. Yet thefe 
Fathers hold faft their Right of being 
Patrons, or Proprietors of the Miflion 
of China, the King of Portugal and the 
Porti^uefe,fvfknng no Miflloners of other 
Nations to go any other way into thatEm- 
pire, but through Lisbon, that they may 
there firft fwear Fidelity to the King 
of Portugd, and yet they are not after¬ 
wards maintain’d by him in China. Nor 
can he fend Fathers enough out of his 
own Kingdom, or much lefs maintain 
them, fb that if the King of Spain does 
not take part in that Millioo, the For., 
tuguefe will make no great Progreis 
there, nor will they be able to hold out 
long. 

The Chinefe Nation is ib fond of it- 
felf, that it looks upon all others as Bar¬ 
barous, and llnpolilh’d. Yet the £«- 
repean Miflloners begin to undeceive 
them by Printing 500 Books of the Law

T H E Interpreters of the Chine/e Hi- 
llory deduce the Original of that 
guat Mouartliy from Fohi^ who began 
hislleign in the Year 2952. beforeChrift. 
He bt ought the Savage and wandring 
Men to iiv’o in Society, whereas before 
they liv’d like Ueaftsi and they having 
afterwards Icarn’d the Art of Tillage, 
;uid others of Jdmium, began to live 
more Regularly in Villages, 
in the Year 2<597,ljcforcChrifl:reign’d, 
call d the Fair Emperor, or ra- 


tlier Yellow, bccaufe he took that Co¬ 
lour, which is allow’d to none but the 
I'mperors. This tLmperor, with the 
Allillance of Tatica, perfeded the Chi- 
7 tefe Period, or Ciclc of 60 Years, in¬ 
vented Mulick, and mulical Inftrumcnts, 
as allb Arms, Nets, Carts, Ships and 
Carpenters Work. By the Invention of 
his Qiieen Luy-fit, he brought up the 
keeping of Silk-worms, and of Dying, 
and Weaving Silk. He inftituted fix 
Kolaos, or prime Minifters of the King¬ 
dom, and compos’d feveral Books of 
Phylick. 

Hoamti Dying, Xm-Hm fhcceeded 
him in the Year 2577, and began to 
build and enclofe the City with Walls •, 
i ivented new Mulick, and brought op 
the Cuftom of having Carts drawn by 


Oxen. 

Xao-Hao Dy’d 2517 Years before 
Chrilf, and was fuccceded by Kue»-Hio^ 
Grandfbn to Hoamti^ who ordain’d that 
the only Emperor on Earth ihould offer 
Sacrifice in Iblcmn manner to the fu- 
preme Emperor of Heaven. He alfo in¬ 
vented the Calendar, and order’d the 
Year Ihould begin with the next New 
Moon to the beginning of Spring, which 
in Olka anfwcrs to the fifth Degree of 
jirjuarius. 

In 2457, before Chrift, Kmn-Hio 
Dy’d, and Tko his Grandfbn fucceeded 
him. This Man had four Wives, 'he ap¬ 
pointed Maltcrsto teach the People, and 
found out vocal Mulick. 

After thefe Princes came thole two 
celehr^d Emperors and Legidators Ta, 
aiid ‘frotn whom the civil Rites, and 
r)olicicfcl|fticutes arc deriv’d.* They

Six of 
them belong to the Learned Mandarines, 
or Gown-Men, call'd Lo-fu, and fix to 
the Military Mandarines, or Swordfmen, 
call’dThe Powerof theft Courts 
was extraordinary great, and unlimited, 
in lb much, that it might realbnably be 
fear’d , left fomc one of them Ihould 
make uft of its Authority, to ftir up a 
Rebellion^ and therefore the Wildom 
of the Chinefe Emperors, has fo regula¬ 
ted their Bufineis, that no one of them 
can determine any affair committed to 
it,withouc the Concurrence of the others. 
Within the Palace of every one of thefe 
fix Courts, there is always a Chamber, 
or Apartment appointed for a Manda¬ 
rine, call’d Coli, that is, Supervifor, or 
Examiner, who in Private and Publick, 
Examines all that is traniaded, and if 
he finds any Error, prefcntly acquaints 
the Emperor with it. This Mandarine 
is neither Subjed, nor Superior to bis 
Court, but only a Cenlbr of their Pro¬ 
ceedings, as was us’d among the 
In China theft Men are call’d Mad Dogs, 
bccauft they are continually biting, % 
the ill Offices they do. 

Prefidents The firft Prefidents of thefe fix Courts, 
are of the firft Degree of the 2d Clafs 
of Mandarines, and are call’d Xam-sMo- 
/i-p«-4MOT-Ar*,that is, firft Prefidentof the 
Court of Ceremonies,and Ibof the cttihers. 
Each of thefe Prefidents has 2 Afteflbrs, 
the firft ^ which is call’d Tfe-xd-am, 
that is, A;cfident of the left hand •, 
•and the othckXeH-xi-lam, thajt is, Prefi- 
den&of the rtgl^, and theft are of the 
firft Degree, of tha 3d Clafi. 

Ttftft fix Courts, feat^dj^ accord- 


is at the fecond Gate, then kneeling and 
lifting up the Paper or Petition with both 
Hands as high as his Head, it is taken 
from him by an Officer, who conveys 
it to the Mandarines of the great Cham¬ 
ber, and they to the Prelidcnt, or in his 
abfence to his Affellbrs, who having 
. read it,Approve or Reject it,as they think 
lit. If Kcjcded, they fend it back to 
him that preftoted it, caufing him often 
to be well beaten for having propos’d 
an unrcafonable Thing. If they Ap¬ 
prove of it, the Prefident ftnds it back 
to the Inferior Court, tiiat they may Ex¬ 
amine the Cauft and Report their Opini¬ 
ons. When this Court has Examin’d 
and Adjudg’d it, they fend it back to 
the firft Prefident, who gives the Sen¬ 
tence, adding to, taking from, or con¬ 
firming cheDccifion of his InferiorCourc. 
If the Matter be of high Concern, he 
orders the (aid Court to draw it up in a 
Memorial, which having Read with his 
Affellbrs, he remits to the Revilbr Man¬ 
darine before mention’d, and he refers 
it to the Supream Court of the Couuftl- 
lors of State, who Examines the Cauft, 
and acquaints his Majefty with it, who 
for the moft part orders the Court to 
Examine it again. Then the Counfei- 
lors of State ftnd back the Memorial to 
the Revilbr, who having ften the King’s 
order, returns it to the firft Prefident. 
He canfts it to be Examin’d again, and 
when brought to him again returns it to 
the Revilbr^ he to the Counfellors of 
State, and they to the Emperor,who then 
gives the final Sentence. This E^ree 
returns the lame way to the firft Preii- 
dent, who notifies it to the Parties con- 
C^n’d, aq 4 fhen the Sute is ended, 
when the Cauft is any of thoft the 
Cjrarts of the Provin;ces ftnd up to Court, 
is Direacd* Seal’d to the King’s 
^nfpedor or Revifor ', who opens and 
Reads it, and then ftnds it to the firlT

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Prefideni:, who proceeds as has brea

169A Did the Mandarinej in Trials and 
Decifions of Affairs do their Duty 
according to the Laws and the King's 
Delign, China would be the happicli; 
Country in the World, and the beft Go¬ 
vern’d i but as great obfervers as they 
are of outward Formalities, they are in¬ 
wardly no Icfs Malicious, Hypocritical, 
and Cruel. Their Frauds and Artifices 
are fo numerous, it would cake much 
time to recount them, there being fcarcc 
any Mandarine free from Avarice and 
>««Con updon; fo that they do not couii- 
der the Juftice or Injullicc of the Caufe, 
but who gives nioft Mony or the belt 
Prefents, thinking of nothing but fatis- 
fying their vile Covetoufnels, like lb ma¬ 
ny ravenous Wolves. 

ihc ift yijg Qf j-jj. Courts is call’d 
its Bulinefs is to furnifh all the 
Kingdom with Mandarines^ and to Exa¬ 
mine their Merits and Demerits, to rc<- 
prefent them to the King that they may 
be prefer’d to better Polls, or put back 
into meaner, as a Reward or Punilh- 
ment. Within its Palace there are four 
Courts. The ill, is call’d Fen-feven-fu^ 
that is. The Court that judges of thole 
that are Qualify’d and Learned enough 
to be Mandarines : The id, Ceo-ettm-fit^ 
which Examines the good or bad Go¬ 
vernment of Mandarines : The 3d, Nitn- 
fum-fn^ which has the care of Scaling 
all pub)itk Atl:s, to give the Seals to all 
Mandarines according to their Poll, and 
to Examine whether the Seals of the 
Difpatches they bring or feud be True or 
Couirierfcit; The 4th Kihlun~fnj which 
has the charge of Examining great Lords 
as petty Kings of the Blood-Royal, 
Dukes and others, whom the Chinefes 
call nittn-chitiy that is, Antieut Vaflals j 
who are honourable for their great Ser¬ 
vices perform’d in War, when the Fa¬ 
mily now .Reigning conquer’d the Em¬ 
pire. 

Couit. I'he -d Sovereign Court is call’d Hu- 
p«, which lignifics the Kings great Trea- 
fury or Court of £.xchcqaer. It has 
the Management of all the Treafures, 
Revenues and Ta.xes, as alio of the Ex- 
p^iccs. It pays out the Penfions, and 
the Quantities of Rice, Pieces of Silk, 
and Sums of Mony the Emperor bellows 
oil petty Kings, great L6fds, Man¬ 

darines of the Empire. It kiceps thellolls 
or Mullers take^ery c.xadlly everj^Year 
of all the Familiffi, Hotifes,ofa 11 the Men, 
of the Surveys of the Land, of the Duties 
it is to pay, and of all the Cuftoms. And 
Vol. IV. 


it is here to beobferv’d thattho’in C^ina) 
there are 15 Provinces, yet in the Pub- 
lick Records, and tlicir common way of 
Ijieaking, they are call’d 14 Provinces, 
and one Court, becaufe, lay the Chi- 
wf/i'/, the Court 1 elides, commands, and 
is not fubjedt, and tlici eforc is not to be 
reckoned in the number of the other Pro¬ 
vinces. Hence it is that among the Su¬ 
preme Courts, there is never an Infcri- 
ouronc for the alJairs of the Province 
of tekinr^ but the firll Preiidcnt rcfeis 
them, as he thinks h't, to one of the In¬ 
fer iour Courts appointed for the Provin¬ 
ces. Thus the Supreme Court of E.v- 
chequer, has within its Palace on both 
lidcs, r4 Subaltern Courts, which bear 
the Names of the Provinces they arc ap¬ 
pointed for. During the Reign of the 
Family before this now Ruling, there 
were reckoned t3 Provinces, and two 
Courts, becaufc the City of Nanking 
was a Court, as well as tli.it of Peking^ 
and had the lame iix Supreme Courts, 
and all others, that arc now in the Court 
of Pehng:^ but the Tartars took away its 
Title of a Court and all its I'ribunals, 
and have chang’d its very Name, cal¬ 
ling it the City of Kiam-nim^ and the 
Province Kiam-nan^ Names it had for¬ 
merly. 

The 3d Court is call’d X.r/w, and has 3d Court, 
the Infpcaion into Ceremonies, Rites, 

Sciences and Arts. It has charge of the 
Emperor’s Mufick, of Examining Stu¬ 
dents, and giving them Right to be ad¬ 
mitted to the Examination of the l.earn- 
ed i of Judging of the Titles .md Ho¬ 
nours the Emperor will bellow on Per- 
fonsof Merits of the Temples, and of 
the Sacrifices the Emperor oilers to the 
Sun, Moon, Heaven, Earth, and to his 
Auccllors. it orders the Entertainments 
the Emperor gives to his Subjeft or 
Strangers, and the Receiving, Prefent- 
ing, and attending his Guells, and Am- 
balladors, and has full Power over Arts 
and Mechanicks, and in fine over the 3 
Religions profefs’d in the Erapire,wherc- 
of the ill is that of the Learned; the 
2d. of Taeftt or the marry’d Bomjes ; and 
the 3d. of the lingle Bonzjes, By this 
Court the Fathers, 'John Adorns^ Lais 
Baglio, Ferdinand Ferbiefi^ and Gabriel 
Magalbaens were Iraprilbn’d with nine 
Chains on their Feet. This Court h.as 
4 Omrts under it. Tliyill. is call’d 
Tochi-fit^ that is. The C^rt of Matters 
of Moment, as for Inl^ce, of the Ti¬ 
tles of petty King^Dukes and great 
Mandarines •• Th^’zd Su-chi-faf or the 
Court that inlj^s the Emperors Sacri- 
X X 2 fices. 
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f.ces, the Temples, the Mathemaiicks, 

Cemdli*. and the three Rcligioas: The 3d, Ciitt-ke- 
1 696. /tf, which Receives and Attends thcKing’s 
Guefts, whetherSubjeds or Strangers: 
The 4th, Chim xen-xn^ to take care of 
Entertainments given by the Emperor. 
Whilft the Chinefes had the Power in 
their Hands, learned Men were chofen 
to fill thefeCourts-, but at prefent there 
are Tartars appointed, who do every 
thing in this and the other Courts, the 
chiuefe Minillcrs being like dumb Sta¬ 
tues^ thus they fulfer the Pnnilhment 
due to their Pride at the Hands of rude 
ignorant Barbarians. Tho’ the name of 
this Court looks like that of the firft, 
yet there is a great deal of difference ac¬ 
cording to the Chhtefe way of fpeaking, 
for the Chara^ers of the firft. Syllable, 
/./, arc not alike, and the Pronunciati¬ 
on differs very much. The firft is pro¬ 
nounced raifing the Voice and founding 
it niri!l,as we mark it with an acute Ac¬ 
cent L/, and 01^ the contrary in the fc- 
cond the Voice is let fall, as if it were 
mark’d with the flat Accent L). So 
that in the firft l-l fignifics Mandarine 
and Th Com r, and both together Court 
of Mandaritns. In the fecoud /./ ligni- 
fies Rices and Ceremonies, and Pit being 
added , Court of Ceremonies. This 
double Meaning is not found among the 
Tartars^ who call the firft Court Hafin- 
Xurgan^ or Court of Mandarines^ Xur- 
^^/iwlignifyingaCourt, and Ha fan Man¬ 
darines \ and the other Toro^Xurgan^ or 
. « Court of Rites and Ceremonies.' 

^ * The 4th Sovereign Court is call’d 

Pirnpu^ which has the Direftion of War 
and Military Affairs through the whole 
Kingdom. It Chiifcs and Prefers all 
Officers, diftributes them in the Army, 
Frontiers and Garrilbns, and all parts of 
Cljina’, Raifes and Excrcifcs Soldiers; 
fills th.c Maga/ines with Arms Often- 
fivc and Defenfive, Ammunition and 
Piovilions, and with all things neceffary 
for the Defence of the Empire. Within 
its Palace there are 4 Interior Courts. 
The iff: is call’dwhich has 
the charge of chufing and giving Pofts 
to Military Alandarines^ and of Exerci- 
ling tho Troops. The ad, Chefam-fit^ 
which has the care of diftributing Men 
and Officers throughont the Kingdom to 
purftic Robbers, and fuprefs Rebellions. 
The 3d, Che-kia-fn^ which takes care of 
all the Empprors Horfes, as well thole 
on thf^ Front^s, and in confidcrablc 
Carrifons, as o^hc others that ferve for 
pQl®i^%s alfo OrK5.c Waggons and Boars 
tbaS^fve to carry P'Ji^ifions and Soldi¬ 


ers. The 4th,has charge of 
cauling all forts of Arms Oflenfivc and 
Defenlive to be made, and keeping them 
ready in the Magazines. ^tliCourt, 

The 5th SovcrcignCourt Is call’d/Z/w- 
jntf which is the Criminal Court of all 
the Empire, it has Authority to pmiifh 
all Crimes according to the Laws of the 
Empire. Yet Reafon, Law and Juft ice, 
arc here fold, and he who gives moft has 
the beft Caufe; this Nation futfei ing it 
felf to be fo led away by Avarice, that 
it cannot be curb’d by fo many Icvcrc 
Puniihmcnts as the Emperor inffids on 
thofe that are Convidted of Corruption 
and Bribery. ’Pum.;. 

All the Courts in Peking examine the mimtof 
Offences of thole that are fubjeft to them Criminals, 
on account of their Employments; but 
when the Crime deferves a grievous Pu- 
nifhment, as Confifcation of Goods, Ba- 
r.iffimcnt or Death; then after acquaint- 
i.'ig the Emperor with it, they fend the 
Procefs and Criminal to this Court which 
^ives tlic definitive Sentence. In tire 
Palace of this Court there arc 14 other 
fubordinate to it, for the 14 Provinces of 
the Kmjurc, as w;is Did of the fecond 
Court. The Proditc of China differs 
much fiom om s as to the diverfity of 
Punifhmcnts, for we bchcatl noble Per- 
fons, but there the grcatell Dilhonour 
cm be done a Man is to cut off’his Head. 

When the Emperor will Ihow a great 
J.ord or Mandarine condemn’d to Death 
a fpecial Favour, he fends him a Piece of 
delicate fine Silk to be Strangled with. 

It being therefore the Cuftom in China 
to Strangle the Nobiliry, and Behead 
the Commonalty ; when this happens the 
Kindred buy the Head and Body of the 
Executioner for an hundred, and fomc- 
times for a thouDnd Pieces of Eight, ac¬ 
cording to their Wealth; looking upon 
it as a great difgrace that the Body fliould 
remain llubury’d, bccaufe this Punilh- 
mcnc is attended with a prohibition of 
Burying the Body, yet the Executioners 
run the hazard of it. Among other 
l.aws obferv’d by this Court, there is one 
cnadted by the antient Kings; which is. 

That when a Criminal delerves any Fa¬ 
vour for fomc rare Qiiality, or Excel¬ 
lency in fome Art (as is alfo appointed 
by our Civil Law,) the Execution isrre- 
fpited till the end of the enfoing Au¬ 
tumn ; that ^e may enjoy fome Grace, 
or ^neral Pardon granted at the Birth, 
or Mfarriage^f Princes, or extraordina¬ 
ry Alteration, or Eafchquake; all Pri- 
foners being derehar^d at fuch times; 
fo'that thofe who are Repriev’d, are ei¬ 
ther 
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tlicr fet at Liberty, or at Icafl: have their 
Cemelli. Liberty and Hopes for fbme Months.

<thCourt. {{■ ims ii,g care of Building and Repair¬ 
ing tile Royal Palaces, the King’s Tombs, 
the Temples where they pray to their 
Auccitors, aud the others in which they 
Worfliip Heaven, Earth, the Sun and 
Moon: It has alfb charge of Repairing 
the Palaces of all the Courts in the King¬ 
dom, and thofe of all the great Lords: 

It is to look after the Powers, Bridges, 
and ail other nccellary Works to make 
the Rivers Navigable, and the Roads fit 
TfrTravcl. In its Palace there are four 
liibakcrn Courts. The fir/l call’d Tm~ 
•vf/-///, whofc duty it is to examine aud 
t'orai the Draughts of all Works that 
are to he made. 1 he Iccoiid Tn-nn-fuy 
to wiioin is foinmitted the providing of 
Arms for tile I lects. The third Tn-xn:- 
takes cue to make the Rivcis aud 
I ...kcs N.ivigaiilo, to level Roads, and 
Build and Rcj\iir Bridges. I he fourth ■ 
Cic-ticti fny looks to the King’s IJoufcs 
aud l ands, which is Ictr cut, and i eccives 
ti.c Rents. 

, By what !i:s been laid it appears that 

■jmi'oai- Sovereign Courts have under 

ti IS (-{ them ^4 inferior Courts, which have all 
thet oiiits their Palaces within the i’rccints of the 
great one they depend on, with all iic- 
lellary Cliambcrs and Halls. Each of 
ihcfe 44 Courts has a Prclidcnt and 12 
Connfcllors, whereof four arc of the 
f'l lt degree of the <jth Clafs of Ma-rtiU- 
i lursy four of the fecond degree of the 
fimc <;th Clafs, aud the other four of the 
oihcdafs. Ill the Court of E.xchcqiicr 
t hey are double the number, as alfo in 
tliat of Criminal Caufes^ every inferior 
Court belonging to thefc having a Pre- 
lidcntand 24 Connfcllors. Bcfidcs tlicfe 
M.tndari»cs in Employment, there are 
others who are of no Clals, and yet are 
filch only by Name, and after fbme YArs 
Service, the Emperor puts them into 
the ciglith or ninth Clals of 
All thefe Courts have Clerks, Cryers 
and other Officers, whom they fend in¬ 
to the Provinces. They have Tipftaves 
to employ in the Palace, MefTcngers to 
cirry their Orders, jailers, Sergeants, 
Cav^hpolcs and others, who baftinado 
Offenders, Cooks to drcfs the Meat the 
Emperor allows them every Day, Ser¬ 
vants to wait at Tabic, aqd a vaft Mm- 
ber of others all kept by rfic Empdror: 
The number herynention’d is to bq un- 
dcrflood, as it was in^thc Time of the 
Chinefe Empcrors, under the Family be¬ 


fore this now Reigning, as Authors de¬ 
liver it^ for now they arc all double, as 
for inffance, the Court that had but 12 
in all before, has now 12 0 )imfts and 
12 Tartars. Thefe are the fix Sovereign 
Courts that govern all0»>7;7,aiid are lb fa¬ 
mous in that Empire; but bccaufe each of 
them of it felf would have been too Pow¬ 
erful, the wife Emperors have lb fitled 
them and order’d their Bufinefs, regu¬ 
lating all their Proceedings, that none of 
them is ablblutc in the Aflairs it has Cog- 
nifaiicc of^ but they all depend one upon 
another. As for Inftance, I'he firll Pre- 
lidcnt of the 4th Court, which is the 
Court Martial, might have RebelPd had 
Ills Authority been liidepciidant, bccaulb 
all the Troops in the Kingdom are un¬ 
der his Diredion y but he has no Mony, 
and rittcr he has the Emperors Order he 
muft h..ve rccoiirfc to the fccond Court, 
which is that of the Exchequer. 1 he 
Boaiv, Waggons, Tents, Arms and o- 
thcr Nccciiarics for a War depend on 
the fixtli Court, to which the fourth mufl 
have rccouricj and laltly, the Horfes 
arc at the difpolal of another feparate 
Court, of wh'ch they mull be ask’d. 

'I'he Mai;i.il AT-'^Jarincs make five ^Martial 
Courts, call'd Vj'uy that is, five Clafles courts, 
or Companies. 1 heir Palace is on the 
right and weft fide of the Emperors. 

The firft is call’d Hai Jit or Rear. The 
fccond Tfii fitov left Wing. The third 
Tclf jity 01 right W ing. The fourth Qmn 
fuy or the main Body. The fifth Chien 
Jit, or the Van. Thefe five Courts are 
Govern’d by 15 great I ords, 3 in each 
of them, of whom one is Prclidenr, and 
the others Afl'dTiirs. All the 15 arc of 
the firft Clafs of Alandarhtcsy blit the 
I’rclidcnts arc of the firft degree of this 
Clafs, and the Allelibrs of the fccond; 

They have charge of all the Officers and 
Soldiers of the Court. 7 hefc five Courts 
are fubjed to a Sovereign Court, call’d 
Jim t him Jit, that is. Court Martial, the 
Prefidentwhercofis always a great l.ord. 

His Authority extends over the laid five 
Courts, and over all the Officers and 
Soldiers in tlic Empire, but for fear 
left he iliouid make ill life of fo great a 
Truft, a learned A/Wiiw/f is appointed 
his AlfelTor with the Title of Snprcaiu 
Regent, and two Royal Inipedors, who 
have an Eye upon all his Adions. The 
number of Mandarines is lb much in¬ 
creas’d, both for the better Cover nment, 
as alfb to reward Siibjed^iac dclerv’d 
well In Aflifting the fii^ King of tj?e 
Family ^icfore this iiOjF Reigning , to 
makehirafelf Maftjji»w thcEmpiyc. And 

certain- 
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certainly the predominant Paflion of the 
Chittefes is the dclirc of Rule, wherein 
they place all their Glory and Happi- 
nefs i as may appear by an Anfwcr giv¬ 
en by a M*nd4rine to F. Aiatthm Riccio 
s Macerata. This Father difcourfmg 
him concerning our Holy Faith and E- 
ternal Blils. Peace faith the Mandarine^ 
leave thcfe Follies, yourGlorjwnd your 
Blifs be all your own, who arc a Stran¬ 
ger •, for all my Glory and Happinefs 
conllfts in this Girdle and Habit of a 
Mandarine all the reft is nothing but 
Talk and Words, which the Wind car¬ 
ries away, and arc things told but not 
feen 3 what we fee is the benefit or ad¬ 
vantage of Governing and Commanding 
others. Gold, Silver, Wives and Con¬ 
cubines, as alfo a numerousTrain, Goods, 
Feafting, Divcrfionsandall forts of Hap- 


pinels. Honour and Glory are the Con- 
iequences of being a Mandarine. I'liis 
is the Hai)pinels we covet, and which 
we enjoy in our great and mighty Em¬ 
pire, and not yours, which is as Unpro¬ 
fitable as it is Invifible and Impofiible to 
obtain. Thus f^xike that wicked Athcift. 

There arc other Mandarines of none 
of the nine Clafles, call’d n-jo-Ueuy that 
is, unfetled Men. There are alfo 0- 
thers call’d F«/w», that is, who find no 
Clals to fit them, becaule their Merits 
are fo great, that they lift them above 
all Clafles and Degrees. Thefo are the 
petty Kings, Dukes and Marquefes, who 
govern in the 5 Courts Martial, efteeth- 
ing the Dignity ofDukes and Marquefes, 
which they have purchas’d by their great 
Services above that of Mandarines. 


CHAP. VIII. 

Of feveral other Courts in Peking, of the fifteen Provinces^ and Citus oftlfi 

Empire of China. 


T he firft of thefo Courts is call'd 
Hdndin-ivent that is, a Garden or 
Grove flourifhing with l.earning and 
Sciences. This Court contains a great 
number of learned Mandarines of preg¬ 
nant Wits divided into 5 CblTes, and 
making 5 Courts 3 being chofen by the 
Emperor from among the new Doftors 
that take their Degree every three Years 
at VeUng.^ for all the Licentiates of the 
Kingdoin call’d Kiugin^ that Men il- 
Joftrious in l .earning, arc examin’d for 
13 Days together with ail poliible Ri¬ 
gor, out of which the Degree of Doctor 
is afterwards given to only three hun¬ 
dred flxty fix, who have proved thera- 
folves the ableft Men. The Members of 
thefo 5 Courts, arc Teachers and Precep¬ 
tors of the young Prince, who is to fuc- 
cccd in the Empire, whom they inftruft 
in Virtue and l .earning according to his 
Age. They write all whatfoever hap¬ 
pens at Court or in the Empire, which 
dcfci ves to be tranfmitted to Pofterity. 
They compofo the general Hiftory of 
the Kingdom and other Books, and 
they arc properly the King’s Men of 
Learning, whom he chofos to be Colaos 
and Counfellors', in fhort, this Court is a 
Royal Seminary. Thofe of the firft 
Court are oA the third rank of Msmda- 
rinesy 'thofe o^ihe focond of the fourth, 
atlU all the othoK^rec of the fifth. 

Havitag fpokc msflte Examination of 
Licenti^es aad the DIcrec of Doax)rs, 


it is proper to deforibe the manner how ,, 
they arrive at the Degree of Batchelors, of uldng 
which is confen-’d in the Cities, and to D^tec^ 
that of Licentiate given only in the Me¬ 
tropolitan Cities of Provinces , as that 
of Doftor is only at Peking. As for 
the Batchelor’s Degree, which the Gb/- 
nefes call Siu^Zay., there is a Perfon ap¬ 
pointed by the King in every Province, 
who goes from one City to another to 
examine the Students, of whom four or 
five Thoufand come to be examin’d in e- 
very City, according as they are more 
or left Inhabited. They arc thrice put 
upon Tryal by as many feveral Exami¬ 
ners. The firft is by four antient Learn¬ 
ed Men who relide in the Colleges of 
Confucius : The focond is by the Magi- 
ftr^us of the City, and only of thofo 
who were thought worthy of it by the 
firft Examiners: The third by the Thi- 
hioy or King’s Examiner, of thofe few 
that have pafs’d the focond Trial. Thus 
of the Thoufands that at firft expos’d 
themfelves to the hazard of fo difficult 
an Undertaking, only a few arc at laft 
admitted to the Honour of Batchelor (hip j 
and fometimes they do not rife to thirty, 
all the reft being rejeded as Unworthy 
and, Incapablci Yet this does not di^ 
raaylhofo thafare rejeded, or put them 
by nieir Studies ; but being ijiur’d 
on by the Honoqr doke to thofo that 
receive the Degree, they return to 
their Studies with more earneftneft,

, 1^96. Afterwards only the able!!; of thofe 
U'VXJ that were graduated in the firft Exami' 
nation of Batchelors refort to the fecond 
for Licentiates, or Mailers, bccanfc it is 
very levcre. Thefe are promoted only 
once in three Years in the eighth Moon, 
which ufually happens in our September, 
and this no where but in the 15 Metro¬ 
politan Cities of Provinces, and fuch a 
ect tain number prehxt, there being a- 
bout 150 in the two principal Cities of 
Peking and Nanking, and more or lefs in 
/jlliothers down to an hundred. The 
Emperor chulcs 30 able Men to be E.v- 
amiuers, of whom two go into every 
Province for that purpofe, and it is to 
be perform’d precifely on the pth, 12th, 
and 15th Day of the 8th Moon. Thefe 
Examiners call two others to their Alfi- 
Itaiice, for they would not be able to go 
through fo much alone. In the mean 
while the two Examiners fpeak with no 
Body, to prevent any Jcaloufy or Suf- 
picion j and they (lay till the ninth Day 
in the Morning to give ail at once on a 
fuddeii the Argument or Theme they 
arc to Write upon. This Examination 
is perform’d in a Palace, about which 
there are fraall Chambers with Tables 
and Chairs. When the Batchelors go in, 
they are ftridlly fcarch’d to fee whether 
they have any Writing about them, which 
if they had tlicy would certainly be Ba- 
Jflonado’d, they being allow’d nothing 
but white Paper, three Pencils, and an 
Ink'born. Having their Subjeft they are 
to Treat of, they are Ihut into thefe lit¬ 
tle Rooms, and guarded that they may 
not Talk to one another. The Theme 
given them to try their Wits the firft 
Day, is four Sentences taken out of the 
vaft Number of them in Confucius his 
Books, that is, out of three of the four 
counted moft Authentick among the Chi- 
ttefes i thefe are hung up at the four Cor¬ 
ners of the Court in vuft black Letters 
on white Paper. Upon them every one is 
to frame a Dilcourfe, not exceeding 500 
Charadfers, which arc as many Words. 
On the 12th Day of the Moon, three 
fcveral Points are propos’d, upon which 
Judgment is to be given, to advile the 
King by way of Memorial. The laft 
Day they dclirc three Cafes in civil and 
criminal Afiiiirs j either afifolving, con¬ 
demning, or compoanding’bctwecn^the 
Parties, as if thoy were giving Ji^g- 
ment n|x>n tJie BcCch. 1 They Labour at 
each of thefe Examinations from break 
of Day, till Night j the Dinner for thofe 


in the Court being provided by the City, 
and very light, that it may not dull the 
Wit. At Night the Compohtors fold 
their Compolitions, and deliver tlicm to 
People appointed to receive them, eve¬ 
ry one Subferibing his Name. Thefe 
Compolitions are tranferibed by Clerks, 
and being afterwards compai’d with tlie 
Originals, are deliver’d to the Afl'dibrs 
to judge of the worth of them, wirlmut 
knowing the Authors, to prevent all Cor¬ 
ruption. Thefe pick out the faeft, dou¬ 
ble the Number that is to be preferfd, 
and the two Examiners chiile one half 
ont of them. Thefe Compolitions be¬ 
ing then compar’d with the Originals, 
kept the mean while l.ock’d up, the 
Owners Names are Publidi d, and they 
thus receive the Degree of Mailers, with 
great Rejoycing, at the end of the fame 
eighth Moon. And becaufe the Tartars 
by rcafon of their Ignorance could I'.oc 
cafily pafs through thefe Examinations, 
that they may have the Degree of Li¬ 
centiates to Capacitate them to be A-fan- 
darines, the Emperor has in their behalf 
brought up the Title of Kien-Sem, which 
is bellow’d for Mony, confiimiug them 
for ever in the Degree of Batchelors, 
and in a Capacity of being Mandarines. 

The Court call’d Guercu-Kien, is the jhe 
Royal School of all the Empire, which School of 
has Care of aH thefe Batchelors and Stu- the km- 
dents, to whom the Emperor has grant- . 
ed fome Privilege to make them equal 
to Batchelors, as delivering the Wine to 
the Emperor when he Sacrifices to Hea¬ 
ven, the Earth, the Sun, Moon, or any 
other well deferving Creature, Thefe 
graduate Students, are of fix forts, 

Cum-Sem, Quon-Sem, Ayen-Sem, Cura- 
Sem, Kien-Sem, Cum-cu, who arc ufoal- 
ly raarry’d to Women of the King’s 
Honihold, to whom the King grants tliis 
Favour, as allb upon account of their 
Fore-fathers Services, or upon occafiou 
of pnblick Rejoycing. 

The Mandarines that belong to the courr of 
Court call Tucha-yuen, or Vifitors and vifitor*. 
Cenfors of the Court, and of all the Em¬ 
pire. The Prefideot is equal in Dignity to 
the Prefident of the fix Sovereign Courts j 
and accordingly is a Mandarine of the 
fecond Clafs, and his firft Afleflbr of the 
third, and all the other Mandarines, 
whofe Dignity is very great, of the fe- 
venth Clafs. It is their Diuy always to 
have a watchful Eye over ine Court and 
all the Empire, to caufe^hc Laws and 
good Cbftoms to b^iMerv’d j and the 
Msmdarines to oMifvc Juftice, /punifh- 
iag their lnferic)% and acquainting the 

Emperor 
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Emperor with the Faults of their Equals. 
ciemthi. Every three Years they make a general 
Viiitatioii^ fending 14 Vilitors through- 
o'lc tlic Empire, one to every Province. 
As Iboa as theVilitor enters the Province, 
he is Superior to the Vicc-Roy, and all 
tlic A/j»ddri»cs great and fmall, and he 
tries or ads the Cenfor over tl^in with 
fuch Rigor and Authority, that the dread 
the Mandarines have of him was the oc- 
calion of that common Proverb in China, 
Lao-xtt, Kicn-rnao, that is, the Moufe has 
fccnthcC ir, and this not without Gaufe, 
tor he can take away their Employ- 
mem s, and Ruin them. The Vilitation 
ended, rhe Vifitoi s return to Court, with 
every one half a Million given him by 
the Mandarines, which they fliare with 
the Prelident and his Aflcflbrs, and then 
give them and the Emperor an Account 
of their ViliLition. For the moft part 
they Accufe none but fuch Mandarines, 
whofe Injuftice, and other Crimes are fo 
Publick that they cannot be conceal’d, 
or the Poor one that could give them no 
Mony. This Vilitation is call’d Tachai, 
or the great and general Vilitation. The 
fame Court makes a fecond Vilitation 
call’d Chun-chat, or middle Vilitation, 
fending Viiitors to the nine Quarters of 
the Frontiers on the fide of the great 
Wall, that divides China and Tartary. 
If the lb that go the general Vifitation 
. make a great Advantage, or rather Steal 
much 3 thefe out-do them amongft the 
Diftributers of Salt. The third Vilita¬ 
tion is call d Siaoc'hai, or the little Vili- 
ution, and is made every three Months, 
fending Viiitors fometimes unknown, and 
in Difguife firfl: to one Province, or Ci¬ 
ty, and then to another, to receive pri¬ 
vate Information againlt fbme Manda¬ 
rine Famous for his ill Pradlices. Belides 
thefe Vilitations the Court every three 
Years fends a Vilitor call’d Hio-gsten in¬ 
to every Province, and another call’d 
Ti-isio into every City, to Examin the 
Batchelors, and Punifh their Infblencies 
committed againlt the People by abuling 
their Privileges, and Punilh them Se¬ 
verely. To conclude, this Court, every 
time it thinks fit fends a Vilitor, call’d 
Shun-ho, to make a Vilitation uj^n that 
famous Canal we have fjxake of elle- 
where. 

This Court Is kept in a vaft Palace, 
and has under it 25 inferior Courts, di¬ 
vided into ClalTes 3 and each of the 
fivcOgj^rtshal^vcPreiidents, andabun- 
Alfeinij^and inferiot*OfEcers, 
wf^jravc particuanNames, as has been 
faia of «ther Courts^hat take care of 
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the welfare of the City. Particularly 
the two lalt Clailes have the Charge of 
apprehending Thieves, Malcfaftors and 
Vagabonds, and to remit them to the 
fuperior Courts 3 to vilit the Streets and 
Quarters 3 and to go the Rounds, and 
keep Watch at Night. The Captains 
of Streets, or Headbouroughs are Sub- 
jeft to thefe two ClalTes 3 for every 1 2 
Families have a Chief over them, call’d 
Faiteu, and over ten of thefe Vaiteus is 
another Officer they call Tfum-Kia, whofe 
Duty it is to acquaint the Court with 
what is done within his Ward contrary 
to Law, or good Manners, and to gjvif 
an Account of all Strangers that come 
thither, and any thing elfe that is unn- 
fual. They are alfo to Exhort the fc- 
veral Families to Virtue, and a good 
Life. 

The Court Ja-hio is govern’d by two court ol' 
Prefidents, who have Charge of the Batchelors 
Learned and Martial Batchelors, to Ex- 
ercife the firlt of thefe in Dilcourfes up¬ 
on good Government, and the others in 
Military Aliairs. 

The Court call’d Cotao, or Co-ia, is court oi 
that of the Infpcftors beforc-mention'd, Infpetlors. 
divided into fix Clailes, as are the lix 
Sovereign Courts from which they take 
their Names. As for lulbance, the fir lb 
is call’d Lico, or Infpectors of the Su- 
pream Court of Mandarines 3 or Huco, 
infpedors of the Supream Court of the 
Exchequer, and fo the reft. Every Clals 
confifts of fevcral Mandarines of the le- 
venth Rank. They are appointed to tell 
the Emperor what Faults he commits in 
Government 3 and they are fb bold in 
this Particular, that they often Expofe 
themfeives to the hazard of Banilhment 
and Death, to tell their Prince the Truth, 
cither by way of Memorial, or by word 
of Month 3 of which there are many Ex¬ 
amples in the Chinefe Hiftories. And it 
has happen’d that Kings have mended 
their Faults, and generonfly rewarded 
thole that reprov’d them. It is their Du¬ 
ty to have a watchful Eye over the Mif- 
carriagesof the fix Supream Courts, and 
to give the Emperor Notice of them by 
Memorial privately. The Emperor 
makes ufe of thefe Mandarines in Afiairs 
of Confequence, and ebufes three o^t of 
them every Year for Viiitors.

The Court call’d Fu-yn^ is that of the 
two Governors of the City of Peking^, 
Thcfe Governors are Superiour to thole 
©fall the other Cities in thcErapire.They 
arc of this 3d Clais of Mandttrmes^ and 
their AlTclTors of the fourth. The firft 
Superintendent of all the Scholars and 
Learned Men in PeJung^ who are not 
yet Mandarinet. The lecond has the 
adminiftration of Jufticc, and Cakes ac> 
count of all the Families, and Souls in 
the City, and prepares the Place and 
necefl'arics toofrcr Sacrifice. The CSant- 
fet call this Governor Fh-Mh^ that is, 
Father and Mother of the People. 

There are two other Courts call’d

Bolides the Vice 
Roy, there is in every Province a Vifitor, 
cail’cl N^an-tai^ or Ngan-yven\ and 
anoilier Officer of great Note, call’d 
T/vw-f ;>»,who Commands all the Troop5 
in the Province. This Man is ufually 
cholcn out of the firft ClaF of Martial 
Mandarines. AH thcfe Supreme Officers 
of the Provinces, have many Mandarines 
under them, who uffift in difpatch of bu- 
linefs. Tho’ every one of them generally 
has his Palace within the Metropolis, yet 
they do not always live there j but 
travel about all the Province, according 
as ncceffity requires. 

Courts of ^ particular Courts of Metropoli- 
Cities. tan Cities, arc thefc that follow. A 
Court for civil Caufes, call’d P»-chimfit\ 
the Prefident whereof, is a Mandarine 
of the firft Degree, of the 2d Clals, his 
two Afleflbrs of the fecond Degree of 
the fame Clafs. This has two other 
Courts, not depending on it, but by 
way of Affiftants. That on the left is 
the moft Honourable, and is call’d Tfan- 
ehin^ in which there are two Prelidcnts 
of the 2d Degree of the 3d Clafs. That 
on the right is call’d Tfan-y^ its Preli- 
dcuts arc equal, and of the 2d Degree, 
of the fourth Clals. In all thefe three 
Courts, there arc many Infcriour Man- 
dartnes., call’d Xeu-lin-quov, who have it 
in charge to decide all Controverfies, 
and gather the Revenues of the Province. 
The Criminal Court is calfid Ngan-cha- 
fu i and its Prefidsnt, who is of thq 3d 
Clafs, has no Afleflbrsj under him, but 
two Benches of Mandarines. On the 
firft call’d are Mandarines of the 
Vol. IV. 


4th Clals y bn the 2d call’d Chien-fih of 
the ytb, both together are call'd Tao-U, 
or Tao Tfan ; and are for the moft part 
Vifitors of all parts of their Province. 

This Court may Punilh Criminals with 
confiftation of Goods, and lofii of Life, 
according to the hainonfneis of their 
Offences; and when there is no Vifitor 
in the Province, it has an Eye over dll 
the other Mandarines., and acquaints the 
Emperor with what happens. In a 
Word, thefe two Courts, the Civil and 
Criminal, ad in the fame affjirs, as the 
fix Sovereign Courts at Feking, and are 
as it were their Subftitutes. 

Every Province is divided into Ter- DivJfion 
ritories, anti each Territory hasa of Piovin- 
darine call’d Tao-U., who is as it were a 
Vifitor, or infpedor of aU that is well, 
or ill done within his Diftrid, and there¬ 
fore he is taken from tlie Court of In- 
fpeftors, call’d whercoi wchave 

fpoke above. It is his Duty , » caufe 
the Governors of Cities and Towns, 
to pay in the Emperors Duties puiidu- 
al!y. 

Ail Cities of the firft Rank, whether 
they are Metropolitans, or not, have a cities. 
Court, in which the Governor of it and 
its Territory prefides, who is a Manda¬ 
rine of the 4th Clafs, and call’d Chifie. 

He has three Afleflbrs; the firft call’d 
Tttm-chiy the 2d Tam-fitonj and the 3d 
daui-quon y all of the lixth and feventh 
Clafs. They are alfb call’d 2d, 3d, and 
4th Lord of the 2d, 3d, or 4th Seat; 
or of the 2d, 3d, or 4th City , becaufe 
the Prefident is call’d firft Lord, firft 
Seat, and firft City. Belides thefe there 
are four Inferiour Mandarines, call’d 
Kim-lie, Chu-fit, Chao-mo, Kim Kiao, of 
the 7th, 8th, and pth Clafles. Enough 
has been faid of the Doty of this Court, 
when we fpoke of the Government of 
Peking All the Cities of the Empire 
bavemch Mandarines', but when they 
are Places of great Trade, or have a 
large Territory, and many Villages de¬ 
pending of them, the number of Msm- 
darines is double. 

The Cities of the 2d Rank, call’d . 
Cheu, are of two forts, thofe of the 
firft, are only Subjea to the Metropolis, 
as if they were of the firft Rank, and 
have Towns depending on them; thofe 
of the 2d, arc Subjed to the Cities of the 
firft Rank, whether they haw Villages 
depending on them or not.^rhe Preli- 
denc of thefe Cities cdlVdjni-chett, is of 
the 2d Degree of theJfth Clafs, an 3 
has two Afleflbrs id Dc Jee of 

the < 5 th and 7tb/CUfles, the firft of 
Yy 2 which 
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which is call’d Oaeu-tum, and the 2d 
CemtfU. CheU’foon \ beiides an other MMnUerine 
1594 call’d Limo, of the id Degree of the 
pth Clafs. Thefc Aft in the fame man¬ 
ner as the Governors of Cities of the 
fit ft Rank. The People call the Cover- 
nor that is, great, or firft Lord, 
and the 3 others id, 3d, and 4th Lords. 
Inferiour • Every other City of the Empire has 
Cities. a Court, whofe Prefident is call’d Cfc- 
kietty and is of the ift Degree of the 7th 
Claife. Under him he has3Afleflbi s,the ift 
of them of the 8th Clafs, and call’d Hieit~ 
chim-y thezd of the 9th ChM-fuiy but tbe^sd 
Tien-fit of no Clafs. Yet if this Man behaves 
himfelf well during his three Years Em¬ 
ployment, the Governor of the Inferior 
City acquaints him of the Superior, and 
he the Governor of the Metropolis ; 
who informs the two great Courts of the 
fame, and they the Vice-Roy. He 
writes to the Sovereign Court of 
dwrinesy they give Notice to the Coun- 
fellors of State, and laftly the Counfel- 
lois of State fpcak to the Emperor; 
who generally makes him a Mandarine 
of the 8 th or 9 th Clafs, And thus muft 
Mandarines rife to a higher Dignity, but 
by the help of fbme Prefent, pro];K}r- 
tioiiable to the Benefit, they may re¬ 
ceive ; and this is the caufc why they af¬ 
terwards fell Juftice. 

^ f kMandarine when oncc he is mounting, 

acwL- always be employ’d, that he may 

rms. commit no grofs Error in his Office; as 
at Jiome the Governments of the Eccle- 
fiaftical State, are given incourfe. Men 
rifing from the Inferiour to the Greater. 
But it is cuftomary in Omms to write as 
many Names of Cities, as there are 
Mandarines that want Employments, 
and then they draw them by way of lot; 
tho’ it is weU known, that he who is of 
Intelligence with the Court lb orders the 
Tablets, that the Name of the Cit^ he 
would have comes up. This Artifice 
does not always Succeed, and they tell 
us of a Mandariney who drawing a 
mean Lot inftead of a great City, and 
therefore being enrag’d for the Mony 
he had given the Regifter, flood up 
(for it is the cuftom to Kneel at that 
time) and falling upon him, beat, and 
abus’d him fufficicntly in the prefence of 
above 300 Mandarines. For which be¬ 
ing both fentto Prifon, they want^ but 
little of bemg Condemn’d to Death, thofe 
Contrafts wng forbid by the Laws upon 
Fain of Oea^ 

Other * Be%(es thoiWready mentioa’d, thore 
Courts' is a (j^rt is alNtie Cities of the Em¬ 
pire,^n^ing oi^refident and two; 


or three Afiefibrs, who are call’d Kiao- 
qaony that is, judges of the learned, be- 
caufc it is their Duty, to take care of 
Learning, and of the learned Men; to fee 
the Batchelors commit no Infoiencies a- 
gainft the People; and from time to time to 
aflemble the Licentiates, Doftors, and 
priviledg’d Mandarines to treat of mat¬ 
ters of Learning in a School. Beiides 
thcle Mandarines difpers’d throughout 
the Empire, there are particular Courts 
in other Provinces, as that for the di- 
llribution of Salt, the Supcrintendancc of ' 
the Emperor’s Revenue and others. 

All the Courts we have hitherto gi-^ Martial 
ven an Account of, confift of ikf^cf Courts 
Mandarinesy but thofe that belong to the 
Martial Men, are more numerous, for 
befides that they arc in all Places where 
thofe of the Gown-men arc, there be 
others on the Borders of Provinces, in 
the Sea Ports, and many more on the 
Frontiers towards T maty. There is a 
new Catalogue Printed every Year with 
the Names of the Martial Mandarines 
employ’d in them, their TitIes,Country, 
and the time when they took their Degrees, 
and the like of the learned Mandarines. 

The number of the learned Manda- Number 
rines throughout the Empire is 13647, of 
and that ot the Martial 18520, in all 
32167 ; which tho’ moft certainly true, 
may perhaps feem unlikely; but there is 
nolefs to be admired in the Diftribution 
of their Employments, their Diftinftion 
and Subordination ; fb that it feems the 
Legiflators omitted nothing that was ne- 
cef&ry, and fbre&w all the incxinveni- 
cncies that might happen. No Empire 
in the World would be better Govern’d 
or more Fortunate, were the Conduft 
and Integrity of the Officers fuitable to 
the goodnefs of the Laws ; but the 
laferiow Mandarinesy Studying nothing 
fb much, as how to cheat their Superi¬ 
ors, thefe the Sovereign Courts, and all 
together the Emperor, with extraordi¬ 
nary Art and Ingenuity, not to call it 
Humility, and Flattery; it is no won¬ 
der the Prince fiiould fbmetimes be im¬ 
pos’d upon with Falihood, inftead of 
Truth; and the People be opprefs’d by 
the Tyranny of Evil Minifters, notwith- 
ftanding the wholefbme Laws. 

All the Mandarines here mention’d, Rules for 
have their Employments for three Years, Oifinie- 
wl^h being expir’d, they rife to others 
betW, thet^ll beliavlour being no hin¬ 
drance, as has been laid. No Man has 
an/ Power or AuthorVy* in the City or 
Province where ne was Born, that Ju- 
ftice may not be wrefted out of Favour, 
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rs-A>0 or Afieftion; but this isollow'diu Mar- 
(JemclU. tial M*»darmes^ that they may fight 
\696. with more Refolution, io Defence of 
tlieir Country. None of them has Ser¬ 
vants, or Officers of his own j but when he 
comes to the Place of his Goverraent, 
mail receive thofe that are olSer’d him 
and maintain’d by the Publick, that they 
may have no Confidents, through whole 
means to receive Prefents or fell Jultice. 
If they take along with them their Sons, 
Brothers, or other Relations; thele are 
not to convcrlc witii the People, but to 
live rcclule like Canhu^ans, The belt 
9^-iC i»» that tho there be lb many good 
Laws to prevent and punilhthe Corrup¬ 
tion of Mandari»es^ fufpending any one 
that receives to the value of lo Taes, 
difplacing him for 30, and taking his 
Lire for 50, yet their Knavery and A- 
varice finds ways to receive Mony lb pri¬ 
vately, that it is a hard matter to Con- 
vift them ^ befidcs that they conceal one 
anothers Faults. 

When a Mandarine's Father or Mo¬ 
ther dies he mull refign his Employ, to 
Mourn three Years, and give the due ho¬ 
nour to thofe from whom he had his Be¬ 
ing i fleeping for a long time upon a lit¬ 
tle Straw by the Tomb, eating for fome 
Months nothing but Rice boil’d io no¬ 
thing but Water, wearing for the firll 


Year a Garment of Sackcloth, the Ic- 
cond of fbme Cloth not (b courle, and 
the third of a better Ibrt; and all this 
time continuing the ufual Sacrifices; 
which dutiful Cuftom the Emperors 
themlelves obferve. 

The leveral Digaitic:>and Qualities of 
lb many Mandarines are known by Ibvc- 
ral ligns. ' I. By the Infcripiions anil 
Titles written on Tablets they caufe to 
be tarry’d before them. 2. By the num¬ 
ber of Attendants that go along with 
them, dragging Staves along the Ground, 
carrying Banners and other tilings. Be- 
lides by the number of Men that carry 
them in their Chair, for four are allow’d 
the inferior ibrt, and eight to the bet¬ 
ter ; and lallly by the number of Strokes 
on the Chineje Drum which goes before 
the Company, for they give five Strokes 
on it for the meaneft Mandarina, 7, 9, 
ti, and as far as 13 for the greatcil. 
It is alfo to be obferv’d, that araidft this 
prodigious number of Mandarines there 
never happens any Conteft, as is ufual 
in Ettre^e on account of Precedency. 
Becaulc, if the Emperor hears of any 
fuch thing, he certainly puts tiicm out 
of their Employments, that tliey may 
decide their Controverfies as private 
Men. 


CHAP. IX. 

Of the Chinefe Chart^ers^ of their Ingenuity and Skill in the liberal Arts, and 

of their chief Books, 


T 


H O' the E^ptians boafl: of their 

_ being the firil who tranfmitted 

their thoughts to Pollerity, by the means 
of Charaaersand Hieroglyphicksi yet 
it is certain the Chinefes had them long 
before. All other Nations have had a 
general way of Writing, compos’d of 
an Alphabet of about 24 Letters, which 
tho’ dmering in (hape, have almoft the 
fame found \ but the Chinefes make ulc 
of aclealt 54409 Letters to exprels their 
Meaningi and this with inch a Grace, Vi¬ 
vacity and Force, that they ieem not to 
be Cliarafters, but Voices and Tongues 
that fpeak, or rather Figures and Ima¬ 
ges, which teprefent every thing to the 
life. 

1 wo forts Thefe Letters are of twolbrts, cither 

fi Chara- Simple, or Compound of ^veral Sim- 
ti/is. plesj and becaufe.ever]r one of them 
(contrary to what/is A^ith ours) is a 
Sign and Image reprefenting fome par¬ 
ticular thing when join’d to another; 

. therefore they arc not to be call’d Let¬ 


ters bat Hieroglyphicks. Another thing 
wonderful in this Tongue, is that the , 
Words are few, and all Syllables, as Pa^ guaje^ 
pf, pif pOf pH, Pam, Pern, Pirn, Pom^ 

Pam, and the like *, fo that taking away 
thofe Monafyllables which they make no 
ufe of, as not being able on any ac¬ 
count to pronounce them, as £4, Be, 

Bi, Boy Bh, Ra, Re, Ri, Ro, Ru, Pern, 

Tern, Norn, Mem, &c. Their Words 
well confider’d in themfelvcs are not a- 
bovc 320, but confidcr’d with their dif¬ 
ferent Accents, they are enough to com- 
pofe a molt pcrfc£l Language. For in- 
llance, the Syllable Po pronounced fc- 
vcral ways Cgnifies eleven fcveral things, 
being as occafion ffirves a Noun, Pio- 
noun, Subftantive, AdjediveyAdverb, 
and Participle j and fo wheny is a Verb 
it may be Demonftrative, Xmperative,^ 
Snbjundive and Infinitiv^ in numbers 
more oriels withtheb.<mfou$i in^ime 
Preftnt, Imperfe&; preterperfed and 
Future. The di''erfe Pronunciation is

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(VAX1 in the diverlity of the Accent, which is the Greeks. Ail this may be underftood 
O'emeUi cither Plain, Strong, Flat, lharp, or by the eleven feveral ways the Syllable 
t Circumflex i as alfo from the Afpiration, Po may be mark’d and conlidcr’d.

, When this Syllabic is pronounced 
with the Accent fmooth and all of a 
l)cite, Po, it iignifics a Glafs ; with the 
fiat Pot it lignifies to Boil-, with a 
fliarp Po, a Sifter of Corn or Rice ; the 
4th with the Circumflex open. Wife j 
the 5 th with the Circumflex clos’d with a 
Point over it, tn Prepare ^ the tfth with 
the Circumflex charg’d and an Afpirati¬ 
on, an old Woman j the 7th with the 
plain Accent and an Afpiration , to 
Break-, the 8th with a flat Accent and 
Afpiration, lignifies, Bow'd-, the 9th 
with the Acute, Accent and Afpiration, 
lignifies, Near-, the loth with the open 
Circumflex and Afpiration, to Water-, 
the 11 th with a clofe Circumflex, with a 
Point over it and an Afpiration, a Stave. 
By this Example it may be ealily con¬ 
ceiv'd how the Chinefe 1 anguage can be 
Exprcllivc, Coirious and Eloquent, with 
lb fmall a number of Monafyllables -, for 
as wc, by the different putting together 
of Letters from fuch an infinite number 
of Words-, fothey joyning, feparating, 
and giving feveral Accents to their Mo¬ 
nafyllables, exprefs themfclvcs as plain¬ 
ly and gracefully as any other language 
that is more in eftcem. The lame eafe 
they have in explaining their Thoughts 
in Writing, by the variety of Accents 
they find in pronouncing of Words fe¬ 
veral ways; like a Mufitian who by long 
Pradice eafily knows at firft light and 
exprefles thcfeveral Notes he is to found 
with the Voice. Yet it is not true that 
the Osinefes ling when they talk, as Ibme 
have imagin’d -, nor that they carry a 
Tablet hanging about their Neck, on 
which they write their meaning, when 
they perceive they arc not underftood; 
and that they cannot whifper, as Ibme 
T’coplc fancy, thinking the Tones and 
Accents cannot be exprefs’d without 
railing the Voice. 

The Chinefe language in the opinion 
of the Miffioners, is the eafielt of all 
thofe in the Ealt -, for if the Memory be 
the mpf^necelTary Faculty for learning 
of if Lan^ge, that mull; be the eafielt 
which has lawell Words, for it is always 
cal^l^ renumber a few thwa great 
mal|^ Chinefe Language is 

comj^’d of onl^^ of Monafyllables, 


whereas the Latin and Creek, have an 
infinite number of Words, of feveral 
Tenfes, Moods and Perlbns -, and there¬ 
fore the Chinefe mull be calie. Add to 
this that it requires remembring nothing , 
but the Accents, which are as it were 
the form diitinguilhing the lignificatioii 
of the Words. The Chinefe Pcopl#** , ^ 
therefore pronounce all things well and 
with eafe, without knowing what Tones 
or Accents mean -, only the learned be¬ 
ing acquainted with them. There can 
be no doubt made hereof when we con- 
fider, that the Fathers Miflioners who 
go into China with only two Years Ap¬ 
plication, Preach, hear Confeflions, and 
write in that language as if it were na¬ 
tural to them -, tho’ they go into thofe 
Parts well advanced in Years; which is 
the realbn they have Writ and Printed 
abundance of Books, which arc admir’d 
and valu’d by the Chinefes themfclves. 

If thofe who are beft and moft ready vv'itofthc 
at Invention, have a more lofty Wit chmfi 
than others, the Ooinefes aredoubtlcfs to 
be preferr’d before other Nations, be- 
caufe they have been the firft luventers 
of Writing, of Paper, of Printing, of 
Gun-Powder, of fine Purcellaae, and 
of feveral other things. If they want 
feveral Sciences it is for want of Commu¬ 
nication with other People -, and yet they 
arc coufummate in moral Philolbphy, 
to which they apply thcrafelves very 
carncftly; and by thclharpncfs of their 
Wits ealily come tounderftand the Books 
writ by the Miffioners, upon nice and 
difficult Queftions in Mathematicks, Phi- 
lofophy and Divinity. 

What Kingdom is there in the World --h-'r 
fo full of Univcrlities as China t There Learning, 
are certainly above 10000 Licentiates, 
whereof 6 , or 7000 meet every three 
Years at Peking, whereafterfevere Exa¬ 
mination 365 arc admitted to the De¬ 
gree of Doctors. 1 believe there are 
not fo many Students in any Kingdom, 
as there arc Batchelors in China, for they 
are counted above ninety thoufend -, nor 
that there if any Country where the 
knowledge of Letters is fo Univerfal and 
Common j for elpecnlly in thefouthera 
Provinces therei is not a Man Rich or 
Poor, Citizen or Pcalant j but can at 

leaft 
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i\.A^ leaft Write and Read. In fliort, it is 
Ctmeili. certain that no part, except Estripty has 
•i 6 j) 5 . Publilh’d fo many Books. 

' The Chinefe Chronicles are as antient 

Antiquity. 35 (.jjg Flood, beginning but 200 Years 
after it and have been continu’d to this 
time by ieveral Authors j by which it is 
cafy to judge what a number of Volumes 
they make. They have abundance of 
Books. Books of Moral Philofophy, which treat 
of Nature, its Properties, and Accidents, 
fcveral others of the Mathematicks, and 
concerning the Art of War; moft inge¬ 
nious and delightful Romances, and Books 
of^Sni^ht* Errantry, like Am4disy Or^ 
Itttidoy and D. fixate ^ infinite Volumes 
of Hiftory, and Examples of the Obe¬ 
dience of Children towards their Parents, 
and of the Fidelity of Subjefts towards 
their King; of Husbandry, of fine Spee¬ 
ches, of delightful Poems, of Tragedies, 
of Comedies, and upon infinite other 
Subjccis too tedious to relate. The mofl: 
wonderful thing is to fee with what eafe 
they Compofc them, which is fucb, that 
there is iuJicc any Doftor or Licentiate 
but Pnblilbes one or two W'orks. They 
rhyfid. alfb Exert their Wit in Phylick, where¬ 
of they have writ excellent Treatifts. 
Truc'k is, they pretend todifcover much 
by the Pulie, as to know the Diitemper, 
and apply the proper Remedies j but I 
cannot be perfwaded it is (b much as F. 
Daniel Bamli magnifies it in his Hilbory 
ipcNavar- 3- Psg,6z{:T6i *, where 

rctc. he fays that the Chinese Phyficians never 
ask the Patient any Queftions of his jme- 
fent Condition, nor how it has been with 
him fince be fell Sicl^ which they would 
look upon as betraying their Ignorance \ 
but taking theiickPerlbnafide, they feel 
bis Pulic with great Attention for about 
half an Hoar; and by the Diverfi^ of 
its irregular Motions, which they nicely 
dilceru, cheydilcover, conceive and de¬ 
clare all that has happen’d co the Patient 
till then Day by Day, and fbretel what 
will befal him; wherein, as the Father 
fays, they far out-do our PhyCcians of 
Eutepe. This indeed is a notable way of 
pradtifing Phyfick, and not Hkiman, bat 
prophetick, and Divine. In Europe there 
are Schools where Phyfick is caught, but 
in CHiaa there is none ■, and if a Son ha- 
vlf]^ learn’d it of his father, finds not 
liis Account la it, heleaves^it, and takes 
to a more profitable Trade) for the dw- 
ntfes arc Expert at every tMhg. WIn$ 
J can affirm ior aO^tainty is. 'Vhar tlieft 
Phyficians as mucif betier than ours os 
they ar^ 'Ihua wkb all poirtbleDlligeaco 
the takii^ Charge of die Cure of Afca* 


darinesy and great Lords; for if any one 
Dies under their Hands, the Kindred 
Beat him to Death j and the Experience 
they have of their Skill raake? them ra¬ 
ther put themfelves into the Hands of ah 
European Surgeon, tiun cf the belt of 
them. As a Proof hereof, 1 law a Sur¬ 
geon of Macaoy whilll 1 was at Cantogy 
going up to Court into the Emperor’s 
own Service, having been employ’d by 
him before, and being gone then with 
his Leave co fee his wife j and if the 
Chinefes were fuch PrO[)Iiets, and E/cu^ 
Upms\ I do not think the Emperor him- 
Iblf would feek after Europeans. F. Bar^ 
toU adds, That their great Cure is Fall¬ 
ing, keeping the Patient 7, 14, and even 
to 20 Days without giving him the Icaft 
Moriel of Suftcnance, but as much Wa¬ 
ter as he will Drink, and two, three, or 
four times, the Juice of Pears. I fancy 
if F. BartoU had !)cen lb faded but fix 
Days, he had not been able to Publifli 
fo manychoife Woiks^ and the Chinefes 
arc Flclh and Blood as we are, and of a 
much tendc.-er Conftitution. 1 ; is alfo 
to be obforv d. That tlit Ch/ne/e Phyficians 
at the fame time play the A))othccaries; 
and wherever they go, their Servant car¬ 
ries their Drugs aftet them. If they are 
not call’d a fcomd time, they never re¬ 
turn -y for the Patient is frei. to make ufe 
of any other without Aliro;uing them. 
They are paid for the Medicine, not for 
the Viiit, and therefore to latisfy their 
covetous Difpolition they never omit to 
Purge, tho’ there be no occafion for it j 
applying Stones, Seeds, Roots, Herbs, 
Leaves, Bark, and other Simples, where¬ 
of they get the Knowledge in Books, 
where they are dmwn, and their Virtues 
deforib’d. _ la this Partknlar they folbw 
the Aphorifins of an antient EmpertM- of 
theirs, wto was an excellent ^tanill, 
and Phyfician, Ihs Name Jenti. Scarce 
any of them lets Blood in the mod foorch- 
ing Fevers. Such 1 $ the Arc of the wife 
Phyficians of china ; but the Mad ones 
are. much more NumercMis, and a chou- 
fand time more in Roqueft. Thefe Boaft 
of a wonderful Secret they have, to make 
old People young at any Age wbatfo- 
ever; others to make them Immortal, 
and fo they go about felling their Anti¬ 
dote agaiod Death. It is not only the 
fimple ignorant People that^cacdi’d 
in this Mfo Trap, hue the/vifed and 
rood Lear^ who p-ladfig all their 
Happlaell in this World^urchafo that 
jpreootwLiQWratayai^xpence, which 
they trope wiMmake^tlkmfmmoitaf, and 
often deceiv’d, yet they never fail 

to 
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to be eiifiiar’d again, inlbmuch, that to 
avoid Death, tht> Deftroy themfelvcs 
iii the Prime of their Age. 

Among the reft the Chimfes have five 
Books, call’d Vkim^ or the five Writ¬ 
ings, held in as great Veneration among 
thlm, as the Holy Scripture is among 
IT... The fii ft of tlIt. m is call’d Xm-Xitn^ 
that is, the Chvoniclc of the five antient 
Kings • the three laft whereof were 
Heads of three federal Families, that 
Reign’d :rooo Years, almoft double the 
time of the nineteen lollowing Families, 
including that of the Tmars now Reign¬ 
ing. The firft of thefc Emperors Name 
was Tao^ who according to their Hifto- 
ries began his Reign 4057 Years ago, or 
500 Years after the Flood, according to 
the Chronology of the Scftnagint. This 
Prince and Onntft Law-giver, perceiving 
that his Son was not duly qualify’d to 
Govern (for as the Chinefes tell us, Vir* 
tue was then regarded above any thing) 
he chofc for his Companion, a bubjeft 
whole Name was w horn at his Death 
he dctlar d Emj;cror, leaving him l.is 
two Daughters for Wives. 

the fecond Emperor is highly 
commended in the afoivlaid Book for 
his Virtue, and particularly for his Obe¬ 
dience to his Father, a.nd Love to his 
Brother. 

r», the third Emperor, having ferv’d 
his Predeceflbr Xuh faithful!y, was by 
him at his Death declar’d his Succtlfor, 
not regarding his own Son, who was 
not fo fit to Govern. This Man during 
his Predetenbr’s Reign employ’d himfelf 
in draining the Waters of the Flood, 
which then covet’d part of the Plains of 
China *, which the Chinefes call’d Xum~ 
Xniy that is, great Deluge of Waters. 
The fuccccding Emperors, rnl’d by right 
of Inheritance, not of ElcSion, till the 
Emperor A 7 >, a cruel Man, and laft of 
this firft Royal Family. 

The fourth Emperor was Gb/m-ram, 
fprung from the fecond Family. He 
took up Arms ag.iinft the Emperor A/V, 
and pofleft'd imfclf of the Empire. In 
his time there was a Dearth of (even 
Years, during which time no Snow, nor 
Rain fell, the Springs, and Rivers were 
almoft dry’d up, the Earth became Bar¬ 
ren, and fo of Confcqucnce there follow’d 
Fanjinev?nd Plague. In this Diftrcls the 
Emperor N^uitting his Palace and Royal 
ftobes, clac^ bimlelf in Skins, and pro¬ 
bating himlejtf on a Hill caliid SamUnty 
offerwg up thiyt^^er to Heaven. Lord^ 
if thy Peo^ have^ended thee^ Pnnijh 
them ttotj oecaafe they have done it withont 


knowing what they did j rather pMnifli wf, 
who here offer my felf np as a f^ilHm^ to 
fujfer all your Divine Jujlice jhall think fir. 

No fooner had he done fpeaking tlicfc 
Words, bnt on a fudden the Sky was 
cover’d with Clouds, which pour’d down 
fo much Rain, as fbificed to Water all 
the Lands of the Empire, and caufe all 
forts of Fruit to grow in a fliort time. 

The Line of that Empefor Chim-Tam 
Reign’d above 600 Years, till the Em¬ 
peror who was Cruel like Kie. 

When the Chinefes call a Man a A 7 >, or 
a Obf«, it is as if among us wc>l hau.UL 
call him a Ntro^ or a Domitian. 

The fifth Emperor was Vu-vam^ who 
overthrew Om in Battle, arid pofTefs’d 
himfelf of the Empire. He having a 
wife and virtuous Brother, made him 
King of the Kingdom of Lu (at prcfciic 
contain’d within the Province of Xantnng) 
and d>ing left him Governor of the Em¬ 
pire, during his Son’s Minority. To him

It plainly 
appears how lharp witted the Chinefes 
are, and how much they exceed the Eu¬ 
ropeans in Ingenuity, in that the later, 
as fome Authors will have it, learn’d 
of them the Art of Printing, of making 
Paper, of uling the Load-Hone, of call¬ 
ing Cannon, and making Powder for it. 
To return to their Mechanicks, they are 
moll excellent Workmen ac engraving 
on precious Stones or Criftal, or ac 
cutting them in Relief; and i orher 
Works of admirable Curiolity^hey al- 
fb make Watches, having f9>4nd out the 
Art by feeing ours; and nyift exaS Spes 
dacles for’all Ages. A^tbr the Matter

1696. no way agreeable to curious Workman* 
Ihip i all the Study of the Chinefes is to 
make their Work look fine, becaufc the 
Buyers are very fparing in theirExpences; 
but if the Reward were fuitable to the 
labour, they would do Wonders. There 
are none like them for cleanling and 
whitening Wax, as well the common 
6 ccs*wax, as another fort peculiar to 
them, which is gather’d from certain 
Worms upon the Trees; and another 
which drips from the Body, or is fqueez’d 
from the Fruit of certain Plants, but 
this is not fo fine as the others. The 
very Butchers fliew their Dexterity, for 
when they kill Hogs, they artificially 
force a great deal of Water into all parts 
of the Carkas through the Veins of the 
Feet, that they may weigh the more. 

They Weave excellent Stuffs of Pa¬ 
per, Silk, and Gold, Plain, or Wrought, 
like Sarcenet, Tafiety, Sattin, and Vel¬ 
vet •, and in the Figur’d the Birds, Bealls, 
Flowers, or what clfe they ])lcaie is lb 
Artificial that it looks like Embroidery, 
tho’ it be but plain Weaving. The worft 
is they have no good Draughts, and their 
Figures are all l^nie. They know not 
how to Paint in Oil, but only with a fort 
of Varnilh they have ; nor can they Sha¬ 
dow regularly, becaufe they do not take 
a fettled Light, and according to it dif- 
pole their darker or brighter Colours as 
they ought to do •, nor can they tell how 
to temper and mix Colours. But they 
Work to a prodigy inCarviiig, even upon 
the harden Stone, making molt delicate 
Works cut through, as Flowers with all 
their perfefl Leaves diltinft, and Chains 
all of one piece of Marble, with every 
Link loofo, wrought by dint of incredi¬ 
ble Patience, and other fuch like Extra¬ 
vagancies. They alfo underftand Call¬ 
ing, even of Statues like Giants, where¬ 
with they chiefly adorn their Temples; 
but tho’ they are beautiful for the Gold 
they arc adorn’d with, they arc very 
niilhapen. There arc Twelve of thefo 
in the Province of ffenan, which Hill 
Hand upright on their Pedellals, after 
I Boo Years lince they were let up. They 
aft Iron, and make many more ufcs of 
it than we do; and tho’ the great Guns 
they Gaft be rough, and irregular, yet 
they dclentt Commendation for having 
invented tflwn, and Powder; with 
which they m^e moll adroir|ble Fire¬ 
works; and thV^quantity they confume 
after Vbis mannerSs fo great, that F. 
Matthew RicciQ Judg’d what he faw Ipent 


in one of the two greateft Cities at the 
Feaftof the New Year, would have ferv’d 
to have maintain’d us inWar tliree Years; 
which Feaft being Celebrated in all Parts 
with equal Joy and Solemnity, we mull 
own that what he law was bnt the leaft 
part of the vaft Quantity burnt through- 
out all the Kingdom. 

Asconcerning the Chimfe Architedure, Archite- 
it is Regular, and has certain Rule and 
Method; as appears by their antient strutiuves. 
Books of their excellent Mailers now Ex¬ 
tant, and much more in the Strutfturcs 
to be leen, fo Great and Beautiful that 
they may more than Vie with thiUMB 
much celebrated antient RemoH Buildings; 
belides that the number is every where 
imcomparably greater. As for arch’d 
Bridges over royal Rivers, and great 
Arms of the Sea, they arc ftupendious, 
cither for the Matter or Workmanlhip. 

One of the great Works of the Giinefet 
is the Towers, whether thofe that are 
defign’d to Eternize the Memory of fomc 
Men accounted Hero’s among them for 
their excellency in Learning, or SoldicryJ 
or thofe that are only for Ornament 10 
the Cities, Royal Palaces, Bridges, a id 
other publick Strudures; or thofe Con- 
focrated to fome Idol, as the two lb 
much celebrated which are on the fide 
of the Temple of the Idol Fe: They are 
certainly wonderful for the finenefs of 
the Marble they are made of; for the 
equal Beauty and Majefty Art has con- 
ferr’d on them; and for their incredible 
height, each of them being an hundred 
and fix and twenty Pcarcbes high. But 
thofe areStupendions beyond all chat can 
be Exprefs’d, which are built by any 
City, upon a vain Opinion, that they 
will preferve them from all Dilafters, 
and make them as Happy as may be, fo 
they be feated, and begun to be Built in 
a fortunate Place, and moment of Time; 
according to the af^intment of their 
Diviners who profels this Art. 

The Otinefe Mufical inftruments whol- Mufick. 
ly diflcr from ours as well in their ftiape, 
as the manner of Playing on them. And 
not to fpcak of thofe made of Stone, 

Brafs, and of Skins extended after feve- 
ral manners; they have feme of one on¬ 
ly Siring, of three, and of feven, whF h 
are their Luces, and Violins; and ano¬ 
ther moll ancient fore, partly like oar 
Harp; but„their Strings are not fmall 
Guts, norfof Metal, but of raw Silk 
twilled. In their lefs^ble fort of Wind 
Mufick it may 6e lard they mve fome 
Excellency; if there can be aW Excel¬ 
lency in a fort of Mufick, wbi^i has not

Cemelli. of Time, or Notes nor knows any 
> 1696. Rules of Concord, and Harmony, or the 
dilftrcnce of Treble, Alt, Tenor, Bafe, 
and other Varieties which compole the 
Delight of Muiick. So that fometimes 
an hundred Mulicians are heard keeping 
the very fame Tone, and never parting 
from the fame Note.

Art of Navigation is one of the 
greateft Honours of the Chinefe Nation. 
They invented the Sea-needle, or Com- 
pafs (for in China in the Iron Mines is 
the beft I.oad-ftone in the World) and 
by the help of it their Kings conquer’d 
dillant Iflands in that Archipelago j as 
ftill appears by the Memory there re¬ 
maining of the Chinefe Domination. 

They Write like the Hebrews from the 
right Hand to the left, and the Lines do 
Vot go a-crofs bor from the top of the 
beaf to the bottom. Their Paper is ex- 
tttamly thin, and yet they Write with 
t^wholc Filt, after a manner, very 
unlnndy to us, but ealy to them that are 
us’d to it. The Ink they ule is not Li¬ 
quid, but Lamp-black made into a Pafte 
with Gum-water, which they dry in 
Cakes as long as a Man’s Finger. When 
they would Write they rub it on a hard 
Stone, which is their Ink-horn, with a 
few drops of Water, more or lefs, as 
they have occafion, and then ufe it with 
a fine Pencil. 

They do not Print like os, but in 
Stone or Wood, as follows. The Com- 
pofition being writ out in excellent fair 
Charaders, which they Value themlelves 
upon, the Paper which is extraordinary 
thin and traufparent, is pafted on a 
Board of Pear-tree, or Apple-tree, as 


ffflooth as pollible may bej with the 
Writing next the Board, that when 
printed the Letters may come right a- 
gain. Then the Gharaders are cut with 
a fmall Tool or Pen-knite, fo that their 
Lines may rife, and the Wood about 
them be lower than they; as among us 
the Cuts are made on Wood for Printing. 
Nor does this require great labour, or 
much Time, but it is done n, ’ b fooner 
than our Printers can Compofe;.t.i; Cor- 
red. The Price of Cutti.ig is fo fmall, 
that Volumes are Printed for a fmall 
Matter. After Printing the Boards are 
return’d to the Author, betaufe they are 
his, and he Pays the Cutting o!' them. 

It is alfo us’d fometimes to Print with 
Stone, but the Method Is quite co.ncrary 
to the other, for the Ch r-^ers are Cut 
in, and the Superfit';.b .;.e Stone re¬ 
mains above them, andtnerefore the Ink 
being laid upon the Stone when it runs 
thiough the Prefs, the Paper remains 
Black, and the Charaders White i but 
they mnfl be pretty large, otherwife 
they would be confus’d. Thus the Print¬ 
ing of China is unlike to, and worfo than 
ours; for their Letters made of fo many 
Oalhes, Knots, and crooked Lines can¬ 
not be exprefs’d in fo final! a Figure as 
ours, who have fome fb fmall, that a 
great Work may be brought into a fmall 
Volume. As for the Paper, they out¬ 
do us in largenefs of Sheets, I having 
feen fome as big as Sheets for Beds, and 
ail throughout of an equal Finenefs; but 
they are not of equal Whitenefs; be- 
lides, that they are of fo little Subfiance, 
and fo thin, that they are not Printed 
on both fides, becaufo the Chara^ers 
appear quite through. Some is made of 
Silk; another fort of Cotton fleep’d, 
and reduced to a Paile; another of the 
Pith of certain Canes, and of other 
Trees, but they are not lafling.

able, for they do not carry by ftrength of 
Arm, or on their Backs, as is us’d among 
us; but fallen the Burden with Cords, 
or Hooks in two Baskets, which they 
afterwards hang at the ends of a piece 
of Wood made fniooth and fit for the 
purpofe, they lay over their Backs like 
a pair of Scales to BalJance, and fo car¬ 
ry with much £alc. This is no other 
than as a common Yoke us’d among us 
to carry Buckets. 

Divifionof If* every City of the Empire there are 
th'? Night, two Towers, the one call’d of the Drum, 
how they and the other of the Bell, which ferve 
firikp It. fop [1^0 Centincls to llrikc the Hours in 
the Night. The Cbinefes divide the Night 
into five part?, either greater, orfinaller 
as they are longer, or foorter. At Night¬ 
fall the Centincl gives fcveral Strokes 
upon the Drum, and the Bell anfwers, 
after the fame manner : I'hcn during 
the firil Diviiion, the one Centincl llrikes 
a linglc Stroke on the Drum, and the o- 
ther anfwers with one on the Bell *, after 
about a Minute they both ftrike .again 
on the Drum and Bell, and fo continue 
till the fecond part of the Night begins. 
I’hcn they begin to give two Strokes, 
and lb hold on till the third part -, fo in 
the third they give three, in the fourth 
four, and in the fifth five. At break of 
Day they redouble their Strokes, as they 
did at Night-fall. Thus whenfoever a 
Man Wakes, in any part of the City, 
he hears the Sign (provided the Wind 
docs not hinder) and knows what a Clcxik 
it is. Within the King’s Palace in Pe- 
hng there is a great Drum in a Tower, 
and in another a large Bell of a plealant 
and harmonious Sound, and in thole of 
the City a great Bell and a Drum fifteen 
Cubirs Diameter. They have found out 
a Method to mcafure the parts of the 
Night which well agrees with their won¬ 
derful Ingenuity. I’hey make a fort of 
Pafte c^hc Duft of a certain fort of 
Wood Learned and Rich Men of 
Sandal, Rgle-wood, and others that are 
Odoriferous) and of this P^pltc they 
make Sticks of feveral forts, drawing 
theiBjihrough a Hole, that they may be 
of an equal thicknefi. They commonly 


or three Spans Diameter, and will laii; 
one, two, or three Days, or more, ac¬ 
cording as it is in thicknefs. There arc 
of them in the Temples tliat latt 10, 20, 
and 30 Days. This thing is hung up by 
the Center, and is Lighted at thoi Lmyor 
end, whcuce the Fire gently and infen- 
iibly runs round all the Coil, on which 
there arc generally five Marks to diftin- 
guilh the five parts of the Night. This 
Method of mcafuring Time is fo exact 
and true, that they Icarce ever find any 
confidcrablc Miftake in it. The Learned, 
Fravellers, and all Others, who will rife 
at a certain Hour to follow their Buii- 
nefs, hang a little Weight at the Mark 
that Ihews the Hour, they have a niiuu 
to rife at, which when the Fire comes 
thither drops into a Braii. liafon fet und'.r 
it, and fo the Noife of it falling Av^ 
them, as our Alarum Clocks do;' but 
with this difference that their Invention 
is more cafy, and one that will lail 24 
Hours docs not colt above a Grain of 
Naples Coin, whereas our Clocks are 
made of feveral Wheels, and fo Dear, 
that only the Rich can Purchafe them. 

Navigation is univcrlal throughout all Navl;Ta. 
the Empire; for there is Icarce any Ci- bon 
ty, or Village (cfpecially iiitheSoiithern 
Provinces) but enjoys the Convcniency 
of fome River, Lake, Canal, or Arm of 
the Sea that is Navigable; fo that there 
are no fewer People on the Water, than 
on the Land. It is no lefs pleaiani than 
wonderful to fee wherever there is a Ci¬ 
ty on the Land, another of Boats is on 
the Water. When Vcflels fet out early 
in the Morning, or come in late at Night, 
they pafs for fome Hours among multi¬ 
tudes of Boats on both fides of the Ri¬ 
vers. Some of thefo Ports arc fo much 
frequented, that it takes up half a Day 
to get out a-crofs the Boats; and there¬ 
fore it may be faid there arc two Em¬ 
pires in Chinaf one on the Land, tne o- 
ther on the Water. Thefe Boats ferve 
the Owners^fnftead of Houfes, who are 
Born and Bred, and Die in them, and 
thvrc they Drefs the^r Meat, keep Cats 
and Dogs,and bveed Swine, Hejfs, Ducks, 
amd Geefe. 

There , 
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There are fcveral Ibrts of Boats great, 
Cemelli. and foiall, for the Emperor, Mmda- 
i6p6. riaes. Merchants and common Sort. A- 
moiig the Emperor’s Boats, thofe they 
call Ct-chnea^ ferve to carry Mandannes 
to, and from their Employments. They 
arc built like our Caravels j but lb Lofty, 
and lb curioully Painted, el^cially the 
Cabbin where the Mandarine lies, that 
they look more like Strudlures provided 
for Ibmc publick Solemnity, than com¬ 
mon Boats. Thofe they call Ltam-Qimn^ 
that is, Boats appointed to carry all Ibrts 
of Provifious from the Provinces to the 
Cp/JWi are not fo large, and to the Num¬ 
ber of 9999. The Vanity of that Na- 
tiojj iiiadc them not add one more to make 
up 10000, bccaulc this Number is writ 
with only two Chinefe l,ctters, and 
/ nw, which have nothing that is great 
and magnificent either in Writing or

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to l)c us'd to exprefs lb great a multitude 
of Boats. The third fort of the Empe¬ 
ror’s Boats is call’d iMm-y-Oomn^ that 
Vs, Boats that carry to Court the Empe¬ 
ror’s Garments, Silks, and Brocards. 
illiei c arc as many of thclc, as Days in 
tl\ Year, or 365, bccaulc the Emperor 
calraig himlclf the Son of Heaven, all 
'J'hings belonging to him generally take 
their Names from Heaven, the Sun, the 
Moon, the Planets, and Stars. Thus 
Lum~y^ lignifies, the Dragon’s Garment, 
bccaulc the King’s Devile confifts of Dra¬ 
gons with five Claws, and therefore his 
Cloaths and Moveables mull of necellity 
be adorn’d with Dragons Embroider’d, 
or Painted. In fine, there are other 
light Boats, call'd Lam chuen^ which are 
long and llcuder, and terve the Learned, 
or Kich Men that go to, or come from 
Court. Within them is a fair Chamber, 
or great Cabbin, a Bed, a Table, and 
Chaiis, to Sleep, Eat, Study, Write, 
and receive Vilits, as conveniently as if 
they were at Home. The Mariners or 
Water-men keep in the Head, and the 
Ownierof the Bo it with his Wife, and 
Cliildren in the Stern, where he drclics 
Meat tor them th.n Hire the Boat. 1 his 


laft Ibrr, and leveral others belong to 
private Perlbns, and arealmoli inuunie- 
rable. 

There is allb an incredible number of no 
Floats of all Ibrts of Wood, going tip 
and down the Rivers and Canals of Cl-j- 
naj which if they were ail put together 
would be enough to make another Bi klac 
like that of A'erxes. Sometimes they Sail 
feveral Hours, and now and tiicn liaif a 
Day among thcfeFloats, w'hicli :n c Ibmc- 
times made of Canes j bccanfe all forts 
of Wood ftlls well, and yields a good 
Profit. They go to cut timber in the 
Province of Suckuen^ on tlic Wcllcrn 
Frontiers of Chinaf whence they convey 
it to the Bank of the River Ktan^ (by 
the Chimjet call’d the Son of the Sea, as 
being the greateft in the Empire) and 
joining them into Floats, carry them to 
feveral Provinces with little Ch irec, and

and breadth of thefe Floats is 
lels according to the Merchant’s ^vou 
the longcft arc Jialf a Sfanip League, 
ling two or three Foot above the Wait:-. 
They make them after this manner. 
They take as much Timber as is requi- 
litc for their length and height, and 
boring k at both ends, run Ropes made 
bf Canes through the Holes, and to thelc 
they fallen other Trees, letting the Float 
run down the River, till it be of the 
Length they defign. Then four Men Hand 
upon the end with Oars and Poles, who 
Steer, and make it go as they think fit, 
and others about the middle to forward 
and condudl it. Upon them they build 
wooden Huts at equal diftanccs, cover’d 
with Mats or Boards, which they fell all 
together, where they find Chapmen. 
They lie in thefe Huts, and keep their 
Goods in them. After this manner a valt 
quantity of Wood is convey’d to 
tho’ above 700 tonuguefe Leagues dillaut 
from the Mountains where it is Cut. By 
what has been laid it will be eafy to 
judge whether any Country in the World 
out-docs the Chineftt in Numbers of Sea¬ 
men.

OftheNohilitjf Empirey CivHUj, Politenefsy aitd Ceremonies of Chinefes. 


C\J\^ "TF we apply the word Nobility to 
(iemelii. I the State, and it be taken in a ge> 
1696. JL ncralSenfe, as it denotes a Gran- 
deur and Magnificence continu’d for raa- 
Nobiiity ny Ages; it is moft certain there never 
*ai World a more glorious Era- 

‘ pirc than that of China ; for it began 
20c Years after the Flood, and has laft- 
cd til] this Day, for the fpace of about 
4559 Years. But if we mean only No> 
bility of Men, it muft be own’d there 
is but little, for the following Realbn. 
All the great Lords of Chinay who arc 
like many Dukes, Marquefies, and 
Earls, continue in that State no longer 
than the reigning Family, and all Perilh 
with it bccaufe the Family that rifes 
inftead of the other that falls, puts them 
all to Death, as has been ften in our 
Times. For this Realbn there was ne¬ 
ver any nobler Family there than that of 
Cheuy which continu’d 875 Years, and 
expir’d 2200 Years fince i no other fince 
Extending to 300 Years. This is to be 
underftood of Nobility acquir’d by the 
Sword j for that which is got by the 
Gown, was never of any confiderable 
Duration. For tho a Man Ihould rife to 
be Xam-Xuy which is the fupreme Dig¬ 
nity of the Ibvercign Courts at Peiing j 
or Colaoy that is, firft Minifter, which is 
the liigheft pitch of Honour and Wealth 
that Fortune can raife a Chinefe to j yet 
his Sons and Grand-children will be ex¬ 
traordinary Poor, and forced to be Mer¬ 
chants, Retailers, and meer Scholars, as 
their PrlJ^eflbrs were. In Ihort, there 
is no, Fanmy of Gown-men, that has 
qontloti’d Great as long as any of the 
reigning Families. • 

oi-fucfut, ^verthelcfs that which is the com¬ 
ind his jjion Calamity of the Learned Men, is 
>-arailv. 


among the Defeendents of Swords-men 
anefie&of their Enemies Cruelty, whofe 
Families would otherwife have continu’d 
Great and Noble as long as the Empire 
it lelf. However there ftill Flouriihes a 
Family, which has not only preferv’d its' 
Honour for above two and twenty Ages,' 
but is at prefent equally honour’d by the 
great Men, and Commonalty, fb th^ it 
may truly be accounted the antiedteft 
Family in the World. It is the Family 
of the &mous Cmfnciusy who liv’d under 
the third Imperial Family, call’d Chtu, 

551 Years before the Birth of Chrift, 
which this Year 1699, is 2250 Years. 
The antient Kings gave the Race of 
Confucius the Title of Q^-Cunsy which is 
Ibmething like a Duke, or a 0 >unt ^ and 
they continue like Sovereigns, free from 
all Taxes in the Province of Xantungy 
and City of Kio-feuy where he was Born 
whithout having been ever molefted, 
tho’the Empire and reigning Families 
have been leveral times Opprels’d. The 
Chinefts give this Philofopher the moft 
honourable Titles of Cum-fuy Cum-fu-fuy 
and Xim-gin ; the two firft fignify Do- 
Aor, and Mafter the third Holy Man. 

So that when they lay the Saint, or Ho¬ 
ly Man, it is to be underftood of Confu¬ 
cius *, he being accounted among the d>i- 
nefes a Man of an extraordinary and he- 
roick Prudence. This Nation has fo great 
a Veneration for this Philofopher, that 
tho’ it does not hold him as one of its 
Gods (but rather looks upon it as an 
Affront to have him reputed fuch) yet it 
honours himfwith more Ceremonies than 
it does the very Idolf •, giving him Ti¬ 
tles fince his Death, which he kould ne¬ 
ver obtain whilll Living; asi Su-vam, 
that is. King without CommanJ, wich- 

' out » 
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<\^A>'». out Scepter, ancf without a Crown ; 
tScmelli. and precious Stone without any Light, 
i 6 o 5 . CO exprefs that he had all the (^alities 
belonging to a King, or Emperor, but 
that Heaven was not favourable to him. 
fs Many Volumes might be fill’d with the 

CfeiWye Civilities,and Ceremonies. They 
have a Book which contains above 3000 ^ 
and it is wonderful to fee how cxaSly 
they obferve them. At Weddings, Fu¬ 
nerals, Vifits, and Entertainments, the 
Matter of the Houle, tho’ he be a great 
Lord, and of more Eminent Quality 
than any of the Gnefts, yet gives the up- 
1<A HSnd to his Elders, thefe give it to 
them that come from far ofi^ and all of 
them to Strangers. When an Amballa- 
dor comes, from the day he is admit¬ 
ted as fuch, till he departs Cbtntt, the 
1 inperor furuilhes iiim with all necef- 
laries ^ even to Hoidcs, Litters, and 
lUjits. At Court he lodges him in the 
Royal Houfe of Entertainment, where 
every other Day, he fends him from his 
own Kitchin, a Treat ready dreft j for 
^ Gloiies much in entertaining Scran- 
t-Vrs honourably. 

Names V® ^ many Honourable 

andTitlcs. Na^jcs and Titles, as Chinejes give one 
anotner in their Compliments. They 
have alio a great number of Names to 
difliuguilh the feveral Degrees of Kin¬ 
dred : For Example, we have one wc 
Name Grandfather and Grandmother, 
to denote both the Father and the Mo¬ 
thers line, but they have four feveral 
Titles. So wc have no Name but that 
of Unklc, to fignify both our Father 
and Mother’s Brothers, and the On- 
nrjes have Names to diftinguilh every 
lart. They alfo outdo all ocher Coun¬ 
tries in their care of making a good ap- 
Cioaths. pcarantc,for there is no Man lb Poor, but 
is decently and neatly Clad. Ac the new 
Year they are all trim’d up, and in new 
Cloaihs, lb that there is not one, cho' 
never fo Poor that can Offend the Eye. 
1 'heir Motlctty is no left to be admir’d. 
Modefty. The learned, arc always 4 b compos’d, 
that they chink it a Sin, to make the 
Icutt motion, which is not agreeable 
to the Rules of Decency and Civility. 
The Women are fo Balhful, ModeE, 
and lj.dcrv’d, chat thelc Virtues leem to 
^ Born with them. They live in per¬ 
petual retirednefs ^ never uncover their 
Hands •, and if they are oblig’d to give 
any thing to their Brothei%, or Kin¬ 
dred, they hold it ivith their Hand (p- 
ver’d witn the Sleeve (which for this 
purpofc ^long and wide) and lay it oa 
the Tablp that the (^infrnan may take 
ic up. 


The Chtntfes reduce all their Breed- Breeding, 
ing to five Heads j that is, the manner 
of Behaviour between the King and his 
Subjeds^ between the Father and Son, 
the Husband and Wife, the Elder Bro¬ 
ther and the Younger, and Friend and 
Friend. Thefe Rules make up a conli- 
derable part of their Morals, and arc lb 
tedious, that it is hard to decide, wlie- 
thcr the Qiimje Ceremonies arc to be 
reckoned among their Virtues, or Vices; 
for on the one Hand, they are certainly 
excraordinaryCouitcousand Mannerly; 
infomuch chat their Country dclerves 
the Title they give it, of the Genteel 
Kingdom; but on the other Hand it 
niuft belaid, that Ceremonies are like 
Perfumes, which us’d with Modciatiou 
are Comfortable and Beneficial, but in 
cxcefs do harm and offend. They have 
fuch and fo many Ceremonies, that eve¬ 
ry indifferent A^liou, is attended with 
as many, as would ferveat a Solemn Sa¬ 
crifice ; whence it is, that what in itlclf 
is convenient, through the exccllive ufc 
of it becomes inconvenient. 

Their common manner of Saluting 
one anothei when they meet, is to lift ^o"**"®* 
up the Arms bow’d, with the Hands ^ 
joyn’d, from the Brcaft towards the 
Forehead, higher or lower, according 
to the E)egree of Refpeft they are to 
pay; and whilft they do this, they often 
repeat the Word Zm. If the Perfon 
met, be of worth, this lifting and let¬ 
ting fall the Arms, begins at Icalk 20 
Paces from him, after which follows an¬ 
other greater Ad of Refped, which 
they call Zojt^ and is bowing the Body 
profoundly, and Handing with the Feet 
together, and at the fame time lower 
the Hands joyn’d together, as at firtt, 
within the Sleeves, bending the Fore¬ 
head as near as may be to the Gronnd. 

Nor do they perform this facing one an¬ 
other, but me by fide, and looking 
towards the North, if they are in the 
Street and open Air, and if in the Houle 
facing the front of the Room, for they 
are ufnally fo built, that the Door may 
be to-the South. This I believe they 
do out of the Modefty they a^d; and 
that it may not look, as if the one re¬ 
ceiv’d that half Adoration from the o- 
ther, as if they ought to Pay it out of 
CiviUty, but not recieve it, a^onwor- 
tby; but whatever the reaftm is, the 
matter of Fad, is as mention’d. If 
learged fi^en who are in cmpJoynientsr 
meet, 9s they go either a Horfejiack, 
or ip Chairs, carry’d by four or more 
Men, the l^rior alights and begins to 

give, 
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("v-A^ gi'fe, and receive the ufual CotnijUments. 
CemelU. 1 'hc Onnefrs never take oii' their Caps, 
1695. for it is look’d upon as indecent for a 
Man to appear before any one barehead¬ 
ed j and therefore with great reafon the 
Popes, to comply in forae Meafurc with 
their Cuftoni, have difpens’d with our 
Pyiefts, to Celebrate Mafs, and Admi- 
niftcr the Sacraments in Chinay with the 
Head decently cover’d. 

As for Vilits among Perfbns of Qua¬ 
lity, they make none, without fending 
a Sheet of red Pa[)er, a Span and a half 
long, on which they write in courteous 
Tcims that they arc going to make the 
Vilic (without which none would be ad¬ 
mitted) without omitting any thing of 
the ufual Ceremonies, as will in the Sub- 
feription, as at the top, accoiding to 
the Condition, and (Quality of the Per- 
fon to be vilited. A Servant carries 
this Paper before, and if the Pci fon to 
be vilited is not, or will not be at home, 
it is left with any of his Domellicks, 
and thus the Vint is fully Paid. Some¬ 
times when they will not be at home, 
thy hang a little Tablet at the Door, on 
which it is written, that the Mafter of 
the Houfe, is withdrawn to Study, or 
to his Pleafure Houfe; which is as much 
as to lay, chat he will not be troubled 
with Vilits. This Cuftom of fixing 
fome writing over, or about the Door, 
* is moft us’d by the learned, as one of 

their commendable Culloirs, being at 
the feme time a Declaration of the Per- 
fon that lives there. When they have 
admitted the Vilic of a Stranger or 
Friend, the place given him in the Nor¬ 
thern Provinces is on the right, in the 
Southern on the left, and the giving, 
refufing, receiving, and prcfently re¬ 
turning of it, is a task which is not loon 
at an end, always making the Bows a- 
bove mention’d. Nor is there any lels 
trouble about placing the Chairs(che Chi- 
nefes'm this particular,imicacing the Eure- 
feansy that is, in not fitting on the Ground 
with their Legs acrofe, as is us’d in Per- 
fioy and a great part of the Eaft) for the 
Stranger fets the Chair for the Mafter of 
the Houfe, and the Mafter for the Stran¬ 
ger, and if they are already placed, yet 
they touch them at leaft, and it is ob- 
ftrv’d that the Chair, which is for the 
wortbiq^crlbn, be at a certain diftance 
from tIuSjiVall. Then that they may 
be very^clcan, they feem to wipe them 
and ftrokeolFany Daft that 
may l^dpon them, with the ffep of the 
great^cve, which is gather’d fo dex- 
ceroofly in the Fift, that it^Il looks like 


a Hand. If there were an hundred , ' 
Strangers, they all one after another 
perform that fame dufting or cleaning, 
which the Mafter accepts lb thankfully, 
as if he were confounded at fo extraor¬ 
dinary an Honour. Next begins among 
the Vificers the Compliment about who 
is to fit firft, and who next, a thing 
long and tedious only to relate. Ac 
length being feated, within left than a 
quarter of an hour, the Servants come 
in with the Difhes of Chiajor Tea j and 
if the Difeourie holds any confiderable 
time, the Tea is brought in a 2d, and a 
3d time. The 3d iignifies dilininil^in; 
Company, lb that he would be look’d 
upon, as unmannerly, who Ibould not 
be gone when he had drank; and as well 
this, as any other thing they bring in, 
mull be taken with both Hands, for it 
would be counted incivility to ufe but 
one. Then there are fo many Ceremo¬ 
nies, repeated Bows, and counterfeit 
Grimaces, as if they were really in earn- 
elt, in Conducing them back to the, 
Doori that the fortifying themfelvcs^- 
before-hand with 7V/i, fecins to be ra^ 
tlicr of neccfliiy, than a mccr a^l wf 
Civility. But the ftrefs of the Coim^ii- 
ment lies in the Mafter of the Houfe’s, 
endeavouring to perfuadc the Viliter by 
Arguments and Prayers, to mount his 
Horfe before him -y and in the Vifitcr’s 
protefting the World lhall be turn’d 
topfy turvy, before he will do fuch a 
thing; and in this he periifts* and la¬ 
bours till he has got the better; for the 
Mafter of the Houle at laft, after many 
Bows, which are all anfwer’d, hides 
himfclf behind the Door, or under a 
great Umbrello, and then he that has 
prevail’d, mounts his Horfe. But as 
loon as ever he is in the Saddle, the o- 
ther pops out, and in their language 
bids him jtdieu j Adieay replies the o- 
ther, and often repeating it, they part; 
and not lb fetisfy’d, at a few Pates di¬ 
fiance, they fend a Servant to one ano¬ 
ther, with a moft Obliging Compliment 
of Thanks. 

The fending of Prefents to one ano- prefents. 
ther among the Chinefesy is as ufual as 
yificing, and Cuftom has prelcrib'd Laws, 
in this particular. They write on a 
Sheet of Paper in a very genteel Stile, 
all they fend as a Gift, and perhaps, as 
for the moft* part it happens, that they 
are things oV a very fmall value but 
geperally many of them, and of feverai 
forts. But verj^ often, teforelbe things 
are lent, the Pa^r goes, alU he to 
whom the Prclenc}s made, maVksdown 

asma- 
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as many as he will receive, and if he 
CemelH. ' who is to make the Prefent has them not 
• 16 95. hemuftboythem. Generally they muft 
be fix feveral things; and it is lawful 
to accept of all or none, or what every 
one plcafcs but whatfoever is receiv’d, 
fo much muft be return’d, not infpecic, 
but in value i fo that it is rather Ex¬ 
changing than Prefenting. It is allbthe 
Cuftom to fend Mony, and fometimes 
the Value of a Naples Ducat, but with 
fomc elegant Words in Writing j for 
they arc Prodigal of their Breeding, but 
fparingof everything elfe. 
r, . , »As*eoncerning the Ceremonies of En- 
tertainments, from the Day the firft In¬ 
vitation is made (which muft be Ibrac 
Days before, and be repeated three times, 
or clfe the Invitation would be void and 
never accepted) till the Day after the 
Fcalt, when they interchangeably fend 
one another Thanks; there are fo many, 
fometimes of feveral forts , and fome¬ 
times the fame repeated, that any one 
who is not us’d to them from his Cradle, 
i^ould think it lefs trouble to dye for 
hirft, than undergo fo many Plagues 

S ' : made Drunk at a Chimfe’s Table. 
hey look ni)on all thcle as ncccflary 
s, and if any one were omitted 
Lhey would iiot think themfelves true 
Chinefes, but barbarous People, and un¬ 
worthy to be Refpeded, as they con¬ 
ceive they ought to be, by all the Nati¬ 
ons in the World. To come to the 
point ^ they Ipend five 01 ux Hours of the 
Night appointed for the Feaft in Con- 
vcrfiiiion and Pafiimes, with Mulkk and 
Plays: And this isfoufual at Entertain¬ 
ments , that there arc Companies of 
Adlors, who without being call'd, hear¬ 
ing where there is a great Supper, come 
of their own accord to Acl their Plays. 
Now if the Entertainment is not among 
poor People, there arc as many Tables 
as Guefts, each a Cubit broad and a Cu¬ 
bit and a half long. The Meat is 
brought in Diflics of Gold, Silver .and 
Purccllanc. '1 hey ufe no Table-Cloths, 
but clean (hining Boards varnilh’d over 
with feveral beautiful Colours. Nor do 
they life Napkins, Knives, Forks, nor 
Spoonsnor do they nfe to walh their 
Hands before or after Meat ^ bccaufe bc- 
intr* great Lovers of Clcanlincfs, they 
never touch any thing that is fet before 
them at Table with tneir^Hands or Fin¬ 
gers j hut to carry it ta their Mouth 
t’licy provide two^ittlc Sticks (of Ivory, 
Ebony, lor fomc other precious W«od) 
fiender ind about a Sffan long or more; 
the ouj/hsld fall bcfwecn the little Fin¬ 


ger and the next to it of the right Hanof, 
and the other moving with the fore and 
middle Fingers ; and thus they cat fo 
dexterouQy, that they take up a finglc 
Grain of Rice, contrary to our Earopf 
ans^ who have a great deal of trouble be¬ 
fore they can ufe themfelves to it: And 
as for Knives they have no need of them, 
for all is brought up cut into very fmall 
Morfels. Dilhes of Filh and Flelh al¬ 
ways go together, that the variety may 
delight, being excellently fcafon’di anil 
rather Numerous and Various than Plen¬ 
tiful or Sufficient, and therefore the 
Plates, which are like little wooden 
Dilhes, or Bouls, in which they bring 
the Meat, are fmall, but not ihofe of Sau¬ 
ces which are intermix’d 10 flwrpen the 
Appetite. After Eating a few bits of 
that Halh that is fet before them, they 
lay down the little Sticks, and the Glafs 
goes round; for among the Chinefes it is 
not Eating but Drinking that makes the 
Pleafurc of the Feaft. But to the end 
they may hold out Drinking fix Hours 
or longer, ftill in their Senfes, and dif- 
courfing of high Matters, they provide 
little Cups no bigger tlian a Nutfiiel; bc- 
fidcs they fip it fo gradually, that they 
put it to their Lips Four or five times be¬ 
fore they empty itj being accuftom’d 
not to Drink at a draught, but fipping. 
So whether it be Winter or Summer they 
always drink their Liquor very hot; 
and this is believ’d to be tbereafon why 
there they know not fo much as the 
Names of fomc painful Diftempers that 
abound in Europe^ and proceed from a- 
bundance of indigefted Humors, and 
wcaknefs of Stomach; as allb of their 
enjoying Health and Strength till 78 or 
80, and fometimes loo Years of Age, 
to which many of them arrive. Their 
Liquor is made of Rice bruis’d in Water, 
which being brought to fuch a ftrength 
(like Beer or Ale) is afterwardsdiftill’d. 
Now tho’ the Glafles are fo fmall, they 
drink fo often(efpeciaIly towards the lat¬ 
ter end) that fo many littlcs make fuch 
an excelfive Quantity, that very often 
their Brains aredifturb’di and there¬ 
fore the Mafter of the Houfes Women 
arc upon the watch to obferve how ma¬ 
ny of the Guefts tumble down the Stairs, 
to make fport at them afterwards with 
their Husband, who never chinks he has 
made a good Entertainment j>«lefs fome 
Body goes home Drunk j ocberwife be 
thinks, and is troubled that his Liquor 
was not. good. But in thefe Fcafts thty 
have not that barbarous Cuftom of mak¬ 
ing thole drink that arc not a dry, or 
A a a filling

Theyliavcanartifidalpottodrefs ilicir 
Meat, in which the Water goes about, 
and the Fire ftands in the middle; Ib 
that any thing is boil’d inaffioricr lime, 
with lefs trouble, and coff. Having no 
other Materials to make Glafs of, they GlaiRs, 
make them of Rice, as was faid before, 
and of beautiful Colours. 

They have invented a Tablcor Board, caffna; 
with a firing of wooden Counters, to AvwujiiV 
Add, Subffraft, Multiply and Divide, 
and they are quicker at them, th.an t!ie 
beff accountant iii Emcpc.

Iklidcs 
all their delight, and the bell ot the 
Fcali; conlilU^in Drinking, as was laid 
bcloic, to promote which, of the Ser¬ 
vants appointed to attend each Taf)iC,onc 
comes every now and then and kneels 
down, prav ing tlic Gucl) ; to d;ink ^ then 
comes ;mothcr,and intreatsthom to emp¬ 
ty their 1'iihes, fomcrimes one way and 
faa-.cthntsanothcr i fur ifthcGucftsdo 
not eo liomc di unk, he that treats is much 
troubled, as if his Dinner had not been 
good and iiis l. iqiior poor. Therefore to 
comp-iis their deiign, after Supper, they 
treat with a Play, and after the Play, 
th: V cover anoliicr Table of Sweetmeats, 
aj d tiien another with Fruit, to entice the 
CompariV to drink, and fend them home 
in; tin ir Servants Arms. Thofe that arc 
"i t.r} cvuic, may pour the Liquor on the 
Giound, without being reputed uncivil, 
tjy way of I'lcdgc, there being a board bc- 
jore them ibr this purpofe,that the others 
may not qhferve tiicm. At the conclufion 
of the Fe;j^,thcy obferve a Cuftom,which 
perhaps no other Nation will approve of,

•according to his Qiiality who treats,in the 
hands qf a Servant j and tho’ t^ic Mailer of 
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t!ic Honfe (like Phyjitians who holdout 
their I land at the fime time they feem ro 
refufc by Words) pretends to bo aifront- 
ed at it, yet the Cuftom is well known, 
and every one leaves as much as w ill pay 
for the Play and I .iciuor. 

T he Aiandaritics ufe thcmlelves to cat 
fuch things as are natur.aily violently hot, Difbcs. 
not fo much out of Kioioufucfs, as to 
provoke Lull, and procure Vigour, to 
plcafc fo many Women, and get many 
Children byiliem; and been:fc w e have 
mention'd fome foits cf Meat quite mi- 
know ti ill Fii} op(,it will be proper to gi /c 
Ibmc aconnt ot them. The Birds 
arc taken on the Coaft of Cochmcluna, the 
lilands of BorutQ,CalamiiVies,xin<\ others of 
the Archipelago of S. Laz.aro, where they 
are built upon inaccefliblc Rocks, by cer¬ 
tain Birds like Swallows, fo artificially 
that they are eaten fteep’din warm Wa- 
tcr,to trike out any heathers there may be 
in them. It is not known to this 1 )ay, 
w'het her i!)cy are made of Clav,or of what 
the Bird fetrhes from its Stomach ■, but 
they arc of great nouriflimcnt, rmcl tafb 
like the Italian Vermicelli. I'he ^hai k iy 
a hilh that feeds upon Mens Bodies, aiy; 
is found all about the Archijrelago o^S.

them commits a Crime, and cannot be ta¬ 
ken, the Magi fti ate fecurcs the Father,and 
Baftiuadoes iiim, for not teaching his Son 
good Manners. 'Fhe Government alio 
takes care of the economy of Families, for 
the Publick good \ on which account they 
tell us a very notable Pallage. A Manda- 
rim hapned to go along a Street, where a 
Mother-in-law was crying out againft and 
Curfing her Daughter-in-law , and her 
Husband \ Inquiring into the Caufct he 
gave the Emperor an account of it, who 
order’d that theDaughtcr-in-law,and her 
Husband Ihoujd be Cliaftiv.’d, his Father

US. They cut it extraordinary fmall, and 
Cemetti. having dry’d it in an Oven, they wet it 
1695. with hot Waters to make it ftrong, and 
li/VNJ therefore they that are not us’d to it can¬ 
not bear the Smoak. Tho’ they always 
carry theirPipe,and aPurfe of Tabacco by 
theirllde,yet they fmoke but once an hour, 
and the Women do fo too, efpecialJy the 
Tartars, 

Chairs, The Chinefes lit 00 high Chairs, and ufe 
tans, and X abies like ours in Earefe. They do not 
value Jewels, or other, things tliat have 
their value only from Opinion, but Gold 
and Silver which have an intrinfick value. 
l)B,tiMsGity,and about it,thcy always carry 
Fans, tho’ it be Winter; and in the Coun¬ 
try limbreiloes, tho’they have Hoods to 
defeud them againll the Sun. 

They call People by the Sirname firft, 
and then by the Name,contrary to the Eh- 
rofeans^'Nho fpeak the proper Name firft, 
and then the Sirname. They do not take 
the Names of their Idols, but theSonsare 
call’d by the Parents,by thcNamesof the i, 
2, 3,4,ert . Others have their Name from 
i’-)me accident liappening before their 
L'rth, as the Fortunate, the Merry, the 
pj^afing, &c. True it is, that whilft the 
On. efts reign’d, it was cuftomary at 14 
years of Age,togive Names to the Males, 
putting on their Heads the Country Cap, 
and the Females with the Bodkins to bind 
ihcirHair about,calling them till then, the 
ift,2d,e^c. which was perform’d with as 
much Solemnity as the Wedding j but 
the Tartar now Reigning, abolilh’d tliat 
cx pen live Cuftom. 

Thcdj<wr/« fell all things even toHcns, 
and Chickens by weight i but chcap,fel- 
liag a Pound of 20 Ounces for 20 
which make 3 Grains and a half of Na^es 
Mony. They thcmfcivcsconfume but lit¬ 
tle, the Poor People filling their Bellies 
with Rice, and Herbs dry’d in the Sun, 
that they may lye long in the Stomach. 

They have a great Efteem for any An¬ 
tique pieces of any Metal or Shape what- 
foever, not regarding the Workmanfhip, 
fo they be oldj and therefore the rougher, 
and more conftim’d they are by time, the 
more they are valu’d,and fold the dearer. 
They alto highly prize antient Manu- 
ftriptSj that are in a fair Hand, with the 
Autlyjrs Seal to them. 

The Names of Father and Mother in 
Ojina arc (acred ; the Children believing 
that all the Blefiings of thiSLife, are the 
reward of loving their Parents, and ferv- 
iugthem with Hafnility,nor does Hiftory 
furnifh us with E.vamplqs of any Natfon, 
that has lb fully paid the filial Duty,as the 
Chinefes do-f^Thereare young labouring 
Mcn,whof>r Grief of their Fathersdeath,

faft all the days of their Life,wichout ever 
eating Filh or FIcfh, Eggs, or any white 
Meat, that this Pennance may avail their 
Souls. 

They are much addidted to Sopcrftici- 
ons, and Auguries. They conclude no 
match, without confulting the Aftrolo- 
gers i nor do they bury the Dead without 
appointing a Fortunate day, for whith 
reafon in greatCities, i o,or 2ooooCo/fius 
with dead Bodies, are carry’d out toge¬ 
ther to be bury’d in the Mountains. All 
the Gates of the Courts of Judicature,out 
of a Superftitious Cuftom, are made in 
the Soutlj Wall. They look upon it as a 
very ill Omen, to have Churches crewed 
to the true God, in the Country or Vil¬ 
lages, as fearing fome of the People 
(hould dye upon it. And to fay the truth, 
it looks as it God were rcfolv’d to try 
the fteadinefs of the Chinefes j for it is 
aftually obferv’d, that after the build¬ 
ing of fome Church, more People than 
ordinary die j as alfo the Brothers, Chil¬ 
dren and other Kindred of the Chhefe 
that is newly converted ; as the Fathers 
Miffioners themlelves told me. For this 
realbn Ibraetimes when the Miffioners 
would Erc<ft a new Church the Chinefes 
not being able to obftruA it legally, as 
long as the Imperial Permiffion holds, 
they raife a Mutiny of the Rabble to o- 
verthrow it, fo that the Miffioners are 
forc’d to have recourfe to theMagif- 
trates. This hapned to the Sfmifh fratsf- 
cansy whilft I was at Canton. They go¬ 
ing alx)ut to build a Church in a Village^ 
diftant from the City, for the ufe of the 
Chriftians^and having bought the Ground 
and Materials, the Peafants mutiny’d, 
and adembling in a Riotous manner, by 
beat of Drum, went to hinder the Work. 
The Fathers were forc’d to get a Manda¬ 
rine to go thitlier, at the fight of whom, 
all thofePeafants fell on theirKnees along 
the Road, befeeching him to have fome 
regard for their Lives, which would not 
be fccurc, if the Eurepeans fettled in their 
Village. At length the bufinefs wascom- 
pos’d after this manner. The Mandarine 
order’d the Work (hould go on •, but that 
when theMafter Beam, orhigheft Tim¬ 
ber was to be fet up, the Bonzes (hould 
have notice given them 5 that they might 
cover the Idols, who, otherwife would 
be frighted to fee fo high a Fabtick rais’d 
and thus the Peafants might not lofe their 
EHH-fiiyyythit is their Fortune This Su- 
perftitioq extends even totheStruffures 
of thtChinefes themfelves,(tho’ norlook’d 
upon as altogether fo Fatal) none being 
s^ermitted tQbuild his Houfe higher than 
Neighbours, for fear of taking aw’ay 
“Y their 
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thc\['Futijlivy. In the Suburb of Canton^ 
f.oiug into a Pagod, I law two live 
Snakes before the Idol, in a Bafon, to 
try thofc that were accus’d of I'heft j 
fo great is their Superftitiou.

They 
cat! this Pagod^ San'Kiai-mUn. 

All Officers and Magiftrates purfue 
Robbers fevcrcly, to make the Roads 
fafe, and take care to extirpate Vaga¬ 
bonds, runilhing them feverely. The 
Blind, the Lame, and luch like, have 
Employments found for them, according 
to their Ability. The Old and Dilabled 
are Fed by the Emperor, who keeps 
j 00 in every City, more or left accor¬ 
ding to its Greatnels. This produces 
not only Peace and Quietnefs, but Plen¬ 
ty, bccaufe all Men apply themfelves to 
Tillage, and there is not a Foot lies 
wallc throughout the Empire. They ufe 
fomc artificial Plows that can be drawn 
by one only Buffalo; and they Water 
the Land as Ingenioufly, drawing Water 
from the Ijottom of the River. Others 
get their Living by Fifhing, not only with 
many and divers forts of Nets, Hooks, 
and Traps of Boughs placed in the Wa¬ 
ter, but with Birds like our Sea Crows, 
from whom they cannot Efcape, tho’ 
they were hid under the Sand. The Bird 
cats only the fmaUeff;, becaufo the cun¬ 
ning Cbinefes put a Ring about its Neck, 
that it may not fwallow the great ones. 

The Birds they catch in Nets, Snares, 
and other Inventions. The wild Gcefe 


as conning as they are to fare tfaemfelvesi 
cannot efcape \ for the better to deceive 
them, they keep certain floating Vclfels 
upon the Waters they refort to, and 
when theGeefo are after fome Days well 
us’d to them, fo as not to be afraid, they 
make two Holes in them, and clapping 
them on their Heads, go up to the Neck 
in the Water, fo that thofe Veflcls may 
feem to be Itill Floating, and thus draw¬ 
ing near to the Gcefe, before accuftom’d 
to lee thole things, draw them down by 
the Legs, and having catch’d as many as 
they can carry, coraeoutof the Water. 

TheChinefi Judges, to deter th*4?ca 
pie from committing Crimes, ufe to put 
the Body of the Party kill’d or murder’d 
in a Coffin, in the Houfe of the Murde¬ 
rer, till he Compounds with the Friends, 
This I faw praSis’d upon Emanud de 
Aranjoy at Mmoo, becaufc a Servant ot 
his being a Black of Mangiar Maffen, 
had kill’d a Chinefct who provok’d him 
by ftriking him over the Face with a 
Frog, which is a thing they hate. And 
tho’ Aranjo had kill’d the Black, and of/ 
fer’d to pay a thonland r«w, yet Ifc 
could not prevail with the Kindred 
Confent that the dead Body Ihould/foe 
taken out of his Houfe. The Chi/ejis, 
tho’ Idolaters, are not Inch Bigots as 
thole on this fide Gtmgts ; for they cat 
Beef, Swines Flelh, Frogs, Dogs (which 
they are great Lovers of, and theic are 
Shambles of them) and all forts of liv¬ 
ing Creatures. Nor do they make any 
fcruplc to Converfc, Eat, and contract 
Affinity with Chriftians.

The Habit, Weafons, a 

B Eforc the Tartars rul’d, the Qdnefes 
wore their Hair long, winding it 
about on tbeir Pole, as the Women do 
with us (but without making it into 
Trefles) making a large Role of it, 
through which they us’d to run large 
Silver Bodkins, as well to bear it up as 
for Ornament fo that there are ftiU at 
Malaca^ and other Places, fome of theft 
Chhicfes who arc call’d Hairy. But lince 
tile Tartars Govern, they have been all 
comatanded to cut it off upon pain of 
Death •, ^d to go after the Tartar Falhion 
with their Heads Shav’d, and only a Tuft, 
as the Mahometans wear it \ but ftill with 
flj^diffcrence-, and the ChineJ'es wear it 
pl*ted, or wreath’d, and fometimes 
iianging down to their Heels. They al-. 
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d Coin of the Cliinefts. 

fo forbid their large Garments with wide 
Sleeves, to bring up the Tartar Falhion: 
which the Chinefes did, and do ftill hei- 
noully Refent. 

The Tartar Habit, now worn in Chi¬ 
na, is in Summer, a Maoxx, or Cap in 
the lhape of a Cone curioufly made of 
Silk, or Indian Canes, and cover’d with red 
Horft-Hair j within it is lin’d with Taf- 
fety, and has a Knot to bind it under 
the Chin. In Winter they wear it of 
the lame Shape, but of Silk quilted with 
Cotton, adotn’d about the Edge with 
fine Furs, acid cover’d with fliagg’d Silk 
inftead of Hair. It isigenerally Crimfon, 
and few wear itJBIcw, or Black: At the 
cod, or point of it they fix a piece of 
-^Amber, or Glafs made of R^c.

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When they fay Mafs and Admioifter 
Ucmeau the Sacraments, all our MilGoners wear 
‘1696. a black Cap, with four fq^-ire Piaes 
hanging down from it to the Ears, of e- 
Miffioncrs qQj,i length, and becoming, and behind 
two Labels like thofe of a Bilhop’s Miter. 
This Fafliion being brought up by the 
antient Learned Chinefes^ the Fathers of 
the Society to diftinguifli themfcives have 
added upon every Square three Arches 
like Gates, made with a Gold Breed, 
airts.

The Nobility add to the Shirt (which 
Gjim(.ni- ferves the mean Sort for a Veil) a long 
black Garment, call’d Paozjty of a Violet, 
or other Colour (with narrow Sleeves,

The Learned 
wear it long, ordinary People fiiort, 
and the Tartars very Ihort. 

Buskins The Learned, who are carry’d about 
the Cities in Chairs, wear Buskins of 
Silk (inftead of Shooes) call’d Xivezu, 
of fcveral Colours. The common Sort 
who walk a-Foot have them of vety foft 
Leather, with the Soles foil of Nails, 
to make them laft the longer, and keep 
out the Wet, for they ufe no Heels. 
The Shooes worn by Trading, and in¬ 
ferior People are open without any Bind¬ 
ing, but clofe behind. They arc made 
of Silk, of all Colours, with Soles of 
Stuff', and they are call’d Hiay. Both the 
Gentry and Coraraonaky of both Sexes, 
ufe the Fan, or Scfx« and Umbrella, as 
well in Sommer as vVinter. 

Women’s Thc Women wear the (ajpe Garment, 
Apparel, but Button’d before the Breaft, and 
ftraiter about the* Neck for Dcceqcy, 
with the other of the fame Cut as men¬ 
tion’d above.. Their Shooes differ from 
thc McnV Inthat they are clofe, and 
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with Heels. But their Head-drell is 
handfome, becaufe their Hair is gene¬ 
rally Long, and Black, and they 'Anoint v 
it with feveral forts of Oil aud Gums* 
to order it as they ptcafe. On the *^ore- 
head they n^ake a 1 oitl or Bunch ith a 
fmall 1 ron wound about with Silk, which 
afterwards they cover with part of the 
loofe Hair, Ihining with the Oil 
Gum. With part of the reft they make 
a Role behind on thc Pole, and what re¬ 
mains is divided into two Locks, which 
fall gracefully upofi the Neck, like 
Wings. In the Nortlicrn Countries they 
wind the Hair behind the Head without 
Wreathing it, and then cover it with a 
thing like a lirrie Difb, curioufly m.nde 
of Silk, and Erab’oidcr’d. In Peking 
they add a black Handkerchief wrapp'd 
round, bccaufcof the violciitv'old. The 
Maiden';, to diftinguifti them from mat- 
ry’d Women, cut oT patt of their Hair 
about their Forehead and Neck, leaving 
as it were a Fringe of it about two Fin¬ 
gers long. 

The &mple;ftion of thc C; tujes is features 
White, like that of thc but 

they differ in Features; bec-aufe their 
Eyes arc generally final] and funk, and 
their Nofe tho’ fmall fomewhat flat, yet 
not difagreeablc. Their Beards arc lb 
thin, that fome of them have not an 
hundred Hairs, which grow on the bot¬ 
tom of the Chin, and upon the Lip^ 
and if any happens to grow on the Checks 
they pull it off with Pincers, fo that the 
Beard is long, but very thin. This is 
the raoft certain Sign to know an Faro- 
fean by among a thoufand Cbinefes, and a 
Chinefe among as many Eitrepeans. 

TheWomeu are generally Fair, Beau- vyogj,.,. 
tiful and more Couragious than the Men, 
who are of mean Spirits. They value 
themfelves much upon the fmalnefs ot 
their Feet (as was faid before) and the 
very old Women arc fo Proud, that in 
fpight of Wrinkles in their Faces, they 
drefs their Heads with fine Flowers; and 
PuniOi themfelves at that Age to Boaft 
of fmall Feet. 

la War the Chinefes carry Bows and Af- tVepp-JHi; 
rows, and a long Scimitcr, which they 
wear thc wrong way, with the Point 
forwards, inftead of the Hilt, and when 
they would draw it they give a Stroke 
upon the Point, which brings the Hilt 
forwards. Fire-Arms are us’d but lit¬ 
tle, but Muskets begin to be brought in 
Play, byjhe Emperor’s Order. In the 
Southern Provinces by reafon of their 
Commerce with Europeans ^ they have 
s^rae Fire-Locks feven Spans long, which 
X Bbb carry 
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fN-A>0 carry but a fmall Bullet, and are rather 
O'emdii. for Pleafurc, than any life. They carry 
16p6. the Scowrer in the Barrel, fo that they 
cannot Fire upon occafion^ nor can they 
Fire Ilaodiug, but ftretch’d oat with 
their Belly on the Ground, fo reiling it 
upon a thing like a Goat’s Horns, which 
ferve to take Aim by. 

•Tho’ Cannon had been long found out 
in yet it was not well Cafe, nor 

Proportion’d ; for which reaibn th&Tar- 
tar Emperor, at the beginning of his 
Reign, dehgning to make ufe or it in his 
Wars againlt the Eliaht or Weftern 
TMtarsy caus’d it to be Call: again, and 
brought to Perfedion by the Diredlion 
of F. l^erbiefif a Flemmng of the Society 
of jefus; for which Reaibn he has been 
ever fince a Friend to the Jefitits. This 
Train is made ufe of in the Field, as I 
obferv’d at Peking^ for on the Walls of 
the Cities there were only a few fmall 
Sakers. 

Soldiery. I'he Chinefe Soldiery confifts of Horfe 
divided under eight Standards, each of 
an hundred Thouland Men. To every 
Standard belongs a General, who is al¬ 
ways a petty King, or great Lord, and 
is call’d. General of the Green Standard, 
of the White, &c. as was faid clfcwhcre. 
There is a much greater Number in Gar- 
rifbn along the great Wall, but molt of 
them are Chinefes become T artars^ the 
Imperial Tartary not being able to fur- 
nilh lb great a Number of Soldiers. Sol¬ 
diery defeends from Father to Son for 
the Empetor docs not only allow them 
competent Pay, according to their Qua¬ 
lity, but alfo Rice for the whole Family, 
the Horfe and Provender for him, with¬ 
out /paring, becaufe ail comes from the 
Provinces, which pay it as Tribute. The 
petty Kings had Pay allow’d them to keep 
12000 Men, and maintain themfelves 
with the due Grandeur, befides others 
they keep at their own Expences. 

Gold and Tho’ in djina Gold be cheap and ve- 

^iiyer,and ^y good j as well that which is taken 
out of Rivers at the full Moon, from the 


Treaches made in the Channels, as that 
which is brought in from the neighbour¬ 
ing Countries; yet they make no Mony 
of it, but jafi it by Weight. The fame 
happens with the Silver brought in by 
Strangers, clpecially that which comes 
from jimerica. For this Reaibn the Em¬ 
peror of China calls the King of Spain^ 
the King of Silver j becaufe there being 
no good Mine of it in his Dominions, 
all they have there is brought in by the 
Spaniards in Pieces of Eight, and is here 
reduced into Plates one quarter part fi¬ 
ner. In this they Pay the Emperor’s 
Taxes, which thz Mandarines arctb ga¬ 
ther of the Subjedls within their feveral 
Diftrifts. All this Silver remains bury’d 
for ever in the Emperor’s 7 reafuir at 
Peking^ and thofe of the ric!' of the 
Empme, for the Chinrfes ftand in need 
of nothing from Abroad. '1 he way of 
receiving and paying is by cutting little 
bits of Silver, and weighing them in a 
little Scale call’d Teng-du. They count 
by hearts^ or Tats^ as the Portugnejes call 
them, which is worth filtecn Carlines of 
Naj^es^ or a Noble ^ by Ciers (or Mas 
in PortHgitefe^ which is the tenth part of 
the Taes ^ and by Fuens, or Condorins the 
tenth part of the Mas. The fmall Brafs 
Coin is call’d Ziers (or Chappas) of which 
fourteen make a Faen. Thefe Chappas 
have been brought up within thefe ten 
Years laft paft ^ the Chinefes being fenli- 
ble of the l,ofs there was in cutting a 
bit of Silver to buy Fruit, or any thing 
ot fmall Value. They have a fmall Hole 
in the middle to String them. I'hcy give 
a Thouland, or eleven Hundred of them 
for a piece of Eight, according as they 
are bigger or Icfler in feveral Provinces 
of the Empire. They are made of T«- 
tmaga, a Metal peculiar to China, like 
Brail, with four Chinefe Charaders on 
the one fide, which Compofe the Empe¬ 
ror’s Name, and two on the other, ex¬ 
prefling the Name of the City, or Court, 
where they are Coin’d.

But if it be 
a Family that has a Pagod of its own, 
the Steward of the Revenue belonging 
to it, is at all the Charge. There are 
always People in the Pagods, calling 
Lots after a fuperllitious Manner, with 
certain Sticks made for that purpolej 
and if the Lot comes not up the firll or 
fecond time to their Mind, they endea¬ 
vour .to appeafe the Idol with Prayers, 
and Sacrinces of Meat ready Drefo’d, 
Fowl, Bread, Wine and other Things. 
At length th^ call fo long till they hit 
a Lotto pleaile them, and then thinking 
they are in Favour with the Idol, they 
burn by way of Thanksgiving, gilt Pa¬ 
per, and go home well pleas’d, eatinji 
the^forefoid Things merrily with their 
Kindred and Friends.

' It is gather’d in the Province of Xm- 
tung upon little Trees \ bat in that of 
Hnijiufm upon large ones, as big as thole 
of the IhSoti Fagods^ or Chefhut-Trecs 
in Murope. The way Nature has found 
to produce it, to us appears ftrange e- 
uough. There is in this Province a Crea¬ 
ture, or InfeO: of the bignels of a Flea, 
lb (harp at Stinging, that it not only 
pierces the Skins of Men and Bcalts, but 
the Boughs and Bodies of Trees. Thofe 
of the Province of Xanmng arc much va¬ 
lu’d 3 where the Inhabitants gather their 
Eggs from the 1 rces, and carry them 
to fell in the Province of HH(juam. In 
the Spring, there come from thefc Eggs 
certain Worms, which about the begin¬ 
ning of the Summer they place at the 
foot of the Tree, whence they creep 
up Iprcading thcmlclves wonderfully o- 
ver all the Branches. Having placed 
themleivcs there they gnaw, pierce and 
bore to the very Pith, and their Nou- 
rilhment they convert into Wax as white 
as Snow, which they drive ont to the 
mouth of the Hole they have made, 
where it remains congeal’d in drops by 
the Wind, and Cold. Then the Owners 
of the Trees gather it, and make it into 
Cakes as we do, which are Ibid all about 
China. 

The Cuinefes ufe Ibme little Wool, 
only in Blankets for Beds; for in their 
Cloaths, the Commonalty wear Cotton 
quilted with the fame; and the Nobility 
in Winter Line theirs with fcvcral forts 
of Furs of great Value, which is alfo 
us’d by the Women, efpecially in the 
Northern Provinces and Court of Feking. 
When the Emperor appears in Publick, 
in the Royal Hall (which is done four 
times a Month) the four Thoufandy»/rf»- 
darines^ who come to pay their Refpeds 
to him, arc all cover’d from Head to 
Foot with coftly Sables.

Oranges, Walnuts, Cheihuts, Pomegra- 
nets. Citrons, Lemmons, another fort 
of Apples they have in Itdy^ but the 
Author lays thofe in China me not fo 
good, Pinc-Applcs, Piftachos, and o-v 
thers. 

There arc fevcral Ibrts peculiar to 
the Country, as Indian Figs, Ananas, 
and others commor^ Afia ellewhcre 
deferib’d. One tjjdy call Ftvas, is alto¬ 
gether peculiar x!o China \ when ripe it is 
yellow as. to Colour, as to taftc Sweet 
and Sowel; but only the Juice of it is 
fwallow’d. There are alfo three other 
Fruits of a molt excellent Tafte, One 
call’d Nakhi, or Lkhie (by the For#«- 
guefts Lkhias) lhap’d like, and as big as 
a Walnut, with a thin Rind like the 
Scale of a Fifh. Before it is ripe it is 
Green, Md when ripe draws towards a 
Carnation, the Tafte delicious, and fo 
much priz’d by the Chinefes, that they 
keep it dry. The Tree is as high as a 
Pear-tree. The fecond ( by the Porm- 
guefes call’d Lungans) is fweet and round 
like the Lkhia, "but of a grccnifh Colour. 

The Tree is very thick of Leaves, and 
bears the Fruit like bunches of Grapes; 
but ffelh gather’d and dry it is admira¬ 
ble Plealant. The third, call’d SeyzM, 
is a Fruit in ihape and colour like an 
Orange, but with a thin fraooth Rind: 
its Tafte moft Lulcions, and has little 
Kernels within it like Piftachoes. It is 
eaten Green, and dry Candy’d; but care 
inuft be taken not to eat any Crabs after 
it, for tiiat would cauie moft dangefous 
Flaxes. The Spaniards, when they re¬ 
turn from Manila to Nerp Spain, carry 
confiderable quantities of them Candy’d.

Cbii. nioft valu’d Drink among the Chinejes^ as 
Chocolate is among the Spaniards j be- 
cauic there is no Vilit where they do not 
ufe a great quantity of it, we will there¬ 
fore fay fbmething of it. Tho’ it has 
the name of an Herb, yet the Leaves 
ar^ gather’d from little Trces, which are 
no^'or equal value in every Province, but 
that 'ff beft which grows in the Province 
of cLekiang^ in the Territory of the 
City Uothikeu. In Summer they bear a 
Flower, that has a pretty Scent, but the 
I^eaves muft be carefully gather’d in 
Winter. Firft they arc a little heated 
in a Caldron over a gentle Fire ^ then 
they are laid upon a hue Mat, and turn’d 
with the Hands; then they are fet over 
the Fire again till they arc thorough dry, 
and laftly they arc put into Wooden, or 
Tin Veflcls, that they may not Evapo¬ 
rate, and be preferv’d from Moiflure. 
When they would make ule of it, they 
put it into a Pot, and pour boiling Wa¬ 
ter over it, which extends, and makes 
them Green as they were at firft, and 
the Water takes '^.plealant Scent, and a 
Taftethat is not dif^g’-ecable, efpecially 
when the Leaves turn if Green. There 
i? fuch V’aricty, and fb many fc^rts of this 
Herb, and the difference of its Virtue, 
that there is foine of it fold for about 
ten Pence a Pound, and forae for ten 
Shillings. One fort makes the Water of 
a Gold Colour, another Green ; and as 
for the Taftc fome make it bitter. The 
beft of it is very dear. The O/inefes at¬ 
tribute it to this Herb, that neither the 
Gout, nor Stone are known in their Em¬ 
pire. They fay, that taken after Din¬ 
ner, it prevents Indigeftion, and takes 
away all Crudities from the Stomach; 
it helps Concodion, prevents Drunken- 
nefs hindring the Fumes of Wine to fly 
up to the Head i takes away all the un- 
catinefs of a Surfeit, drying up, and Ex¬ 
pelling all fuperfluous Humours^ and 
helps ftudious Perfons that defire to 
Watch. The Plant and Leaf may be 
feen in the Cut. 

Kuoaru. There is alfo Rubarb in Otina, efpe¬ 
cially in the Provinces of Suchuen^ Xenjy^ 
aqd in theCouncry about Sochien, a City 
niP far diftant from the great Wall. 
TWs Plant grows in raoift Places, and 
upon a fort of reddifb Ground. The 
Leaves are generally two Spans long, 
downy, and narrow at bottom. The

stem rifes a Foot, and bean Flowers 
like large Violets, which prefs’d yield a 
whicifh Jnicc, of a Noifome, unpleafant 
Scent. The Root is fbractimes three 
Foot long, and as thick as a Man’s Arm ; 
within it is Yellow, with fbme reddifh 
Veins, from which flows a vifeous Juice, 
of a Yellow inclining to Red. The time 
of gathering it is all Winter till 
before the Leaves bud out; becaufc in 
Summer it is Light, and Porous, and 
without that viftous Juice, wherein its 1 
Virtue confifts. When gather’d they 
take away the Beards, and cut it into 
bits, which they lay on a Board, and 
turn three or four times a Day, that 
they may not lofe, but fuck in their 
Juice. Four or five Days after they 
String them, to dry in the Wind, in a 
Place where th^y may not be expos’d to 
the Sun, becaulc Experience has fhewn 
that makes them lofe their Virtue. This 
Root when frelh is bitter in the higlieft 
degree. The Chinefes call it Tay-huam, 
that is. Yellow enough. 

In Chinay the Melons of all forts are Herbs, 
extraordinary good, as arc the Pompions, 
Cucumbers, Turnips, and Radilhes; 
there is no want of good Colcworts, 

Fennel, Onions,Garlicks, Smallage, Bor- 
rage, and other Herbs we liave in £«- 
rope j but thofc that are peculiar to them 
are more plentiful and better. One is 
call’d Linchioy which grows near the 
Water, and produces a fort of Fruit with 
two Horns, tender enough, and tafts like 
an Almond. An Herb they call Pezxay, 
is very Savoury boil’d. There arc alfo 
Potatas, and other nourilhing Roots. 

As for Flowers there arc abundance. Flowers, 
and very Beautiful, efpecially Tuberofes. 

Of our forts they have Gilliflowers, Ro- 
fes, Jafinin, and others. Thofo peculiar 
to the Country are more for Show tlian 
Scent, and they fet them between the 
rows of Bricks in their Courts, to make 
line Walks. They plant them in Spring; 
in two Months they grow a Yard high, 
and laft four or five Months. They are 
of feveral forts, but the beft call’d A»- 
^Mon^ and Laujlu^z^ Tfic firft is like a 
Velvet in fcvcral fhapes and colours. 

The fccond is not properly a Flower, 
but the laft Leaves on the top of the 
Plant are fb varioufly and beautifully co¬ 
lour’d, that they arc valu’d beyond any 
Flower. 

All forts or Game is.plentiful enoughs Game 0 
cfj)ecially about the Court in the three 
Winter Months \ and accordingly in 
veral Markets defign’d for this purpofq, 
thibre are rows two I'ilusket Shots in* 
f length 
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the fccond Dog Bear*, and 

the third Qiit-HiMm, or Hog Bear, M- 
caofe of fomc foch refcmblance m iffle 
Head and Paws. Bears Feet well drefs d 
are much valu’d in the Cfewe/e Feafts} 
and their Fat is a great Dainty among 
theT««4rj, who Eat it Raw, mix’d with 
Honey. There is alfo great plenty of 
all other forts of wild Bcafts; asfeveral 
fpccics of Deer, red and fallow, Tigers, 
wild Boars, Elks, Leopards, Rabbits, 
wild Gats, and Rats, and others. 

Wild As for wild Fowl, there is a prodigi- 
r«wL. ous quantity of Pheaiants (as there is al¬ 
fo in Tart (try) they being fold for five 
Grains o(N/tfles Mony a-piece, Partrid¬ 
ges, Quails, Gecfc, Cranes, and Dutjs. 
There arc Daws very remarkable for 
their Feathers-, for whereas all othCTS 
arc Black, thofe in Chin* have white 
Breafts and Necks. But they are not g<^ 
to Eat. In Singing the Cbiaefe Nightin- 
gal out-docs ours in Eurtfe, and the CW- 
nary Birds i its Note is fo Harmonious, 
Sweet, and Loud, anditrnnsfuch Di- 
vifion, as if it had learnt to Sing. It 
is three times as big as ours, but of 
the fame Colour ^ they call it S<gw. An 
other Bird call’d Ssnxo Sings well enough. 
It has two white round Spots under the 
Eyes, and all the reft of the Body Black. 
The Martinho, as the Fmaguefts call him, 
is another Bird to be kept in a Cage, of 
which we have fpokc m the rfiird Vo- 


length of ft veral forts of four-foaed and 
winged Oeatures ftanding upon their 
Feet; fo hard frozen that it prefefves 
them from Corruption. There arc thrw 
fpecics of Bears; the firft call’d by the 
ruin.rt, that is. Man Bear t 


Deiidouf- All that vaft Trad of Land (as lies 
nefsof the under fo many Degrees, we laid in ano- 
Country. ther Place Chin* extended to) for the 
pleaftntnefs of the Soil, the plenty of 
Fruit, and excellent Improvement, looks 
. like one continu’d Garden. This falls 
out fo bccaufc none of it lies under the 
Torrid Zone, except the extream Parts 
of the Province of Cduton and 
which reach beyond the Tropick. The 
reft is all within the lower half of the 
Temperate Zone y yet fo as in the Pro¬ 
vinces of Peking and SeUmfi they enjoy 
all tflofe Advantages the moft Northern 
Conneries abound in) for the Winter 
lafts much longer than ifjjfafl in bare 
forty Degrees of Latitudes What by 
fific Extremity of the Cold, and thcNa- 
(lu-o of the Water, from the middle of 
November, the Ice is fo thick, andftrong 

Qg the Rivers and Uikes, that it bears 
^ yol IV. ' 


Horfts and Carts, and does not Thaw 
till after Febnemy. Thus aS far as 
may be Advantaglous to it, enjoys all 
the ftveral Climates, without the Bar¬ 
barity of the one Extreme, or the too 
much Luxury of the other. It is not all 
Plain, nor all Mountainous j but part 
one, pare the other, in foch proportion 
as is no left Beautiful thap ProhtaUe. 

For the moft part there are moft delight¬ 
ful fmaU Hills, every where Till'd j cho’^ 
there are jlffennines, or vaft Mountains 
in every Province; and Groves of 
cellent Trees, for the fineft Carving, 
for the common uft of Building, fifet 
the beft part of the Mountains is TiO’d; 
for the Chinefes being all intent upon 
Tillage, level the fteep Parts, and make 
Fields to Sow j nor do they want for 
Inventions and Engins to convey the 
Water up to the Tops of Mountains, or 
other Places that want it with Safe. 

Theft Mountains are moft delightful to 
behold at a diftance, being all cut as it 
were in Steps from the bottom to the 
top. As for Plains, there are fome fo 
large, that to foew their Extent it is 
enough to lay, there is one that reaches 
from Nmking to Peking, for ftveral hun¬ 
dred Miles, without one foot of Land 
either barren by Natur^^f for want of 
Improvement. The^dnumerable Mul¬ 
titude of People,ji^ards this Work; 
to Maintain whom, all the Produft of 
fo vaft a (Country fo well improv’d is 
little enoun. And it is fo Fruitful na¬ 
turally, thak. there are two Harvefts in 
a Year ^ and whilft they Reap they Sow 
again. Yet the Land does not wear ou^ 
but ^ows more Fruitful, and yieldi 
plentiful Crops; infomuch, that among 
the reft it is fiid of the Province of Sci- 
nntmg. That one Year’s good Harveft 
will Keep it ten Years, and longer. 

This makes it ftem very ftrange to the 
Chinefes, to hear that our Land produ¬ 
cing but once a Year grows Barren; and 
much more that we muft let it lie Fallow 
a Year to recover it felf. 

Tho’ Chinn be water’d by abundance whole- 
of Rivers, and Canals, and fopply’d fo®® Air. 
with many Lakes and Pools j yet the 
Air is generally very Healthy, and their 
Seafons are as Reguur as in Enrofe. The 
Northern Provinces are extream Cold, 
theSonthernHot, theothersTempcratc. 

’Tis true,; That in the Southern Parts 
at fome times there blows foch a pefti- 
lential Wind, that it deftroys very ma¬ 
ny -, but Aey have a powerful Antidofe 
to ftcure themftlves agatnft it which is, 
certain Rings of worn by the

Tiie ntn- '"^HEOriginal ofthcfePrinccs is fo ob- 
peror’s Icurc, tliat whofbever has under- 

l edegrce. t^j^cn to give an Account of it, has run 
into Fables. They had their beginning 
in this Age, from a fmall head of a Hord, 
or Captain of Out-laws, or wandring 
Tartars^ whofe Name was Tien-mim \ 
on whom, as Hiftorians write, the Em¬ 
peror Vatt’Ue beftow’d the Government 
of the Valley of Moachett, and the ad¬ 
jacent parts, upon condition he fhould 
Defend it againft the Eaftern Tartars, 
who were divided intoleven fmall Prin¬ 
cipalities. dying, in the Year, 

1628, his Son T'un-cHm, continu’d the 
War till his Death, which was in 163^ 
Ckm-te Son to. Tien-cmm, being call’d in 
by the Chinefes £bs^cir afliftance, almofl: 
compleated the Cd)<meft of Ci^a \ but 
dy*d in 1644 before Ik' was fetlcd in the 
Pofleffion. His Son Aiw-cfci, tat fix Years 
of Age, was receiv’d as Kmperor at 
Peking, and dy’d in 1662.' leaving for 
his Succellbr, his Son Cam-hi, who now 
Reigns. 

■Tmiry, h before we give an Account how thele 
Princes obtain’d the Crown of China, it 
is to be obferv’d, that Tartary (which 
contains all the North prt 'or rifia') is 
by the Chinefes divided into the Eaftern 
and Weilern. The Inhabitants of them 
both, for the moft part live wandring 
up and down with their Cattle, and in 
Tents; but the Wefternarc withont all 
comparilbn the mod: Powerful, poilci^ 
fing all the Country lying between 
the furtheft part of the Province of Pe- 
king, and the Frontiers of the Mogul, 
Perfia, and Mufeevy. 'fhe Eaftern Tar¬ 
tary reaches from the Province of Leao- 
tang Eaftward, beyond Japan, and con¬ 
tains the Countries of Niuche, Weft of 
Otrtsp', NiuiSaan, North of Niuche ; Tupy, 
"W Mhtehe ; the Country of Tefo, 
Japan, and E^of Tupy. 

_ >fc Countries are.Poor,and iHpeopled; 
t^re being in them, only 2 or 3 littleCi- 
tics, and all the reft Wild,either Woods, 


or Mountains. Yet thefe Tartars arc 
fear’d when they are united, becaufe they 
are hardy, as being Born in a ftiarp Cli¬ 
mate, and us’d to be always on Horle- 
back,eithertor Hunting, or War. They 
made themielves known by their Incur- 
fions into China, above 200 Years be¬ 
fore the Birth of Chrift, but in the 12 
Century, they poflifs’d themfclvcs of 
the Provinces of heaotung, Peking, Xen- 
fi, and Xanmig. The Fredeccllbrs of 
the Tartar Prince now Reigning in Chi¬ 
na, were lb far from ever being Mafters 
of the Eaftern Tartary, that they were 
never Lords of the Country of Niuche ; 
for as has been faid there were 7 ieveral 
Princes. And F. Adamus writes, that 
Tien-cum, Great Gandfather to the Em¬ 
peror now Reigning, when he entred 
C^na, had but 8000 Souldiers; which 
afterwards fuddeniy increas'd, the reft 
of the Eaftern Tartars running in to 
him,and an innumerable Multitude of the 
Weftern ; being ail allur'd, rather by 
the Store of Booty, chan the Fame 
of his Vidorics. 

Having promis’d thus much, it re- creati 
mains now tolhew how the Eaftern T^r- b^mon 
tars polTeis’d themfclves of the Empire 
of China, which was thus. During the 
Reign of the Family Mim, the ftrength 
of the Empire being employ’d, upon Ic- 
curing the Frontiers next to Tartary ; 
eight Captains of Robbers, took the 
Field, and in a fliort time rais’d eight 
Armies. Thefe contending among theni- 
fclvcs for the Sovereignty, reduc’d them- 
fclvcs to two, the ones Name was Li, 
the others Cham ; who feparating Cham 
took the way of the Weftern Provin¬ 
ces of Suchuen and Huquam, and u of 
the Northern. He having ftcur’d the 
Province of ^enfi, laid Siege to the 
Metropolis, of the Province of Honani 
and having rais’d it the iirft time witll 
Loft, return’d to it the fecond, with^ 
greater Power; and yet the Bcficgtl 
teld out bravely fix Months, bciir^ 
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brought for want of Provifions to eat 
Man’s Flclh. At length the Emperor’s 
Army, came to their Relief, and cut¬ 
ting the Banks of the River, to drown 
the Rebels, iullead of them drowned 
the City, and in it 300000 Souls, at the 
latter end of 1542. In the 

mean time, lA having pofleft’d himftlf 
of all this Province, and that of Xtnfi, 
firft put to death the Governours of 
them, and then dealt gracioufly with the 
People, ealing them to generoufly from 
Taxes, that many of the Emperor’s 
Souldicrs came to Icrve under him. 
I'iicn LJ from a Captain of Robbers, 
took upon him the 'Fitle of Emperor, 
and entring the Province of Pefdng, 
march’d directly to the Court, whither 
he had betorc lent feveral Traitors his 
Confidents, to debauch the People, and 
draw t!iem to his Party, and was there¬ 
fore fin c of admittance \ as well on Ac¬ 
count of the conliderablc Party he had 
within, as bccaufe of the Dilcord be¬ 
tween the Minilters and Eunuchs. In 
Peking^ was a Garrilbn of 70000 Men, and 
yet three days after Li came before it, 
the Rebels opening the Gates,he march’d 
in with 300000 Men, and took his way 
diredlly to the Emperor’s Palace j who 
without knowing any thing of what had 
hapned, was mottifying himfelf with 
faffing, among his Bonzes. Perceiving 
by the fudden approach of the Enemy, 
that he was betray’d on all Hands, he at¬ 
tempted with 600 armed Men to rufh 
out at the Gates, and die Honourably ^ 
but being forfaken by them all, who 
lik’d not the Refolution of dying, he re¬ 
turn’d to the Palace, and retiring into 
the Garden, writ thefe Words on the 
Hem of his Garment. My own Sahjelts 
have betray'd me\ do with me as yon think 
jif, provided you do not hurt my People. 
Then taking a Dagger, he endeavour’d 
to kill a Dagghter he had at Womans £- 
ftatc, that Ihe might not fall into the 
Hands of the Robbers \ but Ihc avoid¬ 
ing the Blow, and being hurt in the 
Arm, fell down in a Swoon. At length 
the Emperor throwing a Scarf about his 
Neck, bang’d himfelf, at the Age of 
36, and with him the Empire, and all 
the Family to the number of 80000, all 
Pefifh’d by degrees. The chief Colao 
following his Example hapg’d himfelf, 
as did the Emprefs and the Faithful Eu¬ 
nuchs. The Emperor’s Bc 4 y being fought 
ratter the next Ltay, was found aociden- 
^lly -, and being carry’d before the *ll- 
nurper fitting on the Throne, was con- 
>tcmptibly us’d. The Emperor’s Eldcft 
. Vol. IV. * 



Sou being Fled, he caus’d the two Youn¬ 
ger to be Beheaded, and haviji^ Slain all 
the Miniflers, abandon’d the City to the 
Fury and Lull of his Army. 

Confidering the raiferable end of this laft c/v 
Family, it feems to have made good the »;/i pamii 
faying in the Book of Wifdom, In the !/• 
fame that he Sins^ in the fame fiall he be 
Pmijh'd. Becaufc from the common l<yt 
it rais’d itfclf to the Throne, through 
the Indulfry of one of his Fore-fathers, 
who from a mean Servant to the Bonz.es^ 
becoming a Captain of Robbers, pii 
down the Family Tven of the Wcl^n 
Tartars, which bad rul’d 8p Years, find 
let up the Family Mim, which conti¬ 
nu’d in the Throne, during the Reigns 
of 21 Emiierors, for the fpace of z'jd 
Years, till another Captain of Robbers 
utterly deftroy’d it. 

In the mean while Li, leaving a fiiffi- Braveryo? 
cieut Garrilbn in Peking, prepar’d to a ckinefe 
give Battle to the Geiferal Vfanquty, General, 
who had the Supreme Command of the 
Chinefe Army, confilliiig of 60000 Men •, 
and was employ’d in the Province ofLe- 
aotmg, againft the Tartars. He advan¬ 
ced to attack the City, where finding 
Vfan-qu^, who defended it bravely, he 
caus’d his Father to be brought before 
the Wall, threatning t^Ut him to a 
molt cruel Death, i^li^id not Surren¬ 
der the City. being on the 

Wall inth|^6l^tion, knelt downand 
begg’d bisf ather’s Pardon, telling him, 
he ow'd a VMfrr Duty to his King and 
Country thal^o him, and that it was her- 
ter to die, th^ to live Subjebl to Robbers, 

The Father c^mended his Son’s gene¬ 
rous Refolutit^ ■, and willingly bowiefe 
his Necifwas put to Death. ^ 

Vfan-^iy to Revenge the Emperor’s 
and his Father’s Death, lent a Solemn call’d in. 
Embaliy to the Tartar Cum-te, with con- 
liderable Prelents, inviting him to march 
with his Army againll the Ufurperup¬ 
on condition concerted between them. 

He flew, rather than march’d with 60000 
Men into China, and foon caus’d the 
Siege to be rais’d with lols to the Be- 
liegers. Li hereupon return’d to Court; 
where not thinking himfelf iafe, feiz- 
ing the Treafures, and firing the City, 
and Palace, he fled with his Army into 
the Province of Xenfi, always purfu’d by 
the Enemy. 

In the mean while, the Tartar King I'anfug 
Cum-te dy’d, after having conquer'd the youngf^r- 
greatefl: part of leaving a Son an- 

der Agft his Heir, and the GovernixKnt 
of the Empire to Amavam a Petty King 
his Brother. The Chinefes were in 
C c c i hopes 



fN-A^ hopes thdt the T*rr«rf loaded with Boo- 
Cemclli. ty, would rctiiro home, but were (bon 
16 ^ 6 . undeceiv’d, for they coming to Pthings 
refus’d to go any further, laying the Em¬ 
pire was due to their Valour. Thus 
the Infant but iix Years of Age, yet wi- 
fer than could be expedted at that Agcj 
entred the City in Triumph, being rc- 
ciev’d with the Applaofe of die People, 
who placing him on the Throne, lalut- 
£d him Emperor, crying, l^ng live Van- 

t Vanfny (that is ten and ten thou- 
Ycars) which is the ufual cry upon 
string the Empire- Xun-chi was the 
ider of this new Imperial Family, 
h in the Tmar and Chinefe Lan¬ 
guages, is call’d Tai’Chim^ that is, of 
Great Purity, and began to Reign in 
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Vjan^tjuey (who is thought to havc 
Slain the Ufurper Z./, in Battle) per¬ 
ceiving too late, that to drive away the 
Dog, he had brought the Lion into the 
Empire, receiv’d of the 'tartar^ the Dig¬ 
nity of a Petty King, and the Title of 
Pimfif that is, of Pacifyer of the Weft, 
and had the City of Singan^ Metropolis 
of the Province of Xenfi^ aflign’d him 
for his Kclidence. 

The Tartar having fubdn’d the Nor- 
Provinces, bent bis Thoughts and 
Power againtlsdie Southern •, laying 
Siege to the Metrt^lis of Nanking^ 
where Ha-quatu., Ncprtef,*uto V-an-Ue, 
had caus’d himfelf to be Proclaim’d Em¬ 
peror. This unhappy Man ^s taken, 
and carry'd to Peking^ whjrc he was 
Strangled, together with ^um-chim the 
late Emperor’s Eldeft Son./ Nanking ta- 
kto, the Tmars procecdc|H to the Siege 
br the Metropolis of Chekiang-,, where 
Lovata a Petty King had refus’^ the Ti¬ 
tle of Emperor. He feeing the City at¬ 
tack’d by the Tartar, to prevent the 
Slaughter of his People, kneeling on the 
Wall, fpoke thefe Words to his Ene¬ 
mies. Do with me as yon fleafe ; I e^er 
my felf a Sacrifice for my People. Having 
fpoke thefe Words, he went out and 
deliver’d himfelf to the Tartars, which 
Aft of Companion, tho’ it lav’d not his 
life, yet it fav’d the City and Inhabi¬ 
tants. The Succels was various in the 
Provinces of Fokien, Quantung, and^4i»- 
fi-, in the Northern, they happily redu¬ 
ced the two Chinefe Generals, Uoaad 
Kiam, by fowing Difeord among them. 

In the Weltern Parts and Province of 
S^huen, another Famous Captain of 
JHifoers, made molt difmal ^vock. 
MpName was Cham-hien’cham, by ano- 
■19 Name the Nero of CIbiM, and a 

tf 


Devil incarnate. He after ruining the Anothc 
Provinces of Honan, Nanking, and Ki- harban 
amji by his Barbarity; bent all his Rage 
againil that of Sachaen. The firll he 
Slew, was the Petty King of the Prece¬ 
dent Family, with many more and 
very often for the lake of one that had 
offended him, he would Butcher all the 
Inliabitants of a Street for one Soul- 
dier a Body of 2000, and for the mi- 
ftake of one Philitian, an hundred or 
more of them. Of 600 Mininff;ers he 
had under him, when their three Years 
Government was expir’d, he Icarce 
lav’d twenty, all the reft; being put to 
leveral forts of Deaths, upon light oc- 
calious. He (laugbter’d nve thouland 
Eunuchs at once, becaufo one among 
them, did not call him King, but by his 
own Name Cham-hien-chum, and lb for 
the Fault of one Bonz^ 20000 of them. 

He call’d together ail the Students out 
of the Neighbouring Provinces to be ex¬ 
amin’d, and they being come to the 
number of 18000 into the City, he put 
them ail to Death, under pretence that 
they with their Sophiltical notions 
ftirr’d up the People to Rebellion. He 
four tines Condemn’d the Fathers Bugglio 
and Magalhaens to Deaths but atcer- 
wards Pardon’d them, being well in¬ 
clin’d to Chrillian'Religion. 

In tlie Year 1^45, being the 3d of the 
Emperor Xun-chi, being to fet out for humanity 
the Province of Xr«yi,againff; the Tartars, 
he caus’d all the Inhabitants of the Metro¬ 
polis of Chim-m to be led without the 
Walls bound, and be Riding through 
the midff: of them, as they knelt, beg¬ 
ging Mercy, Rood doubtful what be was 
to do; and at laR order’d them to be 
cut in pieces as Rebels, and according¬ 
ly they were all Butcher’d in his fight, 
to the number of Oooooo, of which 
number many Infants were Baptiz’d by 
the Fathers of the Society. This done 
he order’d his Souldiers that every one 
of them following his Example, Ihould 
kill his Wife, as bemg a hindrance to 
their Martial Profeflion. He of 300 he 
bad,kept only 20 Maids to fervesClueens, 
and according to his Orders, all the Wo¬ 
men throughout the Army, were put 
to Death. At laR having burnt that 
famous Metropolis, he entred the Pk>- 
vinceof Xenfi-, but being there told the 
third time, tbafr five Scouts of the Tar~ 
tar Army appar’d coming out into the 
Field without his Armopr, to know the 
Tt’uth, a fatal Arrow from the Enemy, 
ftruck him through the Heart. His Ar-'i 
my. being then beaten and diipers’d,, 
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the People of Suchuett receiv'd the T«r- 
Cemcili. tars joyfully as their Deliverers. 

1696. Eleven Provinces being almoft fub- 
du’d, there remain’d the four Southcr- 
Provin^ moff, which own’d the Emperor 
lubdu’d. Three petty Kings were fent from 
Court with three Armies, who ibon lay’d 
Siege to the Metropolis of the Province 
of which having held out a 

Year with confiderable Lois on both 
fides, was at lalt taken on the 24th of 
JSIovemher 1650. The Sonldiers exer- 
cifed their Rage upon it for ten Days, 
kiUing 200000 Citizens.Thence the T tar¬ 
tar Army remov’d to the Capital City of 
Shiaakin^ where, the Emperor Tum-Ue 
not being able to refill with his fmall 
Forces, tied to the Province of Quamfi^ 
and then to that of Tunan. 

The following Year dy’d Amavam^ 
Tutor and Unkle to the Emperor, a 
wife Man, belov’d by the Chinefes^ and 
to whom his Nephew ow’d the Empire. 
His Brother a petty King alpir’d at the 
Protcdorlhip, but all the great ones op¬ 
pos’d him, alledgiug, That Xun-chi was 
fourteen Tears of Age^ and Marrjfd to the 
Daughter of Tan-yu, King of the Wefiern 
Tartary 3 for which Reafon he might govern 
himfelf. The Chinefes were lb pofitive 
in this Matter, that hanging up the En- 
ligns of their Employments at the Pa¬ 
lace Gate, they declar’d they would re¬ 
ceive them from no other Hand but the 
Emperors, whereupon the petty King 
defined. 

Xun-chi who was excellently Qualify’d, 
to gain the love of the Chinefes Ihew’d 
himfelf familiarly to them, contrary to 
the Cultom of the Antient Emperors. 
He maintain’d the Laws, Statutes and 
Politicks of the Chinefes, altering but 
very little. He kept up the fix Sove¬ 
reign Courts inltitutcd above 4000 
Years before, but would have them be 
compos’d of half Tartars and half Chi- 
ntfes \ fupprelfing the other fix fet up by 
the late Family, in the City of Nanking, 
He united the Sword and the Pen, al¬ 
lowing Chinefe Philolbpbcrs to be Go- 
vernours of the City. This wife Em¬ 
peror being fenfible, that the Safety or 
Ruin of the State depended upon the 
lincere and uncorrupt Examination of 
th^ Learned 3 and being inform’d that 
ibme had bought the Examiners Votes 
with Gold, he put 36 of them to Death \ 
nnd order’d thofe that hattlieen Examin’d 
no go through ib again, and thofe th^ 
(were approv’d of again he PardonV, 
•llowing them their Degree thofe tist 
jvere rejedled and could not Hand die 
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Teft, he-KanI(h’d with their whole Fa¬ 
milies into Tartary. The feme Sentence 
he pafs’d upon other Criminals, to Peo¬ 
ple the Deferts of that Country, bling 
fatisfy’d their Children and Grand-Chil¬ 
dren would there become Tartars. 

In the Year 1659. {diufim the Admi- A £rc2t 
ral.

In a Council of War, 
the Tartar General was of Opinion that 
the City could not be Defended, as 
long as they were not fecure of the Mul¬ 
titude of Citizens, and that therefore 
they ought all to be put to the Sword. 

Lam oppos’d that inhuman Method, and 
laid. If there be no other way to provide 
for the Safety of the City, kill me firfi 3 
which Expreflion mollify’d the Hearts of 
thofe Barbarians. The Siege had feaac 
lulled 20 Days before Quefimh Birth Day 
cameon, which ail his Army Celebrated 
with Fcaftingand Sports. ThcTartars 
laying hold of this Opportunity, when 
the Enemies Army ivajjdjifry’d in Sleep 
and Drunkenneli, Jnthe Dead of the 
Night attack’^y^ith fuch Courage and 
Condud,^nat Icarce 3000 of them cC» 
cap’d to neir Ships, leaving all the Boo¬ 
ty to thewidors. Queftm refolving to 
Revenge ^ might]^aughtcr, and the 
Death of Father Nicholas and Bre¬ 
thren, treacKroufiy put to Death by 
the Tartarsj\ooo after fought thar 
Fleet, ^ndTfter an obllinatc Fight deV 
feared it. Taking, Sinking and Burning; 
a great part of it. Particularly he put 
to Death 4000 Tartars, and having Cut 
off their ^r^ Nofes and Heads, threw 
the Trunks alhore. The Emperor not 
able to put up this Affront, order’d all 
the reft that had been in the Fleet to be 
put to Death, becaufe they ought to 
have Conquer’d or Dy’d for their Coun¬ 
try. In the Year 1551 . the feme ^«e- 
fim attack’d the City and Caftle of the 
Ifland Formofa, then well Garrilbn’d by 
the Dutch who had taken it from the Sp.'i- 
niards both by Sea and Land. After a 
Siege of four Months, the Befieg’d op- 
prels’d by Famine, and difeppointed of 
all Relief, furrendred all the Ifland to 
Qaefim, who fixt there the Scat of his 
Empire.* This Conqueft made him* lb 
Haughty and Bold, that he bad the Con¬ 
fidence to fend F. Vittorio Riedo a Domini¬ 
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Miflloncr his Emball'jdor to the Go- 
0-incl!:. vcrnor of Manila^ to demand of him a 
! r.<}6. Yearly Tribute, or ell’e he vyronld lay a 
'w'"lirFcbjc of Boat*: from the Ifland Formofa 
to Ai.mla to fii bdue it. Tliis ftruck fuch 
a Terror into the Governour and all the 
City, that holding a Council to confider 
wnat Anrwer to return, the Archbilhop 
rvat of Opinion the blciled Sacrament 
ilionld be expos’d. This being devout¬ 
ly.perform’d, tfie Father was font back 
\/ith a rcfolute Anhver; who nolboh- 
^arriv'd at the llliud Formofa^ but he 
foiiVwd (he Tyrant, through the juft Judg- 
nienj's of God , had dy’d with Rage, 
leaving flrft gnaw’d off his Fingers with 
his Tkth, upon hearing of the League 
conLli’.ded againft him between the TUr- 
frf) jand the Dutch ^ and that the Gover- 
iiour haddifcover’d his Confpiracy in the 
riulippine Illands, and put to Death fcve- 
ral thoufands of Chinefes', as alfo that 
his Son had committed InceR with one 
of his Wives. 

To conclude the Hiftory of this fa¬ 
mous Family of Pyrats, the Reader 
mull uudcrfland that it began in a Cap¬ 
tain of Rovers call’d, Chin-chilum, of 
the Preince of Pakitn. This Man firft 
ferv'd tiic Pmrgucfes at Macao^ by whom 
being B iptiz^r!;? had the Name of Ni¬ 
cholas given hifiC"S^rom this beginning 
he grew up to be fadi^^nsjjy contradiing 
Fricndlhip with the Sp4»»«ra4>^nd Dutch, 
and put hirafcif firft under thjj Emperor 
Lnm-va, and next under the^rwr, but 
both times deceitfully on fides, lb 
that being created a petty King, he was 
fent for to Court upon iaife Promifes. 
Ji^ls Son Qaefim fucccc^d him in the 
- yi^ommand of his Navy ^ '^tlQ 5 fch^.he Tstr- 
. har being jealous of, he oblig’d him by 
Letters to call his Son to him.' Nicholas 
writ a Letter, which he deliver’d to the 
Emperor and gave another, wherein 
he advis'd his Son not to come to a Bar¬ 
ber his Confident, who betray’d him 
putting it into the Emperor’s Hands. 
Hereupon Nicholas was put to Death; 
and Qjtefm tho’ he had not fuller’d him- 
ftlf to be overcome by his Father’s Let¬ 
ter, or the Tartars Proniiles, yet came 
to the miferable End we have mention’d. 
Qaefim's Son continu’d the War againft 
the Emperor, who with the Alliftance 
of the Dutch who lent 25 Sail, drove 
him out of the maritime Places of F0ib>» 
and all China. In 1683. he took firom 
b^i the Ifland Formofa, fending thither a 
fP|rerful Fleet, and corrupting {he il/4»- 
dathes and great Men of the Country. 
What Kindred of his remaia’d, the 


Emperor caus’d to he convey’d to Peking, 
where 1 law one of them, whole Name ■ 
was Chinchilum, whom out of a jealous 
Policy he honour’d with the Title ,of a 
Count. ^ 

Whilft the Empire of China was thus Cbinefe 
confum’d with inteftine Wars, and la- imperial 
bour’d under the fortunate Succclles of^“"!'*y ^ 
the Tartar Arms -, the unfortunate Em- 
peror Tum-Ue withdrew into the King¬ 
dom of Men-que, commonly call’d Pe£u. 

The Tartar demanded him with threat- 
ning Letters of thic King, and having 
got him into his Hands immediately 
Strangled him and all his Family in the 
Metropolis. His two Qiicens being con¬ 
vey’d to Peking, were civilly Treated, 
and it is believ’d they ftill continue in the 
Catholick Faith. It was in the Year 
1551 . that the laft of the late Family of 
APim were put to Death. 

This fame Year, for Fortune is not al- The Em- 
way s favourable, was fatal to the Erape- peror Mad 
ror Xttn-chi. He fell in love with a moll Love, 
beautiful Woman, and that he might 
enjoy her at his full Liberty, feutfor her 
Husband, whom reproving for having be¬ 
hav’d himlclf ill in his Orfice, he ftruck 
him over the Face, and the poor Man 
for Grief dy’d within three Days. Then 
he fent for the l.ady to Court, and con¬ 
trary to Cuftom, made her fecond Queen 
whilft the firft was ftill Living. The 
new Wife was deliver’d of a Son, for 
whofc Birth there was extraordinary Re-, 
joyckig^ but within three Months the 
Infant dy’d, and foon after his Mother. 

The Emperor was fo concern’d at this 
lofs, that growing Outragious, he would 
have kill’d himfelf with a Poniard, had 
not the Queen Mother and the Eunuchs 
prevented him -, however he brought up 
anaccurfed Pradice, afterwards imitated 
by his Succcilbr, which was that 30 
Men by a voluntary Death, Ihould ap« 

E eale the Soul of his Concubine, whom 
e thought he law in a dreadful Shape. 

He enjoyn’d all the great Men and Mi- 
nifters of the Empire, and all the Com¬ 
monalty to wear three Months Mourn¬ 
ing for the Empreis, for lb he calPd her 
after Death. The Funeral Pomp was 
much greater than belong’d to her. The 
Emperor himfelf weeping like a Child 
put the Alhes into a Silver Urn, as'ihe 
bad defir’d at^her Death. The Urn 
was placed in a rich Tomb, after the 
T ortar Manned •, and abundance of ricl^ 

Sijks wrought with Gold and Silver, 
were burnt in the fame Fire. Two hunr 
di^d thouland Crowns were diftribptee 
ai|tongtbe Poorand 2000 Soux.es

At length finding his Strength 
fail him, he caus’d four great Men to 
ho call’d, in whofe Prefcnce he made a 
fort of ConfclBon of his Sins; faying, 
He had ill Governd the Empire’, that he 
had not paid the Refpccl he ou^ht to his Fa¬ 
ther and Grand-Father , mofi excellent 
Princes that he had moreover flighted his 
Mother's Advice’, that through Covetouf- 
nejs of Cold he had defrauded the great Men 
of Penfions, and then fpent it Idly j that he 
had favour’d the Eunuchs too much ^ and 
... that he had lov’d the late Emprefs fo inerdi- 
^prog‘*‘ that he had been troublefime to him- 

mffmuSm. fdf and his Subjetls in Bemoaning her. To 
p. urngm conclude, he left his Son but eight Years 
Bijl. Tm. of ^ge under their Tuition*, and then 
having Cloath'd himfelf, and compos’d 
his Arms^ faying, / go, about Mid¬ 
night he gave up the Ghoib in the 24th 
Year of his Age.

Carn-M Palace, about Noon the Body was lock’d 
claim’d becaufc he dy’d of the Small Post, 

Emperor, to be afterwards Burnt when the hun¬ 
dred Days were expir’d. After three 
Days Cam-hi, then eight Years of Age, 
tho he was the fecond Son, was laluced 
Emperor in purfuance of his Father’s 
Willi it beingaCuftom among the Tiir- 
tars to fulfil the Father’s Will as dilated 
by Heaven. At firll: the Empire was 
peaceably Govern’d by four great Men. 
They caus’d the chief of the Eunuchs to 
be Beheaded, as caufe of ail tiie Mif- 
thief that had hapned; 4000 of them 
werS Baniih’d, and a 1000 put to mean 
Employments. It was 9rder’d on ac¬ 
count of the many Pyrats,^ that the fn- 
l^bitantsof all the Maritime Cities of 
provinces, Ihonldchange their HabitatU 
MS, andrctirenincMilesiotq theCdun/ 
t^i fo that the Gardens, Caitles anl 
rides, along the Sea Coait were 



ally Icvel’d with the Ground, and ail 
Trade by Sea abfolotely forbid. Ma¬ 
ny tboulands hereupon were ftarv’d to 
Death, who liv’d by Fifliing. In the 
Year 1^04. an Edid was Publifli’d againlt 
tbeChriftian Religion, as teaching wick¬ 
ed Dodrine and Rebellion. £. Adamm, 
as Head of it, was put into Piifoii, with 
three of his Companions, and decid’d 
Guilty by feveral Courts. All . the Eu¬ 
ropean Prielfs were Summon’d to Coaw^ 
and the Chrifiian Books Cbodc.m n’d tcy 
the Flames. In j66^. in a full Cou^ 
cil of all the great Miniltcrs, F. 
rms was Condemn’d to be Hang’d, pnd 
then to be ent in Pieces; but feveral 
lhakes of an Earthquake being on a fud- 
den felt throughout the City, according 
to the Ciiftom of the Cbinefes, all w'cre 
Pardon’d butf. Adamus aforelaiil. How¬ 
ever a Month after it being the Ring's 
Birth Day, he was difeharg'd, and civ’d 
afterwards a natural Deatli in Angnft at 
Canton. In 1666, Sajjy the Eldcll ot the 
four Tutors dy’d *, whereupon Cayn-bi 
Iblemnly rook upon him the Govern¬ 
ment of the Empire. 

Another Storm difturb’d the Empire vCm-quci 
in 1673 i for Vfan-ejuey, a moft power- Revolts, 
ful petty King in the Pi-ovias;e of Yun¬ 
nan, before fpoken of, wlK^indifcreetly 
brought the Tartars Oiina ; being 
fent for by th^mi^or, refus’d to go, 
unlefs attei^RSTby 80000 Men. Then 
dUtniffing lie Melfcngers, he Ihook oflT 
the Trfrt^rWoke ’, and made the Cbinefe 
Kalendar, \hich he fent to the neigh¬ 
bouring Kingk his Allies, but he of 
Tunchin refus^ and fent it to the Env 
peror. jfjL ^thi mean while Vfan-qu\ 
fnbdu’d t|e tiffee Provinces of Yun-nau, 
Suchuen,Quei-cheu, and almoll half that of 
Huquam j tor which realbii the Emperor 
Beheaded his eldelt Sou, and Cut in 
Pieces all the Rebels, having difcover’d 
their Conlpiracy. 

Two Years after the petty Kings of Another 
fokien and ^antitng Rcbell’d, for their Rebellion. 
Fathers dying they put on the Cbinefe 
Cap. To which was added the new 
Power of the petty King of the llland 
Formofa, Ictled there after expelling the 
Dutch, as was laid before. It mult have 
gone hard with ib^Tartar, had all thefe 
been Unanimous and Joyn’d their Forces 
to fight for the Liberty of their Coun¬ 
try j but the petty King feeing himfelf 
Contemn’d by him of Fokien, mov’d a- 
gainft him, and got the better in fevc- 
ral Encounters. In the mean while 
Armies were font from Court under ths 
Command of Tartar petty Kings. An 
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Unkle of the Emperor’s march’d to Hit- 
qaam \ one to ChiekiMg and Pohtn and 
another to Quimti^g^ and QHamfi. The 
Kihg of Fokitn being worftcd in feveral 
Encounters, and not daring to trnft his 
People any longer, ihav’d his Head, and 
deliver’d himfelf up to the Turtttr^ by 
whom he was receiv’d to Mercy. The 
petty' King of QH/mtuni, having a lefs 
Title given him by Vpai-quei, than be- 
■ jog’d to his Dignity, fell off from him, 
id deliver’d himfelf and the Province 
c Tartars. The Emperor over- 
at fb much Succefs on the i2tii of 
went to their Houle to vifit 
the Jejuits of Peking^ and there with the 
Imperial Pencil writ thele two Chara- 
ders Kim-tiea, that is, to adore Hea¬ 
ven, which li^nifies the Lord of Hea¬ 
ven, and putting the Imperial Seal to 
it, gave it the Fathers. The Copies of 
thefe Charafters, fet up by the three 
Orders of Religious Men in their Chur¬ 
ches, are look’d upon as a tacit Appro¬ 
bation of Cbriilian Religion. 

Vfan-quel dy’d in the Year idyp, and 
his Son HamMoa was proclaim’d Empe¬ 
ror. The lame Year, on the 2d of Sep¬ 
tember^ about ten in the Morning, a ter¬ 
rible Earthquake fliook all the City of 
Peking., and l^awi^djacent, overturning 
leveral Palaces aiK^emples, with the 
Slaughter of near thii m^h^ and People; 
and being repeated, oblig’oTlK Emperor 
and great Men to Live in Teias. 

In January, i 58 o, the I^erial Pa¬ 
lace was in a few Hours^int down, 
which Dammage amounts to tv'o Mil- 
lipns and a halt of Taes. phe fame Year 
petty King of the Pr ying ft^f Quan- 
ung, tho’ Subjed to th^f7rti^ being 
uipeded, becaufe he was of a turbulent 
Spirit, and for holding Correlpondence 
with the Spaniards and Dutch, contrary 
to the Imperial Prohibition, befides that 
being fupported by 40000 Soldiers, he 
was become Powerful, and Teem’d to de- 
fign to dellroy Macao •, he was there¬ 
fore order’d by the Emperor, with a de- 
lign to Ruin him, to March with his 
Forces againft the Rebels, in the Province 
of Quamfi ’, where a great part of his 
Men deferting, he was forced to retire 
to his Province. There he end^ his 
Days on the 9th of OQ:dftr, the lame 
Year,i juft at the time, when two Mel^ 
leglllrs were come from the Emperor to 
brinfl,^in, as an Honour, a Haltar to 
ng, ,or Strangle himfelf with. Yet 
omitted not to cut off thelleads of 
f his Fadion, and among them 
of his Brothers. This Prince de- 



ferv’d a better Fortune, being very well 
inclin’d to the Evangelical Law, and fa¬ 
vouring the Milfioners, as has been laid 
elfewhere. Whilft they conlulted about 
Confiftadog his vaft Wealth, the Tartar 
thought fit, to (^ule the Coffin of this 
petty King’s Father, who was not yet 
Bnry’d, to be Open’d, to lee whether 
the Body was clad after the Chiaefe man¬ 
ner, but finding It in the Tartar Habit, 
he left his Goods to his Brothers, among 
whom was the Emperor’s Son-in-Law. 

That fame Year the Sponijh Fathers of 
the Order of St. atugujtm entred China, 
by the way of the Pmppint lllands, and 
AtacM. 

The following Year the petty King And of 
of Fokien, who had voluntarily furren- him of 
dred himfelf to the Tartars, was at Pe- Fokten* 
king, in the Prelence of all the People 
Quarter’d, and his Flcfb thrown to the 
Dogs, for the Cruelty he had us’d to¬ 
wards feveral Mi iifters he fufpeded, at 
the time when he Rebell’d. His Bro¬ 
thers, tho’ Innocent, had their Heads 
cot offi and thus the Tartar without a- 
ny Oppofition, made himfelf Mailer of 
Tun-nan, the Metropolis of the Province. 

The Emperor Hum-hoaHauging himfelf 
of his own accord, prevented the Ene¬ 
mies Cruelty who caufiog the Bones of 
Vfan-quei to be taken out of the Grave, 
carry’d them to Peking, and part of 
them for a Terror to others to be let 
up in feveral Places •, the reft reduced to 
Afhes to be Icatter’d in the Wind. The 
Year i 58 i, is counted the Hundredth 
from the beginning of the Million of the 
Fathers of the Society In China. 

At length, by thefbeddingof lb much peace fet- 
Blood, and exercifing of lb many Crn- kd. 
cities, the Tartar in the Year id82, re¬ 
main’d peacefully Poffels’d of all the fif¬ 
teen Provinces of that vaft Empire •, 
which, through inteftine Difeord, had 
been by a handful of barbarous Men taken 
from an innumerable, wife, and politick 
Nation. Then Cam-l» reviving to fee 
the Country of his Progenitors, and 
Tombs of his Anceftors, fet out towards 
the Eaftern Tart ary, on the 27th of 
March, with the Prince whom he had 
declar’d his Heir, three Qpeens, Ibme 
Noblemen, and Minifters belonging to 
the Courts, and about 70000 toloTers. 

He allb took ajong with him F. Ferdinand 
Ferbiefi, a liemmifli JefiUt. After this 
he went with* a greater Retinue into the 
^eftern r4rMi7 in the Year 1683, be\

peror. Wit, has an excellent Memory, and a 
Mind 'fo unfliaken, chat no Misfortune 
can move him. All his Inclinations are 
Noble, and worthy a mighty King j for 
he is a great lover of Jufticc and Virtue. 
He applies himfelf equally to Learning, 
and geiulc Man-like Exercifes, to the 
alloaiflimcnt of the Tartars^ who put a 
greater value upon his Skill, than 
Strength i for there is no great Man that 
can bead the Bow he makes ufe of, or 
manage it with fuch Eafe as he docs j as 
well on the right as Icftj a-horfcback, 
or a-toot i ftariding, or riding a full 
Speed. He alfo manages Fire-Arms bet¬ 
ter than any Eitrofcan. 

Ilisiovcof Martial Exercifts do not take from 
Miiiick. him an AfU’ftion for Mnfick, efpccially 
that of Eurcpcy which pleafes him in its 
lallrumcnts. Grounds, and Method j 
and had the great Affairs of the Empire 
allow’d him Leafure to apply himfelt to 
learn to Play, he would have been as 
Succcfsful in it, as in that of China. But 
the Art of Governing being the chief 
Quality of a Sovereign, he employs hira- 
fclf every Morning at Sun-riling, in giv¬ 
ing Audience to all the Courts of Pe- 
ling i the prime Minifters whereof come 
to Prclent him their Memorials. When 
the Matter is of Confequence he refers 
it to the Council of the CoUos^ who arc 
properly the Minifters of the Empire, 
and having heard their Reiblution, he af¬ 
terwards alone Decrees as he thinks fit;

When Cam-hi goes out a kuntiim^ His Tu- 
or clfewherc, whofbever finds him/flf fticcl 
wrong’d by any Mandarine^ waits ifor 
hioLon the way, and kneels down with 
his Petition in his Hand open, and he 
never fails to do Tpeedy Juftice. He 
never had any Favourite about him, but 
always Govern’d alone j and therefore 
no Man dares fpeak to him about any 
Bufinefs that does not belong to him, or 
which he is not ask’d about. His Cu- 
ftom is to inform himfelf Icvcral times 
in Private by fcveral People, when the 
Afiair deferves it; whilft the Courts 
make publick Search into the Matter. 

Befides, he has an excellent Memory to 
renicmber any thing that is paft; fo that 
it is very hard to Impo^upon him, 
but he will find it out. 

Tho’the ^wjt^erors in all Ages 1.0^ to 
depnv d all fojsfiigfrNations, not think- strangers, 
ing them yorthy to have any Commu¬ 
nication them •, yet Cam-hi treats 
the AmbaBWors of other Princes Ge- 
nerou(l% an^with Affedion, through¬ 
out all ms EmMre, furnilhing them with 
all Necclfaries^as the PertngMefeSy MuL 
covites can Teftify. In lil^ 

manner, bontrary to the Cuftom of Cht- 
» 4 , he fent two Emballies to the Mtif- 
covites to conclude a Peace. This has 
certainly been brought about by the Je~ 
fnitsy who by the many Rarities they 
have prefented him, have brought him 
to have fome Opinion of the Kingdoms 
of Earofe j but much more by Inftrud- 
ing him in our Arts, and Sciences, con¬ 
vincing him that there are learned and 
able Men out of China. 

He has a watchful Eye over his Mini- lo Lis 
Iters for the impartial Adminiftration of Suhiefts^ 
Jufticc i tor after choofing them by the 
Advice of his Council, he puniflies them 
Severely if they do not perform their 
Duty, and puts others in their I'laccs. 

His Compllion for theCdamities of his 
Subjeds Js fo great, that if there h^)- 
pens any Dearth, he not only remits

1696, He is attended by a vaft multitude of 
Courtiers and Officers, who Live upon 
him, wherein he far exceeds the beft 
Courts in Europe. AS for his Table he 
is Icrv’d in Batons of Gold and Silver, 
according totheCuftom of the Country \ 
bijt even in this he gives a Tellimony of 
his Modefty; for he abhors all extrava- 
■, .-£an t Expcncc in Eating, (as in Cloath- 
Ung) llriAly obferving a fundamental 
^w of the Monarchy, which is. That 
the great Ones and Sovereigns be free 
from ail Luxurioufiicis. His Apartments 
partake of the fame Modefty, for there 
is nothing in them anfwerable to the 
Grandeur of fuch a Prince, betides Ibme 
Painting, Gilding, and plain Silk Hang¬ 
ings. 

His Habit. To particularize his Royal Garments 
it is to be obferv’d. That in Winter he 
wears plain Silks lin’d with Sables, or Er¬ 
mine j upon rainy Days he fometimes 
puts on a Woollen Doublet ^ at other 
times in Summer, he has a plain Garment 
of Stuff made of Netles, without any 
other Garniture, betides a great Pearl in 
his Cap, as is the Tartar Fathion. The 
Chair ne is carry’d in, either within or 
without the^?|^ce is only like a plain 
Beer of varnitlrilsWood with fome lit¬ 
tle latten Plates, Nadwooden carv’d 
Work gilt. All thericnTIJhdtureof the 
Horfes he rides contifts of Inn Stirrups 
gilt, and Reins of yellow £lk. This 
Modefty has not the Icaft of A- 

varice •, for when the S/jfblick ts con¬ 
cern’d, he gcneroutly tipnds Millions, 
during Canals, buildiK BnjJecs, and 
/^ioountifuliy relieving hirdim^’d Sub- 
. jjeds and Soldiers. 

Hunting He is fuch a lover of Hunting, that 
he ipends not only Days but Months in 
it every Year, going once or twice into 
the Mountains of Tartary. Thus he not 
only Diverts himfelf, but prevents his 
Soldiers niing themfelves to the Chinefe 

^ Courfe of Life j being feniible that with 
a handful of hardy Men he has fubduM 
an infinite multitude of Efteminate Chi- 
nefes ^ and that it is abfblutely impoffi- 
ble to Maintain what he has got, if his 
Men are Debauch’d by the fame Vice. 
Therefore he himfelf (to give a good 
Example to an infinite Number of Sol¬ 
diers he takes with him a Hunting) rides 
a whole Dvj after a wild Boar, always 
Shooting, till he has tir’d fix or ieven 
Horfes. Sometimes he will gef a great 
way a-foot, and holds on his Sport, co¬ 
ver’d with Duft and Sweat, to the Place 


defign’d, without changing Cloaths; 
expofing himfelf feveral Hours to a vio¬ 
lent hot Sun, without making ufe of an 
Umbrello. Amidft thefe Fatigues he has 
nothing of dainty Fare, and when redu¬ 
ced has nothing but Beef, or Mutton, 
whereof there is great plenty in Tart ary. 

This makes his Followers Signalize them- 
fclvcs j perceiving their Prince bears a 
great Aimiftion to thofe that Imitate him, 
and Hates thofe that love their own 
Will. 

Left the Sons of the prime Tartar 
and Chinefe^ great Men and Mandarines 
who Serve under the Tartar Colours, 
fhould give themfelves op to Sloath, and 
Luxury, he puts them to the moft pain¬ 
ful and laborious Employments. Some 
he appoints to look after his Dogs, to 
Hunt with them *, others to his Hawks 
and Birds of Prey, which they carry on 
their Fift*, others to get ready his Meat, 
or Tea *, others to wait at Tabic ^ others 
to make Bows and Arrows, and carry 
thofe that are for his Ufe, and for the 
Princes his Sons j and laftly the moft 
Favour’d arc in his Guards with the 
Mandarines. 

Thefe Virtues would fufficc in other HisLearn- 
Nations to make this Prince be look’d iug 
upon as a Hero*, but among the Chinejes^ 
where Employments and Honours are 
bellow’d on account of I.carniog, he 
yvould not be accounted a great Emperor, 
if he had not fignaliz’d himfelf in this 
Particular, to luit with the Genius of 
his People. Having apply’d himfelf to 
the Giinefe Literature, there arc few 
Books of theirs, which he has not Read. 

He has a good part of Confucius his 
Works by Heart. He caus’d them to 
be Tranflated into the Tartar Tongvc, 
writing the Prefaces to them himfelf j 
as alfo the general Hiftory of China. 

He is Skill'd in the Poetry of both Lan¬ 
guages, and writes them both one as well 
as the other. As for the European Sci¬ 
ences, F. f^erbieft, has taught him the 
ufe of the chief Mathematical Inftru- 
ments ^ F. Pereira the grounds of Mufick j 
and F. GerbiUon Euclid's Elements Tran¬ 
flated into the Tartar Language. To 
this purpole thelc and other Fathers were 
oblig’d to go every Morning to the Pa¬ 
lace to Teach him •, he lending the fior- 
fes out of his^own Stable in the Morn¬ 
ing early. Several Months continual Ap¬ 
plication made him familiar with all the 
necel&ry, and ufeful Bropofitions of ' 

\Mdf and ArchimedeSf and their Dcmoiw 
Rations. After learning the Element 
hi would have F. Thomas teach hiiu 

Aiith- 
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Arithraetick, and all that belongs to^eo- 
metry. Hc declares a great Efteem for 
our Emropean Prance of Phiilck; and 
j:he more becaufe he was cur’d of an In- 
dilbofition by the Jefuits Powder admi- 
niftred to him by F. Fmaney, The fimi 
Curioflty that mov’d him to ftudy the 
European Sciences, inclin’d him to be In- 
ftructed in our Religion, by the lame 
Fathers; and be conceiv’d lb good an 
Opinion of it, that be has often laid, it 
will in time be the prevailing Religion. 

I'ho’ it be a Cuftom among the Tar¬ 
tars^ and they look upon it as a Point of 
Religion, to prel&nt their eldelt Daugh¬ 
ter to the Emperor, who may accept of 
her, and keep thofe he likes; yet Cam- 
hiy knowing this Cuftom had made his 
Predeccflbrs too Effeminate, h fo far 
from any inordinate Appetite, that be¬ 
ing employ’d three or four Months in 
Hunting and Filhing, hc never carries 
any Women along with him, and has 
fometimes refus’d very beautiful Ones 
that have been offer’d him. He is len- 
fible that a diffolutc Life dillblves the 
Heart, and impares Healthy and that 
Rebellions are frequent, where he that 
Ihould be at Helm is Ihut up with a aowd 
of Women, negleifting the Afeirs of 
State. 

At Tome times of the Tear, befides 
the Hunting Seafon, he caufes the Soldi¬ 
ery to be employ’d in Martial Exerd&s*, 
and generouUy Rewards thofe that per¬ 
form belt, to Encourage others to im¬ 
prove. Amidft his other excellent Quali¬ 
ties, he has a moft unparallel’d Temper 


of Mind in all Afiairs, ft> that he is ne¬ 
ver in a Paflion. When he was fhewn 
the way how they found Cannons and 
Mortars in Europe, he had a great Num¬ 
ber Gaft for the ufe of his Armies, and 
made Ibme of bis Bombardiers learn to 
throw Bombs. Hc is lb great a lover 
of Art, that it is now fix Years, fince 
within his own Palace hc creSed an Aca¬ 
demy for Painters, Carvers, and Watch¬ 
makers, rewarding the beft 
When I was there be had fourteen Soqlj 
and feveral Daughters, all whom he 
ducated under a ftriS Diftiplinc, golig- 
ing them to ftudy all Sciences, antlpra- 
aife all noble Exercifes i and tho’ it be 
the Cuftom to give the Emperor’s Sons 
the Title of Kings, when they come to 
fixteen Years of Age, and to afiign them 
a particular Apartment, and fiiitable 
Court; yet tho* his cldeft Son be 24 
Years of Age, hc has not granted him 
this Privilege ; notwithftanding the 
Court of Princes, and the Crown Offi¬ 
cers have mov’d him upon it feveral 
times. His fecond Son is Educated with 
a more particular Care above the others; 
be having declar’d him Hoang-t^y-tfe, 
that is. Heir apparent to the Empire; 
becanle this is the firfthp had by the 
Emprels his firft Sons of that 

Princels who has Title of Emprefs, 
taking Place.^lEifys of the others. This 
fecond Som is almoft in his 24th Year, 
well qualny’d, virtuoufly inclin’d, and 
above allVell a^ded to the Catholick 
Religion ^ (he Miffioners.

N O Man of Senle will doubt, but 
that the Emperor of China is the 
richeft Monarch in the World; not on¬ 
ly becaufe of the Extent of his Empire, 
but becaufe hisSubjedsdo not only blind¬ 
ly Obey, but Adore him. It is not with¬ 
out Realbn I fay they Adore him; be¬ 
caufe at prelent the Emperors of China 
have the power of Deifying whom they 
pleafe, as formerly the Ronum Senate 
did. At the time when F. Mmhea Rie- 
cius entred China, he 1 ^ this impious 
Ad committed by theEipperor Fan-Lie 
/then Reigning. He had put to Death a 
Colao, whofe Name was 
kr iome Familiarity with bis Mbt^/r. 
*frhe Lady concern’d at the Deathiof 
the Colao, and fearing a like End, fell 
Vol. IV. 


Sick, and dy’d a few Days after. Then 
the Emperor to reftore his Mother’s Re¬ 
putation by Ibme extraordinary Honour, 
folemnly declar’d htx Kitn-Uen-pufa, that 
is, Goddels of nine Flowers; fo that 
there are at prefent Temples to be feen 
ereded in Honour of her, where Ihe is 
ador’d under this Title, as Flora, a 
Strumpet was honour’d by the Romans, 
as Goddeft of Flowers. After the fame 
manner a Benzn of thofe ot Che Sed of 
Taofu (who Marry, and do not Shave 
their Heads) above 4O0 Years fince, in- 
finuated himfelf lb far into the Empe¬ 
ror’s Favour by the means of Chyraylry 
and Magick; chat he, not fatisfy’d with 
having honour’d him more than as Man 
wbiift Living, when hc dy’d wodd’de- 
D d d 2 ^ clars 
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rVA^ dare him God and Lord of Heaven, che 
Gemeffi. Son, the Moon, and Stars. Bythefetwo 
i6pS. Examples we may perceive how blindly 
thd Subjeds obey, fince they believe the 
Emperor of a poor wretched Man an 
make a moft powerful Godand the 
Learned are fuch great Flatterers, that 
they not only approve hereof, but per- 
fwade the Emperor to fuch Adions lb 
' contrary to Rcalbn. 

His Reti.—give a fmall Specimen of the Era- 
peror or CSb*«4’s immenfe Treafures, I 
tAU give a ihort Account of his Reve- 
nu^taken out of a Writer in great Re¬ 
pute jamong the Chimfes^ whofe Books 
are call’d V-hio-pim. 

Silrer. In the 6rR place there comes into the 
Imperial Treafury every Year dghtcen 
Millions and fix Hundred Thou&nd 
Crowns in Silver \ wherein arc not com¬ 
prehended the Duties paid out of all 
Things bought and fold throughout the 
Empire; nor the Revenues of the Crown 
Lands, Woods, and Gardens, which are 
very many ; nor the Produd of Fines

Thefe two laft Particulars were lb un¬ 
der the Chinefe Emperors, but at prefent 
three times the quantity, bccaufe of the 
vaft number of Horfes the Tartar Em¬ 
peror keeps. 

Befides all thefe Things related by F. 
Magalhaens, there are brought to Court 
Oxen, Sheep, Swine, Gccfe, Diirjcs, Pul¬ 
lets, and all other forts of tame Crea¬ 
tures ; and abundance of all forts of Filh, 
and Game. All Ibrts of Herbs and Fruit, 
as green in the midft of Summer as in 
Spring, fo inc‘'iftrious is this Nation in 
preferving their Gardens. There is al¬ 
fo carry’d in Butter, Oil, Vinegar, and 
all forts of Spice; Wines from all Parts; 
feveral forts of Meal, Bread, and Bis- 
kets; and therefore it is impoflible to 
know the quantities of all Things that 
arc daily brought to the Court. 

Hitherto I have tranferib’d what the Another 
Fathers Magalhtum and Couplet relate ; Account of 
but I will in fewer Words make the tm- 
Reader comprehend the vaft Wealth of 
this Monarch. His Subje^s (abating an ^ 
hundred Millions of the three Hundred 
F. BartoU allows) are two hundred Mil¬ 
lions, according to the common Com¬ 
putation. Now the Emperor’s Duty for 
every Head above 16 Years of Age, and 
under 60, by way of Pole-tax a Taesy 
which as has been often faid is 15 C*r- 
llftes of Naples, or a Nohlc Englijh. Now 
deduaing the Women, and ail Perfons 
Tax-free, it will be ealy to compute 
from how many Millions he receives this 
Pole. Add to this his chief Rents; for 
all the Land in China is held in Fee of 
him, and confequently there is not a 
Foot of Land but yields him an Income. 
Therefore confidering the vaft Extent 
of the Empire, it will be cafy to con¬ 
ceive, without being a great Arithmeti¬ 
cian, how many Millions come into the 
Emperor’s Treafury; to which, adding 
the Giftoms, and all that has been men¬ 
tion’d before, any Man may be convfo- 
ced, that as thqre is no Monarch in the 
World, that equals him in the Number 
of Subjefrs andfsoldiers, fo there is none^ 
t<j pomparc with him fof Wealth.

H E Cold at Peking being too 
Gemelli. I fliarpforrac, Ircfolv’dtoleave 

1696. JL that Place, and take up my 

Journal where I left off. 

On Saturd^ the 19th of November ^ I 
F.cr,ma- GrimaleU., to delire him to get 

me three Mules for my Journey ^ which 
his Servant hir’d for Leans., and two 
Ziens of fine Silver of China each, which 
amounts to feven pieces of Eight and a 
half i a low Rate for a Month and four 
Days Journey. The fame Father ihew’d 
me abundance of Optick Glafles to mag¬ 
nify and multiply Objefts j Geometrical 
Inllmments to Meafurc, and Arithme¬ 
tical to cafl: Accounts without the help 
of a Pen, all invented by himfelf for the 
Emperor who was a great lover of fuch 
Things. He told me he was making an 
Engine to throw Water a great height 
in cafe of Fires. He had liv'd 30 Years 
in China, and being Belov’d by the Em¬ 
peror, had the Honour to go with him 
four times into Tartary. He had tra- 
vcll’d many parts of the World, from 
Earofe into Osina, and thence back into 
Ewrofe, with feveral Misfortunes. He 
was a while a Slave among the Mdais, 
the Ship he was in being caft away in 
the Governours Streightin the Pmn- 
gaefe Indies he was long Believ’d by the 
Savages, in danger of lofing his Life w 
his Liberty and therefore no Man in 
the World could give a better Account 
of* the Empires of Osina and Tartary, 
and of all Afta -, and th^ore becaufe he 
fpoke the Chinefe and Tartar Lanpages 
;to Perfc&ion. 1 defir’d^im to oblige 
thePublick, printing fomc Account of 
«Wui.of .what he had feen *, buthcanlwer’dj t«t 
ihnu. ihaving read, the laft time he was in tio- 
hope, fo many falfe Stories conccri^ng 


China, he had forbore Printing, as he 
defign’d, to avoid giving fo many Au¬ 
thors the Lie; and particularly the 
Dutch, who had printed their foleran 
Embafly to the Great Cham of Tartary 
(to which he himfelf had been Interpre¬ 
ter to the Emperor at Peking) in which 
there were more Lies th.-m Lines, in what 
docs not relate to the Defeription of 
Cities. That this bad hapned bccaufe 
they bad brought witj^liem for their 
Interpreters Ibme of the Sou¬ 

thern Provincc^wilo had never feen the 
Court, andw/CT^ttlc skiU’d in the P«r- 
tagHefe Twpe •, wherefore when Qpe- 
ftmns wenask’d them, cither they knew 
nothing oN^e Matter, or if they did 
could lot E^ain themfelves, and thus 
the DMvhwTSat Random, putting what 
Senfe tl^y wc«d upon the confufe Spem|h 
of their fnfe peters. 

Sundry 20th, 1 view’d the new CityK^empicof 
and then Went to the old of the Tartars, Empwors. 
to fee the Temple call’d Ti-vam-miae, 
or the Temde of M the pafi Kings. This 
is a large (umptnous Palace, with feveral 
Apartments and Courts. The laft great 
Room, or Hall is as fine, large, and well 
adorn’d,as that of the Royal Palace.There 
are to be feen in it Srateiy Thrones, 
the Statues of all the Emperors, good 
and bad, that have reign’d for 4540 
Years, from the firft call’d Fo-bi, to the 
laft, whofe Name was Xun-chi, Father 
to him now Reigning. This Temple is 
feated in one of the fineft Streets in the 
City; in which on both fides, being the 
ways into the Temple, two Triumphal 
Arches are to be feen, with each three 
Noble •Gates, Worthy to be obfeiw’d. 

All Perfons that go through this Street, 
of what Qnality foever they be, when 

' they

they conic to the Arches alight, out of 
Gemc'di. Refpeft, and walk afoot, tiU they arc 
1 696. pafs’d all the front of the Temple. Here 
fhe Emperor every year, performs an 
infinite number of Ceremonies in ho> 
nour of his Predecelibrs; which would 
be too tedious to particularize. 

Afondayzi^y I went to take leave of 
the Fathers of the Society, and particu- 
iJtrly of F. Grimaldi, who fliow’d me 
feveral Curiofitics, and among them a 
G-kdJe the Emperor had given him. It 
Honour ok was ycliow, which is the Imperial colour, 
the yellow with a Sheath made of a very fine Filh 
Girdle. hanging to it, in which were the 

two little iticks and other Utenfils, the 
Chinefts ufe at Table. This is a great 
Gift in China, for he who receives it, 
is reipeded not only by the common 
fort, but by all the Minilters, and great 
ones and every Man, at the fight of that 
Colour, is to kneel, and touch the Ground 
with his Forehead, till he that has it on 
covers it, as the fame F. Grimaldi, when 
he was coming into Europe, did at Cm- 
ton, with a Mandarine. This Man had 
demanded a Watch of F. Xaime, or 
“Barnes Tariv of f^alencia, a Francifean 
Miflionctand the Poor Religious Man 
having none, he was fo offended, that 
he durft praise to fet up a Declara¬ 
tion in his Cu^^i^hcre the Father was 
head of the make known, 

that the Catholick TWigiiim was falle, 
and taught a wrong way to^erual Sal¬ 
vation. The Coinefe CnriltiaK were dU 
Iturb’dat this Proceeding, a^ acquaint¬ 
ing the Father with it, k^in h& Zeal, 
went to the place, and mfteadnf blot- 
mg, tore the Mandarints Deyaration. 
yThis put him into a grwuKSge (their 
"forders being highly refpeaed in Goina') 
^and thereupon he perlecuted F. Tarin, 
till he oblig’d him to retire to Canton, 
F. Grimaldi in the mean while pafi’d that 
way, and by thefaid Mandarine coming 
to pay his Kefpeds to him, as to one to 
much cltccm’d by the Emperor, he re¬ 
ceiv'd him, with the end or his yellow 
Girdle in his Hand, and reproving him 
for his unwarrantable Proceeding, in 
the little Refpea he fliow’d bis Brethren, 
and daring to Condemn the Catholick 
Religion, when the Emperor honour’d 
Chriftians with that Gut. The Poor 
Mandarine in the mean while gave his 
Forehead fo many llrokes on the Ground 
that at laft the Milfioners themfelves in- 
treated F. Grimaldi, not to mortify him 
any^re. Therefore bidding him rile, 
* larg’d him for the future, to ufe his 
‘3ers well, or the Emperor Ihould 


be acquainted with his misbehaviour, to 
Punilh him fevercly. None but the Em¬ 
peror, and Princes of the Blood of the 
I^leline, and tome others, to whom it 
is given as a fpecial mark of Favour, can 
wear yellow, and the Girdle of that co¬ 
lour, for the Princes of the Female Line 
have it red. F. Grimddi gavo me a pafs 
to the fame effed);, as Monfignor Sifaro 
had one, when he went to Macao to 
beConfecrated Bilhopof Nanking', tx- 
preffing in it, that 1 going to'^Fokien 
to fetch Books for the Emperor’s Ser¬ 
vice, none flionld prefume to molelt me, 
on account of the Arras, and a Black I 
carry'd, but ihould be aiding to me up¬ 
on occafion. The Father told me, that 
tho’ I had been no way dillurb’d by the 
Governors of Citics,io coming to Court j 
yet they might put me to tome inconve- 
niency in my return, and therefore 1 
had need of his Pafs, which was well 
known, and honour’d by all the Mini- 
Iters of the Empire. I have the laid 
Pafs by me ftill, in the Chinefe Tongue, 
it having lav’d me from any moleltation 
on the Roud. I'hc L.ion I mention’d in 
the 3d Volume, was fc it from Goa, had 
not yet reach’d the Court j but the fame 
Father told me, he had notice of its be¬ 
ing Shipp’d at Macao, on the i oth of Sep¬ 
tember, and that he expedted it with im¬ 
patience, to prefent it in bis own Name 
to the Emperor. Being to depart the 
next day, I took my leave of the Fathers, 
thanking them for ail their tovours. F. 
Grimddi gave me an Almanack he had, 
made for the year 1696, in the Chinefe, 
and Tartar Languages^ and F. Ojforio a 
Portuguefe, gave me four other Books in 
the Tartar Tongue, and Provifion of 
Sweetmeats. 

Having agreed with the Muletier, and 
given him all the hire of the three Mules 
(for in Clnna, either by Land or Water, 
they will be paid beforehand) 1 expect¬ 
ed him on Tuefdey the iid till Noon, and 
then tot forward, attended by F.CrrinMl- 
Ji^s Servant, till without the Gate, I 
pafs’d through the Town of Lnpuxan 
(which in coming, I left on the right 
Hand, having mifs’d the way) about two 
Musket Shot in length, and one and a 
half in breadth, but has a good Wall, 
and two ftrong Gates plated with Ir&n. 
Clofe by it wep-ofs’dthe River (which 
we bad forded^ we came) on a Stately 
Stone Bridge,( 1 ialf a Mile lon& and a-% 
domed every two Paces with bandfome 
iMlciStone Lions on both fides. At Night 
wV lay in Lean-xien-xie, having traverdl 
ntALe.

On Wednefday i3d, near the Town of 
^oL Tantien, I law a handfome tagod^ call'd 
Xienghenfu. It is enclos’d with high 
Wahl, in compafs about a quarter of a 
Mile, and has Monafteries of many 
• Xojhia»y or Fonzjtt. In the the firft Mi¬ 
an^ or Fagoly was an Idol fitting after 
the Eaftcrn manner, all Gilt, with abun¬ 
dance of little Idols in the niches, about 
the Wall. In the 2d, were three Wo¬ 
men fitting on a Lion, and two Dragons, 
all Gold colour. Here 1 found the Ta¬ 
ble cover’d \ for the Honzxs dine betimes. 
In the 3d, was an Idol like a Briareus 
(fitting as the firft did) for befides the 
lifual Hands and Feet, he had 20 Hands 
on each fide, and two Feet held up in 
the Air; and five Heads, one above an¬ 
other. There were fcvcral Courts 
with Apartments for the Bonzxs^ and 
fine Trees. Wc went to dine at the 
Town of Lixao^ and at Night having 
travell’d 113 Ly^ wc lay at Samhitt^ 
xim. 

Thurfday 24th, wc relied in thcTown 
of Peeuxo. Before we got in, 1 faw fe- 
vcral Bmzes pafs by, who were going 
to take up a Dead Body, two and two, 
in Proceflion with Copes on ^ fome of 
them Playing on certain Inftrumcnts, 
and others carrying Umbrclloes with 
long Silk Curtains about them. Banners, 
and other Ornaments. Next we pafs’d 
through the forfaken Town of Xim-xym^ 
and then through the Suburb, which 
is large and populous, in the midft 
whereof, under two Arches, were fc- 
veral Idols, and Bmrjts Sacrificing, in 
order to go then to eat up an excellent 
Meal provided by the Kindred of the 
dead Man. Here wc lay at Night after 
travelling 80 Miles. 

Before Sun-rifing on Friday 25, we 
breakfafted in the Town of Chio^pecHHj 
bccaufc of the good Filh there is in the 
Lakes about it. Near the Bridge is a 
notable infeription, fet up there on ac- 
couMit of the Emperor’s paffing that way. 
We din’d in the Suburb offthc Town of 
Cin^chyea-xicn^ which has not fuch good 
Streets and Shops as the Syburb of the 
other Town befqre, but is only Re¬ 
markable for being wall’d two Mil^s W 
Cfjmpafs with a wet Ditch. After ridii* 
1 to Ljf, we fet up at RtfeUipa. f 


Saturday 2dth, we relied in the Town 
of Shtan^keliuy and went on to lie at 
Fachian-yf having rid ixo Ly. Having 
travell'd the fame way in ray Journey td 
Peking^ 1 omit to mention the Town, or 
rather Cities then fpoken of in the way 
to Nanchianfa, and will here only men¬ 
tion thofe where I ftay’d at Noon, and 
Night with the diftance of Ljf, or Clu- 
tteje Furlongs. * 

Sunday 27th, wc din’d at theTofrnsof 
Manxo, and at Night having traw-il’d 
130 Ly, lay at Lauiht-miait. The Cold 
Travellers endure this Days Journey is 
very great, there being neither Woo^, 
nor Coal, lb that our Hoft at Night, 
burnt dry Herbs and Straw to drels the 
Supper. Monday 28, wc din’d at C«- 
fehipiy and lay at Jaa-chiaen^ 120 Ly 
journey.

Tomb, 
each fide of it a Musket Shot in length, 
adorn'd with tallCyprcfs Trees j thence 
into another fneh Court, Wall’d in, and 
with fuch like Trees, on the front 
whereof are three Doors, leading into 
as many Courts, all enclos’d with Walls. 
Oppofite to that in the middle, there 
are three Doors, near which is a Noble 
Epitaph, and Tomb of a Qiinefe Lord 
bury’d there, fupported by a great Cro- 
codiI,tbe other two Courts have but one 
Door each. Going in at the middle 
Door of the three aroremention’d, there 
is a Porch, with Cyprefles, which are ne¬ 
ver warning in the C/jiffeJe Burying.Plar,es 
which lead's to the chief Paged. In it 
there are two large Idols, one in the

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rNw\-0 main Nich, the other on the lefti both 
GemelU. of them fit looking on Ibmething they 
i6p6. hold in their Hands. From their Heads 
Aangs down a Diadem after the antient 
Manner, to which before and behind are 
faltncd Ifriugs of Beads of fcveral Co¬ 
lours. Near to this is another Pagod lit¬ 
tle inferior to it, where the Iw>l is a 
Woman fitting, whole Ornament on the 
rtead is 5 Birds carv’d as if flying, with 
long 'fails. Going in at the Door on 
the^fc, there is a Pagod in the Porch, 
where is an idol fitting with a long 
Beard, as time is Piftur’d among us. 
Behind there is another, where they a- 
dorc the Figure of a Woman, like the 
other before-mention’d, but with only 3 
Birds, they cd]] her Afamon. There are 
other Statues before the Door, and at 
tlie Feet of rhofe here delctib’d, all of 
them Frightful and Arm’d, as if they 
were Bravocs to Guard the Entrance. 
They are all made of Clay cover’d with 
Lime, or Plaiftcr of Paris, the Bone 
part of W’ood. At the Door on the 
right there arc two other Pagods, and o- 
ther Courts with Cyprefs-Trccs and Epi¬ 
taphs, and two good cover’d Galleries 
on thcfidcs. We din’d at Chyay-xoy-te, 
after palling through the little Town of 
Vya , whi^^ho’ enclos’d with Mud 
Walls, hasalN4;xccllent Suburb.

Fowls and Swines Flcih •, but 1 made 
them kill the Fowls before my Face, and 
paid more for them, becaufe I cannot 
Eat them ftale. Tharfday the 8th, by 
realbnof the Rain, wc could go no far¬ 
ther than Sanchian, 50 Ly. Fry day the 
pth, din’d at Cuchen, lay at Leamhen, 
80 Ly. Saturday 10th, lcavi.<ig the 
Rode to Nanking, and taking the way 
on the left to Nanchianfu, wecrofs’d the 
River Xuayxo in a Boat, into which wc 
were carry'd on the Backs of I’cafants, 
who continually wait on both fides for 
this purpofe, with Stirrups on them, 
becaufe the Boat came not dole to the 
Shore.

H Avinghir’d a Boat to continue my 
JourMy5>for two Lean and feven 
Z<f», which an^Ms to four Ducats, 
and a very fmall mmer over. Articles 
being formally drawn in the^preleoce of 
fuch Perfons as have Power over the 
Boats, and having provided all Nece& 
furies, 1 fet out before Noon. All that 
Day we advanced but ip Ly^ and lay 
that Night at Serimi. Tf Tuefday lytb, 
>^aving run 50 Lcaguesyre came toChi- 
angutUf a Town of few Houfi;s j but on 
Wednesday the 8th, after lailing 80 Zy, 
lay on an open Shore. Thurfday the 29th, 
came to the Town of 80 Zy. Fr»- 
day the 30tb, lay at Shtakian’Xie»f a 
Wall’d Town, tho feated on the Tops 
of Mountains. Wc fail’d but 80 Zy, 
bccaufe there was but little Wind, tho* 
the Chinefe Sailers to make it blow the 
more, fupcrftitioufly kept Whirling. 
Saturdi^ 31ft, a ftiff North Wind car- 
ry’d us 142 Zy, tho wc loltfome Hours 
expelling it fbould abate a little, fo that 
I was conltrain’d to make them let mit 
by force. At Night we came to JSnang- 
fu', and I refuling to go to the Houle of 
F. Gregory Tbanez. a Francifean^ he came 
to lee me in the Boat, where he diverted 
Ivimfelf till Midnight. , 

Sunday the firll of January 1597, we 
lay at Juynfmy 85 Zy. Monday the 2d, 
at ^ekiazjittt 70 Zy. Wc made little 


way bccaufe the Waters were low, tho’ 
the River of Nanganfu at Cancheufn is 
iuCTcas’d by another on which there is 
but indifferent going to Fukien.

Sunday Sth, we came to the Guard 
and Town of Ktuniu^ 8o Ly. Monday 
the 9th, wc continu’d the Morning at 
the Tanfu^ and Guard of Jafutan ; and 
then entred between the Mountains of 
Nanganfu^ where the River has fo ma¬ 
ny Windings, that the way is twice as 
long as by Land. Tuefday loth, we 
came to the Guard of Lanzjin^ 8o Ly. 
Wtdntfday nth, to Nanganfu^ 7^ Ly. 
Here I was Entertain’d by F. Peter^de- 
la~Ptnola of MexicOf a Francifean^ who 
treated me handibmcly , and there¬ 
fore without much Intrcatiug I confent- 
ed to flay with him Thurfday and Friday

SaturdM betimes I took 
Cn.1i> with F. Peterj ana was carry’d up 
the fteep Mountain, for above three 
Miles without fetting my Foot to the 
GrounJ; for which the poor Men better 
deferv . 1 3 Piece of Eight, than about a 
Shilling they had. About the middle of 
this Mountain is a Paged, which divides 
the two Provinces and here the Vice¬ 
roy, the C^iianlyun General of the Tar¬ 
tar Troops, and the 7 General of the 
Country Troops, take PolTcffionof their 
Employments^ the Seals being deli¬ 
ver’d to them in the faid Pe^od, by Per- 
fons Deputed by the Courts of Canton. 
Tliis Paged ferv’d by Bonzjes, is divided 
into the Lower and the Upper. In the 
firlt is a gilt Idol fitting, ot a gigantick 
Stature, and without any Bea^ The 
Chinefes who pay him great Veneration, 
call him, Fu, and others Be. Afcend- 
ing fomc fteps in the upper P<^ed, ap¬ 
pears an Idol call’d Fuen^^in-jMn, with 
a Crown on his Head, and a fort of 
P.oyal Mantle on his Shoulders. This 
Statue like the other is gilt, and fitting 
with two others clofe by its Feet On 
the right Hand going is^ the Statue 
ofoChian-lao’je, who wa^great Man¬ 
darine, at prefent honcar’d as a God, 
and aa’ounted the Proteaor of Courts. 
All over this Mountain aii^d that near it 
call’d Nanganfu. there grow certain 
fmall Trees, calfd Mufchlu, whicl^prt*- 
ducea Fruitas big asa little Nut, round 
and black, with fome Seeds in it, which

prefi’d yields the bell Oyl there is in all 
China. The Fruit they call Mutu, and 
the Oyl Mu-yeu, that is, Oyl of Trees, 
to diftinguiih it from the other Ibris 
made of Herbs, and Icvcral Seeds^ 
which ferve for l^mps. Being come up 
the Mountain I met fbveral Troops of 
Souldiers, and other Perfons of Note, 
going to Nanganfu, to meet the 77 ^, 
who was coming to take Pofleffion 01 
his Employment, in order to go on to 
Canton. A little way behind came the 
Wife of a Mandarine, with a great ma¬ 
ny People on Horfeback, and Officers of 
Juflice with Rods and Staves beforeher; 
after the lame manner as her Husband 
would have travell’d, flopping every 
Body they meet in a Chair or on Horfe¬ 
back. She was carry’d in a Chair by 8 
Men, and follow’d by others that car¬ 
ry’d her Maids. A little Sou of hers 
but three Years of Age, but brisk and 
fprightly, fate on a Horfe alone. 1 din’d 
halfway, and then fetting forward came 
to Nanganfu iJAoarsheiore Night, tho’ 

1 fet out late and the Days were Ihort. 
The Chinefe Chair-Meu, arc not inferi¬ 
or to a Tartar Horfe, for they trot five 
Miles an Hoar. They rcckned that Day’s 
Journey 12 Leagues, but they were not 
above 8, or 104 Ly, a {psogbe being 13 
Ly. This happens in ail the high Ways, 
where for the Benefit of the Courtiers 
the Chinefes make the Ljr Ihort, and in 0- 
ther Places long. F. John Nicholas de 
Eibera, of the Order of S. jiugufiin, and 
Apoftolick Miffioner in this City, treat¬ 
ed me very Coyrteoufly, efpecially with 
good Chocola(i, as he at Nanganfu had 
done before. There being a Icarcity sf 
Boats becaufe tne Titu was expefted, 
had much difficulty to hire one to Canteni 
for 3300 Zien, which arc 3 Pieces of 
Eighty whereas they ufuallygive but 
1000 or 1 100 Zien for one in that City. 

Sunday 15tb, after Dinner having re¬ 
turn’d thanks to F. John, 1 went aboard 
a great Boat, which I well knew to be 
flow, becaufe there was but little Water, 
but having pay’d the Matter before-hand, 
1 was forced to have Patience. Two 
Women Row’d much better than the 
Men; tho’ they carry’d their Children 
at their Backs. Having pais’d two 
Bridges, near the one and under the o- 
ther, they joining two little Suburbs to 
th^ Gty, we lay at Peyentm, after fail¬ 
ing 20 Ly. Monday i 5 tb, we fail’d but 
60, by reafbn of the bignefsof theBtut 
which teuch’d where there was but lit¬ 
tle Water, lb wc lay at the Town and 
Guard of Xuan-tan. Tuefday lytb, wc 
E e e 2 lay 
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lay at the Guard and Town of Siathim- 
CemelU. Shivy^ 60 Ly. Here the Water grows 
i< 597. deeper, for at the Town of Kiankeu^ 
another River from the Mountains falls 
into that wc were on. Wednefiiay i8tb, 
we came to ShiachenfM^ 120 Ly. I went 
to the Houle of the French Fathers, and 
tho 1 found not the Millioner, w'as well 
receiv’d by his Servants. Thm-fday ipth, 

1 went about to fee the City. It has 
. ftately Walls, fo contriv’d that a Man 
may go quite round always under Cover. 
The Coinpafs is above 4 Miles befidcs the 
Suburbs. The Streets are Long, Strait, 
well Pav’d, and with good Shops. At 
the South end of it, a navigable River 
falls into the great One that comes from 
the Well. After Dinner 1 went aboard 
at the South Gate, the Wind being fair, 
but the Weather Calming afterwards we 
could fail but 40 Ly., to the Town and 
Guard of Pern. 


number of Trees, the populous Town 
of Seman, we Hop’d at the Guard of Lt- 
cht-Jven, having run too Ly. Setting 
out hence 4 Hours before Day on TueJ- 
day 24th, (that wc might come betimes 
to Knan-chen-fn or Canton, as the Portu- 
gaefe call it) wc came before break of 
Day to Fnfcian. 1 w'ent there in a Chair 
to fee F. Capacchio, a Miflioncr of the 
Society, crofllng the City which is three 
Miles overail the way among hand> 
Ibme and rich Shops of all forts of Com> 
modities and Provillons, and all Manu- 
fadures of the Country. This Place in 
Italy would pafs for a Village, becaufo 
it has no Wail, and is foltordinate to 
Canton. It is five Miles in length, and 
three in breadth, the River running 
through the middle of it, and there are 
as many Boats on the Water as Houfes 
on the Land. It is Govern’d by a 
darine, who can decide no Controvcrlic 


Friday 20th, WC run 110 Ly, to the 
Guard of Vanfucan, the two Women 
Hill Rowing, as did the 5 Men. The 
fair North VVind continuing. Saturday 
2 iS:, weruni4o/^, and came at Night 
to the Guard of Xyacken. Having on 
Sunday 2 2d. pafs’d the other Streight 
between the Mountains, where there is 
a great P^^M^ith other little Ones a- 
niong the Rocks, fhaded with high Trecs, 
we held on our way with little Wind, 
but much Heat, tho’ it was then the 
depth of Winter. This is found in Chi¬ 
na by reafon of the variety of Climates. 
Near the Northern Mountains the Cold 


without confulting the Courts Canton. 
For Military Affairs here refidcs another 
fmaU Martial Mundartr.e. All Manda¬ 
rines generally fay, Fnfcian contains a 
Millinu of Inhabitants. Taking leave 
of F. Capachio i continu’d my Voyage, 
and God be prais’d, after running 80 
Ly, came back fafe to Canton, when the 
Francifean Miflloners imagin’d, 1 had ei¬ 
ther been Hop’d on the Road, or fal¬ 
len into forae Trouble at Peking, be- 
caufe the jefuits do not like that Eu¬ 
ropeans fhould go thither. They were 
the more confirm’d in their Opinion 
becaufo 1 knew not the l.anguagc, nor 


is very piercing as far as ^anganfu •, and 
from thence Southward uic Heat pre¬ 
cis. About Sun-fettin^we met three 
*:^eat Boats, well Covet’d with abun¬ 
dance of,Flags and Banners, as the CuHom 
of thedouncryisj for there were Afoa- 
darines in them. Our European MilSo- 
ners ufe thefo outward Shows, to per¬ 
form their Million with Succcis and De¬ 
cency, becaufo the Crnnefe CJiriftians are 
much addiited to thefe exterior Pomps. 
Having run 140 Ly wc lay at Quantikeu, 
v.'liere the aforefaid Mandarines, who 
WC! c going to meet the Titu, Hay’d that 
Night. The Souldiers who expeded 
them on the Shore laluted with finall 
Shot. The Heat was intoUerable on 
Monday 23d, when leaving on our right 
Hand under the fhadow of an infinite 


my two Servants one W'ord of Portu- 
guefe , to uiiderHand me in changing 
lb many Boats, and Travelling fo far 
by Laud 3 to which muH be added my 
Diftemper and Weaknefs, which 1 ne¬ 
ver recover’d. This 1 fay to fhow 
that Dangers and Misfortunes never 
flay’d me, but dcfpiiiug them aU with 
the divine Alfiftance, 1 at length by 
God’s help overcame them, a nd found 
by Experience, that they are ever 
reprefenicd greater than really they 
are by envious Perfons, on purpofo to 
^foppoint the molt glorious Undertak¬ 
ings. The Muletiers rcckncd from Pe¬ 
king txi Nancianfu, 3213 Ly’, and the 
Watermen Nancianfu to Canton 

2179 i in air#i^2 Ly, of 260 Paces each, 
which rcdacedto Italian Miles, make a 
Tboufaud four Hundred and Two. 
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CHAP. III. 

The Chinefe New Tear, and folmn Feftivds <f the Lanthorns. 


X Came to Canton with a Reiblotion to 
CcmeUi. JL go 00 to Enuty in the Province of 
T<f97. iv^fH, and there imbark for Manila^ 
finding the Loading of Canton alrea¬ 
dy gone, and a Ship belonging to that 
Ifland in the Port of Macao j I chang’d 
my Mind, and cxpcSed to go aboard 
that Veflel, and the rather, becauie in 
ilie Houle of the Frandfcan Fathers 1 
found three Spaniards, who came to Can¬ 
ton to lay out 1 Soooo Pieces of Eight, 
they had brought aboard their Ship. 
Getting acquainted with them I laugh’d 
at the Wonders they made at my Bold- 
nefs, in coming to Canton without a 
Pals, and then going on to Peking-, 
whereas the Xu-pu or Cuflomer, took 
thirty Pieces of them for their Pafs. On 
Wednejday 25th, feveral friends came 
to Congratulate my happy Return j 
and on Thnrfday 26tti, there being no 
fuch Vilits to receive, 1 went about the 
City to lee the Preparations for the 
Feftival of the new Year. The Gates 
of the old City call’d Laachin were Ihut 
on Friday 27tb, for fear of Ibme Mu¬ 
tiny, and there was a learch of the ve¬ 
ry Seats of the Guards at the Gates. 
One they faid was a Captain of Mutini- 
ers, who was Imprifon’d with twenty of 
his Confederates, and ftill there was 
looking out to fecure others, for fear 
they Ihould come with a great number 
of Boats to Beiiegc Canton. The Peo¬ 
ple it; is certain are fo opprefs’d with 
Taxes and Impolitions lince the Tar¬ 
tar Government, that Peace is not like¬ 
ly to lalt long in China. Sunday 2pth 
the fcarch was continued againlt the 
Mutiniers, not only in' the old City, 
but in Sanchin, or the new. 

A f mou- M^»day the 30th, 1 went over the 

Tmd. '^*vcr in a Boat to lee a famous Pagod. 
At the Gate of the firfl: Court I found 
two Gigantick Statues on each fide, 
liiinding as if they Guarded the En¬ 
trance. At the fecoud Gate of the le- 
cond Court were four terrible 

to fiehold, one of wbidMheld a Gui- 
tarr in its Hand. Oppftfite to . them 
was a great Paged, in the biggeft Niche 
whereof there were three <gilt Idols fit¬ 
ting of an extiaordinary Magnitude. 
On each lide there were eight others 
iiwde of Ph:fter colour’d, and behind 
one of Brafs. On the Tides of the 


Court were two other Pagods, in each 
of which was an Idol ftandiug of Gold 
^lonr, weU made. In the third 
C^urC was a ihiaQ Marble Pyramid 
thirty Foot high, with Figures Carv^ 
all about it, and behind it another Pa¬ 
ged with feveral Idols. About it were 
the Apartrnents of two hundred Pen- 
zrs, who live on the Revenues of the 
Pt^ed. 

The Chin-yve, or Chinefe new Year, . 
begins with the new Moon that falls 
next to the 5 th of February , or the 
15th Degree of jiquarius, which di¬ 
vides into two equal Parts the fpacc 
between two Points in the Equinox, 
and Solllice j and on that Day accord¬ 
ing to them, the Sun enters a Sign they 
call Lie-chiun, or the Refurredion of 
the Spring. They reckon twelve lu¬ 
nar Months, one call’d little of twen- 
ty eight Days, and the other great 
of thirty, and every fifth Year they 
make an Intcreator Year, ajddingall the 
Days loft in the formc-t;" fo that they 
come even with the Sun, or Solar 
Year. The Weeks they divide like 
us, according to the number of the 
Planets, to each of which they affign 
four of their Conftellations, one a Day, 
lb that after four times feven they re¬ 
turn to the firlr. They reckon the Day 
from Midnigri to Midnight, dividing 
it not into 24 >^ours as is done amoo^ 
us, but only into 12 equal Parts, and) 
all thefe, that is, the whole natural Day 
is divided into 100 Parts, and each of 
thole Parts again into an 100 Minutes, 
lb that 10000 of thcle make a Day. 

Then as for their Hours they do not 
count them by Numbers, 1, 2, 3. but 
by Names and Charaders proper to 
each of them; whereof three are much 
obferv’d and efteem’d very Myfterious, 
by reafon of the Polition of the Heavens 
that muft anfwer to them. The ift, is 
the Moment of Midnight, for then they 
fay the Heaven was Created; then the 2d, 

^ufe then they fay the Earth had its 
Being and Form; and in the 3d, Man. 

This time the new Year fell out in 
China, on the 3d of February, being i«- ons^lna 
whej-eupon the Milfioners thought the New 
fit to difpence with the Oiinefe Chrifti- Year. 

MS eating of Flefh, as allb on Saturday 
ibllowing, clle they would have taken 
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leave. This Difpcnfatioa rais’d new 
Gcinelli. Dirpuces bcfvecn the Bifliop of Macao, 
1697. and french Vicars Apoftolick j for he 
having fent the Difpenfation, to cxcr- 
cife this afl of Jurisdidion, the Vicars 
anfwcr’d they had no need of it, being 
fufriticnily authoriz’d from the See A- 
pollolick. 7 Htfday 31 it, 1 tookmjr Plea- 
lune about the City, which wasallfump- 
tuoully adorn’d, and refounding with 
Joy i the Conns being Ihut, and the Im¬ 
perial Sea! lock'd up feveral Days before 
to give way to the Fellival. There is 
no certain Day prefix’d, either forlhut- 
ting up, or opening the Courts and Seal, 
but they are appointed from Court, 
with the direction of the Aftrologcrs; 
that the Emperor may begin again to 
Reign on the new Year, in a happy Day, 
and Hour. That Year lOpeJjthe^ were 
Ihut up on the 22d of January in the 
Evening. It is very Dangerous to Tra¬ 
vel, during thofe Days, bccaufe there is 
no adminilitration of Juilice, ail Thieves 
and Robliers going abroad then, upon 
the icvi'ri. v tliat they cannot be prclcnt- 
ly Pti; i;h :1. But in the Streets, the 
Guard. are then doubled to catch Tliieves 
whofc Punifljment is deferr’d till the o- 
pening of^c Courts. The pooreft 
Wretch put^i new Cloaths at the new 
Year, new Papers his Windows, and 
Walls i renews the Epitaphs, and la- 
• feriptions about his Houfe, and is fure 

to lay in a ftock of Wine, and Provifi- 
ons to Feafl; with his Friends. 

Ceremo* Wedmfday ift of februAry, I went at 
r.iesofihe Night, to Ice the lllumilfations all about 
new Year, j-jjg Qjy^ Thurjday 2d,'being the laft 
>dayof the Year, began xhe Solemnity of 
the new Year, 10 take leave of the old. 
The Celebration is as follows. At Night 
in all Houles, the Sons kiieel before 
their Parents, the younger Brothers be¬ 
fore the Elder, the Servants before their 
Mailers, touching the Ground with their 
Heads, and perform the Ceremonies ac¬ 
cording to the cuHom of the Country, 
mention’d in another Place. The Wo¬ 
men do the lame among therolelves^ 
for in 0 jinA, it is Ib ilridly forbid to 
Converfe with Women, that the Fatbcr- 
w-law, mull never fee his Daughter- 
in-law, if they arc of Qiiality, and goes 
only ujjon tins Day, with her Son to 
perform this Duty. But before they re¬ 
quire this Duty of their Children, the 
Mailers of the Families pay it to their 
Anccllors; louchirg the Ground three 
t5mcs their forehead before their 
T ablet, ^ut is, the Fathers, Grandfa¬ 
thers, afid Great Grandiathers, and 
burj^ingfweats before it. fridry 3d, in 
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the Morning long before Day, the molt 
Superllicbus of them, went to thofe 
Paoods they had a devotion for, to touch 
ih^ Ground with their Foreheads, and 
kirn Sweets, and of thofe Coils, made 
of the Barks of Trees bruiz’d, we have 
given an account elfcwhere. After which 
they ofc to Pay vilits to their Friends, 
which is fufficiently perform’d by leav¬ 
ing it written oh a piece of Red Paper, 
that they were there to wait on them 
and this is done to lave the trouble of 
Compliments when they meet. But 
Kindred and Ipecial Friends fee one ano¬ 
ther; and no Man in their Vilits can a- 
void drinking three Cups of Liquor made 
of Rice, and thus he who has many Re¬ 
lations, and Friends, tho’ he goes from 
home never ib Grave, returns light 
headed and Reeling. 1 fay grave, bc- 
caufe on thefc Days, the ChinefesgoYxkc 
fo many Religious Men, in a very flay’d 
Pollurc, being of Opinion that if they 
Laugh, Weep, Play, or commit any p- 
ther light Adion, they lhall be inclin’d 
to do the lame all the Year after. In 
Ihort, this beginning of the New Year, 
is Celebrated with Reciprocal Vilits, 

Eating, Drinking, and Rejoicing; a 
troublclbme noife ofC%i»r/;Drums,ando- 
thcr Inllruments refoundirm for three 
whole Days; belides Fireworks, w’hcrc- 
of we lhall ipcak hereafter. Abundance 
of Mony is fpent in Powder, and Paper, 
as well to be us’d in ttic Houfes, as to 
burn in the PAgods, after the Sacrifice, 
and Offering of Flclh, Fouls, and Fruit 
which they afterwards carry home to eat 
with their Friends. 

The lame 3d Day in the Morning Jje- 
times, I went to fee a very inconlidera- 
blc thing in niy Fancy, but very great 
in the Opinion of the Chinefes. Going 
out at the Gate of LAUchm on the Eaft 
fide, 1 faw a vail great Cow, made of 
colour’d Clay, hemm’d in by a Multi¬ 
tude of Chinefes, who beating it to pie¬ 
ces with long Poles, wherein confills the 
Sport, went to Logger-heads, about 
who (hould get the little Calves made of 
the fame StuHJ which were in tlic Cows 
Belly. This they do in remembrance of 
an antient Emperor of theirs, whom 
the Multira^believes to have been Con¬ 
verted into FlZIoWyWhicb was goodbnly 
forthePlowV They told me they after- Superfti- 
wards prelcntcd the Calves to great Men tious.Pta' 
for a good newYears Gift.At my return,! 
fvent into lee 2 very 4arge Pagods, the 
firJR- ereded in Honour of ChianlAoyr, a 
Deity, for whofe Service there arc al¬ 
ways Horfes Handing ready before 

Tem: 
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Temple Gates, bccaufe they lay he 
Cemtlli. would ride a thouland Leagues a day, 
• 1597. on them. There are allb about the 
v.U'V>J Courts, ieverai Statues in fundry hor¬ 
rid Shapes. At the upper end of the 
Fdgod IS the aforelaid Idol, CbimtUuye 
fitting, with a thing like a Diademe on 
his Head. 1 found many Idolaters Of¬ 
fering Meat ready drefs’d, and Fruit; 
burning Sweets, and Paper to be con¬ 
verted into Gold and Silver, to ferve 
the Dead. Others took a Piece of Hick, 
Hit tiiroiigh the middle, and hung both 
pieces up into the Air. If one or both 
of them fell to the Ground with the hat 
lidc, that had been clctt through, up- 
warxis, it was counted a good omen, and 
a ligii the Idol was pleas’d with them; 
hill if tiie Bark of both was upwards, 
iliai was a very ill Sign. But they threw 
ihcm up fo often, that at lalfc the flicks 
iimf!; needs fall as they would have them. 
Others rowling about great Faggots, 
drew out a flick to know their good, 
or ill Fortune, and this they repeated 
till they drew one that was Fortunate. 
The other Pagod was near the Palace, 
which formerly belong’d ro the Petty 
King, but at prefent to the Tartar Ge¬ 
neral. It is divided into three Parts, 
one within another in the iirfl:; 1 law 3 
Idols in the Nichc^ bare headed, and o- 
thcr great Statues on the Ground. In 
the 2d there were allb three Idols in the 
Niche^ and four by their lidcs on the 
Ground. In the 3d, there were five 
horrid Figures upon the Ground, and 
one great idol of a Gold colour, and an¬ 
other little one in the Niche. In my 
way home, I met a number of Manda¬ 
rines in Chairs, and on Horfc-back, mod 
richly Clad, with the Enilgns of their 
Employments and Degrees embroider’d 
on their Garments. They were going 
to pay the ufual adoration in the Pa- 
(rods. Saturday 4th, thofc who had re¬ 
ceiv’d the Compliments of the ncwycar, 
were employ'd in returning the Vilits, 
cither in Perfon, or with the red Paper, 
according to the cullom of the Country, 
i'ijis is to be undcrflood of inferiour 
Mand.m»es ; for the 5 great ones receive 
them, and make the return by Petty Man- 
daritjes, or Other Officers Courts; 

and only vifit one anotn^ Perlbnally. 
Thefe five Principal Minalers of Can¬ 
ton, are the Fi^en, or Vicejoy ; the Pu- 
chienfa, or Red ever Gcnei-al, of all the 
I'axcs of the Province; the Zian-chyurt, 
or General of the Tartar Troops, ^and 
tvyo Aflbriates of hi s, call’d Tmm, nam’d 
the right and left Ann of his Body, ^and 


thefe arc of c^ual Authority; being car- 
ry’d in a Chair by 8 Men, with the Chinefe 
Drum before them,beatcn with 13 flrokes 
following. Sunday 5th, I went > to tlie 
Church of the Spamjh Francifeans, whither 
abundance of Chinefe CliriiUans reforted 
to perform their Devotions. Monday 6th, 
a Chinefe Merchant invited me to las 
Houle; but gave me my Dinner too cur¬ 
ly, according to their Cuftom. I hcrc 
were on the Table,at lead 20 little Dilbes 
with leveral forts of Fruit andSweetme us 
and others withChickcns,and.Swii;cstu Pa. 

I law nothing worth mentioning tlietol- Feftival 
lowing days, till Monday 131!), when I of iant 
went about to fee the Preparations for 
the Fead of the Lanthorns made through¬ 
out the City, as being one of the chief 
Fcdivals of the Onnefes, and to fay the 
Truth, 1 met with wonderful Inven¬ 
tions. The Chinefes give the follow¬ 
ing account of its Orignal. 1 hey f'ay, 
that not long after the Erecting or 
their'lyimpire, a Alandarine min.h bc- 
lov’d of the People for his Virtue, 
loft a Daughter he doated on, upon 
the Bank of a River; and going along 
the Shore to look for lier, ail People 
follow’d him Weeping, with lighted 
Torches and Lanthorns ;^^t tlio’ he 
fought for her a long tiliic in all Piace$ 
about the Bank (much as Ceres did 
her Daughter Proferpine) yet flie was 
never found. The learned in their 
Books, affign another Original; which 
is, that 3500 Years fince, in the Reigu 
of the iaft King of the Family Hia, 
whole Name was AVc, a cruel Man, and 
wholly given up to fcnfuality; he be¬ 
ing one day with his beft beloved- 
(jpeen, lamented that the Pleafurcs of 
this Life, were not lafting; that few 
liv’d an hundred Years ; that time be¬ 
ing fo fwift, he could not latiatc him- 
fclf with thofe Pleafures, he fo dearly 
lov’d, and in Ihort he reflefted upon 
Nature as Unkind, and Cruel. The 
Qjieen feeing him lo difturb’d, faid. I 
know fuch a way to prolong time, as will 
fatisfy you. Make a Month a day, and 
a Tear a Month, and thus the Tears, 

Months, and Days will be fo long, that 
living ten Tears, you will have the Pleafure 
and SatisfdElien of an hundred. There¬ 
fore Ihe perfoaded the Foolifli fcufual 
Ernperor, to build a Palace without 
Windows, that no Light might come 
in. Then Ihe caus’d it to be adorn’d 
with Go}d, Silver, Precious Stonqs, 
and rich Moveables, brought in a Num¬ 
ber of Boys, and Beautiful Girles, all Na¬ 
ked, and in fine, bury’d her felf, and her 

Hus- 
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rvAi^ Husband there Alive, without any Light 
Gtmelii, but that of an infinite number of Flam- 
1597. beaux, and Lanthorns, inftead of the 
Siin, Mbon, and Stars. There the Em¬ 
peror Kie continu’d a whole Year with 
his lend Queen, giving himfelf up to all 
. forts of iultfnl Pleaiures^ forgetting 
Time, Heaven, and every thing elfe, 
even their Court and Empire, and fram¬ 
ing to themfelves new Times and new 
Heavens in their own Conceit. His Sub- 
jefts provok’d by thefe Extravagancies, 
and his Cruelty, revolted, and fet up in 
his Place Chim-t4m^ head of a new Fa¬ 
mily. After Kieh Death, they deftroy’d 
his Palace, and repeal’d all his Ordinan¬ 
ces, except the Invention of Flambeaux 
and Iniithorns, which they preferv’d to 
Celebrate the Fcftival. They tell fiir- 
thcr. That about 2000 Years after that, 
another Emperor of the tenth Family 
call'd Tbad fuch Faith in a Jugler 
of the Seft of Tuofu (whofe ProfeMon 
it is to impofe on the World with chi- 
mical Operations, promifing endleft Gold 
and Silver, a Life almoll: Everlalting, 
and in a Moment to remove Mountains) 
that one Day he told me, he had a mind 
to lee the l^thorns lighted in the City 
Tsm-chenj in the Province of NmiIuhf, 
which were Me fiqell; and moft applaud¬ 
ed throughout the Empire^ and the Fe- 
ftival was the next Night. The Con¬ 
jurer anfwer’d, be would carry him thi¬ 
ther to lee the Lanthorns, and bring him 
back again the lame Night, at his Eafe, 
and without the lealt Trouble. In ef- 
fedf, foon after there appear’d Chariots 
and Thrones in the Air, made of Clouds, 
which feem’d to be fwiftly drawn by 
' Swans; and the King and Queen mount¬ 
ing them with a great number of Ladies ^ 
and Muficians belonging to the Palace, 
came to Tam-cheu in the twinkling of 
an Eye^ the Clouds fpreading and co¬ 
vering the whole City. The King law 
the Lanthorns, and to requite the Citi¬ 
zens for the Plealiire he had taken in 
their City, he caus’d his Mufick to Play, 
and then return’d to his Palace in a Mo¬ 
ment. A Month after an Exprels came 
according to Cuftora from that City, 
mentioning what had been there feen 
on the Lanthorn Night. Laftly, they 
fay. That 500 Years after, there was a 
King of the Family Sm»i, who us’d every 
Year at that time to Ihow himfelf Fami¬ 
liarly to all the Lords, and great Men, 
w/th the Doors open, affording^ them the 
SatisfadUon of enjoying the Sight of the 
fine Lanthorns, and Fireworks, and the 
hearing of the charming Mufick he had 
in his Palace. 


Tharfd^tht I4tb6f Fehrmryf and the 
t2th of the Chinefe Moon, 1 went at 
Night about the City of Cunton to fee 
this Rejoycing. In every Quartet of it, 
or Wardj was fee op fome Figure of 
their Idols, about which there were Iok 
veral Peribns diiguis’d, fome like Wo¬ 
men, and ibme otherwile, with prepo- 
fterous Habits and Masks, and feveral 
Inftruments in their Hands. In thefe 
Shapes they went about the Town upon 
Alles, or a-foot (as is us’d in the Car- 
naval in It4ly) with a long ProceUion 
before them of Lanthorns on long Poles. 

Thw were made either of Paper, or of 
Tafieta of feveral Colours, and in the 
lhape of feveral Creatures, as Fiihes, 

Dogs, Hories, Lions, and the like, 
which with the light were very plea- 
font to behold ^ all this attended with 
noify Inftruments of Brafs and Drums. 

The beft of it was that Ibme went Na¬ 
ked to Aft their Parts more to the Life. 

But the prime part of this Solemnity is 
to be feen in the Pagods^ and the Palaces Noble 
of great Lords, where there are Lan- Lanrlioinj 
thorns that coft 15, or 20 Piftoles, and 
in thole of the Viceroys and Princes, 
they are not worth left chan an hundred, 
two hundred, and three hundred Crowns. 

They are bung up in the ftatelieft Halls, 
by reaibn of their greatne^ for there 
are ibme twenty Cubits Diameter, or 
more. Within them is a vaft number 
of Lamps and Candles, whofe Light fets 
off the Painting, and the Smoke gives 
Lift to the Figures, which with wonder¬ 
ful Art run round, leap, and go op and 
down within the Lanthorn. There are 
to be feen Horfes galloping, Cartsdrawn, 

Men at work on the Land; Ships under 
Sail, Mandarines and Princes going in 
and ont with numerous Trains; Armies 
Mardiingj Plays Afting^ Dancing, and 
other Sports with feveral Motions. The 
People go about all Night enjoying 
theie Sights, playing on Inftruments, in 
Companies made up of Families and 
Friends. Tnere is no Houle Rich or 
Poor, but that Night has its Lanthorn 
either in a Court, Hall, or Window. 

There are allb Puppet Shoes, and others 
by Shadows made to appear upon fine 
and tranfpIPf^ white Silk, wonderfully 
feprelentinglllings, Qpeens, Comman¬ 
ders, Soldier^ Buffoons, and other Things 
proper for fhe Stage. The wonder is 
to fee them exprefs Weeping, Joy, 

Anger, and other Paffions, with as much 
eaft as they make all the Figures move. 

Near the Pageds^ befidcs the aforelaid 
Fibres and Shows, there are feveral Ar- 
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ches cover'd with Silk, with variety of 
Umelli. Painting, which the Light within fliews 
1697. Pleafant and Diverting. In Ihort, upon 
this occafion there arc leveral Millions 
fpent throughout the Empire, as well in 
colour’d Paper to adorn the Houfes, as 
to Burn, make Fireworks, and Lanthorns. 
Methinks if it were poflible to fee all the 
Empire at one caft of an Eye from fome 
high Place, it would appear all in a Flame, 
.like one mighty Fire there being no 
Man either in City or Country, or on 
the Rivers, but has his painted Lanthorn, 
and all of them made after fevcral man¬ 
ners, and that has not Fireworks repre- 
fentiug fcveral Creatures. I know no 
Nation in the World that can compare 


with the Chinefes in this particular of 
making Fireworks j for they have been 
known to make a whole Bower of red 
Grapes, which all burnt without being 
confum’d ^ but on the contrary the Body 
of the Vine, the Branches, Leaves, Bun¬ 
ches, and the very Stones, all at oice 
burning appear’d in their proper Colours, 
either Red, Green, or otherwife, (b that 
to the Beholders they feem’d rather Real 
than Counterfeit. But the moS; fliipen- 
dious Thing is to fee, that the tire, 
which is lb a(!Jive and fierce an Element, 
Ihould Operate lb flowly, as if it had 
loft its own Nature, to obey Art, and 
ferv’d only to Ihow the Bower without 
burning it.

Provinces^ and other remarkdle Things in Kuan-cheu, or Canton.

W Edriefd^ the 15th of February, and 
13th Day of the Otinefe New 
Year, I went to fee the Tfunte, who was 
then at Canton, about Bufinels of his 
• Employment. Before he came out of 
his Palace (which had belong’d to the 
petty King of Canton) three Chambers 
were fir’d, to give the People Notice of 
his coming, and then he fet out attended 
as follows. 


A. chinefe Drums on which they give 
thirteen Strokes following. 

1. A Tablet with the Sign denot¬ 
ing the Civil Magiftrate. 

C. 2. Tablet denoting his Martial 
Power. 

D. 3. A Tablet commanding Silence. 

E. 4. A Tablet to command all to 
clear the way.

After Dinner I went to the top of a An odd \ 
Hill to iee the Preparations made in a Stroauie. 
Hoofc, where the Vice-roy and forac 
principal Mandarines were to be Enter¬ 
tain’d at Night. It had been built by 
a Mandarine within the old City call’d 
Lauchin, and confifted of one large Room 
or Hall fupported by abundance of fine 
wooden Pillars. Over it was another 
like it 3 both of them were Spacious, 
but not Beautiful; and therefore only 
afibrded a noble Prolpedf, becaufe they 
difcover’d all the City. In the upper 
Hall was a Ps^ed with fcveral Idols 3 with 
many of their Religious Men call’d Taoiut 
about them. In the firft the Tables were 
cover’d plentihilly enough to Entertain 
the F/7«», or Vice-roy. About the VVall 
there were Cupboards, Cabioets, and 
other Things of rich Chind and Japan 
varniih’d with abundance of figures. 

Having feen what was there I came down 
from the Hill. At the foot of h 1 went 
in to lee a Convent of Women Bonzxs.: 

The good Women gave me Tea, and 
carry’d me to fee the Paged and their 
Monaftery. The Night foilowitjg there 
• Was pnbuck Rejoycing throughout the 
City with Lanthorns, and other foper- 
ftiuods Follies. 


Sunday 


F f f 
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Sunday 19th, there was a great Rcfort 
Cemelli. of Chinefe Chriftians to the Church of 
J697. the Spanijh Framifcatif. Mmday 20th, 
being counted a fortunate Day, a great 
Couple were marry’d. As f flood 
a mean before the Houfe, I faw a Bride go by. 

Bride. Before her went fix Women, with as 

many Chinefe Boxes handfomly Gilt and 
Varuifh’d, in which they carry’d the 
Prefents cover’d. Then follow'd about 
20 Muficians with ftveral Inftrmtients, 
and Icvcral Banners of painted Paper, 
upon long Staves. I'hen came the Bride 
in a tiofe Chair, richly adorn’d with Silk 
curioully wrought, and after her four 
Relations that attended her. Ten Por¬ 
ters carry’d as many Cherts with the 
Goods, the Bride being of mean Paren¬ 
tage. Tlic Bridegroom waited at Home, 
with his Kindred, to receive her at his 
Door. 

A rune ■ IVednefday 22d, I law a ftatcly Fune- 
ral. Firll went twelve Paper Banners, 
Statues, and other Things, hanging at 
long Poles; then about twenty Muficians, 
and fix Boxes for burning of Sweets, 
and to carry Prefents to the Bonz.es. 
Next follow'd feven great Umbrcllos 
with Curtains about them, and many 
Bonzes with their Copes, attending the 
Dead Body. The Proceflion was clos’d 
by about an hundred Chinefes., with each 
a Cord in his Hand, of thofe they make 
of the Barks of Trees pounded, which 
burn gently. Among them were tlie 
ncareft Relations, clad in Sackcloth, with 
their Bodies bowing. 

The 7 )«m- fnday 24th, thinking it a proper Day 
JOS la- JO fee part of the Tfumoh Palace, bc- 
' caiifc of the Vifits made him by all the 
Mandarines of the City, and Country, 
as their Superior in civil and military 
Aflmrs, he being Captain General and 
Vicar of the Provinces of Canton and 
Fiangfi^ I went thither betimes. The 
firrt Court was a Musket Shot and a half 
long, and proportionably in breadth, 
where there were abundance of Soldiers 
in Tents. From two long Poles fix’d 
up there, hung two Iquare yellow Ban¬ 
ners, with Charaders on them ; after 
the fame manner as they are in the Vice¬ 
roy’s Court. At the Entrance of the 
iecond Coutt there were fcvcral Officers, 
and amf'.'ig the reft forty in beautiful 
Silk Ga.mentsL on which ibme had a 
Bird, forae a Lion, Ibme a Tyger, or 
other Things embroider’d. ‘Being in 
tliis fecond Court, which is half a Mus¬ 
ket Sht^ Iquare, and going on to the 
third Door, I met the Guards, who 
would not permit me to go any further j

but from thence I look’d into the third 
and fourth Courts, as big as the fccond, 
at the end whereof was the Hall to give 
Audience, well enough adorn’d. Having 
ftay’d there an Hour, 1 faw the Biyeny 
or Vice-roy, the Zancl^an, and other 
Mandarines take their Leaves ^ the Tfan- 
tOy who was an old Man, but of a comly 
Prefence, and clad after the Tartar Fa- 
fliion, waiting on them to the fourth 
Door with much Refped, and Civility ^ t 
then I obferv’d they went to the third 
Gate upon a handlbme Catifway that di¬ 
vides the Court, and there they reitera¬ 
ted their Complements. The Vice-roy’s 
Train was more numerous than the Z«»- 
ckyun^s ; for there went firrt 16 Banners j 
then as many Tablets, on which were 
written the Charafters and Privileges of 
his Dignity y then Umbrcllos •, thirty Sol¬ 
diers a-Horfcback *, above fifty inferior 
Officers, Executioners, and Hangmen, 
with Staves, Chains, and V\'ands in their 
Hands, after whom came be in a Chair 
carry’d by eight Men. They laid the 
Tfanta., and two Tagins (Tu lignifics great, 
and Clin a Man in the Chinejc l ongue) 
were come by the Emperor’s Order to 
Review the Troops in the Province \ that 
is, to fill their Pur lbs. 

After Dinner I law another Nuptial Anotlicr 
Solemnity. Firrt of all there were car- Wcdduig. 
ry’d twenty great Lanthorns hanging at 
.poles, but they had no lighted Candles 
in them. Next came a quantity of Pre¬ 
fents of feveral forts, and twelve Wo¬ 
men with Gifts, then other Lanthorns, 
carry’d by young l.ads ^ fcveral Curiofi- 
tics in Silk and Pajicr, and laftly the 
Bride in a fine cover’d Chair. 

Saturd^ 25 th, as I pafs’d before the ofPunfflj- 
Court or the Quancheufu., that is, the meDfs.T 
Governor of the City, 1 perceiv’d they 
were beating a poor Wretch, and ask¬ 
ing the Caufc of it they told me, he wa» 
Baftinado’d for another Man’s Crime; 
it being the Cuftom, for a guilty Perfon 
Condemn’d to receive lb many Strokes 
to find one for Mony to take them for 
him i ufing this Cruelty towards himlclf 
to relieve his Poverty. But the Execu¬ 
tioner and Goalcr muft be Brib’d to coii- 
fent tothe Exchange. F. Jagufiir., Su¬ 
perior of the Houle where 1 lay, told 
me, this Abule had been carry’d fo far 
of late Years, that Ibme Thieves having 
been condemn’d to l)eath, their Friends, 
perfwading fbrae poor Wretches they 
Ihotild receive fo many Strokes for a 
Priue agreed on, with the confent of the 
Gc^ler, whom they had Brib’d, got the 
condemn’d Perfons out of Prifon •, and 

thofe 
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thoFc mifferable Fellows were afterwards 
ijemeUi. p|it to Death by the as ba- 

*<597. ving taken on them the Names and 
Grimes of the real Malefadors. ThisVil- 
lauy being afterwards deteded, the Con' 
trivets of it were puoiih’d with Death. 

Monday 27th, the Governor of the 
City proclaim’d a Fall: for fifteen Days, 
to obtain Rain of Heaven to produce the 
Rice, for there was a great Drought. 
The belt of it was, that they made even 
the Chriftiuns Faft by force, and keep 
Lent in Shrovetide ^ it being prohibited 


Under ftvere Penalties, to IcJ] Bee^ 
Pork, Fowl, Eggs, or the likci but on¬ 
ly Herbs, and Grain. Theft Faffs ate 
I^oclaim’d moll Years in all Cities where 
there wants Rain; and they endeavour 
to obtain it with Prayers and Proceffions, 
and lighting abundance of Candles in 
their P/^odXf and burning gilt and^l- 
ver’d Paper. If it does not Rain in a 
Fortnight, the Fa ft is proclaim’d for as 
long again. Tuefd^ and Wtdnefday^ 28 
and 2p, I prepar’d for my return towards 
Enrepej and Imught Ibme Curiolities. 


CHAP. V. 


The Author's fbort 

B Eing refolv’d to go for ManlU^ a- 
boaid the Spani^ VefTel then riding 
at Macao^ 1 thought fit to wait on the 
Captain of it to ask his Confent, and 
accordingly order’d my Affairs for that 
Ihort Voyage. Saturday the 3d of March, 

I Sail 'd late aboard a Chiampan, or great 
Boat that carry'd the Silks the SpaniJIt 
Merchants had brought to Adacao, and 
made little way, as we did alfo on Sun¬ 
day 4th, the Wind being contrary, fo 
that we could ftarce come in light of the 
Town of Sciunte, where the Spanijh Eran- 
cifioKs have a Houft and Church*, and 
the fame Wind continuing on Monday, 
we could not get beyond the Town Of 
Aonfon. tuefday 5 ch, the Idolater Sailers 
prepar’d for their Sacrifice. The wicked 
Pilot play’d the part of a Prieft, under 
an Umbrello, that th? Idolatrous Cere¬ 
mony might be the more Decent, or ra¬ 
ther more Detcftable. The Meat was 
ftt upon a Table in Chinefi Dilbes, viti. 
boil’d Pork, Filh, and Sugar-canes cut in 
fmall bits with Wine. Firft be ftruck his 
Head againft the Ground ftveral times 
holding his Hands togetber,and the Drum 
beating than he began to mutter fome 
Words i and laftly, he pour’d a little 
Wine on the Meat, and, according to 
Cnftom, burnt colour’d Papers. After¬ 
wards the Meat and Wine was diftributed 
among the Idolaters *, which they gree¬ 
dily devour’d, vainly imagining them- 
ftfves to be blefs’d by it. This prophane 
Adioh could not but produce an unhap¬ 
py Effed. One or two Chiampans of Rob¬ 
bers that were in the Ifl^d came up to 
us. Our Men thinking they had hepn 
Guards of the Canal receiv’d them as 
Friends, lalutiug them with their Drum. 
The Robbers return’d the Civility lifting 
Uieir Hands on high, in token of Friend- 
Vol. IV. 
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Ihipi then making up under the Stern 
of our Boat, asking whether we had any 
Salt, they laid us aboard. We hereupon 
beginning to Sufpefi; them, laid hold of 
our Arms, and fir’d two Piftols to Fright 
them. Being raeer Cowards they pre- 
fently fell oft in a Fright; and went to 
take op a Spy or Centinel they lud left 
on the higneft part of the IQaud. After¬ 
wards both the Ciiampans dg:w into the 
privateft part of the Ifiand, fearing left 
the Mandarine of the white Houft up¬ 
on Information ihould fend after them. 
Whilft we ftood upon our Guard agaiiift 
the Robbers, I could not fave ray ftlf 
from the Knavery of our own Sailers 3 
who making ufe of their Time, in the 
height of the Hurry, ftole a little Watch 
1 carry’d for F. FhiUp Eefchi. The Chi- 
mfe Sailers would have caft Anchor in 
fight of the Pirates, upon Pretence that 
it was Ebbi, and there was not Water 
enough to go on; but being requir’d to 
go on as far as the white Houft, that we 
might be out of the Danger abovc-men- 
tion’d, and the Pilot obftinately refiifing 
to go any further, he had fome Strokes 
given him, and then Laughing hoifted 
both his Sails. We came to HiacM be¬ 
fore Noon, where I was again courte-^ 
oufly Entertain’d by F. Jofepb of the 
Conception, Prior of the Monaftery of 
Sr. Augujtin, as I had been at my firft 
coming thither, and that Ni^t being 
Shrove-Tuefday, we had an exc^ent Sup¬ 
per aboard the Spanijh VeiTd, all the 
Spanijh Merchants being ther^The fol¬ 
lowing Days were Ipent in ^votion, 
which is great there, and theY:burcbes 
much tfequcnted by Men and/Woinen. 
The Womens Apparel there n ftrange, 
the whole confifting of two miecw of 
Silk, without the help of Tailed Scifars, 
F f f 2 or 
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C\J^\ or Ncfdlc. 0.1C they wrap about their 
Gtmcllu U'.iilc, and ferves lor a Petticoat j the 
otker covers the Head and Brcalt, the 
V/'W; Legs being left out with no other Stoc- 
kias than Nature provided, and the Feet 
with a fort of Slippers. This Habit, 
fho’not convenient, isvery modelt. But 
the j[.adies arc better, and more decent¬ 
ly CLd. They generally go in wooden 
Chairs gilt, and clofc on all fides, fitting 
after the Turkijh Faihion, with their Legs 
a-crofs, the lowncfs of the Chair not al¬ 
lowing them to fit any other way. They 
ai c cai ry’d like Cages, hanging by an 
Iron Ring faftned to the top, through 
which they run a Coltfiafil The Men 


wear long Breeches down to their An¬ 
cles, fo that they look like fo many lhag- 
gy Oogs. The Omdition of the poor 
Portugsefts of Mmm is very deplorable, 
f(x want of Trade, efoecially among the 
meaner Sort. Wbilic the Trade with 
Jafm flouriih’d, the Citizens were able 
to Pave their Streets with Silver but 
that ceafing they were reduced to the 
Poverty they now labour under. Tho’ 
the VeOel was fmall. Captain Bafmt ve¬ 
ry generoufly gave me my Paflage to 
Manila \ and therefore having no other 
Bufinefs at Macao, I took my Leave of 
my Friends, to return to Canton for my 
Equipage. 


CHAP. VI. 

The Atithor*s Return to Canton another Way. 


H Aving hir’d a Chair for 850 Qtiap- 
pas, I let forward upon Saturday 
loth, before Noon, pafs’d firft by Cafa- 
Blanca, or White Houfo, a little Town, 
aud the Rcfidencc of a finall Mandarine, 
and at Night came to the Village of Ja¬ 
ma, having travell’d 18 Miles. I found 
a bad Lodging, and worfe Supper in the 
Inn, there being nothing to be had for 
Mony. Sunday iith, I fet out with a 
Oiinefe that fell into my Company, and 
we traveU’d through Hills and Moun¬ 
tains. The Chair-men were fo weak 
that they often relied, which made me 
in Pity to them walk a great part of the 
Way. They were nothing like thofe of 
Nanganfu, who carry’d me up a fteep 
Hill, without ever fetting my Foot to 
the Ground. After Noon we came to 
Aonfon, having travell’d 18 Miles more. 
I prefently went aboard the Paflage Boat 
for a few Chiappas, fet Sail about Sun- 
fet, and laird all Night. Monday I2tb, 
the fair Wind continuing we pals’d by 
Sciunte. In this Channel, tho’ it be frelh 
Water, an infiaiteqnantity of Olliers is 
taken*, fo large, that the Flelh of fome 
of them weigh a Pound; but generally 
half a Pound; but the Talle is not fo 
Delicious as ours. The Chinefes ufc the 
Shells in Building, as if they were Stones; 
aud the Portaguefes work them fo thin 
that they ferve inllead of Glafs in their 
Windows.^ Tutfday 13th, we arriv’d at 
Canton, Md I return’d to my ufiial A- 
bode at the Spanijh Francifeans. IVednef- 
eky Htb»l as I was going to the Painter 
t||t was k work for me, 1 met a Pro- 
cramn offTauxja-Bofnas going to a Fu¬ 
neral in tpeir Gopei adorn’d with Gold. 


Before them were carry’d feveral llm- 
brellos. Idols on Beers, Silk Banners, 
and others of painted Paper, Perfumes, 
and other Things. Tharjdty 15th, 1 law 
the Fayen, or Vicc-roy fet out with a 
noble Train of zoo great Boats finely 
gilt and painted, belonging to hinifelf 
and the Mandarines that bore him Com¬ 
pany as far as Faftimt. He was going 
thither to provide for the Security of a 
third part of his Province, where fomc 
Mutiny or Invafion of Robbers was fear’d. 
The Emperor had order’d that for the 
better fecuring of the Province, it Ihouldf 
be divided among three -, one Part to the 
Vice-roy •, another to the 77 f«, or Ge¬ 
neral of the Forces j and the third to 
the Tfanto •, and every one of them to be 
accountable for what Ihould happen with¬ 
in his Divifion. Frsds^ i6th, the little 
Mandarine of Tunlan (which fignifies of 
the Eaft Shore) fet out by the Vice-roy’s 
Order, to compole the Di^erence be¬ 
tween the People of that fmall Town 
and the Spanijh Franeifeam ‘, who having 
purchas’d the Ground to Build a little 
Church for the ufo of the Cbrillians of 
the Place, had their Work obflruftcd 
by thofe People, whofancy’d they ihould 
all Die if the Church were Built ^ be- 
caufe it would take away their Faen-Scivy 
(that is,Wind and Water,) or good Ludk, 
as has l^en mention’d before. Being re- 
Iblv’d to Depart, I took Leave of all 
the Fathers, add return’d Thanlra to the 
Fn^ifeans for having .Entertain’d me 
feveral Months in their Houfe. 
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CHAP. VIL 

The Author*s return to Macad. 


T T Aving provided all things for my 
Cemelli, XjL Voyage, I pat my Goods and 
1697. blacK aboard the VelTcl on Tite/d^ 20th, 
and went thither my lelf after Dinner. 
Tho’ we were under Sail all the reft of 
that Day, and the following Night, yet 
we made but little way. Wednejdiy 21ft, 
wc pafs’d by the Town of Smntef and 
advanced conliderably in the Night. 
Thurfday 2 2d, the Wind being contrary 
wc made but little way. 23d, 

the fame Pilot made fuch a Sacrifice, and 
with the lame Ceremonies as was men« 
tion’d before. He would not have us 
make Water over that fide of the Boat 
which was referv’d for, that Superfti- 
tion., Coming to Macho betimes, the 
Cuftdm-honfc Officers feirchM the Chefts 
of Silks, and weigh’d as well thofc that 
bad Gold in them, as the Plain, wrought 
or unwrought, but they did not all Pay 
alike. TheDutyisinconfiderable, that 
is, one, or one and a half fcr. cent. The 
Prior ofS. Aiguftiu lodg’d me. The fol¬ 
lowing days I fpentin vifiting the Captain 
of the Vcflel, I was to go in, and fome 
Churches,and among the reft,the College 
of S. Pauly where there is part ot the 
Arm of S. FtmcU Xaveriusy from the 
Elbow to the Shoulder, the reft with the 
Hand being at Romcy in the profels’d 
Honfe of the Jefuits. Wtdnejdt^ 28th, 
1 went up to fee the Fort on the North 
fide, bntwhen Icame thither, the Cap¬ 
tain that was upon Guard would not 
faffer me to go in -y whereof making my 
Complaint to fome PertagHefcy they dc- 


lir’d^ me not to look upon it, as pro- 
ceding from Jealonfy, but Ptuden^, 
this being done, that none might Ice 
what a wretched condition the Guns 
were in, which befides tliat they were 
few were all difraounted, by reafon of 
the Poverty of the City. So that I can¬ 
not perceive upon what grounds F. John 
Jofeph of S. Terefa lays, the City of 
Macao is vaftly Rich, and that upon the of 
Qironation of King John the fourth, 
it fent him a conliderablc Prefent of 
ready Mony, and 200 Pieces of Brafs ^ 
Cannon. The good Father was lb fond 
of Cannon, that he would lay any thing 
for it. I never bear’d a more Extra¬ 
vagant Romance, than when he tells 
us, that when the Portugueje took Ma- 
laca fvom the Jndiansy there were found 
in it 3000 piecesof Brafs Cannon j where¬ 
as ’tis well known that number cannot be 
found in many confiderable ftrongholds in 
Marope put together and that Malaca is 
no other than a fmall Village, made up 
of little Houles, with Mud Walls, or 
at belt of Timber, and cover’d with 
Palm-tree leaves, and the Caftle f 6 '~ 
final], that it could not hold fo many 
Pieces of Cannon, tho’ they bad been 
laid one upon another. Perhaps the 
200 Pieces Macao fent the King of Por¬ 
tugal were taken out of thefe 3000, 
which could never be found throughout 
all IneHay either of Brals, or Iron. 

The following days, I took leave of 
my Friends, and prepar’d for my Voy¬ 
age to Manila, 


CHAP. VIII. 

'he Wreck (f a fmdl Veply and the mnderful efea^y of fome of the Sailors 

belonging to it. 


S Aturday 31 ft, I took a Boat to go lee 
the Green liland, belonging to the 
Fathers of the Society, and not above a 
Mile diftant from the City. It is a Mile 
inKompafs,and tho’ it be all a Solid Bar¬ 
ren Rock, .yft there is a convenient 
Houle in it, tor the Fathers to take their 
Recreation, and about x fome Fruit- 
trees of Lichas^ LonganSy and ^tvas, 
as allb fome few Plantans, and Anadat. 
In this Ifland I found a Brother, who told 
/me a ftrauge Story, which I had before 
bear’d from others, of a fmall Veffel of 
the Coaft of Coromandely aboard which, 


he himfelfbad been a Sailor. In the 
Year 1582, it fail’d from the City of 
Monday and Port of Cavitcy with about 
60 Perfons aboard, Portuguefty Moorsy 
and GentUs. The Pilot being ignorant 
of two Banks, that lye off oppofite to 
the lllands of Calaminsy ruunfull upon 
one of them, where the Sbipifplic, and 
the Goods were loft. The moors and 
CentUs attempting to get to ' Neigh¬ 
bouring Ifiand, a Storm rifii g, Sunk 
them, and the Boat they went‘' n. The 
reft waiting till the Wcat cr grew 
Calm, made up a Cheft of Beards, the 

beft 
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rsjv^ bell they could, and in it went over by 

Gei.tHli. degrees at feveral times to the Iflarid, 
1697. vviKch was not above two Miles ofi^ but 
finding no Water in it, they remov’d 
to another, three Miles from it i which 
rhey found as low as the other, very 
imall, and without Wood or Water, fb 
that for four Days they were forced to 
drink tlic Blood of Tortoifes. At length 
Ncccifity fliarjiening their Wits, they 
dug Trenches in the IQand level with 
the Water; and what came into them, 
tho’ blackifii they drank for want of bet¬ 
ter. In the mean while. Providence, 
which never forfakes any Body, fed 
them with Tortoifes; for they coming 
to lay their Eggs, as they do for lix 
Months continually, they kill’d fiich a 
vaft quantity, as ferv’d to Maintain them. 
When tlic Seafon of the Tortoifes was 
pad, there reforted to the liland a fort 
of great Sea Fowls, by the Sfani^ 
ards, but more efpccially by the Ponu- 
guefts Paxaros-Bvi’cs^ or Pajfuros^ToloSy 
that is, F'^olifi bi ds, to build their 
Nellsand thefe being very Siily, as 
thrir Name dci -•'tes, the Men kill’d e- 
nougi? to ierve ■ ocfr, with Sticks j and 
thus cightccq of them, that had got in¬ 
to the i(iai.d fed li.x Months in the Year 
upon Torroifes, and the reft upon thofo 
Birds, whereof they laid up Provifion 
drying them in the Sun. They had no 
Pots to Boil them, but Necefllty taught 
them to make fomc of Clay, but fuch as 
would ferve only once. Their Cloaths 
being quite worn out in feven Years they 
led this painful Life, they flead the Birds, 
and ftitchiflg the Skins together with 
Needles, and Thread, made of fmall 
Palm-tree Leaves, they made a Ihifc to 
cover their Nakednefs. In Winter they 
defended themfelvcs the beft they could 
in Caves they dug with their Hands. 
During this time feveral Ships M’d by, 
but, tho’ they made all poflible Signs 
with Fires to call them to their Relief, 
none ever would come to their Alllftance, 
perhaps for fear of the Sands; and thus 
their Hopes always ended in Grief. At 
length they refolved to Die, or put an 
end to their Miferies; for the Birds be¬ 
ing frighted came not in fuch Numbers 
as they had done at firft \ and they were 
like Ghofts for want of Fire and good 
Food, andpccaufe the Water was very 
bad. Thw therefore made a fmall Boat^ 
or rather® Cheft of Boards, caulking It 
with* theiCotton of _a Qjiilt the^ had, 
and inftcaa^f Tar daubing it with Tor¬ 
toifes Grew. They made Ropes of cer¬ 
tain Sinues in the Tortoifes, and Sails of 
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the Skins of the Birds few’d together. 

In fine, they fet out without a fuiiicicnt 
provifion of Birds, and Water, repo* 
fing all their Confidence in God’s Mercy, 
and at the end of eight Days, arriv’d in 
the Ifland of Hdnm. Sixteen Sailers 
Landing, for two had dy’d in the little 
Ifland, the Chinefes fled, feeing them 
look like Ghofts, and fo ftrangely Clad ; 
but having given an Account of their 
Misfortunes, the Mand^trine of the IQand 
caus’d them to be recover’d and reflor’d 
to their Strength with good Provifions, 
and then furniih’d them with all Necef- 
faries to return Home. The Fmuguefes 
coming to Macao, one of them found 
that his Wife, believing him to be Dead, 
had marry'd another Husband •, yet he 
took her again, and the other was forced 
to feck another, which perhaps was no 
great Trouble to him. 

Before I leav,': Odm, I am oblig’d, Falfhood 
fince it comes here into my Mind, to of the Ac- 
acquabt the Reader j That tiie Oji/ze/e . 

Women are much wrong'd in their Re- p* 
putation by the Author of the Relation to rekiL. 
of the J>mh Embafly to Peking. In the 
firft place he certainly drcanit^that there 
were publick Whores in China, and that 
they are carry’d about the Towns, on 
Afles by thofe that deal in them •, and 
that they cry, H'ho veill take her to him, 
as other Things are cry’d about the 
Streets ■, further adorning his Book with 
thfe Figure of fuch a Woman. To Ipeak 
the Truth, I have not met with any fuch 
piece of Impudence in fo many King¬ 
doms and Empires, as I have feen, whe¬ 
ther they were Moors, or other barba¬ 
rous Nations; and as for China, having 
been in both the Courts of Peking and 
Nanking, and gonc the lame way thc_ 

Dutch Ambafladors went, 1 never heard 
lb abominable a TraiHck fpoke of, much 
left could I fee any thing like it j nay, 
they have not lb much as the Name ot 
Whores, much left a Toleration of them, 
to prevent the Debauching of Youth; 
and if there ihonld happen to be any 
fuch Women, they would be moft fe- 
verely Puniih’d. So that F. Philip Gri¬ 
maldi, who was Interpreter to the Em¬ 
bafly had reafon to tell me that the Au¬ 
thor of that Relation has writ as maiify 
Lies as Words.

or Chinefe Cuftomer for his private 
Intercil delay'd iigning the Oiiappa, or 
Licenfe to depart, which Captain Bafme 
prefs’d for, that he might Sail j the Ptr- 
tuguefe General, as they call him, al¬ 
lowing none to Sail without the Hupa's 
Leave: Atlalt, onTiufdty 3d, fbmeof 
the chief Cuitomers Clerks came to the 
Captain’s Houfe, with whom the Buli- 
ncis was adjufted for fifty Ducats, over 


and above all Duties ^ and accordingly 
on Wednefday 4th, the Head Clerk came 
again with a great many Under Clerks, 
and other final] Officers to deliver the 
Captain the Chiappay or Liccafe to Sail, 
and he rewarded them for their Paiiy.

Silks to the value of 2800 .1 pieces of 
Eight, receiving i $coo that were In hind. 
Friday 6th, when the Veil'd was 1 cud y 
to Sail, I having been too Negligent be¬ 
fore, had a great deal of Trouble to 
make the necelfiiry Proviiion for my Voy¬ 
age in fijch a Hurry. Here the Reader 
muft give me leave to put an end to this 
Volume of the Account of Osina, to be¬ 
gin the next with the Philippine lllands.

CHAP. I. 

The Auihor's Vojttge from Macao, to the Philippine Iflands. 


CemclU. O great is theDignityandExcellen- 
1 cy of Hu niaucNat«re,and fo active 

Vj thofe Sparks of Heavenly Fire it 
I ntr odu- partakes of, that they ought to be look’d 
upon as very Mean, and Unworthy the 
Name of Men, w?ho thro’ Pufilanimity, by 
them call’d Prudence, or through Sloatb, 
v?hich they ftile Moderation, or clfe 
through Avarice, to which they give the 
Name of Frugality, at any Rate with¬ 
draw thcmfelves from performing Great 
and Noble Adions. Many make it their 
bufinefs to extol the Glorious underta- 
kiugsof others,both in VerfeandProfe^ 
and yet very few will attempt thofe 
things that may Purchafe them fuch 
Praife. It is caly to find many Poets and 
Orators, w'ho make it their bufinefs to 
Tiine^rizjc Jllexattder^Cafary lliemfiocles 
and ^Scifio^ who had not the Heart to 
imitate them in any one thing. Having 
from mv< Youth, been an utter Enemy 
to this J/ice, and being tanght by cu- 
* ftoni ti endure ti c Fatigues of long 
Vpyag®^ 1 icfolv'd without any demur 
to* Saillfiom Maiaoj to the Philippine 
Jlluids^n the Span/p Vefiel bound thi¬ 
ther wi^ Silks, as has])eor. mention’d in 


the lalt Volume j in order to expofemy 
ielf afterwards, to the moft dangerous 
Voyage that can poffibly be imagin’d, 
in which for feven Months, 1 was 
tofs’d by moft Boifterefr'S and Frightful 
Storms. 

It was now the 7th ot" ^j>ril 1695, Extorfi- 
when the Captain of the Ship W'lgrea- onsofcu- 
dy to Sail, gave a Noble fare-well Veaft ft om- 
to his Friends, at which I was, and af- 
ter Dinner went aboard, thinking the " 

Spanip Merchants too dainty, who ftaid 
auiore to enjoy their Beds one Night the 
more. Sund^^ 8tb, the Xupu, or C^- 
Itomers head Clerk came aboard witho- 
ther Officers to fearch the Vellel, ac¬ 
cording to Cullom; to fee whether 
there were any Chinefe Men or Women 
aboard. Tho’ they had been abundant¬ 
ly prefented by the Captain, yet i^ieir 
infatiable avarice, put nev'^Projeds of 
Intereft into their Hea^ notv..^hltand- 
ing theagre^ent made the dajrbcforc. 

They laid they moft make a new .'carch 
among the Silks, toVee whether there 
were any yellow, or that bad Dragons 
wrought in it^ with five Claws, wbi^h 
arc the Emperor’s peculiar Device, or

markof Diftindiony and there bein^ of 
Cemeili. both forts abroad, and both prohibited 
1697. to be exported, there was no Remedy 
but Compounding the matter for a Sum 
of pieces of Eight, whereupon they all 
went away about Noon, well lati&fy’d 
Being deliver’d from the troublefome 
Cuftom-houie OiEcers,after Dinner when 
the Tide ferv’d, we weigh’d Anchor, and 
fell down with it, the Wind not prov¬ 
ing very favourable. Coming ^ with 
the Fort of the Bar, we kept Jo cloJe 
under the Land, that the Vellel run a 
Ground ; but one Savaletta a Bifctuner^ 
who was an able Sailer, carrying out an 
Anchor, foon brought her on; Having 
Juluted the Fort with five, of fix Brafs 
Guns the Vellel carry’d, we held on our 
way ^ but at Midnight came to an An¬ 
chor among fomc lllands 12 Leagues 
from Mmm. That Night there came 
up a Ijtrgi* or Bark, T^th fome Bales 
, of Silk for the Pilot. WhilJl: the Silks 
were putting aboard, a Moor^ and ano¬ 
ther Slave of Timor ^ hid themfolves a- 
board our Veflel, in order to go away 
The Au- to Manila, but the Captain made them 
thor at jjg found out, and put aboard the Lorgia, 
uotwithRading the Moor rather than be 
turn’d away, fay’d, he wodd become a 
Chrifiian. 

Monday 9th, the Wind being contra¬ 
ry, we weigh’d Anchor late, and ad¬ 
vanced but two Leagues. Tuefday 10th, 
the Wind being fair, wc hoilted Sail a- 
bout Noon, and held on onr courfe, not 
only aU Night, \m.Wednefday nth, got 
out of the narroiy Channels, among the 
lllands into th(^pen Sea. About Sun- 
fet, wc laildfiiy the White Rock, which 
is very ^<gerous. Thurfdty 12, the 
Wi^^^iew fo frelh, that we made much 
’’■fiy j and as before we fleer’d Eaft, to 
avoid the Flats which ftretch twelve 
Miles in lengthy from this time for¬ 
ward, we Rood EaR Sooth EaR, which 
is the diredt Courfe for the llland of 
Manila. Frid^ 13th, the Wind was fo 
full in our Teeth , that we could 
not gain Ground, and to add to it, on 
Saturday 14th, the Current carry’d us 
away to the Southward. Sundrey 15tb, 

A Calm, the Wind abated, Monday, Tuefday, 

B Sun fc^ we were be- 
e Ratting up after- 
;o make way. This 
m, for k laRed only 
we were again be- 
\diy, Thnrfdaym thi 
th, the Sailors catch’d 
1 a hook, and found 
in lu Deny tnree imall ones, which being 
^ Vol. IV. - 


caR into the Sea, Icudded about. Some 
laid the great one was a Female, and 
the finall ones her Young, whom fhe 
had fwallow’d, that they might cot be 
loR, and that they ufc to carry them 
under their Fins, for the lame realM. 

Others were of Opinion they had been 
hatch’d in her Belly out of Eggs, which 
is more likely, if wc conlidcr there are 
fome forts of Filh that breed in their 
Bellies, as is daily obferv’d in Ecels, 

The Calm held Holy Saturday and £<i- 
fier Sunday, which was kept, as well as 
filch a fniaJl Vellel would permit. Tuef. 
dty 24fh, the Wind blew fair a while, 
but the Calm return’d , Wedntfday 
iyth. Thurfday 26th, after Noon 
the Wind came up again, and carry’d 
us lb far, that on P-.iday 27th, wc 
Jaw the Laud of Jllocos, in the i(l;4nd 
of Manila. Saturday 281 h, wc coaR- 
ed along with a fair Wind, fo that 
Sunday 29th, we difeovet'd Cap 
nao, and the Land of I'anguji an. Me¬ 
tropolis of the Province. 

Both, continu’d coaRing the llland of 
Manila. 

Tuefday the iR of May, there being 
but little Wind, we drew rjofe under 
the Shore ^ and Wedntfday 2d, it was 
fo Calm, that we could not get by two- 
little lllands, call’d Las dos Ermanas, or 
The two Sifiers. Thurfds^ 3d, made as 
little way. Friday 4th , advanced no 
faRer, and could foarce come up with 
Pla-ya-onda. In this place is a fmall 
Fort, with 20 Sfaniards in it, fent thi¬ 
ther by the Governor of Manila as a 
PuailhmenC. The Dominican Fathers 
have a Miflloo-houfe there, to IiiRrudl 
the Indians that arc converted to the ^ smut. 
Faith. 5th, we Jaw a Prodigy, 

upon the Sea, that is, a vaR quantity of 
Water drawn up into the Air , the 
Spaniards call it Manga, the EngUfis a 
Spout. The former laid it was form’d 
in the Air like a Rain-bow •, but would 
not grant upon any Account, that the 
only difference between them, was that 
the Rain-bow, was compos’d of fmallcr 
drops, and the Spout of greater. It 
was the forcruner of a mighty Storm, 
which rofe at Midnight, and laRed till 
next day at Noon, putting us in Danger 
of being loR; but cealing then, * we 
weatherM Cape Capones, fo cuTd, bc- 
caufc of two little Rocks lyu\g or a ^ 
little diRaut from it. This Cave buts 
out far into the Sea, and is th^refo?e 
troublefome to weather. That / Night 
we Anchor’d oppolite to the Bauof Ma- 
rimnoH, becauJe it was not thkvght fit 
G g g ' to 
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i to enter it in the Dark, by rcafon 

€emtlli. of tijc pjgts. Mondt^ 7th, the Anchor 
1690. weigh’d betimes, but little way 
niadc, for want of Wind, and wefcarce 
got to Cafe Botan. At Sun-fet the 
V^ind blew hard, with Thunder, Light¬ 
ning, and Rain, driving us forward, not 
without Danger. Next we pafs’d by 
the Rocks call’d De las Puercas y Puer~ 
ejitltos^ that is, the Sows and Pigs, being 
t wo great, and five little ones, at the 
Mouth of the Channel near the Ifland 
MaribcUs, and another call’d la Monja, 
or the Nan. As we came up the Chan¬ 
nel, between the ifland Maribeles., and 
the Funta del Diablo., or the Devils point, 
the Houfe (ijrori Mirabeles pat up a Light, 
that we might not fun aground in the 
dark Night. Perceiving that the Guard 
of the Ifland of Has, or Maribeles, had 
notdileern’d us, by rcafon of theDark- 
nefs, we let up a Light to give notice j 
and then the Enfign who was upon 
jturd, came in a fmall Boat to examine 
IS, and know whence we came. He 
nme aboard, and having ftay’d an Hour, 
clling us how Aflairs ftood at Manila, 
vent his way. Sailing on all Night, 
tn Taefdi^^ 8th of May, we found our 
bivcs direftly oppofite to the Caftle of 
7 avite. Whillt we were drawing near- 
r to Manila, Colonel Andaya came a- 
board, to lee our Captain. He was fa- 
luted coming, and going, with fix Pe- 
dererocs. With him came levcral o- 
thers, among whom was D. Gabriel 
de St oris of Pamf Hon a , who being a 
Profeflbr of the Civil-law, as well 
as I, we foon contrafted Friendlhip. 
They brought a good Refrelhment 
' of Chocolate, Grapes, Melons, and 
other Fruit of the Country, which 
we had need enough of, after our Fa¬ 
tigue. 

Being inform’d that F. Antenine Tutio 
of Mefjina, was Redor of Manila, I 
“^^re that lame day to lee {him, 
^horLands a0ifl.ajjce provide me a 

I edging. He rejoye’d at my coming, 
for F. Tarchotti, had font him an Ac¬ 
count of it from China, perfwading him 
I was an Apoftolick Emiflary, font to 
inquire into the differences between the 
Miflioners ^and Vrars Apoftolick, of 
which Cminion many more were at Ma^ 
nila. /iking F. Reftor what day of the 
Week a^d Month it was there, he told 
me tl:^ at Manila, it was M^dny the 
7th dt. May, whereas according to 
my Effickoniog and Journal tegun 
in t fro® E^ft to Weft , and 
accordij.g to the reckoning of the Pw- 


tugafe , 1 took it to be Tuefday the 
8th of M^, the Feaft of the Ap¬ 
parition of S. Michael. This furpri/’d Reafons 
me very much at firft, feeing I Ihould for loilng 
have two Tuefdays in one Week, one at or gaining 
Sea, and the other at Manila j but af- 
terwards confidering that the Tables of ' 
the Sun’s declination arc made for one 
fix’d, and determinate Meridian ; and 
that all the interval of time, the Sun 
Ipcnds with the motion of the Primum- 
mobile, performing his Round, from his 
departure from one Meridian, till his 
return to the fame, is divided into 24 
Ipaces, call’d Hours, my admiration 
ceas'd Two Veflels therefore departing 
from the lame Meridian upon the lame 
day, and the one Sailing Eaft, the other 
Weft, with the lame Tables of de¬ 
clination, when they have both run 
round the WOfld, and return to the 
place whence whey fet out, it will ap¬ 
pear that the Ship which fail’d Eaft, , 
will rcckcn a day more than in re¬ 
ality the Sun has made, according to 
the Tables of Declination •, for as the 
Ship gains Meridians Eaftward, fo 
the days it reckons are all Icfs than 
twenty four Hours , and every fif¬ 
teen Degrees, it runs to the Eaft¬ 
ward , the Days will have loft an 
Hour, and fo Proportionably ninety 
Degrees will cut off fix Hours, and 
the Sun will fall Ihort fo much of the 
Declination, fot down in the Tables 
for that day either incrcafing, or dimi- 
nilhing. So when the Veflcl has made 
the whole round Eaftward, running 
over the 360 Degrees^^hich anfwcr 
to a whole Day, the Saire^ who comes 
into the Port, will take it toW.,pne day, 
according to his computation of-3?jgrt 
days, but In reality, and according tC.' 
the Tables by which the Inhabitants of 
the Port, arc govern’d it will be a day 
Ihort of bis reckoning ’, and therefore if 
on that day, the Declination incrcafos, 
it is certain all that ®uft be deduced, 
that the fold Declination rifos in a day, 
and if the Declination falls fhort, fo 
much muft be added, to come up to 
the Declination of the Tables, which 
is true, and immutable. The contrary 
happens to the Ship that ^Sails \i\A;ft- 
ward i for the further k 'go^^from the 
Port, the diurnal M^on ofAbe Sun, 
win be the more abovc^enty fou\hours 
and therefore tlie Sailer will a.jvays 
reckon greater days^ that is, cver/^ 15 
Degrees he removes from the Meridian 
where he fet out, he will gain an Ho^. , 
and in po Degrees, fix hours more ihan 

fthe 
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the Tables fet down j and laftly, having 
CemelU. run round the World, will find one Day 
1^97. Icfs in his journal than is in the Tables, 
and therefore will come to his Port, 
according to his Account a Day (hort of 
the Account of the Place.

Minutes; chat Day at LLbon hapned to 
be Thnrfdayy but he thav had fail’d Ealt- 
ward having made the Days lef^ it fol¬ 
low’d of neceflity, that at the end of his 
Voyage he bad a whole one over; and 
found by his reckoning that he was come 
CO Lisbon upon Friday the 2d of May^ 
and therefore faid the Sun’s DecUnation 
was 15 Degrees, and 24 Minutes, which 
was not true, becaufe aa»rding to the 
Tables he came to the Port on the ill 
ofA/4y, when the Sun’s Declination was 
but 15 Degrees, and 6 Minutes. There¬ 
fore deducing the 18 Minutes the Son 
at that time advances in a Dav, there 
remains the true Declination of thefirfl; 
of May 1531. But he that fail’d Weft, 
and confeque^y bad longer Cteys, of 
neccfTity at w end of bis Voyage found 
a Day fbpt^ fo that according to his 
Accoirnf he thought he had come to Us- 
/^on Wednefday before the ift Day of 
and therefore found the Declina¬ 
tion on his Tables to be 14 Degrees, and 
48 Minutes, but law he was deceiv’d, 
Ending at the Port it was the ill of Mi^y 
and the Sun’s Declination 15 Degrees, 
and 6 Minutes.

So letting out of 
NofUs at fix of the Clock, and Sailing 
po Degrees in fix Hours, as the Sun runs 
(were this pofEble to be done) when he 
would believe it to be twelve in the 
Meridian he came to, as it was where he 
left, he would to his Aflonilhment find 
it was Hill fix of the Clock. 

Having therefore found what I fay to 
be true by Experience, 1 (hall hereafter 
proceed in my Journal according to the 
Computation of Manilay finking a Day 
1 had over according to the Computation 
of the Eaft, and Macaoy and inflead of 
Tsufday the 8tb, 1 will call it Monday 
the 7th.

Buildings. Palaces of Manila, tho’ they be 

all of Timber above the firft Floor, yet 
are beautiful to behold for their hand- 
fbme Galleries. The Streets are broad, 
but the frec^tfent Earthquakes had fpoil’d 
their Uniformity ■, fevcral Houfes and 
.Palaces Jfcing overthrown, and little 
hope ogRe-bnilding them and this is 
chc«Re|*3n why the Inhabitants' Live in 
Wooda ^oufes. Manila contains about 
3000 ^Js, but thefe of filch difierent 
Mixti^ras to Qualities, and Colour, 


that they arc diftinguilh’d by fevcral 
ftrange Names. This has hapned by the 
Conjunflion of Spaniards, Indians, CbU Inliabi- 
nefes, Msdabares, Blacks, and others In- 
habiting that City, and Iflands depend¬ 
ing on it j as is alfb fallen out in the 
Portugaefe Conqucfls in the Ball Indies, 
and the Kingdoms of Peru and Mexico 
in the Weft Indies. They call him CrieUo, 
whofc Father is a Spaniard, and Mother 
a Weft Indian, or the contrary j Meflizjt 
is the Son of a Spaniard, and an Eaft In¬ 
dian ^ Cafiizjo, or Ttrztron of a Meftixjo 
Man and Wom^n •, Quaru. of a Black 
Man and Spanijb Wo.man j Mulato of a 
Black Woman and White Man j Grifi of 
a Black Womyn, and Mulato -, Sambo of 
a Mulata Wottian, and Indian;, and 
Cahra of an hman Woman, and Sambo •, 
and fb other ridiculous Names, 

The Women of Quality in Manila go Habit, 
in the Spanijh Habit j the common Sort 
have no need of Tailors, for a piece of 
Indian Stuff Call’d Saras, wrapp’d about 
their Middle, and hanging down, ferves 
for a Petticoat; and another they call 
Chinina from the Waftc upwards, for a 
Waftcoat. The Legs and Feet ftand in 
need of no Hofe and Shooes by rcafba 
of the Heat. The Spaniards are Clad 
after the Spanijh Fafhion, only on their 
Feet they wear Wooden Clogs, bccaufe 
of the Rains. The Indians arc forbid 
wearing Stockins, and they rauft of 
neceffity go bare LeggV. Thofe that 
Live well have always a sWant to carry 
an Umbrelio to fave them fFiKQ the Sun. 

The Women have fine Chairs,-»«»t: Ha- 
macks, being Nets hanging by a lot^ 

Pole carry’d by two Men, in which they 
arc carry’d at their Eafe. 

Tho’ Manila be fmall, if we look up- Suburbs, 
on the Circumference of its Walls, and 
the Number of Inhabitants, yet it will 
appear large if we include its Suburbs 
for within a Musket Shot of the Gate of 
Parian, is the Habitation of the Chinefe . 
Merchants call'd SangUy, who in fevcral 
Streets have rich Shops of Silk, Puroel- 
lane, and other Commodities^ Here|re 
found all Arts and TraAtsty all 

theGtizens are worth| rnus civough 
their Hands, ‘through oe Fault ^ the 
Spaniards and Indians, jmo apply tl 7 ,;m- 
felves to nothiog. Theje are about 36^0 
of them in this Subtrb, and as maw 
more about theliland^^ which is permit 
ted them, if not ji-i Chriftians, at le^ft 
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j they iilay becoihe facb, tho’ 

CcmtUi. many are Converted for fear of being 
‘ 1O97. Baniih’d. There were formerly 40000, 

bnt abundance of them were pat to 
Death in Tumults they rais’d at feveral 
times, and particularly that on St. ir<»* 
«j’s Eve in 1503, a-J they were after¬ 
wards prohibited ftaying in the Ifland 
by his Gatholick Majefty. This Order 
is very little oblcrv’d, ror there always 
remain behind hid many of thofe that 
come every Year in 40, or 50 Chiam- 
pa/ts loaded with Commodities; the Pro¬ 
fit being very great at ManAxy which 
they eould not find in Oiinxy by reafon 
of the finall Price MannfaSures bear. 
The Merchants or Sxngltys of Perian arc 
govern’d by an Akadcy to whom they 
allow a good Salary, as they do to the 
Sollicitor their Proteftor, to his Stew¬ 
ard, and other Officers, .belldes all the 
Duties and Taxes to the King. They 
pay his Majefty 10000 pieces of Eight 
a Year for the Privilege of Playing at 
^4ettiXy at their new Year, and yet this 
Permilfion is but for a few Days, that 
they may not throw away other Men’s 
Moneys. Metna is the Game of Even 
or Odd, at which they Play laying down 
final] heaps of Mony to be Won or Loft 
by gueffing Right. They that ufe this 
Sport are ft> Expert, that they know 
the Number by the Dimenfions of the 
Heap, and Ibraetimes they Iharply with¬ 
draw a Piece to make their Number fall 
Right. The Spaniards keep thefe Chi- 
nefes very much under, not fullering 
them to be in Chriftian Houfes at Night, 
and obl^ing tj?^m to be without Light 
in their Houfb^nd Shops, to break them 
of the abo*^hable Vice that Nation is 
inclin’d»^o.

Next 1 ftw the 
Royal Chappie ftated before thc Caftle, Chappie 
apart from the Governonr’s Palace. It is 

well adorn’d with Images, and the hig^,_ 

Altar is all gilt, as are the two fide ones, 
and that in the Wall on the right Hand. 

At the cud of the Chappie there are two 
Quires, one over another, both well 
wrought. Eight Chaplains ferve it with 
an Allowance of 15 Pieces of Eight 
per Month, and 50 to the Chaplain Ma¬ 
jor, all ]!>aid out of the King’s Revenue, 
and theft may be chang’d at theGovfT- 
nor’s Pleailire. They areoblig’d to bu¬ 
ry the Souldiers, and have a fttled Al¬ 
lowance for iviafles for their Souls. Up¬ 
on great Days the Governor is on the 
right or Gofpei fide of the Altar, with 
a Chair on a Floor lifted op a Siep, and 
the Ofydores or Judges of the Kin^ Court 1 
on the left, next to whom are ft/e 
calks of the City. •

Sunday X 3th, I faw the Caftle of S, 
Jamesy feated as was faid before, at the 
Welt end of the City, ihut in on one 
fide by the Sea, and on the ocher by the 
R iver. The Ditch that parts it from tlie 
City is very deep and fill’d with the 
Flood, there is a Drawbridge over it. 
At the two Ends of the Ditch there are 
two good *^Bulwarks, one clofe to the 
River, the other not far from the Sea, 
both furnifli’d with good Cannon. The 
other Point of the Triangle Weft ward 
near the Sea, is defended by a great 
Tower, which Guards the Mouth of the 
River, and the Port (which is only fit 
for fmall Vefiels) with two fmall Batte¬ 
ries level with the Water. After palling 
two Gates is the Co^ de Garde, and 
then a large Place of Arms 3 oppofite 
to which is the fecond Corps de Garde, 
fhc Governor of theCafile’s Houfe, and 
another Place of Arms. 

The College of the Fathers of the 
Society is very large, and adorn’d with 
high and long Vaults and fpacious Dor¬ 
mitories, but all above the Ground- 
Floor is Wood for fear of the Eartb- 

? [uakes. For the lame realbn it is all 

up^orted by high Pillars, that the 
weight may not lye upon the Wall 
which would not be able to withftand 
fuch lhaking, which lame thing is us’d 
in all the Houles in the lllands.

Joinug to the lame is 
the College of S. Jo/efb, where at this 
time there are 40 Collegians ftudying 
Humanity, Philofophy and Divinity ■, 
for all Degrees are given in it. It has 
particular Revenues befides the King’s 
Allowance^ and Ibme Collegians pay 
150 Pieces of Eight a Year. They are 
Clad in Purple with red Cloth Gowns. 

The Graduats by way of diftindion 
from the Humanifts, wear a thing like 
a Collar of the fame Cloth.

adorn'd within, the Walls being black, 
and the Altars in no good order.

Tbe 
Quire is near the great Gate and thertf 
fits the Archbilhop, whofe Revenue is 
6000 Pieces a Year, with 12 Cannons 
who have 4 or 500 each out of the King’s 
Revenue, becauie there are no Tithes.

H Aving a particular Curiolicy to fee 
the Lake of Bahi, 1 fet out to> 
wards it a Horleback on Saturday the 
ad betimes. After riding liz Miles, I 
pafs’d through Paragnach, a Parilh be¬ 
longing to the Fathers of the Order of 
St. ^gu^in, where there being a Bridge 
of Canes over the River, the Horfes 
were fain to be Swura^ver, which was 
‘ i?<^cated a Leagd&Hfurther in pafling an¬ 
other Canal where there was another 
Bridge of Canes. What with theie De¬ 
lays, and the Guides not knowing the 
Way well. Night overtook me near a 
Farm of St. Peter, belonging to the Fa¬ 
thers of the Society, where 1 was forced 
to Lie. The Father who reGded there 
made as much of me, as the Country and 
fraallnels of the Place would permit. 

Sunday 3d, I proceeded on my Jour¬ 
ney, but the Ignoranthaving car- 
ry’d me again, as he did the Day before 
into plow’d Lands and Woods, where 
he knew not hrwv to get into the Road 
again, 1 was Kwlig’d to put into t'ignan, 
a Farm belp<iging to the Dominicans. I 
liear’djyidfs, and then to be rid of the 
FpUf of my Guide took a fmall Boat the 
^efl: I could get. l.eaving the Horfes 
with a Dominican Father, 1 went up the 
River to the Lake, where I was well 
wet with the Water the Wind threw 
into the Boat. Not being able to crols 
a fmall Bay, to go to Bagnos, or the 
Baths as 1 deGgn’d, 1 took a bigger Boat 
that hapned accidentally to come in my 
Way. About Sun-fet it carry’d me to 
Bagnos, or the Baths, a Pariih of the B.e~ 
colas, where 1 was Courceoufly receiv’d.

the great one, which may proceed from 
the Minerals tinder it. In it there is a 
Ibrt of unlavory bony Filhes. About it 
in the Day time there is an inflnite num¬ 
ber of large Bats, hanging on the Trees, Strange 
one by another in Ropes. But towards 
Night they fly away in Swarms to the 
Woods a great diftance o 9 ' to get their 
Food, and fometimes they fly fo thick 
together, that they darken the Air with 
their flelhy Wings, fome of them fix 
Spans long, which I was an Eye witnefs 
to whilfl: I Raid at the aforefaid Bagnos, 
or the Baths. They know how to cliuie 
in the thick Woods fuch Taees, whole 
Fruit ripens at certain Seafons, which 
they devour all the Night, makingl 5 Eh 
a Noife that it is heard two Miles ofK 
About break of Day they return to their 
Quarters. The Indians feeing the belt 
Fruit God has provided for their Sullc- 
nance, efpecially theGoy.iv4/, and Pears, 
deftroy’d by thefe fcurvy Birds, kill all 
they can of them -, and revenging them- 
ielves thus at once lave their Fruit, and 
provide thcmfclves Meat, eating the 
Bats. They lay their Flelh taftes lijc*- 
Rabbit, and indeed when they have Head 
tlicm, and cut ofF their Heads, they are 
not at ail unlike them. They take as 
many as they plcafe without any great 
Trouble, for they bring down a great 
many with an Arrow. Tue/d^ 5 th, 1 
went to fee the Water of the Baths j 
whereof there is at the Monallery a great 
Rivulet, which runs into two neighmiSr- 
ing Baths.

Ai*ch-bi- Tn H Philippine Iflands are very 

(hop, and X remote from EuropCy and from his 
Bilhops. CatholickMajefty’s Court, to whom they 
yre Subjeft, yet they are excellently Go¬ 
vern'd. For Spirituals, there is an Arch- 
bilhop at Manila choftn by the King, 
who decides all Matters not only within 
his own Diocefs, but all Appeals from 
his Suffragan Bilhops. If the Metropo¬ 
litans Sentence does not agree with the 
firll, there lies an Appeal to the neigh- 
bouyug Bilhop of Camerines the Pope’s 
Dogate.

For thc Temporal Gevernraent there Governor, 
is a Governor with the "^itlc of Cap- andcourt. 
tain General, and Prefident ^jf thc Royal 
Court, whole Authority lalls eiglifiycars j 
and four Oydoresy or Judges, and a' 3 ol;; 

When “ 
this Court was credted in 1584, it con¬ 
fided of two Oyderesy or Judges, and a 
Solicitor; and thc Prefident was Do 3 or 
Santiago de Vtra.

Luzjmes are certain 
wooden Mortars a Span deep, and the 
fame Diameter, in which the Indians 
pound their Rice, which they afterwards 
lift through Sieves they call Biloas. There 
is no Indian but has one before his Door. 
T he Inhabitants of the Ifland de los Pin¬ 
tados cut out three upon one fame piece 
of Timber along one by another, that 
fo many People may Work at once, for 
the Inhabitants of all the Iflands feeing 
on Rice, they lirft bruife it in a Mortar, 
before they il^nl it. Others, as for In- 
ftance the Pe rtuguejes, call them Manilas, 
a Name known ever iince Ptolomy, as 
fomc will have it. 

The Ships that come from America to 
the Archi^lago of St. Lazjirus, or Phi¬ 
lippines, when they difeover Land muft 
of ncccffity Ice one of the four Iflands 
of Mindarao, Leyte, Jhahao and Manila, 
from the Cape of St. Auguftin, bccaufe 
they front the vaft Ocean, which they 
call of Spain, for above 600 Miles, ly¬ 
ing in a Semicircle, Manila is fcated 
North-Eaflj Ibabao and L^te, South- 
Eaft, and Mindanao South.

Sc 
that the moft remarkable Iflands of this 
Archipelago are but ten, the Numhtw 
mention’d by Ptolomy in the Place above4 
mention’d. Among thele ten hcrenam’y XenirS^r. 
there is the fame Number of fmall oncs^ 
all Peopled, which biginning to reckon 
them as they fall in the way the Ships 
take that are Bound for New Spain, are 
ladsaii, where the Caleon St. Jofeph was 
call away, Marinduque, IJla de Tablas, 

Romblon, Sibugan, Masbate, Ticao, Capitl, 
and Cmanduanes, without tlic Streight. 

It is no eafy Matter to give a diftind Other 
Relation of all other fmall ones, partly finaii 
Inhabited, and partly Defcrt, but all 
known by the Indians that go to gather 
their Produd; 1 can only fay in general 
that oppofitc to the Wand of Manila on 
the North fide, between two Capes call’d 
Boxeador and del Engano, at 24 Miles 
diftance, arc the Iflands de hs Babuyanes, 
the firft inhabited by Chriftian Indians, 
who pay a Tribute j the other by Sava¬ 
ges near the Lequios, and Ifland of For- 
mofa on the Weft. Near Paragua, op- 
polite to Manila, there are thrre Iflands 
call’d Calamiancs, and then eight or nine 
more, all inhabited. Thccb turning to 
the Southward, ninety Miles from Cola- 
mianes, oppofitc to Caldera, and P^t 
of Mindanao, are Taguima, Xolp, with 
other final] ones about them. 

The Iflands of Cuyo lie between Cala- 
nuanes and Panay, in the Province of 
Otton and Maras. The Ifland of Fuegos, 
or Fires, is near that of Negros, ov 
Blacks. There is a\£o Bqntayan not far 
from Zebu ; Pangla, near Bohol ; Pana- 
mao, .Maripipi, Camguin, Siargao, and 
Pannon, which lie between Mindanao and 
Leyte, and many others whofe fix’d Num¬ 
ber it is hard to know. This Ihews 
their Miftake, who fay the Philippine 
Iflands arc forty, for if they mean the 
great ones, they are not fo many •, and' 
of all Ibrts there are many more. 

All thefe Iflands are in the Torrid 
Zone, between the Equino(ftiaI andTro- 
pick of Cancer, for the extreme Fl^ts 
of Latitude in this Archipelago are Sar- 
rangan, or Cape St. Augufiin, the Point 
of Mindanao in five Degrees and a half^ 
Babuymes, and Cape de Engano, the ut- 
moft Points of Manila ief twenty De¬ 
grees i Embocadero de St. Bernardo in 
thirteen Degrees j and the middle 
the Bland and City of Manila in four¬ 
teen purees and a few Minutes. Their 
Longitude according to the bell Maps, 
and Carts is 155 Degrees j tho’ accord¬

t op e- There arc fundry Opinions concern- 
ftures a- ing the Original of thefe Iflands. Some 
bout th-“ fjy they were Created with the World, 
Illands vvhen the Author of Nature difcover’d 
the Land, and divided it from the Wa¬ 
ters. Others that they remain’d after 
the Flood. Others affirm they were 
made by particiii.ir inundations of Pro¬ 
vinces, Tempefts, liarthquakcs, natu¬ 
ral Fires, and other accidents, which 
ufe to caufc Alterations both at Sea and 
Land \ as fome fay, happened to Sicily^ 
ydjich they conceit was formerly conti¬ 
guous to the Continent of Itdy \ the 
Ifland of Cyfrm to Syria., and others. 
Laftly, others by the heaping of Mat¬ 
ter, and the natural Alterations of thefe 
two Elements ^ particularly occafion’d 
by Rivers, which carry the Earth from 
one place, and fettle it in another, or 
elfe by the ufual wafiiing of Rivers, 
which the Sea with the motion of its 
Waves, by degrees, heaps in one place 
or other, fb that in Proccls of time, they 
come to be Iflands. All this may be 
laid of all the Iflands in the World, as 
well as thole j but the FhilUppines may 
, be rais’d particularly by the laft means 
‘ fpokc of, becaufe in feveral parts of 
tiicm, thereare burning Mountains, and 
on the tops of others Springs of hot 
Ni^ter. The Earthquakes are frequent 
ana terrible at certain times j infbmuch 
that they Icarcc leave any Strufturc 
Handing, as Manila can fiilliciently te- 
ftify. fhe Winds call’d by the heU- 
ans Bagtiyos , by the Spaniards Tifonts^ 
and by ^s tinracans, are here lb vio¬ 
lent, that bclidcs the Wrecks they caufe 
•ut Sea,‘they Root up mighty Trees, 
and drive before them, vail quantities 
of Water, which drown Countries a 
great way up the Land. Among the 
Iflands there is a Shoal Water, and ma¬ 
ny Flats,-vfpeciaily near the Coatinent; 


inibmuch that in many places there is 
no Sailing, and the Ships arc forced to 
feek out Channels, which Providence has 
left to keep up a Communication from 
one Country to another. Thefe may 
be Grounds to Conjedure, that if any of 
thefe Iflands were at the Creation join’d 
to the Continent, feveral accidents, and 
efpecially the Flood might have divided 
them into lb 'many diftind Parts, ma¬ 
king of one great one, an Archipelago 
of little Iflands. 

It is not my bufincls here to Argue, j„. 
whether Tharfisy the Son of Javan with habitants, 
his Brothers, was the firft that inhabit¬ 
ed thefe Parts ^ but when the Spaniards 
firft came to Manila^ they there found 
three lores of People. On the Sea Goafts 
there liv’d and rul’d Malay Mmsy come, 
as they faid, from Borneo, and the Con¬ 
tinent of Malaea j where a Streight 
call’d Malayy has given its Name to all 
the Mdayes dVlpcrs’d throughout'4;he 
greateft and belt pdfl t bf that Archipet 
lago. From thefe are defeended the *' 
Tagahansy which are the Natives of 
Manila and the Country about it, as ap¬ 
pears by their Language being very like 
the Malayan y by their Colour, Shape, 

Habit they wore when the Spaniards ar¬ 
riv’d, and in Ihort by their Cuftoms and 
Manners, taken from the Malayes and o- 
thcr Indian Nations. The coming of 
thefe People into the Iflands, might be 
accidental, occafion’d by fome Storm \ 
for we fee by experience, that feveral 
other Nations have been drove hither by 
Storms. In 1690, ^ovoejaponefes vtorc 
drove alhorc , who bcame Chriftiaus, 
and lifted thcnifelvcs in the King’s For¬ 
ces, it being inevitable Death to them, 
to return home, after they had bee^ 
in another Country, tho’ againft their* 

Wills. I law feme of thofe Japonefes 
in Mdnilay who wore two wide Gar¬ 
ments, with wide round Sleeves. The 
under Garment was girt with two Gir- 
dles,one from the lcft,and the other from 
the right, as the Spanijh CIcrgy-men, 
wear them. Their Breeches were long, 
and their Shoocs like Recolets Sandals. 

They wore their Hair Ihorc, but the 
Forehead lhav’d as far as the Crown of 
the head. Bclidcs the Malayes rai^ht 
come delignedly to Inhabit there, on 
Account of Trade, and for profitTakc; 
or elfe being banifh’d their Country ; 
but thefe are all incerlbinties. \

The Spaniards at their 
fii It coming, found they had the Com¬ 
mand iiv the aforeiaid Iflands.

back. For their Defence, they ufe a 
Wooden Buckler, four Spans long, and 
two in breadth, which always hangs at 
their Arm.

A particular Account of the IJland of Luzon, vulgarly caWd Manila.

H Aving i^ke of the lllands in ge¬ 
neral, it will be proper now to 
give the Deftription of them in particu¬ 
lar. Therefore to begin with Luzon or 
Manila, as the Spaniards call it, which 
is the chief of them. The Middle of it 
is in 15 Degrees of Latitude, the Eaft 
Point in 13 Degrees and 30 Minutes, 
and the moll Notherly Point in 19 De- 
SUPCs. The Shape of it is like an Arm 
bow’d, but unequal in tbickneft, for in 
the Eaft it is fo narrow that it is but one 
Days Journey over \ and in the North 
it ftretches fo large, that the narrowcli; 
part from,Sea to Sea muft be 30 or 40 
Leagues. T'hc whole length is about 
1 50 SpMt^ Leagues, and the arcum- 
’ ferende 350. 

At the Elbow of this Arm looking 
towards the South Eaft, a great River 
'^Ilf Jato the Sea, and makes a noble 
Bay 30 Leagues in Corapal^ call’d BaJua 
by the SfUaiards, becauft it flows from 


a great Lake, call'd Bahi, eighteen Italian 
Miles from Manila. In this place the 
Indians had their Principal Village, con¬ 
fining of about 3500 Houfts, towards 
the Eaft, in the Angle made by the Ri¬ 
ver and the Sea. Behind it were many 
Ponds, which made the Place naturally 
Strong, and the Soil was Fruitful of all 
things, neceflary for the Life of Man 
for which rea&m. Michael Lopez, the firlt 
Conqueror of the Ifland, thought fit to 
found the Principal City in this Place, 
under the Antient Name of Manila. 
This was done, as has been laid before, 
on the Feaft of St. John Baptift f'57iy 
five days after the Conqueft, which fal- . 
ling out on the 19th of the Month, be- 
ing the Feaft of St. Potenciana, She was 
*choftn Patronefs of the Ifland. , 

In fight of Manila, and three Leagues 
from it, is the Port of Cavite, upon i^he

being three Leagues over, and lies be¬ 
tween the aforelaid Rock, de los Caval- 
los^ and the Point of Marigondon, but 
it has Flats, and there mult be much care 
in Sailing up it. 

Without the (aid Bay, on the Left- 
Hand, the way the Ships go to Nev 
Spainy at 14 Leagues diltance, is the Bay 
of Balkan and Bomhon^ three Leagues in 
Compafs, behind which is a Lake well 
peopled round about. Sailing on (till 
Ealtward, is the Point of Autfre^ or 
'Brimfioney and the Bay of BMstngASy in- 
habited round about hy Indims\ near 
the Point whereof, there is a fmall IQand 
call’d, U Casuty as abounding in Game. 
Between this and the Point before men¬ 
tion’d, is the Port of MAcaban j fatal 
for the Death of the Governor Gomez. 
Perez, de Us Marinasy Murder’d by the 
Ctsinefes that row’d the Capittma Galley, 
withfevcral other Perlbns. 

BsSsyin Beyoud the Bay of Batsingasy are the 
I’lovincc. Villages of Lobo and Galvan ^ about 
which there are (igns of Mines. Here 
ends the Province of Baisnasty beginning 
at AUribtlesy and inhabited by about 
2509 Tributary JneUdns. It abounds 
in Cotton, Rice, and Palm-trees. 
Tiysbts. Then follows the Province of CaUUydy 
or Ts^abdSy which reaches to Cape Sori- 
doy and up the (3oyntry to JMlasAany on 
the oppoiite Coaft of the Kland. It has 
more Inhabitants, and is larger than the 
other. Next is the Province of Cama-

lotty Metropolis of the GovA-nraent of 
CatanditanesSuUny where tlie Ship 
call’d the Incarnation was call away, re-^

Shjps are built; and y^baiy a large Bay 
witoout the Streight, where there is 
high burning Mountain, which is feen at 
a great diltance by the Ships comtng 
from New Spain. In this Mountain there uot Ws’ 
are Ibme Springs of hot Water, and a- ters. 
raong the reft one ol filch Nature that 
whatfoever falls in, whether Wood, 

Bone, Leaf, or Cloth, is turn’d into Stone. 

The Governor D. Francis Tello had a 
Crab prefented him half petrify'd, care 
having been taken, that it ihould not all 
be converted. At the Village of Tiviy 
two Leagues from the (idc of the Moun¬ 
tain, there is a great Spring of luke¬ 
warm Water, which has the fame Qua¬ 
lity of Petrifying,even living Creatures, 
as Crabs, Serpents, and Crocodils. One 
of thefc was found converted into Stone, 
as long as a Man’s Arm, by F. John de 
Santa Cruz.y whilft he was Curate there. 

But particularly the Woods MoUvcy 
Binanstyoy and Na^a turn Stone. The 
lame is to be feen in other Ifl^ds. 

Beyond Albap Eallward, is the Cape 
of Bsnfaygayy and then the Ifland runs 
Northward, leaving the Ides CatandM- 
anes on the Right-Hand. Coalting from 
them Weftward, they meet the River 
Bicofy which flows from a Lake and runs 
by the City Caceresy Founded by the id 
Governor, and Proprietor of thefe 
lllands D. Francis de Sonde. Here re- 
fides the Bifliop of New Caceres, un¬ 
der whom are the Provinces of Colilapay 
Camarinesy and If Aon. Next to the Pro¬ 
vince of Camarines is that of ParacAcy 
where there are Rich Mines of Gold, 
and other Metals, and of excellent Load- 
ftone. In it dwell about 7000 Tribu¬ 
tary Indians. The Soil is good and 

S lain, producing Cacao and Palm-trees, 
om the laft of which, they get much 
Oyl and Wine. Three days Journey 
from ParacAe along the Coall:, is aMw 
ther Bay call’d Manbany where the 
Ifland winds, and makes as it were the 
bowing of the Arm, oppofite to the El¬ 
bow where MmiU (tanas. Sometimes 
the Ships coming from NewoSpAn have 
left their Mony here, to be fenifto Ma¬ 
nila. Withont this Bay, is the I{ort of, 
LampoHy like that of Mastban. 

From Lampotty to Cape Enganoy the 
Coalt is inhabited by none but In^elSi ^ 
and Barbarians. Here begins the Pro- 
tince, and Diltrift of Cagay^ which 
I i i is 
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is the lar^efi: ia the Iflaads, being 8o 
GemfOi. Leagues in length, and 40 in breadth. 
Ti'he Metropolis of it, is the City call’d 
New Segovia^ founded by the Governor 
\ D. Gowz.dlo RontjtUUoy and in it the 
' Cathedral Church , to which D. 
fhael de Benavides., was chofen Bilhop in 
1598. The City is founded on the Bank 
or the River of the lame Name, flow¬ 
ing from the Mountains of S/*»ror,in Pam- 
fagna,zad runs almofl acrols all the Pro¬ 
vince. There rcfidcs the chief Alcaide 
of the Province, with a Garrilbn of Sp/i- 
mjh Foot, and of other Nations. A 
Stone Fort was built here, and other 
Works made of Gabions and Wood, for 
a Defcuce againft the revolted Indians, 
call’d, Irayas, who live on the fides of 
high Mountains, which divide the whole 
Ifland. In this Province, the Parilhes be¬ 
long to the Dominicans, The moft North¬ 
erly Cape, is that call’d del Engano, dan¬ 
gerous by reafon of the Northern Winds, 
and great Currents. 

Fifteen Leagues from New Segovia, 
Eaftward is Cape Boxeador, and then 
turning the Cape, and coafting along 
from North to South, 20 Leagues ends 
the Provkice of Cagayan, and begins that 
of Jllocas. The Peaceable Cagayanes, 
who pay Tribute, are about 9000, be- 
lides thofe that are not fubdu’d. The 
whole Province is Fruitful, the Natives 
able of Body, inclin’d to Tillage and 
Arms, and the Women to Icvcral forts 
of Work in Cotton. The Mountains 
produce Plenty of Wax, without any 
trouble ‘, there being fuch abundance of 
Honeycombs, not only in this Province 
but throughout all the lliand, that Wax 
is exceeding cheap, and all the Poor 
burn it inftead of Oyl. They make their 
Candles in a hollow Stick, after this 
manner. They leave a fmall hole at 
each end, for the Wike to run through, 
and then (lopping the bottom, fill it with 
Wax at the top, and thus the Candle is 
made in a moment of any Size whatlb- 
.^^r, which when cold, they break the 
mGuld and take it out. On the Moun¬ 
tains, there is abundance of the Wood 
we call Brazil, Ebony and other forts of 
great y alue. In the Woods there is (tore 
of Wild Beads, as Boars,but notfbgo^ 
as ours,gnd'Deer,which they kill for their 
Skins, and Horns to fell to the Chinehf. 

I The Province of Tl/ocoj, is counted the 
Richell, and bed Peopled in thelflands. 
Its Coaft runs 40 Leagues. On the Bank 
of tb^Wiver Bigan,tbe Governor Guido de 
LaccazariSySucceftbr to the uidelantado, in 
the Year^74 built the City Fernandina. 
Uj) theCo^try the Province is not a^ve 


8 Leagues in breadth,for thither come the 
Mountains, and Woods inhabited by the 
Jgolotti,- a Tall Warlike People, and by 
Blacks not (ubdu’d. Yet the extent of the 
Country was view’d, when the Army 
march’d feven days, travelling 3 Leagues 
a day, always among Trees of Wild 
Nutmegs, and Pines, and at length came 
to the top of the Mountain, where were 
the Principal Habitations of the Jgolotti. 

They live there, becaufc of the Rich 
Gold Mines in thofe Parts, which they 
gather, and exchange with thofe of lib- 
cos and Pangafinan for Tabacco, Rice, 
and other Commodities. Belides Gold, 
this Province produces much Rice, and 
Cotton, whereof they make Quilts and 
other Furniture. 

Next follows the Province of Panga^ Fangaftmo, 
Jinan, for about 40 Spanifli l.cagucs along 
the Coad. Its breadth is about 8 or g 
Leagues, and plain like Illocos, The 
Mountains ant^lains produce rau^jl Bra¬ 
zil Wood, calrd-by'ihc Indians S^ucan, 
and us’d in dying Red and Blew. The 
Inland is full of Wild Indians^ who like 
Brute Beads, wander naked up and down 
the Woods and Mountains, only cover¬ 
ing their Privities with a l.caf. They 
Sow a little in their Valleys, and what 
more they want, they get in the Con¬ 
quer’d Country, in exchange for fmall 
bits of Gold, they gather in the River. 

In the Province of Illocos, there are 9000 
that pay Tribute, and 7000 in that of 
Pangajinan. On the Coaft of this Pro¬ 
vince, is the Port of BoUnao and Playa- 
honda. Famous in the Philippine Iflands, 
for the Vidory there obtain’d by the 
Spaniards over the Dutch. 

The next is the Province of Pampan- Tmpsvgi 
ga', where the Diocefs of New Segovia 
ends, and begins that of the Archbilhop 
of Manila. This Province is large, and 
of great Confequencej becaufe the Na¬ 
tives being well inftruded by the Spa¬ 
niards help to Defend the liland, and 
have flood by them upon all occalions, 
ferving not only in Manila, but in Ter- 
nate and other Provinces. Belides the 
Soil is very Fruitful, particularly for 
Rice, by reafon of the great Plenty of 
Water, fo that it furnilhes Manila. It 
alio yeilds Timber for building of Ships, 
the Woods being on the Bay, not far 
from the Pqrt of Cavhe. It contains a- 
bout 8000 Indians, who pay their Tri- 
•bute in Rice. In thle Mountains of this 
ProvtiKe dwell the Zsmbali, a fierce 
People, and NegrUles, like the Blacks 
of Angela with fuch curl’d Hair. Thefe 
are always Fighting among themfelves, 
to defend their Woods from ^ek 
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Neighbours, and I’ecure their Game, and

• •< 597 - The Province of Bahi . lying Eaft of 
Afamlky is no lei's Important for build- 
ing of Ships. About the Bay of this 
Name, of which we have Ijwke before, 
and in the Neighbouring Farms grows 
the belt Fruit that is eaten in Maniloj 
efpecially the Bouga or jirecca, and the 
Bityoj which is the fame as Betle. This 
is an Aromatick, and Delicate Fruit, 
whereof enough has been faid, when I 
fpokc of tlie PortHguefe Dominions in 
India % but it mufl bc obferv’d that this 
of Manila exceeds all other, and the5p4- 
mards from Morning, till Night, never 
ccafe chewing of it. The Fruit this 
Plant bears, is call'd Taclove. This 
Province fuffers very much, by the con¬ 
tinual labour the Natives are put to, 
of felling Timber for building of Ships, 
two Hundred, and fometiracs four Hun¬ 
dred being employ’d every Month in 
thuvAVork on the Mduntains, or at 
the Port of Cavite^ The King al¬ 
lows them a piece of Eight a Month, 
and Rice enough. The whole Province 
contains fix Thoufand Tributary Na¬ 
tives. 

tuiirat There is allb the Province of Bdacan, 
lying between Pamyanga^ and Tondo. It 
is fmall, its Inhabitants Tagaliam^ and 
abounds in Rice, and Palm Wine. The 
Number that pays Tribute,three Thou¬ 
fand. 

Produft. the Ifland of Manila produces 

Gold, abundance of Wax, Civet, Cot¬ 
ton, Sulphur, Wild Cinnamon, Cacao, 
Rice, even on the Mountains which 
wants no Watering , good Horfes, 
Cows, Buffaloes, and on the Mountains 
Deer, Wild Boars, and Wild Buffa¬ 
loes. 

Having gone round Manila^ it remains 
to fay fomething of a fmall Province, 
near the Mouth of the Channel, which 
Was deiiguedly omitted 9 becaufe tho’ 
its Metropolis be on the Laud of Ma¬ 
nila^ yet the reft of it is made up of 
feveral IQands, zsCatanduaneSy Aiaibate^ 
gjjjj g^ias.

Its being expos’d to the North Win^ 
makes it always Stormy j for which r^a- 
ibn there is no Sailing thither, but 
from the fifteenth of J/ine., to the mid¬ 
dle of September. It abounds in Rice, 
Oyl of Palms, Cocos, Honey, and Wax. 
There arc feveral Rivers, Dangerous 
to crofs, in whofe Channels there is 
Gold found, brought down from the 
Mountains, by Floods running down 
deep Trenches. The biggeft of them 
is call’d Catandangan, and by the Spa- 
niardsy Catanduanesy whence the Iflancl 
tooks its Name. The Natives chief 
Employment is carrying Wood j mak¬ 
ing very light Boats, and carrying them 
to fell at Alindoray Calelaya, Bdayany 
and other places. They firfl; make one 
very large, without any Deck, and not 
nail’d, but fcw’d together, with Indian 
Canes, and then others lefs and lels, 
one within another, and thus they 
Tranfport them an hundred Leagues. 
The People are Warlike, and Paint 
themfelves like the Bifayes j they arc ex¬ 
cellent Sailers, and leaping into the Wa¬ 
ter in a Moment, turn a Boat again tliat 
has been ovetfet. For fear of fuch ac¬ 
cidents, they carry their Provi lions in 
the hollow of Canes dole (topp’d, and 
ty’d to the fides of the Boats. Their 
Habit is only a BagahyOx Waft coat which 
reaches down to the Knees. The Wo¬ 
men arc Maiculine, and apply them- 
lelves as much as the Men to Tillage, 
or Filhing. They are Modeftly Clad, 
in a Coat or Jerkin, after the manner 
of the Bif^as y and a long Mantle. 
Their Hair they tyc on the Crown ou 
the Head, making a knot of it like ^ 
Rofe. On their Forehead, they wear 
a Plate of Maflive Gold, two Fingers 
broad, lin’d with Taffeta j in them E^ 
three Gold Pendants, one in the ^ce 
where the European Women ufc it, the 
other two higher.

The middle of it lies between nine ?nd 
ten Degrees of Latitude y its furthed 
Cape call’d Tagufauy towards the South- 
wed, is fifty Leagues didant from the 
Ifland of BorntOy in which Interval there 
are many low Iflands that almoll join 
the two Lands. The Inhabitants of the 
Goads of thefe Iflands, and of Tngufau 
are Subjeft to the Mahometan King of 
Borneo but up the Inland there are wild 
Indians unconqucr’d, Barban'"‘!. l.aw- 
lels, and Subjea to no Kir 
fore all their Care is nor luodu’d 
by the King of Borneo, or the Spaniards. 

Two parts of the Ifland afc in their 
Poilelfion. The Spaniards have in it a- 
bout 1200 Tributary Indians, Blacks, 
like thofe of Africk, who Range from 
Place to Place, without any certain place 
of Abode. In cold Weather they make 
one great Fire, and all the Multitude 
gets about it. They are very faithful 
to the Spaniards, who keep a Garrilbu 
there of 200 Men, part Spaniards, and 
part Indians, with an Alcsyde, or Go¬ 
vernor, whole Relidence is at Taytay, 
on the oppolite Point to Borneo, or as 
the Spaniards call it Bornei', where there 
is an indifierent Fort. The Lampuan, 
or Governor for the King of Borneo re- 
lides at Lavo. The Ifland is almod all, 
over Mountainous, and full of abundance 
of forts of Trees and wild Beads *, and 
produces abundance of Wax on thcMoun- 
tains, but very little Rice. Capt. Em^ 
nuel de Arguelles of Oviedo, a Pcrion of 
great Worth on all Accounts, told me. 

That he going upon fome Bufinefs to 
Confer with the Lampuan, he, after En¬ 
tertaining him five Days very Courte- 
onfly to bind their Friendflup Ae firmer, 
drew a droj) of his Blood, and gave it 
hina to Drink in a Glafs of Winc^ 
which ^e Captain in the lame manner 
did to him. The Moors after pcrfdrra-

Belidcs the aforefaid Garrilbn, 
the jilcayde tormcrly commanded a fmall 
Fleet of Galleys to defend hirafelf a- 
gainit the People ot Borneo ; but this 
was put down upon the Conclullon of 
the Peace in 1685, by D. John Morales, 
Governor of the Gallic of Manila. Ha¬ 
ving fcvcral times Difeours’d the faid 
Morales concerning the Ceremonies us’d 
in that Embally, for concluding the 
Peace, he told me, the King of Borneo 
receiv’d him in Publick, fitting after the 
Maliomcian manner, on a Throne rais’d 
upon feveral Steps j caufing him to fit 
upon Cufhions on a Carpet j but that 
this Rcccj.'tioa was lingular, that King 
uling to give others Audience from be¬ 
hind a Cmcain. Nor is this to be won- 
dred at, for he is fo Haughty, and Re- 
lerv’d, that he fuffers only his prime 
Miniller to lee his Face upon important 
Afi'airs nor is it in his Power to do o- 
ther, having taken an Oath to be fo re¬ 
tir’d at his Accellion to the Crown. The 
faid Morales ftaid three Months at Borneo, 
and was well Entertain’d at the King’s 
Expcnce.

nts. Taraiua, are the three Iflands call’d Ca- 
larmanes, which give their Name to a 
Province or Government. Thefe, and 
nine others near them, all linall, are 
inhabited by peaceable Indians. In Ibme 
of them there are 150 that pay Tribute, 
in others Icfs. The chief Produft of their 
'Mountains is Wax ; which they gather 
twice a Year. In the Rocks over the 
4^ arc found thofe lb highly valu’d 
^(8-nclls, before fpoken of, and about 
the Shores, there arc very fine Pearls 
taken. 

Otyo Beyond tl’.e Cdamlanes, in fight of 

lllanJ;:. the high Mountain of Mindoro, are the 
five Iflancis of Cuyo^ not far diftant from 
one anotJjr r. in them there are .about 
j^o Triburary Families, more Civilix’d, 
and better AlTcdled to the Spaniards than 
thofe oi Calamianes and Varagua. They 
arc very Laborious, and therefore ga¬ 
ther abundance of Rice, Grain, and o- 
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ther Fruit. The Mountains abound in 
all forts of Bealls and Fowls. At thefe 
lllands ends the Province of Calamianes, 
and begins that of Panay, the firll Land 
whereof is Potol. As Paragaa is the big- 
gell next to Manila and Mindanao, fo 
Pan<^ is the bell Peopled, and moft Fruit- 
ful in all the Archipelago. Its lhape is 
Triangular, and itscompals lOoLeagues. 
The names of its principal Capes are 
Total, Naps, and Bulacabi. The Coafb 
from Bulacabi to Potol lies Eall and Weft j 
from Potol to Nafo North and South ; 
from Bulacabi to Iloilo, another Cape left 
than the three great ones, is alfo North 
and South; from Iloilo to Cape Nafo 
Eall and Well. The middle of the 
Ifland is in the Latitude of ten Degrees. 
On the North fide, almoll in the middle 
between the two Capes of Potol, and 
Bulacabi the famous River Panay tails in¬ 
to the Sea ; and as loon as out, meets 
with a fmall Kland call’d Lntaya, in 
which Port thd Sp^iards had a faflSRe- 
treat before they difoover’d and con¬ 
quer’d Manila and Cavite. The Fertility 
of Parny is caus’d by the many Rivers 
that Water it (fo that there is no Tra¬ 
velling a League along theCoall, with¬ 
out meeting a River that runs into the 
Sea) but more particularly by the al¬ 
ready mention’d Panay, which gives its 
Name to all the Ifland, and runs forty 
Leagues. Spaniards of Credit told me. 
That when it Thunders in this Ifland, 
inftcad of Thunderbolts tliere fall Crof- 
fes of a greenilh black Stone, which 
have great Virtue. As for theCrolTes, 
1 have fecn them in the Hands of Spa¬ 
niards', it is pofliblc they might make 
them of the Stones that foil; but they 
affirm they are Natural, and fall in that 
Shape from the Sky. The Ifland for the 
better Adminiftring of Jufticc is divided 
into two Jurifdidlions. The firft call’d 
of Panay, contains all that lies from Cape 
Petal to Bulacabi ; the refl; of the Ifland 
is Subjed to the AUayde of Otton, who 
refides at IloUa, and point of Land run¬ 
ning out into the Sea on the South fide, 
between the two Rivers of Tig-Bavan, 
and Jaro ; and forms a Streight, not a- 
bove half a League over, with the Ifland 
Jmaras, or rather an open Harbour. On 
this Point the Gdvernor D. Conxjda *on- 
tpiiU caus’d a Fort to be built in the Year 
1681. The Ifland contains about 153^1

Sixthly, It is good againd 
the Gripes. Seventhly, againd the Bite 
of venemous Creatures, both apply’d to 
the Place, and drank in Liquor. Eighth- 
Againd the Sting of the Infea Ba- 
Jul, found in the Phdippine lllands, taken 
the fame way. Ninthly, Againd Tw- 
tian and Quartan Agues ^ven when the 
Fit comes on. Tenthly, Being apply’d 
to Wounds it Hops Bleeding, either 
whole or in Powder. Eleventhly, It 
helps Catars, Tooth-Aches and Pains in 
the Gums. Twelftbl/, Carry’d in the

In the Villages of CaOdyUn^ and Ahuyog 
dwelt Teadaya, a gieat Lord, who was 
the only Refuge of the Sfoniards^ and 
of FiMobos his Fleet in 1543, whofc 
traft was aftcrwaids follow'd by the 
Captains of M chad Lopez de Legajpt. 

From JDimaJftvan^ or Sogor Weft- 
waid, there are 40 Leagues to the Point 
of Leyte^ and fo ends its compafs of 90 
or too Leagues. It is well peopled on 
the Eaft fide, that is, from the Streight 
of Panamao to that ot Panahan^ by rea- 
fon of the Fruitful Plains, which ycild an 
hundred, and two hundred for one. Vaft 
high Mountains cut it almolt through 
the middle, and occaCon fo great an al¬ 
teration in the Air, that when it is 
Winter on the North fide (at the fame 
time as with os in EHrope){t is Summer in 
the Southern Coaft, and qn the contrary. 
Thus when one half of the Ifland Reaps, 
the other Sows, and they have two plen¬ 
tiful Harvefts in a Year; to* which the 
Rivers running do|»n from the Moun-, 
tains, do not a little Contribute. Thefe 
Mo lutaius abound in Game, as Deer, 
Wild Cows, and Boars, and feveral forts 
of Fowl; as alfo Mines of Yellow and 
Vol. IV. 


Blew Minerals. The Eaitfi produces 
great ftorc of Roots, on which the In¬ 
habitants feed as much as ufiou Bread,! 
Grain, Coco-trees, and good 1 unber 
to build Shins. Nor is the Sea iiiferior^ 
to the Land, yeilding Plenty of good 
Fifl}. The Iflaad contaius about 9000* 
that pay Tiibute in Rite, Wax, and 
Quilts. The Fathers of the Society have 
the Charge of them. 1 he People arc 
folceptiblc of any Learning, and have 
two good Culloms, the one to Enici tain 
one aiiotJier interchangeably when they 
Ttavel, the other never to alter the 
Price of Prov'ilioas upon any Deaith, 
and thjs under levcic Pen ilties.

On the fide of Bay-bay and Oomna^ „ , 
L^te is, next to Behold the tliitd llland 
under the caieof the tathcis of the So¬ 
ciety. Its length from North to South, 
is 16 Leages j itsbieadth, 8 or 10, and 
its compafs4c. The South Coall look¬ 
ing towards Mudanao is f)eft Peopled} 
that is, from Lebogy the Metropolis, to 
the little Ifland or PcninfnJaor Pavglao. 
There arc three others, with fewer In¬ 
habitants, but in all they do Hot make 
above 1200 that pay Tribute. The Soil 
does not produce Rice, but is Rich in 
Gold Mines, and abundance of Cot®/, Ba~ 
tatasy and fcvcral forts ot Roots, which 
fcrve initead of Rice. There is abun¬ 
dance of Cattle in the Mountains, and 
Filh in the Sea •, which the Natives ex¬ 
change with thofc of the Neighbouring 
Iflands, for Cotten. The People fpeak 
the Btjayan Language, but are whiter, 
and better Countenanced than thofc ot 
L^tey Samary and Panay, and bolder 
both at bea, and Land. Their haugh- 
tinefs appears by his Sir-name, who com¬ 
manded them before the coming of the 
Spaniardsy which was Batty Tapaengy that 
is, Non-liicb. But their Pride was hum¬ 
bled by the Ternatesy Portuguefey and Spa- 
niards fucceifively y and this was fore¬ 
told them bya£<p'/®ff4,orPriefl:eIsof theirs 
call’d Caria «, in a lamentable Tone in 
Verfe.

This Plant is 
like an Jndian PlantofiysrA is Sowd j when 
ripe it is beaten to fpin for the tifes aforc- 
faid. The fame h done with the Gamu- 
t 9 y taken out of the Heart of fomcPalm 
or €on Trees, to make black Oirdage, 
but not lb lafting in Water. There 
grows alfo a great deal of Cotton, Ta- 
bacco,Omons,Garlickand other Things 3 
and in the Mountains they find much 
Wax and Civet. Of the Cotton they 
make fine Quilts, as alfo of the Thread 
of the Cow-Tree, a fort of Cloth they 
call Madrenaipuey with the warp of Cot¬ 
ton. 

The neighbouring Iflands to Zebu arc Bsmyo!. 
on the North Eaft, near Gape BarulaftCy 
Bamayany a Imall Ifle crKompafi’d by 4 
or 5 ids, in all which there are only 
300 that pay Tribute, and imploy them- 
fdves in Filhing, and making Cotton 
Cloth and Hofc Eaftward, between 
Zebu and the Coaft of (^mneh and 
l^tey are other Iflands call’d Canmes ; 
the chief of which h Poro, fubjett to 
Z^u. Its Point of Tmim ftrcidies out 
to the Ifland of iViryrw, 100 Leagues in 
Compafr, and is fe|)aTated from it by a 
fmall Channel a League over, but dange¬ 
rous becaufe of the Current. This I- 
flaod extends Northward from nine to 
tea Decrees and a half. It is fruitful in 
Rice, in wWch its Tribute is paid, and 
it fapplies z^/iand other adjacent Parts.

Secondly, they miftakc the 
word Exhalations •, as if Exhalation were 
a thing lock’d up in the Bowels of the 
Earth, and not that which goes from it, 
throR out by Ibme other thing that is 
mov’d, or drawn by ibme outward Cauie. 
If 1 may give my Opinion, I believe it 
to proceed from the fubterraneous Fires, 
which give a vehement Motion to fc- 
veral hlincrals there mult • needs be 
about them, and they having no room 
to Dilate thcmfeivcs, pulh forward 
with great force againft the neigh¬ 
bouring folid Bodies, which by reafon 
of the good Connexion of the Parcs not 
bqng able to break and give way (for 
ill that Cafe the Earth would open in 
many Places) arc lhakca, lb that the

To return to MamUy there was fuel 
a terrible Earthquake there in Srptemhe, 
i 6 iyy that it leveil’d one of the tw< 
Mountains call’d Carvallos, in the Pro¬ 
vince of Cagayan. In 1(545, ^bird 
part of the City was overthrown, with 
the Slaughter of 300 Souls ^ and the like 
hapned the next Year after. The old 
Indims lay they were yet more dread¬ 
ful in former times •, and that for fear 
of them they built all Timber Houfes j 
not as the Spaniards have them now, of 
Timber above the lirlt Floor. 

1 he many burning Mountains about 
the liland cqnffrm all that lias been faid j 
for at certain times they call np Flames, 
and ihake the Earth, producing all thole 
Effc(Ss Pliny alcribes to tlje burning 
Mountains 111/r<i^, chat is, driving from 
them the neighbouring Rivers and Sea, 
fcattering Alhes round about, and rend¬ 
ing the Stones, about which give a re¬ 
port like Cannon. On the contrary 
there is no Soil more pleaiant, or fruit¬ 
ful. The Grafs grows, the Trees Bud, 
Bloflbm, and bear Fruit .at once all the 
Year round, and this as well on the 
Mountains as in Gardens ^ and the old 
Leaves leldom fall before the new ones 
are come. For this rcalbn the Tinguianiy 
that is. Mountaineers, have no particu¬ 
lar Place of Abode ; but always live un¬ 
der the ibelter of the Trees, which 
ferve them inllead of Houles, and fur- 
niih them vrith Food, and when the 
Fruit there is eaten up they remove to 
a frelh Place where there is a frelh fort. 
The Orange, Lemmon, and other JE«- 
ropem Trees bear twice a Year. If<hey 
plant a Sprig, within a Year it becomes 
a Tree, and bears Fruit j therefore with¬ 
out any Hyperbole I may lay I never faw 
fuch a verdent Soil \ nor Woods full of 
fuch old and thick Trees \ nor Trees 
that yield more Sultenance to Mau. 
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T H E antient Inhabitants of thcle 
Ifljiids receiv’d their Language 
and Charaflers from the Aia- 
of the Continent of whom 

they alfo refcniblc in fliallowncis of 
la their Writings they make 
ule of three Vowels, though they pio- 
nountt five, and have thii teen Confij- 
nants. Tliey Write upwards beginning 
at IJottom and going up to the Top, 
placing tliefirlt IJneon the left, and fo 
pioeccding towaids the right; contrary 
to tilt Chtmfes and J ifonefts., who Write 
from Toptoliotioni, and from the Right 
to the Left. Hcforc Paper was us’d, 
and now in Pbccs where there is none, 
tlicy Write on the fmooth Part of Canes, 
or on Palm or rather Coco-Tree Leaves 
with the Point of a Knite. But when it 
is a Letter that muft be folded they can 
only ufe the Leaves; and the fame is Itill 
pradis’d in Siam, Vega and Camboja. In 
thePW/p/i/V/f-lflands, the Jndiam have al- 
moft forgot their way of Writing, mak¬ 
ing ufe of the Spanijh.

their Bodies, and flrecthing out their 
Hands dapp’d together towaids him. 

The Tagdiaas alvrays fpcak in the 
third Perfon, and fay my Lord, or my 
Matter; they lit without any Scat, upon 
their Legs, tliat is, all their Weight on 
their Feet, without any other part com¬ 
ing to the Ground, as People do to Eafe 
themfelves in the Fields; and they cx- 
peft to be fit ft fiiokc to that they may 
anlWer; looking upon it as ill Manners 
to fpeak before their Superiors. 

Formerly the Mothers gave their Chil- Civility, 
dren their Names, and thofe generally 
taken from fome Circumftance at their 
Birth i as for inftarice Malivag, which 
iignifies Difiicult, becaufe it w'as brought 
forth with Difficulty ; Malacas, that is. 

Strong, becaufe it appear’d fuch at firft 
coming into the World; which Cuftom 
the Chinefes ftill obferve. Other times 
they gave it the Name of the firft Thmg 
thatoccur’d, asffaan, a Chimney; Va^ 
ma the name of an Herb; and by this 
only Name they were known, without 
ufing any Siruame, tilj they were Mar- 
ry’d. Then the firft Son or Daughter 
gave the Name to its Parents, as Amani-

They are not 
fb intelligent and quick as thofo of the 
Eafi-Indm^ who arecxcellent atany Bu- 
linefs; but partiailarly in Trade and 
Writing. The Women of all the I- 
Hands differ but little in Colour, except 
the Bafayms, who in fome Barts are 
white; but all wear their Hair without 
Breading, yet haiidfomly ty’d. The ge- 
'WBcrlXolour being black, thofe that are 
notjCn&^JirS^D makethemfelvcslb, by 
the help of B^ of Trees, and Oyl 
mix’d with MusJrand other Scents. The 
Womens chief Care and Pride is to file 
and order their Teeth lb in their Youth 
that they may grow even. They com 
them with a black Dye to preferre them; 
and the Ladies of Quality adorn them 
with little Plates of Gold. The Men 
formerly took no care of their Whiskers 
and Beard, but pull’d them with Nip¬ 
pers. Both Men and Women in fome 
Coinitiics delighted in wealing Pendents 
in their Ears \ aud the bigger the Hole 
in the Ear was, the liandfomer it was 
counted fome of them had two in an 
V Ear. No Man might be Clad in Red 
that had not kill’d another, nor in ftrip’d 
Stuff till be had been the Death of Ib- 
ven. The Men's Habit was a thin Dou¬ 
blet, that fcarce reach’d the Wafte, 
with fhort Sleeves; the lower Parts they 
wrapp’d in a Piece of Smf^ fomedmes 
adorn’d with Gold, which wound about 
between their Legs *, as the hdians on 
this fide Gfangf t life at prefent. On their 
Arms they wore Bracelets of Gold and 
Ivory, or Strings of jewels i about their 
Legs bl<ick Cords; on their Hands abun¬ 
dance of Rings. The uppermoft Qar- 
me^t was a little Mantl^, thrown up un¬ 
der one Arm. At prefent Men and Wo¬ 
men, Young and Old fmoke abundance 
of Tabacco all the Day. • Their Head 
they cover with fhe Maafum, above 
deferib'd, and the greateft Beaus amonft 
them let the End of it hang down on 
their Back. They alfo wear a (hort Gar¬ 
ment, call’d Chinina ; to which the Wo¬ 


men add a long Piece of Senfi^ call’d 
rusf which ferves inftcad of a Petticoar, 
and when they go Abroad a little iVlafl*- 
tie. Blit their greateft Pride is in the 
kwels they wear on their fingers, at 
aieif Ears, and about their Necks, ac¬ 
cording to every ones Ability. They, 
wear neither Shoocs nor Hofe, betaufe 
of the Heat; but the Women of Qnafi- 
ty who arc Clad after the SpjtwJh Fa'hion, 
wear as they do. Belides all thefe fotti 
of Garments, it is ftill in ufe among 
them to have their Skins wronglic after 
ftveial manners; firft, prickiiig tliem- 
felves till the Blood comes, and then 
ftrewing black Powder on it, that the 
Impreilion may laft. For this icafon 
tlieSf)4Mi4rdx gave the Ktand of B JUj'the 
name of Pintados^ thofe People delight¬ 
ing in this above the leli:, as if it beto¬ 
ken’d Valour and Nobility. They did 
it not all at once, but by degrees, as they 
perform’d any noble Aftions. There¬ 
fore the Men Painted their very Beards 
and Eyebrows; the Women only one 
Hand, and pan of the other. In the 
Illand of Atamlaj at prefent, only the 
People of Mecis Paint themfelvcs, but 
not lb much as thofe of Bifay. « 

They lit very low when they Eat, and 
accordingly their Table fa low, cither 
round, ort^uare. There are as many 
Tables as Guefts; and they Drink moie 
at them than they Eat; for the common 
Food is Rice boyl’d in fair Water; and 
Flefh only upon Fcftivals. Their Wine 
or Liquor is drawn from the Palm, or 
Ow-Tree, cutting a Bough before it 
bloflbms; and thus the Moifturc that 
ftionld go to feed the Fruit, drops into 
Veffels, fet for the purpofe; as our 
Vines would do, if cut at the proper 
Seafbn. This Liquor being Ibmewhat 
lharp or add, the Poor put into it fome 
Bark of Trees which give It a Colour, 
and a hotter Taft, and then it is call’d 
Tuba. The Rich diftill it before it is 
fower, more or lefs, according as they 
would have itftronger or weaker; and 
keep it as we do Brandy, which is clear, 
and of a very drying Nature. The Li¬ 
quor call’d Chilangy is nothing but the 
Juice of Sugar Canes, boil'd a little over 
the Fire, fo that it looks like Wine, and 
tafts like Sa^r. The Bifaya^s make an¬ 
other fort Of Rice, and call it 'fangatii 
They firft put fome Herbs into a Pol 
with feme Leaven, then cover it witn 
Rice, till the Veifel be half full, %nd 
then pour on Water. Thus it works or 
'ferments and the Water grows ftrong 
and thick, ib that to ufe ic they muft 
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pi^jr a gwat deal more W^cr on it, 
til! it is tnin enough to draw. When 
^cy have a mind to drink they (iick it 
through a Trunk or hollow Cane from 
the Bottom of the Veflel. 

Their Mufick and Dancing are after 
the Chinefe Falhion, that is, for Singing, 
'one goes through and the other repeats 
the Stau7.a, to the Sound of a metal 
Drum. The Dancing is an imitation of 
Fighting, bnt all the Motions and AQi- 
ons regular. They alfo have many A- 
Aions with their Hands, foractimes hold¬ 
ing a Speai or Javelin, with which they 
Aflanlt one another. Retire, grow Hot, 
and Cool again ^ Charge up dole, and 
Fall oIFvery Gracefully j fo that the Sp4- 
niat^s do not think them unworthy to be 
admitted to their Fcftivals. The Com- 
politious in their Language are pleafant 
and elegant enough. But their greatell 
Delight is Cock-fighting, whereof wc 
have fpokc before, a Sport once us’d by 
the^oOTrfw Emperors. 

Bathing is lu much in falhion among 
them, that the Children new born, and 
the Women juft deliver’d ufe it, and this 
in cold frelh Water, before Sun riling, 
and after its fctting. For this reafon 
their Dv^cllings are all on the Banks of 
Rivers and Lakes ^ and there is a walliiug 
Trough before every Houle for thofe 
that go in, to walh their Feet. 

Having obferv’d the extravagant Me¬ 
thod of curing the Sick, pradis’d by the 
Phyficiaus in the PonuaHefe Conquells in 
India^ I cannot but give an Account of 
thofe of the PhUifpine-IJlands, Among 
the reft two Cures of Difeafes feeni’d 
to me wonderful. The firft of thefe by 
the Indians is call'd Satan^ by the Spani- 
ards TabardiUo^ and is no Other bnt a v io- 
lent Pain in the Head and Stomach, and 
is certain Death unlcls the Patient be 
well beaten on the Arms, Thighs, Legs 
and right Breaft. T hen the Bruizes are 
ruh’d hard with Salt, till they grow 
Black \ that the Blood being thus drawn 
to the Skin, may flow abundantly when 
cut with the L.ancet. Then they are 
wiih’d with Vinegar, and the Patient 
has nothing given him to Eat for three 
Days, bnt Rice boil’d in Water without 
Salt. (TavardiUo in Spain is a malignant 
Difiemur breaking out in Spots, if Black 
Jncuramt, if Red to be Cur'd fo they do not 
fall in, * and is Car'd another ws^’, hat this 
ri'n the Philippine-Iflands is another Dsftem- 
per, and another Care, the' the Spaniards, 
becaafe fo dangerous, have given It the fame 
Name) 


The other Dileafe peculiar to the Iflcs 
o( Negros, Bohol, Pantg, Outon aad Xolo,‘ 
makes the Tongues and privy Parts 
both of Men and Women fink in fo vio¬ 
lently, that it endangers their Lives. 
They lay Cold is the cauie of it, and it 
is Cur’d by giving the Patient the Geni¬ 
tals of the Woman-Fifl), concerning 
which fee the Chapter of Birds and Filhes, 
or of a Crocodil, powdred in Wine or 
Water. 

Nothing has hitherto appear’d in 
Writing, either of thefe Peop es Religi¬ 
on, their Government, or Hiftorybut 
only ibme Tradition^ deliver’d from 
Father to Son, and preferv’d in Songs, 
concerning the Genealogy and Hcroick 
A<^s of their Gods. By ^ele it appears 
they had one principal God, call’d by 
the Tagalians, Barhala-may^capal', that 
is, the God Maker. They ador’d Birds 
and Beafts, like the Egyptians and the 
Son and Moon like the Affyrisms. Thjjc 
was not a Rock, Ston^jB«w»f.‘5'rary, 
or River but what tte^Satrific'd toj 
nor any old Tree to w^ijeh they did not 
pay divine Honours^ and it was look'd 
upon as a Sacriledge to cut it down on 
any account whatfoever. This Super- 
ftir.iori condnues among them (ti]4 fb 
that no force would prevail with the 7»- 
dians, to make them cut down a certain 
great old 1 rcc, call’d BJette, whofe

Leaves are like thofe of a Chcftnui-Trcc, 
ami its Bark good for fomc W'onnds, 
nor fomc anticnc iaIiCancs,vainly believ¬ 
ing the S‘»ils of their Anceftorsdwell in 
them, and that the cutting of thofe Trees 
or Canes would put them into a Fever; 
amUbat therefoiean old M to, tiicycall 
Nmo would appear tocom aJaiii of their 
Cruelty. This is to be underftood of 
fuch as arc not Chriftiaiis or not will In- 
ftrufted. This vain Belief tontiiiues a- 
mong them, bccanfe foiuetimes they 
fancy they fee fevcral Apparitions, call’d 
Tibalong, on the Tops of the Trees; and 
they are fully perfwaded, that the fame 
appear to Children in the (hape of their 
Mother^ and carry them to the Moun¬ 
tains without doing them any harm. 
They lay they fee them vaftly Tall, with 
long Hair, little Feet, long Wings, and 
their Bodies Painted, and that their com¬ 
ing is known by the Smell. Be it is it 
will, for I will not take upon me to ar¬ 
gue the Poinf, ’tis certain the Spaniards 
do not ice them, tbo’ the Indians tell 
them they are then adbally prefent.

To this day Debtors pawn their 
Children of both Sexes; and in ibme 
Places fell them, efpecially the Bifty- 
ms \ notwichflanding the King has Pro¬ 
hibited that Barbarous Cuftom, under 
feverc Penalties. Sometimes the Ma¬ 
ilers will add to their Intereil, the va¬ 
lue of a Dilh, the Slave has hapned to 
break, that he may have the lefs hope 
of Redemption. All Prifonets of War 
were alfo made Slaves ; tho it were a- 
moug People of the fame Race and 
Dominion. Befides the great ones. Ty¬ 
rannically enflav’d the common Ibrt, ci¬ 
ther becaufc they had hapned to break, 
the Mourning lilence, or thrown forae 
Dirt on them \ or for pafling by fome 
place, where they were Bathing \ or ibme 
foch flight Occafion j and thele Slaves 
they afterwards Ibid at Plcaliire. Thele 
remain’d in their Houfes to live upon 
their Lab9ur, but the Mafter took from 
them one Harveft m the Year, or part 
of it, according as he was, moreorleis, 
rigorous.

When 
the Mother was free, that Son was on¬ 
ly a quarter free. The Sambatiaas pre¬ 
tend that the Tagaliaas are their Slaves. 

It is us’d to this Day, when there hap¬ 
pens an Eclipfe, to make a great Noife 
with Drums, and other Inllruments, to 
fright the Dragon, they imagine Swal¬ 
lows the Moon, and make him Vomit 
her up again. They us’d formerly to 
Swear before a Wild Beall, or a lighted 
Candle, wilhing they mighpj^i^4g;<ddr’d 
by foch a Beall, or Qpntume like the 
Candle, if they brok<l,,thcir Promilci 
or be torn in pieces by a Grocodil, or 
fwallow’d up by the Earth. It is im- 
pollible to force an Indian to Curie the 
Devil, and if he is prefs’d to do it, he 
willanfwer he is not to Curfe one that 
has done him no harm. 


CHAP. II. 

The Gmernmnt, Weapons, Marriages, Sacrifices, Auguries, and Funerals of 
the Indians, of the Philippine IJlands. 


T he firll Law among them, was to 
Refped and Honour their An- 
celtors, and elpecially Father and Mo¬ 
ther. The Head of the Barangai, with 
fome of the Antient Men of 1^ Judg’d 
of all Caules wbatfoever. Qvil Con- 
troverlics were decided after this man¬ 
ner. The Parties were Summon’d, and 
endeavours us’d to make them agree. 
If (his did not take efled, they made 
them Swear to fubtnit to the Sentence ', 
and then they Examin’d the Witnefles. 
If the Proofs were equal, what they 
contended for was divided -, if not Judg¬ 
ment was given for him tbatbadthebell 
Evidedke. If the Party that was Call, 
was diflatisfy’d, the Judge became a Par- 
*ty; 4)r he took from the Perlbn who loft 
the Suit, the value appointee^ or ad¬ 
judg’d, whereof a good Part li|,keptto 
himfclf j then he pay’d the Pland^ Wit- ‘ 
aclTcs, and gave him the reft, which 


was the leaft Part. In Criminal cafes 
Sentence of Death, was never given in 
Form of Law, unlefs the Perfon kill’d, 
and the Murderer were both Poor j for 
when any fuch had no Mony to fatisfy 
the Party griev’d, then the Data, or 
chief, and other Great Men of the Ba-^ 
rmgai, came with Spears, and binding 
the Criminal to a Poll, kill’d him. If 
the Perfon kill’d was of Note, then all 
his Kindred made War upon the Mur¬ 
derer and bis; till Ibme Mediator in¬ 
terpos’d to declare, what quantity of 
Gold he promis’d to make amends ^for 
the others Death. Of this Mony, the 
one half was given to the Poor, and the 
other to the Wife, Children, and Kin¬ 
dred of the Party kill’d. 

As for Theft, if the Fafl were made • 
out, but the Perlbn not known, all the 
Parties accus’d, were oblig’d to lay 
Ibmethiog under a Cloth, after which, 

if 
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if the thing Stoleo, was not found there 
among the reft, they had two ways of 
Purgation. The firft was to place them 
all near any deep River, with Spears in 
their Hands, and then make them run 
and caft cbemfelves into k. He that 
came out firft, was reputed Guilty, 
and therefore many for nit of the Pu- 
nifhment were drowned- The other 
was to Command them one after ano¬ 
ther to take a Stone out of a Baibn of 
Ijoyling Water, which whoibever re¬ 
fus’d to do, pay’d the Value of the thing 
Stolen. 

Adultery. The Ponifliment for Adultery, was 
paying a Fine ^ and the quantity of Gold 
agreed on, or appointed by the Elders, 
once pay’d, the Adulterer was clear, 
and the Husband reltor’d to his Honour j 
fo that he return’d to his Wife. But 
the Children got in Adultery, did not 
Inherit their Parents Nobility, no more 
iljan thofe Born of Slaves, but were ac- 
cou 1 l^ 84 ,r‘Mi|erommon fort. The Le¬ 
gitimate Cbiichjen Inherited Nobility, 
and the Eldei^ucceeded his Father, if 
he was Lord of the Bardtn^/y. Thefirft 
tailing,the others fucceeded orderly, that 
is, the 2d, 3d, &c. after them the Fe¬ 
males, and then the next of Kin. In- 
ceft ns’d to be feverelyPunifli’d. 

Arms. Their Arms Offenfive, were Bows 
and Arrows, and Lances, or Pikes with 
the Spears of Iron, of feveral Shapes, 
or elfe of Wood hardned at the Fire i 
broad Daggers, with two Edges, well 
fhap’d i and Trunks with which they 
ufed to Shoot Poilbn’d Arrows, like 
thofe of Borneo and Sumatra. To co¬ 
ver their Bodies, they ufe a long nar¬ 
row Shield. 

Marriaaes Thefe Nations are much given to fen- 
® foal ity, lb that their Women either Mar- 
ry’d, or Unmarry’d, are leldom conti¬ 
nent. When they Marry’d, the Man 
found the Portion, and then they con- 
trafted fettling a Penalty, in cafe of Di¬ 
vorce •, which when it hapned was not 
look’d upon as any diflionour, fo the For¬ 
feiture agreed on were Paid. But this 
was, during the life of the Sureties, 
that is,the Parents; for when they were 
dead, the Children were free. At pre¬ 
fect their expences ar^ Exorbitant, for 
on the Wedding day, they make the 
Bridegrom pay for admittance into the 
Houfe, which they call *PaJfava j for 
fleaking to thc^ridc, call’d P*tignog^\ 
tor Eating and Drinking with her, by 
the Name of Pajfdeg *, and laftly for 
confummating the Marriage he pays to 
her kindred, which they Term Ghina-

5 all according to th®ir Quajj^fy. 
Formerly the Portion was paid touhe 
Father-in-law, wh^at his Death dff- 
pos’d of it as,Ji«^leas’d, among the 
Children; and if the Bride had no Fa¬ 
ther, her kindred receiv’d it, to be rc- 
ftor’d to the Childreu born of her. Thf 
Marriitge was Solemniz’d by the Cata- 
l0M,orPrielteis, with a Sacrifice ^ after 
which the Goffips gave the Marry’d 
Couple to Eat and Drink, out of the 
ferae Dilh and then the Bridegroom 
told the Bride lie took her for bis Wif e, 
and Ihe receiv’d him. Then the Cata- 
iona gave her Blelfing, after which fomc 
Beak was kill’d, and next follow’d the 
Entertainment, and making themfclves 
Drunk. If there was any falling out 
between the Marry’d Couple, another 
Sacrifice was offer’d, the Bridegoom Hay 
ing the Beaft fo Sacrific’d, and after 
dancing Ipokc to his Anite^ or Auceftor, 
defiring him to grant Peace according to 
his defire. They took care not to Mar¬ 
ry out of their own Tribe, and always 
the nearell of Blood, except in the fiill 
Degree There was no difficulty in be¬ 
ing divorced j for the Wife rclfor’d the 
Portion, if it was through her Fault; 
and the Man loll it if it were through 
his, and he took another Wife. Poli- 
gamy was not us’d among the Tagalians ; 
but if auy Man had no Children by his , 

Wife, he might with her confent, have 
to do with his Slaves. The chief of the 
Bifayans had two or more lawful Wives, 
and the Children born of them, all in¬ 
herited asLemtimate; but thofe by the 
firft Fire, had double as much, as thofe 
of the fecond. The Children by Slaves, 
had fomething given them out of the 
Moveables, at the Pleaftre of the Le¬ 
gitimate, and the Mother was free. Tlie 
Gold given in Portion was meafur’d, 
not weigh’d. Adoption was allb us’d, 
the Pei^n adopted paying a certain Sum, 
which if he dy'd firft, fell to the Perlbn 
adopting ; but if otherwife, he that 
was adopted, recover’d double the Sum 
out of the others Eftate. * 

Formerly there were Men that made grides de- 
it their Trade, to defiour Maids that flour’d, 
were to be Marry’d; and they werepaid 
for it; becaufe the Maidenhead wus 
look’d upon as an OUtruRion ^ the 
Bridegrooms Pleafure. Atprobnt (as 
fome Miflioners of the Jefuits told ms^ 
fome of the Bifayans, if they find when 
they Marry their Brides are Maids,* fey 
. they have got bad ones; becaufe no

)^)7. Temples found ati;*ong them, bat only 
certain little Idols,''v*i^Caves near their 
^oufes, to which they ofier’d Sacrifice, 
by means of Priefts, call’d by the 74^4- 
fians Catdonan ; by the Bijayans Babaylaa. 
The manner of Sacrificing was thus. 
Tliey all aflcmbled in a Hut or Cottage 
made of Wattles for this purpole, and 
having danced a while caus’d a handforae 
young Girl to give the fir ft ftroke with 
a Spear to the Vicfim, which w'as always 
fbme four-footed Beaft. The Sacrifice 
being Slain, they cut it in Pieces, and 
when drefs’d eat it in a refpecflful man¬ 
ner. If the Sacrifice was not upon any 
occalion of Rejoycing, but for fume fick 
Body i they made a new Hut of Wood, 
and laid the Patient in it upon a Mat on 
the Ground, together with the Offering. 
Inftead of an Altar they cover'd fe«^eral 
Tables, with variety of Meat. Then 
the Catalonjfj being the lame handlbme 
young Gill, came out Dancing to the 
Noifeof Inflruments, and having wound¬ 
ed the Beaft, the lick Perlbn, and Ibme 
of the Stauders by were anointed w ith 
the i dood. Having Plead the Beaft they 
all came again before the Patient, and 
the Catdwa muttering fome Words be¬ 
twixt her Teeth, open’d, ftreceb'd and 
view’d all Parts of his Body •, winding 
herlelf into Sundry lhapes, and foam¬ 
ing at the Mouth. Then fhe ftood a 
while belidcs her felf; and at Lit ha¬ 
ving recover’d her Senfes (as is writ of 
the Sibils) Ihe Prophefy’d concerning 
the Parties Life or Death. If (he fate 
down to Eat or Drink, it was a lign of 
Life, if not of Death i but for fear of 
frighting the fick Perfbn, Ihc us’d to 
lay the d»ifas, or their Predecellbrshad 
chofen him for their Companion. Then 
the Patient recommended himfelf to her, 
that fhe might perfuadc his Kindred to 
put him in the Number of the jimtasj 
and laftly the Sacrifice ended in Eating, 
and Drinking but the Guefts were o- 
blig’d to leave an Offering of Gold, 
Cotton, Birds, or rforae other thing for 
the Prieftefs.

Nor was any^ 
body to talk in a Filher-man’s Houfe, 
of new Nets ^ nor in a Huncs-man’s of 
young Dogs, till they had taken a Prey, 
pofitively believing if they did, the Vir¬ 
tue of the Nets and value of the Dogs, 
would be loft. They that went by Sea, 
were to take nothing that belong’d to 
the Land, nor fo much as name it^ nor 
thofe that travcll’d by Land, any thing 
of the Sea. To conclude, they under¬ 
took nothing without calling lots. 

F. Xstaquin Ajin^ Miniftcr of St. Pv- Widdow. 
rvr, of the Society of jefus, told me, 
that he having ferv’d as Milfioner fcvc- 
ral Years among the Tagdians^ obferv’d, 
that they never cat alone, but will have 
one Companion at Icaft. That when 
the Wife dyes, the Widdower keeps 
with a Mat before him, and is ferv’d 
during three days by Widdowers, for 
Marry'd Men, and Batchelors would be 
accounted uiducky.

wa r-it- nr’Herc is lb great a number of Wild 

tic. JL Bulfaloes, like thofe of China, 
grazing about the Plains, that a good 
Hunter a Horfeback with a Spear, nuy 
kill ten or twci ty in a day. The Spa¬ 
niards kill them for their Hides *, the 
Wild Indians to eat them. The Woods 
abound in Deer, Boars, and Wild 
Goats, like thofe of Sumatra, which lad; 
arc fo numerous, that they have given 
their Name to one of the Illands, tail’d 
de las Cobras. The Spaniards have car¬ 
ry’d thither out of New Spain, Japan, 
and Osina Horfes and Cows, which have 
Multiply’d coniiderably but not the 
Sheep, by rcafon of the exceffive moi- 
ftureof the Earth. 

VI . There arcalfo in the Mountains,innu- 
" merablc Monkeys, and Baboons lb Mon- 
ftrous big, that once at Samboan^en, they

for when they can find no Fruit on the 
Mountains, they go down to. the Sea- 
lidc to catch Crabs, OyUcrs and the 
like. There is a Ibrt of Oyfters, call’d 
Taclovo, the Filh whereof weighs fome 
Pounds, and it commonly lyes open on 
the Shore. The Monkey fearing it Ihould 
clofe and catch its Claw in, puts in a 
Stone firft, that it may eat the Oyfter, 
without fear of its Ihutting. One fort 
of them, that they may . take the Crabs, 
put their Tail into their hole, that when 
the Crab lays hold of it, they may draw 
him out. 

There is in the Wands, a great Mul¬ 
titude of Civet-Cats i and this is chiefly civet- 
to be obferv’d, that if their Civet is not Cats, 
taken away every Month, the heat they 
receive from it, is fo great, that they 
tumble about the Ground, till the Blad¬ 
der break, wherein it is contain’d, and 
fo cafe themfelves of that Pain. 

There is another fort of Cats, as i>ig 
as Hares, and ofa Fox* colour, call’d Ta- plying 
guan. They have Wings like Bats, but Cafc.^ 
hairy on both iides, by the help of whi^ 
they leap from one Tree to anot^, 
fometimes above thirty Spaps, th^ is, 
feven Yards and a half diftaut. r 

In the Wand of Liyte, there is a pe¬ 
culiar fort of Creature, call’d Mage,^ 
about as a Moufe, with a Tail like 41, 
and fo the long Hairs on the Snout, but 
the Head is twice as big as the Body, 
and it eats nothing but Coals.

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rsA-^ 'Wrear^ Snakes of a prodigious Big- 
.JSmclli- neM Oac fotc of them call’d Ibkin^ 
which are very iWg, hang thenjfelvcs 
by the Tail down V'wn the Body of a 

SnaJ^. Tree, expefliag Deer,' Wild Boars, or 
Men to pafs by, to draw them to them 
with tlieir Breath, and fwaJlow them 
Vv hole \ and then winds it ielf round a 
Tfee to digell: them. Some Sfsmardi 
told me. The only Defence sgMttfi them 
teas to break the Air between the Man and 
the Serfent and this feems rational, for 
by that means, thole Magnetick or at- 
trading Particles Ipread in that dillance 
arc difpers’d. Another Ibrt of Snake 
call’d Affagna eats nothing but Hens. 
That they call Olopong , is Venomous. 
The biggeft are call’d Bobes , which 
fomctinies are 20 or 30 Spans long. 

, Another fort of four footed Creature, 

which is alfo found in America^ and de¬ 
vours Hens, is call’d Iguana. It is like 
an AUigatery the Skin Purple, fpeckled 
with yellow Spots, the Tongue Cloven, 
but the Feet clofe and with Claws. Tho’ 
a Land Creature, it pailcs over Rivers 
fwiftly. The Indians and fome Spani¬ 
ards cat it, and lay it tails like a 'Tor- 
toife. 

Among the Birds of the Illands the 
Tavon deferves to have fpecial Mention 
made of it, as well for its Quality, asbe- 
caule it is not known whether there are 
any of the Species ellewhere. It is a 
Sea Fowl and Black. As to its lize it 
is lefs than a Hen, but has a long Neck 
and Legs, and lays its Eggs in a light 
Sandy Ground. Thefe Eggs are won¬ 
derful *, for befides their being as large as 
a Goofes, when Boil’d there is very lit¬ 
tle White found in them, but all Yolk, 
yet not fo well tailed as a Hens. The 
llrangenels of them is, that contrary to 
all others, when the Chickens arehatch’d 
the Yolk appears whole and fweet as it 
was at firlt, with the Chickens Beak fall, 
and without any White. By this it ap¬ 
pears that it is not always true, that 
the generative Virtue of the Seed makes 
tbccYolk Fruitful, .and that in this 
Cafe the Yolk ferv%s for the lame ufe 
as Placenta Vterina dMS to an Infant. 
Tlw Chickens roalled before they are 
fied^d, prove as good as the beft Pige* 
ons. V^bc poniards Very often eat the 
Cbick^and the Yolk of the Egg toge¬ 
ther in the lame Dilh. The oloBird is 
Hitcn by the Indians^ but is tough. The 
He^ lays about 40 or 50 Eggs in a>Trench 
near the Sea and covers them with Sand. 
For this reafon it is call’d Tavow, which 
in the Language of the Illands hgnifies 


to cover with Earth. There the heal 
of the Saitd hatches them, and the Chick 
ens ft»d on the Yolk, till they gather 
Strength to break die Shell, throw up the 
Sand and get oat. Then the Hen whidi 
keeps about the neighbouring Trees, 
runs about them making a Noife, and 
the young ones hearing her, labour tlie 
harder to get out to her. This is no 
lefs wonderful than what the Scripture 
lays of theOftrichesEgg^ Job 59. Wc 
fee the difpolitiofl of Providence, in giv¬ 
ing this Bird that Inllind to bury its Eggs 
lb deep, and the Chicken fuch long Claws, 
as to make its way. They make Nells in 
Marehf April and May, like the Halci- 
ons Che Ancients make mention ofbe- 
caule at that time the Sea is CalmeU, 
and the Waves do not fwell lb high as 
to lixiil them. The Sailers go in quell 
of them along the Shore, and where they 
find the Sand has been thrown up they 
open it with a Hick, where they Ibmer.^,, 
times find Eggs and fometij!?W54;;hid(ens, 
which are equally Valu^'e and Nourilh- 
ing.

There is allb a fort of Turtle-Dove Turtlc- 
with gray Feathers on the Back, and 
white on the Bread, in the midlt where¬ 
of is a red Spot, like a Wound with the 
frelh Blood upon it. 

The Colin is a Fowl as big as a Black- 
Bird, Black and Afli colour’d j without 
any Feathers on its Head, but inllcad of 
it a Crown of Flefli. That is yetllran- 
ger which the Spaniards call Paloma-Tor- Tertues. 
caz.', it is of fevcral Colours, as Gray, 

Green, Red and White on the Bread, 
with the fame Spot like a Wound on the 
Bread j and the Beak and Feet Red.

There was alfo a Black-Bird brought 
from Snratte, as big as a Turtle-Dove, 
with a yellow Beak, and a Lid of the 
fame Colour like a Collar.

In all the lllands at all times there 
arc green Birt'Is, QaWdf^oUnesy andfevc- 
ral forts of P anrots, and white Cacatuas, 
which have a Tuft of Feathers on their 
Heads. 

Cmboxas. The Spaniards carry’d Turkeys out of 
New Spain, bu t they did not Thrive or 
Increafe, by rt:afon of the darapnefs of 
the Soil, as is believ’d. The want of 
them is fupply’d by a Hen call’d Cam- 
boxa, becaufe the firll of them were 
brought out of chat Kingdom, whole 
l.cgs are fo Ihort that the Wings trail 
on the Ground. The Cocks of another 
fort, call’d of Xolo, which have long 
l.cgs, arc not inferior to Turkeys. Bc- 
iides the common Hens like ours, there 
is another fort that have black Flelh and 
Boqes, but arc well tailed. 

Another Bird that btceds about the 
Lakes, efpecially that of Sain, has the 
Feet and Beak Red, and the Colours of 
fcvcral Colours, as big as a Hen, and 
would be as well tailed did it not eac 
Filh.

The Sword Fifli diSers not from ours, s iorduffi 
only that there are fomc there 20 Spans 
or 15 Foot long, and the Sword p or i o 
Spans in length. We gave an Account 
of the fighting with theCrocodils when 
we fpoke of the Lake of The 

Damage they do to fmall Boats will 
appear, if we obftrve that their Swords 
have been found broken upon great 
Ones. 

As for the Crocodils Providence has Crgarfils. 
llgnalizM it ftlf after feveral manners in 
them. For in the firll place the Females 
of theft Monllers being extraordinary 
Fruitful, fo as to bring fometimes 50 
Crocodils, the Rivers and Lakes would 
have been full of them in a very Ihort 
time, to the great damage of Mankind, 
had not Nature caus’d it to lye in wait 
where the young ones are to pafs, and 
fwallow them down one by one j fo that 
only thofc few efcape that take another 
way. Secondly, the Crocodils have no 
Paflage for Excrements, but only Vo¬ 
mit the linall Matter that remains in 
their Stomachs after Digellion. Thus 
the Meat continues jherc a long tunc, 
and the Creature is not hungry every 
Daywhich if they were, they could 
not be fed without the utter Ruin o^- 
finite Men and Bealls. Some of yiem 
being open’d there have bc6n fq^ i;i 
their Bellies Mens Bones and Skuls, and 
Scones, which the Indians fay they fwal"* 
low to pave their Stomach. The Fe¬ 
male lays her Eggs out of the Water that 
•they may hatch. They are twice as big 
as a Goofo Egg, whiter and as hard as a

I'here is another Ipecics of Crocodils 
found in thefe Lakes, call’d by the Indi¬ 
ans Buhtya, by the Pmagutfe Caymanes^ 
and arc thofe we call Ulligattrs, The 
difference between them and the Croco¬ 
dils is that they have no Tongue, and 
have a difficulty in turning. For want 
of a Tongue it can make no Noife, nor 
fwallow in the Water, but it mull Tear 
and Devour its Prey on the Bank. The 
Indians lay it has four Eyes, two above 
and two below, by help whereof it eafily 
difeovers the Fifties and Stones, which 
it takes from the Bottom with its Paws ^ 
but that on Land it is Ihort-fightcd. Be- 
lides that the Male can go but half out 
of the Water, andthatonly the Females 
go out to feck Ibmethiijg to eat in the 
Fields, becatifc it appears that all thofe 
kill’d on Land are Females. It is a moll;

lathe Sea of Mndstnao and Xolo there \^les 
are abundance of large Whales, and Sea 
Horfes like thofe of the Land, but with* 
out Feet,and with a Tail like a Crocodils. 

The Sea-lhells in the fame llland are 
fo large that they ferve for Holy-water 
Pots, and to give Water to the Buffaloes. 

A religious Man told me. That as he vsas 
going to the Ijland of Pintados, the Sailers 
took one fo large from * Rock it was ftuek to, 
that the Meat in it gave them aU a BeUy 
full. Thefe Shells are every where va¬ 
lu’d but efpecially by the Chinefes, who 
make fcvcral Curiolities of them. 

There are two forts ot Tortoifes Tortoii< 
found in thofe Seas. The great Ones 
are Eaten, and their Flefii tails like Beef, 
but the Shell is not valu’d. The Flefti 
of the lefler Sort is not Eaten, but the 
Shell is good for feveral ules. Some of 
them are an Antidote, itj^^foundby 
Experience that Rings^T^^os made of 
them would fly in Pieces like a Gla^ 
if they touch or come ne<n' any Poifon. 

The Thornbacks are mighty large, 
and their Skin eltecm’d by the Japone- 
fes to make Scabbards for their Scimiters. 

To make Ihort concerning this Matter, 

I mull declare that of aU the forts of 
Fifh mention’d by Pliny, there are very 
few wanting in thefe Seas. 


CHAP. IV. 

Of the Trees And Fruit of Philippine-Iflands. 


T H E raofl: valuable forts of Fruit 
in thclflaods arc of two forts, and 
both of them grow in the Woods with¬ 
out any Improvement. The firllof them 
is ailN Saator, in Bignels, Colour and 
Shape like to a ripe Peach, but fome- 
what flatter. When gather’d in Seafon 
the Rind is fweet, but open’d there 
arc in it five Kernels, like the Seeds in 
an Orange, and as Sower and White.

ViTtos. Inftead of Olives, there grow faxos 
in the Mountains of the Iflands, which 
difter but little from Olives when ga¬ 
ther’d young. Green they are eaten 
with Vinegar, and Ripe they have an 
exquifitc Tafte. 

pineTrees Mountains of lUocos and 

Cagayan there arc vaft wild Pine-Trees. 
They do not bear Pine-Apples like ours, 
but Piles, not unlike them, which tafte 
like Almonds, and ferve for all ufes as 
Almonds do among us. 

lumbon. The Lambon produces Ibmc fmall 
Nuts, with a hard Shell, the Kernel 
whereof tafts like Pine-Apple Kernels. 
But this jbeing hurtful to the Stomach, 
the general life the Chintfes make of it 
is to extraft the Oyl, which ferves in- 
ftead of Tallow for Ships. 

iOrances Oranges are of fcveral forts, 

’ all differing from, and bigger than thofe 
of Europe. There are great and fmall 
Lemmons, but for the moft part fweet. 

jmbotu -phe Jamboas are twice as big as a 
Mans Head, Round and Yeflowilh, Some 
of them have white, fome red and fomc 
yellow Seeds. Their Taft is like a Lem¬ 
mon, with a mixture of Sweet to the 
Sour. The Tree is alfo like the Lem- 
mon-Tree in Bignels and Leaves. 

Of the Fruits of Nero-Spain there are 
brought hither Anonas, Zafotts-pri- 
etas, Chicos Zapotes, Aguacates, Papsy- 
as, Mamms, stACeyavas Ptruleras', of 
which laft there is foch plenty in the 
Mountains that they are a great fupport 
to /he Poor. They make Preftrves of 
it, and Wine better than that of the 
Cow-Tree, or the Sider of Tirol. This 
Vft eaten Green is aftringent, and 
wHm very Ripe is laxative. The Leaves 
of iii^oil’d are good for fwell’d Legs; 
and tro*/»<fc«»f reducing them to Pow¬ 
der heal themfelves therewith of the 
-ailciplinesthey take in the holy Week. 
The IflandCTS know nothing of, the Eu¬ 
ropean Frnit, becaufe the Soil will not 
produce it; and tho’ in the Cattle of 
Cavite there are fome Vines of Muska- 


dine Grapes, they never come to Matu 
rity, no more" than the Figs and Pem- 
granates in the Monaficry of the ^tfuits 
in the fame Place. 

All thofe hitherto mention’d, ferve paimTrec 
only to pleafe the Palate^ but the 
Trees that yield both Profit and Pleafurc, 
and wherein for the moft part thcFftates 
of the chief Men in the PhiUppine-lHaads 
confift, are the Palm-Trees. They 
reckoh there are 40 fcveral kinds of them •, 
but among the beft, which give dayly 
Suftenance, that is the choiceft which 
the TagaUans call Toro, the Pintadas 
' Landan , and the Inhabitants of the 
Makcco-VXdixAs SagH. This, to diftin- 
guilh it from the others, grows natu¬ 
rally without any Improvement on the 
' Banks of Rivers. It runs not very, high 
but is thick. All of it from Top to 
Bottom is afoftSubftancc like a Raddilh, 
cover’d with a Bark only an Inch thick, 
not very hard nor fmooth. They ufc it 
after this manner, they cut it in Pieces 
and lay it a foaking in Water, then they 
take only a narrow (fee of the Bark, 
that the remaining part ihay contain the 
inward Subftance, and cut the White 
within it extraordinary fmall; then they 
prels it with their Feet in Baskets made 
of Cane, near the River, fo that the 
beft of the Juice may run through, by 
pouring on Water, into a VelTcl fet un¬ 
der full of Water. Then they take 
up that Subftance fo bruis'd and put it in¬ 
to Moulds made of Palm-l’ree Leaves, 
like our Chcefe Fats, where it hardens 
a little, like foft Starch, which being af¬ 
terwards dry’d in the Sun, without any 
Oven ferves inftead of Bread, and is ve¬ 
ry Nourilhing, and will keep. 

The fecond Sort of Palm-Trees is 
that which ycilds their Wine and Vine¬ 
gar. The TagaUans call ilSafa, the Bi- 
fyans Nipa. They do not grow big c- 
nough to deferve the Name of a Tree, 
for they arc generally in Places that a- 
bound in Salt Water, and efpecially 
where the Waves of the Sea come. 

The Fruit would not be unlike the Date, 
but it never comes to Maturity, becaufe 
the Indians, as foou as ever it Bloflbms, 
cut off the ^ugh,as has been before, 
that the Liquor may run into the One 
Trough placed finder it. One of thefe 
Troughs will hold ten Neapolitan C 4 - 
r^as or Bottles, and is often fill’d in a 
Night. When it is nqt Diftill’d or Pre- 
par’d as has been mention’d before, that 
IS, with the Bark of Calinga, which is 
like Cinnamon, it grows as four as 
Vinegar.

From 
the middle of the &me Ccco comes a 
Water as fwcet as Sugar, and a fort of 
Sugar made of the fame Water condens’d. 
The outward Rind ferves to make Ropes, 
Match, and to Caulk Ships. The Shell 
within it to make Cops, and for other 
Ufes clfc where fpoken of. 

BuiiJs*' There is another fort of Palm-Trees 
call'd Bitrias., from which the Iflaods of 
Biirias towards the Streight of 5 . Bernar- 
din took their Name. The Tree is 
thicker than the Cow j the Fruit are per- 
fedt Dates, of the Stones whereof they 
make good Beads, and the Leaves are 
like thofe of the common Palm-Trees 
in Jfrifk. About the beginning of the 
Year the Bifayans cut the Stem or Stalk, 
and fo they gath;?r the Liquor, as is done 
with the Coce-l'ree. Of this 

Liquor, belides Vinegar, they make over 
the Fire a fort of Honey, and black Su¬ 
gar, which they call Pacajfas., and fell in 
little Boxes, as a thing much valu’d a- 
mong the Iflanders. I tafted it and found 
it was fomewhat Saltifh and calie to dif> 
folvc. They alfo make after the 
fame manner as it is made of the other 
Trees-, and in Times of Dearth they 
make a fort of Meal of the Fruit ground j 
but not fo wholefome as that of the Sagu. 
Ben^i. The Other Palm-Tree, call’d Bon^a, 
* has large Leaves like the Buri, but the 
Tree and Fruit unlike. The Body of 
the Bongd is Tall, Slender, Strait and 
knotty all the Way. The Fruit is like 
a large Acorn, highly valu’d, becaufeof 
it, the Leaves of Betlt and Chalk, they 
make a Compoiition as big as a fmall A- 
corn, which they and all the JndiMs va¬ 
lue at a great Rate, as a thing that Com¬ 
forts the Stomach, Fallens the Teeth, 
Caufes a fweet Breath, and makes the 
Lips Beautiful and Red; yet immode¬ 
rately us’d it turns the Lips and Teeth 
black, as mofl: of the Indians find by 
Experience, who never ceafe chewing it 
from Morning till Night. Some of 
them will pafs a Day or two without 
Eating, believing they are^ourilh’d by 
it. 

The laft fort of»profitablc Palm-Trees 
( to- lay nothing of the reft tho’ they 
bear Fruit) is the It furnilhes

f to make Cables for Sh^s. Its Thre^^s 
in length and thicjfjfcfs arc like Hemp, 
in blackaefs liki**floifes Hairs, and they 
arc thought to laft long in Sea Water. 

Both the Wool and Hemp are taken 
from about the Trunk of the Trcct 
It produces fome fmall Cocos in Iwg 
Bunches or Cliiflcrsi but of no ufc. 

The Indians from the young Branches 
draw fwcet Tuha, which when grown 
four makes them Drunk. 'I'hc ten¬ 
der Tops arc caren, hut ate not fogooc! 
and well tafted as tliofc of the 
which they cat Boil’d. 

The Leaves of all thefe Palm-Trees 
in general will bear Weaving, as well 
to make Hats or Hoods, as to cover 
Houfes, make Mats for Rooms, Soils 
for Ships, and other ufes fo that in them 
the poor People find Meat, iJriuk, 

Cloth and Houfes, as Pliny in liis Natu¬ 
ral Hiftory lib. t^eap. 4. writ above 
1500 Years fuicc. ^ 

The Tamarines or Sampalos arc a wild Itnimvcs! 
Fruit, and grow in Cods like green 
Beans. They have a biting Taft, and 
arc therefore Eaten with Salt, and Pre- 
ferv’d with Sugar. The Tree ?s tall and 
thick, the Leaves fmall, and the Wood 
ferves for feveral Works like Ebony. 

The Iflands produce abundance of C#*. 
Cajfia. The Tree is not fo large as the 
Tamarine^ but much thicker of Boughs, 

The Leaves are of a beautiful Green, 
and bigger than thofe of the Pear-Tree, 
and being boil’d with the BlolToms, in 
the Nature of a Conferve, work the 
fame Efled as the Fruit, and are Icis 
naufeous. So the young Fruit made in¬ 
to a Preferve, is Saf^ and a good Lax¬ 
ative. The Mountains do fo abound in 
it, that in and June they fat the 
Swine with it, efpecially in the Ifland of 
Mindere. 

There arc fo many other forts of great 
Trees on all the Mountains, which ferve 
to build Ships and Houfes, and are al¬ 
ways Green; that thofe whom long Ex¬ 
perience has not m^e well acquainted 
with the ways, cannot by any means 
far among them, as I few with my o'm 
Eyes going a Hunting.

The Dafo 
has an Aromatick Ropt, fwelling like 
Ginger, and the Fields iire full of it i as 
alfo of the other kind of it, which is 
hotter, and llronger, call’d Langeevas. 
The CMing is fwcet green, but more 
when dry. The Tala is allb an odorife¬ 
rous Hcrb| and more fragrant than the 
Calatett’dotti of which they make fweet 
Water. The Sarafa^ or Oja de S. Jnan 
is lightly, and has long Leaves, with 
white and green Stripes. 

Medicinal As for Medicinal Herbs, no IQand in 
the World abounds in them fo much as 
the Philipfines^ for befidcs Sage, St. Ma- 
ry’/*w«rf, Baum, Houfe-lick, and others 
known in Enrape^ they have many pecu¬ 
liar. The Herb call’d del PqUo, is like 
Purcclanc, and grows every where. 
They have given it this Name, becanfe 
in a very fhort time, it cures any 
Wounds their Game>Cocks receive. 
Panfipan is a taller Herb, with a white 
Flower like the Bean bloflbm. Pound¬ 
ed and laid on Wounds, it loon draws 
out any Foyfon, and cleanfes all Cor¬ 
ruption. The Gtlmdrina and CetidmUy 
fpccdily cure the Flux. There is alfo 
the Herb del Sapo^ and many others 
of great Virtue. In the Iflands of 

S »aa and JTo/o, there are allb ma- 
:rbs peculiar to them, to heal 
ds in a fhort time^ for drinking a 
DecoAiop of them, and applying tne 
Herb to the Wound, it heals in 24 Honrs. 
There is another they ufe after the lame 
unoner as the Tnrks do Opium, to put 
theip befides thcmfelves, befoae they 
join Battle. It takes away the right ufo 
of Realba, lb that there remains no fear 


of any finger ; and the Enemies Swords 
and Spears, are made no account of. 

The greateft wonder is, that the Wounds 
of thofe who have taken, it will not 
Bleedif the Governor of Sambeangat/ 
fpokc Trnth^ in the Account he gave of 
it, to him of Manila, as did Icvcral je- 
fuit MilTioncrs that had been with hnn. 

They added that there were two other 
wonderful Herbs; one of which apply’d 
to the Rcius, makes a Man feulible of 
no wearinefs ; the other held in the 
Mouth, prevents fainting, .and gives a 
Man fuch Vigor, that in the ftrength of 
it, a Man may travel two days without 
Eating.

not well cultivated, abundance of Veno-

Stone, found in the Belly of Deer, and 
Goats. The Malungal powder’d, and 
given in lukc warm Water, and in Oyl 
of Cocos, is a molt powerfol Remedy, 
againft Malignant and Peftilcntial Fe¬ 
vers. The Leaves of the Jllp^en^ 
which arc like thole of the Plant an y 
Purge, or Clcanfe any Sore wonderful¬ 
ly, making the Flclh grow up, without 
any other help, but now and then, chang¬ 
ing new Leaves. The Root of the i;»- 
laoy which is like Ginger, has an admi¬ 
rable Virtue for healing of Wounds, 
and Venomous Thorns,applying it bruif- 
cd and boiled with Oyl of Cocos. 

An Herb by the Spaniardsy call’d de 
QdArasy or of Snakes, and by the Ta- 
gdiant Tartgmgy is excellent for join¬ 
ing together, and knitting of parts that 
have been fever’d, fo that the Snakes 
fometimes cut in two, heal thcmfelves 
with it. The like Virtue is in a fort of 
Wood, call’d DoSen.

A£ndanao is the next 
lUand to Manila in greatnefs, its ihape 
almoft Triangular, ending in the three 
famous Promontories of Samboaagan, 
Cape St. Attgafitn, and Cape Stdiago. Be¬ 
tween 5«/t.^«,andCape St./f«^i^,which 
lie North, and South is*the Province of 
the Warlike Carenas. Between Snliago, 
which points to the North Eaft, and 
Sam^gan, is tl^ Province of Illigan^ 
:he jurisdiftion of Dapitan, and the Peo¬ 
ple call’d Sidsanos. Samboangan, and Cape 
5 t. jfagafttniie Eaft, and Weft, and the 
People of thei^ on the one fide, and 


the other. Border upon the Provinces of 
Suhayen, and Mindanao. Its Situation 
is in the Latitude of fix degrees, in which 
lies Cape St. Augufiin, to ten and a half 
where is Gape Snliago. Its corapafs is a- 
bout 300 Leagues, but has fo many long 
Points running out into the Sea, and 
deep Bays, that a Man may go acrofs it 
in a Day and a half.* It lies Sooth Eaft 
of MmtUa, and 200 Leagues from ij/^ 
About it there are many Kknds^ am^ 
thofe that are inhabited, is Xsdk, thirty 
Leagu« diftant from SambogngaoIda- 
lifan divided by a Straight of 4 Leagues -, 
Sangml^ao Peniofola of Santrangi{an,an^ 
others. 

Mndaioao being fo for ftretch’d out and 
divided, partakes of fcveral Climates, 
*and is encompafs’d by Stormy Seas, ef- 
pcdally on the Coaft of Cars^as. That 

part 
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part which^s fuMeft to the Government 
oi tSambo^ngan iaLmoft Temperate, thcy^ 
Winds Plcalant, storms Rare, and Rain 
Scarce. The Province^ of MindMuut 
and Stthaytn^ Subjeft to two Moorish 
kings, are Boggy and uncafie to Live in 
by reafon of the Gnats. There are 
i^iroughout the Ifland abont 20 Naviga¬ 
ble* Rivers, and above 200 little Ones. 
The moft remarkable are Bah^tn and 
Bumant both flowing from the fame 
Spring, but the firft runs towards the 
Court of Alindanao ^ the other towards 
the North, and falls into the Sra in light 
of Bahol and Lt^te. The third River 
call’d Sihuguty rifes near Dafitan, and 
with its Waters divides the Territory of 
Mindanao from ^at of Samboangan. 
I'here are alfo two Lakes, the onecall’d 
of Mindanao^ which in that Language 
lignifics, a Man of a Lake, and gives its 
Name to all the Country. This is ve¬ 
ry large and cover’d with a fort of Herbs 
they call Tanfo/ij that fpread themfelves 
in many Branches over the Water. 
The other, being cightLeagucsinCom- 
pafr, is in the oppofite fide of the I- 
fland, and known by the Name of Ma- 
lanao. All the Country, except near 
the Sea is Mountainous, yet abounds in 
Rice, and produces very nourilhing 
Roots, as Batatas^ Vbisj Cavesj Ames 
and others. There are infinite numbers 
of the Palm-Trees call’d Sagtt^ of whole 
Meal they make Bread and Bisket, 
throughout all the Ifland of Mndanaa^ 
but efpecially on the Coalt of Garages^ 
near the River Batitan. 

Mindanao produces all the forts of 
Fruit the other Iflands do, and the JDm- 
nw, before fpoke of, over and above. 
But it is to be obferv’d, befides what 
has already been laid of it, that its 
Rind is not very hard, and opens as it 
Ripens. Within it are three or four 
Kernels, cover’d with a loft white Sub- 
itance^ and a fort of Nut, like the Ker¬ 
nel in a Prime Stone, which is eaten 
rolled like Chefnuts. It is of the Na¬ 
ture of the Fruit of the Eaft; vix.. That 
it is gather’d Green, to Ripen in the 
^oufe. There are abundance of them 
aK^c way from Dapitan to Sambeangan, 
foi^o Leagues in length, more cfpecial- 
ly on ,thc thigh Land of Dapitan^ but 
above all in the Iflands of Xolo and Bafi- 
Jan. They lay the Tree Hands 20 Years 
before it Bears. 

Jhe Cinnamon is a Tree peculiar to 
MndanaOf grows on the Mountains with; 
out any Improvement, and has no own¬ 
er but him that firft finds it. Fm: this 


reafon every one, to prevent anothers 
making his Advantage of it, takes oif 
the Bark before it is Ripe j and lb tho’ ' 

at firft it be ftrong like that of 
yet in a fmall time, and at fartheft in 
two Years it lofes all its Taft and Vir¬ 
tue. It is gather’d in 25 Villages, and 
about as many Rivers of the Coaft of 
Samboangan^ towards Dapitan on high 
and craggy Mountains ^ and in one Vil¬ 
lage of the Province of Cagayan. 

The Inhabitants of Mindanao find Goi^. 
good Gold digging deep intotheGround, 
as allb in the Rivers making Trenches, 
before the Flood. There is Sulphur 
enough in the burning Mountains, the ^ ^ 
Antienteft of which is 5 .«;.v< 7 , in the 
Territory of Mindanao, la 1540. a 
high Mountain broke out, and ib cloud¬ 
ed the Air, Land and Sea with its Aflics, 
that it look’d like Doomsday. 

In the Sea of this Ifland and tliat of 
Xolo there are large Pearls taken. J,t has 
all the Birds of the other llland/j ^tud r.^afe. 
among the reft the Carpinrera^' whici), 
as 1 laid before, finds out the Herb that 
makes Iron fly. There are alfo Multi¬ 
tudes of all Ibrts of Bealls, as wild 
Boars, Goats and Rabbets ^ but aboveall 
in lalcivious Baboons, which fuffer not 
the Women to go tar from their Habi¬ 
tations. 

Thirty Leagues South Weft of , 

danaOf is the frmous Ifland of Xolo^ Go- 
vern’d by a King of its own. All the 
Ships of Borneo touch there, and it may 
well be call’d the Mart of all the Mooriih 
Kingdoms. The Air is whollbme and 
frefc by realbn of the frequent Rains, 
which make the Land Fruitml in Rice. 

This only Ifland of all the Philippines 
breeds Elephants j and by reafon the I- rieohants* 
flanders do not tame them, as they do ^ * 

in Siam and Camboya they are mightily 
increas’d. There arc allb Goats with 
fine Ijmtted Skins like Leopards. A- 
mong the Birds, that which builds a Nell 
like a Sparrow, call’d Sdangan^ is the 
rareft. For Fruit it produces the Dari- 
«», abundance of Pepper, which they 
gather Green, and a peculiar Ibrt of 
Fruit call’d of Paradice, and by the Spa- 
nistrdsf the King’s Fruit, becaufe it is 
found no where^but in bis Garden. ^Itis 
as big as a common Apple, of a purple 
Colour, and has little white Kernels 
like Cloves* of Garlick, enclos’d in a 
thick Shell like a picf e of Sole-leather, 
and is of a delicious Taft. As for 
Herbs either Wholelbme or Venomous, 
it produces all that have been deferib’d 
above} but the Natives make ipecial 
'' Ufc 
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Ulc of one rail’d Vbo$hmbatt to fliarpen 

CemtUi. the Appetite. Choice Pearls are taken I 
1597. here, and the Divers before they link 
to the Bottom anoint their Eyes with the 
Bloodof a white Cock. The Sea throws 
up abundance of Amber on the Shore, 
whilft the W inds call’d Vmdavales, whi^ 
arc South and Southweft do not prevail, 
that is, from May till Seftember. Some 
lay the Whale vomits it up, others chat 
it is the Ejfcremcnt of a greater Filh, 
caird Gadiamina^ others that it is the 
Root of a large Odoriferous Tree. 

The Ifland of Bafdm is three l eagues 
from Mindanao^ and twelve Le.s!;ues 'n 
•Compafs. Being oppolite to Sambom’ 
it may be call’d the Garden that 
Vuriiilhcs it with Plamans^ Sugar-Canes, 
Caves and Lavetones, The Fruit in the 
Ifland de-los-Pintados call’d Boaba^ is no 
bigger than a Nut, and within its Shell 
has three or four very fwcet Kernels, 
fo deikious that a Man may eat a prodi¬ 
gious Quantity without being cloy’d. 
The Dmon or Dulian, as the Iflanders 
call it, is here found in great Plenty. 
The Maron in the Ifland of Leyte call’d 
Tugup, has a downy Rind j when Ripe 
it is as big as a Melon, and within con¬ 
tains fmail Kernels, like the Jtas and 
the Ctrimajas of New Spain j thc Flelh is 
foft and favory. The Balono without is 
likeaQiiincc, and within it is a Kernel 
with the thicknefs of a Finger of Flelh 
about it. When Green it is pickled in 
Vinegar. The Ifland abounds in Rice, 
differing in Colour, Smell and Qiiality ; 
thanks to the Rivers, which arc great 
and tioublclbme to crofs, tho’ the Ifland 
Ik* fmall. In the Woods there is no 
want of wild Boars and Deer, nor of 
good Timber for Building. The Sea, 
bclidcs fonie Filhes known in Europe^ 
has others peculiar to it^ good Tortoifes 
of the 2d fort, that is, fucb as are va¬ 
luable for their Shell, and two forts of 
Jett. 

.j., .. . There arc four principal Nations in 
Mindanao^ whkhare theMindanaesf Ca- 
i agasf Lataos and Subanos. ThtCaragas 
arc Brave bpth by Sea and Land. 1 he 
Mndan<*os Faithlcfs, as being Maheme- 
tans. The Lutaos, a new Nation in all 
t.he*tlircc Iflands of Afa/danao^ Xolo and 
Bafdany live inHoufesbuilton the Tops 
of Trees, on the Banks of Rivers, which 
at Flood cannot be crofs’d a-foot; for 
Lttuo in their Laiguage fignifies a Man 
that fwims on the Water. 1 hefe Men 
are fucb Enemies to the Land, that they 
take no Pains for Sowing, but live the 
beft they can /pon Filhing, wandring 
^ Vol. IV. 


about the Sea of Aindanao^ Xclo and 
Eafilan. Yet they ajk cunning Tracers, 
and wear Torbants, and ufc the Jjinc 
Weapons the Moors do, as Traffcking, 
and being in Amity with thole of rrrneo. 
The Sabanosy th.it is, D'.vcflcrs on Ri¬ 
vers, for Saba fignifies a River, arc ibe 
leafl: look’d upon of aiiy Pto|-.lc i;* the 
Ifland, as being B;!n.'and i Kicn;:. 

They never depart from tlie Ki 
where they Build Jong jnbers, 
fo high that there is no rc.it hiiig tlicii 
Neft with a Pike; they climb up to it 
at Night by a Pole faftntd to it for that 
purple. They arc as it were Vallals 
to the Ltttaos. The Dapitans furpaft all 
the four Nations bcforc-mcntion’d for 
Valour and Wifoom ^ and there is no 
doubt but they were very aflifting to 
the Spaniards in Conquering the lllands. 

The Inland is fnbjed to the Moun¬ 
tain ’People, who being fond of Sloth 
and i,ii<vTty, keep there without any 
Inclination to come down to the Sea, or 
love of Tillage ; and being thus grown 
wild for wancof Commerce, gavcllran- 
gers an Opportunity of poirelling thcra- 
fclvesof the forfaken Sho. c and Rivers. 

There are aJfo in Mindanao fame 
Blacks, like Ethiopians^ who own no Su¬ 
perior, no more than thole of the lilaiid 
of Blacks, and Mountaiiis of Manila^ 
but live like hcaffs coavcrfiug with 
none, and doing harm to all they can. 
They have no fetied Place of abode, and 
in all the bad Weaihej have no Ihcltcr, 
but the Trees. Their Cloaths are fuch 
as Nature gave them, for they never 
cover fo much as that which ought to 
be hid. Their Weapons are Bows and 
Arrows. They reap no other Fruit of 
their Barbarity, but Liberty. 

The gencrah'ty of the Inhabitants of 
thefe Illauds arc Heathens; but from 
Sanxil to Samhoangan the People along 
tbe Coaft are Madiometans ; more parti¬ 
cularly in the Iflands of Ba^dan and Ao/o, 
which are as it were the Metroplis of 
that Suprftirion, and the Mecca ofc the 
Archipelago; bccaqfe the firfl: Teacher 
of it is bury’d there, of whom the gid^ 
dy Headed Cafikes tell a thouland Fabl^ 
The Spaniards at their coming deftsof’d 
his Tomb. However, to fay the trnth, 
they are generally Atheifts* add thofc 
that have any Religion arc Sorcerers. 
The Msdsemetsms know nothing of thefl* 
Suprftiyon belides eating no Swines 
Flelh , being Ciraimcis’d and keep- 
*ing many Wives; tho’ they ail agree in 
giving their Minds to Oblcrvjtions and 
Auguries upn every light Accident.

The Sithanos of the Mountains of Of the 
Xolo and Mmd^mu hare a more barba- submu 
rous Government than the reft. They 
do not go to War one Nation againft 
another, or one Village againft another ^ 
but, like Enemies of humane kind, they 
all endeavour to deftroy one another^ 
for they know no other Power or Au¬ 
thority but what is got by Force and 
Violence. They hare no other way to ' 
Try their Caufes, but the Power of the 
Party griev’d to take Revenge, which 
yet in the moft heinous Cafes is molli- 
fy’d with Gifts. For this Reafon, when 
one of the SHbmos defigns to Commit a 
Murder fafely, he hrft heaps up a Sum 
of Mony to jwy for itj that he may af¬ 
terwards be admitted to the number of 
brave Men, and as fuch wear the Red 
Turbant. More Cruelty is us’d among

1 he pevil appeare to Ibme of them, 
hecajAe they call u^n him in Time of 
need, and offer Sacrifice to him. The 
Mountaniers arc abfolute Atheifts, for 
they have not the Icaft lign of a MofqHe, 
or other Place of Prayer. They are 
very temperate, contenting themfelves 
vviilu little boil'd Rice, and where that 
is not to he had, with Roots of Trees; 
vvitliout making ufe of any Spice whe¬ 
ther they arc Rich or Poor; the better 
fort when they have a Deer, Goat, or 
Filh, uling no other Seafbning but Salt 
and Water. Their Cloaths are plain, 
for being Enemies to Society, every 
Man is his own Taylor. One and the 
fame Garment ferves for Breeches, Dou¬ 
blet and Shirt. By their fide they wear 
Daggers after their Falhion, with gilt 
Hilts. Over their Breeches they bind 
about them a Piece of the Country Stuff; 
fo broad that it hangs down to their 
Knees, and on their Heads wear a Moo~ 
rijh Turbant. The Women in the Day 
time wear a Sack inftcad of a Petti¬ 
coat, which at Night ferves for Sheet, 
Blanket and Quilt, upon a feurvy Mat. 
Yet tiity wear rich Bracelets. 

The little Wooden Houfes are cover’d 
with Mats; the Ground is all their Scat; 
the Leaves of Trees Plates and Difhes; 
the Canes large Veflels, and the Com 
drinking Cups. 

As to their Manners they are more 
Barbarous than the other Mahometans ; 
for if the Father lays out any Mony for 
his Son, or ranlbms him out of Slavery, 
he keeps him as His Slave; and the Son 
docs the lame by his Father. For any 
little Kindnefs they do, they deprive 
him that receives it of his Liberty; and 
for the Crime of one Man make Slaves 
of all the Kindred. They do much 
Wrong to Strangers that deal with them, 
and the Purfe pays for all. He that is 
taken in Adultery buys himfeif oft with 
Mony, this being look’d upon as no 
Difgrace among them. They abhor 
rhgfc. Inceft in the firft Degree is Pu- 
nifli’d with Deaths that is, calling the 
Criminal into the Sea in a Sack. Law 
^its are foon decided, without many 
FoMialities, either in Civil or Criminal 
Cafes. The King of Xoto for the Ad- 
miuiftfatioh of Juftice has a Governor, 
whom they call Zartdsandalf which is the 
Tupream Honour at Court. The great 
Onesopprefs the Poor, becaufe the King 
is'poc abfblote enough. Thcfe arc de¬ 
grees of Nobility; as of Taanty that 
is, Lord; Otancs^as, Rich Man; and 
Lords of Vaflals. In Mindanao the 


the Caracas., where to have the ptivi- 
legeof wearing a Turbant of IjTvcral 
Colours, call’d Baxache^ they muft kill 
Icven, as has been hinted before, and 
therefore for this inhuman'Vanity, they 
do not fjjare even their Friends, when- 
foever they catch them Sleeping or Un¬ 
provided. 

At the Funerals of their Dead they 
are very Religious and Bountiful con- ^ 
fideriiig their Poverty, for they fj'endall 
they have, Cloatiiiag the dead Body in 
new Garments, and laying rich Tifl'uco- 
ver them. About the Grave they plant 
Palm-Trees and Flowers; and if the 
Perfon deceas’d was a Prince or King, 
they burn Perfumes, and cover the Tomb 
withaPavillion, placing four white Ban¬ 
ners on the fides. Fojuicily they flew 
others to bear the dead Mao company, 
and call all the beft Things they had 
into the Sea, particularly the Lutaos, 

To put themfelves in mind of Death, 
they make their Coffin whilft Living, 
and always keep it in light in their 
Houfes. A Cuftom obferv’d by the 
ChineJesj and which ought to be imita¬ 
ted by Chriftians. 

The Women are Chaft and Modeft, Marriages 
a Virtue much forwarded by their De¬ 
formity. Their Marriages are celebra¬ 
ted with much ^tate; that is, Trcauog 
the Company a whole Fortnight * or 
rather making them Drink, wherein 
conlifts all ilhe Satisfadion. The Bride 
.is generally carry’d L}. State, in a Palan- 
quine or Chair on Mens Shoulders; the 
Kindred and Friends attending her witi^ 
their Swords and Bucklers, and Muiick. 

The Bridgroom r-‘mcs p meet her with 
S his 
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his Company; and when they have ac> 
cepced of one another,' the Bride re¬ 
mains Clad in White, and the Husband 
changes his Garments into Red. When 
, they come to the Houfe, they ali make 
Merry with Modelty and Plenty. 

Boats. The Boats of thefe Iflanders are lew’d 
together with Canes fplit, and on the 
tides have Fences made of Cane, that 
they may not overfet. 

Weapons. Their Weapon in the Town is a 
Dagger with a flaming Blade. The 
great Men have Ivory, or Gold Hilts. 
In their Wars by Land they ufe a Lance, 
and round Buckler; whereas in all the 
other lilands it is long and narrow, to 
cover all the Body. Upon Sea, betides 
the Weapons already mention'd, they 
ufe Bagaci^es. Thefe are fmall Cane^ 
about the thicknefs of a Finger, hardned, 
and made lharp, which darted ftrike 
through a Board. 

The Mahometans, whofe Original is 
from ^rnto, brought thence the nfe of 
the Trank, through which they Shoot 
little poifon*d Arrows, with the help 
of a little Paper •, which if they make 
but a flight Wound are Mortal unlefs

particularly human Du)^, round by Ex¬ 
perience to be a fufe Prefervative.. ' 
The People of Xolo, call’d Xembanos 
are Refolute, and wear white Armour. 
The Mindanaes betides the Lancej Dag¬ 
ger, and Buckler, carry a heavy cutting;^ 
Scimitar, like the Inhabitants of Ter- 
nate. * 

About the Lake of MaUitao, there 
are feveral Villages of Moors, and Gen- 
tils, govern’d by a petty King iDdc[)cn- 
dent of him of Mindanao, who could 
never Subdue them.

It 
has a Point of Land running out four 
Leagues Ball ward, and another three 
Leagues Southward, both well Peopled. 


CHAP. vn. 

Of the Molucco Iflaisds, assd others in thnt Archipelago* 


IHE Molucca Iflands lying within 

_ the Line of the Spani^ Conquefts, 

aud having been formerly under the Go¬ 
vernor of Mwtila (whofe Jurifdidion 
we have here propos’d to fpeak) whilfl 
the Crown of Porturd was united to 
that of Cafiile ; it will be proper to give 
fomc Account of them. 

Moloe is a Mals^ Word, deriv’d from 
the Hebrew, Malach, fignifying the 
Head of a great Thing; and the Mo- 
lucco Iflands were ever the chief of all 
the Archipelago. They are feated un¬ 
der the Unc, 300 Leagues Eaft of Ma- 
laea, and as much South-Weft of Ma¬ 
nila. There are five in Number, and 
lie in fuch Order for 25 Leagues North 
and South, along the Country call’d Be- 
tochina del Mm, that they are always 
in tight one of the other. The firft and 
chief of them is on tb<$ North fide, and 
temtie* <alP d Terranate, otTernate, fix Leagues 
and a half in compafs. Spm place it in 
half a D^ree of North Latitude, others 
in but twenty Minutes. In it is a burn¬ 
ing Mountain, whole largeft Mouth on 
the top is a Stones throw over \ the 
other two are left, one on the Eaft fide

towards the Malay Sca^ the other on 
the North-Weft over Tacome about Burning 
them all three there is much Sulphur Mountain, 
gather’d.

A 
burning Mountain in it, is of the fame 
Nature as that in Tidore. It abounds in

1 'aiL.Y>» and Sagu for common Food. 
It is ^vern’d by a King of its own, 
who iwys Tribute, and makes the Sid>a, 
that is, n fort of Homage to the King 
ot Ternate. 

Bclides thele, and three other Iflands 
properly comprehended under the name 
of Mvlucces^ there are four more about 
eighty Leagues North of Ternate. The 
neared is that of Aieao^ five Leagues in 
compafs, and bearing nothing but only 
a little Clove. It has no Port, and the 
Inhabitants live upon Filhing. 
yjjtiris. Tafuret is lix Leagues South of Aieao^ 
and fcarcc three Leagues in compafs. But 
it is very Fruitful, abounding in Coco- 
Trees,&#^v,and other forts of Fruit i and 
has a great Lake. Ac prefent it has no 
Inhabitants, for they all went over to 
Meaoy CO avoid the Uardibips put upon 
them by the Sfoniards in 1631. 

TigoUnit. Sixteen Leagues to the Northward is 
TageUnda^ a large Ifland being 6 Leagues 
in compats. It lias a burning Mountain, 
which does not obllrod its atounding 
iaC0r»-Tiees, and Fruit, and pro¬ 
ducing fome Rice and Clove. There 
arc two good Forts in it, and a deep 
River on the Sooth fide, with two fmall 
Iflands, convenient for FiQiing, with 
burning Mountains in both. It is go- 
versn’d by a King of 4 ts own, whofo 
Power extends no further chan to be a- 
ble to put to Sea eight, or ten Caraeaai 
for War, with Fire-Arms and other 
Weapons. Thcif Language dififrrs frotp 
the Malay. 

The Kingdom of SUe lies 4 Leagues 
North of T^tdmtda^ and 30 of Ttfn^te. 


It is an Ifland with a burning Mountain, 
from whofc Topifluc abundaiicc of burn¬ 
ing Stones i and on the other fide a plen¬ 
tiful Spring of Water. The compafr 
of the Ifland is about 4, or 5 Leagues, 
the Inhabitants Hcatlicns. The Kijjg 
was a Catholick when t.ic Spaniards pof- 
fefs'd the MoluccoSf aiid ever very frith*- 
fol to them, and therclorc always at 
War with him ot Tagulavda, who was 
a Mahemetam This was the antienteft 
Chriftian Place in the Archipelago, Chri- 
lliauity having been planted from the 
lime tliat St. Francis Xaverius went over 
thither, riic Kingdom is poor and 
fmall, containing but 3000 Souls. It 
produces many Cbcw, and but little Rice, 

Sagu, Plantans, Camoitas, andPopayas, 

In the Places inhabited there arc Hens, 
and foveral forts of Creatures on the 
Moimtains. 

Twelve Miles North of this Kingdom ceUngs. 
is the burning Mountain and Kingdom 
of Colonga^ lying F.afl: and Weft ^ and 
having but 5 , or 7 Leagues in compafs. 

From the burning Mountain flow many 
Springs of warm Water, which moiften 
the Ifland, and make it produce fevcral 
forts of Fruit. The Inliabitants are a- 
bout 5, or 6000 ufing Firc?Arms and 
other Weapons. On the North fide of 
it is a Me Harbour. 

Cauripa is a fmall Kingdom 40 Leagues Cmripi. 
from ColoHga. On the South fide it 
looks upon the great Ifland of Mateos^ 
and Kingdom of Macajfar. On the North 
fide it has a deep River and good Har¬ 
bour. The King, and 4, or 5000 Sub- 
jeds he has are Heathens. The Climate 
is Temperate, and the Soil produces fuch 
abundance of Sagu, that it fometimes 
fupplies Ternate ; and befides that all the 
common Fruit of India, Cocas, Grain, 
and ieveral forts of Beafts; among which 
one call’d Carabaos, or Sibelas. Nor do 
the Sea and Rivers abound lefs in Filh. 
ThcPcopIc are indefatigable and warlike. 

Men and Women are Clad like thofc of 
Tidore. They fet out to the Number of 
fifteen Caracoas, or great Barques. 

The Kingdom of Mulan is 7 Leagues 
Weft of Cauripa, oh the Land ot Ma- > 
caffar. It has more Plenty of Rice than 
Cattripa, and produces the fame Fruit. 

There are feveral Rivers that lead up to 
Villages, inhabited by about 3000Souls. 

This King fees out 10 Cteracaas, and his 
Men ufc Fire Arras, and other W«»- 
pot^, bcin^ fupply’d with Salt-peter 
from the ViHage or Magonda, and with tjAmaios' 
, Iron from the Mines. The Province 
of Aimadoi is twelve Leagues, Eaft of 

Bulan, 
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Bulan, and 40 from Terttate. It aboundiv 
in Fruit, Rice, ^nd Grain \ and as for ^ 
Bsdfts, in Sihohs, Buflilos, and Swine^ 
The Inhabitants are at leaft 40000, a- 
mong whom the greatcft Wealth is, I- 
ron, Cotton and Brafs. They go naked, 
covering their Privities with Clouts, 
and the Women wear a fort of Stnffl 
made of Cane, from the Waftc to the 
Knees. Thcfc arc the whitcit and beft 


of all Things. Its lhape is like a Horft* 
Ihooc, the two Points whereof running 
out North and South are three Leagues 
diftanc. ^In the Bay between them is 
the chief Village frequented by many 
Ship, and all the Coalts about are co- 
verd with abundance of Nutmeg-Trees ^ 
whole Bloflbms Ibread foch a Fragrancy, 
as if Nature had employ’d all her Arc 
to make then wonderful Sweet. Thele 


fliap’d of any we have hitherto fpoke 
of. Thcfc People ufe no fire Arms, 
and yet arc very Cruel, for they Perfe- 
ence one another, without fparing the 
Lives of thofe that are overcome, for 
their greateli Glory confilts in hanging 
up the Skulls of thofe they kill, at their 
Doors. They are not lb Superftitious 
as the other Heathens, but great oblerv- 
ers of the Singing of Birds. In other re- 
fpefts they are Affable, and lovers of 
Trade. 

All the Iflands, or Kingdoms here 
mention’d, cither are comprehended in 
the Molucca Archipelago, where former¬ 
ly the Arms of Spain bore Sway^ or 
were Protefled by them; or at leaft 
gave a helping Hand to Curb the Ene¬ 
mies of the Confederates, and keep the 
Dutch in "Awe •, and therefore 1 have 
made mention of them alone, tho’there 
be many more, as the Kingdom of Ma- 
ct^ar, in the great Ifiand of Celebes, and 
others Subjed and Tributary to the lame 
King. 

Land of Beyond the Idand of Cil^, is the 
r spues. Land of Papuas, the Queen of which 

Place becoming a Chriftian, was a long 
time maintain’d out of the King’s Re¬ 
venue at Manila', becaufe ihe leaving 
her Idolatrous Husband, and marrying 
the Chriftian King of Tidore, came to 
Manila to demand Succours. Th^ will 
have this Country to be part or New 
Guinea, for Papuas fignifies Blacks,whence 
New Guinea had its Name, which as yet 
is not known whether it be an llland or 
Continent, tho’ fome Maps fet it down 
as an Ifland. So alfo between AnAoina 
Bmds and Ternate, are the Iflcs of Banda, be- 
lUands. ing' as many as the Moluccas, and as va- 
^luable for their Nulmeg, and other Spi¬ 
ces, as thofe are for their Clove. All 
fivcjof them take the name of the big- 
geftT and lie in four Degrees, and thir¬ 
ty Minuces<of South Latitude, and three 
Leagues from Ambaina. Here grows all 
die Nutmeg and Mace that furniflies the 
Wprldy for tho’ they grow in other 
. Fticcs, yet the^ are not lo good. 

Bends. Banda, as it is the biggeft, fo it is al^ 
do the rooft delightful and plentifulleft 


Trees by degrees quit the Green, fo na¬ 
tural to all Vegetables, and put on a 
Blew, mix’d with Black, Red, and Gold 
Colour like the Rainbow •, tho’ not fo 
regularly diftributed. Beyond this de¬ 
lightful Plain, there rifes a little Moun¬ 
tain in the middle of the Ifland, from 
which flow Ibme Brooks that Water the 
Country and then follows another 
Plain, cover’d with the lame Trees, 
growing naturally out of the Earth. 

The Nutmeg-Tree is like the Pear- 
Tree in height and Branches ', bbt the 
Leaves are more like a Walnu^'^as is 
the Fruit, cover’d with fuch a Kind, the 
loft inilde whereof call’d Mace, is as A- 
romacick as the other. The Natives of 
Banda Extrad a precious Oil to Cure 
cold Diftempers. Of thefe Nuts they 
chufe the Frelheft, Weightieft, Largeft, 
and full of Moifture, without any Hole 
they are good to CotTed a ftinking 
Breath, clear the Sight, comfort the Sto¬ 
mach, and fcveral other Difeafes. The 
Trees they grow on are in Common, 
and when the Nuts are gather’d, which 
is in Astgufi, they are divided among the 
Inhabicaucs of the Villages. 

The People are Strong, but ill Fa¬ 
vour’d, Melancholy, and wear long Hair. 

They arc all Mahometans ', the Men 
given to Trade, the Women to Tillage. 

They have no King or Lord, but Obey 
the Eldeft, and thefe feldom agreeing in 
Opinion, they often are at Variance and 
Quarrel ', not to be Reconcil’d bnt by 
the Nations, that Refort to their Ports 
to Trade for Nutmeg and Mace. When 
thefe iflands were di^ver’d by the P«r- 
tuguefes, the People of Maiaca and Java 
Traded to them. 

The Pert^uefes and Dutch count the Aaboks. 
Ifland of Amaina, eight Leagues North 
of Banda, one of the cbiefeft. It lies 
in four Degrees, of Sooth Latitude, «nd 
is feventeen Leagues in CompalL This 
alone produces more Clove than all the 
five Amuccos, but it is not ib good. It 
alfo abounds in Oranges, Lemmons, Q- 
trons. Cocas, Sogar-Qnes, and the like. 

There are feveral forts of Beafts, and 
Birds, and among the reft Parrots of 

fcve- 
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rC \*0 ftverai Colonrs, and one with red Fea- 
^nuUi. thers, moft Beaudfiil to behold. The 
, 159 - 7 . Inhabitants are more Docible than thofe 
of the Mohcees and Bund*, They wear 
the fame fort of Apparel, an# lire on 
the Trade of Spice. Their Hardincfi 
both by Sea and Land makes them much 
rain’d for Soldiers or Sailors. Befides 
Fire-Arms, they ufe Scimitars, and Jave¬ 
lins, which they Dart very Dexteroufly. 
The Land is Mountainous and well Peo¬ 
pled, abounding in Rice, Palm-Trees, to 
make Wine, and very excellent Fruit. 
It was once in the PoiR-flion of the Dutch ^ 
but the Inhabitants Revolted with the 
Afllftancc of the King of Macaffar. 

Having fo often made mention of the 
Clove, it will be proper to fay fome- 
thing of it. Becaufe of its being Ihap’d 
like a Nail, the Spaniards gave it the 
name of Qavo. Its Bloflbm is like that 
of Mirtle, but the Leaves extraordinary 
Ji^all, coming out between thofe four 
little T^'ceth, which when dry remain 
like a Swr, and Compofe the Head of 
the Clove. Abundance of them grow 
in a Clutter, like the Mirtle, or Elder, 
and yield the roott fragrant Sicent. The 
Tree is like the Laurel, but thicker of 
Leaves, and they thinner, and narrower. 
Sometimes they are of feveral Colours; 
but the Cloves do not come out, or grow 
Ripe all at once. The backwardeft are 


White, then Green, and when near Ripe 
grow Red j which Variety, is a very 
plealant Sight to Strangers. TJiey are 
gather’d in February and September^ and 
do not grow every Year, but every two, 
and fometimes three; but then the Har- 
vett is very Plentiful, as if Nature would 
make amends for the Delay, They are 
gather’d like the Olives, by fliaking thd 
Boughs, after cleaning the Ground abTitic 
them. Then they arc Ijuead out in tiic 
Sun, and in three Days are dry enough, 
between Black and A(h Colour. Frelh 
Water Rots, and the Salt Pi eferves them. 
Thole that renvun on the 'I'rces, and arc 
ail’d Mother-Cloves, within a Year grow 
bigger and ftronger, and arc therefore 
more valu’d in Java. Tlufe falling to the 
Ground produce other Trccr, v/ithout 
any helpof Art and they after 8 Years 
bear, and laft fomeiime to a.i hundred. 
It is commonly faid that only tic A felucca 
Iflands produce Clove, bccaiife of the 
infinite Quantity grows thti t, and fo 
good that it exceeds the Clove of the 
other Iflands, bnt that of jdmboina is 
larger, and little Inferior to it. The 
Virtue of Clove is wonderful againft all 
Diftempers proceeding from QjJd and 
Dampnett. When Green they Extras 
from It a Water of a mott delicious Smell, 
and very good for the Palpitation of the 
Heart. 


CHAP. VIII. 

How the Philippine-lflands were difemer'd. 


P Rovidcnce made the Choice for the 
dilcovcry of thefe Iflands of Ferdi¬ 
nand Magrdlaens^ a Portugueje., knowing 
in the Affairs of this Archipelago, by 
the Relations he had from his Friend 
Francis Serrano, who was the firtt Diico- 
verer of them round by the Eaft. He 
was at Malaca in the Year 1511, when 
Mfonfo de jllbuquerijue complcatcd the 
Conquett of it j after which thinking he 
could better make his Fortune in Europe, 
he return’d to Portugal. 

Miduceos In December, that fame Year, Flancis 
difeover’d. Serrano, and Anthony d^AbreuSaiVd from 
Malaca towards thefe llland^ and the 
fecend of them hapne^ to difeover the 
Ifles of Bwida, where the Nutmeg 
grows i and the other the Mohwcos valu¬ 
able for the Clove. Serrano ttaid there, 
at the Requeft BoUyfe, King of Ter- 
note i but nc fent Peter Fernandez, to give 
the King of Portugal and his Friend Ma- 
geUau an Account of the Nature and Im* 
portance of t^le Iflands. 


Magellan, as we call him In BjgllJh, ms^lhn 
haring this News, and not being able in spjttui^ 
to move his own King Emanuel to give 
Ear to him ^ went Over to the Court

The 
Lord of Dimajfava Kiufmanto the King 
of Bittuan^'mi to him of Cebuy was af- 
fifting to Magellan , for he brought the 
Ships into that Port on the 7tb of Affil 
Before Mafs was faid on IVhitfund ^, 
that Lord and the King of Cebu were 
BaptivAl, and by their means many Men 
of Note and others to the number of 
500 \ and after Dinner the Queen with 
500 more. The next Day the Royal 
Standard being fetup with great Solem¬ 
nity, the King and all his People took an 
Oath of Fidelity after the InMan Man¬ 
ner, whereof fpeedy Notice was fent 


back to Spain. 

On Friday the 26th of aiprily MageU 
Ian and fome of his Men were kill’d in 
the firft Encounter, with the chief Men 
of the Ifland of Mat an y oppofite toCr- 
bu. On the firft of M^y the treache¬ 
rous King of Cebu at a bloody Entertain¬ 
ment. cut oIT the Heads of 24 of the 
principal Men belonging to the Ships, 
and among them Duarte Barboja Kinf- 
man and Succcflbr to Megellany all the 
Milcbicf being contriv’d by a Black, who 
W'as Slave to Magellan and had ierv’d as 
Interpreter, ‘in Revenge for Ibme Inju¬ 
ry done him by Barbtfa, Upon the Re¬ 
ceipt of this News, John CarvaUo put 
out of the Port of Cebu with his Ships 
and Men fteering Eaft South Eaft. Be¬ 
ing come to the Point of Bohol and Pan- 
^lao belay by; and then difeovering the 
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Ifland de-hs-Negresy dircdted bis Coorfe 
to (^ipit on the Coaft of Mindanao, 

Thence he fail’d to Bomeoy vyhere he 
took Mlueca Pilots, and returning by 
the way'tlf Ct^ayanesy Xeloy Taguimoy 
Mindanaoy Sarragan and Sanguil ; on the 
7th of November dtfeover’d the Molue- 
cosy and the 8th Anchor’d in Tidore. 

The King receiv’d him conrreoofly, al¬ 
lowing him to I'rade, and fet up a Fa- 
dory to buy Clove and other Spice j 
which was foon done. Whilft they were 
getting all things ready, the Ship call’d 
the Trinity , which had attempted to 
fail diredly back to Panamay came back 
and deliver’d it felf up to the Portuguefts 
at Ternate. The Ship FiBory took the

three Years and fome Days after it fet 
out, with only 18 Men out of 59 that 
fail’d from the Aioluccosy SebajHau de Ca¬ 
no being Captain. The Account of the 
New and wonderful Voyage of the Ship 
Fiilory being known throughout Spahy 
with the Information concerning the 
rich Trade of Spice. D. F. Gorcta ^olre 
de laayfa of the Order of S. John ot Af.tl- 
tay was fent thither with a Squadron of 
feven Ships, and StbafiLtu del Cano for 
his Succeflbr. Thefe failing from Conmnay 
came to an Anchor in the new Streighe 
of Magellan in January 1525, and in May 
following got out into the South Sea, 
after lofing one Ship in that narrow'Paf- 
fage. In June a violent Storm parted the 
Ships, andTunk moft of them. Aboard 
the Admiral which on the laft Day of 
3f»/y wasin four Degrees of South Lati¬ 
tude, the Commander in chief Loayfa 
dy’d, and four Days after him his Suc¬ 
ccflbr Sebajtian del Cano and many more.

The Con^ueft of the Philippine-Iflands. 


T H E ill Succefs of the Attempts 
before-raention’d made the Con- 
queft of the Philippine-lRands be laid afide 
lor ten Years, till at the perfwallon of 
F. Andrew de Vrdaneta, of the Order of 
S. Aiguftin, King Philip thc 2d. order’d 
the Viceroy of Mexico, to fend thither 
four Ships and a Frigot with 400 Men 
under the Command of Michael-Lopez.- 
de-Legafpi, a Native of Mexico. F. An¬ 
drew Would go with him and took four 
more of his Order. 

Ih January \ 565, this Fleet came to 
an Anchor among the Iflands de-Us-La- 
dronts -, On the 13th of Fe^puary arriv’d 
at the Ifland of Leyte-, and running fuc-

In 1571 
the Spaniel Arms reach’d Manila, and 
reduced it without any expence of Blood. 
Oii the 24th of ^me being the Feaft of 
Sc.70J&» B^tift, the Foundation of the 
City was fblemnly lay’d, and Trade fet- 
Icd with China, 10 that the firft Osiam- 
pans came thence to Trafiick in May 
1572. The Governor Legafpi dy’din 
jiugufi thatfiime Year; and Guido de La- 
bazjirris entring upon the Government 
continu'd the Conqueft of the Ifland, 
giving Souldiers that had ferv’d well fe- 
veral Encomiendas or Parcels of Indians 
CO be their Tenants, which was after-^ 
wards confirm'd by the King, in No- 
vember 15 74, Limahon a Cbinefe Pyrate, 
allaulted Manilamth a Fleet of 70 Bar¬ 
ques, but was bravely Repuls’d. 

In Zugi^ 1575 DoSor Francis de Sonde, 
Alcade of the Court of Mexico was lent 
Governour. He it was that undertook 
the famons Expedition againft the King 
of Borneo, in which that King was over¬ 
thrown, and bis Court Plunder’d; the 
vlflantki of Mindanao and Xolo oblig’d to 
Vpay Tribute; and he and other Gover¬ 
nors afterwards continu’d the Conqueft.

Apil 153 5 he landed at Samboangan, For- 
tiiy’d himfelf^ putting all about to Fire 
and Sword, and at laft created a Fort 
there. Sultan King of ACndanao fued 
for a Peace, which was Concluded on 
the 24th of Sfune 1^45, by Captain 
Francis Atienxat-y-Sanez. Governor of 
the Fort of Siwsboangan, by Commifiion 
from I). Janus Faxardo Governor of 
Manila. The principal Articles were. 

That the aforefaid Sultan and his Sj^ 
jebis, fliould be Friends to the King oj^Spnin, 
and the King of Spain theirs. Thttt if for 
the future eit^ fde was Aggriev’d, it 
jheuld acquaint the Court to require Satit- 
falHon, and the Peace flsould net be fuppos’d 
to be broken tiUafter fix Months. That the 
SsdtjtHs of both fides might go and come free¬ 
ly without Let or Molefiation, with Leave 
of their King and the Governor of Manila. 

And other Articles which may be feen 
in RoUes’i Hiftory of Mindanao, lib. 7. 

This King of Mindanao could bring 
into the Field 30C00 Men with Fire 
Arms, ibid him by the Dutch, Bows 
and Arrows, and other Weapons. His 
Refidence was in an open Place fortify’d 
(Hily with Paliiadoes, and a few Pieces of 
Cannon. 

In 1662 the Governor of Manila fear¬ 
ing the Threats of a Chinefe Pyrate, of 
whom weipoke in the 4th Volume; 
the better to fecure Manila, refign’d 
SanAeangan to the King of Mindmao, 
Conditionally that he ifould reftore it, 
when demanded by the Spaniards. The 
Pyrate who was alfo p«ty King of Br- 
mofa, dy’d foon after in a Rage, and lb 
deliver’d Manila from that Fear. 

Notwithftanding theGarrifon of Sam- 
boangan was withdrawn, the Province 
of Caragas remain’d under the Dominion 
of the povern’dby an Alcade 

Mayor, placed there by the Governor of 
Mamla with a good Garrifon of Spani¬ 
ards. Befides''chere is the Fort of UUgan, 
bflonging to the Provi'Ke of Dapitan ;

Jllifan and Dapitan are Parilhes and 
Miflious of the Fathers of the Society;

\Vhilfl: I was at Manila, F. Maurice 
Per era a C.ttdonian, fet out with a Com¬ 
panion for the Million of Samboangan, 
and foon after I heard they had been all 
well receiv’d by the King of Mindanao, 
.^iidfent to the Place of their Miflion, 
TOllefsId by the Prince his Son. There 
is a good Correlpondcnce between this 
King and the Governor of Manila, in- 
Ibmuth, that nine Years ago the King 
fejit an Emballador to the Governor to 
acquaint him, that he had concluded a 
Peke with another King his Neighbour. 

1 had the Curiofity to enquire of the 
Governor, who was D. Faufio Cruzjuy 
Coryora, how he had receiv’d that Fm- 
baliy. He told me in the firft Place, that 
the EmbalTador was the King’s Brother; 
and Clad after the Moerijh Falhion, bare 
Footed and bare Lcgg’d. That he had 
him led through the Spanijh Foot drawn 
up, and receiv’d him under a Canopey. 
That neither the EmbalTador nor any of 
his Retinue, would lodge in the Palace, 
hut all of them retir'd at Night to their 
Vclfcls. The Prelcnt was only a few 
Qiiilts of no great Value. 

i>. Stbajiian Hurtado de Corcuera, Go- 
mo Con- vernot Captain General of Manila, 
quer’d. fubdu’d the llland and Kingdom of Xolo, 
going thither in 163S with 80 Barques, 
and 600 Spanijlt Souldiers, befides many 


Indians, fo obliging the Indians to fub- 
mit ibcmlelves. 1 he Peac 5 of Xolo o- 
pen’d the way to the Chriftian Religion, 
and the Fathers of the Society; but it 
was loon broke through the Indilcrction 
of Captain Cafpar de Alereles. It was re- 
ftor’d again on the 4th of AptU 16.yS. 
upon Condition the King ol Jiulo fixtikl 
pay a Yearly Tribute of three Xaoagas, 
or Barques fix Yards long, loaded with 
Rice. The lame Captain D. F ancls de 
Atienza manag’d this Treaty for Spdn ; 
and Batiocan and Arancaye Daran, Eni- 
balladors of Sultan Corabat , King of 
Mindanao, and Mediator, for the King 
of Xolo. The Dutch lay’d fiege to Xdo 
on the 27th of June 1548, but did no¬ 
thing confidcrablc. Afterwards the 
King of Xolo broke the Peace, doing 
much Mifchief with a i 'cet he put to 
Sea ; fothat at prefent he ’ cmains toJlsgairt 
lute Mailer of liis Kiiiudom, and being 
at Peace with Spain, his Subjeds Trade 
in the Philippine IllaivJs. The Governor 
told me that fomeYcars before, that King 
fent him an EmbafTy, giving him an ac¬ 
count of his Brothers Death, and his 
own Acceflion to the Crown, fendimg 
the Governor a Mourning Suit ofCloatl^ 
to wear for his Brother, an^a Prefent 
of two Quilts and other Trifles. 

When the Union of the Crowns of 
Cafiile and Portugal had pat the Molucco,> 
lilands under the Spanip Dominion; the 
Governor of Manila perceiving there 
ftill remain’d much to Conquer; in OBo^ 
her 1593. fet out a confidcrablc Fleet for 
that purpofe. But as he was going in a 
Galley to join the Fleet already under 
Sail, the Sangleys that Row’d, Mutiny’d, 
and killed him and other Spaniards ; car¬ 
rying away the Galley into China. His 
Son D. Luis de las Mmnnas fucceeded 
him in the Government in February 1595, 
and Profcctttcd his Father’s Enterprizc. 

After him other Governors apply’d 
themfelves to it, and particularly in 
ido 5 a good Fleet was fent to the 
luscos.

Honour of primeMiniftcr,and a Grandee 
which was afterwards thccaiifc of hisFall. 

Taefday 19th, I took a View of the 
City Cavite^ or Cavit, as the TagaUans 
call it. it is feated in fight of Manila, 
three Leagues South of it, on a long. - 
narrow Neck of Land, on one^ide”’ot 
which is the Sea and on the othcr»j Bay, 
that makes the Poi t. Llins being al- 
moft enclos’d with the Sea, it has no 
Wall about it but only the Cattle, 
before mention’d, at one end, atid at tlic 
other next the Land, a Wail with fome 
Pieces of Cannon, in this Wall is the 
Gate to which they go over a Draw¬ 
bridge, bccaufc of the Ditch, which at 
Flood is full of W'atCT. The City might 
with a fmall Charge, be made an llland. 

The Port before mention’d, is in the 
Shape of a Semicircle, like that of Tra¬ 
pani, in the Kingdom of Sicily, it is 
fheltcr’d from the South Winds, but not 
from the North, and therefore large 
Ships, which cannot come clofe under 
the Shore, are not very fafe and in the 
Year 1589, two were there catt away. 

As for the Buildings, and Publick 
places, there is no Beauty in them, the 
Houles being of Timber, or Cane, and 
very few with the firtt Floor of Stone. Buildinsn. 
The Parilh Church is of Timber, the “ 
Houle and Church of the Dominicans of 
the lame. The Monaftcry of the Bare¬ 
foot AugHfiimans is fomewhat better, and 
the Church of Stone. But the Houib of 
the Jefuits, tho’ began of late Years, is 
very good. The Conttable of the Cattle 
Governs it and th^ City,as Chief Jullicc. 

Wednesday 20th, I went to fee the Ri¬ 
bera, or Arfenal feated on the aforefaid Arfenal. ■ 
Point of the dattle. There 2, or 300 
In/kans, and fometimes {)Oo, brought by 
force, from the Neighbouring Provinces, 

(Work at Building Galeens, and other 
Ships. The King allou's every one a 

piece 
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piece of Eight, and a C*v^of Rice a 
iicmdli. Month, which is the tirae^^ey are to 
I6P7- ftay, tor at the end of it, they take o- 
thcrs to Relieve them. Somdof them 
plain, fomefaw, fbraeNail tH^imber, 
Ibme niakc Cables, fome Careen, which 
is done there with Oil of ChinA^ mixed 
with lime, bat the grcateft number, 
fell I'rces on the Mountains; and thefc 
mull: be many, and large, to keep out 
the rempeftuous Sea, they arc to crofs. 
Bclidcs that this fort of Wood is hard, 
and heavy as a Stone, the Planks are 
made fo thick, and fo lin’d both within, 
and without, that they receive little 
Maniagc by common Balls. That Vef- 
fcl which fought fome Years fince, with 
fourteen Dtttch^ that came to take Ca- 
rltr^ had 90 Balls taken out of herlides, 
which Ituck there as if they had been 
ill a Wall of foft Stone ; and this was 
bccaufe being run a-ground, flic was for- 
• iafii fight all the while on one fide, to 
llie gteat aftonilhmcnt of the Enemy. 
I'he jvftnd is very large, and fit to build 
any great Ship. In 1694 the famous Ga¬ 
llon St. JoJephj before mention’d to be 
tall away, was finilh’d there, being big¬ 
ger, or at leaft as big, as that of the 
portuguefes call’d, O Padre Eterito. Its 
Ket-rwras 62 Cubits, (each Cubit a 
Span and a half) long, and proportion¬ 
al)! y broad. The loft of it ruin’d the 
Inhabitants of Manila^ but that of the 
other call’d Santo Chrijh , complcated 
ihcirMifery. This lall was lixty Cu¬ 
bits, as before in the Keel, and had made 
but one Voyage to New Spain after it was 
built at Bagatao, W hilfl: 1 was at Manila., 
another VelTcl was building at Bagatan^ 
call’d St. Francis Borgia.,^ % of tholeCubits 
in length, to go to New Spain., in 1597. 
What Succefs it will have, God knows ; 
for the Citizens of Manila., having ob¬ 
tain'd a Grant from the King, to load a 
Galcon, and fend another to Convoy it, 
j>aying 74C’oo Pieces of Eight for each, 
they : five payingfor two,building one 
at the King’s expcncc, fo very large, 
thattho’ it carries Barden enough for 
threc,yet it requires a Storm to move it ^ 
and this mighty Maft, not being Ihong 
enough knit together, to refill the fu¬ 
rious Tempefts of that vail Ocean, it 
is 10 traverfc •, it is ealily call away, as 
appears by experience, andiiisdemon- 
flrable, that midling Ships arc prope- 
rer for that Voyage than tne great 
^iiiburb. Thttrfday zilt.j I went to fee the Sulf 
urb of St. Roch, ftretching without the 
Wall from Sea to Sea, all of it confift- 
iijg of Timber Houfes, among Woods 
of Trees, "^ic Parilh Church is very 


good, being built by D. Ferdinand P'akn- 
xjtela^for his particular Devorion.- 7 Ijf re 
are more Inhabitants, Spaniards^ IhS-’ 
ans., and Sangleysy or Cb/W/cj in this Sub¬ 
urb, thaninC4W(. Here is good Prui'. 
of the Country, and fome few' Gtatus, 
the Vines being carry’d out of Lnrofc. 

Friday 22d, the Vcfi' l havhi:: a!! ir,s 
Lading aboard, I embarqu'd. I ;.is ^liip 
was built at Bagataa^ by Dr. 'jdy.t 
fflfM, and had made one Vovagfon Jbe 
Coall. Becaufe oS’ the loft of 
faid Galcons, the King had bought ;tc'i 
him, for 30000 jdcccs ol Eight, to car ¬ 
ry over the Royal Kcvimie to J.ncr.ia. 
It was 45 Cubits, of thole above men¬ 
tion’d in Icngili, propo: lioiiabiy bioad 
and llrong. 

Saturday 23d, there were Prayers for 
our good Voyage. When we were rea¬ 
dy to Sail, the Commander call’d the 
Pilots, and all other OHIccts to give their 
Opinions,- whether the Vcfiel was fit 
for the Voyage of New Spain., and in a 
good Sailing pollurc. Mcfi of tlicra 
were of Opinion it was ovcrJo.'uiid, and 
therefore could make little way. He 
therefore order’d all ti;c Seamen's Ch^s 
to be put alhorc, that all thofe who his 
two might have one left bcliflid. The' 
Governor being inform’d of it, fent Co¬ 
lonel Thomas de Andaya to lighten the 
Ship. Andaya came on Sunday the 24, 
and caus’d all the Casks of Water to be 
taken out i for the burden of the Vcllcl 
being 1500 Bales, they had put aboard 
2200, bcfidcs Provifions and other ne- 
ceUarics. On Monday 25, the Colonel 
caus’d abundance of Bales, and parcels 
of Wax to be unlhipp’d, leaving only 
the 1500 Bales that the Ship was entred 
for. The Governor and Oydorts, 
or Judges, according to the King’s Or¬ 
der, are to dillribute the Stowage pro- 
portionably among the Citizens ■, but 
there is little Jullice done in this Point, 
Favour carrying all, fo that the Rich 
haveCockets given them, for 30 or 40, 
and even 50 Bales, and the pooreft fort 
only for two or three, pretending the 
Ship can carry no more, and this cofitra- 
ry to the King’s Intention. T nefday 16, 
there were more Bales and Parcels of 
Wax unloaded, ftill delaying our depar¬ 
ture, whereas the King Orders were that 
the Galcon Sail the 24th of Jane. It 
is the Pruclice in this Voyage to carry the 
Water in earthen Jars, to the number 
of 2, 3;^or 4000, proportionably totlic 
number of People, and bignefs of.the 
, Galeon y and thefe falling fhort for a 
Voyage of 7 or 8 Months, the continu- 
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_ Rains fiipply tlic Dcfcifl. This time 

GerncUi. dicy had ar.adc two Ciiterns, on the 
fiJes of the Ship, reaching from the 
■ Deck to the bottom of the Hole, as is 
n': by the PortHgHcfe, and Moors \ and 
rhcic li.td jnov’d very good j yet they 
were broken to ftow more Bales in their 
pi.'.ce , without conlidcring that rely- 
‘i;if on 'he Cilterns, they had made no 
c.ihlicu Jars, and it was not eafy to make 
them inlb fliort a time. This was done 
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bccaule thf O/Ecers put in Bales of their 
own inj-Liroie, places, notwithilanding 
the King’s Prohibition, they not mind> 
ing tha> they fent fo many Men to Pc- 
rifh wm. Thiril, in fuch a fpacions Sea. 

In iine, on VVednefdty 27th, 800 Barrels 
of Water were caft away, by breaking 
the Cilterns •, and the lame was done on 
Thmfdfy following being the 28, the 
Bales belonging to the Colonels Friends 
and Acquaintance,being put aboard again. 


A F&yage round the World by Dr. John 
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V CHAP. I. 

Tk mofi*Dangerous I'oyage from the Philippine IJlands, to America ; andfirfi 

to the Place calPdy Varadcro. 


T he Voyage from the PhdippiHo I- 
Hands to Amerka^ may be call’d 
the lougeft, and moll dreadful of any 
in the World ^ as well bccanfc of the 
vaR Ocean to be trofs'd, being almoll 
the one h;:If of the Terraqueous Globe, 
with the Wind always a-liead ^ as for the 
terrible Tcinpclls that happen there, 
one upon the back of another, and for 
the defperate Difealcs that feize People, 
in 7 or S Months, lying at Sea Ibme- 
rimes near the line, Ibmetimes cold, 
ibmetimes temperate, and ibmetimes 
!iot, V. hich is enough to Deftroy a Man 
of Steel, much more Flclh and Blood, 
ivhich at Sea had but indifferent Food. 

7 he Ship being again Laden,and about 
a thquHind jars of Watcr,put in by the 
^ Commander and othgrOfficcrs,we fet Sail 
on ft iJay 29, before Noon in the pre- 
lence of the Colonel. Having Sail’d 2 
l.eagfles, we came to an Anchor within 
the fame Bay. On pretence that he 
wanted X^’atcr, the Commander left be¬ 
hind a Dominican, who had given him 
pieces of Eight for his Voyage j a 
Kecolct, and a Philitian he had agreed 
to Uccp at his own Table j which acci¬ 
dent put me into a good little Cabbin ' 


for my Bed and Equipage. Saturday the 
iafl: day of June, the Wind continuing 
at South againll us, tho’ we had hoifted 
Sail, we loon dropp’d Anchor again. 
The lame we did Sunday the firll of 
having fail’d but half a League. Mon- 
ds^ 2d, llirr’d not \ and Tuefd^ juft 
weigh’d and dropp’d Anchor again, the 
Wind continuing contrary both Days 
with much Raiu ^ lb that iu 5 Days, we 
Icarcc fail’d three Leagues. Some Wa¬ 
ter being Ipent, the Boat was fent to 
take in more, near the Hill Batan. Be¬ 
ing curious, I went in the Boat with the 
Major Vincent Arambalo a BifctUntry and 
Landed on a Plain, where the Arrows 
of many Negrillos or Ifland Blacks, who 
were Hunting in the Woods, could reach 
us. The Women and Children began to 
bark like Dogs, to drive out the Wild 
Bealls before their Husbands, and Fa¬ 
thers, who lay ready in Ambulh. £0 
whilft the Water'was taking in, we flood 
very fearful, as not being able with two 
Firelocks, tobppofe hundreds of Blacks, 
Arm’d with Bows anc} Arrows, ihorc 
J&vciujs, and long Knives, wherefore 
1 retir’d to the Boat, without enquiring 
into the matter of Hunting, as Arandto- 

U 
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I* did. The InJUtm Sailors dinging to 
our Ship, bringing the Wawilfroin the 
Wood, were no way moleftea by the 
_''VV> Savages, bccaufe they are Frilndly a- 
moug themfelves. Having tSKcn the 
Water, we return’d aboard after Mid¬ 
night, more afraid than hurt j having 
ftood upon our Guard, not only becauie 
of the Blacks, but alfo on account of the 
Unconquer’d Sambelosf who live upon 
part of that Mountain. 

Wednefday 4th, we ftirr’d not, the 
Wind being contrary. ThHrfd4y 5th, 
before day, drove along with the Tide, 
and very little Wind, but the Wind then 
ftarting up againfl; us, came to an An¬ 
chor near MariheUs. The Governor 
came aboard in a little Partu^ which is 
a Tree hollow’d, with z Wings on the 
fides, to prevent its overfetting, to bring 
our Captain fomc Fruit, and then went 
away. Fridt^ tJth, the fame Wind con- 
-:jaa’d with thofe Rains, which never 
fail alyjut ManiU. Saturday 7th, the 
Wind frelhiiing, and the Rain growing 
Tempeftuons, we weigh’d Anchor, and 
brought the Ship under the flielter of the 
Hill of Baton. The fame Southerly 
Winds and Rains continuing, we lay in 
the fame place, all Smday and Monday 
the 8th, and 9th. ’Ttufday loth, we 
were tow’d a little way. Nothing trou¬ 
bled me but the heatj for there was 
none of the other Plague of Lice, lb 
frequent in other Ships \ becaufe, as has 
been faid,ia thofe Parts they do not breed 
on Em Ortons. Search was then made, 
to difeover whether there were any Jars, 
that inftcad of Water, were fill’d with 
Commodities, upon pretence of carry¬ 
ing them fafer; and feveral were caft 
into the Sea full of Pepper, Purcclane, 
and other Goods of Value. The South 
Wind ceafing, and the North fuccced- 
ing, we weigh’d Anchor Wtdmf^ the 
nth, before day, and drove with the 
Tide with little Wind, between Mari- 
belts and the Hill of Baton j lb that Sun- 
fet we pafs’d the Point of Maricondon and 
JJmboues, and then the Rock of Fortune. 

Thurfday iz about Noon, wc left a 
Stern the delert Ifland of jtmbily and 
that next it of Luvan j tetween which, 
and the Point Calavite^ in the Ifland of 
Mindoroy pafs’d the fo often mention’d 
Galeon, St. 'Jofejhy as it was running to 
Perdition. Before Sun-fcL we pafs'd 
by Point St. JamtSy in the filand of Ma- 
niluy which makos the Bay of BalayJ% 
Friday r3th, we coafted the Ifland of 
Mndoroy where it forms a l»ng Ridge 
of high Mountains, and two fides of its 


Triangle ; belidcs a long high Neck of 
Land running out towards the South. 

This Ifland is moftly Inhabited by Ra¬ 
vage Manghiansy not yet fubdu’d. They 
are of an Olive Complexion, and wear 
long Hair. The Jefuit Milfioners that 
were aboard told me, that thefe People i^Aungkim 
had a Tail half a Spaa long. I'hey 
do no harm to the Spaniardsy and T^^dc 
vvith thofe few Tributary Indiansy who 
live in Villages, in tiie Plains of the I- 
fland, under the care of the Barefoot 
Fathers, of the Order of St. .^/iguftin. 

Thcfc Savages exchanged Gold, Wax, 

Parrots, and other things, for Rice, 
and the like. The Ifland abounds in 
Buffaloes, Deer, and great numbers of 
Monkeys, which run in Troops along 
the Shoar, feeking what tiic Sea aflbrds 
to cat. 

The Wind riling, and againfl: us, op- 
pofite to the Ifland of Maricavany a place 
not far from Manila, where there are 
Plenty of Buffaloes and Deer *, it was 
thought fit to lie by at Night, lince we 
could not advance j but tlie Weather- 
growing Stormy about Midnight, wc 
loft all wc had gain’d, and fo on SaJL- 
day 14th, found oar ftlvcs oppofite Q 
Cape St. Jkwfj, and got but little from 
it, all the Day after. The worft was, 
the Coaft afibrded no good Anchoring, 
and wc had no Ihelter from the 
Wind. Sunday 15th, the Violence of 
the contrary Wind abating, we coafted 
along to \Veatlier the Cape. Firft we 
left on the right Hand, a little Bay near 
to the Cape, then another larger, call’d, 

EX V'atadtro FtejOy and then theStreight 
between the aforemention’d Point of 
MindorOy and the Ifland of Markavan ■, 
near the Bay of Saguan, on the Land of 
Monday where arc the Garrifons of 
CuarnioyBalaxiVQy and Batangat. Turn¬ 
ing the Cape, we came to the F'aradero. 

All the Ships that go to Acapuko put in¬ 
to this Port, to take in Wood and Wa¬ 
ter. It is a femicircular Bay, form’d by 
a crooked Neck of Land, running out 
of Mndoroy and other Iflands oppofite 
to it. The greateft Danger in thislar- 
row Paflage, is causM by the contrary 
Currents, which here meet, one of them 
running toward Maribtksy and the other 
towards the Streight of St. Jtemardin. 

After Dinner I went alhore to Hunt not- 
withftanding the Ifland was full of Sa¬ 
vages. I could not get into the Woods, 
by rcafoqctf the thicknefs of the Trees, 
not to be pierced by Dogs, much lefs»by 
•Men y and finding neither Uecr, nor 
Buf&loes along the Ihoar, went aboard 
again empty handed. CHAP.

Aviiig taken Aboard ico Jars of 
Water brought us by the King’s 
Uallioc, which expeded us there for 
that Pmpofe, wc fet Sail on Monday 
i6th, with a frefh Gale at South. We 
left on our right Hand near the Coaft (rf 
Mindoro feven little Iflauds named fiom 
Ii^cchttSy Flea Hint to behold for their 
gTet’J Frees, but not Inhabited, and on 
the it-ft Cape Galvan of the Land of 
^’\far/:i.a. At Son-fct WC Sail’d among 
ti;e Colonels Iflands near the two IQands 
call’d Las Ermanas, or the Sifters j and 
then by tlircc others, call’d Virreyes, or 
Viceroys, all full of Trees, but not Peo¬ 
pled. 

Titffday i-rth, before Day we pafs’d 
between the Iflands of Banton., and Point 
of MarhidtUjitr, which was on our left. 
Tills illand abounds in Fruit, and very 
Moni ifliing Roots as alfo in wild Boars, 

I'err, Biiflalos, and other Cieatures^ 
aiid therefore wc lent the Chlampan thi- 
j^-r before us to get frcfli Pi’ovilions. 

VUear the^oint of Marindaque is a fmall 
Ifland, like that at Banton, call’d Baton- 
filloy or little Button j behind which is 
another call’d Simara., inhabited by Ci¬ 
viliz’d JndianSy as Banton is. As we 
Sail’d Eaft, wc faw at a great diftance 
on the right the Iflands of Remblon., To¬ 
bias, and Sibayan, all inhabited for all 
the v;ay from Manda to the Embocadero, 
or Month of the Streight, is a Laby¬ 
rinth of Iflands, 8o Leagues in length, 
and very Dangerous. Wednefday i8th, 
we vvcrc Becalm’d ; but Thurfday 19th, 
had a little Wind that carry'd us as far 
as the 111 and of Stbnyan. Friday 20tb, 
it frdhued, and about Sun-let we got 
through tlic Streight made by the Iflands 
of Bon as and Mash ate, where there are 
rich Gold Mines, and the ftrange Birds 
c dl’d Tavonos, and then by Ticao, all of 
them inhabited by Indians not yet Snb- 
dii’cV- anti very Fruitful. 

^ Having coalled ^long the Ifland of 
Thao all Night, on Saturday lift, in the 
Morning, two Hours after Snn-riilog, 
we fame to an Anchor in the Port of 


St. Hyaclnrlnts , opjiolltc to Surfegon. 
The Alcalde Mayor, or chief Magiftrate 
of Alvay, came Aboard on Sunday ^zd, 
aftd brought the Captain a Prefent of 
30 i-iogs, 500 Hens, and a gfcat deal 
0?^‘Fruit. Monday 33d, the Chiampan 
came from Marindnque loaded with Kc-' 


frefliments given them by the jefuits of 
that Parilb, for the Fathers John Grigo- 
ytn, Antony Borgia, and Beter Antony 
Martinez., who were Aboard us Bound 
for New Spain j one to ftay there, the 
other to go to Rome for the A flairs of 
the Million. 

The Wind coming up very fair for us 
to put into the Bay of Ticao, we weigh’d 
Anchor on Tuefday 34th, early, and ad¬ 
vancing a little with the Stream, came 
to an Anclior in it. A Bare-foot Father 
of St. Augufiin, that belong’d to that 
Province came to bring us Ibme Rcfrelh - 
ment of Fruit. Going Alliorc after 
Dinner to Bath me, 1 was inform’d 
that the Village was formerly near the 
Shore, but having been Burnt by the 
Pilot of a Ship that put in thcrc,'T^ie 
Indians retir’d half a League Cup the 
Land into the middle of the Wood.. 
There are about thirty wooden Houles 
cover’d with Palm-tree Leaves, and the 
Church and Dwelling of the Miflioners 
is of the lame fort. But tbefe are the 
moft part of the Year at Masbate, be- 
caufe tlic Indians go away into the Moun¬ 
tains every one to Plant his Camotes, and 
Gavas, and only come to that Place 
when the Fathers go to make their Vi- 
fitation. 

Wednefds^ 25th, being St. James'*^ 
Day, the wind being contrary, we lay 
at Anchor; becaufc the Ship ftood in 
need of a ftrong South Wind to carry 
it out of the Streight againft the Cur- 
renL Thurfday 26th, a Mufter was made 
to fee, if any Man was Aboard without 
Liccnlc, for which they pay twenty 
Pieces of Eight to the King. Sixteen 
Perfons who had none were put a Shore, 
only 200 remaining Aboard. Friday 
27tb, 500 Bombones of Cane full of 
Water were brought Aboard, which tlie 
Alcade had caus’d to be cut by the Cap¬ 
tain’s Order •, they were eight Spans in 
length, and as thick as a Man’s Thigh. 
The lame Day a frclh Gale ftarting up 
at South, we weigh’d Anchor to Sail, 
but loon dropt it again, the chief P^lot 
and his two Mates dilagrecing, the flrft 
being of Opinion there was not Wind 
enough. Saiturdsn zSch, it came about 
tgi North, and lo hindred our Sailing.

Days to the Marian IQands, and thence 
in 15? or 20 to the Philippines. On the 
contrary, thofe than go thence to New 
Spain, have a very difficult Voyage; for 
the Sea may rather be call’d luchanted, 
than Boificrouand that they may gain 
Ground, and not be drove back, as of¬ 
ten haj)pcns, they arc forced to run a-

traordinary Veneration for their An- 
ceftors, not out of Love, but Fear, 
keeping their Skulls in their Houles, and 
calling upon them in time of need; by 
which it appears they have Ibme true 
notion of the Immortality of the Soul, 
* diVd that there is fome place for them to 
relide an, from whence they can do 
good, or harm. Their Language is dif¬ 
ferent from that of the Philippines. Their 
Weapon is a Spear pointed with the 
Bone of a Man’s Leg, or a /harp Stone, 
produft. Tho’ in thefe Iflands the Trees are not 
lb targe and thick as in the Philippines^yet 
the Soil is proper to produce all things 
neceflary for Man’s fuftenance. For¬ 
merly there was nothing but the Fruit 
of the Country, and Ibme Hens; but 
afterwards the Jefuits and Souldiers re- 
liding there, brought over Rice, Herbs, 
and other things from the Philippine 
Iflands; and as for Bealt,Horles,Cows, 
and Swine, they have increas’d confi- 
dcrably in the Mountains. There were 
not lb much as Rats, but the Ships have 
furnilh’d them. No venomous Crea¬ 
tures at all breed there. 

simt a The moft wonderful and peculiar Fruit 

Fruit. of tfjefe Iflands is, the Riota^ which Icrves 
the Natives inlitead of Bread, and is ve¬ 
ry Nourilhing. The Plant is thick, and 
full of leaves ; the Fruit as big as a 
Man’s head, of a Date colour, but prick¬ 
ly like the Giacca of Gea ; and in the 
middle is a Kernel, like a white Nut. 
Boil’d, or Rofled, it ferves Ibr Bread, and 
keeps four,or fix Months. The Tafte is 
lik^ an Indian Fig, or Plantan. Belides 
the Mountains atound id Coco-trees. 

The Dueda is a Tree like the Rima\ 
•Pufifl. and the Fruit, which is green without, 
is like a long Pear. The infide Pulfo 
is white and foff, flicking to about 1$ 


Kernels which rofte^ tafte like Cheft- 
nuts, as do thole of the Giaccd. For 
commod Food, there are abundance of 
Roots, as Vbis^ Gavas, Camottes and o- 
thers. The Water is very good. The 
Air is better and more temperate than 
that of Afanila, tho’ that Ifland, be up¬ 
on the lame Parallel with Iguana, and 
Sarpana. 

The little Boats of thele iflands* are Boate' 
very ftrangc, as well for their make, as 
fwiftncls. They arc made of two crook¬ 
ed Bodies of Trees hollow’d, and low’d 
together with Jndiau Cane. They arc 
about 5 or fix Yards long, and becaufc 
the breadth of them is not above tour 
Spans, and they would ealily overiet, 
therefore they join to the fides pieces of 
folid Timber, which poize them; and 
as for Paflengers, the Boat being flarcc 
able to contain three Indian Sailers, they 
therefore lay Boards acrofs in the mid¬ 
dle, hanging over the Water on both 
fides, where thofc that will be carry’d 
from place to place, fit. Of the three 
Sailers aforelaid, one is always in the 
middle to lade out the Water, which 
certainly comes in over the fides, ;;^d 
at the Seam ; the other two keep Oiie 
at Head, and one at Stern, tc«noveand 
fleer the Boat. The Sail is like thole 
we call Latin SaUs, that is. Triangular, 
made of Mac, and as long as the Boat, 
which being therefore eafy to overfet 
when the Wind is a Stern, they keep 
out of it, as much as they can. No fore 
of Boat, whatfoever, can come near 
them for fwifnels, for they run ten or 
twelve Italian Miles an Hour. When 
they are to return from any place, they 
remove the Sail without turning the Boat 
about, fo that which was the Stern be¬ 
comes the Head, and he that was in the 
Prow, is Steerflnan. If any thing is 
to be mended in the Boat, the Goods 
and Paflengers are let upon the Sail; and 
the Boat is prefently righted, and turn’d 
up if it was overfet; things lb wonder¬ 
ful, the Spaniards themfelves can fcarce 
believe them, tho’ they fee them every 
day. Tho’ thele be fit only for a Ihort 
cut,yetinacareof urgent neceflity, two 
let out from Iguana^ crofllng a Sea of 
900 Ittdian Miles, to go to the Phihjpine 
Iflands; but one of them was call away. 

That the-Reader may the better com¬ 
prehend the manner of them, I have 
here added the Cut of one.

There it begins to Icflen, till they come 
to Cape Mendocino, where it is obferv’d 
to be two Degrees. Now this variation 
in fome places being N. £. in others N. 
W. and in fome places more, in others 
left, it is therefore the more unaccount¬ 
able. There is no pretending it is caus’d 
by the Loadftones, becaufe the Iflands 
are at a vaft diftance, and perhaps a 
thoufand Leagues. The Pilots perceive 
this variation when the Sun isIetcing,for 
marking the trne WellPoint, they then 
fee whether the North, and other two 
Cardinal Points anfwer. 

ThurfdM 13th, the Wind being S. E. 
wc ftood N. E. the Lat. 23 Deg. 30 Min. 

^ ib th^t we were got out of the Torrid, 
into the temperate Eone. That Night 
it blew a great Storm, and EridM 14th, 
wc ftood N. the Wind E. N. t The 
Lat. 24 Deg. 12 Min. Satnrehy i^th, 
the Wind ae E. N. E. we ftill run due 
N. Towards Noon, it blew lb hard that 
tb% Pilot was forced to lie by, backing 
the Mainlail, and three hours., before 
Nighty the Wind came moretoN. E. 
Such abundance of Cachorretas were ta¬ 
ken all the day, that the Seamen grew 


weary of them ; and would give them 
to any Body for asking. They greedily 
fwallow’d the Hook, being deceiv’d by 
a flying Fiib, made of Rags, which as 
the Ship run under Sail, could Icarce be 
diftinguifh’d from the true, as we lhall 
obferve hereafter. Sunday 16th, the 
Wind being at S. E. we ftood N. E. by 
E. The Lat. 25 Deg. 5 Min. Monday 
17th, the Wind, S. S. W. run E, N. E. 

Tuefday 18tb, lay the fame Courfc, tho* 
the Wind was S. W. No obfervation obfena- 
could be taken either day. FourSharkstion about 
were catch’d, and opening one of them,r‘lb. 
there were feven fmall ones found alive 
in its Belly. This caus’d an Argument, 
or Difpute, between the Jejms, the Do¬ 
minican, and the Augufiinian, to deeidc 
whether this Filh brought forthj young, 
or not. Some foolifhly faid, the old 
one had fwallow’d them, to lave their 
lives, by Vomiting them up again, and 
that they came from Eggs lay’d and then 
kept in the opening under their Jaws, 
as is laid of other Filhes, and particu- 
iuarly the Trout. But the moft receiv'd 
and likelicft Opinion is this, that all Fifli 
bring forth their Young hatch’d out of 
the Egg, or form’d out of the Spawn; 
for Icveral Peribns well vers’d in Sea 
Adairs have cold me, that there have 
been Eggs found in Sharks, and young 
ones at the lame time. Igive it here the 
Name of Eggs, becaufe the Italian Word 
llova in the Author, jignifiet either Eggs or 
Spawn, and as fonte Fijhes Spawn, ethers 
l*y Epis, as do the Tortoifes, Crecodits, 
and Sharks here mentioned. To this pur- 
pole John Zavaletta a Bifcainer, who had 
follow’d the Whale Filhing, leveral 
Years in Europe, laid he had often found 
Young Whales in the Belly of the Old. 

That lame day there fell much Rain, 
and the Sailers went out naked, to catch 
the Water, lb that they fill’d all the 
empty Veftels, and therefore inftead of 
ihortning the Men’s allowance of Water 
after two Months and a half Sail, it was 
increas’d. ^ 

Wednefds^ iptfa, the Wind at E. we 
ftood N. N. E. the Lac. 25 Deg. 50 
Min. we had fbme diverfion with Sharks 
that were taken. One great one, was 
cbfbwn into the Sea agiho, with a Board 
tied to bis Tail, none of the Paflengers 
‘ caring to eat any more of them, and it 
was Pleafant to fee him Swim about

without being able to diw dtjwn. Two 
Ceuie/li. Others were ty’d togetherbylthe Tails, 
1597. one of them being firft bliiMcd, and

drawn him down, thinking himfelf ta¬ 
ken. Jhurfday 2oth, we were becalm’d 
till Noon, at which time a little Wind 
blew at S. E. and we ftood E. N. E. The 
lat. 26 deg. frid*y 21ft, the Wind at 
S. W. wc lay the lame Courfe, and ma¬ 
king much way, caught abundance of 
CacherretMs, with the lame Bate, of a 
flying Fi(h made of Hags, for thofc Filhes 
running to catch it, were hung in the 
Hook hid under it. That Night the Pi- 
iats two Mates began their nine days De- 
votion, with abundance of Lights, and 
gave Sweetmeats to all the Company ^ 
and at Night there was Dancing, and 
aiftin''. of parts made extempore. Sa~ 
tnr'in 22d, tl e Wind at S. we ftood N. 
E. :i!.d .jy E. the lat. 27 deg. Sunday 23d, 
held tyc fame Courfe, the Wind at S. E. 
the laf. 27 deg. 30 min. Monday ftood 
as before, lat.'2S deg. 12 min. Tnefd^ 
25th, the Wind blowing frclh at S. S. 
E. wc ftcer’d E. N. E. the lat. 29 deg. 3 
min. That Night wc were very watch¬ 
ful, to avoid two fmall Rocks in the lat. 
of 30 deg. Wednefday 26th, the Wind 
at S. wc ftood N. E. to get a greater 
lat, which wc found to be 29 deg. 58 
min. Thurfday 27th, a great Ihowcr 
fell, and the Wind blowing at E. made 
us ran N. and by L. the lat. 30 deg. 30 
rain, t'ndiy 28tb, ftood N. E. the lat. 
30 deg. ^9 min. the Needle varying a 
Point N. W. Saturd^ty 29th, the Fcaft 
of S. Afichael was kept, that being our 
Captain’s Name, extraordinary allow¬ 
ance was given, and a Play acted. The 
Wind blew at S. E. and wc ftood at N. 
E, and by E. the lat. 31 deg. min. 
Sunday 30th, the lat, was 31 deg. 58, 
min. fo that wc thought our felvcs a- 
bout the lat. of an Imaginary Ifland, re¬ 
puted to be rich in Gold,and placed in the 
Sea Carts, in 32 deg. wanting fomc few 
min. whereas it is certain no Body ever 
faw any fuch Ifland. Till now wc Sail’d 
N. £• and by E. the Wind being S. E 
then follow’d a Calm till Mid-night, af¬ 
ter which the Wind came up at S. S. E 
and wc ftood N. E. Tdiat Night the Ma¬ 
iler began his nine days Devotion, treat¬ 
ing the Company, and Dancing. 

Monday the firft of OMer, the Wind 
continuing at 1 . S. E. we ftcer’d N\E. 
and by N. the lat. 31 deg. 28 roin. Af¬ 
terwards the Wind came toS. E. (abun-* 
dance oiCachorret^s and Albacwas being 


taken, by rcalbn the Ship made fiich 
fwift way) and at Night blcwlbhaid 
at S. that the Pilot was forced to low¬ 
er his Top Sails and Main Yard. A 
great Storm blowing on Tutfday 2d, at 
S, and the Sea beating hard upon us, 
we were forced to lie by the Forelaii 
back'd, and the Waves beat fo furiouljy 
on the Rudder, that the Whipfcafl'broke;; 
the lat. 33 deg. 20 min. J he \^, inci 
came about to N. W. but the Srorra no¬ 
thing abated but rather incre illnq, the 
Ship was tofs’d upon vaft Mountains cs 
Water, and then aRaiii ll-Cin'd to li.i;. 
to the Abyls, the Waves lareakini’ ove’i 
it. No fire could be lighted, and (b all 
cat cold Meat, and tliere was no Cho¬ 
colate to be made ftlic Aurboi was ve¬ 
ry dainty, to expect Chocolate at afl 
times] and there was no ftaiiding or 
fitting in a place, but wc were tois'd from 
fide to tide. About Midniglit 1 had like 
to be knock’d in the Head, by two ! .io- 
ftocks of the Guns falling upon my Bed. 
Wednefday 3d, the fame Wind continu¬ 
ing, the Storm was nothing abated 3 
wc ftcer’d N. E. and by E. All this time 
wc had leen Sea Fouls, but this day 4 two 
Ducks flew by us. Befides a Sailer 
catch’d a little Bird, like a ffanary Bird, 
which being carry’d away by the Wind, 
found no place to ftay itfclf, but the 
Rigging. The Captain endeavour’d to 
keep it in a Cage, but being quite fpent, 
with hunger aad w'carinefs, it dy’d the 
lame day, and there was Sand found in 
its Belly, rhis little Creature fet the 
Pilot, his Mate, and the Palfeiigers up¬ 
on arguing whence it could come 3 and 
they concluded it certainly came from 
Ricn dc Plata, an Ifland 30 Leagues di- 
ftant Southward, being carry’d away by 
the Wiad 3 the lat. was 34 deg. 7 min. 

The I’ilots fnppofe the Illands, Rica de 
Oro and Rica Plata, with others about 
them to be the Iflands of Salomon 3 but 
I am of Opinion thefe arc imaginary I- imaginary 
Hands, becaufe as long as this Voyage has iflands. 
been us’d they have never been feen. The 
Situation andLatitudeof chelflauds of Salo¬ 
mon is unknown 3 nor could they tver be ' 
found in fomany Y«ars as they have been 
fearch'dafccrbytheKing’sOrder.AGaleon 
Sailing from Manila for Nero Spain, was 
drove by Terapeft upon an Ifland. The 
Stormhaving remov’dand riirownaway.ili 
the Earth, a bout the Hearth, or Furnace 
in the Cook-room, they took fome front 
the IlWnd to put it in the place ofir. 

When the Galeoacarae to Acapdea, this 
Earth being remov’d, they found under 
it a Mb6 of Gold, which the violent . 

Heat 
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Heat of the Fire had melted and fepa- 
CemelU. rated fromche Earth. The Commander 
1697. admiring at this unexpcdlcd Accident, 
vx-vv; acquainted the Viceroy of Mexico with 
it, and he the King, who orderM a Squa¬ 
dron to be htted out to find theie lllands, 
the Pilot having taken their Latitude. 
In fhort, the Adtlamado D. jilvaro de 
'Mendozjt fail’d from Callao., the Port of 
Lir&a, in the Year 159^, with forae 
Ships to find out thclc fflands of Solo* 
men, whereof that abo'/c-mentiond was 
fu ppos’d to be one. After a long and 
tedious Voyage he lighted upon an Ifland 
of Blacks of New Guinea, near the Line, 
on the South lide of it, where be, and 
many of his Men dy’d j and his Wife 
the Lady Elizabeth Barreto return’d with 
only one Ship to Manila, the reft being 
loft in the vain Search after thefe rich 
lllands. See more of this Particular in the 
fragment of the I/lands of Salomon. 

D. Antony de Medina, about 30 Years 
llncc, offer’d the King to go upon this 
Difeovery, relying on the great Expe¬ 
rience he had learnt on thofe Seas. Or¬ 
ders being therefore lent to the Viceroy 
of ^dexlco, and Governor of Manila, to 
fend him Commander of the Galeon that 
was to remrn from Acaptdeo to the Phi¬ 
lippine Iflands, the Viceroy gave him 
that Poft j but the new Governor of 
Manila, who was Aboard the Galeon, 
when they were far enough from New 
Spain, depriv’d him of the Command, 
and put into it him that came from Ma¬ 
sala. Medina highly relenting this Af¬ 
front, as Toon as he came to the Iflands, 
ftolc away in a fmall Boat to China, in 
order to go over from thence to Aia- 
drid^ to make his Complaint to the King 
but there being no News ever heard of 
him, it is fuppos’d he was kill'd by Py- 
rates. 

Thurfday 4th, the Wind coming about 
to North, and then to N. N. W. we 
fail’d E. for fear of running upon Rica 
de Plata, and found the lat. but 33 deg. 
30 min. It was there very Cold. The 
Pilots faid the Current there help’d the 
•^way of the Galeon. Pridty 5th, the Wind 
blew at Eaft, and wa fail’d North, and 
then N. and by £. the lat. 33 deg. 50 
min. .A Storm rifing in the Night, the 
Galeon was let run at Pleafurc. Saturday 
6th, thcStorui increafing, the twoTop- 
Mafts were lower’d, and we drove with 
th^Wind. Thefe are the ufual Storms 
obferv’d to happen before and a(tcr the 
Fcaft.of %X..Prancis, perhaps by reafon 
of the Equinox. After Noon the Wind 
S. £.,we iteer’d N. £. under a Fore- 
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Sail ', but theXWind blowing a mighty 
Storm ag^n,' we drove as before. Sun¬ 
day 7thy we flood N. and by W. the 
Wind bfiag Eaft, with terrible Waves 
breaki^ lover the Poop. Monday 8tb, 
the Wind being South, we fiil’d N. E. 
and by E. leaving the imaginary Ifland 
of Rica de Plata South, in the lat. of 34 
deg. 30 min. and found our felves in 36 
deg. 20 min. Tuefday 9th, the Wind 
abating, and by degrees growing flack ! 
at S. E. we fleer’d N. E. and by E. At 
Night it blew harder. Wednefday loth, 
fail’d E. N. E. with the lame Wind •, 
the lat. 37 deg 34 min. Tburfdsy 11 th, 
fleer’d N. E. and by E. and after Noon 
N. E. the Wind coming to £. S. E. Fri¬ 
day 12th, flood N. E. and by E. and af¬ 
terwards N. N. E. the Wind blowing 
S. E. and E. S. E. To avoid running 
further to Northward the Pilot tack’d 
about to Southward, the Wind blowing 
hard at E. S. E. In this Latitude we ob- 
ferv’d the Sky was always clouded, and 
a flnall Rain fell, which the Spaniards call- 
Caruva. Saturday 13th, betimes we 
tack’d about to N. E. the fame S. E. 

Wind continuing. The Cold was very 
iharp, but the Indians and Blacks Born 
in hot Countries were moft feobble of it. 

Sunday 14th, by realbn of the beating 
of the Sea, and breaking of the Waves 
Mafs could not be laid 3 at Night wc 
drove, the Wind being contrary ; and 
at Mid-night lail’d Eaft, the Wind atN. 

N. £. But coming to N. £. on Monday 
15th, we tack’d about to S. E. ^nd be¬ 
fore Noon the Wind coming to E. S. E. 
we were forced to Tack again. The 
lat. upon Obfervation 36 deg. 30 min. 
for we made Southward. At Night the 
Wind chang’d. Tuefday i6th, the Wind 
at E. S. E. we flood N. E. but it com¬ 
ing about to Eaft, oblig’d us to Steer 
N. N. E. and N. E. and by N. The 
lat. 37 deg. 2 min. The Rain which fell 
all thefe Days wet many Bales and Chefls 
of Silk, aad other Goods of Osina to the 
great Lofs of the Owners. 

Wednefday 17th, wc were Becalm’d, 
the lat. but 37 deg. At Sun-let the 
Wind came up S. S. W. which made us 
Steer Eaft, but the Calm returning at 
Mid-night we drove N. N. W. The 
lame Wind coming up again Thurfday 
18th, we lail’d Eaft, which was our 
Courle ', tho’ to do it lafely we were to 
keep in the fat. of 36 deg. 42 min. 
wf^h is the greateft Elevation Ships ufe 
to take in this Voyage. This they do, 
ibecaule if they do not place themulvcs 
enough to the Northward, before they 

meet 
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rvJV^J meet the Senas, that the floatiag 
Cl emclli. Weeds before mention’d, being once to 
i<S 97 - the Leeward from the Coaft^f Cape 
Mirdo to California, it will be wry hard 
afterwards to get to the Northward. 
So it hapned iix Years before to the Pink 
that fet out for iVcw Sfoin, after the Ga- 
leon St. Jofcfi) was oft away ; for having 
run up to 35 deg. of lat. and not keep> 
ing up to that fame, it could never meet 
the Senas, or Weeds by reaibn of its 
being fallen to Leeward and all the 
Seamen had infallibly dy’d for want of 
Meat and Drink, had not Providence 
provided they Ibonld put into an un- 
Ttland dif- known IHand in the lat. of i 8 deg. 20 
cover'd, min. W'hich being found on St. Sebafiian's 
Day, had his Name given it. Here they 
got Water out of a little Lake ^ and 
Flcfh by killing abundance of Birds, 
which tiie Spaniards call Bobos, or Fools 
(cllcwhcrc ipoken of) which they car¬ 
ry d faked in Earthen Vellels. This 
lilbnd wasfmall, plain, and full of plea- 
faut TYces. After Dinner the Wind 
came to North, and wc iail’d £. and by 
N. The lat. 36 deg. 30 min. Frids^ 
19th, wc were Becalm’d, the lac. 35 
deg. 19 min. the Current driving us to 
Southward. The Wind came up at S. W. 
and wc fleer’d E. and by N. It blew 
hard at Night and the Major Arambolo 
began his nine Days Devotion. Saturdsy 
20th, held the fame Conrfe. A fmall 
Rain quell’d the Wind. The lat. of 3d 
deg. 30 min. Sunday 21ft, we had a 
troublcfome Calm, but at length the 
Wind came up at S. W. and we fleer’d 
E. and by N. the lat. 35 deg. 37 min. 
the Needle varying a Point Edward, 
we flood Eaft to make the more way. 
Tho’ this variation be ibmetimes more, 
and fometimes left, yet by it the Pilots 
know how far they are from Land. The 
flght of a Dove rejoiced all Aboard; 
taking it as a good Omen of the fuccefs 
of a Voyage, and guefling we might fee 
Land within a Month. They thought 
that Dove might be drove by the Wind 
from the Bland they call of D. Maria 
Laxara (becaiife in that Latitude a Spa- 
nijh Woman fo call’d, coming from Ma¬ 
nila, caft her fclf into the Sea) where 
there is fuch abundance of them that 
they darken the Air. ^ Yet they arc not 
Land Doves, tho’ likc*them in Beak and 
Feathers, but of the Sea, and have Feet 
like Ducks. This Ifland ts in the lat. of 
31 deg. Monday 22d, the Wind ewRi- 
uu’d to blow hard at S. W. as it nM 
done the Night before, fo ^e fleer’d E.» 
and by N. but at Night it came to N. N.

W. Tuefday 23d, before Day the Wind 
letled at N. blowing fo hard, that the 
Galeon made much way E. and by N. the 
lat. 35 deg. 1 5 min. 

There is no doubt bnt tius Voyage ships bft. 
has always been dangerous and dreadful. 

In 1575 > the Ship Efpiritu Santo, or the 
Holy Ghoft was caft away at Catandna- 
nts, through the Ignorance of tlic PilocJ 
who could not find out the Emboccahro, 
or Mouth of the Streight. In 1596, the 
contrary Winds drove the Galeon Sc. Phi¬ 
lip as far as Japan *, where it was taken 
by way of Rcpriflil with all the Lading 
defign’d for Nevo Spain •, which gave oc- 
calion to the Emperor Taycofama then 
Reigning to Pcrfecutc the Chriftians, 
wherein he proceeded fo far as to put 
to Death F. Peter, a Recolet, who went 
thither from Manila with the Charadier 
of Amballador, the better to Excrcife 
the Funftion of a MilTioivcr. In t5o2, 
two other GaUons were caft away, and 
others after that. Nor is the Difficulty 
and Danger any lefs at prefent j tho’ the 
Voyage has been us’d almoft two Ages; 
for many Galeons are loft; and others 
having fpent their Mafts, or drove^by 
contrary Winds return, when they are 
half way over, after lofing many Men 
at Sea, and the belt but ill condition’d, 
as hapned to the Galeon Santo Girifio not 
long fmee. 

The Wind continu’d to blow hard at 
North all Night, and Wednefday 24th, 
and put us on £. and by N. Abundance 
of Pigeons were feen about the Ship. 

The Optain becaufe of the lharpnefs of 
the Weather caus’d fome Wine of Palm- 
tree to be diftributed among the Sailers, 
to warm their Stomachs. The lat. 35 
deg. 45 rain. The Pump was ply’d eight 
or ten times in 24 Hours, the Ship made 
fo much Water. The Wind from North 
came to N. N. E. which oblig’d the Pi¬ 
lot to back the Main Sail, keeping her 
Head £. S. £. that Ihe might not tall a- 
way to Southward. Thurfday 25th, wc 
continu’d the fame Method lying fome¬ 
times one way, and fometimes another, 
to Rack the Galeon the left ', and^found 
the lat. but 35 deg, 10 min. The Wind 
blowing harder at Night, the two Top 
Mafts were ftruck. A great Shower of 
Rain laid the Wind, and calm’d the 
Sea \ yet we lay by molt part of the 
Day, the Rain continuing with Thunder, 
and Lightning. Theft were look’d jup- 
on as Tokens of our being near *the 
Gontinbnt, or at leaft fome Illand; fome 
being of Opinion that Thunder and 
Lightning could not be produced, but 
Q.q q ' frona 
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f>^A>^'^’rora the fiery Exiialations of the Earth; 
Ccmelli. and not from Vapours rifing ont of the 
1597. Water as if in the Air over the Wa- 
tyv^ icr, there might not be much Niter, 
Sulphur, and the like, to occaiion Thun> 
dcr and Lightning. At Night we iteer’d 
N. and by E. the Wind at E. and E. N. 
E. Three Hours in the ftormy Night, 
tljat I ,ight the Sailers call Santelmo, ap¬ 
pear’d on the round Top, and was ia- 
luted by all the Paflengcrs as the fore¬ 
runner of fair Weather. Saturday 27tb, 
we fteer’d firft N. N. E. and then E. and 
by N. the Wind at E. and E. S. E. with 
much Rain. Sunday 2Sth, the Thunder 
and Rain continu’d, and the two Top 
Mafts being hoifted again, we fteer’d 
firft £. and by N. and then E. N. E. and 
laftly, N.E. the Wind being at S. S. E. 
S. E. and E. S. E. The lat. 36 deg. 10 
min. The Wind grew more favourable 
ar Night, and fo we fail’d E. N. E. to 
gain the Latitude we had loft againft our 
Wills. The Sky clearing on Monday 
29th, the Sun Ihin’d out bright to chear 
the Hearts of the Paflengcrs, who had 
been ft» many Days bury’d under dark 
Fo^, and Rains, the Wind coming to 
S. W. we fteer’d E. and by N. 

Hardihips "The poor People ftow’d in the Cab- 
Aboard,^ bins of the Galeon bound towards the 
Land of Promile of Nm Syain^ endure 
no Ids Hardihips than the Children of 
Jfrael did, when they went from Egyyt 
towards Falefiine. There is Hunger, 
Thirft, Sicknefs,Cold, continual Watch¬ 
ing, and other Sufferings j bclidcs the 
terrible Shocks from fide to fide, caus’d 
by the furious beating of the Waves. 

I may further fay they endure all the 
Plagues God fent upon Pharaoh to {of¬ 
ten his hard Heart j for if he was infe- 
dfed with Leaprofy, the Galeon is ne¬ 
ver clear of an univerial raging Itch, 
as an addition to all other Mileries. If 
the Air then was fill’d with Gnats ; the 
Ship fwarras with little Vermioe, the 
Spaniards call Gorgojosy bred in the Bis- 
ket y lb fwift that they in a ihort time 
not only run over Cabbins, Beds, and 
\the vary Dilhes the Men eat on, but 
infenlibly fallen upon.thc Body. Inftead 
of the Locufts, there are fcveral other 
forts of Vermin of fundry Colours, that 
fuck the Blood. Abundance of Flies 
fall into'the Dilhes of Broth, in which 
there allb fwim Worms of feveral Ibrts. 
In Ibort, if Mofts miraculoully convert¬ 
ed Tiis Rod’into a Serpent, aboard the 
Galeofjf a piece of Flefh, without any 
Miracle is converted into Wood, and in 
chc Qtape of* a Serpent. 1 had a good 
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Iharc in thefc MVsfortnnes j for the Boat- 
fwain, with whom I had agreed for my 
Diet, as Ke bad Fowls at his Table the 
firft Days( fo when wc were out at Sea 
he made me Fall after the. Armenlais 
manner, having Banilh’d from his Table 
all Wine, Oyl and Vinegar; drelling 
his Filh with fair Water and Salt. Up¬ 
on Flelh Days he gave me Tajfajos Fri- 
tosy that is. Steaks of Beef, or Buffalo, 
dry’d in the Snn, or Wind, which arc 
lb hard that it is impolllbie to Eat them, 
without they arc firft well beaten, like 
Stockfifh y nor is there any Digefting 
them without the help of a Purge. Ac 
Dinner another piece of that fame fticky 
Flelh was boil’d, without any other Sauce 
but its own hardnels, and fair Water. 
At laft he depriv’d me of the Satisfadli-

New Sfain^ by His Majefties Command, 
fent tluiher Sebajiian Bifcaino^ with two 
Sliips and a Tender. He fail’d from the 
Port of Jcafulco^ and having difcover’d 
all theCoall, as far as Cape Mendocino^ 
and the Neighbouring IHands, made a 
Sea Cart of the whole. This Cart 1 
fiw, with the Journal belonging to it, 
for one of the Pilots Mates had it; and 
there I read, that he had talk’d with Sa¬ 
vage Indians, in feveral Places, and found 
them well Temper’d, Loving, andfome 
of them inclinable to entertain Friend- 
Ihip with the Spaniards ; which made 
them invite the People aboard the Ships 
to their Huts, about Port Monterey, in 
the IaS:«of 37 deg. That he found the 
lame Inclination in the Inhabitants of 
the fmall Iflands on the Coaft 3 but that 


think molt Strange, which is, that in 
thole lame Ports, there is fuch abun¬ 
dance of good Fiih fbclides the Whales 
out at Sea) that with a Hook in a day, 
a good Veflel might be Itor’d, or almolt 
loaded. The Inhabitants of thole Parts 
ufe Canooes, or Boats, like thofe of the 
Marian Iflands, as weU for Pearl, as for 
other Filhing. Thofe that inhabit along 
the Coalt of that Streight, which Icpa- 
rates California from the Qjntinent, ulb 
Boats made ot fmall pieces of Wood 
bound together, call’d by the Spaniards 
Balfas, that is. Floats. ~ They are lafe on 
them, being excellent Swimmers 3 nor 
do they value half their Body being in 
the Water, becaufc they go naked, co¬ 
vering only their Privities with Barks 
of Trees, and therefore arc not afraid 
of wetting their Cloaths. Alhore they 
lye, where Night overtakes them. In 
Winter they warm the Ground with 
Fire, and putting away the Coals, lie 
down in the hot Alhes. They have le- 
veral Langtiages; and among them fome 
are Mortal Eneuiics, on account of their 
Savage Jurisdiction. Their Weapons 
are long Spears, with the Points of 
Wood hardned at the Fire j and Arrows 
headed with Flint. They eat raw Filh, 
and exchange Pearls, in which all that 
Coall abounds, and the more becaulc 


the Spaniards muit be upon their Guard 
againlt the Indians of the Bay of St. 
Quintin, in the lat. of 32 deg. and a- 
gainft thole who live along the Shore, in 
the lat. of 27 deg. bccaule they are 
Warlike and Faithlcfs. The Religions 
Man who writes this Account, lays, the a- 
foremention’dPort of A 41 »»rergrhas Water 
enough; and that about it, there is Tim¬ 
ber to build Ships, and for other ufes; 
that there is plenty of Game on the 
Neighbouring Mountains, that is, Bar^ 
Deer, and other Bealls, and of Wild 
Foul in the Plain, as alfo of Ducks in 
the Lakes'; that fix Leagues N. W. of 
the Port, there is a rapid River, which 
has at leaft 7 Fadom Water, and ano¬ 
ther like it in the lat. of 41 deg. whole 
Cursent is fo llrong, that they could 
not get up it with §11 their Sails abroad. 
He allb reckons the aforemention’d Port 


the Fiihery is forbid the Spaniards, and 
Conquer’d Indians , for Knives and o- 
thcr Trifles, having no Knowledge of 
Mony. The Author of the aforelaid 
account, lays nothing of the Religion of 
thefe People, or of the Produft of the 
Earth, as things not belonging to the 
ProfelTion of a Sailer. But we are told 
they are Idolaters, like all the reH, and 
that they live upon what they kiU, up¬ 
on Roots, Herbs, and Indian Figs, call’d 
Titaxayas, or Tunas, whereof there is 
great Plenty in the Country.

At Night we 
felt fl!l 5 SnTlold,the Climate differing from 
that of Acapidco. 

Smtd/^ 24th, having rode two Leagues 
we heard Mals at the Village of Qnlpan- 
fingo^ a convenient Place, in the midft of 
the Valley, lb plentiful of Mmx. or /«- 
lUan Wheat, that they lay op their Har- 
veft in little Country Houfes, or Barns 
made of Wood and Clay. The Maidens 
in this Place to beautify their Faces and 
fecure them againlt the Cold, daub them 
with a yellow Flower pounded. We 
went hence two Leagues frirther to lye 
at ZumpoHjgOy another Village in the Vd- 
leys^ whi^h the Spaniards call Canada, 
becaufe thtte is a Road eight Leagues in 
length without (belter of any Trees. In 
all thefe puNiekjHoufes there is an Inn¬ 
keeper, and otlwr Indians, who fcrve 
Travellers in drelTing their Meat, and 
find them Salt and Fcwel for nothing, be¬ 
ing p^d for it by the Publick. They 
keep the Lodgings clean, and have al¬ 
ways an Altar in them, with an Image of 
our Saviour or (bme ^nt. 

Monday 25 th, I fet out betimes, and 
traveird,ik(«ugh a Plain like that of Ti- 
rrf, «ding nine Leagues without draw- 
ingSit, to the Kiver de las Balfas, ib call’d 
becaufe they crols it on Bal/as on Floats.

Mounting we travelPd 
four Leagues on an indifferent good Road^ 
by the way I (hot feveral ChiaccaUccas 
and other Birds, whereof there is great 
plenty. Palfing by Rancho de Palula, we 
came to dine near a little Lake; and ri¬ 
ding three Leagues further lay a« Pueblo p„ebloiikr 
Nuevo, that is, new Town, wJicrc there w. 
is a great Lake full of Ducks. 

Wednefdey 27th, after travelling fix 
Leagues over rugged Mountains, wc 
relied by the Water; and then riding 
as many Leagues more, foorded a great 
River at Night, and lay at the Village of 
Amacufac, oihxhertyo{Cornavacca. Aimwvs 
Such good Order is taken, that when- 
foever Travellers come in, the Topile 
and Mefonero, or Innkeeper come imme¬ 
diately to furnifhthem with all things ne- 
ceifiiry. TheTopifr, which in the Mex¬ 
ican Language Unifies, Sergeant or Ser¬ 
vant, is oblig’d to buy all the PalTengers 
jffand in need of, and the Innkeeper to 
drefr it, make the Beds, and (ee there 
be no want of Utenfils, Water and 
Fewel. 

Therfdsy 28th, after three Leagues ri- 
ding, we caine to Aiuagueungo, where 
having relied a little, wq went two ^ 
Leagues further to Alpupeea a Village of 
Cornavacca, and there din’d. In the pub- 
lick Houfe we found a Teponafie, or 
Drum, fuch as the Indians us’d formerly 
to beat. It was made of a piece of

This Nation - 
departed from its antient Country, up¬ 
on the fecal Promife made them by their 
Idol f^ttxJUfuxjtU, that he would Con- 
dud them to a Place, where they Ihould 
have the Command over all the Provin¬ 
ces Peopled by the other Nations; 
whereupon there is an Author, who is 
not aiham’d to make a Comparifon be¬ 
tween this People’s Travels, and thole 
of the Children of Ifrael in tbeDefert. 
Four Prielts declar’d the Idol’s Will, 
on the way; making all the Multitude 
ot their Beck fettle in feveral Places, 
build Houfes, and Sow for ibme time ; 
and nerfwading them to offer human 
Sacrifices to their felfe ! 3 city. I'hcn 
departing from thofe Places by Order 
of the Idol, they left the Old and Sick 
behind to People them, if poflible. Once 
Mexicans fettled at Meehcacan., that 
is. Land of Filh, becaufe of the great 
' Plenty there is in its l^akes, and having 
made many Villages there, went on to 
Inhabit MoHnsdce^ the Inhabitants of 
which Place are reputed to be deicend- 
cd of a great Sorcerer left there in 
the Temple. Being at length come to 
ChapuUtfcct they there fortify’d them- 
fclvcs; and in a Ihort time overthrew, 
and reduced the other fix Nations to a 
low Condition; efpecially the Chdees^ 
who oppos’d, and made War upon them.

The next Day the Mexicans thought 
fit to build a Tabernacle to place theib 
Idol in, till they could have Leafuac to 
Ered a Ibately Temple, when the City 
was finiih’d. This done, the Idol or¬ 
der’d by the Mouth of his Priefts, tliat 
all the Mexicans Ihould divide tliem- 
fclves into fourTarts, leaving the I'a- 
bernacle in the ^iiddle; anathefeare 
the four great Qpart 2 f.^’ Mexico.^ now 
call’d of St. John, of SL Maiy Redondogr- 
or the Round, of St. aW, and oiTsc. 

Sebaftian. After this uNdfipbAe di- 
reftwl, every Quarter Ihould make it 
felf an Idol, and fub-dividc into other 
fmall Wards; and thus from a fniall 
beginning, the City of Mexico grew up 
to its heighth, as more plainly appears 
by the foremention’d Cut.

Next the Mexicans perceiv’d it was pjjft 
necellary for them to have a Head, who vemment 
Ihould Govern them, and Ibudy the 
means of preferving what they had got, 
and extenmng their Empire ova^teir 
Neighbours.

Youth call’d AcsmaptichtU.^ the Son of a ^ 
Mexican Prince by the Daughter of the ^

did to appeafe that King, who had been 
highly provok’d by them, by killing and 
fieaing the Daughter of his Prcdeceflbr- 
From that time forward they began to 
have a Form of Government, and to be 
look’d upon by Strangers; Ib that the 
neighbouring People enjoying their Ho¬ 
nour endeavour’d to De^oy them; par- 
dcularly the Tapanecas of AzjcafHxjdco^ 
to wholb King the Mexicans paid Tri¬ 
bute, as being the lalb that came to In¬ 
habit there. The King of Azeaputdeo 
feeking a Pretence to break the,peacc, 
lent word to Acamapichtli., that the Tri¬ 
bute was too fmall Kand therefore, for 
the future he Ihould leid him all Mate¬ 
rials for building bis City, and every 
Year a certain quantityyomih, but

i//2dKing forty Years, dy ’d without appointing 
his Sons to Succeed him ; and therefore 
in return for this his Moderation, the 
thief Mew Aflcrabling, chofe one of his 
Sons,whofcName was which 

lignifies rich Quil, and then Crown’d and 
anojr^cd him with the Oyl wherewith 
tis^y us’d to anoint their Idols, Then 
they gave him to Wife, the Daughter of 
the King of AzjcapuzjUco^ who prevail’d 
tvitli iicr Father to change the firft Tri¬ 
bute into acounlc of Ducks, and a little 
Fifh. Tlic Wedding was kept with great 
Solemnity, according to Cullom^ which 
was perform’d by tying one end or point 
of the Bridegroom s Cloak, to the point 
of the Brides, to denote the Matrimoni¬ 
al knot. The Queen dying, the King 
did not outlive her a Year, but dy’d in 
the thirtieth year of Ins Age, and thir¬ 
teenth of his Reign. 

r.hmidpa- HisSon Oiirndpofoca was chofen the 3d 
i id at ten Years of Age; adding to 

the antient Ceremonies of Coronation, 
that putting into his Left hand a Bow, 
and Arrow, and into his Right a naked 
Swotd. There bejiag a greatfcarcityof 
Water in his Kingdom, he got leave of 
the King of A jcaputdco^ his Grandfa¬ 
ther b]^ the Mothers fide, to bring Wa¬ 
ter froif^iTc |lountain of Chapultepec^ a 
'li«ague difta'k from Mexico ; but the 
Mixicans h/iring made the Pipes of Cane, 
and little or no Water cominglhrough 
' them CO the l^ke, they were fo bold as 
to 4;{emaad opthat King their Friend, 
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Stone, Lime, Timber, hjjid Wo/kraen to 
make a fblidAqaedoa-.The'Yff<i»fC4/ of¬ 
fended at it, made a bloody War upon 
the MexicanSf lb that the old King dy’d, 
for Grief to fee his Grandfon going to 
Ruin; who was treacheroully Murder’d 
in his own Palace. 

For their next King the Mexictms rt{coiU 
chofe Ttzxoatly which lignifies Serpent 4tbKjii! 
of the Knife, being the Son of their i it 
King by a Slave. He to revenge the 
Outrage commiced againfthisPrcdeccflbi \ 
fought with the Tepanecas^ and deftroy’d 
them i Plundering and Ruining Azxa- 
pMzalcOf and purfuing the People to the 
Mountains till he made them Snbjedf to 
him. Then according to Cuftom, he di¬ 
vided the Booty and i,aHds of thofe 
Conquer’d among his People. Nor did 
the courfc of his Viftories (top here, but 
having firlt fubdu’d the Inhabitants of 
Tacitba and Cuyoacan^ who Jiv’d under 
Lords of their own, he alfo over¬ 
threw and dellroy’d the Swhimllcas, firlb 
Inhabitants of the Lake, as vw-is Did be¬ 
fore i obliging them to make a Caiifway 
on the Lake, to join Communication 
with their City, which was four Leagues 
from Mexico. Next he bent his force 
againil the City Cmtlavacay the King 
whereof voluntarily fubmitting, own’d 
him for his Sovereign ^ and thus A^ex‘ 
ho gain’d the Sovereignty over all the 
Towns and People about it. 

Ttnjcoatl^ having Reign’d thus Profpc- 
roufly twelve Years, dy’d; and the Gc- 
neral under whofc Conduft thcle Con- Kisg 
quefts bad been made, whofc Name was 
Tlacaellel^nd who was bis Nephew, took 
care to aflemblc the Eledors, which were 
the Kings of Tefcuco^ and Tacuba, and 4 
others, to appoint a new King. Meh- 
ttxMm* the General’s Nephew was eled- 
ed. He firfl; inflituted the barbarous Cu¬ 
ftom, that no King Ihould be Crown'd, 
till he had Sacrific'd feme Captives ta¬ 
ken by himfelf in War; and therefore 
a Quarrel being pick’d with the Pro¬ 
vince of Oidco for this very purpofe, 
he in Perfon took feveral Prifoners, 
and then Sacrific’d them at Mexico up¬ 
on his Coronation day. This Sacrifice 
was perform’d by ripping open the 
Breaft of the Captive with a Knife made 
of Flint, and taking out the Heart im¬ 
mediately, whi^i was thrown into the 
Face of the Idol, whilft it was yet 
leaping. Tb r,|iis Ik added the draw¬ 
ing mf feme Blood on^f his Ears, and 
other parts, before F|rcpan, they 
call'd Dmnc, which ferffd nt their abo¬ 
minable Sacrifices. Th|a h^beftowd 

great 
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great Kargefs aaiong the People, an^rc- 
CemelU. ccivcd ti*?' Tribute of the Provinces; 
1698. Having fubdu’d OidcOf he undertook 
v/Sr>J to extend his Empire,by the advice of his 
Uncle; who was always of Opinion, 
not to conquer the neighbouring Pro> 
vince of Tlafcd *; that it might ferve 
to iharpen the Courage of their Youth 
in War, and to furnifll Prifoners to Sa- 
crihee to the Idol. King ereded 
a (lately Palace for himfelf, and afump> 
tuous Temple for his God, and ereded 
fevcral Courts. He dy’d when he had 
Reign’d 28 Years. 

Tuo-dxu Elcdors meeting with the 

<!thking. Kings of TefcHce^ and Tacubaj chole 
TaclatlUL, who would not accept of the 
Crown, faying it was better for the Pub- 
lick, that another Ihould Reign, and he 
allift him with his Service, and advice. 
This Gencrofity, which (bow’d the Bar¬ 
barian was much Superior to Cefar^ who 
thro’ Ambition, depriv’d his Country 
of its Liberty, mov’d the Eledors to 
leave 4 to him to make whom he pleas’d 
King, and he nam’d Tico-chn^ Son to 
the King deceas’d. Tico-chu appearing 
to be no Souldier, the Mexiemt Poy- 
Axin-ic fon’d him, railing his Brother Axmmm 
7th Kins’ to the Thronc, by the Advice of Tlaat- 
elicit who dying with Age, recommend¬ 
ed his Son to the new King, who in gra¬ 
titude, made him his General. 

Before his Coronation, jfxayacac 
march’d againft the Province of Taguan- 
petec ; and in a (bott time Plunder'd and 
fubdu’d it. In his return coming to a 
Battle with the Lord of Tlatelulce(where 
at prefent is the Church of St. yamts) 
he (lew him, and Icvell’d his City with 
the Ground. This King dy’d when he 
had reign’d eleven Years. 

Ahuit^oti, After him Amitzjetl the 8tb King af- 
Stb King, cended the Throne, but before bis Co¬ 
ronation, he went according to Cuftom, 
to puoifh the Qmxitnttlm$t who had ta¬ 
ken the Tribute, as it was coming to 
Mexico on the Road. He e.vtended the 
Borders of his Kingdom, as far as Cm- 
tlmaUt and cncompafs’d Mexico with 
Water, by bringing to it an Arm of the 
River that ran by Ci^oacan. This Man 
at the Dedication of the Temple, to the 
Idol Huittilipochp (which was in the 
y$ar i486) Sacrificed in the (pace of 4 
days following 64080 Men ; fix Mil¬ 
lions of People refortug to the Fefli- 
val, as the Dftxiyn Siflimics tell os. 
This hiim Net;* dy’df in me eleventh 
Year of his

they came to Mexicot his Name ij/tlici? 
Language fignifyinga Wif^ LorlT; be- 
caufc he before his cxaltation~ti)v'thc 
Throne, was Grave, 

Man of few Words, 
made him much ho^ur'd, and 
Befidcs he had refiwd the Crown, re¬ 
tiring into the Temple of the Idol, 
where he had a Solitary apartment; lb 
that the Eledors were fain to g(k tlii- 
ther to perfuade, and bring him to the 
Empire, with extraordinary Modefty. 
When once a King, he chang’d his 
Humility and Mccknefs into fncii Pride, 
that he order’d all Places and Employ¬ 
ments about th‘i\fou^ (honld be ta¬ 
ken from CommoncAj and Nobles to 
come in their (lead. \Beforc his Corj>- 
nation, with the alfifla\^ of the Mobi¬ 
lity, he march’d to redBUsjj^^thera 
Province, that had revolted, andTrooghc 
home a rich Booty, and many ifouers 
for Sacrifice. At his return owns re¬ 
ceiv’d with great Joy by Inb Subjerts, 
and Crowned in great State, with abun¬ 
dance of Tributes from the conquer’d 
Countries. 

If tne Royal Standard hapned to be 
loft, thole People us’d to retire, with¬ 
out Profecuting the Battle <5 as it hap¬ 
ned at Ommbat wiicre Cortes and hi^ 
Spaniards puiTu’d the dying A^xicatss ., 
the fame they did, if the Kiil^^were 
kill’d, to Celebrate his Funeral, 
from all Labour. Adontezama made his 
Subjedls adore, rather than refpedl him; 
he was always carry’d on the Shoulders 
of great Men; never wore one Garment 
twice, or eat or drank out of the fame 
VelTel. He kept in his Palace all forts 
of Birds, and Beads, and Sea-Filh in 
his Salt Fifli-ponds, and River-Filh in 
frelh Water. If any kind could not be 
had, he kept them in Gold, and for 
Grandeur. He was very precife in ex- 
afting punftual Duty from his Subjeifts; 
and therefore fometimes went abroad in 
difguize, to fee whether his Orders were 
obey’d. Laftly he feldom appear’d in 
Publick, to avoid creating Familiarity. 

The downfal of the Empife now 
drawing near ; feveral figns appearing, 
as Blazing Stars aud Piramidal Fire ic 
the Sky, Monfters^ the Farth, and 
Prodigies in the Lake; yUontexMmut tho’ 
atfirft he had treated’^t Aftrologei s 
hardly, (who foretold fc|ne gffcat Cala¬ 
mity ; and the MagiciarS who relaf^h' 
dreadful Vifions) being atjlaft brdiight 
to Repentance, retir’d to a Iblitary 
Houfcjcxpcfting his Ruin,- to be wrought' 
by the Children of the Sun, coming 
Tf iVoaf 
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/loi^hc Eaft, according to antienC j^re- 
UaueiU. 'dic^iol^s. In the 14th year of his Reign, 
1598. .came from the Northern 

in f Ships, fubda’d Mexico^ 
td^ and after¬ 

wards the Jfs^a oraier/i and Cnfco, which 
lalt was Lord of a^ountry a thouland 
Leagues in length nom the Kingdom of 
ff/j/Zc, beyond that of Quito j and the 
firft Vrora the North, to the South Sea j 
and look’d upon, more like Gods than 
Men. Among other enormities the In¬ 
ga was Guilty of, he would Marry his 
own Sifters, whofe Son afterwards in¬ 
herited the Crown, a^ ^rn of the Co- 
yut or firft Heirefs; the King de¬ 
ceas’d left everia|Br6ther, he was pre- 
^Jerr’d before his fcephew. Whilft A/w- 
tezjtjna was ftill ^vc, the Mexicans chofe 
Quaul^im pcJg >A.hm King, who dy’d a 
afrilbnpr loCorref. 


It is to be obierv’d that the Si^celfion 
of the Crown of Mexico^ wu^ft to the 
collateral line, not the immediate liTuc, 
Age taking the preferencethe 2d, 3d, 
4^, and fo to the laft Brother, being 
choie after the firft ; and for want of 
them, they began wit^he EldeftSqnof 
the eldeft Brother, and fo to the 2d, 3d, 
and fo-forch. At firft the choice be¬ 
long’d to all the People ; but afterwards 
by the advice of Tlocaeliel^ia the Reign of 
Itxxeatl the 4tli King, it was committed 
to only four Eledors of the Blood Roy¬ 
al, and the two Kings of Tefcaco and 
Tacuba ; .the firft of which perform’d 
the Ceremony of the Coronation. As 
long as the Kings of Mexico were Poor, 
they were moderate in their expence, 
and attendance, but as they grew Pow¬ 
erful, they became Haughty, Tyranni¬ 
cal, and Stately.

The]W-%ir Diviiions were the be¬ 
ginning pf the four Terms that made 
up the Age. Between every two, on 
the iufidi of the Snake, there were 12 
fmall divifious, among which the four 
fn ft Names or Figures, were fucceHivc- 
ly diftributed, giving every one its num¬ 
ber to thirteen, which was the number 
of Years that compos’d an Indiftion; 
the like was done in the 2d Indidlion, 
with the faflie Names from one to 13, 
^nd Ib in the 3d, and 4th, till they fi- 
riite’d tlip Circle of 52 Years, as fol- 
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fame number pf days, till the Morning

This extravagant computation of the a ftrangc 
Moon, was grounded upon a Fable, lable. ^ 
which is. That the Gods having rclblv’d 
to deftroy the darknefs that cover’d the 
World j two of them undertook this 
Work, which were Tecncifiecatly and 
Nanalmatzin. Thefe after making great 
preparations at Teotihuacany a place now 
call'd Ti.ac«gliy ‘having caft themfelves 
into the Fire of a burning Rock, call’d 
TutexcagUy and being converted into 
Alhes*, within a fliort while after ap¬ 
pear’d in the Eaft, Nanahiiatz.m become 
the Sun, and Tecucijlecatl the Moon. At 
firft they had no motion, but afterwards 
the Wind by Order of the Gods, began 
to move them \ but after a difftr- 
ent manner, for at the cud of 13 days, 
the Sun being come to the Weft, the 
Moon began to appear in the Eaft. This 
being fo unlikely, they might perhaps 
ftiy ft), to give every one of their great¬ 
er Gods, which were thirteen, the Go¬ 
vernment and Dominion of their Years, 
and Days ; but the Mexic.ins themfelves 
arc ignorant of both. 

From what has been laid above there 
arife fcveral doubts; the fn ft is, why 
they begin to reckon their Ycais from 
the South 3 the fecond, why they made 
ufe of the four Figures, of a Rabbet, 
a Cane, a Flint, and a Houfe. To the 
firft they anlwcr that when the Gods 
had refolv’d at Teotihuacatiyto takeaway 
the great Darkuefe, and Nanahuat^tK 
and Ttotihuacany by means of the Fire, 
were converted into Sun and Moon, the 
reft of tiic Gods fet themfelves to ob- 
fcrve, from what quarter of Heaven, 
the Light would firft appear, wherein 
they were of fundry Opinions, fbmc af¬ 
firming, it would come from the North, 
others from the South, others from the 
Eaft, and others from the Weft (as if 
the Names of Eaft, and Weft, &c. had 
been invented before the Sun had en- 


This way of reckning by 13, was not 
only obferv’d in their Years, bnt in their 
Months; for tho’ their Month was of 
20 days, yfet when they came to the 
number 13, tho^bejppn again.

Thefc Figures fo dilpos’d, were alio 
the Hieroglyphicksofthefour Elements, 
which is the fccond doubt ^ for TochtU 
was dedicated toTevaa^ohuaGodof the 
Earth, yicatl to TlalecatetuhtUGixl of the 
Water, Tecpatl to Chetzahceatl God of 
the Air, and CagU to XiuhtecMl God of 
the Fire. Perhaps they meant to ex- 
prefs the Nature of the four Cardinal 
Winds, which were the only ones they 
knew, and this in UoaourofChetxathco- 
atl God of the Winds, who, as was laid 
before, gave the firll; motion to the Sun 
and Moon. Wbatibever the reafbn of 
it was, ’tis certain that Neptme^ whom 
they call’d was the Inventor 

of thefe Hieroglyphicks and Method of 
difpoiing them, to the end that every 


ceflity follow the lame DocUiijc, beijig 
Originally defeended from J' ^pnnn, who 
cannot be thought to hjvi given them a- 
ny other Inftruc'lioas, butvvh.it he learnt 
of his Father Mefraim, who had them 
from d?4w, or//dm, and from hisClrand- 
father Nwb, among the firlt Iithabitants 
of e.^iypt.

which made 360 days, added 5 days 
more, which they call’d Epagmeniy to 
compleat the Circle of the Sun; lb the 
Mexicansy their iS Months in like man¬ 
ner, making 360 days, added five days 
at the ent^of every Year, and call’d them 
Nonontemiy that is, wandring, to make 
VKp the fame number of 365. Some 
' linl^iat thefe 5 Days being out of the 
^„-5to!^Jer of the Months, had no parti- 
'cular'jRame, and that therefore the firft 
of every Month wa&CipaSU. But they arc 
much deceiv’d, for they had not only 
Names, but were brought into their 
thirtcens. For the better underftand- 
ing hereof, let us iraa^ne an Age, the 
firft Year whereof is TochtUy to whidi 
CifdW anfwers, as firft day,of the firft 
Month i if the 360 days, which make 
the 18 Months of this Year, be count¬ 
ed round fucceffively by thirteen, and 
thirteen, it will appear that the laft day 
of the 18th Month, will be 9 EoxitL 
But if the 5 days call’d Nenontemi had 
no Name, the following Year mull: have 
begun from 2 MaxMy with 10 Gpa^U.

Ome MchiuU. This is not accidental, 
but very regular in all the Years of an 
Age (as may be eafily demonftrated) 
and fo this 2d Year be^ning at 2 Mi~ 
chifiUy will end its Months at 10 Coatly 
and 3#5 days at 2 Itxjamliy fo the fol¬ 
lowing 3d Year Tecpatly will begin at 3 
OxmatUy and the next being the 4th 
CagUy at 4 CoxjcaqMHhtUy and fo on in 
the reft, till the thirteen is out. By this 
it appears, that the 4 days GpaBUy &c. 
did not only anfwer to the 4 Symbols of 
the Years TochtUy &c. but that they had 
aUb the ftme numerical Denomination, 
deriv’d from the thirteens. 

They therefore who know how much 
almofiall theEafternNatiims err’d in this 
particular,, may be Judges how mnch the 
Wit of the Mtxkaits deftnrv’d to be com¬ 
mended, and lock’d upon, for invent¬ 
ing lb Artificial and regular a Circle.

Monfe^or Suma- 
rica firft Bifhop of Mexico, made an end 
of deftroying what remain’d,and brokea- 
bundaiKC of old Idols; fo that the Fi¬ 
gure of the Mexican Year, and other 
Antiquities of the Indians which follow 
in this Volume, are all owing to the In- 
dnlTry and Courtefy, of the aforefaid 
D. Carlos deSiguenza, who prefented me 
witti thefe extraordinary Rarities. 

■ eapyear. They' order’d the Bi^xtile, or Leap 

Year, after this manner. The firft Year 
of the Age began on the loth of Jpril, 
and fo did the 2d, and 3d, but the fourth 
or Leap Year, on the pth, the 8th on 
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the Sth, the 12th, on the 7th, the 16th, 
on the dtb, till the end of the Age, 
which was on the 28th of March, when 
the 13 days of the Leap Years, till the 
loth of Jlpril, were Ipent in rejoycing. 

Before the new Age began, they broke 
their Veflels, and put out the Fire -, fup- 
poling that lince the World was jo 
end with an Age, perhaps that might be 
it. When the firft day appe ar’d? they 
folemniz’d it with Drums and oilier In- 
ftruments they us’d •, giving thanks to 
God, for having granted them another 
Age *, they bought new VeJTrls, and re¬ 
ceiv’d the new Fire, from tl^iighPrieft 
in Iblemn Proceflion. 

The People of?««rcckncd by Moons, 
and 12 Months with as many days as we 
do, and ben'des began their Year at Ja¬ 
nuary, but afterwards one of their Kings 
would have it to br gin at IM-ember. 

They placed about tin. City Cuzco, which 
was the Court of ihehga Kings, i.aPillars, 
at fuch diftances, and in fuch Order, that 
each of them every Month, Ihould point 
out the Suns riling , and fetting 3 and 
thus they regulated their Feftivals, and 
the Scafons for Sowing and Reaping, e- 
very Pillar having its proper ^ame.

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T H E Mexicans kept as it were a Ju¬ 
bilee every fourth Year, on the 
19th of May, on which was the Fcfti- 
val of the Idol TezjcatUpuca. They fail¬ 
ed 5 days before it, and the Priefts ab- 
ftain’d from their Wives, and went a- 
bout beating themfelves in a Penitential 
Habit. All other People were clad after 
the fame manner, and went in Proceffion 
begging one another’s Pardon. Upon 
the day appointed a Slave that was like 
the Statue of the Idol was Sacrific’d,and o- 
thers with him, ripping open their 
Breafts, as was faid before, and caftiug 
the Hearts Hill alive,upon the Idol’s Face. 
Thefe Captives to make them the more 
mifcrable, were fatted up fomc Days 
before, and Worlhipp’d about the City

All, as well Men as Women are of a 
dark Colour, notwithftabding their En¬ 
deavours to defend their Faces againft 
the Cold, and make them Fair with Herbs 
pounded. They ufe alio to daub their 
Heads with thin Clay, fuch as they ufe 
in their Buildings, thinking it refreAes 
the Head, and makes the Hair black and 
ibftfo that feveral G}uatry Women 
ar^ f.cn about the City in that dirty 
Black' Condition. The Attfiizjty MnUtto, and 
Mulattos, \^ omen, which, are the greatefl: 
Number in Mtxicoj not being allow’d to 
wear Vails, or becloath’d after the Sp«- 
tiijh FaAion, and i(X>rniog on the other 
fide the JnSan Habit, go in an extrava¬ 
gant G^b, wearing a thing like a Petti¬ 
coat, a-aofs their Shoulders, or on their 
Head like a Cloak, which makes them 
look like fb many Devils. 

All the Blacks and Md4tm are In- 
Iblent to the higheft Degree, and take 
upon them as much as Sfmiardst whole 
Habit they wear \ fo among themfelves 
they take the Title of Captain, tbo’ 
they be not fo \ nor an there be many 
in Mtxic«y where there is but one only 
Company of Sfmiards, and a few of Mi¬ 
litia, in afe of Need. This Rabble of 
Blacks, and Tawnies is fo encras’d, that 
it is feared they may one Day Rebel, and 
make themfelves Mailers of the Country; 
unlefi the carrying of fo many Blacks be 
obftrnded by Farming it.

Ferdinand Con../, on 
the very lame Ground where the Hea¬ 
then great Temple ftood but others, 
from antient Paintings and Draughts 
prove that Temple ftood, ^ where now 
the College of St. Ilde fonfus is. However 
it is, this was made a Biihoprick on the 
T3th of OBober 1625, and an Archbi- 
Ihoprick on the 13th of January 1545. 

It has eleven Suffragan Bilhops, which 
are thole of Futbla d« los AngtUs, or the 
City of Angels, Meehoaean, Huxacca, 
Guaddaxara, Guatimala, 1 'ucatan, Nica¬ 
ragua, Chiapa, Honduras, md Nutva 
Bifcaya, or New Bifcty of which ele¬ 
ven Bilhopricks the Tenths only amount 
to 516000 Pieces of Eight; and all the 
Profits 5160000 Pieces of Eight.

Then we walk’d about all the Monaftery 
which is fo large, that it has not only 
conveniency for 452 Religious Men that 
Live in it, but the Provincial Chapter 
has been kept there thefe 108 Years. 

The Ubrary is one of the beft in the 
IneUes, containing about 12000 Volumes.

uin her, that is, two Pieces of Eight 
and a quarter a Head every Week, fome 
keep five or fix Maids. The Monaftery 
, accordingly is large, and coft fome hun¬ 
dred Thouiauds of Pieces of Eight Build¬ 
ing ; and the Church is large, and well 
adorn’d. 

Satard^ 23d, I went into the neigh¬ 
bouring Church of the Nuns of St. La- 
zaras, which is alfo well adorn’d, has 
feven Altars, and the Roof gilt.

cms. Hiacimhm, belonging to the Dominican 
Miffiouers of Manila. The Church is 
fmall, but beautiful and the Hofpitinm, 
or Houfe new built, fit to receive and 
entertain fifty Religious Men, who are 
maintain’d upon the Revenue of their 
Garden, like the College of St. jingel ; 
and they have Mony over to fend to 
Oiitta •, F. Martin Ibanez having told 
me it yields 8, or 9000 Pieces of Eight 
a Year in only Herbs, and Sallads. It 
is to Iw obferv’d.

the Jefuits ; and the third of Brothers 
of St. Francis f call’d the Procellion of 
the Chinefes, hecaufe made by Indians of 
tlie Philippine Illands. Each of them car- 
ry’d its Images, with abundance of Lights, 
and a company of arm'd Men, after the 
manner as was mention’d before, befides 
fome that went a Horleback, with Trum- 
pets founding difmally before them. The 
Proceflion being come to the Palace, 
the Chh/efes^ and Brothers of the Tri¬ 
nity flrovc for Precedence, and there 
pafs’d fome Blows with painted Clubs 
tliey carry’d inftead of Torches, and 
the CrolFcs, fo that fcveral Perfons were 
iluit. 

The Sepulchers and Monuments they 
make at Mexico are beautiful and Tight¬ 
ly, but poor in Lights, all made by one 
Model, and every Year the fame ^ the 
Tabernacles being high, with Pillars, 
and Fret-work gilt, which lerves as long 
as the Wood holds, frids^ 5tb, 1 law 
the Procedion of JerafaUm, or Mount 
Cdvary^ which goes from St. Francis the 
Great, carrying the Figure of the Se¬ 
pulcher. About eight in the Morning 
three Trumpets founded a doleful Tune, 
and then appear’d a great many Brothers 
with Lights in their Hands, and among 
them fevcral Perlbns Whipping thcra- 
fclves. Then follow'd a Company of 
arm’d Men ^ fome of them a HorfcUck 
carrying the Sentence in Writing, Title, 
Garment, and other Tokens of the Paf- 
Iton. Then Perfons reprefenting our Sa¬ 
viour, the Blefled Virgin, St. Jehnt St. 
yetomcoy the good an^ the bad Thief. 
Then two reprefenting Jerri^ Prieils on 
Mules, and others in very good Order. 
In the Afternoon was the Proceflion of 
the Blacks and Indians of the Sodality of 
St. Dominicky much like the others. Af¬ 
ter this follow’d that of tha^paniardsy 
call’d the Funeral of our Saviour, in 
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which went 16 Fagideresy who are like 
Aldermen, two Alcadesy agd a Corregi- 
doTy who are the Supream Magiftrates of 
Mexicoy with Algaaiilesy and Serjeants 
before them. Then follow’d abundance 
of Knights, and Brothers, and all the 
Myfteries of the Paflion carry’d on fniall 
Biers, by Men clad in Black like Angelis, 
and adorn’d with Jewels. After them 
came ten Penitents, with vail* long 
Trains; next the Company of arm’d 
Men, in white Armour, as has been faid 
in other Places; and laftly, an Image of 
our Saviour, in a rich Shrine of Silver 
and Cryflal, given the Dominicans by 
the Biihop of Campeche. By the Shrine 
was the Blefled Virgin, and St. Johny 
follow’d by an infinite Multitude bfid^y^ 
vout People. In Ihort, nothing was In-^ 
fetior to the Magnificence of Europe. 

Another Proceflion of Indians went from 
the Parifh of St. James of the FraneiJ- 
cansy much like the lalt, only that fome 
Indian Women went in Mourning 
Weeping, to reprefent the Daughters of 
Sion. 

Satwday tfth, the Viceroy and Vice- AfineTa- 
queen went to hear Service at theCathe- bemacle. 
dral; be lat on a Place rais ’4 above the 
reft of the Church, Ihc in a Clofet ihut 
up with Lattices, both on the right IJdc 
of the Altar. On a Bench behind the 
Viceroy fat the firft Chaplain, Captain 
of the Guard, and Gentleman of the 
Horfe. On the left fide of the Altar fat 
the Fegidjaresy attended by two Mace- 
6earers,%clad in Damask with Silver 
Maces in weir Hands. After the ufual 
CeremonieV M^fs beginning at Gloria 
in excelfisy ttlm^h Marble Tabernacle 
was uncover’d; lower part whereof 
is fupported by lixteen Pillars, and the 
upper by eight, with noble gilt Statues, 
which vaft Work rifts to the top of the 
Church. There is alfo a Pulpit of the 
lame fine Marble of the Pillars curioufly 
Wrought. 

Stmdey 7th, 1 law the Viceroy at the 
Church of St. Angaftin tbeGreac,at Mafii, 
fitting on his Throne, and 18 Knights 
of SantiagOy or St. Jamesy upon two 
Benches by him, with their white Man¬ 
tles of the Order. There are in Mexico 
abundance of Knights of this and other 
Orders, who fell Cloth, and Silk, Cho¬ 
colate, and other Things of l^fs value; 
laying this no way leflens their Gentility, 
they having a Warrant of the Eiq|ieror 
Charlesy. for lb doing. This Church is 
very beautiful, and has thirteen Altars 
extraordinary rich in Gold,/and adorn’d 
with curious Pictures. A^hc Entrance, 
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oa the left hand is a fmall Congregation 
Cei^eUi. of the thifd Order, with five Altars 
I richly Adorn’d. 1 law a Play in the Af- 
ternooQ very ill Adsd hyCrioBos, that is, 
the Sons of Spaniards by Indian Women, 
the Europeans looking upon it as a dif> 
grace to Ad iaPublick. 

, Monday 8 th, 1 went a League out of 
Cusdalupe. the City to vifit the Church of our Lady 
of Osiadalupey which they lay was built 
by Command of the Ble^ed Virgin ap< 
pearing to an Indiany and is now a no¬ 
ted Pilgrimage, whither the Mexicans 
. rclbrt with rich Offerings, with which 
there is now building a large Church with 
three IQcs fupporc^ upon eight Pillars, 
and will roH. a great deal before it is fi- 
i he high Altar of a little Church, 
lei ves for the prefent, and is curi- 
oufiy wrought of Silver. There are 
three otiicr Altars for faying of the Maf- 
fes, whcie are Aims brought for every 
Day. Near the aforefaid Church is the 
Place, where the Bleffed Virgm is laid to 
have.appcar’d the fifth time, and a great 
Springy and not far from it on the Rock 
an Hermitage of great Devotion, in the 
place where the Indian who had the Vifi- 
ou, is reported by order of it to have ga¬ 
ther’d Roles tolhow the Biihop in token 
of the truth of what he laid. This Af¬ 
ternoon 1 went upon the Canal of Xama- 
iV«,wherePeople either walk on theBanks, 
or divert themfelves in Boats on the Wa¬ 
ter, there being many Men and Women 
who Sing and Play on the Mufick, ftriv- 
ing to outdo one another. The Banks 
are cover’d with little Houf^f InSans 
and Inns, for the Peoplq^ take fome 
Refrefliment, fuch as^h^late, jitole 
and Tamalff. ThennncipalIngredient 
of the two lafl; nam^ is InJdan Wheat, 
jioiezU- order’d after this manner. They boil the 
quor. Indian Wheat withLime, and when it has 

flood a while grind it, as they dp the 
Cacao. Then they ftrain that Pad through 
a Sieve with Water, which makes a white 
thick Liquor, like that we draw from 
Almonds; which Liquor when it has 
been boil’d a little, they call jitolcy and 
is drank cither mi.x’d with Chocolate or 
by it fclf. The more dainty People 
drink it the latter way with Sup;ar; out 
either way it is veiy nouriflung, and 
much u^’d in the Indies. Of the Pad that 
remains ^after that wafliing, they make 
theTamalosy mixing it with minc’d Meat, 
Sugtt and Spice, and colcmring it over. 
1 lik^ the Tad of them both, {ho* my 
Monti} was us’d to good and bad. 

Tuejday 5icb I bear’d Mad in the Nnn- 
\ nery of S. Founded by a Citizen 


of Mexiaoy with a Revenue to Maintain 
33 poor Maids, which are now chofrn by 
his Heir. The Monadery on the other 
hand, in gratitude pays a thoufandPiere^ 
of Eight a Year to this Protedor and Heir, 
by order of the Founder. This righ/of 
Patronage is at prefent in a Criol»^f Son 
of a Spamard by an Indian Woman, of 
the Family of Cadena. The Church is 
well adorn’d, has nine Altars, the Roof 
vaulted, and all decent. 

Thurfday iiihy in the Morning I went ^ •, 
to fee ChapsUtepecy where Hidory tells 
us Mantezjtma^s Palace of Recreation, 
or Country-Houie dood. At prefent it 
ferves to receive the Viceroys, till the 
Gty is ready to receive them, and their 
Palace of Refidenceputin order. Of late 
Years this publick Reception has not 
been made, the City having reprefented 
to the King what a great Expence it was; 
lb that the prefent Viceroy the Count 
de Montexjtmuy went in privately to take 
Pollcfflon of the Government in the 
great Hall w'hcre the Courts dre kept, 
and when all things were in a rcadinel% 
made his folemn Entry a Horfeback over viceroy’; 
the Caufway of Guadalupey attended by 
the Nobility and Magidrates. When he 
came to the Triumphal Arch ercdled be- 
fore the Church of the Dominicansy the 
Gate was flint according to Cudom, to 
perform the Ceremony of prefcnting 
the Keys, and tendring the Oath to keep 
the Liberties of the City. As he was 
going to alight for this purpofe, he fell 
from his Horfe, and his Perriwig dropt 
off his Head, the Horfe being unruly, 
and he, as a Scholar, little ns’d to ride. 

Then he pafs’d through the ftcond Arch, 
which was richly adorn’d, and then a 
Bridge over to the Church-yard of the 
Cathedral, at the Gate whereof the 
ArchbifliopinPo»r»}£r4h'^iuexpefred him, 
with all the Chapter, to fwear him to the 
keeping the PrivUeges of the Church. 

This done TV Deum was lung. 

To return to the Palace of Chapultepecy 
it was built at the foot of a Hill (on the 
Top whereof is a Hermitage of the In¬ 
vocation of S. Francis Xaverius') by D. Lu¬ 
is de V’dafcoyViho was V iceroy in the Reign 
of the Emperor d>4r/»V. as appears by 
the Infcri^ion over the Gate; but it is 
too little for a Viceroy’s Court. It Ras 
two Courts, in one of which the City 
did ufe to have the Juego de Terosy or rid¬ 
ing at Bulls, whilft things were preparing 
for the Entry. The Garden is fihall but 
has a good Spring, which after ferving 
the Palaceis convey’d in Pipes to Bethlensy 
the Novitiate of the Mereenariansy to

Vicmetli. They fay this Spring was accidentally 
^und by a Viceroy, who caus’d that 
Ir ^e to be dug to find Mmtt7jmd% 
'I^afure. Clofe by it is a little Wood, 
an^ot far from it the Powder'Houfe, 
the MinT'drore by Water. At Chapulte- 
fee begin the famous Arches or Aquedud, 
which conveys to the City of Mexico an 
excellent Water brought from SMta Fe^ 
three Leagues diflant. One Mark Gue¬ 
vara a private Citizen, was at all this 
charge. Alraoft all People ufe this Wa¬ 
ter , becauie that of Belen is thicker. 
Some fay it is fpoifd by being convey’d 
beyond Chapultefec in Leaden Pipes j but 
1 found it good enough. 

Friday i itb, I travell’d three Leagues 
through a Plain well cultivated Country, 
like that of Poj^io Reale in Naples, to fee 
the miraculous image of our Lady, call’d 
de los Remedies. 7 he Church is built on 
a Hill, with convenient Dwellings for the 
Prieils that ferve it, under the Care of 
a Vicars It is adorn’d with excellent 
Pifluresin gilt Frames, as is the Roof 
and four Altars. But the high Altar 
(on which ftands the holy Image, which 
is MalTy and two Spans high) belides be¬ 
ing all gilt, has a noble Canopy of bea¬ 
ten Silver, an Antependium of Cryffal, 
with gilt Figures behind it, and about 
30 large Silver Lamps of cmious Work- 
manfliip j nor have they fpar’d this Me¬ 
tal to adorn the Pulpit. Behind the high 
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Altar is a little Treafury where they keep 
all the Things of value ofier’^l by the 
Devotes. For fear of Thieves the Church 
being vaftly rich and Handing on a Moun¬ 
tain, they never open it till ten in the 
Morning. 

Thence I went to S. Joachim, a Mo- rttodchimi. 
naltry of CarmeUte barefoot Fryars, be-, 
gun to be Built of late Years, and there¬ 
fore the Religious are as yet bur ill 
Lodg’d, and fay Mais in a little Church 
with three Altars. They are Walling 
in a great piece of Ground to make a 
Garden, which in time will be delight¬ 
ful and yield great Profit. 

Saturday 13th, I went to the MonaHery 
of the Dominicans, to lec theChappel of Domlnk 
"D. Peter M)ntez.Hma, delcendcd froth 
Emperor Montezjama, where I found a 
Spanifl} Inicription, in En^lijh thus, The 
Chappel of D. Peter Montezuma, who was 
hereditary Prince to MonteZUma the Lord 
of thegteatefi part of New Spain. 7'hc 
Chappel is dedicated to our Lady de los 
Dolores, or of Sorrow; devoutly adora’d, 
and enrich’d with Gold, as are the other 
40 Altars in the fame Church, belides 
Oratories and particular Congregations. 

The Monaftery is large, confining 130 
Religions Men in handfbme Dormitories. 

The Nunnery of S. Terefa of her Order 
is rich^ in the Church there are fix Al¬ 
tars handfomly painted, and magnificent¬ 
ly adorn’d with Gold.

A» Account of the wonderful Conveyance for theH'lSmrtorunout of the Lake 

of Mexico. 


B Eing defirous to lee this mighty 
Work, 1 mounted a Horfeback on 
Monday 15th, and travell’d 3 Leagues 
along thePlain to the Village of Tonipant- 
la. Then going ^ the Hill of Barrien¬ 
tos, two Leagues further came to Cuau- 
titlan ; where there is good earthen Ware 
niadc, like that of Cidi fo much valu’d in 
Europe, which when broke wanton La¬ 
dies eat. In the Evening crolfing the 
River Guautitlan (which falls into the Di- 
fague, or Channel made for carrying off 
the Water from the 4 ake of Mexico') I 
rode a League further, and fet up that 
Night AtTeplofetlan in the Novicelhip of 
the Jefuits, where the ReSor entertain’d 
me courteoufly. This Houfe is buflt up¬ 
on a Hill with Dormitories and Conve¬ 
niences for 52 Prieflis, Novices and Lay- 
Brothers. The Church is of the Invo-

cation of S. Francis Xaverius, and has fix 
Altars richly gilt, efpecially the high 
Altar, which exceeds all other in Mag¬ 
nificence. There is a Chappel of our 
Lady of Zam^of thelame bignei^ and 
exadly built like that in Italy. The Gar¬ 
den is large and has a great deal of Eu¬ 
ropean Fruit. 

Tuefdty idth, having travel’d fi>me 
way over Plains well cultivated, I came 
to Guegueteca, the Place where Waters 
have their Paflage under the Diredionof 
the Guarda Matf or, or head Keeper. The 
Viceroy is oblig’d by the King^s'exprefs 
Command to go thither ever^ Year in 
At^ufi to view what Condition th^lace 
is in, and give the necellary Ordm for 
it. D. Thomas de Btytron yJMoxica en¬ 
tertain’d me courteoufly, ud gave me a 
true Account of that Wyfk. 

Xx<* 
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rSJV>0 ’Mtxico is fo feated that it is alvrays 
CeineUi: fabjcd to bc overflow’d by the Water of 
its Lakes, which rondowa in vaft^an- 
tities from the Mountains about it. This 
hapned the firft time in the Reign of Min- 
teutma the firft of the Name; afterwards 
under Ahmzjatl., and under the laft Mm- 
tezKmai fo that the Inhabitants feeing 
themfelves forced to go in Boats about 
the Qity, would certainly have chang’d 
their anticnt Abode, had not they been 
afllfted by the neighbouring Kings, mak^ 
ing fome Banks againfl; the Water. 

The Year ifter Mexico was Conquer’d 
by the Forces of the Emperor Charles 
V. that is, in 1523, the Waters fwell’d 
fo high, that they were oblig’d to make 
^ jBank and Caufway of S. Lazjtrus. 
"TKis not being a fuflicient Defence a- 
gainll the Mifchief that might happen, 
they began to turn away the River C/t- 
autitlatsy which did mod harm this by 
Order of D. Luis de Velafco^ who was 
Viceroy in the Year becaule the 

Year before the City bad been Drowned, 
notwithdanding the new Bank. 

Another great Inundation hapning in 
the Year 1580, the Viceroy D. Martin 
Enriquez^ order’d fome Method/bould be 
found to drein all the Lake; and the 
Village of Gueguetoca was thought a pro> 
per Place to convey the Water into the

CityJ^ergy, Ingeniers,and other under- 
ftanding Perfons to find the eafieft way 
to convey The Water. After fever 4 
Confultationl^it was rciblv*d, That the 


King’s Solicitor and the City fliould Pe¬ 
tition the Vicer^. He going in Perlbn 
to the Place aroremention’d with the 
Judges of the Royal Court and the Vif^ 
tot General, order’d the Work fliol-d 
be done; and accordingly ontheaS^of 
November idoy. after MaR fung«2*»ro«e- 
guetoca, the Viceroy himfelf taking a 
Spade began to dig. This Place was 
found out by Arrigo Martinez, an Europe¬ 
an, who undertook to bring the Work 
toperfeSion. The Expence being fo 
great,the lame Viceroy caus'd the Houles, 
Polleflions, Merchandize and Goods of 
all the Citizens to be Apprais’d, which 
were valu’d at 10257555 Pieces of Eight, 
upon which he rais’d one in the hundred, 
and that amounted to 304013 Pieces of 
Eight and two Royals and a half} which 
was paid by Laity and Clergy alike. 
Whilft Martinez, was carrying on the 
Work, the Viceroy went thither with 
fome Perfons of Judgment, who were of 
Opinion that the Trench or Canal ihould 
be carry’d on open, from the fridge of 
Gueguetoca, or Salt-River, up to the 
Lake of Sitlaltepec, for the fpace of a 
League and a half, and from the Bridge

1^8. draw up another particular of all that 
had hapned, and what had been laid out 
upon the faid Canal, from the 8th of 
November 1607, when it was begun un¬ 
der the Government of the Marqucls de 
•Salinas the id Viceroy, till the 27th of 
, Marih 16^1. Three points were con- 
lidet^'d in that Papcr.The firft,whether in 
order to lecure Mexico agatnil; inunda¬ 
tions, it would be available to prclerve 
the Canal of Gttef ueteca^ whether being 
made open, deeper, and wider, it would 
be capable of dreining the Lake of Mex- 
icoy and in cafe it were, whether it 
was pollible to keep it in repair. The 
wliether in cafe no way were found 
out for all the Waters at Gueguctoca, or 
elfcwhcrc, Adexico might be fecur’d by 
Banks. And the third, whether, if both 
were impradicablc, the City ought to 
be remov’d. The Computation was 
made of what had been fpent till then, 
and it amounted 10295016 pieces of 
Eight, feven Royals and a half. 

'J his account being Printed at Adexico 
on the 7th of jlprily 1637, Copies were 
given to ail Magiftrates, the Chapter, 
Provincials of Orders, and other Per- 
ibns of Judgment i that they might e.x- 
amine it, and give their Opinions. To 
this purfiole, a Confult was held in the 
prelcnce of the Viceroy, where they 
all dilagreed, according as every one 
ftcod afiefted. On the 20th of July 
1637 the fame Viceroy order’^hat the 
Canal of Gatguetoca Ihould made o- 
pen 'y whereupon the Gtorafl^icians de¬ 
clar’d, that between the fSnfway of St. 
ChrifiopheTy and the Mouth of St. Grego-~ 
ryy there muft be dug up 70721526 cu¬ 
bical Yards of Earth, to make way for 
four cubical Yards of Water of the Lake 
of Mexico. It has fince appear’d by e-v- 
perience, that for almoft an Age palt, 
wherein there has been continual La¬ 
bour, and Application, about three Mil¬ 
lions of Gold have been ipent, without 
conipaffing the intended end; for no o- 
thcr way having been found for the Ri¬ 
ver upon Floods it hascarry’d 

Trees, Stones, and Earth into the vault¬ 
ed i>art of the Canal 3 To that in procels 
of time, it has by degrees obftrodedthe 
Pailage o^ the Waters, which afterwards 
of neceflity run into the Lakes of Zum^ 
p4f>v<^thence to that , of Xdtocany aad 
laftly ^nto thole of St. ChrifiopheTy Tef- 
cucoy and indangering the tiity of 
Mexicoy asWticnIarlyin 1645. 

The luhadtents never agreeing to re- 
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move the City, according to the King’s 
Orders, the Marques de Cadereyta caus'd 
the Work of the open Canal to be car- 
ry’d on, caufing the old Arches to 
broken down, the better to remove tli.o 
Impediments that hindred the Pafl^tjiof 
the Water. This Work, as lMa»^ea 
laid, was begun in 1637, and at this 
prelent, there remains much more to do, 
than has been done , and the worft of it 
is, that they muft cut down a valt depth, 
to lay open the old vaulted way, made 
them by diggmg under ground, like 
Conny-buries. This Workiscarry’d on, 
but moft is done in rainy Weather, be- 
caule then the Flood helps to carry down 
the Stones, dug out, otherwile it would 
not be done in many Ages. To do this, 
they taften a Beam on the Bank of the 
River, or ncer the mouth of the Vault; 
about this Beam, they wind feveral Ropes 
to which the Indioiss arc made faft by the 
middle, who dig the Earth and Stones 
along the Canal, to make them fail into 
the Stream, into which they Ibgictimcs 
tumble thcmfclvcs. 

That 1 might give the Reader a true 
account of the prefent condition of this 
Canal, 1 went in the Afternoon to fee it. 

1 found it open for a League and a half, 
to the place call’d Cainnatay where ic 
winds,bccaufc they met with a folidRock, 
and from thence forward to the Mouth 
of St. Gregory y being half a League in 
length, it is not open, except in Ibme 
places for an experiment. Here it is 
necellary the ground be cot down open 
to the Banks -y to do which will employ 
many thoufands of People, and require 
a much greater expence than the 100000 
pieces of Eight aflign’d by the King. 

And when all this is done, it will not 
lecure Mexico ^ainft the Floods; to 
prevent which, it would be necellary to 
make the Canal much deeper, that ic 
might carry all the Water, that gathers 
in the Lake, when the Rains fall. 

I went hence to fee the l&mk or Dike, 
aiX^dVertideroy half a League above 
gaetocay made to keep the River of Ca4- 
titlan from running into the Lakes ; and 
confine it to thefmall Lake of Otyatepekcy 
and this to avoid deftroying the Canal 
which is not capable of receiving it in 
time of Floods. ^Sometimes the W^v 
ters guih into the Lake of ZampangOy 
which is twelve Spans lower than that 
of Cuyatepekcy and as much higher than 
that of XaboeoHy and thus they are kept 
as it were laid up, till the Floods are 
over. Thqn chat they may not run ouc 
of the Lake of TatmpangOy into thofe of 

St. 
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St. Chriflopber, Tefcuco^ and Fenmn to 
CtmelU. mifcbief Mexico, a ftrong Bank, is al- 
169S. ways kept up. There arc alfo two o- 
t/'W) thcr Banks or Dikes, which aofwer to 
iKe Lake of Zumpenoo, the one with 
tiree Sluices, the ocher with two, to 
coilrC’?;^^«ehe Ijiare Water of Zumpango, 
when it does not Rain, into the afore- 
iaid Canal. When I went thither, the 


Canal was choak’d op, and out of ufe, 
by reaibn of the great quantify of Earth 
carry’d into it, by the Waters. Two 
other Dikes, one after another have a 
Communication with the River and Lake 
of Cuyatepthe 5 the firft has Sluices, 
the 2d four. The Keeper of them led 
me all about, and tho’an Indian, created 
me courteoufly in his Houfe. 


CHAP. IX. 

Of the Doffgerthe Author run himfelf into, to fee tbeVUte dug, and a Defer if• 

tion of the Mines of Pachuca. 


T HO’all my Friends di£;ourag’d me 
from going to the Mines of 
ca, as being incredibly deep, yet having 
fix’d my Reiblution, I fet out upon Wed- 
ttejday the 17th. I din’d at the Village 
of T echifchiac two Leagues diftant, then 
went on a League further to the Village 
of Cuipufila, and from thence 3 Leagues 
to lye at the Farm of Tufantlalpa. I there 
kill’d four Hares by the Houfe, and 
might have kill’d more, but would not j 
firlr, bccaufc they ate not ib good as 
thole of £toope ■, in the next place, be* 
caule the Mexicans abhor them, becaufe 
they have feen them eat the Maggots 
bred in dead Horfes. 

Thurfday 18. having travell’d fix 
Leagues, part Mountain, part Plain, 1 
came to where 1 «as entertain’d 

by Dominick Lavam , the thief Offi¬ 
cer there of the King’s Revenue. My 
chief defign being to ftc the Mines as 
foon as we had din’d, he lent his Son-in- 
law with me to the two neareft, about 
half a League diftant, to v.hich the Way 
was rough and craggy. They were 
both extraordinary deep. The depth 
of the firft Cift’d Santa Cruz, or Holy 
Crofs, was 92 Eftados (an Efiado is 3 
Yards, and a SponiJhYard, as was 
laid before, is three quarters and a Nail 
of our Englijh Yard) lb that the 92 £- 
fades being 176 Spanijb Yards, makes 
224 Englijh Yards. The other, call’d of 
Navarro, is 80 Efiados, that is, 19^ Yu'ds 
In that of Santa Cruz, the Metal was 
taken out with Mdacates. This is an 
Eqgine wiAu ap erpen^lar Axle-tree 
refting in tw^ons. About the Axle- 
tree moves a Wheel, upon which inftead 
of a Rope an Iron Cham is wound, one 
end of which comes up with the Metal 
hanging to it,and theother goes down for 
more, like Buckets in a Well. The En¬ 
gine is kept going by four Mules, made 


fall to a piece of Timber that croflesj 
Axle-tree. Two of thefe Mdacates 
work at this Mine, as well to draw up 
the Metal, as to drein the Water, which 
would otherwife rife and hinder the 
Work. 1 went down five Ladders, or 
Poles j but the Miner would let me go 
no further, for fear I Ihould tumble head¬ 
long •, and indeed the Poles we were to 
go down by were wet, anda Man’s Foot 
might eafily llip,ashew2S finding out the 
Notch. Thcnl wenttothe l^ine, call’d 
del Navarro, where the Indians brought 
up the Metal on their Backs, with emi¬ 
nent Danger of their Lives, in climb¬ 
ing fo many Ladders, or rather upright 
Poles with Notches. This they do 
for four Royals a day -, but at Night 
they are allow’d to carry as much Ore 
as they ten at once, which they after¬ 
wards IhVe with the Owner of the 
Mine. T^ bad wrought five Months 
to make aCoifliaunicacion under Ground 
from one Mine to the ocher, and con¬ 
vey the Water out of that of Navarro, 
into that of Santa Cruz, which was 
deeper -, as yet the Miners had not 
met, but were ib near one another, 
that both beard each others Strokes. 

Fridey 29th, I went two Leagues fur¬ 
ther to fee the Mines on the Moun¬ 
tain. There I found a little City of 
clay Houfes, cover’d with U'ood, as in 
other places the Indians cover them 
with Leaves of Maguey for here at 
leaft 12000 got their living in thole 
deep Dungeons. There arc in the (pace 
of fix Leagues about a Thouland Mines ^ 
fome laid afide, others where the'y now 
Work, and others they preferVe ; but 
fome privately get down into them 
to Steal the Metal. Eight days rtffore 
I was Acre, fifteen InMans NSl been 
kill’d in one of them, theXartfi fal¬ 
ling in upon them, as thgf were go- 
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jug down a narrow Mouth ; the great 
ouc being Jtopp’d up by the Owner’s 
Orders. 

Having refled a little, I went to the 
Mine, they call of the Tritiity *, becaufc 
it is made up of the three feveral 
Mines, diltinguilh’d by the Names of 
la Cai/tpechlana^ 3 nd Pemol, Tho’ 
tliefc be three Mouths, they all p to 
ti;c ‘fame Vein. As for its Riches, 
FeiTons of Reputation and well ac¬ 
quainted with the Place, told me, that 
in tliefc ten Years, thci c have been for¬ 
ty Millions of Silver drawn thence, 
iliac hundred, or a thoufand Men work¬ 
ing there every day. When they had 
funk the Work, an hundred t.fiados 
^ch three quarters of an Yard 

and Nail, as has been explain’d be¬ 
fore? they found Water, to drein the 
which lixteeu Afalacates (before ex¬ 
plain’d) were fet up, and two Milli¬ 
ons were laid out in Timber-work to 
keep the Earth from falling in. Yet 
time, that confumes all things, has ren¬ 
der'd this rich Mine fo dangerous, that 
it is counted irapoflible to get more 
Plate out of it, and therefore all the 
Mouths ar^ flopp’d up. 

However a new Mine was open’d 
clofc by it, eight Yeaisfincc, which has 
yielded great Profit to the Owner, and 
is call d, St. Mattbtwh Mine *, the Veins 
of Metal lying EL'u'L,and Wdl, which are 
ca ily found and dug. In this Mine, the 
whlc'; '. fifty Kfiados deep (as above) 
I rtfoiv d to fee the Veins Silver; 
but having gone down five ladders, or 
Poles, I was allonilh’d toj^how like¬ 
ly it was to tumble df^ headlong. 
Being therefore about going up again, 
the Miner, who has the charge of 
propping up the Mines, encourag’d me, 
fayiug, there were but few Poles to 
the bottom; whereupon he going be¬ 
fore with a Light in his Hand, I ven¬ 
tur’d to go down the reft, tho’ with 
much Fear ; bccaufe I fometimes found 
it very difficult to clafp the Pole with 
my Arms, and fix my Feet on the 
Notclies on iL However recommend¬ 
ing my felf to Almighty God, I went 
down three times as far as the Miner 
had told me, only to encourage me ; 
ib I came at lafl: to the Place where 
the Miners with Iron Wedges made

the hard flrong Ore fly about. They 
told me, that in fomc Places it is foit- 
cr, and of feveral Colours ; and ha¬ 
ving rewarded them, they gave me.^ 
great deal of Metal. Here 1 bethoug) 5 c 
my felf of the Danger I ha d rnn/ n- 
to; and the more becaufe it iWRTvery 
unwholefome being in that deepDun- 
gcoD,by reafon of the peftilential Damps 
of the Plate. “ Having therefore flay’d 
there, about two Hours, I went up a- 
gain, in much dread, becaufe of the 
bad Alcent; and got up into the o- 
pen Air, very weary, i thought I was 
then newly Bora into the World, and 
I confefs in my Days, 1 never under¬ 
took fo Ralh, if not Foolifb, an Adi- 
on ; nor was I ever fo much afraid in 
five Years, I travell’d among barbarous 
Nations. 1 would not have gone down 
again into that Place, whither only my 
Curiofity had led me, for two, or 
three thoufand pieces of Eight. 

The Mines arc fo deep, bccaufc they 
always dig clown Perpendicularly, to 
find the Veins of Silver, which being 
dug away as they lye Horizontally, 
they again begin to link deeper, till 
they meet another ; and that being 
fpent, down again; fo that this Work 
continuing above an Age, the Mines 
muft of neccflity be vaftly deep, as 
will appear by the following Cut. 

A. The Mouth of the Mine. 

B. Poles, or Timbers with Notches, 
very dangerous to go down. 

C. Indians that carry up the Ore, with 
Liglit in their Hands. 

D. Veins of Metal, where other /«- 
<^/40/digtheOre.

The worft of it is, that tho’ the 
wretched JneSms carry Light; yet this 
not fhowing them what is below, 
they are forced to fct their Feet at a 
Venture, and fo they fometimes tum¬ 
ble down, with the Metal on their 
Backs. They would have carry’d me 
to fee others, but f would not tempt 
God any more. 1 rcturn’a betimes, to 
Pachucoy and din’d with ^n- 

in-law. 
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CHAP. X. 

Tim the Silver is fe^trsited from the Stone of the MineSy hj fire, end 

QukkfUver. 


A Dinner they carry’d me to 
GemelE. l \ fee the Metal Separated at the 
KSpS. J>dver Works, whereof^there are many 
in Pachuca. It is done ’after this man- 
The Ore ner. When the Ore is brought out of 
broken. tj,e Mines they break it with Hammers, 
to re|»rate the Metal from the Tepetate, 
or Stone that has no Silver. The Pipi- 
natortsy that is, the Men that break it, 
being well skill’d in their Trade, put 
the Metal which is for the Fire, and that 
which is for the Quickiilver into feveral 
Sucks \ Experience teaching them how 
to know the one from the other, and fo 
fend it to the HiaienA»Sy or Mills. 

Then There tire Ore is ground, and pound* 
pounded, cd ill lix Iron Mortars, like thole for 
Powder, working like Mills with Wa¬ 
ter, or with Mules. In order to run it, 
they mix with it a certain proportion of 
burning Lead (firll feparated from the 
fame Mecai) which is like a Letharge of 

How run. 

X of Coals into a Furnace, like a Chimney 
twelve Spans high, and wider at the top 
than the bottom. Two great pair of 
Bellows blow this Furnace, two Mules 
working the Engine that moves them \ 
and whillt the firft Metal is melting, 
they lay on more for about lix Hours. 
When the Lead, and Silver are melted, 
they take off the burnt Scum with a 
Hook ; whillb the Silver is let run out 
at the Imall end of the Furnace, through 
a Trough into a Mould, where it har¬ 
dens^ and when Cold is taken out. Then 
they Ihut the Spout of the Furnace, and 
lay on more Ore, Lead, and Coals as at 
firft, to caft more Pigs, or Bars. The 
burnt I,ead, we have fpoke of, is Sold 
by the hdUm to their Mailers ^ making 
it in their Houfes, when they endeavour , 
R r. to racU Silver by Stealth. When they 

‘ have made 50, or 60 Pigs, in a Week’s 

time, more or lefs, according as the 
Owner of the Work is in Wealth; they 
are put into another Furnace adjoyning, 
to leparat^he ^ad,^and refine them. 
This Furnw^wnike w Ovens to bake 
Bread in, with a Trench in the middle, 
full of wet Alhes moulded together to 
receive the pure Silver. It is firft jjeat- 
ed with a wood Fire in another Furnace 
adjoyning, call’d the refining Furnace \ 
and when the Pigs are ready to run, 
they clap great Bellows, like tbofe of 


the firft Furnace, to it. Then the Sil¬ 
ver running, the pure part of it runs off 
along the aforeiaid Trench, anjjj the 
Lead or Earth drawn off with an Iron 
Hook^ when Cold looks like a Frcth, 
or Pumice Stone. This Froth of the firft 
and fecond running, is kept to ferve a- 
gain in the Furnace where they melt the 
Ore. 

Then the Pigs, or Bars of pure Sil- Marking, 
ver, weighing 80, or 100 Marks, (rf 
eight Ounces to a Mark, are carry’dHia 
the King’s Refiner or Allayer, who tries 
whether they are Standard, that they 
may be Coin’d. If they find them fo, 
they are Mark’d, and the King takes his 
Fifth; there being in all Places where 
there are Mines a Treafnrer, a Coutro- 
ler, and another Officer call’d Official 
Mayor, to receive the King’s Dues. If 
they are not Standard, they are Refin’d 
over again, and then Stamp’d, marking 
how many Orains of Gold ^ere are in 
every Mark, and if above forty, they 
are carry’d to the King’s Refining Houfe 
to be feparated. 

If it is Pure, or Virgin Ore, the courft 
Qpickfilver is us’d after this manner. Ore. 
After being well pounded in the Mor¬ 
tars abosm mention’d, into fine Powder, 
and fitted it is moulded in a ftrong 
wooden Qqx, with Water, Salt, and 
the Drofs ofi^pper, as if it were to 
make a Clay tb^ild Walls. This done 
they add the Quickiilver to it, and tread 
it for 24 Hours, fb that it may mix 
through all the Mafs. Then they make 
a Heap of it, under Covert, but open 
to the Air on the iides, with a Mark to 
know the Day it was made •, for every 
two Days it muft be work’d up again 
with Water, be ftamp’d for 24 Hours, 
and be put in the fame place. 

All the Heaps, thus made, arevifited, 
as if they were Sick Peribns, by the 
AzjwKTOy or Qpickfilver Man \ who 
walmng a little of that Mals, by the Sil¬ 
ver that remains clotted together in the 
DiOi, and by the outward Heaft of all 
the Heap, underftands what qtuoticy of 
Mtrcnry, and of Drolii of Copp^ muft 
be added to it, or taken from it^ibo 
caufe tpo much Quickiilver aaices it 
turn Black, and it mull be Jrol’d with 
the Oufe taken out of neigbjpouring Ri¬ 
vers. If it is Cold they ^ more Cop^ 
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^cr Drofs, becaufe tiie Qpicklllver is no 
fcnnentatife Menftruutn, and it receives 
but gives no Quality. Skilful Men fay, 
That when the Ma& is of a G)lour like 
Urari, it Ihows there wants more Quick- 
lilver i if of a Pearl Colour, that the 
Work is in a good Condition; if of an 
‘Alh Colour, that the Heap cannot be 
better than it is. This Perfection it 
conies to in twenty Dbys, or a Month, 
more or left, according to the Nature 
of the Ore. 

Walhing. This Mafs, or Mixture is afterwards 
wafli'd at the Lavadero^ or Walhing- 
place, with Hand-wheels *, the Earth 
thus walh’d running through Spouts into 
,thrcc fevcral Veflels, one under another, 
“•^t the Silver running off from the firft, 
may ftop in the fecond or third, from 
the lall of which the Water runs out 
through a Spout, and falls into a Place, 
where the Women always find Ibme fmall 
quantity of Silver. 

The Silver that remains at the bottom 
of the Veffels, is pot into a thin Cloth 
Bag ending in a Point at the bottom, 
that the Mercury may drop out at the 
Point, the Weight at top prelfing it. 
Yet only fifth Part goes off this way j 

for which realbn they ufe to put feveral 
Balls of about three Pounds each, of 
that firfl Pafle, or AmMgemAy as the 
Chymilh call it, into a Brafs or Earthen 
Bell, or Crucible, with little Plates of 
Iron acrofs the Mouth of it, that the 
Silver may not fall when it is frardned. 
Such another Bell is put into thTCround, 
one third part of it full of ^^ter \ and 
then the Mouth of the ojym is fitted to 
it fb cxaftly that nothing may Evapo¬ 
rate. Then they make a Cole Fire on 
the uppermoft, till it is red Hot j which 
is the lign that the Quicklilver is fcpa- 
rated, and the Silver alone remains in a 
Body. 

This is carry’d to the King’s Officers 
to be Allay’d; and if not Standard, is 
again run to Refine, and caff into Bars, 
on which they put tiic Stamp to Ihow it 
has paid the Fifth, and the Mark denot¬ 
ing how many Grains of Gold it con¬ 
tains, as has been laid. 

The Silver might be feparated in a 
few Hours by only Fire, but then there 
would be a great Lolsj on the other 
hand it v^aifcs a whole Month to do it 
with Quickfi] ver \ and a greater Exnence. 


becaufe the Mercury coming from Spaing 
or Pern is very dear j they paying 84 
pieces of Eight the hundred Weight, 
and being objig’d to feparatc an h% 
dred Marks with it. In my time I &w 
300 pieces of Eight given f oiL|tc.j flot 
that the King fells it fo dear j but be- 
canfe his Officers fometimes make their 
advantage of tjie neceffity of the Own¬ 
ers of the Mines j and this want of 
Quicklilver is what Empoverifhes Mex~ 
ico. Hence it is alfo, that in Nevf 
Spoilt for the King’s Fifth, they take but 
Ten in the Hundred, and one call’d de 
Cebes for the Affayer^ and other Officers, 
by reafbn of the great Expence the Pro¬ 
prietors arc at} whereas in Peru they 
take Twenty in the Hundred to the full, 
the Quicklilver being Cheap there. In 
former times the Silver was feparated 
with only Mercury, and Salt, and it lay 
a whole Year i but afterwards a Domi¬ 
nican Friar made the Work ealicr, by 
the invention of the Drofs of Copper, 
which prefently heats the Mafs.' 

There is one wonderful Particular to 
be obferv’d in this Matter, and is, That 
the Quicklilver receiv’d by the Water 
in the lower Bell is found fo much Ihort 
of what was put in, as is the Weight of ^ 
the Silver gain’d by its means. And 
therefore fome make a Queftion, whe¬ 
ther the Mercury fixes, or whether eva¬ 
porating, it confolidates the Silver. The 
firft is counted the more likely Opinion, 
becaufe of the equality of the Silver, 
and of the Mercury that is miffing. 

Seunrdey 20th, I fet out from Pachuca 
betimes, and having travell’d 7 Leagues, 
din’d at the Inn of the Village of Te- 
fayucca. Then riding two Leagues fur¬ 
ther 1 Jay at St. LudOy a Farm of the 
Jtfmt belonging to the Novicelhip of 
Ttflofetlan. This Farm contains many 
Leagues of Pafturc, and Tillage. There 
areon it about an hundred manry’d Blacks, 
who living in Cottages multiply, to the 
great Benefit of thofe Fathers; every 
one being fold for 3, or 400 pieces of 
Eight. They have about 140000 Sheep, 
and Goats 5 5000 Horfes, and Mares 3 
and 10000 Cows, and Oxen. Thofe 
that look after them, have the Tithe of 
all the Inacafe, boigbt by the 

Fathers, at a fkif Rate.^ 21ft,* I

Mint, where a great deal of Silver is loft 
irt caftiug the Bars, for want of good 
Utciiiils. Thefe Bars arc carry’d to the 
Aflayvr, for him to fee whether they 
arc Standard, that is, worth 2210 Mara^ 
vedies a Markand he finding it right, 
they are carry’d to the Ornamu, which 
are the eight Places where they Coin. 
In each of them is a CapMaz, or Head 
of Ten, or Twelve Men. To him the 
Bars are deliver’d, being weigh’d by the 
..Weigher, and entred in their Books by 
the Clerk and Treafiirer. Here the B.irs 
arc put into the Fire, that they may be 
Cut, and when Cut, becaufe the Silver 
is harlh, they are wetted with Water, 
and being put into the Fire again are 
Coin’d. 

Sort of There are five forts of Mony made 

Coin. there, which arc pieces of Eight, half 
pieces of Eight, quarter Pieces, linglc 
Royals, and half Royals. When cut ac¬ 
cording to/heir due Weight they return 
to the Treafurer, who receives them at 
the Hands of the fame Weigher, Clerk, 
and other Officers. The Mony coming 
out Black by rcafon of the Copper, it is 
lent firft to the Whiteners; and then 
])affing the Officers who are to lee it 
has the juft Weight of 67 Royals to a 
Mark, it is deliver’d to tweny Coiners 
who are together in a great R^Om. To 
them arc deliver’d every Day the five 
Stamps call’d Trueles ; bi^PSt Night they 
arc carefully kept by the proper Officers 
upon Danger of their Lives. The Mo¬ 
ny being Stamp’d, returns to the Trea¬ 
furer, with all the Formality before- men¬ 
tion’d, and he delivers it to the Owner, 
deducing what belongs to the Officers, 
viz. the Treafurer himfolf, the Allayer, 
Cutter, Clerk, Weigher,, two Guards, 
and other under Officers, and twenty 
Coiners. But this Deduflion is no Lofs 
to the Owner, becaufe it is taken out of 
two Royals added to the value of the 
Plate before it was Coin’d; wbidi being 
worth 6% Royals before it tame to the 
Mint, ^according to the common Weight 
of 34 MarteoeSts.^ goes thencc worth 
67 Roj^ls, according to the Weight of 
\%^Maravedies. This Increale is divi- 
cfSlSmong the Officers by Maravedits 
and R%iiMeSf that is. Shares, i>r Parts, 
every Rdlk^edi having 137 Rodents^ or 
Parts, as Byiows.

All the chief Officers, as Treafurer,

pieces of Eight. The firft are all liable 
to pay for any Cheat or Fraud commit¬ 
ted by their Companions, that they may 
all be a Check upon one another, and 
this upon pain of Death, particularly to 
the Allayer. 

The faid principal Offices arc bought, Officertc 
and every one has a right to make his the Mini 
over, or refign it to whom he picafes. 

But that thisRefignation may Hand good, 
he that Religns muft live twenty Days 
after it \ and he who has the Benefit of 
it, is to make it known to the Viceroy 
within lixty Days j and pay the third 
part of the value of the Placfe to the 
King, and the other two to the Owner, 
or his Heirs. It he that Rcfigns does 
not Live twenty Days, or he to whom 
it is made over docs not make known 
in lixty, it is forfeited, and fold for the 
King, and therefore they that have the 
Places Refign them once a Month, that 
they may always reckon they liv’d twen¬ 
ty Days after.

«f thefe being the Treafurer’s Slaves, he 
makes the Profit of their Places. 

Tho’‘«very private Citizen that has 
ot silver may have it Coin’d into Mony, 
yet the Mint is almolt continually Em¬ 
ploy’d by Merchants, and at prefent 
there arc direc richer than therclc, who 
buy tlic Metal of private Perfons, who 
are not fo rich ^ paying two Royals Ihort 
of the valnc in a Mark ^ one that they 
pay to the King for Semrage.^ or Duty 
of Lordlhip, and the other tor the coil 
of Work j for whereas the value of Stan¬ 
dard Silver of 2376 Maravedies, is eight 
Pieces of Eight and fix Royals a Mark, 
they pay but eight Pieces of Eight and 
four Royals. 

There being forac Gold, as has been 
Separation before, mix’d with the Silver, it is 

^ Silver, feparated in another Place, call’d el A- 
* part ado, *01 the Separation. Before the 
Plate goes thither, itmuftgo to the Ex¬ 
chequer to pay the Kings fifth, to be 
then fent thither. The Separation is 
made in the aforelaid Houfe after this 
manner. The Silver being run is con- 
^ verted into little Balls, which are put in¬ 
to Vcflcls with Aquafortis to diflbivc. 
The Gold remains at the bottom ot the

0 c Spaniards call'd Cornanmfat. Putting 
Fire to it the Silver remains in one of 
the two GlalJes, and the Aquafortis in 
the other. 'I'hc Gold is run in a Furnace, 
and is firft caft into round Pieces, and 
then into Bars, as is done -.vith the Silver 
feparated from it. Foi this Trouble* 
there are fix Royals a Mark allow’d to 
the Houfe Apartadoy or of Separificn. 
Both the Gold and Silver return to the 
Exchequer, where the lirit appearing to 
be 22 Carats fine, and the Silver 2210 
Msravediesy it is flamp’d, as has been 
faid above. The Office of the Apartadory 
or Separator, belongs to a private Per- 
fon in A/f.VICO,who bought it of the King 
for 74000 Pieces of Eight. 

When the Gold is Coin’d, it is done 
after the fame manner, as has been faid 
of the Silver 3 and they may have Pieces 
of 16y of 8, of 4, and of 2 Pieces of 
Fight, which arc call’d Crowns of Gold. 
But there is a difference in the Pecs for 
whereas the Silver pays 2 Royals a Mark, 
the Gold pays three and a half; the Mo- 
ny being delivered out by a Weiglit 
which is Ids than the common, by which 
the Gold is receiv’d, as has been laid of 
the Silver. 

This is all I could learn touching this 
matter, part of which 1 was an Eye wit- 
nefs to, and the reft was told me by D. 
Philip de Rivas of Sevily who had been 
Affayer30 Years. 


CHAP. III. 

The Tournd Coatim^d. 


U PON Sunday the 28th, I went to 
divert me on the Canal of Jamai¬ 
ca 111 a Boat made of one Tree, call’d a 
Canoo. This being the only Divcrfion

with eight other Ears joining to it, all 
upon the lame Reed, a fufficient Argu¬ 
ment of the Fruitfulnefs >of the Soil. 

Monday 29th, five Thieves were 
hang’d, a Spaniardy a MeftizjOy a Mul^o 
and VNO Indians. The Spaniard had kept 
a Meftizjt Woman, whereupon Ins Fa- 
ther Confeflbr prevail’d with him tc 
Marry her, which done the Criminal 
prefs’d to confumate the Marriage, plead* 
ing the legality of it, and was fo eagerly 
bent upon it, that the Prieft had inuct 
difficulty to diffWadc him, tho’ he was tc 
be executed the next Morning, whief 
was done accordingly, they being carry‘d 
to Execution Clad in White, ^icli Cap: 
on their Heads, on which was thcGf^ 
of the Brotherhood of the MijAKcord^. 
It is the Cuftom there wfu|r |uy are 
Hang’d to pull down theu^Fect by a 
Ghaiu they carry dragging^ith them.

Thurf- 
day tiic 2d of A 4 ay, I went to S. Cofmo 
Sulf a l^eague from Mexico to fee the 
r Houle and Garden of D. John de V'trgm \ 
the ifi'it finely Furnilh’d, and the fccond 
full of plcjfint Fountains. This Gcntlc- 
iTian keeps his Coach and fix, and Ipends 
rtooo Pieces of Eight a Year, without 
any other Revenue, but what he has from 
Cards and Dice, for fome Nights he wins

k'riday 3d. I went to fhoot Rabbets at 
the Pedregulde S, Angela that is, a ftony 
(pot of Ground, extending two Leagues, 
which they fay was made by the erupti¬ 
on of a burning Mountain ^ but found 
no Sport. The next Day I faw the Farm 
of the Jcfmts of Matiila^ which they 
bought for 100000 Pieces of Eight. 


There was a good Houfe and they were 
!.>!iilcling the Hoffitium^ or Place to en¬ 
tertain rhe Fathers that come from 5 g««, 
to go to the Fhilippine^IJlands, Tuefday 
2-7th, I (awt45ooo Marks of Silver car- 
ry’d into the Mint brought from Parrd in 
Carts, a journey of fix Months. And 
Widntfday 8th, 23d Marks of Gold 22 
Carats fine from 5 . Luis de PoetHfi^ to be 
Coin’d into Spanifl} Piftoles. Thurfday 
Qth, I vifited the Infirmary of the Fa¬ 
thers of Bethlcm^ for the ufc of fick Per- 
fons that arc Recovering. ThpVcwcre 
two Galleries of a good Struft/rc, with 
decent Beds. The Chur^liias beautiful 
Altars and a fine Sacrifty^^for the ufe of 


fecular Prielts, becaufe the Religious 


themlelves never aicend to the Degree 
of Priefthood. Their Place of Burial 


is a long Gallery, with Benches on the 
fides, where they place the dead fitting. 


Friday loth, there was new Barley and 
Indian Wheat in the Market, but the 
foarcity was yet fo great, that the Magi- 
ftrates were fain to deliver it out to many 
thou&ndsof Indians by meafure, as thej' 
law the greateft necellity. Saturday 11 th, 
the Bilhop of Meehoocan^ whd^ad been 
Viceroy pro interim^ or till the new Vice¬ 
roy came, was attended out of Town 
by him, and had the right Hand, abun¬ 
dance of the Nobility, and graft Oflficeis 
following in their Coaches. Sunday 12th, 
was the Solemnity of the Domnicans c- 
leding a Provincial, which is alternative, 
for one time they choofe a Spaniard^ and 
another the Son of a Spaniard born thct e. 
The Francifeans choofe one time a Spa-i- 
ardy the next the Son of a Spaniard born 
there, and the third time a Spaniard that 
has taken the Habit in the Indies. Aion- 
day, Tutfday and Wednefdayy there were 
Proceflions, being Rogation Week, but 
nothing worth the obftrving. Friday 
ryth, a Collegian was e.xamin’d in the 
Univerficy, in order to take his-Degree 
of Batchelor in Philolbphy. They who 
were to be his Judges argu’d againft him. 
His Maftcr the Profcflbr, bcinga religi¬ 
ous Man of the Order of the Mercenari- 
ans fate in the Pulpit above him, and 
wore on his Head -t Piiefts Cap fuel) as 
they ufe ii* Spaivy \vitli fome purple Tufts 
on it, as Dodloi in Pi.ilolbphy, and two 
white Ones, as Doctor in Divinity. 
The Doctors of the Ci\ il Law wear them 
Red, thofc of the Cannon I aw Green, 
and Doftors of Phylick Yellow. The 
Votes being for the Candidate, when he 
had made a Piofcifion of his Faith, he 
went up to the Pulpit where his Maftcr 
had been, and the Ceremony ended with 
a great noife of Trumpets; the new 
Graduate mounting a Horfeback to be 
attended about the City by others of iiis 
ProfelGon.

T/je Defeription of the hermitage of the Barefoot Carmelites. 


H Aving obtain’d leave of the Pro¬ 
vincial of the Barefoot CarmeUtes 
to iee the Hermitage of that Ordter, 
which is (tot to be foen without his leave, 
1 went th^herupon Saturday iStb, and 
came to it an Hour before Night, the 
^^Jijgjng bad, and having fpent much 
rime nndirabing the Mountain, up a 
i’ach half Ti^ague fo leugth, whi^ coft 
he Order 53^ Pieces of Eight to make 
pallablc. HkfoR come to the Gate of 


the firft Enclofurc, we waited there half 
an Hoar after ringing the Bell for Ad¬ 
mittance; the Mon^^y being a full 
Mile from thence/^ thalSwvi^re forcv 
ed to (end an Indian, who was within, 
and he return’d with the Key. The Fa¬ 
ther Redor and fome ocher religious Men 
came 6ut to Receive and Entertain’d us 
Conrteonfly. Sunds^ 19th, one of the 
Fathers Ihcv’d us the Church and Dor¬ 
mitories. The firft is fmall and has five 

Altars 
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Altars modcftly adorn’d, and in it is the 
Cemelli. Burial Place ot the Founder and his Fa- 
irtyS. iniiy. In the Dormitories the Roof is 
low and the Cells fmaU. At fmall di- 
TheHouf<!‘^t3nces there arc fmall Oratories, where 
the Fathers may lay Mafs when they 
pleafe, *^heie is' a good Library, and 
a Garden that produces nothing but Ap¬ 
ples and Rofes. Beiidcs the Monaltery 
there are nine folitary l^laccs to which 
^ Fathers may retire in Lent^ Advent^ 
Srauy other time. In each of ihefe is a 
little Cell, with a Kitchin, and a little 
Garden with Fruit and Flowers, Wa¬ 
ter'd by a clear cool Fountain. Here the 
Fatlicrs may not eat fo much as Fiih, but 
only Fruit and Cheefe, or at moft boil’d 
Herbs. 1 hey pray at the fame time as 
liiofc in the Mouallcry, being govern’d 
by llic lame Bell. 

All the Ground belonging to this Mo- 
naiiicry being about 7 Leagues, is cn- 
tomj)afs’d with a good Wall of Lime and 
Stone. Within it there are vaft high 
Mountains cover’d with tall thick Fiiic- 
■J rces, and a few Fir-Trees; lb that 
tlic enclos’d Deer, Lions, Tigers and 
Rabbets, have liberty enough and come 
under the Windows of the Alonalfery. 

1 hapning to kill a Deer, the Fathers 
were very much difpleas’d, it being for¬ 
bid to kill any Creatut e there. 

The moft wonderful thing is, that e- 
ver fiuce the firft Founding of this Soli¬ 
tude, thcrehavc alw.iys been twoCrows 
there, which fuffer no others from a- 
broad to come in; but as foon as their 
own Young arc able to fly, drive them 
avva'/. 1 he Cook calls them with a 
Whiltle, aud they come and feed, and 
then fly away into the Wood. The Seat 
is Melancholy and Unvvhollbme, by rea- 
Ibn of the continual Fog riling every 
Morning from the Rivers and Valleys a- 
bout; and therefore the Fathers fuller 
much who refide there. 

At a fmall diftance from it is a Moun¬ 
tain, call’d of the Idols, bccaule former¬ 
ly the Indians Sacrificed there. There 
arc ft ill to be fecn fome little Idols of 
Clay in the hollow of a lowanticut Wall; 
aud Ibrae Indians who are not well 
grounded in the Faith, go thither to make 
their abonunablc Q^^ings. 

Theroun- .XbsB»rtaiia^cW 3 ^ounded on the 
«ler. 25th of January 16^05, under the Invo¬ 
cation of our Lady of Carmen, or the Car¬ 
melites, by jD. Melchior ^ellar an £n- 
ropean, who liv’d in the City of tlUtrin- 
gels. Befides the building of the Mona- 
ifcry, and fctling Revenues tp maintain 
the religious Men, he lay’d out zbooo

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Pieces of Eight upon Walling in lb greaf 
a Tradf of Ground ; and then prefentM 
the Monaftery with the Employmentscf 
AlTayer and Founder (as has been on- 
Icrv’d above,) which arc worth near 
16000 Pieces of Eight. So that calcula¬ 
ting the whole Expence as near as a Man 
can guels, it amounted to about 600000 
Pieces of Eight, which he got by his In- , 
genuity inthcaforelaid iraploymeftt, for 
he came poor out of Spain. His Wife 
Da. Mariana Nino was allb a Bcncfa- 
ftrefs to the Order, Founding the Col¬ 
lege of 5 . yingel, to which out of her 
Portion Ihc left a fulficient Revenue for 
the Maintenance omie Fathers. 

There is no realbn to think this ftrange, 
becaull* many other Spamards from menu a 
B eginnings have arriv’d to vaft Wealth, derfulvcr' 
and then finifh’d jn odigious Works. A* ^ 

mong the reft one James del CafiMo., born 
at Granada, coming ]'»oor out ot Spam, 
laid the Foundation of his Foitune by 
following the Trade of a Brazier, and 
in progrefs of Time came to be worth 
al)Ovc a Million of Pieces of Eight, built 
the great Monaftery of Chiribufee of the 
Order of S. Peter de Alcantara, a League 
from Mexico ; that of S. Elizabeth of 
Barefoot Francifean Nuns, within the 
City; and that of S. Agnes. After all 
this vaft Expence, when he dy’d, he 
left a Million to D. Dominick de la Rea, 

Knight of the Order of Santiago, or S. 

James ; who had Marry’d a young Maid 
kept out of Charity by CaJlHlo. 

Jojephyde Retes, Knight of the Order Another, 
of Santiago, after building a Nunnery of 
the Invocatioi^f S. Bernard, left a Mil¬ 
lion to his Dau^ter, who obtaining the 
Pope’s Oilpenlation, marry’d her Confin

Itcps left of the Palace of the King fo 
call’d. Having rode a Mile and a half 
out at the Quarter of St. Cefmo, I came 
to tho little Village ot that Name, which 
is a Parifli of the Dominicans, .where 1 
found no other StruSure of Stone, but 
a little Monaftery of th^ Order, no 
bigger than for five Fri^ and a very 
plain Church with twenty Altars in it. 
rhe Palace we may fuppofe was deftroy’d 
by the firrt Conquerors. Calling as I 
return’d in at the Hofpitistm of the Do- 
minicans call’d St. Hyacinth, the Vicar in 
the Garden Ihow’d me that fo highly va- 
CoMtilk. WdCochiniUe, for dying Scarlet. There 
were certain Worms of an Alh colour 
fticking to the Leaves j thefe he told me, 
when ripe, they Ihook off upon a Cloth, 
and when dry they turn Scarlet. The 
gicattft quantity of tljcm is gather’d in 
the Province of Vguaxdca, or rather C?»- 
axaca, famous for good Chocolate.

dral. The faid Royal Palace has a Front 
to the great Square, nothing Inferior to 
that of Naples ; the beautiful Simmetry 
of open Windows, or Balconies fupply- 
ing the want of curious carv’d Work ; 
and the want of other Ornaments being 
fufficiently recompeuced by ics being 
Square, with a Court in the middle, and 
two towards the great Square, on which 
there arc fmall Brafs Guns, to make ufe 
of in cafe of any Mutiny. 

From the p: eat Court, there is a pair 
of Stairs (like that of the Palace at Na¬ 
ples) leading to the Apartments, which 
are not only beautiful, but many and 
large. The Courts of Juftice are a-part, 
and is the Corps de garde for thofe few 
Soldiers that Mount. The Viceroy in 
the Morning went to the Court of Cri¬ 
minal Caufes, in order to the Goal-De¬ 
livery for Whitfontielfir-u^ took his Scat 
between five ^d/ftes, cf^ht 

Royal Court, and five Alcades de Corte. 

There were 400 Prifoners Spaniards, and 
all for Theft; for living Idle, and like Many 
Vagabbnds, they muft Steal, and Cheat Thieves, 
to Live and therefore tho’ a Stranger 
be never fo much upon his Guard, he 
will never-get out of Mexico without 

Irtfina 
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rxA^' lolingfbmeMony or Equipage; for they 
'O'tmelli. are fo Expert at Lying, that they will 
deceive a Man, tho’ never fo Coaning. 
They had rather be Poor and Naked than 
follow any Trade, or Serve; and yet 
they may ^et four times as much as in 
Spain. Vagabonds were taken up as 
is Pradi^ in other Countries, People 
mijght (afe in their Houles; but, as 
it is, tho’they be Ihut, tireyarenotiafe; 
thcj^ievcs making their way in at the 
or elfe burning the Doors. Be- 
iides in the Day time no Purle is lafe in 
the Church, they are fo very Dextrous; 
and one IDay I faw niy Sword taken from 
my iide. Tho’ this was a Day of Mer¬ 
cy, yet very little was (hewn by the 
Viceroy and his Minifl-ers; mentioning 
of whom puts me in mind, that when 
any of them is Dying, the Viceroy is' 
oblig’d, by fpecial Order from the King 
to go Vilit, and ask whether he has any 
thing that lies upon his Conlcicnce to 
difeover to him; and when he is Dead he 
is to attend the Body to the Church.

Altar was bis Pidure under a Canopy; 
and a little higher than the Ground a 
Tomb, where he told me the Bones of 
that great Commander were prelerv’t?, 
not yet honourably bellow’d. The Fealb 
of St. Peter and St. Paul being the*2pth, 
was kept in the Cathedral, the high Al¬ 
tar being lb richly adorn’d, that it was 
valu’d at 150000 pieces of Eight, the 
Clialicc alone, which was let with Eme¬ 
ralds having coll iiooo. . Sunday being 
the lad Day of the Month, I went in a 
Coach to the Alameda, (which is the 
Place to take the Air like the Park in 
London ) all the Diverfion there is about 
a Fountain, becaufe there are Icveral 
Water-works. I'he Balbn is of Brafs, 
much better than that in the middle of 
the great Square. 

Thfere having been a plentiful Har- 
vcll of the Grain they call de Piega, that 
is, which comes up with watering, the 
Viceroy on the ill of July, lent 

for ail the Bakers and Farmers, and de- 
Er’d them to make the Briud of the 


with 2t Altars gilt. The Infirmary 
' holds about twenty Beds, and is ferv'd 
with great Char ity and Neatuels. There 
is an Apartment for the Superior, and 
forac Lodgings for the Chaplains; as al- 
fo to cure Mad Men. The Licenttate 
D, Alfonfo Gomez, made a Prefent to this 
charitable Place of the twelve Pidures 
of the Apoftles of a great Value. Thurf. 
orpus day 6ch, againll the Frocefilou of Corpus 
hnftr Chrifti all the Streets and Windows of 
roceffion. yygrc richly adorn’d with Ima¬ 

ges, Carpets, and Quilts, which toge¬ 
ther with the green Herbs and beautiful 
Flowers, made a delightful Show. In 
the Silver-lmiths Streets was the Con- 
qncll of Mexico curioully painted, with 
^ Houfes exadly as they were then, 
and the Habits the Indians then wore. 
The ProcelBon began with about 100 
Images adorn’d with Flowers, then fol¬ 
low’d the Brotherhoods, and Religious 
of all Orders, except the Jefuits and Car- 
meUtes. Then came the Cannons carry¬ 
ing the Blefled Sacr um on a thing like 
a Bier. Jjje?laft.WcreTif^ Archbilhop, 
the viceroy, the Miniltry, Magillratcs 
of the Cky and Nobility. 


Weight it us’d to be ; and the more to 
Oblige them, treated them with Biskets 
and Chocolate, being by himfelf all the 
while. They promis’d fairly, whilll: 
they were Drinking, but were very un¬ 
willing afterwards to be as good as their 
Words; being us’d to get half in half ; 
or elfe they could never wear Cloaths 
worth 4 or 500 pieces of Eight. 

Tnefcl^ 2d,.j^ing the Viiitation ofCollegeol 
the Bleflikl Vii^, the Viceroy and his Orphans. 
Lady went to the College of the Maids 
of St. EUzaheth, where they were enter¬ 
tain’d. Here 26 Orphans are maintain’d 
by the Brotherhood of the Blelled Sacra¬ 
ment, which allows every one of them 
14 Royals a Week, and 500 pieces of 
Eight Portion when they Marry. How¬ 
ever they have a Chance to partake of 
other Portions given in other Charitable 
Places.

in fifth Delceut to the Emperor Mon-- 
tezjtmay and Daughter to Count Monte- 
tfig prefent Viceroy. She was but 
eight Years of Age, and by her Death 
a Revenue of 40000 pieces of Eight a 
Year fhe had in the IndieSy fell to her 
younger Sifter. For the clearing of her 
Genealogy the Reader is to underftand 
that the Emperor Monteinmay among 
his many Wives, had one call’d Miya- 
huaxocbitcy who was alfo his Niece, as 
being the Daughter of his Brother fxtlU- 
cnechahuac.

tificate from the Hofpital. This good 
Prelate in the Year gives about 100000 
pieces of Eight more than his Revenue 
in Charity ; for befides what has been

M onday 25th, I fet out of Mexico 
with Ibmc Friends to IhootDcer, 
but finding none where we expefted on 
Tttefday 27th, went away upon Wednef- 
day 28til, to the Village or St. Jeromcy 
inhabi-cd by Ottomito Indians, where we 
were fun to make ule of an Interpreter, 
becaufc they undpsfland not the Mexi¬ 
can Laa-Siiage. 'Thd^Wretches, like 
many more in New Span, live rather 
like Bealls than Men, among frightful 
Mountains. They live the moft of the 
Year upon Herbs, bccaufe they hafre no 
Indian Wheat, by reafon they Till but 
little Land, and are given r/> Idlenefs. 
The Tears Hood in my Eyes to fee them 
Vol. IV. 


in that miftrablc Condition, that they 
had fcarcc wherewith to cover their Na- 
kcdnels,bothMen andWomen ;and grind¬ 
ing the empty Ears of new Wheat 
on a Stone to make Chocolate, to which 
they added Ibme Bran to make Dough 
of it, and Bake that green Paftc. See¬ 
ing one of them pick up the Crums of 
Bread that fell from me, I gaye him 
Ibme. Their Lodging is anfwerable to 
their Diet, for they have no other Bed 
all the Year round but the bare G rcimd .- 
There is no doubt but their owi^Sloam 
is the (fauft of their Milery, the 

Avarice o( Come Atcadesy wl^takefrom 
them all they have got in th/whole Year, 
Z z z obliging 
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obliging them to buy Oxen, Mules, 
CemtlUAHoTres, sEd Qiiilts of tbcin, at three 
1598. rimes the Value, and taking their Provi- 
lions at their owne Rates. 

After an uneafie Night fpent in a Cot¬ 
tage, we went upon Thnrf^ 29th in the 
Morning to the Mountain to Shoot by 
<way of the Gsumta. This is a Noife rc- 
lembling the Cry of the young Fawns, 
whidi draws the Does within reach of 
the Gun to be Shot. Many Shot were 
made all Day, and but one Doe killed. 
The next Day being Bridfy 30th, tho’ 
25 Docs came to the Noife of the 
miu, only two were kill'd ^ bnt having 
now Venilbn enough, we return'd to St. 
Jerome. By the way we met abundance 
of Bucks, (I kill’d a great one) and Gu- 
Mxelotes, ix Turkeys, that went about the 
Wood in Troops. Thefe are the beft 
Fowl the Spaniards found in America, fo 
good that they bred fome Tame, and 
brought them into Europe. That Night 
we lay at St. Jeromt*%, and the next Day 
being Saturds^ the 31ft of Augufi re¬ 
turn’d towards Mexico, with four Deer 
upon a Mule, but it is to be oblerv’d 
they are no bigger chan a good Fawn in 
Europe, blight ovm-took us in a Farm, 
where we were fain to lie tlat Night. 
The Man of the tioufe civilly ^ave os 
Cheefe, and Milk, witbmic taking any 
Mony for it. Sunds^ the firft of Sep- 


tember we return’d to Mexico. Nothing 
remarkable hapned till Saturdt^ the i4Cb, 
when, the Price of Bread.having been fee 
before at half a Royal for 14 Ounces, 
a Baker was fin’d for felling i5 Ounces 
for the lame Price. An Af^ion altoge¬ 
ther unaccountable. > 

Mondxy i5th, going to thaPalace, I chUbime- 
found in the great Hall four Cb'chimecas 
(a Word figniiying, bred up ani^d: Bit- 
ternefs) come from Parral, to ou'g, an 
Alms of the Viceroy. They had no pafC 
cover’d but their Privitiesall the reft 
of their Bodies being Naked, and ftain’d 
of ieveral Golouts. Ail their Faces were 
ftreak’d with black Lines made by prick ¬ 
ing the Skin till the Blood comes, and 
rubbing it with Ink. Some cover’d their 
Heads with a Staggs Skull with all the 
Horn on, and the Skin of the Beads 
Neck fitted to theirs. Others carry’d a 
Wolfs Head with .ill the Teeth; others 
a Tygers, and others a Lions, to look 
the more terrible. But when they are 
abroad, the Cries and Noife are more 
terrible, than their Prefejice The Mules 
and Horfes finell the Stink of their Flcfh 
at a great diftance, and will not go on. 

They deiire above all things to kill Spa¬ 
niard, that they may ilea their Heads, 
and fit that Skin upon their own Heads, 
with all the Hair, and ib wear it as a 
token of Valour, till it rots off* in bits.

There ftood once on the top of 
it, a vaft great Idol of the Moon, made 
of bard Stone, courfe enough but the 
Lord Sumnarica, firft Bifliop of Mexico 
caus’d it to be brolK in pieces, out of a 
Reli^ns Zeal, and there are three great 
pieces of it at the foot of the Pyramid 
to this Day.

The 
Statue of jftc Sun that Itood on the top 
of it, afxr being broken, and remov’d 
out of if place, was left in the middle, 
there bang no throwing it down to the 
Grou^ by realbii of the greatnefiof 
the Jilfonc. This figure had a great hol- 
in the Breuil, where the Son was 
placed •, and all the reft of it was cover’d 
with Gold, as was that of the Moon, 
which afterwards the Spaniards took a~ 
way, at the time of the Conqueft. At 
prefent, there are two great Stones at 
the foot of the Pyramid, which were 
part of the Idols Arras and Legs. This 
gives occa.ioa for two Doubts, or Que- 
iiions^ the fnft, how the Indians hav¬ 
ing no i;;l ■'* Iron, could cut fo hard a 
Stone; the letond, .how they could car¬ 
ry, and raife it to fuch a height, 
being cieftitute of convenient Engines, 
and wanting the Art to make them. 
Befides, there are no fuch hard Stones in 
the Ncighbout hood, and they bad nei¬ 
ther Mules, Hoifcs, nor Oxen to draw 
it fo far, thofc Creatures having been 
carry’d thither by the Spantards. The 
Word C«, is not Mexican (it might 
perhaps be of Mcchoacan or Ibmc other 
Province) for the Mexicans call the 
Church Teeca^li, or Zonli. 

Tile building of tnefe Pyramids, is 
attributed to tlic 'L'/weew, the fecond 
Planters of NcveSpaitiy who came from 
that Ulaad Atlantis., Plato fpeaksof in his 
Ttmaus. This Coujcclnre is made, be- 
caufe all the Indian Hiftories, unani- 
moully agree,that ihefe Vlmeces came by 


Sea* from the Eaft ; and on the otfie/ 
fide, according to Plato, the Inhabitanw 
of the Ifland Atlantis, deriv'd their O- 
riginal from the tAij^ptians, who bad 
the Cuftom ofraifiug Pyramids. Arifiotlc 
in his Book de Admirandis, fays, that the 
Carthaginians ufe to Sail to an lilandf 
very far diftant from Hcrcnki i, Pillars; , 
and that many of them letlcd thci. * Ives 
there; but that afterwards the Seiiiitt or- 
bid them, for fear that being taken with 
the delights of the Place, they Ihould 
forget their Country. If this be true, 
it is not to be look’d upon as any Won¬ 
der, that the Mexicans Ihould raile Py¬ 
ramids after the tAigyptian manner, and 
have the fame Year; no more than that 
which Ammianm in his 17thBook,rclatcs, 
viz.. That on tlie zASgyptian Obelisks, 
there were fometimes Birds, and Beafts 
of another World carv’d. No Indian 
Hiftoiiaa has been able to dilcover when 
the Amertcan Pyramids were fet up; but 
Dr. Charles Siguenzjt believes them to be 
very ancient,* and not much later than 
the Flood. It is certain that where 
they ftand, there was formerly a great 
City ; as appears by the vaj^ Ruins a- 
bout i^and by the Grots or Dens, as will 
artificial as natural; and by thcNnmber of 
Mounts,bcliev'd to be thrown up,in Ho¬ 
nour of their Idols. One of them is call’d 
Tonagli-iguezia, which fignifics,the fall of 
the Sun. Saturday 21 ft, 1 return’d home. 
Monday 22d, it rain’d lb much that fe- 
veralHoufes were rain’d, and they were 
forc’d to go in Boats, in the quarters of 
St. ^ohn de la Penittneia, or of Pennance 
St. Francis, ail^t.

But to fpeak of the Fruit growing on 
Trees, there are all ibrts that Ewrm&U 
fords, except Nuts, Cherries, Medlars, 
0^ and ^vice Berries. Thofe peculiar to 
the Country, are Plantans, Pine-apples, 
or Atumts^ Amtms^ Cocesy AttSy and 
Datesy of which 1 have given an account 
elfewhere, and fet down their Shape and 
Figure. Thofe which grow in no other 
Country, or if they be in the PhUipfitie- 
Iflaods, jiave been carry’d out of Ame- 
Agnacates r/M, are thefe that follow. They^aa- 
cate grows on a Tree, like the Walnut, 
but thicker. It is ibmedmes long like 
a Pear, and fbmetimes round. The co¬ 
lour without is green, and green and 
‘white within, with a large Kernel in 
the middle. It is of a moft exquifite 
talle, fo that it is either eaten raw with 
Salt, or boil’d j for it is very unduous, 
and fweet. Philitians count it hot, and 
therefore forbid it to Nurfe8,for fear they 
Ihould lofc ^eir Milk. All tliat have tali;- 
cd,doaUowicexceed$alltheFrnitof£ar«{)e.

apotes. there are four feveral forts. 

Some they call black Sapetety their Tree 
is as big as a Walnut, and thick ; but 
the Leaves very green, and fmallertban 
thofe. The Fruit is round, and has a 
very thin green Rind ; within it is of 
the colour and tafte of CMffioy with four 
fmall Kernels. Green, it is Poifon for 
Filh ’y ripe it is very wholfome for lickPeo- 
ple. The 2d fort is call’d, white S4- 
The Tree is as tall as a Pear-tree, 
the Fruit as big as a Pear, green with¬ 
out. and white within, with four white 
Kernels. It is good to make People 
Sleep. The third fort is call’d Sj^e 
SertMchty or I>runKen ^Supxe. The Tree 
is like the laft, but the Branches more 
fightly. The tafte of the Fruit, is be¬ 
tween fweet and tart, but very Pleafinti 
the colour is green and yellowilh with¬ 
out, and whitilh within, with two 
kernels. The 4tb is call’d 
or little Safttt. The Tree is higher 


bigger, and thicker than the Walnut. 

The Fruit without, is ahnoft Purpld*, 
and within higher colour’d. It has four 
fmallKernels placed as it were in Niches. 

The Tafte is fweet, and the moft valu’d 
of all that grow in a hot Country. They 
make a Compolltion with it, which the 
Ladies chew to keep their Teeth white. 

Tht Money is a very tall thick Tree, Mainey. 
which always has Fruit on i^ from one 
Year to aoother,and it is as big as a large 
Lemon. The ontfide is a Barly colour, 
and red within, with a large Purple 
Stone, in which is a Kernel like a bit¬ 
ter Almond, call’d Fefile , which they 
make ufe of in Glifters. 

The Groindilla de Chinny grows on a Grana* 
Plant like the Ivy, which winding about dilla. 
any Tree, covers it all. It is as big as 
an Egg, and as fmooth ^ white and yel¬ 
low without and whitifti within, and 
has Seeds like thofe of a Grape. Its 
Tafte is fweet, fomewhat iudining to a 
pleafint Tartneft, very pleafing to La¬ 
dies. Some fancy, they fee the Inftru- 
ments of our Saviour’s Paffion, repre- 
fented in it, as may be feen in the Cut. 

All the aforefaid forts of Fruit, are 
eaten in Mexicoy from Marchy till Sep- 
tmAer-y but theMnmeys and Black Sa- 
potesy are always to be found on the 
Mountains, when any Body wants them. 

Among thePlants the firft Ctm. 
Place is due ttVthc Cacaoy as well for 
the Profit it yields the Owners, as for 
being the chief Ingredient of a fort of 
Drink become almoft general to all the 
World, and very grateful and delight¬ 
ful, particularly to Itisfow’d 

in a Soil that is hot and dry, with the 
Eye upwards, well cover’d with Earth. 

It fprings out within a Fortnight j and 
does not grow above three Spans in two 
Years; at which height it muft be Tranf- 
planted j where it is to be obferv’d. 

That the Plant muft be taken up with 
all the Earth that covers the Root. 

When they are Tranfplantcd they mult 
be fet In Rows^ 18 Spans from one ano¬ 
ther. A Stick is let up to iiippQit eve¬ 
ry one, and about them Plantans, and 
other Fruit Trees, becanfo it grows well 
under their Shade. Befides aU^rigs

rhe I}aif7ilU is a fort of Jndian Ca.,c 
by the Spaniards call’d Bexuco., which 
twines about the Orange-tree like Ivy. 
That long Cod it produces, when ga¬ 
ther’d is Green, but is dry’d in the Sun, 
and ilretch’d out now and then, that it 
may not fplir, and at hit it remains hardy 
and blatkifli. I he Spaniards, to make 
them tiic fweetcr, ufe to fprinkle them 
with ikh Wine, in which a Baimlla has 
been boil’d cut in Bits. It grows on 
the South Coaft of Ntas^Spain. 

Every Body knows, that Cacao and 
Bainillas arc the principal Ingredients of 
(Chocolate. The Europeans to every 
Pound cf Cacao add a Pound of Sugar, 
j.kI an Ounce of Cinnamon. The /»- 
dians ufe no Bainilla, whether they be 
Rich or Poory nor the Spaniards that 
live in -America , becaufo they fay it is 
not Wholfomc and the goodnefs of 
their Chocolate confifts in good Cacao 
and Cinnamonadding to every Pound 
of Cacao two Ounces of Indian Wheat, 
that it may Froth the better; not to 
lave Cacao, which is very Cheap in thofo 
Parts. ^ Others add fome of the Cacao 
Shells to the fame purpofe. In Europe 
they ufe^o add fomc Nuts to the Cacao, 
whigh gives the Chocolate a pretty Re- 
^his Drink is very antient, and 
us’d b^^ Indians before the Spaniards 
cbiiquer’^dieir Country; but the Spa¬ 
niards improv’d it. In the Indies it is fo 
common now that there is not a Black, 


or a Porter, but Drinks it every C ay,

Indies czWa Magb^, which grows in a 
temperate Soil. From the keaves they 
draw fomething like Hem^o &akc 
Ropes, Sacks, Shirts, and fevfral forts 
of curious Works. It alfo yieMs Wine, 

Hony, and a good Balfara. Th^Liquor 
when it comes from the Plant is^ect 
as Hony *, a while after it is like M^, 
and good for the Strangury, and other 
Diftempers. The Indians put into it a 
Root that makes it boi! up and ferment 
like Wine, and it makes People as Drunk 
as Wine, and is call’d Pulchc. The Plant 
is frequently found about the Fields; 
and there is of it in Spain, efpccially be¬ 
tween Port St. Mary and St. latcar. It 
is iiftC our Houfeleck, but much taller, 
and its Leaves thicker, and more folid. 

When it is of li.v Years ftandiug, they 
cut away the middle Leaves, making a 
Concavity in the middle, which,reccives 
the Liquor, and the Indians every Morn¬ 
ing take it away, and keep it a Month 
i:i V’cifols; after which the Plant wi- 

'Ts, and, young Spronts Ihoot out, fo 
t.. r is with good reafon call’d the In- 
dian V ine. If it be not cut, it produces ‘ 
nothing but a Stalk like a Ferula, with 
a Fru'c that is of no ufe. They make 
-A^ua vita of it after the fime manner as 
was faid of the Cwa Wine in the fore¬ 
going Volume. 

This U. ink is fo univcrfal among the 
Indians, that the Exci/e upon it was no 
Icfs that iiooco pieces of Eight; but 
it was taken off by liis Majeftics Order, 
after the Indians fet Fire to the great 
Square, and Palace in the Year 1692, as 
was laid aiwvc, and the Drink it felf 
was Prohibited. Neverthelels it is con¬ 
niv’d at, and fonic Spaniards drink it as 
well as the Indians ; for which reafon, 
whilll; 1 was there, frelh Orders came 
from the King to receive the Duty again, 
and allow of the Drink as formerly. 

The Indian Fig-trees do not only pro- MiaiWZ' 
dace picafaut Fruit, but alfo the Cochi- 
nille for dying Scarlet, as was laid be¬ 
fore. For dying Blew there is the Plant 
they call Annil, wherbof there is great 
Plenty in the Iflamf Ihfpaniola,^ and clie- 
wherc. This is what we call Indfgo. 

Belides thefe, and many more Indian 
Plants too tedious to be mention’d here, 
there grow almoll all that Europe affords, 
of which it is nccdlefs to give any Ac¬ 
count.

But the 
Streets arc much neater, tlto’ not Pav’d: 
all of them Handfom and Stfluc, crofllog 
one another towards the fow Quarter! 
of the World; whereas thofewf Mexico 
arc always Stinking and Dir^ lb that 
a Man had always need to go iSvBoots. 

About the City there are many Mil^rp*! 

Waters, on the Well fide they are Sul¬ 
phurous, on the Not th Nitrous and Al- 
iomy, .-tad on the Eall and South Sweet. 

Monday 14th, 1 went to fee the great 
Square. Three fides of it are adorn’d 
with good Porticos, uniform, and fet 08 
with 1 ich Shops of all forts of Commo- 
ditjits. On the other lide is the Cathe¬ 
dral, with a mo8 beautiful Front, with 
a high Tower, the tellow to which is 
not yci finilh’d, lb that this Square is fi¬ 
ner than that of Mexico. Going into 
the Church I found it builtaftcr the fame 
Model as that of Mexico, but lomewhat 
Ids. It has leven Stone Pillars on each 
fide, like chat of Alexico, which make 
three Iflcs. The Choir and high Altar 
areallb like thole of Afexico, but lower, 
and have only twelve Pillars of good 
Marble. The Entrance was then a- 
dorniug with Marble, and good Iron 
Work. The Church has 2 5 Altars in all, 
a decent Saciilly, and a little Room, 
call’d Othavo (to keep the Things of nioft 
value,) richly Gilt,as is its little Cupula. 

The Chappels are well Painted and Gilt. 

Near the fame Clinrch towards theSquare, Catlicdu: 
is another Chappcl, where the BlelTcd 
Sacrament is kept, with three Altars. 

There are three Gates on another lide 
which is handlbmly wrought, leading to 
the Bilhop’s Palace and the Seminary. 

The Bilhop’s Canopey is in the Church 
on the right fide of the Altar; whereas 
tbcArchbilhopof Mexico, to avoid con¬ 
tention with the Viceroy, has none, but 
fits in the Choir, in purfuance to the 
King’s Orders. This Bilhoprick is worth 
80000 Pieces of Eight a Year; belides 
iooooo that go among the Canons and 
Officers of the Church, whofe whole Re¬ 
venue is about 300000 Pieces of Eight. 

Ten Canons have SVery one 5000 Pie¬ 
ces of Eight a Year. The Dean 14800; 
the Chanter 8000; the Mallet of the 
School 7000 ; and the Archdeacon and 
Tueafurcr not much Ids. There is a 
proportionable Allowance to fix Demi- 
Canons, fix half Demi-Qaons, and 
other uiW Officers.

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Mondtty 14th, 1 law the College of the

698. has 14 Altars richly gilt. Tnefday 15th,

This 
Day D. IJicholas Alvarez^ Mailer of the 
Ceremonies, Ihew’d me a Loadftone as 
big as /n ordinary Appl6, which holds 
lip twelve Pounds Spanijh of Iron. Al¬ 
io a Giant’s Rib as thick as a Mans Arm, 
and ten Spans long. There is a Tradi¬ 
tion that thefc Giants dwelt on the Moun¬ 
tains above Tlafcdla. In this City it 
rains in the Afternoon as at Mexico j 
and that day the Flood carry’d away 
Houfes and Cattle, and what was worlt 
. of all, four Men and two Women. In 
- ^ iIjc Church of the Nunnery of S. Jerome^ 
there arc feven Altars well adorn’d. 
The Monallery of S. Dominick is a noble 
Structure. The Church Vaulted, and 
has about 12 Chappels richly Gilt, par- 
ticularlythat of the Rofary. The Church 
of the At^Hfiinians is alio Vaulted, very 
Large, and more magnificently Built. 
The Farilh of S. Jofefh has three Iflcs 
Vaulted and twelve Altars. On the right 
Hand of it, the Chappel of Jcfiu of Na- 
xjireth was Building, with a G<p«/<iupon 
four large Hone Arches. S. John de Di¬ 
os of the Fathers Hofpitallers, has a large 
Cloiltcr with good Pillars, but the Mo- 
nallcry is Poor. In the Church there 
are eleven Altars. The Church ot the 
Nuns of S. Monica, is worth feeing for 
the Gold about its fix Altars. Nor are 
the nine of the Nuns of S. Catherine ia- 
ferior to them. The Church of the Nuns 
of the Trinity is beautiful, and has fix 
Altars, and the Monallery has a curious 
Front. The College of S. Lms of the 
Dominicans without the City, is not very 
great, and the Church has only four 
Altars. Twenty Fathers live there liib- 
)e^ to the Provincial of Mexico^ and 
keep the Schools. 

Satidi^ 20th, I went to the Village of 
Cboiuls* cbolala a League from the City. It looks 
more like a Wood, for all the Houfes 
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are among Gardens. The Government 
is profitable, becaufe many* rich Mer- 
thants^ live there. In the midll of it is 
an ancient r’yramid of Earth, on the top 
of which at this time there is an Hermi¬ 
tage. To return to the City, the 
Church of S. Chrifiopber is richly adorn d, 
being vaulted, and having 19 Altars.' 
Nor is that of the Nuns of S. Clare infe¬ 
rior to it, in which there are fix enf ions 
Altars, The Monallery is vallly Rich, 
having 500000 Pieces of Eight rais’d by 
Portions, which lye dormant. S. Fran¬ 
cis is a very Ipacious Church with 24 
Chappels, well fet off, as is the Arch. 
Before one comes into the Church is the 
Chappel of the third Order, with nine 
Altars well gilt. In the Monallery there 
are 150 Religious Men. That of the 
Recolcts is not fo big, where there are 
but 25 Friars, and the Church is fmall, 
and has but 5 Altars. S. Paul, the Col¬ 
lege of the Dominicans, is allb but fmall, 
contcining 20 Religious Men, and the 
Church has but 4 Altars, As I went out 
of this ^ City I could lee the burning 
Mountain of Mexico call out mighty 
Flames. The Monallery of the Merce- 
narians is convenient for 5* religious 
Men it contains, the Church is beautiful, 
has 12 Altars and 10 Chappels well gilt. 
That of the Fathers of Bethlem has been 
15 Years building, with the Monallery. 
The College of S. Ildepbonfas of the Je- 
fitits, newly Built, is very large, and 
there are 50 Fathers in it. The Church 
has 7 Altars well gilt. Adjoyning to it 
isthe Parilh Church of S. A&r*, in which 
there are 12 ^Mtars. The Church of S, 
Agnes has 7 Akars; that of the Con¬ 
ception eight i the holy Crofs a Parilh 
of fecular Priells fourteen -, and S. Soch 
of the Fathers of S. MppoUttss only four. 

The Reader by the number of Monafte- 
ries fo Rich and well Provided, may 
judge of the Greatnefs, Magnificence 
and Wealth of the Qty. The Bilhop 
when I went to take my leave of him 
made me a Prelent worth 50 Pieces of 
Eight.

At length making 
a virtue of neceflity, 1 , and a Sfoniard 
of Orixjtvk made one of thole AMatot 
guide us, and being come to the Bank 
caus’d him to go over iirlf, upon a tali 
Mule, and faw the Water come up to 
her Crupper. There being no going 
back, 1 made the Mdato come again to 
carry over my Portmantoc, in which 
were all my Manuicripcs and then re> 
commending my felf to God’s ProteAi* 
on, went into the rapid River bare Legg’d 
in great feari and tho' there were two 
fevcral Branches to divide the River, 
yet the Water came almoil over my 
Mule, and walk’d my Thighs. Being by 
God's Mercy come to the other tide, and 
having rccovei’d om felves,wc bethought 
us how little vvx ihouldhave been pity’d, 
had the Mdato left us both in the lurch 
and gone away with the Mule and all we 
had, that is, 1000 Pieces of Eight of the 
Spaniards, and my four Years and four 
Month’s Man feripts of my Travels, 
and my Mo: y for my Journey. But 
Fear had bliudcd our Underftanding, lb 
chat we forgot that one of us ought to 
go over fi; ft to the other fide. There 
was formei ly a Boat in this Place to waft 
over Travellers ^ but the ALcade topu* 
nifli the Mdato that kept it for fome 
Oifbnce, took it from him, forbidding 
him to receive or entertain any PalTen- 
gers, but to fend them the way of Cotafia, 
which was for his Advantage •, and the 
Mdato anfwering. He might order them 
to he call'd, and told of it hy the Inhabitants 
of that yiUage, he was abus’d by the cove- 
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tous Aeade. Thence we travell'd over 
a Plain, and through a thick Wood,, of 
a Ibrt of Palm-Trees that bore a Fruit 
like green Walnuts, hanging in Clufters. 

The Pulp within them tails like our Al¬ 
monds. We pals’d leveral fmall Lakes, 
and had like to lole our way by realbn 
of the high Grafsand the more becauib 
there being no Boats to carry us over, 
we were forced to foord, and were* very ' 
wet. Having travell’d four Leagues, we 
came to a Farm call’d Afyerilla, where 
there was an infinite multitude of Gnats, 
and we were forced to pay dear for two 
Hoods to defend us againfl them. 

Stmdfy 27tb, we rode two Leagues 
to the Farm of Xamapa and crofs’d the Leagu®. 

A Spani¬ 
ard there confirm’d what P. Colin writes 
in his Hiftory of the Philippine-IJlands con¬ 
cerning the Bird Carpwffrv, viz^ That it 
finds an Herb which makes Iron fly like 
Glafs^ which he laid he bad try’d, by 
nailing an Iron Plate over that Birds 
Nell, but that he never could find out 
the Herb in all thole Plains. After Din¬ 
ner we travell’d 3 Leagues further to the 
Port of the new Vera Crax^ where 1 
found my Equipage fent tbicliera Month 
before, by Ferdinand Mercado. There 
are no Inns in the City, lb that a Stran¬ 
ger is forced to hire a Houle. Here I reli¬ 
ed after my Journey, and tho’ a finall 
Vellel fail’d for Havana on Wednefday the 
30th, would not go aboard it, being 
promis’d better Conveniency aboard an¬ 
other that was to fet out foon after. 

Antony 
Pendofa, Lieutenant of a Troop of Horfe, 
generoufly gaVlucaan Apartment in his 
Houle.

The DeferiftioH of the stew Town and Port of VcnrCtUZ, 


ivr, *TnHE newCity of^«»'4-Cy«c.isleatcd 
Jl in the Latitude of 19 deg. and 16 
min. and 273 deg. of Longitude ^ on a 
laody barren Soil^ lb that Provifions 
coming a great way, it is very dear liv¬ 
ing there. Its Figure is longifli, lying 
and Well, and the whole Compafs 
fcarce half a Spanifi League. The Air is 
not whollbm, efpecially in Sommer. Ve¬ 
ry often when the North Winds blow, 
to which it is very fubjed, the Houfes 
are half bury’d in the Sand about them. 
TheWalls. T**®/ who were entrull^ to Wall 
it in, cheated the King Impudently, 
Vol. IV.

which would fcarce lerve for a cover’d 
Way i befides that at prelent every Body 
rides over them, becaule they are bury’d 
with Sand; and there is no need of (hut¬ 
ting the Gates, all Parcs bemg paflable.

This Caftle is half a Leagne 
ITicCaftie from the Gty, Ib that it can no way de¬ 
fend It, but only ferves to fecure the Port 
and Ships that Anchor nndcr its Walls. 
The Port is naturally Strong, becaufe on 
the Eaft and Weft it is defended by a- 
bandance of Rocks ^ which Strangers, 
who are not acquainted, cannot avoid 
running upon. 

Inliabi- Now tho' all the Fleets, or fingle Ships 
tancs. that go out of Eurofe to Nem Spain put 
into this Port; yet the City inftead of 
being Rich and Large like MexioCf is, 
for the Realbns above aUedg’d, Small and 
Poor, little Inhabited by Spaniards ; but 
for the moft part by Blacks and Mula- 
tos-j fo that there arcfcarceany white 
People to be feen, but only when the 
Flota is there. As loon as that is gone, 
they that are well to pals, retire op the 
Country, as well becaule of the unwhol- 
Ibrnnefs of ‘ihe Air, as becaufe their Ef- 
fe^s arc not £ifc; and therefore they 
build none but little wooden Houfes, not 
at all lafting. 

Pridt^ the firft of Nevmber, I went 
to the Parifli Church, which has four 
Pillars on a fide, chat fupport the vaulted 
Roof, and make three Ifles, in which 
there are nine Chappels. The Church 
of the Jefiiits is poor, has but ten Altars, 


and thofe meanly adorn’d. Smd^ $ 4 ^ P 
din’d with the Governor, before whole 
Houfe one of the two Spamjh Companies 
that are in Garrilbn in the City, always 
keeps Guard; as does a Troop of 60 
Horle to Icoar the Coaft. S^urds^ 9Cb, 
there being no Diverfion in the Town 1 
went out a Shooting, and Riding five 
Leagues, ferry’d over a great River to 
the old Ftra This at prefent may OM Vera 
more properly be call’d a fmall Village 
of Filhermen, than a City; for it has" 
no Houfes, but Cottages cover’d with 
Leaves and enclos’d with Canes. The 
Inhabitants are always tormented with 
the Ringing of Gnats. Before roe they 
took fome Filh in the River call’d Bobosy 
or Fools; becaufe when the North Wind 
blows they make to the Sea, and lb fall 
into the Nets. Their Rows dry’d are 
excellent to cat. Thefe Rivers and all 
thole of Nevo Spain ^ but particularly 
thole of Cttotimala being full of Croco- 
dils or Alligators, it is worth oblerving, 

That the Dogs when they crofs them, 
knowing by inftinft of Nature, that the 
Alligators are moft fond of their Flelb, 
go firft, to fecure themfelves, and bark 
in one Place, that the Alligators may 
come thither, and then run to fwimover 
at another Place. This fame is related by 
F. Navarretc in his jiceeant of the Phiiip- 
pine-lflands. That Day I kill'd abun¬ 
dance of Pheafants, of a better Ibrt than 
the black Ones. They were as big as 
Turkeys, with a black and white Tuft 
on their Heads, and all the reft of their 
Feathers Murrey. 


CHAP. IV. 

Jjbort Account of the Difeovery and Con^uefi of New-Spain. 


C OmPs Ships having Anchor’d in the 
Port of the old P'era Cruz^ it will 
not be from our purpoleto fay Ibmeching 
in this Place of the Oilcovery and Con- 
queft of Nevo Spain', adding to what o- 
ther Authors have already made publick, 
fomc Particulars kept in that Country 
by Tradition from Father to Son, and 
extraifted out of four Letters writ by 
Cortes to the Emperor Charles V. Prin¬ 
ted Copits whereof are IHll prefcrv’d by 
O. CharlesJSipHenicjt. 

Some will nave it that America wasac- 
"eidenthlly^ijilcover’d by a Ship drove 
thither flipdioiis Storms, which r^um- 
inga^Kvards to Lisbon with but a few 
Men, ^thc Mafter of it gave Qsrifiopher 
Cotun^MSf born at Ntrvi on die Craft of 


Genoa, an Account of his Voyage and 
what he had found, and then dy’d. Many 
other prepofterous Notions go about this 
particular, too tedious for us to handle, 
and therefore we will come to the Point. 

CoUsmbas being himlelf in no Conditi- columks, 
on to undertake this Voyage upon his own 
Account, apply’d himfclf to the Kings of 
England and Fmagd, who both giving 
him but little Encouragement, he in the

continu’d his Voyage. On the 1 ith of 
OSober ^ difcoverd Land, which was 
one of the Iflands iMcnyos.^ call’d Ghm»- 
h 4 ni, between HwdWand CiAa, where 
he landed and took polTeffion of the Indies, 
Difeovers Thence he pafs’d on tor the liland Hiffs- 
laad. nicU, where he gain’d lb iar upon the 
* CaUjue or Lord of chat Place, that he al¬ 
low’d him to build a Fort of Earth and 
Wood on the Shore, in which he left 38 
Sf oniards under the Command .of Rode¬ 
rick de Arana of Cordova ; and taking ten 
Indians., forty Parrots, Ibme Gold, In- 
dian-\Nhtii, and other things to make 
out the truth of his Difcovery, return’d 
to Spain with t wo Ships. The Court be¬ 
ing then at Barcelona he repair’d thither. 
The King was much pleas’d with what 
he brought, and the Account he gave of 
his Dilcovery. Six of the Indians were 
Baptiz’d, the King and Queen being 
Godfather and Godmother. Colnmbus 
had much Honour done him, and Pope 
Alexander VI. granted the Crown of 
Cafiile all the Iflands and Coatinenc chat 
fliould be dillover’d Weftward, and all 
Eallward to the Pma^feSf dividing the 
World between thoTe two Kings, by

Indies where there were none belides. 
Wheat, Barley, and fevcral Herbs and 
Plants of Europe to bring up in that Conn- 
try. This Fleet fail'd from Cadix. on 
the 25th of Septendoer, aiid keeping along 
near the Line, the fir 11 Land it dilcover’d 
was, the Iflaud afterwards call’d Dofea- 
da. Then they came to Puerto de Plata 
in the Ifland Hifpaniola, and thence to 
Puerto Real, where they found the 38 
Spaniards who were kill’d tor having at¬ 
tempted to force the /«<l/<i»Women.Nere 
Columbus Founded a City and call'd it Ifa- 
heUa, in Honour of the Queen. This 
done be lent back Antony de Torres with 
12 Ships into Spain, to carry Prclents of 
Gold, Parrots, Induots and other dtings, 
and be with three other Ships went on 
to difeover further according to his Or¬ 
ders. He difeover’d the Ifland Suba, 
and ocher Icfler Iflands. He fell at vari¬ 
ance with, the Pope’s Vicar for hisTeve- 
rity towards the Priells and Spaniards, 
and thereupon was call'd to Court, whi¬ 
ther he carry’d rich Prefents, and yet 
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was reprov’d fbr his Harlbnefs to the 
Spaniards. * 

Having obtain’d 8 Sail more he Tent a- « 
way 2 before him under the Command of ige, 
his Brother, loaded with Provifions and 
Ammunition; and he himfelf with the 0- 
^Cr fix let out ftOtD.S.Euear de Barrameda 
in 1597. From the Madera-lOidid 
be fent three Ships to Nifpaniola with 
300 Men. With the other thre(?he kept 
dole to the Line till he dilcover’d the 
Continent call’d Faria, along which he 
coafted 330 leagues, asfarasCaperc/rf, 
where ftriking athwart a great Traft 
of Sea he arriv’d at Santo Domingo, a 
City built by his Brother on the Banks 
of the River Ozama, where he was re¬ 
ceiv’d as Governor. Here the Spaniards 
fulFer’d much, becaufc the Indians think¬ 
ing Famine would drive them away, did 
not fow their Wheat, which forced them 
for want to eat Snakes and filthy Ver- 
mine. The Spaniards are aUb faid to 
have got the Pox of the Indian Wo¬ 
men, and fome of them bringing it over 
to Ni^es, f^veit to tlie Neapolitans and 
French, which made the firft of thefc 
call k the French Oileale, and theft the 
Ne^Utan. • 

Bartholomero Columbus Brother to tiie 
Admiral, having difoblig’d the fi’prfwWx, 4tli Voy- 
they made their Complaints to the King, “Se- 
whoftntover Francis de Bovaditta, who 
clapt the Admiral and his Brothers in I- 
rons, and fo put them aboard and fent 
them into Spam. After Ibme trouble 
Columbus was reftor’d to his Authority, 
and return’d with three Ships to Hijpa- 
niola, where, the Governour would not 
fulTcr him to teiul into the Port, and 
therefore be went on to difeover as far as 
Cape Higueras, and then on the South 
Coaft to Nombre de Dies. He return’d 
to Cidta and Jamaica, but could not get 
to Smto Domingo for want of Ships. 

Here his Men mutiny’d, but the Mutini- 
en were defeated in fight by Bartholomevo 
Columbus, The Admiral after this re¬ 
turn’d to Spain, and when he thought to 
have gone back to America, was pre¬ 
vented by Death at ralladeUd, in 
15015. I omit to fty more of him, beeaufe 
his Life is tobefeen at large in thisCoUeSi- 
OH of Travels, 

Afterwards feveral attempted *to Con - 
quer the Continent difeover’d, but with¬ 
out SuGcels. Francis Feneandex, de Cor¬ 
dova fail’d thither in 1517, with 
three foall Vefiels, and difeove/d from 
Compew, to St. J^tt de Viva. Jehnde 
Grijalva « 1518, with 4 Sail fet oa| 

James Vds^uez. Governour of 
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rvA-'J both of them had Skirtnilhes with the 
Ciernclh. Indians^ but conld make themielvcs Ma- 
1 98. fters of no Place. 

Heaven had defign’d this Conquelt for 
Cones. perSnand CorttSy born at AfedeBin, in 
EJlremaeUtrat who was fcnt thither by 
the atbrefaid Governor of C»i»4, in No¬ 
vember I $ 18, with the Command of ten 
•Sail i which he would' afterward have 
taken Yrom him, ordering the Alcade 
of the Town of the Trinity to fecate 
him. I 5 ut he could not bring it about, 
Cones being very much belov’d by five 
hundred and eight Souldicrs, and one 
hundred and nine Sailers he had with him. 
ISis firft His firftConqueft, was over the Vil- 
Conqueft. lage of Tabafio, where the Inhabitants 
made feme oppofition. They having 
never feen any Horfes, thought the 
Horfc and the Rider had been all one 
Creature. Upon Mtinnday Thurfd/^y in 
the Year 1519 Cortes arriv’d at St. John 
de Vlvay where all his Men Landed up¬ 
on £ 7 oo<i-fr<V<t)r, lor which reafon, that 
place was call 'd Fern Cvhz^ Here they 
continu’d fome Months, by reaibn of 
the oppofition made by the Indians y till 
at length, being refolv’d to Conquer, or 
Advances to dye, Oliet caus’d the Ships to be 
toTiafeaU that his Men might have no 

hopes left of retiring ^ and be fenfible 
their fafety, confilted in their Swords. 
Accordingly on the 15th of 1519, 
he fet forward with 400 Men, for the 
Province of TUfcalsty leaving a fuffici- 
ent Garrilbn at Cr«z,. Hehadfe- 
veral Incounters, with the TUfcallansy 
who thought they were fent againit 
them, by the Mex icans Enemies. 
Tht Sfoniards drersuTneirs and their 
Horfes wounds, with the Greafe they 
took out of the Bowels of the Indians 
they kill’d. The TlafcalUnsy at length 
difmaying, fu’d for Peace. Whilft they 
were treating, four Indians came from 
Montexjnma to bid him welcome, and 
offer a Tribute, provided he would not 
go to Mexico. Cortes entred TUfcaldy on 
ihe 23d September 1519, attended by 
Caiicjnes and Lords of Towns; who af¬ 
ter giving him the belt Accomodation 
they could, offer’d him their Daughters 
for Wives; and fet free many Wretch¬ 
es they kept up a Fatting for Sacri&e. 
Montetnma fent Other Ambafiadors with 
Gold and Jewels, fearing fome ill Con- 
requroce after the Peace concluded with 
^ im*‘flafcallans. After this Cones was 
roftiAi by the chief Men of <;boMa-y 
being inform’d that they, by Order 
^ ^ilfl^lMontezMmay confpir’d to betray him, 
put a great number of them to death. 
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and refou’d the Prifoners kept to be Sa¬ 
crific’d. Hereupon Montesjma being 
more terrify’d than before, fent an^ 
thcr Embafly to him, with Prefents of 
Gold and Rich Coverlets, excufing Wip- 
felf on account of the bufinefeof Cw- 
hday and offering vaft Gifts to Cmesy 
and Tribute to the Emperor Charles the 
5th, provided he would not come into 
the Ciw, which DVas all in Confufion, for 
fear of him, and for want of Provifi- 
ons. Cortes periifting in his Refolution Goes to* 
to go, feverely reprimanded the Am- iWex/Vo. 
bailadors, Montexjtma perceiving there 
was no potting a flop to this Evil, mak¬ 
ing a virtue of Necclfity, fent his Ne¬ 
phew Camatxiny hoxA of Tefcucoy and 
other noble Men in great Pomp, to meet 
him a days Journey offi and conduft him. 

Cortes came with them, through Iztapa- 
lapay to the broad Canfway of Mexico ; 
whither Coadlavacca and Cnyoacany the 
Emperor’s near Kinfmen came out to 
meet him. After them, came other 
Lords, and Montezama himfel^ alight¬ 
ed when he few Cortesy who did the like 
and prefented him with a Collar of falfe 
Stones. After this Ceremony Monte- 
Tjtma departed, ordering his Nephews, 
the Lords of Tefcnco and Ct^oacany to 
condud him to the Palace, where his 
Father Axs^aca had liv’d, whofe Idols 
and Treafnrc were there ftill; and to 
provide quarters for the Souldicrs. Here 
Montezjma again, met Cortes and prefent¬ 
ed him a Collar of Gold, treating all his 
Men plentifully at Supper. This they 
fey was on the 18th of November 1519. 

The Emperor was then 40 Years of 
Age, of a good Stature, a dark Com¬ 
plexion, a chearful Countenance, wore 
Ihort Hair, and a little black Beard. 

He liv’d in great Slate, as well in re¬ 
gard of the number of his Courtiers, 
as of his Souldicrs. When he went to 
the Qty or Temple, he carry’d a Rod 
made half of Gold, and half of Wood, 
feveral great Men going before him ; 
two of whom carry'd two Maces, as 
the Hicroglyphick of Juftice. Qsrtes 
and fome of his Officers defiring to fee 
this great Temple, to which there was 
an Afeent of 114 fteps; Aimtexjtma re¬ 
ceiv’d him very Courteoufly, and from 
the top of if, fliew’d him all the City, 
moft of it in the Lake, to which the 
way was over three Banks, or Dikes, one 
call’ij of htapaUpOy another of Tacabay 
the third of TtpeaqmBa , with Draw¬ 
bridges, at certain diftances. He alfo 
Ihew’d hitn the Temple of HmehtUhos. 
the God of War, and of Texxatepuca of 
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Hell, both Brothers, foil of a deadly 
y&emelU. ftcnch caus’d by the Men there Sacri- 
f 1698. fic’d. 

ViTiry Souldiers one day fearching a- 

*** bout for a place to make a Church of, 
broke through into an Apartment, the 
Door whereof had been lately made op, 
where they found a great quantity of 
Gold, and Jcwls, it being Montezjmas 
Treafure, wliich they thought fit to Ihut 
up again, without taking any thing a- 
way. Cortes had relblv’d to fecure 
Montezjtmay but was afraid of the Suc- 
cefi, bccaufe of the fir.all number of 
his Men. For this reafon he contriv’d 
to deceive him, bringing him by fair 
means to his (garters, and then tell him 
he mult be content to live a Frifoner, 
or to dye. Afterwards underftanding 
that the Indians at Vera-cruz^ had kill’d 
John de EfcalantCy and fix other Men, 
f which made the Indians take heart,per“ 
tciving that the TeuUs or Gods come 
from the Eaft, were Mortal) he lay’d 
hold of this opportunity, to quarrel 
with Momezjma. Having therefore lent 
a MclLgc before, he went with five of 
his molt refolute Commanders to the 
Emperor’s Palace, and there loudly up¬ 
braiding him with breach of Faith, told 
him, he mult fubmit to be his Prilbner, 
or rcfblve to dye. Montezjma excus’d 
himfelf^ promifiug Satisfadion, and urg¬ 
ing it was not proper to make him a 
Prifoucr; but being frighted at the Offi¬ 
cers Swords,and at the Words of Marina 
the Woman Interpreter, who made 
him fcnfible of his Danger, he offer’d 
a Son and two Daughters as Holtages, 
and Cortes refufing, fuller’d himfelf to 
be carry’d to his Quarters, where a 
Guard was put upon him. Lords and 
other Subjeds, came from Places far di- 
itant, to him about their Affairs, and 
went into his Prefence bare-footed, not 
right forward, but lideliug, with their 
Eyes fixt on the Ground, and wdinary 
Coverings on them, leaving the Rich 
ones without. When they came before 
him, they bow’d three times, and when 
they went away, were not to turn their 
Backs. The four Commanders who had 
kill’d Efcalante, were brought Prifoners, 
and Cortes condemn’d them to be Burnt; 
putting Fetters upon Monttzjma , 
whilft it was doing. He ask’d leave once, 
to go out a Hunting, and another time 
to the Temple ; that his People mi^ht 
believe he was not kept Prifoner, Which 
was granted him with a Guard of 150 
Sfoniards, and notice given him, that 
upon the leaff commotion of the Peo- 
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pie, they would kill him. Cacamatzia 
King of Tefcitcoj feeing his Uncle Mon^ 
tezMma made a Prifoner, thought of ref* 
cuing him, and crowning himfelf Em¬ 
peror, which his defign he imparted to 
the Lords of Iztafalofa., Tacubay and Qt- 
yoacany MontezMmd^s Nephews. He ha¬ 
ving notice of it, would have Cortes &~ 
cure them all, as was accordingly done 
by his Orders, which were obey'd, tho’ 
he was Prilbner. The Impriibnmcnt of 
thefe great Men, cmboldned Cortes to 
demand of Monteumay that he Ihould 
fwear Fealty to the King of CaftiU 5 and 
he confultiiig with the Principal Ca- 
ciquesy refolv’d to do it, which he did 
in Form, promiling to pay a Tribute, 
with the Tears Handing in his Eyes,and 
the fame was done by the Petty Kings, 
fubjedf to him. 

Cortes feeing lb much Gold, would 
needs know, where they found it, and 
MontezMma lent Ibme Indians to three 
fcveral Places with Officers, who 
return’d with the value of 1500 pieces 
of Eight, in Gold dull, which the In- 
Mans had gather’d in the Sand of cer¬ 
tain Rivers. After this the FImperor 
made a Prelent by way ofi Tribute to 
the King of Sfainy of all his Fathers 
Treafure, which was Ihut op in the a- 
formention’d Apartment befidcs many 
Jewels brought him by the Caciques. 

All the Gold being melted into Plates, 
by the King’s Officers and Scal’d, there 
was found to the value of 600000 pieces 
of Eighty whereof one 5th part being 
deduded for the King, and another for 
Cortesy the reff-jps divided among the 
Men. The IdolPriefts provok’d, that 
Cortes had let up the Crols upon their 
Temple excited the People to fall upon 
’em,and thereforeMontemma advis’d him 
to be gone *, but he to gain time, faid he 
had deftroy’d his Ships, and could not 
go, till he had built three Ships. Mon- 
tezjma allow’d of the delay, order’d 
Workmen to build the Ships, and pro¬ 
mis’d to keep the People quiet. 

This being the Polturc of Affairs at Njrvsefi 
AlexicOy and James I'elafquez. uaderRaad- font a- 
ing that Cortesy had fent Deputies to the 
Emperor with rich Prefents, without 
taking notice of him, he fitted put ip 
Sail, with 1400 Men and 20 pieces of 
Cannon, and lent them under the Com¬ 
mand of Pamfhilo de NarvaeZy with 
whom went an Oydore,or Judge of Van- 
to DomingOy to mediate betweerf him, 
and CorteSy lince it had been in his Pow¬ 
er to hinder his fetting out. The Fleet 
coming into the Port of St. JohndeVlvay 

Most- 
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Montezum.t foon had notice of it \ be- 
Gcmelll. caule the Indians who were upon Guard 
i6y8. at that Fort, brought the whole Fleet 
painted upon a Cloth of Neqiun or 
Maghey. He lent Narvaez, a good Pre- 
fent ot Gold, Qiiilts, and Provilions, 
and had in anfwcr from him, that Cortes 
tvus a Run-away, and Rebel to his King, 
^and that he was come to lecure him, 
and driver Montezjuna from his Impri- 
fonment. Cortes being inform’d hereof 
by Montez.ama, who thought he had 
known it all before, having advis’d with 
bis Captains, writ to Narvaez.^ deiiring 
him for the Honour of their Nation, and 
the fake of the King’s Service, not to 
raiie the City againlt him, caulbd Man~ 
tcz.Hma to be fet at Liberty, offering 
him all that was Conquer’d, and pro> 
mi ling to retire to another Province. 
Narvaez, inftcad of giving ear to thefe 
fair Propofals, put the Oydore into Irons, 
becanfc he advis’d him to Peace, and 
march out^with his Forces towards 
ico. Cortes hearing of it, left Peter de 
Alvarado^ with Ibme Men to lecure Mon~ 
tezjuma and their Fort, and fet out him- 
lelf, with the reft of his Forces, to 
meet Narvhex.^ demanding afllftance of 
his Friends at Tlafiala. His Men, and 
abihe 6000 Indians arm’d with Pikes, 
\-tr-it' Horfe, prepar’d to de- 

^ thcmfelvcs. Cortes being come with 

his little Army, within a League of 
Cempoalla^ in the dark of 'the Night, 
pafs'd over a Brook that was before him, 
and furprr/ing Narvaez, and his Forces, 
touted, and took him Prifoner, with o- 
thers of his Officerj^^nd all his Can¬ 
non i obtaining a compleat Viftory o- 
ver an Army lix times more numerous 
than his. The next day all the Sonl- 
diers of the adverfe Party, took an 
Oath to be obedient to him \ lb that he 
having now fecur’d 19 Ships, lent tofe- 
veral Parts, to make new Conqoefts. 
Advice was brought him from Peter de 
Alvarado that he was beiieg’d, the Ci¬ 
ty having revoked, and ftood in need 
of f|>cedy Succour. Cortes therefore 
leaving Narvaez, in Cuftody at Pera 
Cruz, march’d away in all Ipeed with 
Foot, and 96 Horfe, belides 2000 
A'xuo. * Tlafcaljans. He entred Mexico on the 
24th of June 1520, and Montezjtma 
coming J.o meet him in the Court, he 
would not fpcak to him, being angry 
thae- he had held a CorreQx>ndencc 
with sNaruaez.. This lb incens’d the 
Einpeyor, that not regarding the Feal¬ 
ty he had Sworn, he caus’d 'James de 
Ordas as he was marching one of the 


Garrifon with 400 Men, to be fet upon 
by an infinite multitude of Indians with 
Slings, Arrows, Staves, and Stones, lb 
that they wounded him, and kill’d feve- 
ral of his Men, and then went to filre 
their Quarters, which was put out at 
Night. In the Morning the Spaniards 
renew’d the fight, but wing overpow¬ 
er’d by the multitude of Enemies, many 
were kill’d, tho* they fell not onre- 
veng’d ; and the reft retir’d to their 
Quarters, to fortify themfelves. Here 
they were fo vigoroufly allaulted in the 
Night, that many dropt on both lides. 

The War continuing, the Spaniards 
made Ibme wooden Towers to remove, 
and went out to burn the Temple, but 
were beaten back to their Quarters with 
the lols of 46 Men. This made them 
refolve to fue for Peace the next Day, 
and to depart Mexico ; but as foon as ever 
it was Day they were attack’d by the 
on all (Ides, with fneh Fury, that 
Cortes was lorced to lend a Religious 
Man to Momezmna.^ to defire lie would ^ 
make his Subjedls dehft, and he would 
be gUiie imm^iately. Montezuma^ be¬ 
ing ftill Angry, refus'd at firft, but then 
comply’d, and from a Gallery command¬ 
ed rhe Mexicans to lay down their Arras. 
This was accordingly done, but imme¬ 
diately four Caciques came up to the Em¬ 
peror, and told him. That the People 
being highly ofiended, and relblv’d that 
the Spaniards fliould Perifh, whatever 
came of it, had chofen another Empe¬ 
ror, for which they neverthelels beg’d 
his Pardon. No Iboner were thefe Words 
fpoken, but the Jndims let fly many 
Stones and Arrows towards Montezjtma^ 
fo that he was wounded in the Head, 
Arms, and Legs, whereof he Ibon after 
dy’d, having reign’d 17 Years. 

Cvrtes acquainted the new King with 
Mentezjtmah Death, and lent him his 
Body, that it might be honourably Bu- 
ry’d; and then demanded of the Mexi^ 
cans, to pot one of Montezjtma'% Sons in 
Poffelfion of the Empirc,becaore he whom 
they had Chofen was no lawful Emperor ^ 
renewing his Demands of Peace in order 
to depart Meseice. Inftead of Peace they 
fell ib furioufly upon his Qparters, that 
they kill’d many Soldiers, whereupon 
the next Day Cortes march’d out with'all 
his Forces, to tie reveng’d, burnt many 
Houfes, and kill’d abundance of Indians, 
but with great lols on bis fide. Perceiv¬ 
ing 'it was irapolfible to withftand fuch 
Numbers of Enemies, Provifions and 
Powder growing Icarce,’ he rclblv’d to 
depart Mexico. Firft he kill’d Monte- 
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xjtnia*s Kindred, and thd petty Kings he 
bad Prilbners, and then on Jhsrfday the 
loth of July 1520, when the Jneiians 
leaft expeded it, having divided the a> 
ibremention’d Gold among his Soldiers, 
began to March iilentiy out of the City, 
carrying along with him a wooden Bridge 
to pafs over thofe Places where the 
Banks were broken down. As he was 
palling over the Banks at Mid^night, tho* 
it was very Dark, the Enemy perceiv’d 
him, and attacking him both by Land, 
and from the Canals in a great nnmber 
of Boats, kill’d at leafl twenty Spaniards, 
part with the Sword, and part drown’d 
in the Water; befides feveral Prilbners, 
the Canals being choak’d with dead Men 
and Horfes. jilvarado here taking a 
wonderful Leap to elcape falling into the 
Enemies Hands, that Place is to this Day 
call’d Alvarado\ Leap. Having pafs’d 
the Bridge, Cones came in all halt to Ta- 
cuha, with the Indians always at his Back ; 
but being alham’d chat many were left 
behind \\^ounded, expos’d to the Cru¬ 
elty of the barbarous Enemy, he turn’d 
back to fetch them olE But feeing the 
People of Tacuba and EjcapHzjiUo ail in 
Arms againlt him, he was forced, fol¬ 
lowing TUfcAlan Guides, to take the by 
Roads, Itill purfu’d by the Indians in 
the dark Night. Being come to a Tem¬ 
ple, he halted, fortifying himfelf to 
have the Conveniency of Drcfling his 
wounded Men for which Reafon after¬ 
wards the Church of our Lady de las 
Remedias, Was ereded there. This was 
call’d the difmal Night, becaufc of the 
great Slaughter, efpecially of thofe, who 
forwarded their own Death by not for- 
laking their Gold. They continu’d their 
Retreat itill facing the Mexicans', but 
the Battle on the i4tb of Jsdy near O- 
tnmha was very remarkable, and the 
Sla^hter was great on both Cdes, after 
which upon a Muller, there were found 
but 440 Spaniards, This fmall Body 
coming to Tlafcala was well receiv’d, 
tho' it had lolt 1200 TtafeaBans. 

Quaabtimoc, Menteznma's near Kinf* 
man began bis Reign at Mexico, being 
elected, as was l^d before ^ and at the 
fame time 120 Men, and 17 Horle acci- 
^ntally reinforced Cortes-, for Brands 
de Garay having lent three Ships to take 
Polfelllon of the River of Panneo, the 
Soldiers meeting with more Oppt^tion 
tliau they expeded, went all av^ay to 
Cortes. 

He now thought good to fend away 
fome Officers and Soldiers,* part into 
Spain, and part to Hifponiola and Ctiba, 
Vol. IV. 


to make known what he had done till 
that time j and fome to Jadlaica to buy 
Horlcs. Another parcel of Souldiers 
came out of Spain, and arriving at 
ra-Cran. joyn’d him, fo that on the 26ch 
of December he march’d cowards Tefetue, 
with his Spaniards and 10000 TlafcalUns. 

There he was honourably receiv’d by fe-* 
ven of the principal Lords of the Coun¬ 
try, and the petty King, who g.vt him 
a Gold Banner. Some Days after, find¬ 
ing himfelf Strong, having receiv’d an¬ 
other Recruit brought by the King’s 
Treafurer in one Ship, and 13 Biiga'n- 
tincs he had caus’d to he Built i>eiijg rea¬ 
dy j he firft fubdu’d the Country about, 
which had revolted 3 and then rcfolv’d 
to go about the Lake, through the Ca¬ 
nals to find out the propeieft way to Bc- 
liege Mexico. 

Accordingly he fet out on the 5th of Retumsto 
April 1521, with 365 Spaniards, and a- 
hove 20000 arm’d Indians, belidcs thofe 
who follow’d the Army like Ciows on¬ 
ly to glut themfelves with Man's Flcflj. 

After fulxluing TefputUn, palling for¬ 
ward thro’ Cernovaca, he overthrew the 
Mexicans in a bloody Fight, but they 
bringing frclh Forces, attack^ Spani¬ 
ards feveral times at Suchimdeo. Cortes 
return d ^ to and onderllanding 

that a Friend of Narvaez, was confpiring 
with others to Murder him, he caus’d 
the Confpiratofs to be Hang’d. 

Upon a Mufter at Whitfontide 1521, 
he found he had 84 Horfc, 650 Foot 
arm’d with Sword, and Lance, and 194 
with Fire-Arms. He took 150 of thefe, 
and diftribated,t|jsin among the Brigan¬ 
tines, each of which carry’d twelve Oars 
the rell of his Men he divided into nine 
Companies, giving one Man the chief 
Command over three of them. He or¬ 
der’d 8000 Tlafcallans to go Beliege Iz.- 
tapdapa, Cuioacan, and Tacuba, and 
broke down the Aquedud of aapultepec, 
that carry’d the Water to Mexico. He 
went in his Brigantines about the Lake, 
and finking feveral Caneees of Indians 
made his way over to Izjtapdapa to re¬ 
lieve Gonzjdo de Sandoval, who was be- 
fet by feveral Bodies of Mexicans. Ha¬ 
ving brought him off, he fent him to At¬ 
tack the Bank of TepeaqtUUa, nqw call’d 
the Caufway of our Lady of Guadalupe, 
whilft he dividing his Forces into three 
Parts, and Backd by the Brigantines 
went to Aflault the Mexicans. Thfe Spa¬ 
niards could do little good, bifeaufe at 
Night they loll all the Ground they had 
gain’d upon the Caiifways for ail the 
Houfes being cncompafs’d with VVater, 
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rvA-^ with Frenches cut about them, the In- 
CemclU. duns open’d them at Night, that the 
i 5 (; 8 . Men and Horfes might drop in. 
t/'W? On the 24th of June the $fmUrds 
were attack’d on ail Tides, and too’ they 
kept their Ground with a very fmall lofi j 
yet Cortes being (enfible that all delays, 
were Prejudicial, his Army decrealing, 
he refolv'd to break on a fudden into 
Tlatglulcoy then the greateft Square in 
Mexico, now the Monallery or Santia¬ 
go, or St. James, of the Francifeans, and 
tiicnce advance to gain the Streets of 
Mexico. The three little Squadrons ad¬ 
vanced three feveral ways, but all to no 
purpofe ; for Cmes pulhing too for¬ 
ward upon one of theCaufways, whi¬ 
ther the Indians had drawn him by giv¬ 
ing way and being bore down by the 
Water and Mud, was wounded in the 
Leg, and 5 o of his Men taken Pi ilbn- 
ers nor did the other Squadrons fuder 
lefs, being attack'd in Canooes by Wa¬ 
ter i and by Land with Sticks and Stones 
from the tops of the Houfes, nor could 
the Brigantines relieve them, being 
kept off by the Timbers laid acrols the 
Cliannels. The IneUans Sacrific’d all the 
Spaniards they had taken, to the Idol 
Hnychilohos ; calling their Bodies out to 
be devour’d by Wild Beads, and keep¬ 
ing only the Legs and Arms, to cat 
them with Chilmele, a hot Sauce. They 
dead their Faces, to put on that Skin 
they took off like a Vizor at the Solem¬ 
nity. 

M/m After fb many Ioffes, the Souldiers of 
forfakc Tlafcala, Tefcuco, and Other places, went 
Cortes. away home defpairing of Snccels; lb 
that the few Spant&t^^.:. were left to 
keep the Pods they had fecur’d, part of 
them iilliog the Ditches with j^rth and 
Fafcine, whiid others dood imon their 
Guard, the Brigantines at the lame time 
with all their force, driving to break 
through the obdrudions lay’d againd 
them in the Canals. Thus they advan¬ 
ced To far without falling into the Wa¬ 
ter, notwithdanding the oppolition of 
tiic Mexicans, that theSouldicrsof 
cala, and TefcHco, came again to their 
afliftanec. 

7hey re- mean while Cmes made appli- 

turn. cation to the King for Peace, but he dai¬ 
ly grew more obdinate in carrying on 
the War; which made Cw« demand fup- 
plics of his Confederates. They being 
come, perceiving the King would not 
liearlftn to any accommi^atioa , he 
caos'd the City to be affaulted atal! three 
Jlliifack9, and gain’d Ground as far as the 
-H^at Temple of TTsttelttko, on which 
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he fet up his Colours. 'Three days af- He take 
ter, all the three Attacks were carry’d Prtoftl 
on fo fuccefsfully, ttat they met To one . 
Body. Then the King and his JMen te- 
tir’d to that Port of the City, where 
the Houfes were encoinpafs’d with Wa¬ 
ter i but there many were kill’d by the 
Spaniards fliot, who had drawn up all 
their Force in the place of Tlatelalco. 

Peace was demanded a third time, but 
the Indians, after a CelFttion of three 
days, fell again upon the Spaniards, who 
had been fipply’d with Powder, and o- 
ther neceflarics, by a Ship come from 
Spain. Cortes leeing the King would not 
hearken to Peace, relying on the Wa¬ 
ter that fccur’d him, oidei’d Chriftbphet 
de Sandoval to beliegc him with the Bri¬ 
gantines. This done, the King fearing 
the People vvould kill him, got into a 
Boat With his Wives and beft movea¬ 
bles, and fled over the Lake 5 which 
Sandoval underffanding, he Lent Garcia 
Holgmn after him j who took him and 
all his Company, and brought him to 
Cortes, without touching any thing that 
belong'd to him, particularly the Wo¬ 
men, for whom the King was concern’d. 

Cortes had been on the top of a Tem¬ 
ple, to view the Adion ; but as foonas Kmg of 
he heard of the King’s being taken, he , 

came down to prepare a place to re- ** 

ceire him Friendly. The wretched^ 
Prince, with Tears Handing in his Eyes, 
faid to him. Lord Melinche, J have done 
my Duty in defending my Gty and People; 

Since Fortune has thrown me into your 
Hands, I defire you to hiU me with that 
Sword byyeur^e^hat I may not be reduc'd 
to a more miferable Condition, Becaufe 
you have bravely defended your City 
fanfwer’d Cmes) you deferve the great¬ 
er Honour and Eff ecm. That fameday 
he font him to Ci^oacan with Sandovsd. 

This hapning in the Evening, on the 
13th of jIi^uJI 1521, being the day of 
St. Hippolitus, after a Siege of p3 Days ; 
therefore the Anniveriary of the Con- 
queft is kept on that day, as has been 
laid before. Quauhtimoc was about 
24 Years of Age, well made, of a dark 
Complexion, and a long Face. For r hh 
Conquell;, Cortes had given him for his 
Coat of Arms three Crowns, with a Bor- 
dure of feven Kings heads. He difmift 
all the Indians that had afllHed him, with 
Thanks, lending them away loaded with 
Spoils of the Conquer’d y and the Mex^ 
icons thought themfelves very Rich, in 
carrying away many Loads of dry’d 
Flelh, of the flain Mexicans. 


After 
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A ftei- clcanfing the Streets, and retnor- 
(JemcHi, ingthe dead Bodies, the next thing was 
1 ( 5 98. the Tortnring the Lord of Tefcnco^ to ob- 
lige him to difeover where the Gold was 
hid, all they had found being worth but 
385000 Crowns. Then the City was 
Rebuilt, that it might be again Inhabit* 
cd, and feveral Commanders were fent 
to fubduc other Provinces; and Cmes 
went in Perfon, and Conquer’d that of 
Fanitce. After his return toMexice, he 
lent two Ships to SpMUj and in them, 
jilcnz.0 de Avila^ and Antony de Quinonesy 
with a Prclcnt of 220 Thouland Crowns 
in Gold Plates, and all that was left of 
MontezMma'% Treafure, to ask of the 
King the Government of New Spain for 
him y and intreat him not to fend Law¬ 
yers into the Indiesy to breed Dillention 
among the Inhabitants. 

Thcfe two laird on the 20th of Df- 
eember 1522 j but being come to the Ter- 
cera Iflands, Borin a Bench Pirate took 
l)och the Ships, Gold and Jewels, and 
carry’d Avila Prilbncr into Francoy Qm- 
noncs being Dead before. The King of 
Franccy when that rich Treafure was 
brought to him, laid, The Emperor 
Charles K and the King of Portugal have 
divided the new World between thenty with¬ 
out allowing me any Share , / would defire 
them to fiow me Adam’^ W 7 //, which En¬ 
titles them to it. 

Avila going into Spain did not only 
obtain the Government of New Spain 
for Cortesy but a Confirmation of the 
Divilion he had made of the Country a- 
moiig the Conquerors *, and Power to do 
the like for the future. Some time after 
Cortes fent the Emperor 80000 Crowns, 
and a Itnall Culverin curioufly wrought, 
ail of Gold and Silver, call’d the Phe* 
nix, with this infeription, 

Ave nacio fin par. 

To en ferviros fin fegunddy 
T VOS fin igual en el msndo. 

That is. As the Phenix has no Mate, 
fo neither had any Man ferv’d you like 
me, nor have you any Equal to you in 
the World. 

Cortes going afterwards to puniih the 
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Rebellion Of Chrifiopher deOlidy in the 
Provinces of HigneraszxAHondnrasy took 
along with him Quanghtimocy and the 
Lord of Tacubay and caus’d them to be 
Hang’d in the Village of Cheyacola j 
which Adion his own Men did not ap^ 
prove of. The King before his Death Other 
laid, / have been long convinced of tlie Conquefts 
FalJljood of your tt'ordsy Captain Mclinchc,» 
and that you would put me to Death ; un¬ 
happy I that did not kill my felf that fame 
Day you were Viclorious over me. J hope 
God will Pun.Jh yoHy for killing me jo wrotg- 
fully. The Lord of Tacuba, fair! he, was 
pleas'd to Die with the King his Vncle, 

Finding Olid already put to Death, Cor¬ 
tes with incredible Celerity fiibdu’d thofc 
and other Provinces, and return’d to 
Mexico in June 1525. 

Being afterwards put upon his Trial Corns 
by the Emperor's Order, he was depriv’d made a 
of the Government of New Spainy and Marquefs< 
therefore went away to Court. He was 
there honourably received in the Year 
1^27, and created Marqiiels del l^allcy 
worth at this Day 60000 pieces of Eight 
a Year, and had the Title of Captain 
General of New Spainy and of the South 
Sea ‘y and to compieat his flonour, fal¬ 
ling Sick the Emjperor went to fee him. 

Then returning into the Indies j he re¬ 
tir’d tohis ownEftate, andapply’dhim- 
felf to building of Ships, as he had pro¬ 
mis’d to do, to difeover other Iflands, 
and Countries on the South Sea. After 
difeovering California with a thoufand 
Difaflicrs, and the Expence of 300000 
pieces of Eight, he came over to Spain 
to have his ExQpjses allow’d him but 
was lb far from getting his Mony, that 
he was forbid going over to the Indiesy 
till he had ftood Trial. At length re¬ 
turning with the Emperor from the Siege 
of Argiery he dy’d at CafiiUeja on the 
Sea Coafty near 5 m/, on the fecond of 
December 1545, at the Age of 61. His 
Bones were convey’d to the Monaftery 
of St. Francis in MexicOy as he bad de^ 
fir’d. He was of a proportionable Sta¬ 
ture, a fwarthy Complexion, a black 
Beard, and had the Scar of a Gut on his 
under Lip^ 


CHAP. V. 

The Difeovep and Couqaefis of Peru.

Bjsfro't Pitorre met not with fo much fitted out by James de Almagro and 

^ifeorery. 1 / Difficulty in Peru. He ffiil’d thi- Ferdinand Luquey a Pried: of Panama^ 
|her in the Year 1525, with two Ships haring the Governonrs leave. Landing 
Vol. IV. B b b b a when 
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rsjv^l when he had Sail’d lOO Leagues, he 
Cemelli. Fought the'iahabiuats with nwch Bra* 
1598. very, and was wounded by tbeui j hot 
jllmarrey who had been with him io the 
Fray, loft an Eye; and then return’d to 
PandtuM for more Men. FizMrro conti¬ 
nuing his difcovcry came to a Country 
411 overflow’d, where the Inhabitants 
.liv’d like Birds upon Trees. Being 
therefore in no Condition to do them 
any harm, he retir’d to thc^ Ifland del 
Cdllo ; and Almagro went again for Re¬ 
cruits to VtmdmA. PizAtro fufler’d much 
want io the Ifland ; and iailiog thence 
after JdmMre*& Veflel return’d, he ftood 
towards liimgarar *, and at THmbez, fet 
afcore Peter de Cdttdia, who afterwards 
return’d aftonilh’d at the Wealth of 
King Ataboliba. Upon this Information 
PizArro return’d to Pufum*^ and adviling 
with AlmagrOf and Lnqi*et refolv’d to 
go over to Spoilt to ask the Government 
of thofe Places he Ihould Conquer. The 
Emperor befldes the Government gave 
him the Title of Captain General and 
Melontodot or Lord Lieutenant of Peru 
and Nevf Cafiile ; whereupon he over¬ 
joy’d at the Honour done him, return’d 
to the /»<&>/«'with bis Brothers 
and Ferdinond, and Froucis Martin his 
Brother by the Mother’s fide; but in- 
Read of a kind Reception he found jU-- 
t?u^ra much offended, becaufe he had not 
obtain’d any Honour of the Empwor for 
him. At length being reconcil’d, he 
had two Ships with a fufficient Number 
Began his of Men. Not being able by reafon of a 
Conqu^. Storm to arrive at Tumbez^ he Landed 
in that Part which is patperly call’d Pe¬ 
ru. Firft he conquer’d the Ifland F<w4, 
not far from the Shore, and then go¬ 
vern’d in the Name of Guafear JaiUf 
Brother, but Enemy to King Atohms \ 
and think ing it convenient to ^in his 
Friendfhip, he lent him 600 Prifoners 
he had taken in Puno ; yet this did not 
avail Mm, \xc3X&GHofeoir was acquaint¬ 
ed with his Defign. This done he fail’d 
to Tumbez.y and landed bis Men; wd 
becaufe the Governor would not receive 
him Peaceably, be crofs’d the River by 
Night in a Boat, and routed him. Pi- 
xjtno allur’d by At^aliboh Wealth, af¬ 
ter plundering the Place, which he call’d 
Sl A^cheuly fee forward for Cuxtmdeo\ 
and being ^reamed on the way by the 
King, (EiviUy anfwer’d. That he only 
defir’d to vifit him ftom the Emperor, 
and fo went on. Being come to C^xo- 
moifo^ hf! fortify’d himfelf againft the 
Win of Atdbulika, and then fenc two 
MdHeogers to acquaiot him wkh bis Ar¬ 


rival at that Place. They brought back 
a very ill Anfwer, whereupon he pre¬ 
par’d to give Battle, tbo’ much inferior 
in Power. The King beir^ inform’d of 
tte Raftncls of the Sipaniordsj mov’d 
with all his Army towards Caxamalco. 

He was carry’d upon a Scat of Gold, 
a^rn’d with Parrots Feathers. On his 
Head, which wasShav’d, he had a Wool¬ 
len Crimfon Cap, which fliow’d him to 
be King of Cuxxo^ and his Ears were al- 
moft rent with tte weight of the Gold 
hanging at them. Being come to Caxa- 
malca, and having beard of one fent from 
Pizxrro, who advis’d him to pay Tri¬ 
bute to the Emperor; he was fo much 
offended, that he prefently began to Ihew 
himfelf an Enemy. Then the Spaniards 
fell upon the Perurvians on all fides, but 
more particularly upon the lUng; who 
after much Oppoficioo, being at laft AttbMt 
pall’d by bis Garment off his Scat, was taken, 
made Prifbncr. Thus the Spaniards were 
foon Vidors, and took all the Baggage, 
which was worth a Treafure; ‘but Pi- 
zarre was wounded in both Hands. A- 
tabAiba for his Raofbm ofler’d to fill a 
great Room with Silver and Gold, as 
high as Pizarro could reach with his 
Hand ; and his O&r being accepted - 
of, when bis Vidorious Commanders 
brought his Brother Guafear Prilbner, 
he commanded him to be kill’d. This 
Guafear had been appointed Heir of all 
the Kingdoms of Peru by their Father 
Guaynacapa ; and to Atabdiboy who was 
the younger Brother, he left only the 
Kingdom of Qmto ; and this was the 
occafion of the War between the two 
Brothers. This was allb the caufe of 
Cusfcar'i Death ; for the other being 
then Lord of all, hop^ to be able to 
pay PixArro the promis’d Sum. But he 
was Punifli’d after the lame manner for 
his Barbarity ; for having deliver’d the 
Ranfom, inftead of beii^ fet at Liberty, 
he was Stranded; in vain filing for Mer¬ 
cy, upbraiding Pizarra with oreach of 
Faith, and defiring to be lent Prifooer 
to the Emperor. Thus a vaft Countrv 
was fubdu’d without any Bloodihed, both 
Brothers being Dead, and none oppofing 
the Spaniards. 

The, War with the Indsans being at an 
end , it begun among the Spaniards ,<war. 
through Ambition of Command and Hun¬ 
ger or Gold; for PixArre fell at variance 
with Almsmty and at laft ftranglcd him, 
and bebeaoed his own Bxoihtr Ferdinand 
Pixjoro. D. Janus de Almagro reveng’d 
his Father’s ^atb, ftabbing Frams Pi^ 
xAnrsy baftard Son to GouxaIs Pizarro of 

Navarre^' 
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iJtvkrrt^ zi linu ia the Year 1541. Thlj 
Cemeili. done hc ras’d coafiderabte Forces, and 
1598. at length being in Rebellion came to a 
•VTX^ violent Death. The Emperor being 
hiformM of all theife Diforders, fent four 
OydoreSf or Judges, and Blafco Nmnex. 
to be Viceroy, with new I.aws and 
Ordinances j but the new Conquerors re* 
fuiing to obey them, Rebell’d and made 
GonZkU Pix^o their Commander. The 
Oyderts feeing the Country up in Arms, 
Imprilbn’d the Viceroy, and took upon 
them the care of the Government. Some 
were for putting him to Death, and o* 
thers for fending him into 5p4i» to the 
Emperor. 

In the mean while Cenzjdo Pixjtrre 
made himfelf Governour of Prr*, with 
abiblute Power ^ hatthc Oydore yiivdtreit^ 
who had been intrufted to carry the 
Viceroy into Spaitty when they came to 
CuMraj fet him at Liberty. The Vice¬ 
roy now thought he had overcome all 
DifEculties *, but routed his For¬ 
ces at and caused his Head to be 

cut off by a Black the lame he after¬ 
wards did to Nmez. the Viceroy’s 
Brother upon feme (light JealouOy. The 
Emperor was much concern’d at the Im- 
prifenment of the Viceroy,and Infolence 
of Pisjirrt i and therefore to redrefs thefe 
Diforders, fent JD. Ttttr Gufea a Prielt, 
with full Power, and Blanks fuberib’d, 
to make ufe of as he law occaiion. 

( 7 «/r« went over in the Year 154$ with 
two Oydores or Judges his Friends, and 
very few others-, and being come tor<i- 
writ to Pixjtrrty advifing him to 
lay down his Arms and fubmit to the 
Emperor, who would pardon all that 
was pafs’d, as might appear by his Ma- 
jefties Letter. Thelc Letters had no 
good efled on Pizam mr his principal 
Affociates^ who joyning, to the number 
of lixty, anfwcr’d 64^4 , Th 4 t they 
thei^ht it not convenient fur him to come 
imo Peru, nfter fo much Shn^hter comnut^ 
$d therCi the Minds of the People being fiiS 
very much esee^peretted \ nnd thdt they would 
tCrite themfelveSi and fend their Deputies to 
the Emperor to jnfti^ their Proceedings. 


Gafca perceiving there W|S nothing to 
be done by fair means, began to raife 
Men, and manag’d Peter de Hinojofa fe 
dexteroufly, that he put Piz«rro'% Fleet 
into his Hands. This diicouraging Pi- 
xjtrro’s Party, many of them went over 
toCafioy who by that means being grown 
formidable, went away into Peru. There 
after feveral Defeats given Pizarre^ 
at length cook him Prifener in fhe laft and 
Battle of Xaftixaguana. Gafca refer’d Executed, 
the Tryal of him and twelve others to 
the Licentiate Cianea, and the Marihal 
Ativaradof who pals’d Sentence of Death 
againft them for high Treafon. Pizarro 
wasoarry’d to the Place of Exeention on 
a Male, with his Hands ty'd, and a Cloak 
over him. His Head was carry’d to i*- 
m«, and fet upon a Pole in the Market- 
Place, with this Infcription 

This is the Head of the Yrd/VnrGonZalo 
Pixarro, who joined Bmiie in the P’alley of 
Xaquixaguana, againfi the Emperor's 
Standard. Monday the 9th of April 1548. 

After the unfortunate end of the Brit: 
Conquerors of that Country, and the 
Imprifenment of the Qydore or Judge, 

Zepeda^ for the other three who had 
feiz’d the Viceroy were Dead, Gafca ap- 
ply’d himfelf to fettle the Government \ 
and thus a Churchman brought the War 
to that happy end his PredeceUbrs could 
not attain to. He return’d to Spain in 
July lyyo, and prefented the Emperot 
with a Million and a half, for all which 
good Services he was made Bifhop of 
Placencia. 

The Civil Wars being ended with the 
Death of at le^l^^ hundred and fifty 
Captains, and ocher Commanders ^ the 
Souldiers ca^’d on the Gonqueft, al¬ 
ways following the rich Connery, and 
leaving the Poor ; fe that at prefent the 
Crown of Spain is poflefi’d in Airitriia 
of a Country 9300 Leagues in extent, 

“w*- 337 S Southward, and the reft North¬ 
ward. It is to be obferr’d before we 
leave this Country, that in Ttru^ for 
500 Leagues in length, from Tumbez to 
ChUey and 15 Leagues in breadth, it ne¬ 
ver Thunders, Lightens nor Rains.

ic 9S. rain’d by the Ow ncr. IVtdnefday 13th, I 
vvent out a ftiooting with a Mnlate for 
my Guide, in a Wood by the Bank of 
a good River, where 1 kill’d fomc Royal 
I’heafants^ and having (hot down a wild 
lioar, the ignorant MhUio ran and catch’d 
•Iiii'ii by one of his Feet, and the Boar 
turning, ftrnck him through the Arm 
\v ith his (harp Tusks. It is to be obferv’d, 
th.ic tho’ the Boars of America, do not 
emit any Excrement at that Navel 1 laid 
they have on their Back, a Span from 
the l aili yet they fend forth fuch a fil¬ 
thy Scent, that if it be not cut off as 
foonas the Bcafl: is kill’d, it IbinfeSsall 
the Flclh, that there is no eating of it. 
I return’d home full of C'arrapatas, a fort 
of Vermin bred in the Woods like Crab- 
lice, which from the Plants get upon 
People’s Cloaths as they go by, and 
pierce into the very Flelh, fo that it re¬ 
quires much Trouble and Dexterity to 
get them out. 

Smday 1 7th, I heard Mals in the Church 
V ivinxiics of the Mercenarians , where there are 

Ms* thirteen Altars, but ill let off' The 
iiatcne?. very mean, but they have a 

fine Belfry. The Monaltcry of the Fran~ 
eifeans, which 1 law Tuejdt^ iptli, has 
large Dormitories, and the Church ele¬ 
ven Altars. The Dominican Convent is 
Poor, the Giurch fmall and has nine Al¬ 
tars. 1 ’he Parifli Church is call’d Nuefira 
Senora la Antigua, or our Lady the Anti- 


cnt. The Augufimans are fo Poor that 
they have no Church, but only a little 
Chappie. The Hofpital of S. HippoUtns 
is divided into two Parts, one for Men, 
and the other for Women; but both 
fmall. 

Friday 29th, I went out to divert me, 
and hapning to Ihoot a Parrot, as he fell 
he cry’d out like a Man, as it were to call 
the reft to his Afliftance, and they flew a- 
bout in Swarms crying out, fo that they 
feem’d to cloud the Sky. Then 1 fhoc 
two Royal Phealants, a Cock and a Hen, 
for they always go together. The Cocks 
Feathers are all Black, e.xcept thole up¬ 
on his Belly, and a curious curl’d Tuft on 
his Head the Hen is of a Cinnamon 
Colour. Thole they call Critones aic 
no bigger than a Pheafimt in Europe, and 
all black, fheir Bones arc v enomous to 
Dogs. T he wild Turkeys here are mor¬ 
tal Enemies to the tame Ones, and kill 
them whenever they can. 

Being near the time of my Departure, 
D. Francis Loranz.y Eoda, Knight of the 
Order of Santiago or S. James, recom¬ 
mended me to the Capuin of a VclTel that 
was to carry me to Hana/ia, and gave 
me Letters of Recommendation to Cap¬ 
tains of Galeons there, as aliba Prclcnt’ 
in Mony. D. Alonfo de Penalofa, Cap¬ 
tain of Horfc, fent me another Prefent 
of Sweetmeats for my Voyage.

H Aving taken leave of the Gover¬ 
nor and Friends, on Saturday the 
14th of December, I went aboard the Vef- 
lel call’d the Sevillian, that came with Li¬ 
cence from Maracao, to ioyn the Gale- 
otis at Havana, and Sail with them to 
Cadiz.. I'he Governor added one Fa¬ 
vour to all the reft, which was not to 
fufi’er my Trunks to be open’d at the 
CuRom-Houfe.

The great Faith thcfe Traders repofe in 
one another, is very remarkable j for 
v/hen oucc agreed about the Price, they 
interchangeably deliver one another the 
Bales of* Goods, and Chefts of Pieces of 
Eight, without feeing any thing of the 
Contents,* but giving entire Credit to 
the v^ritten Particulars tliey deliver to 
one another 3 for afterwards the Bales 
and Chcfts are open’d in the preftnee of 
publiclf Notaries,, and if they find any 
thing amifs, the Companies of Sevil and 
f.ima are to mak6 all good. This Year 


the Company of Lima Traders paid 5C00 
Pieces ot Eight, for Goods found over 
and above in the Bales at the foregoing 
Fair. The fame is praftic’d at Acapul- 
coy when the Galeon comes from Manila. 

There was alfb deliver’d to the Mafter 
of Plate, (which is an Officer aboard 
the Galeonsy who had charge of all the 
Plate and Jewels ) aboard the Admiral, 
a Pearl weighing 60 Grains, lhap’d like 
a Pear, by F. Francis de la Fuente a jefuit, pejrt,, 
to be deliver’d to the King. This Pearl 
was taken at Panamay in the King’s I- 
fland, by a Black belonging to a Prieft ^ 
who being rich, would not fell it to the 
Prefident of Panama for 50000 Pieces 
of Eight, nor to the Viceroy of Peru 
for 700C0, both of them being to fend 
it to the King i but fa id, He would carry 
it to his Majefiy blmfelf. Being come to 
Porto Kelo with the Pearl, which he call’d 
la PerfegHiduy or the Perfecuted, he there 
dy’d before he went aboaul, and tiiere- 
fore committed it to tbe care of the afore- 
laid F. PuentCy who told me it was larger 
than that call’d la Peregrinay but fomc- 
what duller. The Black had his Liberty 
for his Reward. 

There went aboard the Galeons 10 
Dodors of Peruy being the Sons of Spa- 
niards and Indian Women, going to 
Court for Preferment, and the Icaft that 
every one of them carry’d was 30000 
Pieces of Eight. 

Monday 2oth, going abroad a Ihooting, 

I kiird agreatraany of thofe Birds they 
call Cotorreras. Somcot them have black maiyts 
and green Feathers, and others blew •, Birds, 
others black and green Wings; their 
Breafts red, and half the Head white. 

They are not amils to eat. Returning 
home I kill’d two Guacamaijasy which 
tho’ they do not talk, are fo finely Co¬ 
lour’d, that the belt Pencil can icarce 
e^ual them. The Country is very de¬ 
lightful, being full of little Houles with 
Gardens and Farms, where there is no 
want of JnSan Fruit. I found a Ibrtof 
Snails very large, like the Sea Snails. 

Friday 24th, I law the Church and Mo- 
naftery of the Auguftinians ; the firft has 
thirteen little Altars, the latter very 
poor Dormitories. Sunds^ 26th, I was 
at the Mother Church of the City, whei^e 
the Bilhop officiates with the Clergy be¬ 
longing to it, his Reildcnce being at 
Havanay tho’ the Cathedral is at Cub* 
where the Canons refide. I fpeiit Ibmc 
Honrs on Monday 27th, with thcGovcr- 
nour of the Bland and feveral other Gen¬ 
tlemen, that delighted to hear me dif- 
courfc of my Travels, and lee the Cn- 

riofitics 
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r riolitics 1 had, among whom was D. 
CemeUi. Charles Sotomayor., Knight of the Order 
i<J99> of Cdatravny and Oydort or Judge of 
Santa to whom an incralible Acci¬ 
dent had hapned. 

This Gentleman went by order of his 
martaUr Court, to receive Informations againft 
raffage. the Governor of Carthagena^ for having 
deliver’d up that Place to the French, 
and carry’d along with him the Gover¬ 
nor of Santa Marta to put into his Place. 
He going alone into Carthagena, becaufc 
the Governor of Santa Marta who was 
more Oafty, remain’d without to fee 
what the Event would be, began to pro¬ 
ceed with more Rigour than was conve¬ 
nient, without Ihowing his Commiflion j 
whereat the Governor of the Placx* being 
highly oficnded, as thinking he had de¬ 
fended it as became a good Souldier, 
and Man of Honour, that is, as long as 
it was praQicable *, he in the Night fc- 
cur’d the Oydore, notwithftanding he lay’d 
Hand on his Sword, and call’d for Aid 
and Aflillance \ thus the Judge inftead of 
Imprilbning was Imprifon’d, and his 
ComraiHion taken from him, inftead of 
removing the other from his Poft. That 
fame Night, after he had been 24 Hours 
executing his ComroilTion, he was put 
aboard a little Boat without any other 
Provilion, but Bisket and fome Fruit, 
not being allow’d to take his own Equi¬ 
page. Thus the Governor of 
na fent him to the Governor of Havana, 
to be kept as a Difturber of the Peace, 
till the King were inform’d of the Mat¬ 
ter. The Governor of Santa Marta, 
who was two Leagues ofl^ hearing what 
had hapned, fled to prevent being feiz’d. 
The poor Gentleman was much concern’d 
at this Accident; nothwithftanding the 
Governor, inftead of lending him to the 
Gallic, kept him in his own Houfc with 
very civil Entertainment. This gave 
me an opportunity to acquaint him with 
my Misfortunes, tho’ 1 had never been 
Imprifon’d, but undefcrvcdly Perfccn- 
ted.

Of Fa- 
ropeMs Fruit there grow Quinces, Oran¬ 
ges, Lemmons, Pomgranates and other 
forts. 

The Mountains arc full of Wild-BiHiatjr 
Boars, Cows, Horfes and Mules. Ofbcaft<’ 
Birds there arc abundance, efpecially 
Parrots and Partridges, bigger than 
Quails, with blew Heads; and as for 
thofe that are fit for the Qgc there is 
great plenty of thofe they call Chamber- 
gos. $

Ships, reprefented to the Admiral, That 
the Ships being higher Built than Men of 
War, it would be fending of them to be 
loft if they went out under-loaded, as 
the Deputies intended to do. Hereupon 
on Sunday 23d, there was a Council held 
of all the Scc-Offiters, where they con¬ 
cluded that the Hold muft be well ftow’d, 
that the Vellcls might lie lower in the 
Water \ a Determination of Judges who 
fpoke for their own Intcreft *, but that 
could not be approv’d of by the Coun¬ 
cil of the Judies, which had order’d that 
the Caleons ffiould not be loaded with 
Merchandize.

The 
feme Wind blowing harder on Satur¬ 
day the 3d, and not being able to lye by, 
we let it drive us to the S. W. What 
was a violent Wind before, grew up 
into a dreadful Storm ^ fo that the 
Waves broke over the Galeon, and we 
being in danger of Perilhing,therc were 
nothing but Prayers, Sighs, and Weep¬ 
ing \ but it fbon paft’d over. Sund/y 
4th, tho’ the Wind was abated, ftill it 
blew hard againft us, which made us 
fleer S. having upon Obfervation found 
the lat. 40 deg. 5 min. All the Ships 
were fcatter’d in the Storm j and there¬ 
fore we lay by for them, and to keep 
our Latitude. The Rain at Night laid 
the E S. E. Wind, which had plagu’d 
os for 15 days; yet tho’ the Wind blew 
fair at S. W. we did not Sail till Mon¬ 
day 5th, faecaufc of the Ship that were 
ftray’d. Having difeover’d 5 of them, 
we hoifted the Top-feil, and fleer'd E. 
Being come near one another, we on- 
derftood that the Veflel call’d the Nazjt- 
rene, was caft away. They told us that 
being near to fink, becaufe tour Pumps 
could not keep her above Water, Ihe 
call’d for help, and two other Ships 
making up to her, fev'd the Men and 
Mony, and then fir’d her.

Tatfday 20th, it rain’d, and then the 
Wind came to N. W. and we fteer’al £. 
N. E. At Night it blew a Storm, which 
made us lye under a Fore-fail, and it 
lafted till Wtdnefday lift. After cliat 


we were becalm’d, and then drove for- 
war’d by a ftrong S. W. gale. At Night 
it blew S. S. E and we fteer’d E. and by 
N. ThitrftUjf 22d, we fteer’d E. N. E. 
the lat. 37 deg. 2 rain. Friday 23d, we 
lay athwart the Wind wichout any 
Qoath abroad, becaufe the Wind was 
contrary. The Pilots difputed about 
the diftance from Land, and the moft 
favourable Opinion was, thar we were 
50 Leagues from Cape St. F'tncm. We 
continu'd in the fame Pofture, till Sa¬ 
turday at Noon^ the lat. 37 deg. 
40 min. afterwards wc fteer'd S. and by 
E rather than lye always in the lame 
place. Sunday 2;tb, the Order began 
to be put in Execution, to give every 
Man 6 Ounces of Bisket a Day, with 
a finall meafure of Water, which ra¬ 
ther increas’d, than quench’d Thirft. 
At Night it pleas’d God to Ibow his 
Mercy on us, fending a N. E. Wind 
which allow’d us to fteer E. S. E. and 
Monday 26th, in the Morning we could 
lye £. and by S. the lat. 37 dig. 15 min. 
The lame Conrle was lidd at Night, 
and Tuefdry 27tb till Noon ; when find¬ 
ing the lac. 36 deg. 50 min. we fteer’d 
£. the Pilot reckoning wc* were forty 
Leagues from Cape Sc. Fincentt and his 
Mate but thirty. 

That Night, and all Wednefdty 28cb, 
we fail’d £. and by N. the Wind at N. 
N. W. a fmall VeiTei keeping a-bead 
and Sounding all the way, the lat. 36 
deg. 40 min. Two hours before Sun- 
Ict, we difeover’d a fmalf Ship, which 
told us (he was Frenth bound from Breft 
to the Ifland Madera. Soon after we 
four Veflels* more, Handing the 
fiime Courfe we did, whereupon our 
Captain caus’d the Guns (being about 
50 Brals pieces) to be made ready, and 
the Deck to be clear’d of all Cabbins 
and ocher Encumbrance. There was 
much Confufion in (lowing lb many 
Cbefts, and Bundels, as lay about ^ then 
he furnilh’d all Perfons with Arms and 
Ammunition, and alfign’d every Man 
his Poll. At Night he kept Lights be¬ 
tween Decks, and all his Crew in a 
readinefs, having heard 5 Guns fir’d 
one after another, which gave Notice 
that the four Ships were clofe a Stern 
of us. All things being in Order, we 
expe&ed the five Ships under our Con¬ 
voy, and then held on our Cofirfe. 

Thurfday 29th, we fail’d E. and by N. 
and then E N. E the Wind at N. W. 
We uoderllood thole Ships were Friends, 
bound from the North for CadiZ. No 
Obfervation was taken. Before Night 

we 
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we faw three Ships, which again puc our 
Oalcon into an Alarm ^ but [^id*y 30th, 
bjiiig come nearer we found one of them 
Wis oar Admiral, and the other two 
the Calcons ot OviUa^ and parted 

from us in the Storm above two Months 
before. The Merchant Ships faluted 
fihem with 5 Guns, were anfwer’d with 
3, and return'd the like Number, then 
'the Ai^miial gave one, and the Mer¬ 
chants did the fame. We were inform'd 
that the Admiral coming out of the 
Channel of Bahama fprnug her Fore- 
moll, and Main-top-malt, and had her 
Sprit-iail carry'd into the Sea by the 
violence of the Wind, and therefore had 
lain by eight Days to refit, being almofl: 
ready to return unto the Indies. We 
fteci d E. the Wind at W. the lat. 36 
deg. 35 mki. Satnrd^ 30th, fail'd E. 
and then E. and by N. the Wind N. 
Finding the lat. upon Obfervation 3d 
deg. 11 min. and perceiving the Current 
had call us off from 36 deg. 30 min. the 
lat. of Cadiz., we fleer’d at Night E. N. 
E. 

S/rnday the IB: of June, when, accord¬ 
ing to the Pilot’s Account, we thought 
our fclvcs lecar Land, we faw nothing 
of it. Wc found the lat. 36 deg. 14 
min. and foon after a Ship hr’d a Gun 
to give Notice they faw Land, which 
was very joyful News to us. We per¬ 
ceiv’d the Current fet S. E. fince we had 
got but three Minutes to Northward. 
Monday id, we could not approach the 
Land by reafon of the contrary Wind, 
which was £. and therefore we fleer’d 
N. W'c made little way that Night, 
and Tuejday 3d, werS' 1 >ecalm’d, but be¬ 
fore Noon the Wind came op at S. and 
fet us forward for the Shore. The beft 
was, that in three Days, nine Pilots, 
could not decide what Land it was, or 
how far from Cadiz., tho’ it was their 
native Soil. Then we difeover’d a Sail, 
which being call'd in by a Slat from the 
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Admiral put up French Colours, and an- 
fwer'd witli a Gun. Then the French- 
Man fainted with feveo, and the Admi¬ 
ral anfwer’d with five. The French Cap¬ 
tain prefented the Admiral with fbme 
Refrelhmcnt, faying, he came out of 
Cadiz, the Day before on purpofe to meet 
him j becaofe he was hourly expeded in 
the City. He added he had that Morn¬ 
ing fpoke with the C^tain of a Tarkifi 
Ship of fifty Guns, of whom he under¬ 
flood there were two more at Cape St. 
Vincent. The Erench Ship bore us Com¬ 
pany (having 35 Guns) we fleering E. 
and by N. and then E. N. E. "Two 
Meflengers were fent before in the Ten¬ 
der, with two Packets, one for the King, 
the other for the India Houfe. We held 
on our Courfc towards Land £. N. E. 
and after Mid-night began to Sound, as 
is ufual, to find out on what part of the 
Coaft of Cadiz, we were. IVednefday 4th, 
fteer’d firll E. N. E. and then S. E. to 
get into the Bay of Cadiz.. We left the 
Land of Rota belonging to the* Duke of 
Arcos on the left, and abundance of 
Ships that lay at Anchor in the Bay. 

At lall, God be prais’d, wc came to an 
Anchor near the Fatales, having fail’d 
450 Leagues from Bermudas, and 1300 
from Humana in 84 Days. All Cadiz. 
rejoye’d, forgetting the lofs of feveral 
Millions by tlie Sacking of Carthagena *, 
not only the Houfes, but the Steeples 
being adorn’d with Colours fet up; and 
all the Shore cover’d with a Multitude of 
People come down to fee us, the Bells 
throughout all the City Ringing to Eccho 
the People’s Joy. Before the Anchors 
were dropt I went afliore in a Boat, leav¬ 
ing all my Equipage behind ; knowing 
it could not be carry’d offtill the Indulto 
was fetled, which is a Compofition for 
the King’s Duties. I took a Room in 
an Inn to recover my felf after my paft 
Suflirings.

At Night we 
c imc to a Village call’d la Puebla ; and 
thence to Corea belonging to the King, 
not far from the other, both of them 
on the right fide of the River, and 12 
leagues from St, iMcar. Two Leagues 
f.irtHlT we came to Gehef, a Village be- 
longif^ to the Duke of F'traguasf where 
we a^or*d, bccaufe the Tide was Ebb, 
and againft us. About two in the Morn-

ing we advanced again with the Flood 3 
fo that an Hour before Day we anchoi ’d 
at the Golden Torver, where 1 was tbreed 
to give the Officers fomething ^hat they 
might not Search my Trunks.

my Goods. Andrew Cafiagnola, zCenoefe, 
courteoofly receiv’d mt“in his Houle, 
and after Dinner we went in a Coach 
and four Horfes to take the Air in the 
Alameda. Here are long rows of Trees, 
and in the midlt of them a Fountain, 
which ferves to Water the Place every 
Night, and to filLthe Trenches about it. 

At the Entrance into this Place there 
are two high, and aiiticnt Pillars, with 
two Statues on them much impair’d with 
Age, one of which they fjy icjjrclcnts 
Hercules, and the other ynuu.. C.'.jar \ it 
is not known whether they were c<c5ed 
by the Romans, and 1 doubt of it very 
much, becaufc of tlie Words Plus Vltra 
carv’d on them^ unlels perhaps they 
were not cut when the Pillars were ere- 
fted. 

Sevil is fcated in a Plain, in the Lati¬ 
tude of 37 Degrees, and 20 Minutes. 

It is almolt round, and not much Icfs 
than two Leagues in compafs; lb Popu¬ 
lous that it contains about 42 Monallc¬ 
ries of Religions Men, and 36 Nunne¬ 
ries, and 12 Hofpitals, beildes the Pa- 
rilh Churches and all thole good Strn- 
ftures, as are the Palaces, and the Hou- 
fes of the Citizens. But the Streets arc 
not j)av’d, narrow , crooked , and 
much like thofc of the Moorijh Towns, 
which makes them very Inconvenient in 
Summer ft)r Dull, and in Winter for

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Dirt, befidcs their being fb Intricate that 
ikmeUl. a Stranger eafily lofts himftlf. There 
1699. are 14 Gates in its low Walls j the 
nioft Remarkable of which is that of Xe- 
at which King Ferdinand made his 
Entry, when he took it from the Moors. 
The Suburbs arc thoft of St. Bernard., 
St. BfutdiU, St. Roch, Tahlada, UFuente 
del Arcobibilpo, and others.^ On the right 
iide of the River is another little City, 
tail’d Triana, join’d to Sevil by a wooden 
I 3 i idgc.

King’s Table, they go to the Baths. Then 
wc came into the fccond Court, about 
which there arc noble Apartments, in 
the lower Floor, which now ferve for 
.in Archive ^ and thofe above for the 
Governor of the City’s Habitation they 
all look Majeftick, notwitliftanding the 
carv’d Work, and Gilding appears to 
l)e made by a barbarous Hand. In the 
void Place about the Baths there are four 
f(jiiares of Orange-Trees, made as they 
fay for the Diverfion of Queen Maiy dc 
p.sdiHa, Wife to King Peter, firnam’d 
the Cruel, who often us’d to Refort thi¬ 
ther. Oppofitc to them is the great Gate 
that led to the Apartments. Firfl: there 
is a long Room or Gallery, which leads 
into fuch another, and that to a good 
handibmc Chamber, out of which they 
go down to the lower Apartments, 
Here is a fine Court, in the nature of a 
Cloiflcr, with 52 Marble Pillars, and a- 
bout it ft veil State Rooms after Moor- 

if,) Falbion, curioufly adorn’d with carv’d 
Work; what deferves to be particularly 
obftrv’d is a Cupula, and a State-Room, 
where perhaps the Royal Throne ftood. 
The Worklhews it was begun by the 
Moors, and finilh’d and improv’d by the 
Spimards. In the fccond Gallery there 
is an lion Gate which leads firft into a 
Square, in which is a Fifli-Pond, or great 
Bafon, with a Statue pouring out W^ter 
at fcvcral Parts i then there is a Way on 
the Right down two pair of Stairs into 
two Squares encompals'd with*high and 
thick Mir tic-Trees.

Hence we palkd 
into another wali’d Place, in which tlici e 
arc eight Sqiiaics with feveral Plants 
about them good Hedge-Rows of Mirtle, 
and in the middle line Allies to W'alJ:. 
There are two Fountains, one tio/c to 
the Wall curioufly wrought, the other 
under an Arch, with fevcral Figures of 
Beafts and Men, one of them founding 
a Trumpet, At the end of the Alley 
oppofite to this Arch, 1 have fpoke o^ 
is a Door leading to a Fountain in Rock- 
Work,^ which was going to RUin, for 
want of looking after ^ about it there are 
thick Squares of Mirtlc. Going throng!: 
another Door oppolite to it is a little. 
Sumnicr-Houft cover’d with Purccllanc, 
bat til order’d, and by it another Bafon, 
with a Statue pouring out Water. Here 
are fcvcral Plats of Rofes, and other 
Flowers. Adjoyning to this *s another 
Orange and Lemmon Garden j and ano¬ 
ther of Greens parted by a high Wall. 
In this Place there arc two rows of Ar¬ 
ches, one upon another, with li on gilt 
Balconies. All hitherto dclcrib'd is en¬ 
clos’d with high Walls, with fquare Tow¬ 
ers at convenient diftances. 

Monday 7th, going about to view the 
City, I faw the Monaftcry of St. Paul of 
the Dominicans, not^et finilh’d ^ the 
Plan is large, has great Pillars, which 
arc to fupport the Arches of Dormito¬ 
ries for 150 Fathers. The Cluirch is 
large, and has three Iflcs. Thence wc 
went to the Francifians, a Monaftcry re¬ 
markable, not for Beauty, but for Big- 
nefs, having ftverai Cloifters, with a 
great number of Cells for 200 Friars. 
The Novicefliip ftands a-part in an An¬ 
gle of the Orchard. The Church is not 
very big, but has many Chappcis about 
it, which are like fo many little Chur¬ 
ches, efpecially thofe of the Sifeainers, 
and Portuguefes. On the fide of the 
Church is a roundRoom,hnng with Crira- 
fon Velvet, where the 24who 
govern’d the City meet with thcoAkades 
and Jurados, who Oppoft them in fiich 
Things as are not convenient.

rN.A>n above Stairs for Winter. The Church of 
Gemelli. the MerceharianSf whither we went next, 
K> 99 . tho’ fmall, is very beautiful; and the 
Monaftcry fpacious with plcalant Cloi- 
fiMsT* flcrs adorn’d with Marble Pillars. This 
was the firll built in Sm 7 , after Expel¬ 
ling the Moors in the Year 1249. 

The Thence 1 went to the Lonja, other- 
change. wife call’d Cafa de Comercio dt la India, 
wliieh is the Exchange; which is a large 
Strudlurc arch'd and fupported by Pillars 
of hard Stone. Here a Prior and two 
Confuls Adminidcr Juflice to Merchants 
under a Canopy in a ftately Hall and 
to Ani’P:, and receive the hdidto the King 
demands upon the arrival of Plate Fleets; 
as allb the Duties for other Expenccs. 
That Year, notwithftanding the Lois 
fuftain’d at Canhagena, the Merchants 
were oblig’d to pay three Millions and a 
half at Portabelo, and the Confuls endea¬ 
vour’d to make them pay a greater Sum. 

Then wc faw the Archbilhop’s Palace 
Archbi- of an Ordinary Struefme. It has two 
(hoii'iPa- Courts, and large Apartments, both a- 
ijQyg gjjj fit for fo great an Arch- 

bifliop,whole Revenue amounts toi 20000 
pieces of Eight. The fineft thing above 
Stairs is the Oratory and in the Saailfy 
the rich Veftments, adorn'd with Gold, 
and artificially laid up in fmall Drawers. 

The Cathedral, which is near the 
Cathedral Houfo, and the Model of all the Cathe¬ 
drals in the Indies, may be call’d another 
St. Peter^s at Rome, as well for its large- 
nefi, as bccaufe the Work about it is 
not yet fmifh’d after fo many Years, be¬ 
ing fuch as requires fome Ages. A Square 
of Orange-trees,^ncompafs’d with half 
Pillars with Iron ^ains, leads to one of 
the five Gates on the ildes of the Church, 
befides the three in the Front, which is 
not yet finilh'd. This Church is about 
fifty Paces in length within, and propor- 
tionably broad, having five Hies, and 
handfomc Pillars. It has 75 Altars, but 
the great one is of an incorapar.abIe Stru- 
clurc, being a Semicircle, with a way to 
it from the Choir, enclos’d with gilt 
Iron Banifters. They told me the Paf- 
chal Candle fet up there on Holy Satur¬ 
day, weighs 62$ Pounds. The Choir is 
adorn’d with excellent Carving, and two 
good Organs. In the Chappcl where the 
Body of the Holy King Ferdinand lies, 
on the one fide is the Tomb of King 
Alfhonjo, who waschofenEmperor, and 
onvthe other that of (^lecn Beatrix, On 
the Tomb of D. Ferdinand Colupsbus, the 
Son jf Chriflqfher Colambas, the firft Dif- 
coverer of America, are thefe Words.

That is, Cohtmbas gave a new World 
to the Crowns of CaftiU and Leon. The 
divine Service is here perform’d by 95 
Chapter Men, befides inferior Priefts, 
Servants and Muficians, to the Number ' 
in all of 250, maintain’d according to 
their Quality with a Revenue of 80000 
pieces of Eight. In the Sacrifty, be¬ 
fides the Ornament of curious Carving 
and Painting,-and precious Rclicks, is a 
SilverTabcrnaclc,weighing 26 fo Pouudsi 
and a Brafi Tenebra Candleftick of 2000 * 

Pound, which they told me cofl 300: 0 
pieces of Eight, bccaiilc of it.s excellent • 
Workmanfhip. The Mufick Books for 
the Service of the Choir cofl: Scoco 
pieces of Eight. They flill fhew the Key 
the Moorijh King deliver’d to King Fcr- 
Snand upon the Surrender of the City. 
Adjoyniiig to the Sacrifty is the Room 
before the Chapter, adorn’d with half 
Reliefs of Marble made by an excellent 
Hand. 1 he Plice where the Chapter 
meets is round, and arch’d, all hnng 
with Crimfon Velvet. On the fide of the 
Church is the Oratory, for keeping the 
Bleftcd Sacrament to carry to the Sick. 
There are in it eleven Altars, and a 
good Sacrifty, all adorn’d with fine Mar¬ 
ble Statues of half Relief. I'his Orator^ 
is ferv’d by four Curates. The Tower 
of the Church is Majeftick enough. 
Square, made of Iblid Stone curioufty 
Wrought, and grows narrower flill as 
it rifes, being above 200 Geometrical 
Feet in height. Within it the Stairs are 
fuch that a Man may ride a HoiTc up to 
the Belfry, where there are 25 Bells, 
Great, and Small, and there arc Icrcral 
Rooms for Servants. On the top of it 
ftands a Statue of gilt Braft call’d la Ci- 
ralda, which turns with the Wind like a 
Weathercock. 

Next I went to fee the Houfe of the 
Venerahles, or for Priefts to retire to, 
which was then Building at a vaft Ex- f 
pence. The Church is well enough a- 
dorn’d with gilt Images, and fundry Pi- 
ftures i and the Monaflery has a ftately 
Cloifter, with Marble Pillars. Without 
the City I faw the Holpital of the Cha¬ 
rity, The Houfe is well Built and Large, 
and there are good Beds in the Galleries. cbxrUi 
The Church tho’ fmall, and but with 5 
Altars, is remarkable for good Paint¬ 
ing. Here I law a fine Silver Taberna¬ 
cle. 

The Houfe of St. Elmo is the Place st. Fhn- 
where Boys arc taken in to be laftruftcd 
in the Art of Navigation, there being a 
Ship ia,.the middle of the Court, and 
then they are fent to the Indies. When 

they 
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they return, the Governors of the Houle 
(jmetti. receive them, and recover their Wages 
\699> of the King, or Trader^ as long as 
they will continue to live in that Houle, 
which is very large. 

. n Next, we walk’d about the Walls, as 
“ ■ far as the AqueMly which, tho’ Built, 
as they told me by the Romms., {till con¬ 
veys the Water to the City. Thence 
we went to the Vresio, .or Plain of St. 

and St. Rufintty the Proteftrelles of 
Sevily becaufc they fufibr’d Martyrdom 
there, and then entred the City again 
at the Gate of Carmona. By the way I 
law the Palace Built by the Duke of 
Alcalay when he return’d from his Tra¬ 
vels, after the Model of PUat\ Palace 
fliown at Jtrufdem. 

Courfb. Tnrfday 8th, I faw the Tribunals, and 
palling tljrough a handfome Court, befet 
with beautiful Columns, with a good 
Fountain in the middle, found three 
Halls, two for Civil Caufes, in each of 
wliich four Oydorts or Judges meet j and 
the othe^- for the Criminal, where three 
Alcadesy and a F^cal or King’s Solicitor 
meet. A Regent, or chief Magiftratc of 
Sevily who is a Gown-Man, fits as Pre- 
lident, fometimes tuone, andlbmctimes 
in another, as he pleafcs, and therefore 
has his Apartment there. 

Thence we went to lee the Cafa de 
India- Contratacion, or India-Hoafe, b which 
Houfe. there arc three Halls, one call’d of Go¬ 
vernment, or the Chamber of Directi¬ 
on, in which fit a Prefident, and fomc 
otlicr Officers, all Sword-men , another 
in the Chamber of juftice, where arc 
three or Judges, and a Efcal^ 

or Ring’s Solicitor j and the Third the 
Trcafiiry, where others of the King’s 
Officers meet. The Prefident lives in 
this Houfe. 

Wednefday 9th, my Friend and I went 
to the Monaftcry of S. Jerome. The 
moll wonderful Thing there, is an Image 
of that Saint, made of Clay, abont 180 
Years lince, with the Crucifix and Lion, 
by a Neapolitan ; all fo natural and arti- 
ficia!, that it looks as if it were really 
alive. Phdip the 4th, of happy Memo¬ 
ry faw, and would have had it for the 
Efeurid'y but the Fathers excus'd them- 
felvcs, alledging the Difficulty of car- 
Ttpng fuch a brittle Thing fo far. The 
Monaftcry is largeand the Church, 
tho’ fmall, has feven Altars well adorn’d. 
Two Ho- Returning to the City we pafs'd by the 
iHidis. jvionaftery of S. Lazarus, and that call’d 
Jh la fanguty or of the Blood-, the Firft 
for Curing of Lazars, the ^cond for 
other Diftempers.

Tho’ the Mojiaftery is large, 
and has ftately Pillars, the Church is 
fmall, but well adorn’d. There arc fivfi 
Tombs in it, with curious marble Sta-, 
tues, of the Counts of Tarifa. •In the* 

Sacrifty there are moll precious Rclicks, 
and Church Stuffiof great Value. They 
lliow a Brafs Piece, which they fay is 
one of thofe given to Judas. In the 
Chapter there are two Statues of the 
aforefaid Counts, and on a beautiful Al¬ 
tar, one of our Blcflcd Lady well enough 
Carv’d. In another Room is the Tomb 
of the Archbilhop Mena, Founder of 
the Place. 

As we return’d Home late, I was 
fhow’d in the Street call'd I.l Can delete, k. iwtol 
a half Figure of King Peter, whom they 
call the Cruel. Asking the meaning of 
it I was told , that he going about at 
Night Incognito, as he was wont to do, 
to Ipy what was doing aiwut the City, 
quarrell’d with a Spanilh Bravo, who 
would not give him the w»y, and had 
the Fortune to Kill him. The Body be¬ 
ing found in the Morning, the King or¬ 
der’d the Murderer Ihould be enquir’d 
after, and feverely proceeded againft. 

The arcade was fo diligent that he dit 
raver’d the Truthand the King ask¬ 
ing abont it, he anfwcred, he could pro¬ 
ceed no further, becaufc the Murderer 
was too Powerful. Being again com¬ 
manded to proceed tjjj the utmoft rigour 
of the Law, whofoever the Pci fon was, 
the Alcade caus’d the King to be Be¬ 
headed in Effigic, and in Memory there¬ 
fore the half Statue was fee up in the 
Street where the Murder hapned. 

Thurfday loth, in the Morning, I 
went to the great Market, and there 
found a vaft ConcouiTe of Buyers and 
Sellers; and after Dinner to a Caftle 
they fay was Built by the Moors, 
now call’d 5 .

I took into an Inn in the 
Street call’d Calk de Silva, but then re¬ 
mov’d to that of Olive alto. 


CHAP. II. 

The Deferiftion of the.Rojal Tow/t of Madrid, a»d what is mofi RematokMe 

in it. 


fTIHE Royal Town of Madrid is 
defcrib d. featcd in a Champain, water’d by 
the River Mancanares. The Country a- 
bouc is uneven, fome plain, fome high 
and foaie fow; bat the Airis very good 
and wholfoin, and tho’ it be not in a- 
bovc 40 deg. and 40 min. Latitude, yet 
the Cold iii Winter and the Heat in 
Summer arc intolerable. The fhape of 
it is almoft Oral, little above a Mile in 
I.cngtii, and near five in Compafi. It is 
grown up to this greatnefi from a little 
Town, fince the Kings of Spain Lliufe 
itfor theVlaceof their Rclidcai.e. How¬ 
ever the Walls about it arc low, and of 
Mud, with foiirtcc;' or fiiieon Gates. 
The Streets ate always '’cry dirty, by 
reafon of the cufi'j.n of titrowing all 
Filch out at the ysandows. It is worlc 
in Winter, becaule they carry many 
Hogfheads of Water in Carts which they 
let out about the Streets to carry ofi' the 
Filcic, and foinetimcs it runs i t Streams 
that ftop the way, and poifon with the 
Stink. 

The Honfes for the moll: part cannot 
compare with tliofe of Italy, being ge¬ 
nerally ill built with Timber Ribs, But 
as to Particulars, The King’s Palaces 
are moft magnificent, as well from the 
greatnefsof theStrudure, as tor the r ich 
Furniture, curious Pifturcs, abundance 
of Fountains, Filhponds and Parks. Bc- 
fides that where his Majcfiy generally 
Refides, there arc thofe of Bush Retiro, 
the Ffeurid Pardo, jirartjue^. and Otlicrs, 
whcieof having iaul enough in my firft 
Travels in Europe, I omit to repeat the 
lame in this Plate. Among the chief 
Palaces of the Nobility that of the Duke 
of Vxada is none of the worft, as well 
for Strufture, as for the Embellilhments 
of^ Marble •, for which reafon the late 
Queens Mother had pitch’d upon it for 
her Refidcncc. All the Churches arc 
well Serv’d and Adorn’d. 

Among the publick Buildings tht*Pla- 
ta Mayor, or great Square is very grace¬ 
ful. It is a perfeft Square ajid has fc- 
reral Avenues. All the Honfes about it 


are built after the fiimc Model 5 Stories 
high, with as many rows of li on Balco¬ 
nies, all curioufly made a al uniform. In 
the Shops below under the Porticos, are 
all forts of rich Commodities and in the 
middle of the Square all tint can be dc- 
lird for eating. But it is then molt 
beautiful to behold, when tliey liavc the 
Sport of Riding at Bulls, caii’d by them 
J.trga de Toros, or Fiefia deToros becaufe 
tiieii it is all richly hung, and there arc 
to be feen the King, the Minifters of 
Sene, Magiftrates, Nobility, and choice 
Ladies richly Clad, 

Pro i lions arc lb dear, that a piece of 
Eight a day, will Icarce ferve a Man. 
The Wine is bad, bccauf# they put 
L,ime and other ill Things into it; but 
the Bread is excellent, and fo is the 
Flclh of gelt Goats. Without the Town 
there is good Wine and cheap, becaufe 
there it pays not the Excife, which a- 
mouats to more than the Price of the 
Wine. 

I found two Falhions newly brought 
up, this laft time 1 was at Madrid. The 
one is the keeping 3^ great number of 
Footmen to run before the 0 )ach the 
other the wearing of Periwigs, by ail 
forts of Peoj)lc, fo full of Powder, t'wt 
it is no wonder Bread is dear. 

Having vilited D. John Francis Pache¬ 
co, Duke of VsLeda, and Ihow’d him all 
ray Curiofities gather’d in my Travels, 
upon Wiedntfday 30th, he to requite me, 
Ihow’d me his Library, which for large- 
nefs, choice of Books curioufly Bound, 
and for the rare Workmanfliip in Ebony 
of the Cafes, all flmc up with Cryftal 
Glaifos, is inferiour to none in Spain. 
In his Clofct, belides choice Medals, be 
had abundance of Pidurcs of Kings, 
and Princes, fome of them fcarce known 
in Europe, and all adorn’d wit|| Silver, 
Gold and Jewels. He told me the King 
had enquir’d after me, and woulct be 
glad to, fee my Curiofities. Having 
fpent many Days in waiting upoo Per- 
fons of Quality, who defir d to hear 
fome Account of my Travels, I went 
on Thttrfday 
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Tlmrfday the 14th of Aagufi^ to fee 
the Monaftcry of the Mercenarians^ 
which is very Stately, and has three 
Dormitories one above another, for 150 
Religious Men, and the Chiirch is well 
acloi u’d. t'nday 15th, in the Afternoon 
thei e was a great rcibrt to our Kady of 
•Atocha^ which linage is cover’d with 
Jewels, the Altar with Silver, and the 
Chapfjel painted by our famous Lucas 
(Jiordauo. Satur Jay 16 th, I heard Mafi 
in the Parilh of St. Martin of the Be- 
nedicLne Fathers of Monte Cujfino. The 
Church is not extraordinary ; but the 
Monaffery is large, and Magnificently 
built. Sunday 17th, I faw the profefs’d 
Hoiifc of the Fathers of the Society. 
The Church was not yet finilh’d; but 
there were excellent Pidures in the 
Chappcls that were compleat. Monday 
18th, bear’d Mafs at St. Phelife el Real. 
The Monaftery is of Auguftinians^ were 
fiiiall i but the Church is well let off. 
TuefUay 19th, 1 faw the Church of St. 
Andrew, which has amoft beautiful C«- 
fula, and Chappcls and Altars well a- 
dom’d ; efpecially that where the Body 
of Sc. Ifidoruslycs. TTourfday 2ift, i heard 
Mafs in the Parilh Church of St. Gines, 
which is very large, has good Altars, 
and is lerv’d by nrany Priefts. Monday 
25tb, I &w the King and Queen go out 
to take the Air by the River. The La¬ 
dies were clad almoR after the German 
Fafhion, and their Heads drefs’d much 
after that manner. That day abundance 
of rich Houfehold-ftuffi was carry’d out 
of the King’s Wardrobe, to furnilh a 
Houfc at Legantt^, where the French 
Amballador was to be receiv’d, and en¬ 
tertain’d nine Days at the King’s Coll. 
The Workmanfliip of the Plate was cu¬ 
rious, but Old Fafliion’d, and the Stones 
that adorn’d it all falfc, except Ibme 
T nr key Stones. Thcfc things are al ways 
kept in the King’s Wardrobe, and ne¬ 
ver made ufc of, but upon fuch occa- 
lions. 

Tuefday 26th, I went to fee the Hof- 
pita!, w'here there are generally about 
a tlioufand Sick, attended very charita¬ 
bly. The Strudurc Ihows it is a Roy¬ 
al Work. Friday 29th, I went to St. 
Mary de Almudena, where is an Image 
of our l,ady, all cover'd with rich Dia¬ 
monds j Emrauds, and other precious 
Stones. 

the third of September, I 
west with D. Peter Chaves, ^ho was 
to with me into Italy, to fee the Ef- 
mriA, and din’d ztRoxas, three Leagues 
from Madrid, whence wc traveU’d the 
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Other four Leagues, palling through Coi- 
menarejo, and lay that Night at the up¬ 
per Ejcstrial. On Thstrfday the 4th, in 
the Morning the Father Redor appoint¬ 
ed another Father to Ihow us the Rari¬ 
ties of that Monaftery. Wc came into 
the great Court through a noble Front of 
Mally Scone, over which is the Statue of 
St. Laurence ’, and proceeding thence in¬ 
to the 2d, found there beautiful Apart¬ 
ments about it, and a moft curious Fron- 
tifpiece over the Church-door, with lix 
Statues of Prophets. The Church has 
three Ifles, fupported as is the Cupula Tlse 
by large Pillars of hard Stone, rhe Churtb. 
high Altar is exceeding Majeftick, and 
adorn’d with double rows of Pillais, of 
choice Marble, being 18 in number, 
which ferve allb to fet off the curious 
Piiftures. Going up 17 Steps of ilie 
lame Stone, there apjicars a Taberna¬ 
cle all garnilh’d with Gold, and preci¬ 
ous Pillars of jafper, and within it ano¬ 
ther lefs Tabernacle adorn’d with pre¬ 
cious Stones of ineftimablc va^uc. On 
the lide Walls arc the Statues of Charles 
the 5th, and Philip the 2ds in fine Mar¬ 
ble. On the left is the Oratory, where 
the King and Queen ufc to withdraw. A 11 
the Arches of the Church are painted by 
Giordano. The Father then Ihow’d us 
a great lilver Statue reprefenting St. Lau^ 
rence, kept in a Cupboard, with many 
Relicks of the moft Glorious Saiuts ot 
the Church. 

Hence wc went down to the place 
where are the Tombs of the Kings, and 
Queens that are Fruitful, apart from 
that of the Barren ones, and Kings Chil¬ 
dren, and found it all cover’d with cu¬ 
rious black Marble, like the Tombs of 
the Kings of Spain, here bury’d till this 
day. Then wc went to lee the Sacrifty, 
and here were fliow’d Church-ftuf, a- 
dorn'd with precious Stones, Gold Frin¬ 
ges, and Rich Embroidery. There is 
allb a great Silver Tabernacle of extra¬ 
ordinary Workmanfliip, lent as a Pre- 
fent by the Emperor to the King of 
Spain. We faw an Antependium of Sil¬ 
ver curioufly wrought^ a Mineral Stone 
with feveral large Emrauds in it, which 
ferves as a Pax -, and a Crofs of Dia¬ 
monds, Rubies, Emrauds, and other 
Stones of great value. , 

Then we were carry’d into a little 
Room, where there were many Relicks, 

Ibme Mannferipts of Sc. Terefa and o- 
ther Saints, and a Pitcher or Stone Vef- 
fcl, that will hold 20 Correas oi Naples, 
in whichfcthcy fey our Saviour convert¬ 
ed Water into Wine, at the Wedding of 

Cana 
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Cana ill CaUke. The Chapter whether 
Cemelli. we went next is allfet out with anticat 
1699. and choice Pidures-The Choir was of ex- 
celient Workmanihip, and the Books of 
plain lung belonging to it, the Fathers 
faW coft 30000 pieces of Eight. There 
are allb two great Organs, beildcs the 
fmall ones dillributcd about the Iflcs. 
Near the great Stairs we law Giordano^ 
Left Piftorc, which is the Battle of St. 
idjiintin. 

After Dinner, we went to fee the reft, 
and a Religious Man led us about the 
Church, within the Wall left open on 
pnrpole. All the Arches of it made 
large Chappcls, like thofe of St. Sophia 
at Conjtantinopkf and all of Carv’d Stone, 
as is the reft of the Church. Then we 
went into the Ubrary, and faw a great 
number of Books of feveral Sciences in 
excellent Order ^ but they told me that 
Rveral Jrahick Manulcripts were gone, 
they knew not which way. 

ThePiefnres in this Place are wonder¬ 
ful, being Painted by great Matters, but 
the mott Stupcndioiis thing is a Load- 
ftonc, that bears 24 Pounds of Iron, 
and is fo adlivc, that it Operates tho’ a 
folid Body iiitcrpofc. Yet what mott 
amazes is, that it docs not draw the f- 
ron unlefs it be fet Icngi.h-ways with the 
North Point to it. We went up one of 
the Corner Towers to fee flic Chimes 
lent out of flandtrs by the Count de 
Monterey^ but they do not play cxaSly 
true. The King’s Apartment is adorn’d 
with the belt Pictures of the laft Age, 
and from hK Bedchamber, he can lee 
the Tabernacle of the High Altar. 
There is a Way out of the lame Apart¬ 
ment into the Oratory before men¬ 
tion’d. 
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In the Monatt ery are 14 Clolttcis, 
with five rows of Dormitories one above 
another 3 but it is to be obferv’d that in 
this Place there live three feveral Fa¬ 
milies of Religious Men, with their Ic- 
veral Superiors, all Independent of one 
another. They are in all 200, main¬ 
tain’d by the King, and well fet v’d, for * 
all the Inhabitants of the Jic.vr v iliage 
are at their Service, being maiuiaiai'd by 
the Moaaftcry. I’hcrc ;*re fc'^cial (^'i - 
chards of Fruit, and Fiowci- Gardens, 
with Mirdescnrioully cat, rep:denting 
the King’s Arms and other Pigiucs; nor 
are the Criftalliue Fountains Ids delight¬ 
ful. Belides the fine Mirilcsin tl^o great 
Cloifter, there is a ftatciy Cnvnla of 
choice Maible in the middle^ and Fiih- 
pouds full offcvcral forts of Fifii. 1 here 
are alfo many Artificers adjoyning to 
the Monaftery, for its Service, and A- 
partments dole by for the Courtiers, 
when the King is there. This was built 
by King PhiLp the 2d, in purfuance of 
a Vow made on the 1 oth of at 

the Battle of Sc. Qaimin., wiicrc for 
the conveniency of bis Army, he was 
forced to deftroy a Church dedicated 
to the lame Saint. The W«rk was fi- 
uilh’d in 32 Years, a Ihort time for fo 
great a Strudure, that King laying out 
twenty Millions and half upon it j be- 
fides the yearly Revenue of 46000 pie¬ 
ces of Eight a Year, for maintenance of 
the Monaftery. 

Friday 5 th, we return’d by the way of 
Roxas to Madrid., where being diiap- 
pointed of going by the way of AUcant, 
as 1 had intended, 1 t^k two Places for 
24 pieces of Eight, in the Coach for 
Pamplona, and having taken leave of my 
Friends, prepar’d for my Journy. 


CHAP. III. 

The Author*s "journy from Madrid, to Toulouze. 


»ft, days "^/iOndsey the 8th of September, ha- 
loumy 3 yjjjg perform’d my Devotions 

^gues. Church of our Lady of Bethlem, 
I took Coach after Dinner, and went 
three Leagues to ]ye at Rojas, where the 
Hoftcls made me pay dear for a poor 
Slipper, and worfe Bed. Sotting out 
again at break of Day, Icrofs’d the Ri¬ 
ver Guadarrama upon a good Scone 
3 d, day 9 Bridge, then pafs’d through the Village 
' of Tmrejm, and came at the end of tfirec 
Leagues to the City of Akda, by the 
Latines call’d ComplMum, in the Dtocels 
of the Archbilbop of Tdedo, and a fa* 


raous Univerlity. It is feated on a Plain 
near the River Henares, enclos’d by a 
low Wall, and has noble Streets, and 
good Houles and Shops. 1 went three 
Leagues further to dine at the little Vil¬ 
lage of Alcobera, and then three Leagues 
more to \ytatjHn<iHera, leaving behind 
Marciamala in light of Guadalajara. Jm- 
qttera, belongs to the Duke of fafirama, 
and the Country about it is lb fuH of 
Rabbets^ Chat they would Icarcc get 
out of the Road, as we pafs'd by, On 
Wednefday 10th, when, having tra- 3^1 
TclPdfix Leagues, we din’d ttXadraque, I-®® 

and 
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and went three Leagues further to lyc 
(Jantiii. at the Vilfigc of Regularity being tir’d 
with the ill Way, and Rain, which con- 
tinuing we fet out late, on, 

^ Thurfdc^ 11 th, and therefore were for- 
ced to llay and Dine at the Inn of Rio 
Frioy but two Leagues from where we 
' Jay, and then proceeded three Leagues 
JHII with Rain, to lodge at BarahonUy 
but Iwd ill accommodation, this being a 
n.rli, day; wretched Village, reported to-be Inha- 
Lu/ul-s. bited by U'itches. 

Haviiig iravcH’d two l.eagues on Fr/- 
d.ty 1 :t.h, and pals’d through two Villa- 
t'.os, ivc bated at Almafan, a Town be- 
ioiigiiig to the Eii'l of Altamiray en- 
cloVd. with a Wall, Ifanding on a Hill, 
and Watei’d on one fide by the River 
•‘•iii,d.iV 7 DueiOy whence going three l.eagucs fiir- 

f.taJUts. j ,y m_ ^{,„aril, 

Saturday 13th, after 5 Leagues rid¬ 
ing, we din’d at Hlnojofa \ and then 
palling over high Mountains came to A- 
gredal the laR City of Caftile, feated 
not far from the Mountain Moncayoy 
which is ever cover'd with Snow, where 
7th,diiy 6 W'c had a good Supper and Bed. Here 
Leagues, we Jlay’d on 

Sunday iVh, till Noon, tolhowwhat 
Gold aiid Silver wc carry’d for our cx- 
pcnces, bccaufe it is not allow’d to ex¬ 
port above a piece of 8 and half.l Ihow’d 
what Gold I had, and Raid one in the 
hundred for it. Before wc fet out, I 
law in a Monaftciy of Nuns, the Body 
of the B. Afa-' Y of Agreda held there in 
great V'encration. As foon as out of 
the City Gates, the Otliccrs came upon 
us again, .tnd 1 wj\fcforccd to give them 
fomeihing, to avoid being flopp’d, but 
I would not give any thing to others, 
wc met four Leagues further on the 
Frontiers, in this Place the three King¬ 
doms of Caftitcy Aiagony and Navaree 
meet, fo that three Kings might here 
dine af one Table, and every one lit 
ii! his own Kingdom. When pafs’d the 
\ ill;)gc of Centronkoy WC tame into a 
V.- .1 mcr Coni;try,and an hour after Night 
c.iine to C«re/Li, a Place of great Trade, 
Rich, and inhabited by a thouland Fa¬ 
milies-, for tho' feated on a Mountain, 
it has good Vineyards and Gardens, and 
c.KCclicat Fniit. 

8th, day 6 Mendty 1 <5th, we lay in the fame 
ieagues. place. ^ 

Tuefday i<Sth, after two Leagues tra¬ 
velling, wc crofa’d the River Ebro in a 
Boar, and a League further camq to f^d~ 
;im a ., Three Leagues beyond that, wc 
rlrry’d over the River Aragony which 
falls into the Ehroy and lay at MarfeUa 
a City near to it. 


IVednefday lytli, wc fet out 1 Hours 
before day, and din’d at Tafalla four League? 
Leagues diftant, a large City, enclo ’d 
with a Wall and belonging to the Kj:ig. • 

Then we pafs’d through Barafein an<^ o- 
fher Places, in the fpacc of two Lcag^ics, 
and went two Leagues further of very 
bad Way, to lye at the Inn, call’d de 
las Camfanasy orof the Bells, in the Vil¬ 
lage of Tieves. 

Thntjday iStli, having travell’d two ioth,tiay 
i.eagnes, we came before Noon to Pam- ^LeagucI 
f lonay and I lodg’d at a good Inn, in St. 
ETicbolas’s Street. 

This City feated in the latitude of 43 rmpiov-, 
degrees, is the Metropolis of the King- deferib'd. 
dom of Navarrty and therefore the u- 
fual refidence of the Viceroy, and of all 
the Courts. For Spiritual .Mlairs it has a 
Bilhop, who at this time aited as Vice¬ 
roy,till another were fent. 'Phis Bilhop s 
Revenue is 12000 picct s of Eight, ui.'d 
he J’.as a Palace better than the \ u croy's, 

'J'hc City ftands upon an uneven Ciround, 
ar tlie Foot of the Pyrenean Meufitains, 
and has fonie infcnlible riling Ground, 
and Plain. The compafs of its W.alls, 
which are almoft an Oflogon, is about 
half a I .eaguc. The Hotifcs arc gene¬ 
rally well built, and Provilions at a rca- 
fonablc Rate. The Mo«afl:erics and 
Churches are not very Stately ; the Ca¬ 
thedral is large, and has five Iflcs, but 
of fmooth Scone, and is very Dark, the 
Cloiflcr joining to it, is a handfomc 
Strudure. The Citadel is very large, 
and the Walls fo thick, that two Coach¬ 
es may goabreafl on them. 1 he Ditch 
is very deep, and the Place very ftrong, 
provided it be well furnilh’d, with Men, 
and Cannon. 

The Inhabitants of Pamflonay and ge¬ 
nerally all the iV4V4rmji are a liable, and 
lovers of Strangers, Ihowing them much 
Refpeft as they pafs through their Coun¬ 
try, and preterriug them before their 
own People, either in felling, or auyo- 
ther thing ', and therefore any Man may 
Travel through the Kingdom, without 
apprehending to be afrronted,or wrong’d. 

I found not fo much difliculcy in get¬ 
ting a Pals of the Bilhop, ading as Vice¬ 
roy, as in finding Horfes, tecaufe it 
was Harvefl time, and all the Beafls 
were employ’d in the Country. D. 

John Cruz.aty Marquefs of Gongaroy and 
Governor of the City, remov'd this dif¬ 
ficulty, ordering his Lieutenant to fur- 
nilh me with Mules to pals the Moun¬ 
tains. 1 had brought this Nobleman 
News from his Brother, D. Fmfio Go¬ 
vernor of the Ffe/Z/f/j/wf-Iflands, for 

which 
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which he Ihew’d me extraordinary Ci- 
(Irmelll. vility. 

^Having got Mules by means of the 
la^tenant, for eight pieces of Eight 
cac% to carry me to St. Jean de pied de 
Por\'^ Wcfct out on FritL^ rpth, at 
one in the Afternoon, and Rode three 
l eagues over the Valley, a Country 
well cultivated, and fall of good Villa¬ 
ges, to the Bridge of 5 «vw, where the 
Major ot Pampelona^ who is Governor, 
has a Guard, that examines all PafTcn- 
gers \ here we took much Pains to 
-limb a fteep Mountain, and lay at the 
V^'iHagc of Jirro. On this Road there 
arc but few’ that undcrlbnd Spanijh^ all 
the Country People fpeaking the O'af- 
ro/gwf Language, fo that the Muletier was 
our I'.itei prctcr. 

Suhtreby 20th, wr ftt out two Hours 
before Day, alonga very bad and Moun¬ 
tainous Road, and leaving behind us at 
the cud of a League, the Village of F.f- 
pinaly and a l.eagiie furtijcr liargbetOy 
where a‘G over nor with a Guard keeps 
the Palsi about an hundred Paces be¬ 
yond it,we cametothcVillageol RonceJ- 
valles^aa cxccllivc cold Place, and there¬ 
fore the Houfes there arc covered with 
Planks that cannot be broke by the Froft. 
The Church belongs to the King, and 
there belong to it 12 Canons, who have 
each 300 Ducats a Year,bclidc the I 3 emi- 
canons. The Canons themfclvcs fill up 
the vacancies among them, but the King 
has the nomination of the Prior. In 
this Church they (hew two Clubs co¬ 
ver’d with Iron, us’d formerly in War, 
.md one of the Stirrups of Orlando^ the 
great Champion of F> ance \ the Slip¬ 
pers T ’trpin the Hiltorian, and Bifhop of 
Parhj who came into Spain with diar^ 
wore when he faid Mafs ; the 
fame Turpin\ 'I'orab, in a place apart 
from the Church , where the famous 
Battle is painted, in which fcveral of 
the brave ft Men of t'tance dy’d, as they 
were returning home with Oioiicmaign ; 
and laftly their Tombs. Riding hence 
along a craggy dangerous Path, on the 
Mountain, and going down on the o- 
ther (ide, fuch another way cover’d 
with I'rces, in ail two Leagues and a 
half, wc crofs’d a fmall River, which 
"divides the two Powerful Kingdoms of 
St. de fronce and Spain. A League from thence 
vm ^ Port, the 

Metropolis of the lower Navarre. It 
is well Wall’d, and has a fmall S’nburb. 
Thro’ the midft of it runs a Rapid Ri¬ 
ver, which alforded us good Trouts for 
Supper. On the Hill that Commands 
Vol. IV. 


the City, is a Caftle regularly Forti¬ 
fy’d without, and good Houfes withi.i 
for the Garrifofl. We lay in a good 
Inn. 

Sanday 21 ft, wc bear’d Mift there, 
and faw the Women by reaibn of the 
Cold cover their Heads with Mantles, 
like thofe the Moors wear, and the Men 
with a fort of black Caps. 1 hir’d three 
Horfes to go as far as Pau^ for nine 
French Crowns. 

Monday 22d, we fet out and travell’d 
through a Country well cultivated, and 
Green, with Country Houfes at conve¬ 
nient diftanccs. Wc crofs’d fcveral Ri¬ 
vers oiiBridges,and among the reft a great 
one, a League (hortof Navarrem^ wlrere 
the Bridge is (hut up witii Gritcs to make 
People pay for palling. Having rode Njvsrrevf 
feveii 1 .cagues, wc took up in the For- 
treft ot Navarrens^ at the Cuftomers 
Houfc (as we had done at Pied de Port) 
wiio did not praefife that ftriftnefs us’d, 
in other Parts of France^ l)Ut pafs’d my 
Trunks without opening them, taking 
my Word for what was in rhem. This 
Fort fcated in the Province of Bcarn^ 
is Garrifoifd by a Battalion of Foot, and 
by it runs a good River that^boundsin 
Trouts. The King of France has not 
only made the way fafe, but for the 
Travellers greater couvcniency, has at 
certain diftanccs, caus’d Poles, and Stoues 
to be let up to Ihew the way, and the 
diftance of Leagues; an Adion woithy 
fo great a Monarch. 

Having paid the Doties of the Cu- 
ftom-Houfe, I fet out betimes on \/{''ed- 
nefds^ 23d, and having pafs’d over the 
River on a Stone Brid^ to the Place of 
Arms, the Guard carry’d me before 
their Officer, who enquiring very Civi- 
ly, whence I came, difmils’d me. The 
Road 1 travell’d, though Mountainous 
look'd like one continu’d Garden. Af¬ 
ter riding two Leagues and a half, I 
bated at Moneim, where an old Hoftels 
made me pay dear for a bad Dinner. A 
League from thence wc ferry’d over the 
River Gavey which falls into the Adoia-y 
and went to the Town of Lafcar^ where 
the States of the Province meet, to a- 
void conteft about Precedence, in the 
Parliament of Pau. Belides the City in 
the Plain, which is open, there is ano¬ 
ther among the Mountains, but fmall 
and enclos’d with low Walls.* Depart¬ 
ing thence, we rode fi.x Leagues fuf tlier, 
and l^y at 

Pauy the Metropolis of the Province 
of Beam. It is divided into th& lower, 
which is Water’d by the River Cavcy 
E e c e over 
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over whicli there is & Stone Bridge of a 
iiemclU. vaft length *, and the upper, where the 
1690. Parliament refidcs,where there is a good 
Vfi'''Vv; Caftle. Neither City is Wall’d i but the 
upper, has very good Houfes and rich 
Shops. Its (hupe is long, and it may 
be faid to have but one Street upon the 
level, for there is a defeent to thofe on 
tlje lides; The Caftle is well Built after 
the *Antient manner, without any Mo¬ 
dern Fortification. In the Court of it, 
there is noble Carving, and half Sta¬ 
tues of exquilite Workmanfhip j efpe- 
cially a Shepherd, and Shepherdefs let 
in a Wall. They fnew’d me Henry the 
IVths Royal Chappcl, and the Room 
where he was Born, being on the Weft 
fide over the Garden. The Allyes in 
this Garden arc all Arch’d over by the 
Trees, and thick Plants running up in¬ 
terwoven, and knotted together like 
Arbours. Thence I went into the 2d 
Garden adorn’d with Mirtle, enrioufly 
ent^ thence into a Wood enclos’d with 
high Walls, in which there are two ftrait 
Walks of a vaft length, lhaded by tall 
Oaks \ and thence to a Hill, to fee ano¬ 
ther Garden, which was that great 
King’s delight ^ but at prefent they are 
all ill look’d after. 

Returning home, 1 faw the Palace, 
where the Parliament meets, near the 
Caftle. Here 52 Counfellors meet in 
four Courts, which are, one for Crimi¬ 
nal Caufes ; one for the Revenue, or 
Exchequer j and the other two for ci¬ 
vil Caufes. Every Counfellor is al¬ 
low'd by the King looPiftolesa Vear, 
befides their Piofjj^, but the Prefidents 
have more. All thele Places are 
bought for ever, and may be fold again 
with the King’s leave, 

A League from Paa is the City A/or- 
lans^ the Antientcft in the Province, and 
five Leagues from it the wholelbme Wa¬ 
ters of Bagnerts \ and at four Leagues 
diftance, the miraculous Image of our 
Lady of Btttrm, There are in Ptm 
four Monafterics of Men, and two of 
Nuns. 

Wedntfday 24.th, the Weather being 
bad, 1 did hot Travel, but hir’d three 
Horfes to TouIouzjc, for 15 French Crowns, 
and fet out on 

Thurfday 25th, Rode two Leagues 
through a Plain well cultivated Country, 
water’d by fmali Rivulets, to bate at 
,4.. the kn of Bordes pointy and thence three 
I..eagues to lye at Tarhe^ by re|{bn of 
the bad way. T ^rhe is a City feated in 
a Plain,' and compos’d of fevcral Parts, 
fer there is a good Suburb at lirft coming 


in j then a Wall’d City jthen another big¬ 
ger than that, and Wall’d too; and laft- 
ly other Houfes, continu’d for an It^Uian 
Mile in length. It is the Head of ,‘;he 
Province of Bigorre, but Subjedf tokhe 
Parliaraentof fodouitje. } 

Friday 2(Stb, 1 travel’d four Leagues 
through a well cultivated Country, al¬ 
ways in fight qf the high, and hoary Py- 
renem Mountains, which divide the 
two greateft Monarchies in and 

din’d at Pnidarias, thence four more to 
the Village of Lamette, and one more to 
lye at Battaille. 

We mounted at break of day on Sa- 
turdi^ 27th, and Riding 3 Leagues, bat¬ 
ed at Lombex.^ a wall’d Place, but fmall; 
and thence continu’d our Journy five 
I.eagues further to PUifance^ where we 
took up that Night. I'hcrc came with 
me from Adadridy a half Afdanefe of 
Spanijh extraftion, who lov’d Water as 
a Dog loves a Cudgel, fo that he would 
be contimially Drunk, and ihcierbte 
could not fit his Horfc going down Hill, 
nor Ride in the Night, fo tha'! he was 
often loft, yet I always found him in 
forae 1 avern, with a Pot in his Hand; 

Ib that I had excellent Company of 
him. 

Sunday 28th, we fet out by break of 
Day, and travell’d two Leagues along 
a plain cultivated Country, and fo ar¬ 
riv’d at the Suburb of which is 

wall’d in. Here the Officers were latis- 
fy'd with a Piece of Mony, and forbore 
opening my Trunks, and therefore 
without making any ftay, having crofs’d 
the Suburb, we went afoot from the 
Bridge, to the Cuckolds Inn. 

Teulmz.e a City, Famous for its Par- Touimff. 
liaraent, and Univerfity, is feated in the 
lat. of 43 degrees, and 20 minutes, in 
an excellent Air, and may be call’d the 
greateft City in France^ next to Pseris^ 
being half a League long, from Eaft to 
Weft, and the third part of a League 
in breadth. In the Year 638, after the 
Building of Komty Q. Cepie deftroy’d it, 
and carryed thence a vaft quantity of 
Gold and Silver. The Walls at pre¬ 
fent are of Brick, with Towers after the 
amient manner, at proper diftances, 
with a narrow, but deep Ditch about 
them. The Houles are iadi^rentl}r 
Built of Brick, and the Streets well 
Pav’d. In Ihort, to me it look’d like an¬ 
other Taaris in Perjia. 

Al^ndance of Gentry live in it, and 
generally the Inhabitants are well aftedf^ 
to Strangem, behaving thcmfclves Ho- 
neftly. Civilly, and Refpcdlfuily to¬ 
wards 
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rsw>\>0 wards them,as is ufual thronghonc ^ance. 
iicmclU. Provifioas are cheap. The Bridge of 
^ TohIouzx over the Garome, is not infe- 

ri<jr to any in Taris. It is two MusJket 
ihti in length, and broad enough for iix 
Coaches to go abreaft, all of good Iquarc 
Stone. There was another antienter 
Brick Bridge, which is gone to Ruin. 
The Garonne Springs in the Pyrenean 
hloantains, and is Navigable down to 
HoiirdeatiXy whcie it falls into the Sea. 
A Mile from Tonlonz.e.^ it meets with the 
Canal cut by the prelent King LmU the 
t ijth. I could not well read the Inlcrip- 
tion on the Gate upon the Bridge, bc- 
taufe a Shrub was grown out from a 
Cleft, between the Marble Stones, which 
hindred my feeing the Letters; but what 
i could difeern, was to this Effed.

The Senfe in Ihort is thus. Anno 
lO'dH. He that fiibdu’dthc Ocean, firfl: 
made the Garonne bear a Yoke:; curbing 
iliy Waves, and joyiiing thy Shores with 
fuclj a Bridge as has uot before been fccn. 
This Woik was begun, and given over 
indelpair till happy times brought 
Who fhcrc is a Cafma] to the admira¬ 
tion of Toulo/tzej might lay jfb great a 
Weight on the Powerful Stieam. 

I went to hear Malsat the Dominicans^ 
^vhofe Ciiurch is Arch’d, and fupported 
by Eight Pillars, which divide it into 
three Iflcs. In the middle of it is a cu¬ 
rious high Altar and Choir. In the 
S:icriJfy they ftiow’d me the Head of St.’ 
Thomas of Aejuin., Upon a half Body of 
Silver. The Skull is leenby opening a 
Plate on the top of the Statue. 

Thence I went to fee tltc fo Renown¬ 
ed Parliament, iuflitutcd by Philip the 
Fair, but found it Ihut up, that being 
Vacation time. After Dinner 1 went 
to the Town-Houfe, where there are 
eight Magillratcs who Govern the City, 
and w'eai a long Crimfon Garment^with 
wide Sleeves laced with Gold. *The 
Houfe is ftatcly enough, the Walls all 
adorn’d with half Statues of Marble, 
Vol, IV. 


and the Rooms with rich Pidpres of for¬ 
mer Magillratcs. In the lirlt Room they 
Ihow’d me Seats and Benches, on which 
they lit when they adminilkr ju/lico 
Here was the Pidore ofthe i4tb 
King of France^ fwearing to the P.irJia~ 
ment on his Knees, to keep their Pri¬ 
vileges before he came into the- City, 
in the next Room there were fut h Ben¬ 
ches cover’d for them to meet i.l pri- 
vate, and good Pidurcs about the VVa'is. 
Going up to the Rooms above, I found 
m the lii-ft Room the Pidurcs of all the 
Famous Men that have been of Touhuze. 
In the next Antichamber, where the 
AHembly of the Deputies of the Pro¬ 
vince is held, there were Chairs and 
Benclics orderly placed, for every one 
to take the Place that was due to him. 
Here is the Pidurc of Luis the 14th 
very Young, w hen he went to meet the 
Jnjanta of 5 ^.a’whis Qnecji, 

■Then I wejit to fee the great Canal, 
made fay as great a King,to 0[H,n a Com¬ 
munication between tlie Mediterranean 
and the Ocean, cutthig a Way through 
Mountains, levelling the Valleys, and 
forcing Natpre to fobmit to Art. Se¬ 
veral gatherings of Water, ifiadconthc 
I lam and Hills,fupply the Canal. Banks 
thrown up, keep in the Water at cer¬ 
tain dillances, where the Ground is low j 
and thus the Boats go eafily to Toukuza, 
and they go down to the Port of 5«, 
four Leagues from Montpelier.^ where 
t.ie Water of the Canal, falls into the 
Mediterranean j as the Garonne tails in¬ 
to the Ocean, after palling by Bourde- 
River and*Canal as has been 
laid, make the Communication between 
the Mediterranean and the Ocean, to 
lave Sailing quite round Spain^ and part 
of France. Its depth is ten or twelve 
Spans, and the breadth about the length 
ot two Pikes, lb that it will not car¬ 
ry verry large Boats, and it often re¬ 
quires cleanling. At this time it 
was dry, to be cleans’d and made deep¬ 
er. ^ 

Monday 29th, being Aiichaelmas day, 

I bear’d Mals in the Church of the Car- ^ 
meUtes, where the Fcaft was celebrated. 

It has but one Ifle, but there are two 
outlets near the Door. The Choir 
and high Altar, are in the middle, well 
adorn’d, as arc all the Chappfls. Af¬ 
ter Dinner I went to the Cathedral, 
which tho’ it has three Hies, is* not 
very good, both becaufe it is dark, and 
becaule there are in the niiddl* of it^ 
many little parting Walls, for all the

CHAP. IV. 

The Juthor's journey from Toulouze to Marfeilles. 


H Aving hir’d a Calcfhfor ly Crowns 
• to Mompellier^ I fet out on Tne/day 
ttic laltdayol: September betimes« pal¬ 
ling ihrougluhe very large Suburb of 5 . 
Michael. After crofilog the Canal le¬ 
vel a I times upon Bridges for the Ipace of 
three Leagues and a half of a good Coun- 
ti y, 1 din’d at Batuege, and then travel¬ 
ling through many Villages came very 
late to Cajielnau d’ Ari^ tour 1 .cagucs and 
a half from Batiege. We Supp’d well 
lor half a Crown a Head, being twelve 
nt Table, and among them a Religious 
Man that Eat and Drank like an honell 
hrench Man. At this Place there is a ga¬ 
thering ot Water for the ufe ot the Cj- 
iial, and two l,cagues ofl'another, call'd 
of Norouje. 

Setting out early on tredne/day the 
firlt of October^ 1 camc at the end of 
three Leagiks riding through a well Peo¬ 
pled Country to the Village of Alzone^ 
whence after Dinner I went 3 Leagues 
' further to Carcafonne. This Place is 
Wall’d, the Houfes for the moll part 
of Stone, and handfomcr than thofe of 
ro«/tf«teithe City is large, and has acon- 
fiderable Trade, by realbn there is good 
Cloth made call’d by its Name. All the 
Streets arc good, but the Market-Place 
beyond them all^* The Suburbs are 
large, and there is a long Bridge leads 
to one of them over the River Oodi , 
tvhere is a ipacious Citadel on the top 
of a Hill. The Bilhop of this Place has 
40000 Livres a Year. 

Thitrfday ad, before I left the City, 1 
went to fee the Cloth made, aud found 
I'cvcn I,ooras, with two Men at each of 
t hem, bccaufc the Cloth was feven Quar- 
T rs wide ^ in another Room they were 
'ihccring of it. Then going into ray 
Calefh, after a Leagues Riding, I again 
trofs'd the fame River, upon a Bridge 
near the Village ofTr^wx, and then the 
Canal feveral times, along which I faw 
many Men and Horfes that drew along 
the Boat^ Wc Din'd in the little Vil¬ 
lage of Pi/tw, three 1 .eagnes from C«r- 
c4/o«fle, and then went three Leagues 
further along a ftony Way, to. lye at 
^Pouffd, 

1-riday 3d, at the end of three Leagues, 
wc pafb d through CaprJlattj a large Place 


and wall’d (many Villages in France ha¬ 
ving either Walls about them, or Tome 
Caftle to retire to) and over the River 
Oedi upon a Bridge. Then crolling the 
Canal again (which a League from thence 
runs along a Cavity cut for 100 Paces in 
the hard Rock) came to the City Beziers, 
foated on a Hill, and water’d on one 
fide by the River Oadt. The City is 
longer than’tis Broad, Fortify’d by Art 
and Nature, Populous, Plentiful aud 
Rich, by rcafou it is within three Leagues 
of the Sea. There is a Garifon in it of 
Men. Four Leagues from it to¬ 
wards Perpignan., is a City not inferior 
to it call d Narbonne , through which 
thofe that come from Catalonia^cncrall^ 
pais. Moving four Leagues f|rthcr af¬ 
ter Dinner, wc lay at the City of Pe- 
renei, which is large, butof little Trade. 

Saturday 4th, when wc had rid half 
a League, we came to a Bank of Earth, 
two Italian Miles in length, raifed at a 
vaft expcncc, to make the way more 
commodious in Winter. In France they 
take great care of the High-Ways, and 
1 obferv’d them to be generally pav’d, 
from the time 1 came into it. I'lien we 
pafs’d through the Town of Monfagne, 
a L.caguc from whence we fet out, and 
then travelling at a fmall difiance from 
the Sea, at the end of four I..cagucs Din’d 
at the Town oiCigian, whence advanc¬ 
ing three l.cagues more we came before 
Night to Montpelier. This City is the 
Capital of the lower Langudoc., as Ton- Flomptli 
Imxje is of the upper, aud being fcated 
on the top of a Hill ycilds a fine Prolpeft 
at a diftance. 

Sunday 5th, 1 went to fee the Tdwn- 
Houfe, which is not fo good as that of 
Tonleuzt. The fax Confuls there arc 
clad in Scarlet, but without Gold Fring¬ 
es. Here was the King’s Pidlurc, fitting 
on a Throne, done by a MafterlyHand; 
he is holding out an Olive Branch to 
one of the fix Confuls, who Kneels 
fore him, to figuifie the Peace concluded 
that Year between him aud the Confe¬ 
derates , as appears by an Ingenious but 
Haughty Inlcription under it. 

The Church of our Latly dole by it, 
has no great matter of Ornament, no 
more than the Cathedral, aud neither 

of 
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of them has but one Iflc. The Bilhop’s 
CemellL Palace has been a great Strudure, but 
it;99. being very ancient, as is the Church, is 
x; f one to Ruin. Not far from thence I 
ui^nt out at the Gate of Payreu^ lately 
repuilt by the Confuls, and adorn’d on 
the outlide with Trophies, mafterly 
Carv’d, and with Arms of the Nations 
Conquer’d by France ^ with iugenious 
i-atin Mottoes. The *walking Place 
without this Gate is one of the hneft 
Nature and Art could produce , bad 
they vy’d to outdo one another j for 
the Eye is delighted with the Profpeft 
of the Sea, and pleafant Fields of a long 
delicious Plain. The Walls of the Ci¬ 
ty arc high and ftrong, tho* ancient, and 
cncompafs’d with a deep Ditch. The 
Hoiiics are geiicrally very good, three 
or lour Stories higlj, like thofe in Naples, 
but co.'CiVi v/it!) riles. The Streets 
are n irrovv and crooited, by reaibn of 
the Ui.c’’c;'.nclsof ti^c Ground, and num¬ 
ber oi liiinbjuiits. I’he courteous La¬ 
dies arc <‘>;traordinary Beautiful, and fair 
of Conii^lciftioii. In other refpefts the 
Cit y is Rich, bccaufc of its Trade, and 
in it arc lix Sovereign Chambers tliat 
^vern ah the Province. 

After Dinner 1 took another Calelh 
for feven Crowns to AiarfeiUes, and hav¬ 
ing gone four Leagues, lay at the Inn of 
Pontlmel, fo call’d of Lmel, a neigh¬ 
bouring City, lying on the left Hand of 
the way, where the Holtellcs treated 
me well. They wore a great Hood, as 
the Country-w'omen do, to defend them 
againfl. the Sun. 

Ahnday6xX\y having rid four Leagues, 
1 Din’d in the City S. Gil. 1 would wil¬ 
lingly have gone as far as Nifmes, by 
the Latins call’d Nemaujamy a City where 
they make good Serge, to have feen 
fomc Roman Antiquities there -y as the 
Temple ot Diana j la Aiaiftn Quarre, 
or the Iquare Houfe, built of vail Stones; 
and/c.« Atenesy or the Amphitheatre for 
publick Shows y but being to go three 
Leagues, I thofe rather to get foon to 
Naples. After Dinner, having rid a 
Mile, we Ferry’d over an Arm of the 
Rhofne, which divides Langsudoc from 
Provence. One chat waited there to re¬ 
ceive the Cultoms, ask’d me whether 1 
had any thing new in my Trunks, which 
ought to pay the King’s Duty, and tel¬ 
ling him there were feven Dozen of 
Fans, he very civilly difniifs’d me, with¬ 
out receiving that little which was due 
to him. He alfo advis’d me, when 1 
came to Arles , to tell tiie Cullom- 
Houfe-Ofliccrs there, that the Officers 
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on the Road had taken no Cullom, be- 
canle the Things were indonfiderablc, 
and to make Prefents *, and bid me not 
Ihow the Note I carry’d, for then they 
would oblige me to Pay. This Civility 
to Strangers is peculiar to the French-, 
and 1 had fuch tryal of it, that in a 
Month’s Travelling thrpugh Franccy my’ 
Trunks had never been open’d. Having, 
paid 15 Sols for the Calefh palTsig the 
Bridge, we came to Arles, after three 
Leagues Riding. When i came to tlie 
Bridge of Boats loo Paces in length, 
over the other Arm of the River Rhejne, 
whicli is twice as broad as that before- 
mention’d, the Officers ask’d four Sols 
Toll. The Rhofne is counted the great- 
eft River in France, which after pafling 
by Lions and Avignm, divides it lelf in¬ 
to two BrancheSj'^a League above Arles, 
and runs down into the Sea feven Leagues 
below it, at the Port of Bn, whence 
great Boats and Tartans go up to load 
with Wine and Corn. 

Arles, a City feated in 43 deg. of lat. 
is an A rchbifhoprick, and has a good 
Trade, but is not very Rich. It Hands 
upon a riling Ground, which makes it 
Ihow lightly without, and ft is reckned 
to be antienter than Rome. I’here is a 
Theatre in it, built by the Remans, but 
not lb entire as that of Ferona. The 
Walls about it, and the Houles are ve¬ 
ry good, but the Streets narrow, and 
the Town-Houfe but indilTcrenc. 

Tutfdty 7th, Travelling along the fa¬ 
mous Aqueda^s, at the end of foui 
Leagues we came to the Inn of S. Mar¬ 
tin de Cron, where vig din’d well for 20 
Sols a Head -, then proceeding four 
Leagues further along a dry ftony way, 
we came to Salon, a City in the Diocefe 
of Arles, and therefore the Archbilhop 
has there an ancient large Caftle on an 
Emincn^. The Walls of the City arc 
half ruin’d with Antiquity, and the 
Houles of a very indifitrent Strudure, 
mthout any Sirametry. They fay the 
way call’d Kia AurtUana, made by the 
Emperor M. Aurelius, from the Fron¬ 
tiers of Spain, as far as Rome, pals’d by^ 
this Place. There is nothing in it re¬ 
markable but the Sepulcher, or Tomb 
of Nojlradamus, the famous Aftrologer 
of the laft Age, who is laid to have 
foretold the Murder of HenryJN. King 
of France. It is in the Church of the 
Franctfeansy on the left hand Will en-. 
tring the Gate, with this following In-v 
fcripcion. •

I lie midit of a Plain that reaches for k- 
vcral Leagues, all adorn’d withCoun- 
i.rv Houles belonging to the Inhabitants 
ofy//.v.After Dinner we went 4 Leagues 
turther, and came to Marie Hits two 
Honrs after Mvlit-lall- We Jodgd 
at the Ucnx poti.ihcs^ or two Apples in 
I he Street call'd Ic Conrs. A Leag,ue 
and a half Ciort of the City, the Cu- 
jtom-houfe-Oiriccrs ask’d me wheth^ 1 
liad any new Commodities:^ and telling 
them I liad fome Dovlciis of Fans to 
make Prefents i one of them advis'd me 
when 1 cameto the next Officers, whicli 
were half a l.eague olf to enter all 1 
had, that it might not be feis’d- 1 did 
fo wdthont paying any thing, nor did 
they ask any thing of me when I entrtd 
Mui but ojly four Sols for open¬ 

ing the Gale, whicti was fhui- 

Mar!titles was built by the Pheniitans 
on theShore of thcMediicrraneau, in the 
Lat.of 42 deg. 40 min- and was very Fa- 
nioiis in former Times for its Schools, 
which vy’d withthofeof Modes and 
ti'fiis. At prefent it isone of the molt cc'-

arc veiy good, and 4 or 5 Stories high 
the Streets l),id, that is,Narrow,Crook- 
ed and Dirty, except that call’d le 
Ciatrs. Here 'tis true the Houles arc 
built Uniform and Projxrrtionable, and 
tilery ar6 orderly Rows of Trees for 
halffts^Jilci the empty fpace in the 
middle, enclos’d w ith 1 1 on Chains and 
Benches made fall to keep out Cattle, 
"and ma’ke it fit for the Men without any 
Molcllatinn to take fhc cool Air under 


the Trees, and converfe with the mo- 
deft Women. The Port is tlefcndcd by 
the Qlftles of .V. "John and 5 . Nicholas \ 
asalfoby four fmall Redoubts upon^ 
many little Iilands or Rocks, lialfia 
League diftnnt, thebiggeft of whiclyis 
call’d Cojhiodtn^ where tlic Sliips ftuy to 
keep their Qnarentinr^ when they come 
foom Places fufpefted for lutection. 

Thia fdny pth,! went to fee the Darfr- 
«f, where the Galleys are built. It 
is big enough to build as many as they 
plcafo, there being long cover’d Walks 
for making of Cables, and nvo cover’d 
Docks to build two Galleys at oacc- 
That which they call tlic King's 

is very llately, and lias a noble Pa- 
villion ill the middle for the Officers of 
the Gallcvs, and two lyocks to build 
tw o Galleys, belidcs a vaft number of 
Magav.iiits fn Timber, and an Armo- 
rv as they told me loi icooc'; Men. 

1 he Cathedral flands nc.n the Sea iii 
the Weft Part of the City. It has thi (.e 
lilc's, and .he Gh.ippcls .new^ll Coa- 
triv (I ^ but. the Bilhop's PalacI, who is 
a Suffragan of has noiiiiiig rc- 

markible. 

Thence 1 went to fee the aforementiV 
on’d Caltlcof on the right hand 

witlioiit the Gate. It has a Platform 
with goovl Guns level witli the Water, 
but the t clL of it was ill provided, Ibmc 
having been rcflor’d from thence to the 
Duke of 5 ./t oy upon the lail Peace. Be¬ 
ing feated on a Rock two Pat ts w lici cot 
arc ciicompafs’d by the Sea, it has no 
Ditch but only on the l.and fide. A- 
bout Noon 20 Galleys came in return¬ 
ing from the Fall, and from Naplc.y 
and thefe added to 21 more that were 
in the Port, were a plealant fight. After 
l^inijcr I went over in a Boat to fee the 
oppolite Caftic of S. NnhoUs^ on a Hill 
to the left of the Habour. It has fevc- 
ral good modern Works, and at the 
foot of them a great Platform rebuilt, 
with many Pieces of Cannon both above 
and below. Upon another higher Hill 
is a great Fort, call’d Nojhe dame de 
Garde^ wliich fervcs for a Land Mark 
to Ships at Sea. 

In my return home 1 pals’d by the 
Town-Hoiifc, which towards the Sea 
has a good Marble Front, and good 
Rooms within curioufly Paintctl. 

Being delirous to fee Aix the Metro¬ 
polis of Provence^ I hir’d two Horlcs on 
Monday loih, and rode thither after 
Dinner, along a dirty ftony Way, yet 
plealant bf rcalbn of the Mountains :i- 
boot it, and the Hills which are well 

cultivated 
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cultivated and ftrew’d with abundance 
()imclli. of Houfes of Pleafure, belonging to the 
lopv. Inhabitants of Mar ft Hies and !4ix. 1 
canlj thither late having traveled five 
Leafjues, and lay at la Selie d* Or^ or the 
Goloen Saddle. This City is leated on 
a Valley encompafs’d with Hills, and 
tho’ it be the Refidcncc of a Parliament, 
a Chamber of Accounts, and a Genera¬ 
lity •, yet its Compafs is not above two 
Iialioij Miles, enclos’d with indifferent 
Walls without a Ditch. The Houles 
however arc beautiful, and four or five 
Stories high, like thofc of Marfeilles ^ 
the Streets wide, firait and well Pav’d, 
fomeof them in the form of a Crofs, like 
the Caffero at Palenno. 

S-itnrday ijth , 1 faw the Cathedral, 
which is of the Invocation of 5 . Saviouty 
has three Illcs, and is dark, and little 
■idorn'd, as is ufual in that Country. 

'I hc Archbilhop’s Paltce is large, but 
plain. 1 went to the new Church of the 
Jr frit which i‘. fmall, which was that 
i^ay hiefM by the Archbi/hop, and 
there wcw prelcnt the four chief Ma- 
giflralcs Af the City, whom in Prove,uc 
thc^t^l Proenrenrs da P‘tys^ they wore 
ajix'lt of black Velvet, which the I'icutb 
e^W C;.afcran , acrols from the right 
Shoulder hanging down under the left 
Arm. 'Vhefe fate on Benches, with 
Culhions and Carpets before them. The 
Town-houfe is a very good one. 

Thence 1 went to la Place di Prr- 
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cheurs^ to fee the Parliament.A^er Mafs 
all the Members of it came into the Hall 
w'herc I &w the Prefideiit fitting in a 
longand wideCrimfonGarment, turn’d 
up with Ermines, like a Royal Robe- 
On the lame Bench late fix CounfcIIors 
clad in long black Gowns, gather’d on 
the Back, with a long Train and wide 
Sleeves. Their Caps were like tliofo 
Priefts wear, with a great Tollel in the 
middle. This Robe is common to the 
Procureurs and Pldvocatcs j but the 
Counlcllors, tho’ they may wear no o- 
ther in Parliament, yet in Proccilions 
and other publick Solemnities they wear 
a red One of the lame make. A Clerk 
Clad after the fame manner, read the 
Petitions, but he w'herc a Cap of Crim- 
fon Velvet laced with Gold. This Of¬ 
ficer in Preach is call’d Premier'Huijjier, 
Thc/’roc«*'e«?'.«and Advocates^ or Plead- 
tiers, lat e on Benches below the others, 
and were allow’d to be cover’d. Thence 
I went to fee the other 5 Courts, one 
upon the fiime Floor, and four above 
Stairs. The Cruad Chaaibre was belt 
Ctilt and Painted, and there was a 
Chair in it for the King, when |j|c fiiould 
picalc to be prclent. In thcll* Courts 
are ten Prefidents, and about fifty leven 
CounfcIIors are Sovereign Judges of all 
the Affairs of the Province. 

After Dinner 1 return’d the fame 
plcallint Way, and got into Marfeilles 
betimes. 


CHAP. V. 

The JuthmPs Voyage from Marfeilles to Genoa, aad the Deferiptioie of that 

City. 


I Would willingly have gone .to Ice 
\\\t^$ainte'Battme^ Or theCave where 
P. Mary Magdalen is laid to have liv’d 
iliirty Years'^ but thinking every Hom¬ 
an Age till I return’d into my native 
Country, I made the necellary Provili- 
011 in half, and on Sunday 12th fet out 
for CiCPioa aboard a Tartan. We lail’d 
out of the Harbour an Hour before Sun- 
fet,and coafting along the pleafantShore 
between the little Illands, could ad- 
vaace but two Miles becaufe the Wind 
was contrary, and Anchor’d that Night 
in a little Bay. Alter Midnight the 
Wind proving foir w'c fail’d agam. And 

on • 

Monday 13th, by break of Day pafs’d 
by a Village they call La Citee., jnd be¬ 
ing five Leagues from Marfeilles^ laU’d 
in fight of the Hill of Sainte Baume, 


where Pilgrims are not allow’d to eat 
Flelh. About Siin-fet we were off of 
Toulon., and could fee the Caftle and le- 
vcral Country Houfes. We held on our 
way all Night. And in the Moniiiig on 

IVediicfday T4th, were oppofite to the 
Town of Hyeres., and then run be¬ 
tween the three Illands of that Name 
and the Continent. The Wind fellmg 
then we made but little way •, but it 
came up again at Sun-fet, and we made 
good wajf till two in the Morning, when 
bccaufe it blew hard we calf Anchor 
near Fort 5 . Magaret., to expe^b Day. 
This Fort Hands in a fmall Illand on t|je 
Coalf of France., very fruitful in Wine. 

Wednefiay 15th, when Day appear’d 
we fet Sail, coafting along in light of 
Antihes., where there is a Caftle and 
Garrifon, and 5 - Laurence., where a Ri- 

xtmr 
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vfv divifies Provence from the Domini- 
Gemelh. ons of Savoy. We paft’d lb dole to 
1699. Mi-z-a., that we could plainly fee it on 
flic Hat Shore, enclos'd by a good Wall ^ 
asalfb its Fortrefs on the high and crag¬ 
gy Rock, rendrcd Impregnable by Art 
and Nature. We Anchor’d after run¬ 
ning I So Miles atwhere e- 
■ ■lUjri/tta. vci-^y VefTel going to or coming from the 
Weflr is to pay two in the hundred. yH- 
lafruncn is a finall Wall’d Town at the 
foot of high Mountains, without any 
Harbour, but only an open Road. It 
is defended by a Gallic on the Shore, 
and a Fort built on the high Mountain 
Albaac^ Garrilbii’d by the Duke of 5 .-;- 

voy. 

After Dining and paying the Duties, 
v.'e went aboard again, and hoilling 
Sail pafs’d along before the little Caflle 
of .S. Spit io^ and the Fort of O-y/Vcc/r, 
feated on the top of a Hill, and belong¬ 
ing to the fame Duke. We came two 
f’Wi . hours before Sun-fet to Afonaco^ wdiere 
landing, I went upallcepway, about 
the middle wlicreof there is a Guard to 
the Town. Being tome to the upper 
Gate ] fiaiind another Guard, a Draw- 
1)1 idge and Ditch tut out of the Rock. 
Here I cntrecl through a great Gate to 
fee the Prince of A4onaco'% Palace. The 
way to it is up two fpacious Marble 
Starc-Cafcs made,Semicircular, which 
afterwards meet in a llatcly long Galle¬ 
ry that leads to the Lodgings and A- 
partments, which tor their Number, 
Magnificence and Furniture may ferve 
Icvcral Princes together. 

Aionai o is a VcTy llrong Place on a 
Rock, the Walls inacccllible on all lides, 
and with only one Gate, up to which 
there is a very unealie Way, as was laid 
before ; it is fmall, and has only one 
Monaftery of Nuns of S. Terefa^ be- 
caufeit is poor and cannot maintain Fry- 
ars. There are abundance of heavy 
Cannon bclidcsthe fmall, all well moun- 
(tcl. I'he Garrifon confills of about 
"i ■ > ?den, pay’d by the King of France. 
At Aiw/aco they recover the Duty of 
two in the hundred only of the Ships 
that return from the Weft, whereas all 
Jtay at yillafrdnca^ 

ThurJ'day i6th, we advanced betimes 
leaving on our left hand on a Hill the 
Village of Rocca rtit ura^ and others be¬ 
longing to the fame Prineq, for ten 
Miles along a dry Country j and then 
began to coaft along the Cendk fe Shore, 
wMeh begins at the City yemimigUa 
yet all that Night could not get beyond 
S. Remo, a Country abounding in Oran¬ 
ges, Lemmons and Olives. 

n 
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The Calm held all the Night, fo that 
on Friday 17th at break of Day we were 
oppofite to the Village del Cervo* iPhe 
Wind coming up againft us, we m ci e 
forced to lye tacking upon the delight¬ 
ful Coaft of Genoa, where the indullri- 
ous Cenoefes make the barren Soil pro¬ 
duce Fruit Trees. After Noon the 
Wind provM favourable, and carry’d 
us on a great way in light of curious 
Gardens. Palling by the City of Ai- 
benva, we Ibon left Fhial behind with its 
two Caftles, one on the Hill and the o- 
thcr on ihe Sea-Shore, where there was 
a .Sp.inijh GarriCtn ■, and then the City 
A’oij , which is large, and has high 
Towers upon the Hoiifcs of private Ci¬ 
tizens, ajid at Fill came eaily to ^ 

where we pafs'd the Night. T liis City 
iho’ fmall is W'alVd, and has a Suburb 
as big, again it, with as ,!’poc! Houfe'. •, 
bdides the dtliglit till Caiuit ry I loufes 
boiu it, wiih f) liiitiil Ca!(lcj)^, tivf .il- 
mo'i: contrary to Nature, 'fhe Chin ibc% 
of are beam-.till enougj^', as well 

for their Fnnbellifhments in .Garble as 
for the Striichirc it felt and l\'utingy 
cfpccially the Duomo. '1 he C^aftle Ihoi.d!; 
upon the Shore, and has a treble Finch.- 
fine, belidcs fcvcral Outworks, and :i 
deep Ditch cut of the folid RocL riie 
Harbour tho’ fmall is fife, but of diffi¬ 
cult Entrance. Five Miles from the 
City is an Image of our BlcfTcd L.ady, 
famous for many Miracles. 'rbeCbun h 
belonging to it, befides itsPriensand 
Religious Men, maiutaiiis about 70 : 
Orphans of both Se.vcs. Su•■nuu is allb 
famous for its curious Earthen W'are, 
exceeding all that is made in the State 
of Genua. The Bilhops of this City, 
of ycfttimiglia and Albeng^a, have (carce 
a thoufandCrownsa Year each, bccaufe 
their Diocclles are very fmall. 

Having hir’d a F'ducca, I let out from 
Savona on Saturday the 18th betimes, 
and palfmg by the neighbouring Town 
of Arbijola, the delicious Plain of ^ircK- 
zjtno, Cogolctto fcvcatccn Miles diftaiiF 
from Genoa, L’/z/m, and other hand- 
fome Towns on the Shore, with excel¬ 
lent Houfes of Plealurc, as far as the 
Vale and River of Polfevera, whole 
Mountains are nothing inferior to fhc 
deliehtliilleft Parts of its Banks, came 
at lejigth to Genoa before Noon. 

Genoa lies upon the Adediterranean fa¬ 
cing the South, in the Lat. of 43 deg. 

40 min. and being feated on the fide of 
a Hill looks from the Sea a noble Thea¬ 
tre. All the Buildings throughout its • 
whole Compafs of four Miles, are a- 

dornd 
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ry^'-^ dom’d with excellent Marble nor will 

(AftncUi. thole in time be inferior to them, which 
the rich Inhabitants will be daily ereft- 

✓WJ ingin the compafsof 15 Miles, the Wall 
new built has enclos’d. The worft is, 
tbatithc Streets are Narrow and Dark. 
The Port is above a Mile in length, with 
a l.ight-Houfe on the Weft End, and 
good Fortifications, under whofe Pro¬ 
tection there are two Docks, onefor the 
CJallcys, the other for the Wine Boats. 

In 935 it was burnt by the Saracens^ and 
all the Inhabitants llain or made Slaves, 
but was afterwards Rebuilt much more 
nobly. It is call’d the Haughty, bccaufe 
the Nobilityare lb Proud and Intracta¬ 
ble, having a great Conceit of them- 
felvcs, tho’ the little Dominion of their 
Common-wealth, does not extend to a- 
bovc 140 Miles in length along the Shore 
from Eaft to Weft, and under 12 in 

breadth. Since the Scourge of the ErewH? 

Uombardment in 1684, they have ereft- 
td two Platforms and planted good 
Guns on them, to keep off thofc Thun- 
dcrbolts,H which can humble the prou- 
dcli Hearts. The Ladies arc Beautiful 
aiKpi’itty, but their fhort way of fpcak - 
i'rfgmakes them ridiculous. The Men 
./re extremely Frugal and inclin’d to 
Trade, which has gain’d them vaft 
Wealth. 

I’he Dogc\ Palace is one of the larg- 
eft and moft beautiful Structures in En- 
rofe j but not fo much beautify d with 
Marble as the private Houfes of the No¬ 
bility. A few Steps led up out of a 
great Court into a noble Hall, without 
which arc the two fo famous Statues of 
Ar/Arciv d' Oria and John Andrea^ the 
Deliverers of their Country. Adjoyn- 
ing to this Hall there arc many Apart¬ 
ments with their particular Courts, 
beautify'd with Marble Pillars. Then 
going up two high Stair-Cafes arc the 
upper Lodgings, where is the Chamber 
or the great Council, for elefting of the 
Dogr, and by it the College for Matters 
of Government, where the twenty feven 
Senators aud Agents (as they told me) 
meet. Clad in long Gowns aiinoft like 
the trench civil Magiftrates \ but the 
Agents cannot Vote in all Publick Af¬ 
fairs. In the oppofite fide arc the Doge's 
ilpaitmcnts, big enough, not only for 
him, but for any abfolutc Prince. 

Towards Evening 1 went out of 
Town to fee Prince d" Oria’s Palace, 
ftanding on the Shore. It is well worth 
feeing for its noble Structure, Marble, 
Fountains, Gardens and rich furniture. 

Sunday 19th, 1 heard Mafs in the 
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Church of the Dominicans, which has 
three Iflcs, ftipported on Pillars, and 
tho’ large is not much beautify’d with 
Marble, as is the Cloiftcr. 

5 . Ambrofe belonging to the Jefuits, 
is built after theModel of their profefs’d 
Houle at Naples, all lin’d with curious 
Marble finely wrought with large Pil¬ 
lars i but it is not fb large as that of 
Naples. * 

The Duomo or S. Laurence's Church 
has a lofty noble Front of Marble of fe- 
vcral Colours; it is large, and has three 
Hies form’d by eight Marble Pillars, but 
not fo well beautify’d as is S. Ambrofe. 

The Palace of Eugemo DurazA.o has a 
noble Front, and eight good Pillars with¬ 
in the Court. "A ftately Stair-Cafe 
which parts in two, leads intofpacious 
Apartments, all curioully adorn’d with 
Marble and Painting. And it may be 
truly faid that the Palaces of private 
Men in Genoa are Royal. 

The Church of the Barefoot Carme^ 
Hies, where I went to Vcfpers, confifts 
of but one Illc, and has a good Taber¬ 
nacle of rich Marble and precious 
Stones. The moft remarkable thing is 
the Chappel of the Franz.oni\}a the left 
hand, all cas’d in pure black Marble, 
and particularly four Marble Pillars, 
twelve half Bodies of Brafs, and a large 
Crucifix worth 10000 Crowns. On die 
right is the Chappel of the Dnrazx.i, 
beautifol,but not fo rich. 

Going thence 1 faw the College of S. 
Jerome of the not yct finifo’d. 

However it is remarkable for the great 
uantity of Marble-Pillars, that a- 
orn the Front, and fupport the two 
Galleries, one above another; and I 
can affirm I counted 84 great Marble 
Pillars in the Cloifter only. The Church 
is well fct out, and the upper Hall for 
publick Difputations Embcllilh’d with 
good PiAures. 

The Theater, where 1 faw a Play 
AAed, isfmall, with only four Rows of 
Boxes, and eighteen in'each Row. The 
Price was half a Crown a Man. 

Monday 20th, going to S. Giro of the 
Fathers Theatins, I law a moft beautifol 
Church with three arch’d Ifles, fuppor- 
ted by fixteen great Pillars of white 
Marble. There are twelve Chappels, 
fix on a fide; and before thenj twenty 
four Pillars, and as many on the Altars, 
all of fine Marble of feveral Colours, 
befides other airious Works on the fame 
Stone. The Tabernacle is of great va^ 
lue, the Choir beautiful, and the high 
Altar much more, for four Pillars of de- 
Ffff licare 
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pjv^ licatc blacjv Marble. The Arch and C/<- 
(j'emelll. pula is richly Gilt and Painted at a great 
1699. livpence. In fliort no City in the 
World exceeds Genoa for Ornament of 
Churches, becaiifc of the admirable 
Marble which is not to be brought a 
, great way. 

Going out at 5 . Mart hah Gate on 
, Titcleiay 21 fl:, 1 went up the Hill to fee 
the ^Ibcrgn^ \v hich is one of the moft 
magnificent and pious Works in the 
e of Oenoa. Coming to this Place I 
jierceiv’d, That the noble f^enetiant, as 
fparing as they are towards themfelvcs 
whilft living, they are as bountiful to 
the Church dying, of thole Goods they 
can no longer keep. This appears by 
the incredible and prodigious Charge, 
theStrufture wo now Ipeak of mull: coft j 
becaufe in order to fiiufli it, befidcs the 
Structure crefted they have been for¬ 
ced to level Precipices, and cut the un¬ 
even Rockfmooth. Two fpacious Ways 
lead from the fn fl Gate to a Portko ^ 
and thence two other nobler Ways to 
the hi/h Floor, where there are four 
Statues ol the Bcnctadors of the Place, 
w/th inferiptions j belidesas many more 
u[)on the Stairs. The Walls within the 
Church are cover’d with choice Marble, 
with eight Statues Handing upright, 
and a high Altarwith feven Pillars, and 
an Image of the Blellai Virgin, Carv’d 
by a Mafter. Before we come to the 
Church, we fee on the right hand feve- 
ral Galleries and Rooms, as alfo the 
Garden of the honefl; Women and Maids^ 
for the Condemn’d and Penitent Wo¬ 
men, live apart a^ovc the Church, that 
they may not delude the Maids. The 
Goveruefs fliewing me the Apartments 
told me there were in that Place 550 
Women. From behind the high Altar 
and the firll Portico there is a way up to 
fcvcral Apartments, one of Youths, an¬ 
other of old Men, and another of Chil¬ 
dren, whercthefe work for leveral Ules 
'• ol the Houle, and all thele Apartments 
l«y reafon of the height of the Place 
ft ind one above another, like a Scene 
of PciTpcftive on a Stage, and it is a 
great Plcafure to view it from the Gal¬ 
leries. 1 he whole is Govern’d with 
wonderful Order and Economy, Or¬ 
phans and poor Children being there 
Maintaind and Educated ^ and Poiti- 
on&,ffiiven to Marry young Maids. At 
that, time there were 1300 Perfons 
inaaatain’d there. * 

,, Next I went to fee the great Hofpi- 
tal, where about 400 Sick of teth Sexes 
arc maintain’d, and carefully attended 


with much Charity. Iii the firft Galle- 
lery there is nothing beantifol but its 
length and extent, and this leads to an¬ 
other equal to it in bigncls, which is the 
Women’s Infirmary, with three olflier 
Apartments for Perfons of Quality /and 
young Girles. At the Entrance into 
the fecond Gallery is a beautiful Chap¬ 
pie, and twp long Arches making a 
Crols, and another large one on the right 
hand of the Chappel. 

The Senate being to meet I went thi¬ 
ther, and law at the end of a Ipaci- 
ous Hall, a great Ring, with 28 S^ts 
about it, like the Ring of the Royal 
Chamber at Naples. The Doge’s Chair 
was Ibmewhat above the reft under a 
Canopey. He was Clad in St:arlet, and 
the feven Senators about him, had long 
Gowns of black Damask, Caps likethofe 
PrieHs wear, and about their Necks old 
fafhion Ruffs or Gorgets. When they 
had read a Petition, they all gave their 
Votes by way of Ballot. This Doge is 
cholcn from among the Senat|rs, and 
when he has Govern’d two litars, is 
dilinils’d by a Perfon appointcd\?r that 
purTOfe, in thefe Words. T.'.r if»»■'*/- 

ty has finijh'd the time of your Govern 
mem. Tour Serenity mufi retire to your 
own Houfe, 

I heard Mafs in the Church of S. Ma-- 
fhew, which is fmall, but has three Ifles 
form’d by cightPillars,and well adorn’d- 
The Parifh Church of S, Luke tho’ little 
and has but three Altars, is beautifiil 
for its Marble Infide. The Banker’s 
Exchange and the Merchants is great, 
Strudure nothing Magnificent. 
Wednefday Z2d, I went to walk in 
Prince d Oria\ Garden, and took no¬ 
tice of a great Fountain, over which is a 
Neptune drawn on a Shell by three Sea- 
Horlcs, with fcvcral little Boys Imrt- 
ing about. 1 he Palace is very Ipaci- 
oiis, and has a communication with the 
per Gardens by an Iron Bridge. 

Hence I proceeded to fee the Pharos 
or Lighthqufe, in which at Night they 
let up_32 Lights, to direft the Ships that 
come into the Harbour. It is 600 Spans 
high or 450 Fwt, as the Keeper told 
me, and a Stair-Cale of 312 Steps, up 
which I could not get under half q^n 
Hour. It is Founded on a Rock, and a- 
boutit, as well as along the Curtin, 
there arc good Pieces of Cannon. 

After Dinner 1 went to our lady of 
the Vineyards, a Collegiate Church with 
three Ificsj Arch’d and fuftain’d by 20 
Marble Pillars. All the Chappcls arc 
beautiful, with each of them two Pil¬ 
lars 
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r*wA-o lars and excellent Painting, but the high 
Cemrlli, Altar cxcccds all the reft- 

S. Francis's Church belonging to the 
Fathers of that Order, is large, and has 
three Ifles divided by Pillars. On the 
right lidc there are fix good Chappcls, 
for tliofe oil the left arc not yet finiih’d. 

Thursday 23d, I went to fee our Lady 
of the Afliiniption, or of Car-gnano^ a 
(>>llcgiate Church, witlftwclve Canons, 
an Abbot and eighteen Chaplains; 
Founded by Jiandinello Sauliy and rais’d 
to its prcfentGrandcur hyFrancisMaria 
Sauli ix-fItisfeated on a high Moun- 
tnin, which has a Profpcclof all Genoa 
and the adjacent Parts. The Church is 
rais’d u[)on four folid Pillars, which di¬ 
vide it into three Illes. In the Niches 
of the faid Pillars arc four noble Statues 
excclleiitlv Carv’d. The Eight Chap¬ 
pcls arc \\ t!l bcautify’d with Marble, 
as well a- the Ifigh Alur. A conveni¬ 
ent Stair-Cafe made within the Wall, 
leads lip to the O/,•■«/»’ oa tlie outlidc, 
whciice^ill t.:! is feen ironi three fo- 
vcral Ca'. erics one above another. 

f. 24th, 1 went to fee S. George's 
Hjii?^hcrc the greatcif W'c ilth of Gc- 
^ is. On the fn if f looris tiieCnltom- 
Houfe, and above Stairs on the right 
Hand the antient great luhamber, with 
fifteen Statues of noblc.OVwof/f 4 who 
have deforv’d well of their Country, 
placed about the Wall. The new Cham¬ 
ber, where fometimes the Parties con¬ 
cern’d meet to the number of 400, is 
larger, and about its Walls arc fixteen 
Statues of good Marble, placed there in 
memory of good Citizens. Through 
this Chamber they go to that of the 
Magiftrates, which arc eight Senators, 
who decide all Caufes relating to the 
Bank, and Duties of the City, fitting on 
Chairs cover’d with Crimfon Damask. 

Saturday 25th, I law Prince d’ Orta’s 
Palace. It has a very curious Marble 
Front, and plcalant Gardens on the fides, 
and two Galleries, each adorn’d with 
eight Pillars. There are Stairs that look 
Majeftick, which lead up to the Court; 
and from the Court another Stair-Cafe 
not inferior to the firft, dividing it felf 
into two Branches goes to the l^gings 


above, of which it is betto to lay no¬ 
thing than too little. The Court is 
beautify’d with twenty great Pillars^ 
and twenty two more fupport the Arches 
of the fccond Floor. 

At a fmall diftance is the Palace of 
BrignoUy the lower Arches whereof are. 
liipported by fixteen Pillars, the Stairs 
aclorn’d with excellent Statues, and the* 
Rooms richly Furnilh’d. * 

Sunday 25 th, I heard Mals at the An- 
nunciadaof thcFrancircanSy a fineChurch 
with three Hies, divided by five Pillars 
of fine Marble on each fide. The Ar¬ 
ches are well Painted and richly Gilded. 
TheChappels on the left of the high Al¬ 
tar are fiiiilh’d, and all fac’d with curi¬ 
ous Marble; the orlicrs on the right 
are not finilh’d no more than the Front 
of the Church. 

In the new Street there are no Houfes 
inferior to ihofe already mcntion’d.That 
of the Marques which I lliw M-m- 
day 27th, has twenty Pillars on the firfl; 
Floor, going into a Garden full of Foun¬ 
tains, Statues and other Orua iicnts, as 
many more in the firll Galleries of the 
upper Floor, and twelve i^ the fecond 
Gallerics.ThcFurniture is vaftly rich,as 
are the Piftures and Statues. This a- 
lone may prove as much as a thoufend 
Words, viz.. That the only StruAure 
of the Palacccoft toooooPiccesof Gold. 
In this Marques’s Book of Accounts, 
vye faw in one Leaf, the Sumof five Ml- 
lions between Debtorand Creditor .The 
Palace of Charles Balbi the Marques’s 
Kinfman, is nothing inferior to his. 

Tuc'day 28th, I "few the Darfcna or 
Place for the Galleys and Tartans of 
Wine. The Tartansare outwardmoft, 
and further in five Galleys of the Re- 
publick, all of them Ihelter’d from any 
Wind. 

Wednefday 29th, my Trunks being 
come by Sea from Cadiz,^ I put them a- 
board a Neapolitan Filucca to be carry’iL 
to Naplesy being refolv’d to go my feff 
by Land, becaufe of the ill Weather 
which had kfted many Days. Accord¬ 
ingly on Thurfday 30th, I hired a CalcCf' 
for Milany and order’d my Aflairs fx> 
as to depart. 


CHAP. VI. 

The Juthor*s Journey from Genoa to Milan, mid the Deferift ion of thm City, 


I Set out on Saturday the firft of No- 
vemhery and after feveral times crof- 

fing the River of Polfeveray and enjoy’d 
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the Plraliire of the Shore of S.*Peter'^ 
Artnoy I ftruck over barren Mountains, 
and havmg travell’d twenty Miles came 
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fVA-O S/.wJay 2 d, 1 went OQ tO Gavi , a 
Gernelli. frontier 'Town of the State of Gtnoa^ 
Id99. and thence three Miles to Serravallt ui 
the State of Milan. The Town is ve¬ 
ry fiiiall, and has a Cattle on the Top 
of the Hill, with a fmall Garrifon and 
a few Pieces of Cannon. The Country 
■ about is Picafant and well Cultivated. 
At Nioht I return’d to Gavi. 

MSr/day 3d, 1 bated aitNovi, a Wall’d 
Town with a Cattle on a Hill, and then 
proceeding, on iny Journey, at two 
Miles ciuf entred the State of Mdan^ 
and Din’d at Tortonn, fifteen Miles from 
where 1 fet out. This City is feated in 
a Plain, and enclos'd with a low Wall 
and Ditch i has a Cattle on the Hill 
with a good Garrifon i but the Houfes 
are not handfome. Procecxling ten 
Miles further I pafs’d through F j^hcra , 
a good Town, twice as bigas 
and four Miles beyond it lay at the 
•wretched Inn of Varuna. 

IVcdncfuay^th^ fet out betimes along 
a very dirty Road, and after five Miles 
Riding, ferry’d over the i’o, and five 
Miles further over the Grevaln., and 
fray’d to Dineat Payia., croffing the Tt- 
fin^ which Waters it on a Bridge. 

Pavui is a ttrong Place enclos’d with 
a broad wet Ditch, and good Outworks. 
The Cattle looks more like a Palace than 
a Fortrefs, and within it is a good Ar¬ 
mory , rettor’d by Colonel D. Francis 
de Cordova. The City is Populous, 
Rich and Adorn’d with good Palaces. 

ID boafts of greater Antiquity than A/*- 
/.«/, and amongothers values it felf upon 
holding out the memorable Siege laid to 
it by Eaf.cis I. King of Frame in the 
Year 1525. Its Univerfity is famous 
for having bred the famous Civilians^ 
Jafon, Baldus and the raott lcarned-r 4 /«- 
atur. The Monattery here of the Car- 
tljupans is one of the moft Renouned in 
Italy ^ and not without reafon for the ex¬ 
cellent Pifture in it. Riding ten Miles 
after Dinner, 1 pafi’d through Bwajeo^ 
and came betimes to Milan. 

'I he City of M.lan feated in 45 deg. 
^f_ Latitude, is thought to have been 
built by the Ganb in the Year 395, af¬ 
ter the building of Rome. It is above 
eight Miles in Compafs, containing a- 
bout200000 Inhabitants, encluding the 
Suburbs. This Place is frmous for four 
things, which are^ The Multitude of 
Peoplcf j the Magnificence of its Dnome 
or ^thedral, which is never without 
Workmen about it *, its impregnable 
^iHe *, and the famous Library call’d 
jimbrojianay given by the Cartlfeal Frt- 


derick Borromeo^ Archbifliop of Milan^ 
and containing at leaft 30000 Volumes. 
By reafon of the convenicncy of its Situ¬ 
ation, it has deferv’d from its Founda¬ 
tion to be the Rclidencc of Princes and 
Emperors j Nerva, Trajan^ Adri.vi , 
Conpantiits, MaxirntmiV:^ Cmfiantia^ and 
others having liv’d here for a confidera- 
ble time. When the Power of the Ro^ 
man Empire declin’d, it fulfer’d toge¬ 
ther with all Lombardy^ or the Cifilpine 
Gaitl^ under the Cruelty of the Goths, 
and Longobards ; who being fubdu’d by 
Charlemagne.^ it remain’d under the Ju- 
rildiftion of the wettern Emperors till 
1162, when the Emperor Frederick lay’d 
it level with the Ground, and low’d it 
with Salt. Being afterwards rcfior’d 
to its former Splendor, it continu’d as a 
Fcof of the Empire under fevcral Prin¬ 
ces. Lattly, the Sforzjts being expell’d 
by the French, and thefe overthrown at 
the Siege of Pavia by Charles the fifth’s 
Generals, King Francis the firft being 
made Prifoncr ^ that fame Emperor 
gave the inveftiture of the Stale to his 
Son Philip the fecond King of un¬ 
der whole Succcllbrs it ttiil contiffecs. 

IVednefday 5th, I went to foe tliv* 
Cattle. The way into it is over two', 
Bridges, and through three Gates, 
which led to a very ipacious Place of 
Arms. Thence palfing through another 
Gate, between the two ttrong Houfos of 
the Dukes of MAan.^ there is a Court, 
with a Chappcl in it, and the Governor’s 
Houfo •, that is, the ttrong Houfo on 
the right Hand of the Gate, whofo Win¬ 
dows look upon the Place of Arms ; 
for that on the left is taken up with the 
Ammunition, Armory and Hoipital, 
and its Windows look towards the Wall. 

I was told thefe two Houfos had been 
built there dclignedly, that the two 
Dukes, who then wereno good Friends, 
might not fo much as look at one ano¬ 
ther. This Cattle has fix Battions, with 
twelve Pieces of Cannon upon each of 
them, and fix half Moons, and a wide 
deep wet Ditch. At the Entrance 
there are two high Towers with Brick 
Walls, about thirty Spans thick, and 
cas’d with hard Stone, Diamond-cut.On 
thefe and the Walls of the Curtins there 
are vaft heavy Pieces of Cannon. Thi? 
Cattle is generally look’d upon as the 
bett, the ^rcateft and fiifell; of all the 
Fortrellcs in Farepe 3 and its Armory, 
tho’ af prefont not fo full, is reputed 
fufiicient to Arm all Italy.

the high Altar, are in all 70. All the 
Striitture both within and wb.hout, up 
to the very Roof, is adorn’d^ith ex¬ 
cellent Statues of b.ilf lengtnS^ and o- 
thcr choice C arving in Marble, lljy.rhis 
you niay judge what the Altars, atld 
Chappcls are ; efpecially the high Ah 
tar, on which there is a rich Silver T. 
bernacle. The Churches in Milsm are 
generally well ferv’d, notwithftanding 
their great Number ; for they tould me 
there were eleven Collegiate Churches, 

71 Parilhes, and 74 Monafterics of 
Monks, Friars and Nuns, bcfidcs Hof- 
pitals. 

In the Evening, going down into the 
lower Church of the Cathedral, I paid 
my Devotion to the Body of S. Charles^ 
kept in a Cryftal Shrine, with a lilver 
Frame, within another of Silver, and 
giltBrafs, it was richly embellilh’dwitli 
Gold within.

The Authof*s Journyfrom Milan, to Bologna. 


W Ednefday 12th, I let out io a 
Coach for Bologna, paying a Pi- 
ftole for my Place, and having gone ten 
Miles, much Snow falling, din’d at the 
CalUe of Melegnano, and lay ten Miles 
further at LoM, a BiQioprick, on the 
River Adda, defended by agbodC^ftle.

S 'we came late to Parmuy where 
lould not have got in, had not the 
!, having been himfelf at the Ri¬ 
ver, Order’d out of his own Goodnefi, 
that the Gate fhould be open'd. 

'‘irm. Parma is in the latitude of 44 deg. 
20 min. on a Plain, upon the f'ia Fla- 
minia^ and they will have it to be in 
fuch an excellent Air, that feme of its 
Citizens have liv’d to f 20, and even to 
130 Years of Age. Its Buildings 
are Magnificent, the Churches well a- 
dorn'd, and the Streets wide, efpecial- 
ly that call’d del Verxje. The compals 
of it is about four Miles, and the River 
Parma runs through the middle of it, 
whence it takes Name. The D^e’s 
Palace is large, and fit to entertain fe- 
vcral Princes, and has good Apartments 
Embcllifh’d with excellent Pidlures, and 
all forts of rich Houfe-hold-ltuin 
Sunday 1 5 th, 1 heard Mals in the Ca¬ 
thedral, which has three Ifles divided by 
tall Pillars, but without much Orna¬ 
ment. The College is one of the fineft 
Strudures thilt can be feen, both with- 
in^nd without \ being all painted like the 
Palaces oppofiteto it. There are Rooms 
enough for 25 o Collegians of good Birth, 
and tor the Profefibrs, Officers and Ser¬ 
vants. There are aUb two Theatres, 
a little and a great one, well Painted, 
as is the great Hall for Gentlsman-like 
E.xercires. The Pubiick Theatre is sot 
very Magnificent, nor any of thebeftin 


Itdyt being fmall, and having only five 
rows of Seats. 

We fet out late from Parma, and at 
five Miles end, paffing over a Bridge, 
where every Traveller pays ten Pence, 
entred the Dukedom of Modena, and 
Riding ten Miles through it, among . 
well cultivated Fields, diverlify’d with 
Houfes of Pleafurc, came to Regno. . 
This City was Built on the Ha tAtmilias, 
by Lepidus the Triumvir, who rdided in 
it a long time. It is Famous for its great 
Fair, for its good Churches and Streets; 
and for the Palaces, that Embellifh'd it, 
and among the reft that of Projjero Sca- 
rufio, before which there arc two niofl: 
excellent Statues, of Hercules and Le¬ 
pidus, fit to be placed in any Royal Gal¬ 
lery. The Church of our Lady of AV^- 
gM, call’d of the Fathers Servants, be¬ 
fore which the aforcraentioa’d Fair is 
kept, has three Ifles, of good Strudurc, 
with moft beautiful Altars, cfpecially 
that of the BlelTed Virgin, which has 
curious Work in Marble, and is adorn’d 
with Silver. 

Mond^ 17th, having travell’d nine 
Miles, we were flopp’d b)t the River 
Seechio, fwollen by the Rain that fell in 
the Night, fo that we were forced to 
flay till the Boat could be got ready, 
and Paid two GiuUos a Man for our Paf- 
fage. Then Travelling 5 Miles further, 
we came in goc^ time to Modena. This SHoiens, 
City is feated in 44 degrees of latitude 
on the yia e/EmiUa, which ran from Ri» 
mini to PiacenxM ; the Country is Mar- 
fhy, having the River Panaro on the Eall, 
and the Secchio on the’Weft. It is the 
refidence of the Princes of the Houfc of 
Efie, under whole auQ)icious Govern¬ 
ment it enjoys that Peace, it formerly 
and after the Death of Cajfar wanted a 
long time, through the Ambition of pri¬ 
vate BonMnr. It is enclos’d with a good 
Wall, and defended by a great Fort, 

Built after the Modern manner. Its 
compafs is between three and four Miles; 
but there is nothing remarkable in its 
Houles, or narrow Streets, unlelsit be 
abundance of Dirt. In the middle of it 
is a very high Tower, made of courfe 
Marble, which is an Argument of the 
Antiquity of the Place. Nothing is 
yet finilh’d of the Ducal Palace, but the 
left fide, and yet it looks GreJt. The 
entrance is under a high Tower, iittoa 
Court 1 ^ about virith large Pillars, and 
palling thence into a left, there appeaa^ 
a fpacious Stair-Cafe, adorn’d from top- 
to bottom, with good Marble Pillars, 
which leads to a great Hall before the 
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Tiiefday,iSth^ fettiiig oat betimes, at 
Cemelli. tht cc Miles end I Ferry’d over the Ri- 
1599 . ver Panaroy Paying a GtMUoy and three 
Miles further, entred upon the Terri¬ 
tory of Bologna, coming to Cafiel Franco, 
a Town conGfting of one long Streep 
. with good Shops \ but there is by it 
a good Fort, with a Garrifon of the 
Popes. Then going four Miles further, 
1 din^d at the Inn of Samoggia, where the 
Poftis^ ajid ten Miles from thence, thro^ 
a cultivated Country full of pretty Coun¬ 
try Houfes, came betimes to Bologna, 
and lay at the Pilgrim’s Inn. Meeting 
here with the Meflenger of Florence, 
who was to let out the next Morning, 
1 refolv’d to go with him. 

Bohmt, Bologna is feated in 44 degrees of La¬ 


titude, and on tlie ^ia %/£milia as well 
as Modena. It is a City of great Anti¬ 
quity, cnaobl’d by the Archicpifcopal 
Dignity, and Refidecce of the Legate 
ApoRoIick •, famous tor its Univeriity, 
Beauty, Bignefs, Wealth, Delightful- 
nefs, and number of Inhabitants, which 
amounts to 80000. The Buildings are 
of the bell m.Italy, all adorn’d with no¬ 
ble Porticos, through which the People 
may always walk under Ihelter. The 
Tower call’d Degli jifinelU is very won¬ 
derful, as well for its crooked Strudlure, 
as extraordinary Height. 1 pafs by the 
reft in lilence, having laid enough in 
the Firft Volume of my Travels in 
Europe. 


CHAP. VIII. 

The Author*s Journey from Bologna to Florence, and the Defeription 

of that City. 


2 Set out betimes on IVednefdi^ 19, 
with the Meflenger and after ri¬ 
ding 16 nilcs among the Appennine 
Mountains, whole fteepnels does not 
hinder the Country People from lowing 
a great deal of Corn upon them we 
(laid to dine at Lujano. Then conti¬ 
nuing our Journey with a violent cold 
Wind that had like feveral times to un- 
horfe me, entred upon the Dominions 
of the Great Duke, divided from the 
Popes by a Rivulet near the Village of 
Filicala. We Ihew’d our Certificate of 
Health , which ^uft of nccelfity be 
brought from Bologna at Pietrdmala •, 
and at laft came to Brenzjtola, after 14 
miles riding. 

TharfeUy 20, we let out two hours be¬ 
fore Day i the Wind blowing violent 
hard and cold, and with great trouble 
mounted the fix miles to the top of the 
high Mountain C?to^0, which to me leem- 
cd like t/£olus his Court •, all which way, 
atfmall diftances there arc fmall Houfes 
of Country People, who lead a wild 
Ibrt of 1 ,ife. Then we went down fix 
miles again to S. Peter a Seve, a Village 
defended by a Fort, and ftaid to dine at 
the Inn of the Bridge, where we had 
good Entertainment. Hence we rode 
fix mile# of good Way, all the road 
frOB Botegna to Florence being pav’d ; 
then alcenaing a mile, and going down 
fyje, we came to the Gate of Florence, 
where* my Tranks were narrowly 
fcarch’d, and my Arras lecor’d before 
I pay’d the GitUio for Entrance. 


Florence is lb beautiful, plcaCmt and r/aremr. 
well-built, that in the Opinion.^of lb 
great a Prince as Charles the FiftK^ ‘'**t 
ought to|be Ihew’d only upon Holy-days J 
for it exceeds the noblcft Cities of Ita¬ 
ly in Tpadom Streets, magnificent Pala- ' 
CCS, Ornament of ftatcly Churches, Mag- •’ 
nificence of publick Strndlurcs, Squares, 
Fountains, and excellent Statues. It is 
feated in 43 deg. 20 min. Latitude, in a 
Plain encompals’d with Mountains •, and 
is faid to have been founded by Sylla^s 
Soldiers in the Year 645, after the buil¬ 
ding of Rome. The Triumvirs made it 
a Colony^ and after the declining of the 
Empire, and rile of the Longobards, be¬ 
coming an Imperial free City ^ it lb con¬ 
tinu’d till 1530, when it was forced to 
fubmit to the Power of Charles the Fifth, 
who created Alexander de Medicis. firft 
Duke of Borence. Its compals at pre- 
fent is about 5 miles, well Wall’d, with 
a Ditch about, and a ftrongCaftle, and 
inhabited by near 100000 Souls. 

Friday 21 ,1 faw the Collegiate Church 
ofS. Laurence, divided by i4Pilbrsin- s. Lm- 
to three Ifles. Here is the Ducal Chap- rence. 
pel fo*inded by Ferdinand the Third , of 
whofo Magnificence and Strndure it ^s 
better to be filent than lay too little. Of 
fix Tombs only that are to be placed in 
it, only four have been finiih’d in nine¬ 
ty Years, lb curious and artificially are 
the precious Oriental Stones wrought 
whereof they are made; by which, a 
Man may judge of the reft of the Chap- 
pel. There is another, in which all the 

Subjefts 
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Sabjeds of the Family are buried ; and 
Cemcili. in it arc fix Statu^ made by the Divine 
1609. }]andof Michtli^n lOfSHonorota^ and three 
(-/•WJ of his beft Scholal s. 
c athc- The Cathedral is adorn’d on the out- 
dial, fide with a carious Front of Marble of 
levcral Colours, and a Iquare Tower of 
a prodigious height. Within it is di¬ 
vided into three Ifles by four Pillars 
cas’d with Marble. All about it there 
arc excellent Statues, but the bell are 
an and Eve ■, one of our Saviour, 
and of God the Father the Work of 
Jiaulo Bandimlli^ a Florentine, placed in 
the Choir and on the High Altar. This 
Choir is an Olhgon, befet with fmall 
Filial s, and other curious Works in 
Marble. 

Oppofitc to this is the Church of St. 
J-jhri, built round in the form of a Cu- 
with three Biafs-gates of adraira- 
tilc-V/oihrnarjfhip i over which there 
.';re .;i;ic Srauics, three over each, fix of 
llrafs and three of Maiblc, ail incom- 
pirubly fine. In this Church arc the 
'J onlbs of fomc Ficrmjw Popes, andex- 
cclicn:,;''iatucs. 

ilomc I pafi’d through the new 
Inaikct, where the Gentry us’d to walk 
under a noble Gallery Supported by 
to Marble Pillars. 

Alter Dinner I went to the Piazz.* 
or Great Square, to fee the Statue of 
Cofmo de Medicts on Ho; {cback , all of 
Rrafs, exquifitly wrought •, and then the 
Giant’s Fountain, with 12 tirafs Statues 
about it, and one in the middle of an 
cxcelTivc biguefs. Be tore the Gate of 
the Old Palace, which was the Houfc 
of the common Aireinblies of the Com¬ 
monwealth of Florence , are two great 
Statues *, one of them being a great Ma- 
flcrpicre, is faid to be Hercules. With¬ 
in is a Court with nine Pillars chat iiip- 
port a vafl: high Tower. In the room 
above arc 1 6 good Marble Statues, and 
iix great Pieces, on which the Conqoelts 
of Sienu, Pifa, and Other Cities of the 
State is painted by an able Mailer. Op- 
jiofitc to this Palace is another , where 
the Great Duke’s Guards live; and in 
its Portiro there are two curious Brafs 
Statues, and one of Marble. 

Tho’ 1 had twice before feen the 
G. Duke’s €reat Duke’s Gallery, yet I would go 
Giiiery. again a third time. This is compos’d of 
TOWS of no way contemptible Building 
upon the River Amo, which runs through 
the midll of the City j in one of Vihich 
the Duke’s Arttliccrs work, and he 
keeps his Armoryand in the ocher his 
Rarities are kept ■, both of rhct*n are 
‘ Vol. IV. 


fet off with long rows of excellent BraJfs 
and Marble Statues. In the firll room 
are the Pidlures of the moll celebrated 
Painters, drawn by their own hands; 
in the next, fcveral Vefiels of the fine.fl 
Ware, plac d in excellent order, 
and in the middle a Table made of 
Touchllonc, with moll curious Work- 
manfiiipof Flowers, Birds, and the like, 
of ocher forts of Stones inlaid. Jn a 
place on the left !iand coming from the 
Great Square, they ihow tliinccn Cup¬ 
boards, lull of Plate curioully w ought: 
one of Gold Plates, Dilhcs, and other 
Vefiels i another witi: Gold and Silver 
jlntependiums, made by Cofmo de Afedkis 
in purfoance of a Vow, ferting in them 
Diamonds, Rubies, and other precious 
Stones. In another there are levcral 
Horfe Furnitures, all covet’d with pre¬ 
cious Stones i in fuch another, .a Chair 
adorn’d with Jewels, on which the Great 
Duke lits in publick upon S. John's Day, 
to receive Homage of his Subjcdls; and 
in the reft, Vellcls of Gold and Silver 
of incomparable Workmanlhip, and o- 
ther Rarities of ineftimablc Value. In 
another room they Ihew’d me a Taber¬ 
nacle and Antependium, enrkh’d to ad¬ 
miration witii Oriental Pearls, for the 
lervice of the Chappcl befbre-mention’d. 

In another room there were abundance 
of Antiquities in Brafs, and Rarities 
brought from the Indies. A Pillar and 
a Tabic of very tranfparent Alablaftcr 
a Lamp of Amber prelcnrcd by the 
Duke of Saxony ; a Pifturc in Mofalck 
Work, and other things of great Va¬ 
lue. 

Near this room i? the Armory di¬ 
vided into Four Parts: In the firll, 
there is Armour and Weapons defen- 
live; in the two next, Fire-Arms, and 
others of extraordinary Workmanlhip, 
and the Skeleton of a Mare ftanding, 
whofc Hair of the Main and Tail arc 
Ihcwn, being four Yards long. In the 
lall, there are Horle-Furnitures and , 
Turkifi Arms wrought with Gold, Sil- ' 
ver and precious Stones. 

In the great Room is the fo famous 
Statue of Tewfi, call'd of the Medkii, 
made in Greece, as is fuppos’d 2300 
Years fince, with five other c.xccllenc 
Statues. Befides this, a Cabinet fet with 
precious Stones j a Night-piece drawn 
by a Dutch-man, in which is painted a 
Woman with a Candle in her Hand, 
which jgives it fuch a Light thatxit is 
wonderftjl; another Piece of Adofdki 
Work made not long fince hya*Fre»o> 
man j a large Head made of one only 
G S S g Turkey 
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Turkey Stone ^ and abundance of other 
aemelli. things worih obferving, which I omit 
1690. for brevity fake ^ belides the Shape of 
the Great Duke’s prodigious Diamond 
weighing 552 Grains. 

Going into the other room, 1 faw molt 
excellent Pidturcs; a Table of Lufts 
. Lazjtli, ingenioufly inlay’d with other 
Stones •, a Cabinet made in Germany, 

. with wonderful painting on Lapis La^ 
zmU^ reprefenting all the Hiftory of the 
Old and New Teftament, and within it 
is kept great Curiofitics in Wax, and 
white and yellow Amber. 

In one of the other two Rooms, there 
are Pidturcs of great Value, and a Cabi¬ 
net made of Eaft Country Wood; a 
fmall Table of jafper Stone, with feve- 
ral precious Stones fit in it •, and seve¬ 
ral embroider’d Chairs brought from 
terfia. In the other, there arc Maps, 
Spheres, and other Mathematical Inftru- 
mcnis; and an extraordinary Loadftone, 
and a great piece of Lignum Aloes. The 
Eaft Country Stones defign’d to be cu- 
rioufly wrought, arc below in a great 
Room , where are alfo the Skins of 
Elephants, and other ftrange Crea¬ 
tures. 

Saturday 22, I went over a Stone- 
Ptlace. bridge to fee the Great Duke’s Palace, 
leated on the farther Bank of the River 
Arno. In the Court is a ftately Foun¬ 
tain *, up the Stairs on the right hand, 
are the Princefl'es Lodgings, with curi¬ 
ous Statues at the Entrance: On the 
left the Great Duke’s, with Statues al¬ 
io, in whofc fetond Room there is a 
way on the one fide to his own Apart¬ 
ment, hung witWCrimfon Velvet, frin¬ 
ged with Gold j and on the other, to 


the Prince's, hnng with lapiftry. Then 
1 went to the Garden, which is very 
large, and on the lefis hand found de¬ 
lightful Fountains, ^lat of Mirtle cu- 
rioully cut, and a |%rk with a great 
Statue of the Goddels Ceres in the mid¬ 
dle. On the right hand there were Cop- 
fes, and at the Wt of the Hill a Foun¬ 
tain call’d The JJland, in which there are 
excellent Statpes, and dole by Rooms 
with fcveral Beafts, and Birds (hut up 
in them. 

Hence I went to the Church of S. M- S.OAichsti. 
chael, which is a iqnare Building very 
ftrongand high, all of Marble. Within 
it there are 14 excellent Statues, (bme 
ofBrais, and Ibmc of Stone, and four 
Altars curioufly adorn’d. Returning 
home 1 met with a Florentin , v\ ho had 
blit one Finger in each hand, and told 
me he had two Brothers born with the 
fame ImperfcAion, and one of them had 
but two Toes 011 each Poor. 

Sunday 23, I faw the Great Duke’s ce¬ 
lebrated Library, preferv’d in a laige 
Room of the Monaftcry of S. Laurtnee. 

Over the Gate appears a nob|e Front, 
made by the direction of the i^owned 
Statuary Buonarota. The chicr'-veJlue 
of the library confifts in above 3000 
Manfucripts in feveral Languages ^ and 
among the reft they told me, there was 
a Hebrew Bible , for which the "jews 
would have given the Great Duke 70000 
Crowns, he having taken it from them. 

This precious Treafure of Maunferipts 
was gather’d by Pope Clement the Se¬ 
venth of the Houfe of Medicis, he having 
the good fortune to get very many be¬ 
longing to the Library of Cenfiami- 
nople. 


CHAP. IX. 

The Author^s Journej from Florence to Rome. 


H Aving hir'd a Calalh to Rome for 
12 Piaftres, I went along with 
the Mefienger, who let out on Sunday 
23 before Noon j we travell’d along 
Hills and Mountains naturally barren, 
but made fruitful by the induftry of the 
Florentines, who make ufe of all Excre¬ 
ments to improve the ground. Being 
palled the Gallic of Barberino, where 
the Londs Barberinos of Rome have a 
Fargi in memory of their Original, and 
malspog our whole Day’s jonrney 21 
^Ics, we lay at Poggibonzi ^ % wall’d 
MOW a. 

He let out on Monday 24, five hours 


before Day, and riding 14 miles, came 
by break of Day to Siena. This antient 
City is longer than it is broad, feated 
on an Aicent, the Buildings few but 
good, the third part of it being fall of 
Orchards and Vineyards. It is inhabited 
by a conlpicuous Nobility, which in all 
times has produced Cardinals, andlhme- 
tiraes Popes. The Cathedral is cover'd 
both inhae and outllde with black and 
white Marble, belides many Statues and 
CarvJdWork. From the Gate appear 
three beautiful and Ipacious Ifles, divi¬ 
ded by above 30 Pillars, cas'd in black 
and white* Marble. The Pulpit is held 

up 
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fS-A-O up by 12 Columns, and all curioiifly 
(I'emeili. car/'d about in Fig^es, nothing inferior 
1699. to the curious Statues about the Church. 
The Font is in Ihe fine Chappel of 5 . 
John Baptifi. AtSoining to the Church, 
Oppolitc to it, are the Princes and Arch- 
bifhops Pal laces j and in the great 
Square, that of the Senate, with a Tower 
ot a great height, and a handibm Foun¬ 
tain. VVe tra veil’d 18 ra/les after Din¬ 
ner, through a well cultivated Country, 
iho’ not plain, where we met extraor¬ 
dinary beautiful Country Women, with 
great Straw-hoods on tiicir Heads. This 
Night we lay at the Caftle of Tunincri, 
and the Inn which is the Poft-houfe. 

TuefdAy 25, going out two hours be¬ 
fore Day, we did nothing but go up and 
down Hills with Kaiii and fog, and at 
ihe cud of 18 miles came to the Inn of 
.KaJiiofuniy fb call’d of the Village of 
that Name. 1 he Rain continuing, we 
went down tliat diigh iVloiintain for fix 
miles to the Valley and River of RiegOy 
which we trofs’d eight times, and not 
withoutdaugci, by rcalbn of the Flood. 
A little further ends the Territory of 
the Urvat Duke at the River Centim^ 
whcjicc we went to lyc at ^ejuapendeme, 
the firft City of the Patrimony of the 
Church, 14 miles from Redicofani. 

li^cdnefday 26, After nine miles ri¬ 
ding we din’d at the Town of Bolfena^ 
not being able to go farther, bccaufe of 
, . ,thc Cold and Snow that fell. This place 
is on the Bank of a great Lake, in which 
fi - I here are two Iflands. I'hcii pafling thro’ 

« the City of Momefiafmic^ at the end of 
18 miles more, we lay at the City Wi- 
terboj which is three miles in compafs. 

Thttrfday 27, We firft went 5 miles 
up a frozen Mountain, and at the end 
of as many more came fhivcriug to dine 
at RoHcighem., a good Town, feated on 
the Clifts of a Mountain. Then wc ad¬ 
vanc’d I <5 miles, and lay at the Inn of 
B.iuurco^ a bad plate for Strangers. 

EridayiSy Riding 15 miles, wccanic 
to Rome. 
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Rome, the Queen of Cities and Head Jtoxic. 
of the World , is feated, in Lati- 
urn in 41 deg. 40 min. Latitude ; tho’ 
the ratican Suburb is in Tufeany, and is 
water’d by the Tyber, which comes in 
at thcNorth end and runs out at the South 
towards Ofia. It is fuppos’d to have been 
founded, and fo call'd by RomuUis, the 
Soji of Rhea Silvia, defcended from 
Eneas about the end of the fixth Olym¬ 
piad, 753 Years before the Birth of 
Chrift. Romulus at firft wall’d in only 
the Palatine Hill; then that of the Ca- 
pitol was added, and in following Ages 
it grew to that bignefs, that in the Reign 
of the Emperor jiurelianus it was abour 
13 miles in compafs. Aii^ufim divided 
it into 14 Regions, or Waicis. But why 
do I take upon me to fjicak of Rome, 
which by its Adlions has rctidred it felt 
glorious and immortal throughout the 
World , infomuch that he fc-irce de- 
ferves the Name of Man, who h.js not 
fomc knowledge of irs Piorpcrity and 
Adverfity. It will liiilice to fay, that 
tho’ it is not in its antient Splendor, 
yet the very Ruins tcftific what it has 
beeni and the modern Scrnaiires are 
not fo mean, but that thcji render it 
preferable to any other the moft famous 
City. For, where can there be found 
fuch magnificent Churches, fuch fiimptu- 
ons Palaces, fuch noble Streets, fuch 
delightful Gardens, and fuch pleafant 
Fountains? Not to fpeak of the won¬ 
derful Painting and Carving. The Court 
may be call’d the Miftrefs of others in 
Ettrope, and is the belt Theatre, on 
which that the Multitude call Fortune, 
afts her part, and fhev^s her viciflitude. 

I will fpeak all its Glory in a word j It 
is the Seat of the true and lawful Suc- 
ceffor of S. Peter , that is, the Head of 
the World, no lefs than it was in Paf- 
fages for it is not to be accounted 
a Icfs Honour, but rather much greater, 
to rule the fpiritual and nobler part 
of Man, than to fubdue their Bodies by 
force of Arms. 


CHAP. X. 

The VoyAge round the World concluded At Naples ; with feme Jc^ 

count of thAt City, 


S Aturday 29 , I let out betimes, and 
travelling 20 miles lay at P'edetin, a 
longilh open City, feated on a Mountain. 
I'he Houfes and Streets arc convenient 
enough, and the Fountain in the Markec- 
Vol. IV. 


place, with the Pope’s Statue in’Brafs, is 
very beautiful. 

Smtdi^SOy we paid a Giulio ac the 
Gate for eacl^ Trunk j and riding >4 
miles, ftaid to dine at Sermoneta , a 
Gggg 2 Town 
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Town belonging to the Duke of that 
Gemelli. Name, feated on the top of a Hill« 
1599. where we were forced to pay Toll 
again. Then we rode 13 miles on a 
bad way, and came to lodge at Piferno, 
a Towji ill waird, on the fidesof a Hill, 
which in former Ages made War up¬ 
on Pome. 

A/ondoy the firft of Decembtt^ having 
travell’d 15 miles, we din’d at Terrtui- 
«4, tile lalt City of the Pope’s Domini¬ 
ons , enclos’d with an old Wall, and 
feated on the fide of a Hill. Going 10 
niiles farther, we lodg’d that night in 
the City of Fondi in the Kingdom of 
Naples. It is famous for being the place of 
the Birth of Pope Sotfr, for being ruin’d 
by Rarboraffa in iS34» and for its An¬ 
tiquity i for in the Year 421, after the 
Foundation of Rome., it was in amity 
with the Romans. It is reported, that 
Clement the Seventh, the Anti-popc, re- 
Itdcd here fbnictime in the Reign of 
Queen Joanna the Second. 

Setting out early on Tttefday the 2d, 
we came before Noon to Moladi Gaeta, 
known formerly by the Name of For-- 
mia. After Dinner we ferry’d over the 
River Garigiano, and having rode 18 
miles, lay at S. Agata di Se^a. Short of 
the River are the Ruins of a very anti- 
ent Theatre, and other Struflures, ruin’d 
by Age \ and at a fmall diftance a very 
long Aqaedidi, perhaps belonging to the 
autient Mintarna. 

Wednefday 3, wc fet forwards four 
hours before Day by l orch-light \ and 
L'spui- came to dine at the City Capua., near the 
x<.iver Fultnmus, whofe Banks arc join’d 
by a fine Stone-Brifige. This City is en¬ 
clos’d with a good Wall, and defended 
by a Caille. Some think it was founded 
by Capis Sihm, King of Alha, and o- 
thers of the Ofcans., by whom it was 
call’d Ofea. It was detefted and reduced 
to Servitude by the Romans., for having 
Ciucrtpin’d Hannibd, who was debauch’d 
i'v its Plcarurcs, and then came to be a 
Colony, iho’ it had before vy’d with 
Carthage and Rome it Iclf. It was de- 
ftroy’(fby Genfericus King of the F’iiw- 
elals, rebuilt by Narfes, and again fub- 
verted by the Longobards. At prefent 
it Hands on the ground, where the an- 
tient Cafilitmm is reported to have Hood, 
and the Ruins ot the Old One arc to be 
feen two miles to the Northward on the 
Hill call’d Tifata. Riding eight miles 
after ©inner through delicious Plains, 
w^'arae to Averfa, (thought to b8 built 
«»siX of rtic Ruins of AtelL.,) and four 
miles from thence I began .'o meet my 


Friends, who were come out to honour 
me 3 and after muttlifd Embraces we took 
Coach, and proceediag four miles iftr- 
thcr, entred the long iyilh'd for City of 
Naples : And thus 1 pnilh’d my Jmirny 
round the World, Having fpent in it 
5 Years 5 Months and 20 Days ^ upon 
the FcHival of S. Franeis Xemerisu., the 
ApoHle of the Indiesy and Protedor of 
Travellers. For the Realbns mention’d 
in the beginning of the Fifth Volume, 1 
did not reckon Wednefdey the 3d by 
Thurfday the 4th of December 1698, and 
and confequently 21 Days above the 5 
Months. 1 fpent above five Months in 
latisfying the Curiolity of feverai Peo¬ 
ple 3 till they having enough of me, as 
is ufual, 1 was deliver’d from their im¬ 
portunity. 

Naples is feated upon that Bay made 
by the two Capes or Promontories of 
Minerva and Mifenum, in 41 deg. 2 min. 
Latitude. On the EaH of it is Mount 
refuvim, and the fruitful Plains of 7 Vr- 
ra de Lavora, or Campania Felix. To¬ 
wards the South it looks upon the Tyr¬ 
rhene Sea, and looks like a great Shell 
enclos'd with fruitful and delicious 
Banks- 

This City ( according to the moft 
probable Opinion,) was founded by £«-' 
melius Phalerm, the Son of Alcon, who 
was one of t\\c Argonauts y and conTe- 
quently before the deftrudion of Troy. 
Farthenepe, the Daughter of the King Fe-- 
ra, coming hither out of Negropont with 
a number of Greeis , and being taken A 
with the delightfiilnefs of the Place, fet- 
led at fhalcrum, and began to enlarge 
it, fo that the City afterwards was call’d 
by her Name. Now beaufe Telleym Pa- 
terculusy lib. i. lays, that Naples was 
built by the Cumani 3 1 guels the anti- 
ent PhsderumQX Parthenepe, todiftinguilh 
it from the new City, was afterwards 
call’d Ptde^oluy ( whatfoever Lipfms fays 
of its being founded by the Csmani,) 
and of this place, 1 conceive the HiHo- 
rian fpokc thefe words, Sed alUs Sligen- 
ter Ritas Patrii manfit cuftodia. The O- 
thers diligently kept up the cuHom of 
their Country. That is, the cuHom 
mention’d by Strabo, of Sports by Lamp¬ 
light, and the like. It is al(b to be ob- 
ferv’d from what has been laid, that tho’^ 

Palepolis and Naples were neighbouring 
Cities, and almoH one fame People 3 yet 
there was fome difierence as to their 
Manners 3 nor were they fo near, but 
that there was at leaHa milediHance 
between thym : For Liiy tells us, that 
the Confuls L. CorneUm and PubUcim 

beiieging 
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rvA^n befieging PaleftUs , a City in League 

Ccmelli. with the Ibout the Year 425, 

1699. after the buildio^of Rmne^ placed their 

t/WP Army between it and Najies, that the 
NePpoUtans migi^lf not relieve it. ’Tis 
true, we cannot tell which are the Re¬ 
mains of Pdefolis ; but yet they arc ve¬ 
ry blind who feek for them within the 
compals of Naples', asniy learned Friend 
Dr. Matthew Egitcia, to whom 1 am ob¬ 
lig'd for thefe Conjectures, has much 
realbn to fay. 

This City has run through feveral 
Forms of Government. At firft it was 
undci the Athenian Laws, whillt a Con¬ 
federate of the Romans j but afterwards 
it fubmitted to their Powers, and re¬ 
ceiv’d laws as a Colony. The Empire 
being overthrown in 412, it fuffer’d by 
the Goths , aud in ^ 56 by the Vandals. 
Then it fell under the Dominion of the 
Greek Emperors in 490, then under the 
Hernli, and after them under the 0/?ro- 
jroths, from whom it was taken in 537 
by Belifarim. After him Anda, King 
of the Goths, took and kept it 18 Years, 
and thci it was again brought under 
the Greek E»nperors by Narfes. It con¬ 
tinu’d a long time in the nature of a 
Commonwealth, and held out a Siege a- 
‘gainlt the Saracens, tho’ reduc’d to great 
Extremities, molt of the Inhabitants be- 
in^ deftroy’d. At length in 1128, it 
^bmitted to Roger, the third Norman 
. Duke of Atfuileia, who had the Title of 
King given him by Anacletm rlie Anti- 
pope. The Nor man Line being extind, 
the Snevians came next in 1195, 

King of whom call’d Manfred being (lain 
in Battel by Charles the Firft of Anjou •, 
this fame Charles was declar’d King of 
Naples by Pope Clement the Fourth -, and 
fomc time after he (bed all that was left 
of the Suevian Blood, cauOng the unhap¬ 
py Conradin to be beiieaded in the Mar¬ 
ket-place. Eight Kings of this Family 
ruled the Kingdom; and Joanna the Se¬ 
cond being at lall left Heirefs, (lie adop¬ 
ted Aljonjo King of Aragon who in 
1442 having overthrown the FaCtionof 
Kdiee Duke of Anjou, took Naples by the 
way of the AqueduCts, and remain’d 
peaceably polTefs’d of it. Five of the Fa¬ 
mily of Aragon reign’d, tiW Frederick the 
Ijft of them was expell’d by the French 
and Spaniards , who had agreed to his 
Ruin to divide the Kingdom. But there 
being no lafting Fricndfliip between dif¬ 
ferent Tempers, and Sovereignty being 
an indivifiblc Point j foon after. King 
Lewis the Twelfth , and Kjng FerS~ 
nand's Commanders fell at variance j 
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and Gonz/do de Cordove, call’d the Great 
Captain, had the Fortune ^uitc to ex¬ 
pel the French about the Year 1503. 
Joanna, the Daughter of and 

Mother to Charles the Fifth, inheriting, 
the Kingdom devolv’d to the Houfe of 
Auftrid. 

So many Wars and Changes of Go-* 
vernment are the caufc that the antient 
Naples is icarcc to be found in the Mo¬ 
dern ; but having been often enlarg'd, 
it is now grown to that degree, that the 
compafs of its Walls is alniofl ten miles j 
and that of all the Suburbs included is 21 
miles and a quarter, containing above 
500000 Inhabitants. It has nine Gates 
on the l.and'ltdc, aud i 5 towards the 
Sea. There are three Caftlcs well pro¬ 
vided with Cannon and Soldiers, lor that 
of Capuana docs not deferve the N iirc, 
and at prclcnt only the Courts meet 
there. 

I Ihouldbc furnifli’d with thcgrcatclf 
Eloquence, 10 give an account of the ex¬ 
cellency of the Country this noble City 
is feared in, and of the worth of the In¬ 
habitants^ but 1 am not capable of fuch 
an Undertaking: Befidcs, there is no 
antient or modern Writer bhat does not 
extol the Beauty and Fruitfulucfs of its 
Hills and Plains, the Delicacy of its Wa¬ 
ter, the Excellency of its Wines, the 
Rarity of its Fruit, the Plenty of Flow¬ 
ers, and in Ihortall that is good difpers’d 
throughout the World, found together 
in this place ', not to mention the Charms 
of its (hardens, and the Delights of its 
Pofilipo. This is fufficiently evinc’d by 
its having beenchofen for its Habitation 
by the deareft Sons of the Mufes, as Vir¬ 
gil the Prince of Poets, Statlm, Livy, Ho¬ 
race, Claudian, Sillsu ItaUcHs, and many 
more in the following Ages fiom rheni 
the Neopobtans feem to have inherited 
a natural Inclination to the molt Noble 
and delightful Studies. 

If we regard its Situation, the City 
looks like a noble Theatre riling gra¬ 
dually along the fides of the neigh¬ 
bouring Hills on the North-fidc of it if 
the Streets, they are excellently pav’d 
with Pebbles, and wide enough ', if the 
Pallaces and publick Buildings, there is 
a vaft number of them, and all magnifi¬ 
cently adorn’d with Gilding and Paint¬ 
ing, not to mention their Simmetry and 
noble Architedure. On the other hand, 
no City in Europe has fuch noble Sp’i its, 
and Families fo greatly defeended , and 
it is hard to decide, whether there a'^p 
more great Scfolars, or Noble Mdn. So 
many faraons/Men have been bred up 
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r>wA-/^> ill its Sctiools, that of their Works alone 
CtmeUi. niiiOit be made a large and complcat 
Libut y i were not there a great neg- 
iedl in publifliing the worthy Labours of 
the Learned, and yet for what rcafou no 
Man knows. It is an addition to its Prai- 
fes, that even the Provinces fubordinate 
^ to fo glorious a Metropolis, do and 
* Wen brought forth Men, famous for 
, Learning in all Ages j and not to menti¬ 
on born al Amiternuntj now At^Hi- 

la ^ Ovid at Sulmo \ Emiuts at Rudia near 
Leue ; Nevius iii Capua ; Pacuvius at 
JirindIJi'f Horace at l^cnofa \ Juvenal at 
Acjuinum^ and many more ^ Magna Gra¬ 
cia alone, now known by the Name of 
Calabria , may furnifli a whole Vo¬ 
lume. It is moll ccrt.ain, that if Italy 
is honourable for Wifdom, it thence 
rook its Original: For, who is there 
that docs not know, how tar the Pytha¬ 
gorean Philolbphy fpread there, being 
caird by another Name Italica ? And if 
Pythagoras tcadmig at Cotron, hadfome- 
times Ooo Scholars, and none was ever 
admitted to his School but what had a 
comely Prcfcnce, and a Genius fit for 
Philofophy, who can deny but that loon 
after, a great number of notable Philo- 
fophers liv\l about in our V'illages ? Ci¬ 
cero tells us, that Divine Wit inflruft- 
ed all It Ay in all forts of Learning: But 
if we attentively read the Jamblicus Cal- 
cidicHs^ where he fpcaks ol the Pythago¬ 
rean Sci^, we lhall find it was almoll all 
made up of People of Calabria. 1 will 
not argue, whether Pythagoras was born 
in Samos of Greece^ as is generally be¬ 
liev’d, or in that of Calabria^ as Theo- 
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ifam affirms j tho’ Plutarch makes him 
of Locrisj perhaps iJt^ajIfc Samos wa\ in 
the Territory of Le^. But no body 
can deny, that ( not to mention others 
lefs famous,) thefe tha§ follow were Ca¬ 
labrians of Reggio, viz.^Teettus, tO whom 
Plato diredted his Dialogue of Wifdom; 
Timens, Mafler to Plato j Theogenes, the 
firft E.xpofitor of Homer', Arifiides', Par¬ 
menides-, Mclljfus', Anhita', Zeno-, and 
Zeleucus, the great Philofopher and Le- 
giflator *, and alfo Xenocrates, an heroick 
Poet and Muiician j Steficorus, a Lyrick 
Poet; Alexides, another Lyrick Poet ’, 
Orpheus, the writer of tltf Argonautica, 
for Orpheus the Thracian, who fioui ilh’d 
before the Trojan War, could not make 
mention of King Alcinous, who liv’d Ini! 

SCO Years after i Menander the Come¬ 
dian i and the famous Philolaus, whofc 
Books were bought by the Divine Plato 
for syoMina of Ate.\’andria. Of later times, 
what Coujitry -has not caiifc to envy 
Calabria, for having brought forth Caj- 
fodetus, Gianus Parrajius , Coriolaniis, 
Martrianus, Pompontus Lctus, Berardinus, 
Antony Tcleji, and Sertoiio QueUrimant •, 
and now in our Days Marco Aurelio Se- 
verini, and Tommajo Cornelia, the rello- 
rers of Learning and Philolbphy ? But 
perhaps 1 have proceeded too far upon' 
this Subjed, and 1 fear 1 may have lur’d 
the Reader with my unpolilh’d Difeouffe. 

It is fit therefore, that fince the Voyage 
round the World is now ended, he ap* 
ply himfelf to more profitable Studic.s 
and that 1 put a period to the Labour 
of Writing, which 1 look upon as not 
inferior to that of Travelling. 
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PREFACE. 

T his fhort Relation wm firSi Printed in Holland by the 
Secretary^ as he calls himfelf of the Ship that Perijh^d^ and 
WiU one of thofe that efcaf d^ and after a long Capthity had the good 
Fortune to return Home. There is nothing in it that carries the face 
of a Fable^ invented by a Traveller to Impofe upon the believing World, 
Tet there are fame Men.^ who will farce believe any thing but what 
theyfee.^ and at the fameTime will not ftir an Inch from Home to be' 
infomid. Thefe fort of Creatures^ are not to be jatisfyd as to the 
Credibility of any thing he\ond their own Capacities. But for thofe 
who only ferk a reafonahleTeflimon' and Probability to believe things.^ 
which in them/elves are no v(>a\ h i at ion a f it will fufflce that when this 
Account tpas Printedthe eight Mna mention d at the end of this 
Journal^ were all in Holland and Examind by feveral Per fans of 
Reputation^ concerning the particulars here deliver^d^ and they aV a^ 
gree in them^ which feems to render the Relation fufficiently Authen^ 
tick. Bejides as the French Tranflator obferves in his Preface.^ thei,y 
is nothing here afferted in the Defiription of Corea, but what agrees 
with what Palafox, and others that write of the Invafion of the 
Tartars, have faid before. The Account thd finally is curious*^ and 
'it may be fuppos^d this Secretary.^ the Author^ was a Man of (ome 
Learn ing to be capable of Writing it., and not a meer Seaman., thd to 
fay the Truth it is plain., and of matters fd obvious., and in fo indif 
ferent a Stile that it requipd no great matter of literature to compoje 
it., but only as much ojs would raife a Man above downr ight Ignorance. 
Thirteen Tears refidence in Corea, was time enough to have given a 
much more perfe&DeJcripfion.,and many Men in that time would have 
made it more ample and fatisfaBory ',bwt the Author gave what he had., 
and I fuppofe his Memoirs were fmall, and ill digefted havings lea^ 
Jure enough., but perhaps little Inclination to write in that mijerable 
Life., as not knowing whether ever he Jhould obtain his Liberty., to 
prefent the World with what he xvrit.

ACCOUNT 

O F T H E 

SHIPWRECK

W E Sail’d out of the r«- 
xel on the 10th of Ja- 
mary i 3, in the Eve¬ 

ning, with a very fair 
Gal/i, and after many Storms, and much 
foiv Weather came to an Anchor on the 
fi-ll of June, in the Road of Batavia. 
AS foon as we had refrelh’d our fclvcs 
there for a few Days, the Governor 
General of the India Company, Com¬ 
manded us away toTapowan, and accord¬ 
ingly we fet Sail on the 14th of the fame 
Month, in our Ship call’d the Sparrotp- 
hawk. Weearry’d Aboard us Min Hetr 
Cornelius Lefer, to take Poflelfion of the 
Government ot Tapovoan, and Formofoy 
witli their dependances in the Place of 
Min Hetr Nicholas Ferbargey who had re- 
iided there three Years according to Cu- 
ftom. We had the good Fortune to 
come to an Anchor at Tapowarty on the 
16 th of July. Min Heer Ltffen immedi¬ 
ately landed, and caus’d our Ship to be 
unloaded. Then having advis’d with 
the Council, he order’d os to Japan ^ in 
purfoance whereof having our Loading 
and Difcharge, we put to Sea again on 
the 30th of the fame Month. The next 
Oay held fair till towards the Evening, 
when, as we were getting out of the 
Channel of Formofay there arofe a Storm, 
which increas’d all Night. , 

On the firlt of in the Morning 
early, we perceiv’d u fmall Ifland very 
near us; we us’d our utraofl, Ehdeavours 
Vol. IV. 


to get under Ihelter of it, and find forae fSiAi^ 
Place to call Anchor, for in moll Parts Hamel 
of that Sea there is no Bottom to be 1^53. 
found. However we compar’d our de- 
lign tho’ with much difficulty, becaule 
we were afraid to come near a floating 
Timber that burnt clofe by us. Our Pi¬ 
lot fortunately looking out, had diico- 
ver’d that Ifland, other wile we had been 
loll, for we were not above a Musket- 
Ihot from it. The Fog clearing up, and 
the Day growing bright, we found our 
felves fo near the Coaft of Chinoy that 
we could eafily difeern Arm’d Men fcat- 
tcr’d along the Shore, expedling to make 
theiradvantage of our Wreck. But God 
be prais’d, they mift'd of their aim j tho’ 
the Storm increas’d rather than dimi- 
nilh’d. There we continu’d all that Day 
at-an Anchor in fight of them, as allb the 
Night following. 

The next day the Wind hilling, we 
obferv’d, that the number of the Chine- various 
Jes was much increas’d, which made us weather, 
itand upon our Guard, rclblving to re¬ 
move further from them as foon as pof- 
fible, but were hindred by a Calm, which 
lafted all day and the next night. The 
third day we perceiv’d the Storm had 
drove ns 20 l.eagues from our»Conrle, 
fo that we were again in fight of^the 
Ifland Fotmofa. We ply’d betwixp^at 
Ifland and the Continent, the Wea^ 
ibmewhat cola j and what tronWed w*. 
moll, was, tha/ the uncertain Winds and 
' H h h h Calms 
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Calms kept us in that Ch!»ni/el till the 

Hamd. nth of that Month, whep a South-weft 
1653. Wind grew up into a Storm, with a hea- 
vy Rain, and forc’d us to run North- 
Eaft, and North Eaft and by Eaft. The 
three following days the Weather conti¬ 
nu'd ftill more teropeftuous, and the 
Wind ihifted fo often , that we were 
continually hoifting and lowering our 
Sails. By this time the frequent beating 
of thc«Sca had much weakned our Veflel,* 
and the continual Rain obftrudfed our 
making any Obferration; for which rca- 
fon, we were forc’d to take in all our 
Sails, ftrike the Yards, and commit our 
fei ves to the Mercy of the Waves. 

Shipwreck , On the 15th, the Wind blew fb boi- 
fteroufly, that wc could not hear one an¬ 
other fpeak, nor durft we let fly an 
inch of Sail: And to add to our Mif- 
fortunes, the Ship took in fo much Wa¬ 
ter, that there was no maflcri;.g of it. 
Belides, the Waves every moment broke 
in upon us in fuch manner, that wc ex. 
pefted to perifh every minute. That 
night our Boat and the greattif pait of 
onr Gallery were carried away, which 
/hook our Boltfprit, and made us fear 
we ffiould lofeour Prow. All poffible 
means wertf us’d to repair the Damage 
fiiftain’d, and prevent the ill Coufequen- 
ces it might produce j but in vain, for 
the guftsof Wind were too violent, and 
came too clofe one upon another, belitles 
the breaking of the Waves which were 
ready to fink us every moment. At 
length finding there was no way to fave 
our felvcs, but by abandoning the Vef- 
fel and the Companies Goods, we re- 
folv’d to loofe a^ore-topfail, the bet¬ 
ter to avoid the greater Surges. Whilft 
wcwerc thus employ’d, a Wave coming 
over our Stern, had like to have wafh’d 
away all the Sca-men that were upon 
the Deck, and fill’d the Ship fo full of 
Water, tliat the Matter cry’d out. My 
Mates, cut down the Maft by the Board 
immediately, and recommend your felves 
to the Mercy of God j for if one or two 
f.ich Waves return, wc are all loft, and 
all our Skill and Labour will not fave us. 
This was our Condition, when the fe- 
cond Glafs of the focond Watch being 
juft running out, he that look’d out a 
Head, cry’d. Land, Land ; adding, we 
were not above a Musket-lhot from it; 
the Darlyiefs of the Night and the Rain 
having obftruflcd our difoovering it 
We endeavour’d to Anchor, but 
in/^, bccaufe we foutrf no l^ttora , 
j/6 the roughnefs of the iSea and force 
'^^e Wmdobftrude4« ^hus the An¬ 


chors having no hold, three fucceiEve 
Waves fprnng fuciua LJak in the Vef- 
fel, that thofo who\^'re in the l^ld 
were drown’d before tSey could get^uL 
Some of thofo that were on the Dil^k 
leap’d Over-board, and the reft were 
carried away by the Sea. Fifteen of us got 
afhore in the fame place, for the 
part naked, and much hurt, and thought 
at firft none had cfcap’d but our folvesj 
but climbing the Rocks, we heard the 
Voices of fome Men complaining, yet 
could foe nothing, nor help any body, be- 
caufo of the dai knefs of the Night. 

On the i6th, ail of us that were in a 3d Men 
condition to walk, went calling and feck- to 
ing about the Strand, to fee if we could ^hore. 
find any more that had got to l^nd. 

Some were found fcaitcr’d about, fo that 
wc made up 36, moll of ns dangcroufly 
hurt. Then fearching the Wreck, we 
difoover'd a Man betwixt two Planks, 

W’liich had lb prcls’d his Body, that he 
liv’d bur three hours. It is necdlefs to 
relate how fcnlibly we were touch’d at 
the lofs of our Ship, and to fee that of 
64 Men only 35 were left in a quarter 
or an Hour. However, we went along 
the >horc to pay the laft Duty to thofo 
Bodies the Sea had call up. We found 
none but our Captain E£hertx.oi Amfieri 
dara^ ftretch’d out on the Sand, tc.» or 
twelve Fathom from the Water, w**;!! 
his Arm under his Head, whom we bSf- 
ry'd. Having Rarce taken any Sufte-« 
nance tor two or three days pall, bc- 
caule there had been no poflibility of 
drelfing anv thing, we fcarch’d along 
the Sands, to fee whether the Sea had 
not call any of our Provilitms ulhore , 
but could get only one Sack of Meal, a 
Cask with fomc Salt-mcat, a little Ba¬ 
con, and what was bell for the Wound¬ 
ed Men, a Hoglbead of Claret. Our 
greateft trouble was, to contt ivc how to 
make a Fire i for having neither heard 
nor feen any living Creature, we con¬ 
cluded we were on a Defert Ifland. To¬ 
wards Evening the Wind and Rain 
fomewhac abating, we gather’d enough 
of the Wreck to contrive fome Shelter 
for us, making life to that porpofe, of 
the remainder of our Sails. 

On the 17th, as wc were lamenting n,eNa- 
our deplorable Condition , fometimes tlvesfuc- 
complaining that we law no body, and round 
fometimes liatccring our fclvcs with the 
hopes of being near where we 

might find fomebody that would put us 
in the way to get to the Duteh Faflory, 
our Ship being in no condition to be re¬ 
fitted j we fpy’da Man about a Cannon- 

ihot 
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iHbylfroni us. |Wc call’d aadmade Signs 
to^irn buc is food as ever he faw us, 
hipcd. SoonVj^rNoonwcfpy’d three 
irprc, one of tliem with a Musket, and 
Iw Companionslwith Bows and Arrows. 
Being come wici(in Gun-fbot of os, they 
halted i and peiceiving we made to¬ 
wards them, ran away, tho’ we endea¬ 
vour’d by Signs to fliew them we defir’d 
nothing but Fire of them. At laft one 
of us rcfolv’d to attack them ; but they 
deliver’d up their Arms without making 
any oppolition, wherewith we lighted 
the Fire we wanted. Thefe Men were 
clad alter the Oiinefe Fafliion, excepting 
only their Hats, which were made of 
Horfe-hair, and we were much afraid 
left they Ihould be wild Chinefes or Pi¬ 
rates. Towards Evening, there came 
an hundred Arm’d Men, clad like the 
oihers, who after counting of us, kept 
us inclos’d all the Night. 

I'hey find Oil the 18th, wc fpent all the Morn- 
it to he ing in enlarging our Tent •, and about 
theiftind Noon, there came down about 2000 
of Horlc and Foot, who drew up in 

*’^‘^*^** order of Battel before our Hut. Our 
Secretary, the chief Pilot and his Mate, 
with a Boy, went out to meet them. 
When they came before the Coraman- 
jjer, he order’d a great Iron Chain to be 
puLabout the Neck of each of them, 
wi^i a little Bell, fuch as the Bclweather 
v^krs in Holland. In that condition they 
farc’d them to fall down, and proftratc 
chcmfclvcs before thar Commander \ all 
his Men at the fame time railing fuch a 
Ihout, that we who were in our Hut, 
cry’d our, Wc are loft, and muft pre¬ 
pare to us’d after the lame manner , 
which was immediately put in executi¬ 
on. When wc had lain fometime flat 
on our Faces, they made iigns to us to 
kneel. Being in this pofture, they put 
fome QucftioiiS to us which wc did not 
underftand, and wc on our fide did all 
we could to let them know, that we in¬ 
tended to have gone to Nangafahy in 
Jai)4n. They were as far from under- 
ilandiug us, as if they had never known 
for they call that Country Jee^ 

We all it Commander per- 

/;.td •, itis cciviug, he could make nothing or all 
made ci- we laid, caus’d a Cup of jirac to be fill’d 
ther of to every one of us, and fent us back to 
Ri^orof Qjjj. -pent. They that conduded us, to 
tree ,*^*fw what Piovifions we bad, found only 
bfti-ong. a little Bacon and Salt-meat, which they 
Ihcw'd to their Chief. An hour after, 
they brought os Rice boil’d in Water, 
and believing we were almoft ftarv’d, 
would not give ns much, for fear it Ihould

hurt us. N^er t>inper they came with 
Ropes in th«r hands, which very much Hamtl. 
furpriz’d us, ■ imagining they intended 
toftrangleus; but our Fear vanilh’d, 
when we faw them run altogether to- 
towards the Wreck, to draw afliore 
what might be of ufe to them. At night 
they gave us more Rice to eat ; and our 
Mafter having made an Obfervation, * 
found we were in the lflandof^e//)««rr,

Silver Cup, which wc found among the 
Rocks. They lik’d the i.iquor fo well, 
that they drank till they were very mer¬ 
ry. They return’d us the Silver Cup, 
with many Tokens of Friendihip, and 
wc retir’d to onr Tent. 

On the 2otb, they maefe an end of Give the 
buraing all the Wood of the Ship, and 
laving the Iron; during which time, a 
plealant Accident happened.

Whillt this was doing, 
fome Peribns were brought before him, 
who had converted to their own ufe 
fome Iron, Hides, and other things fav’d 
out of our Wreck, which they had Hill 
in their Poftellioo. They were immedi¬ 
ately puoilh’d before our Faces, to Aew 
us their defign was not to wrong ns of 
any of our Goods. Each of thole Thieves 
had thirty or forty Strokes given him on 
the Soles of his Feet, with a Cudgel as 
thick as a Man’s Arm, and as tali as a 
Man. This Punilhment is fo fevere,

there were two Galiots. Here wc hal¬ 
ted to dine, and at night came to the 
Town of Moggetn^ or Moexo^ where the 
Governour of the llbnd refidcs. We 
were all conduced to the Square before 
thel'own-houfc, where about 3000 Men 
were at their Arms, fome of whom co¬ 
ining forwards, gave Ub Water to drink 
in Dilhes \ but they being arm’d after a 
dreadful manner, we thought they dc- 
lign’d to rid theinfelvcs of us. Their 
very Habit increa’d our Fear, for it had 
ibmcwhat frightful, which is not feen 
in or Japan. Our Secretary, at¬ 

tended by the lame Perfons with whom 
he appear’d the firft time before the 
Commandcqof the Troops, was carry’d 
to the Governour. When they had lain 
a while proftiate on the ground, a Sign 
was made to us to do the lame, after we 
had been brought near a fort of Balcony 
which was b^foi c the Houfc, where he 
fate like a King. The firft thing he 
caus’d to be ask'd of us by Signs, was. 
Whence wc came, and whither we were 
bound. Wc anfwcr’d as before. That 
wc were Hollanders^ and were bound for 
Nangafaky in Japan i whereupon he gave 
us to undcritand, by bowing his Head a 
little, that he underftood fomething of 
what we laid. Then he order’d us to 
pafs before him by four and four at a 
time ; and having put the fame Qiiefti- 
on to us all, and receiv'd the fame An¬ 
fwer ; he order’d us to be carry’d to the 
fame Houfe where the King’s lljikle,who 
J'<::d attempted to ufurp the Throne, had 
been confin’d, and dy’d. As fbon as we 
were in, the Houfe was befet with Arm’d 
Men, and we had a daily Allowance of 
f 2 Ounces of Rice a Man, and the lame 
quantity of wheaten Meal but very 
little bclides, and lb ill drels’d that wc 
could not cat it. Thus our common 
Meals weiic for the molt part only Rice, 
Meal^ and Salt, and we had nothing to 
drinfai^uC Water. The Governour 
fec^d to us to be a very pnderftanding 
Mian y and we often foutm afterwards, 
that we had aoc been deceiv’d in our 


fometimes, and fomething clfc to eat. 

We allb obtain’d leave of him for li-x of 
us to go abroad every day by turns, to 
take the Air , and wa(h our Linncn. 

Which was granted, to our great fatis- 
fadlion; for it was very heavy to be flint 
up, and live on Bread and Water. He 
allb did us the Honour to fend for us of¬ 
ten, and to make us write fomething be¬ 
fore him, both in his l ongue and in our 
own. There we firft began to under- 
ftand fome words of that Language ^ 
and he dilcourling with us fometimes, 
and being pleas’d to divert us with fome 
little Amufements, wc began to conceive 
Ibrae hopes of getting over one day to 
Japan. He allb took luch care of our 
Sick, that wc may aflirm we were better 
treated by that Idolater, than wc Ihould 
have been among Chriftians. 

On the 29th of Octoberj our Sccrei'a- A Dutci- 
ry, the Maftcr, and Surgeon’s Main, 
were carry’d before the Governour v -<finter- 
where they found a Man fitting, who pi,,r 
had a great red Beard. The Governour 
ask’d us, Who we took that Man to be ? 

And having told him, Wc luppos’d him 
to be a Dmch~man he f(.ij a laughing, 
and laid. We were miftaken, for he was 
a Core/ian. After fome Dilcourfc had 
pafs’d between us, that Man, who till 
then had been filcnt, ask’d us in Dutchy 
Who wc were, and of what Country ? 

To which wc anfwer’d, That we were 
Dutch-men , COme from Amfierdam in 
the Service of the Company, and being 
bound by their Command for Japan^ a 
Storm had thrown us upon that lllaod. 

That our Vellel being ftav’d, we begg’d 
earneftly of God, that we might be font 
on our way. Then we took the bold- 
nefo to ask his Name, and what Giuntry- 
raan he was : To which he reply’d, 

That his Name was John Wettevrecy born: 
at Riip in Hollandy whence he came as is 3 
a Voluntier in the Year idztf, aboard 
the Ship call’d the HoUandlOy and that

He ad¬ 
ded, tiiat during his long Relidence in 
C’orca, he had often ask’d leave of the 
King to go over to J.ifany without ever 
obtaining any other Aniwer, than that 
he mult never exped it, unlefs he had 
Wings, and v-onld fly thither. That 
the Coiioni of »lie Country was to de¬ 
tain ;ili i)traii'’<.' that came thither, but 
that they v. a.i' d for nothing, being pro¬ 
vided with Diet and Cloaths as long as 
they liv'd. Thus all the comfort he 
could give us, was, that wc Ihonld be 
treated as he had been, if we wercrar- 
f^'Jd to the King. The joy of finding 
lb tfpod an Interpreter difpell’d our Me- 
laiX'lioly, and made us forget all our 
I^isfottunes. It was very furprbJng, 
,;.nd even wonderful, that a Man of 58 
'"'Years of Age, as he then was, ihould 
lb forget his Mother-tongue., that we 
had much to do at firfl: to underltand 
him ; but it muft be obferv’d, he reco¬ 
ver’d it again in a Month. ThcGover- 
nour having caus’d ail our Depolitions 
to be taken in Form, fenc them to Court, 
and bid us be of good cheer, for we 
Ihould have an Anfwer in a Ihort time. 
In the mean while, he daily bellow’d 
new Favours on os, infomuch that he 
gave leave to Wettevree and the Offi¬ 
cers that came with him to lee us at 
ail times, and acquaint him with our 
Wants. 

AnrwCo- About the beginning of December, a 

vernour. new Governor came, our Benefador’s 
three Years being expir’d. We were 
much concern’d at it, as not 'doubting 
but that change might be Prejudicial to 
at. It would be a hard task to exprefs 
bow much Kindoefs and Afiedion he 
ihow’d us at his departure, inlbmuch, 
that feeing us ill provided againll Win¬ 
ter, he caus’d two pair of Shoocs, aCoaC 
well lin’d, and a pair of Stockings of 
Skins,to be made for every one*of us. Be- 
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lides he OTMed nsnobiy, andaflur’dus 
he was lorry ut bad not been in his Pow¬ 
er to fend usover to Japaa^ or to carry 
us over with him to the Continent. He 
further added, that we ought not to be 
tronbled at his going away, becauffi be¬ 
ing at Court, he would ufc all his endea¬ 
vours to obtain our Liberty, or to have, 
us carry’d thither. He reftor’d us the 
Books we had fav’d, with Tome other, 
parcels of Goods, giving us at the fame 
time a Bottle of prcccious Oyl, which 
might be of ufc to us, tor the time to 
come. The firll thing the new Gover¬ 
nor did, was to reduce our allowance to 
Rice, Salt, and Water. Wc complain’d 
to the old Governor, who was detain’d 
in the Ifland by contrary Winds, but he 
lent us this Anfwer, That his Time be¬ 
ing expir’d, it was not lawful for him 
any longer to hear our Complaints j but 
that he would write to his Succcflbr, and 
as long as he was in the Ifland, tho’ fpa- 
ringly, we were allow’d as much as 
might flop our Complaints. 

After that good L.ord’s Departure, The Men 
which was in the beginning of ^am- hardly 
ary i 6 $4., WC were much worfe us’d 
than we had been before ^ for they gave 
us Barley inftead of Rice * and Barley 
Meal inftead of Wheat. Thus if wc 
had a mind to eat any other Food, we 
muft fell our Barley, and live upon tlic 
12 Ounces of Meal. This bard nfage 
forc’d us to think of making better ufc 
of our liberty of going abroad by fix 
and fix at a time, than we had done be¬ 
fore. We were invited by the approach¬ 
ing Spring to make our efcape, and the 
more, bccaufc the King’s Orders did not 
come i and we were in danger of ending 
our Days in that Ifland in Captivity.

About the end of Nevei^r^ the Cold 
was fo vchtrment, vhat tM River, which 
is a League from Capital City, as 
was faid before, was Froze, and 300 
Horfes loaded pafs’d over it. The Ge¬ 
neral takiiig Conipaflion to fee the Cold 
we endur’d, gave the King an Account 
of it, who order’d fome Hides we had 
fav’d from our Shipwreck to be diftri- 
buted gmong us, which were molt of 
them rotten, allowing us to fell them, 
and buy fumething to Cloath us warm. 
Tw’O or 7 'hice rclblv’d with the Mony 
they got by thefc Hides, to purchaft to 
thcmfelvcs a little Hut, choofing rather 
to endure Cold, than to be eternally 
tormented by their Landlords, who were 
continu.ally fending of us to the Moun¬ 
tains, two or three Leagues diftant, to 
fetch Wood. This Labour was iniolle- 
rable, both by reafon of the Cold, and 
becaufc the Ways are bad and nncafy. 
The little Hovel they bought, coft them 
nine or ten Crowns, and the reft having 
cloath’cl thcmfelvcs the beft they could, 
were forc’d to pafs the remainder of the 
Winter as they had done before. 

The Tartar returning in March, 1^55. 
wc were fb&bid, as before, under fevere

fon, where they foon after Dy’d, but 


we could never l^w mjetbec a vmlent, 
or a natural Death, qpne of us iwing' 
been ever allow’d to fee them. A^on 
as this Bulinefs was noifed abroad ,ILwe 
were carry’d before the Council of War, 
where it was ask’d. Whether we had any 
Intimation of our Companions Deiign ? 

And tho’ we could truly aflert we had 
not, yet that would not lave us from be¬ 
ing adjudg’d to have every one 50 Strokes 
on the Buttocks, for not having given 
notice of our Companions going out. 

We had certainly receiv’d that Corredli- 
on, had not the King remitted it, faying 
we were poor Wretches, caft into his 
Country by Storms, rather than any De- 
fign of Plundering. All the Penalty he 
laid on us, was feuding us Home again, 
with an Injtindion not to ftir Abroad 
without his Orders. 

In June, when it was thought the Tar~ 
tar was to come, the General fent out 
Interpreter to acquaint us, that a Vclfcl 
was run a-grouiid on the Ifland of Quel- 
faert, and that Watevree being loo old 
to perform that Journey, thofe three 
among os, who beft underftood the Co- 
Language, muft prepare to fet out. 

In purfuance of this Order, the Afliftant, 
the Pilot’s Mate, and a Gunner were 
choicn, who let out two Days aft^^r to 
bring an Account of that Shipwrcckl-, 

The Tartar coming in An^nfi, 've 
were commanded under Pain of feve.e 
Punifhment not to ftir out of our Quur* 
ters, till three Days after he was gone. 

The Day before he came wc receiv’d 
Letters from our Companions by an Ex- 
prefs, in which they gave us an Account, 
chat they were confin’d on the Souther- 
moft Borders of the Kingdom, where 
they were ftriftly guarded, to the end 
that if the Great Cham had received any 
Intelligence concerning the two unhap¬ 
py Fellows that were Dead, and Ihould 
demand the reft, they might tell him 
they were all three caft away going 
over to the Ifland Quelpaert. The T^r- 
tar came again about the latter end of 
the Year, and we were by the King’s 
Order ftriftly confin’d to our Houfes, as 
we had been before. 

Tho’ the Tmar had fent twice into the 
Corea, fince the attempt unfortunately putcU 
made by our two Companions, withgnt nifh’d tb< 
making any mention of it; yet moft of 
the great Men us’d all their Endeavours 
with the King to deftroy ns. The 
Cocncil lat three Days upon this Affair *, 
but the King, his Brother, the General, 
and foo)^ others were not altogether of 
that Opinion. The General was for 

making 



itiaKiog «ach of ik Fi^t two Cohfims, 
all wU Che fame Weapons, pretending 
that B the King would be rid of us, and 
non# would have it to lay that the King 
had'Murder’d poor Strangers. Some 
more charitable Perlbns, who knew we 
were kept Ibut upi and ignorant of what 
was doing, gave us this Intelligence pri¬ 
vately. Hereupon Wetievree told us that 
if we liv’d three Days, we'lhould in all 
likely hood live long enough after. Now 
the King’s Brother, who was Prefident 
of the Council, palling by our Quarters, 
as he was going to it, and very near to 
us, we had the Opportunity to caft our 
ielves at his Feet, and implore his Fa¬ 
vour, lying with our Faces profiirate on 
the Ground. This Sight mov’d fo much 
Compaflion in him, that for the future 
he Sollicited our Affair fo earneftly, that 
we owe our Lives only to the King and 
him. This giving Offence to many Per- 
fons, who might attempt other Methods 
to deftroy us, for the preventing their 
wicked Deligns, and to avoid our ap¬ 
pearing before the Tartars, it was thought 
lit to banifh us into the Province of Thil- 
Udo^ where we were to be allow’d 50 
pounds of Rice a month, at the King’s 
cofL Accordingly, we departed from 
Mtinhi on Horfes provided for 
usj^r Acquaintance bearing us com- 
paly as far as the River, which is a 
l^gue from the City. There we took 
oar laft leave ofWettevrte j for from that 
day to this, we have never feen nor 
heard talk of him. We pafs’d through 
all the fame Towns wc had feen in our 
way to the Court, and coming to lye at 
we fet out the next morning, and 
about noon arriv’d at a great Town cal¬ 
led Diujwng, or IhUlufenin^t command¬ 
ed by a large Cittadeloppolite to it. The 
Tenigfe^ who is chief in the abfence of 
the Governour, reltdes there, and has 
the Titlcof Colonel of the Province. To 
him the Sergeant that had the charge of 
us, deliver’d us with the King’s Letters. 
He was immediately fenc away to go 
fetch our three Companions that bad 
been fent away the Year before, who 
were 12 Leagues off, where the Vice- 
Admiral commanded. Wc were all 
lodg’d together in a PubUck-honfe, and 
^ree days after, thofe that were abfent 
being brought to us, we were again to¬ 
gether U of us, the miferable Remains 
of our Shipwreck.

We Ikted bnf ielves the beft 
We could, and laj dupi wne Iniail Provi- 
fions in our new Habitation. Thb only 
bolineis we were charg’d with, was td 
pull up the Graft that grew in the SquarU 
before the Gaftle twice a Month, and to 
keep it clean. 

This Year our Governour be¬ 
ing accus’d of fome Miidemeanours, was 
fored to go to Court to clear himfclf, 
where it is reported he was in danger of 
his Life. But being well belov’d by the 
People, and favour’d by the great Ones 
on account of hit Family, which was one 
of tbenobleft in the Kingdom, he came 
off ib well, that his Honours were in¬ 
creas’d. He was very good to us, as 
well as to the Natives. In februAry came 
a Governour very unlike the other; for 
beffdes that, he found us more worl^ he 
would oblige us to go three Leagues off' 
to the Mountain to fetch Wood, which 
bis Predeceflbr had caus’d to be brought 
home to ns gratis. But God be prais’d, 
an Apoplexy deliver’d ns from him in 
September following, which no body was 
forry for, fo little was he lik’d. 

In November came a new Governour, 
who took fo little care of us, that when 
we ask’d him for Cloaths, or any things 
elfe, he aofwer’dj the King had given 
him nd Orders as to that point, that he 
was only oblig’d to fornim our Allow¬ 
ance of Rice, and for otlier Wants it was 
our bnfinefs to provide as we thought 
fit. Our Cloaths being now worn out Tbeybeg. 
with cartying of Wood, and the Cold 
beginning to pinch us, we refolv’d to 
caft off*Shame among thofe People, and 
to beg, making our Adhntage of their 
Cnrioiity, which led them to ask us a 
tboaftnd Queftions. Accordingly, that 
we might get fomething to cioath ns, 
and not be forc’d to run half a League 
for a handful of Salt, we prefonted a Pe¬ 
tition to the Governour for his leave to 
beg,reprelenting that we could not pof> 
libly get our Living any longer by car¬ 
rying Wood, bccanfe we were naked, 
and our Labour would yield us nothing 
but a little Salt and Rice; Therdfore wc 
humbly pray’d, he would permit os to 
go abroad In our turns. He granted it; 
and we made fuch good ufe of this Fa¬ 
vour, diat in a ihort time we were pro¬ 
vided againft the Cold. 

At the beginning of the YeSr idyS, 
the Governour was call’d away, and his 
Succeflbj^ afRided (is with new Ctol^. 

He forbid us going abroad, and tpid uK 
that if we would work for him, he woula 
give each of us three pieces of Cotton-

The King was lb 
well pleas’d at thefe Anions of hi^, that 
he preferr’d him to the prime Digni¬ 
ties at Court. Wc were without a Go- 
vernenr for three days after his Depar¬ 
ture, for it is enough, if he that quits has 
his place fupply’d the third day by his 
Succeilbrthclc three Days being al- 
lo^v’d the new Governour, that by the 
Ad\'ke of fome Diviner, he may choofe 
a happy Minute to enter upon his Go- 
ver meat. A s Toon as inilall’d, he thought 
it not enough to ufe us with all the le- 
verity the banilh’d Governour had done, 
but would odige us continually to mould 
Clay, which we refuftd to do, alledg¬ 
ing that his Predeceffbr had not impos’d 
JPuub any fuch Labour upon us; that our Al- 
hardiy lowance being fcarce enough to keep us 
alive, it was but rcaibnable to allow us 
what time we had to fpare from our own 
Affairs,to get fomething toCloath us,and 
fupplji^our other Wants ^ that the King 
had not fent us to work, or if we muff: 
be lb us'd, it wer^ better for us to quit 
his Allowance, and deffre to be lent to 
Japa/if or Ibme other place, where there 
were any of our Nation. All the An- 
fwer was, ordering us to be gone, 
threatning he would find a vvay to make 
us comply. But be was luckily prevent¬ 
ed ’, for but a few days after, he being 
in a very pretty Vellel, fome Fire acci¬ 
dentally fell into the Powder, and blew 
up the Prow, killing five Men. Here it 
mull be ol)ferv’d, tltat thofc people keep 
their Powder in a Powder-room before 
the Mali. The Governour believing be 
could conceal that Accident, gave^ no 
account of it to the Intcndant of the 
Province i but he was milbken, for the 
Fire was ffea by one of the Spies the 
King keeps on the Coalls, and even in 
the Country, to be in- 

forre^l afdll that happens. Thjs Spy 
hi^ng'jecquaintcd the Intendant with 
it, hoTent an account of it up to Conn, 
wlnther the Governoor was immediate- 


than it had done them ^ for he told us. 

That if we were not fit for that fort 
of work, he would find other Imploy¬ 
ment for us, which be iiad done, but 
that he fell Sick. His rigidnels made us 
conclude, that our Misfortunes were be¬ 
yond redrcls, bccaule new Officers ra¬ 
ther add new Burdens, than take off 
thofe that are already laid on. I'iuis, 
befides our own Affairs, wc were ob¬ 
lig’d to pull up the Grafs in the Square 
of PenigUy and then to go cut, and bring 
home Wood fit for Arrows. Tbcfe 
Conliderations made us refolvc to cake 
the advantage of our Tyrant’s Indiipo- 
fition, and to get a Barque at any rate 
whatfoever, choofing rather to hazard 
all than to groan any longer in Capjri- 
vity among Idolaters, and bear witl^ ail 
forts of Wrongs they would offtr »s. 

For the corapafling of our Delign Wc They co-; 
decreed, to make ulc of a Cortfian our trivethn: 
Neighbour, who was very familiar with 
us, and whom wc had often reliev’d in 
his Diftrels. We propos’d to him to 
buy, or caole a Barque to be bought 
for us, pretending we wanted it to go 
beg Gotten in the neighbouiing Iflands, 
promifing him a goodihare when we 
came again. He perform’d what he was 
inftrufted with, bargaining very bold¬ 
ly for a Filher-man’s Barque , and wc 
prefcntly gave him the Money to pay 
for it. The Seller perceiving it was for 
us, would have gone from his Bargain, 
at the inlligation of fome that told him, 
it was to make our Elcape, and if we 
did fo he would be put to death. This 
was really true^ but we offering to pay 
double the Value, heconfented, making 
more account of the prefent Profit than 
the Miichief that might enfue. As 
foon as the two Cerejuitu were gone, we«- 
immediately furnilb’d the Barque with 
Sails, an Anchor, Rigging, Oars, and 
all things we thought necellary, in or¬ 
der td fet out at the firft Quarter of 
the Moon, that being the fittcil Seafon.

That Gentleman per¬ 
ceiving we were Hollanders^ gave us to 
underftand by Signs, that we bad (Ix 
Ships at Nanjrafaki^ where he hop’d to 
be with us in four or five Days, if we 
dclir’d it.

Emperor, and to fatisfy his Curiollty 
dclii ing to know whence we came, we 
had a great^dcal of Trouble to give him 
to underftand that we came from Cdrea, 
and that it was thirteen Years fince we 
had been Shipwreck’d on an Ifland be¬ 
longing to that Kingdom j that we de- 
fir’d nothing fo earneftly at prefent, 
as to get to Nangajaki^ to fbme of our 
Cowntry-raen, and that to gratifie this 
our Inclination we had expos’d our felves 
in a poor Barque, in a Sea unknown to 
us, w here we had fail’d 40 Leagues with¬ 
out a Compafs, <0 reach Japan^ not re¬ 
garding all the Corefians had laid to per- 
fuade us that the Japonefes put all the 
Strangers that came into their Country 
to cruel Deaths. 

We continu’d the three following 
Days well guarded in the lame Place 
aboard our Barque, whither they brought 
us Water, Wood, Flelh, and gave us a 
Mac to cover us from the Rain, which 
fell in great abundance all that time. 

On the i2tb, they furnifh’d us with 
Provifions to go to Nan^afaki, and that 
lame Night we Anchor’d on the other 
fide of the Iftand, where we l^nt the 
Night. 

On the 13th that Gentleman we men¬ 
tion’d before weigh'd Anchor, being at¬ 
tended by two large Barques, and two 
little ones, he carry’d fomc Letters for 
the Emperor, and fome Goods. Our 
.two Companions were in one of thofc 
great Barques, and did not come to us 
again till we were at Nangafeki. About 


Evening we faw the Bay of that Oity, 
and at" Midnight anchor’d before^t, 
where we found five Ships of ours. Se¬ 
veral Inhabitants of Cotto^ and even foqie 
of the chief Men, prefented, and did us 
many KindnelTes, without caking any 
thing of us. 

On the 14th we were all carry’d A- 
Ihore, where jbe Companies Interpre¬ 
ters receiv'd us. When they had wiic 
down all the Anfwers wc made to their 
fcveral Qiieftions, they carry’J us to the 
Governour’s Houfe, and about Noon wc yheyar- 
were brought before him. When we rive at 
had fatisfy’d his Curiofity, he much com- Niwg^ai 
mended our Adlion, in overcoming lb 
many D.angers and Diificulties to reco¬ 
ver our Liberty. Then he order’d the 
Interpreters to condud os to our Com¬ 
mandant, Min Heer William f'b/v/ier/, who 
receiv’d us very kindly. Min Hcer M- 
cholas le Roy^ his Deputy was alfo very 
Friendly, and fo was all k!.‘c Nation in 
general. When we went tnence they 
caus’d us to be Habited after our own 
Fafhion. 

On the Firft of OElober^ Min Hcer 
f^olguers left the Bland, and on the 23d 
fail’d out of the Bay with 7 Ships. The 
Governonr of Nangafaki , who wQTiii 
have kept us a Year, caus’d us i» be 
brought before him on the 25th of the 
Month, and after examining us over 
again, reftor’d us to the Companies Di- 
re&or, who lodg’d us in his own Houfe, 
whence wc fail’d fomc Days after for 
Batavia. Where wc arriv’d on the 20th 
of November^ and at our landing deli¬ 
ver’d our Journal to the General, who 
after a very favourable reception, pro¬ 
mis’d to put ns Aboard the Ships that 
were to fail from thence on the 28th of 
December. Thefc Ships, after fomc 
Storms, arriv’d at Anfterdam on the 
20th of 1558. where wc return’d 
Thanks to God for having deliver’d us 
from a Captivity of 13 Years, and 28 
Days, befeeching him to have Mercy on 
our poor Companions, who were left 
behind.

Station. 'T'HE Kingdom known tons by the 
I Name of Cwea^ and by the Na- 
lives call’d Tiezxnceak, and fbmc- 
*lr'^**K times Gw/i, reaches from 34 CO 44 De- 
isLMs.ni« North Latitude, being about 

toaDc- *50 Leagues in length from North to 
^rct;. South, and about 75 in Breadth from 
Eaft to Weft. I'hcrefore the Corefam 
reprefeut it in the lhape of a long iqaare, 
like a playing Card. Neverthelefs it 
has (cverai Points of Land which run far 
out into the Sea. 

*,It is divided into 8 Provinces, con¬ 
taining 3do Cities and Towns, without 
reckoning the Forts and Caftles, which 
are all on the Mountains. 

This Kingdom is very dangerous and 
difficult for Strangers, who are unac¬ 
quainted with its Coafts to Land, be- 
caufe it is much inclos’d with Rocks 
and Sands. Towards the Somh-Eap it 
is very near Jafon 3 there being but 25 
or 26 l.eaguc3 diftance betwixt the 
Town of Peufan in Corea , and that of 
Ofacco in Japan. Betwixt them is the 
Ifland Saiftmoj which the Cmrefians call 
Taymutto. It formerly belong’d to them, 
but they exchang’d it for that ot Qael- 
paert^ in a Treaty erf Peace concluded 
with the Japonefet. 

On the Wtfi, this Kingdom is divid- 
kouncis. cd from China by the Bay ot Nan- 
kingy but is join’d to it on the Nmh by 
a long and high Mountain, which is ail 
that hinders Corea's being an Ifland.

For this reafon 
we often ask’d of the Corefian Seamen, 
whoulc the North Eaft Sea, what Lands 
were beyond them, and they all told us 
they believ’d there was notj^ng that way 
but a boundlels Ocean.

Imbark in the narroweft Parc of the 
Bay 'y for the way by Land is too cron- 
bleibme, by reafon of the difficulty there 
is in paffing the Mountain, elpccially in 
Winter becaufe of the exceffive Cold, Cold, 
and in Summer becaufe of the many 
wild Beafts. It is ealie to pais over on 
the North itde in Winter, the Bay be¬ 
ing generally Froze ov£r bard enough to 
bear. The Cold is fo intenfe in Corea, 
that in the Year i652, we being in the 
Monafterics on the Mountains, there 
fen Inch a wonderful quantity of Snow, 
that they made ways under it to go from 
Hoofo to Houle, and to go upon it they 
wear froall Boards like little Battledoors 
under their Feei^ which hinders their 
finking, and yet is no Obftrnaion to go¬ 
ing up or down. This we forgot to in- 
lert in the journal. By reafon of this ex- 
ceflive Cold thole who live on the Nor¬ 
thern Coaft feed only upon Barley, and 
that none of the belt j for no Rice or 
Gotten can grow there. Thdc that are 
belt to pafs there have their Meal 
brought from the South. Ths poorer 
fort there have noGoaths bat what are 
made of Hemp and pitifol Skins. But to Produd. 
make amends the Rooti^ grows there, 
which they give to the Tartar for their 
Tribute, and drive a great Trade with 
it to China and Japan.

Religioiu Religion, the Corejinns have 

fcarce any. The common fort makes 
fome odd Grimaces before the Idols, but 
pay them little refped^ and the Great 
Ones honour them much le^ becaufe 
they think themfelves to be iomeching 
more than an Idol. To prove this, 
when any of their Kindred or Friends 
dies, they all appear to honour the 
Dead-man at the (jiferingaPrieftmakes 
before his Image, and frequently tra* 
veiling 30 or 40 Leagues to be prefent 
at this Ceremony, whether to exprels 
their Gratitude to ibme great Man, or 
to ihew the Efteem they have for fome 
Learned Religions Man, and that they 
preforve the Memory of him. On Fe- 
ftivals the People repair to the Temple^ 
and every one lights a bit of Sweet- 
wood i then putting it into a Vellel 
for that purpofe, they go offer it to the 
Idol, and placing it before him, make 
a low Bow, and depart. This is their 
Worlhip. For their Belief, they are of 
opinion, that he who lives well ihall be 
rewarded, and he who lives ill foall 
be punifhM. Beyond this, they know 
nothing of Preaching or of Myfteries, 
and therefore they have no Difputes of 
Religion , all believing and pradliiiog 
the fame thing throughout the King* 
dom. The Religious Men offer Per¬ 
fumes before an Idol twice a Day, and 
on Feftivals ^ all the Religious of a 
Houfo make a Noifc with Drums, Ba- 
fons, and Kettles. The Monafteries 
and Temples, which the Kingdom 
fwarms with, are for the molt part on 
the Mountains, each under the liberty 
of fome Town. There are Monaiteries 
of 5 or 600 Religious Men, and at lealt 
4000 of them within the Liberties of 
fome Towns. They are divided into 
Companies of 10,20, and fometimes 30, 
and the eldeft Governs, and if any one 
does not do his Duty, he may caufe the 0- 
thcrs topunilh him with 20 or 30 Strokes 
on the Buttocks. But if the Ofience be 
heinous, they deliver him up to the Go- 
■ vernor of theTown they belong to. It be¬ 
ing lawful for any Man to become a Re¬ 
ligious, all the Country of Orea is foil 
of them, and the more, becaufe they can 
quit this Profellion when they pleafe. 
However, generally fpeaking, thme Re¬ 
ligions Men are not much more refped- 
kd than the Slaves, becaufe of the great 
Vol. IV.

Work they are forc’d to do. Their Su- 
periours are in great Efteem, eljjecialJy *^ 53 * 
when they are Learned j for then they 
are equal with the Great Men of the 
gantry, and are call’d the King’s Re¬ 
ligious Men, wearing their Order over* 
tJjcir Cloaths.

They mult eat nothing that has had 
Life i they (have their Heads and Beards, 
and are forbid converfing with Women. 

If any of them breaks thefe Rules, they 
give him 70 or 8o Strokes on the But¬ 
tocks, and baniffi him the Monaftery. 

When they are firft ihav’d, or foon af¬ 
ter, they give them a mark on the Atu/, 
which never wears off; and by that thofe 
are known who have once been Reiigi-) 
oos Men. They work for their Living^ 
or ufe fome Trade; fome go a beggingl 
and all of them have fome fmall Allow^ 
ance from the Governour. They aU 
ways keep little Children in their HouA 
fts, whom they very carefully teach to 
read and write. If thefe^hildren will 
be Ihav’d, they keep them in their Ser¬ 
vice, and have all that they can earn, 
till the Mafter dies, which makes them 
Free, and Heirs to all their Goods. For 
thisreafon, they are oblig’d to wear 
Mourning for them as for their Father, 
in return for all the Pains they have ta¬ 
ken to inftruft and bring them up. The 
Monafteries and Temples are built at 
the publkk Charge, every one contri¬ 
buting proportionably to what he is 
worth. There is ftill another fort of 
People like thefo Religious Men, is 
well in regard of their Abftincnce, as 
their ferving the Idols, but they are not 
Ihorn, and may marry. They believe 
by Tradition, that once all Mankind 
had but one Language, but that the de- 
fign of building a Tower to go up to 
Heaven caus’d the confafion of Tongues. 

The Nobles frequent the Monafteries ve¬ 
ry much, to divert themfelves there 
with common Women, or others they 
carry with them, becaufe they are ge¬ 
nerally delicioufty feated, and very plea- 
lane for Profped and fine Gardens, fq 
that they might better be call’d Pleafurc- 
houfes than Temples, which is to be un- 
derftoodof the common Monafteries, 
where the Religious Men love to drink 
hard.

unknown to them, and they telling them 
the Seed of it came from >Nampankoiti^ 
they often call the Tobacco Nmpankoy. 
They cake fo much at prefenc, that tiic 
very Children praftife it at four or live 
Years of Age, and there are very few 
Men or Women among them that do 
not fraoke. When firft brought them, 
they bought it for its weight in Silver, 
and for that reafon they look’d upon 
Nampankeuk as one of the bell Countries 
in the World. Their Writings give an 
account, that there are fourfeore and 
four thoufand fcvcral Countries •, but 
moft of them do not believe it, and they 
fay, if that were fo every little ifland 
and Sand muft pafs for a Country j it 
being impolfible, fay they, for the Sun 
to light fo many in a day. When we 
nam’d forac Countries to them, they 
laugh’d at us, affirming, we only talk’d 
of fomc Town or Village; their Geo¬ 
graphical Knowledge of the Coafts 
reaching no farther than Siam^ by rea- 
Ibn of the little Traffick they have with 
Strangers farther from them. They 
Trade have fcarce any Trade, but only with 
the Japonefes^ and with the People of 
the Ifland of Cmxima^ who have a Store- 
houfe in the South-Wefl Part o' the 
Towm of Ponfan. They fupply Ctrea 
with Pepper, Sweet-wood, Alum, BufP- 
Icrs-horns, Goats and Buck-skins, and 
other Commodities, which we and the 
Chinefts fell in Japan. In exchange, they 
take the Produdt and Manufadures of 
the Country. The Corefians have alfb 
fbme Trade at Peking^ and in the Nor¬ 
thern Parts of Ojina , but it is very 
chargeable, becaufe they only go thi¬ 
ther by Land, and on Horfe-back. None 
but the rich Merchants of 5 «r trade to 
Ptkingj and are always three months at 
leafl: on the way. This whole Traders 
in Linnen, or Cotton-cloth. The Great 
Ones, and chief Merchants buy and pay 
^for all with Money, but the meaner fort 
deals only with Rice and other Commo¬ 
dities by way of Barter. 

Weights There is but one fort of Weight and 
and Mea- Mcafure throughout the Kingdom, but 
the Traders abufe it very much, not- 
withftanding all Precautions and Orders 
of the Governours. They know no 
Money but their Caiis, and thofe pafs 


only on the Frontiers of Ouna. They 

pay Silver by weight in litfle ingots, Hamel, 

like thofe we bring from Japan. 

Their Language, their way of Wri- 
ting, and their Arithmetick, arc very ^ 
hard to learn. They have many words 
to exprefs the fame thiug, and they 
Ibmctimcs talk fjft, and fometimts How, 
efpecially their Learned Men, and great 
Lords. They ufe three feveral fovts of 
Writing, the firft and chiefeft like that 
of China and Japan^ which they ufc for 
printing their Books, and for a!l Pub- 
lick Affairs. 1 he fccoud is like the 
common Writing among us. 1 he great 
Men and Governours ule it, to anfwcr 
Petitions, and make Notes on l.ccters of 
Advice, or the like, the Commonalty 
cannot read this Writing. The third 
is more unpolifli’d, and ferves Women 
and the common fort. It is caficr to 
write in this Cbarafter than the others. 

Names and Things never before heard 
of, being noted down with very curious 
fine Pencils. They have abundance of 
old Books, both Printed and Manulcript, 
fb choicely kept that none but the King’s 
Brother is trufted with than. Copic.s 
of them with Cuts, are kejn in feveral 
Towns, that in cafe of Fire they may not 
be quite loft. I'hcir Almanacks are Printing, 
made in China, they chemfclves wanting 
skill to make them. They print with 
Boards or Wooden Cuts, and lay one 
Cut to each fide of the Paper, and fo 
ftrike offa Leaf. They caft Accounts Arithmc- 
with little long Sticks, as wc do with tick. 
Counters. They know not how to keep 
Books of Accounts or-Shop-books, but 
when they buy anything, they fetdown 
the Price under it, and write on it what 
they made of it, and fo find what pro¬ 
fit or loft. 

When the King goes abroad, he is Manner of 
attended by all the Nobility of the Ki"S’- 
Court, wearing the Badge of his Or- 
der, or fome piece of Embroidery be¬ 
fore and behind, on a Garment of Black 
Silk, with a very broad Scarf, a great 
Body of Soldiers following in good or¬ 
der. Before him go Men on Horfeback 
and others on Foot, fome of them car¬ 
rying Colours and Banners, and the 0- 
thers playing on feveral Warlike Inftru- 
ments. They are follow’d by the Life- 
Guards, which arc made up the chief 
Burgers of the Town. The King is in 
the middle, carryed under a very rich 
Gold Canopy, and proceeds with fuch 
filence, that the leaft Noifeis nocheard.^

rVA^n a licclc Box, iato which he pats all the

which they hang along the Walls or 
Pails, fo that they cannot fee who pre¬ 
fers them. Thoife that are appointed to 
gather them, bring them to the Secre¬ 
tary, who puts them into the little Box, 
and when the King returns to his Palace, 
they «are all laid before him to decide 
what is to be done, which he performs, 
and his Orders are executed out of hand, 
no body prefuming to contradid them. 
All the Doors and Windows of the 
Houles in the Streets through which 
the King palles, are fliut, and no body 
does prefame to open the lealt cranny of 
them, much lels look over the Wall, 
or over the Pails. When the King paf- 
fe^ by the great Men or Soldiers, they 
tnuft turn their Backs to him, without 
daring to look, or lb much as cough. 
Therefore upon thefe occafions , molt 
of the Soldiers put little Sticks into 
their Mouths, that they may not be ac¬ 


cus’d of making a noile. When the T<tr- 
tarh Embailador comes, the King goes 
in Peribn with all his Court out of 
Town to receive him, waits upon him 
to his Lodging, and in all places every 
body does him as much or more honour 
than to the King. All forts of Mufici- 
ans. Dancers, and Vaulters, go before 
him, Itriving who (hall divert him molt. 
Daring the whole time the Tartar is at 
Court, all the Streets from his Lodging 
to the Palace are lin’d with Soldiers, 
who itand within lo or 12 Foot one of 
the other. There are two or three 
Men who have no other Employment 
but to pick up Notes thrown out of the 
Tartarus Window to be carry’d to the 
King, who defircs to know what the 
Embaflador is doing at all times. To 
conclude, that Prince ftudies all ways to 
pleale him, endeavouring by all manner 
of courtefie to make him lenfible of the 
relped he bears the Great Chamy that 
he may make a favourable report con¬ 
cerning him to his Mailer.

Heat within their Entrails, to protnote 
digeftion. Others on the other Hand, 
lie upon the Ground with their Stomachs 
downwards in the hoc Sand ^ here they 
Sleep till they think they have well 
enough digcftcd their lall Meal, and them 
go to Work again as before. This 
Gluttony produces Worms in their Bow¬ 
els, progeneratcd from*the vaft quan¬ 
tity of raw and indigefted Meat, fo that 
they fcldom attain to the 50th Year of 
their Age. 

As for the refl: of the Inhabitants of Pa- 
raquari* the'' are very good Chriftians, 
audacknov.'icdgno other Superiors, but 
the Mifliouuties, whom they reverence 
like Fathers, as they aie indeed obliged 
to them for every thing, their Educati¬ 
on, Clothing and Food ; thejr arc very 
apt to imitate any thing chat is laid be¬ 
fore them; I have Icen fomc Writing of 
theirs as exafk as thebclb Print. They 
make Clocks and Trumpets, not infe¬ 
rior to any in Germany \ but value Mu- 
lick above every thing clfe. When I 
Ihew’d them fome of my Compolitions 
and Mulical Inftrumcncs, 1 brought along 




with me out of Europe (tho’,1 am bol^u 
indifierent Mullcian} they were reaSy 
to adore me. At the cime«f our AVa i<59t. 
rival we were met by zhoxyGi^Jndians^ 
playing upon their Pipes him ^ericM 
Horns, one of them keeping the Time 
by the Motion of a kind of a Flag, after * 
a very ridiculous manner. I prefented 
thefe Muficians with Ibmc Toys, fuch* 
as Looking-glalTes, Needles, FiflPhooks, 
Glals-beeds ; Dei , fmall Pi- 

dures, &c. which they valued beyond 
Gold and Silver. But my Paper begin¬ 
ning to fail me, 1 will only tell you. 

That I, with 20 MilTonaries more, arc 
to leave Buenos Ayres before long, in or¬ 
der to go deeper into the Country, in¬ 
to divers Cantons, of which there are 
24 in this Province ; each of them hav¬ 
ing 5000, fome 8000 or 9000, others 
near \ 5000 Inhabitants, each under the 
tuition of two MUQonaries, who are to 
provide not only for their Souls, but 
alio for their Bodies, by allotting each 
Family their due Share of Meat, Bread, 
Flower, &c. without which they would 
devour all at once. No more at this 


l ime. I recommend ray felf, &c. 


CHAP. 11. 

A fiftieuUr Defeription of Father Anthony Sepp’r out <f Spain iifto 
Faraquaria, taken out of his feconu Letter dated in the Canton of Japegli, 
in the Province of Faraquaria on the ^t^th of June, 1692. 

The JOUKFSAh. 


I T havingpleafed the Almighty God 
to make me an unworthy Inilru- 
ment in the Converiton and Inftrudion 
of the Pagans of America^ he was plcaf' 
cd thro’ his Mercy to condud me thro’ 
many Tribulations and Dangers ftom 
Cadiz, to Buenos Ayres., where 1 arrived 
lafely on the 5th of April, 1691. I left 
T'rent the pth of JsUy 1589. and tra¬ 
velled thence to Genoa, not without great 
Danger from the Bandits ; thence em¬ 
barking for Cadiz^ I arrived there the 
nth of Sefiemher, being forced to ftay 
a whole Year at Sevile for the depar¬ 
ture of the Ships bound for Buenos Ayres. 
I reimbaik’d again on the 17th of Jam^ 
ary t59t. at Cadiz, iox the profecution 
oiour intended Voyage thither. Aboard 
thefe Ships were 44 Miflionaries of di¬ 
vers Nations, Spaniards, Italians, Rem- 
mines, Sicilians, Sardinians, Genoejes, 
Mitantfes, Romans, Behemiaufzad Au- 
firiant. 1 was a Native of Tyrol, and 


my Companion Father Antho^ Adam 
Behme a Bavarian ; of whofe extraor¬ 
dinary Zeal in his new Million, for the 
Converfion of a certain Nation call’d 
Tares , wherein he underwent great 
Hardlhips, and waslikelytohaveoi^’d 
up his Blood for the Glory of Chrift, 
by the Hands of a Pagan Barbarian, 
who bad infallibly kill’d him, had his 
bloody Delign not been prevented by 
a certain new convertedbelong¬ 
ing to my Flock, 1 lay of all this I Ihall 
have occaiion to lay more hereafter. 

Our Squadron coniifted only of three 
Ships, ofbetwixt 50and 5o Guns each. 
The Capitaina or Commodore’s VelTel 
caWdDeSanSiJftmaTrinitate, Cpnmian- 
ded by Don Jhttanio de Retana ; the Al- 
miranta de Chrijlo Naxjereno, by Don 
Antonio fionxAeK., and a Pink caU’d Me¬ 
tre Dotorofa, Commanded by a eertaia 
Bifcs^an, as were indeed the other two 
CommaadevSi We emburk’d aboard

1691. (iiid Cbili^ /with their l.adics and Fami- 
V/'VNJ lies, beiides divers Favors, Merchants, 
IVJxjhQts. Ntgro Slaves, 200 Soldiers, 

100 Seamen and others but before we 
' entred the great Atlantick Ocean, all 
the Fathers Miflionaries, went over to 
. the Matre Dolorofaj where the (^ptain 
allow'd* me no other Place to lie in than 
a narrow Cabin about 5 Foot long, and 
not above 2 and a half broad; and my 
beloved Companions Place, I mean Fa¬ 
ther Anthony Rehme and another Aufiri- 
an Father’s were fo ftiort, that all that 
while they were not able to lie llrcight 
in it*, fonic other Fathers who were not 
quite fb tall as be, would have changed 
Places with him, but he would not pot 
the Icalt Inconvenience upon them to 
eale himfelf. There was a little Win¬ 
dow to let in the Air, but this being 
(hut for the raoft part, to keep out the 
Sea Waves, we fpent our time in Dark- 
nefi i belides which the (cent of the 
Water in the Ship was lb nauleous to 
us, that we were ready to be liifibcated 
with it, and were on the other Hand no 
left peftcr’tfiwith thoufands of Mice and 
Rats, Ibme whereof were not much Icls 
than Cats, and made a moil; terrible 
Noife. The fraell of the Onions and 
Garlick, and of (linking Tobacco, of 
about 600 Pullets, 280 Sheep, and 15c 
Hogs, which were not far from our 
Quarters, were no fmall addition to the 
reft of our Troubles, To add to our 
Allliftion we had for our Diet nothing 
but (linking Mcgt, and Biskets full of 
Maggots, the hrft having been Salted a 
Year, and the laft Baked two Years be¬ 
fore our departure, and kept by the 
Captain j his Covetoufiieft was in Ibme 
meafure punilhed by the loft he fuftained 
daily in his Poultry and Sheep, of the 
ftrft of which died 5 or 8 a Day, and a 
pelliferous Contagion reigning among 
the Hogs aboard, moft of them were 
thrown over-board. How often have 
we been glad to catch the Rain Water, 
fent us from Heaven, in Sheets, Hats 
and VelTels, ivitbagreatdealof Thank- 
folneftr 1 will not mention here the 
Trouble and Vexation we endured from 
the Vermin *, how often I have been 
gUdito«make ufe of the Cables inftead 
of a #lIiow, to patch my torn Cloths, 
wai| 9 y Linnen, and fuch like 
Inconveniences, thefe b|:ing but 
T dW ts in comparilbn of the reft of our 
Sufibringsi tlw belt was, that ail this 
was. in fome .meaiiire recompenfed by a 


profperous Gale and Voyage, which 
brought DS without any linifter Acci¬ 
dent, to our dedred Port. 

The 18th of Janumry bein§; (till in 
light ofCM&'x., the Fathers of the Je- 
fuics College there came aboard us, to 
bid us adieu j we were not a little de¬ 
lighted with the vaft Number of fmall 
VeiTels, fome of which came often aboard 
us, to fell us ibme Fruits, and other 
Refrelhments, whillt others palling in 
light of us, wi(h*d the Captain, Gover- 
nours, and us a happy Voyage, in their 
ufual Sea (.anguage j fuch as Dies Ca~ 
vetlerosy Adieu Gentlemen ^ a Dios buen 
Vtafge^ Adieu, a good Voyage; buen 
Paffagty a happy Pallage ; ytnt in 
a fair Wind; M»r bonanza^ a quiet Sea, 
&c. We aniwer’d them with our Drums 
and Trumpets, and the Fire of our 
Cannon and fmall Arms. 

Being got out of Sight of Cadiz, the 
ipth, 1 obferved the Body of the Son 
exaftly at its fetting , and that of the 
Moon exadly to appear much larger 
than ever 1 had obferved it in Germany. 
The 20th we made 60 Leagues with a 
fair Wind. The2itb, 22tb, 23th and 
24th of January a brisk North Wind 
carried us diredly within 30 Leagues 
of the Canaries or Jnfuta fertunata ; 
which lie 100 Leagues from Cadiz., 
The 25 th being the Day of the Conver- 
llon of St. Paul, the Sky began to be 
darkned with Qouds about Midnight, 
which was loon after followed by lb 
terrible a Tempeft, that the Captain 
and whole Ships Crew cry’d out Miferi- 
cardia^ Mifericordia., giving all over for 
loft; however it lafted not long, the 
Fury of the Tempeft being Ibmewhat 
allay’d by break of Day, ana the Clouds 
loon after dilperfed by the Son Beams. 
We received no other Damage in this 
terrible Tempeft, accompany’d with 
Thunder and Lightning (a moft terrible 
and difmal Thing at Sea) than chat one 
of our Ships had her Malt brought by 
the Board, which our Captain wifely 
prevented in ours, by furling its Sails 
in good time; one of the belt reme¬ 
dies, to divert the Fury of this other- 
wile irrefiftible Element. 

Our Procurator had brought along 
with him a SanSiifyd BeB as we call it, 
and Kaleke by the Americans , unto 
which they attribute this Vertue, that 
as far as its Sound reaches, no Thunder 
or Llghcning.can do any Mifthief; for 
which realbn we took care to have it 
rung at ’this time of Danger. The 
Original of ks Vertue mult be traced as

tar as Mexico, where they lay, was for¬ 
merly a Bell of a vail; Bali^ which as 
often as it Lightned and Thundred, 
hing of it fclf, and as far as the Sound 
thereof reached, no Thunder-bolt was 
ever known to fall afterwards it was 
thought fit, to cafl; many Bells of the 
Mettal of this great Bell, which are 
given as a lingular Prcleiit to Pet Ions of 
Quality and ours is one of the lame 
kind, every Procurator who goes fiom 
the Indies to Rome, having fuch a Bell 
allowed him, to proted^ him in his 
Voyage. 

The 26th of January having pretty 
well refitted our Ship, we profccuted 
our Voyage, the Capitaine leading the 
Van, which was followed by the j^mi- 
rante but the Pink being heavier loaden, 
and pretty much damaged in the lall 
Tern pell, remained behind, for 6 or 7, 
and fometimes 8 Leagues, yet within 
light. Tims we continued our Courfe 
the 27th, 2Sth, and 29th. The 30th 
by break ot Day, a Seaman placed on 
the Main-topfail-mall, cry’d with a great 
deal of Joy, Cavelieros, Tierra, Tierra, 
hand. Land, Gentlemen', It being a con- 
llant Ciillum aboard thole Ships, for 
him that keeps A'.itJt on the Main-top- 
fail'IVIafl, to look about him continual¬ 
ly with a pcrfpcdlive Glafs, and at the 
light of Land, or anv Ships, to give no¬ 
tice thereof to the Ships Crew*, who, 
if they prove Ships, ict up red Flag, 
and difeharge as many great Guns as 
there are Ships feen the fame is done 
by all the other Ships, of the liimc Squa¬ 
dron, with fuch exadlnefs, that if a 
Captain fails in this Point, he is obliged 
to pay a conllderable Fine. 

The 30th of January, as we told you 
before, wc dilcovered Land, which 
proved the high and famous Rock call’d 
the Pta\ of Ttneriffe, which appear’d 
all bare without any Trees, and cover¬ 
ed on the Top with Snow. This Peak 
is well known to the Mathematicians in 
their Obfervations. The 31th, coming 
to the noted Canary Jps, at 28 Oegr. 
and 7 Dcgr. from Cadiz^ we pafs’d be¬ 
twixt the Ifles of Teneriffe and Psdma, 
the firlt to the left, and the other to 
the right of ns, there being Seven of 
them in all, bnt Tenerife and Palma are 
only well Peopled, where the Franeif- 
cans have a llately Convent; and the 
Canary Sack is preferr’d by the Sps^iards 
before all other Wines; they are allb 
famous for a certain kind of Singing 
Birds, call’d from thence Canary Birds. 
la the Ifle of Pdma that brave Father 


Ignatius AsabeMm obtained the Clory^eiT 
Martyrdom, with Thirty <J£ hisr^^ 
panions. /’’’"X 

February the ift, we^Mfceded in 
our Voyage with a briskT|aIe, which 
lafted all chat Night. The'i^TTSHBJ* 
Candlemafs-DifYi a certain Father, a < 
Fleming by Birth, made his lall Vow. 
We celebrated this Day wirh a Conlbrc ^ 
of Mulick, but the boiftrooljcfrof the * 
Sea not permitting me to play on the 
Theorbe, we were forced to be content¬ 
ed with the Harmony of the Trumpets, 
and the thuudring or our great Cinnon, 
which were dilcharged upon this occafi- 
on. The fame Day a certain Negro 
Slave belonging to the Governour Don 
Attgujiin de Robles, was allb initiated 
with the Holy Baptifm. The 3d we 
reach’d the Trapkh of Cancer, lufiicient- 
ly known by its cxcclnve Heat, which 
generally reigns there *, but wc happen¬ 
ing to be blcfled with a cool North 
Wind at that time, found it as plealanc 
as the moll delightful Spring SeafOn in 
Europe. 

1 he 4th, abundance of Dying K(h 
followed our Ship for a conlidcrable 
time in the Air, tiil at lalP they betook 
themfelves to the Water again. The 
Seamen, for Diverlion lake, tycd a 
ftrong Thread on a Cane, with a Hook 
at the end, and a white Feather inilead 
of the Floating Wood; the flying Filh 
miftaking the lame for Whittings, and 
fnapping at them with much eagernefi, 
were thus catch’d by the Hook. 

The 5 th of February being the Feaft 
of the Japonefe Maxtyr^, a Novice catred 
himfelf into our Society, and made the 
ufual Vow; and the Milfionarics took 
the Holy Sacrament. 

The 6th we pals’d with a prolperous 
Gale the Hefperides Jnfula, or Ifles of 
Cape V'erde, lb call’d from their conllanc 
verdure, which continues throughout 
the whole Year, notwithllanding their 
Situation, under the Torrid Zone. It is 
an onwholfomc Place, by rcafon of the 
venemous Vapours which arilefrom the 
many Pools and Fens; ibme Years be¬ 
fore 8 Miflionaries, with Ibme Soldiers 
and Seamen, went A-ihoar here, and 
eating too greedily of the Coco-Nuisi 
Water-Melons, and Oranges that grow 
here, paid for it with their Ljves; for 
which reaibn ftrift Orders were gfven, 
that no Body Ihoold go A-lhoar here. 
We happened to have aboard os cer¬ 
tain Negroes, that were Natives of thii 
Conntry, two of which I inilrnded at 
the fame time to found the Trampet;

Thishc told usbccaufe the whiteColour 
Was in no great efteem there, thegreat- 

• eft Bla(;luiers being accounted the great- 
eft Beauty among them. This Day we 
obferved in our Garden (which 
had brought out of Spain to tranfplant 
into Parafjnarid) the Narcijfe-^lowet 
to Blow, and a Mufeadine Vine begin 
to Bud. The Jefamine continuing 
ftill in Bloflbm. 

The 7th, 8th, pth, loth, nth and 
12ih, wc fail’d forward very briskly, 
and found our Selves at 6 deg. on this 
fide the Line or Equator , the Norths 
Star and Vrfa Major being fcarce any 
further obforvable to us. The 13th, 
14th and 15th, wc law divers Sea- 
Monfters, and among the reft a certain 
large Fifli flying near the Ship, like an 
Eagle. Our Ship’s Crew catch’d ano¬ 
ther Filh not unlike a Wolf in his Head, 
Ears and Haic, but the Body like a Fi(h. 
After Dinner the Seamen being in a 
merry Vein, threw out a Chain, at the 
end of which was faftned .a Leaver 
weighing at lea ft 6 Pound weight. 
fudden Rejoyciug heino' )>card among 
the Ship’s Crew^ the Governors, the 
l,adics, Miirionarits and Merchants 
came runuii.g upon the Deck to lee 
what the matter was, when they found 
that eight of the ftoutcft Scamcn were 
drawing a certafti large Filh into the 
Ship not unlike an Ox. 

The Governor of Buenos Ayres hav¬ 
ing a mind to give us a Divcrlion, or¬ 
der’d the Captain to call his three great 
Dogs he had brought away with him, 
which being done, they were not very 
forward to approach this Sea Monftcr 
till being let on, they at laft ventur’d, 
when this Sea Ox defended himfelf lb 
well by ftriking with his Tail at the 
Dogs, and Ibmctimes wounding them 
with his Teeth, that they were forc’d 
to give it over and the Cabin Boys 
and fomeSea Men came with their Wea¬ 
pons to make an end of him, which they 
did accordingly, boil’d and cat himj 
we hairilp^r alfo, which I and Fa- 
ther^fft^f lik’d very well. There was 
a thing very obfervable in this ^ea Ox, 
viz. '{‘hat to his Skin all over his Bo¬ 
dy adhered vaft numbei*sof fmallFilb, 
which were not his young ones, but 


fuch Filh as being fenfible of their Ene¬ 
my who Preys upon them, had faftned 
thcmfelves there to avoid his Fury. No¬ 
thing is more common than to fee the 
Dolphins play in the Atlantick Sea. 

The 16th, we began the nine Days 
Prayers in Remembrance of the Indi¬ 
an Apoftle St. Francis Xaveriiis. The 
17th 18th and 19th, the Heavens blef- 
fed us with vbry feafonablc Showers of 
Rain, to our no fmall Reftrclhment, our 
Water aboard the Ship beginning alrea¬ 
dy to taftc very ill, and what was worfe- 
we had no more than two fmall Mea- 
furcs allowed of it a Day \ you may 
be fure that every Body was bufie e- 
nough m catching what Water they 
could in Sheets, Table-Cloths and Hats, 
and you might fee the poor Souldiers 
and Seamen catch it in their Shoes i 
and it was plealant to lee even thofc 
few Sailers that were left, to open their 
Wells, and to catch the Raindrops with 
a great deal of eagernefs. 

I'he 20th we perceived divers fmall 
Fires, like Ignes j’atui, the rcalbn 
w hereof is not lb calily to be found out 
at Sea as on Land. 'The 21ft we came 
within a l.eague of the EicjuinotHal 
Line, which wc pals’d by the 22d of Fe¬ 
bruary early in the Morning. Wc w ere 
not a little furpriled to find the Air lb 
Temperate and Delightful, like the 
Spring Scalbn ^ whereas commonly by 
realbn of the nearncls of the Sun, the 
Heat is very exceffive under the Line. 
Ships arc often Becalmed for 60 or 70 
Days, and every thing feems to change 
its Nature : The Water putrifies, Flelh 
ftiuks. Fleas, Lice and other Vermin 
dye : The Scent of Spices and Ballhms 
vanilh, and abundance of People arc 
peftcred with a kind of Vermin in the 
pofterior Parts, which if not taken care 
of in time prove mortal; Lemon-)uicc 
is the belt Remedy againft them. A 
Diftemper and Remedy perhaps not 
much known to Ibme European Phylici- 
ans. Some of our MilTionaries began 
to be infefted with them,but were time¬ 
ly Cured. My Companion Father Beh- 
me was troubled with the Tooth-ach, 
but no Iboner we were pafs’d the Line, 
but it cealed. I for my part was very 
well during the whole Voyage, being h. 
not in the leall troubled with Vomit¬ 
ing, as I was in the Mediterranean Sea 
in my Voyage from Genoa to Cadiz^ but 
was &trcamly hungry and could have 
«it hcartily,had I known where to come 
at it, the Salt Vapours of the Sea being 
extraordinary good to create an Appe¬ 
tite and to help Digeftion. 'We

Wc were not unmindful that among 
our Friends in this was the y 1 *r- 

ry Thurfday as they call it, which the/ 
fpcnd in Feafting, but we found that 
our African Almanack did not agree 
with t heirs our Pots and Diflies being 
quite empty. Father Behme and I were 
got into the Acquaintance of divers 
iftttch and Hamboroitgh Merchants at 
Cadiz.., who tho’ Ltitherhts invited us 
often to Dinner, and fhew’d us many 
other Civilities •, among them Mr. Bu¬ 
tt mafler'a. Hamboron^h Merchant was 
very kind to us, and at parting prcfciit- 
cd us with two Mttfeovite Hams, telling 
us that he believed they might itand us 
in good Head in our Voyage, which 
proved true enough, we having pre¬ 
fer ved them hitherto for the laft extre¬ 
mity but being more unwilling not to 
let pals the Merry Tlntrfday iinremem- 
bi'cd , we invited all the Bohemian^ 
J-'lcmminyr., Anjtrtan, and fome /<'?//<*» • 
Miflionai ies to partake of our Hamc, 
which they did, and we eat them mer¬ 
rily, tho’without Bread, Wiiieor Wa¬ 
ter *, to add to our Mirth, I play’d fc- 
vcral Tunes upon the Thcorh, and Fa¬ 
ther Behme and 1 diverted them with 
fome pleafant Tunes upon the Flagelct. 

The 23d and 24th the Night Wind 
continuing wc were advanced a Degree 
to the South fide of the Line; it being 
St. Matthew's Day, all the Mifllonaries, 
Brothers and Novices took the Sacra¬ 
ment. The fiimc Morning hearing a 
more than ordinary Noife upon the 
Deck, and enquiring the rcalbn thereof^ 
I wasaufwercd, that they had feen St. 
Thclmus on the top of the Malt. You

And upon this occalion I ought not 
to be unmindful of my Promife, made in 
my Letter from Sevil to the Fathers of 
our Society, concerning the Needle of 
the Compaft, viz. To give them a true 
Account whether the^ Needle of the 
Conipafs under the Line, docs change 
from the North were it Food before, to 
the other Nort h Polcon that tide, after 
they arepafs’d the Equator. Concern¬

, vices had been continually troubled (e- 
vcr lilucc their coming from Cadiz.)

which not only continued but increafM 
dayly i thcrcafon whereof I attribute 
to nothing clfc, than that this was the 
fiifttimc of their going to Sea, which 
being plainly obfervablc in thofe Mif- 
fionaries that were aboard us, that came 
from Germany.^ the Netherlands and Ita¬ 
ly., and had before pafs’d over the Me¬ 
diterranean into S'ptln , were not fo 
much alhidcd with it. ^ Our greateft 
trouble was that wehad nothing where¬ 
with to Comfort them, for our Pullets 
were ail dead as well as tlie Sheep, and 
there remained 12 Hoggs, lb lean and 
tough, and the Bisket fo full of Mag¬ 
gots, that they were very unfit Food 
tor a lick Stomach. The Ships Crew 
had a kind fcf hard black Bisket, fuch 
as they feed the Galley Slaves with a- 
board the Galleys j thele being without 
Maggots, Father Anthony Behme and I 
eat them with the lame fatisfaftion now 
as if they had been the beft I'renchBrcad. 
How often did we wilh at this time for 
the Scraps which we Itad lecn in our 
College under the Table ? 

The I ft of March we began to per¬ 
ceive the Tempefts and fudden Hiirri- 
cans which had pefter d us fo frequent¬ 
ly about 3 deg. in l,atitudc of the Line, 
betwixt the two 1 ropes to change re¬ 
markably i the Weather being much 
more fettled, towards the Evening we 
faw an entire Rainbow quite acrofs the 
Sky, refembling our Rainbows, except 
that we perceived more of the Blew 
mix’d with the other Colours. 

The 2d of March we failed along the 
Cojft of Parnambuco iji Brafil., where 
father Anthony Vieraone of Our Society, 
a lornyucfe by Birth, and formerly 
Chaplain to Qiieen Chrtfitne ot Sweden^ 
lives in the Jefnits College. The lame

accounted a Sign that we were 
within# 30 Leagues of the Shoar of 
Braftl., bccaule the Birds fcldom ven¬ 
ture further at Sea, where they have 


noTreesby theway toreft upon. His 
Tail was like that of a Dragons, the 
Wings no bigger than thofe of an ordi¬ 
nary Cock •, the Head like that of a 
Turkey, and the Bill like that of a 
Snipe. The Governor of Buenos Ayres 
let fly at it with his Fufee, but the Shot 
not being ftrong enough to penetrate 
thro’ the Feathers, he efcaped with 
life. 

The 4th being the firft Sunday in 
Lent., wc had a Sermon, which we con¬ 
tinue for 8 Days fucceflivcly, where 
the Governors and Ladies were always 
prefent. The 5th we found our fclvcs 
at 8 deg. towards the Trofic of Capri¬ 
corn, and tho’ wc had the Sun rcrtical 
(becaufe it made not the leaft fliadow 
about Noon) wc were not troubled 
with any excels of Heat. The 6th 7th 
and 8rh, nothing of moment hapn^ 
cxce|)t that now and then we were re- 
frclh d with a welcome Shower of Rain. 
The pth, the 'Tropic of Capricorn began 
to Ihcw his Horns, but was no lefs fa¬ 
vourable to us than the Cancer, we be¬ 
ing not moleftcd with Heat. The loth 
proved a very clear Star-light Night, 
and among other Stars we then obfer- 
ved the Pole Star or Polus AntarlUcus, 
the Peacoc k, the Apis Jndica, the Cha¬ 
meleon, NubiculaMajor icadMinor, with 
feveral other Stars, not to be met with 
in our celeftial Globe, as being as much 
unknown to the European Aftronomers, 
as divers Places and Rivers arc to the 
Geographers, and therefore left out in 
their Maps. 

The mh, wc faw feme Sea Pigeons, 
4ofwhichfetledonoiir Maftsi we kill’d 
2 of them, and they were not unlike 
our Pigeons. The 12th being the Day 
of Canonization of St. Ignatius and Xa- 
verius, we received the blelTcd Sacra¬ 
ment. I vifited the Sick, and prefent- 
ed them with what Refrclhments 1 had. 
The 13th at one a Clock in the After¬ 
noon wc pafs’d the Tropic of Capricorn, 
23 deg. from the Equinoftial Line, and 
by entring the temperate Zone, advan¬ 
ced toward the River de la Plata. 

Much might be laid of the temperate 
Zone, were it not beyond my purpolc: 

I will only tell you that it has got its 
Name from its moft excellent tempera¬ 
ture of Air, being neither too Hot nor* 
too Cold, neither too Moift nor Dry;

was furc would offer their Dayly Pray¬ 
ers for my fafc Paflagc over the wide 
Sea. Tlio’ I fpoke to them in Spanijh, 
in which I am not very perfed, yet they 
did bear me with the fame attention as if 
I had been born a Spaniard j and 1 always 
found that when I fpoke to the Indians 
concerning Germany^ and fuch like far 
diftant Plates, they were as attentive to 
it, as the Enropeans when they hear of 
the Indian Affairs. 

The 22d. they catch’d a Filh weighing 
no lefs than 90 Pound weight. It was 
of a green Colour, with Gold Colour’d 
Spots,the Flclh was very fweet and mcl- 
low.The 23d we were forced to laveer,by 
realbn ot the contrary Winds, fo that 
we could not make above half a Degree 
that Day , tho’ at that rate of SiiJiug 
there goes fometimes 24 nay 30 Leagues 
to a Degree, whereas otherwife it is 
reckoned no feorc than 1 5. The 24th 
being Sl Gabriels Day, we received the 
Communion again, and the 2 ^th being 
the Day of the Annnnaation of our La¬ 
dy, it was celebrated with four MalR’s, 
the Dilcharge of all our Cannon, and by 
dilplaying all our Enligns and Flags, and 
a CoiifoTt ot our Miilical Inftruments, 
The Pipe, Theorbe-, I'rumpets, 
Drums and Hautboys. The Ship’s Crew 
Danc’d in the Evening to a Drum and 
P^. Soon after divers Herons and Birds 
of Prey flying over our Ship, we look’d 
tjpo'n them ascertain Meflengers that we 
were not very far from the Shdar, to 
the no Imall Satisfadion of us all. No¬ 
thing can be more natural for Men, than 
to long tor that Elemerit which has given 
them Life and Being. I fpent part of 
the Evening in giving good Inftrudions 
to the Neffres aboard us, and in excrci- 
fing the young Ones at the Trumpet, 
who began by degrees to Sound fpme 
few Tunes. Thp Capirana gave us the 
Signal by a Cannon ffioc, and lent bs 
Word by a Boat that they had Sobhded 
the Bottom, and found 70 Fathom Wa¬ 
ter j'for whenever any Ships approach 
the ISboar, they arc lure to Soiind the 
pottdh by, a certain Piece of Lead dip’d 
in 'Suet of white Wax, faftned to a 
Rope of Hai&y Fathoms long, which as 
(bon as it touches the Bottom, they 
^anr op again, and by the Ctdour of 


the Earth that fticks to it, judge whether 
the Ground be Earthy, Rocky or Sandy, 
the Uft being the belt for Anchorage. 

We difeovered at the lame time 
a remarkable difference in the Colour of 
the Sea-Water, which appear’d not quite 
fo Blew as before. 

The 2nth we had a fovourable Gale^ 
which made the whole Ship’s Crew, bus 
erpectally usM ifhonaries, full of hopes to 
reach the defired Shoar before long. The 
27Ch the Capitkna gave ns the ufual Sig¬ 
nal with a Cannon Ihot and the white 
Flag, that they had feen l.and ; the Al- 
mirante did the fame foon after, and was 
follow’d by the Pink. Our Explora- 
tor on the Top-Mali difoovered the 
Land without the help of a Profpedlive 
Glals, CO the right hand of us towards 
BrafU^ immediately after break of Day, 
and it is inaediblc with what Joy every 
Body dim’d, fome upon Ladders, others 
on the Mafts, to take part info agreea¬ 
ble a fight j fome were cleaning their 
Profpeflive Glalles, whilft others were 
endeavouring to dilcover it with their 
Eyes ^ among thefe was Father Behme, 
who being very quick fighted, cry’d out 
about Noon, Landy Land good Pathtrty 
and not long after every Body had a 
plain light of that fo long wilh’d for 
Contincut of A/tterica •, which made US 
fill Oil Our Knees to offer our Thanks to 
God Almighty for his Mercy, In bring¬ 
ing us fo near to the defired Port. 

We found the Depth here of about 
30 Fathom, at 24 deg. of Southern 
Lat. and 26 min. about 7 or 8 Leagues 
from the Mouth of the River de la Plata. 
At tlie fame time we faw two Clouds 
in the South, very high in the Hem^ 
fpherty which we had firlt dilcovered, 
and conffantly kept fight of ever lincc 
we approach’d to the Line, but only 
jnft alx>ve the Horizon. Our Captain 
told us that thefe two Clouds were the 
foreft Guides to Ships bound for Para- 
epnarta'y and I remember that as foon as 
the Captain faw them, before we pafs’d 
the Line, he told os, Be joyful go<M Fa¬ 
thers, here are our infallible Guides, 
thefe two Clouds will ihew us the way 
to Pdraqnariay and reft as foon as we 
comethere. Which in effed proved true, 
Ifoc that thefe Clouds did drive before 
us, but they ftanding vertical over Pai^a- 
'(jnariay and being in light of us, we had 
no mq|re to do chan to fteer our^Couifo 
diredly cowards them. We law in thole 
Southern Parts divers new Stars, loch as 
Dtrmdoy 'J^tphiasy call’d the Gold Pijhy 
N^S'Dwty - the Faradife Birdy the Fht- 
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nix, XiaFicn Braflicn, Indns Sagittiferiu, 
wich divers others. 

The 28th we advanced to 

the Mouth of the River, which at the 
Entrance is no lefs than 70 Leagues o> 
Ter and were cold that the River of 
the Amnxjms in Brnfil was much 
' broader chan this. We had much ado 
to find the right Channel, and were 
fain to cake in moft of our Sails, for 
fear of touching upon the Sands. The 
Water continued Salt, as 1 tbund by 
experience, but the Colour was change 
ed Irom Blew and Gicen, into a whitilb 
Colour not unlike the Rivulets. After 
much Rain, to the right of os, we had 
the Cape of Sc. M*ry, where we could 
plainly fee the Tower, built by the 
Sfamards after the Dilcovery of Pxra~ 
qHoria. Then we pafs’d by the Ifle call’d 
Dt loi Lobos, from the vaft number of 
Sea-wolves which are feen hereabouts. 
We faw a great number of them with 
Heads like Dogs, and Hair on their 
Backs inllead of Scales, and they how¬ 
led like our Wolves. But wc came not 
in light of the Cape of St. Anthony. 

Thcatewe hadftilMo Leagues coAm- 
enos Ayres, which was at 38 deg. Sou¬ 
thern Latitude, jult as Cadix. at 35 deg. 
of Northern Latitude. We faw here¬ 
abouts vafi quantities of white wild Pi¬ 
geons. About Noon we came to the 
Ifle Meldonato-, and a Rumour being 
fpread in Spnin, that the Port’tgntfes had 
taken the Poll and Fortified tnemfelves 
in that Ifland, the Governour of Buenos 
Ayres (put fuanc to his Orders received 
from his Catholick Majelly) went a 
l^ar in the Paid Ifland with fome Gen¬ 
tlemen and Souldiers, to know the 
Truth thereof; they took a view of the 
wliole Ifland, and found neither Men 
nor the Footfteeps of Men, muchleis 
any Houfes or Fortifications; but pro¬ 
digious numbers of fat Oxen, Cowes, 
Calves and Horfes, the Grafs being lb 
hi gh,rhac it almofl: covered theCatcle,noc- 
withftanding they were very large. They 
kill’d an Ox, which they brought along 
with them befides leveral other Things; 
but the 0.t was lb big, that they were 
fain to cut him into Quarters before 
they could carry him into the Long- 
Boat. 

They brought allb along with them 
divers forts of Flowers, of which they 
had made Garlands and put them on their 
Hats. The Governor after his rkurn 
Aboard theShip told us, that near the 
Shore upon a Rock, there ftobd a woo- 
deh CroR, ftt up doubtlefs by the 5 pA- 


mtards, as a Token that they were^i€' 
firft Oilcoverers of it. TfaePlovr s 
they brought along with>‘*'''"s5^ere 
unlike fome of our Fio(&eis. 

One bad fome refemblanc ffito our GilB- 
jlffXer, another to our Safron^dsA ano- 
ther to that of our Wild- Sage. But w hat 
furpiifed me moft, was a certain Mow¬ 
er (fuch a one as 1 never met with be-« 
fore in all ray Life) having thorny 
Crown, a Launce, 3 Nails, andtheCha- 
raders of Ropes upon its Leaves; which 
for that reafou 1 gave the Name of 
the Pajfion-flmer. After this Day we 
always came to Anchor at Night, not 
daring to Sail in the Night time for fear 
of mifling the Channel, wliich has on 
both Tides moft dangeruus Sand Banks, 
thinking our (elves now much more lafe 
than in the open Sea. W c all rcltcd very 
well, and the 30th by break of Day, 
weigh’d our Anchor, and with all the 
Sail we could make pafs’d by the Ifle 
de los Flores, lb call’d fioffl its abundance 
of Flowers. I Ipent part of the Day in 
liiftruding a Negro Boy who was after- 
ter wards Baptized at Buenos Ayres. 

April the firft, I found bv that Water 
wherewith 1 walh’d my race, that it 
had very little of the brackiih Tafte 
left, which put us in hopes that we 
might Drink frclh Water by Noon, 
which bapned accordingly ; and it 
would have done ones Heart good to 
fee how every Body did run to faciate 
himfelf wich the moft delightful Draught 
of trelh Water, which went down with 
more pleafure at that time, than the belt 
of Wines could have^one at another, 
notwithftanding it was not very clear. 
We found twenty Fathom Water. 

April 2d, 1 told yon before that this 
River is full of Sand Banks, to avoid 
which 4 Men were conftantly employed 
to Sound the Depth by the Plumb, and 
according as they found the Earth, which 
ftuck to the bottom of it, either Sandy, 
Clay or Marfliy, they cry’d at every 
torn, 20 Fathom, Clay Ground; 18 Fa¬ 
thom, Sand ; and ib forth, (b that by 
the fpecial Care of our Captain, we 
pafs’d on very happily without ftriking 
upon the Sand Banks. 

Apnl the 3d, a large Bird of Prey 
letling upon the Malt of our Ship, the 
Governor of Buenos Ayres Ibot a BoUec 
into his Carcais, which was too ftrong 
for his Stomach to digeft; he had moft 
terriblo large Claws. Soon after we 
catch’d a pretty fmall Bird vrtth our 
Hands. It was of a Sky-Blew Colour aU 
over the Body except the Head, where 
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It^d a rcd^Tiift; it made not theleafb 
it was catch’d, and was 
^efente^wnri’e Governor’s Son. The 
ftnic DajMifCaptains difpatch’d Don 
siftro Je ^yfira. la a Yacht to Buenos 
Ayresy fe'give notice of our Arrival. 

The 4th we were within 20 Leagues 
of Buenos Ayres^ yet con Id not fee it; 
we fpent that Day in clearing the Ships, 
put up't)ur Flags, covered the Galle¬ 
ries with Scarlet Cloth, and opened the 
Port-holes for the Cannon, to give the 
ufual Salute at our arrival in the Port. 
The Governours, Merchants, Faftors, 
Paflengers, Soldiers, and in Ihoit all 
the Ship’s Crew, even to the Cabin- 
Boys, put on their bell Apparel, to 
make the bell appearance they were 
able at their arrival in the Harbour; 
among which the Equipage of the Go- 
vernour of Buenos jSyres, and the Ladies, 
together with the t^lags, Enligns and 
Ornaments of the Vtfllls made a moll 
glorious Shew, the lall appearing upon 
the Water like fo many triumphant 
Caftlcs. The poor MilTionatics were 
the only Pcrlbns, who in their Habits 
had not the lealt fharc in all thefe Pre¬ 
parations, tWir Cloths being very old, 
efpecially mine, and thofe of Father 
Behme, who being made a Year before 
the reft, were fo tattered that they 
would not hold a flitch; and therefore 
wore our Night-Gowns over them. 

The 5th immediately after Sun-riling, 
we got fight of the lb much oelired Port 
of Buenos Ayres ^ as the Spaniurds call 
it, from its mod excellent temperature 
of the Air, thrcvighout the whole Year. 
Towards Evening we faw two Boats, 
with two Pair of Oars each, to make 
the bell of their way towards ns : In 
one was the Son of the Governour of 
the Place, accompany’d with three of 
the chief Officers, to welcome the new 
Governour, and in the other the Proas- 
rsstor, or Chief of our Society in Para- 
/juaria^ to do the like to the Miillonaries 
aboard, and to regale us with divers 
Sorts of Provilions and Refrelbments ; 
or, to fpeak in plain Terms, to Feed 
the Hungry. The Father Procurator 
brought along with him 4 Sheep, and 


2 Calves, but we icfuling to eat Flelh 
in Lent, beftowed the fame upon the 
Hungry Soldiers ; of American Fruits 
they brought os Mulldelioos, Apples, 
Melons, and Water-Melons, call’d 540 »- 
Mas by the SpaniarM^ iome Onions and 
Garlick, 20 Wheaten Loaves of the 
bell Sort, a fmall Barrel with the beft 
Hony, a Basket of Sweet-Meats, pre- 
ierved Lemons and Citrons, &c. all 
which how welcome it was to our Hun¬ 
gry Stomachs we will give you leave to 
guefs; the other Boats having brooghe 
alfb foch like Rcffefhments for the Go¬ 
vernours and Ladies, they were no kill 
pleafed with them than we, after lb te¬ 
dious and troubleibme a Voyage. 

The dth of April we arrived happi¬ 
ly in the Port Buenos Ayres ; where all 
that Day nothing was to be heard but 
the Thunder of our Cannon, the Nolle 
of our Trumpets, Drums and Pipes; 
Here they law our Flags and Enligns 
difplay’d, on the Shoar feveral Compa¬ 
nies of Horle and Foot, a vaft Number 
of Indians with their Mulical Inftrd- 
ments, abundance of Negroes, to bid 
us welcome; and to render our Arrival 
the more Coufpicuous , many of the 
Indians came running with full fpeed, 
and thronging through the Crowd to 
Kifs our Hands, lb that I could not re¬ 
frain from Tears, but upon my Knees 
implored God’s Mercy to allift me in 
my intended Delign of bringing many 
of thefe innocent People to the Know¬ 
ledge of the Gofpel: Thus lurrounded 
by a vaft Multiitide of thefe Americans, 
and accompanied by the Father Pro¬ 
vincial Crefco, and the reft 

of the Fathers ot our Society, we pals’d 
from the Gate ftraightways to the 
Church, where we Snog the Te Deum, 
with a great deal of Devotion, the Bells 
ringing all the while all over the Town. 
Thus having given you the bell Ac¬ 
count I could of our Voyage, purfuaot 
to my Promifeat our Departure, I will 
now proceed to our Journy from Buenos 
Ayres^ into the Cantons of the InMans ; 
in hopes that you will in conlideratioa 
of the weight of the Matter, pardon 
tbeuopolitenefs of the Stile 
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ji/f Account of another Vojage performed hj Father Anthony 
1691. from Buenos Ayres, /iar 200 Leagues up the Ji ' 
to the Cantons of the Indians. 



B ut before I Embark a fecood 
time, I chink it not amifs to give 
you a lliort Delcriptioa of Buenos Ayres, 
not queflionihg but tho’ the fame has 
been done more at large before by other 
Hiftorians, yet what comes from the 
Hand of a Friend, who lives upon the 
Spot, will be look’d upon as more lure 
and acceptable, than what comes from 
Strangers, that have been no Eye Wit- 
nefles of what they publilh to the World. 
Being arrived the 6th of 1691. (as 
we told you before) at Bnenos Ayres, 
our Father Provincial thought it highly 
neceflary , that the 44 Mifllonaries, 
which had endured fo much Hardlhip 
in fo long a Voyage, Ihould have a 
Month allowed them for the recovery 
of their Strength, which was much im¬ 
paired by fo many Fatigues, fome be¬ 
ing fo much'altered in their Compledi- 
ons, that they appear’d as meagre and 
pale as Death it folf. 

His firft Care was, to endear himfelf 
Co us by all imaginable Ads of Charity •, 
he provided Food and Drink, Cloathcd 
and received us with all the marks of 
Kindnels and 1 ibcrality in hh College, 
where we did not want any thing the 
Place aiforded^ as on the other Hand 
filch of our Miflionarics as were able 
employed the approaching Holy Week 
in hearing Confeffion, and giving Ab- 
Iblution to the Sfanlards living at Bue^ 
VOS Ayres, no InMms being permitted 
to inhabit the Towni for the whole 
College here (tho’ next to that of Cor- 
dkba in Tucumm, the biggelt in thele 
Parts) confining only of eight Fathers 
and one Brother, including the Father 
Provincial and his Deputy, had- their 
Hands full, in the Daily performance 
of their Duty. 

This Province exceeds in bignefs all 
Cermtuny , the Netherlands, France and 
Italy taken together, not in the Num¬ 
ber of Cities, for fuch it has none^ not 
in Colleges, for of thefe there are no 
more chan 80, and in them only 160 
' Perfons, but in its vaft extent, and the 
great diftance of our Colleges from one 
another, Ibrae of which are 100, 20b, 
300, nay 500 or 5oo Leaguef afunder. 
There is one continued Plain of 200 


Leagues long betwixt Buenos Ayres and 
CoreUtba in Tucuman', in tbefo 200 
Leagues you fee not fo much ifs one 1691. 
Tree, yet nothing but the heft Paflu- 
rage in the Woild, full of fine Cattle, 
fuch as Oxen, Cowes, Calves and Hoifes, 
all which, as they belong to the fit ft 
that catches them (there being neither 
Village, nor Houle, nay not fo much 
as a Shepherd’s Hut to be fccii in the 
whole Plain) fo you may take them by 
I'houfands, and difpofe of them at plea- 
fbre. But wc mult not ventute too far 
into this fpicious Field, for fear of lo- 
fing our little Town ol Buenos Ayres ; 
which has no more than two Streets 
built crofswifcj it lies at 35 Degr. to¬ 
wards the AntarElic Pole (of Southern 
Latitude) as Cadiz, in Sj/ain Hands at 
35 Degr. towards the Arctic Pole (of 
Northern Latitude:) It is a very health¬ 
ful Place, as its name intimAes under 
the Government of a Sfanifi Gover- 
nour, which is changed every five Years. 

It has 4 Convents, viz., of the Francif- 
cans, Dominicans, Trinitarians and Jejit- 
its •, who all 1 ive here in a great deal 
of Poverty, by reafon of the great Scar¬ 
city of many Things requilite for the 
conveniency of Human Life. The 
Houfes and Churches here are not built 
of Brick, but Clay, nctf above one Sto¬ 
ry high and this not fo’rauch for want 
of Stone, but of Lime and Mortar the 
burning of which has been but lately 
fet up here, as well as the making of 
Tiles and Bricks fome Years before. 

They have fmee tltat time began to build 
a Steeple of Brick, which is near half 
finilhcd, and intend foon to begin a new 
Church of the lame Materials. The 
Jefuits themfelvcs arc the ArchiteSs, 
and the Work-men, certain Indians, 
fent thither from the Cantons in the 
Country. The College, and fome few 
Houfes are allb covered with Tiles, but 
the reft only with Stone. 

The Caftle it felf, where the Gover- 
nour relides, is only of Clay, furroun- 
ded with ah Earthen Wall, and a deep 
Trench, defended only by 900 Spani¬ 
ards ', tho’ in cafe of necelfity, above 
30000 Indian Horfe might arm’d 
out of the levcrat Cantons, and thele 
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rOV-/^ oot unskilful iii the ufc of Fire-Arms 
and Sworijs, in which they arc inltru- 
the Milllonaries, as alfo how to 
^sdraw Squadrons and Batalions, 

,c.^^th O^nfively and Defen- 
as the Enrofeans. Not 
to fpcak here of their own Arms, as 
Bows, Arrows, Slings, &c. 

1 he Ecclefiaftical Government here 
is conipofed of otie Bilhop only, and 
three Canons, whole Revenues in all 
do not amount to above 3000 Crowns 
fer Annum \ which according to a true 
Computation, docs not amount beyond 
half the Sum, confidcring that Silver is 
cheaper here than Iron \ for you may 
fell a two Penny Knife here fora Crown, 
an ordinary Hat, fiich as you Buy in 
Germany for 2 Shill.for 10 or 12 Crowns^ 
a Gun, of about jo or 12 Shillings 
Price, for 30 Crowns, and fo in pio- 
portion 3 bccaulc thefe Things are of¬ 
ten not to be bought for any Mony 


here. 

On the other Hand Provilions are 
dog Cheap \ an O.v, or rather to fpeak 
more properly, a fat Cow (for they 
don’t value the Flc/h of Oxen) they buy 
for 2 Reales Je Plate, or 10 or 12 Pence, 
a good HorVe for 2 Shill, and for lefs, 
becaufe 1 have feen 2 good Horfes given 
for a Knife not worth 6 Pence in Cer- 
many, and a good Ox for a few Need¬ 
les ^ but of this more hereafter. 

About Bteenas Ayres you fee whole 
Woods of Peach-Trees, neither have 
they any other Fuel, but the Wood of 
Almond and Peach-Trees •, thefe they 
propagate by putting only the Kernels 
into the Ground,* which bear Fruit the 
next Year. But Chcf-niits and Hafcl- 
nut-trees will not thrive lb well here. 
They tell you an odd Story in Spain, 
concerning the Origin ot the Peach-trees, 
viz.. That when the African Moors in¬ 
vaded Spain, they brought along with 
them vaft Quantities of Pcach-ftones to 
pl.int in Spain, the Fruit whereof being 
Poifonous in Jifrica, they did not que¬ 
ll ion but it would have the lame clfeA 
ill Spaing by which means they hoped 
to root out the Spaniards j fjut that, con¬ 
trary to Expedtation , the laid Fruit 
proving quite otherwife in the Spanifk 
Soil , the Spanijh Miffionarics bi ought 
abundance of thefe Stones into Paraejua- 
ria, whcicthey were planted, and pro¬ 
pagated to a prodigious Number: This 
Country allb produces the mott delici¬ 
ous black and white Figs j I reftiember 
that a p'bor Negroe, a Slave belonging 
to the College, went in tht Eafter Holi¬ 


days along with me into a Wood , 
where be got upon a Tree, and gather¬ 
ed me as many as he pleafcd ; I offered 
him a Spanijb Half i^nny for his Pains, 
which he refufed, till I forced him to 
take it, wherewith he thinking Iiimfelf 
as rich as Crafus, he returned me a 
thouland Thanks, and told me, that if 
1 would but give him the leaft notice, 
he would teeth me as many Figs as 1 
pica fed. 

All this while, our chief Recreation 
conlilled in giving them an account of 
the Affairs of Europe, efpccially concer¬ 
ning the Hungarian War, the Siege and 
Relief of Vienna, the taking of huda and 
Kclgrade, the Coiiqucll of Tranfilvania, 
and fiich like ; fometimes the Difeoutfe 
would run upon the Adions of Lewis 
XIV. King of France , fbmetimcs about 
the Divifions raifed by Father Fontaine 
in that Kingdom 3 all which being No¬ 
velties to them, they were extremely 
pleafcd with our Difcourlc. 

But the Father Provincial, .and the Fa¬ 
ther Procurator Ignatius de Trios, ( who 
has bi ought tliis Tetter as far as Rome,) 
not thus latisfied, would needs have me 
make a tryal of my Skill in Mufick 3 
fo that to latisfie their Cnriofity, 1 
was forced to play before them upon 
the gtcjt Thcorhe which 1 had bought 
at Augshurgl), and upon the Idler The- 
erbe bou^iit at Genoa 3 at which they 
feem’d much fin prized : Father An¬ 
thony Behme and 1, gave them allb a 
Confbrc of the Flute, upon the Violin, 
and a little ftroke upon the Trumpet Ma¬ 
rine, which 1 got made at Cadiz.-, all 
which they were much delighted with, 
tho’ I moll confefs my fclf but a very in¬ 
different A r till. 

I made alfo a Prefent of certain The- 
fes and other Trifles, to the Provincial 
and his Deputy, and gave to the reft of 
the Fathers a few Earthen Images of our 
L,ady, which were received and valued 
by them beyond Gold or Silver : For, 
it is to be oblerv’d, that in this Coun-. 
try the fmallcft Prefent of this Kind is 
fit for a Provincial, who will think him- 
felf as much obliged upon fuch an ac¬ 
count as if in Europe you prclentcd him 
with a piece of the heft Miniatuie ; 
the rcalbn whereof is, that the Mer¬ 
chants who traifick into chele Parts, 
thinking it not for their pnrpole to 
trouble thcmfelves with the leliigg of 
Piflnrcs, Images and Beads, the&meare 
icarce ever brought hither but by the 
Milfionarres, and confequeotly highly 
valued by the Inhabitants: Father 

Behme, 
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Behme, my Companioo, did la like man¬ 
ner give them fufficient proofs of his 
Liberality j He prefented that Father 
Provincial with a wooden Crofs, on 
which were no lefs than feven Sun-dials 
neatly done, and to the reft of the Fa¬ 
thers he gave fome lefler Crofles, which 
/ 4 ie had bought at Cadiz, and Sevd. 

By fuch like Prefents,tho’ of little in- 
trinfick Value, we fo gainM upon the 
Affedion of the College, that they be¬ 
gan to be very inquifttivc, of what part 
of Germany we were, and would often 
wonder what was the reafon that they 
had not hitherto had fb much as one 
Mifllonary out of Germany in thole 
Parts; which was indeed no more than 
the Truth. I told them that the only 
reafon 1 knew of, was. That there be¬ 
ing but few Colleges in that Part 
of Germany which is immediately fub- 
jeft to the Emperor, they could furnifli 
but few Miflionarics. Unto which they 
rcply’d. That the whole Empire be¬ 
ing fubje(ft in Ibmc mcafure to that Em¬ 
peror, and the Spaniards making no dif¬ 
ference betwixt the Nations of the feve- 
ral Provinces of Germany ( provided 
they were not of the French Fadiou, a 
Nation ever hated by them,) and that 
there was at that time a molt ftridt Al¬ 
liance betwixt the Emperour and the 
Houfe of Bavaria by the Marriage of 
that Prince with the Emperor’s Daugh¬ 
ter, they could fcarcc conceive how lb 
many Colleges could not fuiuilh ibme 
Miflionarics for the Indies. 

1 had no other Anfwer to make, than 
that my lirft allcdged reafon, being an 
Opinion generally received in Germany.^ 
1 had taken all pofllble pains to unde¬ 
ceive them , in that point lince my 
departure thence, and that I had writ¬ 
ten on purpofc to my Friends from Se¬ 
vd , that they were in an Error as to 
this point: A Bavarian^ Snabian^ SmJ's 
or Pdatin Milfionary being as well qua¬ 
lified for that Station, as a Native of 
7 yroly or Vienna it felf; which has been 
iufficiently verified lince , by the truft 
repofed in Father Anthony Behme, (tho* 
a Bavarian^) by the Superiour of our 
Order. Unto which we might add, that 
lince our coming thither, the Natives 
feem to be more fond of us than the 
reft. But we muft return to our Story. 
After we had refted our felves for a 
Month at Bitenos Ayres, the Father Pro¬ 
vincial lent moft of the Milfioaaries 
lately come from Spain to Cordoba in 
Tucumtut, for the convenienoy of their 
Studies, moft of them being but Novi- 
Vol. IV. 
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ces, and the reft Students of Philofo 
pfay and Divinity. But the ,moft of the 
MilGonaries as they were no Spjpiiards, 
and moft of them arrived to a good 
Age, he difpatch’d to the^everal Can¬ 
tons upon the River Par^ts-^nd.JCin^ 
goas, deeper into the Countr^. Wc 
pafs’d up the River in the following 
manner : 

Three hundred /Wi<*»Chriftians were 
appointed with certain Veflcls cd carry 
us up the Stream but before we cm- 
barqued, it will be requiiitc to give 
you a Defeription of thefe Vcllels, 
which are call’d Canoes by the Spaniards. 
They take the Trunks of two large 
Trees, about 70 or 80 foot long, and 
3 or 4 Foot diameter^ thefe two Trees 
they fatten together, like our Float- 
Woods, yet at the diftance of a Pace 
from one another •, this Intcrftice they 
fill up with Canes of about 12 Foot in 
length, and 2 Foot in depth and up¬ 
on it erc^ a certain Hut of fmall Canes 
and Straw, fullicicut to contain conve¬ 
niently enough 2 or 3 Perfons; the 
Sides arc commonly of Straw or Cane, 
covered with the lame, over which 
they lay an Ox’s Hide. Ojj one fide it 
has a little Window, and on the other 
the Door, made likewife of an Ox’s 
Hide. In thefe Huts the Miflionarics 
divert themlelvcs during the Voyage, 
with as much latisfadion as if they were 
in a Palace, and perform the fame Re¬ 
ligious Exercilcs, as if they were in one 
of their Colleges, without the Icaft In¬ 
terruption^ the Indians rowing very 
orderly without the leaft Noife, fo that 
you lhall fcarce hea? them fpeak a 
word all Day long. * 

We embark’d in thcle Canoes (2 or 
3 in each) the t Hof May, i 5 pi. about 
2 or 3 Leagues from Buenos Ayres, bc- 
caule the Millionaries are always care¬ 
ful, not to let the Indian Chriftians come 
as far as to that Place, where thefe 
fimple People would be foon corrupted 
and infefted with the Vices of the Spa¬ 
niards. Thus we were row’d up the 
Stream by 24 Men in each Csmoe, and 
foon after paft’d by fevcral Iflandson 
both fides of us, very delightful for the 
vaft Number of their Palm, Laurel, 
Lemon and Citron Trees ^ furpafling in 
natural Beauty all the Gardens of £u- 
rope, nothing being ib much to be la¬ 
mented, as that all tbele Iflands (of 
which there are no left than 60) which 
might ftrve Princes for Gardens, Ihould 
be uninhabited, and be Receptacles on¬ 
ly for wild Beafts.

of f ilhes, and thofc of a delicious 
Tafte (bu;: having not the leaft refem- 
blancoi. to ours, except Ibmc few fmall 
ones) chis'Kiver aflbrds fuch vaft Quan¬ 
tities, that j^u need no Hook nor Rod 
to jukcuhefn, but only to hold out both 
your (lands, nay they will leap into 
your Boat, wMiere you may catch them 
with eafe. 

After we had for S Days row’d up 
the StTbam of the Eio de Plata-, which 
henceforward is call’d Rio Paraquay 
iig.'iifying in Span/fli as much as a 
River) we left Rio Negro, i. e. the Black 
River to our Right, and Rio Terzjtro 
on the L.cft, and afterwards quitting 
likevvile the River Paraqaay (which has 
given its Name to Par aquaria') entred 
the River Vraquay to the Right, having 
its courfe 300 Leagues thence towards 
the fide of Brafil', upon this River, wjc. 
200 leagues from Buenos Ayres, are 
fcated 14 of the Indian Cantons, and 
12 more upon the River Parana, deeper 
in tiie Country on the right Hand ; 
whereof Father Scherer having publilh’d 
a Map, I will accordingly dired your 
way by rhe fijme. 

Firfi: rher<^bre look for Buenos Ayres, 
and leaving tnc Cape of St. Mary to the 
right, follow the trad of the River up¬ 
on which it lies, where you will meet 
with another River not named there, 
which is the River Vruquay, about the 
lame bignefs with the Danube near f^ien- 
na, upon which 1 now live in the firlt 
Canton, from whence 1 writ this Let¬ 
ter, Here you vjill find in the Map, 
St. Nicholas, higher up St. Xavier, and 
ftill higher St. Sti,cramentum, St. Jofepb, 
dc. Where is tb be obferved, that Fa¬ 
ther Sherer being not able to infert all 
the Names by reafon of the narrow 
corapafs of the Map, he mentions St. 
Nicholas in the firft Place, upon the Ri¬ 
ver Vruquay , whereas it is the 7th in 
order. For Japay, where I live is the 
firft, next Mejjus Par aquaria ', Seven 
Leagues thence Serutx., then de SanEta 
cruce, and 20 Leagues further St. Tho-- 
mas, from St. Thomas of Borgia, next to 
that Apoftoli, La Conception and lb forth. 

The tyth of May we took a Walk 
along the Banks of the River and adja¬ 
cent Woods j we found near the River 
Side abundance of fine Stones, which if 
polilhed would refemble our precious 
Scones we alfo faw a kind of Veflel, 
naturally bak’d by the Sun , of Sand, 
and as bright within as if it h$d been 
glafed by a Potter: In chefe the Indians 
keep their Drink in the hitcefi: Seafon, 


and hanging it in the Night Time in 
the Air, it keeps the Water as cool, 
as if it bad been let in Ice. We alfo 
found here divers Pieces half Wood 
half Scone, and divers Pieces of Citron 
Peal and Flelh Putrify’d, which feem to 
Ihew a Pucrifying Quality in this Ri¬ 
ver. \ 

The 20th, a conlidcrable Number of 
Barbarians approaching our Veflel, we 
lent our Interpreter to know what their 
Bufinels was, they told us that they had 
brought 20 Horfes to fell, lb we landed, 
and having ask’d the Price of the Horfes, 
we produced our Needles, Knives, Filh- 
hooks, 'Lobacco, Bread, and the Pow¬ 
der of certain Leaves of a Tree grow¬ 
ing in Par aquaria, which they look up¬ 
on as extraordinary whollbm, and put 
it in their Drink (of which more anon) 
thefe Trifles, which in all coll not above 
a Crown, were changed for 20 Horfes ; 
and they were befides fo well pleafed 
with their Bargain, that they went a- 
way wbillling, a certain Sign of their 
Sacisfaftion. 

He that was their Chieftain, and is 
commonly a Sorcerer, (whom they call 
CazJque) was clad only in a Doc’s Skin, 
hanging down from his Shoulders, the 
reft had only a Piece of Skin Wrapt 
about the middle, hanging down be¬ 
fore, as far as to the Knees -, the Boys 
and Girls were Hark Naked ^ upon the 
Head they have nothing but long Black 
Hair, as ftrong as Horfe-Hair in their 
Ears they have Holes, in which they 
Hang either Filh-bones, Ihining like the 
Mother of Pearl, or a coloured Fea¬ 
ther ty’d to a Thread. The Boys and 
Girls had likewife white Filh-bones or 
Feathers, which they wore on their 
Chins, in Holes made for that purpofe ; 
they allb wore Feathers of divers Co¬ 
lours ty’d'in a String round their Necks. 
The Men are much of the lame Size as 
the Europeans, but not quite lb tall, with 
thick Legs and large Joints: Their 
Faces fearce difler from one another, be¬ 
ing rather round than oval, but flat, and 
of an Olive Colour. They were arm’d 
each with a Bow , and a whole Hand¬ 
ful! of Arrows, thefe being accounted 
the moll couragious and molt addided 
to Sorcery among thefe Barbarians, 
And thefe are the lame TWm, for the 
Converfion of whom Father Anthony 
Behme was lent thither, and lives among 
them* to this Day, not without a great 
deal of Difficulty and Danger j they 
having mere than once attempted his 
Life. 


Some 
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Some of the moil robuil among them 
had ieveral deep Seams on their Bodies 4 
tliefe Wounds they give themfelves in 
their tender Age, without the kail re¬ 
pining, and wear them afterwards as a 
mark of their Courage. The Women 
appear more like Devils than rational 
Creatures i their Hair hangs look over 
their Fore-heads the reft twilled in fe- 
veral Locks covering tlTeir Backs to the 
Hipps i Their Faces are full of Wrinkles, 
with their Arms, Shoulders and Breaks 
naked i their Ornaments about the Neck, 
Hands and Arms, arc certain Filh-bones, 
made like Scales of Mother of Pearl, 
or large Scales of Filh i the Wife of the 
Cax.iqHe wears a triple Crown like the 
Po()es, made of Straw ^ their Children 
they wrap as Toon as they are Born in a 
Tyger s Skin, give them Suck only for 
a (ho! t time, and afterwards Feed them 
with half raw Meat, out of which they 
fuck the Juice. 

The Men have a Cnflom at the Death 
of their iicarek Kindred to cut off*a 
Fiu'Jti every time oT the left Hand; 
and if one or ilieir Daughtersdies* (pro¬ 
vided Ihf be H iiidlbnicJ ;hey make a 
Fcalf, and dr ink round om of the Skull. 

The 22th wc V ent afhoir again to 
pnrehalclbme Mcacofihtle Barbarians^ 
not above r 8 Paces front the Bank-Jide 
we faw their Huts of Stiaw, without 
any Roofs fix’d upon the bare Ground ^ 
all their Houlhold-llufl'coulilted in a few 
Tnmpious, hollow’d out, wl’ich they 
nk as wc do our Copper ami Earthen 
Vefl'els, and a few St i(.kb inftcad of spits; 
their Bed was a Tygcr or Ox-Htdc, 
ipread itpon the Ground, except that 
their CazS^ne had a Net fakncd at fome 
diltance from the Ground, on two 
Trees, for his Bed, the better to k- 
ciirc himklfagainft the wild Bealls and 
Serpents*, there being a conlidcrable 
Number of us, they began at our ap¬ 
proach to quake for fear like an Alh- 
Icaf, but no fooner did they fee us pro¬ 
duce our Needles, Filh-hooks and Bread, 
but they did run towards us with open 
Arms, and we exchanged for as much 
fat Cow’s-Flelh for our 300 Indtam^ and 
as much Veal for our own uk as we had 
occaiion for all that time. 

In the mean while having call ray 
Eye upon a little innocent Boy, that had 
taken hold of me, and conlidering with 
my fclf, what Pity it was that fo inno¬ 
cent a Babe Ihouid be left among \he{e 
Barbarians, and in time become a Sacri¬ 
fice to the Devil, I told the FSthcr that 
if he would conknt to the Sale of the 
Vol. IV. 


Child, I would Gloatb him, and take 
Care of him as long as I liVed} he con- 
fented, fo my next Addrelles were to idpiir 
the Mother, whom I tempted with 
Bread, Needles, and Tdlwcco, to part 
with the Child, brrt (he anivwrring me, 
that Ihc had a peculiar Kindoefs for this! 

Child, but would conknt to let me 
have one of the reft; 1 pitch'd upon a 
Girl, which flic kern’d pretty* well la- 
tisfy’d with ; but when flic faw me pro¬ 
duce the Needles, Tobacco, &c. her 
Heart began to fail, and her natural In¬ 
nation overcoming all other Confide- 
rations flic recall’d the Bargain, fo that 
1 was fain to reft fatisfy’d ; but how¬ 
ever made her a fmall Prefent of fome 
Trifles, to engage her agaiuft another, 
occaiion. 

The 23th, after I had faid Mafs, Fa¬ 
ther jinthony Bthme and I crcded a 
Wooden Ciofs upon a Hovel, near the 
Bank-lide, with this Inkription, Germa- 
ma \ to intimate, that wc were not with¬ 
out hopes of ietiiing one time or other 
the GolpeJ here; and tho’ fome of our 
Company could not forbear to fniile at 
it, and laid among themklvcs, Tbefeitre 
indeed good fintfle Germans-, yet were 
we not altogether deceived in our 
Hopes, for within the Year God was 
pleakd fo to Bleis the Endeavours of 
Father Anthony Sthmcy that not far from 
this Place he eredled a kind of Canton 
for the Converted InSansy with a fmall 
Chappel dedicated to St. Joachimy as wc 
ihall fee more at large anon. 

The Z4th of Mayy the Meat which 
we had bought of tbe Indians, being 
almoft confumed, we mounted the 20 
Horfes, we had purchakd, and riding 
for about half an Hour into the Coun^ 
try, over the moll fertile Meadows in 
the World, met with abundance of fat 
Cattle, whereof we took 6 of the fatteft 
Cows, and 4 Calves, which we kill’d 
upon the Spot, and having thrown away 
the Entrails, Head and Feet, cut them 
into Quarters, and fo carried them to 
our Boats: It is almoft Incredible, how 
nimble the Indians are in Catch ing^ 
Killing and Quartering thefc Beafts; 
but they are no left nimble in Eating 
them, without Salt or Bread, and more 
than half raw, aCuftom not eafily to be 
aliolilhed among them, tho’ I have of¬ 
ten attempted it j for I remember, that 
feveral times I have font fome Meat 
Boil’d ^fterour vtay toromcindians that 
were Sick, which they received thank¬ 
fully, but afterwards gave it to tbd 
Dogs, and teturn’d to their own Diet.

our felve? excreamly miftaken in our 
guefi, vtf hen we were told that they were 
all repaired to Church to return Thanks 
to God for his Mercy, in proteding 
the Miflionarics in their Voyage hither •, 
but wc will leave them to their Devotion 
and return to the Kivcr,wbcrethcFachcr 
procurator and Father Suferiour llrove to 
outdo thefuMans in all thcDemonftratioiis 
of the moft lincere joy and SatisfaSion 
that could be imagined. They had fent 
two well equipp’d Boats like Galleys to 
meet us, lined on both fides with Fire¬ 
locks i thefe two niade a mock Engage¬ 
ment, difeharging their Muskets brisk¬ 
ly at one another, under the Sound of 
Drums, Trumpets and Hautboys, whilft 
fome diverted us with W reft ling 
together in the Water, till at laft wind¬ 
ing about, they gave us atiipleSalvo 
and joyn’d with ours. 

On the River fide we faw the Father 
procurator^ and Father Suferiour at the 
Head of two Troops of Horfc, and as 
many Companies of Foot, all Indians 
but Clad after the Spanifij Faihion, and 
Arm’d with Cymetars, Muskets, Bows, 
Arrows, Slings, &c. Four Eniignsdid 
their utmoft in (hewing us their Skill in 
managing their Colours j as tour Trum- 
j)cts, and fome Hautboys animated the 
People,and falutcdus at ourLauding.Wc 
had no (boner fet foot a Shore, but em¬ 
bracing one another, we march’d in good 
Order thro' a green Triumphal Arch 
towards the Church, being follow’d by 
(bme thoulands of Converted InMcws , 
where being Welcom’d by the Ringing 
of the Bells, and entring the Church 


with a fingular Gravity afld Devotion, 
we found the Jndtan Women ftill at their Sepp 
Prayers, and that with fo much Ferven- idpi. 
cy, that not one among them ftir’d as 
much as her Head, or call her Eyes at us as 
we came into the Church) 

Wc began theLamlate Domthtm omms 
gmcSf which being done the Correlator * 
or Chief of the Indians received us in 
the Name of the whole Nation with a 
fliort but very good Speech, the like 
did one of the Indian Women; and that 
very elegantly, if wc may aedit what 
the Father Saperiour^ (who is well verfed 
in the Paraquaria Language) alTured 
us. 

Thus we fpent that Day and the next 
following in Mirth and jollity. In the 
Evening wc were invited to fee four 
different Dances. The firft was per¬ 
formed by eight Boys, managing their 
Pikes or L/anccs with great dexterity 
whilft they Danced. The fecond was 
by two Fcncing-Maftcrs. The thhd by 
fix Seamen. And ilic fourth by lix Boys 
oji Horleback. All thefe w C: e Indians^ 
but Clad after the SpMjiJIi Mode, and 
that with fo much Curiolity, tliat they 
might have not been afharaed to appear 
bclore Pcrlbns of the firli Rank in £*- 
rope. They afterwards gave us the di- 
verfion of a kind of a Turnament on 
Horfeback; it being then Night, they 
had illuminated the Place with Ox Horns 
fill’d with Suet, they having neither Oyl 
nor Wax here. 

The 3d of June being White-Sunday^ 
all the Miflionaries faid the firft Mafs in 
the Indian Church here; returning their 
moft humble Thanks eo God Almighty, 
for having made them bts inftruments in 
the Converfion and Inftruciiou of thefe 
poor Indians^ and imploring his Mercy 
to enable them to go through with fo 
great a Work, cfpecially in the attain¬ 
ing of the Language of the Natives; a- 
mong which that of the Paraquarians is 
thechiefeft, having for the reft not the 
leaft refemblance to the Spanijh^ German 
or Latin ; being a peculiar Language, as 
may be by theenclofed Table, containing 
the Pater Nefier and Ave Mary in the 
Latiny Snanifi and Paratftarian Langua¬ 
ges, with fome few Rules for the Read¬ 
ing of it, as it was Copied by an Indism.

Next to my Apattmcui I have a Gar¬ 
den, divided into fcvcral Partitions, 
one whereof is my Flower-Garden, ano¬ 
ther my Phyfick-Garden (for they know 
not what a Phylitian or Apothecary is) 
another my Kinchin Garden, belides an 
Orchard and Vineyard. In the Kitchin 
Garden grow all the Year round, di¬ 
vers Sorts of Salet Herbs, Endive, 
curl’d and not curl’d, Cichory-Roots, 
Paifaips, l urnips, Spinage, Radiihes, 
Cabbages, Carriots, Beet-Roots, Parfly, 
Ani-Sced, Fennel-Seed, Coriander-Seed, 
Melons, Cucumbers, and divers forts 
of hidian Roots \ in my Phyfick Garden 
I have Mint, Rew , Rofemary, Pim- 
pinel, Sweet-Ma^rjoram, my Flow¬ 
er Garden produces white Lilly’s Indian 
Lilly’s, yellow and blew Viols, Poppies, 
and many forts of Indian Flowers. 

In my Orchard I have Apple and 
Pear Trees, and Hafel-nut-trees, but 
thefe two lall: will bear no Fruit here, 
tho’ they grow very lofty; Peaches, 
Pomegranates, fweet and fower Le¬ 
mons, fweet and fower Citrons, Vanin- 
ccys, and divers other JnSan Fruits. 

My Vineyard has fo many Vines, that 
fometimes it may produce 500 large 
Casks of Wine in one Year, but this

However theft frequent Miftarriages 
in the Vines, make the Wine here a 
dear Commodity, a Cask being fold 
fometimes for 20 or 30 Crowns, a great 
Price for fuch an unwholfomc Wine as 
this, which is not to be preftrved with-^ 
out a great deal of Lime, without which 
it would turn to Vinegar in a little time; 
this makes us ufc the Wine very fparing- 
ly, and fometimes not a Drop in fix 
Months, it being fometimes fo ftarce, 
that we lhall not have enough for the 
Communion Table. 

The Miffionary is alfo obliged to be 
both Phyfitian and Apothecary, and both 
order and adminifter Vomits, Purges, 
V^ciiiftwtions, or what elft feems to be 
rcquilice for the Recovery of the Pati¬ 
ent ; nay what is worft, he muft be 
head Nurft, for tho’they have Four ap¬ 
pointed oil purpofc in each Canton, yet 
arc they fo void of Senft and Judgment, 
that without L'onltanc overlooking they 
foon would fend the Patient to the other 
World. 

The bed of all is, that theft Indians 
are not fubjed to many Diftempers 3 
the Worms are their chiefeft Plague, oc- 
cafioned by the vaft quantity of half 
raw Meat, they eat Daily, which being 
ill digefted corrupts in the Bowels, and 
generates Worms, and theft the Bloody 
FIhx^ which puts an end to their Lives, 
efpccially if it happen to be Cold Wea¬ 
ther, of which theft Indians are extream- 
ly fcnfiblc ; tho’ their coldeft Sealbo, 
even in . 7 «w is ftarce lb Cold as with 
us in ji^ril. To remedy this Evil, no¬ 
thing IS more proper, than to give a 
Vomit made of Tobacco Leaves, all bit¬ 
ter Things being at mortal Enmity with 
the Worms after the Vomit we take 
fome Cow’s Milk, into this we fqueeze 
the Juice of a fower Lemon, put fame 
Rew and Mint into it, after all is well 
mix’d, Iqueezc and ftrain the Liquor 
from it, and lb give it the Patient. 

Scarce any other Diflemper is known 
here, except that now and then the 
Spotted Fever reigns among them, 
which about four Years ago carried off" 
above 2000 Perfons only in our Canton; 
Providence, as ft ftems, having choughe 
lit not to affitd with many Diftempers 
a wretched Nation that is deftitute of 
all forts of Remedies. For, Cinnamon, 
Nutmegs, Mace, Saffron, Ginger, Cloves, 
Rice, Antimony, Tfieriaca and Methri- 
date,.ascvell as other Medicinal Herbs 
and Compoficions, are not as much as 

known 


from Spain to Paraquaria. 



knowQ here; nay, even Sale is a very 
Scarce Conimodicy with us, efpccially if 
our ufual Supplies from Spain happen to 
fail: Hence it is that the Indians uie 
no Salt either with their Meat or in 
their Bread, tho’ they clft are very ea¬ 
ger after it and will have it if they can 
/come at it. For my part, I find that Cu- 
Itom may bring a Man to any thing, for 
1 begin to love their Bread tolerably 
well, and find no great dificrence be¬ 
twixt that and ours, viz. Hanger is their 


nice^ Cook. Moft of their Cantons are fVA>Q 
ftatedupon an Afcent, for* the conve- Sepp, 
niency of carrying off the Rains and o- 
ther Waters into the River on which t/'VNJ 
they lye ; which is much of the lame 
bignels with the Danube, and the Wa¬ 
ter thereof lb wholelbm, ^lat you . 
maydrink of it as much as you 
pleafe, even after Melons, jPeaches, 

Figgs, &c. without recciving^ic leaft*

CHAP. V. 

Defer ration of the Cantons or Towns inhabited by the Converted Indians in 

Paraquaria. 


•^"inHcfe Cantons, as we told yon juft 
I now, are generally leatd upon 
an Al’cent near the Rivers Vraguay and 
Paraka, lomc of which contain 700 or 
Hco, others 1000 Families and above, 
lb that comprehending Father and 
Mother with all their Children , 
( which are very numerous, ) you may 
fafely reckon 5 oog , 7000 or 8000 Souls 
to a Canton. Near the Church of each 
Canton is a Square Market-place 400 
foot long, and as many broad, the reft 
being divided into Streets like ourTowns 
in Europe \ but the Houles are very dif¬ 
ferent, being no more than Huts erect¬ 
ed upon the bare Ground, the fides 
whereof are only of Clay, and the Roofs 
covered with Straw, except fome few 
that of late Years have been covered 
with Tiles: Windows and Chimneys 
are not in ufe among them; hence they 
are conftantly fb full of Smoke, that I 
have been in danger of lofing ray Eyes 
by it, when l have been frequently vi- 
Jiting the Sick. Thefe Huts are not 
divided into Chambers, Kitchins, oro- 
ther Apartments, all theft being com¬ 
prehended in one Room, their Cellar 
being a hollow Purapion in which they 
keep their Water for drinking: Thofe 
that value thcmftlves above the reft, 
make uft of aNctt faftned to two Trees, 
inftead of a Bed ^ but the poorer Ibrt 
are contented with a Tyger's Skin or 
Ox Hide fpread upon the Ground, with¬ 
out Pillars or Bolftcrs, inftead of which 
they make uft of a Stone or piece of 
Wood. Their Kitchin Furniture con- 
fifts in two or three Pots or Pans; the 
Hand ferves inftead of a Spoon,* the 
Teeth in lieu of Knives, the five Fin¬ 
ders for Forks; their Drinking •Vellel 
is a Silver Pumpion, the Fire-hearth is 
Vol. IV. 


under the Bed, there they fatten the Net 
at night, then fpit the next Stick they 
meet with; and whilft their Meat is a 
roafting, they eat it ofF continually in 
Slices; tho’ ibme only hold it a lit¬ 
tle over the Flame, and fo eat it with¬ 
out farther Ceremony. 

The Door of theft Huts is of an 
Ox-hide, about fix Spans high and three 
broad ; this brings you i^pto the place 
where Father, Mother, Sifters and Bro¬ 
thers, Children, and Grand-children, 
pigg all together in one Room; bcfidcs, 
three or four Dogs, and as many Cats; 
whence you may guefs what aScent there 
muft arife from fuch a Mixture in fo 
narrow a compafs, which ftrikes the No- 
ftrils of the poor Milfionaries, when they 
come to do their duty among them, be¬ 
yond what can be imagined or exprefs’d, 
for all which they have«no other com¬ 
fort than to fte theft poor innocent 
Wretches expire, with all the Signs of 
an entire Refignation that can be ima¬ 
gined; It is rarely to be feeo, that 
during their Diftempers , they 
diftover the leaft Symptoms of Im¬ 
patience , no Sighs after their Wives 
and Children , no Defires after Trea- 
fures, nor Troubles how to pay their 
Debts,no regret of leaving their Friends; 
for as they ftarce ever t&e care of theft 
things in their Life-time, ib tbeyfeldom 
difturb their Reft when they are to leave 
this World. 

When a Virgin has attained the 14th 
Year of Age, and a Boy id, they arc 
marriageable, and we feldom Hay ion- 
ger,for fear of worft conftquences; it 
having l]een found by Experience, that 
when the Maidens and Young Men con¬ 
tinue in a lingle State for any confidera- 
ble time, they have found means to pair 
O o o o them- 
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thcinfclves. The Objedion which in 
Sepp other plates»is made againft fuch young 
1691. Marriages takes no Plate here, where 
there's no difputc about Dowry or Set¬ 
tlements, or which way they will main¬ 
tain thcmfclves ^ all this they leave to 
God Almighty, and our Care, they 
never applying themfelvcs to any Trade 
or ProfclTion. So that upon Marriage it 
.is the Mnionary who provides the Hut, 
it is h^'who provides the Wedding 
Cloths, viz.. 5 Yards of coarfe Wool¬ 
len Stiifi* for cachj a Bed they never 
want. Ox’s Hides being cheap enough*, 
and the Wedding Dinner is made with 
a fat Cow, which is likewife piefcntcd 
by the Millionury. 

I'lieir Marriage Agreement conhlts 
only in two Articles, The Woman 
promifes to fetch what Water the Huf- 
band wants, from the Kiver, in lieu of 
which he engages to turnilh the Kitchin 
with Fuel. We allow them no Mufick 
nor Dancing at their Weddings, but lb 
loon as they arc Married, and have heard 
Mafs, tlie Bridegroom goes his ways, 
and the Bride hers ; and if the MiJfio- 
iiary has prefented them with a fat Cow, 
a little Salt, ^and a few Loaves, they 
invite the Parents to Dinner, and fo 
make the bell Chear they can. There 
is one Thing peculiar in their Marri¬ 
ages, viz. that here the Man docs not 
Woe the Woman, but on the contrary 
the Woman the Man ; in this Cafe the 
Maid comes to the Milfionary, and fays, 
Payy i. e. Father (for fo they call us) 1 
have an Inclination to Marry fuch or 
fuch a one, if you will be pleafed to 
give your Coyftnt j whereupon the 
Millionary fending for the Perfon, lays, 
my Sou (for lb wc call them) fuch or 
fuch a one is defirous to be Marry’d to 
you, arc you contented (he (hould ? Un¬ 
to which if he reply’s Yes (as they lel- 
dom do otherwUc) then the Match is 
made, and wants nothing but the Prielt’s 
Blcfling. 

Let us now take a view of the 
Churches. Each Canton has a very hand- 
Ibrac lofty b ilt Church and Steeple, 
with 4 or ^ Bells j one, and Ibmetiines 
two Organs, a high Altar, richly gilt, 
befides two or four Side Altars; a rich¬ 
ly guilt Pulpit, divers painted Images, 
-’^done by the Indians , and that tolerably 
weB,; Eight, Ten, and fometiroes more 
Silver Candleftitks j I'hrce, Four, or 
Five Silver Chalices ^ Three, or Four 
Piir of Silver OlTering-Veircls*,'Three 
Silver Cfoflcs, and a laigc Silver C*- 
koi ium. rhe Chalices are not gilt here, 


but of the natural Colour of Silver, as 
they ufc them in SpMn ; all the 
pandioy and other Ornaments belonging 
both to the Altar and the PrielTs Velf- 
meots, are as Rich and neatly kept as 
any in Europe. 

Every Saturday we Sing the Litany of 
our I^dy, and every Sunday z Sermon, 
and high Mafs, when our Muficians 
entertain the Congregation with their 
Mufick, which they begin to perform 
tolerably well. 

1 don’t queflion but that feveral of 
our Friends , fuch as Father alette , 
and my two Brothers Pad and Gabriel 
Seppy when they hear you read this Paf- 
fage will be apt to ask you, who it is 
that Compoles thefc Pftlms, Litanies, 
Hymns and MalTcs ^ who is it that has 
taught the Indians to Sing, who to play 
on the Organs, and to found the Trum¬ 
pets and Hautboys ? Unto which 1 an- 
iwer, that the fame Millionarics, who 
taught iliefe poor Wretches the Rudi¬ 
ments of the Chrillian Religion, to fay 
Our Father, to bake Bread, to Paint, 
call Beils, Otgans and Trumpets, and 
to make Clock-works -y the fame I fay 
have inflruded them in Mufick ; which 
was fii ft introduced here by feme Ne^ 
therland Fathers, who with incredible 
Labour taught thefe indocible People 
to Sing, and compofed certain Pieces, 
not according to Art, but fuch as their 
natural Inclination led them to : The 
fame was improved afterwards, by a 
certain Spanijh Miflionaiy, but after the 
old way, without a Bafc , without 
Meafure y of Double , or Triple 
Notes, they know not the leafl nay, 
even not the Spaniards themfelves to this 
Day, as I obferved whilft I was at Ca~ 
diz and Sevit. Thus I faw my felf o- 
bliged to begin with them, quite after 
another and new Method, and to teach, 
old Gray Hair’d Fellows, the Vty Rcy 
Miy Soty La again. By which means 
I have (tbo* with incredible Labour) in- 
ftrufted Six Trumpets (of whom each 
Canton has Fom)Four Organifts, Three 
Thoorbifts, Thirty Hautboys, and Fifty 
Voices (befides other luftrumcnts) to 
Play and Sing moft of my Compofiti- 
ons ; vybicb has got me fuch a Reputa¬ 
tion with the other Miflionaries, that 
they fend continually tomeioroeoftheir 
Flocks, with Prefents of Hony, Pre- 
ferves, and Fruit, to court my Friend- 
(bip, -and to have them inftru^ed in 
Mufick y and, to Speak without Vanity, 
has putchafed roe the lingular Efteem of 
the Jndiasts,

So 
that if I have occafion for Milk, I have 
no more to do than to lend niy Boy into 
the Fields, who Milks one of the Cows, 
•and brings me as much Milk as I deiire 
in a hollow’d Pompion \ as the Cooks in 
the Kitchki ufc Scollop Shells inftead of 
\ .adles. \ 

The w^rfl: is, that theft Fields arc 
infefted with vail numbers of Ty^ers^ 
which come fomctinies in whole Troops, 
and devour the Calves, but ftldom the 
Oxen and Cows, bccanfe they will often 
make their Party good with them, and 
their Flelh is not ft tender i But if the 
Tygcr happen to catch an Ox alone, he 
leaps upon his Back, and Points him in 
the firft Joint of the Neck, and after¬ 
wards tears it open with his Claws; 
wlien he has a mind to a Calf, he watches 
it, as it lies upon the Ground, and ad¬ 
vancing foftly bites off the Head at once, 
and flicks out the Blood through the 
Neck. 

The Tygers arc not only very hurtful 
to the Cattle, but alfb very dreadful to 
the Inhabitantf, who know of no other 
Enemy but this; they ftldom are far 
from their own Cante»y except when 
they Travel with the Milfionaries; up¬ 
on which occafion they defend themftlves 
againll the Fury of the Ty«^er by making 
a Wood Fire all round the Place where 
they reft either by Day or Night, by 
which means they keep off the Tyger , 
who dreads nothing more than Fire. 
But if they happen to fall afleep, and 
the Fire goes out, the Tygcr will be 
fure to watch his Opportunity, and lay 
hold of him that comes next to him, as 
it happened to a poor Indian^ who a- 
mong the reft conduifted me hither from 
Bnenos Ayres and a Boy belonging to 
Father Anthony Behme had likewift not 
long ago the Misfortune to be ftized up¬ 
on by a Tyger (tho’ not many Paces 
from his Hat) who tore his Flelh to that 
degree, that his l,ife was dcfpair’d -of, 
but by the lingular Care of Father Behme, 
he eftaped with Life. 

The Tygers will fometimes come over 
very Fences of the Gardens, and 
^cnce into the Fioufes; 1 remember 
that one time a Tyger got into one of 
the Indian iiuts, where there were only 
fome very young Children playing toge¬ 
ther, the Father and Mother bejng a- 
broad in the Field; the innocent Babes 
taking it for a great Dog, laid their 
Hands upon the Tyger^s Head, and court¬ 


ed him like they would have done a Dog, 
at which the Tyger wagging his Tail,, 
went away without doing the leaft Harm 
to the Children, making the heft of his 
way over the Fence, and croft the Field, 
for fear of meeting with ibiue of the 
old fnMans, who are Dexterous, beyond 
what can be imagined in killing even tlie ’ 
fierceft Tygers, which theft Creatures 
being ftniible eff, ftldom Attack any of 
them, unleft it be by Surprize, and from 
behind. 

A Brother of our Society walking one 
Day in my Garden with nothing but a 
Stick in his Hand, a Tyger which got 
near the Fence, attack’d him, and as 
theft Creatures arc very nimble, leap’d 
fbniccimes before, fometimes behind, 
endeavouring to lay hold of him with 
his Paws, but the Brother defended him- 
fclf lb well with his Stick, that the Ty¬ 
ger beginning to deljiair of the Viffory, 
thought fit to make off again over the 
Fence. Such like Accidents are frequent 
here, and it is very remarkable, that it 
was never known that either a Father 
Miftionary, or a Brother was hurt here 
either by a Tyger, or any kind of Ser¬ 
pents, of which there are many here. 

Venifon we have allb in great plenty, 
fuchasDeer, Harts, Wild Boars, Goats 
and Cembs ; but the Indians ftl¬ 
dom eat the Flelh, and catch them on¬ 
ly for their Skins fake. Among the Wild 
Fowl we abound efpecially in Partridges 
and Wild Pidgeons *, The firft arc lb 
numerous and came that you may knock 
them down with a Stick, lb chat my 
Boys bring them home fometimes by 
Dozens: And the Pidgeons are ealily 
catch’d by Snares, which 1 have Ihewn 
the Indians how to lay, they being na¬ 
turally too Simple to chink upon any 
thing of that Nature, but uftd to be 
contented to Shoot at them with their 
Arrows; Theft they catch as often as 
they plcafe, lb that if another Milfio- 
nary comes this way, I can foon Accom¬ 
modate him with a Pidgeon roafted or 
boiled, with a Salat dreft’d with Hony 
inftead of Oil and Vinegar (both which 
we want here) and a Bottle of our moft 
delicious River Water; This was the 
Entertainment 1 gave lately to our 
Friend Father Anthony Behme, as he. 
paft’d this way in his Jonrney to his 
Milfion. 

Oxen, Cows, Calves and Horfts are 
here in fuch pr^igious Quantities, chat 
in Ibme Places the Fields are covered 
with them,* as far as your Eye-fight will 
reach ; and chat of the beft kind, which 

having 
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baving qo Proprietor, are Dog-cheap 
' here, as wanting only to be fetch’d, in 
which the Indians are very Expert^ and 
when they have brought a Cow to the 
Miflionary ready kill’d, he gives each 
his Share twice a Day : For a little in- 
confiderable Knife you may Buy orEx- 
^^haqge a very good Horfc, a Bridle (if 
the Bit be of Iron) being valu’d here 
beyond three Horfcs; they don’t Shoe 
their Horfcs here, partly by reafon of 
the foftncis of the Ground without Gra¬ 
vel, being all over covered with Grafs, 
partly by reafon of the Icarcity of /rw, 
a good European Horfe-Shoe being worth 
lix Horfcs here. 

Some of ourCi»w» did not long ago tra¬ 
vel 2 Days Journey deep into the Coun¬ 
try, to fetch Provifions for the ufe of 
our Canton for this Year within lefs 
than 2 Mouths they brought together 
50000 Cows, and might have brought 
100000, if we had wanted fo manyj 
what 1 have faid of this Canton is to be 
underftood of all the reft, being 26 in 
all; all the trouble is in keeping fo vaft 
a Number of Cattle together, whilft 
they are bringing of them hither, in 
which thefc Indians are alfo very well 
verfed. 

Hence the Reader may judge of the 
imracufe Quantities of Cattle in the 
fields of Paraquaria : The three Ships 
wherewith wc came from Spain^ carried 
back at their return, no lefs than 30000 
Ox-Hides, which ftood them iji no more 
than the Charge of Killing, each Piece 
of which they fell again in Spain for 
6 Crowns ; and among all thefe there 
was not one Cow’s Skin. Thus the Spa¬ 
niards have alfo their Gold Mines in 
thefe Parts, tho’ Gold and Silver is a 
Thing unknown here, all their Dealing 
being by way of Exchange, and the Bar¬ 
gain foon made-, for our Indian will tell 
your Merchant, for fo many Yards of 
Linnen Cloth, 1 will procure you fo ma¬ 
ny Oxen and Cows ^ for your Knife you 
fhall have my Horfc. 

Thefe Parts of the Indies are not de- 
ftitutc of Silver Mines, in the Moun¬ 
tains of PoroJI^ but they arc 600 Leagues 
deeper into the Country i notwithftand- 
ing which what Silver is brought from 
thence, is valued below the rate of Iron, 
Woollen and Linnen Cloth,Hats, Stock¬ 
ings, Needles, Knives, Fi(h-hooks, 
Brafs and Tin Veflcls, &c. all which are 
brought to Buenos Ayres from Spaine but 
ibmetimes not above once in 8 Years. 
Formerly they ufcd allb to bring ^iles, 
but fince we have begun to make Ibme 


of our own, I have no left than 5 long 
Streets in my Canton, the Huts whereof 
are covered with Tiles. * 

A Miflionary in thefe Parts, mull fub- 
mit to all Fundions, the Indians being 
fb Stupid, that they arc not capable of 
undertaking the moft frivolona Thing, 
without a plain Dire&ion. \vhence it 
came that it was a Queftion among the 
firft Miflionaries font hither, M'hcthcr 
thefe People were capable of Tecciving 
the Sacrament or nor. 

But as Stupid as they arc at Inventing, 
fo happy they are in imitating, provided 
you give them a Model ^ thus if you 
Ihew one of thefe Indian Women a Piece 
of Bonc-Lacc, flie will unrip fome part 
of it with a Needle, and will make ano¬ 
ther after it, with fo much exadnefi, 
that you fhall not know one from the 
other. We have two Organs, one 
brought from Europe, the other made 
here fo exadly, after the Firft, thatl 
my felf could fcarce difeern the diffe¬ 
rence. 1 have a Miff'd Printed at An- 
torff, which is imitated in Writing by 
an Indian, with that nicety, that they 
are fcarce diftlnguifhable. We have 
Trutnpetsand Watches mode here, not 
inferioiir to thofe of Nurenburgh and 
Augsburgh, and fome Pidurcs, cxtellenr- 
ly well Copy’d. In fhort they will imi* 
tatc any thing very nicely, provided they 
have the Mt^el conftantly before their 
Eyes, without which they cannot advance 
one Step, their Intelleds being fo Stupid, 
that they can’t form to themfclves in the 
leaft any Idea of a Thing, unlefs it be 
before them. 

But w^ muft return t* the Frnitful- 
nefs of this Country. They abound 
likewife in Cocks and Hens, Figs, Lambs, 

Goats and Sheep ^ the Canton of St. 7%0- 
mas had a few Years ago, no lefs than 
40000 Sheepand there is fcarce a 
Canton but what has 3000 or 4000 
Horfes. The Mules are here preferr’d 
before Horfes; fora Horfe, if dear, you 
may purchafe for the value of a Crown 
in Ttfoa^, Needles, Knives, Fifh- 
hooks, ere.

Wc keep our Heads and Bc.uds 
fiiuvcd, and tiic Piicilly Coronet (which 
the Jndiarts make tor me after a certain 
Model) is roiucching bigger than ours. 
Whenever I go abroad to vilit the Sick, 
or to Adminiller Baptilin or the Holy 
Communion in the Huts of the Indians, 

I carry i Crofs indcad of a Cane, which 
for that pnrpofc Hands always ready at 
the Door of my Apartment, w herewith 
I have kill’d many a Serpent and other 
Vermin, without receiving the lead de¬ 
triment : Before 1 conclude I will give 
you likewifc a Ihort Account of our 
Dayly Tranfaftions, which arc fo tron- 
blcfomc, that what is pettorined here 
by one or two Miflioiiaiics, " onld be 
fuHicicnt to employ Seven or Eight in 
another Place, theic being 7000 or 
8000 Souls, to be provided for by bis 
Care, both in Spiritual and Tcmporal 
Matters, the eldeft of them being as ig¬ 
norant as Children, in Matters relating 
to the providing for their Families, 
which is the perpetual Care of a Milfio- 
iiary. 

Every Morning, an Hour before break 
of Day, one of my Boys awakens me, 
and fets up a Candle, we having no Oil 
for Lamps, the renerablle in the Church 
being fupply’d with Tallow. After I 
have Drcls’d my felf, I (alute the Blef- 
fed Sacrament, and perform my private 
Devotions at Church ', then I go to 
ConfeiTion, if there be two Miflionaries 
in one Place, and the Bell rings to the 
jive Mary, and the Holy Mafs. This 
done 1 Pray a quarter of an Hour in pri¬ 
vate, and afterwards lit to hear Con- 
fellion every Day. Then I inftruft the 
Children in the Catcchifra, Wifit the 
Sick, and if occallon requires, hear their 


Confcflion, Adminiffer them the Holy 
Communion, and Extream Ufldlion ; and Sepy, 
if it be not too late, proper Medicines: 

And as Icarce a Day pafles, but that 
one or other Dies, I have Dayly Buri¬ 
als. After the Sick, I Vilit the fcveral 
Oflices ', fir ft the School, wheifc Boys 
areinftrudted in Reading and Writing, 
and the Girls in Spiniiig, and Klccdle- 
work; 1 allb Viiit my Mn.Rjftns, t!ic 
Singers, Trumpets, Hinr-boyl, cff. 

Some Days I iuftrnct cerraiii young In¬ 
dians in Dancing, who are inade nle of 
at certain Feafts, wlicic ibey aic richly 
Attired, and Dance in the Church, as 
it is praftifed in Spain, the linqde Indi¬ 
ans being extieamly taken with thefe 
Ornaments in our Religion, which railc 
in them a high Erteem and Aftedion. 

After thefe 1 go among the Work-men 
of divers Sorts, to the Brick and Tile- 
Makers, the Bakers, Smiths, joiners. 
Carpenters, Painters, but above all, the 
Butchers, who kill betwixt 15 and 20 
Oxen every Day. 

If I have any l])arc time, I take a turn 
in the G nclen -, about half an Hour be¬ 
fore 10 a Clock, I take care that the 
Sick have their Dilh with Mi^k and white 
Bread, and perhaps fonic flleat, to be 
carried totlicm by their Nurfos. About 
half an Hour before 11 the Boy rings 
the Bell to the Examen Confeientia , 
when 1 lock my fclf into my Room for 
a quarter of an Hour, and afterwards 
go to Dinner. 

One of the heft taught of my Boys 
reads a Chapter in Latin out of the 
Bible, and a Paflage out of the Saints 
Legend in Spanifii •, another reads to me 
the Martyrelogium appointed for each 
Day, whilft 6 others attend, bring and 
carry, what is delired, and are ready at 
a Winki after Dinner 1 give each of 
them a Piece of white Bread, and upon 
Holidays perhaps fomc Cake, or a Piece 
of Paftey, which they receive with a 
great deal ot Thanktulnefs. If there 
happen to be two Miflionaries in one 
Canton, they fpend an Hour after Din¬ 
ner in Dilcourie.

L T^Ie can be laid relating to this 
traemcnt of the Oilcovery of the 
illuads of Sddomon^ the Thing bein^lb 
Ihort that the Reader may loon fiusfy 
his Curiolity in viewing the whole.

——making as if they would throw 
them. Others call Stones with Slings. 
One of thefe wounded a Soldier 
after it had hit the fide of the Ship. 
Our Men would have fir’d their Mus¬ 
kets, but the Powder would not take 
becaufc it had rain’d. It was worth ob- 
ferving with what Noile and Cries the 
JnSutts came on, and bow when they 
faw Aim taken at them, fome hong by 
the Canooes, others flunk behind their 
Companions. The defperate old Fel¬ 
low was Shot with a BoUet in the Fore¬ 
head, and drop’d down Dead, and eight 
or nine with him, and Ibme being wound¬ 
ed, the reft began to ftand, the Ships 
ftill continuing under Sail. Three /«- 
diuns came out hollowing in a Oinoe.* 
One of them bad a green Bough, and 
fomething white in his Hand, which was 
iQok’d upon as a Signal of Peace. It was 
thought they would have had them go 
to their Harbour, but they did not, and 
they went away leaving fome Cocoes. 

This Ifland feems to be about; ten 
Leagues in compafs. That part they 
faw of it is clear, and open, ^ig}i and 
mountainous along the Shore.

A- 
mong them was a comely old Man, who 
had a green Bough, and fomething white 
in one Hand. He was calling jufl; as they 
tack’d about, and believing the Ships 
were going off^ he began to cry out the 
louder. He made Signs even with his 
Hair, pointing to the Land with them, 
and with his Finger. The Adelmtado 
was inclinable to go thither, but it could 
not be done, becaufe it was Baft, and 
the Wind blew frcih from that Point, 
belldcs that there was no fafe Harbour 
to come to an Anchor in, tho’ the Fri¬ 
gate fought it dole to the Land. Here 
he faid there was abundance more Peo¬ 
ple whom they had feen from the Ship, 
and added that an Jndim came aboard, 

. who with much cafe lifted up a Calf by 
Sttength. handfbme Indians were 

got aboard the Comadore, and having 
been there a while, one of them fnatch’d 
up a curious Ditch, and giving a Shout, 
they all boldly leap’d into the Sea, and 
Swam away with her to their Canooes. 
The next Day, being the Fcaft of St. 
_ James the Apofllc, the General again 
taverm Colofiel with twenty Men in 

Land in the long Boat to fetch Water, or find 
an ifbniU out a Harbour in the Ifland of St. Chri- 
Jiina. He went, and being come to an 
Anchor in a Fort landed with his Men 
in good order, and Drum beating. He 
went round a Town, the Indians never 
ofTermg to ftir ^ then he halted, and call’d 
to them, and about 300 came to him. 
Our Men drew a Line on the Ground, 
making Signs to them that they mull: 
not come over it, and asking Water of 
them, they brought it in Cocos, with 
Ibme Fruit. The InSan Women came 
out, and the Soldiers afiirmed that ma¬ 
ny. of them were extraordinary Beauti¬ 
ful, and made no difficulty of fitting 
down«#y them. The Colonel bid the 
Indittis'U^ fill forac Jarrs of Water, they 
made S^s for our Men to c^sry them, 
but atiySne fame time fled with four ot 
thcrnTror which rcafon they were Cano- 
fladed.

A beau¬ 
tiful Indian Woman fat down nere the 
Lady Elisabeth to Fan her, and fhe fee¬ 
ing her Hair fo very Fair endeavour’d 
to have fbme of it cut ofl^ but perceiv- 
i^ fhe avoided it, they forbore, for fear 
or angring her. The General in His 
Majeflics Name took Poflelllon of all four 
Iflands, view’d the Town, low’d IneUm 
Wheat before the Natives, and having 
convers'd with them amicably, went a- 
board leaving the Colonel afhore with all .^h' 
the Soldiers. No fooner was Mindana 
gone, but they fell together by the Ears, ante, 
inch are the Confequcnces of ill Govern¬ 
ment. The Indians threw abundance of 
Stones and Darts,. which hurt one Sol¬ 
dier in the Foot, but did no more Harm. 

That done, they fled to the Woods with 
their Wives and Children. Our Men 
pnrfu’d firing at them till they got into 
the fhclier of the Trees. They went 
up to the tops of three high Hills, where 
they intrench’d. Morning and Evening 
they all at once made a regular harmo¬ 
nious Noife which Eccho’d in the Dales. 

Then they hollow’d to one another, 

Ihew’d an Inclination to do Miichief, 
throwing Darts and Slones, but all to 
no Purpofe. The Colonel placed Guards 
upon three feveral Avenues, to fecure 
the Town and Shore, where the Wo¬ 
men were Diverting thcmfclves, and the 
Men taking in Wood and Water for the 
Ships. The Indians perceiving how lit¬ 
tle harm their Weapons did, and the 
great Lofs they fuflain’d from the Fire¬ 
arms, endeavour’d to come to an Ac¬ 
commodation. This they made appear, RcconcU'd 
becaufc when the Soldiers went over again, 
their Lands, they came out lovingly to 
meet them, offering them clufters of 
Plantans, and other forts of Fruit. They 
feem’d to mifs the Conveniency of their 
Houfes, for by Signs they enquir’d when 
they would be gone. Some of them 
came to the Guards bringing fuch as they 
had to Eat, which they gave finely, 
efpecially one good likely Indian^ with 
whom the Chaplain contraded great 
Friendfhip, and they call’d one another 
Ck}mrades. He taught him to Blefs bim- 
lelf,'and fay Mary. In the &me 
manner the others convers’d with theit 
new Frieds. Every one bad one whom 
be fought out when he came, and would

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fit (iown with him. They ask’d of one 
another by Signs how they call’d the 
x|]eaven, Earth, Sea, Sun, Moon, Stars, 
and other Things they faw, and they 
feem’d to be pleas’d in their Anfwers. 
The lall Words they faid at parting 
were Friends, Friends, Comrades. The 
we faid, was Friend to the Chap¬ 
lain, came to the Guard, and was car- 
ry’ff aboard that the General might fee 
him. He went merrily along, faying 
Friends. The AdtUntado receiv’d him 
with much Kindnefs and Afledion, of¬ 
fer’d him Sweetmeats and Wine, but he 
neither Eat nor Drank. He began to 
take notice of the Cattle, and to ap¬ 
pearance gave them Names, obferv’d 
the Ship,' Rigging, Mails and Sails, went 
down luider Deck, and noted all Things 
with more Ciirioiity, than could be cx- 
peded ' om an Indian. They dclir’d him 
to lay, jefus, w hith he did, and feem’d 
well pleas’d. Then he prefs’d to be fet 
afliorc, and lie was fo Friendly, that 
when he underflood the Ships were a- 
bout departing, he exprefs’d Sorrow, 
and would have gone away with them. 
The Ifland St. Chriflina is well Peopled, 
fomewhat high, has Vales and Hollows 
where the InSans dwell, the Port they 
call’d, Dt la madrt dt Dies,, that is, Of 
the Mother of God. It is on the Weft 
fide, in nine Degrees and a half of La¬ 
titude, Iheltcr’d from all Winds. The 
Sucbrifli- ftapc of it is like a Horfefhooc, the Neck 
or Entrance very narrow. At the Mouth 
adcrib d. padom Water clear of Sands, 

24 in the middle of the Harbour, and 
12 ciofe to the Shore. A Rock on the 
South fide upright next the Sea, ferves 
for a Land-Mark to it. At the top of 
all is a iharp Clift, befides others there 
are, and on the North fide a Hollow. 
There ^pear out at Sea five fcveral 
Groves facing the Harbour, and a Ridge 
of Hills which divides two Strands, with 
a Spring of e,xcellent Water, which falls 
from the height of a Man and a half, as 
thick as ones Wrift, and by it a Brook 
as good as that, running dole to a little 
Town of the Indians, lb that the Spring, 
Brook and Town arc together on the 
Shore, at the foot of the Hill on the 
North fide. On the South fide there are 
fomc Houfes among Trees, and on the 
Eaft fome Rocks and Clifts whence the 
Brook flows. Moft of the Indians in this 
Ifland, did not feem to be fo white as 
thofe in the Ifland call’d the MngdAtn. 
They ufe the fame L.aflguage, the fame 
fort of Weapons, and Canoocs, which 
ferve them near at hand. Thci» Town

is like two ildcs of a Square, the one 
North and South, the other Eaft and 
Weft, wiofftheAvesuwwdl pav’d, the 
reft like ad open Place encompafs’d with 
thick Trees. They are built like dou¬ 
ble Galleries, the Floor higher than the 
Street. Abundance of People feem’d to 
lie in each of them, bccaufe tlmre were 
many Beds. Some had low Ljpors, o- 
thers had all the Front open, trhey are 
made of Timber interwoven with great* 
Canes, whole Hollow is as bigjfs a Man’s 
Arm, and they are above an JEll long in 
the JoynLThey affirm, the Women have 
moft beautiful Faces, deflate Hands, a 
good Shape, and (lender Wafte, many 
of them far exceeding the moftaaom- 
plifh’d Women at Uma. They were 
white enough, from the Brcaft down¬ 
wards clad witli a fort of Tunicks curi- 
oufly Wove of delicate fine Palm-tree 
Leaves. At a diftatice from the Town 
was an Oracle, or Place of Worlhip Pa- 
lifadoed about, and the Entrance on the 
Weft fide, almoft in the middle of it a 
Houfe with the Door to the North, in 
which were foinc Milhapen wooden Fi¬ 
gures, and fome eatable Things ofler’d 
therci among the reft a Hog, which the 
Soldiers took down, and jieing about to 
take away other Things, the Indians 
hindred them, making Signs that they 
ihould not touch them, and Ihewing that 
they had a refpeift for that Houfo and 
Figures. Without the Town they had 
fome Piraqisas, a fort of Boats, long, 
and handfomely wrought Out of one 
piece of Wood, with a fort of Keel, 
Head and Stern, rais’d with Boards, faft 
bound with Ropes they make of the Co¬ 
coes. Each or them vwU carry betwixt 
thirty and forty Men to Row. Being 
ask’d by Signs, what u/e they put them 
to, they gave to underftand they went 
in them to other Parts. They Work 
them with little Hatchets they make of 
Filh Bones and Snails, or rather Fifii 
Shells, and iharpen them on great Stones 
for the purpofe. The Conftitution, 
Health, Strength, and Corpulency of 
thofo People, mews the goodnefs of the 
Air they Live in. Cioaths could be well 
born with Day or Night, the Sun was 
not very troublefome, fome great Rains 
fell, there was never any Dew, but ^ 
dry Air, infomuch that whatfoever the^ 
left yvet over Night on the Ground was 
dry in the Morning without fleinghung 
and laid out, but it is not known whe¬ 
ther it,were lb all the Year. There 
were Swine and Hens like thofe in SpA'n.

The 
l eaves the Tree bears are very large, 
and fiiar[) pointed like the Pappas. There 
is another fort of Fruit enclos’d in 
Prickles like Cheftnuts, but its Kernel is 
as big as lix Spanijh Cheftnuts, and tafts 
inncli like them. They are fliap’d like 
a plain Heart. There are Walnuts about 
the bignefs of ours, and much like them 
in Tallc, their Shell is very hard, and 
all of a piece ifriihout any joyning. The 
Kernel is not interwoven with the Shell, 
but fo loofc that when crack’d it drops 
out whole. They eat and carry’d away 
a great many, and at laft found it was 
Oily. On the Shore they faw Spanijh 
Pompions fow’d, and among them fome 
Flowers, beautiful to the Eye, but with¬ 
out any Scent. Nothing can be faid of 
the Inland, bccaufe no Body went up it; 
but by what they few, the Souldiers af¬ 
firm’d all the Groves wereof Fruit Trees. 
Whilft the General was in the Ifland, he 
had the Galliot refitted, becaufe one 
Day before it came to an Anchor it was 
foul of the Commadorcs Boltfprit, and in 
great Danger. He order’d Wood and 
VV'atcr to be taken in, the Ships to be 
Jiiadeready, and the Men to come aboard. 
Before they let Sail, he ereded 3 Crolles 
in feveral Places, and Carv’d another on

them. 

On Smdi^ the 20th of Augufiy after Djfcover 
running 400 Leagues, at break of Day, four 1- 
the Ships found thcmfelves near four lit- (lands- 
tic low lllands, the Shores Sandy, and 
cover’d wiin abundance of Palm and o- 
ther Trees. The extent of them all 
four feem’d to be eight Leagues, little 
more or lefs. They ftand almoft Iquare, 
clofe to one another. On the Eaft-lide 
of them lye certain Banks of Sand, Sooth- 
weft and North-call, for which reafbn 
there is no comiug at them on that fide. 

In the Channel that runs to the South- 
weft there appears a Cape. The Ge¬ 
neral call’d them St. Bernard's Iflands, 
becaufc Dilcover’d on his Day. They 
would have endeavour'd to find a Har¬ 
bour , but at the requeft of the Vi¬ 
car it was not done. It was not known 
whether they were Inhabited , tho* 
thole in the Galliot faid they had feen 
two Canooes, but it was only a fancy. 

They are in the Latitude of ioDeg.and 
20 Min. South, their Longitude 1400 
Leagues from Lima. 

Having left tlicle Iflands the Wind Hold o-. 
held always at South-caft, and Ibme- their 
times there fell Ihort but heavy Showers CounV. 
of Raiu. The Clouds were thick and of 
feveral Colours, appearing in various 
Shapes, and many Hours were (pent in 
obferving them. Sometimes they were 
fettled fo, that it was a whole Day be¬ 
fore they difpers’d, which made them 
jealous they were near Land, being to¬ 
wards that part that was unknown. They 
held on their Courie Weilward, that is. 

Weft North-well, and Weft South- 
well, always keeping in fuch Latitude 
as the Adtlantado clireded, which was 
never to exceed twelve deg. nor be under 
eight, lb that they kept betwixt ten and 
eleven. On Tae/day the 29th of Aagajtt 
they law a little low Ifland, quite round 
full of Trees, and hemm’d in along the 
Shore with Ridges of Rocks above the 
Water. Its Compafswasabout a League, 
the Latitude 10 deg. 40 min. the dillance 
from lama 1535 Leagues. It wascail’d 
the SoUtary ifland, bccaule itftood alone. 

The Alkelantado ordei’d the two fmall 

VelTels 
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Veflelstoleek Tome Harbour, to take in 
Wood and Water, the Vice-Admiral 
Nbeing in great want. They came to an 
Anchor in lo Fadom Water, and hail’d 
the Admiral to Hand to Sea, becanfe all 
the Shoar was full of great Rocks, which 
Were to be fcen. Sailing over them and 
founding as they went, jfbmetimes they 
found lo fathom Water, and ibmetimes 
found no ground with too. It was 
frightful to fee the Ship over fo many 
Rocks. All diligence was us’d to get 
out to open Sea, as they did. 

The Admiral bore patiently with all 
the Men’s muttering and dtfpair, endea> 
vouriug what he could to pevent any 
publick, or private Sins, he Audy’d the 
Peace of all Perlbns, giving a good Ex¬ 
ample, with his Beads in his Hand at all 
times. Every day he caus’d the Salve 
Regina to be laid before an Image of our 
Blciled l.ady of Solitude. He had E- 
venlbng fung Solemnly, and kept Holy- 
days, putting oat the Colours and found¬ 
ing warlike Inftruments, reproving thofc 
that Swore, charg’d the Souldiers to ex- 
creife their Arras, and every Afternoon 
review’d them, put his Hand to every 
thing that was to be done aboard the 
Ship, tho’ it were the molt laborious 
Work. On the 7th of September they 
fail’d before the Wind, which was a 
ftifTgale at South-eaft, under a Top- 
fail reef’d, doe Welt. The Sky appear’d 
very thick ahead, for which realbn the 
Mafter Pilot fent out the Galliot and Fri- 
gat ahead, one in light of the other and 
of the Galeon. He order’d them, if 
they dilcover'd Land, or Shoals, or any 
thing clfe to give notice of, they ihould 
make a lignal with two i.ighcs, and he 
would anlWer in the lame manner, but 
Fear prevailing they fell a Stern. Thus 
they laird in dread, under fuch appre- 
heniions as that Night fuggelled. About 
nige the Vice-Admiral came op, and a- 
bout 11 on the Larboard fide, they dif- 
cover’d a great thick Cloud, covering 
all the Horizon on that fide. They that 
were upon the Watch doubted whether 
it was Land, but were loon undeceiv’d by 
a heavy ftore of Rain that fell prefently 
after. As foon as it was over they plainly 
Dilcover’d Land,from which theAdmiral 
was not above a League. Bein^aflur’d 
it vyas Land, they Proclaim’d it with 
the'ofual joy, and all came out to fee it. 
The Galeon toG^ in her Sails, and lying 
athwart the Land, made Signs to the 
other Ships, only two anlwer’d/ the o- 
ther was not feen. Day appear’d and 
difo>Ter*d towards the Soflth-%eft, a

It has no Harbour, nor any oIIkt I’Lcc 
to land, being all rocky and |Lrc with¬ 
out Trees, or any thing grRii, but a 
dry Colour’d Earth and Ston/s. There 
are fome Clefts in it, particiiJRrJy two on 
the Weft fide, out of whicl^nd ihc very 
Top of the Hill, there gumes out much 
Fire and Sparkles, with a great Noilc- 
It had a very handfom Head, which a 
few Days after the Ships got into Har¬ 
bour, broke oil andfieiv with lb terrible 
an Earthquake, that tho’the Anchoring 
Place was ten Leagues off, it was heard, 
to the great Terror of the Men, and 
made the Ship Ibakc. From that time 
forwards there were great Thunder¬ 
claps within it every now and then, and A burnirg 
for the molt part when it gulch’d out ifland. 
Fire, after which there came out fuch 
quantities of thick Smoke, as feem’d to 
afccnd up to the Heavens^ and then fol¬ 
low’d a rambling Noife. The Admiral 
order’d the Frigatto fail round the fiery 
Mountain, to fee whether the Viccad- 
miral, happening to fall to the other 
fide of it, lay there under Ihclter, or¬ 
dering him to come away to the Ifland 
they had Difeover’d. Being pretty near otiwr 
it there came out a fmall Boat with a 
Sail, and after it a Squadron of 50 more, tbeir c.o- 
The People in them, hallo’d and made 
figns with their Hands,* as if they bail’d • 
the Ship, who did the fiunc, but not 
without apprehcnlion. When the Vef- 
fcls came dole, it appear’d the Men in 
them where Cole black, and fome a lit¬ 
tle clearer, all of them with curl’d Hair, 
fome white, fome fair, and of other 
Colours, it being certainly Dy’d; half 
the Head Ihorn, and with other Diftin- 
aions, their Teeth colour’d Red. They 
were all Naked favc their Privities, 
which were cover’d with a fort of foft 
StulK. Moll; of them were Rain’d with 
a Dye blacker than themfclves, and o- 
thers with other Colours. There wer/ 
ftreaks to be feen on their Faces and BcQ 
dies, their Arms w'ere feveral times 
wound alwut with black Wit*hcs, and a- 
bout their Necks many Strings of (mall 
Beads pf Bone, Ebony and Filhes Teeth. 

About feveral Parts of them hung abun- 
dance of fome little and fome big Plates 
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or flat Pieces of Mother of Pearl. The 
Canoocs were fmall, and fbA)** of them 
link’d two and two togetb^'K' Their 
Weapons were Bows and Airows with 
fliarp Points of burnt Wood. Others 
were Pointed with bearded Bones, and 
ibme with Feathers j the Points feem’d 
to be infeded with the Juice of Ibme 
Herb, biif not very hurtful. They had 
alfb Stons, Macanas^ which are their 
«Swords niidc of a heavy fort of Wood, 
Darts of Y'lard Wood with three Rows 
of BcardsJ and the fpear Part above a 
Span in Vngth. A*crois them like 
Shoulder B^ts, hung Budgets of Palm- 
Trce-Lcavei'well made, full of Biskety» 
which they make of Roots, all of them 
were eating of it as they came, and 
freely gave Part. As loon as the Ade- 
Untado law the Colour of their Skins, he 
concluded they were the People he look’d 
for, faying. This is fitch an IJlandj or 
fitch a Land. He fpoke to them in the 
Language he learnt the firft Voyage, but 
they neither underftood him, nor he 
them. They Hopp’d to view the Vef- 
fcls, and went about them as if they had 
been Chattering. Noperfwaijons could 
prevail with them to come aboard, but 
having talk’d to one another they Hood 
ail to their Arlhs, a Tall, Old, Lean/n- 
dian who was formolt feeming to per- 
fwade them fo to do.They prefently bent 
their Bows to let fly, the old Man talk’d 
to them, and they clapt themfelvesdown 
again ; they gave the Word about, and 
could not rcfolve what they were to do. 
At length they concluded, and giving a 
fhout let lly tnany Arrow^ which ftuck 
in the .Sails and other Parts of the Ships, 
but did no harn^.* Upon this the Soul- 
diers who were in a readinels, had Or¬ 
ders to Fire upon them. One was Kill’d, 
many Wounded , and the reft fled in 
great ConHcrnation. They Cruiz’d up 
and down icekinga Harbour, which they 
all were impatient for, having fufler’d 
much, and believed they Ihould be eas’d 
of all their Troubles if they could but 
Vice-Ad- land. The Frigat return’d without find- 
niiranoft. tj,e Viccadmiral, which increas’d 
their Sorrow and Apprebenfions. The 
three Ships came to an Anchor at the 
Mouth of a Bay, under the flielter of 
pertain Flats. The Anchors werea-peek, 
^d the Water flowing about ten at 
‘^ight, the Galeon dragg’d hers with ve¬ 
ry great Danger of being a-ground on 
the Sands. The Admiral ran out to en¬ 
courage his Men, who were in great 
Difbrdcr and Confufion, the Danger be¬ 
ing at hand, and the Night making it 


more dreadful. Ac laft the Ani.#ors 
were weigh’d, and letting fly the Sails, 
the Ship with much dilEculcy got out to. 

Sea. Ac break of Day the Adelasssada 
went aboard the Galliot to feek out a 
Port. The Mailer Pilot found one, tho* 
fmall, lying North-weft of the burning 
Mountain, Aelter’d from the South-weft 
Wind, with i a Fathom Water, a Town, 

River, Ballaft, Wood and a good Airy 
place. It being then late, they came to 
an Anchor at one of the Points that 
jetted into the Sea, a Serjeant with 12 
Musketiers went a /hoar to fecure the 
Port. T he Indians belonging to a Town 
that was hard by, came out and ply’d 
them fb violently with their Arrows, 
that they were forced to take fhelter 
in a Angle Houle they found. The Ship 
fir’d two Guns, which put them to flight, 
the Boat going olFto fetch the Men. All 
that Night they ply’d it out at Sea, and 
the next Day, the Adclantado found a 
ftill Harbour, flieltcr’d againft all Winds. 

There they came to an Anchor in 15 
fathom Water, the bottom owfy near 
to the Land, where was a River and 
Towns, which founded all Night with 
the noife of Dancing, and Mufick af¬ 
ter their manner, beating Sticks one a- 
gainft another, and I'abors. Abundance 
of Indians ame to fee the Ships and 3.

Afytthtw^s Day fet Sail 
from this Harbour to another uarger and 
more convenient, which they round half 
a League higher within the fame Bay. 
As they were failing towards it Captain 
Ltuurtnet return’d, and brought an Ac¬ 
count, that as be fail’d about the Ifland 
according to his Orders, he found in the 
,faine Li^ Korth and South as the Bay 
lay, anomer not Inferior to it, better 
Peopl’d, 1 nd more full of Canooes. He 
alfb fuid, Vjc had feen beyond that two 
other littl^Qands, near the great one, 
both of th^i very well Peopl’d ; and 
that eight Leagues to the South«weft 
they diicover’d aoothcrlfland,that feem’d 
to be no lels than ib manyLcagues in com- 
pafs, and that nine or ten Leagues Well: 
North-weft of the Place, where Night 
overtook them, when they diicover’d 
Land, he had found 3 IQands Inhabited 
by Mulmoes of a clearer fort of Com¬ 
pletion, and full of Palm-Trees, with 
abundance of Ridges of Rocks, running 
Weft North-weft, and Channels be¬ 
twixt them, which they did not fee the 


Place near a great Spring, in order to 
build a Town there. All of them did-' 
not like the Place, believing it would 
be unhealthy. Therefore (bme of thofe 
that were Marry’d went Aboard to ac¬ 
quaint the Admiral with the Colonel’s 
Delign, and delire him to ^o a-lhore 
and give Orders that they might fettle 
in one of the Towns belonging to the 
JttdiattSj for tha't the Houfes being built, 
and the Ground about it beaten, it mnft 
be fitter than the Place pitch’d upon. 

The Adelantado landed, held a Gouncelj 
and moft of the Soldiers being

miraculoudy. I»dUns came off from the 
Iflatids in their Boats, fome with Sails, 
and fome without. Not being able to ^ . 
get over the Rocks, they got out upon 
them, and from thence made Signs with 
their Hands to come to them. In the 
Afternoon one hdian alone in a fmall 


end of 9 and to conclude, that they met 
with no Foot-fteps of the Ship they 
fought after. • The Ships came to an An¬ 
chor in the fecond Port, the Indians 
thereabouts making great outcries all the 
Night long, as if they had fported or 
fcofftd, very often plainly repeating 
the word Amgas^ that is. Friends. In 
the Morning about 500 Indians came to 
the neareft Shore, (hooting abundance of 
Arrows, and calling Darts and Stones 
at the VclTels, but perceiving they fell 
fhort, many of them ran into the Wa¬ 
ter Brcaft-high/ and others Swam, com¬ 
ing up fo clofe, ftill (hooting, that hav> 
ing got hold of the Buoys they were 
making to Land with them. 

The AdeUmtado perceiving their 
Boldnefs, Commanded Captain Lawrence 
to go out with 15 Men in the Boat to 
engage them. Thofe that carry’d Buck¬ 
lers cover’d them that Fir'd and Row’d j 
yet they (hot two, and had hurt more 
but for that defence, fome of the Buck¬ 
lers being ftrnck through. The Indians 
fought fcatter’d and running, but with 
fuch Refolution as made it appear the 
^mi*rds had met with Men that would 
DpTeod what they had. This lafted as 
Icftig aS they were not fcnOble of the 
flarm ouf Fire-Arms did, but being un¬ 
deceiv’d by the Death of two or three, 
and wohndio^ of others, they.left the 
Shore, carrying away their Dead and 
Wounded Meq. 

Next Day the Colonel being a-(hore 
he propofed to his Men to unwood a 


Genoa came out at the end of the Flats, 
made to the Windward , keeping at a 
great diftance, and therefore it could 
not be difcern’d whether he had any 
Beard, the Klands of the Bearded Men 
being thereabouts. He feera’d to be 
a well ibaped xMan, naked, and had long 
Hair hanging loolc. He pointed to the 
Place from whence he came, and pulling 
a white thing be brought in Pieces, eat 
it, then turn’d up C^o-fhels as if he 
Drank. They call’d him, but he would 
not come- This Ifland is in 6 large De¬ 
grees of North Latitude , is almoft 
round, about 30 Leagues in Comp^ 
and not very high. It is well Wooded, 
aud on the Sides of the Hills there are 
abundance of Rofes, and much Till’d 
Land. Three Leagues almoft Weft of 
it are four bare Iflands, and a great ma¬ 
ny more dole to it, all of them liemm’d 
in with Rocks. This feem’d to be clear¬ 
er on the South Sde. 

They held on their Courfc North 
North-weft, and on Monday the Firft of 
Jannwry found themfelves in 14 Degrees 
of Latitude. They fleer’d away due 
Weft. The Wind was large and blew 
frefh, and on Wednesday the 3d of the jh 
fame Month at break of Day, they had u- 
fight of Two of the Iflauds it les Lw- drmts» 
drones, which they fought after. One 
of them was Gnwn, and the other Ser- 
fona. They (ail’d along between them, 
lying «N9rth-Eafl, and South-weft , 
through a Channel 10 Leagues in length, 

which 
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which lies dole to Gium. Here a Man 
fell overboard as he was trimmi^ the 
^op'iail j there was but one Fi&ng- 
Line in all the Ship, and (bmebody had 
put it over juft where the Man fanned 
to fall, he laid bold of it, and was &v’d, 
giving Thanks to God for fi> greata E)e> 
liverance. It will be an Excuie forgiv¬ 
ing fbme Lines in this Book to Things 
of Tmall Moment, to lay 9s the Antients 
did, that little Things have, 1 know not 
what that is Divine, which tho* all Men 
perceive, yet none can comprehend. 
Therefore it is, they often draw the 
Attention of thole who lee or hear them 
in fuch manner that they cake a liking to 
them without any ocher Recommenda¬ 
tion or Encomium. Such a one is the 
Dclcripcion of Countries, Habits and 
Manners of the Natives, tho’ he that is 
curious, when he meets with it, may 
reckon it among the moft material of 
that Sort, as well on account of the Plea- 
fure its variety produces, as for the In- 
ftruftion and Benefit reap’d by it. 

The Ship being in light of Cimm, abun¬ 
dance of Onooes began to come oft from 
it. Thefc are fmall Boats made of a 
certain Wood as light as Cork, only one 
Jnditm goes in one of them, and tho’ it 
has a Maft, Sail, Yard, Tackles, Hal¬ 
liards and Helm, he Steers with one 
Hand, and with the other, Hoifts, Low¬ 
ers and Trims his Sail, having one of 
the Tacks faftned to each Foot, and lb 
veers out or hales to as occalion lerves. 
Both Ends are Heads, and as loon as the 
Sail is dipt round, they make way with¬ 
out bringing about the Vellel. They 
are very fwift, and when a Wave breaks, 
and fills it full of Water, the Man calls 
himlelf into the Water like a Filh, over¬ 
turns the Boat, and lb clears it of all 
the Water. The Boat being clear, he 
gets in at one Side; being come to Shore 
he takes his Veftel on his Back, and 
leans it againft a Tree, on which he has 
his Habitation, like a Bird, living upon 
the Fifli be takes. Thus he lives, tho’ 
Barbaroully, yet happy in being a Strang¬ 
er to the fall of Court Favourites, and 
to the Favours of the World, foch as 
Wealth, Honour, and Preferments, Ima¬ 
ginary Blefllngs and chimerical Delights. 
^Many of thofe Boats came to the Ships 
dide, with fuch Fruit as the Country 
produced, as Cocobs, Plantans, Gom- 
boyes and Sweet Canes, belides leveral 
forts of Sea-fi(h, which they catch yith 
their Hands, among the Clefts of Rocks, 
Vrithoot any other Tackling, i^lbpiuch 
that no Filh is lafe from their Nimble-

neft but the CMtam or Crocodjlf^ the 
Shark anwl^/la. Theft tpey XlC^rlhip 
as Deities/ and on account of the hum 
they do them, and the dread they have 
of them, they oiler to them part of the 
Produfr of Uie Earth in the nature of 
Tithes. They lay the Oftering in a 
Canoa, taming it to Sea under Sail with¬ 
out any Body in it, by whichf means it 
ibon overfets and finks. The People o£ 
theft Illands are of a dark Compledion, 
neither Men nor Women wear any 
Cloaths, but they are migwy Hairy , 
large Limb’d, very Strong and their 
Skin lb hard, that they rm naked and 
bare Lcgg'd, through Thorns and Bri¬ 
ars, and over Rocks and Stones as fwift 
as Stags. They uft no Ibrt of Mony, 
defpift Gold and Silver, for which rea- 
ibn Strangers could not deal with them, 
but by bartering for Iron, which they 
value fince they have known the Sfam~ 
ards^ feeing it cut down Trees, and 
hew Timber. They chiefly covet Axes 
and Knives, becauft thofe they ufed be¬ 
fore were made of Pibbles and Flints, 
wherewith they made their Boats and 
other Things. Several times when Sea¬ 
men and Soldiers went A-flioar upon 
theft Illands for frelh ^ater, they 
found, as has been laid, Honfts of tbdw 
InJiaus built upon Trees. There were 
allb Ibme Huts upon the Shoar, and 
Sailors through Covetoulhels having of¬ 
ten fearch’d both of them, found no¬ 
thing but Oziers acrofs them, on which 
many Leg-Bones and Skulls of Men 
were Strung. Theft are Bones of their 
Fore-fathers, wUch foch Brutal People 
Worlhip as Gods, bedb^fe they know 
no other, except the Sun, Moon, Alli¬ 
gators and Sharks, in whom they iup- 
poft the Souls of the departed to to. 
In order to give dead Bodies honourable 
Burial they flea them, and burning the 
Flelh, pot the Alhes of it into a Jar of 
TiA» (a Ibrt of Wine they make of the 
Coco-Tree) and lhaking it about, drink 
it oft among them. They only lave the 
Bones for the Kindred to faan^ about 
their Honfes, and keep their Frien<fe al¬ 
ways near them. As long as they live 
they lament their Dead upon certain 
Days and Nights, at Hours appointed. 
To this purpoft there are abundance of 
Mourners, to be hir’d, but they mourn 
for one another either for Intereft, or 
out of Friendlhip. He that has lament¬ 
ed for bis Neighbour, is to be paid when 
be has o&afion, ei^er by coiping in 
Perlbn to Mourn, or hiring one to do 
it. They obftrve theft Obfequies, wMch 
Q.qqq aw 
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are pltviiant^ enough, for Eat and 
Drink plentifully, they Rat about a 
Week at a time, the bufinefsof the Day 
being Druakennefs, and Weeping of 
the Night. Every one Mourns an Hour 
in bis turn, and amidll: his Tears relates 
the Life and brave Adions of him or 
them he^ewails. He relates his Infant 
Behaviout, and fo on as he grew up, 
^defaibing ]|!>artical3rly his Stature,Shape, 
good Qu»ities, Valour, and all that may 
be for thAHonour of the dead Perfon. 
if any thii^ in his Relation be comical, 
he burlls At a l.aughing as heartily as 
he Wept before ; all that are prefent 
Laughing out lb loud, that they cannot 
hear one another. When the Laughing 
Fit is over, after Talking and Drinking 
a while, for this they never omit, the 
Lamentation begins again. On the other 
fide when they hint at any forrowful 
PaOage, all the Standers by Ihreik as 
loud as they can, and there ufes to be 
200 of them together. 

A ftotable In the Year i 568 . two Companies go- 

Accident. ing over to the philifpine JJlands, one 
of them Commanded by John Lopez, de 
Jguirre., and the other by Laurence Cha¬ 
con i it happened that fome Men going 
A-lhoar upon this Ifland of Guam, for 
frefli Water and fome Fruit, a Spaniard 
of a^ut 20 Years of Age, went up from 
the Shoar to feck fome Fruit, and en- 
tring into a Grove found a little Savage 
about 14 Years of Age. The Stranger 
feeing Inch a Boy naked, and without 
any Weapon, was not afraid, tho’ he 
was unarmed himfelf, not dcligning to 
go far from hjis Companions. The 
Iflander drew r.car, and Embracing the 
Soldier, fawn’d upon and feem’d to Ihew 
Friendlhip, as if he were very glad to 
lee him. Then be Ihcw’d him where 
there were Plantanes, and fo they con¬ 
tinued fome time, without any jealoulie 
on the Spaniard's fide. When they were 
a good diltance from the Guard, the Sa¬ 
vage again Embraced the Soldier, and 
was carrying him away with much eafe 
under bis Arm into the thick of the 
Wood, bolding lb fall that he could not 
bpak loofe, neither durft he call out to 
his Companions, tor fear the Savage 
.Ihould make the more hafte, and becaufe 
carry’d him away Laughing, and as 
it were in Jt-’lL As they kept along in 
the fameTath among the Trees, there 
happen’d to come towards them four 
Spaniards, who had gone up the Wood 
to find foracthing to Ihoot. They all 
Hood, hearing the Noife the Barbarian 
made among the Bulhes, and prefenting 


their Pieces that way they heard the 
Nolle, as fuppofing it was fome Deer oy^ 
Bufalo. They were much furprifed to 
fee the two Men, and that their CoUn- 
try-man ftrugled to get loofe. The 
Savage feeing them, let him go, and run 
and hid himfelf in the Wood, the Pri- 
foner remaining among his Friends, by 
whom, and his Captain, he was reprov’d ' 
for going away from the reft alone and 
without Arms. Five Years after this ' 
Accident, D. Martin Enriquez., Viceroy 
of Mexico, order’d John Lopez, de jtguir- 
re, as he pafs’d by thofe lllands to carry 
away with him one or more Savage Boys, 
to be inftruded in the Faith, and learn 
Spanijh, that when they return’d to their 
Native Country they might ferve as In¬ 
terpreters , and teach the Natives the 
Faith and language. The Captain us’d 
all his Endeavours, and could get only 
one Savage Youth, whom he carry’d a- 
long with him to Manila, where he was 
Baptiz’d. It hapn’d by good l.nck to be 
the fame we Ipoke of above, and he 
talking one Day with the lame Soldier, 
they remember’d one another, and were 
afterwards great Friends. After re¬ 
peating the whole Pallage, he own’d his 
Defign was, when be had got him to his 
Cottage, to fuck his Brains, drink up his 
Flelh, reduced to Alhes, and adorn his 
Houfe with his Bones. 

The Ship holding on ids Courfe to- ThePif- 
wards the Philippine lllands, left the coverer'; 
lllands De los Ladrones aftern, without in Dillrri' 
touching at them, tho’ it had need 
enough, having no Tackle to launch the ' 
Boat, or Ship it again. She fail’d on 
due Weft, till upon Friday the iztbof 
January, when they found 13 Degrees 
of North Latitude. The Mafter or Pi¬ 
lot having never been in thofe Parts, 
fail’d upon Information, without any 
certain Rule, feekingCaiieSpirituSmto, 
or of the Holy Ghoft, which is the ’firft 
part of the Philippine lllands. On Sun- 
ds^ at break of Day they dilcover’d the 
top of a high Hill. They all rejoyced 
as if they were already arriv’d at a Place 
of certain Reft. Moft of the Men were 
fo fpent they could hardly ftand up¬ 
on their Legs, and fo thin that they 
look’d like Death it lelf, lb that it was 
become a Saying among them, tha^ 
they would carry off nothing but thd 
bare Skeletons well prop’d up. Abun¬ 
dance of Rocks and other frightful 
Difeoveries, every Moment interrupt¬ 
ed their Joy, bein^ hourly in emi¬ 
nent* Dfifnger of their Lives. They 
loft light of the Hill by reafon of the 

Fog, 
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fog, their Sorrow iacreasMand tliey be¬ 
gan again to miicter againib the Mailer, 
or Pilot, whofe fair Speeches a/aird 
him little, no more than his Skill. They 
difeover’d the Land again where it made 
a Cape. It being fomewhat to Wind¬ 
ward, they put a Bonnet upon the Sail, 
and lay as clofe to the Wind aspoilibly 
they could, intendhig to run along the 
Shoar, founding all thp way and ready 
to drop Anchor when they found con- 
veuiency, and do as they thought molt 
expedient. They hoiHed the main Yard, 
but the Halliards giving way, it came 
by the board, and the Men who were 
before out of Heart,fo entirely defpair’d, 
that they would not look to &ve them- 
felves. At lafl good words, and cer¬ 
tain Flats they difcover’d to Leeward, 
prevailing, the Yard was boilled, and 
fixed to the Mall with Ropes to (lay it. 
The Ropes broke and the Yard came 
by the board again *, good words were 
of as much ufeas Hands to hoill it again. 
The Sea had run high that Night, and 
did fo iHll, and the Ship failing hard up¬ 
on the Wind, it rack’d her fb much 
that almoR all the I'ackliug gare way, 
but clpecially that belonging to the 
Forcmall, infomuch that it had only 
one of the Ropes of the Shrouds left on 
each lide, and look’d ib naked, as if it 
wonldhave fpent iifelf the very next time 
the Ship beat, but it was good and llrong. 
The Ship and Men were much in the 
fame condition, and it pleas’d God to 
look down upon them in his Mercy, and 
to order itfb that as they were Handing 
in for a Bay , the Wind came about 
large, fo they got into it, through a 
Channel enclos’d with Rocks at the 
mouth of the fame Bay. By this time 3 
Indians came in a Boat to view the Ship, 
and took their Poll to Windward with¬ 
out fpeaking one word. Aboard the 
Ship there was a Souldier that Ipoke 
the Language of the PhiUfpine-iQAnd&, 
tho preted ing to know Ibmething of the 
Voyage, he had like to have been the 
ruin of all the Crew. He fpoke to them 
in that Language, and the Indians being 
fatisfy’d the Ship belong’d to Cbrillians, 
drew near, and went aboard to Ihew the 
Anchoring place they were looking af¬ 
ter. They came to an Anchor in the 
midlt of the Bay in 14 Fathom water. 
One of thefe Indians fpoke feveral Lan¬ 
guages, and another of them, as he fiiid 
was the lame Sr. Thomas Candifh rarry’d 
away with him, when he fail’d that way 
to ihew him the Channels ^nudll thofe 
lllands. Being ask’d what Land that 
Vol. IV. 


was, thqy itid it was CamEfpinfti^anr 
tOy or of J^e Holy GhollJ ancIThat the 
Port and j^ay was call’d of Cebas. This 
account gave new life, to thole who an 
hour before look'd upon themlelvcs as 
dead Men, which made many exprels 
their inward Joy with outward Tears. 

The Indians went away to thoir Town, 
and others came in their pl^e, one of 
them carrying a long Rod of Jullic^ 
which together with a Crofs they law on 
the Shoar, convinced the Mea they were 
Chrillians and Friends. Tj^y brought 
Fowls, Swine, Palm-trce/vine, abun¬ 
dance of Cocos, Plantans^wcet Canes, 

Papayas, Roots, Water in Pipes,Wood, 
and all fuch relief, as People in that di- 
llrels Hoodinneedof. All was bought 
for Royals, Knives, glafs Beads, which 
they value above Silver, fo that for three 
Nights and three days the fire in the 
Cookroom was never out, nor did they 
ceale Cooking and Baking, minding no¬ 
thing but eating. This excels was very 
prejudicial to the Sick, for being us’d 
to eat very little, and now uling no mo¬ 
deration, 3 or 4 of them dy’d of it. In 
this Bay which lyes in 12 degrees and 50 
minutes of North latitude, they conti¬ 
nu’d a fortnight. At lehgth alter much 
debate about Sailing, without refitting 
the Ship, they fet forward on the 2pth >rhcy put 
of January, At five in the afternoon to Sea a- 
the llland of St. Sernardine was far a- gain for 
Hern of them. Night overtaking them 
near another call’d Capul, they met with 
furious Eddies and Currents, which 
brought the Ship quite about, and had 
Ihe not anfwer’d the Helm well, mult 
have run alhoar. Next day fome Indi¬ 
ans came out in Boa» they call Baran- 
gays^ from a Port call’d Nibalan in the 
ifland lMxa>n, bringing abundance of 
Fowl, Swine and Fruit, but little was 
purchas’d becaufe there was little left to 
give for it. T hey fail’d on, keeping the 
llknd in view amidll many others, at 
Night by guels, and pafling through fe- 
verai Places, in which afterwards skilful 
Pilots admir’d they had not been all loll, 
there being abundance of Flats that way, 
but they never faw any, fo that it was 
God’s Providence preferv’d them. On 
Tharjday the firll of February, being 
come to the Place they call Galban, rfe 
Governels lent her two Brothers wKh-s, 
feven Men more in the Boar^^on pretence 
they were going aihore for Provifions. 

They waitra its return ail day, but it^ 
camcf not, being gone to Manila fifteen 
Leagues diftant from that Place, over a 
narrow neck of Land the Ifland makes 
Clq^q 2 there 
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. to giye Advice of t\ic Ships com- 
ing. l^exi Morning abcw' break of 
day the Ship appear’d encas’d amidlt 
Iflands, feeing no way to get out, with¬ 
out its Boat, and very bare of Fro- 
villons, what they got at the lalt Port 
being fpent. They faw a great many 
Pilot. Hpats, blit they all fled from the 
Ship, thf’they made iigns to them, be- 
^caufe, that not being the Seafon when 
the Ships ufe to go from iVifip-Sp4i«,they 
took tbail to be an Engliflt Ship. The 
trouble linger caus’d, was increas’d by 
feeing no *ay for the Ship to get out. 
lb us they fis.ov’d every way as much as 
the Calm would permit, and at laftdif> 
cover’d a narrow Channel, about a 
Stones throw over. The Wind frcfli- 
ning aflern they Aruck into it, and run¬ 
ning between the Ifland they call Cafa^ 
and that of LuKoriy clofc under a Point, 
call’d Ajjifre, or Sulphur, they .got out 
into more Sea-room, being a large Bay 
call’d Bonbon. By this time they difco- 
vered two Caracoasy which are large 
Indian Boats. Forty Indims row’d in 
each of them, twenty on a fide, with 
long Skoops. They made a fign to the 
hcadinoA of them with a fmallFlag. 

It Aood oA' anU would not Aay. They 
Aood right upon the other, which fear¬ 
ing to be foul, came to, and drevy aboard 
with a Rope they threw over to it. They 
ask’d the MaAer whence he came, and 
whither he was bound. He anAver’d 
from Manilay which was ao Leagues 
from that Place, and was bound for Ce~ 
buy the hr A Town the Spaniards built 
in thole Parts, and is loo Leagues di- 
Aant from Manil^ They ask’d for an 
Indian Pilot, the Ship being that Night 
topafs over the Flats they call of TWw. 

It was agreed be ihouid have 3 Pieces 
of Eight for his Pains. The Night was 
fpent very watchfully, and in the Morn¬ 
ing they difeover’d the mouth of the Bay, 
drawing near to it clofe under the Land 
of the IQand of Fortune. The Wind 
was not fair, the Mouth of it lying W. 
and the Breeze coming from the North- 
ealt. At the Mouth of the Bay is.an

'I'he Ship hav 
ing none but the two Main-fails, and the 
Men being fpent with labour, they ad¬ 
vanced little or nothing and foraetimes 
fell oA* confldcrably. Thus they fpent 
three days tir’d to Death, aud in def- 
pair to fee that for want of letching up 
that Ifland, they were depriv’d of the fa- 
tisfadion of coming to reA at Manila. 

They were Aill in Pain, expeding eve¬ 
ry Tide, reckoning when it would be 
Flood to carry them in, but that being 
irregular the liour never came. The 
Sailers bid the MaAer, or Pilot run the 
Ship aground, for they had labour’d fut- 
liciently, perhaps it was bccaufc they 
law Land on both lides, and the Smoke 
of Manila. They did the work of the 
Ship, as if it liad been rather a compli¬ 
ance than Duty. All their aim was to 
run aground, alledging that liuce they 
were lb near a ChriAian Country, it 
was better the Ship flinold be loA alone, 
than fo many Men in her. I'he Water 
and Provifions were now quite fjjcnr, 
and all they had too much of was the 
brisk contrary Gale. This made the 
MaAer expreft more concern to the Great d 
Seamen, and therefore he bid them take 
notice that ail the CoaA was inacceffible 
and the Sea ran high, belidcs that they 
had no Boat, nor Provilions, but many 
lick Men, that in the weak condition 
they were in, it was impoflible they 
could hold out many hours, much left 
days. He faid it was a fliame it IhouId 
be laid of them that they had endea¬ 
vour’d to favc therafclvcs, bccaufethcy 
were ArongeA and could fwira. He en¬ 
courag’d them, faying they had brought 
that Ship from fuch remote Paits, thro’ 

Seas never cut by Shij), and therefore 
they that had lb bravely endur’d the 
moA, ought not now to boggle at the 
leaA. He declar’d it was not to be 
born, that they Ihouid lofe the Hondur 
of lb Arange a Voyage at the very en¬ 
trance of the Port, from whence they 
were obferv’d. He added, that had they 
brought the Ship well condition’d, foil 
of Pioviiious, the Men in health, and 
well pay’d, they had delerv’d very little 
commendations \ but all things being 
quite otherwife, they now merited the 
greateA Praife. By this time they dif¬ 
eover’d a Barangay making all poflible 
i^ed towards the Ship. When near, 
they difeover’d four Spaniards in it, and 
eight Indians that row^d. One of them 
was thi Centinel at Marivelez.y whole 
Name ii\(as ^lonzjo Albarran ; he came 
With the Governor’s MaAer of the Houle- 

hold 
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. hold fent by bini whh two Soldiers 
to condole with the Lady Elizabeth 
for her Misfortune, bringing a Letter 
containing many honourable Offers. 
The Sight of the four Spaniards 
rais’d the Hearts of thofe difconfolatc 
Men, as may well be imagin’d, confi- 
deriag their Circuraftances. They were 
. handed up and moft lovingly receiv’d. 
A Boa/ I’hcy went about carefujiy viewing all 
the Men, and feeing lb many Sick, lb 
many with Sores, fo Ragged, Poor, and 
Diftreffcd, only faid, God be prais’d, 
God be prais’d. Mbarran went down 
betwi,vt Decks to fee the Hofpital, and 
when the lick Women faw him, they 
try’d out ^ What do you bring us to Eat, 
for wc are ready to run Mad with Hun¬ 
ger and 1 liirR. He comforted them 
with Hopes of frcfli Provifions that were 
a coming, and fo went out upon Deck, 
altonifh’d at what be had Icen. At 
length God fent them all Bleflings toge¬ 
ther, that Tack the Ship made up with 
AiariveleZy whence the Lady Elizabeth 
Thrv “ Soldier, with her Anfwer to the 

;nto th f erter Ihe rccei v’d fi om the Governor, 
Harbeu and hc went away iiu!ieif»ir4;;^.^. Soon 
after they dilcover’d another,* in which 
came the Chief Alcayde of that Coaft, 
with the Governefs’s Brothers, bringing 
a great deal of new Bread, Wine and 
Fruit, given them in Manila. As it was 
dividing, the greateft Perfons did fome 
Aftions misbecoming them, but who 
can forbear in a time of fo much want ? 
Next Day there came a good large Boat, 
loadcn with Fowl, Calves, Hogs, Bread, 
Wine, and Greens. It was brought by 
garnet Diaz Marmelejo, by the Gover¬ 
nor’s Order ^ it was divided bountiful¬ 
ly among all the People. 

The Ship drew nearer to the Har¬ 
bour Rill upon the Tack. One Pinao, 
Mate to one of the King’s Ships, came 
to kip with a Boat full of Seamen, all 
Clad in Silks of fevcral Colours. The 
Captain of the Port was on the Shoar 
with his Colours flying, and all theSca- 
faring-mcn drawn up at their Arms. As 
foon as the Anchor was dropt, they fa¬ 
inted the Royal Standard with all the 
Canon and fmall Arms. The Ship an- 
fwer’d the belt it could, and came to an 
Anchor on the iith of February ^ 1696. 
in their dclired Port of Cabite, two 
Leagues South-well of the City Manila^ 
the Capital of the Philippine-IJlands, in 
14 Degrees and a half of North Lati¬ 
tude, with fifty Perfons left thart they 
brought from Santa Cruzy why alj Dy’d 
by the way. The Ship being at an An¬ 


chor, other Perfons came aboard^^lx/ 
charitably brought fo much brtfa;! ind 
Flelh, that now there ivas to fpaic. 

Next Day in the Morning a Colonel 
came from the Governor D. Lays Perez 
de las AdarinaSy a Kigidor or Alderman 
from the Common-Council of the Town, 
and a Clergy Man from the Chapter of 
the great Cljurch, to receive the i.ady 
Elizabeth. They prefently carry d her, 
off to the King’s Houle at rhe Port, la- 
luting her again as Ihc ianded. After 
Dinner they carry d her t^ihc City, 
where Ihe made her Eatt.mJ by Nigiu, 
and was receiv’d with 
lick People being, taken out of the Ship, 
were convey’d to ilie 1 Jolintal, th« 

Widows to tiic Hoiifes of Perfons of 
Note, and all of them afterwards Mar- 
ry’d to their Satisfaction. Thofe that 
were recovering, and the rcllofthe 
Soldiers were quarter’d in private 
Houfes, and thofe that were Marry’d 
went to Houfe-kceping. So t hat they 
were all of them lovingly receiv’d and 
entertain’d by the charitable Inhabitants 
of Manila. Soon after, ten Dy’d, and 
Four betook themlelves to Religious 
Orders. The Frigate never came home; 
there was an Account thht it had been 
found with all its Sails abroad, the Peo¬ 
ple Dead, the Veflel rotten and run A- 
Jhoar. The Galliot arriv’d at an Ifland vvuat bt- 
call’d Mindaneuy in ten Degrees of La- came of 
titude. As they fail’d without know- the Gaili- 
ing what way to take among thofe 
Iflands, they were reduced to fuch want, 
that they went A-fnoar upon a fmall 
llland call’d Camaniguiny where they 
kill’d and eat a Dog thtv found. They 
accidentally met fome Indians., who di¬ 
rected them to the Harbour, where there 
were Fathers of the Society of Jefus, 
and they fent them to the Corregidor 
or Governor of thofe Parts. He lent 
5 of them Prifoners to Manilay the Cap¬ 
tain having made his Complaint to him 
that they had mutiny’d, with a Letter 
to Dr. Antony de MorgOy Lieutenant 
General of that Government, in which 
were thefe Words; Here arriv'd aCdli- 
oty vehofe CMtaiti was as Impertinent as 
his Difeottrje. / ask'd himy whence he 
camey and he ttdd me that he had been with 
the Adelantado Alvaro de Mindana, 
whofaiPd with four Ships from Peru, to 
make the IJlands of Salomon. . nis one 
arriv'dherty nndbearinghis Alajejly'sCo- 
Itttrsy I receiv'd sty as was proper. If the 
others hkppen to go thithery you will haven 
bettor Account of tins Affair. *Thc Sol¬ 
diers were not profecuced, as was laid. 
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lOiity^ecaofc the Captain with his Galli¬ 
ot foiltjak the great Ship. 

This was* the end or that prodigious 
Voyage. If I have been too tedious in 
giving an Account of it, the Straugc- 
iicTs of it may be my excufe, fince uci- 
tlicr that of Vlyjfes^ nor that of Gama 
were cq^^al to it, and yet both of them 
deferv’d Poems compos'd by thofc two 
nioft noble Poets the Greek and the Por- 
' luyrues. But becaufe it might (cem fu- 
])crHiiouatobiive laid lb much of an un¬ 
dertaking to appearance unfortunate, 
it will belt to give an Account of the 
benenr. iicci\itig from it, and Ihew what 
future Advantage Heaven was pleas’d 
Ihould be the Confequeoce of the pre- 
fent Lofs, to the greater Honour and 
Glory of God, and of the Viceroy, his 
inftrument. 

Qnlros^ after waiting upon the Lady 
Elizatbetb from Manila to Mexico^ where 
Ihc Hay'd at that time, went away to 
Lima^ where he made IntcrcH with D. 
Luis de f^elafco, the Marquefs’s Succeflbr 
in the Government of Peru, to be fnr- 
nilh’d by him w'itli Ships, Men, and 
other Nccellaries to continue the DiP> 
covery they had begun, and as he faid 
to plow up tfcc Waters of the unknown 
Sea, and lecj: o.a the undilcover’d 
l4inds under tlic Antartick Pole, the Cen¬ 
ter of that Horizon. He prelented 
two Memorials containing the Motives 
that inclined him to this Undertaking, 
exprcfliiig himfelf much to this elled. 

That part of the Moon, which is 
darkned when Ihc is Eclipfed, being the 
part of a Circle, proves that the Body 
of Earth and W«itcr which caules it is 
round. Aboucfhis Body is an imagina¬ 
ry Line, long, without breadth or depth, 
which encompallcs and divides it into 
two equal Parts, one whereof is call’d 
the North, the other the South. At 
this Equinoftial Line commence the De¬ 
grees, 1 eckoning from i to 90, which 
is the furthclb extent of Latitude, to¬ 
wards either of the Poles. Towards 
the North all is already dilcover’d to 70 
Degrees, the remainder from thence to 
90, tho’ it were dilcover’d, leems unin¬ 
habitable, bccaufc of the extream Cold, 
the inequality of the Day and Night, 
‘ and other Inconvenicncies. It is well 
'known, that in fevcral Parts already 
fudMcntly difeover’d, the People live 
in Caves, and ufe much Art to fuppoit 
Life againft the Hardlhips of the Wea¬ 
ther. Towards the Sooth thcre*are DiC- 
L0vcries,*as far as 55 Degrees, beyond 
of Ms^eUan, and to 35 the 


Latitude of the Ca^e of Good Hope, or-. 
Ibmewhat above 40, which Ships make 
to Weather it. Thefc two Points of 
Land, with their Coalts, and the Coalls 
oppolltc to them are already fully known. 
It now remains to dilcover the remain¬ 
ing part parallel with this, and in left 
Latitude Well wards, up to 90 Degrees, 
to know whether it is Land or Water, 
or what quantV^y of each. The AdeUn~ 
tado Alvaro de Mi»dana,a$ he was fail¬ 
ing in the Year 1695. towards the Iflands 
of Salomon, which he faid lay between 
7 and 12 CJcgrces of South Latitude, and 
1500 Leagues from the City of De los 
Reyes, found Four Imall Iflands together. 
Inhabited by lb good a fort of People, 
that none of thole yet dilcover’d can 
equal them, but are for the moll part 
ill-Jook’d Indians, indifferently lhap’d, 
and dark CompIc<Hion’d, foch as we lee 
in Peru, the Hrm^Land, Nevf-Spain, iV»- 
caragua, the Philippinc'/Jlands, and other 
Parts. Thefc Ifljuds arc between 9 and 
10 Degrees of Latitude, 1000 L.eagues 
diflant from the City De los Reyes, 650 
from the neareft Coaft of Neto-Spain, 
and 1000 from New~Guinea. Thcufual 
Breezes there are Eafterly, for which 
realbn to return from them to Peru or 
Nem-Spain, a Ship muH run upon a Bowl¬ 
ing, North or South, to meet without the 
Tropicks, thole they call general Winds, 
and to this purpofc it is rc'quiiitc to have 
proper Inllrumcnts for Navigation, and 
fubftantial Vcflels, two Things, bciidcs 
many others very necellary, which thofc 
People are dellicute of. 1 liefc, and 
many other Reafons that may he alledg’d, 
make it appear that they could never 
have any Commerce with thofc two Pro¬ 
vinces above-mcutioii’d, nor much left 
with NevO’Guinea, or the Philippine- 
Iflands, becaule there is no Sailing from 
thole Parts to the laid Iflands, by reafon 
the Wind is Weft and quite contrary 
to them. From the four [Hands no 
other Land was dilcover’d. The Vellcls 
the Inhabitants ale are for Ihort Voy¬ 
ages, and therefore it was conlider’d 
which way it was pollihle for them to 
get to far diftant Parts, and the moft 
likely way is, that when they fail from 
a Place whence no other Land can be dif> 
cover’d, they make their Obfervations, 
and take aim by that Land they leaVel 
behind, till by degrees they lole light* 
of it, and when they have loft that, then 
they have a view of the other part they 
are Bound to; for whenlbever Sight is 
loft bpth^of the l.and they come from, 
and that they go to, there is then an ab- 

folnte 
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folu^e neceflicy of aaderftaoding at leaft 
the Sea'Compafs, which they have not. 
I will lay nothing of contrary Winds, 
Currents and ocher Things, which may 
put them from their Conrfe. This ap¬ 
pears the more plain in that the mod; 
experienced Pilots, furoidi’d with all 
thole Neceflaries thele People want; 
^when they have been three or four Days 
out of light of Land, cannot politively 
aOign where they are. Therefore, ge¬ 
nerally fpeaking, it molt be faid, thofe 
Indians Inltruments of Navigation are no 
other but their Eyes, or their Guefs at 
fmall diltances. As to what might be 
objeded, that they take aim by the Sun, 
Moon and Stars, the Anfwer is, that 
the Son cannot be &en at Night, the 
mutability of the Moon is well known, 
and in Ihort neither Sun, Moon, nor 
Stars are always vifible, nor arc they 
dx’d in one lame Place, or free from 
Clouds. Yet tho’all diefe Things were 
as they are not, their Voyages mod; ftill 
be but Ihort, as has been mid And tho’ 
it be true that the molb Ignorant may in 
their Veilels go from a fmall Idand to a 
large Continent, fo it be near at Hand, 
lince if they mils of one part, they will 
hit upon another, yet it is not therefore 
to be granted that they can without Art 
feek fmall and far dUbant lllands, from 


large or leder Countries. Among th^ji! 

Indians there were ibme that dre^/lo< 
wards Mdattoes^ which didercnce in 
Colour argues fonjc Commerce with 
other People. Befides thole four Idands 
being but fmall, it is to be obferv’d, 
that great ones are fcarce able to con¬ 
tain Men who are always looking out for 
another where they may live irfore at 
Eafe, and they leave them cither becaule 
they cannot agree, or becaufe they will ' 
not be fubjedi to their Rulers^ or elle 
becaufe they would Rnic themlWves. It 
may therefore be rationallyReliev’d, 
that towards the South-ealb, ^uth, and 
South-wclbjqnitc away Weftward, there 
are other IQands one after another, or a 
Continent running along till it joyns 
with Nevo-Guinea f or comes near the 
PhiUppine-IJlandsy or the South Coalb of 
the Streight of Magellan, for otherwile 
we know of no Parts whence People 
could go to inhabit ihofc Idands, uulcfs 
it were miraculondy. Whether it run 
the one or the other, or both ways, it 
is likely there are abundance of Iflands, 
or a large Continent, being the jimi^ 
fades to the bclb part of Europe, jijia and 

jifrici, where between the Latitudes of 

20 and 6 o Degrees, God made Men fo bruptly, 
ulefiil. 
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Paraguay, Tucuman, Rio de la Plata, 
Parana, Guaira and Urvaica.

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T H E Author having defgn’d this for a Uifory of his Order ^ has fill'd a vonfidera^ 
hie part of it with the Lives, particular Miions, Preaching andTeachirdoj Lis Bre¬ 
thren the andinferted abundance of Miracles, and other pious Matftr, wkchis 

net the Ss^jeB of this prefent Worh, nor likely to be at all acceptable to the Meadtr j who 
in a Book of Travels, will expe£l to meet with nothing but what is profane H '^ory, Dcfcrip- J 
tion,firange Manners,Cufioms and Superfiitions^urprizang Accidents,Difcoveries,Conquefls, f 
and fuch Things as are ufual in Books of this Nature. Such Care has been therefore tak¬ 
en, that his ExpeStation m^ be anfwer'd according to the Nature of the Work, and 
therefore thofe religious Narrations are either quite left out, or if any thing befatd of them, 
it is fo concife as no way be tedious, but rather afford fomeihing of variety, and fervc 
to make a connexion, tefi breaking off" too abruptly tn fome places, we jhould altogether 
lofe the Order and Method of the Author. But he having difpos'd Thhgs /o as. that the 
delivery of the Affairs of his Society, may appear to be the principal Part of his '^Under¬ 
taking, has not therefore digefled the others to the heft advantage for a Reader that looks 
only for Travels, who ther^ore think all Things are not fo regularly recti td as might 
have been, which is here endeavour’d in fome me afire to be rcH^ify’d, by joyning fame Ac¬ 
counts, which in him lye fear fever’d, that fo all Confufion might be avoided. And left any 
one jhould objeSl here is too much mention made of the and their jlEHons, it is to be 
obferv’d they are the main Subjebl of the fiiftory ; and that with good reafon. Far whereas 
tn alt other Difeoveries, we fee the whole Relation lyes upon Commanders antffSouldiers, who 
Conquer’d thofe Nations found OfU by force of Arms ; Here on the contrary, and which is 
very well worth onr curious Obfervation, we fee vaft Provinces converted to Chriftianity, 
and brought under the Dominion of the Kings of Spain by a few Religious Men, Arm’d 
only with the Sword of the Cofpel, and yet thefe fame Preachers are brought in here no 
mere than abfolutcly Neceffity requires, they being the great Difeoverers of thoje far extended 
Countries we treat of, and Founders of Towns, Jo that thefe Things cannot pojjibly be deli¬ 
ver’d without mentioning thofe who were theprime AUors but the Thing will jiifiifie it felf. 

As for the Truth of the Relation, I fee little reajon to call it in queftion, fince the Author 
could have no Inducement to forge any part of it, as being a Religious Man who valued his 
Reputation, and could propofe to himfelfno Benefit or Advantage by Fdtftfood. Nor cotiU 
he eajily be impos'd upon, having Liv’d 25 Tears in thofe Countries, during which time he 
mujl have feenmuch, emd learnt more from Perfins of Credit and Authors above blemijh. 
Now to give a more particular Account of what is done, as to the Traflation, fvveral 
Matters as was hinted before, which in the Original lye far afunder, are here for the bet¬ 
ter underftanSng of them brought together. Thefii ft 2i Seatons run exoEily with the Au- 
thof, neither aiUing nor diminijhing, becaufe fo far he proceeds upon the account of thofe 
Countries, not interrupting it with any fpiritual Matter. At Chapter 22 he begins to enter 
upon the SubjeR of the jefuits coming into thofe Parts, where we reduce many Chapters 
into a few Lines each, till fome Matters altogether fpiritual occurring', there are Chapters 
quite left out, till we meet with more temporA Affmrs. This fame Method is conti¬ 
nued throughout the whole Work, fometisnes deliveringwhole Chapters, oftntr reducing them 
into Ufs compafs, by leaving out thofe Things that are not HiftoricA, and fometimes wholly 
omitting Osapters, which contain nothing but the particiUar Lives of fome of thofe Fathers, 
or Miracles, and fuch Things from the purpofe. The Ori^nd is divided into Chapters and 
Books, which method is not fallow’d here far the Reafons already fet down. In fine, the whole 
Work is Diverting, full of ^mety and New, for of thofe Parts we have had but very im- 
perfeEt Accounts before, and fuch peaceable Cenquefts as are here found we do nottmeet with 
in any other Travtls. 
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MERIC A is divided m> 
to the Northern and the 
Southern. South America 
is Hint in between two Seas, 
has a confidcfable part of its Shores In¬ 
habited by tlic Peruvians and BrrfftUans, 
neither of them Itretching far into the 
Inland, unleft where the defire of Gold 
or Silver, or the goodnefs of the Soil has 
drawn the Spaniards on the one fide, and 
the Vortiiguefes on the other. All the 
Land between BrajU and PerUf and conle- 
qucntly between the Atlantick and Paci^ 
fck Oceans, being a vaft extent down to 
the Streights of ^agellan^ is for the moft 
part coinprehcndcd under the Names of 
Chiliy Tucuman, Para^ju^, and Ibme O- 
ther Provinces included in them. This 
New World divided like the Old into 
two vaft Peninfulas, and only knit toge¬ 
ther by a final] Ifthmus, was in the laft 
Age but one brought under a foreign 
Dominion to its own unfpeakable Advan¬ 
tage; for upon this occafion, through 
the fpecial Goodneft of God, and great 
Care and Expcncc of the Catholick Kings, 
wherever the Spanijh Dominion extends, 
the ChiiPiian Faith is propagated. For if 
tiiere be any Nations that have not yet 
own’d Ciuill, the King of Spain is no 
way to be blam’d for it, but all the fault 
IS to be imputed liiher to the Obftinacy 
of thofe Barbarians, or, asisufual in aU 
Parts, to the ill Behaviour of .fomepri¬ 
vate Peribns. Others will fpeak of what 
relates fo the reft of America^ but 1 be¬ 
ing commanded by my Superiors, to 


write the Afiairs of the Society in thole 
vaft Southern Regions of Paragusy, Tum 
cuman and Chili, which in the Year 1607 
were made one Province of the laid Soci¬ 
ety, will firft give an account of the firft; 
coming of the Spaniards into thole Coun¬ 
tries; of the Towns founded by them; 
of iirft Preaching of Chriftianity; and 
afterwards proceed to fueb other Adi- 
ons, as hapned in procels of Time upon 
further Difeovery of thofe Parts, chiefly 
as to Temporal Affairs, yet not foas al¬ 
together to forget the Spiritual. This 
1 ihall endeavour to perform with that 
Truth and Sincerity, that becomes a Re¬ 
ligious Man. And thou, my God, the 
Author of ail Good, without iuvocating 
whom a Religious Perfbn ought not to 
enter upon any Work, afllft me in this 
Undertakiug, as thou haft done fo many 
Heroes of our Society in propagating 
the Faith, whofe fteps I have follow’d in 
that great Work, tho’ not fo worthily, 
for the fpace of 2 5 Years. Do thou Foun¬ 
tain of eternal Wifdom , correal ray 
Stile, which fo many Years ufe of a bar¬ 
barous Language has corrupted ; and 
guide me, that I may make the belt choice 
of the vaft mafs of Matter that lyes be¬ 
fore me, and worthily deliver that to 
Pofterity, which (hall be to thy greate' 
Honour and Glory. 

Pizarro having carry’d the War in-Viic 
to South America, ztA l\icSpaniards un- 
der bis Comitiund, gaping after the vaft 
Weajthpf the /ff^4/,Kings of thofe Parts, 
having poflefs’d themfeivcs of a large 

Trad folly. 
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7 ra£t of Land along the Fadfck Ocean, 
commonly call’d the South Sea. Sevc- 
TSilPcrfons perfwaded thcmfclFcs there 
might be a Ihorter and lefs dangerous 
way found along the Coafts of the Jt- 
or North Sea, to Peru, which was 
then reported to abound in Gold and 
Silver. The firll I can find, that pro¬ 
pos’d the Difeovery of this Way, was 
Martin deSoufa, who Govern’d Brafil for 
King Jo^m II. of Portugal^ and divided it 
into Provinces, and was ambitious to vye 
with the Spaniards in Difeovering new 
Countries that might incrcafe hisMaftcr’s 
Dominions. To this purpofe he fent 
jilexius Cardan Man of undauntedRefo- 
lu tion, w iih his Son, and three Pmuguefes, 
and aconfiderable Attendance of Indd^is, 
from the Southern part of Braul, to 
peirce as far as poflibly he could into the 
Inland of America. He having travelVd 
300 Leagues by Land, and coming into 
tlie Country about the River Paragnay., 
being well vers’d in the Unguage of the 
IndiMiSy and knowing how to deal with 
them, prevail’d with about iooo of the 
People of ParagHsty to follow him as their 
Captain i with whom, in martial man¬ 
ner he made his way to the Borders of 
Pera, whilft the Inga wasftiil Living, and 
there by Plundering gather'd a vaft quan¬ 
tity of wrought and unwronght Silver. 
Being loaded with this Booty, he fent 
away two of his Portugaere Companions 
to Brazil for Succours,' and returning to 
Paraguay., was cruelly Murder’d by the 
Barbarians, who fpar’d his Son, becaufe 
of his tender Years. The Father’s Mc- 


were Guilty of the Murdtr of/6arcia, 
fearing Revenge, refus’d flbcm Provili- Tea?#, 
ons, and foon after fell.upon them, kil- G'VXI 
ling their Commander and putting the 
reft to flight. Thole that efcap’d were 
by the Paranenfian Indians taken into 
their Boats, wliich were Rotten and 
Worm-eaten, and being in tne middle 
of the River, the Indians pull’d off the 
Clay they life inftead of Fitch, by which 
means the Boats funk, drowning nil the 
PortttgurfeSy the Pa> anenfians m ho were 
Naked and good Swimmers getting fafe 
to Shoar. Thus the E.vjiei^tion of the 
PmugHefes wasdifap[)oiurc(/, either thro’ 
the Kalhnefs ot Sedwo or Treachery of 
the Barbarians, God referving Paraguay 
and the adjacent Countries for the King 
of Spain.

oat, and having drove them into a clolp 
Place, flew them at Plcali're. After tlic 
Slaughter, going aboard tlipir Veflels 
with the Indians their Confc<K:ratcs, they 
fail’d to the Portngnefes Town of S-f^incent, 
which they plunder’d,and rc^nriTd imme¬ 
diately to their ov/n little Town loaded 
witbBooty,in whichE-xpedition fomePpr- 
tHguefes of their own accord fided with 
the Spaniards. This was the firfl Fight I 
know of that hapned between theCttho- 
litk Europeans in America. No» lonr if 
ter Mofquera and his Coinp.ini'.-ns, no 
ways able to cope with the Forces of Bra- an ll!a.nd.. 
fl, and fearing Revenge, went away to 
lite Ifland of S. Catheriht, lying in 28 
deg. of South Latitude, to Inhabit there, 
till being afterwards Recruited , they 
might return to the River of Plate. 

In the mean while Sebafi'im Gavot re- ^ great 
turn’d into Spain, and l]n ead abroad the r.oiony 
Fame of what he had found, faying, The fenttotle 
Countries about the River Paraguay 
were not fcorch’d with the violent Heat 
of the Sun like Brafil, nor fubjed to vio¬ 
lent Cold like thofe Parts more South¬ 
ward, but enjoy’d a temperate Air: That 
the vail Coalls of Parana were Inha¬ 
bited by infinite numbers of People fit 
for Service; That there was much more 
variety of Filh and wild Bealls, than in 
any part of Europe : And then (hewing 
the Pieces of Gold and Silver, and many 
Utejilils made of thofe Metals, which he 
had purchas’d of the People of 
that murder’d jSexius Garcia, and talfly 
believ’d to be the natural Wealth of that 
River; he by thefe means made fo pow¬ 
erful an Impreflion in the Minds of the 
Spaniards, that many made Intercftto be 
fent into that Country. From that time 
the River P4r4»4 on account of GavoPs 
Silver, or the hope of much Silver to 
be found there, was call’d. The River 
of Plate, a Name rather Ipecious than 
true. Gavot having made the fame Re¬ 
port 1» C3iarles V- it was decreed in 
Council, that a numerous Colony ibould 
be fent into that part of Americ.i. Two 
Thoufand Two Hundred Men were 
rais’d, befides Sailers, and Ship’d under 
the Oammand of Peter Mindifm, a Man 
of the firft Qpality, the Emperor’s Sewer, 
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ana now made Governor of the Rivers 
Itaoo. of Plate, and Paraguay. The chief 
Men among them, whom covetoufnefs 
had mov’d to undertake this Expedi¬ 
tion, were James Mendozjt, the Gover¬ 
nor’s Brother, Francis Mendozjt, once 
Steward to Maximilian King of the Ro¬ 
mans, Cditrles Dubrin Fofter-Brother to 
the Emperor Charles the 5th, John Ofe- 
cio Commander of the Fleet, nobly 
burn, and renowned in the Warsof/w- 
ly, Jmis FH fs,. Brother to S. Terefa, Ber¬ 
nard a GWf/if Captain, formerly in great 
£/tccm with Doria, James Ramua, a 
Flemming, nOt to mention the Gufmans, 
Riberas, Rocas, Bracamontes, Maariques, 
Agtiillars, Lucanc;, jiyonlas, Iralas, and 
other noble Pcrlbns, lb very numerous, 
that there were thirty two Heirs of no¬ 
ble Families and Elfates, reckoned a- 
board that Fleet. All thefe Sailing from 
Cadie. in the year 1535, when they had 
cat the Line, were parted and drove to 
Icvcral Places, James Mendozji, the Go¬ 
vernor’s Brother, after the Terapeft 
was over, arriv’d lafe in the River of 
Plate with a few Ships. The Governor 
with the reft put into the Port of Riode 
Janeiro in Brafil, where whilft he lay 
for a Wind, he caus’d John OJfgrio his 
Lieutenant, a Man much envy’d for his 
Bravery and Courtefy, to be Stabb’d, 
without any Tryal, being wrongfully 
accus’d of ambitious Pradiccs, for that 
he was reported to have infinuated that 
in a Ihort time he Ihould Command in 
chief -, which Adion was fo refented, 
that many ftay’d behind in BraJU and 
others confpir’d to defert their Gover¬ 
nor. Bat beforqv*thc Confpiracy could 
come to a head, he k(t Brajd, audjoyn’d 
his Brother James Mendoza, who was 
then in the River of Plate, building flat 
bottom’d VeOels to crofs the Rivers, 
and hearing of the Murder of Offorio, is 
reported to have laid, he was afraid, 
left the whole Fleet Ihould incur ft)me 
judgment for his Brother’s wicked a- 
dion. 

Buenos The Govcmor having thus got all 
his bircngth together, order’d the Fleet 
to make over to the other fide of the 
River, where landing Sancho del Camfo 
his Kinfinan, began to encourage the 
Men to fettle, commending the good- 
nefs of the Air, which gave occaCon to 
call the Tqwu there built Buenos jfyres, 
it being 50 Leagues from the Mouth of 
the River, almoft in 35 degrees of South 
latitude, dircdly oppofite to theCapeof 
Cood htofe, and put under the Prote¬ 
ction of the Virgin Mary. As they were 


carrying on their Work, the Natives 
fell upon them, flew Ibme they had 
drawn into an ambufb, and kept tl|e 
reft within their Fort. This mov’d the 
Governor to fend his Brother James 
Mendoza with as manyMen,as he thought 
lit, to check thofe inholpitable People. 
He taking 300 Foot, and Ibrae Horfe 
of the prime Nobility, the Day after 
he fet out, came to a Place, where out 
of a vaft Lake there ran a Brook, on 
the farther Bank whereof about 3000 
Indians were drawn up in order of Bat¬ 
tle. A Council of War being held,molt 
were of Opinion, that they ought to 
exped the Enemy, whom they might 
eaiily deftroy in the Pailage of the Wa¬ 
ter. But James Mendoza was for at¬ 
tacking them immediately, and com¬ 
manded the Foot to pafs the Ford, on 
whom the Indians fell with fueb Fury, 
that they had neither leifure to fire their 
Muskets which had taken wet, nor to 
put themlclvcs into any Order. How¬ 
ever there was a great Slaughter made 
of the Indians, till Bartholomew Braea- 
mont, and Paraferna Ribera Command¬ 
ers of the Foot, being overpower’d by 
the Multitude, were kill'd. Then ma¬ 
ny of the Foot being flain, Ibme few 
Hoffc that durft fall upon the Indians, 
were contemn’d by them •, for the Hord¬ 
es being weak after the Voyage, and 
under no Command, as having not been 
back’d a long time, expos’d ^e Riders 
to the Enemies Darts, who were there¬ 
upon cafily ftruck down, or put to 
Flight. John Manrique a noble Horfe- 
man fighting among the foremoft, was 
kill’d, and James Mendoza going to Re¬ 
venge his death, tho’ well feconded by 
Ramiro de Guzman, was knock’d down 
with a Stone, and ilain by the Enemy. 
The Commander being flain the reft 
fled, and the Barbarians, according to 
their Coftom, cut off the Heads of tWe 
they had kill’d carrying and tolling them 
about by the Hair, in an Infolent Boaft- 
ing manner. 150 Spaniards were loft in 
the A^Jion and Pnrluic; a great number, 
conlideriug bow few they were in all. 
Luesmo a Horfeman, who had receiv’d 
many Wounds, falling down dead on 
the &nk of an inconliderable River, 
left his Name to it, which continues to 
this day. It is reported, that many of | 
the contrivers of the Murder of Oforio ' 
dy’d in that Fight, to Ibew what Fate 
they are to exped, who follow violent 
Gounbels. The news of the Slaughter 
being ^ropght to the Governor, it is not 
eafy to exprefs how much he wa» 

troubled 
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y^ronbled the lois of his Brother, and 
many Men of Note. His grief was 
increas'd by the death of Medrane a 
noblie Horfeman, Murder’d as was fuf- 
pefted in Revenge for the death of Ofe^ 
riVin the Fort, and the Murderer never 
known. 

After thefe difafters, the Provi(i> 
bns they brought being fpeot, there fol* 
ferrible ^ terrible Famine, that ma- 

* ny fed upon Man’s-flelb,and other things 
* not to be nam’d; nay there were thofe 
that eat their dead Brother’s Bowels, and 
gnaw’d Carcailes on the Gibbets to the 
Bones •, for the Cruelty of the Barba¬ 
rous People, the fear of wild Beafts, 
and feverity of the Commanders fuller’d 
none to go out of the Works. Yet 
there was a Woman, who weighing the 
mifci y of Famine, chofe rather to ex- 
pofe herfelf to the Inhumanity of the 
Indians and wild Bealls, than fuffer the 
torture of Hunger i and therefore ftcal- 
ing out, (he wandred a long time about 
the Fields, till at Night (he went into 
a Cave, where finding a Lionefs ready 
to whelp, (he renew’d the antient Ex¬ 
ample, and had the boldneis to play the 
Midwife, much to her own advantage, 
for the Lionefs laying alidc her fiercc- 
neft, fairly divided her Prey among her 
young ones, and her Midwife, till ihe 
fell into the Hands of the Barbarians,

Governor quite difeourag’d with his ill

Garrifon, and made 
Vnhim feveral Attempts to break in. It muft 
certainly have been loft, bad not God 
in his Providence order’d that Ramitaj a 
Flemming, who had the Command as 
to Martial Allairs, Ihould touch upon 
that Coaft, and guefling how the Mat¬ 
ter went, fir'd from two Ships, which 
oblig’d the Indians after loling many of 
their Men, to quit their Enterprife. The 
Indians that were taken faid, that du¬ 
ring the Fight they law the likenels of a 
Man over the Fort of Corpus Cbrifti^ clad 
in White, dazling their Eyes with his 
Brightnefs, and threatning with a 
Sword , which made many of their 
Men drop down with the Fright. This 
hapning on S. Slafe’s Day, the Spaniards 
concluded it to be he that appear’d, and 
therefore the Planters of Varaguay reck¬ 
on him as one of their Patrons. About 
the lame time Dominick Irala failing on 
the River Paraguay had like to have Pe- 
rilh’d by the Treachery of the Taraguons^ 
for about 400 of them appearing on the 
Shoar oppofite to him, and fending to 
dclire there might be an Interview and 
Trade between them, upon Condition 
both Sides Ihould come unarm’d ^ Irda 
accepting of the Condition, order’d his 
Men to lay afid^Ptheir Weapons, where¬ 
upon the Barbarians fuddenly attack’d 
them, and they muft have perilh’d had 
not the Spaniards run to their Arms, and 
ftood upon their Guard. Whilft they 
fought a-lhoar, the Ships were bclet by 
other IndianSf and the jFight continu’d 
doubtful for a confideraole time, both 
by Land and Water, till the Cannon 
firing from the Ships funk the fmall Vef- 
fels of the Natives, and gave the Vido- 
ry to the Spaniards, both in the Ships 
and a-(hoar. Of the Spaniards 40 were 
Wounded, and 2 Kill’d, belieds Cara- 
vajal a brave Man, who dy’d within 
three Day s of his Wounds. Of the Ene¬ 
mies many were Kill’d, with their Com¬ 
mander, ^he reft lied, where a vaft 
Mnltitude expected them. Eight Months 
were now pms’d, fuice Irala had been 
waiting for Oielah return, and fie began 
to confider, whether he Ihould yet flay 
lodger, or go off to avoid the Danger 


that threatned from Famine, and from ‘ 
the Enemies. Wbilft he was thus divided 
with himfelf, on a fudden he bear’d the 
Voice of an Indian on the oppofite Sh6ar, 
who ask’d to be carry’d Aboard, which 
being done, the Tears flowing from his 
Eyes Ihow’d he brought difmal News, 
and being order’d to declare the Oufe 
of his Sorrow, fetching a deep Sigh, be 
foid he had been an Eye Witnels of the 
Death of Oiola. Irala inquiring after 
the Particulars, he deliver’d himfelf to * 
this effed. John Oiola, laid he, with 
whom 1 went of my own accord, leaving 
Paraguay, travers’d all that vaft Trafiof 
Land that lies between this Place and 
the Borders of Peru, and gather’d a great nie 
Maft of Gold and Silver among the Sa- Slaughter 
mococians and Sivococians , who dwell of ^ioht 
near the Mountains of Peru, which he 
brought back into Paragu^, but in his 
return the Paiaguans, the worft of Men, 
and counterfeiting a readinefs to do any 
Service, at firft freely offei’d him their 
aHiftance and Provifions, till they thought 
he aud his Company might be cut off 
with fkfety. Having therefore obferv’d 
what Guards the Spaniards keptat Night, 
the chief of the Nation appointed feve- 
ral to cut off every one, and in the dead 
of Night they all at once fet upon aud 
Butcher'd them. Otola alone, 1 know 
not by what Accident, fled, and hid 
himlblf among the Reeds in a neighbour¬ 
ing Marlh, whence being dragg’d out, he 
pay’d for delaying his Death by the Cru¬ 
elty of it, being inhumanly Murder’d in 
the Market-Place of the I'own, amidft 
the Clamours of the bloody Paiaguans. 

Thus not one Spaniard ell'ap'd. Being 
an Indian I lav’d my l.ife, for by that 
means 1 was deliver’d from tlieir Hands, 
and elcap’d to bring yon the News of fo 
great a Slaughter. Thefc Misfortunes 
taught the Spaniards how little Confi¬ 
dence was to be repos’d in the Indians, 
for the moft ftupid People have a Ibrt 
of Craft, which is the more dangerous, 
becaule leaft liifpeded. The Marlh to 
which Oiola fled for fafety, retains his 
Name to this Day. 

Dominick Irala, being left at his own cho 
difpofal, after the Death of Oiola, fail’d fen Go- 
down the River with his Company to vcmoi. 
the new Fort of the Ajfumptien j and the 
Spaniards met in Council there from all 
Parts, having read the Emperor Charles i 
the yth’s Commiflion, newly brought 
out of Spain, with fomc Recruits, and 
a few^ Priefts, by Antos^ Cobrera, by 
which the Inhabitants of the River of 
Plate diiisParagusy, were authoriz’d to 
choofe their Governor, in calc the for¬ 
mer 
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(».iner dying had appointed none ; they 
% 1 I unaninioafly pitch’d upon Dominick 
hnl* for their Governor. Nor was he 
unfit for the Employment; for befides 
his Birth, he had many good Civil and 
Military Qiialities to recommend him; 
infomuch that he bad the principal Ho¬ 
nour of having brought under that new 
Province. Before the Allembly for the 
Elcdfion broke up, the new Governor 
put it to them, whether‘they did not 
think fit for a while to abandon the Fort 
of Sntnos /iyresj then infefted with Fa¬ 
mine and Plague, for a while, and to 
build a new Town on the Shoar of the 
River Para^nayy where they then were, 
to contaiirall the Spaniards , that their 
Forces being united they might be the 
Stronger. Some of the Members were 
of Opinion, that not only the Fort of 
Jiuems ought to be maiataiji’d, but 
fcvcral other Colonies to be fent out, 
that the Spaniel Dominion might be 
Jpread Abroad*, faying, it was below 
them to confine fo many brave Men in a 
Nook, when they had fiich a vaft Coun¬ 
try before them, and that they did not 
dou!)r, that was the Emperor’s Dcfign, 
in order to cot off all other Nations any 
Paflage to Peruy whither they would 
cafily make their way, unlefs the Shears 
of thofc vaft Rivers were beftt with ma¬ 
ny Towns -y and that the fmall Number 
of the Spaniards was no Objedtion, they 
being enough to curb the Multitude of 
Barbarians. This was in general the 
Opinion of thofc, who aiming at Com¬ 
mands, delir’d there Ihoiild be many 
Governments. Butthe wifer fort, pre¬ 
ferring the publick Good before their 
own Advancement, allcdg’d, that tho’ 
Experience Ihew’d the Spaniards wanted 
neither for Courage nor Conduft, yet 
the Indians were not without Craft and 
Relblution, as was iulEciently evinced 
by<he frefh difmal Examples of 
Laray MendozjSy Figsuroa and OioUy 
which ought to weigh more than the 
Opinions of a few, who would have the 
Men difperfed, only to make the more 
Governments. The Governor being a 
prudent Man, Dilcourfcd concerning 
both Opinions, .is if he had been incli¬ 
nable to each. For he laid, it were to 
be wilh’d, they could hem in thofc vaft 
.Countries with many Garrifons, but 
that conlidcring the prefent Poftore of 
Afiairs it did not Teem fo convenient. 
Nor would the Emperor think other- 
wife, if he were prefent, and theaefore, 
that the building of many Towns was 
put off for a while, not ablJlufely re- 
Vbl. IV. 


) eded. That in ereSing a new Com¬ 
mon-wealth, the Head was to be fecur'd 
before the other Members. •' Therefore 
he thought fit the Fort of Buenos A^ts 
Ihoold be abandon’d for a time, and a 
Town built on the Banks of the River 
Paraguayy where they then were; which 
being once well fettled, it would be no 
difficult Matter to fend out Cfolonies, 
and fecure them .igainft the Attempts of 
the Natives and Foreigners. The Re-« 
folntion of building a Town prevailing, 

James de Ahreu was fc.it with three 
Ships to the Port Ot Buenos AfreSy to 
bring the Men thence, wbofe Number shi^t ^ 
he found increas’d by the arrival of a Bfno$ 
Genoefe Ship, which having in vain at- - 4 '’" 
tempted to pafs the Streightof Magettany 
put in there by chance, the Men chooling 
rather to joyn theinfelves to the Colony 
on the River of Platcy than to hazard 
themfelvcs again in an unknown Sea. 

Thus both Sailers and Landmen joyning 
with thcGarrifou of Buenos Ayresy fail'd All Colo- 
«p to Paraguay y whence it came that nies aban- 
the Families bt the Trochiy Aquinatesy 
and RezJy were propagated in this Part Yom of 
of America. Having gather’d all his Pco- the Af- 
pie, Jrala the Governor mufter’d them, fumptm. 
and, what is wonderful in lb Ihort a 
time, of fo many Europeansy there were 
Icarcc 600 Men left, the reft being all 
mifcrably confnm’d by War, Famine, 

Plague, and the Cruelty of the Indians. 

To (hew us the great Mifebiefs that at¬ 
tend the fcarch after Wealth, which is 
the incentive of all Evil. 

After the Mufter, all Things began The City 
to proceed regularly, the Ground near of the Af- 
the Fort was mark’d out for Building of 
Houfes and Chnrchcs,»nd publick Stru- 
dfures erefted, Magiftrates appointed i 
to be Ihort, in the Year 1538. the City 
of the Ajfumption , afterwards the Me¬ 
tropolis of the Province, was begun to 
be built, in 25 Degrees of South Lati¬ 
tude, 240 Leagues from the Sea, and 
40 from the Mouth of the River Para- 
gussy \ it was as the time would permit 
well Iccur’d againft any Attempts of the 
Enemy, and ilill continues to this Day. 

The Kwtr Pstragus^y on whole Banks 
the new City was feated, is reckon’d 
among the chiefeft of that new World. 

It runs 300 Leagues from its Source, 
receiving fevcral other great Rivers, and 
carrying a Channel fit for great Ships, * ”• 

before it falls into the Paraniy by which fan* ^to 
it is fwallow’d up 200 Leagues from the Sarma. 
Sea, and both together make the River 
of Plate. There is one 1 hiag very re¬ 
markable in their Conjuiidfion, which 
Sfff Bj, 
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is, that tho’ they ron down the fame 
Channel, yet for ftveral Miles each pre- 
fc^ves its otvn natural Colour, as if Ta^ 
I ra»a fcorn’d to mix its Cryftalline Wa¬ 

ters with the troubled Stream of Paret- 
gHoy j or as if PAragHtty refented thelols 
of its Kingly Name ^ for Paraguay fig- 
nifies thf crown’d River, lb call’d bccaufe 
the Natives on each fide of it wear Co¬ 
ronets made of the Feathers of Birds, 
•of wonderful fine Colours, which that 
Country abounds in. Nor is there more 
variety in the Feathers of the Birds, than 
in the Languages, and Manners of the 
People that live Icattcr’d in the Woods 
and Plains about Paraguay. Among 
them all the Guarmians were the moll 
Rational, and aptelt to be Civiliz’d, and 
cafily fubmicted to the Spaniards^ being 
firft perfwaded to be Friends, then to 
be hir’d as Servants, and laftly to own 
the Sovereignty of the Catholick King. 

A Conrpi- About the end of Lent, in the Year, 
racy of i 5 ?. 9 - the Governor thought fit to make 
the Mi- a Procclfion in Honour of the Pafiion of 
Saviour, inviting the Inhabitants of 
punilhy. Villages far and near to it, that 

they might begin to have Ibme Notion 
or Opinion of our Religion. The /«- 
dians already provok’d by the unufual 
Service they perform’d, looking upon 
this otherwile than it wasdefign’d, con- 
fpired together to deftroy the Spaniards 
upon the Proceflion Day, and to take 
away all Jealoulie of any Rebellion, 
brought no Arms but their Bows and 
Arrows, thinking the Spaniards, who 
were unarm’d, naked, and ready to Dif- 
tipline thcmfelves, would be ealily 
flaughter'd by thar Multitude. It is re¬ 
ported there were 8000 Conlpirators in 
the Town, and the Spaniards fulpefting 
no Treafon, were taking their Dilli- 
plines or Scourges to lalh thcmfelves. 
The Images to be carry’d were brought 
out, w'hcn an Indian Woman, who 
knew of the Defign, being mov’d to 
Companion, privately went to her Ma¬ 
iler SaUz.tr, arid Laid to him. Matter I 
pity you, bccaufe yon are this Day de- 
ligu’d for Slaughter. Salazar was Itir- 
pris’d at thefe Words of his Servant, 
and having by fair Means got the whole 
manner of the Contrivance from her, 
went away to the Governor and ac¬ 
quainted him with it. He having no 
leafure to^confult, or take any other 
Method, gave out he had receiv’d In¬ 
telligence that the Japirans, lately re¬ 
volted from the Spaniards , Were in 
Arms, and almoft: at the Gates. The 
Alarm was given, and the Spaniards lay¬ 


ing afide their Scourges, took up thciL 
Swords and Fire-Arms, then the Go¬ 
vernor, as if be would have made ufc 
of the Conlpirators againft the com¬ 
mon Enemy, fends for the Heads of 
them to his Houfe, where they were all 
put into Fetters and patted ; then hav¬ 
ing forced them to a Confeflion, hangs 
up the chief of them. The rett, as if 
they bad bee/i Thunder-ftruck, were 
quite difpirited, and lb far from daring • 
to attempt what they had defign’d, that 
they humbly lued for Pardon, promifing 
Fidelity for the future. The Gover¬ 
nor having taken off the Heads of the 
Confpiracy, fpared the Multitude, wl.idi 
lb gain'd the Heatts of tliofc Indians, 
that from that time, as ilic lurcpum 
Women fail d, they willingly ga\e il.cir 
Sifters and Daughters to the Spaniards ^ 
on which Wives they got fucli a uunic- 
rous Offspring, that fome ficfh Supj lics 
coming out of Spain, in a lew Ytars 
they were able to feud out new Colo¬ 
nics, dividing that vail Province into 
fcveral Territories, ail of them fubjeft 
to Paraguay. 

In th^mcan while the F.mpcror Charles Alvar av. 
the 5th, having receiv'd the News of the 
the Death of ^amts Aiendoza, and the 
ill Succefs of Affairs at the River of 
Plate, anti being of a Spirit that ever ictcruii:' 
ftrugglcd againit Atlvcrlity, he lefolv’d 
to fend thither another Governor, with 
a fupply of Plantcis. Several afpiring 
to the Command, jllvar Nanez Cabaa 
de f^aca carried it, on account of the 
great Merits of his Anccliors. For his 
Grand-father Peter dcTera, had fubclu’d 
the Canary -1 funds lor King Ferdinand, 
and govern’d them in which Employ¬ 
ment he behav’d liimfclf wiihfuch In¬ 
tegrity, that having fpent his ow n Ellatc, 
he was reduced tofuch Diltrcfs, that he 
gave his two Sons in Pawn to a Moor, 
for a Sum of Mouy to fupport his EJig- 
nity and maintain his Government, and 
the King afterwards redeem’d them. 

One of thefe was Father to this Alvaro 
we now fpcak of; who being in his 
Youth educated in his Fathers and 
Grand-fathers Virtues, going over into 
Florida under Pa^hilo de Narvaez , to 
be the King’s Treafurer there, was 
Sbipwrack’d on the Coatt of America, 
and fell into the Hands of the Indians ; 
and Authors of the firft Rank tell us, 
he was fo Virtuous, that during his ten 
Years Captivity among the People of 
Alexich, he wrought fcveral Miracles in- 
vokingjthi Blelled T^rinity. This Man 
being appointed Gov'crnor, imbark’d 
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, 7O0 Mea befides Women and Children 
upon fire Ships, and failing from CoMz, 
with a fair Wind, when be came to 38 
Degrees of South Latitude, landed in 
that part of AmcrUn with 500 Men, and 
fendiim the Women and Children with 
the reft by Sea, travell'dbimielfbyLand, 
almoft the lame way jSexiHJ Gxrcia had 
gone before, for 300 Leagues, difcover- 
iug the Country, and in the Year, 1541. 
happily arriv’d at the City of the Affitmp- 
tion^ and what is moft remarkable, be 
loft not one Soul in ail that Voyage and 
Difeovery Sea and Laud. As foon as he 

tip Piri- had taken Poiftnion of his Command , 
gtwjr. be feut Dominick Irdn^ the late Gover¬ 
nor, with 300 thofen Men, oidering 
him to run up the River Paraguay^ as 
far as polfibly he could towjids the 
Weft, having agreed iu Spdn with f'a- 
cn de Caftro, Governor of PetHt that 
they would ufe all their Endeavours to 
make that way eafy and fit to be fre¬ 
quented, that Peru and Paraguay might 
fiijiply and fupport one another. Do¬ 
minick Jr da puifuing his Orders, ran 
250 Leagues up the River in his Veflcis, 
and returning acquainted the Gover¬ 
nor that he was of Opinion, Pern might 
be gone to that way. This Af&ir be¬ 
ing laid allde for a while, the Gover¬ 
nor fent Meflengers to the Barbarous 
People living upon the Banks of the 
River Jpana^ to delire them to reftore 
the Son of Alexius GarcU. The hunen- 
Jians having Murder’d all the Meflengers 
ipmtiftns but one, fent the Governor word again, 
fubdu’d. that they would never have any Peace 
with him, but if he would revenge the 
Death of his Meflengers, they were rea¬ 
dy for War. The Governor provok’d 
by this Anfwer, appointed jttfonfo Ri- 
tjuclme his Nephew, to go with 300 
Spaniards and 1000 Issdian Confederates, 
to reduce thofe inhofpitable Barbarians. 
A* Battle was Fought, in which 4000 
of the Ipanenjians were flain, and 3000 
taken, of the Spaniards 4, of the Con¬ 
federate Indians 150 were kill’d. This 
Vidoty obuin’d on the Eve of the Feaft 
of S. Shames the Apoftle, Patron of Sp«n, 
induced other People to fobmit tnem- 
felvcs to the Spaniards. 

Hie Go- After the Expedition againft the Jpa- 
vmor nenfians^ the Governor refolving to o^n 

^ f'' . the way to Peru in Perfbn, and at the 
'iTaVto obferve what Places were pro- 

^ per to plant Colonies, and find out the 
Mines of rich Metals, took aboard his 
Ships 400 Spaniards attrafled# by the 
Hopes of enriching themfelves, and ex¬ 
tending their Dominion. IBynhe way 
VoL IV. 


he punifli’d the Murderers of Oiola, and 
bavingfaildlyo Leagues op the River, 
came to an Ifland wonderful for the \de- 
lightfulnefs and fruitfulocfs of the Soil. 

Its length 30 Miles, the breadth, except 
at the Point, Nine. How mu^ this 
Ifland charm’d the firft DilcovaKTS, ap¬ 
pears by their calling it Parasite. It 
enjoys an equal temperature of Weather 
all the Year, and would incline to lie 
Hoc, did there not Uayly at a certaitf 
Hour rife a fine weftcrly Breeze, aud ^ Deiir'-' 
were not the natural Heat of the Tor- ousl^d. 
rid Zone moderated by the moifture of ^ 
the River, and many Springs gufliing 
out and forming conliderable Brooks. 

There is vaft plenty of Fruit, growing 
wild, yet fb various and excellently well 
tafted, that tbo’ wild, they are fcarce 
inferior to the Produd of the beft Gar¬ 
dens in Europe. The Natives, call’d 
Aureconesy becaufe their Ears are bor’d, 
obferve no Sealbns for Sowing ^ they 
ufc a Drink made of Hony y for Game 
there is fuch Plenty, they rather take it 
as it comes in their way than feek after 
itj and for Fifh, there is greater Store 
than of wild Beads. The People unac¬ 
quainted with War, and iikewife with 
Fraud, and loving to Strangers, far e.x- 
ceed all the others lately diftover’d in 
goodnefs of Temper, infbmuch that they 
feem to have deriv’d their Goodnefs and 
Aflability from the very nature of the 
place. The Fleet continu’d there a long 
time, which was of ill Confcquence, for 
the old Soldiers, allur’d by the deiici- 
oufnefs of the Place, began to fall at 
variance with their Commander. What 
is it, faid they, we f^k, amidft fo ma¬ 
ny Dangers, and id thefe Barbarous 
Countries ? We have been now tofs’d 
about thefe ten Years, without feeing 
any thing but deep Morafles, uncouth 
Mountains, fierce Nations, new Difeafes, 
and the Death of our Companions. Lee 
us. at laft grow wife upon our own and 
other Men’s Experience, and ceafmg to 
feek after uncertainties, make ufe of 
what we have. Let young Men feek af¬ 
ter Gold, let us reft our antient Bodies 
in this Place, where there is plenty of 
Servants and Provifions. This was 
chiefly urg’d by the old Soldiers. The 
young ones, tho’ they bad not parted 
with their Defire of Gold, yet were of 
Opinion, that a Colony .ought to be fet- 
led in that Ifland, whence there would 
be an eafier and fafer Paflage to Peru, 
than /rom the City of the /gumption. 
Hereupon they all together sepair to the 
Governor, defirmghe would grant their 
Sfffz Rtf- 
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vJk>o Rcqneft, a«d order the Foundations of 
Tjffco. a Town to be laid in that Place. The 
G(/7ernor nothing lhaken in his Refolu- 
tioii, Ipokc to them thus. What is the 
meanings Jeller» Soldiers^ that like Chit’- 
eir:/Ji you are taken with ApfleSy deffijing^ 
or not ,iifiderft anting the value of (Sold? 
How come you to he fo infatuated-, as to 
prefer a Uttle Hony before the prejent Hope 
of Wealth ? Did we come through the vafi 
Ocean to fcek Land, or Gold ? Who would 
jorfake the Pleafures of Spain, his dear 
Friends, and native Country, and run fo 
many haz.,v ds, to come and eat his fill of 
fifli, Fruit, and f^enifon, among a Barba¬ 
rous People : But thefe are your private 
Concerns, h is my Duty, who am Gover¬ 
nor, and yours, who are Soldiers, to grow 
old in (he Service of the Pubhck, having 
enga^d our Lives and Fortunes to ferve 
our King and Country. 1 will net duband 
my felf, nor do I think it becomes Spani¬ 
ards fo to do. We muft feek for Geld. 
IJaviug fpoke tlicfc Words, he gave Or¬ 
der for all to be in a rcadinefs, and the 
Ships to make over to the Continent, 
where leaving a Guard with the Ships, 
he travclJ’d away by Land to the North¬ 
ward. As they inarch'd along in good 
Order, many of thole inland Nations 
came voluntarily to offer Peace and Pro- 
vifions. Some fmall Difpute there was 
with a few of them. When they were 
come near to the Borders of Peru, the 


fniooth, die refl: of the Body cover'd 
with Scales, like large Platters. The ‘ 
Soldiers were aftonilh’d at the fight of 
the Monffer, efpcciaily when being en¬ 
rag’d with the Bullets, it made a hide¬ 
ous Roaring, and (hook the Place about 
with beating its Tail. The Monffer be¬ 
ing Kill’d, Oifeord, which is worle than 
any Monffer, arole between the Gover¬ 
nor and the King’s Receivers, becaufc 
he would not coufent that the 5th part 
of the Booty taken by the Soldiers 
fhould be paid into the Treafury, alledg¬ 
ing that it was not cuffomary, nor be¬ 
coming the King to receive a part of 
fuch incoufiderable Things, gain’d with 
ib much Peril. But they ffill inlifting 
upon it, and requiring every fifth Deer, 
or Filh taken to be deliver’d them, for 
the King, tho' the Governor offer’d to 
make good out of his own Pay, what it 
fhould amount to, in cafe the Matter 
were decided for the King, yet the 
Contention ran fo high, that, much 
agaiuff his W’ill, they were ah foiccd 
to^ return to tlie City of the jijfumption, 
without compafling what they went -phg 
about. There at the inftigation of ih.c vernor 
King’s Receivers, who pretended Mif- lent 1‘ri- 
government, he was in a tumultuous t© 
manner Seisd by about 2zo of tieaPd*”* 
I'ownf-men, who had confpir’d toge- there, 
thcr, and fent Prifoner to Spain, with 
the chief of his Atcufers. But theEm- 


Fore-runners gave Advice, that a vaft 
multitude of People was flocking out of 
a great Town, and feem’d to be about 
5000 Men. The Governor had fcarce 
drawn up bis, before the Indians ap¬ 
pear’d, who being frighted attheftrange 
Prefence of the Et/opeans, and Noife of 
the Muskets, betook thcmfelvcs fpeedi- 
ly to Flight, without engaging, leaving 
the Spaniards an empty Town of 8000 
Houfes. The Houfes of this Town dif¬ 
fer’d not from the reft of the Country, 
but in the middle of a great Market- 
Place or Square, there was a round 
Tower made of vaft Pieces of Timber, 
the top of it being Pyramidal, and co- 
A Mon* ver’d with Palm-tree Bark.

They are almoft all 
alike, given to Sloth and Idlcnefs •, they 
make little ufe of Brafsand Silver, which 
arc not wanting amonn them. I dare 
rather affirm they hav^no Gold, than 
that the Europeans have ncgledlcd to 
fcarch after it. Thcfe People make nfc 
of Sheep to carry their Burdens, which Their 
for fliape may be compar’d to Camels, Beafl-s. 
Colts. I hey arc of a great Strength, 
but their Wool much finer than ours, 
of which they make all forts of Gar¬ 
ments, much refcmbling Silk, There 
arc alfo Lions, like thofe of Africk in 
lhape, but not fb large, or noble natur'd, 
for they arc not bigger than a Maftif, 
fcarce fb ftrong, or fierce, have no 
Wains and are terrible only for their 
Roaring. But the Tygers are fiercer 
than in py other Country. The chief 
Rivers iu Tucuman are two, the one Rwets. 
call’d I}«fcr, or Sweet, the otber Salado 
or Salt, from the tail of their Waters. 

Both of them, tho’ many others fall in¬ 
to them, are rather like Bi^ks than 
Rivers, and not capable of carfying lit¬ 
tle Boats but only at certain Places.

'fecho. tlicrf. of no Note, which having run a 
VWI fliofe Com fe, as if they were alham’d 
of il eir own littlcncfs, are either fwal- 
lowAiup by the Earth, or loft in Lakes.

**f fh David fought the Battles of our Lord, 
^ \ following the 

example of Solomon^ built the noble 
Temple of S, Laurence^ call’d the F/cm- 
al. But to come to my Bufinefs, the 
Empeior Charles V. the fame Year the 
Mctiopolis of Pitraguay was built, fent 
over Tome Priefts, and in the Year 1553 
the full Bifhopof Paraguay^ furnifhiog 
•him nobly with all Things for the Ser¬ 
vice of the Church. Afterwards Bifliop- 
licks were credited, Collegiate Churches 
founded, and Seminaries built in the 
Kingdom of Chilly in TttcHman and the 
Port of Buenos Ayres., by the Authority 
of the Chatholick Kings, and at their 
Expcncc. Beiides, throughout thefe vaft 
Dominions, Their Gencroflty has main¬ 
tain’d Priefts, founded religious Houfes, 
and the Viceroys, Governors of Pro¬ 
vinces and Towns, and the Courts and 
Councils have always been ftridily 
charg’d, that forbearing to opprefe the 
Indians, they fhonld make the Converli- 
on ot rhofc People their principal Study. 
In this pat licuhir the Society of Jefus has 
fpread the lignt ot the Gofpel through 
Chilt, Tucuman and Paragssay, whereof I 
am to give an Account. 

At firft the Condition of Religion was 
Thc^ot ic- mifcrablc, there being only a few Priefts, 
7 ignorant of the Indian Tongues, and 
confequcnily the Bilhops had but little 
help. Several Towns having no 
Tody to adminifter the Sacraments, liv’d 
atcer a very diflblute manner : For tho’ 
the are naturally frugal, yet 

’■ienty and abundance of Servants and 
Women, had lb debauch’d them, that 
they lamented their own Mifery, feeing 
many I/ivc and Dye without any fpiri- 
toal Affiftance, bclidcs the infinite num¬ 
bers of Indians who were deftitute of all 
Tnftrudidn. At length the Reverend 
T. Francis f'tSloria, Bilbop of Tstcuman 
of the Ord^ of 5 .

and in order to it writ to F. Jofeph Arl 
chieta Provincial of them in BraJU, and 
to F. John Atienfa Provincial of Ffr«, de- 
liring they would fend feme Piiefts to 
his AiTiftance. 

In complyance with his juft Requeft ... 
the Provincial of Peru fent F. Francis saha 'i^ 
Angulo and Alonfo Barfena Priefts, and ESeco- 
John de Villagas a Lay Brother in the Year 
158^. Thefe fetting out from FvroyA,and 
palling the Mountains that part Tern from . 
Tsicuman, were receiv’d at Salta a Spa- 
nip Town, built three Years before, 
with incredible Joy ; for till then there 
was no I’ricft in that Town. The City 
Efieco is 50 Leagues from Salta, whi¬ 
ther they referted to fupply the want 
there was of Priefts. They both knew 
the Language of Quichoa, and Barfena 
had learnt femewhae ot that of Tonocote, 
by which means they began to Inftrudi 
the Indians, till having fpent a Month in 
this lafl Place, they were call’d away by 
the Bifhop of Tucuman to Santiago, the 
Capital of the Province. 

The Fathers we received out of the j^ey rr 
Town, and conduced to it by the Go- pair (» 
vernor and all the People with the great- smiur.! 
eft Pomp, and came at fe good a time 
into the Province of Tucuman, that there 
were then in it beftdes the Bifhop, only 
five Priefts and a few religious Men, 
who labour'd as much as in them lay, 
but few of them could feeak the Indian 
Language.The Town of Santiago confin¬ 
ed of 500 Spanifis Families, but in the 
Territory atraut it there bad been 80000 
Bow-Men muftcr’d befides Women and 
Children, whereof tho’ many were de- 
ftroy’d by the common calamities of the 
Indies, a vaft multitude ftill remain’d 
without any to inftruS them till the Fa¬ 
thers came. To work the more power¬ 
fully on the Natives, they apply’d them- 
felves in the firft place to reform the 
Lives of the Spanisurds, wherein Ihey 
bad extraordinary fuccefs, and then ap¬ 
plying themfelves to the Heathens, in- 
ftruded feme Converts chofen out from 
the Multitude, whom they employ’d to 
help teach the others, who came in 
mighty Crouds to be Catechis’d. How- 
many thoufands were Baptiz’d is not 
known, for no account was kept, bat 
great numbers referted to Ck>nfeinon, 
and confin’d themfelves to one Wife 
contrary to their former Cuftom. 

F. Monfo Barfena was fent by the Bi- Conv«fi' 
fbop with the Lay-Brother, to the Gty o"* ***' 
of E^uo, to preach to the Infidels dil- 
pers’d ip 50 Villages belonging to the 
Territory of that Town, where they 
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fpent nioe Months undergoing vaft La¬ 
bours and Toils, daring which time 
6600 InMans were Baptiz’d and Intru¬ 
ded, and many thoolands lawfully Mar- 
ry’d, which done by order of the Bi- 
fliop, they return’d to Santiago. 

At Corio- Immediately both the Fathers without 

VI. any refpite, were fent to the Territo¬ 
ry of Cordova^ 100 Leagues diftantfrom 
Santi/^o, built Gxteen Ye,ars before. It 
was hard to inltrud the Indians there, 

' becaufc of the great variety of Langu¬ 
ages, yet 500 of thofe in the Town were 
Baptiz’d, and three hundred without in 
tl'.e fpace of a Month, befidcs 400 Con¬ 
verts brought to lawful Wedlock. This 
done they return’d to meet others of the 
Society that were coming from Braftl.

It is here to be ob- 
ferv’d fpeaking of thefe feveral Parts, 
that about Cordova the Indians live in 
Caves they dig under Ground, no Roof 
appearing above it, for they arc alto¬ 
gether in the Earth, and diftant from one 
another as Rabbets in a Warren.

This River RedlRiv<’r 
has its Springs in the Mountains of ?«■«, 
and being come down into the Plain, 
fwells with the Winter Rains, overflows 
every Year the Country for eightL,e,igncs 
about, except where it finds Hillocks, 
which it converts into Iflands, all which 
multitude of Waters, gently flow into 
the River of Plate., a little below the 
great River Paraguay. Not far from it 
on the Banks of a Lake, 30 Leagues 
from the Rivers mouth, the Spaniards 
built the Town of the Conception, to the 
endaninfinite multitude oiIndians might ■' 
by degrees be Civiliz’d.

Being full of FaQions they are continual¬ 
ly at War among themfelves, about the 
Limits of their Lands.

In the Year I 573 > Jerome Cabrera, a 
Gentleman of Cordova in Spain, founded 
City built Cordova in a Plain, at the 

foot of vaft Mountains, 120 Leagues 
from the Port of Buenos Ayres. It does 
not Ra i n there in W inter, but in Sum¬ 
mer there are thick Milts and Rains c- 
noiigh to make the Land in fome mca- 
fiire Fruitful. Whcaitheaty was firft 
built, there were retkned to be 60000 
Archers in its Territory, of which num¬ 
ber only 8000 continu’d in Subjedion to 
the Spaniards. lu the Year 1600. thcrelt 
were either dead, or being fond of their 
Liberty and ancient Way of Living, had 
revolted from the Spaniards, lu this 
Place the Jejuits were at firft coldly re¬ 
ceiv’d , but loon after all the Town 
vy’d to ferve and honour them, building 
them a Church, and allowing them a 
Moiiaftcry, which was afterwards the 
Head of the Province. Hence the Fa¬ 
thers fet out to preach to the People 
call’d Diagmtas, where whole Towns 
were Converted without any difficulty, 
only one condderablc Place objeding. 
That they would not cut off their long 
Hair, as ufually Converts did, nor take 
off the Ornament of Feathers they wore 
ConTerfi- o,j their Heads, when they went into 
the Church i but being inform’d their 
rftheiJi- Hair was no obftrudion, provided they 
SjlfUUS. fbrfiorc fuperttitious Pradices, they all 
readily fubraitred therafelves. Other 
Places at the fame time freely o^r’d to 
part with their long Hair, which was 
held in fuch account among them, fend¬ 
ing to invite the Fathers to come to them, 
going out to meet them, and clearing 
the Roads they were to come for three 
Leagues in length. All the Heathens 
were baptiz’d in thefe Towns, and in¬ 
quiry being made after their antient Wor- 
fljip, it appear’d that the whole Nation 
ador’d the Sun, and in Honour of him 
fprinkled bunches of Feathers ftuck up in 
their Houfes with the Blood of oeafts.

Expcflation, had he not been unfeafona- 
bly put out of the Government, when 
he had gain’d more Reputation for his 
military Exploits, than any Governor 
before him. But as he rais’d the Repu¬ 
tation of the Spaniards among the Chilc- 
nians, by his Courage and Coudud', lb he 
loft himfelf by confiding too much in his 
own Merits. For notwithftanding Go¬ 
vernors by the Laws of ^ain, are forbid 
marrying Wives of thole Provinces they 
have in charge, left Affinity fliould make 
them partiaP'^nd conupt j yet Alonfo 
Ribera prefum’d to marry a noble Wo¬ 
man in CbiU.

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verjior arriv’d, he caus'd the Kings Pro* 
Tkho. donation for a general Pardon to be 
J p^lilh’d, inviting all that were in Re- 
General -^jion to return to their Duty. That 
par on. and Vil¬ 

lages of hdi^ns that continu’d in SubjeAi- 
ontbjiJ^ Spamards, cither of their own 
free ^11 or by Force, yet the Minds of 
them ail were To alienated, chat they 
might well be accounted Enemies, and 
^tljcrefore tho’ they had the Name of 
Friends, no Man went among them but 
what carry’d a Guard of Souldiers, for 
there is little confidence to be repos’d in 
them whom only Fear binds to you. The 
Governor was attended by the King’s 
. Troops j but Lms Valdivia was a better 
Security than many arm’d Men, becaufe 
the Indians were inform’d and found by 
Experience, that Faldivia had always 
proteded them from the Infolcncies ot 
the Souldiers, and being made Slaves. 
For this rcafbn wherefoever he went, the 
prime Men of the Country flocji’d about 
him, calling him their Father, Protedor, 
and only fafety of their Bodies and Souls ^ 
and Valdivia laying hold of that favou¬ 
rable opportunity, gain’d all he could to 
ChriHianity, and the fubjedion of the 
Catholick King. Twenty Caciques were 
met in the Fort, they call’d Leva where 
hearing f^<*/</»t//Vidilcourfe of the Immor¬ 
tality of the Soul, and other myfteriesof 
Faith, they all delii ed to become Chrifti- 
ans.

A vafr City of Cordova let out to hold a Chap- 
ridgc of ter or Congregation at SamiagOy the 
Moun- Metropolis of Chili. The way thither 
ti crofs a Plain an hundred Leagues in 
Breadth, after which follow the Moun¬ 
tains, which rifing lirfl; in the Illhmus 
of Panama^ divide the Kingdoms of Nm- 
(Jranada and QuitOy and running along 
the length of Ptru and OtiU , to the 
Streights of MagtUatiy like the Aftnnine 
Mountains, divide them from the reft of 
AmericAy and arc lb high, that the ve¬ 
ry Birds with difficulty fly over them. 
Some Fades there are to go out of Tucu- 
mm and PAVAgnay to Pertty not immode¬ 
rately high, and eafy enough; but out of 
THciman into Chiliy there is only one 
way, and that never pallable but in Sum¬ 
mer , being impaffahle the reft of the 
Year, becaufc of the intolerable Cold, 
deep Snows, and rapid Streams of Wa¬ 
ter.

Being 
come to the to^ of thefe Mountains, 
which is above the Clouds, tho’ below 
all be burnt up with the immoderate 
Heat of the Sun, yet there the Cold is lb 
intenfe, and the Air fo (harp, that very 
often it parches the Skin off thofc Parts 
which are naked. And very often the 
continual ihining of the Snow, which 
here has a (harper Reflexion than in 
other Places, blinds People for the pre- 
fent, or caules a violent fmarting in the 
Eyes. There arc alfo abundance of

^ about, fo that they feem to fall upon 
Travellers, and be hid in their Cloaths, 
which terrifies thofe that are unacquaint¬ 
ed with them. The Natives attribute 
theft Fires to tfcc Devils, endeavouring 
by that means lo frighten Travellers; 
but others betw\ vers'd in Philpfophi- 
cal SpcculaUfms, teppoft them to be the 
Matter and Lightning, 


Deer, Goats, Hares, and ftich like Crea¬ 
tures run upon the Tops of theft Moun¬ 
tains cover’d with Snow, as fafe, as 
they were in *ihc plcafanteft Fields ;* 
and to give you tounderftand, that Na- ' 
tore has furrounded all Things of the 
greateit value with mighty Dilficultics, 
the CuanAcosy Creatures which carry tlm 
BetjtAr Stone, live moft upon theft stoic. 
Mountains. 

The Fathers having held their Con¬ 
gregation, F. John Romero was lent thro’ Defcripr 
TucumAHy to the Port of Buenos Ayres 
to be Ihip’d off for Europey and to found 
a Mouaftery in his way at that Port, 
which gives us occalio.i to treat or it. 

The Fort of Buenos Ay. cs w.iS twice 
Built by the firft Planters of the ilivcr 
of PUtCy and their Nuni;)t rs being wait¬ 
ed by Plague and other Mistbreunes, 
twice dellioy’d ; till the Aflaiis of‘ 7 «- 
amAu and PAragu.ty prof])cring, in re¬ 
gard to the nature of the Soil, the near- 
nefs of the River, abonudiug in tilh, 
a.nd that there was an cafy Paflage 
through tliat Continent to Peniy Chihy 
and I'AraguAy , tlicfc Rcalbns mov'd 
John Guray Lieutenant to John Orris Za¬ 
rate the Governor , after routing the 
Natives in tlic Year 1580. to bniid in 
the fame Place where the Fort h.3d flood, 
a City famous for carrying the fame 
Name, and for its Port, and inercafing 
to this Day under the Tutelage of the 
moft Uleilcd 'friiiity. This Port, tho’ 
by the Laws it be forbid to Trade to it, 
is yet reforted to by fevcral Ships from 
Europey Ajtick and Bra/Uy on Pretence 
of being put in there by Storm, or for 
fear of Pirats. The chief Commodity 
this Port affords is Hides, and Beef dry’d 
iu the Sun ; for the Country abounds in 
Pafturc, and has excellent Meadows for 
feeding of Beds and Horfes, wlicrcof Vaft ir 
there arc fuch Vaft Multitudes, that all “caie 
the Country lying beyond the 34th De- 
gree of South Latitude, as far as the 
Mountains of Chili zod Bordets of Tw«- 
many fwarms with Herds of wild Cattle, 
and Horfts, belonging to no ccrL-iin 
owner, all that vaft Number being rauU 
tiply’d out of two Horfes and five Marcs 
carry’d out of Europe. In thefe Fields 
there ^re great Numbers of Ofti ichcs 
and wiW Goats. TJicre is allb plenty 
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of a Itcde iorc of Creatures, lefs tbau a 
Hare, not unlike it in Shape, but of 
much more variety of Colours, and 
^brighter, nothing in Nature is more cu¬ 
rious, or Teems more delightful to Man. 
It is as Tame as Beautiful, for it favens 
upou thole it meets, and courts them to 
make much of it. Yet fuch is the ma- 
^Itgnity of this Beautiful Fox, as the 
^fsni^rds call it, that after all this Court- 
fhip, when leait fuTpeded, it fprinkles 
them that handle it with its Urine, 
which has fuch an intolerable Stink, that 
it can neither be walh’d, nor wore out 
with time, but utterly fpoils the Gar¬ 
ment To fpriokled with it. Thus we 
fee there, is no triift to be repos’d in 
fawning Beauty, which at laft will exhale 
Tome damp, and infed thofc that enjoy 
it with a Stench fcarce to be walh’d away 
with the Waters of itfany Tears. There 
are alfo other Sorts of Bcafts j but I 
muft fpcak of the Manners, of the Men, 
inhabiting thofc valt Plains fcattcr’d 
about, and i a wandring manner. That 
they were vaftly numerous, appears by 
their encountring 2000 Sfi^i^rdsy when 
the new Fort was firft built, and dc- 
ftroying many of them; for befides 
their Number, their Weapons and Gi- 
gantick Stature were a Terror to the 
firft Planters, the People towards the 
Streights of Magellan , being taller by 
the Head and Shoulders, and Ibmetimes 
by half the Body than the Europeans y 
wherefore they arc often call’d Giants. 
To Ihew their Strength, they thruft 
their Arrows down their Throat into 
their Stomachs, and take them out a 
conliderable time after. In Fight they 
fallen Stones bigger than a Man’s Fill, 
to a long Rope, and having fwung them 
about Tome time, let them fly with a 
great Force, not as is us’d with a Sling, 
for they let go Rope and all. Where- 
ever they bit they ibatter the Bones co 
Splinters, and at one llroke knock down 
Man and Horfc bat whether they are 
fled up the Country for fear of the Spa- 
niardsy or have bccnothcrwife deftr«- 
ed, there arc very few to be Teen at pre- 
fent in th.it great extent of Land, and 
thofe live fcatter’d about without Villages 
or Houfes feeding upon Herbs, and 
what they Kill, being Cloath’d in Skins, 
and lying on the Ground, both Men and 
Women. Nor have they any other Ihel- 
ter againll tlie Rain or Heat, more than 
the wild Bealls, unlcfs they cover them- 
felvcs with fome little Hay j wfcercver 
Night takes them there they Iy,Jalways 
roving, and always at Home. They 
Vol. IV.

have little knowledge of God 
conlcquently think not qf Wlylhi 
him j yet after Death they lay thi 
turn to the Creator of all Things, ^hey 
celebrate the Birth of their Cndien 
with abundance of Tears, fayitywhen 
they are Born they begin to#fyc. At 
the Funerals of their Kindred*inftead of 
Tears they flied abundance of Blood. 

They carmlly keep the Bones of their 
Relations i nor is there any affront th^y 
Revenge with lb much War and Slaugh¬ 
ter, as the upbraiding of them that the 
Bones of their Anceftors have been loft 
for want of looking after. They Ho¬ 
nour their dead Otdejues by killing their^ 

Slaves, believing them to be Tent after* 
their Mafters to ferve them. Very few 
of thefe Indians had been Converted 
lince the firft coming of the Spanlardsy 
and therefore the Society could no: but 
be well employ’d there, either in regard 
of them, or of the Planters, or ot the 
Seamen or Traders repairing thither out 
of PerUy Chilly Tucumany and Paraguay. 

After the Indians of the Vaiiey of The Stats 
Arauco had murder’d the Governor 
Martin LeioUy and dcllroy’d the Towns 
in the South of Chilly a bloody War en- 
fu’d between the two Nations, and the 
Kingdom of Chili was divided into two 
Parcs 'y one of which lying cowards the 
South, beyond 37 Degrees of l^aticude, 
as far as the Streights of Magellany and 
the richeft in Gold Mines, is inhabited 
by the revolted Natives; the other ly¬ 
ing next to Peru and Tucuman is wholly 
fubjed to the Spaniards. But feveral 
Forts have been built within the Borders 
of thofe barbarous People to curb their 
Fury, the chiefof which is feac- 

cd in a Valley of the lame Name, not 
far from the Sea, in 3d Degrees of South 
Latitude, with a Garrifon of 500 Spa¬ 
niards, and a convenient Number of In¬ 
dians. The other Forts built in the 
Province of JumheUnty near the River 
Siobioy were defended by 600 chofen 
Spaniards and Indian Soldiers. ^ All the 
Country about thofe Forts was inhabited 
by abundance of Heathens living in fmall 
Villages, and Tubjefl co the Spaniards, 
either by force, or of their own accord. 

Both Natives and Europeans liv’d diflb- 
lutc Lives, for generally the beft of Men 
did not go over to thofe remote Parts,, 
but if any had been go^ aQiong them, 
they were corrupted |y ill Company, 
or the Country it felfj for the Plenty 
and Delights of the iRinl^oni of 
are a great Snare toiiofe qbt defirc to 
live voluptudufly.

The 
Fort of ArnHco^ arwas laid above, is 
feated in a Valley or Plain of the lame 
Name, f^om which not only thole that 
inhabit it, but all the other revolted /»- 
M*ns of chili are call'd Araucmts^ as all 
the People of the United Provinces are 
call’d Hollanders^ br thole of the Sfanlfh 
Provinces Flemmings^ taking their Names 
Valour of from the principal Towns. Tbele A- 
tbeArau- roHcnns have made themlelves Famous 
throughout the World, being inferior 
to none of the Indians for Valour, for 
they have thefe many Years oppos’d the 
Spaniards to alTert their Liberty, and ftill 
hold out in their full Vigour, to the 
vail Expcnce of the Kings of Spain j cx- 
creifing the Spanijh Troops in thole Parts, 
that they may be always enur’d to War, 
to keep under thofc vull Dominions they 
pollefs. The Plain of Araueo^ which is 
almolt 20 Leagues Iquare, when firft the 
Spaniards enter’d it was inhabited by the 
following Numbers of Jnfhans. Tuca- 
fcllan Commanded 3000 Men, belides 
Women and Children Ongd 4000; 
Caieculienpec 3000 j PMcave 3000 Mil- 
Urapuc 4000 \ Levo^ Pure., and Limoia 
each 6000 j Ltvopia eivA Goleno 1000; 
belides other Cacitjaes who had fmaller 
N umbers. But the chief of them all was 
femguitu Lord of 6000 Indians, Of all 
which Number, when the Jefmts came 
into that Valley, which was in the Year, 
1608. there were fcarce 2000, z&Htrof- 
tius Bechitts one of them tellifes. But 
out of the Plain, beyond the River Bio¬ 
bio, there was a far greater Multitude 
kept under by the Spaniards , either 
through Fear or AHeaion. What the 
Num^r of the Enemies might be, could 
never be underltood, none agreeing in 
their Accounts. The whole Nation is 
of a llrong Conllitucion of Body, and 
what is wonderful, fit for War, or 
Country Labour, tho’ addi&ed to a 
thouland Vices. Whatever Weapon 
evei^y one chooles in his Infancy he is 
oblig’d to ule all his Life-time, and for> 
bid otber,Uell by changing their 
Arms, they proVe expert at none. Be¬ 
ing all divided^lfo fmall Parties^, when 
an Enemy iqjMme^em, the Heads con- 
Iblt togetl 
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after three Days Confultation, Feafting 
all the while, like the ancient Gauls, is 
inviolable. Thole that perform any 
notable Exploits, are prefer’d to Com¬ 
mands, the reft of the Soldiers are 
maintain’d at the Publick Charge. Lip- 
fius tells us in his Political Exampl^ that 
the Araueans us’d to choole their Lea-r 
ders only by their Strength of Body,! 
trying it with great Log of TimbePf 
which he that could carry the longeft, 
was thought fit to undergo the Borden 
of Government. But this Folly is laid 
afide; for at prefent being continually 
train’d in War by the Spaniards, they 
choole their Commanders by the expe¬ 
rience they have of their Valour and 
Condndl. Tho’ the Spaniards before the 
revolt had Ipread their Gilonies through¬ 
out all the Kingdom, yet very few of 
the Natives were Converted. One Ob- 
ftacle there was from the Eurepeans,Yiz. 
that the Avarice of private Men enfla- 
ving them, and the ill Example of their 
Lives created an averfion to Chriftianity. 

On the Indians fide there were many; obftaclc ■ 
firft their living dilpers’d in the Moun- to their ' 
tains for fear of the War, and not in Converfi 
Towns, the multiplicity of Concubines 
they keep, the Authority of the Caci¬ 
ques againft whofo will there is no per- 
mading of their Subjeds; their wicked 
Cuftom of revelling to fuch a Degree, 
that they would invite the Country round 
about, and two or three thoufand of 
them meet at a Feaft, where they com¬ 
mitted all Lewdnefs and Debauchery ', 
their fond Opinion that Baptifm was 
Mortal, occafion’d by the Cuftom us’d 
at firft to allow it to few till they were 
near Death, becaufeof their intollerable 
Vices, the confufion of continual War, 
the great Number of Wizards or Ne- 
gromancers among them, and their Stu¬ 
pidity, (KTcafion’d by their natural in¬ 
dulg’d Vices. For the better Preaching 
of the Golpel to thele People, at Che in- 
ftigation of the Fathers, the Governor 
drew the Inhabitants of abundance of 
Villages, into 20 large Towns, where 
much Good was done upon them, till 
the Spaniards a^ia opprefllng them they 
all flipt away and di^ers’d as they were 
before. 

Oppofite to the Shore of Arauce, at 
15 Miles diftance is the fmall Ifland of s. Min 
S. Mary. The Inhabitants ador’d a God 
they call’d Quequebu, had general Meet¬ 
ings at cercam times, which they call’d 
RequetA where after much Debauchery, 
they mldfr Priefts, confulted the Devil, 
and perform’d many deteftable Ceremo¬ 
nies 
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i iftind of nies, OiUoe aa Appendix of the King- 
y^Woe* dom of Ckili^ is an Ifland oppoiice to 
the Southermofl; part of the laid King¬ 
dom, 50 Leagues in length, and feven 
in breadth,in the lhapeof an Arm Bow'd, 
contrary to what Geographers formerly 
reprcfcnted, who made it Iquare. The 
South part of it, is parted from the Con- 
tinent by a very narrow Sea,aod the Con¬ 
tinent itfelf, as if loach to part with the 
Ifland, makes a Bay to Twelve it. All 
Che Country is uneven, Mountainous, 
Woody, and Marfliy, fubject to extra¬ 
ordinary Cold, lying all beyoud 43 de¬ 
grees of South latitude. The Summer 
hcafon is interrupted by fuch Cold 
Storms, that it is Itarce to be dillin- 
guifh’d from Winter. The Frofty Winds 
and little warmth in Autumn hinder 
the Fruit from ripening, ff you turn 
up the Earth a fpan deep, you prefent- 
ly come to a red Sand, lb mighty dry 
that it deftroys any Seed, and yet the 
Woods produce fuch tall Trees, that 
Ovalle with good Authority tells us, fe- 
veral lengths of Boards arc cut out of 
them. The Soil being unfit for Plowing, 
was formerly Planted. This unfruit- 
fuinels of the Air and Land, makes 
them think they have a good Crop, when 
they have five for one of an inlipid fort 
of Roots. On the North end of this 
Ifland, fome few Spaniards that efoapd, 
being the remains of thofc Towns dc- 
Iboy’d by the jiraucaus when they re¬ 
volted, built a little Town call’d Cafiro, 
which the Enghjih Pyrates plunder’d in 
theycar i 5 oo, when it was but jufl built, 
after which fcarce 30 Inhabitants were 
left. Ill another of the Neighbouring 
iflands, which we lhall foou deferibe 
they creded a Fort, kept by a Garrifon 
of 80 Spaniards^ who being in want of 
all things, ate often burdenfome to the 
Poor Natives. Moft of the People live 
upon what the Sea cafts alhoar, and 
therefore before the coming of the Spa¬ 
niards^ only the CoafL was inhabited ; 
but fincefor fear of Opprelfion, the 
Illanders betake themfelves to the in¬ 
land,and hide themfelves in the inaccclTi- 
ble parts of Mountains, living in mifera- 
bic want on pretenceofLiberty. They 
wear about their Waft a fort of Net-work 
made of Shells, all the reft of their Bo¬ 
dies being naked. When the Ifland 
wasfirft difeover’d there were reckoned 
in it 15000 Families. One only Ship 
Sails thither in a Year, feut by the Go¬ 
vernor of ChtU to fupply the Spaniards 
all the reft of the Year they fed none. 
In chofe Iflands they ufc Boatf made of 
three Boards, few’d together with a 
Vol. IV. 


thick Cord, and canlk'd with the 
of Trees, fleep’d in Water., I 
no going in thefe Boats, wliich they 
Pyrt^uasy without great Danger. Bjff 
the Peril is yet greater from the revo^ 
ed QUeniansy who live all along that Ccjrft 
oppofice CO the Ifland. So that-Jonft- 
dering the danger of the Sea, ti'»e Cli¬ 
mate and Nature of the Soil, and the 
Poverty of the Natives and Spaniards, 
it is not only the fartheft part fiibdu'd, 
but the miferablcft of all ihai new 
World. 

About the Ifland Clsiloe, lyc^jo fmall 
Iflands, not very well Peopled, and at 
a fmall dillauce from one another, tlifeo- 
vering the high Tops of their Woods, 
which look like fo many Bands of arm'd 
Men placed about to guai d the chief 
Ifland- The light is Plcafanc did not 
the fodden .Storms riling there difturb 
this faiisfacfion, for it is ever dange¬ 
rous to Sail upon the Archipdagus of Chi- 
lee amidft all chofe Iflands. The Na¬ 
tives live after the fame manner as thofc 
of the great Ifland, and follow the fame 
Cuftoms, the Soil being alike, but that 
being Icfi convcriant with Men, they 
are more ftupid. After the revolted 
Cbitenians Iiad deftroy’d chcTowns on the 
Coocinenc, 80 Spaniards built a Fort and 
fetled uponone of thefe Iflands. Moft of 
thefclilands are miferabiy diii)eopIcd,and 
the rcafon theNatives give for their being 
fo few, is becaufe they arc ftole away by 
Pyrates, contrary to the known Laws, 
and carry'd over to the Continent, as 
Slaves. All the Iflands are fubject to 
the Governor of CMoe. 

Becaufc wc have ofw 11 occafion to What ths 
fpeak of the oppreflion'of the Indians, Per'V"'** 
vulgarly call’d Perfonal Servile, it will |hr'A//'v 
be proper in this Place, to inform the y/as. 
Reader with the Nature of it, and to 
ihew how much it was to the advance¬ 
ment of Chriftianicy and the Honour of 
the Kings of Spain, that it wasabfolute- 
]y abolifti’d and taken away. It is the 
antient Practice in America to reward 
{\ichSpa»iards 3 & have ftrv’dwellbymaking 
them Chiefs of a greater or lefler num¬ 
ber of Indians forau'd in War, or that 
have voluntarily fubmicced. This Cn- 
ftom introduced foon after the Difoovc- 
ryof the/»</(M,continues tiU thisDay.The 
defign of their Catholick Majefties was, 
that thelnSans Ihould pay fome acknow- < 
ledgment to thefe Men,afoordingcocbc 
Nature of the Place, ioflpd of the Tri¬ 
bute due to themfelves. /This tiling was 
prudently contriv’d byJien^gs, if the 
Spaniards who arc Lt>n^ovliL/»d»4»j, 
and call’d £neemenderes,nad made ufe 
n u B u , 
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of their Authority with any Moderation, 
rfid it would have prov’d much more 
profitable both to the Crown and pri- 
4 >tc Perfons. But many of them abu- 
iSg that limited Power given them by 
thV^ing, and not latisfy’d with their 
ycan^Xontribotions, oblig’d the Indi¬ 
an to’fcrve them in Perfon, with their 
Wives and Children, which they call’d 
Perfond Strvice, and the Nature of it 
’ was fnch, that thofe who were forced 
to it, could get nothing, or fay any thing 
ivas their own. They were carry*d from 
their own Villages to ferve their Ma¬ 
ilers in their Country or Gty Houles, 
without any Wages. Nay very often,up¬ 
on fome frivilous pretence they were fold 
away. For this reafon a great part of 
the InJi.im of Chili had revolted, as had 
the Cdchaquines in the Province of Tmu- 
marif and other Nations about 
Wheiifoever the Indians were exhorted 
to embrace Chriftianiry, they flood out 
obfliuately, alledging it was the way to 
lofe their Liberty *, and even thofe that 
had been converted fled to recover it, 
hiding thcmfclvcs in Mountains, and 
Bogs rather than live in Slavery. Whole 
Provinces fufler'd nnder this Calamity, 
for tho’ the Emperor Charles the Vth, 
and King Philip the Ild, fent repeated 
orders to fupprefs the Pcrfonal Service, 
yet fome Governors for their own Inte- 
reft luppreft them, and others were not 
able to oppofe the avarice of the Spani^ 
ards^ who ohftinately flood up for it. 
Philip the Illd, repeated what his Fore¬ 
fathers had done putting out another E- 
dict tor fupprefllng it. The firft that o- 
bey’d were the /cfuits, whodifmifs’dall 
the Indians given them by feveral Per- 
fons, allowing them a competent reward 
for the time they had ferv’d them. 
Some few ConfeientiousPerfons follow’d 
their Example, the reft became their E- 
nemics, refufing to quit thofe advanta¬ 
ges they made by inflaving the Indians 
tho’ never fo unjuftly. 

f uh\ ox ClitOj or Chicuito is an inland depen- 
Qf jfjg Kingdom of Chili^ at the 
* Footofthc Mountains,on thefideof 7 «- 
cumany fcatcd, as it were without the 
Walls of the Kingdom, 200 Leagues in 
length, tlie breadth uncertain. There 
are in it three fmall Towns, thinly in¬ 
habited, the chief whereof is Mendoza, 

‘ ieated clofe to.thepafs of the Mountains 
that leads Into Oi//, and built by Peter 
CaftUlo,f 9 afmim takingP(^«rro’s Stand¬ 
ard in the C^^ Wars of The 

Name it hjK* frodl D. Hurtado de Men¬ 
doza Canete Vice-roy oi Pe¬ 


ru. The Copper of this place is in good 
■Efleem.The whoieCountry is famous tor 
nothing lb much as for ffuitfulnefs, cauf- 
ed by the melting of the Snow in Sum¬ 
mer on the tops of the Neighbouring 
Mountains, and convey’d down at Plea- 
fare in Trenches to the Plain below, 
which prodnccsfuch abundance of Corn, 
Wine, and other Fruits, that it liip- 
plies the neighbouring Countries. TiU 
Days in Summer are cut very ihort by 
the continu’d ridge of Mountains, ri¬ 
ling u]) to the Skies fo clofe by, which a 
tew hours after Noon hide the Sun, and 
are impaflabic either way, unicfs, when 
the Spring is well advanced, even at 
which time there is Danger in pafllng 
them. Yet the Natives were forced 
to Travel that way almofl naked every 
Year, without regard to Sex or Age to 
ferve in the further parts of the King¬ 
dom ^ where many iofl their Limbs, 
and others Perilh’d with Cold, befides 
many other Hardfliips irapofed on them, 
without any care of their Souls. The 
Indians of this Province live either in 
Maribes, or in the Plains wandring with- 
ont any certain Place of abode, carry¬ 
ing about Mats which are ail the Houf- 
cs they have. They feed for the molt 
part upon what they kill, they Filb, and 
make Bread of the Roots of Ruflics grow¬ 
ing in the Marlhes, dry’d in the Sun. 

They alio dig holes in the Ground with 
fmall Mouths like Ciinny-burroughs, to 
live in. It is iiitial among them, like 
the Jews, to fell their Daughters, and 
the Husbands make ufe of thofe they 
buy as Slaves, and Wives. See more of 
them at numb. 65. 

The Town of S. Michael contended 9 * , 

long with that of Santiago^ about which s 
Ihould beMetropoIis of 7itfN«>4» ^ for the 
former of them was founded in the Year 
15 50 by John Nnnnex. Prada^ three Years 
before the latter j but having been 
firoy’d by an inundation, not many 
Months-after it was built, and the Town 
of SantsMo fuccelsfully rais’d out of its 
Ruins, the Superiority remain’d with 
this lafl, and the Honour of Antiquity, 
with the other. In the Year 1564, Di¬ 
ego de VdlaroeL, Nephew to Francis de 
Agnirre^ Governor of TifCMMiiOT, tcbnilt 
the Town of S. Michael in a more laft- 
ing manner than it was before, by Or¬ 
der of King Philip the lid. After it was 
thus rebuilt Gualan the moft Powerful 
Indian in thofe Parts aflanlted it. Slaught¬ 
er’d a freat number of the Inhabitants, 
fetFircf tq^it, and had utterly deftroy’d 
it, butHliat they fay the Apoflics S. Si¬ 
mon 
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mm and "Jt/U, whofe Fellival ic was, 
terrify’d the Barbarians with terrible 
Lights, fo chat they were put to Flight, 
Cuitldn flaio, and thofe Apoftles ever 
lince have been receiv’d as Patrons of 
the City. Since then it has Hood many 
aflaults of the Cdkhaqmne Indians with¬ 
out ever being (haken. Its fituation is 
adjoyning to thofe Mountains, which 
run through all South cutting 

it in two by a continu'd ridge from 
North to Sonth. All about it, the tops 
Nature of of the Mountains, the bottoms of Val- 
^' ■ leys, and the Plains arc beautify’d with 
Country Houfes, Farms, and Woods, 
abounding in all forts even of European 
Ftuit, and there is fuch abundance of ail 
other lores of Fruits of the Earth, that 
the firfi. Planters call’d the Territory a- 
bout b. Mtchad\ Town the Land of Fro- 
mift. Dut r ots mott delightful Country, 
like the Garden or the HefperideSy in- 
ftead of a Dragon, has cruel Tygers, 
w inch oU.cn devour Men and Beads ^ 
that ivc may adore the wonderful Provi¬ 
dence oi God, which every where gives 
Profpeiiiy and allay of Trouble, left too 
much Felicity Ihonld make Man forget¬ 
ful of his Mifery. formerly the Na¬ 
tives exercis’d thcmfclvcs in Warlike 
manner, to deftroy thefe Tygers and 
they that kill'd mod, which was made 
appear by producing their green Skins, 
were Honour’d and Preferr’d above the 
red. I'bc Indians kill them after this 
niafincr. I'hey hold a thick Tl uncheon 
by both Ends, and as the Tyger comes 
up to them, give it her to faden on i and 
the Nature of them is fuch, chat they 
never quit that they fird feize. When 
it has failen’d on the Truncheon with 
'1 ceth and Talons, the Hunter, turn¬ 
ing ic about overthrows the Tyger, 
which donc,before it can recover its Feet 
he drikes it into the Belly,and Bowels it. 
Th^Spaniards Inhabiting the Town of 
S. Michael^ being of peaceable dilfxili- 
lions are more addided to Gallantry,than 
Arms, unlefs provok’d. They arc well 
difpos’d to Piety, and Love and Honour 
their Padors, which made them Ambi¬ 
tious of entertaining the Jefuit^ whom 
they receiv’d with great Afi^ion, and 
built their Church at the publick Expence 
The Society had formerly been all over 
the Valley of the Calcbaqnines a part of 
this Country, where they gain’d few 
Souls, by rcafoD of the Barbarity of the 
People, yet all was quiet till the Spani¬ 
ards during the Peace, Baptiz'd mwy of 
them without any Examination, then 
on pretence of caofing them to re tn- 
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druded in Chridianlty lent them away 
by force into Slavery. Thsfc Wroi%s Xf^he. • 
provoking the Indians^ the War brol|^.'^, 
out between them and the Spaniards^ a id 
fpread throughout all XHcuman, and ue 
Spaniards themfclves being then at vkri- 
ance, it was fear'd the Indians might 
make ule of that advantage to dedroy 
them \ when the Fathers of the Society 
offer’d their Service to procure an ac-, 
commodaiion with the Natives. Two 
were fent, and fo well receiv’d by thofe 
People, that in a very few Days they 
converted great Numbers, credfed ele¬ 
ven Chappcls in fo many Villages of the 
Indians^ and concluded a Peace between 
them and the Spaniards^ upon condition 
no wrong Ihould be done for the fu¬ 
ture. 

Cuairaisa large Country, part of the Provina* 
Province of Paraguay , Bordering on Cuai-s 
Brafil Eadward, and Ihut in by the Ri¬ 
ver Parana on the Wed. Its breadth 
from the Plains of the Vrvakans in the 
South, to the Woods aud inacccdiblc 
Marflics in the North, is not certainly 
known, but reaches a vad extent of 
Ground. This Country lying for the 
mod part under the Tropick of Capri- 
torn^ is by reafon of its immoderate heat, 
andmoidure, nolefs Fruitful ofProvi- 
iions, than of Difeafes, the very lame 
Caufes producing Plenty, and Fevers. 

It is much fitter to be the Habitation of 
wild Beads, and Serpents than of Men. 

Yet if we may Credit Guzman^ when 
the Spaniards fird came into America^ 
there were 300000 Indians in this Coun¬ 
try, who liv’d for the mod part about 
the River Umba., Xihax^a, Paranapana^ 

Psrapo^ and Parana. The Ruins of a- 
bundance of Villages, caus’d by Sick- 
nefs, and driving away of the Indians, 
which appear thick and almoft contigu¬ 
ous, make this Account credible, tho’ 
at this time icarce the yth Part of that 
number remains. The Inhabitants of 
2 little Spani^ Towns are the Poderity 
of thofe, who being fent into ParaguKy, 
fettled in this part about the Year 1550. 

The whole Nation lives miferably, hav¬ 
ing no Bread, but what is made of the 
Root Manddo/zA, or any Flcft to eat but 
that of wild Beads. They kill abun¬ 
dance of Elks, whofe Hoofs are report¬ 
ed to be good againft the Hartburning. 

This Province is famous for a fort of ^ ^ 
Stones, which Nature, after a*wonder- stoa^ 
ful manner, produces in an Oval Stone- 
calc, about tne bignels of a Man’s head, 

Thefe Stone-calb lying under Ground, 
when they come to a cerfrin Maturity, 

fly 
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fly like Bombs, io pieces about the AiV, 
*■ Techo. v|pth much, noife, and fcatter about a- 
ty-'VNJ buiidance of very beautiful Stones j for 
they arc bright, Ibme of the colour of 
Amattiiils, others violet colour, foir.c 
a Grafs green, ionic like Glafs, fome 
red, and ibme iharplike Diamonds j in- 
iine, liich is their beautiful Variety, that 
ro fee theiulb e of the Stones one w ould 
take tliofe Cafes for Caskets of Jewels. 
But tliefc Stones are of no more Value, 
than our Briftol Stones ; but before 
this was known, the new Planters of the 
i'roviiicc of Cnaira^ are reported to 
Ji.ive ahandou’d tbcii Colony, after ga¬ 
thering a great quantity of thefe Stones, 
with a dclign to return into Spaivy hop¬ 
ing to make Eftates of them. But be¬ 
ing flopp’d by the way, they were fuf- 
ficicntly laugh’d at, as they well deferv’d. 
There arc here abundance of Trees 
that yield Balfam. The Woods pro¬ 
duce various forts of Berries and 
other Fruits, as does the reft of Para- 
gnay. The moll remarkable among the 
Gnmiiillo Flowers,is that they call CranadilioyVihich 
{■lower, reprefents the luftruments of out Savi- 
our s Paflion, and of it comes a Fruit a- 
hout the bignefs of a common Egg, 
mofl delicious, when the Rind is taken 
fo that it is an c.\ccilcnc emblem for 
the Meditation of our Saviour’s Paflion, 
which after the (irfl appearance is won¬ 
derful deUgiitiag. Next to this the 
Cumhe Cutmbe is a great Dainty, being long 
iruit and fharpiih, at both ends, and pretty 
large ^ when the Rind or Shell is broke 
there appear ycllowilhKcrncls,like thofc 
of a Pomegranate, which are good to 
cat. 1 iie fuii; is perfetily fweet, un- 
lefs you chew a very fmall Seed there is 
within thole Kernels j for when that is 
broke it caufesa fliarp Pain in the jaws. 
An cxctiienc emblem of human Plea- 
fure, which yields Gall, under the ap- 
{icarance of Houy, when clofe follow’d. 
The fame Seed if it tails upon the tops 
oi I rccswhofc Bark is rotten, will fend 
down a fort of winding Fibres, like 
Ropes to the Earth, which being fed 
by the moifture of the Ground, take 
Root, and run up again like the Ivy, 
producing abundance of Fruit. There 
arc alfo abundance of Dates, not ibfweet 
as thofc of Africky yet they make a fort 
of Wine of them, and Pottage, and cat 
the Pith of the Palm inftead of Bread,for 
strange wantot Better. Among their wild Cat- 
Swine. tie, the Swine arc famous, bcc4ulc, con¬ 
trary to the Nature of all other Crea¬ 
tures, their Navel is on their Backs, 
which if you po uot cut ol^ as foon as 


ever the Bcaft is kill’d, it all corrupts 
immediately. There is vaft abundance, 
and variety of Bees, but never to be 
brought to the Houfe, their Wax can 
never be made White j the Honey is ge¬ 
nerally good, and fit to make Mcthcglin. 

The Snakes arc here more niillhievous “afecs. 
than clfewherc, and there being no re¬ 
medy againft them, they deflioy many 
Men. Some ^here arc, which darting 
themfclves off the Trees, twill them- , 
fclvcs about the Bodies of Men, or Bealls, 
and unlefs immediately cut in pieces, 
foon kill any Creature, and devour it by 
degrees. Thefe Snakes when they hap¬ 
pen to gorge ihcmfclvcs, lay their Bel¬ 
lies to the Sun, which corrupting toge¬ 
ther with what they have eaten, they 
find themfclves reflor’d to their former 
Strength. Another fort of them lye 
retching their vaft Jaws on the Banks of 
Rivers, calling out Foam, which de¬ 
ludes the Filhes whom they thus allure 
and devour. ' iftly another Ibri I'pt ing- 
i.ig from MJrMic^, or lakes catch at a 
ceriai-i fort of Birds, which defend¬ 
ing themfclves, when they find them- 
fclves hurt, picfently cat a fort of 
Herb caifd Macaguay from which the *^'^‘**'* 
Birds themfclves take their Name, as 
an Antidote, and as foon as well return 
to Fight. The Battle is Plcafant to be¬ 
hold, for the Macagaas make ufc of 
their Wings as Bucklers, their Beaks as 
a Weapon, and the Snakes lyc intrench’d 
in Water, fecuring themfclves by their 
winding motion,fo chat they do not calily 
kill, nor arc theyfbon kill’d. The Pro¬ 
vince ot Cuaira has little in it remarka¬ 
ble, bolides what has been here men¬ 
tion’d, which are com.mon to the Neigh- 
bouringCountrics, and Monkies and 1 y- 
gers. There was vcrylitilc Chriftianicy turniM- 
in this Country even among the Spmi- 
ardsy till the jefuils came among them. 

From the Mountains of JSr4j2, thercjruns 
down into this Country the River Pa- 
ranapatty almofl as great as the Paraguayy 
and falling into the River Paranay after 
it has receiv’d the'Tibaxivay Pirapusy I- 
tangua , and other leffer Streams. Both 
lides of it arc cover’d with great vari¬ 
ety of Trees, but the Natives value the 
Cedars moll, which are foiiall and of 
fuch a vaft Bulk, that thef ire Veflels '■ 
made out of fingle Trunks i'Wthcm hol¬ 
low’d, which carry twenty €»rs. The jnJ 
Jefuits fail’d up this River , till they 
came to the Place where the firapui falls 2 ' 

into it, where they gather’d the Na¬ 
tives/a^d built a Town, which they 
call’dPOwr Lady of LorttOy and four Miles 

from 
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from chaE aaoclier to which they gave 
the Name of their Father 5. IgnMtuUi 
a third calFd kAnkt 4 ^ and a fourth the 
Name whereof we have not Thefe 
^ace$ being built, the^^i/arifreibrced 
thither to carry away hSoHs for their 
Service \ but the Fathers oppos’d them, 
and the King’s Vifitor hapning at that 
time to come into the Country, they 
obtain’d an Order of him to fecure the 
inhabitants of thole Places from all Mo> 
leftation from the Spaniards.

jne reo- About the fame time that the Jefuits 
pic of P4- labour’d as above to bring the Indians 
rmi-> of Quaira into Towns, that they might 
be the better Inltrudted, which was in 
the y car 1 <S I o, thofc People that Inha¬ 
bited the Country between the City of 
the Affumption and the River Parana, 
oppofite to the Paraguty, who till then 
had oppos’d the Spaniards, began to 
Ihew thcmlelves much more traffable 
than before. For Arapiuendumus a Man 
in great Authority among them, went to 
Ferdinand Arias, Governor of Parooaay, 
promifing, Jfth^ might have Priefi fent 
among them, he with hts confederate Caci¬ 
ques, would build a Town, and fubmit to 
the King of Spain. The Governor over¬ 
joy’d at this Ofier, went diredly to the 
Bifhop to demand of him Priefts, to bring 
thofe People to the Faith, and obedience 
of the Catholick King. The Bilhop re¬ 
fus'd to fend any, becaule thofc Indians 
were mortal Enemies to the Spaniards 
and Canibals, and could by no perfwali- 
ons be prevail’d upon to alter his Relb- 
lution. P. James Torres Provincial of 
the Jefuits, finding the Bilhop not to be 
mov’d, fent F. MarceUus Loreneana then 
Kt&ox oi tht AjfsmptioH, and the only 
on^e had that could fpeak the Langu¬ 
age, with his Companion Francis Martin. 
Thefe having travell’d thirty Leagues 
into the Country, palTing the Marlhes 
with incredible difficulty, Itay’d in the 
firll Village of the Indians they camt at^ 
where they gather’d the People of all the 
neighbouring Country, and mark’d out 
a Place for building a Town, labouring 
Day and Night to reduce thole Barbari- 
dns to the WorDiip of the true God. But 
it was a Work of Time and much Pati¬ 
ence tochangetheMannersof thofe hard- 
ned Heathens. T'hele Indians follow’d 
their Debauch es in the new {Town, 
at certain Seaft.^s, Painting theifnaked 
Bodies to look the more Terrible, and

§)ending two or three Days and Nights 
together without Sleep, in Drinki|g, Teche^ 
Laughing and Roaring, aftAfuebanex- 
travagant manner, that the Fathers did 
not queftion but they Ihould one time or 
other perilh at their Hands, in tbele 
drunken Fits. Nothing but Patience 
could Conquer this preverfe Cultom, 
which at length in lorne raeafure pre¬ 
vail^, and many of them fued to be Bap¬ 
tiz’d, which was not granted them tilf 
after good Trial of their forfaking their 
barbarous Manners. It bapned that the 
Fame of fo many Perfons being Baptiz’d 
Ipreading abroad, a Paranian W'oman 
with her Daughter Hole privately from 
her Husband, to get an opportunity to 
be admitted to the Chriftian Religion. 

The InMan enrag’d at his Wife’s flight, 
and laying all the blame on the Priclt, 
ftir’d up his Country People to take Arms 
to revenge his Quarrel. Being got to¬ 
gether, they firlt vented their Fury on 
the Mahomas, Friends to the Spaniards, 
and having made a great Slaughter of 
them, drove away a great number of 
Captives to make their inhuman Feafts of 
Man’s-flelh. F. Lorencma hearing of it, 
font in the Name of the Spaniards to com¬ 
plain of that Adion, and demand the 
reftitution of the Prilbners. They an- 
Iwer’d, Thiy had already eaten a good War a* 
number of thofe MtAKiVQS&, and were fatning 
up the ref: for Slaughter: Threatning the 
Father, and fending him Word, It would 
be a merry Dry, when they had his Skull to 
Drink out of. This was a liifficient De¬ 
claration of War , and therefore the 
Converts taking up Arms for their Pa¬ 
llor, chofe Aniangar^ for their Com¬ 
mander, which difcover’d the Pride and 
Arroganreof that Nation 5 for Anion- 
goto, being a Man in great Repute a- 
mong his People, and puff’d up with his 
Eleftion, fpoke to them in this haughty 
manner. Tea had good reafon. Gentlemen, 
to chufe me for yourCommander,who am well 
known far and near to be fingularly Brstvt’, 

Me aU the Country about Fears and Loves 
for my noble Ex^oits in War. For who 
has fo often Routed the Enemy, but Anian- 
^ra ? Who has Baffled their Defigns, but 
Anungara ? Who has brougftt away the 
SpoUs of their Commanders, but Anianga- 
ra. Aniangara is my Name, equally Lov'd 
^d Dreaded by ony Enemies. For tho' 4 
have overcome many, yet after the KiSlory 
Jhave uPdfueh Moderation, as to kill none 
of the Prifenert, being no lefs fmnous for 
iny Mdrcy when AHion it over, than for ray 
Bravery in War. This Speech was re¬ 
ceiv’d with great Appla^ife ■ Soon after

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a Company of Sfamards with 300 pf 
'' 7 'cma. tl^ir Confederate Indians^ came to their 
Aniftaace, «and >I»»Vp»^<ir4joyning theni, 
they all march’d into/^4r**»<i, where they 
routed a 1000 without the lo(s of 
a Man. This done the SftmUrAs return’d 
i'.Oinc, F. Ijorencan* refuHng to go with 
The Town them as they defil ’d, but chufing to rc- 
of s. ipni- main expos’d to any Dangers among his 
Converts. His Followers increafing, he 
• built the Town and Church in a more 
convenient Plate, and gave it the Title 
of 5. JgnauHs. But the P/tranims being 
Inrag’ci by their laft Defeat, and the 
hatred to Ch*^illianity inflaming their 
Rage, ftudy’d the Ruin of the new Town, 
and joyning in far greater Numbers than 
before, their Bodies Painted after their 
barbarous Manner; pafs’d the River and 
plunder'd the Country about the Town. 
The News hereof being brought, it is 
hard to exprefs what a Dread feis’d ail 
Men, for the Spaniards were gone, and 
the Enemy more numerous than the 
Townfmen. F. Lorencana prepar’d his 
I’coplc for Fight and Death, performing 
all the Duties of a good Paltor, and his 
Converrr. offer'd them ieIves to Hand by 
him. In the mean while their Spies 
brought an account, that the Enemy in 
a pjnnickFcdr had retir’d into their own 
Country. It was remarkable at this 
time that F- Francis of S. Martin^ Com¬ 
panion to F. Lorencana^ was fo terrify’d 
with tlie News of the approach of the 
Barbarians, that he ran Dill rafted, but 
afterwards recover’d. 

At the fame time the Society fent Mif- 
fiol'Crs among the Gnaicurcansy of wbofe 
difpws’d. Manners wc will here give a fliort Ac¬ 
count. This Nation is divided into two 
Parts, the one call’d Guaiatruy the other 
Caaicuruti Both of them live on the 
Banks of the River Paragttay^ oppofite 
to the City of the jijfamption^ towards 
the Kingdom of F«rr«, difpers’d about 
without any fetled Habitation ^ but they 
are moft numerous about that part where 
the River PHcemaye^ which comes out of 
the Mountains of Peru and falls into the 
Sea. They carry about their Towns at 
Pleafine, having no Houfes but Mats, 
which tlicy fet up where they think fit 
like Pens for Sheep. They underftand 
Sowing, but will not addift themfelves to 
it; bur live by Fifbing and Hunting. 
They ole themfelves from their very In¬ 
fancy, to\:at all manner of venomous 
Creatures; and feed on Worms, Snakes, 
Tygers and Lions, without auy hurt. 
The Women are cover’d after a barba- 
loiis, but mode/l manner. The Men to 


look the more Terrible, daub rather 
than paint all one fide of their Bodies 
from Head to Foot with ftinking Colours. 

Inliread of a Beard they fallen a Stone a 
Finger long to their Chin; anoint thek 
Hair with a bituminous Matter; make 
themfelves Bald by art; pull up all other 
Hairs about their Body, and make them¬ 
felves raonftrous by Icarifying their Fa¬ 
ces ; making Deformity the Standard of 
Valour. Their' chief Delight is Drunk- 
ennefs and War ; but they go through 
cruel Trials to attain to the Title and 
Dignity of Souldiers. For thofe that 
alpirc to this Honour, are to tettifie their 
Courage to the reft by enduring moft 
hideous Tortures, boring their Legs, 

Thighs, i onguesand other Parts of their 
Bodies with an Arrowy and if they flinch, 
or complain the Icaft aniidlt their Sufle- 
rings, they arc excluded the Honour; 
which that they may be the furcr of ob¬ 
taining, the very Children life to run 
Thorns and Briars into their Flclh, for 
Sport and Paftime. All their Youth they 
practife Running, enure themfelves to 
Labour, and arc train’d in their way of 
Fighting. They pay a greater Honour 
to their Commander than any of theo- Their wnv 
ther Indians^ receiving what he fpits in of Wst!' 
their Hands, ftanding about him when 
he Eats, obferving his icaft Motions, and 
clearing the Ways for him. Drunken- 
ncls, or the defire of fatisfying their na¬ 
tural Cruelty, is often the caufe of War 
among them. They arc continually en¬ 
gag’d againft the Chiriguans^ Msfones., 

Frontons , and other Nations like them¬ 
felves in Manners. Of the Prilbners u- 
ken in War, they Sell or Kill all that arc 
grown up to Mans Eflate, the younger 
Fry they breed up after their own way. 

They love dark Nights to fight in, hav¬ 
ing no force but in the Fury of their On- 
let, not knowing how to ftand together 
in Bodies. Hi^’ing done Milchief by 
Night, they retiie to theii lurking Pla¬ 
ces over horrid Marlhcs and Bogs, all 
Icatter’d about like Tygers. Thus keep¬ 
ing many Spies abroad, they nui taily 
oppos’d tlie Spaniards during almoil a 
whole Century , but very often made 
great Slaughter of them, continuing in 
their antient Super'llitions. They pef- 
ter’d the City of the Affumption from its 
very Foundation, comniittiugRobberies 
and Murders, and wafted ail the Places 
about it with continual Exenrfions. They 
carry’d away the Siller of Ferdinand A- 
rias the Govemour, .and leveral other 
Spanifi^A^mca into miferable Thraldom.

Province, fent to acquaint him, 'That 
certain firagling Souldiers having kiWd feme 
Caciques oj the Diaguitas, thofe People 
Were again Revolted, and defired he would 
fend fame Fathers to pacific them. John 
Darius and James Barea were appointed 
to manage that Affair, who paffing thro’ 
jiconguinca, betwixt the Cities of S. Mi^ 
c/we/and London, and the Places adjoyn- 
ingto the Wood of JencavH, Conver¬ 
ted abundance of Infidels. Then entring 
the Territories of the Diaguitas, the 
Succefs anfwer’d their Expeftation, thofe 
People freely condefcending to their Pro- 
pcfdls, and they on their fide ingaging 
to have them fecur’d againft all Outra¬ 
ges of the Souldie^^. Thus they vifited 
the (jHjJJans, Malleans, Huacajfes and j4n- 
dalgalas. Inhabitants of fmall Towns, 
Baptixing 500 of them. Thofe Fathers 
vve mention’d before that had been a- 
moiig the Guaieureans, having met with 
very little Succefs, were about to be re- 
-1 iird, but the Commander of thofe Peo¬ 
ple defirin^ they might be continu’d, 
and delivering op his Son then twelve 
Years old, to be bred a Chriflian, they 
were continu’d in hopes of bringing thofe 
Barbarians to more Civility. In the 
mean while the Fathers in Guaira and 
Parana continu'd indefatigable in their 
Labours, in the latter of which Pro¬ 
vinces they found the Natives fo wild, 
and unfit for the Yoke of Chrift, that 
they ti^oogh! fit to forbear for Ibme time, 
till by'Bffirecs they could by fair means, 
"Ciid goodoffices reclaim, and bring them 
to (bmething of Humanity. In the firft 
their Endeav(»rr| fotnetimes feem’d to 


anfwer Expedation, but then on a fad- 
den thofe unfetled Infidels would flip 
away from the T owns to their ufual lurk¬ 
ing Places, and fall to their antient Pra- 
diccs, feizing upon loch other InSanszi ' 
they could come at to fell them for Slaves, 
and fpending whole Nights celebrating 
their Vidories, and performing many 
foperlfitions Ads. F. Romerooacof the 
Miflioners there, inquiring into their 
Religion, found that they ador’d the 
Moon and the Conftellation, call’d the 
Charles Waine, and had no other Wor- 
fhip. During thefe Tranfadions, Fa¬ 
ther V'aldivia had been in Spain to Ibli- 
cite for the Indians of Chili, and having 
obtain’d all he went about, return’d in¬ 
to that Kingdom, where he prelently 
had a Conference with %oVlmes (fo they 
call their great Men) and after a llmrt 
time concluded a Peace with the Leicsere- 
ans and Pureneans', Vtablame one of the 
principal Indians anfwerlng for the refo 
He prefs’d to have fome Women belong- 
itm to Aganamen, another prime Leader 
of thofe revolted People , reftor’d to 
him, they being then Prifoners. It was 
granted that a Daughter, who was an In¬ 
fidel Ihould be return’d, but for his Con¬ 
cubines and another Daughter, who 
were become Chriftians, he a>nld not 
prevail. Peace being fetled, Vtsddame 
cook three Fathers along with him to per- 
Iwade the remoter Indians to Ibbmit 
themfelves, but when they came to his 
Town call’d Leicura, Aganamon dillaCis- 
fy’d with what had been done, entredi 
the laid Town by force, killing fome 
Vtmes that had been for the Peace, and 
railing at the jefuits becanfe his Women 
had been detain’d, firft dafh’d out their 
Brains with Clubs, and then hew’d their 
dead Bodies with other Weapons. Thus 
dy’d Martin de Aranda, Haratius Bechi^ 
MS and James de Montalva for refofingto 
reftore the Infidel his Concubines. Ai« 
ter this Murder raoft of the Indians ieU 
from the Peace, many Faxons, tho* 
wholly Innocent, fearing they might fof-^ 
fer among the Guilty j yet 8000 Cif4- 
raians continu’d Friends to the Spanisw^. 
Becaufe we do not pretend to write the 
Adions of the Fathers, but only what it 
Hiftorical, or relating to the Deferipti- 
on of thole Countries, we have pals’d 
by the greateft part of the fourth Boofe^ 
according as our Author divides his 
Work, only relating what is to our pur- 
pofe, and omitting all that relates only 
to the ^iety. All we can add out in 
the faidtfoprch Bool^ is. That about 50 
Leaguer from the City of the Affamptian, 
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up the River is au ladtan Town call’d 
CtuerumhA^ coniifting of about poo Fa¬ 
milies part Chriftians, and part Infidels, 
^nd remarkable for nothing but being ve¬ 
ry unhealthy, and about ten Miles from 
it arc two others of about 300 Fami¬ 
lies each, the Names of them arc Pitave 
and Niegua, 

Tho’ ibmcwbat has been laid before at 
Gauntry num. 43, concerning the People of Pam- 
■drirtrd.„a^ thatrelatingpnly tofuchas live be¬ 
tween the Tov.’h of the JJfumptmj and 
the River of that Name, we rauft in 
this place add fomething of that Coun¬ 
try in general. The River Parana runs 
5 CO Leagues, as has been faid above, 
before it falls into the Ocean, through 
a Mouth 80 Leagues in breadth, and 
has not uiidefcrvcdly the Name of Pa- 
y4M4 given it, as reprefenting thcGrcat- 
nefs and Majcfty of a Sea in moft Parts. 
This makes me diflent from Jofeph eP A- 
cojlaaad others, who reckon the Ri¬ 
ver Maranhai the greateft in Ammca^ 
tho’ the fame Acofia affirms the Mouth 
of Maranhao is but 30 Leagues wide. 
Woodcoi;- The Parana^ as well as the Silaro in 
rirtcd i:'.- Naples has the occiilt quality, of con- 
fo Stone, verting Wood into Stone, fo that it is 
frequent to fee Sticks, as far as they 
iyc under Water petrify’d. Ferdinand 
Ariasy the Governor fetup a Pillar thus 
Metamorphos’d or converted, in the 
Porch or his Houfe. Bcfidcs it every 
wlicre breeds Fifhes of a vaP: Bulk^ 
and F. Ruiz, affirms he has fecn Ibmc 
thicker than an Ox towards Cnaira. It 
is frequent to fee Sea Wolves fwim- 
ming in Shoals, lifting up their Heads a- 
bovc Water, when a .Man Whiftics, 
and then ducking again, as if they fport- 
cd. The Captbara,, an amphibious Crea¬ 
ture, is often kill’d by People, as they 
Sail along. In the middle of the River 
Parana^ lies an Ifland eighteen Leagues 
iifc»mpafs, all round very high and en- 
compafs’d with lofty Rocks, fo that it 
is inacceflible, unlcfs in fomc Places, 
where the Land is a little lower, but 
thofe Parts befet by many dangerous 
whirl Pools. This Place was formerly 
the refuge and Fortrefs of the Para- 
nenfans, againft Incurfions of the Spa- 
ntardsy for which rcafbn, the Inhabi¬ 
tants befides their natural Ficrcenefs, 
were of a Warlike difix)lition. Both 
the Shores as well where they arc plain 
and open, as where they are wooded, 
produce a great multitude of Bcafts, 
and Birds. There are every wlictt great 
flocks of Birds and Parrots, fluf thefe 
taft are three times as big, as thofe of 
Vol. IV. 


and their Feathers Ib beautify]d 
with variety of colours, that the Na- Ttcho. 
lives formerly for their fightlineR, a- 
dor’d them as Gods j but they are only 
commendable for their Colours, as nc- as Godl 
yer learning to talk. That fort of Bears 
is very remarkable, which are call’d 
Ant-^ars, becaule of ihelr eating 
thofr Infects. Their Head is very 
long, the Snout twice as long as a Swines* 
and iharper, out of which they draw 
a Tongue like a Spear, as it were out 
of a Scabbard, and thrult it into the 
Ant-hills, and draw it back with a 
great Booty of Ants flicking to it. 

Thefe Ants which are as big as the top Bears and 
of ones Finger, being tofted over the Ants. 
Fire, are reckoned by the Natives and 
Spaniards as dainty Food. Formerly 
there were no great Towns upon the 
Parana^ but the People liv’d difpers’d 
in Villages. Both fidcs of the River, 
running a vaft extent, are inhabited by 
fcveral Nations, all, except the Guard- 
mans,, as like one another in Manners, 
and Barbarity, as they arc remarkable 
for diverfity of Languages. Among 
them all, 1 think thofe very remarka¬ 
ble who feed upon a certain fort of Earth, 
dry’d at the Fire, and then dipp’d in the 
fat of FKh j fo that there is little caufo 
to admire, they ihould think fo little of 
Heaven, who find fo great a relilh ia 
the Earth. That part of the Parana^ 
which is next the Ocean, for the fpace 
of 3.00 Leagues from the Mouth, is by 
the Spaniards call’d the River of Ptate^ 
the Reafons given for this Name vary¬ 
ing. For fomc will have it to be fo 
call’d from Gavat\ Plaft,as was obferv’d 
in its Place; others from the firft Plan¬ 
ters, feemg the Natives on the Shoars,. 
as they fail’d along in their Ships, co¬ 
ver’d with white Shells, which at a di- 
ftance glitter’d like Silver. Some will Ns®®. 
have this Name given it, becaufe the 
Lakes and Rivers on wbofe Banks the 
Silver Mills are fet at work in the Pro¬ 
vince call’d Los Otarcas in Peru roul 
down, after a prodigious long fan, a 
great quantity of good Silver Oar among 
the drofs, there waft’d away, which 
quantity is fo vafl, that thofe, who 
know how to judge of Metals, guels 
there have been 40 Millions of Silver, 
fo carry’d away by the Rivers Tarapaia, 
and Picolmayoj from the firft-working in 
the Mountainsof Petofi till the year i5i i. 

And foj Opick-lilver, us’d in the worl^ 
ing of the Plate, the quantity is fo grea^ 
as forves to Poifon the Waters of thofe 
Rivers for a vaft fpacp, fo that they 
X X X X 2. breed 
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f>jCo bflccd no Fifh, that venomous Mineral 
Tfckp. cflllroying .all living Creatures. But it 
is a Folly to aflign this for the Reafon of 
calling the River of Plate by that Name, 
bccaalc it was certainly fo call’d, before 
the Mountains of Poteji were known to 
t!ic Spaniards. Whatever tlie reafon of 
the Name is, the Paran-ti as far as it is 
call’d the River of Plate^ that is, till the 
, Ptvajtnuy falls into it, has three Spanifli 
Towiis on it, which in fomc ftleafurc, 
keep the Irsduins about the Shore in (iib- 
jeiftion. Towards its foiircc, for al- 
niolt the fpacc of two hundred Leagues, 
it runs thro’ Cuairay and other Coun¬ 
tries, in a manner fubdu’d by the Spa^ 
mards. 'fiiat part of Parana which lyes 
between O'naira and the River of Plarcy 
and is oppolitc to the Paraguay for ai- 
niG!!: an hundred Leagues, Itill holding 
out, chofc rather to beharafs’d by War 
than to lubmic to a Foreign Yoak. T hofe 
l icrcenc's f’coplc baffled the Forces of Ferdt-nand 
ofthePrev Arias a biavc Commander, and other 
■?f Governors, tho’thcyconliftcd of conll- 
dcrable numbers of Spamardsy and tlu 
choice of their confederate Indians. 

'I hcy almoft ruin’d the Spamfh Town 
of S. John feated on the conflux of the 
Rivers, Parana and Paragayy by I heir 
continual Excurfious. They often in¬ 
vaded and terrify’d the Converts .made 
by the JcfsiitSy at the d own of S. Jgna~ 
tins, i hcrc was no going out of Tsutt- 
nian into Paraguay wijliout a Guard, the 
Paramnfuns lying upon all the Roads, 
.'iiid Killing and Robbing all they met. 
But none ib cruel, as thofe who having 
been converted were fallen off, for they 
being incens’d byrtlie Service the F-uro- 
pcanf requir’d of them, continually let 
the People of Parana ag.ainft their Ma¬ 
ilers j fo that for lcver.Tl Rcalbns the 
Name of the Paranenfuvis was equally 
terrible to tlic Spaniardsy and their In- 
iiian Confederates. No Prieft had been 
among them as yet, that is in the Year 
1615, except only Roch Gonzjthsy who 
ventur’d among them two Years before, 
with no other Weapon, but the Crofs, 
being Pent by Afarceilns Loreniana, ha¬ 
ving made way to this Million, by found¬ 
ing the fit It Town fifteen Leagues froip, 
riic River. This lame Year 1615 the 
lame Roch Conzjdes y after travelling 
,foinc time through an uncouth Country 
by Land, egme io a Lake call’d Appu- 
prn, running into the Paranay and call’d 
^ the Spaniards S. A''rie. Abdut it 
„welt abundance of Infidels, with^whom 
he lb far prevail’d, that they defir’d 
him to mark tlnjra out Ground to build 


a Town, which he did and tonveru-d 
many Families y but the Francifean Fa¬ 
thers, who had Preach’d tiicre bcfoie, 
demanding to have that part left to^ 
them, which they fii/t took in Hand ttT 
iiillrudi, he treely quitted it to thcai, 
being fcnliblc there was Work enough 
elfcwhcrc for the Society. F- 0'cnz.aUs 
went up the River by Boat, tho’ mud) 
oppos’d by the Jndiansy who would riot 
harken to his Piopolais, about 5.0 
Leagues, and came to Itapua, vvlicrc4 
Caciques refided with a conlidcrablc nnn*- 
ber of their followers, who after Ibme 
diiliculty liibrnittcd, promiling toeredta 
new Town h) that Place, provided the 
Society would premife to fettle among 
them. !’e hercupoi) hailed away to 
the To-.v;) of the y.^hiuptwny to nego- 
ciatc (he fending of Ibmc F'athers to 
fettle there. As loon as he was gone, 
the P.ir.menji.tns Ci the upper pait of 
the Kivci, being v.'ic-.ighc upon by an 
Apoftate, made Wav upon the Itapu^ 
a>/s^ for hiving entertain’d F. O'enzaiesy 
fiiid jtLempeed to p:;il down a g.wi 
Crol^ he had fet up, but weic op- 
pOi d by tliC It zpaans , who thoegi! 
rtill llcarii,.n'; Rood about it, a.ad 
repuls’d ihcin, tho’ much more nu¬ 
merous. 

James Marino Negrc.iy Governor ot 
Paraguay and the River ot Plate, being 
Dead, Francis O'onzates dc Santa Cruz, 
Brother to F. Roch Conz.alez. was Depu¬ 
ty Governor, till the King fiiould ap¬ 
point anorher. He tliiuking it would 
bean Honour to him, that the Province 
of Parana, fo often attempted without 
any Sneeds, Ihould be reduced during cribM. 
the time of his Government, and by 
means of his Brother, having conferred 
with F. Alarcellus Lorenzana the Rct^or, 
granted a Patent in the fullelt manner 
he could, by whici) he permitted the 
Society to build as many Towns as t^jy 
thought fir, upon the Rivers and 
Vrvaica, to appoint Magiltrates, and 
creft Churches. F. Lortnzma provided 
all ncceflaricsfor building a new Town, 
and lb they difmifs’d F. Gonzatlez., who 
return’ll to Itapua, where he arriv’d up¬ 
on Ctiriflmas-F.ve. Jtapua is .1 IMace 
equally dillant from the Moutii uf the 
River Paraguay y and the Borders of 
Guaira, being about 60 Leagues from 
each, and Handing higli on the South 
Side of the Parana. A Lake that runs 
into the River makes a Port before it. 

There were Indians enough in the Coun¬ 
try aboft^to make a handfojne. Town. 

The Itapuan Caciques, who bad gain’d 
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tnan’^cher liule Villages were winiojg 
^byn. The IuMms therefore aflemf 
-if^jig in great numbers, a Crois was ef 
and the Foundation of a Tow/i 
- which was call’d the^tf»c«fifl». Qt- 

the moll: powerful of the GitiUaches^ 
ba;i£: gowned amon^ both SfMiards and In- 

invited by F. Rttiz^ came to 
him wictrkn hundred Followers, promi> 
ling he would either crcft a Town in 
his own Lands, or joyn the People of 
the Conceftion. The firft of thefe Pro- 
pofals was approved of, and he fent 
home with Hopes; the Sfaniards admi¬ 
ring that a word from the Fathers Ihould 
be of more force than their Arms, with 
which they had defpair’d of reducing 
the great Curito. After he was gone, 
becaufc the Way to the Country of T4i- 
Mba was not {freight, and through the 
Lands of War* like Indians^ F. ^i«)c, 
with incredible labour, open’d another 
through impenetrable Woods, which 
was but four days journey. F. DUfia- 
n'm left in charge with the new Town, 
reducing the Language of the CudMhes 
to Grammar Rules, and committing the 
Elements of Chriftianity to Writing, 
made things ealic for thole that were to 
fucceed him there in the care of Souls* 
Belldes, he gain’d the Afieflionsofthofe 
People by his Skill in Mechanicks, and 
fpecially in Smiths work, which he had 
learnt of himfelf, and moll; neceflary 
where there was great want of Iron 
Tools. Yet the Converts were not ve¬ 
ry numerous, becaufe of thele Indisas in¬ 
clination to DrunkenneB, and other bar¬ 
barous CuAoms. 

F. Rniz. being come into the Lands of 
TM/uba^ through that Way he had 
made himfelf, bent all his Thought upon 
gaining of the Caciq$te Gstairtivera, who 
Tiie Cft- did all he could to obftrud the founding 
cij«eCa«^ of any new Towns, and endeavour’d to 
lift'd to deftroy thofe already founded. And in- 
embrace deed it was no indifierent Conquelt to 
the I aiih. reduce him •, for Gmntverd was the 
Chief of all the Man-eaters and Sorce¬ 
rers in the Province of Gmura \ looked 
upon, by the People far and near, as a 
beilroyer of Human race for his gree- 
dinefs of Man’s Flelfa, and made it his 
principal to lludy to contrive to have 
F. Mdceta^ who had drawn over many 
of his Heathen^ fall into his Snares. 
Befides, he had declar’d to all the 
who for fear of his Power and Sorcery, 
adher’d to him^ that the greateft fervice 
they could do him, would be to feize F. 

and lerve him op roftei mr him' 
to eat. This Cruelty was attended by 
Vol. IV. 


Pride, which made the Mc^er llilb 
himfelf the Higb-prieft, and Comman- Tech0 .. 
der of all Gnaira \ and foch Ukas his Mad* 
neis, that he aflom’d an air of Divinity, 
employing aH bis Power in obltruding 
People from becoming Cfarifrians. 

The Fathers ftudyed all means to 
reduce or appeale this inveterate Ene¬ 
my ; and found it yvas fqmetbing more 
than a Humane ad to gain; a Mau who 
was reported to be familiar with the* 

Devil, who laid the way to be taken in 
his owu Snare} for GuiraverA uling to 
receive Oracles from dead Bodies, the 
Devil fpeakingy acscoi ding to Pythagoras 
his Opinion, of the tranfmigration of 
Souls, is laid to have told him, that the 
Soul of QMoracitiHs^ who iu former times 
had been look’d upon as a God, was 
gone into the Body of F. Ruiz-, and had 
transferr’d all its Divinity thither. 

Which being fpread abroad, £ Ruiz, a- 
roong the Heathens, was generally repu¬ 
ted to be a God, and the true Image of 
QuaraeitiHs, Which, in procefs of 
time, prov’d beneficial to Chriftian Re¬ 
ligion ; for Guirtnera being very eager 
to fee £ Rmz, whom he took for 
racitius come to life again; after leve- 
ral Meliages lent forward and backward, 
let out to lee him in great Hate, atten¬ 
ded by 200 Jiidiaas. Being come near 
the Town of St. Paid, among the Inani^ 
am, he lent in a Man to fix the Conditi¬ 
ons of the Interview, but being impati¬ 
ent of delay, enter’d the Town after 
him, proclaiming, in a hideous voice, 
that contrary to hb Dignity, he had 
vouchlafed, at prelent, to tread the 
Ground to fee the Foreign Prielb. Go¬ 
ing on with this fort of Difrourfe, he 
found the Fathers fitting in the Market¬ 
place, and was by them defir’d to fit 
down upon a low Bench. He with in- 
fupportable Pride, order’d hb Men to 
cover the Bench and Ground his Feet 
were to reft on, with their Garments; 
then fitting down,and looking more calm^ 
he fainted the Fathers after the Country 
manner. They return’d the Salutation, 
and having endeavour’d to introduce 
fome diftourfe of Religion, finding him 
very uneafie, they put it off to a pro¬ 
per Sealbn, and lb they parted. But 
knowing that nothing fo much gain’d the 
Hearts of the Indians as fealiing, they^ 
kiHed two Oxen, and havyig made 
plentiful Banquet, their Exordium or 
Intrododion, F. finding GairayiigA 
very '’fiirpi|joQS of Treachery, altdq^ 
many othet^ things he faid, ended his 
Speech to hiopi in this manner. Ton hawi 
Gcccc tii 
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n» canfe, jGuiravera, faid be, to 4 ffre~ 
Xtcho. hettd any treachery from thofe^ who dtfire 
nothing fo rmch as to die for the Glory of 
God', you fee oar Innoeence is onr defence, 
fufpe^ing nothing, thd* smarmed, amidji 
your armed Guards, and only fiudying to 
entertain thofe, who are reported to covet 
nothing Jo much as to catch and devour us. 
Our only care being to gain Souls-, we have 
never been known to hurt the Body, it be¬ 
ing our only Study to bring all Men to 
worjhip one only God. Trujling in this Hope, 
we de fpife all Dangers. But he net de¬ 
ceiv'd, Gniravera, with the fdfe glittering 
of an empty Name -, for you and I are mor¬ 
tal-, I arrogate nothing from the Impo- 
fiures of your falfe Oracle, nor do I allow 
you that Divinity yon vainly boajl of . Ton 
and / were made of Dujl, and to Dujl we 
Jhall return ’, this was our Original, and 
this will be our end. AU/y thy Bride there¬ 
fore, Dufi and AJhes, and learn what di¬ 
fiance there is between a vile Clod of Earth 
and the Vniverfal Creator. Wlsy do you 
beafi of having created the World who 
have hitherto behaved your f elf, as if you 
had been born to be a plague to Tou are 
not the Creator, but defireyer of Men ', 
not the beftower of Dignities, but a bafe 
Slave to Pice', not the joy of Humane race, 
but its devourer, fiillgorgd with Bodies of 
Aden, and gaping after more. Tou are not 
the Maker of the Vniverfe, hut an empty 
product of the Devil's. Tet believe. Cod is 
always fo merciful, that be is rea^, if they 
repent, to pardon the Tranfgreffors of his 
Laws. Honour this God, ttnlefs you wiB 
rather chafe to endure his Punifhments for 
ever. Return home for the prefent, wefoon 
will follow you. The Barbarian becom¬ 
ing much more complying, made ihow, 
as if he approv’d of what was faid 5 but 
it plainly appear’d he only temporiz’d, 
and counterreited. Several of the Ca¬ 
ciques that came with himfhewed an. In¬ 
clination to embrace Cbriftianity pri¬ 
vately, affirming, if the Fathers would 
come into their Ck>untry, that many of 
Cuiraverd’s followers would quit him to 
embrace the true Religion. F. Ruit 
knowing that the People were all led by 
their Caciques and Sorcerers, and chat 
all things would be eaiie when they 
were gain’d, to oblige Cuairavera, gave 
him a Rod, fuchas theSjpa»(/l> Magiftrates 
^rry, in the Name of his Catholick 
Majefty, anti caus’d him to 'be honou¬ 
rably «)ndudied about the Town by 400 
ooed^nverts, by which meaiB, he 
be fomewhat oblig’d. After 
departure, the Fathers confulted a- 
» feeling a Colony in his Lands, what- 
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ever the danger might be. Wh3^,,F. 
Ruiz, was upon this Defigo, Lett^i 
were brought, giving an Account tlK., 
the Town of the Incarnation was infeft- 
ed by the Mamalucs, and therefore put¬ 
ting off the Buliuels of Guairavera, 
hafted away to oppofe them. 

Some Companies of Mam^%s " (of 
whom we fhallgivcafull Account here¬ 
after) had pal)’d the River T-tbaxha, 
near the Town of S. Xaverius, and en¬ 
camping near the Colonies of Converts, 
ftruck a terror into all the Province of 
Guaira. For bcfidcs a Multitude of In¬ 
fidels,they had drove away inioCaptivity 
fcvcral Converts, whereof F.Mcndozjt 
complaining they made a mecr Jell of 
what he faid. F. Ruiz, being come, and 
c.\'pcfting no civility among Robbers, 
order’d a thouiand Converts to take up 
Arms in their own defence, and fent 
two Fathers to try thofe Rovers, who 
kill’d one that went with them, and 
wounded one of thofc Fathers, yet they 
proceeded, threatning to raife all the 
Province againft them, and boldly un¬ 
binding the Prilbners, carry’d them back 
to F. Ruiz.. The Robbers ftill feem’d 
inclin’d to give Battle, tho’ F.Rniz, 
in the name of the Catholick King, con¬ 
jur’d them to peace -, however at lall 
they drew back from the Towns of the 
Converts, (hewing as if they would be 
latisfy’d, with driving away the Infidels, 
and forbear infeftingthe Converts. Yet 
it was fear’d, and the event flicw’d there 
was no truth in their Pretences, to the 
ruin of the Province, as we lhall fee iu 
its place. New Fathers coming in the 
midft of thelc Troubles out of Europe, 
found matter to excrcile their Patience 
and Charity. For the Coronados Indians 
inhabiting the Plains, who had been at¬ 
tempted a Year and half before without 
any fuccefi, fent now to F. Mendasia, rc- 
fidingin the Town of the Incarnation, 10 
defire they might have Prielts lent them, 
and Towns founded. Which they were 
the more earneft for, when the report 
was fpread abroad,that only thofe were 
to beled away Captives, who would not 
fubroit to be iollroAed by the Society. 
F. Ruiz, taking F. Mendoxat with him, 
went and found all things in a great For- 
wardnels. IbiHruna is a very craggy 
Mountain, three Days journey from 
the Town of the Jnearnation, the In¬ 
habitants of which Mountain being 
commanded to demolifli their Villa¬ 
ges , pvhich lay Icattered up and 
down,} tad to build a Town in the 
Place appointed, readily performed it. 
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renown by defending the Croft, gave K' 
Geazjtkz.^ when he return’d, a Houle 
made of Mud and Straw ^ after the In- 
Aian manner. He having fitted up one 
•^art of it for a Chappcl, what by his 
own means, and rhe afTiftance of fonie 
IndiMHt his Eraiflarics, drew a conlidera- 
ble Number of the Neighbouring People 
to come and join with the ItafHAm. F. 
Jams Boroa being come ti keep F. Con- 
zalez. Company, after he had been there 
tour Months alone, they both joyfully 
m.uk'd out the Ground tor the new 
Town, built a Honfe, and Chuich big 
enough to coiitain the Multitude, made 
Huts for the Indian:^ whom they per- 
fiiaded more by their Example than 
Wo’.ds: Brought Clay and Straw, cut 
l imber, and made it fit for the Work, 
being in fuel) want of Proviiions, that 
they accounted an iiilipid fort of \vild 
Thiltlcs., and Bread made of the Pith of 
'Precis as Daiatici-. They uling to make 
(onic Pottage of a for: of Herbs, which 
only the Pallors were wont to eat be¬ 
fore, thole People in a harmlefs way of 
idling tallM the Fathers Parrots. The 
Chuah being built, the Dedication was 
telt braicd in the bell manner they could, 
and 3 Pii'lurc of the BlelFcd Virgin being 
let up therein, not only the faid Church, 
but the Town took the Name of the 
MnwHiatim, under which Name ir.con- 
unties to this Day. By the contrivance 
of the Devil it was foon given out, that 
the Fathers were no Priefts, but Spies 
in Dirguife, to betray the People, under 
flic Show of Religion, to the Sp.vnanls’y 
and tint they brought the Plague with 
their rifhircs and Books. Thefe Tilings 
.'iliciintcci many of the Indians from them, 
till being by degrees undeceiv’d, they 
became more familiar with the Fathers. 
Having built this Tow'ii and the other 
we mention’d before, call’d 5. on 
the Jfpupeitt which he left to the 
Franeijeans., F. iienz.ales return’d to the 
City of the JJfumption^ where having 
given an Account of all he had done to 
Ferdinand Arias, who was again appoint¬ 
ed Governor of Paragnay, and the River 
of Plate, he endeavour’d todifluadc him 
from going into thofe Parts, as yet, but 
in vain. '1 he Governor therefore having 
fent the Father before to difpofc the 
Indians to receive him, fee forwards with 
50 Spanijh Soldiers. Being c'ome to the 
River Parana, he crofs’d it in fmall 
VclTcls provided by f. Cont.ales, and 
when they arriv’d at Jutpaa, made treat 
tejoycing, the Goveiuor fayingto his 
Men, let us give God Thanks on our 


Knees, that by virtue of tht^Croft alol?, 
we now tread that Ground, which nci- Techo. 
thcr my Sword, nor the Valour of the 
Spaniards could conquer in fo many 
Tears. Then having appointed Com¬ 
manders of the Indians, and charg’d them 
to be refpedfol to the Fatheis, he fee 
out from the Port of Itapna, the lame 
Day he came thither, covciiiig his tear 
with the pretence of Bnlinds, bcciulc ' 
the report went that the Inhabitants up 
the River, were alarm’d at his coming, 
and their Boats began to appear. As 
he was failing down the River about 300 
Indians appear'd on the ftcep Banks, 
arm’d with Clubs and Daits, and had 
certainly attack’d the Governor, but 
that Gonsealcx. by his Authority with¬ 
held their Commander. His Name was 
Tabacambiti:, who be in;.’ ask’d by the 
Governor to accept of a General’s Stair 
in his CatholLk Majeflics Xinic, by 
whidi he might be known to be Com¬ 
mander of the Paranenjians : Haughtily 
anrwci’d. He had been their Co.-nmandcr 
before, and ihould be fo flili without a 
Stain 

All the Co’untry that lie? Letiveen the q, 
River Maranon, otherwife caird of the CMr^ra 
Amaejsnes, and the Parana, wiiich arc 
above a thouland Leagues dillant fiom 
one another, makes ahnolt one half of 
South America. All which Country the 
Cuaranians Inhabit, and net fo fatisfy'd, 
pafliug thefe Bounds, poirds all that lies 
between Pat ana, and the Bor¬ 

ders of Peru. But within that Compafs 
there arp levcral other Nations to be 
found, dilTering from yie Gnaranians in 
Language and Manners, and whom they 
out of their natural ihide call Slaves. 

With them they have conciuual Bloody 
Wars, fatning the Prilbncrs they take, 
and eating them. At thefe Fcafts tiiey 
take new Names to exprefs their War¬ 
like Exploits. They live in little Mat¬ 
ter’d Villages, which arc under the Com¬ 
mand of Caciques, renowned either for 
their noble Dcicent, or popular elocuti¬ 
on. In time of War they chufe a Ge¬ 
neral of known Valour; but know no¬ 
thing of Regular Troops, keeping their 
Rmiks, forcll’cing Dangers, chulinga 
jiropcr Time or Ground, improving Op¬ 
portunities, or laying up Proviiions. 

For the moil part they Fight-as Chance 
offers the Occalion, being hoif the firll 
on let, but cowardly if fufered to rooh 
In Fightjthcy ufe Clubs and Arrow^ 
and make their Bodies hideous with dw 
roal Colours before they iugagp. They 
make no tile of Lime, Stone, or Tiles ; Hoaiilv 
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bLC build Houfes of Clay and Straw, 
Tcrho. erchcr round or long, and for the molt 
part fo large, that one of them makes a 
Village. Matrimony is at Will, for 
every one has as many Wives or Concu¬ 
bines as be can keep or get The Ca- 
clqucs claim a Right to the handfomclt 
Maids in their Village, whom they ca- 
lily give up to be deflower’d by their 
5 Followers or Friends. ' To have to do 
with their Daughters-in-law is frequent, 
and no Shame to put away Wives, or 
be caft off by them. It is look’d upon 
as ■» great Crime to turn any Stranger 
whatfoever out of Doors. They enter¬ 
tain their Guefts with Weeping, and 
long Praifes of their Anceftors, but their 
Sorrow ends in Laughing and Feafting. 
They cover their nafcdncfs with a very 
fliort Garment made of Shells or Fea¬ 
thers put together, the reft of their Bo- 
‘ dy is Naked. They low In£m Wheat, 
and fcveral Sorts of Pompions, Beans 
and Roots. When any Perfon, parti¬ 
cularly thofe of any Note among them 
Dies, it is not to be exprefs’d, what 
horrid Howling the Women make in all 
parts; fwelling their Cheeks, the;y by 
Fits give hideous Shrieks, they Ibmetinies 
call themfclves headlong from high 
Places, tear their Hair, batter their 
Fore-Heads, turn the Dead Bodies, em¬ 
brace and talk to them, bow their Sides, 
open their Hands, lay the Carcafles in¬ 
to great Pots; and believing the Souls 
arc bury’d with the Bodies, cover the 
Faces of the Dead with concave Dilhes, 
that the Souls may not be IHfled; to 
Ihow they had the fame Matter, who 
pray’d that the Earth might ly light up¬ 
on thofe they lov’d. They adore no 
God, but are addided to the Supertti- 
tions of Wizards and fuch Impottors. 
Their manner of Conjuring varies ac¬ 
cording to the fcveral Countries; but 
they almott all agree in giving the great- 
ett Honour to thofe Sorcerers, who arc 
mott familiar with the DeviL Thole 
that afpire to the Knowledge of their 
Magick Arts are to mortify themlelvcs 
with raoft feverc Fallings and other 
Affliftions; which whilft they are per¬ 
forming, they live alone, naked, and 
without walhing in dark and remote 
Places, eating nothing but a fort of Pep¬ 
per and Indim Wheat roafted, a&fting 
CO look g^ftly with their Hair nncomb’d 
and clotted, their Nails grown to a 
^mefiil length, and other filthy Cir- 
9mttances, and bring down their Bo¬ 
tes with other rigorous Pradiccs, till 
having almott; loft their Strength and 
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Senfes with Fatting, they call upon the 
Devil and fee him. It is their Builnefs 
to do Mifcbicf, by darting Bones, Coles, 
and Hairs undifcoycr’d; which Things 
being deprav’d by their Charms, and^ 
pieicing the Bodies of Men, make them 
waft away, and fometimes Die, dnleft 
he that did the Milcbief, take the Caule 
out of the Parts lb afiefted. There is 
another fort‘of Magicians, who do no 
harm, and only Boaft of their familia¬ 
rity with the Devil, and pretending they 
can difeover Secrets and Things done a 
great way ofl^ to them that ask, which 
they learn of the Hcliiih Fiends. In fome 
Countries, if a Woman will be a Witch, 
Ihc mnft pretend toChaftity, for if once 
ttie proves with Child Ihe is no longer 
refpefted. The Devil never appears to 
thefe Conjurers without a hideous and 
frightful Noife. There is allb a fort of 
Sorcerers who pretend to Phifick ; it is 
alfo their Builnefs to talk much. Lye 
without meafure, and for the moft pare 
do nothing. They Suck the lick Bodies, 
and pretend to fpit out Ibme corrupt 
Subttance, as if they had fuck'd out the 
Caufc of the Ditteraper. The whole 
Nation minds Dreams, and fupeittiti- 
ous Obfervations to a Madnels. They 
think the touch of an Owl will make 
them Lazy, becaufe that Bird among 
them does not fly much, nor build a 
Ncft. If a Woman cat a double Ear of 
Millet, Ihe believes ihe lhall be deliver¬ 
ed of Twins. They excrcife a young 
Maid the firft time Ihe has her Courfes, 
after a ftrange manner. She is put into 
the Hands of a lutty brawny Woman 
to be thus exercis’d; Ihe is forced to 
abftain from eating Flclh, till her Hair 
before cut off grows down to her Ears. 
It is a Crime ror her to look upon Men. 
If Ihe happens to fee Parrots, they think 
Ihc win be talkative ever after. She is 
made to fweep theHoufe, to carry,'Va- 
ter walking apace without ftepping out 
of the way, to pound Corn in a Mortar, 
never to be idle, and to do all the Bu- 
lincfs of a good Houle-wife. This Ex- 
ercife of theirs Jehu Rho reckons among 
their many Virtues. In fliort they are 
of Opinion the young Girl will behave 
her fclf all the reft of her Life, as Ihe 
does about the time of her firft Courfes. 
Women with Child abftain from almott: 
all forts of Food. They eat no Elk, 
left the Child ttiould be born with a 
fwolo Nofe. If they eat fmall Birds, 
they fancy they lhall bring forth a fmall 
Chilcf. ^ They are forbid eating any of 
thofe'Creacores, whole Qpalities ^ey 
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itna^ue may hurt their 
ikifeo. Th$ l>aws the Men are to 
-.ferre «hea':i|jB|r Wires are with 
arc to kiU any wild 

Arrows, Clubs, or 
^ Mij^o^er lafiruments} to 
ea(h§ Flelb, fifteen Days 
af^r the Wife Jb brought to Bed} to 
lyibend the Bow i not to lay Soares for 
Birds i to lye at Home idle^ and faftin^ 
till the Infants Navel'Striog be cut j if 
they do any thing to the contrary, they 
muft expe£t fome great Mifchief will 
follow. When the new Born Babe hap¬ 
pens to be Sick, the Kindred Men and 
Women abftaio from fuch Diet as they 
believe would hurt the Infant if it eat 
:^;yrens of As foon as the Children are 
iiaincs. Born, they give them Names agreablc 
to the Beauty or Imperfe&ions of the 
Body. If it be black or fwarthy, they 
call it Crow •, if it have a hoarfe Cry, 
Frog. 1 omit much more of the lame 
Stamp, left it naufeate the Reader. 
Yet it is found by experience that this 
Nation, notwithftanding this Folly and 
Barbarity, if it be well taught is more 
apt than any other People of Amtric* 
to embrace and retain the Chriftian 
Faith, and to learn mecbanick Trades, 
and a good meafurc of Civility. 

Many following Chapters afibrding 
but little Matter to our purpofe, we will 
only colled out of them, what may be 
worth relating, giving this Advertife- 
ment of it, that the Reader may not be 
furpriz’d to find many Ihort Relations 
put together, which have no particular 
tor of Connedion among thcmfelves. The 
■ Fathers of the Society Preaching among 
the GHMcurtdms were not fo fuccefsful, 
as in ocher Parts, thofe JndiMm looking 
upon Baptifm as mortal to whofoever re¬ 
ceiv’d it. The caufc of the Error was, 
that by rcafon of their many Vices this 
Sactamcut^ was not granted them till 
they were in theucmoll; extremity, and 
therefore moft of thofe that receiv’d it, 
immediately Dy’d \ which thofe Infidels 
imagin’d to be the efied of Baptifin. 
But Time and Experience undeceiving 
them, they afterwards came in more 
freely to embrace the Faith. It hapned 
that a Sorccrefs among them lying de- 
fperately Sick, and having try’d all the 
Arts of their Impoftors for her Cure, 
and been fupply’d during the time of her 
laid Sicknefs with fome better fort of 
Suftenance by the Fathers, overcome by 
fheir Charity, turn’d off* her Indian 
Charmer, and defir’d to be l^tiz’d. 
As the Father wasabout complying with 


herOeiires, a multitude of/»4«»fiock;!d 
about him, tugging he wqnld notbl- Ttch. 
ftow that. Favour on the worft of Wo- o'VXl 
men, who was us’d to do much Mifchief} 
for if he fiiould according to his Cuftom» 
bury her in the Chappie, the would 
turn into a Tyger and deffroy all about 
her, and theremre it was better to car¬ 
ry but her Carcafs when (he was dead,in¬ 
to fome remote folitary Place, left (he 
Ihould do more harm dead, than (he 
had done alive. This they faid, be- 
caufe the CuaicureoHs are of Opinion, 
that the Souls of wicked Perlbns cranf- 
migrate into wild Beafts, which are 
roiichievous in Proportion as they were 
when living. But the Father undeceiv¬ 
ing them. Baptiz’d her, Ihewlng that 
the Virtue of Baptifm was fuch, when 
rightly apply’d, as to make the biackeft 
Souls brighter than the Sun, and fend 
^em into eternal Blifs. At Cordovst 
in the Province of TucHmm about the 
the Year i 6 i 5 , a Monaftcry of Nuns 
was founded by EUtnor TtxtdHf which 
was the firft in thofe Parts. She de- 
fign’d them for DommcMs^ and accord¬ 
ingly they wore that Habit, and the 
Monaftcry was erefted nnder the invo¬ 
cation of S. Catherine of Siena } but there Firft 

being none of the Order to begin it, nor Huns in 
any Book of the Role, they follow’d that 
of S. Ter ^4 widi fome little alteration, 
which afterwards bred great contefts j 
for fome would have it that their Vows 
' were void, becaufe they were defign’d 
for Dominicans^ and follow’d the Cir- 
vulite role, befides other circumftances 
that made them a confus’d fort of an 
Order} but after ranch Debate the thing 
was refer’d to Pope Paul the ytb, who 
order’d the prefent Nuns fhould re¬ 
main for the prefent as they were, un¬ 
der the Rule they bad taken their Vows 
to, but for the future others admitted 
(hould be reduced to the Rule of S. Do- 
mimckj and fo the Monaftcry continue 
as had been at firft defign’d. 

Great Hopes were conceiv’d of ad- ^ 
vancing the Faith, throughout the^^J^ 
Province of Parana, and introdu- ^jif. 
cing it into that of Vrvaig or Vrva- 
ica, when the Governor Ferdinand 
Ariai iiad like to diftnrb all, by de- 
figninga Conqueft on the latter of thofe 
Places, from which all the Perfwafions 
of the Fathers could never diyert him, 
till the Svamgrdi refufing to follow him 
in that dangerous and unprofitable £&• 
pcdition}* oblig’d him to alter his 
folutiOD. F. Gonzales being eas’d 
Fear, which would have alaanrane 
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(SJ^ fydians, and Utterly deftroy’d alJ that 
Teeho. tad been done for their Converflon , 
went away to a Place the Indians call 
J^uapuaf where he perfuaded a good 
Number of the fcatter’d Natives to come 
together and fettle. Tamboaitus^ Caci> 
qoe ot an ifland oppoitte to Jagua^na 
increas'd the Number of thofe People, 
and by his Example many more flock’d 
. thither out of the Woods, who altoge¬ 
ther built a Town, F. Gonzalez, marking 
out the Ground for them. Jagmfna is 
about four Leagues from the Town of 
ItafUAy and twelve from that of S. Jgna‘ 
titut and therefore there being no Fa¬ 
thers to fettle at Jaguafua^ thofe of the 
other two Places took it by turns to go 
over thither to inftruft the Indians , 
where they made very many Converts. 
At this time ArafixMndnvm the Indian 
Commander of the Town of S. Ignatius, 
taking fome dilguft at the Fathers, ga¬ 
ther’d a number of Malccontents, and 
jarring up the Paranenfian Infidels, went 
away to joyn Tabacambius, who wclaid 
before had refus’d to accept of the Ge¬ 
nerals StafFfrom the Governor of Para¬ 
guay. rhefe two great Men retiring 
into a Peninfula made by the River and 
a IMke, call’d by the Natives Maracana- 
IS, feruck a Terror into the new Towns 
of Parana, and the Fathers were much 
afraid left they Ihould by their great 
Authority draw many Converts to aban¬ 
don the Faith. Therefore F. John de 
Sales, before they were well fettled in 
their Defigns, ventur’d to go from the 
Town of S. Ignatiits to them, to per- 
luade them to Peace, where he had 
doubticfs been Kill’d, had not an old 
Woman put them in mind that the Sf^a- 
niards wonkl revenge his Death, which 
made the Infidels hold their Hands, and 
the Father taking that Opportunity to 
fjpeak to them boldly. His Words had 
Inch force, that Arafizanduvius imme- 
Jiately begg’d Pardon, and drawing to- 
ii;cther his Followers, forlbok Tabacam- 
hifts, returning to the Town of S. Igna¬ 
tius. At the fame time f. Jofefh Catal- 
dinus attended by a fmall Parcel of Con¬ 
verted Guacianians , ventur’d through 
the Country among the Pirofoenjians, 
among whomhefpent lo Months, and 
having converted 700 of them, caus’d 
:hera to remove out of their Woods, 
tod builcha Town not far from that of 
Loreto. Very little good was done 
\hQQ%^tGH»CHreans, their QMinacy 
^pidity prevailing above all the 
of the Fathers, and therefore 
many atnrft’d they flioold be given over. 


but Father Peter Romero, who had'fpcnt 
ibme Years among them, and brought 
them to live together in a Town, was; 
for overcoming them with Ghriftian Pa-' 
ticnce and Kindnefs. The Plague raoBg' 
among them, they all difpers’d aUd ned 
to the Woods, many of them that had 
taken the Infcdion dying by the way. 

F. Romero never ceas’d following them, 
and prevail’d with fome few at the lalt 
Gafp to receive Baptifm, and when the 
virulcncy of the Plague was over, brought 
back thofe that had cfeap’d it to tlic 
Town. They abufing that Health they 
had been reftor’d to, according to their 
natural Inclination, prefently ingag’d 
in unjuft Wars, making Slaves of the 
Prifoners they took, Ipcndingthe Nights 
in hideous Cries, giving up ihemfelvcs 
to Drunkennefs, and celebrating their 
new Moon Fcflivals wirh fiipcrititious 
Madnefs. Tliis Year lo'iy, Father 
de Viana, who liad been fent Procurator 
to Rotne, arriv’d at the Port of Buems 
Ayres, with 37 Fathers he gather’d by 37 Jc-. 
the Gcnci;.l.s Older, for .1 fupply to the anivc 
Pfovince of Paraguay. This addition 
made the Province lb flom ilhing, that ’ 
the Provincial now fetlcd nine Colleges 
in it, and I’eeking which way be might 
enlarge either among the Spaniards or 
Indians, foon found an Opportunity, the 
Spaniards of Efiecho and the Calchaqtiine 
Indians, admitting the Fathers to fettle 
among them. EJhco, otherwife call’d 
Nuejlra Senora de Talavcra, is a Iraal] 

Town, very conveniently feated for the 
relief of thofe that travel out of Peru, to 
the River of Plate and Paraguay, thi ongh 
Tucuman, and it Jiad increas’d beyond all 
the other Cities of Tuvuman, but that 
the unwholcfomnels of the Air, which 
is hot and moift, obftrudted its thriving. 

This Place being in want of Priefts, 
made Provifion for and receiv’d five of 
the Fathers. • 

The Valley of Calchaqitlna above- ,, , ^ 
mention’d running thirty Leagues in " 
length, from North to South is but of a auL- 
fmall breadth, and almoft enclos’d on ’ 
both fides by the high Ridges of Moun¬ 
tains that make the Borders of Peru 
and Chili ; the two Angles of it look, 
the one towards Salta, the otlier towards 
London, two fmall Towns of Tucuman. 

M^ny Monuments of the Conqueft make 
it ftill appear, that the Inhabitants of 
this Valley were formerly ftbjra to the 
Ingas Kings of Peru •, and thofe People, 
tQ thlspay, have a Veneration for the 
very Name of the Ingas. It is moft cer¬ 
tain, there are Mines of rich Metals in,. 
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VaHey, Nanc m yet^ey could not 
be difcov^r’dA tbofe Jh/Ums for fear of 
beiflg forced to d^coacealing the Gold 
and Silyeri which have been the Canle 
■NStf fo. g^tcb. Milchief. It is reported, 
toal id ..the Night there is a fort of 
Creature leea th^e, which calb a mighty 
Ligt^irom its Head, and many are of 
opinion that Ugiit is caus’d by a Car- 
buacie y. but as yet this Creature could 
, liever be taken or kill’d, becaufe it fud> 
denly baffles all the deligus of Men, lear- 
ing them in the Dark by clouding that ; 
Light. The Natives of this Valley , 
ever obftinate from the firft coming of 
the Spaniards into Tneumany have defend- 
ed theinfelves and their Families with 
fuch Relblution, that the Women have 
been feen to force their Husbands back 
to fight, diiviug them with Fiicbrand», 
when they law them give way or fty i 
and when their Strength has fail’d them, 
Rage ftill prevailing, rather than fall 
into the Hands of their Enemies, they 
have either run Ujjoa their Swords, or 
caft ihemfelves heidlong from the tops 
of Mountains. A.anfo Barfcna had for¬ 
merly pacify’d theft People, which 
Peace they had often broke at Plcafure 
without regard lu A* tides, either run¬ 
ning inio open Rebellion, or doing harm 
under fhow of a falft Peace. During 
thofc Intervals of Peace, fiich as they 
were, fome Fathers of the Society made 
feveial Excurfions among them, where¬ 
in they found much more Oifflculty than 
Succeis. But theft Excurfions for a fhort 
lime turning to no account, it was be¬ 
liev’d their abllinacy might be overcome 
by continually inculcating the Dodrine 
to them, or at leaft it would be Ibme 
curb to their frequent Revolts. There¬ 
fore E 'James Torres having this Year 
1617, obtain’d an allowance of 600 Pi- 
ftolcs a Year from the Viceroy of Peruy 
for .the fopport of the Society, he rc- 
iblv’d to fix two conflant Seats of the 
Society in this Valley, and accordingly 
fent four pitherswith full Power from 
the Gove^or and Bifliop, to build 
Towns j^nd Churches, and do all other 
Things^or the well governing of thole 
People as they (hould think fit. The 
Ittdiatts were willing enough to entertain 
the Fathers, not ib much for the fake of 
Religion, asbecauft their numbers being 
much diminilh’d during the late Wars, 
they now thought not themfelves Supe¬ 
rior to the Spaniards, and therefore were 
glad to have an honourable Opportuni¬ 
ty offer’d them of putting an end to the 
r. For this Reafon the principal 
Vot IV. 


Men went out to meet thb Fathers, oifw-- 
ing their affiftance towards building of 
their Houfes; and having carry’d the 
Fathers about the neighbouring Villa¬ 
ges, diligently built a Ctiappel in a con¬ 
venient Place, with Cells made of Mud 
and Straw. This Place in gratitude to 
Cardinal Ferdinand Borromaas, was dedi¬ 
cated to S. Charles Borromaas, After 
Ibrac time Chrifiepher Torres, who was* 
Superior of that Mifflon, leaving tw'o 
Fathers there, went away with a Com¬ 
panion to the further part of the Valley, 
where he fecled another Maulion, under 
the Invocation of the Welled Virgin Ma¬ 
ry, the Indians affllfing as the others had 
done. From theft two Seats they were 
in continual motion over all the Valley, 
endeavouring to propagate the Faith, 
but with very little fuctels, the Cufioms 
of thoft barbarous People being too op- 
polite to Chriftian Religion, and there¬ 
fore it will be proper in this place once 
for all to give an account of their Man¬ 
ners. It was fufpciaed that theft Calcha- 
quines were deftended from theFnpf, bc- 
cauft at the firft coming of the Spaniards 
among them, many of them had the 
Names of David and Solomon •, belides, 
the eldeft among them affirm’d, that 
their Forefathers us’d to Circumcife 
themfelves. It was alfo a Cuftom 
among them to raife Seed to their dead 
Brothersand their Garments hanging 
down to the Ground gather’d up with a 
Girdle, Ihews fomething of a Jeveifis 
Cuftom. This Conjedure is confirm’d 
by the opinion of jofeph £ AcoSia and 
other Writers, who affirm the Americans 
to be deftended fromatbe Jeves. The 
whole Nation like the Jews, is liiper- 
fticious even to Madnels. They fre¬ 
quently adore Trees adorn’d with Fea¬ 
thers, lb that what was laid formerly of 
the Synagogue may be well apply’d to 
them. Thou didfi fiaU down under every 
fiouri^ng Tree. They worfhip the Sua 
as their prime God, the Thunder and 
Lightning as next to him. They pay 
an Honour to Heaps of Stones, which 
arc the Monuments of their Anceftors, 
which is a further inftance of their Jewijh 
Extradion. They give much honour to 
Sorcerers, whom they ufc as Phyficians 
and Priefts, being inoft notable Impo- 
ftors. Th^ Men' live in Iblitary Her¬ 
mitages, converfing with the Devil, or 
at leaft pretending fo to do. It is the 
duty of chelePriefts to bring up < 
their hellilh Pradices. They pra< 
all fort of Extravagancies withtjj^ 
vices, and are as Mad and IcdSminabl 
y v V V 
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in (tbcfc their filthy Debaucheries, as 
Techo. can poflibly fee imagin’d from the worft 
of Men, inflam’d with continual Druo- 
kennefs and Rage. When they arc heat¬ 
ed with Wine, they fall upon one ano¬ 
ther in a riotons manner to revenge paft 
Injuries, battering one anothers Heads 
v^ith their Bows. In thefe Drunken 
Frays, it is an cvcrlafting Shame to Ibnn 
a* Stroke, or put it by with the Handj 
but it is reckoned the greatefl: Honour 
to receive fevcral Wounds, to Ihcd 
much Blood, and to have their Faces 
made hideous. In the heat of their Mad- 
neft, the Prieft muttering many Words, 
Confecrates the Skull of a Hind ftuck 
full of Arrows, to the Sun, praying for 
a good Harvefl: \ this done he delivers 
the Skull to another, who receiving it, 
becomes Head of the next mad Revels. 
Thus the prime Men of the Nation giv¬ 
ing the Token round, fpend their Lives 
in raving Mirth. At their Sacrifices 
they arc daub’d with the Blood of Beafts 
by the Sorcerer. But they are never fo 
mad as at their Funerals. All the Kin- 
t„ Friends repair to the dying 

nerali Man’s Houfe to drink together Day and 
Night, as long as the Diftcraper lafts. 
They encorapafs the fick Man’s Bed 
with abundance of Arrows ftuck into 
the Ground, that Death may not dare 
to approach for fear of them. As foon 
as the Party is dead, they bewail him 
with the loudeft Cryes they are able, 
place all forts of Meat and Wine about 
the dead Body, which is feated on a 
Chair, make Fires, and Burn a fort of 
Leaves inftead of Frankincenfe. To 
move Compaflioni’ both Men and Wo¬ 
men Ihcw the dead Perfons Goods to the 
Multitude ^ whilft others Dancing and 
Leaping after a diftrafled manner, clap 
Meat to the Mouth of the dead Carcaft, 
as if it were to eat it, and then fwallow 
it themfelves. Having fpent eight Days 
in thefe and fuch like Follies, they Bury 
the Body, calling into the fame Grave 
with hini, his Dogs, Arms, Horfes, and 
other Goods, befides abundance of Gar¬ 
ments offer’d by his Friends. This 
done they burn the Houfe be dy’d in, 
that Death may never return thither 
again. Having fpent a whole Year in 
Mourning, they celebrate the Anniver¬ 
sary with the fame Ceremonies. Inftead 
of Mourning Cloaths, they paint their 
Bodies Black. That nothing may be 
amifs, they make ufc of a ^Matter 
Gmis Ceremonies. They believe no 

iors> BoaW jgs a natural, but all violent 
Deaths, wBfch Error i^es them always 


full of Jcaloufies and Figliting ^ tl^e 
Devil to promote War, foretimes whe¬ 
ther truly or &lfly laying their. Deaths 
at Ibme Perlbns Doors by the Months of 
their Sorcerers. They think the Soufeb 
of their Friends after Death are convert¬ 
ed into Scars, whole Brightneft is pr^ 
portionable to the high Poll they hw in 
this World, or the brave Adions they 
perform’d. On Feftival Days they 
make themfelves Crowns of Feathers of 
feveral Colours. Their Hair, which 
reaches down to the Waft, they wrea^ 
with Ribbonds like Women. Their 
Arms are cover’d as high as the Elbow " 

with Silver or Ck>pper Plates, which is 
ufeful for [hooting with their Bows, and 
fbme Oniament to them. The chief 
Men of the Nation wear a Silver or Cop¬ 
per Ring within a Diadem or Coronet 
of feme other Matter about their Heads. 

Youths arc forbid having to do with 
Women, till they arc Emancipated or 
made free by their Sorcerers. Maidens 
wear Cloaths of fevcral Colours, which 
when they have loft their Maidenheads, 
are chang’d into one Colour only. The 
Fadtionsamong them are almoft continu¬ 
ally deftroying one another in warlike 
manner. The Women are moft power- women 
ful to reconcile the two jarring Parties, peace- 
and produce Peace, thofc moft barba- makers 
rons People ealily granting any thing 
at the requeft of thofe that Bore and Suck¬ 
led them. It was reported there were 
at this time about 30000 Natives living 
in abundance of Villages ■, but 1 find even 
thofc that went to inftruft that Nation 
differ about the Number. But this they 
all agree in, that the Ctdchiquines are as 
eafily induced to imbrace the Chriflian 
Faith, as they arc afterwards ready 
without any Caufe to renounce it. Not 
one of thofe, who bad been formerly 
Baptis’d, liv’d at this time like a Chri- 
ftian, but refided promifcnoufly amo>ag 
the Heathens, following the Cuftoms of 
their Fore-fathers. For which rcafon 
the Fathers agreed, that fdu^thc Future 
none Ihould be Baptis’d, but at the point 
of Death, or after feveral Yeass Trial. 

Infants were more eafily admuted to 
Baptifm. Becaufe the antient deprav’d 
Cuftoms of the Inditm$ were to he abo- 
lilh’d, before the Laws of Chriftianity. 
could be introduced, therefore the Fa¬ 
thers fpar’d no Labour, but without re¬ 
garding the Danger of Death, caft down 
Idols whereibever they came, exclaim’d 
againftftj^eir Funeral Rites, and hindred 
their beug performed about any Body 
that had been Baptis’d.

Skull, crying alter a mad manner, he 
proclaim’d himfclf abfolute l„ord of 
Death, Seed, and Harveft, that all things 
were fubjeft ro his Power i that he could 
dcitroy all things with his Breath, and 
create them again i that he was three 
in Perfons, and but one God. For, laid 
the Blafpheroous wretch,/ my Com- 
fanion, (that was his Man) wtw the Sflen¬ 
der of my face, and this young Woman 
froceeded from as both,'seh0m we equally love, 
making nje oj her by turns. This Moiiftcr 
of a Manaltouiih’d thofc Ignorant Peo¬ 
ple, and he the more to terrify them, 
roar’d after a hideous manner, that he 
would make a mighty Slaughter, and 

J lrcfuniiiig to rave before F. Cataldinus,- 
laking his Rattle, skipping, repeating 
his Blafph^ics againft the bleffed Tri¬ 
nity, ai^declaring, if they dorft at¬ 
tempt^y thing againft him, he would 
deftrw their Converts and their Priefts 
The/Father juftly provok’d, order’d 
thofc that were next to feize him, and 
being deliver’d to the Officers, thefham 
• God was well Whipp’d; and tho’ he 
cry’d out after a few Stripes, that he 
was no God, nor any thing diffcrcoc 
from any other vileFcIIow,that all hisOi- 
▼inity was vaniifa’d, and he had mo Pow¬ 
er in his Breath *, yet the lufty Converts 
livho had him ia Hand left not off, till 


they had given him an hundred lafhcs 
by talc, the Boys laughing and raailiug TechoT 
Iport at him. The two following days 
he was again publickly Scourg’d, that 
he might three times abjure bis being 
God three in Perfons. This Punilhmenc 
brought him to a right underftaodiog, 
for hisMan and Woman being detain’d at 
Loreto, he was banilh’d theProvince for a 
time,which being expir’d he return’d and 
became a Chriftian. This hapned about piaguc, 
the Year itfi8, at which time a raging “ 
Plague ran thro’ all the Province of Gua- 
ira, wliich abundance of the new Con- 
yei ts believing would be Icfs contagious 
if they were difpers’d, they fled in 
Shoals from the new Towns, into their 
antieut Woods, lb that the lafl of the 
three Towns ereded in that Province, 
was utterly ruin’d. 1 he Heathens to 
whom fonie of them fled endeavour’d 
to pci fuade them quite to abandon the 
Towns, and reftore themfclvcs to their 
ancient Liberty i adding threats to their 
perfwafions, and declaring there was 
nothing they lb earneftly defir'd, as to 
have one merry bout at drinking out of 
a Piicll’s Skull. Howlbcvcr, when the 
Plague abated, the Fathers with the at 
lillanccof the moft faithful of the Con¬ 
verts, began to gather up thofc that had 
furviv’d out of the Woods and Marlhcs, 

Ibme travelling one way, and fome an¬ 
other, and having brought together all 
tiie Converts, they by continual labour 
drew a great number of Infidels, which 
more than made amends for what the 
Plague had deftroy’d. The Converts, 
who were continually fcarching out the . 
wild Indians betweenithe Rivers Farana pcopte. 
and Huibaso, light upon a fort of Men 
more fierce than generally the Gudrani- 
ans arc. Many of thefe had fallned three 
or five little Stones in their Lips which 
ftuck out, and made them look hideous. 

They liv’d in Cottages not lb high as 
themfclvcs. All their Food was Dates, 
the Pith of the Palm-trees, fome little 
Venifon, and Roots. Having no Iron, 
they fupply’d that want, with Ibarp 
Stones and Bones fix’d to long Wooden 
handles. They had no name to exprefs 
Gpd, but worlhip’d the Thunder as their 
only Deity. The Fathers brought 73 of 
thefcMen at one time to inhabit theTo wn} 
but being us’d to feed upon fuch things a> 
grew naturally, and to Rve in lhady 
Woods, they all but four dy’d within a 
Year, having been firfl: Baptiz'd, 
this iHmc fome of the Planters of 
that went about to take indtmsJQsXSK\ 
to the new Towns of Cwaamneporting 
Y y y y i they 
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rvA-/i thcyrhad crofs’d a vaft Country as far as 
"Techo. the 'River Miffmnan^ and telling many

becoming the Authority of this Hiftory. 
Among other things they faid, they had 
found fome Memory among thofe Peo¬ 
ple of S. Thomas liis having Preach’d 
thrre, of which bccaufe I find Ibme ac¬ 
count from better Hands, 1 will here 
Of s.

Mjithe A' p, Jofeph Cataldinits^ and Simon M*ct- 
poftie’jbe- jjpjjjg employ’d about reducing the 
T^dieV^^ People about the River Parapana to live 
in Towns, Moracma a Powerful Man, 
' ' among thofe Indians, and fevcral other 

Heathens told them, Thsy had a Traditi¬ 
on from their Ancefiors, That S. Thomas 
(rphomthey callZomt Brafili, ostheGoz- 
ranians do in their Language) formerly 
travcCd through Guairania, and Prophecy’d 
to thofe Country People, that it would come 
topafs in proctfsofTime, that aK their Na¬ 
tion f}onld be reduced to two Towns, by Men 
carrying Crojfes in their Hands', which 
they wid was fulfill’d, by building the 
Towns of Jjorete and 5. Ignatius. Seven 
Years after, the lame F. Cataldinus 
preaching the Golpel to the f irt^oenfians, 
and after him other Fathers in feveral 
Parts of Guaira, found the fame Memo¬ 
ry and Prophecy of S. Thomas ftill pre- 
ferv’d ', which is confirm’d by part of a 
I.etter written by f. Emanuel Nebrega, 
Vifitor of Brafil, in the Year 1552, whole 
Words are thefe. The Natives, (lays 
.l/fcountl I'O Erafilians, have fome 

af him in knowledge of S- Thomas, whom they call 
Brefl, Zume, and have it (deUver'd down to them 
by their Ancefiors, that he travePd this way, 
and affirm his Footfteps are ffiill to he feen 
near a certain Fiver, which that I might be 
more certain of, I went my felf, and with 
my own Eyes, beheld the Imprejfion of four 
Feet and the Tots made pretty deep, which 
a,e fometimes covered by the jwelling Water. 
They -report thofe Imprefions were made at 
S. Thomas fled from his Perfecutors, who 
would have kilPd him, and that the River 
divided it ftlf, through the midfi of which 
he pafs^d without wetting hit Feet, and went 
away to India. They dfo recount, that the 
Arrows Jhot at him, return’d back upon thofe 
that jhot them ', thm the Woods through 
which he pafs’d modi ws^ for him j and he 
promis’d he would fome time return to vifi 
thofe Countries. Thus far Nobrega. Nor 
hjwhHt Orlandinus relates in his Hiftory 
SfpK Society unlike this. TheiV is a

This Path continues much tp fame all 
the Year about, Che Grafs gibwing on it 
but low, and quite difierent from the 
adjoyning Fields, which are ^ery fuB of 
Grafs, and looks like a Way^adc.ijy Artj ^ 
which the Fathers teaci^ug in Guaira , 
affirm. They have often feen, but never 
without Afionijhment. Befides, near 
the Metropolis of Paraguay, there is a 
lharp Rock having a fmall fiat fpace at 
the top, on which there are Hill the * ■'* 
prints of Mens Feet in the Stone, and 
the Natives alfirm, That from thence the 
Apojlle S. Thomas us’d to preach the Law 
of God, to the Mtltitude referting to hint 
from all Parts ; adding, That he taught 
them to plant the Mandioca, of which they 
make their fort of wooden Meal. Lawrence 
Grado, Bifljop of Praagsixy and after¬ 
wards of Cufeo, as alfo Francis Alfaro of 
the King’s Councel, affirm, They found In Vem, 
Footfteps of the fame Apoftle in the Province 
of Miiqna. The Peruvians fliew a fcani- 
Jefs Garment of an iiulmawn StufiJ tbund 
among the Aflics of a burnifig Mountain, 
a pair of Shoocs of a moll fragrantSmell. 

As James Alvarex. de Pax., affirms. Prints 
of Feet upon Stone with exotick Char oilers, 
and a Path through the Reeds on the Marfts 
of Titiaca, are ftiU plain to be difeern’d. 

And Men of Authority arefof opinion ail 
thefe Things belong to S. Thomas the 
Apoftle, becanfe of the memory there 
is of him among tht Indians, who call 
him Tume. Torribius Archbilbop of La¬ 
ma, renowned for San€kity of Life, 
caus’d that Rock on which the prints of 
a Mans Feet arc, to be enclos’d within 
a Chappcl -, and before the coming of 
the Spaniards, CollaTupa Tutor to Guar- 
car Inga 'm his Youth, caus'd that Rock to 
be worlhip’d. In the Province of the 
Cachenfians, there are Rocks ftill to be 
feen fcorch’d with Fire, and ic is a re¬ 
ceiv’d Tradition, that they were former¬ 
ly burnt with Fire from Heaven, lent 
down to punifli the Peoples attempting 
to kill a certain Man that taught the Law 
of God; which Mao theanother 
People of Peru, held in fuch Ven oration, 
that they call’d him the Son of tl^e uni- 
verfal Creator.

Till this 
Year i 5 ip. the aforeme/tion’d F. .A/ei- 
chier Vandas and Mathew afepharms, with' 
great Danger and Tronble'^il’d over to 
thelfland Guatana, bein^ 

inform’d of their con^rg, hah built a 
Chappcl after the manner of thofe of 
0 jilee, and gather’d as many of his Peo¬ 
ple as he could, that they might be bap¬ 
tiz’d and receiv’d into the number of the 
Faithful. Thence they pals’d over to the 
Continent and other Iflands, where they 
found abundance very ddirous of learn¬ 
ing the Chriftian Dodlrin 5 yet baptiz’d 
only z I z, bccaofe they could not be long¬ 
er abfent from their own Province. 

Let us return from the South Sea to¬ 
wards the Atlamick and Brafil. The , 

River Vrvaica of the firft Magnitude, 
rifing out of a fmall Spring in the Moun¬ 
tains of Brafi, carries but a fmall Stream 
for a long way and without any confidc- 
rable name, till having fwallow’d up 
many Screams and confiderable Rivers 
on both lides, and by that means increas’d 
its [tore, it becomes equal to, if not 
greater than the Varaguoy, and falls into 
the River of Hate, a little above the 
Port of Bitenas jtyres, where lofing its 
Name and Channel, as it were for a Pu- 
niihmenc of its Prefumption, it is hurry’d 
away into the Sea. For when it has once 
left Brax.il running direflly up the In¬ 
land, it gives a turn and runs continu¬ 
ally i>aral]cl to the River Parana, not 
much inferior to it for greatncls. Great 
Stones and Rocks lying in it at certain 
diilances, make it incapable of Ships of 
burden; but when it has receiv’d the 
Winter floods from the Rains and other 
Rivers, fwelling over its Shoals, vaft 
Rocks and both Banks, unleft where con¬ 
fined by mighty topping Shores,it ipreads 
its Waters like a Sea. It runs two hun¬ 
dred Leagues from its Source with a 
mighty Noife, being ftreightned by eon- 
tinual Ridges of Rocks and Woods, 
till having with much ftnig^jngrid it felf 
of thofetroublelbroeObftacivi, it glides 
more gently along the Plai^^. -The 
Woods, which abound in Monkt^ys, Tjh 
gers, Parrots and other forts ot ^ Crea¬ 
ture^ differ but little from thofe of F4- 
rsuta. Formerly nothing was to be uea 
in the Fields, but Oftricnes, Lions and 
feveral forts of Goats and Oter; at pre- 
fent all that vaft extent of Land on both 
lides the River is Failure, cover’d by an 
infinite number of Cows and Horfes ; as 
ifthefe' fteafts had fucceededin the place 
of Men, who formerly in great multi¬ 
tudes

now very thi4 coofidering the largenefs 
,of tb? Coantrl. The Province Vrvaicat 
'fo call’d iron the River of that Name, 
4i(aches as faJ^ length as the River. On 
the Eaft-^it and the Atlmtick 

Ocean, on the weft T*r*nA^ on the 
North Gtuiira^ and on the South the River 
of TlMt\ and is divided into feveral 
Provinces diftinguifli’d by as many bar¬ 
barous Languages. Among them all the 
CMranions far excel the left, both in 
number and aptnefs to be civiliz’d and 
become Chriftians. The firft European 
firt’ JDif- 1 can find that attempted to difeover this 
tovr ers Province, was Ramon or Rdmmd., fent 
oitmiii, thither by Covot the Difcoverer of South 
America for the Emperor Charles V. in 
the Year 1525. He failing up the River 
in a Frigat, was {lain in Battle by the 
Cbarvas a moft fierce People, with ma¬ 
ny of his Companions. Afterwards in 
the Year 1557, an hundred and twenty 
Sfaniards were fent by the Governor 
Martin Irda, to build a Town near the 
Mouth of the River Vrvaica. But the 
very firft Year of their fetling there, the 
Natives tir’d them out with fuch conti¬ 
nual Attacks, that they were forced to 
abandon the Colony. As they were 
iailing back to Paraguay^ a moft difmal 
accident befel them^ tor many of them 
being gone alhore at Noon to dine, the 
high i^nk on which they fate, on a fud- 
den opening and finking under them , 
drew thofePerfons that were dining, al¬ 
ter it into the River, making fo great a 
Commotion in the Water, that one of 
the Ships being overfet, ftock its Maft 
in the Bottom of the River, not one 
of thofe that went out to dine efcaping. 
But the Ship recovering, brought up a 
Woman alive after (he had been many 
Fathom under Water. • About the Year 
1610, the Governor Ferdinand Arias 
m^de his way with ibme Spanijh Troops 
to the Province of Vrvaica^ but hearing 
of the great Multitudes of Natives there 
were in thMeParts, retir’d inglorioufly 
without ^ng any thing ^ for the Bar¬ 
barians ||M fecur’d themftlves by fpread- 
ing the^error of their Name far and 
near^nlbmuch that the Spaniards^ as co¬ 
vetous as they were to make themfelves 
lOafters of thofe vaft Countries, fo fa¬ 
mous for the fruitfulnefs of the Soil, 
plenty of Paftnre, and conveniency of 
their Rivers j yet defjair’d of ever fub- 
duing the VruoUms by force of Arms.

Rock GenzAlez.. Whilft be and F. James rvA-O 
Berea were teaching the |.aw of c)od Techo. 
upon the River Parana^ fomc of the Ur- 
vateans, attraded by the lame of the 
new Religion, came feveral times to tiie 
new Town of Jtapua, under pretence of 
Trade, and were there courtcoufly en¬ 
tertain’d by. the Fathers, hoping the Wanner 
Chriftian Faith might be propagated in v 'P*™' 
their Country. The fmall number 0/ chr^la- 
Preachers obftrnfted it for a long while, nity. 
till the Provincial Peter Onate being re¬ 
inforced, appointed F. Roch Gonzaltz, for 
this great Work. He fet out attended 
by a fmall number of Converts, and hav¬ 
ing travel’d through difmal Places as far 
as the Brook Aracata., which runs into 
the River Vrvdca, found tlicrc a great 
number of Indiam^ who had notice ol 
his coming by their Spies, and were 
there naked, but arm’d with Clubs and 
Bows, haughtily commanding him to 
proceed no farther, becaufe it would cer¬ 
tainly colt him hh life. His Compani¬ 
ons terrify’d by their Threats left him, 
but he lay in a Wood all Night with on¬ 
ly two Boys that ferv’datMafs, and the 
next Morning QiMracipumtius a Cacique 
of note came to him, promifing his Pro- 
tedion againft his Country People. By 
bis follicitation leveral Caciques met, and 
refolv’d to hear the Father, who having 
declar’d to them the caufe of his coming, 
fo far prevail’d, that Niena the molt 
powerful of all the Cadquesy invited him 
to his Village. The River Vrvdca was 
two Leagues from this Village, whither 
he went with and gathering a 

multitude of Indians^ let up a Croft of 
a miphty bignefs oiiothe Bank of it, 
teaching thoft People to pay a devout 
Veneration to it, for having expounded 
the myftcry of the Redemption, and 
therei^n kifs’d the Croft, all the Hea¬ 
thens kU down and worfhip’d it. There 
is a place a League diftant from the Ri¬ 
ver Vrvmoy call’d Ibitiraqua, where fc- 
veral of the Caciques aflcmbling upon the 
Day of the Conception of the Virgin 
Mary, F. Cemudex. mark’d out the Grou nd 
for a Town, to which he gave the Name 
of the Conception^ and abundance of In¬ 
dians from all parts reforted to Inhabit 
it, fo that it afterwards became the Me¬ 
tropolis of the Province of Vrvaica. 

Some Indians beyond and others up the.

He by the Provincial’s Order, fet wx 
withalFewConverts to difeover

vnuainted with their Conntry, they pnr- 
iti’d with a Refolution to murder him, 
bnt he let them pafs by in a dark Night, 
and return’d to the Town of the Comef- 
tio?i without daring to proceed further. 
Being difappointed of this Deiign, he 
apply’d himfelf to build another Town, 
jvh cli, that it might be done with Icfs 
danger of bis life, .he caus’d the Con¬ 
verts to appoint a* general Hunting, as 
they call it, to which the dwel¬ 

ling in all the neigbouting Plains were 
General jnvited. The manner of thofe general 
Hunting, 15 -pjje indtM Hunters 

befet a large Field,-encompalfing it with 
their Multitude ^ then upon a Signal gi¬ 
ven, they contrad, drawing equally in¬ 
to a left Circumference towards the 
center, whither all the Oftriches, and 
wild Beafts retire for fear of the Men j 
having (hut them up into a very narrow 
com pafs, they give a Ihout for joy, and 
fall to flaughtering the Game, which 
they drefs and fcatt together: The In¬ 
dians us’d to refbrt to this Ij^ort from 
lar and near. F. Conzjdez. under pre¬ 
tence of feeing this Sport, hop’d to gain 
an opportunity of finding a fit place to 
build a Town, and become acquainted 
with the Heathens. Both thele things 
he perform’d, yet could not for the pre- 
fent, attempt the eredfing of the Town. 
Belides, at his return from the bunt¬ 
ing, he found the Plague in his new 
Town of the Conception^ which made 
the Converts difperfe, and found him 
and his Companions work enough to 
follow them intoche Woods and Plains, 
that they might not die without help. 
After the Plague follow'd Famine, which 
was fo lharp, that what had eicaped 
before, fled to remote places, eating 
any filthy Food they met with. The 
Sorcerers gave out, this was a Punilh- 
ment for embracing the Chriftian Faith *, 
and the Paranenfians were not wanting 
10 blew the Coals, but itill the Patience 
and Rclblntion of the Fathers prevail’d, 
and they brought back the IntUans^ and 
reftored the Town. 

Ill the Year i 52 o, the Provinces of 
paragHsy and the River of Plate, which 
till then had been fubjed to one Gover-

a confiderable quantity Merdianth 
Goods; whereof Inform^ion ^ing 
ven at Court, the Kh% fent

ter. The Town of Bi^ikajtyres £e^ 
vour’d the Governoji^^, aim'tontriv’d 
to expeU their Judge, who, at the fame 
time, happened to ofiend the Fathers at 
that Port; whereupon feme Crafty 
Friends of the“Governonr, advifed the 
Redor to appoint a Judge Confervator 
to ailert bis and the Society's Right: 

The Redor who was a plain, harmlefs 
Man, took their Advice, and appointed 
a Judge over the King’s Judge ; This ! 
Perlbn fo appointed being let on by the ■ 
Govemonr’s Emiflaries, Mve Sentence 
againft the King’s Judge for the wrong 
done to the Society, and feat him back 
by force into Spain: The King’s Coun¬ 
cil in Spain complain’d of this Affront 
to the General of the Jeliiits, who, be- 
fidcs other religious Punifhments inflid- 
cd in private, declar'd the Redor for 
ever incapable of the fourth Vow of the " 
Order, and of any Dignity or Prefer¬ 
ment in it. The King on the other / 
fide, fent one of the Counfcl of Peru to . 
punifli the Abettors of that Inlblence, 
who is faid to have fin’d them in Soooo 
Piffoles: Diiirord at this time, like a 
Plague, ran through the whole Province, 
and particularly the Towns of SmiRm Fe 
and the AffumpHon. About the lame 
time a Spaniard being abroad in the 
Field, was fet upon by a Tyger, which 
had broke tlirough a Wring of Indians, 
and with much difficulty efcaped alive, 
but much torn; which Accident was 
very remarkable, becaufe it is the na¬ 
ture of Tygers ever to alfaultthe mean- 
elt Crrature firft; Thus, if it meets a 
Man on Horfe-back with a Dog, it firft 
falls upon the Dog, then the Horie, and 
laft or all the Man; nay, it goes for¬ 
th^, and makes choice of Men, fo that 
if it meet an Indian, a Black, and an Eh- 
repean together, the Jndi^ is firft at¬ 
tack’d, then the Black, and the Eh- 

ropean : Even among Spsatiards ^ makes a 
diftindion, and picks out thol&^rft that 
have moft mixture of IneUsm -plood.

The Plague continued to rage in the 
Town of Province of Far ana, in the Year \6%x, 
ciSi. Fathers fupplyed the places of 

thofe chat dyed in their Town, with 
new Converts brought out of the 
Woods, and were ib fuccersful as to 
build a new Town. The Jniant are 
fifteen Leagues diftant from the Jta- 
pstans up the River, and had been ear- 
neftly folicited by y.GonzMez. tor iTome 
Iftars, CO joyn with the Jtapuans, but 
either the haCural fierccneis, or the na- 
tu^ Ipve of their Country, bed ftill 
jgiim them refuft i .yet, ac thi* time, 
thef'became ib well inclin’d to Chri^- 
anitySbi^f their own accord, they 


ask’d for Fathers to be ftnt among 
them. F. James Beroa an^ F. fiter Ro^ 
mere went and found all flings to cheit 
mind ib that vei y fevii oppolmg 
they appiy’d themfclves \p ,-build the 
new Town, upon the BapJ^t the Rk 
vtv Inian, which falls/;.^to me 
giving it the Name of Corpus Chrifti, un¬ 
der which it flourifhes to this Day. 
Not far from it are the Rivers Tibiapo, 
Pirapo, rad Cadpibais, whence manyJn- 
habitants have been drawn to the new 
Town, and in the Year 1670, there 
were computed 5000 Souls to have 
been baptiz’d there: About the fame 
time this new Town was built, a nunr- 
ber of wild Indians, of the Province 
of Jbitaranbeta in Brazil, came to the 
Woods of the Town of Loreto in Guaira, 
to fetch Wood to make their Arrows j 
ibme few of which Nation had been a- 
mong the Converts at Loreto, and cold 
them that their Country fwarm’d in 
Men. F. Cataldinus laid hold of this 
Opportunity, in hopes of converting 
thoft People -, and having, by means c« 
the Converts, entertain’d many of them 
lovingly in his Town, defir’d they would 
take him along with them, to teach 
them the Chrilllan Religion. Namba- 
htuus their Cacique, faid he was willing 
enough to do it, but that he fear’d it 
might coft them both their lives. The 
Father being willing to expoft himftlf 
to the danger, went along with him, 
and they travel’d a Month up the Ri¬ 
ver Tibafcia y but as foon as they came 
near the Borders of Jbitirambeta, the 
Cacique Nambahaius itole away before 
his People knew of his bringing the 
Father: He thinking it a raibneis to go 
on, ftnt two Youths to invite the Ca¬ 
ciques of Jbitirambeta to come to him, 
but they with threats prevail’d with one 
of thoft Youths to marry among them, 
tho’ he was marry’d before, and re¬ 
nounce Chriftianity y the other, rathflr 
than comply, fuf^’d himftlf to be cut 
in pieces and eaten by thm. WbiUb 
theft things were doing, F.TyMcisFaf- 
quez., who had been ftnt Proi^ator in¬ 
to Europe, arriv’d at the Port iff Buenos 
Ayres, with a fopnly of 21 Fibers. 
There F. John Fas had taught iiiftten 
Converts Mulick, which play’d and 
lb well, that they gave extraordinary 
iatisfadion. Theft new Fathers brought 
over the Catholick Kings, and F(^ 
Gregory the lyth’s Letters Patents^ for 
creSing Univetfities in the Province, 
and accordingly, theCity Ccv«f0v«in the 
Province of Tucuman, and that of San¬ 
tiago 
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•JtiagoQx S. James, in the Kingdom of 
Chili hadthat Honour confcrr’d on 
them. Thpc were now in this Pro- 
^vince pf ut Society, eleven Colleges, 
two Rdijwnces, one Noviccibip, and 
* thirtecp^l^] Houfes among the I»di~ 
ans, and in 1P4 Fathers. 

Nicholas Darandus, the new Provincial 
of ihtejefmts, in the Year 1623, erefted 
a College of the Society at Salta, a fmall 
Spaniflj Town, built in the Year 1582, 
not far from the Borders of Peru, and at 
the very entrance of the Valley of Cal- 
chatjuiua, to curb that barbarous Nation, 
by Ferdinand of Lerma, Governour of 
the Province of Tucuman. The Town 
furnilh’d all Ncceilarics for building the 
Houfe and Church •, and the Provincial 
perceiving the Fathers, who had been 
lent into the Valley fix Years before, 
and felled there, did reap no Fruit wor¬ 
thy of their Labours, call’d them away, 
thinking it enough for the prefent, if 
they made fomc Excurfions at times from 
the Town of The News being 

brought into thole Southern Parts, that 
S. Ignatius Loiola, and S. Francis Xaveri- 
us had been Canoniz’d the Year before, 
there was extraordinary rejoycing in 
raoft coftly manner, not only in the Spa- 
Hijh Cities, buteven in the Indian Towns. 
The plcafanteft Sight, for its novelty, 
was in the Town of the Ajfumption, where 
^ pkafjnt jj jjyjjibcr of Vrvaican Boys lately made 
■ ' Chriftijiis, and brought thither by F. 

Koch. Conzjdez., were dividcu into two 
Troops, the one in the Indian, the 0- 
thcr in the Chriftian Habit, and repre- 
fented a Battle, dancing very dexteroufly 
to the Mufick: The Indians diftinguilh- 
ablc by the variety of their Feathers, 
were arm’d with Clubs and Bows, the 
Chridians with long CrolTcs. It was 
diverting to fee them fometimes all 
mix’d, and then prelently parted •, ibme- 
times fiercely attacking one another; 
fblnetimes falling into two Ranks, and 
then mixing again, as if they would dc- 
ftroy one aether: After they l(ad thus 
fought aJlbnCderablc time, tlw> Chri- 
ilians gar the day, and the Muifick fol- 
lowiu^o another Tune, they led the 
IndiaJs is their Prifbners, and prefent- 
ed tnem to their Bifliop, and Gover- 
t, to exprefs they became Subjects 
the Church, and Catholick King. At 
this solemnity QuaracipucMim a Cacique, 
and 23 more, Vrvaicans, brought to the 
Feaft by F. Gonzalez, were baptiz’d.

into Soiun, and took from them their 
Schools in the Town of jchc A/fumftion, 1 tcho. 
but it was not long before he was re- 
duced to reftore them, and be recon¬ 
cil’d. The Governour of the River of 
Plate had defir’d of the lafl; Provincial, 
to fend F. Peter Romero, who was skil¬ 
ful in managing the Indians, up the Ri¬ 
ver VrvMco, to try whether the Tarofi- The 
ans might be brought under, and a new 
Town built at the Mouth of the .^id 
River. Tho’ the Mouth of the River 
Vrvaica be not far from Buenos Ayres, 
yet no body had dar’d to venture up it, 
the numerous Indians on both fides, all 
of them fierce People, and fpeaking fc- 
vcral Languages, having refus'd all Com- * 
mcrtc with Strangers. Among them all, 
the Tarojians and Charuans were moft 
obftiiiate in adhering to their Ancient 
Cufloms ; living difpers’d, utter Stran¬ 
gers to Husbandry, and any Form of 
Government; and fo very barbarous, 
that they cut off a Joint of a Finger at 
the death of every one of their Kin¬ 
dred, lb that there arc feveral of them 
who have nothing left but the bare Palm 
of their Hand. Before the coming of 
the Spaniards, they liv’d upon Oftriches, 
other Fowl, Venilbn and Fifii; At pre- 
fent, they ride about the Plains, there 
being vaft Herds of Oxen and Horfes: 

They feed, for the moft part, on Beef 
half raw, generally ufe Slings, and are 
lb expert at them, that they often hit 
Birds flying, and knock down the largeft 
Bealh. F. Romero ventur’d among them 
attended only by one Spaniard and a few 
Indians that row’d: Wherelbcver they 
went, they met fiercq Men, with their 
Bodies anointed, their Hair hanging be¬ 
low their Shoulders, their l imbs deform¬ 
ed with much pricking of them, and 
formidable for their hideous Voices. 

Thefe being exhorted to embrace Re¬ 
ligion and Qvility, pofitively refus’d ad¬ 
mitting any alteration of their Ancient 
Manners. Neverthelefs the Father pro¬ 
ceeded till he came to the firft Villages 
of the GHaranians, an hundred Leagues 
diftant from the Mouth of the River 
VrvMca, and was very defiroosto make 
his way through, to that piit of the 
Province Vrvmca, where F. Gonzalez, 
four Years before, had founded the Town 
of the Conception ; but the Indians would 
not permit, threatning immediate Ocactf, 
if he did not turn back. * Thereforo 
finding none of all thoft People ripe for 
the Gdlpel, he return’d to the Portbt-.

They, in appearance, fubmitting to the 
Conditions, receiv’d fome Gifts from 
the Provincial j yffc very little Credit 
was given to their Promifes, bccaufe 
many Years Experience had fhewn, 
that they would not flay long in a 
Caftoms place, their Inclinations to War being 
ol theirs. that they change their Habitati¬ 

on every Year almoll, to find out new 
Enemies. When they return from War, 
they biing home to their Wives, in tri¬ 
umphant manner, the Sculls of their E- 
nemies flain •, which Sculls the Women 
on their Feftival Days, bring out in 
grc.it Pomp, with the commendation of 
the People, as it were to infult over 
their Enemies. Nay, they arc Ibmc- 
times fb mad, as to contend with the 
Fi^Nments. When a Storm ariies, and

The whole Province 
of Gaalra is divided into two Parts, the 
Woody, and the Champain. The woody 
had been under the diredfiou of the Fa¬ 
thers for fcvcral Years.* Pot as yet they 
could never get into the Champain, bc- 
caui'c of the Inhumanity of the People, 
who cruelly devour Strangers, and re- 
folutely defend thcmfelvcs againli any 
Foreign Invalion. Ibitirambeta is a woo¬ 
dy Mountain, which feparates thefc two 
Parcs of Guaiia, fo call’d by the Natives, 
becaufeata dillaiice it looks likea Man’s 
Head, with a i\.ock flicking out of the 
Chin, inftead of a Beard. About this 
Mountain vve;c abundance of Villages of 
Heathens, vviiich being brought toge¬ 
ther uouhl make a ;>opt!lous rown,and 
be a good Step tovvaids il;c Champain 
Comiiry. A Year before this, as was 
mention'd the luhabiianls of this 

Mountriii, err;' llew the Youth lent 
to them by f'. CnaU^.jitSy and liad roaft- 
ed and cattii Icvcral of the People of 
the woody Country at their Feafts ^ for 
they reckon Man’s Flelh their greatefl: 
Dainty. When the Fathers, after paf- 
ling the Rocks and Precipices of the 
River Tibaxiva^ came near to their Bor¬ 
ders, the Converts attending : !icm, be¬ 
gan to be feb.’d with Fear, and chiefly 
bccaufc Taimuus , a Man famous for 
Cruelty among the Jtihirambetansy had 
met ihcni a little before, and allur’d 
F. Ruiz, that if he durit proceed he would 
meet with many Enemies. Yet fome 
ofler’d to hazard thcmfelvcs in carrying 
a Meflage to thofe People. But the Fa¬ 
thers Rmz. and Catddinus leaving F. James 
Salaz.ar to look to the Boats, with Or- 
dors if they were Kill’d to fly down the 
River, went on themfelves with a few 
Indian Coavyts by Land. Having wan- 
dicd a long^hilc without knowing the 
way thrcj^h the Woods, they at lafl: 
met wi^a Man more like a painted De¬ 
vil th.;;^ an Indian^ who affing the Part 
of a»l'Angel, undertook to introduce 
t^Fathers into his Village, provided 
loaj would lee him go before, to dif> 
pofe them to receive their Goefls fa¬ 
vourably \ aifuring them it would be 
very dangerous to go without he made 
way for them. The Fathers thioking 
it &fer to ftand the Brunt of coming up¬ 
on thofe People fuddenly, th^ to give 
them time to confult together, follow’d 


the Indian Guide dole at the Heels, ^nd 
that fame Day boldly enter’d the firft Techo. 
Village of the Itibirambctans^ the People 
whereof, tho’ they fbi bore afting any 
Cruelty, yet Ihcwing their miflrufl de¬ 
clar’d they would not allow the Fathers 
to flay among them, left after them 
fliould follow the Rovers that went a- 
bout to carry the Indiant into Captivity. 

As they were in this Condition, thcG*- 
cique of another Village promifing T. 

Ruiz, his Protection, gave Ibmc Hopes 
of Succels. Having therefore call’d 
aw’ay F. Salazar,., from the River, they 
mark’d out the Ground for a Town, fell 
to build a Church, and abundance of 
People flocking thither from the Neigh¬ 
bourhood, order’d a Form of Govern¬ 
ment. As they were thus Employ’d, 

News was brought, that fevcral Fadi- 
oiis had confpir’d together, and parti¬ 
cularly thofe that the Year before llcw 
the Youth fent by the Fathers, all una- 
nimoully agreeing, that the Strangers 
were to be made away, left they fliould 
bring fome Mifchicf upon the Province \ 
and that they would Tafte whether the 
Flelh of Priefts differ’d in Taftr from 
that of other Men. The Enemy being 
within lefs than a Mile of the Town, f. 

Ruix. came to F. Catddimts^ then bufie 
about building the Church, to acquaint 
him with the Danger, who anfwer’d. 

As the Will of Heaven is, filet it be, and 
went on with his Work. The Enemy 
being told of this Refolution of the Fa¬ 
thers, went off without attempting any 
thing, fearing fome great Misfortune 
might befall them, feeing thofe Strangers 
make lb fraall accoiint*of Death. This 
Storm being blown over, there cnfn’d 
fuch a Calm, that they had leafure to 
build the Town in Peace, and Dedicate 
it to S. Francis Xaverius. Not only the 
neighbouring People, but even thofe 
that before had been Enemies, and others 
from remoter Parcs reforting to Inha¬ 
bit this Town, it came to contain 1500 
Families. Here F. Cataldinus was left 


alone, and fb continu'd a Year among 
thofe barbarous People.

Caro or Cuio or Chkuito, we will here add a fur- 
Chiimta. tlicr Relation our Author gives out of 
a Letter of F. Dominick Gonzalez^ Refior 
of the College of MendozA^ the Capital 
of that Province, who labour’d much for 
the Converfion of thoft People, and 
writing to the Provincial, fpeaks thus 
of them. Tbe Indians ffayshe^ among 
whom / have been^ inviting one another 
jYom fcveral Vittagts^ have oftenfolemn Re- 
vclHngs. 1 faxp the Places of their mad 
drunken Meetings^ which the Lord of the 
I^iffage and Mafier of the Feajts enclofes 
with StraWy making them round with Gaps 
at certain dijlancesy and in btgnefs properti- 
dnable to the number of the Guejls. There 
all the Men pafs three or four Days in Dan¬ 
cing and Singingy without Sleeping. The 
Women are not to come within thefe Inclo- 
furesy only when they bring their Husbands 
WinCy which they do with their Eyes Jhuty and 
their Face turn'd away, if through any neg- 
lecl they look upon the Men when they are 
Revelling in that Ringy the Punijhment is 
Death y which Law is fo rigorousy that nei¬ 
ther the Husband forgives his Wifcy nor the 
Father his Daughter. The reafon th^ give 
far this fuperftitious Crueltyy is that they 
have found ly Experiencty as thn pretestdy 
that fame of the Revellers dyeprefefltlyy^ and 
fometimes are openly kill'd by the Devity if 
they are fetn by Women in that Enclsfure.

Let us look back a little into the Pro- TheXo^., 
vince of Paranay where fome attempts of the 
had been made to introduce Chriftianity tivity built 
among thoft People, Inhabiting on the 
Banks of the upper pai t of the River, 
yet at length fome of the Caciques had 
been To far oblig’d by frequent Courte- 
lics, that it was believ’d there might 
a probability of building a Town. P. 

James Boroa and Claudius Ruiz undertook 
this Work in the Year 1634. fetting for¬ 
wards in Marchy with a Company of ft- 
left Converts. The Mouth of the River 
Acarai is 30 Leagues from the Town of 
Corpus Chriftiy whence they ftt out. A- 
bout that River dwelt ftveral Cadquesy 
one of whom of his own accord, allign’cl 
a Place in his Liberu to build the Town. 
TheReport whereof being fpread abroad, 
drew many Caciques thither to confer, 
who departed lb as was b'cliev’d they had 
been gain’d over to the Faith. The Fa¬ 
thers therefore built a fort of Chappel 
for preftnc uft, and give the new Town 
the Name of the Nativity of the Kttgiu 
Maryy taking all poflible care to attrad 
all the neighbouring Peoi^ to come to 
Inhabit there. F. Qaudiiumiz was left 
there alone, and endur’d ^y muc^ 
there being ftarce a Man in aie Town 
but what lick, as fooo as they reco¬ 
ver’d be drew over the Inhabitants of 
two Villages. But his main Deligihwas 
upon ^aracifucatius an Apoftate, who 
bearing the Father was coming to him, 
alftmbled the neighbouring Cadquosto 
Murder him; but the Fauer wrought 
lb powerfully upon him by his Words, 
that be. furoiih’a him Provilions, and 
fome tioto after joyn ’4 the other Con¬ 
verts. At this time and others the Fa¬ 
thers 
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tbejfwought feverai Adlans to his Town, 
u(t they out of the} natural Lazinefs 
’^glefting to build j^ir Houfes, were 
g^frightned by a^fryger that us’d to 
•rome into the Town at Nights, that they 
ftll to Work in their own Defence, and 
with wonderful Celerity built fubflran- 
tial Habitations to defend them from 
Danger. Soon after the Tyger was tak¬ 
en in a Gin. This Place was long fub- 
jeS to be fo infefted by Tygers, and had 
another Plague, which was a multitude 
of Gnats breeding in that low hot 
Ground, that Day and Night were a 
continual Torment to the Inhabitants, 
yet the Town profper’d and continues 
to this Day. Jagnafinus a Cacique of 
this Province of Varaguay was a great 
hindrance to the progrefs of Chriftiani- 
ty, and perfuaded the Heathens of Vr~ 
vaicay to build a larger Town near to 
that of the Cor/ceptioHy to the end they 
might with united Forces make War on 
the Chi i flians, and obftrudt their Increafe. 
The Converts of Parana having notice of 
his Dcfign, drew together and fell upon 
his Town, where they took him, and 
font him intoBanilhment; which prov’d 
a double Advantage to the Towns of 
Parana and Vrvaica ■, for Jaguapinus be¬ 
came a Chi iltiaii with all his Followers, 
and afterwards many more Towns were 
built. Yet amidfl all this Profperity, 
no little Trouble was rais’d by one John 
Quaracius a wicked Sorcerer, famous for 
many Villanies, who being burn in the 
Province of Cuairac^mz into that of Far 
ranay fufrering himfelf to be Baptiz’d, 
that he might being the Icfs fufpeded do 
niofl: Harm. He travelling into feverai 
Countries, fpread every where his dam¬ 
nable Supcrltitions, endeavouring todif- 
fwade all be could from embracing 
Chrillianity. In the Town of the jif- 
fumptioHy being Convided of heinous 
Crimes, he was Condemn’d tobcHang’d, 
but fav’d by fome indifcrect Perfbns, and 
Banilh’d to the Town of Santa Fe. 
Making his cfcape from thence up the 
River Par may he privately got into the 
Town of' the Itatinenjiansy fubjed to 
the Francifean Fathers. Being a crafty 
Fellow he perfwaded the People to con¬ 
ceal him, and by inlinuating Difeourfes 
prevail’d with thofe credulous Indiansy 
to repair to him in great numbers at 
Night. The Dodrinc this Nighi-Dodor 
taught, was this. ‘ That they (hould 
* take heed of the Chriftians and their 
‘ Priefts, who were devoted to the Ruin 
‘ of the Indians. That they perfuaded 
‘ the Converts to ConfelHoir, that they 
Vol. IV. 


* might make an ill ufe of the knowlege 

* of their Sins. That the Salt they ule 

* in Baptifm, was a fure I^ifbn fooncr 
‘ or later toinfed the Bodies of Infants 
‘ or Men. That the holy Oyls ftrv’d 
‘ only to caufe Deformity. That the 
‘ Chriftian Priefts forbid the having of 
‘ many Wives malicioofly, left thc/«- 
‘ dians multiplying too fall, Ibouid be 
‘ too hard for the Spaniards. That 
‘ therefore he by the Power Jie hndJb i 
‘ him, commanded them .i!i rot io be 
‘ facisfy’d with one Wife for the future, 

‘ but to keep as maiiy as they could get. 
Live ((aid be) a^d Drinh after year an^ 
tient Mannery making Merry trith -Dancing 
and Drunkennefs, celebrating the Memory 
of our Anceftors. Give no Honour to the 
Images of SaintSy but lock upon me as your 
only Deity. Ij you do otherwifcy I will deli¬ 
ver you up to be fwallow'd by the Parana, 
transformed into Frogs and Toads. To 
thefe blafphcnions Dodrincs, he added 
a lend Example. For bcfidcs keeping 
feven Concubines conftantly to fatisCc 
his Lull, he would have to do with any 
others at Plcafurc. Having thus done 
much harm by Words and Example, in 
a fliort time he fb perverted the Itatinen- 
fiansy that they look’d not like the fame 
People. For inftead of Refpeding they 
Revil’d the Priefts. Inftead of fre¬ 
quenting the Sacraments, they were fal¬ 
len to their former Vices fo openly, that 
a Revolt of the whole Towm was fear'd. 
F. John Camarra a Francifeany w'cll skill’d 
in the Indian Language, and in the way 
of managing thofe People, was then 
Chief there, who inquiring into the caulb 
of this fodden change, was a long time 
before he could make any Difeovery, 
till at laft a Boy made Ibrac Difeovery. 
For having a particular kindnels for him, 
and asking him, Whether he lov^d him ? 
The Boy anfwer’d, Indeed I love you Fa- 
thery but John Qyaracius lies privately in 
Towny whom I love better than you. Qua- 
raciu’sName was well known, and there¬ 
fore having heard this Account, he 
made no queftion but that was the caufe 
of ail the Milchief. But he being more 
earneft in that Bulinefs than was proper, 
Quarsteius making his cfcape with his Con¬ 
cubines up the River Parana got away 
into Maracana , the refuge of wicked 
Men for many Years. Then making 
fome Loofes from thence, fpreading h» 
Venom in all Parts, he infefted our Con¬ 
verts, and fail’d to the Villages of the 
upper Parana, to perfuade the Infidels 
not to embrace the Faith. F. GonxAex, 
obferving the change in the Converts, 
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.and not knowing the caufc whence that 
Mifthief progeeded, having receiv’d Let¬ 
ters from f. Gamarray giving an acconnt 
of efcape, gather’d a Compa¬ 

ny ^thc moft Faithful of the Converts, 
and with them hafted to MarMamy but 
before he could get thither, the Imj^ftor 
l»ad betaken bimfclf to his lurking Places 
ill ibc Marlhes, wherewith he was well 
acquainted, and would never have been 
d!^rft-tl'.cncc, had not one of his Con¬ 
cubines betray’d him. When found, the 
Converts Iwund him fait, and after Ihcw- 
ing him in the Town of /nt4»4,conduft- 
cd him down the Paranay and up the 
Paraguay to the City of the Affurn^tiotty 
where he was bang’d, and fo deliver’d 
the Prov inces of Parana and Vrvaica from 
imminciit Danger. 

Al)out this time, that is, the Year 
i62s 26 - the Kingdom of Chili which 
hithciro had been a part of the Jefuits 
Province of Patafruayy by realbn of the 
vafl: extent ofthe faid Province, and the 
valh Mountains which part thofe Domi¬ 
nions, and are paflable but at certain 
times in the Year, was divided and 
made a Vice-Province, fubjeftto thatof 
Peruy which I mention here, betaufe 
this Hiftory treating only of the Father’s 
Province of Paraguayy we lhall for the 
future have no more occafion to fpcak of 
the faid Kingdom of C/j///. Upon tiiis 
Separation, all the Fathers born in that 
Kingdom retiring to it, there began to 
be a want in Paraguayy to remedy which 
Gafpar Sahrino \vas fcnt Procurator to 
Rumcy to bring new Supplies out of £«- 
rofe. There wc will leave him and re¬ 
turn to f. fames lifroay who being cIiO- 
fen Rector of the College in the City of 
the AJfimptiony bcg*d of the Provincial 
that before he entred upon that Dignity, 
he might have leave once more to try to 
bring the JguazjuatiSy a People border¬ 
ing on Paranay among whom he had been 
before with imminent Danger of his 
Life, to build a Town and embrace the 
Faith •, which having obtain’d, he fet 
forward with all Ncccflaries for his De- 
fign. Tguaic.Hy which lignifies, great Ri¬ 
ver, falls into the Parana with a mighty 
MoiR', at au almoil equal diilance from 
the Town of Ita^ua and borders on the 
Province of Paranay in about 24 degrees 
of South Latitude. A craggy Rock ly¬ 
ing OTite atl^wart the River four Miles 
3bovlj|(s Month, renders it innavigable, 
and rows down from a great height fiich 
a vaft quantity of Water, that theNoiie 
of its failing is heard three Leagues off, 
rad the violence of its dafliing, forms 


as it were a Cloud liver vilible froiifi^ 
Parana. This Precipice had till tlf^. 
lime been as a Bnlwurk, to fccurc th^^ 
againft all Foreigners. The whole 
tion differs in nothing from the reft qT 
the Guaranians. Before the coming 01 
the Jefuits among them, the Women 
went Naked. Tlicy reckned it dainty 
Diet to feed on the Flelh of theirEnemies. 

No Spaniard had hitherto been among 
them, nor was there any hopes of entring 
by force of Arms. Three Years before 
this F. James Borooy attempting with a 
few Converts to introduce Chriftian Re¬ 
ligion among them, was forced to retire 
by the Natives in Arms. Two Years 
after having pafs’d the fame Precipice, 
and gain'd the good will of fotne Caciques, 
he was again expell’d by Taupay the moft 
powerful of the /gtiazaansy and return’d 
to Parana with fmall hopes of reducing 
thofe People. But being of a Spirit 
that ftill ftrugglcd againft all Difficulties, 
be again went upon the fame Expedition 
better provided than before, with F, 

Clastdiits Ruier for his Companion. Their 
Dcijgn being known, the Jguazjtans ac¬ 
cording to their Cuftom, held a Conful- 
tation at a folemn Feaft, to Delxite, 
whether the Preachers of a new Law 
ought to be admitted. That the Buii- 
ncls might be perform’d with the great¬ 
er Solemnity, they with horrid Cere¬ 
monies kill’d a Youth they had Prilbner, 
drefs’d, and eat him. What is wonder¬ 
ful, amidft thefe Abominations, when 
ilic Matter was put to the Vote, they all 
unanimoijfly agreed, that F James Boroa 
was to be admitted, bccaulc from the 
time they liadreliftcd him, God had pu- 
nifli’d them with Famine and Peftilence; 
moft of thofe who were the chief Caufc 
of expelling him, being taken off by the 
Plague. As foon therefore as they heard 
that the Father bad fet out of Acarai, 
they fcnt Boats to the Precipice, which 
when he had pafs’d, they receiv’d him 
in their ffrft Village with extraordinary 
Demonftrations of Kindnefs. The fol¬ 
lowing Days Taupa himfelf, and other 
Caciques came very readily tb fubmit 
themfelves. Several ftrove to have the 
new Town built where their Villages 
flood, but the Fathers without regard to Town of 
private Intcreft, chofe the moft conve- 
nient Place for the Publick. A great 
Crofs was crefted, and the Plat being ^ 
mark’d out, abundance of People from 
all the neighbouring Parts, deftroying 
their Villages, came to fettle there. The 
new Coloviy was call’d S. Mary Major of 
tguauu. After four Months the Cacique

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Farg/fra^ at the in^aoce of T^ipa^ 
^^ht over two hacked Families 10 
fe^own 1 after whmn, none refufed 
^l^^braceChriltianifiy, lb that 150 Men 
and Women were baptiz’d on the Feaft 
of tne AJfumptioft, and above 500 of all 
forts within a few day^^after, all the relt 
coming in by degrees, to the number 
of 8(Soo, at the time when the Author 
relided there. The Houfe and Chuah 
were five Months building j daring 
which time the Fathers dwelt and 
taught under Mats; living lb poorly, 
that infipid Roots were their chief Daia> 
ticsi for the Country of J^uazju being 
all woody, has not Failure for Cattcl ^ 
and the River being Ihut up by the Pre¬ 
cipice, has no Filh, lb that all the People 
feed on Snails, and Tome inconliderable 
Fruits of the Earth. 

F. Jtoch Gonzales was no Ids faccef- 
ful upon the River Vrvaica. He had 
been confin’d for feven Years to the 
Town of the Conception., built by him- 
felf, not being able to let his Foot be¬ 
yond the River, becarre of the Obflina- 
cy and Jealouiy of the Indians \ but ma¬ 
ny Obftacles being new remov’d, paf- 
ling the Vmaica with a few Converts, 
he went as far as the j)lace where the 
fmall River Pitatin falls into it. Having 
found a plaee fit to build on, two 
Leagues from thence on the Banks of 
the faid River, he furamon’d the Neigh¬ 
bouring People to a Conference, and 
having gain'd their AffeOlions, on the 
Day of the Invention of the Crofi, he 
eredfeth one, and laid the Foundation 
of a Town, which, in honour of his 
Ptovincial, Nicholas Durand, hc call’d 
S. Nicholas i and the Indians rcforting to 
it, in a Ihort time it grew populous, lb 
that above feven thonfand were baptiz’d 
there in a few Years. In the mean while, 
Imu de Cefptdes, Governour of the Pro- 
vinoe of Eio de la Plata, thinking it 
would gain him Reputation, and be a 
matter of Merit with the King of Spain, 
if the Province of Vrvaica were reduced 
to admit of Towns, during his Govern¬ 
ment, ufed all polTible means to open a 
Way from the Port of Batnos Ayres, to 
the Town of the Conception, founded by 
F. Gonxadez. Bat dclpalring of ever 
fnbduing fuch vail Nations by force of 
Arms, he concluded the only way to 
compals it, was to encourage the Socie¬ 
ty, with Supplies from the King to con¬ 
tinue that Expedition. To this pur- 
poie, having purchafed the Friendfliip 
of the Inhabitants, near the Mouth of the 
Vrvaica, he prevailed with Ftrdi^ 


Hand de Sa, a Spaniard, well acquainted 
with the Language and Temper of the fTecho. 
Indians, partly by bis Authority, an^' txvvi 
partly by hopes of Reward, to ventflrc 
to fail up the River Vrvaica 150 Leagues 
and carry his Letters to F.Gcnzaltx., 
then in the Town of the Conception. Fer¬ 
dinand de Sa, clcaping many Dangers, 
performed the Journey, and deliver’d 
the Letters to F. C’^zalez, by which 
the Governour fi"iiiri^j rlnr jr wniilrT 
be a great fervicc to God and the King, 
if he would difeover along the River 
Vrvaica, and come down to him to the 
Port of Buenos Ayres, that they might 
confuk about the belt means of redu¬ 
cing the Province of Vrvaica, F. Gon¬ 
zalez rcj^ycing that the means was of¬ 
fer’d him of doing that, which he had 
lb earneftly dclir’d taking along with 
him the boldcll; of the Inhabitants of the 
Conception, aiid their Commander ^ames 
Nieza, fet out with Ferdinand deSa. By 
the way he perfwaded 400 Indians, that 
came out to meet him iu War-like man¬ 
ner, to return peaceably to their 
Homes. Whcrelbever he went, the 
People along the Sboars, remarkable 
for their diverfity of Languages, and 
Barbarity, ran out to have a view of 
him. In 25 Days he came to the Pore 
of Buenos Ayres, to the great joy of the 
Governour, who underftanding, that the 
chief of the Vrvatcan Converts came a- 
long with him, thought it might be of 
conlequence to receive them with 
Grandeur, to inftill into thofe ignorant 
People, a refpea for the Catholick 
King, and Spaniards. To this purpofe, 
on the Day appointed, #he march'd out 
with all the prime Men, and a good 
number of Horfe: Next him followed 
his EldeH; Son, Captain of a Troop of 
Horfe, and another Son that was Cap¬ 
tain of Foot, exercifing their Men, the 
Cannon in the mean while roaring from 
the Walls. Thus were the Indians, a- 
llonifhed at that terrible Noife, con¬ 
duced, in ftatc, firft to the Governour’s, 
and then to the Bilhop’s Pallace *, and 
the Governour having kifs’d his Hand, 
and fpcaking to him fonie time on his 
Knees, taught thofe Strangers what rc- 
fped was due to Prelates. Then James 
Meza, in the behalf of all his People, 
took an Oath that he and they would 
be faithful to the Catholick^ King, andT 
obedient to his Governours^ and take 
care Ciac none Ibould obftruC the exe¬ 
cution of bis Majelly’s Commands ', and 
be^’d that they might not be oblig’d 
to ferve private Men, or be govern’d by

any but the Fathers of the Society. The 
Techo. ..Conditions being granted, and Homage 
r'xciv’d fdf the Province of Vrvaicay 
thV Governour appointed James NUza 
Commander over his People, and having 
prcfeiited him with his own Coat, and 
I'cvcral other things, advis’d him to con¬ 
tinue faithful to the Catiioiick King, as 
he had fworn, and be obedient to the 
Fathers. The Bilhop did the fame, and 
jFxiLg^ye the .Fa’tlicrs full Authority in 
Spirit^s, as the Governour did in 
Temporals; delivering, at the lame 
time, to F. Gonzalez^ Bells, Church-AuH; 
and other Ncceflarics at the King’s ex- 
pence; and knowing there might be 
more Towns erected, befides the two 
already built on the Banks of the River 
Vrvaica, if there were Fathers to fup- 
ply them, lie fent F. Michael Am^ucro 
back with F. Gonzalez^ and writ to the 
Cathoikk King, extolling the Proceed¬ 
ings of the Society, and begging that 
30 of them might be fent to ferve the 
Province of Vrvaka', which Letters 
were of good effeft at Madrid., for ob¬ 
taining tlic Fathers that came two Years 
after to Fara^uay with F. Gafpar Sohrino. 
Barnes de F’cga, a rich Portuguefe, gave 
conliderably towards prieftly Veftments, 
and other Church-ftufF, and promifed to 
fend for all foi^s of Iron Tools for the 
fcrvicc of the uew Towns, which he al¬ 
ter wards perform’d, and was of great 
life. Having fpent ten Days in con¬ 
cluding thefe important Affairs, F. Gon~ 
z^/ez, returned the fame way to the Place 
from whence he came ; and having again 
viewed the Shores of the River Urvaka, 
found there was^ittle Hopes of founding 
any Town, for an hundred Leagues 
from the Port of Buenos Ayres, bccaule 
the Natives were of that fort of People, 
who wandriog about ail their life time, 
would not be brought to Till the Land, 
or fettle in one place. Beyond that, he 
encourag’d the Japehians to build a 
Town; and twenty Leagues further, 
prevail’d with the Jaguaraitians to do 
the fame, whereof we lhall foon give 
an Account- This done, he return’d to 
the Town of the Conception. 

This was the poAure of the Province 
of Vrvaka ; when the Provincial F. Ni- 
nmto^ cWrfi Durant, having refign’d theKing- 
Cmin. dom of Chili, rcfoivd upon vifiting 
ijuaira, where no Provincial as yet had 
been. There were two Ways out of 
Tucumaa into Cuaira ; the one had been 
ufed for many Years paA, which'was up 
the Rivers of Plate and Paraguay, and the 
rcA by Land. But his was muclnfoout. 


and almoA 500 rpgncs in JcngttF4. be- 
lides, that it wa^ infcAed by the 
guans, the moATnhnmane of the 
and famous for tve fiaughter of 
Travellers. The other Way was mWiT 
ihortcr, which was failing up the P 4 fa- 
na, and had ncvei’ been attempted be¬ 
fore the Society crefied the Towns a- 
bovc fpoken of, for fear of the Infidels; 
and becaufc of a vaA Precipice running 
quite athwart‘thc Parana, near the Bor¬ 
ders of Cuaira. MoA of thofe People 
being now brought into Towns, the 
Provincial hoped he might take that 
way. F. Anthony Ruiz beiiig inform'd of 
the Provincial’s Delign, fent fcveral 
Meflengers one after another, to difoo- 
ver that new Way; the laA of whom 
making his way through into lucuman-, 
latisfy’d the Piovincial, that he might 
go up the River to 6«<*;>« with vtiy 
little danger. He fet forw'ard from Cor¬ 
dova, and travell’d 60 Leagues to the 
College ol the Town of St. Fe ; thence 
150 Leagues to Itapua on the River, and 
15 further to Corpus Chrifti Town, and 
fo 30 more to the new Colony of S. Ma¬ 
ry Major of Iguazit, wherein were alrea¬ 
dy 2000 Inhabitants. He held on his 
Courfe to Acarai, and thence towards 
the Precipice, which was 40 Leagues 
further. Drawing near the Precipice, -yhe wo: 
he began to be fenfible of the force of dfrfuli>r< 
the Water that fell; the little VeAel cipicc‘)< 
that carried him being much batter’d; 
and another in which were F. Martin 
Marinas, and Mtndiola PrieAs going to 
alfiA in Cuaira, beaten to pieces agaiuA 
a Rock, but the Paflengers fav’d. This 
oblig’d them to travel by Land. F. An- 
thony Ruiz had laid Bridges over the 
Qefts of the Precipice, and open’d a 
Way through the impaJIible parts of the 
Woods; yet they were forced very of¬ 
ten to lay Planks over from Rock to 
Rock, going over them in great dan¬ 
ger of their Lives, if their Feet Iliad 
flipped, being fore to fall a vaA depth 
into the rowling Waters. Very many 
fabulous Stories have been made con¬ 
cerning this Precipice, which I will not 
take notice of. MoA certain it is, that 
many have loA their Lives, being dalh- 
ed by the falling Waters againA the 
Rocks; and I know not whether there 
be any thing in the World more won¬ 
derful of that kind; at leaA in America, 
there is nothing moredreadful, or more 
fpoken of; for a little above the Pre¬ 
cipice, the River Parana, which is two 
Leaguctfqver, draws into fo narrow a 
compafs, that the breadth is not above 
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a i^es throw. Whin it is at this oar- 
Igtonefs, it tumbles /j^B: impetuouflj 
a prodigious wight, down a dcf* 
of twelve Le&gues, the Hooping 
'Clunnel being full of hideous Rocks, a- 
gainft which, the W^r violently beat¬ 
ing, flies upawoflderwl height. In ma¬ 
ny placel* the Channel is obftruded by 
mighty Rocks j but as foon as the Wa¬ 
ters, thus ilopt, get a head again, they 
make moil dreadful Whirl-pools. In o- 
thcr places, the falling Waters, after 
making their Efforts againft the Rocks, 
flip away out of light through private 
PalDges,and having been long conceafd, 
piercing through the Rocks, break out 
again at the bottom of them, and fpread 
abroad with a frightful noife, as if it 
were out of inexhauftiblc Springs. In 
iSne, fo great is the violence of the Wa¬ 
ters, tumbling headlong down that in¬ 
clining Channel, that there is a continu¬ 
al Foam of an Iron-colour for all the 
twelve Leagues the Dcfcent bfts, which 
being reflected upon by the Sun, dazles 
the Eyes of thofc that behold it. The 
noife of the Waters falling and beating 
againft the Rocks, is plainly heard four 
Leagues off. Not far from the foot of 
the Precipice, the Water feems deli- 
rous to reft in a fmootber Bed; and ha¬ 
ving made, as it were, a Sea, looks 
more like a ftanding Pool than a Catars^. 
But that calm is mifehievous, for almoft 
every Hour there rifes a great noilc from 
the i)ottom, the caufe unknown, and 
throws up the Water many Cubits high, 
perpetually giving warning, that there 
IS no confidence to be repofed in its 
Counterfeit ftillncfs, which every now 
and then grows boifterous to the de- 
ftrudlion of many. There are Fiflics 
there of a prodigious bulk. E Anthony 
Ruiz, affirms, he has feen one as big as 
an Ox, fwimming with half its Body a- 
botc Water. It is reported, as a molt 
certain truth, that an Indian was fwal- 
Jowed by one of thefc Fifties, and after¬ 
wards caft up whole on the Shore. They 
fpent lix Days with uofpeakable toil in 
climbing the Mountain; for tho’ the 
Way of it were ftrait, would be but 
twelves Leagues, yet the many Wind¬ 
ings make it almoft double. Beiides, it 
is all along an uncooth rocky Shore, di¬ 
vided by Lakes, Brooks, Woods and 
fcorching Sands. No part of the World 
would hotter, did not the Woods 
at fmall diftances make a ihade^ and 
yet that very thicknefs of thp* Trees, 
which does not give free pafiage to the 
Air, h very tirefomft to Travellers. 


Where they were to He at Night, th.. ^. 
ihu^ans fet up k little Cdtcage, Ure Ttcho. 
Walls and Roofs whereof were raadrof 
Leaves, orderly placed, w'hich being 
bound togethd: with Roots inftead of 
Cords, kept out the Rain. 

When they came to the top of the 
Precipice, F. Peter Spine/a met the Pro- The Pro¬ 
vincial with Boats from 6o l.cagucs vinciaTs 
further up the nf Travels. 

entertain’d him and bis Company with 
a plentiful Provilion of the Country 
Fruit i this meeting at the top of the 
PrccijMcc being in Ibme mcafure, au Em¬ 
blem of thofe, who nicending with much 
difficulty to the pitch of Virtue, tafte 
there die fweet Fruits of their paft la¬ 
bours. Two Leagues beyond the Pre¬ 
cipice, the chief Men of Cnidad real, 
came out to meet the Provincial, re¬ 
ceiving him with the greater Honour, 
becaufe, ’till that time, no Biftiop, Go- 
vernour, or Provincial had been in Guai~ 
ra. After the reception, they defir’d 
of him that he would ered a College in 
the City, which be could not ^rant, be- 
caule of the fmall number or Fathers, 
but promis’d he would appoint Ibme to 
take care of the City, and to lee the 
Jnt^ns perform’d their two Months fer- 
vice, according to the King’s Orders, 
and fufler’d no further Oppreffion. 

Thence he went to Loreto, where the 
Converts, to honour his coming, repre* 
fented a Fight among thenifelves on the 
River, which was all cover’d with Boats, 
re-founding with mufical Voices and 
Inftruments. The Church he found a- 
dorn’d with fuch curious Inventions, 
that he declar’d, he*thoughc them a 
fufficient Reward of all bis Labours. The 
Town of St. Ignatius entertain’d him 
with no Icfs Tokens of Aftedion; and 
he departing from it, left the River Pa¬ 
rana on his left hand, and went up the 
Tibaxiva, which being very IhaUow in 
many places, he had much ado to make 
30 Leagues in fifteen Days, to come to 
the Town of St. Xxumus, containing 
1500 Families, under the diredionof 
F. Ertmeis Diajlanius. Heoce hc lent 
F. Chrifiofher Torriano Ibmc days jonrney 
by Land to EiBarica, to reftore tbeRefi- 
dence of the Society in that City, that it 
might be a check to Ibrae who opprels’d 
the Indians, and affift them in their Spin 
ritual concern. In his return upon the 
River Tlboxiva, the Veflel thatcarry’d 
him was caft away, and many things loft. 
Wherelbeveriie vveat,he beftow’dShirts, 

Hooks, Pins, Needles and Olafs Beads 
amoBg the Indians i infomueb, that bei^ 
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rvA-/\, faid to have fpcnt to the value of 2000 
Techo. 'oieces of Eight among the GuaicHrems \ 
'-''VNJ vl^l.ich Liberality was not ill bellow’d, 
for the Fame of the great Father’s Gifts, 
(as they call’d him) gain’d the Hearts of 
abundance of the Infidels, and incourag’d 
the Converts. At liisiDeparcure, he or¬ 
der’d F. Antony Rmvto build 3 Towns 
more among the Inianinnsy and in the 
.Qountri e^s ofand the Coronndas. 
Whcnlic'’came down the Precipice of 
Guairay he went to fee a vaft Rock, 
The poor which by contraries they call Penapohre, 
Rock. or the poor Rock. This Rock is of fe- 
veral Colours and lb bright, that the 
Sun Beams Rriking upon it are reileded, 
as it were from a Glals; which makes the 
ignorant Multitude believe it to be all of 
fonie rich Metal, if not of Gold j but 
they arc deceiv'd, for it is known to be 
meer Stone, fo Rub’d and Polifh’d with 
the Sand of feveral Colours drove by the 
Wind, that it looks at a diltance like 
Glafs. It is reported that 30 Spanifli 
Boats were formerly loft going near to 
view this Rock. Thence the Provincial 
proceeding through the Province of Pa- 
rana, drew away the two Fathers that 
were among the GuaicHreans, there being 
no hopes of the Converlion of thofe Peo¬ 
ple, tho’ the Society had been li.Yteen 
Years fetled among them. At Itapua 
the Inhabitants Petition’d the Provincial, 
that he would fuller the Blefled Sacra¬ 
ment to be placed in their Church, and 
the beftlnftrudted among them to receive 
it, which he granted, whereupon they 
kept a Feftival with fuch Solemnity, that 
the niceft Europeans who beheld it were 
ftrnck with Adihiration. Let us return 
a little to the Province of Vruatca^ which 
not long IJnce we left in a good Pofture 
towards being Reduced. 

Tumults The too hafty eagernefs of the Go- 
mvrveiee vernor of the Province of Rio de la Plata, 
on account nj,jcj, Difordcr and Confulion there. 
Cmmm Governor fent from the Port of 
Buenos Ayres, Ferdinand de So, Peter Bra¬ 
vo and Paiva, all Spaniards, to be Cor- 
regidores, or Governors of the new 
Towns the Fathers had or (hould ereft 
for the King of Spain. F. Conzalex., tho’ 
he forefaw the ill Confequence of that 
unleafonable Refolution, yet not daring 
to withftand the King’s Governors 
pommands, permitted FertUnand de Sa 
toaGt as Corregidor in the Town of the 
Conception. Paiva he fent to the,74|ii4- 
rdtians. And Peter Bravo to the ^apei- 
vians. People of Vrvaica, who had de- 
fir’d of the Society to be gather’d into 
Towns. But k was not long before this 


precipitate Projaft did much harm,f'&r 
tho’ out of reip^ to the Fathers, 
Converts for lbrae( time bor? witlli^^- 
ftrange Governors., yet it foon appear’l^ 
that could not be 'ailing, which was^to- 
lerated lb much a^sinft Inclination.- For 
the News being ipread abroadj«*the Jta- 
puans a People of Parana, fent a Mell'cn- 
ger to thrci^tcn the Jhitiraquans with 
War, if they did not call off' the Yoke 
of thatfoieign Governor. And the In¬ 
fidels Inhabiting the oppofite Shore of 
Vrvaica, gathering into a Body, fell 
upon a Party of Mtiraquans, and plun¬ 
dering them, fent them home with ma¬ 
ny Reproaches and a Declaration of War. 
Ferdinand de Sa by his imperious Carriage 
added Fuel to the Fire, provoking the 
People not us’d to be under Command by 
his Threats and arbitrary Praftices, and 
by giving a box on the Ear to a Youth 
who had pwerful Relations, for not 
obeying his Orders immediately. The 
Jbiiiraejuans impatient to be upbraided 
and provok’d by this Adion of Ferdi¬ 
nand de Sa, befidcs fome Jcaioulie of his 
Lull, ran to Arms in a tumultuous man¬ 
ner, befet the Fathers Houfe, and de¬ 
manded to have the new Governor to 
be deliver’d to them tofulfer Death, and 
had* done it, but that F. James de Alfa¬ 
ro interpofing his Authority in lome mea- 
fure appeas’d them, but Ferdinand de Sa 
durft not go out of the Houfe, or prefumc 
to exercife any Command. Not long 
before this hapned F. Gonz.alez. had got 
together as many of the Jaouaraitians, as 
were fulficient for a hanalbme Town, 
which they had begun to build. Paiva 
coming thither had with hisThreatsfo in¬ 
cens’d thole People, that Potirava z pow¬ 
erful Gici^w contriv’d to kill him,and had 
done it, but that Tabaea the Indian Com¬ 
mander of the new Town obftruded it. 
Potirava being difeppointed of hisDefi^n, 
for fear of being Punilhed, fled to his an- 
tient lurking Places, drawing along after 
him about a tbouland of the Inhabitants 
of the Town. Paiva for fear hid him- 
felf in the Woods. Upon this News 
the Provincial with fome Companions 
batted to the Province of Vrvaica. As 
he came into the Town of the Onception, 
the chief Men of the I'own flock’d 
about him, rather Demanding in a tu¬ 
multuous Manner than Intreating, that 
he (hould interpofe his Authority, unleis 
he would have the Church perifli there;

Town of S. Mxry Major being reduced 
to Extremity, and the Indians for the 
molt part difperfiDg, of whom F. Ruiz. 
afterwards with much difficulty gather’d 
400. A Tyger having tore to Pieces a 
young Girl that lay in the Woods, F. 
Raiz. laid a Snare tor and catch’d it that 
fame Night, which gain’d him much Re¬ 
putation among the Indians, and there¬ 
upon many oi them return’d to the Town. 
But their natural Ficrcenels prevailing, 
they broke out into War with Ibmc 
neighbouring People their Enemies, and 
having taken a number of Pri loners, 
Slew lome, and dcfign’d to Butcher the 
reft, and would have relaps’d into eating 
of Man’s Flclh, had not F. Rniz. boldly 
ceas’d the Promoters of it, and forced 
them to relcafc the Prilbners, Yet ma¬ 
ny hundreds theie and in otlier Parts 
were Converted by degrees, and became 
Towa of religious Chriftvms. At this fume time 
s. rtuh p Maceta Founded the '1‘own of S. Paul 
among the Mans, a People lying be¬ 
tween the Town of the Conception and 
the Lands of the great Tiiaoba. The 

Cacique Gniravera a great Man-eater and 
Sorcerer, us’d all poffible means to ob- 
ftrudl the Increafe of this Towa, which 
ncverthclcfs in a Ihort time grew 104000 
Inhabitants, but we may havcoccafionto 
fpeak more of this Matter hereafter. 

Indians oi Indians of 

the plains. Plains, fo calPd becaule they Inhabit 
the vaft Champain Country above the 
Town of the Inc amazon, found the Fa¬ 
thers new Employment. They are alfo 
call’d Coronados and Cavedudos , that is, 
•Crown’d and Hairy, bccanfc both Men 
and Women wear their Hair down to 
their Slipulders, but the top-of the 
Head lhlY*d round like ReligiSus Men. 
TbefeTwple feem’d to have excluded 
all'Ji^pcs of being brought to Civility 
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ever lince, as was iait^forctii^y^ip*; 
tempted to deftroy th^n^n of thecife^ 
carnationand Murder F. ihto | 
they began to be ibetter inciin’d'o}^ 
this account. Tlv<* Tufies a Peo{^e'w 

Brazil, (of whof^Fierceoefs 
in his Hiftory of j^e Sdefety makes 
tiou) breaking into the Territorf'of the’ 
Town of S. Xaverius in great Numbers, 
were driving away Ibmc Converts into 
Slavery, which were recover’d by the 
Induftry of the Jefuits. Another Com¬ 
pany of them had made Prifouers Ibme 
Townfmen of the Incarnation, whom 
F. Mendozjt relcu’d, purluing the Rob¬ 
bers with Pindovius and a parcel of Con¬ 
verts. And being further inform’d, that 
a V^illage of the Coronados had been Plun¬ 
der’d by the fame People, and many car¬ 
ry’d away, hefurpriz d them, and reco¬ 
vering the Booty and Prilbners, lent 
them back well reprimanded into Brafil. 

The Coronados oblig’d by tilis Kindneis 
and Ibnie Gifts he bellow’d on them, 
iverc difinis’d, promiling. To fend their 
Country People to the Fathers to be inform’d 
in Matters of Religion, which they per¬ 
form’d. Not long after ten Caciques of 
the Coronados, mov’d to it by Taiaoba’s 
Example, fent to defire of the Fathers 
fomc one to Inftruft them in theChrifti- 
an Dodrin. Hereupon E Ruiz hailing 
out of the Country of Taiaoba to the 
Tovinoi the Incdtrnation, tookF. Diafia- 
nius with him, and let out towards the 
Coronados. When they had travcll’d 
eight Days over Rocks and AJarlhcs at¬ 
tended by thirty Converts, tlicy met 
fomc of the Coronados, who told him. 

That Giiubalr a powerful Cacique, hear- 
ing of their coming, had drawn ever fever al 
tillages to his Party, and by common Con- 
fem lay in wait for them in the next Wood, 

■where they would undoubtedly ad Perijls if 
they prefum'd to advance. That they them- 
felves had been Summon'd to have a Hand 
in that Bujinefs, but being mindful of the 
Kindnefs receiv'd from the Society, were 
come a By-way to give them Intedigence. 

The Fathers thanking them, confultcd 
whether it were fafe to proceed, and 
finding it was not, turn’d back and put 
off that Expedition till the next Year. 

It is time we (hould fay fomething of p,ovino 
the Province of Chaqua, under which of 
Name is comprehended all chat part of 
Paraguay, Tueuman and Rio de la Plata, 
under the Juriftfidion of the Biihop of 
Santa Cruz., or the holy Crols in the 
Mountains, and the Arebbilbop of Cha¬ 
qua, which is a vaft extent of Land. It 
is divided into fcveral Parcels by Rivers 

riling 
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ri^ in the Mountains of FtrUy and fai- 
(after .a run of many Leagues) ei> 
into mighty Lakes, or into the Ri> 
{rers faragMy and U PImo. Upon the 
r irft coming of the^famsrds into thoie 
^rts, abundance ofVheNativesof Tmh- 
«lte^d Peru^ recii ’i thither for fear of 
thon^^K^ Guefts, a$ appears by thofe 
that itill ufe the Language call’d Amisrra^ 
proper to the Peruvians. • The moft no¬ 
ted Nations among them are the Tamivi- 
ansy formerly Inhabiting 188 Villages, 
the Temsy Mataguais^ Ageis, Mofobiesy 
JafitUagam., Churtmatans^ Tonocotas., Abi- 
fones^ and fevcral other Faftionsof hdi- 
UnSf ditrering more in Languages than 
Cuffoms. There is no fupream Power 
among them, they arc fubjeft to Ciwi- 
ques like the other barbarous People, 
whofe Power extends not beyond a 
Houfe or Village. Every pai titular Per- 
j'on among them, rupetJlitioufly choofes 
a Filh for his Patron and Protedor, and 
woilhip it fo religioufly all their Life 
time, that they will rather llarve than 
tat any of that Species. They are con¬ 
tinually at War with their Neighbours, 
being more drc.idful toStrangers for their 
Cruelty than Valour. Some Governors 
have endeavour’d to open a way through 
thefe People into Peru \ but that Road has 
been forfaken, becaufe thofe Barbarians 
have at feveral times Murder’d many Spa- 
mards in their way from Paraguay to Per«, 
till in the Year 1628, Martin de Ledefma, 
Governor of lucumany conceiv’d fome 
hojics of performing what had been in 
vain attempted before by fubduing the 
Province of Chagua^ by the way of Xuxui^ 
the Lift Town under his Government, 
ft Set- near the Borders of P<r«. Having thcre- 
raffltof fore rais’d a body of Men, he writ to 
* F. Durand the Provincial, earucitly In- 
treating him. To affign feme Priefis to 
Preach the Gofpel. The Provincial well 
knowing that Souldiers commit many 
Iniulcncics when they enter upon new 
C^uquefts, left he (hould render the So¬ 
ciety odious to thofe Indians, anfwer’d, 
he would fend Fathers into the Province of 
Chaguay, when he could fee any hope offet- 
ling there. But when he undcrilood that 
the Governor with his Forces had 
pierced into the Province of Chagua, and 
having built a Caftle, lay’d the Founda¬ 
tions of a Town, in that part where the 
River Lobo runs through the moft fertil 
Soil, and moit frequented by Indians, he 
then fent F. Cafpar Oforio to look to the 
fpiritual Welfare ofhothSpaniards and In¬ 
dians. He being a comely and fwact tem¬ 
per’d Man, foon won the Aftftions of dl 
Vol. IV. 


Men. Several C4riy»rx of l&ndryFndiomnxA^ 
reforted to lum, with whom he agreaff, Tecko, 
that they ihwld fell Timber in tiwee 
Places to build, as many new Towns, 
after the mauiier of the People of Para- 
no. Thefe vwkc reported to be above 
50000, whofe ibnguagc he endeavour’d 
to make himfclV Mailer of. There 
were reckned sod^pof the Language of 
the Mataguais. No^djidhe ncglcftthe 
Tongues of the Tob^ JfAuwiJi', anU 
Zapitdaguas, very numerous Nations, 
as well becaufc many of them delir’d to 
become Chrillians, as becaulc there were 
Hopes of making a way through them 
to many other populous Nations. He 
alfo ftudy’d the Language of the Churu- 
matet, fo call’d perhaps, bctauie they 
often ufe this Syllable a«, Cbu. Martin 
Ledeftna, the Governor being gone to 
found another Town on the Banks of the 
River Solotano, F. Oforius flay’d among 
the Tobas to mark out the Plan of ano¬ 
ther Town j whence he writ to the Pro¬ 
vincial, acquainting him , that three 
Towns might be founded in the Territo¬ 
ries of the Tobas, Mocovias, and Zapita- 
laguas, if there were Fathers enough. 

He added, that the Indians up the Coun¬ 
try were fo tall, that he could fcarcc 
reach their Heads with his Hand. The 
firft Year the Spaniards lowing, found 
the Soil fit to bear all Sorts of European 
Grain, and what pleas’d them belt, the 
Indians were reported to conceal Mines 
of Gold and Silver. Yet there were 
fome, who fear’d thefe caiy beginnings 
would end unhappily, through the Ava¬ 
rice of the new Planters. At this time 
F. Gafpar Sobrino who had been fent Pro¬ 
curator to Rom, return’d to the Port of 
Buenos Ayres, bringing with him 42 Fa¬ 
thers to be dilpers’d through that vaft 
Continent, tocarry on the Workfo well 
begun. They were receiv’d with great 
Joy, and the more for having narrow¬ 
ly efcap’d being taken by Pirates, who 
appear’d in the River of Plate, prefent- 
ly after their Landing, and were known 
to be Dutch, who to Poifon the People, 
and excite them to Rebellion, left on the 
Shoar under a Cheft, a Parcel of Sfanifk 
Books but printed in Holland, tending 
only to follow their Fxampic in falling 
olffrom their Obedience to their lawful 
King. But of this enough, for we muft 
confine our fclves to the Aff^rs of the 
Indies. 

Therefc.Gonadeit. traverfing the Pro- csmm. 
vince of Vrvatca, endeavour’d to find 
Employment for the new come Fathers, 
the News of whofe arrival was fpread 
B b b b b 2 abroad.! 
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Ow^v^^road. Firft he made his bay into the 
Tecbo. V^ods of the CMroansy Jmowing that 
th^/iihabitaats of them were in fomc 
meafure difpos’d to reccirc the Faith, 
by the Example of thcif- Neighbours, 
and Pcrfwalions of F. ^mero. Sixty 
Caciques dwelt in thcfe Woods, moft of 
whom he perfwaded tm fow their Grain 
not far from one anooier , in hopes of 
tyi ^lding a Town L. ^nd promifing them 
oneoTiri^Otletylhould come fpeedily 
to iidh u.it them in the Chriftian Faith, 
he u cjit away to the Jivians through the 
Country of the Piratinians. The Jtvius 
more like a Brook than a River, having 
. fillen down fomc eafy defcents from its 
pjurce, runs directly into the a 

little above the Ibitiraquans. On both 
its Banks and the adjacent Plains there 
arc Woods, inhabited, at that time, by 
about 500 Families and their Caciques. 
The chief among them was Nieznvius^ 
who by his nimble Tongue and Sorcery, 
had picvail’d with all the neighbouring 
People to follow him as their Leader. 
Ke was a Fierce, but crafty Man, cun¬ 
ningly flattering Strangers, that he might 
liave them in his Power. Abundance 
of Indians offended at our Converts, 
had fled from the Town of S. Xaverius 
and other Places, to that Monfter of a 
Man, allur’d by a licentious way of 
Living \ all whom Niezjtvius kept about 
Jiim and imtintain’d, reejuiring them all 
to Worfhip him, as a God. His Dif- 
pofition wras naturally fit for any Fraud 
O! Villany. This Man nuifl: have prov’d 
very troublelbmc to the Aflsiirs of the 
Converts, had he pcrfilted in Ids Wick- 
ednefs ; therefodfe F. Conzaks putting in 
execution the Dciign he had long cntcr- 
tainM of going to him, made no account 
of the Man’s Cruelty, or tiic Danger of 
Defeiters and Renegadoes that lay in 
wait,and appearing unexpectedly before 
Nieznviiis j')rcvail’d lb far by his EIo- 
tjiiencc, that the inveterate Enemy Icem- 
cd to be reduced the firft Encounter. 
Tlicrcforc the more to oblige him he 
b'.ougiic him to the ne.\tTown oiS. Ni¬ 
cholas^ where he was conduced to the 
Church with great State. This Show 
of Honour lb tar inclin’d him to the So¬ 
ciety and Chriftian Religion, that re¬ 
turning home he built a Houfe and 
•Church for tiic Priefts that were to come, 
and brought over many of tlic neigh¬ 
bouring Caciques to follow his Example. 
This was a difficult Province,, and re¬ 
quir’d a prudent and refolute Man j for 
it was feared, that Niezstvms^ who was 
lb ealily brought over, might foon re- 
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lapfe, being known to be much' 
to Sorcery, to affea: Divine Hone, 
and even at that time to keep a gfi| 
company of Conciifoines. F. John C 
fiillo was left thervand F. GonzMes^^ 
ing away to the Hiver Tabatio^ wlilcf 
runs into the Vrvpicn^ found that^.a<TO- 
ther Town might be erefteili^on ks 
Banks, as was afterward done, and 
therefore he promifed the Tabatians an 
Inftrnftor, as loon as there were Fa¬ 
thers enough. Then hearing that ten 
Fathers were coming up the Parana., he 
went to meet them, and having detain’d 
and difperfed them, returned through 
the Terr itories of the Jivians and Caa^- 
fafamtnUns, into the Country of the 
Caaroans. This Country lies about ten 
I ,e.ipues from the Rivci Vrvaica towards 
the Inland, nothing unlike to the other 
parts lately civiliz’d, but that it feems 
to be Ibmewhac more populous; nor 
would it be any thing more remarkable 
than its neighbouring People, but for 
having lignali/.’d icfcif in a bale Aftion, 
and ai terwards in making emends for it. 

One great caufe of reducing this Coun¬ 
try to Chriftianity before any other, was 
its bordering on the Lands of the Caa- 
Japaminians., as thofc do on the Jivians, 
and thefe on the Piratinians, who arc 
parf.cd from the Ibitiraquans only by the 
Rivet Vrvaica-, audit was hop’d, that 
thcfe People, among wJiom the Fathers 
had founded Towns, being lb linked to¬ 
gether, would ealily defend thcmfelvcs 
againft theit Enemies, and make the Paf- 
fage ealic to thcfe Lands which lie be¬ 
tween the River Zlrvaica and the yltlan- 
tick Sea. F. Gonzalez being come with 
the Caciques to the place appointed, e- 
refted a Croft, marked out the ground 
for the Church and Town, to take the 
Name of All-Saints \ appointed Magi- „< 
ttrates, baptizd Infants, inftrudfed the ABSuinu 
Men and Women, and began vigoroafly 
to carry on their Work. As things were 
thus going on profpcroully, Potirava, a 
bold Man, fit for any mifehief^ who had 
fled from the Town of S. Xaverius, be¬ 
ing hardened in his old Superftitions, 
went privately to Niezjtvius, and tel¬ 
ling him he would foon be no better 
than a Slave to theJcfiiits,End muft quit 
all his Conatbioes, ealily ftirred him up 
to confpire the Death of the Fathers. 

Having drawn his People to conlcnc to 
the Murder, he feut the Cacique Cunia- 
raqua to carry the Defigii among the 
Caaroans, direfting him to put the Ca¬ 
ciques Caarupe and Caabure upon murder¬ 
ing F. Gonzalez, and F.^Rodrigutz, which 

done. 
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g ;hey were to go to execute the 
pon F. Romero, whilft he put to 
Qtfiillo and other FatherS} about 
the RiTcr Riratin. All things were dif- 
p^ed as NiezMvins Ld order’d, fo that 
having together the 
J^£s to hang a Belli that was to call 
them catcchi/ea, they were all 
ready, bur. upon another Dcfign, for Ca- 
ari:pe Iiad underhand commanded them 
10 be privately arm'd, and make no dis¬ 
cover y, till he gave the Signal to Ma- 
rangoa, wlio was to execute the Murder. 
They were all thus allcmbled, and F. 
munlci'd. Gonz^alez Hooping to put the Rope into 
y - . :>he Ring of the Btll, Caamp-e thinking 
that 3 lit oppoituui^y to ftrike, made 
the fign to MAravgoa., who, with all his 
force, ftrntk the Father on the Head 
with a Club that had a great Stor.c fixed 
at the end, and at one blow knocked out 
his Brains and left him dead, yet ano- 
. thcr fcconding, the Head was quite bruif- 

cd to mafii. I'licn ail the Company gave 
great Ihouts ot joy, which alarmed Fa- 
iher Rodrigue::., who was at his Prayers 
in a Cottage near by. As he was com¬ 
ing out, the crud E.xccutioncrs befee his 
Door, and in the lame manner with their 
Clubs, batter’d him to death. When 
they were both dead, a continual Cry 
followed, but not all of a piece, fbme rc- 
joycing at the Murder, others (for they 
had not all confented) expreffing their 
tJrief, in doleful Laincntatioiv;. The 
Baibaiians not yet fatisfied, cut the 
Trunk of F. Roderigiux. his Body from 
the Lirnlx-;, mangling them with many 
Wounds, dragging them about the 
Ciiarcl), and at lull burnt them and the 
Ciiurch together, tearing and breaking 
all that belong’d to it. Then fending an 
Account of what they had done to zV*f- 
rjtviHs, they all fell to Fcafl: together, 
where, as they were boafting of this 
ndion, as if it had been (bme honourable 
.tnrerpiizc, an .Ancient Indian, Father- 
in-iaw to linarobaiits, a great admirer of 
the Society, tho’ not yet baptized, had 
the Courage to reprimand them for their 
Inlblcncc, whereupon they all furioufly 
fell upon, and tore him to pieces. Two 
Youths who (erv’d F. Conz^alez at the Al¬ 
tar, being taken, it was coufulted whe¬ 
ther they Ihonld deftroy them, but their 
Advice prevailed who would have them 
fent home, left it might he a Provocati ¬ 
on to the Indians of Tar ana to make War 
upon them. Theft: being accordingly 
fenc home, difeover’d the whole man¬ 
ner of the flaughter. * 

The next Day, being nothing more 
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fedate after their Nights fleep, il.ey rcy^Xi^wn 
pair’d in thiorgs to the pjiice ot iJh. 'i ct/ e. 
Murder, wheVc finding tlic Fire ha^ffoi. 
confum’d the Trunks of the Bodies, they .. ,, , 
kindled the File again, and call them in. 

Whilft they v«re thus employ’d, one of covc-r d-" 
the Youths, w%aid iliey had fent away 
home, palling inkhis way through the 
I'crricorics of tl^LCaaftipamininns, ac¬ 
quainted F. A’flwcrAj^th the llaiigljtcr of 
his Brethren jvvhich ’ _ 

thofc People, according to the Cuftom 
of their Country, firft kept a doleful li- 
Icnce, and then broke out into difmal 
fhrieks, to exprefs their Sorrow', till 
their Grief turning into Anger, they 
ask’d leave of t!)e Father to revenge the 
Murder. He difliiadcd tlicm from fuck¬ 
ing Revenge, bat faid he fhouJJ look up¬ 
on it as a great Teftimony of their Ai- 
fc(Jiion, if they dnrft bring away t!ic 
dead Bodies. A'fcmbacaba, a M.in in re¬ 
pute among his People, immtdiaidy 
chofc about two hundi f .1 out of ail the 
multitude, and ordering tlicra to arm 
thcmfclvcs, fee forward with fpced, and 
came the fame day fo the place where, 
the mifehef had been done, where they 
twk the Bodies half burnt, and return’d 
with them in delpight of their Enemies, 
and put them into a Ceflin, as the time 
would permit. Not long after, the 
w’icked Coarnpe, came unexpeded upon 
the Caafapaminians with 300 armed men, A brava 
to facrifice F. Romero, whom, bccaufe Aftion 
he liv’d fmglc, in fcorn he call’d the old 
W'onian. TheTownf-mcn, according 
to their Cuftom, were abroad in the 
Fields about their Country Aftairs, fo 
that there were but tc« young Men in 
Town, who being led by an Old Man, 
went out with their Bows and Arrows 
againft that great nnmber, and beha¬ 
ved thcmfclvcs ft) gallantly, that they 
ftopt them, till the Caafapaminians flock¬ 
ing out of the Fields, put them all to 
Flight, killing fome without the lofs of 
a Man. F. Romero himfelf appearing on 
Horfehack with two Converts, contri¬ 
buted much towards gaining this Vido- 
ry, and fo daunted the Enemy, that 
they durft never make a fecond attempt.. 

Before thefe things were done i that is, 
the next day after the flaughter of the 
two Fathers, Niezstvias having receiv’d 
the News of their death, and rejoycing, 
at the bloody Fad, paeon his Garment 
of Feathers, and all the other Orna¬ 
ments uj’d in their prophane Ceremo¬ 
nies ^ and ordering one of his Concu¬ 
bines to be drefs’d after the fiime man¬ 
ner, call’d all his People about him j it 

v;as 
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Night when they allrmet, and he 
Taho. Sgking ufc, of the Darkhefi, for all 
Ij^hts were potoutj after ratling fome 
ftraiigc Words in his Throat, and ma¬ 
king a hideous noife witW an empty Ca- 
Jabafh \ at laft when he rad fill’d all the 
Company with horrour,yDcclar’d to them 
that I'. Caftillowdi to M taken off They 
all confented, rcfol^g to manage it 
dexteioufly, left h^ould make his cf- 
iT[in I 111 ilinn filri- they took along 
with them fome Infidels that were come 
to be inftrujftcd in Chriftianity. At 
F. CxQiiio break of day they came to E CaJHBoj then 
kill’d’. at his Prayers, deliriug him to admit 
tljolc who defir’d to be inroll’d in the 
' Catalogue of Chriftians, and to bellow 
fome fmall Prefent on them, according 
to ciiftom. Tlie Father receiv’d them 
with all poffble alfedtion, but as he was 
bulie, and fui'pcding nothing, they fell 
upon, biiffctcd, and threw him down. 
Jf it he for theft little things I hejlow, faid 
he, that yon exercift your cruelty on »wf, 
take all, and keep me as your Slave. They 
anfwcr’d it was his death, and of all the 
Fathers throughout Parana and Vrvaica, 
which they fought and lb to make fliort, 
they bound him with a long Rope, and 
thus dragg’d him half naked out of the 
Town, over Briars and Stones, fcof- 
fing at him and (houting. By the way 
they hew’d his Face, pierc’d his Body 
w'iih Arrows, aSlaveof eve- 

1 y foot cruelly battering his Belly with 
a Club. At laft they cover’d his Head, 
all deform’d with Blood and Mud, un¬ 
der a heap of Stones, calling the Body 
into the Woods to be devour’d by Ty- 
gers which done, they return’d to give 
NiexMvius an account of their Exploits. 
He putting on F. Caftilloh prieftly Veft- 
nients, and over them the old Garment 
of a Sorcerer i affembling his People, 
told them, they had no caufe to fear 
their Fields would lie waftej that they 
might now fafely, after the manner of 
ilicir Anceftors, keep as many Wives 
:.s they pleas’d, and again bellow Di¬ 
vine Honours on him. Then caufing 
the Children that had been baptiz’d, to 
be bi ought to him, as if he could take 
off the Baptifin, walk’d their Heads with 
hot Water, llouring their Tongues 
with Sand, and {craping them with a Shell, 
to wipe away the exorcis’d Salt that had 
•been laid upon them. Having perform’d 
many niore extravagant Ceremonies, 
he burnt the Church, and order’d his 
Men to be ready to march the nbxt day, 
to kill the two Fathers that were among 
the Piratinians. The News of their 


Defign came.thither before tbcm,’s^ 
the Fathers prepar’d .themlelves 
Death j the Jn^ans^ in the mean whj^«S 
tho’ few in number* be^ufe molt we^- 
abroad in the FieitU, making r<Mdy cicki 
defend their Teachfersj hearing thatfW'^ 
Enemy was very /near, and numeral, 
the Converts forced the FatbpseWfly 
into the Woods, and the ReMs being 
too numerous for the PirattnianSf broke 
into the Town of S. Nicholas^ leeking 
the Fathers, and excrcifig their Cruel¬ 
ty againft the Houfes and Goods, till the 
Piratinians that were abroad, could be 
call’d home, and then renewing the 
Fight, put thole bloody Barbarians tp. 
night, killing lixtecn of thcm,and wound¬ 
ing many more, without the folk of one 
Man. 

In the mean while, E Jlfonfo de Ara~ Courage; 
gon, and B.Francis Clavifo, were forced 
to fly in great diftrels to the Town of 
the Conception, among the Ibitiraquani, 
whither the News was already brought 
of Niez.ttvius's Crueltyand F. James de 
Alfonfo had call’d together the Chief Men 
of the Town to confult what was to be 
done.

ed, or killed in the height of their 
Dronkennefs. Thefc Feftivals coming 
about very often, muft needs leflen the 
•number of the People. Bcfidcs, their 
numerous Sorcerers increale the number 
of the I>ead, killing many with their 
Charms and Poyfon. They fr*eqaently 
tonverfe with the Devil, and live rather 
upon Hunting than Tillage, dwelling in 
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fmall Villages, not far di^ni from 
another.

From thence, 
there were two ways to the GhnUebes ^ 
the one by the Iron Mines, which was 
fives days Journey the other about, up 
the River Hmbnioy through the Lands of 
Taiaoba and the Indians of the Plains, 
who were always at War. F. Raiz. took 
the former, F. Diaftanins the latter, but 
with very great danger, becanfe no 
Man had as yet ventur’d through thofc 
Lands, which were much infefted with 
Sorcerers, and this Father was the firft 
that got through that way. When he 
entred the Country oftbcGn^dachesy the 
fixth day of his Journey through the 
Defert, he met with greater danger, 
being met firft with two Companies of 
Men-Eaters, and afterwards by a great¬ 
er number, from whom cfcaping through 
fpecial Providence, he at length came 
to a part of the Country of the Guala- 
chesy then infefled with the Plague, 
where he baptiz’d abundance of Infants, 
and Ibme Men and Women, after, in- 
Itruding them by the help of an Inter¬ 
preter. F. Ruiz, taking the dir eft Road, 
as was faid, came upon the Borders of 
the GuaUchesy the fifth day after he fet 
out of KHUricoy baptizing very many, 
becaufc the Plague rag’d in thofc parts. 
Ashe was thus employ’d, Meffengers 
came to him from the Cbiquitosy beyond 
the River Piqueriy deliring to have one 
of the Society fent to inftruft them, and 
make out the Plan for a Town y whom 
he difmilftd, promifing to fend a Prieft 
as foon as they had gather’d a fuf^ient 
Number for a Town. Having (pent 
8 Months in Baptizing thofc that were 
infefted with the Plague i at length the 
Fathers, Rmz. and Biaftanias met in a 
convenient place to build a Town, 
which was the refidence of Cehe a C*- 
ciqiuy Fcther of five Sons, each of which 
was chief of a Village.

pel and S. Paul^ which the Indians call

Bclidcs 400 Families thit came in of 
their own accord at fiiil, F.Diaftanius 
gather’d 400 more in the Woods and 
Mountains, and call'd it the Town of S. 
Thomas. But the Plague raging at this 
time throughout the Province of Guaira^ 
fotnd the Fathers a great deal of Employ¬ 
ment. But the dread of the Infolcncy 
of the Robbers was more grievous 
than the Uilfcmper, tor it was now 
fear’d they had loft all Refpea to the 
Fathers, and would fall openly upon the 
Converts. The Jealoulie was increas’d 
by the Arrival of the new Governor of 
Earsmayy who coming through Brafdy 
the fame way the Robbers came, and 
being an Enemy to the Society, was 
fear’d would furnilh a forrowful Subjea 
for Hiftory. 

The Province of Vrvaica was not

alive, might elftwhere gather sew For- 
ces and do the moie MifcJpef, becaufc Techo.

Hereupon the Ibiuraquans calling 
in Succours from ail Parts, ki out a Fleet 
of an hundred Boats, with wtiith they 
ran op the Riven Patanay to the Place 
where NiezMvius \as thought to be con¬ 
triving an Infuirravon.

The Terrirory of IgHaza was no better 
fetled. All the Fuailcn Inhabitants of 
the Town ot S. AU>y Major had been bancxih • 
warn'd, I hat if incy iuiCiided to be /£ua{u^ 
InftruScd foi bapiifm, they mult put 
away all their Women but one, whom 
they were to take to Wife. Many who 
bad fo much Grace, obey’d, the reft fear¬ 
ing they ihould Ire compeU'd to it, fled 
up the River into the Woods, and row¬ 
ing in remote Places, built a Village af¬ 
ter their antient Manner, renouncing 
Chriftianity. F. Ruiz, font after them 
thofe bethought theiinceieftof the Con¬ 
verts, to tell them, h jhould be no Dif- 
ffrace to thettty if they would return in time. 
rhefe Mellengers pleas’d with imagina¬ 
ry Liberty, changing their Mind, grew 
more Mifthievous than thofe they were 
feut to, for they notonly perfwaded thofe 
that were fled to itay abroad, but un¬ 
dertook to draw the reft from the Town, 
and it was fear’d they might by their ill 
Example debauch other Converts, and 
trouble all the Province of Parana. To 
prevent this Mifchief, *after mature De¬ 
liberation, the Fathers Ruit and Badta 
went to the Place where the Deferters 
were, attended by a Company of trufty 
Converts, and coming at a time when 
the Men were pne a Hunting and to 
cut Wood, with the alfiftance of the 
Caciques that came along with them, they 
fet Fire to the Huts, and began to drive 
the Women and Children to the Town. 

The Deferters returning at Night, and 
fufpeding by the Fire how the matter 
ftood, for the fake of their Wives and 
Children, came and fubmitted themfelves 
to the Fathers, who commending them 
for Returning, inftead of bbming their 
Defertion, reftor’d them to the Town, 
where they continn’d without ever relap- 
fing, to the great Joy of the whole Pro¬ 
vince ^*moft of them foon after embrac¬ 
ing Chriftianity, quitting their Concu¬ 
bines, and marrying lawful Wives. Yet

This mixture, in procefs of time, 
running through them al^andbadSons fuc- 
cceding good Fathers, and worfeGrand- 
Ibns i riie Sons that generous Portu^ne^e 
breed, being fo often mix’d, degenera¬ 
ted, fo that there nothing remain’d a- 
niong the Poftcrity of thofe firft re¬ 
nowned Conquerors of Brazil^ but their 
Names. The Portugueze difdaining to 
call this Generation by their Name (as 
Orlandims iu his Hiftory of the Society 
obferves) gave them the barbarous Title 
• of Mamducs \ that lince they are like 
them in nothing clfc,they may not be a- 
like in Name. This deprav’dRace was in- 
ctc.iRd by the addition of worfe Com¬ 
panions, who reforted to'\thcm in great 
xrtimbers fioni other places,being invited 
by Liberty, and the good difpoliiion of 
the place. For Ptratinitiga, as to litnation 
and fruitfulnefs of Soil, furnilhes fuchas 
dedre to live wickedly and daintily, with 
Ncccflaries and Safety. It is hftcen 
Leagues from the Ocean, and a little 
South of the Tropick of Capricorn. Be¬ 
ing therefore in a temperate Climate, it 
produces rooft things necelTai y for life, 
fo that it not only furnilhes it felt, but 
the t ell of BrazJly which is lb luxuriant 
by rcafon of the great Heat and Moi- 
Ifure, with plenty of Corn and Cattle. 
It produces Sugar,and isfaid not to want 
Gold Mines. T here is but one way thi- 
. thcr from the Ports upon the Ocean, 
which is over craggy Mountains, and 
very difficult to pafs; and fo narrow, 
that a very few rtay keep out any num¬ 
bers. This fertility of the Soil, and in- 
accefllblencls of the place, draws many, 
who arc forced to fly for their Crimes, 
or defire to commit them to fly thither 
out of Europe and Brazil. Thus Men of 
feveral Nations, and guilty of all Crimes, 
iiaving found out a jpiace fuitableto their 
Inclination, and joining in amity with 
the APamalncs, began to treat the Indians 
after a far different manner from the 
firft generous Portugalsy who firft plant- 
Tupinoques cd Colonies in Brazil. The firft, and a 
lingular Proof of their Villanies, as I 
find it fell upon thtTu^naqaes. Thefe 
People dwelt on both the Banks of the 
^River Aniambi^ which riling out of the 
cold Mountains, and running a long race 
through the Province of GuairA., falls 
into the Parana. They were computed to 
be 30000 Archers, living in 300 Villages^ 
but they fo deftroy’d all that Nation in 
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fix Yeajrs War, that there foarce remains 
any tojicen of that Multitude, except the 
Ruins of the Villages. The \Var with 
the Tupinaques being at an end, they en- 
tred the Territories of the Titpiguas^ in¬ 
habiting both tides of the River leticai^ 
in the Year 1589, after having fpread 
their Terror through the nei^bouriug 
Countries, and for ieveu Years drove all 
before them after which followed the 
five Years Defolation along the River 
Paraubaba^ which falls into the Springs 
of that of the Amaxjons. King Philip p, 
abhorring the cruelty of thefe Robbers, R 
let out an Edid, which was only the re¬ 
newing the Laws of the Emperonr 
Charles the 5 th, and the Kings of Porta^ 
gat^ forbidding the Indians being made 
Slaves on any pretence whaefoever. The 
Governours and Magiftrates of Brazil^ 
and even thofe of the Town of Pirati- 
ninga endeavour’d to have the King’s 
Commands obferv’d. But the Mama- 
lacs breaking through all Anticnt and 
Modern L.avvs, were ftill more wickedly 
bent upon the dcftruiftion of die Indians. 
Yet, left they ihould feem openly to vi¬ 
olate the Laws, they had always fpcci- 
ous Pretences, and fitch as feem'd to 
carry a Zeal of the King’s Service for 
what they did, palliating their Villaoy 
under a fliow of Juftice. Thus, under 
a colour of going to the Gold Mines 
found up the In land, they often broke 
out in great numbers from the Towns 
of Piratiningay S. Vincent^ and the Saints., 
and droveaway an infinite Multitude of 
Indians into flavery. But witat is mpft; 
prcpoftcrous, they perform all adls of 
Devotion before they fet out upon thele 
Expeditions, which laft three or foijr 
Years, as if Heaven could hear the 
Prayers of Miforeants, and give a Blefi- 
ling to Villanies ; and what is moft pro¬ 
voking, thefe Wretches call their Rob¬ 
beries, Apofiolick Excarfions\ fayi^jg, 
they go to ferret the Indians out of their 
lurking Holes, to bring them to Civili¬ 
ty and Chriftian Religion. 1 could give 
a particular Account, having the Au- 
thentick Relations by me, of the Perfons, 
Times, and Places \ | could (how how 
cruelly they wafted wholeProvinces,who 
theCommanders of theRobbers were,and 
what particular Places they utterly de¬ 
ftroy’d ; but I Aall exprels it more 
briefly, by laying, that all the vaft traft 
of Land, from the River Maarannon to 
thirty Degrees of South Latitude, up the 
In-land, fufler’d by their continual ex- 
curlions. There remain’d a part of 
GHmra^zxai fome other Countries fgr 
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mous for the l,aboars of the Society ia 
them, which how they plunder’d or 
» damaged, I am now about to fee down 
as afted in feveral Years. 

Luis de Ce/fcdes., a Man nobly defeend- 
. ed,* arriv’d from Spain in BruzJly in the 
fYear i62p, to proceed to Para^ht^, 
having obtain’d the Government ot that 
Province of the King. There are two 
Ways from Brazil to Par\aguay. The 
one by L.and, the other by Sea. The 
Way by Land was abfolutcly forbid by 
the King, to prevent the Oppreffion of 
the Indians. Yet the new Governour 
thought fit to go by Land, allcdging he 
had the King’s Difpenfation. Being at 
Piratiningdy hc ftt out at fuch time as 
900 AiamdueSy and 2200 Tupmsy (thefc 
arc fierce Indtansy in League with the 
Mamducs') were preparing to enter 
Gudra to plunder. Their Commander 
in chief, was Antony Rapofo ; other Men 
infamous forenflaving the Indiansy were 
Captains under him. The Governour 
fetting out of Paratininga in an ill Sea- 
fon, having travelled feme Days by 
1/and, made the reft of his journey into 
Guaira on the River. Being honourably 
entertain’d at Loreto by F. Ruiz^ all the 
Return he made was ill Language ^ and 
having confulted about providing againft 
the Mamduesy he fixed upon nothing. 
Tho he could not but commend the La¬ 
bours of the Society, he could never be 
brought to order Supplies tooppofe the 
Robbers, declaring he was not ftrong c- 
nough for them y but it appears he was 
faulty in that particular, and therefore 
fomc time after was fined by the Coun- 
....^of Spain. In the mean while the 
T YBo p»of the Mamducs drove the Lands 
of the Infidels not far from the Towns 
of the Converts, atteraptin| nothing 
upon the Converts of the Society j ;yet 
the Fathers did not doubt there was Fire 
hitf/undcr thofc deceitful Afhes, which 
ibon broke out into a dreadful Confla¬ 
gration \ for it was plain that the Rob¬ 
bers only wanted a Pretence to fall on. 
The CacicMt Tatar ana was the innocent 
caufe of all this Mifehief. He had been 
once taken by Simon Alvarez.y a Mama- 
lac, but having made bis efeape, with 
his Men, fled to the Town of S. Anto¬ 
ny, This being known, Simon Alvarez, 
Commander of one of the Troops of 
Mamducs demands T aturona of F. Mola 
Direftor of the Town of S. Antonyy who 
anfwcring. That Tatarana was free by 
Nature, and therefore could not, con- 
. ^^y to the Laws of Nature, flut him

The next Day a numerous Company of 
Mamducs under the command of Simon 
Alvarez, aflaults the Town, plunders it, 
fpares none,cuts ofFfuch as oppofe him, 
fecures the prime Men, drives away the 
weak Multitude, robs F. Mola of all he 
had, tho he us'd all means to move thole 
Robbers to commifcration •, but finding 
no humanity among them, and dcfpair- 
ing of defending the Bodies, apply’d 
himfelf to procure the health of the 
Souls of thofe poor People, baptizing, 
iuftrudf ing, and otherwife helping them, 
as occalion would permit in that (hort 
time, and this not without danger ofhis 
Life, one of thefc Mifercants aiming to 
kill him, had not another of the Gang 
obftrufted him. About 2500 Indians 
are laid to have been taken at this luva- 
lion by the Robbers the Shepherd was 
left without his Flock, lamenting the 
lols of his dear Children in God, whom 
he law drove away like Sheep before his 
Face, without hopes of rcdrcis. Nor 
was the Sorrow of thofe poor Captives 
left, who ftill look’d about to fee w!ie- 
ther there was any poflibility of making 
their efeape^ and fome having found 
means of compalTig it, made their Way 
to F. Mola. To thefe were added feme 
others who had hid thcmfelvcs from the 
Robbers, all whom as he was leading to 
the Town of the Incarnation, he was a- 
gain in danger of being kill'dfor fc- 
veral of them changing their Minds, be¬ 
gan to Mutiny, accufing F. Mola of Trca- 
chery, and affirming hc dealt underhand 
with the Robbers 9 whereupon they 
were ready to fall upon him, but that he 
commemorating the dangers he and o- 
thers of the Society had expos’d thcni- 
felves to for their lakes, diverted them 
for that time, with the alfiltance of feme 
llncere Converts. But the danger was 
accidentally doubled ', for a great num¬ 
ber of Gentiles, altogether ignorant of 
the Mifehief done the Day before, com¬ 
ing to the Town of S. Antony, with ^ 
defign to embrace Chriftiaiyty, finding 
it abandon’d and ferewed with dead Bo¬ 
dies, grew enrag’d, and difperling into 
feverd Companies, feugbt about for the 
Fathers as Betrayers of their Country.

and tbo the Society reprelented the ill 
confequences of that Law, which cut oiF 
the fending any timely Supplies to thofe 
diftrefled People, yet they could not 
make him alter his Relblution. F. F4jP 
qHtx, the Provincial, was extreamly con¬ 
cern’d at thele Calamities, efpecially 
when he receiv’d further News from 
Cudra, that there were People there, 
who made Slaves of thole poor 'Indms 
who had elcaped out of the Hands of the 
AiamdHCs. Thele things mov’d the Pro¬ 
vincial to lend F. DiafiranUu to the 
fopreme Council in Ferny and he him- 
lelf went up the farma to Cudra, to 
comfort the Afflifted, and be an £ye- 
witnefs of othei Calamities. But having 
ftay’d fo long in this Province of Gudra^ 
it will not be amifs to look back into 
the odiers, before we proceed upon the

F. Al¬ 
varez^ with incredible Labour and Dan¬ 
ger, made his way through almoll; im¬ 
penetrable Woods to thefe People, and 
having got eighteen of them together, 
he return’d to the Town, where he in- 
ftrudled them tlie beft their ftupidity 
would bear j and having baptiz’d them, 
they all dyed.

thought it a matter of great confequence 
to fecurc that Poft, which would open a 
Way to the upper part of VrvMca^ and 
obllmdt ITuKjnnHi from railing new 
Taoubles. F. Romero repairing thither, 
and finding 350 Families already afiem- 
blcd, and as many more ready to meet, 
creaed a Crofs, appointed Magiftrates, 
and baptiz’d the Children.

Pindovius Captain of the 
Colony ot the Nivutingdans which had 
been deltroy’d, drawing along with him 
a multitude of People, deliver’d himfelf 
up to the Robbers, after which the Town 
and Church of S. Xsvtrius were deftroy- 
cd, which had contain’d 1500 Families, 
whereof fcarce 500 Souls were faved, 
and Tent down tne Tibaxiva to the old 
Town. Nor did the Invafion flop here, 
for the Colony of S. Jofefh lying in the 
mid way between S. Ignatinsj and S. Xa- 
vertHSy wasdeftroy’d with only the dread, 
the Inhabitants running away for fear of 
the Mamalitcs^ or clfc failing into their 
Hands. Becaufe the remainders of fo 
many Towns deftroy’d, might be bur- 
denfome to others, the Provincial or¬ 
der’d a new Town to be built near La- 
reto, that they might aflTtil one another. 
Having thus order’d Affairs, he halted a- 
way to relieve other Towns of the Fa- 
dtionofTaiaoba’f for there was a Re¬ 
port, not altogether groundlefs, that 
the Mamalucs and Tufus were coming in 
great numbers to dcflrroy the reft of 
(Juaira. The Society had created three 
Towns about the Lands of TaiMba^ one 
vof which called the contain- 

cef S ts ov 1000 Families, tnatofSt.TIi!;o- 
mas 800, and F. Mantt* bad gathered 
fuch a Multitnde in that of 
rebailt by him, that it was little infe¬ 
rior to what it had been at firlt. The 
Provincial being there, was again in- 
form’d by their Spies, that the Mama- 
were not for offj therefore calling 
ei’wpie an the Fathers together, he confulted 
inipian- what was beft to be done in that dan- 
^ ger: They anfwcr’d there were two 
ways of alTifting thofe People, which 
were either to encourage them to oppofe 
their Enemies, or lead them away to 
fafer places \ which latter Advice the 
Provincial inclining to, becaufe the In- 
dtanSf who were almoft naked, and 
fought with Arrows made of long 
Reeds, which did but little execution 
’ upon the MamducSf who had Coats 
Jmed with Cotton to refill; tbeni; could 
no^tho more numerous, withftand 
’ thd^E^mics, who had Swords and 


Fire-arms, he rcfolvcd the three afore- 
laid Towns ihould be remov’d out of Techc. 
hand, near to the Precipice of Gnaira, 
that their great diftance might be a de¬ 
fence to them, and in cafe of need, they 
might pafi the Precipice, and repair to 
the Towns in Parana. Having fo or¬ 
der’d Affairs, he went away himfelf tor 
that Province, in great anxiety of Mind 
for thefe Calamities. No fooncr was 
he gone, but News came that the Ene¬ 
my drove all the Country before them, 
whereupon the Project of removing was 
haftned. Accordingly the Fathers took 
care to lave all that could be carrycd a- 
way, and convey the Inhabitants to the 
places appointed- F. hrnotus was tfo 
Days marching with thofc committed to 
his charge, and brought all fafe without 
the loft of one Creature. The others 
met with greater difficulty j want ofPro- 
vifion^ and the hardfhips of the Way, 
prevailed with many of the Indians to 
turn back to their native Country. Of 
theie, fome were killed by the GualacheSf 
and others made Slaves. Three Days 
after they were gone, the Mamalucs en- 
tring the Lands of Taiaobay found a 
gj cater Booty than ever they did before; 
the People fnrrcndring themfelves of 
their own accord, and voluntarily run¬ 
ning themfelves into Fetters, for tear of 
Death. All thole who forfbok the Fa¬ 
thers, ran the fame Fortune. But the 
Mamahtes^ not fatisfy’d with fo great a 
Booty, underitanding that great Com¬ 
panies of the Converts had been con¬ 
veyed away, through the Lands of the 
Gsndaches^ they purfu’d nhem in fcveral 
Troops. 

The Society bad founded two Towns 
in the Country of the Gnalaches, the one Towns of 
call’d the Conception, and the other S. Pe~ S- feur 
ter. A Tr<»p of the Mamalacs falling 
unexpeded into the latter, bore down 
all before them, without any refped to 
the Prielts. The Mamdnes do not like 
the Cnataches for Slaves lb well as the 
Guarans, becaule of their natural fierce- 
nefs; and therefore paifing them by, 
they made it their whole bufinels to o- 
vertake the People of Tai/uba, that fied 
with the Fathers. Thus the Town of 
S. Peter was duftroy’d, the Inbfbitants 
retiring to their lurking plant, and the 
Fathers, all the Gnaraas being takeil 
from them, retiring to the ftiver

thcr Deftrudion. The difficulty was in 
finding Boats for fuch a Multitude after 
they were down the Precipice; for there 
was no hope that of all that number of 
Boats, any could efcape Shipwreck, if 
they were let ru.i down from the Top 
of the Precipice, to the Pool at the Bot¬ 
tom. Yet becaufc they would try all 
Exj’ciiments, they turn’d almofl: all the 
Boa IS loofe, after taking out their La¬ 
ding; which in a moment were lhattcr’d 
into Chips and vanifh’d, beating againfl; 
the Rocks,and being fwallow’d by Whirl¬ 
pools. The next hope was to have 
Boats brought to the foot of the Preci- 
picr> from the Towns of the Converts 
in Parana-^ but they were therein difap- 
poiuted in a great meafiirc, the chief of 
the Fathers of Parana^ being at that 
time call'd away to the Chapter at Cor¬ 
dova. Therefore the beft Advice was, 
when they had march’d down the Pre¬ 
cipice to the Plains, to build new Boats, 
brehof For the better conveniency of their 
hetranf- dclccnding, f. divided the Multitude 
into Trooos, placing a Father at the 
‘ * * H^a d of each to lead, encourage and 
afiiTf^m. They all march’d loaded 
with their Provifions, and other final] 
Utenfils, meeting every now and then 
with Brooks, to pafs which they were 
forced to cut down Trees and make fome 
lost of Bridges. Sometimes the Itecp- 
neis of the Rocks, Ibmetimes the hot 
burning Sands, and fometimes impafla- 
ble Woods, obltrudled their PalBge; 
which made not only the Sick and Aged, 
but the Women loaded with their Chil¬ 
dren, and healthy Perlbns faint by the 
way; wherelbever any one fail’d, he 
was forlaken by the reft, the Fathers 
not being able to relieve them, but on¬ 
ly taking care of their Souls. It is cer¬ 
tain that a great numb^ Perilb’d in the 
Delcent of that Precipice, which I have 
deferib’d before. That Delcent, if they 
went ftrait forward is but 14 Leagues,

Having fpent eight Days in coming TtciA. 
down, when they arriv'd at* the Plain, ✓VXI 
all fell to Work at making of Boats, 
which the Indians being us’d to make of 
Trees Iioilow’d out; and there being no 
large Timber at the foot of the Preci¬ 
pice, they were forced to make Boats 
of very fmall Burden. The Fathers of 
Parana had with great labour and the 
lofs of many, fent a few Boats loaden 
with Provifions to the foot of the Pre¬ 
cipice, to relieve the Indians after their 
March; but being fo few among a Mul¬ 
titude, they lignify’d little. For thefe 
realbns all the Multitude was divided in¬ 
to lour Parcs. I'he Crft Troop was or¬ 
der’d to march along the Banks of the 
Parana.^ under the Icaoiug of JF. Spinofa. 

Two others took their way through the 
Woods up the Country, on both Tides, 
towards the Towns of Acarai and /^«- 
az-tu under the cpm!' cf of P. Contreras 
and F. Saartz.. 1 lie laft Troop went 
down the River under F. Ruiz^ and he 
not having VclTels enow to carry fo 
great a number,\F. Mac eta was ordci’d 
to Ray at the foot of the Precipice with 
the reft of the People, till tlic Veficls 
could return <^rom Aicarai^ and other 
Conveniences be provided. F. Maceta 
and his Company liv’d there 3 Months 
upon wild Fruits; and F. 54/4C4r liv’d 
four Months on the other fide among the 
Rocks with 5oo Indians.^ in great want of 
all Things; till F. Ga&ego came from the 
Town of Iguazjt to relieve them. But 
whether they went by Land or Water, 
abundance dy’d ; fome fainting with 
Hunger, fome with Wearinefs and other 
Misfortunes. Thole dn the River, the 
Boats being fmall and the Surges great, 
were often overlct and many Drown’d. 

Many had made Boats of Canes, fifty 
Foot long and thicker than a Man’s Leg, 
bound together, in which feveral were 
loft. One of thefe was ftav’d, anddropM 
all it carry’d into the Water, before the 
Fathers; but all that were in it fwam a- 
Ihore, except one Woman, who chofc 
rather to be Drowned with her Children, 
than quitting them to get offi with the 
reft; but the ocher Indiansiay'd both her 
and the Infants. Another Boat being 
fwallow’d up by the River, all the Men 
and Womeu were lav'd, and eleven 
Children loft. Thofe that funnoiinced 
all thefe Dangers, were firft reliev’d 6y 
the Converts of the Towns of Ignaza 
and Acmrai ; nor is it eafie to exprefs bow 
Charitably the Fathers and Converts of 
Parana., receiv’d and entertaiu’d lb many 
E e e e e * thoiH 
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txA/) thoaiaDdStrangers^ rcdociagthcmrelves 
‘Jiseho, to extream wait to fopply them. Be- 
fore it was propos’d to build Towns, 
the whole Nation difpers’d itfelf among 
the Colonies of Parana and VrvAicaj 
which Colonies, by realbn of the ill 
Crop the Year afforded, being ill pro¬ 
vided to fiipply the Natives involv’d 
themfelves in wonderful Calamities. It 
is well known that the Inhabitants of 
the Town of S. Ignatius on the River 
Parsmay^ diflrributed two thirds of the 
Pro^flons they had, in Alms among the 
Strangers. The Itafums bellow’d 3000 
Oxen among them. The Inhabitants of 
Corfus Chrifiiy llaughter’d a great num¬ 
ber of Cattle to relieve themand yet 
ibon after Plague and Want deltroy’d 
many of them. Six hundred were bu- 
ry*d in the Town of Acarai, in a fliort 
time after fonie Thoufands of thefe 
Pilgrims came thither. Thofe that fur- 
viv’d having confumed all the Food there 
was about the Town \ labour’d to pro- 
trad Life, diCpers’d about the Woods, 
killing what came in their way. F. jU- 
varez. ranging tlie Forryills to take care 
of their Souls, was reduced to fueb ex¬ 
tremity, that he had nothing but the 
Skin upon his Bones, and look’d like a 
Ghofl, being jull ready to eat a pair of 
old Shoes, he had foftned by long Boil¬ 
ing, when Ibmc fmall Supply was lent 
him by the other Fathers. The Jgua- 
zMuns for four Months maintain'd 1500 
of thofe Cuairancansy for which they af¬ 
terwards fuffer'd Famine. The Plague 
foon after dcflroy'd 5C0 of them. In the 
Town of S. Major, the Tygers 
lirft Befl)*J on i ic dead Hodics, devour’d 
20 Indian Convefts. Tlie People of Vr- 
vaica^ whither a part of thefe Strangers 
were lent, were profulely bountiiiil to 
them j notwitbllanding all which ibme 
dy’d of the Plague and for Want. To 
be brief, of the remains of 13 Towns 
of Guaira^ fcarce 4000 furviv’d the iirfl; 
Year after their Tranfmigration ^ all the 
reft either Dying in the way, difperiing 
themfelves about, or Perifhing by Hun¬ 
ger or Famine. When the Peftilence 
was a little abated, F. Ruiz, gathering 
the Survivors from all Parts, apply’d 
bimfelf to rebuild Towns. The River 
Jabebmr is about half way between the 
I'owns of Itafua and Corpus ChriJH j on 
its Banitf, not far from the Parana into 
vWifcb ir falls i were lay’d the Foundati¬ 
ons two Towns, under the old Names 
of Lortto and 5. Ignatius. That tiie Peo¬ 
ple migift not pwilh with Hunger whilft 
they weri; Building j the Fathers out of 


the Mony the King allows them Yearly, 
and what they could raife by fail of the 
Goods of the Towns deftroy’d, bought, 
10000 Oxen^ which, with ibme other 
helps, kept them from ftarving^ and 
thofe tran^lanted Colonies, through the 
Induftry of the Fathers, began to re¬ 
gain Ibme par^ of their former Lofter. 

Hither were .Drought the remains of 
Cuaira^ wh^e the Fathers had fpent 
23 Years with incredible Labour in re¬ 
ducing thofe People; having Founded 
thirteen Towns, befides the Spsmijh Ci¬ 
ty of f^iUarica^ which was alfo abandon’d. 

1 he Province of Gnaira through their 
indefatigable Labours was thus improv¬ 
ing, and it was hop’d the whole would 
embrace Chiiftianity, and fubmit to 
the Catholick King; when that Plague 
of the MamduKs.^ as has been faid over¬ 
threw all, cutting off the hopes of any 
return thither; for after Plundering 
the Towns erected by the Society, the 
Robbers fiift ruin’d the Villages under 
the Jurifdidlioa of the Spani§a City of 
nilarka, and then without any re^cdl 
to the BiOiop of Paraguay., who came 
thither in Perlbn, overthrew that and 
the City of Cuaira. Some of the Spa¬ 
niards of FiUarica were remov’d to the 
River Paraguay ^ and ibme took up 
among the MamaUtes. The two Towns 
being fetled, F. Ruiz, -was appointed to 
have charge of them. Where we rauft 
leave him to look a little into the Pro¬ 
vince of Vrvaica, and Ibme other Parts. 

When F. Romero had made Ibme Pro- . 
vilion for the poor Guatranians., being 
ftrengthned by the Acccifion of the Fa- provineg 
thers came from that Province; he le- of T' 
rioufly apply’d himfelf to prgMggfc: 
Chriftianity beyond the bounds orl)y- 
vaica in the Province of Tape ; wherein 
God’s fecial Providence was vifible, 
which after the Deftrd3ion of fo many 
Towns, furnilh’d a new Province for 
that of Guaira which had been utt^ly 
ruin’d. Under the Name of the Pro¬ 
vince of Tape, is comprehended a ddge 
of Mountains running an hundred 
Leagues from Fall; to Weft; but the 
Extremities of which Mountain are eight 
Days Journey from the River Vrvaicuy 
and twice that diftance from the Atlao- 
tick Ocean. The Vales below it are 
excellent Paftore for Cattle. The Land 
which will bear any Grain, and Water'd 
by abundance of Springs and Brooks. 

In the marlby Grounds towards the Sea 
there is often found an amphibious Crea¬ 
ture ve^y like a Sheep, but that it has 
Teeth and Talons like a Tyger; an^ 
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Nveported to be lb fierce, that ii; do(i$ 
not fpare Lions, nor do the Natives 
dread any Creatures fo much as tbeib, 
which fometimes ;eonie out of the Wa¬ 
ter in Flocks, and do much tnifehief. 
There is no way tocicape them, bat by 
fpeedy climbing of I'rccs, and even 
that will not do fometimes, for thofe 
Sheep cither root up\the Trees, or 
ftay fo long about th^, ’till Fear or 
Hunger makes the People drop offi 
If ever they happen to kill any of thefc 
‘ Creatures, which is very rare, they wear 
their Skins, whence the CHurans tall a 
Garment taking its Name ft om the 
Bcaft, or giving the Beaft the Name 
from the Garment. 1 hefe Monfiers 
really arc in Sheep’s Cloathi.ig, but are 
thcrafelvcs ravenous Wolves. There is 
alfo a famous White Biid, which thoit 
have but a very final! Body, has a Voice 
a flange that founds like a Hell, which therefore 
Bird. the Natives call Gnirapo, or the Ibund- 
iflg bnd. The 'V'oods produce a low 
fort r»r Paiin-trees, not unlike the Indi- 
an '/(tncs, of the Bark whereof they 
make Row-ftriiigs, lltonger and finer 
I'nan if they were made of Silk. There 
is i icnty of (liiuing Stones, which doubt- 
Icis might be turioully polilh’d, it there 
were Laropem Artills. The Tree £(r<*- 
pts, which is alfo found in other parts, 
when the Sun riles, weeps or fwcats 
lotahie out a plentiful Flower, which appears 
-to be no Dew, betanfe the other Trees 
alrout it arc dry. This Trec feems to 
put us ill mind, that Men ihould weep 
when the Sun ot Profperity (bines on 
them. I'hc People of the Province of 
Tape differ not from the reft of the Gm- 
jggffs, either in Cuftoms or Language,

Nothing bred more ifrcquent of the 
Troubles, and made the Indians fiy Marriages 
from Chriffianity fomuch, ds Ac confi- oftheoV 
ning of them to one Wife, which gives *’***' 
us oct^fion to fay fomewhat oi a Con- 
troverfy that arofe among theiFathers, 
concerniog the Marriages of );he Gna- 
Eee ee s ran/^' 
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r4»/, not unworthy to be here mentU 
Tinbo. on’d wich^he deciuon of it, becanie it 
was nice add curious. The Chief Men 
of this Nation, were wont to keej) as 
many Concubines as their Luft inciinM 
them to, or their Authority could ob¬ 
tain among (heir People \ and it was a 
great difeouragementto them to embrace 
Chriftianity, when they were warned to 
be latisfied with one Woman. This was 
in Ibme meafure heightned by the too 
aufteer nicety of fome of the Fathers, 
who would oblige thele Men to take to 
Wife the firft of their Women. O- 
thers, without any Scruple, allow’d the 
new Concerts to chule any one they 
pleas’d of their Women for a Wife. 
Thefe different Opinions having con¬ 
tinued and been maintain’d for ibme 
time, the dcciiion of it was at length re- 
ferr’d to the Poft, who was then Pope 
Vrbm the 8th, and the whole Contro- 
verfy fent him in Writing by F. Lugo, 
who was afterwards a Cardinal, which 
becauie it Ihews the barbarous pra^ice 
of thole People, and fevcral particulars 
worth obiervlng , I wiK-' ict down at 
larger his Words are thsie. Mofi Holy 
futher, “ There arifcs a <mighty DifB- 
“ culty in the Converlion^f the /»<*- 
“ arts, of the Province or Kingdom of 
“ Faruguoy, in the Wefi Indies, on ac- 
count that ibme of our Miflioners, 

“ will oblige them to take to Wife, and 
“ ftick to the firft Conibrt they had, du- 
“ ring their Infidelity ^ for this Nation, 

“ according to their barbarous Cuftom, 

“ turn away at every foot, their Wives, 

“ if they may be fo caH’d, as vve do 
“ our Servants i and this, only bccaufe 
“ the Wife is lick*' and cannot dreis the 
Meat, or lew the Garments, or look 
“ to the Houie, or bccaufe /he grows 
“ Old. Nay, very often, a Man takes 
“ not only one Wife at once, but with 
“ her, all her Daughters, or Sifters if 
ihe has any, of which he afterwards 
“ beftows fome on Friends or Servants, 
and then takes them again if the Ser- 
“ vants go away. Others leave their 
« Wives only becaufe they remove to 
“ another place, and will not take them 
“ along. For this reafon many are of 
“ Opinion, there is. no true Matrimo- 
“ ny among them, but that thefe are all 
“ Concukines ; and therefore when 
“ jPonvewed, they arc allow’d to take 
“ a Wifr. or* Husband that is Baptiz’d.

Th*e Spa^ 
niards hdp for many Years us’d endea¬ 
vours to lave a Sight of him, but in 


nation, or elfcpiovok’d by hardUlage, 
had fled to them at fevcral Tinies, and 
given them an account of il.c F.iihers, 
informing them that they only Ibtight the 
good ol Souls, without any prejudice to 
the Body *, whereupon they refoned 10 Pdtgm^ 
F. Rancionitriy aflir tiling they wouhl build 
a Tow n. As they faid they did, fitting 
up their Mats alter the Country Falliinn 
not far from the Town of the Jfp^tUsy 
after the manner of a Town. But be¬ 
ing naturally Fickle, they loon after 
flipt away to their old lurking Places, 
beyond the River Paraguay. The Fa¬ 
thers ill their four Towns labour’d’co 
Convert thole People with good Succeff, 
not omitting to attend the Spaniards of 
Xercz.y whom F. Enartim lerv’d lb dili¬ 
gently in the Lent, that they writ to the 
Council and fiilhop of Paraguay to de- 
lire the Society would fettle among them. 

Bclides not far off were the Cumisms^ 
Gualachiansy and other People of lundry 
Languages, who leem’d inclinable to re¬ 
ceive the Light of the Gofpel, if there 
were any Body to convey it to them. 

Beyond this Province in the Lands to 
wards the great River of the Amaxjonis 
there w^re Pigmeys remarkable for the 
fmalaels of their Stature ^ ^d Amax.ottu^ 
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'lb caD'd becaafe tiving ia War all clYeir 
Lives, thfey are reported every Year for 
a very (bore time to call Men from the 
Neighbourhood to get them with Child; 
teCdes other Nations ib nnmerous, that 
F. Ratteiemeri writing to his Superiors, 
affirm'd there might be many Towns 
bailt at once op the .Country, if there 
were Fathers to ferve tMm. Thus con- 
iidering the State of the Province of 
Itatina^ this alone with its neigiibonring 
^^untries, was fufficient to blot out the 
memory of the Unfortunate Gnttira, But 
another Storm, overtornhig the prefent 
State of Affairs, and in a great mea> 
fore eluding, the Hopes conceiv’d, will 
almoft reprefent to us another Cnair* 
in the Province of Itatina. 

Mimbus For the Fathers had not been long 
deftroy fctled in their new Towns, before they 
receiv’d the difnial News that the 
«*«/«« were broke into the Province. 
They after deftroying the Province of 
GiMira^ being joyn’d by a numerous 
Company of the Tapus^ took the fame 
way the Fathers had done into the Conn- 
try of Xcres^ and joyning with fomc o- 
ther Robbers, confultcd about the means 
of plundering the new Towns; which 
that they might do with lefs Trouble, 
they fciit Meflfengers to S. Jofeph'i in the 
Abfence of F. Enmius^ fraudulently to 
Iniianatc to the People there, that they 
were not come to Plunder, or do any 
Mifthicf, but to revenge the Wrongs 
done to F. RMcionicriy by the IneUans 
further up the Country, that if they 
)oyn’d their Forces with them, it would 
oblige the Society. The chief of the 
Town iiinoccni ly giving Credit to the 
RoL’jeys, r der’d his Men to go out 
arm’d to t -ke Revenge, and led them 
difcdly to the Aidmalucs Camp j where 
when they came they Were all dilarm’d 
and bound, the Women and Children 
thus depriv’d of all Defence being after 
this ealily convey’d from off the Town 
to the (^rap. F. Enartms returning, 
and finding the Town empty with the 
Tokens of the Enemies Fraud and Crn- 
clty run to the Mamalucs Camp, where 
inftcad of any Favour he was threatned 
with Death, which he (lighting, they 
fbreed him from among them, giving 
him abufive Language, tearing his 
Cloatbs, and tredting him in an ontra- 
gious manner. Another Party of M*- 
mducs invaded the Colony of the An~ 
gets, but found it in a great Meallire a- 
tandon’d, for F. Mattifiex.hciag inform’d 
their coming, had taken dfre that 
9Kff^ tlv*. Innabitants ihould hide them- 


ielves in the Woods, yet many were 
taken, the Captain of fiibfc Thieves/^'? 
having order’d the Father to be bouirf, 
if he made any Oppolltion. They drove 
tbofe they found to their Camp, whi¬ 
ther F. Afaninex. following them, he 
was there confin’d three Days, that th^ 
might carry no Intelligence, or Adviie 
thoic in the Woods. At the Hi me time 
another Company of thefe Rovers plun¬ 
der’d the Lands of Mar/duabufHviHs^ 
where they deluded the People after this 
manner, in the ablence of F. Ramonieri. 

Having drawn the chief of the Nation 
to a Conference, they gave ont, that' 
they were not come as Enemies, but to AudUbe 
gather the Indians, who liv d fcacter’d ter anSy 
abroad, into a great Town, for inftroft- 
ing of them in Religion, and if they 
would lend their helping Hand, they 
Ihould all live friendly together. The 
poor People deluded by this Pretence 
came in Crowds to them, whom the 
Mamalncs crnelly bound, fecur’d Nim’ 
dnabufuvius, and appear’d as open Ene¬ 
mies j but tbcsjprofecudng their deceit¬ 
ful Villany, thee told the principal Men, 
they had no ytufy to elcape being made 
Slaves, bnt by delivering up their Peo¬ 
ple ; who being product, were perfi- 
dloufly feoir’d without relcafing the 
Caciques. As F. Rincionitri having heard 
of the Invafion, was halting to affifl: his 
Convert, he was met by about 500 In¬ 
dians of Nianduabuftevius his Fadion, 
who were to be deliver'd to the Robbers 
for him and other Caciques j which the 
Father underftanding, he encourag’d 
them to (land upon their Defence', but 
before they could mak8 Head, the Ma- 
malues fell upon them, and did Ibme 
Harm. Seventy of them, who were 
arm’d, having joyn’d F. Ranconieri in the 
abandon’d Town, bravely withllbod 30 
Mamakes, aadjoTupus. Thefe Towns 
being defl^oy’d, the Fathers flew to all 
Parts, where they might relieve the 
Captive, or icatter'd Indians. F. Ran- 
cienieri in Vain begg'd of the Mamaluct 
for his Flock j for they fearing left the 
CuAaehes, PaiagttaSf aiia Spaniards Ihould 
twite to revenge the Itatimaas, driving 
away about a Thouland Captives, hafted 
away tojoyn the Plunderers of the other 
Towns.

that it was much to be Fear’d they would 
have Revolted, had not the Authority 
of the Fathers prevail’d. But the 
Biihop provok’d them much more, for 
he forgetting the Q>mmendations he had 
given the Society, ftudying his own pri¬ 
vate Intereft, conceiv’d that his Revenue 
would be much greater, if the care of 
the new Towns of Parana was taken 
from the Jefuits, and beftow’d upon the 
ftcolar Clergy, over whom his Power 
was more Abfbluce. Therefore pre¬ 
tending fome Realbns for what he Did, 
and paKicuIarly the Converts under the 
Fathers not paying the’Fourth^aijd*' 
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Tithes, he luu-rdided all the Fathers ia 
the Province of Pantna. Both the Go¬ 
vernor and Bifhop would have proceed¬ 
ed further had not F. Romero fuperior of 
thtofe Fathers hafted to the City of the 
jl/fumption, an hundred Leagues from 
where he was, to oppole them. Tlie 
Goveruour he foon p^fuaded not to 
oppi efs thofe People, and force them to 
revolt before they were well fuhdu'd j 
but he had more to do with the Bifhop, 
obllinately to whathc had un¬ 
dertaken. To convince him, he pro¬ 
duced the Grants of the Caiholick Rings, 
and Briefs of Popes in favour of the So¬ 
ciety, by which it ap; en’d the bifhop 
had no Power to Inicrdift them upon 
that Account; WhiUl the Controverfy 
was ftiil depending, F. rafyueZy the 
Provincial, coming to Town opportune¬ 
ly (econded ¥,RomerOy and put by the 
Bifhop from attempting any imiovation, 
by (hewing him the Kiuf;*s lepcatcdOr* 
ders, foi bidding any Pcifon whaifocvcr 
upon auy pretence to molclt the Society 
in the care of their Converts. The 
Govrrnour who was before reconcil'd 
now allb interpofing, .at length the Bi- 
Ihop eomply’d, and following F. Romero 
into F,tra»m^ ar'aiu viiitcdiheuew Towns 
and Confirm'd the Converts. Thcfe 
Troubles were follow’d by rumours of 
War, and tlie Tranfmigrjtion of two 
Towns. F. Contrents had been feen by 
his Supeiiors up the River Pevranay to 
bring away the remaining People and 
Goods of the ruin’d Province of Parana. 
When he was pafs’d the famous Preci¬ 
pice, Afamalacs met him, diligent¬ 
ly inquiring .about the Towns of Jgua- 
zjt and ji.arH (eared on theKiver Paranay 
rownf. of and rclling him there were three Troops 
e'*r .and of MamaJms with the Booty they brought 
from tire Province of Itatinay not far 
4 off! This gave occalion to fufped ano¬ 
ther Invafion, and therefore F. Contreras 
returning from whence he came, went 
himfelf with all fpced to acquaint the 
Inhabitants of tguazu and Acarai with the 
danger, and Pent Letters of it to F. Ro- 
meroy who fending Meflengers to all the 
Towns of VrvMcazn^ Paranay call’d to¬ 
gether as many Fathers as he could. 
Being altogether, they all unanimoufly 
agreed to expofb their Lives for their 
Flock, and encourag’d the Converts to 
take Arms. In the mean while the Aca~ 
<• rmansy upon frefh Reports of the ap- 
proach 6 i the Robbers, abandoning and 
Burning their Town , went avwiy and 
•kyxt’d tbcmfdvcs to the Inhabitants of

of returning to their Country. Hcref t/*VNJ 
upon F. Romero apply"d himfelf altoge¬ 
ther to deliver the iguazjums from Dan^ 
ger. It was manifeit that Town could 
not be fecur’d but by removiug it to 
another Place ^ for befides that it was 
thirty Leagues from any other Colony 
of Converts, there was an cafy DeflcuG 
to it cither by Land or Water, out of 
tlje Pjovince of GuaWa. The Tranfmi- 
gration being refolv’d on, the next de¬ 
bate was ro what Place it lltould be* 

Theit was a Plain on the River Vtvaicoy 
about half way between the Towns of 
the Conception and S. Xaverius , fit tO 
build a 1 own in, but the way was round 
about, and 50 Leagues in length, and 
the Fathers were afraid, lell, as a great 
pait of the Tranfmigtatois out of the 
province of Cuaira hud periih’d by the 
way, the fume might happen to the 
People of IgnazM j but the fear of the 
Enemy (con tojok off this Appi ehenlion, 

Reafbn pleading it was better a part 
fbould fuller tl^i the whole. Befides 
F. Romero rcr.oicd the matter caller, 
having order’d Frovtiions to be furnifh’d 
by the other Towns, and gather’d Boats 
from ail Parts, ditching the Fathers to 
attend the 1 raafplautaiion. Thus 220a 
Inhabitants of IguazM were tranfplanted 
v^thout any conlldetabic Damage, and 
building a Town on the Banks of Vrvai- 
coy ftiil retaining the Marne of S. Mary 
Major y they began to be reckoed among 
the Vrvaleans. Many, as is nfual in fuch 
Cafes, were againft this removal, hiding 
themfelves in the Woods, whom the 
Fathers and faithful Converts at fcveral 
times brought away. Afterwards the 
Town was increas’d by the Accefllon of 
many Jndiansy where 1 redded two Years. 

The Inhabitants of Iguazu being thus 
Tranfpl^ted, there “were ten Towns 
then built by the Society in the Province 
of Zfrvaiea. 

Yet as great as their Succels was there, 
ftiil the Province of Tape exceeded it, 
for in the Town of S. A£cbael 844 were 
Baptiz’d, and in tliat of S. Thomas 1500 
of all forts V befides far greater Num-. 
bers that were Hill Inftrnfting. About 
a days Journey from each df thcfe 
Towns, that is, half way betwexn then, 
was a woody mountanious'PJaJe call’d 
Ita^uatif. whole heathen In.Iabicants 
had left no Sirone. unturn’d fori the ob¬ 
taining of one of the Society.. S Romtrti 
had promis’d to fulfil thein defireif 
when the Provincial came fronpthe Ca- 
Fffff pita! 
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pital of They, not latisfi’d 

Ttch 4 <^ with this Pfe^ret'‘‘PQd nnderftanding 
txv^ythat the Provincial was in the l^oVince 
»f Pta-ma^ ftnt the chief of them to him, 
bijjit. vffould not deny their Re- 

qncft. But the Provincial having been 
inform’d of their defires, had already 
fent away F. OttMims the firit Founder 
Of the towns of Giuira, to lay the Foun¬ 
dations of a Town among them, which 
took the Name of S. Jofeph. The Jta- 
^uatUns meeting him, were wonderfully 
pleas’d i and laid afide the defign of go¬ 
ing to the provincial. F. QttalSnm be¬ 
ing come to the Place, and having .fitted 
a Church and Houle for the Fathers, lay’d 
the Foundations of a Town fo iuccef- 
fully, that at the firft he found 300 Fa¬ 
milies all earnellly defirous to become 
Chriftians.Thcy dayly flock’d to Church 
at the ringing of the Bell to be Cate¬ 
chiz’d, as well knowing it was in vain 
to ask Baptifm till they had learnt the 
Rudiments of C^riftanity. About the 
fame time were lay’d the Foundations of 
another Town on the Top of high 
Mountain call’d Araritif^ which is re¬ 
ported to have hapn’d t^is. F. Ximnet 
refiding among the Caaroansy and after 
him F. Romero by fome Conrtefies had 
gain’d the affedion of Qtmambo Brother 
to Mboipeo a famous Cacique y who re¬ 
turning into his Country perfwadcd the 
People to call in the Fathers. In order 
to obtain fome of them, they of their 
own accord built a Church and Houfo 
for them, and fending frequent Mef- 
' lages to the Fathers feem’d rather to de¬ 
mand, than foe for a Teacher of the 
true Law y and l^ey were fo eager as 
to Confolt, whether in Jell or Earneif, 
about taking a way forcibly one of the 
two that redded in Town of S. MichaePy 
fo hot was their defire to embrace Chri- 
ftianity. The Provincial hearing their 
Requelt, fent thither F. Alvarez, with 
Power to found a Town, and dedicate 
The Ka- Nativity of the Bleflcd Virgin, 

tirity of His firft Labour was to Baptize 927 Chil- 
Ararie*. drcn, the next to Catechize thofe that 
were of Age, and the third to fcarch 
the Woods to increafe the other Town; 
wherein he was fo Succefsful, that the 
firft Year it contain’d 800 Families. 
All thefc P coplft^mong whom I liv’d 
three Yars, they being remov’d to an¬ 
other P»ce , the Society to this time 
has Bap liz’d* 9800. Nor did the Fa- 
^rsZw ftop here*, for ^boucthe lame 
time they paft’d beyond the River 
which divides the Mountains of Tapey at 
the requut of /tapaviay a powerful C«- 


cique in thofe P arts, who coming to F> 
Romero and F. Mendoza y then in the 
Town of S. .AfiVW, allur’d them if they 
would go over the River I^ai with him, 
they would find all Things requifite for 
building a Town. Both of them goinjg 
thither, found much more than the Ca¬ 
cique had promis’d, for 400 Families 
foriaking tneir/^illagcs had flock'd toge¬ 
ther, fliewing as forward a Zeal as could 
have been expected from People who 
bad been long Inftruded. A Croft vm. 
fet up in folemn manner. Infants Ba^ 
tis’d, and the Town founded under the 
Invocation of S. Amie. This Place was 
committed to F. Martinez y who had 
gain’d Reputation in the Provinces of 
Guaira and Itatinuy and before the end 
of the Year gather'd 800 Families. 

Whilft theie Things were carrying on 
at the Top of the Mountains of Tapey 
Two other Towns were founded in the 
oppofite Fart of thofo lame Mountains, 
concerning whole Original, Situation 
and Progreft take this ihort Account. 
About the Springs of the River Jgaiy 
there are vaft Plains , divided at Inter¬ 
vals by great Woods. Among which 
Woods were particularly thofe of Jbi- 
tirunOy Ibitirmtebo and Mondeca , very 
foil of Pines, which Trees, when they 
come to their foil Growth, are faid to 
be 120 Foot high; and they are fovery 
lirait, that they leem rather made by Ait 
than Nature. As they grow, they call; 
out their Boughs at equal diftances in 
the manner of Garlands, which falling 
ofi'by degrees of theralclves, fo as only 
the Signs of them appear, leave Knots 
behind them, fo very hard, that when 
artificially wrought, they look more like 
Bones than Wood. The Inhabitants of 
this Country feed a confiderable part of 
the Year on very large Pine Apples, 
which difier little in Tafte from the 
Walnuts in Europe. Here is alfo found 

the Herb of Paraouqyy the deb’ghtof the 
Indiansy and a vaft number of wild ^ars 
and wild Goats, fo that with a little 
Tillage the Natives have enough at home 
to maintain them. F. Romero had made 
an Excurfion to thefe Woods two Years 
before, in hopes of reducing the Petrie 
to the Town of S. Charlesy two Days 
Journey from thence but finding the 
Natives could not eafily be drawn out 
of their native Soil, which was very 
fruitful, he thought of founding a Town. 
To this purpofo F. Mela by order of 
p. Romero the foregoing Year ereifted a 
Csoft ift the Lands of Q^areo a pow-^ 
erfol Caci^oy which were qmjQ^tjr 
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tbofeof JbitizMn 4 \ from that time the 
faid Quarareo and TitpamimOy the CMciqne 
of the Forreft of Mondtcti^ ns’d all their 
Endeavours to obtain one of the Society. 
F» Ximtncs fcBt thither to lay the Foun¬ 
dation of a Town fatisfy’d the Dclires 
of them both. At his coming Qitarareo 
receiv’d him with anv elegant Speech, 
wherein he mention’d all the Parts of his 
Body, and affirm'd they were all fo over¬ 
whelm’d with Joy, that he could not 
Vsxprefs it. yhe Plan for the Town be¬ 
ing mark’d out, abundance of hdUns 
flock’d together with great Alacrity to 
build the Church and Houfes, in forauch 
that the cold frofty Scafon did not move 
them to deliit from their Work. Thefe 
People from their Childhood flick long 
Stones into their Chins inftead of Beards, 
which Cuftom the Fathers condemning, 
allcdging it was indecent to deform the 
Bodies God had made by thofc unbe¬ 
coming Additions, the young Lads pul¬ 
ling out thole Stones call: them all into 
the File , fearing left that batbarous 
Cuftom ftiould be any Obftatle to Chri- 
ftianity. The Women brought in their 
Children to be Baptiz'd, knowing the 
Fathers would not forfake thofe whofe 
fpiritnal Fathers they were. Having 
lav’d thefe Foundations, both the Fa¬ 
thers were oblig’d to return to their 
Charge of theiV Towns in Vrvaica^ 
wdicuce they tame, till this Year 1633* 
F, Ximenes wds fent thither again with 
Orders to remove the Town to a near¬ 
er and more commodious Place, whicli 
he foon did, having mark’d out a Place 
for it in the Lands oiTupamimoy to build 
whicli Qnararesy tho* very unwilling to 
leave his native Mountains reforted with 
his Followers and great Numbers of the 
neighbouring People, This Town at 
the Reqiieft of the Governor of Rie dc 
la Plattty was call’d S. Tertfa, and put 
nndcr the Care of F. Ximinez.y who with 
the affiftaiicc of his Companion F. Stdas 
within the firft Year drew 800 Families 
to it. At the fame time F. Romero went 
away over the Mountains of to 
the Town of %.Teref*y to make the way 
fit for the Provincial who was antient, 
and coming thither. When he was paft 
the Mountains CarvMOy a powerful Ca¬ 
cique met him with fome Followers, ac¬ 
quainting him he wasdefiroDs to become 
a Chriftian and found a Town, and would 
find Inhabitants enough in the Neigh¬ 
bourhood, if a Prieft were affign’d them. 
F. Reraero embracing him, bleffedGod, 
for that he infpir’d thofe barbafSus Pco- 
e, of their own accord to feek Salva- 
' Vol. IV, 


tion. Having viewythe Place, and 
feeing the IncUnadonorthi Ifidiaiis, h^^ tcho. 
could not bat grant his Requeft j for ha V/VVP 
fides his Defire of the Converfion of Id 
many Souls, it was very convenient to 
fecore this Place in the Province. For 
the better uniting the Town of S. Terefa 
with the other Colonies planted upon 
the other Ridge of the Mountains, He 
erctfted a Croft, Baptiz’d the Infants, 
call’d the Town S. ^oachimy and till a 
Prieft could be fent tor, committed the 
Care of it to F. Ximenez-y who coming 
thither foon after from the Pine Groves* ^ 
built a Church for prefent ufe with the 
afliftance of a multitude of People flock¬ 
ing in from all Parts. Afterwards F. 

Suarez, built a Houfe and Church lit to 
contain the Multitude, and gather’d a 
fufficient number of Indimsy to make a 
rcafonablc I'own. The Provincial hav¬ 
ing now vifited Parana and Vrvaicaf 
came to fee the new Towns of the Pro¬ 
vince of Tapcy and hurting his Leg in 
the way to S. Terefuy was forced to be 
carry’d by ImLans. Being paft the 
Mountains, other Indians came to him, 
defiring to bav «4 Prieft to inftruct them, 
and build a Town, he gave them Hopes, 
appointing S. Coj'mns and S. Damianus 
their Patrons, and went down the Ri¬ 
ver of Snakes to the Ihicuit. Another 
Parcel of Infidels that came to him up¬ 
on the fame Account, he perfuaded to 
joy n {bcmfelves to the Japtiviansy as they 
afterwards did, there not being Fathers 
enough for fo many Places. All the way 
he went he ftill gave fomething to the 
Jndiansy infomuch that not one Convert 
of fo many ThoulaodsThift’d of fome lit¬ 
tle Gift. After his Departure out of 
the Province of Tape the Fathers foun¬ 
ded another Town under the Invocation 
of Jefus and Mary in the furtheft corner 
of the Mountains of Tape. The Place 
was call’d Ihiticarmny whither fo many 
Inhabitants reforted, that the firft there 
were 4000 reckned under the Care of 
F. MoUy a Man of an excellent Difpo- 
lition, and notable for his Art of ma¬ 
naging the Indians. Thus in left than 
two Years there were eight Towns 
built by the Society in the Province of 
Tapey and Places appointed for founding 
of others, which made fufSciecr amends 
for the loft of the Province of Oumra. 

About the latter end of the Year, 

F. Fa/quez. the Provincial feccjw’d Let¬ 
ters from Romcy ordering him^o refign 
that Dignity'to another, when he had 
held it five Years with vario^ fuccef^ 
for in his time eleven Towns of Guaira. 

F f f f f a were 
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rv>yn were (lcftroy’d,,i^ of JUsdr^i and 4«4- 
Tec^i\ xM remov’d,'' SwC&bjrcrts of Vrvdicd 
W^\ind Parand fwcpt away by the Plague, 
The Province of Chagua twice attempted 
in vain, and the Towns of Imina al- 
rnoft ruin’d in their firft rife. On the 
contrary he was fuccefsful in reftoring 
the Town of the Caaroaas^ building 
others among the CtajufagHdcuans and 
Ctufitms , thofe of the Affm^tion and S* 
Xdvtriitsy Eight in the Province of Tsft^ 
and Two in that of Itatitta, belidcs open¬ 
ing the way to Preach the Gofpel in 
other Parts. He left to his Succellbr 
nine Colleges in the Spdnijh Cities, and 
25 Seats of the Society in the Indian 
Towns built by them. 

We now enter upon the Year, id 34 * 
under the new Provincial F. James Borose, 
a Man in great Reputation of Sanftity, 
for his Auftcrity of Life •, he had for¬ 
merly been ferviceable to the Calcha- 
quires in the Province of Tucuman , and 
the Guarambareans in that of ParagHoy., 
reduced the Indians on the Parana, and 
the IgHoxJ'^s w Towns, and founded 
the Colony of S. Xaverhts on the River 
inism. Yo make fhdrt, he was re¬ 

ceiv'd with general Approbation. . His 
Jirft AtJfion was to fend out F. ManinesL, 
and jF. ydera out for four Months along 
the Banks of the Rivers Ddee and Sala^ 
do, or the Sweet and the Salt, where 
they were fiiccefsftil, undeceiving many 
who deny’d the immortality of the Soul, 
and therefore like Atheifts liv’d in all 
manner of Leudnefs *, others who pro- 
ftnely dedicated the matter of their De¬ 
bauches to the Devil, and others who 
had to do with Iniubns Spirits, or dealt 
with Sorcerers. The new Provincial 
having vifited all the Province of Tikh^ 
man, being a Journy of 400 Leagues, 
hafted away to the Towns the Con¬ 
verts in Parana, to be a Witnefi to the 
l.aboors of the Fathers, and order the 
.. Expedition to the Chirignans, a moft 
fierce Nation, concerning whofe origi- 
^5 nal take this Ihort Account. After the 
* Indians of Paraguay had cruelly mOrdcr’d 

jtlexins Garcia (before the coming of 
the Spaniards, as was related at the be¬ 
ginning of this Work) in his return from 
the Borders of Pm<, joyning in Confe- 
dsnvty wkh the Paranians, either for 
Plnilbment, or for the liberty 
of^^odlr, /hey forfbok their native 
SoSfr 4nl went away to the fame Place 
lyhm th^ bad been with the fai&dilex- 
isu Gia-ciq. Having appointed, the time 
of Tranf^igration, the Paranians, tra- 
wlUng along the Country adjoyning to 


the River Picelmayo, came to the Moun¬ 
tains about the Spanijb Town call’d 7*4- 
rica. The Paraguarians taking another 
way, having travers’d a vaft Trad of 
L.aod, fetled in that Place where the 
Town of S. Laurence is ftated, not far 
from the Banks of the River Gnapaio. 
Then confultinjg together, and fi.ving 
their Villages on the Tops of the Moun¬ 
tains, they plunder’d all about them far 
and near fo iuccllantly, that it is report¬ 
ed, tbefe Ci!«>»gK4»j, of. whofe Name_^ 
know not the Original or Etimology, 
in left than a Year, either kill’d or drove 
away into Captivity an Hundicd Thou- 
iand Indians. For Ibme time after their 
Tranfmigratiun, it was a folemn Fcaft 
among them to cat the Bodies of the 
Prilbners they took ', but having after¬ 
wards fttled an underhand Trade with 
the F.itropeans, they forbore Eating of 
Man’s FleQi, taking Prilbners to fell them 
as Slaves. Yet they dealt after fuch 
manner, as not to forbear doing the 
Spaniards a Milchief, if occafion offer’d, 
fo that they had feveral Battles with 
them, and they carri’d it ib far, as pub- 
lickly, and without any Dammage to 
defy Francis de Toledo, the Viceroy ot Pe¬ 
ru ‘, and they do not yet ceafe to iufeffc 
Tarifa, Pafmaia, PUaia, Momina, Mif- 
ca, the Towns of Peru, all the Province 
of Santa Cruz, de la Sierra, or the Holy 
Crofs in the Mountains, and the Bor¬ 
ders of Tucuman and Paraguay. So that 
there is no Nation in the fniand of South 
America, more terrible to the Spaniards, 
or more dcftrudlive to the Indians, than 
thefe C)[»Vj^ff4nr, encourag’d by the de¬ 
lire of Gain, and enur’d to conllanc 
Robbing. What is moll to be admir'd, 
it is reported that only 4000 of them 
tranfpianted themfelves at firll ^ but in 
procefs of time having brought fbme 
Prilbners to follow their Courfe, and 
increas’d by Procreation, they fpread 
abroad beyond their Mountains, and Icat- 
ter’d the Terror of their Name far and 
near. Hitherto no endeavours had been 
of any force to bring thefe People to 
Chrillianity, the Bilbops of Peru, had in 
vain try’dall Expedients; F. Ortega, an 
excellent Man, had in vain attempted 
thirty Years tefore this to difpel their 
Darknels by the Light of the Gofpel; 
in vain bad feveral others labour’d among 
them, fo that they had been quite aban¬ 
don’d for feveral Y^rs, as People alto¬ 
gether defpcratc. Till at this time, F. 
Diaftaniffs being Iblliciting the Affairs of 
the Society with the Kings Council iji 
the Town of Chuguifaca, of tltiM^ 
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Ottri£ 04 s csme tti him, declaring their 
Country People would eafily be brought 
to imbracc the Faith, if there were any 
Fathers that nnderilood the CHtrrm Lan> 
gnhge fent to them. Hereupon F. Di*- 
and another Piieft were fent by 
F. Torres late Provincial of Paraguay ^ 
who was in the lame 'fown , and had 
receiv'd a great Sum of Mony of one 
Citz.m 4 n, a rich Man, and the Yearly 
allowance of 500 Piftolcs for that Milli- 
’, thefc 1 fay were fent to try the 
Temper of thofe People. The confe- 
qnence of which Expedition was that 
F. Torres writ to the General, to acquaint 
him, he thought it would be an advance¬ 
ment to Clirillianity, if two Fathers, 
well vers’d in the Miffion of Paraguay^ 
were fent into Peru , to labour for the 
Salvation of the Chirigaas. When the 
Generals Confent was obtain’d, and the 
Approbation of F. Durandy Provincial 
of Ferw, as alfo of the King’s Council, 
F. Boross tlic Provincial halted away to 
Pjtraa 4 y to choofc out Fathers lit for that 
Expedition. ' F. Alvarez, and F. Martin 
HeZf Men renowned for their extraordi¬ 
nary Labours, were pitch’d upon j who 
fetting ont from the Towns of the Pro¬ 
vince of Tafe^ traveird 600 l.cagucs, and 
came that fame Year they let out into 
the Country of the Osiriguas, where for 
fome Years they labour’d much without 
any great Succefs, as the Annals of Peru 
will make appear. 

The new Provincial at this time fet 
out from the College of the Affumptionj 
to vilit the Towns of the Provinces of 
Parana., Vrvaicay and Tape^ whom I de- 
lign to follow, to Ihew the diftances 
from Place to Place, which is a Matter 
of great Confequence, and will at once 
infert whatever occurs that is memora¬ 
ble. The firft Town of Parana is thir¬ 
ty Leagues from the City of the AJfnmp- 
tiofl. Thence he traveled twenty Leagues 
to Itapuay and was receiv’d with great 
demonftrations of Joy by the Converts, 
many of whom he had formerly brought 
to the Faith. Fifteen Leagues above 
Itajmay is the Colony of Corpus Chrifii, 
built by himfelf twelve Years before, 
and tlicrcforc his Reception was accord- 
ingly. Between Jtapua and the Colony 
of Corpus Chrifiiy the Provincial with no 
little CompafTion faw the fmall remains 
of the Province of Guaira in two Towns. 
Having vilitcd the Parana , he ftruck 
over to the firft Town of'yrv4/w, call’d 
the ConeeptioHy iixteen Leaguc^diftanC. 
prhree Leagues from thence the Igua^ 
lately remov’d thithtr, entertain'd 


him with joy, they having been fiiifc 
Converted by hinj^SnHTjVdUght to Wvc^eeho. 
in a Town, nine Years before. Hcncc/u^.''\.» 
iaiiing up the Riverto the Towil 
of S. Xaveriusy he wasSliipwrcckc iu that 
fliort PalTigc of four Leagues. His Com¬ 
panions being patted from him by the 
Storm, thought he was loft, bccaufc tlie 
Stream carry’d him violently away, and 
therefore lliid Mafs for bis Soul; but the 
next Day they rejoyced at the News of 
his being late, cfpccially when they un- 
derftood he muft have perilb'd, had not 
the Igaazjians upon notice of liis being 
wreck’d, with great Danger of their 
own Lives ftrugglcd through the fvvcl- 
ling Waves to fave him. He found 
2000 Inhabitants in the Town ofS. 
veriu'y which lie had founded liimflTf. 

Thence he held on a wliolc Days Sail to 
Af-aragua, or the new Colony of the A[- 
fumptien. From this Colony he travell’d 
Iixteen Leagues to the TownofS.iVitbo- 
las in the Province of Piratina, in build¬ 
ing of the Church of which I’lace it was 
remarkable, that the Mothers not fatif- 
fy’d with carrying Earth themfelvcs, 
made Baskets for the lucking Infants they 
had in their Arms, that God Almighty 
might be favourable to them, lince they 
wrought for his Worlhip. ^ One Days 
journy diftaiit was the Town of the Pit» 
rification in the fame Province, where 
againft the coming of the Provincial, F. 
Dominicus had introduced the Cuftom 
of carrying the Blclfcd Sacrament in 
Proccfllon, which that it might be done 
with more decency in that poor Coun¬ 
try, the Converts erefted 1500 Arches 
of Boughs and Flowcft, and made four 
Altars of the lame Ibrt, in the four Cor¬ 
ners of the Market, about which they 
hung all Ibrts of wild and tame Crea¬ 
tures, which was much admir’d both by 
the other Converts and Infidels. Next 
he went to the Town of the Caaroansy 
or of the Martyrs of ?4p4», then to that 
of the Apoftles S. Peter and S. Pauly and 
then to that of S. Charles, all of them 
about a pays Journy one from another. 

From this laft he travell d a Days Jour¬ 
ny to the Town of S.Terefa on this iidc 
the Mountains. Thence to the Colony 
of the Vifitation of the BlefPed Virgin is 
eight Leagues. The diftance |rom it to 
S. Joachim I do not find, bu| that the 
Place was a craggy Mountain, Itfet wfth 
vaft Rpeks, among which Rnks, and 
the thh:k TA^dstbe Natives ovclt, and 
were to brwawn thence with great U- 
Sour to be brought to a foci^le Life^ 

Snd a very great number was lb gain’d. 
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) The mauncr of burying' here was to 
throw a great of Stones on the 
i body. The way was very bad from S. 
oacLinfs to the Town of Jtfiu M«ry 
beyond the Mountains, which F. Arenta 
took great Pains to mend, falling many 
'I i ees, and removing abundance of great 
gtones. tiom S. the Provin¬ 

cial wejit two Days Journy over the 
Mountains of T'-s/>e, to the Town of 3 Fc- 
built the Year before by the 
Fa thers / tola and Arena. Two Leagues 
Irom the Town of Jtfus Mary was a 
Plate api)Ointcd for building a new 
Town, whither fome hundred Families 
had relortcd, deiiring they might be al¬ 
low’d a Prieft. Caraichure^ a Heathen, 
fent by his Country People to requeft 
this Favour of the Provincial, came 50 
l..eagues to meet him, and would not 
fleiift till he order’d F. Contreras to go 
lay the Foundations of a Town accord¬ 
ingly, and to call it S. CfenyHopferr, which 
proliicr’d better than any other Colony, 
for witliin a Year and a half 4500 Jndl- 
ans reforied to inhabit it. The Colony 
of S. Anne, beyond the River I^ai was 
in a profperous Condition, being in¬ 
creas’d to 800 Families. The Provin¬ 
cial palling the River /^ai proceeded to 
Ararica^ or the Colony of the Nativity 
of the Blelibd Virgin, lefs than a Days 
journy from S. Anne. The Town of 
S. Cofmus and Damianus is but a few 
Miles from Ararica founded this Year 
by F. Foi mofusj who gather’d to it out 
of the neighbouring Woods a thoufand 
Families. Not far from it was the Co¬ 
lony of S. Michael., then at a fmall di- 
ffance that of S. Jofifh, and laftly that of 
S. Thomas , the true dillances between 
which Places I do not find. The Pro¬ 
vincial having run through his Vifitati- 
on, fail’d away to the Port of Buenos 
Ayres, whence he lentF. Diaftanius, who 
had been four Years folliciting the 
Ring’s Comicel of Peru in favour of the 
Indians, iiito the Province of Tafe, to 
take care of the Town of fefus Mary 
agaiult the Mamalucs, for now the Re¬ 
port rail, and not without Reafbn, that 
the Mamalucs defign’d to invade that 
Province. F. Romero giving an Account 
of the Adions of the Fathers under his 
Jiirifdidipn, fays they Baptis’d 13800 
thi^'Year i5?4i which was a fmall num¬ 
ber in r^peft of the many that delir’d 
it, and cruld*not be difpos’d and inffru- 
fted for Want of Fathers^ there being 
more Ha well than LabourCT^,, For now 
in tlicfe beginnings, every li^le Man 
of them v^s taken up in marking out 


the Ground for the Inhabitants, in build¬ 
ing Churches and Houfes for themfelves, 
ordaining their Civil Government, in¬ 
viting the Infidels to the Towns, re¬ 
ceiving thofc that came, in timci of 
Plague to feek them out in their lurking 
Places, affifliog thole that continu’d in 
the Towns in yll their wants| Catechi- 
fing, admiiiillring Sacraments, Comfort¬ 
ing the Atfliffed, difappointing the Ar¬ 
tifices of the Sorcerers, Curing the Sick, 
letting Blood, preparing Mcdeciue^ 
dreffing Sores, tilling the Ground, i^d 
drefling their Gardeu, fb that adding to 
this their Prieftly Duty, they bad fcarce 
time to Eat or Sleep. Nor was this all, 
for they labour’d under great want of 
Bread, Wine, and mofl: Necellaries, 
were forced to accuflom themfelves to 
llrange Diet, and bear with the loath- 
fbme Cnftoms of thofe People, living 
always in mUerable Solitude, for it is 
rather a Pain than any Comfort to Con- 
vcifc with barbarous Men. And the 
Spanijl) Towns, where Things ncccflary 
for their Cloathing were Sold, were an 
hundred and fifty Leagues ofi^ whereby 
their Sufferings were much the greater. 

The two Towns of the Cuasramans ,1^, 
after their Tranfmigration were in gieat cident. 
want of Cloaths, becaufe the Fields and 
Woods near the* River Parana, were 
not proper for producing of Cotton, the 
Damps of the River deftroying the Flow¬ 
er before it was Ripe. To fupply this 
defeff, F. Ruiz fent F. Sfinofa with a 
choice Cotnpany of Converts to the 
Town of Santa Fe, or S. Faith, an hun¬ 
dred and fifty Leagues diffant, to bring 
Sheep through a vaft Defert. They 
were about half way, when a difmal Ac¬ 
cident hapned. A few Days before, 

Ibme Spaniards travelling that way, had 
offended the Cuapalaches, a wandring 
lor t of Indians, who being upon revenge, 
as ibon as they perceiv’d a Smoak in the 
Fields, near the Parana, and the Foot- 
fteps of Travellers, thinking they had 
been the lame Spaniards, Hole very gent¬ 
ly to the Place where F. Spinofa lay, as 
the Cuftom is there, in the open Air, 
and at firft onlet murder’d Five of his 
Converts. Next they fell upon the Fa¬ 
ther himfelf, then awak’d, and asking 
what was the matter. As foon as they 
heard his Voice, the Indians concluding 
he was one of the Spaniards, they had 
relblv’d to Kill, firipip'd, and then beat 
him till they thought he been Dead 9 
but he coming a little to himfelf, and 
calling Upon Jtfus Mary, brought them 
on him again, and lb they made an endi. 
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of him* Thef tore offoae of his Arms^ 
aad Idfc the reft of his Body to be de- 
Toor’d by the Tygers. When it was 
Day, and they perceiv’d they had kill’d 
a Psieft, they are reported to have re¬ 
pented, it being £iid they •only fought 
to deftroy thofe Spa»Urds that had of¬ 
fended them i yet others affirm they 
knew he was a Prieft before they kill’d 
him. In the Year i($35. the Seminary 
^the Fathers had in the Metropolis of 7 «- 
‘ 'vi»m 4 n was diflblv’d, the Canons of the 
Church having writ to the King that it 
was ufelels, and thereupon the Society 
quitted it. About the lame time the 
. . College of the City of Efteeo was dif- 

’jflages. folv’d, the Town being left almoft de- 
Iblate by the Plague, and the Goods of 
the Society periihing for want of Ser¬ 
vants to look after them. The General 
lent Orders that all the Villages of Indi^ 
ms in the Province of T Hcwnm ihould 
be vifited at leaft once a Year, which 
oblig’d the Fathers of feveral Colleges to 
make many Excurfions into the Coun¬ 
try, not without a conh'derable gain of 
Souls. The Provincial himfelf to give 
a good Example, travell’d through the 
Plain by the Port of Bsuuns Ayres an 
hundred and twenty Leagues, inviting 
the Troops of wandring Jndiatss to em¬ 
brace the Faith and be Civiliz’d, but 
without any great Succefs. He held on 
bis Journy with three other Priefts, fer- 
ving all the Indims in the Villages be¬ 
tween Cerdeva and the Metropolis of the 
Province of Tucumsm, whence he went 
on in the fame manner to the Territo¬ 
ries of S. Adichssel, Stdta, and Rioja. The 
Fathers at Sdta long exercis’d their Fua- 
fiion in a private Houfc, their College 
having been the laft Year, as was then 
mention’d, deftroy’d by a Flood, and 
another Inundation now carrying away 
their Hooie, they betook themfelves to 
another out of Town. F. Herrera this 
Year made an Excurlion among the P»/- 
lares, but to little Advantage, the War 
diverting them from any C^re either of 
Soul or Body. In the Port of Buenos 
Ayres^ the great Employment of the So¬ 
ciety was to Inftruft and Catechize the 
Blacks brought from Angela. Many 
Things are here related concerning an 
Image fweaUng in the Port of Soma Fe, 
and other miraculous Matters hapning 
thereupon, whkh I omit here, as is done 
in all other Places. 

. Some Things remarkable hapned in 
W dty the Province of Vrvmca. Among the 
. reft Chesmmbetu , a wicked IfRpoftor, 
Ix^godl’d .by fome SMoerera^om the 


County near the Sea to the Town of S. 

Xaverau, gain’d grm Authority among T^e. 
the Multitude by nis voluble Tongue, 
and prevail’d fb far as to carry bn a Con- 
fpiracy for Murdering F. Cejpedes. Some 
of the Townf-men had built him a large 
Houfo without the Town, where the 
Plot was lay’d for the Murder amidft 
IDrinking and Dancing, and Eafier~Eve 
was pitch’d upon to be the Day, when 
they had perform’d the Villany, but 
t^ a Yonth, bred under the Fathers, 
dilcover’d the Defign •, which being 
known, the faithful Converts, a little 
before Chensomheus came with his Arm’d 
Followers, convey’d F. Cefpedes away in¬ 
to a Den in a Rock. Whilft he in vain 
fearches about for the Prey, which had 
dipt out of his Hands, the Inhabitants 
of S. Mary Major having Notice of what 
was doing, came to the Father’s affi- 
ftance in great Numbers, and having 
fecur’d Osemombeus and other Coufpira- 
tors, fent them away into Banilhment. 

F. Cefpedes brought out of his Conceal¬ 
ment continu’d in the Town of S. Xstve^ 
rius, where he reckned above 3000 tiiat 
had been made.Chriftians lince the Co¬ 
lony was founded. The Plague devour’d 
500 of the Converts of Acoragua, whofe 
Places were fill’d up by great Numbers 
of Infidels foon alter brought over to 
Chriftianity. This Plague extended to 
the Province of Piratina, where Proceffi- 
ons were made, the Converts carrying 
great Crolles to appeafe God. Nor was 
it lefs deftrudive among the Caaroans„ 
where it fwept away 852 Souls. About 
80 Converts of the Town of the Three 
Kings of Japeiva , goiag out to gather 
in the Cattle that ftray’d about the Plains, 
without any certain Mafter, fell among 
certain fierce People, and Fighting with 
them, loft half their Number i and at 
the lame time the Plague carry’d oiT ma¬ 
ny more, lb that in a Ihort time the 
^ird Part of the Inhabitants was milT' 
ing, yet the Town was recruited by 
frelh Indians brought in. Having briefly 
mention’d thefe Things in the Province 
of Vn/oica, let us now remove to 

The Province of Tape, where there Excurlion 
is much May:cr worth relating. F. Bo- »the Ri- 
roa, the Provincial, at his going away ^ 
into the Province of Tneumasi. had or- 
der’d Excurfions to be made) into the 
Countries of the Heathens to;vards she 
Sea, as well to gain Opportunities of 
founding new^Towns, as to ii^ite thole 
Indians toj;^ir to the Towns already 
built. . ^ alfo to contrad Friendihip 
whb thcde Petrie, to oppofirtke coin- 
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iag of the Mamulncs into the Province^ 
of Tdfpe i for there^ere many Tokens' 
of a new Inrafion; T he firft chat went 
frbui the Colony of S. Ttre/k, attended 
by afniaU but faithful Company of Con> 
verts, was F. Ximmes, whole chief De- 
lign was to bring as many Indies as he 
could to the Colony of the FifitMion, 
which was begun to be built, but as yet 
wanted a Prieft. The fifth Day after 
bis fetting out he came to the River 
Caapibartif and having fail’d on it two 
Days, came to another call’d Mbocsriroj 
and out of that in two Days more came 
into the Tebitiiuir. Searching the Rocks, 
Woods and Forrefis along tbefe Rivers, 
he found many Men delirous to embrace 
Chriflianity, and was every where re¬ 
ceiv’d with great Joy, and conduced by 
the Indians from Village to Village. 
Sometimes be was met by thirty Canooes 
at a time, all refounding with Mirth and 
Jollity, and the Indians defiring him to 
erea Croffes, and build Towns, where 
they would readily obey all his Direfti- 
ons, fo they were not oblig’d to quit 
their native Soil. Yet Ibme confented 
to remove, whereof fifteen hundred 
went to the Town of the Vijitation^ and 
300 to that of S. Terefa. Having (pent 
25 Days in this Expedition F. Ximenez. 
return’d Home, having found that fome 
Towns might be built upon the River 
Ttbiquar^ if there were Fathers to at¬ 
tend them. VVbeu he was at Home, 
underftanding that the Heathens all a- 
bout were much diftrcls’d for want of 
Proviiions, he low’d a vaft Traft of 
I^nd, to the end chat Hanger might 
draw thofePeoplftto him to receive the 
Nourilbment or the Soul, as well as that 
of the Body ; which fucceeded accord¬ 
ingly, for great Numbers came in to 
him. The Plague raging at the lame 
time fwept away above 900 Souls, 1030 
of all forts were Baptiz’d. F. Snarex, 
travelling into thole fame Parts, from 
the Town of S. Joachim , over Rocks 
and difmal Places, having fuffered much 
by Hunger and Wearinefs, brought a 
confiderable Number of Infidels to the 
Town 1 which he and F. jlrents pra- 
Sifing afterwards by turns, ^ they made 
that Colony of S. Joachimy'^ which was 
‘UKX>nliderable in its beginning almolt 
e^ual to other for number of Inha- 
biij^ots. Amidll thefe SuccelTes many 
Things tfapned that caus’d Dread and 
Fear, am the Fathers Approheniions 
were all b(. the Msmahus^ for there 
were fevcral Reports, fpread'^road in 
the Tovsuk of the Converts concerning 


the Defigns of thofe Robbers. For the 
better oppofing of whom, P. Xmeri 
going away upon Bulinels, appointed 
F. Mtndota to be Superior over the reR 
in the Province of and ro be watch¬ 
ful and ready to oppofe thole bloody 
Villains. F. Mendoxjs accordingly pro¬ 
vided the bell he could for his Defence, 
as loon as became to the Town of Jefsu 
Aiary. The Mamalacs bad us’d for ma¬ 
ny Years paft, to run along the Coails ^ 
from the fouth Parts of Brafil in frp>K^ 
Barks, to the Mouth of the great River 
of the Holy Chofij which is compos’d of 
the Rivers of the Province of Tope. Then 
going fome way up this River, they 
traded with the Indians along the Shores, 
giving them Iron Tools, Apparel, and 
other Things for Slaves. The Indians 
allur’d by thefe Commodities, fometimes 
Sold their own Country-men leis’d by 
force, or made Irruptions up the Coun¬ 
try to take Prilbners to fell, Thele 
were generally call’d the Friends and 
Confederates of the Mnmalucsy who a- 
bout this time, bad the boldnels to drive 
away many out of the Villages that were 
fubjeft to the Town of Jefas Alary. 
This being made known, who bad made 
their efcape out of Captivity, ftrucfc a 
great Terror into the Indians of the 
Province, and perplex’d the fathers, as 
well knowing the Mamdacs would high¬ 
ly refent having their wicked Trade 
obftruded by the Fathers, and rather 
cboofe to break out iuto open War, 
than be difappoinred of buying Slaves. 
Thus the Alarm was given lor all to 
Hand upon their Guard 'y but clpecially 
the Townf-men of Jtfns Mary^ who 
provok’d by the late wrong, took up 
Arms, and march'd out that way their 
People were reported to be carry’d off 
The Fathers Mtndoxjs and Mola went 
along with them, and overtaking thofe 
Robbers, took them, fit the Prifoners 
at Liberty, and banilb’d the Takers to 
the River of Faranoy that they might 
be out of the way of doing Mifchief for 
the future. This Adion was not only 
the Caufi of Conveftiog thofi Thieves, 
but gain’d the Hearjts of the Infidels all 
about, feeing the fathers took care to 
defend the IndUmsy and therefore they 
earneftly defir’d to liave Towns fonn* 
ded in their Lands, or to remove tbem- 
filves to thofi already built. 

The principal Care of the Fathers, 
was to invite the People towards the 
Sea to the Faith, left twing deluded by 
the MdHtalHcsy they might unite their 
Forces to ruin Provkic^ Y«i 
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tho F. AdcndoM^ had taken as much care 
as (H Mildj be CO Ibilicice them by Meflen- 
gers, and oblig’d many of them wic^ 
Gifts, yet many ftili periifted in their 
Obl^inacy. Among whom 
rmts look’d upon as a good Man by the 
neighbouring People, relying on his 
Allies, durft talk publickly of murder¬ 
ing the Fathers. The Buflnels there¬ 
fore not being (b well manag’d by MeP 
. fengers, F. Mendoza ^ travell’d iferreral 
^ays Journy to the River Tebiquar to 
diTu/v over the Infidels to his Side, endea¬ 
vouring to perfuade the People not to 
cruft to the Mamatues. After his return 
Home be fet out towards the Ca«£HAs, 
becaiife it was fear’d the Enemy might 
break in through their Lauds. Caagua 
is a populous Country, in the mid way 
between the Province of Tape^ and the 
Atlaniitk Sea, as yet not entred by the 
Lurope/ir/Sy but delign’d to be attempt¬ 
ed as Iboii as there were Priefts to fup- 
ply it. To this purpofe the Caaguas 
that came to the Province of Tape, were 
kindly receiv’d by the Fathers, and 
handfomly prefented. It bapned about 
this time many of them were come to 
the Town of Jefus Mary to Trade, with 
whom F. MendozACA&iY prevail’d to take 
him along with them into their Coun¬ 
try. He took along with him a nume¬ 
rous Train of Converts to ftand by him 
in cafe any Violence were offer'd, and 
after fome Days travel entring the 
Country of the Ibians where yuguaea- 
peruHs relided, found many feemiugly fa¬ 
vourable for they promis’d by that 
time he return’d from the Caaguas, abun¬ 
dance of their People would be got to¬ 
gether to receive the Gofpel. With 
this Hope he proceeded to the Caaguas, 
where all things fucceeded according to 
his Deftres, thofe People readily hark- 
ning to the Account he gave of the Be¬ 
haviour of the Mamalucs, and to the 
Affairs of Chriftianicy. But whilff; he 
was there employ’d the Jbians confider’d 
to kill him, at the Inftigation of Tataba- 
ius, a crafty Man^ and Enemy to the Chri- 
ftian Religion. He had formerly cn- 
»»tnur- deavour’d to exclude the Society of the 
1 ^ F. Province of Tape, and alfo be ftili endea- 
vonr’d to debauch the new Converts, 
fetting up for a Deityhe was punifh’d 
with one Days Imprifonment by the 
procurement of F. Mendozai, in the Town 
of S. MchaeL Sometime after flying 
to the Infidels, he us'd all his Endea¬ 
vours to oppole Chriftianity, %nd[ n ow 
onderftaading F. Mendota was'fo^neto 
the People up the Country, be ga* 
Vol. IV. 


ther*d the Heads of the /biant, and with 
many Words perfiuded them to Mur- < 

der him in his retiftn. They were eafi- 
ly perluaded, and feat to JaguacaporuHs * 
to )oyn with them. A Day being ap¬ 
pointed, the principal Men, with their 
Followers in Arms, laid an Ambulh in 
a convenient Place, which the Fathers 
Company dil(X>vering, many of them 
fled to hide tbemfclves; Ibme few fought, 
but overpower’d by Numbers. The Fa¬ 
ther mounting on Horfeback, for he had 
alighted to Dine, rode about to ftrikea 
Terror into the Enemy, but endeavour¬ 
ing to Baptize one of his Catechumens 
that was defperately wounded, as he 
rode to fetch Water, his Horfe ftuck 
in a Bog, where the Enemy hem’d him 
in, and gave him many Wounds, till he 
fell off his Horfc almoft Dead. One of 
the Indians cut off* his Ear to keep as a 
Monument of his Cruelty; but the Wea¬ 
ther being Rainy, they foon betook 
themfelves to the Woods , thinking he 
had been Dead, deferring the Burning 
his Body, and Cutting up his Belly tiU 
the next Day. When they were gone 
he crept to another Place, which fur- 
pris'd them the next Morning, but they 
^n found him by the Track, and then 
exercis’d many Barbarities on him till 
he dy’d almoft cut and mangled in Pieces. 

This done they Feafted on the Bodies of 
two Youths that us’d to attend the Fa¬ 
ther. When the News of his Death was 
fpread abroad in the Towns of the Pro¬ 
vince of Tape, the Converts were all in¬ 
flam’d with the defire of Revenge. Thole * 
of Jefiis Mary wonld have taken the 
Field immediately without expedingthe 
affiftance of other Towns, had not F. <lercR= 
Mela flopp’d them, protefting he would 
have no revenge ; yet ibon after 1500 
Men of that and other Towns allembling 
could not be hindred from going to leek 
the Body. As foon as they entred the 
Territories of the Ibians, the Enemy 
met them, forbidding them to proceed 
any farther, (hewing a part of V.Men- 
dezash Garment in Scorn, and behaving 
themfelves fb inlblently, that they ob¬ 
lig’d the Converts to come to a Battle. 

At the firft Encounter the Converts be¬ 
ing encompaft'd by their Enemies, re¬ 
ceiv’d much harm, till gaining, a better 
Ground, they enclos’d the others, and 
Killing many of them, obtain’d a gb- 
rious Vidory. Not one of the Vigors 
was Kill’d, and all the woaaded reco¬ 
ver’d. thofe who had a Hand 

in the M^der of the Father wire fiain, 
and among them the Ringleader of tbenf 
c g g 6 g a;

Prafticcs Troubles enfu’d in the Province of Tafe, 
of sorce- the firll: was caus'd by the Cruelty of 
rers. the Sorcerers devouring many Children 
that were Baptis'd, and threatning Ru- 
• in to the new Towns. This Milchief 
proceeded from the Ibiem Murderers, 
who not beingfufficiently puniih’d, and 
relying on their Numbers, conceiv’d 
Hopes of extirpating Chriltian Reli¬ 
gion. The Ringleaders were three Ca- 
ciejues^ who being skilful in their old Im- 
pofturcs, held forth to the Multitude in 
great Houles, Baptizing Infants after a 
wicked manner, prophaning the Prieftly 
Ceremonies, and commending their an- 
tient Pradices with great Applaulc of 
tbe People. Seven hundred InSms 
flock’d together from leyeral Parts, and 
among them twelve Sorcerers, one de¬ 
claring himfelf a God, and threatning 
the Converts with 1 )arknefs when they 
fliould Engage; another that he would 
take the fliape of a Tyger to deftroy 
them, and fuch like Follies. At firlt 
they difpers’d about the Villages, eating 
all they took, without fparing the Hea¬ 
thens, til! fearing they Ihouid joyn with 
the Chriftians to defend themfelvcs, 
they refolv’d to fparc all that would fuf- 
fer themfelvcs to be Baptiz’d by the 
Sorcerers. That this might be known 
they fent out Dancers, whole Bulinefs it 
is to impofe upon tbe People. Thcfe 
having wrought themfelves into the Vil¬ 
lages fubjed to the Town of Jefits Ma^ 
ry, fo debauch’d many of the Inhabi¬ 
tants , that the Town began to grow 
thin, the Fathers being Hill ignorant of 
the Caule. F. DisfianiHs lent to fupply 
the Place of F.MendozA^ having got In¬ 
formation of the whole Bulinefs, ftcur’d 
two notable Sorcerers, and expos’d them 
to publick Shame, Ibme Converts of 
Authority gathering their arm’d Fol¬ 
lowers Repairing to the Places where 
the Dancers were doing all the Milchief. 
When Icveral of them were taken, News 
was brought*that Chemembeiu was draw¬ 
ing near with 700 Men, and" many of 
the Converts of the TowriS«£j^yix Ma¬ 
ry were^ in his Intereft. fndden 
Vjlnods ftdp’d the coming of the Enemy 


till Supplies could be broojjjht from 
other Towns. When 500 
got together, they pafs d the River, 
and fell upon one part of the Enemy, 
Killing many, and Ibpurfuing their Sue- 
eefs to the other Body, utterly rout¬ 
ed them, obtaining a complcat Viftory. 
Seven Sorcerers were Kill'd, tliree Ta¬ 
ken, and two fled, many Prifoners made 
here afterwards became Chriftians. Ano¬ 
ther Trouble was rais'd by the Cover-/ 
nour of Paraguay^ and Citizens of tj^ 
AJfumftion, who being Hill covetous of 
enllaviiig the Indians pretended to bring 
all thofc of Parana^ and the remains of 
Cuaira under their Danger, but the Fa¬ 
thers of the Society and Ibme of the 
Francifeans oppofed them fo vigoi oufly, 
that aU their Ddigns were dilappointed, 
whereof 1 will not give more particu¬ 
lars, bccaufe it is a SubjeQ: has been of¬ 
ten mention’d. Some Comfort araidll 
thefc Adverlities, was the Arrival of 
F. Terricinus with 20 Fatlicrs of the So¬ 
ciety, to recruit thofe Parts, who were 
all prefently dilpers’d as was moll for 
the publick good. 

F. Romero^ wlio had been foperior of „ 
the Provinces of Parana^ Vrvaica, and ^ n*'* 
Taft, having difeharg’d that Oflice, was ti^T 
appointed to take care of the Town of of^ji 
Jefas Mary, which being much expos’d 
to the Enemy, the Converts bad by ap¬ 
pointment of the Governour of Para- 
begun to throw op a W'^ork about 
it. Whim they were thus employ’d, 
the Mamalucs with 1500 Tu^hs, and a 
great Number of Heathens they had got 
together by force in the way, ona lud- 
den invaded the Place. Four hundred 
Indians oppos’d them with much Brave¬ 
ry, the reft as the Cuftom is there, be¬ 
ing abroad about Tillage or Hunting, 

The Fathers appear’d every where, 
Ihunning no Danger to aflift thofc that 
were wounded. An Indian Woman 
call’d Mary, whom the Author knew, 
habiting herfclf like a Man, fought with 
a Lance, kill’d a forward Tupu, check’d 
the Enemy and encourag’d her own Par¬ 
ty. But the Enemy having; the advan¬ 
tage in Numbers and Weapons, and 
firing the Church where the Women 
and Children were, at laft made them- 
lelves Mailers of tbe Town upon cer¬ 
tain Conditions. Yet they exercis’d 
their Rage upon thofe that bad furren- 
dred, without any regard to their Ar¬ 
ticles, or to Sex or Age, burning the 
Toy^q^nd Killing many of the Inhabi¬ 
tants. The Town being taken, the 
Robbers fpreading about theneight pur- 
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iogVil^ges, drove all they could find 
iiltajPiptivity, fo that of foch a name* 
roos Colony not the fourth part cfcap’d 
by Flight. Of the Enemy fifty five 
were kill’d in the Fight, befides the 
Wounded. The Fathers were deuin’d 
four Days, left they Ihould repair to 
other Towns to advife the People what 
to do. Thus the Town of Jefus M«ry^ 
where theyFathers had Baptiz’d 5057, 
befides a gt^ater Number preparing tor 
it, was deiiroy’d three Years aftw it 
was built. The Remains of it remov’d 
to another Place are a doleful remem> 
brance of that once fiourilhing Colony, 
to all that knew it, buteipecially to me, 
who had for feveral Years, and ftill have 
That of them. Two Leagues from 

$.chriJio- tbe Colony of Jefus Mary^ was that of 
]kK S. Oirifiopher, very populous, tho’ foun¬ 
ded but two Years before j whither 
when the News of the Invafion was 
brought, F. Contreras^ who had charge 
of the Place , led away all he could 
to the Town of S. Anne. No fboner 
were they in lafety, than the Mumducs 
came into the empty Town, and find¬ 
ing it abandon’d, prcfently fell to fearch- 
itig all the Country round, plundering 
the Houfes, and driving away all the 
People they found. In the mean while 
F. Viomero having gather’d i 5 oo Con¬ 
verts of thofe that fled from the Town 
of Jefus Mary^ thofe of S. Ame and S. 
Chrijlopher, and Other Places, he went 
with them to the Town of S. Qirifte- 
pfifr, whither four Days after his Ar¬ 
rival, came no Mmtalucsy the prime of

coming to a Battle, tho at firft they gave 
way, yet at lalt by the advantage of 
their Weapons got the better. Many 
being thus carry’d away into Slavery F. 
Ruif. return’d with the remains to the 
Town of S. Anne. This Place thencon- 
tyn’d above 3000 Souls, and was in a 
flourifliing Condition, but being beyond 
the River Jgaij lay expos’d to the Ene¬ 
my, and therefore it was propos’d to 
^'.Ame'i remove it. As they were confulting F. 
Colony Euiz. the Superior came, and the general 
^ndon- Opinion was that the remains of Jefus 
Mary and S. Chrifiopher\ and the Inha¬ 
bitants of S. Anne were ail to be remov’d 
over the River Igai., to the Town of the 
Nativity, that they might defend them- 
felves with the River and the nearnefe 
of the other Towns. This being done 
with great Confnfion, all the Boats were 
brought together under the defence of 
a Work cait op like a Caftle, ■ IflUt ihc 
Converts flying over the River might

be fecur’d, and the Robbers obftruded. 

Befides, this Guard was plated in feveralj^K 
Paris where the River was fordable 
and Ambufeades were placed beyont 
the River in the neighbouring Woods, 
whence the Converts Tallying out by 
way of furprife on the firagling Rob¬ 
bers, flew many of them without any 
lols. By this time thofe of the Town of 
Jefus Mary that fled, fpread the terror 
abroad , reporting much more than 
Truth, faying all the Townjs of the Pro¬ 
vince of Tape were deftroy’d, many of 
the Fathers Murder’d, and the Enemy 
ready to invade Vrvaica. F. Ruix. in- * 
creas’d the Dread, ordering the Fathers 
of Vrvaica to burn the Towns, and re¬ 
tire to the Farana, which the Caafapa^ 
minions immediately perform’d, tho the 
Enemy was forty Leagues from them. 

The Taapians and Caafapaguafans were 
about doing the lame, when Orders came 
from Boroa, the Provincial, that none 
ihould ftir, till he came to fee what oc- 
cafion there was for it. He heard the 
News of the Invafion, as he was tra¬ 
velling from the City of the AJfumptien 
to the Parana,, and in his way met 1500 
Caafapaminians, who refufing to return 
to the Town they had burnt, were re¬ 
commended to the Itapuans. A little 
further he met the Caaroans, whom he 
fent to the other Colonies of Paranat 
till fafe Places could be appointed to re¬ 
build their Towns. He fent to defire 
Alfiflance of the Governor of Paragusy^ 
but the Anfwer was, that the Mamaluct 
on another fide had invaded the Itatini* 
ans and it was not convenient to divide 
thofe fmall Forces he bad. The Gover- 
nour of the Province of IU» sU la Plata, 
his Son who was Commander of the 
Forces, made ocher Excufes, and the 
City of S. John refus’d any afliftance. 

Having loft all hope of Foreign Helps, 
he hafted to the Province of Tape, ga¬ 
ther’d the featcer’d Converts, order’d 
the braveft of all the Indians of feveral 
Towns to be call’d out, with whom he 
ventur’d over the River Irai, that this 
Show might in feme meafure curb the 
Infolency of the Robbers. But they 
were gone with their Booty, and he 
found nothing but Ruins and dead Bo¬ 
dies. He bury’d the Dead, and fent a 
particular Account of all to the King 
of Spain. Then he fent the People of 
the Towns deftfoy’d into the Lands of 
the Qtareasu and Caafapaminians with 
Priefts, fe^-e to be kept in the Villages 
lill Th rtgs could be better order’d. IH 
is well known, that at thh time the 
G g g g g 2 Mdi 
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Mdnuducs carry’d 25000 JuMans as well 
Converts as heathens into Brafil to be 
v^'V^C^ld for Slaves, befides all that Dy’d by 
Ifhe way. Thns the Fathers loft all 
Hopes of doing any Good beyond the 
' River IgeU., and began to dread further 
Lofles, which we ll&ll foon have oo^- 
fion to Ipeak of. 

kclief The Year 1537 being now advanced, 
fought the Provincial Chapter at Cordova made 
. choice of F. Diafianius for Procurator. 
nah^' The Bifhop of Twuman at the fame time 
writ to the Fathers thus aflembled, in- 
treating them to take Charge of the /»- 
■ diam of T ucumaUf who wanted all ipiri- 
tual AflTiftance, giving the Provincial am- 
' pie Powers for fuch as he fiiould appoint. 
Betides he writ totheKingmoft honour¬ 
ably conccrning'the Society, deliring for¬ 
ty of them might be fent to fupply his 
Dioccts of Tucuman. In this fame Chap¬ 
ter F. Ruix^ who had been an Eye Wit- 
nefs of the M {(chiefs done by the 
malucsy was order’d to go into Spain to 
folicit the King and his Council, whilft 
the other went to Rome^ to relieve the 
diftrclled Province of Paraguay againft 
tI)ofe Robbers. F. Ruiz arriv’d fate in 
Spain with F. Diafianius^ where he found 
King Philip the 4th very favourable to 
his Ptetentions ^ for having appointed a 
Committee of the Councils of Cafiile and 
PmugaL, to confidcr of that Affair, it 
was by his Majefty and them enad:ed. 
That thole Eruptions of the Mamalucs 
were contrary to the Laws of God, and 
of the Kingdom, and a icandal to Chri- 
ftian Religion, and therefore the Pun- 
ilhment of them was committed to the 
Inquilition, all th» Indians by them tak¬ 
en to be fet at liberty, and the Mama¬ 
lucs that took them to be look’d upon as 
guilty of High Trealbn, and according¬ 
ly to be punilh’d with lo(s of Life and 
Goods. F. Ruiz further obtain’d that all 
the Indians reduced by the Induftry of 
the Society in the Provinces of Parana^ 
CuMra, Vrvaica and Tape, Ihould be 
exempt from ferving private Perlbns, 
and only Tributary to the King, and 
that the new Converts ihould not pay any 
thing till twenty Years after they had 
been Baptiz’d. At Madrid he Printed a 
Didionary, Grammar and Catechile, 
compos'd by himfelf in the Guaranick 
Language, which was very ufeful. Ha¬ 
ving finilh’d the Bufmefs he came about, 
asid being in Ms way to Lisben, to fet 
out for America, he receiv’d Letter? giv¬ 
ing him an Account of anoth^rrnpti- 
on of the Msanalues, the Mutingv:<t Rig^.. 
de Janeiro , the expulffon of the Fathers, 
at Che Town of S. Pend, and the driving 


away of qur Converts, whereof I (hall 
ipeak in its Place. Therefore veti^fn- 
ing to Madrid, he obtain’d more po- 
fitive Orders to the Governours and Ma- 
gillrates to defend the Converts, with 
which he fail'd for Peru. He was de¬ 
tain’d iome Years at Lima, to defend 
the Society of Pars^uay againft its Ene¬ 
mies. 

After the departure of F. Ruiz, F. jU- f... 
/4ro was appointed Superior of the Pro- 
vinccs of Parana , Vrvaica and T ape^ tfti 
where many Difafters hapned. 1 he pla' 
firft was the abandoning the Town of 
S. Joachim in the Province of Tape, which 
was done with much Difficulty, the In¬ 
dians abhorring to be thus tranfplantcd, 
many of them flipping away to other 
Places than were defign’d for them, and 
fbme meditating the Death of the Fa¬ 
thers. At length the Houfes being fir’d, 
they all retir’d to other Towns, and 
new I’roubles enfuing could never re¬ 
build a Town, fo that it quite ceas’d to 
be, the third Year after its Foundation. 

But the Mamalucs invading the Town 
of S. Terefa, was a much greater Gala- S. Terefi 
mity. 7 his Town containM above deftroy’( 
4000 Inhabitants, was Hill incrcaling, 
and there was hope of founding feveral 
other Colonics along the River Tebi^uor 
and others 3 when aao Mamalucs with 
a great Number of Tupus and other In¬ 
dians , breaking into the Place about 
the end of this Year 1537, deftroy ’d all 
that had been gain'd with fo much La¬ 
bour, and all Hopes of future Improve¬ 
ments. The Townf men being inferi¬ 
or to the Robbers in Number, Arras 
and Courage, for the moft part deliver¬ 
ed themfeives up. Some few fled, 
others were bound, and others kept un¬ 
der by dread.

All Frauds 
failing, the Robbers fell again to open 
Force, and drawing out their Forces, fu- 
rioufly charg'd the right Wing of the 
Converts, which was led by Nicholas 
Nicn^nirms^ a Man no lefs skill’d in War 
than Peace. They had been eailly re¬ 
puls’d, hut that he who commanded the 
left Wing, being offended at Niengutri- 
us for having forced him to put away 
a Concubine, refus’d tofecond him \ lb 
that Nienguiritu being inferior to the 
Robbers, was forced by this Treache¬ 
ry to give way, and leave the Vidory 
to them- The Enemy having taken the 
I'own of S. Nicholas^ and not daring to 
pafs the River, drove the Prifoners in¬ 
to the Territory of the Caafapaminians.

Having cibfs’d the 
River, the lirll: Parties that canwu«<thc 
ruin’d Town of Piratina, found l.etters 
writ by the Mamalucs in the Church, 
full of virulent Slanders on the Society. 
But the Converts underftanding the 
Robbers were marching away for Brafd, 
ceas’d not to purfue till they overtook 
them. The firft Day they Fought with 
indifferent Succefs, ftill with greater lofs 
on the Enemies Side than on ours. Fif¬ 
teen hundred freffi Men now brought 
by F. Romero encourag’d our Men, and 
quite difmay'd the Enemy. Thefe hav¬ 
ing juft refted themfelves, fell furioufly 
on the Mamalucs, who were ready to 
fly, doing mu^ harm, and had utterly 
routed them, had they not defended 
themfelves within their Paliladoes fet up 
before. The Converts throwing up o- 
thcr Works, drew them out to Battle, 
in which the Lofs was equal on both 
Sides, but theConfufion greater on ours. 

But now eleven Spaniards fent two hun¬ 
dred Leagues by the Governor of Buenos 
Ayres coming Up, the Enemy quite de- 
Ijjonded, for when they drew up 4500 
Converts in military Order, the Rob¬ 
bers were fo aftonilh’d, that deljiairing 
of Succefs, or fb much as being able to 
eftape, they humbly fu'd to be allow’d 
to Article. A Conference being grant¬ 
ed, F. Alfaro after feverely reprimand¬ 
ing and making them Swear they would 
never return nor fend any of their Gang 
to difturb the Towns of the Converts, 
fent them away unpunifh’d, to the great 
regret of the Converts. Other Tit)ops 
of Mamalucs were picking up the dif- 
perCon of the ruin’d Towns, and threat- 
ned the others, but the Provincial ga¬ 
thering other Regiments of Converts, 
repulfed them and fccur’d the Province 
of Tape for that time. However thofe 
Towns being 60 Leagues from thofe of 
VrvMca, it was plain they could qot 
continue there with any Security, and 
therefore it was refolv’d to tranfplant 
them, and the Place appointed for it was 
between the two Rivers Parana and Vr¬ 
vaica, becaule they being but fourteen 
l.eagues diftant from one another, would 
ferve as vaft Trenches tofecure the great 
Multitudes of People in the frveral 
Towns, who might draw together the 
eafier to ftand upon their own Guard.

The Vrm- 
cifcM Fathers had formerly Preach’d 
among them, but for many Years paft 
they had been wholly abandon’d and left 
to their old Cuftoms.

, diesy recommended them to F. Oferitu in 
hopes a way might be made through 
them to the Province of Xnxd. He 
taking F. MeSnd alon^ with him, tra- 
TrteOfto- ygjjy jjjg jyiountains till they came 
tothe Or/ofAT. Inquiring into their dip- 
podtion, they found they were peacea¬ 
bly given, Enemies to Sorcerers, and 
continu’d in their native Errors only for 
want of Chrillian Priefts to undeceive 
them, and therefore it was plain they 
would all embrace Chriftianity if ioftru- 
fted. Many were Baptiz’d in Sicdidy the 
firft Village of them, and fo in other 
Places. F. Oforius going on to the Gmf~ 
pdTdSy and F. Medind to the Gddremtesy 
found thofe Indians well inclin’d towards 
. them, and forctoruM through the Lands 
of the Hmegmcds. F. Oftrisu coming 
aga^to them with F. Ripdms they os’d 
au racif Endeavours to bring thofe fcat- 
ter’d People to live together if one 
Place, that they might be the better in- 
ftruded in the Faith. As foon ^^gic 
Defign was known the neighboili^ 


Cdei(jHtt ofiering to remove, ^gan to 
lay the Foundations of a^ToW^Jlavea 
Leagues from the City of XHxuiy and 
others relbrtiog to them by degrees 
from further Farts, having built n 
Chnrcb, they placed tbeir Houfes regu¬ 
larly, to the great Satisfadion of the 
SpdnUrds. Thus 600 Ocloids were Bap¬ 
tiz’d and given in charge to F. Mdindy 
who being about to proceed, the Fran- 
cifcdns interpos’d , alledging they had 
iirft Preach’d the Faith there, and con- 
fequently that Province belong’d to 
them. The Provincial toafoid all Con- 
troverfy reflgn’d the new built Town 
to them. Yet F. Oforisss and F. Riparins 
having in vain attempted to make way 
through the Province of the OcUids , 
into that of Xdstxdy took another way 
through impenetrable Woods. Snch 
Indidas as they met they endeavour’d to 
Catechize, and gain their Affedions with 
feme fmall Gifts, as they did ibme of 
thofe the SpunUrds call Pdlomes y and 
another fort known by the two Names 
of LabrddiUas and PintddiUos. Thelf 
Proviiious falling Ihort, they ftot back 
Sebdfiidn AUsreony a Youtli born in F«r«<- 
who delir’d to be admitted into 
the Society, with Ibme of the LsArddil- 
hsy to fetch Supplies from the City of 
Xstxui. They, the fecond Day after they 
parted from the Fathers, murder'd jtldr^ 
cofty and having eaten his Flefh, as was 
reporte(|, took the Skull along with 
them, and return'd to the Place where 
the Fathers paft’d the Night, to repeat 
their Cruelty. That Night they plun¬ 
der’d their Baggage, and the next Morn¬ 
ing murder’d the Fathers, cutting off 
tbeir Heads, and carrying them away in 
Trophy. The Indidas that were with 
them returning to Xaxai gave an Ac¬ 
count of tbeir Death. 

The Fathers in Pdrdaa and Vrvmcd 
were now employ’d in rebuilding the 
Towns deftroy’d, and difcovering the Them 
Defigns of the Robbers, and becaufe blecfi 
they could not altogether confide in the ^ 
Converts, who wereeafily carry’d away 
with ^roundlefs Fean, F. Alfdsro fo or¬ 
der’d it, that two Fathen in their Turns 
palling the River Vrvdicd , fiiOuId ob- 
ferve the Motions of the Enemy, and 
bring to the Towns the wandring /vil- 
das they could meet with. The Fathen 
Pdermo and Ffvvrv being out upon this 
Defign, two yonng Converts that at¬ 
tended them going too far, fell into the

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was, tW at Night* when all the Rob¬ 
bers wefe afleep, they held their Hands 
which were ty’d behind them fo long to 
the Fire, till the Cords were burnt a- 
funder, and being thus loos’d, they 
made their elcape flying through by*ways 
fourteen Leagues till they came to the 
Fathers, and were very ufeful in difco- 
’’vering the Defigns of the Mamducs. 
Not long before, Peter Governour 
of Pmr*gMy^ had receiv'd Letters from 
the Catnolick King, lignifyingit was his 
Will, that he ihould employ all his 
Force in defence of the Indians reduced 
by the Society, and infefted by the Mes- 
malucs, and it fell out opportunely that 
the faid Governor himfeif was taking a 
view of the Converts Towns in the Pro¬ 
vince of Parana. At the Inftance there¬ 
fore of F. he drew together 4000 

Indians with his own Spaniards y and 
march’d with all fpeed into the Territo¬ 
ry of the Caafapaminians y where the 
Enemy had ietled. F. Alfaroy and ibrae 
others of the Society follow’d him, to 
encourage the Men, and help thofe that 
were in danger of Death, and they were 
all in Hopes the Robbers might be ea- 
lily routed, when a difmal Accident 
bapned. For F. Mfaroy Superior of the 
other Fathers, having advis’d them not 
to expofe themfelves raihly, and encou¬ 
rag’d the Converts in forae fraall Skir- 
miihes to defend themfelves Manfully, 
going out a little way from the Camp 
to diicover the Mamaluesy was (hot dead 
by one of them , who lay in Ambufli. 
His Ue.irh being known, the Indians fell 
furiouUy upon the Enemy, and totally 
routed them. Many of the Mamalncs 
and iHpns were taken in this Adion. 
The Governour having feverely rebuk’d 
the Mamalucsy put them into the Culfo- 
dy of the Converts, till it Ihould be de¬ 
termin’d what Puniihment was to be in- 
Aided on them for fo many Villanies. 
The Indism Prifoners were happy in that 
being deliver’d from Bodily Slavery, 
they were adopted into the Liberty of 
the Sons of God, being Baptis’d, and 
made equal in the new Towns to their 
Conquerors. The Body of F. jilfaro 
was carry’d four Days Journey to the 
Town of the Cenceptieny and there ho¬ 
nourably Bury’d. . His Death undeceiv’d 
many Converts, who were ftiU jealous 
that they were gather'd into Towns, to 
be the tetter betray’d to the Mamaltiet. 
The Governour carry’d the Mamalsut 
taken fcmricore Leagues teck to the Ci 
ty of jOie jiffumptien'y and 
for befiig aftturwards mo fevoorable to

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the worft of Men j for tho’ he font them 
to the Governour of the River of Plate Tccho. 
to be pumlh d, yet it came to pafs that 
by Favour thofeMifereants were fuflered 
to flip away lafe into their own Coun¬ 
try. 

P. JMetfucceeded p. jilfaro as Supe¬ 
rior of the jefuits in thofe Parts. He 
at therequelt of the Governour of Rio 
de la Pl*tay fent F. Romero with a Band Carecirs 
chofen Converts to the Lake of 
weearac^My about an 100 Leagues 
dlflant. The CaracaraSy Capafacas and 
Mtneposy a fierce fort of People, being 
part Heathens and wild, and part bred 
w the Town of S. Anney but fled thence 
and in open Rebellion, dwelt about this 
Lake, which is 40 Leagues in length 1 
and rallying thence upon Travellers, ci¬ 
ther by Und or on the River, carry’d 
away their Booty into inacccfliblc lurk¬ 
ing Places, amidlt the Reeds and Ruflies; 
and not long fince had made an Excur- 
fion and burnt the Church of S. Lacy 1 
bcudes the Murderers of F. Spinofa were 
retir’d thither. Long Impunity made 
them bold to attempt any Tiling, bc- 
caufe It was hard to come at them, the 
wke which runs to the Parana having 
Eotwncc, choak’d up with Mud 
and Bdhes, and the further Part of it 
being full of floating Iflands, like thofe 
at S. Oaser in the Lovo-Countriesy which 
were dangerous for Strangers, but a fe- 
cure retreat for the Natives. But the 
Converts encourag’d by F. Romeroy broke 
Difficulties, and dragging 
thofe Barbarians ont of their FaftnelTes, 

Killing fome, forced the reft to fubmit. 

All the Prifoners were^eliver’d to John 
G»ay y Commander of the Spaniards y 
who highly commended the Qinverts. 

This Vidory caus’d the Town of S. L«- 
9 to be in forae meafure reftor’d, made 
the Ways fafe to Travel, and fecur’d 
uie Spanilh and InMan Towns. The 
Provincial having vifited the Province 
of Itatina, crofs’d the River Piramsy 
then much fweU’d, in a Boat madJ of 
Canes, which are thicker than a Man’s 
Leg, and being weU knit together, can¬ 
not eafily be funk, but theft being green 
when they receiv’d a weight, could 
fcarce bear up above Water, fo that he 
was in great Danger 5 but ranch more 
n crolling another River in 

a Bull s Hide, only faftned in a hollow 
Form with Hoops^ which.there the V

F. Diafianins feat, as was iaid before. 
Procurator into Europe., having finiih’d 
fomc Buiinefs at Madrid, went on to 
Rome, where he calily obtain’d leave of 
the General to gather Supplies of Fathers 
out of the Provinces of Rome, Naples, 
Mdan, Sardinia, the Ia>vo Countries and 
Spain. Pope Urban the Btb granted him 
a P*iiil, allowing all the Indians, Blacks, 

. and thole of a mixt Race in South Ame^ 
rica , all the time between Septuagefima 
and the Odtavc of Corpus Chrifii to per¬ 
form the Duty of receiving the Blelled 
Sacrament about Kafiee. And another, 
by which he Excommunicated all fuch 
as upon any Pretence whatlbever flionld 
enflave the Indims, whether Chrillians 
or Heathens. Many other Favours be 
bellow’d Oil F. Diafianius, who return¬ 
ing to Madrid, obtain’d of the King 
Paflage for thirty Fathers at his Maje- 
llics Expencc. The King allb put out 
an Edia, by Authority of his Council of 
the Indies, forbidding the Mamalucs to 
infell the Indians, and ordering thofe ib 
taken to be rellor’d to their Country 
and Liberty, and the Takers to be pun- 
ilh’d. Then gathering the Spani^ Fa¬ 
thers that were to go with him, be went 
away to Lisbon , where he found Six, 
long lince come thither out of tbe Low- 
Countrics , and they altogether fail’d on 
tbe Eve of the Purification. By the way 
ieveral of the Fathers fell Sick, and two 
Dy’d. The Weather proving very 
Stormy, after being drove away alraoft 
as far as the Cape of Good Nope , they 
were forced to Hand for Brafil, and at 
length arriv’d in the Port of Rio de 
neiro, where they were generoufly enter¬ 
tain’d by the Governour of the Pro¬ 
vince, and the Fathers of the Society. 
After the mutual Ceremonies of the 
Keception, F. Diafianius being intent 
u]ion his Bulinels, undertaking to pro- 
clain thePope's Bnll againlt the Enllavers 
of the hidims, tho’ he did all Things 
regularly, brought much Trouble upon 
hinifelf. For when the Bull was fo- 
leranly read in the Church of the Soci¬ 
ety, tbe Mamalucs, many of whom live 
Mnjinyat in |^c TeiHlhtory of Rio de Janeiro, and 
Ac dc their Fricnds*grew fo inrag’d, that the 
nciro. Fathers were in danger of their ^.ives j 
thefc ftiptineers breaking open the Col¬ 
lege Giiits, and mihiag into th^ou 
giving the new Converts very op^o- 


brious Language, and relblviX to Mur- 


der them. Their chief Rage wL againlt 
F. Diafianius, who had procur’d the 
Bull, and they had perhaps executed 
their bloody Delign, but that the£0- 
vernour drawing them Artificially to the 
Church, putfome check to their Fury 
by the Holinefs of the Place. The next 
Day all the chief Men and religious Per- 
fons meeting at the Church of the Car¬ 
melites, thejefoitsto lay the Tumult,, 
coniented the Mamalucs fhould appeal to» 
the Pope againlt his Bull, and thus the 
Bnlinefs was put up. Whilft this was 
doing at Rio de Janeiro, it was much . 
worle at the Town of Santos, where 
Ferdinand Rodriguez, Vicar of the Place »' 
had proclaimed the fame Bull in the great th 
Church; no Man prefuming to mutter 01 
againlt it, tij] a turbulent Fellow pro¬ 
moting it, there was a Conlpiracy car- 
ry’d on againlt the Vicar. Having lay’d 
their Delign, one of the Conlpirators 
Appeals to the King from the Pope’s 
Bull, and the Vicar excommunicating 
him, all tbe reft fell upon him with their 
drawn Swords, trampling on him, and 
cxerciling more barbarity than can be 
exprefs’d in the very Church, the Vicar 
Itill perfilling refolutc in maintaining 
thePopc’s Authority. But they appeal¬ 
ing, and requiring the Vicar to allow of 
their Appeal, heanfwer’d, he allowed 
of it, as far as in him was, and the Laws 
wrould allow. When they demand&i 
the Bull to be delivered to them, he lent 
them to the Superior of the Jefuits. 
The faid Superior to give fome check to 
the Mutiny, put on tbe Prieftly Vell- 
ments, and coming out to a Porch with 
the Bleflcd Sacrament in his Hands, 
warn’d them as they drew near, not to 
be the Caufe of their own Ruin, and 
eternal Infamy; and earneftly requefted 
them to-be obedient to the Vicar of the 
Son of God for his fake. Hereupon fome 
falling on their Knees, and others ftand- 
ing, confofedly cry’d out, that tliey 
ador’d God prefent in the Blefled Sa¬ 
crament, but could not confent to be 
wrongfully depriv’d of their Goods by 
him,who defended thePope’s Decrees. O- 
tbers in a tumultuous manner requir’d to 
have the Bull deliver’d to them, and hav¬ 
ing got it, and in vain requir'd the Vicar 
to abfolve them from all Cenfures, they 
went away to other Religious Men, fome 
of whom being ignorant of the matter, 
declar’d they had not iocurr’d the Cen- 
fo res of the Bull, becaufe Pop* Urban 
it fliould be publifli’d,Tf there 
were no lawful Impediment, ^dthat 
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the geotral diflikc was fofficicnt Impe- 
disient*, but ail this was palliating wick¬ 
ed Defigns, which neverthelefs appear’d 
too bare Faced. Nothing was more 
fr^ueuc among the Mutineers ^ than 
that the Society was to be cxpell’d the 
Town, left by their favouring the /«- 
V ditns they Ihonld be reduced to Beggery. 

Ani atS. 'The Storm wasftill more violent againft 

Ja«/. the Fathers in the Town of S. /W of 
^ f ir/ntingny that being the chief Refidence 
of the M-Mndaet ^ for over and above ail 
the Infolencies mention’d in the Town 
of Smutosy the Fathers here were forced 
out of their College, and banilh’d the 
J'own i Ibme of whom rclbrtiug to Rio 
eie Janeirar gave an Account of their 
lllage. But to give every Man his due, 
the Governour ot Rio de Janeiro deferves 
to be commended tor his Relblution, in 
cauling a Fellow who had behav’d hitn- 
tclf Intblcntly before the BlcITcd Sacra¬ 
ment, to be publickly whip’d, and a 
Matter of a Vcflel to be puniib’d for 
giving the News of the E.xpuilionof the 
Fathers of S. in a joyful infulting 
manner.

I'he Fathers that came now 
were thirty three, all whom F. jicofia, 
the Redor at Rio de Janeiro maintain’d 
feven Months at his own Expence, and 
being defir’d to give an Account of the 
Expence, that the Province of Paragiuy 
might refund it, he anfwcr’d there had 
been 600 Piftoles fpent, but that he 
would not accept of the leatt return, 
expcdling his Reward from God. But 
having brought the Fathers to Paraguay^ 
let us rtturn to thofe Parts to fee what 
was dor^ there.

This done they return’d to give the 
Provincial an Account of what they had. 
done, who fent them back with Orders 
ro endeavour to build Towns. At firft 
thole People receiv’d them with much 
Afleftion, and built them a Chapel for 
prcftiit ntt; but this Kiiidncls was not 
lafting, for fomc of the Spaniards of 
Xioxa^ having fallen upon a Village of 
the Diagaitas^ the Calchaquines their next 
Neighbours loon took the Alarm, fay¬ 
ing, the War was declar’d, and conlc- 
queotly the Fathers ought to be made 
away. They liaving obtain'd leave of 
their Superior, went away to Salia, 
whence the Provincial caus'd them to go 
back again, and the former Jealoufies 
being remov'd, they began to rebuild the 
Town of S. diaries in the lame Place 
where it ftood before, with Hopes of 
its continuance. Yet the Prog refs of 
Chriftianicy has not been very conlidc- 
rablc, becaule thofe People mind no¬ 
thing but their antient Superllitions. 

The Boys, who under the Care of the 
Fathers feem to be Good and Pious, as 
loon as ever they return among their 
own People, fall immediately to the 
Cuttonis of their Parents. The prime 
Men endeavour to hinder the Fathers 
learning their Language. I hus little 
hopes appear’d of gaining many to the 
Faith ^ yet thefe People permitted the 
Fathers to ered Croifes, bnild Chapels, 
and exercile their Funffion before them i 
and fbme of the CaciijHes have fliewn 
them extraordinary Civility, which is all 
yet gain’d, and lb we mutt leave them, 
having no more to add concerniug 
them.

'Shoulders. They always carry a Bow in 
the left, and a Spear in the right Hand, 
ftaining ^ their Body with fevcraiJC^- 
lours likt Tygers, to be the more I'er- 
tible; aid look udoq thofe as molt Ho- 


be accounted a Hero, mull give Proof of 
his Bravery by enduring moft horrid 
Tortures, piercing their Legs, Thighs, 
Arms, Tongues and other parts of their 
Body not fit to be nam’d, and then tear¬ 
ing off the Skin of all thofc Parts with a 
rough Stone. Five of the Elders exer- 
cift this Butchery on the Candidate, 
who if he gives the Icaft token of feel¬ 
ing the Pain but by never fo inconiidera- 
ble a Motion, - is not admitted into the 
Order of Noblemen. But if he carries 
himfelf reiblutely in the Torture, row- 
ling hiinfclf in his Blood to denote his 
Satisfaftioo, then the Enligns of that 
Honour arc confei ‘d on him. That they 
may be the feciirer of obtaining this Ho¬ 
nour, they enure themfclves from their 
Inrancy to prick and flea their Limbs af¬ 
ter this maimer, fo that it is frequent to 
fee Boys and Youths run I'horus or Bri¬ 
ars through their Tongues, Lips, No¬ 
ftrils, Ears or other Parts; and forcing 
a Ibrt of l.aughter to conceal all Senfe 
of Pain. Thus much of the Men. The 
Women Cloath themfclves below the 
Bofom with courle Nets, the reft of 
their Bodies they paint or adorn with 
Stones fet in it, particularly their Breafts 
and Faces ^ making themfclves bald, 
lhaving the hinder part of their Heads 
with Razors of Flint or Reeds.

Thofe that went totakethe Caaguat^ns'd 
much the llimc Artificer for,pretending 
there came Fathers of the Society with 
them CO teach the Law of Chrift, many 
Indians d^iver’d themfclves up; but the 
greater part defended themfelves againft 
Force and Fraud. Many of the Mama- 
lues were cruelly handled by the Guata- 
chi’s^ the ficrcefl of all the Indians ; for 
when they fell into their Hands, they 
tore off their Beards and Hair, and tore 
off the Flefh from their Arms and 
Thighs to eat, mangling their Bodies, 
and fixing their Heads on Poles upon 
the tops of tlieir Cottages to terrify o- 
thersi many of the Gupitis far’d no better. 
It was certainly reported from BraxJlf 
that 1 20 Mamalucs periOicd in the fight 
and fliglit, and almolt all the Gupuis. 
When our Forces were difmifs’d, it be¬ 
ing known that many, both Infidels and 
Chrillians were difperfed for fear of the 
Mamalucs, and might be eafily drawn to 
the Towns, if invited^ and that many 
of thofe taken before the Fight, had 
made efcapes •, the Mborean Converts 
making Excurfions by Land and Water, 
for two Years together brought in a- 
bmidancc of them. Among tbefc few 
Captives the Mamalucs gather’d before 
the Fight j and were driving to BraxJl, 
a young Maid not above fourteen Years 
of Age, got into one only Boat there 
happened to be on the River, and lo- 
llng it, was drove down by the 
Stream, the Robbers having no means 
to fetch her back, ihot abundance of Ar¬ 
rows and Bullets at her, but ihe making 
no account of them, and receiving no 
hurt, ran down the River till Ihe fell a- 
mong fome of the Mbortan Indians, 
who conduced her fafe to the Town, 
where ihtif was Baptiz’d. Another about 
Nincteetf Years of Age having been fo- 
liciced co^confent to the Loit« theRob- 


coufd never find her, till ihe got fife to 
the Town of the Mboreans. Two o- 
thcr Sifters, the one of 13, the other of 
10 Years of Age, after they had been 
drove an Hundred Leagues towards 
Brazil, made their elcape with a Youth 
their Kinfraau, and came lafe to the 
fame Town above mention’d, where 
they found their Father and Mother. But 
we muft not inftance too many of thefc 
Efcapes, tho’ ftrangc, bccaufe the Cir- 
curaftanccs piay be much alike. A pow¬ 
erful Cacique of Vrvaica, wlio was a great 
Enemy to Chriftianity in general, and 
the Society in particular, had contrafted 
Friendihip with the Robber, that he 
might be able to do Mifchicf, and was 
lb bale as to deliver up many of his own 
People to thofe Thieves. The Mama- 
tucf, the more to lecure him to their In- 
tereft, of their own Authority, which 
was none at all, gave him the Title of 
Lord of all Vrvaica, and the adjacent 
Rivers -, and he, proud of his new Au¬ 
thority, for fome years, did great harm 
in the Lands of our Converts,to the great 
benefit of the Mamalucs. At length, diC- 
pleafed at the fmallncls of the Reward 
of his Treachery, be renounced their 
Friendihip, and fled with the faithfullcft 
of his Followers, but being taken by the 
Mamalucs, and accufed^orbeing unfaith¬ 
ful to them, he in vain pleaded his Ser¬ 
vices, and was by them put to death. 
Another Cacique, who in a boafting man¬ 
ner was ufed to threaten the Fathers 
with Death, and thefirftCfariftian Wo¬ 
man with bis Luft, declaring he would 
never give over till he had deftroy’d all 
the Towns of and Vrvmca, had 

bis Wife cruelly Murdered by the Ma¬ 
malucs, and he at the lame time broke 
his Leg in the Woods. Some Converts 
finding him out by his hideous Cryes, 
would certainly have made an end of 
him, had not the Fathers obftruded, 
laying it was the Duty of Chriftians to 
return Good for Evil. Thus he was 
not only lav’d but carry’d to the Town, 
where he became a Chriftiap. Here ftre 
will coiy:lude with the Mamalucs, whofe 
barbarous Villanies have afforded fo much 
Matter for this Hiftory. . 

Now the War is ended, to comei to 
a more pleafing and peaceable Snbjea.

The Bilhop elcd, 
impatient of delay, was ujiwilling to 
cxpccl the Pope’s Bull of Apijrobatioii, 
wherein hecaufe of the-final I number 
of Bifnops in the Indies, it is iifua) toal- 
low one only Bilhop, contrary to the 
general Prafticc to Confecratc another. 

He therefore for the more f])ecdy at¬ 
taining his Dignity, put the Qucllion 
to the College of the jefuits at Cordova, 
whether the ufiial Form might not be 
diljK'iis’d with, and by rcafon of the 
great d ilia nee, the Pope’s Confent be 
taken for granted. T he College an- 
fvver’d it was contrary to the Opinions 
of the I..carned, and Decrees of C jim- 
cils. But he was too hally to be Hop’d, 
and being Confecrated by one Bilhop, 
without ex])cdii)g the Pope’s Bull, re- 
pair’tl to his Church of Paraguay, wliicli 
was the ground of an eager Controver- 
ly, which being carry’d high, Ipread 
through the World, and was the fub- 
jed of a doleful Hiftory writ by ano¬ 
ther Hand, and not to be handled by 
me. Yet I mult not omit to mentica 
fome Slanders rais’d upon this Occalion, 
and aftcrwardsclcar’d, which I will de¬ 
liver all at one View. The new Bi- 
Ihop’s diflike to the Society bein^ known 
abroad, their Enemies laid hold of this 
Opportunity to revive the antient for¬ 
gotten Calumnies, the chief whereof 
was a fabulous Story of the Gold of 
vaica, long fiiice exploded, and then 
again given out through all Chrifiendom. 

For the better undcrltanding of the 
whole we will look back to the origi- < 
nal of it.

Dull. He faid further that he had 
been tempted to hide a great Parcel of 
Gold tor his own ufe, being rcfolv’d to 
run away, but that being betray’d by 
his l ei^w, he was by the Fathers whip¬ 
ped aii^aiiifli’d. When he had told 
thisStorlMie dcfcrib’d the Place and 
Nature /\ the Gold Mines fo particu¬ 
larly, aTijd lyd fo art^cially, that the 
whole iTwtttT appcar’t*\}iore than cre¬ 
dible, and many affirm'd there was no 
doubt to be made of the Truth of it. 
The Society to clear its Reputation, 
complain’d to the projx;r Judges, and 
prevail’d to have the Bufinefs examin’d. 
The Magillrates did their Duty, and 
after much inquiry Stephai ae Avila^ 
Governour of Ihtcms Jyns^ publickly 
declar’d, and writ to the King’s Coun¬ 
cil at Madrid^ iliat the RejJort fiwead 
abroad concerning the Gold of Vrvai- 
ta was a mcei' Fiction of Idle Men, and 
the Enemies of the Society. Thus that 
Fable was fupprcfl for fomc time, till 
fomc time after the Impoftor reviv’d 
it among fome new come Europeans 
that were greedy of Gold, and had the 
Impudence to carry it to Hiacinthus de 
l^ara the new Governour of Buenos 
Ayres. The Governour, tho’he did 
•ifiot altogether give Cretlit to it, wilh’d 
it were true,' and conld not refolvc 
what to conclude. As he Rood thus 
doubtful, he ncciv'd Letters from Ta- 
rai^mty., in which the Bifliop affirm’d, 
it was ccrtauily made out there were 
Gold Mines near Vrvaka. The Im¬ 
poftor rejoye’d to fee his Lyc confirm’d 
by the Bilhop, and the Governour 
thirftiug after Gold made all poffiblc 
haft to fet out in fcarch of it. Accord¬ 
ingly he began his Journey of 200 
Lca°ncs up the River Varana., attended 
by 40 Soldiers , and Martin de Vera., 
Lord of a Gold Mine in Bern, and a 
moft skilful Man at trying of Metals.

Bmavenmrt the Informer was order’d to 
follow him, but he knowing he had a 
bad caufc in Hand, flipp’d away in the 
Journey.

dnem he conceal’d the caufc of his coming, 
yet privately enquir’d by his Interpre¬ 
ters among the Indians, where the Gold 
was found* 

This being known, F. Diaftauiits Su¬ 
perior of the Fathers in Parana and 
Vrvaka, Petition’d him that he would 
publickly Inquire conceruing the Gold 
Mines, and appoint a Day to try that. 
Caufc, that the Society might be clear’d 
from the Scandal.The Governor granted 
his Requeft, and at the fame time encou¬ 
rag’d tlic Souldicrs with hopes of great 
Rewards to dillovcr the Mines. They 
left no Stone unturn’d to find out the 
Gold, and fomc of them travell’d fevc- 
ral [jay’s Journey with an Indian who 
promis’d to difcovcr the Mines, but were 
only laugh’d at when they return’d, hav¬ 
ing found nothing but fome bright 
Ihining Snails. In the mean while Let¬ 
ters were brought the Governor from 
the City of the Affumptien, both from 
the GovernoHr and Bifnop of that Pro¬ 
vince, both of them owning they could 
make ont nothing certain concerning 
the Gold of Vrvaica. This enrag’d 
the Governor of Buenos Ayres to fee 
bimfelf impos’d upon, audio honourable 
an Order abus’d j yet he was perplex’d 
about the flight of Bonavtntm, and the 
Society wiOi’d he might be found, and fo. 

This hapnedas 
they had defir’d, he*was taken in the 
Town of the Japtivians, and brought in 
Irons to the Governor, who asking him 
in friendly manner to difeover the Gold 
he had lb much talk’d of, he deny’d he 
had ever fpoke of any liich thing, and 
ftood pofitively in the Denial. The Go - 
vernor, to whom he had often told the 
Story, in a PalOon order’d him to be 
Rack'd, and even there he perfifted in 
his Denial, Nothing being extorted he 
was Condem’d to Death, but the Fathers 
intcrceeding for him he had 200 Lafhes 
given him, and wasBanifh'd the Province 
for ever. Not fo Iktisfy’d, the Enemies 
of the Society fent Letters to the King’s 
Council at Madrid, reviving this Impo- 
fturc, whereupon one Carahuo of^the 
Royal Council of Peru wm appoiated to 
cximia it again, who having brought the 
Informers to confefs the Forgery, Fin’d 
fome and Banilh’d others.

and where many Towns might be buil:, 
if the Society were once admitted. But 
this was a difficult Province, as being 
m^y^h infefted with Sorcercis, and A- 
ptjftates, and therefore required a 
Man of Expesience and Rcl'olution. 

For this Reafou f. Laqatnim the Pro¬ 
vincial, knowing P.Romtro to be fit for 
any fuch Undertaking, order’d him to 
the Province of Itatlna^ and with all fpeed 
to pafs the River. He bei ng come unto 
his Province, coiifnlted with the other 
Fathers and ptincipal Converts, who all 
rcfolvcd the atte.n[tc ought to be made 
witlioiit d‘.l.iy, and accordingly he fee 
out in the Year i645,,ii tended b F. Piiw- 
fa k andfbmcfiichfiij Converts of both 
Towns; and paffing the Paraguay the 
22(1 Day after bis feiring out, came un¬ 
to the fnft Village of the Judiansj where 
he found many, who having before bear’d 
of tlie Society, were not ill difpos’d to 
receive the Faith. He would have gone 
fnitlier in hopes of a more plentiful 
Harveft, but was held back by his own 
Company, and the Natives, who affirm’d 
he would ruin ail if he was too baity. 

For this Reawn he fctled with Cmapaio, 
a Cacique of gieat Fame in the blit Vil¬ 
lages; and many reforting to him from 
the neighbouring parts, he marked out 
the Qfouiid for a Town, built a Chap- 
pel under the Invocation of S. BarharUf 
cie(fted a Crofs,and began todcciaie the 
fir d Piiijtiplcs of Religion to the People. 

Finding the Heathens inclinable to ^

Fz-Mcis de Alfttro, the King’s Vic¬ 
tor tlironghoati< 56 nth America^ by his 
Majefty’s Order, utterly took away the 
Abufc of perfonal Service, fetdng the 
'Indians at full Liberty, and delivering 
them from all Oppreffion. But becau^ 
many of the Indians oiParagHay had no¬ 
thing to pay as Tribute, he therefore 
order’d, that in lieu of it, they lhall ferve 
one Month in the Year,but if theSpaniards 
would make uie of them any lonper, 
they Ihould have them as hired Servants, 
upon thg^own free will, and paying 
them thewJ|Vages. He enabled other 
l.aws for ||l[qp9wmon benefit of the Spa¬ 
niards any Inmans, which the King af¬ 
terwards ratify’d, and continue to this 
Day in ij^ce, faving only that his Ma- 
jefty allow’d two Months Service inftead 
of the one we laid ^faro had appointed.

Thus 
utterly uncertain when and where to find 
the Sownd j a thoufand fad imaginations 
overtook our perplexed Minds, ail of us 
aflliredly knowing, that a Million ofmife- 
ries would of ncceffity enfuc, if we found 
not the Ships, whereby to fave our paf- 
lage. In this diflraded time of our 
Thoughts, we were now again the fe- 
cond time run as far to the Southward as 
at the firfl: and finding by all reafon 
thereupon, how that there was nolikely- 
hood at all of finding any fuch place fur¬ 
ther to the Southward, we wended the 
Shallop the fccoud time unto the North- 
ward. William hakely hereupon, being 
unwilling tocondeftend unto our Agree- 
menr, ftill perfwaded us, that That could 
not fojfihly be our Courfe : But we not truft- 
ing any longer unto his unskilful Per- 
Iwafioiis, (though all in him was out of 
goodwill, and ftrong conceit of his being 
in the right) bent our Courfe to the 
Northward', and he not confenting to fleer 
any longer, 1 took the Oar out of his 
hand to fleer the Boat withal. The Wea¬ 
ther all this while continued fair and 
clear, and it pleafed God at that very 
inftant of time, to fend the Wind Ea- 
fterly: Which advantage we thankfully 
apprehending, preffntly fet fail. The 
Wind incrcafed freih and large, and our 
Shallop fwiftly running, we arrived the 
one and twentieth day at Bell Point, 
where we found the Wind right out 
of the Sownd at Eafi Northeafi, fo 
fiercely blowing, chat we could not 
poflibly row to Wind-wards ’, but being 
forced to take in our Sail, we were 
fain to betake our felves unto our Oars, 
by help of which we recovered fbme 
two Miles within the Shoar, where we 
were conftrained for that time to Cove, 
or elle to drive to Lee-wards. 

Thus finding this to be the very place 
we had all this while fought for (be 
BOW alfb agreeing thereunto) wefo^- 
with fboghc out and found an Hidwr 
•for our ^aUop ; and having brought her 
tfi^untov two of our Men were jjtp- 
fentfy difi^cbed o^r Land onto the 
Teft :At BtJr Sownd, jto fee if the Ships 


we'e ftill there i of which, by reafon 
of-the time being expired, and the op- 
jfortunity of the prefent fair Wind, we 
were ranch afraid. The Tent being di- 
ftait ten Miles at the leaft from our Sbak 
lop, our Men at their coming thither 
finding the Ships to be depart^ out of 
the Road, and not being certain, whe¬ 
ther or not they might be at Bottle Cove, 
(three Leagues diftant on the other fide 
of the Sown£) riding there under the 
Loom of the Land j again returned unto 
us with this fad News. The ftorm of 
Wind hitherto continuing, about mid¬ 
night fell ftark calm \ whereupon we, 
unwilling to lofe our firfl opportunity, 
departed towards Bottle Cove, betwixt 
hope and fear of finding the Ships there •, 
whither coming the two and twratiech, 
and finding the Ships departed,wew/ing 
neither Pilot, Plat, nor Compafs -far our 
diredot s to the Eaftward, found our felves 
(God he knoweth) to have little hope 
of any delivery out of thatapfment dan¬ 
ger. Our fears increaled upon us, even 
wfailfl we confulced whether it. were fa- 
feft for us cither to go or flay. • If go, 
then thought we upon the dangers in 
failing, by reafon of much Ice in the way ; 
as alfb of the difficulty in finding the 
place, when we fbould come thereabouts. 
If we refolved ftill to remain at Bell Sound, 
then we thought that no ocher thing could 
be looked for, but a miferable and a pi¬ 
ning death, feeing chereappeared nopof- 
fibilicy of inhabiting there, or to endure 
fb long, fo darkfbme and So bitter a 
Winter. 

And thus were our Thoo^ts at that 
time diflraded, thus were our Fears in- 
creafed; nor were they caufelefs Fears 
altogether. Well, we knew that neither 
C^i(Han or Heathen People had ever before 
inhabited thofe defoUtte and untemper ate Cli- 
mates. This alfo, to increafe our Fear% 
had we certainly heard -, how that the 
Merchants having in former times much 
defired, and that with proifirr of great 
Rewards for the hazarding of their Lives,

As 
for our lJ>oor, bclides our making k lb 
dofe as pofTibly it could ihnt, we lined 
it moreover with a Bed that we found 
lying there, which came over both the 
opening and the (hatting of it. As for 
Windows, we made none at all, lb that 
our Light we brought in through the 
greater Tent, by removing two or three 
Tyies in the Eaves, which Light came 
to us through the veut of our Chimney. 
Our next woik was, to let up four Cab- 
bins, biUcung our felves two and two in 
a Cabbin. Our Beds were the Deers Skins 
dtyrdy which we found to be extraordinary 
wormy and a very comfortable kind of 
Lodging to us in our dilfcrels. Our next 
care then was for firing to drels our Meat 
withal, and for keeping away the Cold. 
Examining therefore all the ShaUops that 
had been left a-lhoar there by the Ships, 
we found feven of them very cra2y, and 
not ferviceablc for the next Year. 1 hofc 
we made hold withal, brake them up and 
carried them into our Hoalef/rfftvmj^ them 
over the Beams in manner of a Floor, in¬ 
tending allb to ftew the reft of our fit ing 
over them, lb to fiiakc the outer Tent 
the warmer, and to keep withal the Snow 
from driving through the Tiles into the 
Tent: Which Snow would otberwife 
have covered every thing, and have bin- 
dred us in coming at what we wanted. 
When the Weather was now grown cold, 
and the days Ihorc, (or rather no days at 
all) we made bold to ftave Ibme empty 
Casks that were there left the Year be¬ 
fore, to the quantity of one hundred Tun 
at Itaft. We alfi> made ule of Ibme 
Flanksy and of two eld Coolers (wherein 
they cool’d their Oil) and of whatlbever 
mi^c well be fpared, without damnify¬ 
ing of the Voyage the next Y^r.'

Hours, we at our opening of it found 
great ftore of fire upon it, whereupon we 
made a common pradice of it ever 
after. It never went out in eight Months 
together or thereabouts. 

Having thus provided both our Houle 
and Filing) upon the twekh qf ^rptetw 
her a finall quantity of drift Le, came 
driving to and fro in the Sownd. Early in 
the Morning therefore we arole, and 
looking exfcy where abroad, wc at laft 
efpyed two Sea-Horfes lying- ajletp upon a 
piece of Ice ) preleotly ch^wMJon raking 
up an old Harping Iron that Cncirc lay in 
the Tent, and taltning a Grapnel Rope 
unco it, out laijchc we our Boat to low 
towards them. Coming Ibrothing near 
them, we perceived then! to be fall a- 
fleep, which my fell then fteering the 
Boar, firft perceiving, fpake to the Row¬ 
ers to hold ftill their Oars, for fear of a- 
wakingthem with the craihingoftbclcc, 
and I skulling the Boat ealily along, came 
fo near at length unto them, that the 
Shallops even teucht one oft hem. A C w hich 
inftant, William Fakely beiiig ready with 
his Hioptng Irony heav’d it lb ftrongiy 
into the Old one, that he quite difturb- 
cd her of her reft: After which Ihe re¬ 
ceiving five or iix chrufts with our Lan¬ 
ces, fell into a founder fleep of death. 
Thus having difpatched the Old one, the 
younger being loach to leave her Damj 
continued fwimming lb long about our 
Boat, that without our Lances we kill'd 
her dlb. Haling them both after this 
into the Boat, we rowed a-lhoar, flayed 
our Sea-horfesy cut them in pieces to roaft 
and eat them. The nineteenth of the 
lame Month we faw other Sea-horfes jleep^ 
ing allb in like manner upon feveral pie¬ 
ces of Ice, but the Weaker being cold, 
they defired not to fleep lb much as be¬ 
fore, and therefore could we kill but one 
of them, of which we being right glad, 
we returned again into our Tent.

(VA^ A ^ extraordinary de fire of Lcarn- 
Merin. /\ ing, and a Curiolity of feeing 
j % Things never known to me be- 
fore, having made me to un¬ 
dertake a Journey into tlanders, Germa¬ 
ny., Bohemia, and Aufiria, in the Year 
1615. I Ibaid a few days at Vienna, ha¬ 
ving the opportunity of converfing with 
fevcral Learned Men in thole parts j 
they told me fueb miraculous things of 
the Mines of Htmgary and Tranfylvania, 
(the molt famous in Europe'^ that I was 
, ft'zed with a moft ardent defire of ta- 
^lung a full view of them, maugre all the 
Dangers that were reprefented to me, 
in fo troublelbme a Journey ; bccaufe I 
continually reflefted upon the Words of 
Tdracetfits, That Afenes are the befi Schools 
of Philofofhers. With this Relblution I 
'took Paflage in a Boat that was carrying 
fomc Troops to PoUmumi (Preshargh) 
bar^tite Oae chief City of^.Hitngcey, left to the 
Capita a- Chriftians upon the Danube, about Ten 
tyof Hun- Leagues difbant from Vienna, and as ma- 
ny from the Turhifh Territories. It is 
to be obferved, that it is very dange¬ 
rous travelling in Hungary efpecially for

To force oupwikh the 
Air, thevenemous AntiiiSwpiaHMercu¬ 
rial, Saline andj^tAi'ifcal SpiV/ts, mix¬ 
ed with the V/f^rs, fo p^ylSitious to 
the Brainv^'Weart and Lungs: ’ Hence it 
is, that the Miners, after having pene¬ 
trated into the firft Region of the Earth 
are fenfible of the cool Air, (for they 
always work naked) and breath freely e- 
nough. 

However notwithftanding all thefe 
Contrivances, they are not ablblutcly 
delivered of the ill effeas of thefe Ex- narptrou. 
halations, tho’ the lame are in feme mea- ' 
fore mitigated, it being a gt cat rarity 
to fee one of thefe Miners come to the 
age of fifty, moft of them either dying 
very young, or foon after they come to 
a manly age; and commonly by a Con- 
fumption, their Lungs being by degrees 
corroded by the acrimonious Particles 
of thefe Exhalations. This is the rca- 
fen why they cannot ftay above four 
Hours at a time in the Mines, but mull 
be ventilated by the frclh Air to reco- 
ver themfelves; it being certain, that 
were the free paflage of the frelh Air 
ftopped for one quarter of an Hour in the 
deep Mines, not one of the Workmen **«^»*"* 
would efcape with IJfe; which I fpeak 
upon the credit of the head Managers 
of the Mines, who, by their frequent 
Experience, arc the fureft Judges in 
the cafe.

likely enough to be true, confidering it 
belongs toaGold Oar *, I found the Wa¬ 
ter very cool upon the Tongue, and 
Ibmewhat aftringent; The Spring does 
not rile up to the furfacc of the Earth. 
Thence we came into the Concavities, 
where the Miners were at igqrk, where 
they flicw’d us how the Vein of Oar

, to 80 Fathoms deep, we found it pret¬

I 
ask’d him further, whether the nearer 
they came to the Center of the Earth, 
they found the more heat? heanfwer’d. 

That they had never obferved any thing 
like it, but only when now and then 
they happened to light upon a Vein 
of fome very hot Mineral. He added. 

That at certain Seafons of the Year, as 
in Winter and Summer, they found the 
beat increafe, but that did not depend 
on their depth, fince the fame was ob- 
fervable in all Mines ^ and all the head 
Miners that ever I asked upon this ac¬ 
count, agreeing in the fame Anfwer, 
this gave me foflicient occafion to me¬ 
ditate upon the matter, before 1 could 
find out the true reafon of this heat, 
which the Miners thcmfclves, according 
to their own ConfelDon, were ignorant 
of. 

But to proceed further; As we went 
deeper and deeper, finding the heat ftill 
cncrcafe, beyond whatever 1 had ob- 
ierved in any other Mine before j 1 as¬ 
ked the head Miner the reafon, who 
cold me, that a vitriolate Vein un-*;^^ 
derneath us, was the occafion of this f^sthe 
fudden encrcafc of hcatj and to make 
good his Words, he carried us fbme- 
what lower, into a large Coacavity,fur- 
rouuded on all fides with a green Vi¬ 
triol, where the heat was fo intenfe, 
and the Vapours fo (harp, that 1 was 
ready to faint with fweating, and my 
Tongue and Mouth feim’d to be all 
bliftered; which made me wonder how 
it was pofllble for the Miners to work 
here.

ters, as well as thofe of the Sea and

Hence it is that the \'ertues 
of fomc Springs are known to us, 
whereas the true ^^ualitics of others re¬ 
main hitherto niKlccidcd, by rcaibu of 
the great variety of the Metals, Mine* 
rals and Precious Stones, the Spirits 
whereof are communicated and mixed 
with thefe Waters. 

Upon this oceahon I can’t forbear to 
relate to you whaihapned to me. A 
certain Hungariah Nobleman, who was 
Proprietor of the Gold Mine ot 
llo.ffaTTy having prefented me with 
fomc Stones out oi that Mine, I took 
one of them, of about a pound weight, 
reduced into a fmall Powder, and put-jJ 
ting it into a Glafs Akmbitk diftilfST 
it out of the Alhes t It produced 
bout two Oiiuees of a Mineral WatdF^ 
of a raoft odoriferious Scent, and ex- 
trcamly Cordial, the like I never met 
with before: The Dregs 1 put into » 

Crucible, which by a violent Calcina¬ 
tion, produced about the value of half 
a Ducat of Gold, twenty two Ca~ 
rats j belidcs a certain quantity of yel¬ 
low Flowers, not unlike a Sulphur. 

When I confidcred the quantity of Wa¬ 
ter prt^uced out of a Stone, and its 
Odoriferous Scent, I began to bewail 
the want of Men of Ingenuity in or 
near thele Mines, with whofc adiftance 
the Vertues which lie queftionlefs hid- . 
den in thefe Waters, impregnated with yfrm"e 
the Spirituous fubftance of thefe Me- 
tals and Minerals, might be brought m 
to light, for the benefit of Mankind.

eight Dutch-men Ibmetime before, who 
being imploy'd in the purfuit of Ibrae 
Sea-borfes, were cut to pieces by .the 
Natives. 

Being got lafe a-board, we let Sail

Of the Situation of the 

T H E Promontory, known by the 
name of the Cape of Good Hope, is 
,^iatcd at the Southernmoft Point of 
A ■ tk. Its Longitude, in refpeftofthe 
'T^rcights of Gtbraker, is 39 Degrees 
25 iMinutes; and its Latitude, in re- 
fj5e(fl to the Hefpenan Promontory, or 
Ci urdafa, (known by the name of Cape 
f^erdf) 34 Deg. 30 Min. 

It was hi d difeover’d by f^aPeo de 
Gama, »49l?. (by the encouragement of 
Jokt/, then King of Portugal) who met 
there nothing but cragged Mountains, 
as high as Olympus it felfj fcarce pro¬ 
ducing any thing for the fu/lenance 
of humane Life: Thofe unfortunate 
Wretches, who arc oblig’d to inhabit 
here, having fcarce any thing to feed 
upon but what is produc’d with a great 
deal of pains, in a barren Soil and very 
ill Climate 3 affording fcarcc any thing 
but Brambles and Briars, wherewith 
the Moimtains are cover’d on all fides. 
As there arc few Plains, lb there grows 
but little Corn 3 the only Plains of note 
ire, that known by the name of Bac~ 
Plain, (or the Field of Battel) be- 
Leagues in compals,

Cape of Good Hope. 

The Mountain that lies dole by our 
part is call’d the Table Mount, from its 
llatnefs on the top, and ferves for a 
Guide to the Mountaiacei s in thole 
parts. Its height is reckon’d to be a- 
lx)Ut five Leagues. Certain it is, (as I 
found by my own Experience) that its 
afeent is very flccp, for it coll me a 
hearty fwcat before wc tame to the 
top of it 3 being obliged to pals in 
my way up vaft multitudes of vari¬ 
ous Shrubs and Plants, and among the 
reft law a whole Foreft of the l,aky JaU 
mitre (the Roots whereof grew crols- 
wife, like a Net-work) extending its 
felf in two Branches to the foot of 
the Mountain 3 ftor’d with prodigious 
numbers of Baboons. In our return fsfe 
(towards Evening) we were fadly odaom. 
pefter’d, or rather frighted, with a 
kind of fiery Meteor, which feem’d to 
move in the Air like large (parks of fire j 
I endeavour’d to catch them with my 
Hands, but finding them not palpable, 

I was convinc’d that they weie Sulphur¬ 
ous Meteors engender’d in the Fenns, 
not unlike the Sulphurous Excrement 
we fee in the Night-time pafs thro’ the 
Air.

Tlicncc it is that 1 am verily perfwa- 
ded, that in cafe onr Saylors would make 
more exaft Obfervations for the future, 
oftlic diiicrent effefts (;f the various fi- 
tuations of places, onr Navigation might 
be founded upon more certain Rules 
than now it is j which makes them have 
recoin fc to unknown Canfes, and the in- 
ftabiiicy of the 1 ides in certain places. 
For what other Rcafons can be allcdged 
for tlicfe conftant Winds (called Mm- 
foens) but the high Mountains which arc 
conftantly covet’d with Snow, it being 
certain, that thefe Winds continue to 
blow whilft the Snows arc melting ; 
there being no other canfc to be alledg- 
ed in ihcfe places whore the Wind blows 
always Ifoni one Corner, 01 cliaiigcsbut 
once a Year, than tlic di/linclionof the 
Mountains, or the Annn.tl Concourle of 
the Sun. It miift ho.vcver be confefs’d, 
that fitch fpacious Fenns, the receptacles 
of Vapours may not a little contrib\jtc 
towards thefe Winds.

From hence calling my Eyes towards 
the adjacent Moontains, I could plainly 
difccru (tho’ at a conlidcrablc diilance) 
the Original caiife of the Sauih-Eafi 
Wind, which pot me in mind of the 
Mountains, where tydiobu is laid to have 
his Seat, and detain the Winds in Pri- 
Ibn. For it is obftrvablc, That whene¬ 
ver thick Clouds appear on, and about 
' the tops of the adjacent high Mountains, 
they are the infallible fore-runners of 
fevere Storms, which are more or iels 
ftrong, according to the extent, thick- 
ncls, or pofition of the Clouds; of this 
I have taken frequent notice in the 
Clouds,thatufedtoarifeupon the Tabld- 
Mouut, which were always followed’by 
heavy and long Temnefts. 

Thus, it is certain. That tho’ the 
Stars never vary in their Courfe, they 
don’t communicate the fame quality to 
the Airj it having been obferv’d, that 
at the fame time there blows quite ano¬ 
ther Wind alboar, as there docs at Sea •, 
nay, what is more, two or three diffe¬ 
rent Winds blow at once in different 
parts of the Bay, all which muft be at¬ 
tributed to the diferent po&tion of the 


to obferve the different Conftitution^ 
and Situations of Places, with the fame 
care as they do commonly the 1'ides, 
or return and reflux of the Sea, which ^ 
vary according to the fituatlons of the * 
Bays, Havens, or Capes •, of this varia¬ 
tion I had fufficient experience in our 
paflage through the Channel, betwixt 
the Port of St. Mala, on the Frcmh Shoarj 
and the Hie of IVight, occa Honed by a 
ridge of Rocks near Cape La Hogue, on 
the Coaft of Normandy. But the difcul^ 
lion of this fpinous Queftion concerning 
thefe Aieufoons, or certain variations of 
the Winds, may not only depend (as 
well near home as in far diftinS places) 
from the Son’s approach to, or removal 
from thelfc parts, but alfo from the dif¬ 
ferent Seafons of the Year.

That one Day as I was 
walking along upon the very Brink of 
the Sca-Qioar, to examin the ievcral 
produds of the Sea, I did light upon 
fomc fmall Creatures flicking to the 
Rocks very dole, with their Peer, re- 
prefentiug by the excretion of tlicir Fi¬ 
bres, our Rofes, whence they arc call’d 
by the Dutch,KlipperJc» or Roeckrafes. 


CHAP. V. 

Of the Infecis or vemmotts Animals. 


T hese arc nnmbcrlcfs on the 
Cape of good Hope ; the moft noted 
lii c Spanifh File.', Butter-Jlies, Gloxo-worms 
, and Lod’fti of divers kinds; Cornvoorms 
of diverfe Colours, and Spiders with 
many i .eggs of the bignefs of a Man’s 
Fill; Ants ov Pifmires that bury thcm- 
fllvcs litidcr the Food they have ga- 
tiu i'd ; { Ciw whole Millions of them in 
heaps on the Mountains. 

Their Serpents here differ in Bignefs, 
Shape, and Venom; the Vipers arc as 
large again here as in France', Salaman¬ 
ders, Sairpions, long Ear-ivtgs, Lizjtrds, 
and Toads : Dilcourling one day with 
the Governour of the Fort, about thefe 
l oads, and how fiirprizcd 1 was to ob- 
forve them three times bigger than ours, 
with two long Feet trailing behind, like 
the Otters-, he fficw’d me a certain Sea- 
Filh full of Prickles, not unlike a Toad, 
with long Feet join’d to the out-fide of 
the Belly; he told me that thefe did 
bring forth the Toads, which 1 wasfuf- 
iicicntly convinc’d,of afterwards by my 


own Experience: I remember, that 
when I diffecled one of thefe Creatures, 
in the prefcnee of the Governour,! 
found its Lungs very large, but the o- 
ther like thofe of ordinary Toads and 
Frogs. 

The reft of thefe kind of Creatures ei¬ 
ther did not come to my fight, or if they 
did, it was fuperffcially, that in that 
ihort time I flay’d there, i could not take 
exa^ notice of them. To conclude, I 
am inclined to Arijiottcis Opinion, viz., 2. 
7 'hat AJia produces the fierceft Beafts, degen.a- 
Europe the ftrongeft, and Africk the moft ^ 7 ' 
different kinds; which queftionlefs has 
given Birth to the Proverb, That Africk 
edmsys swords fame new thing or another. 

For the want of frefh Water in this hot 
Climate, draws in the wild Beafts in 
great numbers to the Banks of the Ri¬ 
ver ; they copulate promifeuoufly, and fb 
engender feveral new kinds. But this 
muft be underftood of the Defarts of 
Africk, which otherwife is watered by- 
Rivers.

CHAP. VIL 

Of the different Seafons tf the Tear. 


T he Cold does not exert its rigour 
here: Hails are very rare, nor 
are the Rivers congeal’d with Ice: The 
greateft extremity of the Winter Icarce 
ever railing here beyond a white Froft. 

For you muft know, that we have not 
Four, but only Two Scalbns of the Year, 
( as well as all over the Indies. ) The 
Winter is one continued rainy Scalbn, 
as the Summer is one unintermittent 
Drought, but both accompanied with 
violent Storms: For at the feme time 
we enjoy the pleafentnefe of the Sum¬ 
mer heat in HoUand, they are continu¬ 


ally afflifted with Rains here; and 
whilft the Sun there approaches to the 
E^uinoaial Line, it recedes from thence, 
on this Cape, by a continual Courle. 

As for Inftance, if you pitch upon a 
certain place in Holland, as Amfierdam, 
the Cape of Good Hope is 17 Deg. 51 M. 
beyond it in its Latitude, but 11 Deg. 
30 Min. beyond it, in relbeft of its 
Longitude. For in Oltober (the begin-> 
ning of the Summer here) when the 
Trees call their Leaves in HoUand, the 
Fields and Gardens begin to be cover’d 
with Grafs and Herbs.

of their Dil'iwiitions, lb they IheW a vail 
difference betwixt ftveral Nations. 

The H ttciitotcs being very much Sun- 
burn’t, have generally a tawny Skin, 
tbo’ fome of them have a tolerable 
white Skinj but Blacknefs is the gfeal\ 
eft beauty among them; for the reft 
they either ftrew a certain Earth, of 
various colours, upon their Heads, or 
mix the fame* with Suet, and fo be-

fmear their Hair and Faces, which they 
look upon as a lingular Ornament for 
there is a certain Mountain here, which 
fiirnilhes them with Materials for di¬ 
vers Colours, which, if rightly manag’d, 
would turn to a good account.

'I'hcy are fo bloody in 
their lucliiiatioiis as to exercife their 
Cnieltics evcn^iipon their vanquilh’d E- 
ncinics, after their death, by ftriking 
their Arrows arid Weapons, into their 
dead Carcafics i they arc fo much ad¬ 
dicted to Theft, that one Neighbour 
docs not fl ick to enrich himfelf by ftcal- 
ing the Cattle of another i and as in 
reference to their Chaflity they have 
quite abandon’d the Foot-fteps of their 
Ancefl'ors, in the time of the 
frica/i their Lafeivionfnefs is always 
acconqxinied by tlie mofl: unaccountable 
Slothfiilnefsv for they neither Sow nor 
Reap, neither trouble themlelves about 
wJiat they ftiall eat or drink the next day, 
but wallowing almoftin their own Dirt; 
theretbre if you have occalion to employ 
any of them, you mnfl: take them when 
they arc hungry, and be fure to perform 
your Promife. Their inordinate way 
of living and Lull, makes them grow 
old l.>eforc their time, and makes their 
Bodies cra/y and weakand as they 
keep no regular account of their Age, 
ib nothing certain is to be determin¬ 
ed of the length of their Livesj for what 
thcirdiforderly wayof living takes from 
them on one fide, their forc’d Sobriety 
(for want of ncceflitrics) makes amends 
for on* the other hand, living for the 
mdfl: part upon Herbs •, however it is, 
fbe general Opinion is, that fcarce ever 
any of them live above loo Years. 

They are lb greedy ot Tobacco, 
.from their Cradles, that Children be- 
ibce they come to the age of Eight 
, Months ( as I have often feen my felf) 
fmoak it •, and moft of them, ( tho’ o- 
thervvife tame cnoi^h ) will work a 
w hole Day for a piece of this Weed. 

As they look upon the Women as 
delpicable Creatures, lb they are not 


allow’d to eat ^ny Beef or frelh Milk,' 
but only Muttoe* and that very Ipar- 
ingly •, they are,^cvcrthclcls, nice in 
their Pallatc, remember a ijreat 
while what has ppafed them aruot^ 
for the reft, thc^^ live withouK^an^ 
contented with their own, wltfcther 
they be rich or poor in Cattle. 

Among all theft Vices they retain 
one good Quality, that is, if one of 
their own Neighbours has, by. miA 
chance loft his own Cattle, they will 
ftock him again, perhaps with a Calf 
and a Sheep. They arc not eafily re¬ 
moved from their own Opinion ; Gold 
and Silver they don’t value at the lame 
rate as other Men do; for where there 
is no lift there is no preedinels after 
Moneys and ignorance of Vice is more 
prevailing than all the Precepts oWir- 
tuc an inftance, that a mild Glin.ate 
often produces very rugged Spirits, tho’ 
they arc very Crafty vviih all thci.^g- 
norance. . ■

portunity to talk Ibmetimes with three

Upon any extraordinary 
occafion, of a Wedding, Lying'in of a 
Woman, or fuch like, they will, per¬ 
haps kill an. Ox, a Sheep, (if they can’t 
light upon fuch Venifon) for to enter- 
tajfl their Friends; (b) the Leaves of the 
Sea‘^eeh of different kinds, are alfo 
muchinufe among them; for the reft 
they SmA upon Cows and Sheeps Milk, 
nhmi the Women gather early in the 
Morning^ and make very good Butter 
of it. They flea a Bird with Feathers 
and all, then turning the Skin with the 
Feathers upward, they tie it to a Stick 
or Cane, and therewith ftir the Milk, 
till the ferous part of the Milk is fepa- 
rated from thcoleagenous fubftlnce; the 
Butter-milk they eat, and Ibmetimcs 
wafh their Hands with. 

Cheefe they neither love, nor know 
how to make; their ordinary Liquors 
for ordinary drinking, arc Milk and Wa¬ 


ter ; they feed upon no Filhes but what 
have Scales, and confeqoently no Eeels, 
nor any of the teftaceons kind, fuch as 
Oifters, &e. The Fifh they moll delight 
in, is a certain fweet kind of Bremt (c) (t) dVi 
with very thick Scales; they are all with- »^Hot- 
out diftinftion of Age or Sex, fuchadmi- ^ 
rers of Tobacco, that, tho’ they are at Dutch, 
variance with one another, they will 
hand about the Tobacco-pipe without 
Exceptions. 

This Country produces a certain kind 
of African Aron Root (or Lah Stobhiu) 
offo venemous and corroding quality, 
that it not only bites upon, but alfo 
blifters the Tongue. Thefe Hottentett 
have a way of ieparating the pernicious 
Sulphur by the Fire, which binds the 
VolatilCorroding Salt; and thus to ren¬ 
der it fit for Food: The Hedg-horf 
(which are ftrangely fiiaped here) migh¬ 
tily delight in this Root; they not only 
feed upon the dry’d and powder’d Skins 
of Beafis, (after they have uled them a 
confiderable time inftead of Shoes) but 
alfo upon Excrements mixed with fome 
other things; this they do withoof tl^ 
leaftdiftinAion of Civility, not except¬ 
ing even their King, the Head of a Crew- 
omiferableBeggarly Wretches,as almoft 
all the Negroes are.

V I i 
they ftrike with vaft ftrength into thehr ' Their chief ftrengtl^^jfl a aprfee/ 

^ h having 
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liavipg been taught by the Lyons (which 
arc very uamcrous herej that itislafeft: 
to appear without their lurking Holes in 
b.i(! Weather j when our Fire-Arms are 
generally out of order, they follow their 
Foot-Heps, and lurking among the 
Woods, fend their Darts from thence a- 
niongour People; but if they hap^n to 
meet them in clear Weather, and in the 
open Fields, they fee up a huge Cry, 
and immediately retreat to the Woods, 
or thorny Hills, from whence they may 
light at a diftance, by the help of their 
Bows and Arrows^ 

If they happen to be much fnperiorin 
number, they fall on with terrible cries, 
like Mad-men; but notwithllaodiog the 
inequality of their Number, they fel- 
dom care to come in reach of our Fire- 
Arms, whereas if they engage with their 
own Country-men, they will prefs very 
hard upon one another: I think it may 
juftly be apply’d to the Hottentots what 
Boras fays of the Cads^ viz. That their 
Souls are as fierce m the wild lieafisy and 
their Bodies beyond the bulk of Men ; but 
that it had been found by experience, that as 
at the firji onfet they fall on with a more 
than Man like Courage, fo if once repnlfed, 
they retreat Uke Women. It feems, as it 
their Bodies, bred among the cloudy 


Mountains, had letaincd fome refem- 
blance to the Snow, which melts with 
the IcaH heat; ^ their fierce and bar¬ 
barous Inclinatu^leem to have?rela¬ 
tion to the Rcl^s bnd Woods cl 4 y in- 
habit. ^ V 

Their Leaders or Chieftains^ .they 
call Captains, being not dillinguiOied 
from the reft by their Arms, except that 
his StalThas two knobbs, and his Veil is 
ibmewliat cleaner than the cqmmon 
Soldiers; but he never appears abroad 
without five or fix old Fellows, who are 
fuppoied to be his Advilers upon all oc- 
cafions, as the Romans committed the 
management of Arms to the Younger 
lore, but chofe the Senate out of the 
Elders. 

Wc were at that time engaged in a 
War with one of their Capuius, cant¬ 
ed Honomai, becaufe our Forces iiad, nat 
not long before our Arrival, taken 
from them above 2000 Oxen aijjtCows, 
befidcs Sheep ; and wc w'erc at\':'- 
time bringing our Auxiliaries into the 
Field, under Captain 0 .aes and Cuyper, 
to attempt a lecond Irruption. Their 
Wives they employ upon Meflages, and 
if any of them are taken Prilbners, they 
are difinift: without a Ranlbm. 


CHAP. XVIII. 

Their wgy of Tr»ficki»g. 


V. 

A s all their Riches and SubHance 
confift: in their Cattle, this is the 
only Commodity they exchange with our 
People. Commonly the Governour of 
the Fort, lends a Dodor or two accom¬ 
pany'd by Ibme Soldiers, and provided 
with good ftore of {Virginia Tobacco, or 
rather of the Black aud worler lore, 
(^which they efteem moft) with fome 
Beads of Coral, Glafs, or Copper, and 
Ibmc quantity of jd^uavita, (whereof 
they arc great lovers) which they pur- 
chafe for their 0 .\'cn, Cows, Sheep, and 
ibmetimes for fevcral Panther Skins. 
Their way of Fxchange is thus : Our 
Merchants, offer a piece of Tobacco, 
of about two fpans in len^h for 
Ox, or a Sheep, always addmgNUS^aCe 
by little and little; (a Cuftom Uways 
oblcrv’d apiong them, without ^icb, 
they Clinic thciiilclvesnot obliged the,, 
Bar’g^:) A t laflr, they will ask 4 ^^. 
certain' quant icy ol^ Aqusevita, the value 
]wh 4 rcoi mbit: drauded from the 


quantity of Tobacco, whidi they va¬ 
lue lels by a fourth part at leaft ; But 
at the firft meeting, our Faftors always 
prefenc them with a piece of this Weed, 
which thejr feck to retaliate by a 
Prelent of a Sheep ; by this means they 
exchange Ibmetimes too or 200 Oxen, 
(befides Sheep) at one time. Our Go¬ 
vernor lends his Favors no more than 
once a Year to the Effequas, to make 
them the more eager after the Tobac¬ 
co ; they commonly prefent our Factors 
with the belt Mutton at their meeting. 
But care mult be taken not to let tbele 
Barbarians fee your whole Stock,, for 
fear of being kill’d by them, upon that 
account; as was likely to have happen’d 
to Ibme of our People, who were in 
great danger, of being all llaia by the 
Bj^cber of the King of the Effeqnas, had 
-enJy not been forewarn’d of the dan¬ 
ger, by^ the Old King himlelf, whole Son 
now reigns, and lives in a good Gor- 
refpondence with us. But they never 

exchange 
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exchange a White Ox or Cow (foliow> 
ing perhaps in this point, their Ance- 
ftors the Egypims^ wt.o^worfliipped Ifis 
under Nhe lhape of a 3ow) which being 
aqong ihcmlike our »lell-weather; it is 
thus q^lfantly wiih’d. That the GreM 
'C4/»t4W (meaning God) may blefs them 
with a White Ox. 

The ordinary meeting places of thefe 
McrchMtsarc. (i.) Near the Horlc- 
Guard^^Iaced npon our utmoft Bor¬ 
ders. (2.) At the Pitts near the River, 
the Boundaiy of the Hottentots Country 
under the Dutch Jurifdidion on that 


fide. (3.) On the other fide of the 
Mountain, in the fame part«f the Conn- Ten 
try. (4.) Near the H^rhms River. 

(5.) Near the Lenk-fimts. ( 5 .) Near W'W 
the Bmer River. (7.) At the Endlefs 
River. (8.) Near Jncoh Ragen’s Tree. 

(9.) Near the Ceefe~Hms. ( 10.) Near 
the Broad River. (11.) At the Paradife^ 
a place lo call’d from its plealant fitua- 
tion, but wants good Springs, becaule 
the Water is tainted thereabouts with a 
white clayiih mixture.

CHAP. XIX. 

Their mMner <f Dancing, 


rpHEY delight fo much in Dan- 
or rather Skipping, that 
* Religious Ceremonies feem to 

coidkt-in the aftivity of their BodiK; 
for, when they fee the Moon riling, they 
meet together; and whilft the Men ftrike 
all at once, their Feet againft the 
Ground, by turns, with a very grave 
Air, the Women clap their Hands, and 


fing certain Tunes to them. If they 
happen to look into a Looking-glafs in 
one of our Houfes, they are fo delight¬ 
ed with their own lhape, {Narciffas like) 
that they fall a dancing, and feldom 
leave off till they drop down (quite ti¬ 
red^ npon the Floor; as J have often 
obferved in a certain Htateum^ who was 
a Servant in our Lodgings. 


CHAP XX. 

Of their Religion, 


A S Brutilh and barbarous as this Na¬ 
tion is yet are there among them 
fome few Foot-fteps of the Knowledge 
of a Sufream Bting \ for whenever they 
fee the Heavens Covered" with Black 
Clouds, when it Thunders or Lightens, 
YOU lhall hear them lay. The Great Cap¬ 
tain is angry \ and if they have kill’d any 
of our People, and dread our Revenge, 
they will fay in broken Dmh^lVhat JhaU 
mdot The Dutch-ww (fay they)iw7f kiU 
m : But if they kill i»f, I rviU go direBly to 
oar Great Captain, who will make me a 
Prefent of White Oxen. Thus when it is 


a very fercnc Day, they fay, Oar Great 
Captain will prefent ns with White Oxen. 

For the reft they feem to agree with the 
Ancient Egyptians., ana other Pagans in 
this Point, That they look upon the Sun 
and Moon as Gods; (a) for they adore ^ » 
the Sun by gazing upon it ftedfaftly at Ratoi* 
Riling and Setting; fometimes they will Cntylos, 
fit down near the River fide, and throw and rUny, ■ 
abundance of little Balls of Qay into . 

the Water, which, they lay, they do in 
Honour or the Sun: The Adeon they 
worlhip with Oandng, as we told you 
before.

CHAP. XXII. 

Of their peculiar Lam and Cuftoms. 


T H O’ thefc Barbarians arc not rc- 
itrain’d either by any written 
Law or fear of God, they by a blind 
inftindt follow the Cuftoms of their 
Anceftors: Thus, if a Woman happens 
to bring forth Twins, a Male and Fe¬ 
male, they immediately kill the laft, 
differing in this from the Scythes, who 
kill’d all the Males among the jima- 
x.ons', and from the Ancient Carthagi- 
mans, who ufed to Sacrifice Male Chil¬ 
dren alive to Saturn. 

They cut out one of theTefticles to 
all their Male Children, immediately 
after they are born, to make them run 
with the more fwiftnels. The Women 
they cut off as many Joints off" their 
Fingers, as they have had Husbands, 
beginning with the firft Joint of the 
Iktic Finger; They allow of Poli- 
gainy, like the Mahometans : Their In- 
duftry (fuch as it is) is folded only 
upon their Inclinations, without any 


Legal Compulfion. They know no o- 
tber puniflimcnt of Murthcr, but the 
Revenge of the Friends of the decea- 
Icd, who never ceale to pnrfue the 
Murderer, till they have found him 
out, and then beat him with their Clubs, 
and at laft kill him with their Jave¬ 
lins, nay, frequently excrcife their Cru¬ 
elties upon their dead BodieC. Other 
Crimes, as Adultery, Theft, and fuch 
like, are made good by wajiN«i^ reta¬ 
liation. They have one 
ftom, if a young 1 .ad happens! 
fick, they kill a fat Ox, which they 
feaft upon, but the Paunch and other 
Entrails they hang about the Patient’s 
Heck, till being Putrify’d, and falling 
off" of conrle, they muft be devoured 
by fbme Old Man or other. Their 
Succeflions are limited by the ordinary 
Law of Inheritance, eipccially among 
the Ejfequas. 


CHAP. XXIII. 

Of their Marriages. 


S UCH as have an Intention to mar¬ 
ry together, having obtained their 
Parents Oonfent, apply thcmfelvcs to 
their Captain, who giving his Confent, 
they marry at pleaiure, tho fometimes 
all their Subfiftence coniifts only in a 
Club, an Ox to carry their Hot upon, 
a Milch Cow, and perhaps Ten or 
Twelve Sheep, ibme whereof certainly 
^ kill’d for the Wedding Feaft. The 
riraer fort marry as mac^ Wiv§^.' as 


they think fit, and in cafe of diflik'*, 
divorce themfelves. Tbeie commonly 
kill two or three Oxen, and a many 
Sheep for the Feaft ; the Flelh after it 
is parted from the Skin, they expofe 
a little in the Air, and then boil it 
in its own Fat in their Earthen Pots, 
the Gnts being roafted in the Afbes; 
they treat their Friends with thefe 
Dainties, and ipend the Day merrily, 
according to their own way.

never learn from them, neither by en¬ 
treaties nor promifes, they allcdging 
that they were ilri^fly forbidden to dis¬ 
cover it. Their time of Lying-in is foon 
ovQ^', and they bring up their Babes af- 
ftr a \*c:ry ugly manner; for after they 


have kept them about two or three 
Weeks at home, without any Iwathing 
Clouts, they tie them to their Backs; 
and at four Months of age they begin 
to fraoak Tobacco, and in four Months 
more they put them upon their Feet 9 
then they have a Jacket given them (as 
I have been informed by fomc who 
lived five Years there.) At the Age 
of eight or nine Years, they begin to be 
accullora’d to the 11 le of Arms j their 
Parents generally affix a piece of Meat 
to a Poll, which they mull hit with 
their Arrows before they are jKrrait- 
ted to eat the leall ViAuals. • 


CHAP. XXV. 

Of their Handicraft Trades. 


'OU may as well look for Jewels 
^ in a Hogs-llic as Artilans among 
this barbarous Generation; however, 
they have a kind of Taylors among 
them, who lew their Skins (their or¬ 
dinary Apparel) with Needles of Iron 
(for as lam inform’d, they have very 
good Mines of that Mcul) or Ivory, 
their Thread being nothing init the 
twilled Nerves of Bealls. And confi- 
deringthat they Ihave their Heads in 
divers figures, it is manifcll, that bo¬ 
lides Taylors and Barbers, they are al¬ 
io Artilans in Iron work; thefe arc the 


main things they glory in with lb much 
Self-conceit, that when I once Ihew’d 
one of their Captains a very well- 
wrought Watch, and Ihew’d him the 
ufe thereof, he told me. That quefiioif 
lefs the Hottentotes could make fuch an~ 
other. They have allb a certain Mufi- 
cal Inftrument, of the lame lhape and 
ufe as our Pipes. Some of them prc<v

If you fqueeze his Tail juft above the 
Sting, it emits a bright drop out of his 
crooked Sting, unlefs he has ftung fome- 
hody not long before, which is not much 
more hurtful than the Sting of our Bees j 
his Sting is not very foon rcplenifh’d with 
the poifonous matter, and when he ftings 
it is as i^ou were touched by a Stone j 
but the Thoufand-Feet being very corro- 
live, communicate very fliarp Poi- 
fon : Of the Vipers we have had occa- 
Iton to fpeak before. If the Wound 
proves malignant, or there be the leaft 
fufpicion of a Gangrcen, they cut it out 
with the fharp points of their Arrows 
and if it has infefted a Member they cut 
it off immaliately. All Contulions 
they cure by Unctions ( with Beef or 
Mutton Suet’, for want of any other 
Ointment ) afterwards fcarific the part 
and fuck it till they draw the Blood 
, thro’* the Skin. The Rhumatifm they 


cure in the fame manner, except that 
they expofe the jiart ( after it is well 
anointed with the Suet) before thi^fire, 
that the Particles thereof may force 
our the morbifick Matter, by th^be¬ 
ing attenuated before the fircj 
then they go to fucking. Among the 
Vegetables they arc acquainted w^ith 
very few Phylic’al Plants but thofc of 
the beff, which as 1 told ycu.^eforc, 
I cannot Icani from them at any rate. 
This makes me admire how fbinc can 
boatt of 1 know not wk-.t Secrets they 
have attained to among fo treacherous 
aGeneration as the Fl.ncntit:}. 7 hey 
have a way of curing the Cholick by 
a certain Aromatick Root, alinoft in an 
inftant.

I F you (hoiild Wear them Speak, or 
rather Chatter, in their own Dia¬ 
lect, you would certainly believe, that 
you were gone back to the Pythagorean 
Age, when the Birds uied to converfo 
together, by way of Difeourfe ■, it be¬ 
ing certain, that their fpcaking is on¬ 
ly an inarticulate nuifo, and no real 
V^)ice, every Word ending with a kind 
of whiftlc, by the Tongues clapping f) 
clofc to the Palate •, whence fome luve 
judg’d, that by this Ihrill ncife, occa- 
iioned by the touching of the Palate, 
they did exprefs their Vowels, where¬ 
as they pronounced the «Confoiiaiyt^ 
much lower in the Throat, alnWram’d 
then^ together by drawing tVgcfher 
thei# tips in an orbicular figurc.i Cer¬ 
tain-Vis, That they can’t converfo with- 
anV (icher Wation in their 
gnt^c}, for all the time that the Dutch 
een/ettl^ here, there was neier 
ytX oifii^/Enrop^n who could attaiiMo 
any perk^i^ityn their Language, tho’ 


many of the Hottentotes that dvvell neai 
the Fort, have learn’d a kind of broken 
Dutch, diflcring from ours chiefly in the 
termination of Words, which common¬ 
ly end in Kom, as Tal>aqkom, Tobacco, 
Kortom a Shore or Portion, Horom to 
hear. As they are but barren in Roots, 
or Original Words, fo they abound in 
Fplthites : Thus they call all forts of 
Birds Courcour, with the addition of a 
proper Epithite, as for inftance •, Cam- 
maCoHrccur, a Water-jovl, whether it 
be a Duck, a Cormorant, or Sea-Gull j 
Stekom ( a Belgicifm, fuch as they fre¬ 
quently ufo among them ) Courcour, a 
young Bird-, G'mmCo«rt o«r,alargeBird, 
by which, however, in aftrift fonfo, 
^ey underlland the Oftrich. They have 
'^ilb learn’d Ibmc Words by their for¬ 
mer Correfpondence with other Nati¬ 
ons ^ as for Inilancc, from the EngUjh 
the V/^d Doggues (ignifying a Dog.

. Some Obfervations upon the Currents thereunto 

belonging. 

By Captain Richard Bolland. 


y«/y 24. 1575, 

W E weigh’d Anchor,out 
of Tangier Bay, near 
eight in the Morning, 
the Wind at S.S. Weft 
off the Shoar, very moderate •, betore 
Ten, the Tide of Ebb then fetting to 
the Weftward, had drove us down the 
length of River, which having ob- 
jferv’d, that I might fomething more im¬ 
prove my judgment on the Tides and 
Cufrents in thefe parts, I then produc’d 
this Draught of the Streights Mouth of 
Gibraltar, which I had drawn fbme- 
time before having often crofs’d o- 
ver from the one Shoar to the other, 
as alio anchor’d feveral Boats, half 
a League diftant from one another, that 
'they have reach’d one third of the Cha¬ 
nel over ■, having on Board of each of 
them, Watches for Time, Logs to in¬ 
form the turning pf the Tide, and fc- 
veral other Conveniences proper for 
thofe Obfervations by which means, 
I gain’d fome experience how the Tides 
fet, their time and diftance from the 
Shoar \ as alfo where the Current,which 
has its conftant Indraught into the 
Streights, if extremes of Wind occafion 
no alteration, does commence from the 
Tides. Having thus gather’d thefe Col- 
lettions, 1 drew this Draught, as it is 
here demonftrated at large, and Calcu- 
latai the Tables thereupon plac’d,which 
are for every Day in the Moon’s age, 
that is, fioni Full to Change, and from 


to flow to the Eaftward at Ten a Clock, 
and 21 Min. By this time the Wind 
iprang up freih Eafterly, and iiicreal^’ 
cd fo fiirioufly, that we were forc’d to 
Reef our Top-fails, having now ih^ad- 
yantage of the Tide •, here the CurjrOat, 
in the middle, as alio the Tide iiiJoi. th£^ 
Spanif) Shoar, which began that Day to 
flow to the Eaftward, at 11 of the 
Clock and 16 Minutes. Thus happen’d 
the time fb opportunely, that Itanding 
the nearer both the Shoars was the 
greater advantage, making no more 
than three Boards we .weather’d the 
Eafternmoft Point of Gibraltar above 
two Leagues. Thus did we make a 
clear Experiment of the truth of thefe 
Tables and Draught. The fame ad¬ 
vantage may be made in turning 
out of the Streights w'xthaWefierly Wind, 
only Hopping the Tide of Flood, if 
Weather will permit. For want of Ex¬ 
perience in the Tides and Currents here, 
this Age has produc’d but too many Ex¬ 
amples of the lols both of Men of War, 
and of Merchant-men. I remember in 
the Year 1663, Sir John Lamfon, in the 
RefolHtioH, having been in the Levant, 
coming near to Gibraltar in the Night, 
the Current having fet us over dole on 
board the Spanijh Shoar, we made the 
Highland of Gibraltar, for Apes^HiU up¬ 
on the Barbary Shore, which had like to

If 
the Moons attrai'lionbe fo powerful up- 
o» the y/aters, why do they not follow 
her motion round the World? At Prince 
Rupert's Bay, within three Leagues of 
^pes-Hiu^ in the Streights Mouth of Gi~ 
Vndrar,, the Tydc rifes perpendicular up- 
C.1 the Springs Nine Foot. At Bucenmn, 
upon the Barbary Shore, 2.0 Leagues to 
the Eaftxoard, there’s fcarce any know¬ 
ledge of a Tyde. So that in lb Ihorc a 
diftaacc, the Moon's influence upon the 
Water ceafes. At Cape Sparsely which 
I is the IVeftermofi part of the Afrivan 
/Shoar, it flows South, Soitth'Xocfi a very 
ftrong Tyde. Five or fix Leagues IVefi, 
Soutb-Wefi into the Sea, there is no ap¬ 
pearance of either Ebbing or Flowing. 
So that here to the Wefiward into the O- 
tcau, as allb to the Eaftwa>-d mentioned 
before, in the Mediterranean ■, the Wa¬ 
ters have no dcpendancc upon tbc Moon. 
Tlicle Demonftrations, with many o- 
thers which might be laid down, induce 
me to the Opinion, That the Moon's 
Change, Full, and Qtiartcr, as alfo her 
Motion, arc particular Signs to inform 
our Judgments, rather than of any Pow¬ 
er Ihc has on the Waters, or their de- 
pcndanc^ on her.
